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happen’d  during  the  Space  of  above  a  5  Years  3  fuch  as  a 
great  Revolution  in  the  Turkijh  Empire,  by  which  the  Em¬ 
peror  was  depos’d  ;  the  Engaging  ot  the  Ruffian  and  Turkijh 
Armies  on  the  Banks  of  the  Truth ;  the  late  King  of  S-we* 
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ons  with  the  Torte,  during  his  Stay  of  above  four  Years  in 
Turky ;  his  Return  into  his  Dominions,  Campaigns  in  A lor' 
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fort  the  prefent  King  *  and,  in  fine,  all  the  chief  Tranfadi-

Of  the  Porte’s  Declaring  War  againjl  the  Czar, 
the  March  of  the  Turkilh  Army  commanded  by 
the  Vi  tier  Baltagi  Mehemet,  the  Battle  at 
Pruth,  the  Peace,  and  the  King  of  Sweden’.!  Ex- 
pojlulation  with  the  Vitier  thereupon,  &c. 

PON  my  enquiring,  at  my  Return  to  Conftantinople,  xyit. 
into  the  Traufadlions  of  the  King  of  Sweden  s  Mini- 
flry  with  the  Borte,  and  other  Things  happened  fince 
my  Departure ;  I  heard  that  the  Tartar  Han,  ha¬ 
ving  efpous’d  his  Swedijh  Majefty  s  Caufe  and  Inte- 
reft,  had  prevail’d  on  the  Grand  Seignior  to  declare 
War  againft  the  Czar  of  Mufcovy :  That  the  Vifier 
Cupruli ,  thinking  it  contrary  to  the  Law,  of  which 
he  was  both  a  fcrupulous  Obferver  and  an  able  Expofiter,  defired  to  be 
difmifs’d,  (or  as  the  Swedes  would  have  it,  was  difmifs’d  without  de¬ 
firing  it)  as  well  as  the  Muphty,  for  oppofing  that  War,  which  the 
Grand  Seignior  himfelf  and  the  Tfivan  thought  necefTary :  That  the 
Imperial  Seal  was  proferr’d  to  the  SeliEtar  Aga  Cumurgi  Ali  Bajhaw  $ 
but  that  he  begg’d  to  be  excus’d  accepting  it,  chufing  rather  to  re¬ 
main  a  Favourite,  and  govern  his  Mailer,  as  he  was  generally  believ’d  to 
do:  That  upon  his  Refufal,  and  by  his  Counfel,  one  S 'oliman  Bajhaw 
was  made  Vice  Vifier  or  Vifier  pro  interim ;  during  which,  a  Capigi  Ba¬ 
jhaw  was  difpatch’d  to  the  Balhaw  of  Aleppo ,  one  Baltagi  *  Me¬ 
hemet  to  bring  him  to  Conftantinople ,  to  be  invelied  with  that  Dignity  : 

*  Baltagi  fignifies  properly  an  Ax-bearer ;  thofe  who  are  thus  call'd  are  generally  employ'd  (be- 
fides  other  manual  Labour)  to  cleave  Wood  in  the  Seraglio  for  the  Grand  Seignior ,  the  hereditary 
Princes,  &c.  as  had  that  Baltagi  Mehemet  done  for  the  Prince  Achtnet,  now  Emperor  feigning. 
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That  a  little  while  after  his  Arrival,  the  War  was  unanimoufly  refolv’d 
*  in  publick  Divan,  and  the  new  Muphty  gave  his  Fetfa  for  it  :  That 
the  Czars  Ambaffador  was  lent  Prilbner,  from  his  Frank  Palace  to  the 
Seven  Towers,  and  the  circular  Command  in  the  Appendix  difpatch’d 
to  all  the  Balhawis  and  Commanders  of  the  Ottoman  Forces,  to  be  in 
readinefs  to  march  in  the  Spring  againll  the  Enemy,  under  the  new 
Vifier,  &c. 

The  Tartar  Han ,  having  left  Things  in  this  Podure  at  Conftantinople , 
was  gone  to  Bender ,  where  he  had  frequent  Conferences  with  the 
King  of  Sweden ,  upon  the  Means  of  pulhing  on  the  War  with  Vigour 
and  Succefs  ;  his  Troops  were  already  making  their  Winter  Cam¬ 
paign  (the  mod  favourable  Seafon  for  their  Incurfions)  when  the  Ri¬ 
vers  are  frozen. 

The  Tails  were  expofed  before  the  Seraglio- Gate ;  the  New  Viper y 
who  had  never  handled  any  other  Arms  than  a  Hatchet,  had  receiv’d  a 
mod  rich  Sabre,  adorn’d  with  Jewels,  from  the  Grand  Seignior ,  and  was 
now  dedin  d  to  march  at  the  Head  of  an  invincible  and  always  victo¬ 
rious  Army  of  200,000  Men,  to  ufe  the  Turkijh  Expredions,  againd  an 
ambitious  and  troublefome  Neighbour. 

During  thefe  Tranfacdions,  a  Number  of  Swedijh  Officers  were  come 
to  Conftantinople ,  where  they  reforted  to  the  Houfes  of  the  Franks 9 
and  other  Chriftians ,  protected  by  the  Ambadadors ;  they  didinguifh’d 
themfelves  by  their  Politencfs,  Gallantry,  and  Affiduity  towards  the 
Fair  Sex.  Some  of  them  had  entered  into  an  intimate  Acquaintance 
with  a  Hutch  Merchant’s  Spoufe,  who  had  the  Complaifance  to  drefs 
her  felf  in  Man’s  Cloaths,  and  go  with  them  on  Horfe-back  to  the  lit¬ 
tle  Village  of  Belgrade ;  die  even  Ihew’d  her  felf  curious  to  go  as  far  as 
Bender  to  fee  the  Northern  Hero  ;  but  hearing  that  his  Majedy  rather 
avoided  the  Fair  Sex’s  Company,  than  defir’d  it,  fhe  renounced  her 
Curiofity  ;  on  which  the  Medijance  or  the  fcandalous  Hidory,  which  i$ 
pretty  free  amongd  the  Eadern  Chridians,  and  even  the  Franks ,  gave 
out  that  the  Swedijh  Officers  had  made  Conqueds  in  the  Low  Coun¬ 
tries,  and  the  Report  reach’d  as  far  as  the  King’s  Ears;  who,  tho*  he 
did  not  care  (as  I  have  jud  now  hinted)  for  Women’s  Company,  yet 
loved  to  hear  of  Intrigues,  Gallantry,  &c. 

Mod  of  thele  Gentlemen  return’d  for  Bender  in  the  Beginning  of 
May,  a  Month  in  which  we  heard  of  the  Death  of  the  Emperor  JoJeph 
and  the  Dauphin  of  France ,  the  latter  jud  when  the  Turkijh  Army  was 
marching  towards  the  Danube  j  there  were  then  at  Conftantinople  (be¬ 
sides  the  Swedijh  Officers)  Mr.  Fabrice  and  Mr.  Woniaroskj ,  the  fird  was 
a  Minider  of  the  Court  of  Holjlein ,  at  the  King  of  Sweden's.  I 
had  the  Honour  of  being  admitted  into  his  Acquaintance;  and  ex- 
preding  a  great  Defire  of  feeing  the  Northern  Hero,  he  offer’d  to 
*  Sa'-cia  ta^vG  me  a^on§  to  Bender ,  and  we  fet  out  Pod  the  28th; 

*  tune  Town  we  kept  the  Road  to  Adrianople  as  far  as  Burgos ,  where  driking  off 
tilth  a  Ctiflle  to  the  fight,  leaving  that  City  on  the  left,  we  pafs’d  thro’  Kirkeglefs,  a 
and  /even  pretty  large  Village,  (wnofe  Name  is  half  Turkijh,  half  Greek ,  and 
atedZ’i ^thnt  forty  Churches)  between  which  and  another  yet  larger  and 

pan  of  the  K'andfpmer  we  join’d  the  Turkijh  Forces,  which  had  rendezvous’d  on 
Danube  the  appointed  Time  and  the  Place  mention’d  in  their  Orders.  They 
where  the  an- WQtQ  very  nurnerous,  and  increafed  every  Day  by  the  Acceflion  of 
pta7ednew  Troops  who  were  ordered  to  reinforce  them,  and  were  to  confid, 
the  Bridge  cf*$  faid  before,  of  200,000  Men  on  their  Arrival  in  the  Plain  of  * 
Darias.  Saccia ,  within  about  two  Miles  from  the  Danube,  where  the  Vi  her  was 
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to  review  them.  That  Army  march'd  With  a  Siownefs  that  ffiowd  they 
were  more  defirous  of  fome  Propofitions  of  Peace,  accompanied  with 
the  Sacrifice  of  Afoph,  than  of  fighting  the  Enemy ;  and  fome,  who 
pretended  to  be  very  well  acquainted  with  the  Sentiments  of  the  Forte, 
allured  me,  that  the  Czar  might  have  avoided  this  War  perhaps  for 
lefs  than  the  Surrender  of  that  Place. 

We  pafs’d  thro’  the  Middle  of  their  Forces,  which  made  a  noble  Show, 
and  continued  our  Road  by  Facht ,  Aides,  Fafargi ,  Fafargioglou ,  Carafou , 
Alibeykoi,  Codgiali,  Baba ,  Tidcia,  Ifmaely,  Cauchan ;  in  a  Word,  according 
to  the  Line  in  my  Map  B.  to  Bender ,  where  we  arriv’d  on  the  8  th  of  June , 
The  Country  all  along  is  wonderfully  fertile  and  pleafant ;  but  I  found 
no  manner  of  Antiquities  on  our  Road,  excepting  the  Medals  in  the 
Prints  XII,  XIV,  XXV7 III,  viz.  r,  *<*.,  in  the  firff  at  Aidos ,  in  the  id, 
N.  and  (g)  at  Fafargi ,  and  in  the  3d  31ft  and  33d  at  Baba.  A  Greek 
Goldfmith  at  this  laft  Place,  fold  me  near  an  Ounce  of  Silver  Ones  by 
Weight,  mod  Part  of  the  Roman  Confuls  and  Triumvirs ,  all  very  com¬ 
mon,  except  N.  25^  and  28.  in  the  Print  XXIX.  I  bought  of  a  Gardiner 
there  the  Brafs  Ones,  N.  2, 37, 38.  Some  will  have  Baba ,  which  is  one  of 
the  fineft  Towns  in  the  Road,  to  have  been  Tomi,  the  Place  of  Ovid  s 
Exile }  but,  befides  that  it  is  fome  Miles  from  the  Sea,  its  having  no 
Ruins  contradi&s  this  Opinion.  Cauchan  is  a  little  open  Town,  not  bet¬ 
ter  than  a  Village,  for  the  Building  or  Number  of  its  Houfes,  which  are 
but  about  300;  however,  ’tis  the  Capital  of  Akerman  Tartary ,  and  is  de¬ 
pendent  on  the  Han .  It  is  principally  inhabited  by  Moldavians  and 
Walachians ,  who  rather  chufe  to  live  Subjedls  to  the  Tartars,  than  un¬ 
der  the  Princes  fet  over  them  by  the  Forte ;  the  Capitation,  or  Man’s 
Head-Money,  as  they  call  it,  which  they  pay  Yearly  to  the  Han ,  not 
amounting  to  two  Crowns.  Ifmaely  is  a  large  Town,  with  a  Han  ra-  - 
cher  convenient  than  handfome ;  its  Houfes  are  better  than  thofe  at 
Cauchan.  It  derives  its  Name  from  a  Kifler  Aga  fo  call’d,  who  had  it 
affigned  him  as  a  Part  of  his  Revenues,  and  has  founded  a  pretty 
Mofque  there.  Mod  of  its  Inhabitants  are  IValachians  and  Moldavi¬ 
ans ,  as  at  Cauchan.  Tulcia  is  a  littleVillage,  fituated  on  an  Eminence,  at  the 
Foot  whereof  is  a  fmall  Fort  with  7  little  Towers,  (landing  diredfly 
on  a  Branch  of  the  ‘Danube,  where  it  furrounds  the  firfi:  of  the  Ifiands, 
form’d  by  its  Windings  on  that  Side. 

Mr.  Fabriceve ry  obligingly  offer’d  me  a  convenient  little  Room  in  a 
Wooden  Houfe,  built  for  him  on  the  Niefter  fide,  N.  10.  in  the  King’s  Se¬ 
cond  Encampment  at  A  A  in  my  Plan  XXX,  which  made  one  of  rhe  bed 
Figures  of  the  Little  Carlopolis.  He  likewife  did  me  the  Honour  of  pre- 
fenting  me  to  his  Majefty,  by  whom  I  was  gracioufly  receiv’d  and  I  muff: 
do  this  Prince  the  Juftice  to  fay,  that  he  was  eafy  of  Accefs,  and  full  of 
Condefcenfion  to  thofe  whom  too  much  Refpe<d  and  Modeffy  hindred 
from  addreffing  themfelves  to  him,  preventing  their  being  out  of  Coun¬ 
tenance,  by  asking  them  fome  Queftions  after  a  very  obliging  manner. 
He  had  a  Prefence  of  Mind  that  was  extraordinary,  and  a  very  good 
Memory  and  tho’  he  avoided  the  Company  of  the  Fair  Sex ,  he  was  by 
no  means  an  Enemy  to  them,  but  Glory  had  taken  fuch  entire  Poffef- 
fion  of  his  Heart,  that  there  was  no  room  left  for  Love:  However,  he 
was  of  a  gay  Temper,  and  wou’d  hear  Talk  of  them  even  with  Plea- 
fure  5  efpecially  of  the  little  Pieces  of  Gallantry  and  Intrigues  of  his 
Officers,  and  rally  them  thereupon.  Any  body  had  hardly  a  greater 
Share  in  his  good  Graces  than  Mr.  Fabrice ,  with  whom  he  feem’d  to 
pafs  mod  of  his  agreeable  Moments  at  Bender  s  keeping  him  fometimes 
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whole  Hours,  difcourfing  and  asking  him  Queftions,  his  Majefty  iifu  a  By* 
Handing  or  leaning  againft  the  Wall  or  a  Tree,  ire.  his  Hand  upon  hts 
Sword,  as  in  the  Print  XXV,  and  his  Hat  under  his  Arm,  even  if  it  rain’d 
or  fnow’d,  (he  never  putting  it  on  but  on  Horfeback)  fometimes  ftroak- 
ing  up  his  Hair,  of  which  he  had  but  very  little  over  his  Ears  and  be¬ 
hind  his  Head,  with  his  Right  Hand.  He  was  Handing  thus  at  Mr. 
Grothufer? s,  when  I  had  the  Honour  of  being  prefented  to  him  by 
Mr.  Fabrice,  fometimes  taking  hold  of  one  of  his  Buttons,  or  laying 
his  Hand  upon  his  Shoulder  whilft  fpeaking  to  him,  as  he  ufed  to  ail 
whom  he  allow’d  fuch  a  Part  of  his  Efteem.  Amongft  other  News, 
Mr.  Fabrice  told  him,  after  his  uiual  gay  lively  manner,  of  the  ‘Dutch 
Lady’s  Journey  to  Belgrade ,  drefs’d  like  an  Officer,  calling  her  an 
Amazon,  who  would  come  to  his  Majefty  as  another  did  to  Alex¬ 
ander  :  He  added,  that  the  Swedtjh  Officers  cou’d  raife  a  little  Army 
of  them  (in  cafe  of  need)  for  his  Majefly’s  Service.  The  King 
laugh’d  very  heartily,  and  made  this  Repartee  with  his  natural  ready 
Wit,  “  That  Village  is  a  ftrange  Place  ;  the  Grand  Seignior  Tad  like 
“  to  have  loft  his  Throne,  Mr.  de  Ferriol  did  his  Reafon,  and  without 
“  doubt  this  Lady  ran  fome  rifque  of  lefing  at  leaft  her  Reputation.” 
Upon  which  Mr.  Grothufen ,  who  had  heard  that  a  Jefuit  had  like  to 
have  been  hang’d  there,  told  his  Majefty  of  it,  who  would  know  the 
Circumftances  of  it,  which  were  thus  :  That  Jefuit  was  one  of  the 
moft  zealous  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Roman  Catholick  Faith,  a  great 
Maker  of  Armenian  Profelytes,  and  the  moft  indefatigable  Labourer  to 
compleat  the  pretended  Converfion  of  Prince  Tekely  ;  in  lhort,  One 
who  took  it  in  his  Head  to  bring  the  whole  World  over  to  his  own 
Church ;  he  us’d  often  to  dine  at  the  Ambaftadors  of  England  and  Hol¬ 
land,  (whofe  Palaces  are  always  open  to  Perfons  of  any  Merit)  where 
he  never  fail’d  calling  difadvantageous  Reflections  upon  the  Refor¬ 
mation,  which  he  call  d  a  Subverflon  of  the  Catholick  Church :  Be¬ 
ing  once  at  the  Village  of  Belgrade ,  at  a  time  when  fine  Weather  had 
invited  great  part  of  the  Franks  thither,  he  engag’d  in  Converfation 
with  fome  young  Englijh  Gentlemen,  who  were  drinking  Wine  and 
Bunch  under  the  Trees,  and  whom  he  knew  by  having  feen  them  at  the 
Englijh  AmbafTador’s  Table :  He  foon  began  (as  ufually)  to  inveigh 
againft  their  Religion  fo  far,  cr  with  fuch  a  Contempt  and  difrefpetft- 
ful  manner,  as  to  fay  in  plain  Terms,  tc  That  it  had  come  out  from 
“  the  Breeches  of  Henry  the  VUIth ;  that  God  abhorring  it,  had  ab2.u- 
“  don’d  the  Nation  (which  was  formerly  a  Nurfery  of  Saints)  ever 
“  fince  it  had  forfaken  the  Roman  Catholick  Apoftolick  Religion  ;  and 
“  that  a  Proof  of  the  Falfity  of  the  New  One,  was  the  want  of  Mirar- 
46  cles,  which  had  always  given  a  Sanction  to  the  true  Faith.”  Upon 
this  one  of  the  Company  anfwer’d,  <c  We  have  had  no  more  Miracles 
u  ever  fince  we  have  been  rid  of  the  Gentlemen  of  your  Robe,  who 
“  work’d  them  in  the  Name  of  the  Saints,  and  have  no  Fools  to  believe 
44  them.”  To  which  the  Jefuit  reply’d,  with  a  great  deal  of  Heat. 
44  You  are  Impious  and  Prophar.e,”  with  other  Words  to  the  fame 
purpofe.  Whereupon  another  Englijhman ,  changing  the  Language  from 
Italian ,  which  they  had  till  then  talk'd,  into  Englijh ,  faid,  “  What 
“  Bufinefs  has  this  Jefuit  to  intrude  here  amongft  us  ?  Let  us  treat  him 
44  as  they  do  his  Brethren  in  England ,  by  hanging  him  upon  one  of 
44  thefe  Trees.”  His  Deflgn  was  applauded,  and  he  began  to  untie 
(or  make  as  if  he  was  untying)  his  Garters  to  put  it  in  Execution  ;  of 
which  the  Father  being  inform’d  by  one  of  the  moft  moderate,  what 
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hazard  he  ran  in  disputing  (as  he  did)  of  Religion  to  People  who  only 
thought  of  drinking  and  diverting  themfelves ;  he  retir’d  with  a  great 
deal  of  Precipitation,  and  never  was  after  feen  in  any  luch  Com¬ 
pany  ,•  he  complain’d  in  vain  to  the  Ambaftadors,  who  advifed  him  alfo 
to  avoid  it. 

The  King  laugh’d  at  the  Recital,  and  at  the  Enghjh  Humour ;  and  after 
fome  other  Difcourfe,  one  coming  to  acquaint  his  Majefty  due  Dinner 
was  ready,  he  walk’d  into  the  Hall  where  the  Cloath  was  laid  ;  and  a 
Prieft  having  Paid  Grace,  he  fat  down  with  the  Generals  Sparre,  cDal - 
dorf  Horth,  and  fome  other  Officers  of  the  firfl  Rank,  lpoke  not  a 
Word,  eat  with  a  very  good  Appetite,  taking  lbmetimes  a  Bit  with  his 
Right  Hand  out  of  one  Dilh,  fometimes  anocher  with  his  Left  out  of 
another.  Then  quench’d  his  Third  with  a  large  Glafs  of  Water,  which 
was  given  him  by  the  Chamberlain  Mr.  CliJJendorf. \  (for  his  M?jefty 
wou’d  never  tafte  any  other  Liquor,  and  was  with  much  ado  perfwa- 
ded  to  drink  Small  Beer  in  Poland  or  Saxony ,  never  finding  fault  with, 
or  praifing  any  Dilh  for  being  well  or  ill  feafon’d  j)  he  rofe  from  Ta¬ 
ble  (as  ufual)  in  lefs  than  half  an  Hour.  They  who  eat  (lowly  (as 
did  General  Sparre  amongfl  the  reft)  having  but  half  din’d,  came  to 
Mr.  Grothuferis ,  his  Majefty’s  Favourite,  (who  kept  an  open  and  much 
more  fplendid  Table  than  the  King,  whofe  Will  it  was  he  fhou’d  do 
fo)  and  began  afrefh  *  his  Majefty  look’d  at  the  Company  thro’  the 
Windows,  and  as  foon  as  he  faw  that  any  one  perceiv’d  him,  retir’d. 
About  Three  a-Clock  he  rode  out,  as  he  did  every  Day  mod  com¬ 
monly  twice,  attended  by  a  Troop  of  Officers  and  others  ;  and  Mr. 
Fabrics,  who  knew  his  Cuftom,  had  order’d  two  Horfes  to  be  faddied 
for  himfelf  and  me.  The  King  kept  him  by  his  Side,  and  often  took 
him  by  the  Arm,  as  in  the  Print  XXX,  during  the  Time  he  honour'd 
him  with  his  Converfation.  I  was  a  little  behind  with  an  Officer, 
whom  I  had  made  an  Acquaintance  with  at  Conft ant inop le.  At  one 
time  we  Gallop’d,  at  another  went  a  round  Trot,  according  to  the 
different  Motions  of  our  Royal  Guide,  and  we  did  not  return  till 
about  Eight  in  the  Evening.  His  Majefty  wou’d  fometimes  lead  his 
Companions  Thirty  or  Forty  Miles,  into  Places  where  neither  Villages, 
any  thing  to  eat,  and  feldom  Water  cou’d  be  found  ;  and  heard  with 
Pleafure  that  any  one  complain’d  of  Hunger  orThirft,  which  he  cou’d 
himfelf  bear  better  than  any  one  in  the  World. 

Being  countenanced,  and  introduced  by  Mr.  Fabrice  to  his  Friends, 
both  Civil  and  Military  in  the  King’s  Court,  I  met  with  a  very  hand- 
fome  Reception  from  all  on  his  Account  *  and  indeed  he  was  generally 
belov’d ;  neither  during  about  three  Years,  moft  part  of  which  I  was 
wich  him  at  Bender ,  did  I  know  of  his  having  any  Enemy  ;  but  Ge¬ 
neral  'Daldorff  who  was  call’d  his  Politick  Enemy,  and  that  a  very 
ftrange  one,  he  being  in  Interefts  quite  contrary  to  thofe  of  the  Court 
for  which  Mr.  Fabrice  was  Minifter,  and  jealous  of  the  Kindnefs  his 
Swedijh  Majefty  fhew’d  him,  declar’d  open  War  againft  him  ;  but  was 
at  laft  vanquilh’d  by  that  Gentleman's  Generofity,  and  extoll’d  him  to 
the  Skies,  as  I  (hall  obferve  afterwards.  In  fliort,  Mr.  Fabrice  s  Tem¬ 
per  was  agreeable  to  all,  for  he  never  meddled  with  any  one’s  Affairs, 
but  when  requir’d  to  do  them  Service 3  nor  made  any  other  ufe  of  the 
Credit  he  had  with  the  King,  but  to  oblige. 

Some  Weeks  after  us,  arrived  a  Courier  from  M.  Stiernock,  his  Maje¬ 
fty’s  Reftdent  at  the  Court  of  Vienna ,  with  Letters  concerning  his 
Royal  Proteftation,  in  the  Appendix,  againft  the  Treaty  of  Neutrality. 

This 
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This  Minifter  happening  to  mention  very  impoliticly,  in  thefe  Dif- 
patches,  an  Anfwer  made  by  Prince  Eugene ,  upon  reading  it,  when 
prefented  to  him,  almoft  ruin’d  his  Highnefs  in  the  King’s  good  Opi¬ 
nion,  who  fhewed  always  a  true  Efteem  for  his  Perfon,  fo  that  his 
Majefty  cou’d  hardly  hear  him  named  for  fome  while.  This  Anfwer, 
as  related  by  Mr.  Slitrnock ,  was  Vana  fine  viribus  ha  }  Wrath  is  vain 
without  Forces.  Mr.  Stiernock  was  generally  blam’d  by  thofe  who 
were  acquainted  with  the  King  and  Prince,  this  being  one  of  the 
greateft  Admirers  of  his  Majefty 's  Heroick  A&ions  and  Courage  ; 
inlbmuch,  that  he  ought  not  to  have  put  any  other  Conftrutftion 
upon  his  Highnefs’s  faying  Vana ,  &c.  but  that  this  Prince  meant  only 
the  melancholly  Situation  of  that  Monarch’s  Adairs,  which  put  it  out 
of  his  Power  to  execute  his  Defigns  for  their  Re  eftablilhment,*  if 
that  Minifter  had  underftood  Policy,  he  ought  to  have  taken  no  No¬ 
tice  of  it,  but  diffembled  as  the  Situation  of  Affairs  required. 

In  the  mean  while,  the  Vaivod  Cant  emir ,  a  Greek  both  by  Nation 
and  Profeffion,  whom  the  ‘Porte  had  conftituted  Prince  of  Molda¬ 
via,  having  with  6000  Men,  all  of  that  Country,  join’d  the  Czar , 
whofe  Army  confided  of  above  70000,  when  he  entred  that  Principality; 
he  had  firft  deceiv’d  himfelf,  and  then  his  Czarian  Majefty,  by  inducing 
him  (as  was  faid)  to  engage  in  fuch  an  Fnterprize,  as  marching  into 
an  Enemy’s  Dominions,  having  reprefented  the  Moldavians  as  ready 
to  rife  unanimoufly  in  his  Favour,  as  foon  as  he  fhou’d  appear  a- 
mongft  them,  and  the  Country  as  a  vaft  and  abundant  Magazine  at 
his  Devotion,  and  fufttcient  to  fubfift  a  numerous  Army  :  Upon  his 
Defection,  Nicholas  Mavro  Cordato  was  made  Prince  in  his  dead. 

His  Czarian  Majefty,  charm’d  with  fuch  a  Beginning  and  fuch  pro- 
mifing  Hopes,  expetfted  no  lefs  from  the  Prince  of  Walachia ,  andi 
thofe  under  his  Government;  but  he  reckon’d  without  his  Hod,  as 
will  be  feen  by  the  Sequel :  However,  (according  to  the  Opinion  of 
thofe  who  pretend  to  be  well  vers’d  in  the  Art  of  War)  he  had  a  fine 
Game  to  play,  if  he  had  manag’d  his  Cards  well  j  but  inftead  of  ta¬ 
king  Bender ,  which  was  not  in  a  Condition  to  hold  out  long,  and 
then  marching  diredtly  to  the  ‘Danube  with  his  whole  Army,  while 
frefh,  and  difputing  the  Vfers  Paftage,  (who  in  all  Appearance  would 
never  have  attempted  it)  he  (or  rather  the  Felt-Marjhal  Czeremetojf, 
under  whom  his  Majefty  adted  only  as  Lieutenant  General,)  divided 
and  fatigued  it  by  vain  Marches;  firft  he  fent  General  Janus,  with  a 
Detachment  of  8000  Men,  into  Moldavia ,  where  he  wandered  up  and 
down  in  Hopes  of  inciting  that  People  to  take  up  Arms  ;  whereas,  on 
the  contrary,  they  did  not  fo  much  as  offer  to  ftir,  but  to  fly  his  Ap¬ 
proaches,  and  avoid  furnilhing  him  with  Provifions,  tho’  he  offer’d  to  pay 
for  it,  hiding  themfelves  with  their  beft  Effects  among  the  Mountains 
and  Woods ;  then  he  made  Gencrz\Rhennes  march  with  the  fameV  ie  w  into 
Walachia ,  where  he  a<fted  almoft  the  fame  Part  with  9000  Men,  and 
was  amufed  by  the  Prince  with  Compliments,  and  fpecious  Pretences, 
excufing  himfelf,  by  alledging  that  he  was  not  in  a  Condition  to  do  as 
hedefired  for  hts  Czarian  Majefty;  in  a  Word,  treating  him  as  he  had 
before  done  the  Imperialifls ,  tricking  both  them  and  the  Turks 
Turns,  and  being  fincere  to  neither;  fo  that  this  General  having  wan- 
dred  vain  up  and  down  (as  well  as  the  other)  hearing  that  the  Fijter 
drew  near  the  ‘Danube ,  quitted  the  Northern  Side  of  it,  having  plun¬ 
dered  and  reduced  to  Allies  the  little  Town  of  Ibraeli ,  with  fome  Vil¬ 
lages,  and  feized  what  Cattle  he  could  for  the  Subfiftance  of  his 
Men.  The 
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The  Vtjter  receiving  Advice  of  all  this,  palled  the  ‘Danube  at  SacFtd\ 
on  the  firft  of  July,  and  marched  foroething  more  briskly,  fending 
before  a  great  Body  of  Turkijh  Horfe,  which,  with  the  'Tartars  and 
‘Poles,  *  form'd  an  Army  large  enough  to  make  Head  again  ft  the  Cksir,  *  ^ great maZ 
who  was  already  but  in  a  bad  Condition.  Parties  returned  daily  laden  Zr-dJJ] 
with  Booty,  one  confiding  of  1000  Men  Seized  of  600  Waggons  with 
Ammunition;  Sultan  Galga  the  Cham's  Eld  eft  Son  had  juft  furprized  and  guitus,  bad 
henfd  in  700  Forragers,  whom  he  Pent  to  Caiichan ,  the  Town  alrca-  refined  to 
dy  named,  4  Leagues  from  Bender ;  and  a  Tolijh  Partilan  took  107  FjZZ^oZ 
Grenadiers  Prifoners,  with  the  Convoy  they  were  guarding,  which' '  Sweden  s 
he  brought  to  the  King  of  Sweden,  who  Pent  them  with  the  News  Arrival 
of  the  melancholy  State  of  the  Mufcovite  Army,  between  the  Nyejler  *J?ere>  and 
and  the  Truth,  to  the  Vifier,  who  was  marching  to  meet  them,  and  gin  ZZy  ret 
'twas  even  Paid  they  were  come  to  Blows.  farting. 

Having  a  Curioftty  to  fee  the  Engagement  of  the  two  Powers,  I  Pet 
out  from  Bender  on  the  7th,  and  finding  which  Road  the  Turkijh  For¬ 
ces  had  taken,  I  join’d  them  on  the  9th  in  the  Evening,  on  the  Eaftern 
Side  of  the  Truth,  where  the  Vijier  was  encamp’d,  at  the  Place  mark’d 
N.  1.  in  my  Plan  N.  XXV L  A,  where  they  were  arriv’d  but  few  Hours. 

The  Army  confided  (as  Pome  Officers  allured  me)  of  2,00,000  Men  ;  I 
don’t  fay  Soldiers,  for  one  muft  diftinguilh  and  take  away  from  thefe 
50,000,  as  well  Servants  (of  which  the  Superior  Officers  have  always 
a  large  and  numerous  Retinue)  as  Sutlers,  and  other  fort  of  Hangers 
on,  who  are  not  pay’d  for  Fighting,  and  generally  follow  the  Camp. 

All  the  Tents  of  the  Grand  Fijier,  Bajhaws  and  Generals  of  the  Spa- 
his  and  Janizaries,  were  of  an  extraordinary  Magnificence  and  Big- 
nefs,  of  which  we  have  but  faint  Imitations  in  Chriftendom ;  and  the  o- 
thers  being  alfo  proportionably  beautiful,  my  Eyes  were  agreeably 
entertain’d  with  the  vaft  and  noble  Profpecft;  I  fay  vaft,  for  they  ex¬ 
tended  fo  far  that  my  Sight  was  almoft  loft  in  viewing  them,  the  Turks 
not  encamping  fo  near  each  other  as  we  do,  befides  their  bringing  al¬ 
ways  a  greater  Number  of  Men  into  the  Field. 

Having  renewed  Acquaintance  with  the  Turkijh  Officer  already  men¬ 
tion’d,  who  was  Prifoner  at  Venice  when  I  was  there  in  1697,  and  had 
been  delivered  by  My  Lord  Taget  at  the  Treaty  of  Carlowitz,  I  enquired 
for  his  Quarters,  which  were  Ihovvn  me  at  N.  n,  and  I  found  that  he 
was  made  BaJIeaw  of  2  Tughs  or  Tails,  and  commanded  a  good  Body 
of  Albanians.  He  receiv’d  me  very  civilly,  and  offer’d  me  one  of  his 
Tents  with  his  Table,  which  I  accepted. 

General  Jams  appeared  the  Day  after  my  Arrival  on  the  other  Side, 
with  8000  Men,  in  the  Plain  called  in  the  Moldavian  Tongue,  ItuJJe , 
and  in  Turkijh,  Falkjin ,  (lying  between  the  River  Truth  and  a  Ridge  of 
little  Mountains)  whither  without  doubt  he  was  come  to  Reconnoitre  $ 
the  Tartars  perceiving  him,  haftened  (according  to  Cuftom)  to  fwim  o- 
ver  the  River  at  N.  9.  without  waiting  either  for  Orders  or  Bridges  j 
which  having  done,  and  being  joined  by  Pome  little  Parties,  who  had 
pafted  over  Pome  Days  before,  and  been  in  Purfuit  of  Convoys,  they 
skirmifned  with  him,  and  took  200  Prifoners ;  and  he  had  fared  worfe 
if  Felt- Mar Jhal  Czeremetojf,  who  joined  him  with  a  larger  Detach¬ 
ment,  had  not  difperfed  them;  or  rather  if  rhey  had  not  retired  them- 
felves  on  his  coming ;  for  not  finding  themfelves  ftrong  enough  to 
fuftain  his  Forces  when  united  with  the  others,  they  went  to  invite 
their  Brethren,  whom  the  Tartar  Han  had  ordered  to  pals  over  with 
all  Speed  at  N.  10.  The  two  Generals  made  as  if  they  would  encamp, 
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and  dcfigned  to  difpute  the  Turks  Paffage  over  the  Truth ,  havin  geven 
cauled  lome  Tents  to  be  pitched ;  but  Night  coming  on  depriv’d  us  of 
the  Sight  of  them,  as  well  as  of  themfeivcs ;  however,  if  they  had 
this  Intention,  without  doubt  they  chang’d  their  Minds  upon  feeing 
the  great  Quantity  of  Gannons  which  the  Turks  had  upon  the  River 
Side,  where  they  were  employed  all  Night  in  laying  over  Bridges  at 
N.  z.  for  the  next  Morning  they  appeared  no  more,  and  the  Reafon 
was,  that  rhe  Han,  having  palled  the  firfh  Bridge  that  could  be  got  rea¬ 
dy,  was  at  their  Heels  with  above  2,5000  Tartars  which  he  had  ga¬ 
thered  together.  Three  Bridges  being  finifhed  about  8  in  the  Morn» 
ing,  4  Bajhaws  immediately  crofs’d  the  River  with  16000  Men,  and  the 
reft  followed  and  were  preparing  to  fall  upon  the  Generals,  from  whom 
the  Tartar  Han  had  taken  and  kill’d  above  600  Men,  and  the  Teles 
brought  oft'  38  Pontons,  with  400  Men  who  guarded  them;  when 
they  had  recovered  the  main  Body  of  the  Ruffian  Army,  it  hardly 
feemed  to  make  40000  Men  out  of  above  70000  which  it  confifted 
of  at  its  entring  into  Moldavia.  That  Army,  inftead  of  endeavouring 
to  give  or  receive  Battle,  covered  themfelves  with  Chevaux  de  Frife, 
which  were  carried  by  Foot-Soldiers,  and  throwing  themfelves  into 
the  quadrangular  Form,  marked  N.  3.  in  the  Plan  hereunto  annexed, 
directed  their  March  towards  a  Wood,  tho’  but  very  flowly,  being 
obliged  to  ftop  every  Minute  to  withftand  and  repel  the  Attacks  and 
Skirmilhes  of  the  Turkijh  and  Tartarian  Horfe,  who  kill’d  them 
from  1 1  in  the  Morning  till  1  in  the  Afternoon,  above  500  Men,  a- 
mong  which  were  z  Colonels  and  other  Officers ;  when,  being  ready 
to  fink  under  their  Fatigues,  and  defpairing  to  gain  it,  they  threw 
themfelves  into  a  fort  of  Bottom  of  a  Sack,  which  the  Truth  forms 
in  winding,  at  N.  7,  where  they  entrenched  themfelves  as  well  and  as 
quickly  as  poftible,  by  calling  up  Earth  on  their  Chevaux  de  Frifey 
and  ranging  their  Waggons  before  to  cover  them,  thro’ which  they  fi¬ 
red  upon  the  Spahis ,  Tartars  and  Toles ,  encamped  then  with  the  Han 
at  8,  who  were  continually  skirmifhing  with  and  annoying  them. 
Their  Mifery  was  inexpreftible,  moft  Part  of  the  Officers  (as  Delerters 
affirmed)  had  not  eaten  any  Bread  in  z  Days,  one  may  judge  what  was 
the  Condition  of  the  common  Soldiers;  the  Horfes  were  as  ill  provi¬ 
ded,  for  not  having  had  any  Forrage  as  long,  and  being  reduced  to 
browfe  upon  fome  Branches  of  Trees  that  grew  on  the  River  fide, 
they  dy’d  in  Heaps ;  and  thole  that  furvived  were  fo  famifhed  and  fo 
weak,  that  they  were  in  Sufpence  whether  they  Ihould  mount  them, 
or  put  them  to  when  there  was  Occafion. 

In  the  mean  while  the  whole  main  Body  of  the  Ottoman  Army  hav¬ 
ing  pafted  the  Truth  at  N.  z.  found  themfelves  about  6  in  the  Even¬ 
ing  w7ithin  a  little  more  than  Cannon  Shot  of  the  Ruffians.  The 
Vffier ,  with  part  of  the  Army,  encamped  at  N.  4.  and  faiife  Intrench- 
ments  were  throwm  up  about  them,  the  reft  forming  a  Crefccnt  round 
the  Czar s  Forces,  the  Janizaries  and  Spahis  even  according  to  that 
the  Mufcovites  themfelves  gave  cur,  and  as  is  reprefented  upon  their 
own  Plan,  N.  25  B,  which  differs  from  mine  only  in  Bignefs  ;  for  the 
Janizaries  and  Spahis,  confidering  that  the  Enemies  were  but  weakly  en¬ 
trenched,  marched  diretftly  to  them,  and  attacked  them  Sabre  in  Hand, 
at  N.  7.  whilft  the  Toles  and  Tartars  coming  upon  them  from  N.  8. 
and  the  Wood,  harrafs’d  them  by  their  Skirmilhes,  and  poured  down  a 
continual  Shower  of  Arrows  upon  them. 

The  firft  Attack  was  very  vigorous,  but  the  Refiftance  was  not  Ids 
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fo,  fince  they  were  rcpulfed  3  times,  and  almod  as  ill  ufed  as  the 
Muscovites  had  been  before;  which  fo  daunted  them,  that  the  abating 
of  their  Courage,  more  than  Night  s  drawing  on,  induced  them  to 
wait  the  coming  up  of  their  Artillery,  in  order  (as  they  laid)  to 
renew  the  next  Morning  their  Attack  more  efFe&ually  ;  and  they 
threw7  up  before  themfelves  a  Parapet,  N.  6.  at  a  prudent  Diftance  from 
the  Muscovite  Camp.  The  next  Day  being  the  nth,  about  200  of 
the  lead  weighty  Pieces  of  their  Artillery,  confiding  in  all  of  600 
Brafs  Cannons  (Tome  of  which  were  fo  large  that  3 6  drong  Buffalos 
being  fadened  to  each  of  them  could  hardly  draw  them)  arrived  early 
in  the  Morning,  and  good  Part  of  them  u7ere  pointed  and  ready  to 
play,  after  which  they  began  to  fire  with  more  Noife  than  Effed:,  for 
about  three  Quarters  of  an  Hour ;  and  the  Muscovites  anfwered  briskly 
with  theirs,  which  did  not  exceed  100  Pieces,  but  being  better  poin¬ 
ted  did  more  Execution  ;  and  there  were  hardly  200  kill’d  on  both  Sides, 
when  the  Latter  ceafing  their  firing,  difplay’d  fome  white  Colours,  and 
immediately  an  Officer  was  feen  to  come  out  of  their  Camp,  and  go 
dire&Iy  without  being  dop’d  to  that  of  the  Vifier,  who  not  being  ufed 
to  fuch  rough  Mufick  as  the  great  Guns,  and  alarmed  at  the  falling 
of  fome  Shoe  within  a  fmallDidance  of  his  Quarters,  removed  to  N.  5. 
leaving  fome  Bajhaws  to  command  the  Forces  at  N.  4. 

The  Tent  of  my  Landlord  being  then  at  N.  12.  w7e  eafily  guef- 
fed  that  the  Defign  of  his  Czarian  Majedy  was  to  capitulate,  and 
were  informed  afterwards  by  Swedtjh  Prifoners,  (who  had  lifted  in  the 
Mufcovite  Army  after  the  Battle  of  Tultowa ,  and  deferted  as  foon  as 
they  faw  themfelves  in  a  Manner  at  Liberty,  by  the  firdCeffimon  of  H o- 
dilities,)  that  the  Czar  having  viewed  thcOttoman  Army,  and  confider’id 
its  being  as  frefh  and  well  furnifhed  with  ail  Things,  as  his  own  on 
the  conrrary  was  fatigued  and  deditute,  feemed  all  at  once  to  be  druck 
with  Confufion,  and  faid  “  Here  am  l  in  as  bad  a  Condition  as  my  B'ro- 
u  ther  Charles  was  at  \ Pidtowd ”  whereupon  he  entered  into  his  Tent, 
which  was  in  the  Center  of  the  Baggage  at  A,  in  the  Plan  N.  XXV  B, 
commanding  that  none  fhould  approach  orfpeak  to  him,  either  having 
or  feigning  to  have  a  convulfive  Fit,  with  which  (they  fay)  this  Prince 
is  too  often  troubled.  They  added,  that  in  the  mean  while  his  Generals 
held  a  Council  of  War,  and  faid  that  the  Janizaries  not  returning  to 
the  Attack  Sword  in  Hand  as  the  Evening  before,  Fear  had  taken 
Place  of  their  Courage ;  whereupon  it  was  refolved  to  march  out  from 
their  Entrenchments,  and  charge  them  with  the  utmod  Vigour,  ra¬ 
ther  than  luffier  themfelves  to  be  reduced  and  perilh  by  want  of  A<5H- 
on  and  by  Famine,  at  their  Difcretion  ,*  alledging,  that  if  they  did  not 
obtain  the  Vidfory,  they  might  put  them  into  Confufion,  and  take 
the  Advantage  of  it  to  manage  a  Retreat ;  they  farther  faid,  that  the 
Chancellor  Shaffrof  objected  that  this  wou’d  be  a  defperate  Attempt, 
which  they  might  have  recourfe  to  as  their  lad  Refuge,  and  that  his 
Sentiments  wTere  to  demand  a  Sufpenfion  of  Hodilities  from  the  Vi  fie  r  in 
order  to  Capitulate  that  his  Advice  was  approv’d  of,  and  the  Czarina 
being  the  only  Perfon  excepted  out  of  the  Prohibition,  was  defired  to 
take  upon  her  to  propofe  it,  which  Hie  did  with  Succefs ;  and  that  the 
Felt-Mar fhal  Czeremetoff  had  Orders  from  his  Czarian  Majedy  to  write 
to  the  Prime  Vi[ier7  and  according  to  all  Appearances  dwaS  after  a  very 
perfwafive  Manner. 

Some  Mufcovite  Officers,  who  pretended  to  have  been  then  very  near 
the  Czars  Perfon,  and  followed  the  Hodages  to  Conjlantinople ,  contradhT- 
V  o  Li  il.  B  2  ed 
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ed  all  thefe  Circumdances  as  fuppofitious,  and  affirm’d  that  his  Maje- 
fly  had  fhown  a  Refolution  worthy  of  a  Hero ;  and  that  this  Prince, 
who  never  before  would  adt  but  as  a  Lieutenant  General  in  his  Army, 
feeing  the  bad  State  of  his  Affairs,  adum’d  the  Character  belonging  to 
his  Dignity,  had  his  Generals  fummoned,  held  a  Council  of  War, 
at  which  he  prefided,  and  wherein  ‘twas  refolv’d  that  the  Felt  Marjhal 
Czeremetoff  fhou’d  write  to  the  Viper  ^  and  offer  him  reafonable  Condi¬ 
tions  of  Peace,  and  that  a  Trumpeter  of  General  Janus’s  was  the 
Bearer  of  the  Letter.  However  it  was,  the  Vtfier  had  hardly  receiv’d 
it  when  he  commanded  his  Men  to  ceafe  Firing,  and  lent  to  proclaim 
this  Order  throughout  the  Army  by  20  or  30  Chiaouz-,  and  his  Anfwer 
to  it  was  pretty  favourable,  tho’  fomething  haughty  and  lhort,  to  wit, 
That  the  Czar  might  fend  his  firft  Mini  ft  er,  and  he  Jhould  be  heard.  Im¬ 
mediately  the  Chancellor  Shafftrof  came  to  the  Vifiers,  where  he 
manag’d  his  Cards  fo  well  that  before  Night  the  Peace  was  concluded 
and  Sign’d,  in  fpite  of  all  the  Steps  that  were  taken  to  obdrutd  it  by 
Mr.  cPoniatowsky ,  who  had  always  been  invited  to  the  Councils  of  War, 
but  excluded  from  that  wherein  the  Peace  was  to  be  treated  on,  as  may 
be  feen  by  the  Letter  in  th  c  Appendix^  which  he  wrote  thereupon  to  King 
Staniftaus •  Whilfl  thefe  Things  were  in  Agitation  the  Janizaires ,  indead 
of  llie wing  the  leaf!  Difcontent  at  lofing  fo  favourable  an  Opportuni¬ 
ty  of  gaining  an  eafy  and  allured  Conquefl,  went  for  the  mod  Part 
without  Permiffion,  and  without  waiting  for  the  Conclufion  of  the 
Treaty,  or  the  proclaiming  of  the  Peace,  to  carry  the  Over-plus  of 
their  Provifion  into  the  RuJJtan  Camp,  where  they  fold  it  to  the  Mufco- 
r vites ,  whom  they  already  call’d  by  the  Name  of  Cardajh  or  Brothers. 
It  was  during  this  that  the  Swedes  deferted,  and  came  over  to  join  their 
King.  My  Landlord  the  Bajhaw  perceiving  this,  with  Indignation, 
laid  to  me  in  Italian ,  which  he  had  learnt  in  his  Captivity  at  Venice , 
to  the  end  that  he  might  not  be  underflood  by  any  other,  <£  Are  not 
“  you  afham’d  for  us,  to  fee  an  Army  fo  numerous,  fo  well  provided 
tc  with  all  Neceflaries,  fhow  fo  little  Courage  and  Refolution  againd 
another  fo  inferior  in  Number,  and  deflitute  of  every  Thing?  I’ll 
tell  you  the  Reafon  (added  he  without  giving  me  time  to  anfwer) 
“  and  the  Confequence :  Our  Emperor,  lince  his  Accefiion  to  the 
u  Throne,  has  put  to  Death,  different  Ways,  above  30000  of  thole 
44  Men  (who  had  indeed  a  Hand  in  Dethroning  of  his  Brother  Sultan 
44  Mufiapha )  but  who  were  the  bed  and  mod  experienced  Officers  and 
u  Soldiers  in  the  Ottoman  Army,  for  fear  they  fhould  one  Day  take 
<c  it  in  their  Heads  to  depofe  himfelf ;  thus  he  has  weakened  the  Em- 
“  pire,  to  drengthen  and  allure  himfelf  upon  the  Throne,  having  put 
44  in  their  Room  only  *  Fouftes ,  ”  a  Term  which  the  Turks  ufe  (be- 
fides  its  obfcene  Signification)  to  defcribe  young  raw  Fellows  without 
Experience,  and  fit  for  iittie  or  nothing,  which  are  but  too  common  in 
the  Turkijh  Armies.  “  We  are  happy  (continued  he)  in  having  only 
tc  Mufcovites  to  deal  with,  but  if  we  had  to  do  with  Germans ,  we 
44  fhou’d  be  undone;  and  God  preferve  us  from  coming  to  Blows  with 
“  them.  ”  The  lad  War  which  they  had  together,  and  which  was  fo 
unfortunate  for  the  Turks ,  feem’d  (as  it  were)  the  Accomplilhment  of 
this  Prophecy,  which  was  only  dictated  by  his  Knowledge  of  the  Dif- 

*  Pouftes,  The  ancient  Romans,  who  did  not  carry  l-Vcmen  with  than  into  the  Field,  as  the 
Chriftians  do  at  prefent,  tolerated  fuch  young  Men  and  call'd  them  Pell  jet's,  and  the  French  by 
a  fofter  Term  call  them  Ganymedes;  and  it  is  fo  unufual  among  the  Turks  to  carry  Women  hi 
their  Army ,  that  the  Vilier  ( being  an  Enemy  0s  twas  faid)  to  the  horrid  Vice  cf  Sodomy)  haJ 
two  of  his  own  Concubines  in  Mens  Apparel ,  under  the  Guard  of  Black,  Eunuchs. 

ciplinc 
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ciplinc  of  the  one,  and  the  want  of  it  in  the  others ;  tho’  the  Mufiovites 
having  learnt  the  Art  of  War  from  their  being  beaten  by  the  Swedes, 
cannot  now  be  faid  to  want  Difcipline. 

The  Peace  being  concluded  upon  the  Terms  in  the  Appendix ,  and 
Sign’d  by  each  Party,  was  pubiiih’d  next  Morning  by  break  of  Day, 
by  Tome  Chiaous  throughout  the  Ottoman  Army,  and  in  that  of  the 
Mufcovites  at  the  Sound  of  Trumpets  by  two  Secretaries  of  his  Czar  An 
Majefty’s  Chancery,  who  perform’d  the  Office  of  Heralds  at  Arms  ,* 
and  the  Chancellor  Shajfiroj ,  with  the  Son  of  General  Czeremetoff\ 
were  given  as  Hoffages  for  the  Performance  of  the  Articles.  The 
Grand  Vifter  had  two  fine  Tents  let  up  for  them,  and  fent  to  the  Czar 
aoooQuintals  of  Biskets,  fomc  of  new  Bread,  8000  ofRice,  icooOkes 
of  Coffee,  that  is  to  fay  z  500  of  our  Weight ;  andOfmanAga,  his  Kiaiay 
was  difpatch’d  in  the  Evening  to  the  Grand  Seignior  with  the  Treaty, 
and  a  Letter  to  his  Highnels.  Three  Bajhaws ,  with  each  of  them  iqoq 
Horfe,  march d  the  fame  Day  to  the  Czars  Camp,  to  bear  him  Com¬ 
pany,  or  rather  fecure  him  from  the  Infults  of  the  Tartars ,  who  did 
not  ceafe  moving  round  him  in  fpite  of  the  Chiaous ,  and  the  Orders 
which  the  Vifier  obliged  the  Han  (  not  otherwife  fatisfy’d  with  this 
Peace}  to  give  them  contrary  to  his  Inclination. 

This  done,  the  Mnfcovite  Army  began  its  March,  Drums  beating. 
Colours  flying,  and  Hautboys  playing  at  the  Plead  of  each  Regiment 
from  the  Centre  of  the  Right  Flank  ,*  four  Barallions  form’d  the  Front, 
the  Soldiers  carrying  the  Chevaux  de  Frife  as  before  when  they  gain’d 
the  Bottom  of  the  Sack  before-mention’d,  and  forming  a  Square  tho’ 
not  fo  large,  having  left  in  their  Camp  a  great  Number  of  Waggons, 
and  their  heaviefl  Baggage,  (with  which  the  Tartars  made  bold)  for 
want  of  Horfes  to  draw  them.  The  Men  kill’d  on  both  Sides,  accor- 
ding  to  the  juffeff  and  mod  difintereffed  Calculations,  did  not  amount 
to  above  6000,  from  the  Time  the  Turks  pafs’d  the  Bridge  till  the  Peace 
was  publifh’d  ;  but  the  Mnfcovite  Army  was  diminilh’d  almoft  the  half 
from  the  time  of  its  Entrance  into  Moldavia  to  its  Marching  out,  be¬ 
ing  more  defiroy’d  by  its  felf  than  its  Enemies. 

The  King  of  Sweden  (to  whom  Mr.  Boniatowsky  had  fent  Word 
that  the  Czar  was  fo  hemm’d  in,  and  in  fuch  a  Condition  that  in  all  Pro¬ 
bability  he  had  no  other  Meafures  to  take  but  to  lurrender  his  Perfon 
Prifoner  of  War,  with  all  his  Forces,  and  give  himfelf  up  to  the  Mercy 
of  the  Turks)  had  immediately  mounted  on  Horibback,  and  arriv’d  at 
the  Camp  the  fame  Day,  whence  he  cou’d  even  then  fee  the  Rear  of 
the  Czar  s  Army  on  its  March  in  Peace.  His  Majcffy  alighted  at  Mr. 
Boniatow  sky’s  Tent,  and  heard  the  Explication  of  the  Scene’s  being 
thus  chang’d,  with  all  the  Surprize  that  may  be  well  imagin’d.  The 
Jfaier,  being  inform’d  of  his  Arrival  at  the  Camp,  fent  to  compliment 
him,  and  invite  him  to  his  Tent ;  which  his  Majeffy  promifed,  and  went 
thither,  not  fo  much  in  apfwer  to  his  Invitation,  as  to  reproach  him, 
as  he  thought  he  deferv’d  for  his  Treaty.  Amongft  other  Things,  he 
ask’d  him,  if  he  could  juftify  what  he  had  done  ?  To  which  the  Vi- 
fier  anfwer’d,  that  he  had  the  Power  of  making  either  Peace  or  War, 
and  had  obtain’d  more  of  the  Czar  than  ever  the  Grand  Seignior  had 
expebted  or  demanded.  The  King,  without  endeavouring  to  refute  his 
Vanity  in  claiming  fuch  an  Authority,  added,  “  You  had  your  Ene- 
mies  at  your  Difcretion  if  you  would,  and  might  have  reap’d  much 
u  more  confiderable  Advantages,  how  great  foever  thofe  may  be  you 
pretend  to  have  gain’d  ;  and  if  I  had  yet  this  Minute  2.0,000  of  your 
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“  beR  Troops,  3  could  make  you  recover  the  Opportunity  which  yo«r 
tc  have  negle&ed,  and  are  upon  the  point  of  lofing,  and  will  never  have 
“  fo  favourable  again  ;  and  I  fhould  not  at  all  doubt  delivering  the 
“  Czar  a  Pnfoner  to  the  Grand  Seignior,  who  might  do  as  he  pleas’d 
“  with  him,  and  at  leaR  keep  him  till  the  Treaty  were  executed.  ’7 
To  this  the  Vifier  anfwefd,  “  God  (  who  commands  us  to  pardon  an 
“  Enemy  who  asks  it,  and  humbles  himfelf  before  us,  as  the  Czar 
<c  has)  preferve  us  from  breaking  a  Treaty  of  Peace  without  any  Rea- 
u  fon  ;  I  have  Rofiages  as  a  Security  for  the  Performance  of  it. 
Whereupon  Mr.  \ Boniatowsky ,  who  was  prefent  (feeing  that  his  Maje¬ 
Ry  kept  ftlence,  with  a  dildainful  Smile )  anfwer  d,  “  The  King  has 
“  at  this  Time  in  his  Capital  City  an  Embaffador  of  the  Czars  Pri- 
“  foner,  whom  he  fent  to  make  all  manner  of  ProteRations  of  an  in- 
<c  violable  Friendfhip,  and  of  maintaining  a  good  Intelligence  with 
u  his  MajeRy,  at  the  very  Time  that  he  was  himfelf  upon  his  March 
u  with  80,000  Men  to  furprize  one  of  his  CaRles.  But  ( added  he  ) 
a  there  is  Rill  a  Remedy,  which  is  that  which  has  been  propofed  j  and 
“  even  without  breaking  the  Treaty,  the  Czar  may  be  Ropt  with 
tc  20  or  30,000  of  your  beR  Troops  ;  at  the  Head  of  which  the  King 
£<  will  put  himfelf,  to  oblige  him  to  an  honourable  Peace  with  his  Ma- 
“  jeRy,  before  he  proceeds  farther.  ”  The  Vifier  reply’d,  “  However 
“  this  feems  to  me  at  leaR  an  indirect  Violation  of  our  Treaty.  ” 
Hereupon  the  King  faid,  “  When  I  offer’d  to  Rop  the  Czar,  it  was  not 
u  to  fue  to  him  for  Peace  ;  for  when  I  do  that,  he  muR  be  vidtori- 
“  ous  even  to  the  Gates  of  Stockholm ;  ”  on  which  the  Vifier  re-af- 
Rim’d  the  Difcourfe,  and  faid,  u  There  is  an  Article  in  the  Treaty  I 
<£  have  made,  according  to  which  his  MajeRy  may  return  into  his  Do- 
“  minions,  and  pafs  even  thro’  the  Czars  Territories  with  a  RrongCon- 
<c  voy  which  he  fliall  have  of  the  Sublime  Torte  after  which,  if  he  plea- 
<c  fes,  he  may  make  Peace  with  him.  ”  The  King  look’d  full  at  the 
Vifier,  and  laugh’d  in  his  Face,  after  a  fcornful  Manner,  without 
making  him  any  Anfwer.  Mr.  Boniatowsky  had  entred  upon  another 
Argument  about  fome  Swedijh  Prifoners  who  had  efcap’d  from  the 
Czars  Army  to  that  of  the  Turks,  when  the  Time  of  Prayer  (which  a 
Battle  wdierein  a  Mahometan  is  engag’d  at  that  very  Time,  or  fome 
other  very  preffing  Adlion,  may  make  him  fufpend  but  not  omit ) 
being  come,  the  Vifier  retired  without  faying  any  Thing,  to  offer  up 
his  Devotions  in  a  Place  feparate  from  where  they  were.  In  the  mean 
Time  the  King,  without  waiting  his  Return,  got  on  Florfeback  a  Mi¬ 
nute  after,  and  went  to  eat  a  Mouthful  in  Mr.  Toniatowsky  s  Tent ;  af¬ 
ter  which  he  fet  out  for  Bender,  leaving  behind  him  that  Gentleman, 
who  was  detained  by  the  Affair  of  the  Swedijh  Deferters,  and  fome 
other  Bufinefs. 

I  Ray’d  till  the  16th  with  my  courteous  Bafijaw ,  who  gave  me  many 
Proofs  of  Friendlhip,  even  fo  far  as  to  perfuade  me  to  embrace  his  Re¬ 
ligion,  (which  among  the  Turks  is  a  great  Compliment,  and  Rich  as 
they  offer  to  none  of  a  different  Religion  but  thole  they  moR  love, 
and  whom  they  look  on  to  be  honeR  and  faithful  in  their  Dealing,  and 
confequently,  as  they  term  it,  uTorthy  to  be  admitted  into  the  Number 
of  the  true  Believers  j)  and  to  his  Exhortation  he  join’d  a  Prornife  to 
make  good  whatever  temporal  Advantage  I  might  thereby  loofe  among 
the  Chriftians  ;  and  upon  my  Refufal,  defir’d  I  wou’d  not  take  what  he 
had  faid  amifs,  as  his  Confcience,  and  the  good  Opinion  he  had  of  me, 
oblig’d  him  to  it. 

Having 
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Having  already  a  Design  to  vifit  Tartary ,  and  fearing  I  fliould  per¬ 
haps  never  meet  with  fo  good  an  Opportunity  to  obtain  a  Paflport 
from  the  Han,  I  defired  the  Bajhaw,  who  was  his  particular  Friend, 
to  procure  me  one  ;  which  he  promifed,  and  took  me  with  him  to  that 
Prince’s  Camp  N.  8,  who  received  us  very  graeioufly,  and  we  fat  under 
his  Tent  as  in  the  Print,  th  ^Tartar  Han  at  A,  th  z  Bajhaw  at  B,  my  felf 
atC,  and  two  Tartarian  Attendants  at  D.  After  lome  general  Difcourfe 
about  the  War,  and  the  Peace  newly  made,  which  feem’d  not  to  pleafe 
him  ;  the  Bajhaw  acquainted  him  with  the  Favour  I  defired  of  him  j  he 
anlwered,  it  Jhall  be  done ,  and  asked  me  when  I  intended  to  go  ?  I  told 
him  I  was  not  yet  fully  determin’d  as  to  the  Time  of  my  Departure ; 
but  thought  it  might  be  about  the  Beginning  of  November ,  that  I  might 
have  the  Winter  before  me,  and  efpecially  the  Opportunity  of  the  F10.lt 
to  go  into  Nogbian  Tartary,  .  after  I  had  feen  Crim  and  traverfed  the 
Cimmerian  Bojphorus,  as  fome  Tartars  of  that  Country  had  adviled 
me ;  he  faid  ’twas  very  well,  and  immediately  ordered  the  Paftporc  to 
*be  written  and  dated  the  End  of  October  following.  As  he  was  more 
inquifitive  about  the  Affairs  of  Chnjlendom ,  than  the  Turks ,  he  asked 
me  feveral  Queftions  about  them,  and  faid  he  wonder’d  that  fo  fmall 
a  Kingdom  as  England  fhoucl  be  fo  rich  and  powerful  (as  the  great 
Fleet,  the  numerous  Armies,  fo  many  Victories  gain’d,  and  ftrong 
Places  taken,  lliovv’d  it  to  be)  and  not  think  of  aggrandizing  itfelf  by 
keeping  Pofteflion  of  its  Conquefts :  I  anfwerd  that  the  Extent  of  a 
Country  was  not  fo  much  theCaufeof  its  Riches  and  Power,  as  of  the 
contrary,  (which  Genoa  and  Venice  had  experienced  to  their  Coll)  but 
it  was  the  Trade;  and  that  England ,  fully  convinced  of  this,  caufed  its 
own  to  flourifh  ail  the  World  over,  and  by  that  means  render’d  the 
Subjeds  rich  and  profperous  5  that  its  floating  Caftles  large  and  deep 
Ditch  always  full  between  it  and  its  Enemies,  Reared  it  from  Surprize, 
in  cafe  they  endeavour’d  to  difturb  its  Tranquility  and  Peace  j  which  if 
they  attempted,  or  quarrell’d  with  one  another,  that  by  its  Native 
Forces  and  Foreign  Troops  always  ready  to  enter  in  its  Service,  and 
encouraged  to  it  by  being  well  paid,  hindred  the  Stronger  from  oppref- 
fing  the  Weaker,  andfet  Europe,  of  which  it  held  the  Ballance,  upon 
a  juft  and  peaceable  Equality:  He  alfo  wondred  that  France,  which 
(he  heard)  was  fo  powerful  a  Country,  had  been  always  victorious 
even  alone,  againft  all,  was  now,  tho’  in  Conjunction  with  Spain ,  &c. 
beaten  every  where ;  to  which  I  faid,  that  the  Alliance  of  Spam  had 
rather  proved  a  Charge  than  Affiftance  to  France,  as  it  did  to  its  for¬ 
mer  Friends ;  that  however  the  Emperor  'jofeph  being  dead,  and  his 
Brother  Charles,  who  was  defign’dKing  of  Spain,  fucceeding  him,  the 
Scene  might  foon  change  ( according  to  lome  frefh  Advices  which  the 
Swedes  had  from  their  Minifter  in  England ;)  lie  ask’d  me  what  they 
were  ?  I  anfwer’d,  that  the  Enghjh  Miniftry  was  chang’d,  and  the 
new  one  was  as  favourable  to  France  as  the  former  contrary,  and  for 
giving  it  a  Peace  fo  long  wifh’d  for,  by  which  the  Crown  of  Spain 
ihould  remain  on  King  Bhilips  Head,  thinkingit  againft  the  right  Bal~ 
lance  of  Europe,  that  both  the  Imperial  and  Spantjh  ones  fliould  be  on 
the  fame  Head,  <£rc.  He  kept  me  above  an  Flour  in  asking  me  Qiie (li¬ 
ons  ;  and  when  I  wanted  Turkijh  Terms  to  exprefs  my  felf,  the  old 
Bajhaw,  who  underftood  me  better,  had  the  Complaifance  to  ask  me 
my  Meaning  in  Italian,  and  to  explain  it  to  him ;  after  which  the 
Coffee,  &c.  (the  Signal  ©f  Parting)  being  brought  and  drank,  we 
withdrew.  The  next  Day  General  Beniatowsky,  difpleafed  with  the 
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Vifier,  whorefufed  him  the  Swedes  above-mentioned,  and  ordered  him 
not  to  take  fo  much  Liberty  in  talking  againft  the  Peace,  told  me 
he  was  relolved  to  fee  out  for  Bender ,  and  asked  me  if  I  would 
with  him,  to  which  I  contented,  telling  him  I  fhould  be  proud  of 
his  Company ;  and  he  fix’d  next  Morning  the  i6ch,  for  our  Depar¬ 
ture;  fo  having  return’d  Thanks  to  the  courteous  Bajhaw  for  his  Civi¬ 
lities,  and  promifed  to  wait  on  him  as  often  I  had  Opportunity,  1 
went  to  the  General,  and  we  left  the  Turkijh  Army.  On  the  Road  I 
ask’d  a  Peafant  if  he  knew  any  one  who  had  fomc  old  Pieces  of  Coin, 
and  he  brought  me  a  Neighbour  of  whom  I  bought  the  two  Medals 
mark’d  N.  x  and  4  on  the  Plan,  N.  XXV  B.  where  on  one  are  alfo  the 
two  Buffs  of  the  C&ar,  and  the  Baltagi  Mehemet ,  very  like  them.  We 
arrived  at  Bender  the  18th  before  Noon.  The  Vifier  ^  without  know¬ 
ing  whether  the  King  would  depart  or  no,  or  if  he  would,  it  would 
be  thro’  Germany ,  had  no  fooner  concluded  the  Peace  at  Truth  in  the 
Manner  mentioned,  than  he  difpatcli  d  Mr.  Fleijhman,  the  Imperial  Se¬ 
cretary,  who  was  in  his  Camp,  to  demand  of  the  Regency  at  ViennA 
a  free  Paflage  for  his  Swedijh  Majefly,  giving  him  a  Letter  Sign’d  by 
himfelf  for  that  Purpole.  The  King  had  not  been  long  come  back 
from  the  Vifier ,  before  the  Nyejler  overflowed  its  Banks  in  an  extra¬ 
ordinary  Manner,  and  drowned  the  little  Carlopolis;  and  this  Prince, 
who  was  alarm’d  at  nothing,  and  was  always  the  laft  to  retire  from 
the  greatefl  Danger,  or,  to  fpeak  more  properly,  always  forced  from 
it,  as  it  were  againft  his  Will,  had  Water  in  his  Palace  half  Leg  high 
before  he  mounted  his  Horfe.  His  Majefly  went  to  encamp  upon  an 
Eminency  on  the  fame  Side  of  the  River,  as  reprefented  in  my  Plan 
XXXI,  a  Quarter  of  aLeague  or  nearer  a  little  Village,  call’d  Warnitza , 
inhabited  by  Moldavians  and  Walachians ,  with  whom  moft  of  his  Peo¬ 
ple  lodged ;  and  having  fent  an  ample  Memorial  to  the  Grand  Seignior 
concerning  the  Vifier s  Conduct  at  Truth ,  expe&ing  the  Effects  of  ir, 
when  he  heard  that  Mr.  Fleijhman ,  who  had  fcarce  been  three  Weeks  on 
his  Journey,  was  returned  to  the  Army,  and  brought  for  Anfwer,  that 
the  Jate  Emperor  Jofeph  thought  he  had  made  an  agreeable  Compli¬ 
ment  to  the  King  in  offering  him,  foon  after  his  Arrival  in  Turky ,  as 
'  honourable  a  Palfage  thro’  his  Dominions,  as  his  Imperial  Majefly 
could  hope  for  from  his  Subject's,  were  he  to  pafs  in  Perfon  ,*  never- 
thelefs  that  Prince  refufed  it  in  a  Manner,  that  fhew’d  it  was  contrary 
to  his  Humour  and  Defign  ;  however,  if  his  Majefly  had  altered  his 
Opinion,  he  fhould  find  the  Regency  as  well  difpofed  in  his  Favour 
as  his  late  Imperial  Majefly,  and  the  Way  fhould  be  open  for  him, 
accompanied  with  all  the  Refpebt  and  Honours  due  to  his  Royal  Dig¬ 
nity.  The  Vifier ,  who  knew  the  King’s  Conflancy,  did  not  think  pro¬ 
per,  at  firft,  to  propofe  his  going  thro’  Germany  for  fear  of  irritating 
him  ;  but  fent  the  Bajhaw  of  Salonica  to  propofe  his  returning  thro’ 
Poland  with  8000  Saphis ,  unlels  his  Majefly  would  be  pleas’d  to  pafs 
thro’  Germany ,  from  whence  he  had  Affurances  that  he  fhould  be  re¬ 
ceiv’d  with  all  poffible  Refpebt  and  Honour  ;  and  as  tho’  he  was  not 
lure  of  the  King’s  Confent,  he  ordered  the  Saphis  to  march  to  Bender 
with  as  many  Waggons  as  he  thought  ncceffary.  To  this  Propoldl 
the  King  anfwered,  that  he  would  have  no  other  Convoy  than  was 
promifed  him  at  firft  in  the  Grand  Seignior  s  Name,  which  was  all  he 
had  to  fay  to  the  Vifier ;  who  being  nettled  at  the  Refufal,  refolv’d  to 
ufe  his  Authority  to  make  him  depart  whatever  might  be  the  Confe¬ 
rence,  and  fent  immediately  one  of  his  Agds  to  the  Serafquier  of 
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Bender ,  ordering  him  to  go  in  Perfon  to  the  King,  and  make  the  fame 
Offer  once  more  ;  adding  further,  that  if  his  MajeRy  perfiRed  in  his 
Intention  not  to  go  thro’  Boland ,  but  with  the  numerous  Efcorte  which 
he  indeed  at  firR  demanded,  but  to  his  Knowledge  was  never  pofitively 
granted  by  the  Grand  Seignior  ;  and  if  he  (laid  in  Turkey  with  fuch 
Hopes,  his  Highnefs  would  not  only  be  difobliged  thereby,  but  might 
take  fuch  Meafures  as  would  not  be  in  the  leaft  favourable  to  his  Ma¬ 
jefty  s  Refolution.  The  King  receiv’d  the  Serafquier ,  who  brought  this 
Compliment,  and  the  Aga  who  was  with  him,  Handing,  and  made  the 
fame  Anfwer  as  to  the  firft ;  whereupon  the  Serafquier  having  intima¬ 
ted  the  Vifier  s  Threats  in  the  belt  and  handlbmeft  Terms  he  could,  the 
King,  who  prefently  apprehended  his  Meaning,  ahd  could  never  en¬ 
dure  to  be  controlled,  reply’d,  JVhat  does  the  Vifier  pretend  to  terrify  and 
force  me,  I  am  refolved  to  oppofe  to  the  utmofl  any  Violence,  go  and  tell 
him  fo!  and  at  the  fame  Time  gave  Orders  to  fome  Officers  who  were 
prefent  to  arm  his  People,  and  in  an  Inftant  2 26  of  them  were  ready. 
The  Serafquier ,  furprized  at  this  new  Scene,  faid  aloud-,  as  he  went 
away,  God  preferve  us  from  fighting  with  our  Friends.  The  Vifier  no 
fooner  heard  this,  than  he  ordered  the  Thaim  to  be  cut  off  from  him 
and  his  People,  as  thinking  by  that  Means  to  reduce  his  MajeRy  to  a 
Compliance,  but  did  not  know  him  well  enough.  The  King,  upon 
this,  inflead  of  retrenching  his  Expences,  confidering  how  little  Money 
there  was  in  his  Treafury,  dire&ed  the  Marfhal  cDubens  to  keep  two 
Tables  more  for  the  Officers.  By  this  Time,  the  Vifier  having  Notice 
of  the  Memorial  againR  him,  had  forbid  any  Body  paffing  the  Danube 
who  was  going  from  the  Swedijh  Court  to  Confi ant  inop  le ,  and  they  Hop¬ 
ped  even  Mr.  Jeffreys  Valet  de  Chambre ,  and  two  Frenchtnen  that  came 
from  thence,  befides  three  Swedijh  Officers.  The  Marfhal  Diibens  was 
foon  at  a  Lofs  for  Money,  tho’  Mf.  Grothufen ,  the  King’s  Favourite 
and  great  Treafurer,  borrowed  of  Jews,  Turks ,  Greeks ,  &c.  all  that 
he  could,  even  at  20  per  Cent,  per  Month*  and  knowing  what  Sums 
Mr.  Fabrice  had  already  fupply’d  the  Court  with,  reprel'ented  to  him 
the  Difficulties  he  found  to  furnifh  two  extraordinary  Tables  Without 
a  Recruir,  fince  what  Mr.  Grothufen  procuted  oil  thofe  exorbitant 
Terms  was  not  fufficient.  Mr.  Fabrice  gave  him  fome  Thoufand  Dol¬ 
lars,  and  faid  he  was  forry  that  the  Paffage  of  the  Danube  was  Hop’d, 
otherwife  he  would  endeavour  to  get  more  from  Confi  ant  inbple.  Hear¬ 
ing  of  this,  one  Day  that  we  Supp’d  at  the  Chancellor  Mullerns,  I  faid,  I 
was  well  enough  acquainted  with  Turky  to  undertake  to  get  over  :  His 
Excellency  asked  me  if  I  would  attempt  it,  and  if  he  might  propofe  it  to 
the  King  ?’I  faid  yes :  He  left  us  after  Supper  to  go  to  his  MajeRy, who  gave 
Orders  for  and  figned  my  Difpatches,  which  took  up  nloH  part  of  the 
Night ;  Mr.  Fabrice  alfo  Wrote  fome  Letters.  As  foon  as  the  Court  Dif¬ 
patches  were  ready,  we  took  the  PaH-board  off  from  fome  Books  1  had, 
and  put  them  in  their  Room,  Ricking  Paper  thereon  to  hide  them  from  the 
Turks  if  I  fliould  be  fearched.  I  fet  out  the  8th  of  September ,  at  3  in 
the  Morning,  for  Villa,  propofing  to  go  thence  by  Water  to  Cfflftah.il- 
nople  if  the  Wind  was  favourable,  foonet  than  any  other  Way,  VeiTels 
being  never  wanting  there  ;  or,  if  it  was  contrary,  to  pafs  the  Ddhnbe 
at  Ifmael ,  the  fmall  Town  fix  Leagues  higher,  already  mention’d,  and  go 
by  Land.  I  arriv’d  at  Kilia  in  the  Evening,  which  is  18  Leagues  ftomBeh- 
der }  it  is  a  pretty  large  Town  at  the  Mouth  of  the  ‘Danube,  feven  or 
eight  Leagues  above  the  Place  where  it  falls  into  the  Black-Sea ,  is  well 
peopled  with  Turks,  Jews,  Greeks,  arid  a  few  Armenians,  and  has  at’ 
V  o  l.  1 1,  €  large 
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large  old  Caftle,  without  any  Garrifon,  or  any  thing  remarkable.  I 
immediately  enquired  if  the  Wind  was  fair,  and  any  VeiTel  on  Depar¬ 
ture  for  Conftantinople ,  which  is  above  2.00  Miles  by  Water;  and  was 
told  there  were  2  or  ]  which  would  fall  down  the  next  Morning,  tho’ 
the  Wind  was  not  very  favourable.  Upon  this  I  went  to  the  Aga  who 
commanded  there,  and  told  him  that  having  finiflfd  my  Affairs  zx.  Ben¬ 
der^  I  was  going  to  Conftantinople ,  defiring  to  know  if  I  could  do  him 
any  Service  there  ;  he  prefently  anfvvered  I  mufi  not  go,  the  Vifier 
having  pofitively  forbid  the  letting  any  one  pafs  from  the  King  of  Swe¬ 
den.  I  replied  I  was  not  a  Swede ,  and  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
Differences  between  the  Vifier  and  that  Prince ;  and  that  my  Affairs, 
>'  which  required  my  fpeedy  Return,  ought  not  to  fuffer  thereby  ;  that 
the  Vifier  had  not  forbidden  the  Obfervation  of  our  Capitulations  with 
the  Borte ,  by  which  I  was  permitted  to  go  and  come  all  over  the  Ot¬ 
toman  Empire  without  Moleflation  or  Hindrance,  and  at  the  fame 
Time,  fliewed  him  my  Berman  or  Turkijh  Paffport,  which  he  faid  was 
of  too  old  a  Date :  I  anfwered,  the  Capitulations  were  my  Sufficient 
Paffport,  and  they  were  never  out  of  Date.  He  repiy’d,  he  was 
oblig’d  to  follow  the  Vifier  s  Orders,  which  were  not  only  to  arreff 
any  of  the  King  of  Sweden s  People,  but  to  fearch  their  Trunks  for 
Letters  ;  I  told  him  again  that  I  was  not  one  of  them,  and  that 
he  might  neverthelefs  fend  any  one  to  look  over  my  Things  ;  upon 
which  he  ordered  his  Kiaia  to  go  with  me,  which  he  did  to  a  Greeks 
where  I  lodged,  and  fhew’d  him  my  Baggage ;  and  knowing  that  a 
Prefent  had  great  Influence  upon  a  Turk ,  I  gave  him  a  frnall  Spying- 
Glafs  for  himfelf,  and  a  larger  for  the  Aga ,  which  were  among  my 
Things;  he  fearched  as  if  he  did  not  intend  to  find,  and  did  not  fo 
much  as  touch  the  Books  where  the  Difpatches  were,  then  returned 
to  the  Aga ,  whom  he  inclined  to  favour  me,  as  he  promifed,  and  to 
which  the  Teiefcopes  contributed  not  a  little,  and  brought  me  a  Per- 
miffion  to  go,  and  an  Invitation  to  drink  a  Difli  of  Coffee  with  him 
before  my  Departure;  which  I  did,  and  then  embark’d;  and  the  fame 
Day  we  fell  down  to  the  End  of  the  'Danube's  Mouth,  and  there  call 
Anchor.  On  the  Morrow,  the  Wind  being  very  fair,  we  put  to  Sea, 
but  haflening  even  to  a  Storm,  the  Sailors,  who  were  all  Turks  as 
well  as  the  Mafler,  were  alarmed,  and  acquainted  me  of  their  Ap- 
prehenfion ;  I  faid  I  did  not  pretend  to  underfland  Navigation  well, 
tho’  I  had  been  fome  Months  together  at  Sea,  but  I  thought  the  Wind 
being  fair  for  entring  into  the  Channel  at  Conftantinople ,  they  need  on¬ 
ly  furle  their  Sails,  and  keep  from  the  Land,  as  the  Mafler  had  al¬ 
ready  ordered,  and  I  did  not  doubt  but  we  fliould  arrive  early  next 
Day  in  Sight  of  it ;  however  their  Fear  made  them  vow  a  Corban  or 
Sacrifice,  which  confifls  of  fome  Sheep  to  be  killed  for  the  Poor,  in 
Cafe  they  arrived  fafe.  Next  Day,  before  Noon,  we  came  near 
Bompeys  pretended  Pillar,  which  I  have  already  mention’d  in  my  com¬ 
ing  from  Sinope ;  and  the  Wind  being  abated  in  the  Morning,  became 
fo  calm,  that  we  could  fcarce  get  into  the  Channel  before  Night,  tho’ 
it  is  not  much  above  a  Mufquet-Shot  from  thence.  Here  I  paid  my 
Captain,  and  took  a  Boat  for  Conftantinople ,  becaufe  the  Veflel  being 
becalmed,  it  was  the  mod  expeditious  Way.  Hereupon  the  Sailors  asked 
me  to  contribute  to  their  Corban ,  for  which  they  were  making  a  Col- 
ledfion :  I  told  them  that  I  neither  made  any  Vow  nor  was  afraid,  and 
therefore  was  not  concern’d  in  their  s ;  however  Lgave  them  fome- 
thing  to  drink  Coffee,  and  proceeded  on  my  Voyage,  and  I  arrived 
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at  Conftantinople  that  Night,  and  went  dire&dy  to  Colonel  Funck's ,  then 
Swedifi  Envoy,  but  found  only  Mr.  Berman,  the  King’s  Secretary  there, 
who  told  me  a  Capigi  Bafiaw,  with  fome  Chtaoux  of  the  'Porte,  had  beers 
there  fome  Days  before,  and  told  the  Envoy,  in  a  Manner  fomething 
abrupt  and  uncivil,  that  he  muff:  go  to  the  Viper ,  and  oblig’d  him  to 
it  that  Inftant.  Upon  it  I  delivered  the  King’s  Difpatches  to  Mr.  Ber¬ 
man,  with  full  Power  from  his  Majefty,  for  the  Bearer  to  borrow  of  the 
Franks  any  Sum  whatever  without  Limitation,  and  on  what  Conditi¬ 
ons  he  could  :  But  notwithstanding  Mr.  Bermans  ufing  his  utmofl  Ef¬ 
forts,  whatever  Offers  he  could  make,  he  could  induce  but  z  Englifi 
Merchants,  Meffieurs  Thomas  Cook  and  Hornby ,  (for  the  firft  of  which 
I  had  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Fabric  e,)  to  advance  any  Money  ;  however 
thefe  did  lend  his  Majefty  30,000  Dollars  in  Gold,  for  which  the  firft 
took  Mr.  Bermans  Receipt,  and  gave  his  own  Note  to  the  fecond  to 
be  accountable  to  him  for  his  Share  in  the  Whole,  which  I  undertook 
to  carry  l'afe  to  Bender.  To  this  Intent  I  got  a  Pafsfrom  the  Borte,  aS 
an  Exprefs  from  Sir  Robert  Sutton f  the  Englifi  EmbafTador  at  Confianfl - 
nople ,  to  Mr.  Jeffery s ,  Minifler  of  the  fame  Crown  to  the  King  of 
Sweden ;  and  dividing  the  Gold  into  two  Leather  Bags,  and  loading 
it  upon  a  Horffe,  I  receiv’d  Mr.  Bermans  Letters,  and  fet  out  on  the 
18th  of  September ,  with  a  Janizary  and  one  Servant.  Coming  near 
the  "Danube ,  I  was  forced  to  pafs  thro’  the  Turkifi  Army,  greateft  Parc 
of  which  had  repafs’d  the  River.  The  Aga  of  the  Janizaries  no  foon- 
er  perceiv’d  us,  than  he  ordered  us  to  be  Rop’d,  and  demanded  who 
I  was,  and  whither  going  >  I  anfwered,  I  was  of  Britain?  and  had  Bu- 
finefs  with  the  Englifi  Minifler  at  Bender ;  and  the  Janizary  (who  be¬ 
longed  to  Mr.  Stafford ,  a  Merchanr  of  that  Nation,  and  my  good 
Friend,  whom  I  could  depend  upon,)  being  queftion’d,  confirm’d  what 
I  faid,  and  added  that  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  Swedes ;  and,  to 
fpeak  the  Truth,  I  did  not  think  fit  to  acquaint  him  otherwife.  As 
I  was  prefentiy  permitted  to  purfiie  my  Journey,  and  as  we  came  to 
Cauchan ,  a  fmali  Town  already  mention’d,  three  or  four  Leagues  front 
Bender ,  where  I  ftopt  to  dine  and  change  Horfes,  which  not  being 
foon  ready,  I  fent  the  Servant  before  with  a  Letter  to  Mr.  Fabrice,  to 
acquaint  him  with  my  being  there,  and  my  Succefs.  His  Majefty  ha¬ 
ving  notice  of  it,  pleafantly  call’d  me  an  Envoy  very  Extraordinary, 
and  gracioufly  ordered  them  to  receive  me  at  Bender  almoft  as 
fuch,  Meffieurs  Grothufen ,  Dubens ,  and  Fief  coming  out  to  meet  me, 
giving  me  a  noble  Supper  that  Night,  and  placing  me  at  the  Upper 
End  of  the  Table,  at  which  the  King,  who  came  to  look  at  us  thro’ 
the  Windows,  was  not  difpleas’d ;  and  we  took  care  not  to  take  any 
notice  of  his  Majefty.  They  affured  me,  there  were  not  100  Ducats  in 
the  Treafury  at  my  Arrival,  wherefore  I  might  be  fure  I  was  not  un¬ 
welcome  with  my  30,000  Dollars;  and  now  they  began  to  build  ano¬ 
ther  Carlopolis  near  Warnitza ,  as  tho’  they  thought  no  more  of  de¬ 
parting.  During  my  Journey,  the  Differences  between  the  King  and 
the  Viper  were  encreafed;  and  the  latter  being  inform’d  that  the  Memo¬ 
rial  fent  to  the  Grand  Seignior  againft  him,  was  wrote  by  Alexander 
Ammira ,  the  King’s  Interpreter,  a  Greek ,  and  a  Subjecft  of  the  Porte’s, 
he  had  him  carried,  with  his  Legs  fetter’d,  from  Bender  in  a  Cart  to  Oza- 
kow ,  and  thrown  into  Prilon:  He  like  wife  endeavour’d  all  this  while 
to  compel  Mr.  Ftmck,  whom  he  kept  in  his  Camp,  to  an  Agreement 
with  Mr.  Shaffiroff,  forcing  him  to  go  to  him  about  the  King’s  Paffage 
thro’  Mufcovy .  Mr.  Fitnck  declared  he  could  fay  nothing  without  his 
V  o  l.  II.  C  z  Mafter’s 
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Mailer’s  Order,  and  was  therefore  fent  to  Bender  to  get  it ,*  but  the 
King  bid  him  tell  the  Vifier  that  he  would  not  fo  much  as  hear  of  treat¬ 
ing  with  Mr.  Shaffirojf, \  but  infilled  on  the  Convoy  of  5000  Men  which 
the  Torte  had  given  him  Hopes  of.  Things  remained  much  in  the 
fame  Pollure  till  the  izth  of  October,  when  the  Vifier  drawing  near  to 
Adrianople ,  and  moved  by  his  Majefty’s  Conflancy,  began  to  change 
hisMeafuresj  and  feeing  his  Threats  were  ineffectual,  made  ufe  of 
Careffes,  releafed  his  Interpreter,  and  wrote  him  a  Letter  full  of  Of¬ 
fers  of  Service,  and  ordered  the  Thaim  to  be  again  allowed ;  which  his 
Majelly  refufed,  faying,  he  would  take  it  from  no  Body  but  the  Grand 
Seignior  himfelf.  The  Vifier  being  arrived  at  Adrianople  about  the 
End  of  October ,  the  Grand  Seignior  fent  him  a  Sabre  fet  with  precious 
Stones,  and  an  Order,  which  feemed  a  kind  Invitation  to  come  to 
Conftantinople  ;  but  the  Vifier  having  promifed  his  Highncfs  in  the  Letter 
his  Kiaia  Ofman  Aga  carried  with  the  Treaty,  that  he  himfelf  would 
bring  the  Keys  of  Afoph  in  6  Weeks,  (as  indeed  the  Czar  promifed  he 
fhould  have  them)  was  willing  to  keep  his  Word,  if  not  in  Point  of  Time, 
at  lead  as  to  the  Thing  it  felf ;  and  he  daily  demanded  thofe  Keys 
of  the  Holtages,  who  as  impatiently  expected  them  hourly.  This 
kept  him  at  Adrianople ,  and  the  Grand  Seignior  imagining  the  Czar  had 
put  a  Trick  upon  the  Sublime  Tort ,  caufed  the  Imperial  Seal  to  be 
taken  from  him  by  the  Boftangi  Baftjaw  of  that  City,  and  given  to 
r^e  Jan*zar  Jufuff  Bajhaw,  *  who  disbanded  the  Army,  and  went 
Coilack  by  to  Conftantinople,  and  the  depofed  Vifier  was  banilhed  to  Lemnos  with- 
ExnatUon ,  out  being  fleeced,  becaufe  he  was  thought  not  to  be  rich.  Ofman  Aga, 
having  been  his  Kiaia ,  did  not  efcape  fo,  but  was  put  to  Death,  and  ftript  of  all 
^hisYoutba*  *ia<^ >  amonS  which  were  feme  extraordinary  fine  Sables,  a  Diamond 
Killia.  The  °f  great  Value,  and  about  15000  Ducats  in  Foreign  Gold,  thought  to 
Mufcovite  be  Prefents  from  the  Czar.  Tvvas  given  out  that  the  chief  Reafon  of 
^is  meeting  with  this  Treatment  was,  his  correfponding  with  the  fa- 
/f0ph  *  mous  Ah  Bafioaw  in  Exile  at  Meteline ,  and  in  Concert  with  him  wri- 
1 vould  be  de-  ting  to  Baltagi  Mehemet ,  that  the  Keys  of  Afoph  not  being  come,  no 
Iher ed  to  the  more  than  the  News  of  the  Demolition  of  faganrok ,  he  ought  to  gain 
wwfcH* there  Army,  and  depofe  the  Grand  Seignior ,  whofe  Cuftom  was  always 
by  his  Prede- co  Puc  his  mod  faithful  Servants  to  Death  on  the  leaft  Sufpicion,  with¬ 
er  Balta  out  Regard  to  their  Services  j  of  which  he  had  authentick  Examples, 
Mehemer,  among  many  others,  in  Afian  Bajhaw  Ferally ,  to  whom  he  owed  his 
threatened  Advancement  to  the  Throne,  whom  he  llrangled ;  as  in  Ah  Bajhaw 
with  being  himfelf,  who  maintain’d  him  upon  it,  and  whom  he  banifhed  to  Me - 
fent  to  the  feline .  ’Twas  farther  faid,  that  thefe  Letters,  true  or  forged,  being  in- 
Seven  row-  lercepted  and  fliewn  to  the  Grand  Seignior ,  he  fent  to  drangle  Ah  Ba- 
\ Ian  fkeulJ  ~  fi*aw>  caufed  Ofman  Agds  Head  to  be  (truck  off  immediately,  and 
happen.  Baltagi  Mehemet  to  be  depofed  }  at  lead ’twas  certain  all  this  was  done 
at  the  fame  Time,  and  the  two  Heads  were  thrown  in  the  middle  of 
the  TBivan,  for  the  Grand  Seignior  to  fee  them  from  behind  his  Lattice, 
and  afterwards  laid  at  the  Seraglio  Gate  as  ufual.  The  New  Vifier  of¬ 
fered  the  King  the  Thaim,  which  he  accepted  ;  but  nothing  more  was 
done  for  or  againd  him  at  the  Torte ,  neither  did  they  defire  him  to 
(lay  or  go,  and  every  one  built  for  himfelf  at  War  nit  za.  His  Majefly 
being  under  a  Tent  very  cold,  was  defired  to  lodge  in  one  of  the 
Houfes  already  finifhed,  which  he  refufed,*  but  confented  to  have  one 
made  of  Stone,  which  is  very  fcarce  there.  The  Foundation  of  it 
was  laid  the  14th  of  November ,  when  I  fet  out  for  Tart  ary. 
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CHAP.  II. 

A  Journey  into  Akerman-  Ozakovian-  Crim-  and 
Noghaian-Tartaries,  Circaflia,  &c. 

HAving  obtain’d,  befides  the  Pafiport  from  the  Han,  another  from 
th tSeraJquier  of  Bender,  I  left  that  City  on  the  14th  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  accompanied  with  a  Lipka,  *  whom  Count  Tarlo ,  a  Tolijh  *  Lipki; 
Nobleman,  on  whom  King  Stanijlaus  had  conferr’d  the  Title  of  Great  Xurk^/ 
Marfhal  of  the  Crown,  was  fending  into  Crim  Tartary  to  buy  Horfes.  tbofe  that 
We  pafs’d  thro’  feveral  Villages  inhabited  by  Walachians  and  Moldavi -  jwre  at  Ca- 
ans,  of  thofe  who  rather  chofe  to  live  under  the  Han,  than  under  the 
Princes  given  them  by  the  Torte.  We  flop  d  at  none  of  them,  but  to  jJj  J“rKS 
drink  a  little  boil’d  Milk  very  bitter,  as  it  is  generally  about  Bender 
and  Akerman ,  on  Account  of  the  great  Quantity  of  Worm-wood  eaten 
by  the  Cattle,  the  Fields,  Meadows  and  Commons  being  every  where 
full  of  it ;  and  arriv’d  on  the  15th  at  a  fort  of  a  Town  call’d  Talanka , 
having  an  old  Caftle  without  any  Garrifon ,  fituated  on  a  little  Emi¬ 
nence  near  the  Nyfler.  Here  we  took  frelli  Horfes,  and  what  Provisi¬ 
ons  were  neceftary  to  crofs  a  Defart  of  between  thirty  and  forty 
Leagues,  that  lies  between  this  River  and  Ozakow;  and  keeping  along 
the  fide  of  it,  pafs’d  in  a  Ferry  Boat  five  Leagues  lower,  whence  we 
could  fee  it  difembogue  itfelf  into  the  Black- Sea.  We  continued  our 
Journey  thro’  the  Defart,  known  formerly  by  the  Name  of  Solitudo  Ge - 
tarum,  or  the  Defarts  of  the  Getes ,  now  a  Part  of  f  Akerman  Tartary ,  f  They 
without  making  any  ftay,  but  only  to  red  and  refrelh  ourfelves  and  Hor-  caa  f° the 
fes,  lay  on  the  Ground  for  a  few  Hours  ;  we  met  there  no  Inhabitants, 
but  fome  Droves  of  Horfes  kept  by  Tartars ;  thele  live  dill  after  the  fame  Neyfter  and 
Manner  as  thofe  ancient  Vagabonds,  colleCed  from  the  ^Dacians,  Getes,  the  Danube 
an &  Scythians,  dil’d  by  the  Greeks  *  N or  Shepherds,  from  wan*  tldOzikowa 
dring,  who  over-run  this  lefler  Scythia ,  Taurica,  Cher  font f us,  and  the  Bor¬ 
ders  of  Talus  Maolis ,  and  extended  themfelves  towards  the  N.  W.  of  the 
Cafpian  Sea  ;  being  a  People  without  either  Houfe  or  fettled  Place  of 
Residence,  who  form,  like  their  Ancedors,  a  travelling  or  portable  Vil¬ 
lage,  with  their  Waggons  and  fome  Tents,  which  ferve  as  a  Refuge  for 
their  Wives  and  Children,  fome  of  them  making  frequent  Incurfions  into 
the  Territories  of  their  Neighbours  with  frelh  Horfes,  whild  others 
ftay  behind,  and  feed  thofe  who  are  wearied  and  want  Reft  and  new 
Vigour  :  To  this  intent,  they  chofe  the  richeft  Countries  and  Mea¬ 
dows,  where  they  fix  their  moveable  Villages,  as  long  as  there  is  any 
Grafs,  feeding  themfelves  on  the  Flefii  of  their  Oxen  and  Horfes,  with 
Cheefe  and  Milk,  efpecially  that  of  Mares. 

On  the  20th,  about  8  in  the  Morning,  we  arriv’d  at  a  little  Gulph 
form’d  by  the  Black- Sea,  which  we  pafs’d  in  a  large  Boat,  and  reach’d 
Ozakow  by  9  ;  which  we  no  fooner  enter’d,  but  two  Janizaries  con¬ 
duced  us  before  the  Bajhaw,  who  having  read  my  Pafiport,  told  me  I 
was  very  welcome,  and  ask’d  feveral  Queftions  which  Ihow’d  his  ex- 

*  ctxo  d'ptfXiU’XTCJ*  yx\xx.T&‘  xj  rupif  f/bxXiS'x  tX7r»H>  Strabo.  r«A«*ra- 
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ceffive  Ignorance,*  as,  who  govern’d  Sweden  in  the  King’s  Abie  nee,  or 
Germany  fince  the  Emperor’s  Death  ?  Not  to  mention  many  others  of 
the  fame  Stamp  not  worth  repeating  j  he  concluded  very  agreeably,  al¬ 
ter  treating  me  with  a  Difh  of  Coffee,  by  telling  me  I  might  depart 
when  I  would.  I  thank’d  him,  and  retired  j  and  wliilfb  my  Fellow 
Traveller  was  buiy  in  preparing  a  Dinner  for  us  in  the  Suburbs, 
took  a  Walk  in  the  City,  which  is  not  very  ipacious,  but  furround- 
ed  in  with  thick  Walls,  and  fuuated  on  the  Side  of  a  Hill,  on  the 
Top  whereof  is  a  CafUe,  where  the  Ancients  formerly  placed  their 
Olbta  and  Bropugnacidam  Ale  Boris.  Having  din’d,  we  crols’d  the  Bo- 
rifthenes ,  now  the  IDineper  •,  and  landed  at  a  little  Town  call’d  Calbour- 
nout  Balanca ,  only  defended  by  a  double  Palifade,  with  1 5  Cannons  up¬ 
on  the  Littus  Achaorum  of  the  Ancients,  where  we  took  up  our  Lodg¬ 
ing.  ThenexcDay,  having  hired  Horfes  and  bought Ptovifion,  in  order 
to  crofs  another  Defart,  call’d  formerly  Scythia  \ Barva ,  of  above  fifty 
Leagues  over,  neither  more  commodious  nor  better  frequented  than 
the  firft,  we  fet  forward  on  our  Journey,  and  arriv  d  the  24th  before 
Noon  at  the  Ifthmus  of  T auric  a  Cherf one fus,  now  Crim  Tartary,  at  the 
Town  call’d  by  us  Brecop ,  by  the  Inhabitants  Hor  or  Horcapi ,  where 
Kt Strabo  places  Cimmeria,  *  from  which  by  Corruption  might  eafily  have 
been  form’d  Crimea  or  Crim,  the  modern  Name  of  the  whole  * Peninfuld . 
In  the  Middle  of  the  Ifthmus,  which  is  cut  in  two  by  a  fort  of  an  Jn- 
trenchment  or  Line  caft  up  from  one  Extremity  to  the  other,  is  a  fquare 
Tower,  thro’  which  there  is  an  opening,  which  ferves  as  a  Paffage  in 
and  out  of  the  Town,  and  is  lecured  by  a  great  Gate.  This  Town  con- 
fifts  of  lbrne  miferable  Houfes,  made  of  Stakes  and  Branches  of  Trees 
cover’d  over  with  Mud  or  Cow-dung,  (as  are  likewife  all  thofe  in 
Akerman')  and  a  CafUe  whofe  Walls  are  but  weak,  and  kept  in  ill  Re¬ 
pair,  having  but  18  Pieces  of  Cannon,  moft  of  them  Iron,  and  a  Com¬ 
pany  of  Janizaries  for  Garrifon;  the  Line  before-mentioned  ferves 
for  a  Ditch  to  it  on  the  N.  W.  and  is  defended  by  feveral  little  Forts 
or  Towers  built  upon  it  at  equal  Diftances.  This  CafUe,  with  thefe 
little  Forts,  make  but  a  forry  Figure,  and  don’t  feem  able  to  hold  out 
againft  regular  Troops,  fupported  by  fome  Pieces  of  Ordnance,  with 
Hungarians  and  CojJacks  to  make  Head  againft  the  Tartars,  their  ir¬ 
regular  Antagonifts.  Nevertheleis,  the  latter  have  ftiown  their  Military 
Prowefs,  and  boaft  not  a  little  of  themlelves  as  being  better  Soldiers 
than  the  Co  Jacks,  having  put  them  to  flight  when  Prince  Galliczin  at¬ 
tack’d  this  Place  with  an  Army  of  above  60,000  Men,  and  40  Cannon, 
manag’d  and  fuftain’d  by  regular  Troops  ;  and  thefe  Tartars ,  by  their 
unufual  Way  of  Fighting,  fo  well  knew  how  to  put  thefe  Difciplin’d 
Forces  into  Confufioia,  as  they  have  fince  done  better  Troops  a  tBruth, 
that  they  took  Numbers  of  PrifonerS,  and  made  themfelves  Mafters 
of  all  the  Mufcovite  Artillery. 

The  Han's  fee  o  p  d  Son  is  Lord  of  Brecop,  and  the  Tartars  call  him 
Horbey,  Lord  of  Hor  ;  his  Revenues  arife  out  of  fome  Salt-Pits  not  far 
from  the  Town,  towards  Biceps  Bahts,  and  fome  Duties  paid  him  by 
all  the  Taverns  that  fell  Boza,  a  thick  white  Liquor  made  of  a  certain 
quantity  of  Millet  Flower  and  Water,  which  ferments  together,  and  will 
fuddle  any  one  who  drinks  too  much  of  it.  His  Orders  don’t  pafs  in 
the  Caftie,  which,  as  well  as  all  the  fortify’d  Towns  that  lurround  Crim 
Tartary,  is  garrifon’d  by  Turks ;  and  neither  the  Han  nor  his  Sons 
have  any  Authority  over  them,  nor  ever  lodge  in  any  of  the  Caftles. 
The  Horbey  has  a  very  ordinary  Wooden  Houfe  tut  Brecop,  but  was  ab- 
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Lent  at  that  time  ,•  fo  that  I  did  not  fee  him  till  my  Return.  I  could 
not  find  any  Bread  there,  even  for  Money,  the  Tartars  very  feldom 
eating  it,  but  living  upon  Cheefe,  Milk  and  Shorba  ;  a  Compofition 
of  Meat  boil'd  with  Wheat,  Barley  or  Cummin,  to  which  the  Richer 
fort  add  Spice  and  Butter,  and  it  is  the  bed,  mod  efteem’d,  and  mod 
general  Dilh  among  the  Tartars ;  as  for  Milk,  one  may  meet  a  Kettle- 
full  of  it  over  the  Fire  in  every  Houfe.  A  Janizary ,  with  whom  I  entred 
into  Converfation,  and  invited  to  drink  fome  Coffee,  gave  me  a  fliare 
of  what  Bread  he  had  bought  forhis  own  Provision,  till  the  fird  Market 
Day,*  and  inform'd  methat  fome  Colonies  of  Cojfacks ,  difpersd  up  and 
down  in  the  Neighbouring  Villages,  made  and  brought  it  to  Market 
twice  a  Week,  when  every  one  provided  as  much  as  was  necedary  for 
his  own  Ule.  A  Greek  fold  me  here  the  Medal  (e)  and  (g)  in  the  Print 
XXVII.  which  he  faid  was  among  feveral  other  Silver  ones  which 
he  had  fold  to  a  Goldfmith  of  Kujlowe,  and  which  were  found  in  the 
Ruins  of  an  old  Town  not  far  from  Brecop ,  towards  the  Biceps  Ba- 
lus ,  which  may  have  been  the  ancient  f  Taphros .  I  defir’d  him  to-j. 
condu6t  me  thither,  which  he  did,  and  I  found  it  upon  the  fame  Line  as 
Brecop  ;  but  cou’d  meet  with  nothing  but  fome  old  thick  Foundations, 
which  any  who  wanted  them  demoliihed,  without  any  other  Oppofi- 
tion  than  that  of  the  Mortar  that  join'd  them. 

We  fet  out  from  Brecop  the  z6t h  in  the  Morning  for  Kuflowe ,  where 
we  arriv’d  the  29th :  ’Tis  a  pretty  large  Town,  well  peopled  with 
both  Turks ,  Tartars ,  Greeks ,  Armenians  and  Jews,  and  furrounded 
with  old  Walls  falling  to  ruin  in  feveral  Places.  The  Turks  have  di¬ 
vers  Mofques  there,  built  of  a  white  fofc  Stone,  which  is  dug  from  a 
Quarry  near  Bacchiferai ,  and  is  pretty  like  that  at  Malta.  The  Greeks 
have  but  one  Church,  but  ’tis  fufficient  for  the  Number  of  them  that 
live  there  ;  as  is  likewife  that  of  the  Armenians  and  the  JewiJh  Syna¬ 
gogue.  The  Harbour,  or  rather  the  Road,  is  not  very  fafe,  the  Ships 
therein  being  expofed  to  the  Mercy  of  the  Winds,  and  not  flicker'd  rby 
any  High  Land  ;  befides  that,  they  are  forced  to  Anchor  at  a  confide- 
rable  diftance  from  the  Town,  near  which  the  Water  is  fhallow,  and 
the  Bottom  bad;  and  I  faw  there  the  Wrecks  of  two  Saiques ,  which 
having  been  driven  too  near  the  Shore  by  a  flrong  Southerly  Wind, 
were  dalh’d  in  Pieces  three  Weeks  before  our  Arrival.  Thefe  VefTels 
generally  bring  hither,  and  into  the  other  Ports  of  the  Black  Sea , 

Rice,  Coffee,  dry’d  Figs,  Raifins,  Dates,  Filberds,  Stuffs,  Cloth, 

Matts,  (Jc.  and  are  laden  back  again  with  Slaves  and  Corn  i  which  is 
Rill  as  plentiful  in  this  Peninfula  as  in  the  Time  of  Mithndates ,  to 
whom  it  formerly  paid  annually  fuch  a  confiderable Tribute.  It  is  ge¬ 
nerally  worth  but  leven  or  eight  Baras  thzKillow,  which  weighs  about 
Fifty  Pounds,  fometimes  more,  fometimes  lefs,  according  to  the  Na¬ 
ture  of  the  Wheat;  and  they  export  befides,  Cummin,  Barley,  Honey, 

Wax,  ire.  The  Tartars ,  who  don’t  follow  Husbandry  any  more  than 
the  Nomades ,  have  Slaves  who  cultivate  and  till  the  Ground. 

We  left  this  Town  the  fird  of  'December ,  in  order  to  go  on  10  Bac¬ 
chiferai, Ast  prefent  the  Capital  of  Grim  Tartary ,  lying  on  the  Right 
of  that  Ridge  of  Mountains,  *  call’d  by  the  ancient  Geographers  Tra-  * 
pezns ,  and  arrived- there  on  the  fecond  in  good  time.  ’Tis  an  open 
Town,  rather  long  than  broad,  between  two  high  Mountains  that  ^ beginning 
reach  from  one  End.  of  it  to  the;  other,  and  lerve  inftead  of  Walls,  it  Mods 
having  none  excepting  a  little  one  not  above  fifteen  Paces  long,  which  Cimmcrms. 
unites  two  of  thefe  Mountains.*  It  is  very  well  peopled  with  Tartars 
vi  Arme-  Scrabo. 
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Armenians ,  Greeks  and  Jews ;  the  three  lad  of  which  only  pay  the 
Han  (as  the  Moldavians  and  Walachians  before-mentioned)  an  annual 
Poll  Tax  of  a  Crown  and  a  Quarter :  As  for  the  Tartars,  they  (as  well 
as  the  Turks)  are  excused  from  any  Tribute,  excepting  io  out  of  every 
ioo  Slaves  they  take  in  their  Incurfions.  The  Houfes  are  tolerably 
good,  at  lead  they  are  the  bed  in  the  whole  Country  ;  and  the  Mofqucs 
are  for  the  mod  part  of  the  Stone  before-mention’d,  fome  of  them  co¬ 
ver’d  with  Lead  ;  there  are  befides  very  good  Hans  or  publick  Lodg¬ 
ings  for  Strangers,  with  good  Magazines  to  lecure  their  Merchan¬ 
dise,  and  their  Water  is  excellently  good. 

The  Hans  Palace  is  a  great  Pile  of  Building  very  irregular,  tho’  it 
has  its  Accommodations,  as  Baths,  &c.  As  one  enters  into  the  great 
Court,  there  are  two  fine  Monuments  of  the  Chams  who  have  been  in- 
tomb’d  there,  which  is  a  great  Rarity  ;  for  they  are  fo  often  depos’d 
by  the  Grand  Seignior ,  that  Rhodes ,  the  ufual  Place  of  their  Exile,  ai¬ 
med  always  happens  to  be  that  of  their  Burial.  Thefe  Monuments 
are  fo  handfome,  that  upon  comparing  them  with  the  Palace,  one  may 
fay  that  the  dead  Hans  have  better  Lodging  than  the  living  ones. 
That  Prince  has  a  fmall  Coin  call’d  Befchelick  of  five  Afpres,  druck 
within  his  Palace.  He  who  then  had  the  Direction  and  Management 
of  it  was  a  Jew,  whofe  Name  was  Abraham.  A  foft  Water  runs  into 
the  Fountains  of  -this  Palace,  which,  as  lome  Turks  have  adured  me, 
who  have  had  the  Curiofity  to  weigh  it,  after  feveral  other  forts,  is 
lighter  by  feven  or  eight  Drachms  than  any  in  Tartary  or  Turkey  ;  all 
that  X  can  fay  of  the  Matter  is,  that  I  never  drank  any  better.  Their 
Springs  and  Rivers  are  generally  good  in  Crim  Tartary ,  but  don’t  lie 
conveniently  for  all  the  Inhabitants,  who  mod  of  them  have  only 
very  deep  Wells  dug  here  and  there  in  the  Country,  which  are 
very  bad,  and  only  fit  to  water  their  Horfes  and  make  Shorba  ;  for 
Which  reafon  they  don’t  drink  it,  but  content  themfelves  with  Milk 
and  Boza. 

The  Han  has  1200  Guards,  call’d  Seymens ,  Men  chofen  from  a- 
tnongd  the  Tartars,  and  train’d  up  from  their  Youth  in  the  -Ufe  of 
Cymeters,  Fire-Arms  and  Bows  and  Arrows  ;  they  are  paid  by  the 
Grand  Seignior ;  and  a  certain  Number,  which  relieve  each  other,  mud 
always  attend  him  when  he  removes  from  Place  to  Place  in  Time  of 
Peace  5  and  others  guard  the  Avenues  of  his  Palace,  where  he  keeps 
his  Court, '  In  Time  of  War  they  are  all  obliged  to  march  againd  the 
Grand  Seignior  §  Enemies,  as  well  as  the  Han  and  the  other  Tartars  in 
general.  Thofe  of  Crim  Tart  ary  mud  bring  to  the  Number  of  30,000 
Men  into  the  Field;  thofe  of  Akerman ,  and  the  Defarts  between 
Qzakow  and  Afoph  20,000,  and  the  Noghaians  more  than  all  the  red 
together.  Thefe  lad  are  not  fo  fubjecd  to  the  Han ,  as  to  ferve  him 
out  of  pure  Obedience  ;  for,  to  fay  the  Truth,  both  thele  and  the 
others  do  it  more  out  of  hopes  and  eagernefs  of  Plunder,  than  any 
Senfe  of  Duty,  They  march  at  their  own  Expence,  without  any 
other  Provifion  than  fome  Talcan ,  being  Flower  made  of  Cummin,  of 
which  they  carry  Twenty  or  Thirty  Pound  Weight  in  a  Leather  Sack 
fadened  behind  their  Saddles  ;  and  when  they  can  meet  with  any 
Mares  Milk  in  their  Road,  or  for  want  of  Milk,  Water,  they  dilute 
it  in  it,  and  drink  it  out  of  a  Wooden  Porringer;  with  which  alfo 
they  water  their  Horfes;  and  this  ferves  them  for  Nourifiimcnt  often 
for  a  Month  together,  without  they  meet  with  fome  Village  to  plun¬ 
der,  where  there  is  Meat  or  Bread ;  for  altho’  they  are  not  accudom’d 
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to  the  lad,  yet  Hunger  makes  them  find  it  good,  and  they  will  eat 
in  one  Day  as  much  as  will  ferve  them  a  great  many. 

The  Han  had  at  that  time  but  four  black  Eunuchs  to  guard  his 
Wives  and  Odalicks ,  of  which  he  had  but  a  fmall  Number ;  and  in¬ 
deed  I  obferved,  that  the  other  Tartars ,  for  the  generality,  content 
themfelves  with  one  Wife,  or  two  at  mod,  tho’  the  Mahometan  Law 
allows  them  four ;  and  very  feldom  make  ufe  of  Slaves  for  Concu¬ 
bines,  tho’  it  is  lawful  for  them  to  take  as  many  as  they  pleafe ; 
but  rather  chufe  to  fell  them  to  the  Turks ,  who  pay  well  for  them, 
than  to  keep  them  for  their  own  Ufe.  They  are  generally  very  much 
prejudiced  in  favour  of  their  own  Race,  whofe  Beauty  they  think 
confidsin  having  little  Eyes  funk  deep  in  the  Head,  black  thick  Brows, 
a  large  flat  Nofe  and  Face,  and  a  (hort  punch  Shape,  efpecially  for  the 
Women ;  which  they  prefer  to  the  fine  large  black  Eyes,  regular  Fea¬ 
tures,  and  eafy  Make  of  the  CircaJJians  of  both  Sexes,  of  whom  I  fhall 
fpeak  hereafter.  As  for  their  Eyes,  tho1  they  are  not  handfome,  ac¬ 
cording  to  our  Fancy,  I  mud  do  them  the  Judice  to  own,  that  they 
are  the  mod  piercing  and  the  dronged  in  the  World ;  ’tis  not  to  be 
conceiv'd,  at  what  a  Didance  they  can  didinguilh  Obje&s,  they  are 
perfect  Natural  Telefcopes.  This  Prepoflelfion  in  favour  of  their  own 
Race\extends  fometimes  fo  far,  that  if  they  have  any  Quarrel  with 
each  other,  and  there  happens  to  be  one  of  them  who  has  large  Eyes, 
or  regular  Features  like  ours,  and  is  the  Son  of  a  Slave,  (tho’  the 
Mahometan  Law  deems  him  as  Legitimate,  as  if  his  Mother  was  a 
Tartar  and  a  Free  Woman)  they  won’t  fail  to  call  him  TeJJlr  Oglou9 
Son  of  a  Slave  ;  Guiaour  Kan ,  Blood  of  an  Infidel.  This  Remark  how¬ 
ever  is  to  be  underdood  only  of  the  common  People,  and  is  liable  to 
many  Exceptions  among  thofe  of  the  fird  Rank.  Mod  part  of  the 
Myrfds  have  two,  three  or  four  Wives,  and  a  Number  of  Odalicks ,  and 
don’t  know  what  it  is  to  reproach  one  another  with  the  Air  and  Regu¬ 
larity  of  their  Features.  The  Tartars  give  to  their  Prince  the  Title  of 
Emperor }  and  his  Children  are  not  confin'd  like  thofe  of  the  Grand 
Seignior ,  but  each  of  them  has  his  Court,  and  his  Military  Employ¬ 
ment  affign’d  him.  His  elded  Son  is  call’d  SultanGalga ,  which  anfwers 
to  the  Word  ‘Dauphin  in  France ;  the  fecond  Horbey ,  or  Lord  of  Hor9 
as  I  obferv’d  before  ;  and  the  third  Noradin  Bey.  The  others  have  the 
Titles  of  fome  Places  in  Akermanian  Tart  ary,  according  as  it  pleafes 
their  Father  to  dile  them.  There  are  four  Families  among  the  Tar¬ 
tar  sy  which  are  counted  Noble  in  a  higher  degree  than  the  others the 
fird  is  that  of  Ghereim  Myrfa ,  the  fecond  of  Zidgiut  Myrfa ,  the  third 
of  Manjfir  Myrfa ,  and  the  fourth  of  Kaiha  Myrfa  j  the  fird  has  the  Pri¬ 
vilege  of  intermarrying  with  that  of  the  Hans.  The  Heads  of  thefe 
four  Families  are  a  fort  of  Dukes  call’d  Chirimbejs ,  without  whofe 
Confent  the  Han  ought  not  to  undertake  any  thing.  The  other 
Myrfds ,  who  are  very  numerous,  are,  as  it  were,  Counts  and  Mar- 
quifles;  and  their  Children  (who  learn  to  ride  and  lhoot  with  the 
Bow  almod  as  foon  as  to  fpeak)  have  the  Title  of  Myrfa ,  even  when 
reduced  to  ferve,  and  have  a  Right  to  give  their  Opinion  in  Council. 
Thefe  Chirimbeys ,  and  principal  Myrfds ,  are  the  Chieftains  and  Gene¬ 
rals  of  the  Tartars ,  who  affemble  together,  and  range  themfelves  both 
readily,  willingly  and  freely  under  their  Command,  without  receiving 
either  Money,  Subfidance,  Arms,  Horfes  or  Orders  ;  or  in  one  Word, 
any  thing  from  the  Grand  Seignior  or  the  Tartar  Han ,  (as  I  have  al¬ 
ready  hinted).  The  Hope  of  Plunder  alone  is  diffident  to  make  them 
Vol.  II.  D  march  $ 
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march  ;  to  which  they  arc  lb  much  difpofed,  that  upon  the  leaf!  News 
of  any  War  declared  by  the  fird,  or  Incurfions  refolv’d  by  the  fecond, 
they  certify  their  joy  in  entertaining  the  Bearers  of  it  as  well  as  pof- 
fibly  they  can  ;  then  they  lay  a  Domedick  Prayer,  to  ask  of  God  a 
great  many  Slaves,  as  fine  Youths  and  handfome  Virgins  from  the  In¬ 
fidels,  and  in  Ihort,  all  forts  of  good  Booty  ;  to  every  Article  of  which 
their  Wives,  or  Children,  Fathers,  Mothers,  Brothers  or  Sifters,  who 
flay  at  home  to  keep  the  Cattle,  anfwer  Amen  ;  then  run  and  fetch 
their  frefli  Horfes  out  of  the  Meadows,  or  their  Defarts,  gird  on  their 
Sabres,  and  fallen  on  their  Quivers,  and  the  Sack  With  the  Talcan  be¬ 
fore-mentioned. 

The  Han ,  on  his  joining  the  Turkijh  Army  with  his  Troops,  goes 
direcftly  to  the  Audience  of  the  Grand  Seignior ,  if  he  marches  in  Per^ 
Ion  ;  and  to  the  Vifier,  by  whom  he  is  magnificently  entertain’d  after  the 
Turkijh  Fafhion  ;  and  according  to  an  old  Cuftom,  fome  hundred  Oxen 
and  thoufands  Muttons,  all  entire  and  ready  roafted,  are  impal’d  (jf 
l  am  allowed  this  Term)  to  long  Pieces  of  Wood  fitted  for  this  purpole, 
and  obliquely  planted  in  the  Ground  at  equal  Diftances,  regularly 
intermixt  with  Pyramids  of  thin  large  and  round  Loafs,  and  difpos’d 
in  right  Lines  forming  divers  kinds  of  Allies,  between  which  the  Tar¬ 
tars  run  at  a  certain  Signal,  and  take  away  in  lefs  than  half  an  Hour 
all  the  Flefh  and  Bread,  as  a  Proof  and  Spectacle  to  the  Grand  Seignior 
and  Vijter ,  of  their  Dexterity  in  plundering  :  This  is  their  welcome  ; 
after  which  they  receive  no  more  Provisions,  but  mud  live  on  Booty. 
They  carry  befides  in  their  Incurfions,  efpecially  the  Noghaians ,  fome 
Cheefe  made  of  Mares  Milk,  and  Horfe  Flefh,  each  of  them  dry’d  in 
the  Sun.  They  all  wear  about  their  Necks  a  fort  of  fhort  Cloak  like 
that  of  a  Harlequin ,  made  of  hard  Felt,  which  rifes  above  their  Necks  in 
manner  reprefented  by  the  Fig.  (9)  upon  my  Map  B.  They  call  this 
little  Cloak  Cirkafs  Tapungi ,  a  Name  derived  from  the  Circaffians ,  who 
fird  invented  it :  It  is  alfo  ufed  among  the  Toles^  who  without  doubt 
have  taken  it  from  the  Tartars ;  it  turns  eafily  about  the  Neck,  in- 
fomuch  that  they  oppofe  the  Part  which  is  clofe  to  the  Wind,  Rain 
and  Snow  ,  ’tis  as  firm  as  a  Hat,  and  is  fliaped  pretty  much  like  an 
Ecclefiaftical  Cope,  excepting  the  Length  of  it.  Having  thus  put  on 
all  their  Military  Accoutrements,  they  take  up  their  Spears  and  mount 
their  Steeds,  being  as  little  encumbred  with  Money  or  Baggage,  as 
the  Knights  Errant  in  Romances,  and  leading  with  them  two  or  three 
Ipare  Horfes  to  rranfport  their  Plunder,  or  remount  themfelves  in  cafe 
that  he  they  ride  fliould  die ;  which,  if  it  fhou’d  happen,  they  endea¬ 
vour  to  comfort  themfelves  for  its  Lofs,by  eating  him  in  common.  Thus 
they  refign  to  the  Care  of  Providence  themfelves  and  their  Beafte, 
who  mull  live  upon  Grafs  when  they  can  get  it,  and  are  no  lefs  ufed 
to  Fading  and  Hardfhips  than  their  Maders,  Nature  having  taught 
them  to  lcratch  up  the  Snow  with  their  Feet,  when  the  Earth  is  co¬ 
ver’d  with  it,  that  they  may  find  out  the  Grafs  ,*  or  elfe  if  they  are 
near  to  any  Trees,  to  feed  upon  the  Bark  or  the  Ends  of  the  Branches. 
This  is  their  Manner  of  Living  when  they  are  upon  their  Inroads,  or 
out  of  their  Country  in  the  Defarts  5  for  as  long  as  they  can  meet  with 
any  Tartarian  Villages,  Hofpitality  is  fo  generally  practis’d  among 
them,  that  all  is  in  common  ;  and  there  is  no  Houle  wherein  they  may 
not  enter  as  freely,  and  are  not  as  well  received  and  ferved  as  if  they 
were  at  their  own  :  How  great  Strangers  foever  they  be,  as  foon  as 
they  appear  at  the  Gate,  the  Mader,  if  he  is  at  home,  or  one  of  his 
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Sons  or  Slaves  if  he  is  not,  come  and  take  their  Horfes,  and  give  them 
Hay,  (wherewith  every  one  is  fufftciently  provided  for  the  Winter) 
and  entertain  the  Conachs  *  or  New  Comers  with  Shorba  and  boil’d  Milk, 
and  ferve  them  without  its  coding  them  one  Farthing.  This  Hofpita- 
lity  is  reciprocally  practis’d  by  all ;  they  aftociate  themfelves  by  Tens 
or  Twenties,  and  divide  equally  the  Booty  that  each  of  them  get;  and 
if  whiift  they  are  in  the  Field  any  of  them  meets  with  any  Tobacco, 
or  any  thing  to  eat,  he  ihares  it  with  his  Companions,  however  little 
it  be ;  and  their  Juftice  and  Fidelity  in  the  Partition  of  their  Plunder 
with  each  other,  is  not  lefs  admirable.  They  are  likewife  (as  I  be¬ 
fore  hinted)  obliged  to  give  io  Slaves  out  of  every  ioo  they  take 
to  the  Cham,  which  is  an  Article  not  quite  fo  faithfully  obferv’d  as 
their  dividing  of  the  Spoil  amongft  each  other.  The  Slaves  that  are 
taken  by  the  Sons  or  Servants  of  a  Myrfa  belong  to  him,  and  he  may 
difpofe  of  them  as  he  pleafes.  When  the  Tartars  in  general  meet 
with  any  confiderabie  Booty,  their  next  Care  is  to  carry  it  to  fome 
fecure  Place ;  to  which  intent  they  disband  themfelves,  and  leave 
their  Leaders  as  freely  as  before  they  follow’d  them  ;  and  as  foon 
as  they  have  fecured  their  Prey,  they  return  again  to  them  in  fearch 
of  new  Adventures. 

Having  a  Recommendation  from  Monf.  Fabrice  to  M.  Wranghel ,  a 
Swedijh  Captain,  now  a  Major  in  the  Guards  at  Stockholmy  who  was 
at  Bacchiferai  in  Quality  of  Refident  at  the  Hans  Court,  I  went  to 
Vifit  him,  and  he  Ihow’d  by  the  Reception  he  gave  me,  what  a  Value 
he  put  upon  that  Gentleman  s  Recommendation,  inviting  me  to  lodge 
at  his  Houfe,  offering  me  his  Table  and  his  Horfes;  and  favouring 
my  Curiofity  fo  far,  as  to  conduct  me  to  feveral  Places  near  Bacchi* 
feraij  which  he  thought  beft  worth  feeing.  Amongft  the  reft,  he  car¬ 
ried  me  to  a  little  Town,  whofe  Walls  are  ftiil  {landing  about  a 
League  off^  which  the  Inhabitants,  who  have  loft  fo  much  as  the  Name 
of  it,  call  in  their  Language  Kale,  that  is  to  fay  a  Caflle.  We  went 
thro’  the  Gate  that  is  made  in  the  Wall  before-mentioned,  by  which 
the  two  Mountains  are  join’d  5  the  Paftage  is  fomething  narrow  at  the 
N.  E.  End  of  Bacchiferai ,  but  grows  broader  on  the  Way  to  Kale.  In 
our  Road  thither  he  made  me  obferve  a  large  Chappel,  dedicated  to 
the  Fanagiay  by  the  Devotion  of  the  Greeks.  It  is  hollow’d  in  one  of 
the  Mountains,  and  has  nothing  in  it  but  what  is  Modern  (as  fome 
Pictures  of  He  and  She  Saints,  and  Lamps,  fome  of  which  are  Silver ;) 
wherein  the  Greeks  pretend,  without  giving  any  Proof  or  Reafon  for  it, 
that  the  Chriftians,  formerly  in  Times  of  Persecution,  perform’d  their 
Religious  Exercifes  in  fecret ;  but  which  may  have  been  fome  Cata¬ 
comb,  fince  I  faw  many  other  Caves  in  the  Heart  of  the  Neighbouring 
Mountains,  which,  tho’  not  fo  large,  had  very  much  the  Air  of  fuch 
Places.  From  hence  we  continued  our  Journey  to  Kale,  which  is  fi- 
tuated  upon  a  fteep  Eminence  that  looks  like  a  ‘Peninfula ,  but  without 
Water,  the  Ifthmus  whereof  is  cover’d  by  this  little  Town.  The  Gate 
of  it  is  made  thro’  a  fquare  Tower  half  demolilhed ;  we  pafled  thro” 
the  Town,  whofe  Inhabitants  are  all  Jews ,  and  I  found  no  Infcription, 
nor  any  other  Sign  of  its  Antiquity,  but  its  Walls,  which  were  falling 
in  feveral  Places  for  want  of  repairing.  It  feem’d  to  me  by  its  Situa¬ 
tion,  to  be  th 0  Neapolis  of  Scyluras ,  mention’d  by  Btolemy.  We  went 
on  to  the  Teninfula ,  the  adjacent  Parts  of  which  are  naturally  fo  fteep 
and  inacceftible,  that  there  is  no  coming  at  it  by  them  but  with 
Jong  Ladders.  It  is  always  Green,  and  in  the  middle  is  a  Ciftern 
Vol,  II.  D  i  fupply’d 
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fupply’d  with  a  Natural  Spring,  which  is  never  dry’d  up ;  it  is  arti¬ 
ficially  pav'd  with  fine  Stones,  and  feem  antique.  The  Han  keeps 
fome  young  Colts  there  at  Grafs,  which  are  defign’d  for  fome  great 
Feafls,  as  when  he  has  any  of  his  Sons  Circumcis’d,  or  Daughters 
Marry d;  there  are  befides  fome  Deer,  to  which  a  little  Thicket,  that 
is  at  the  fouthernmofl  End  of  it,  lerves  both  for  a  Refuge  and  Shade. 
Having  latisfy’d  my  Curiofity  in  this  agreeable  Place,  Mr.  IVranghel 
carry’d  me  from  thence  to  a  Plcafure-Houfe  of  the  Cham ,  a  fmali 
Quarter  of  a  League  from  Kale ;  it  is  only  proper  to  take  the  Air  in 
during  the  Day-time  in  Summer,  being  pleafantly  fituated,  but  too 
little  to  lodge  a  Court  in,  wherefore  the  Han  never  lies  there ;  it  is 
call’d  Almagick  Serai.  Having  taken  a  View  of  the  Neighbourhood  of 
Bacchiferai ,  and  alfo  of  Mancopy  which  is  above  two  Leagues  from 
it,  and  may  be  feen  from  Kale,  it  (landing  upon  a  Mountain,  and 
having,  as  well  as  that,  only  Jews  for  inhabitants,  with  alfo  a  large 
antient  Ciflem,  like  thofe  the  Romans  have  left  in  feveral  other  Pla¬ 
ces  ;  I  would  have  taken  my  Leave  of  Mr.  IVranghel  two  Days  after 
my  Arrival,  but  he  detained  me  yet  two  or  three  more,  and  introduced 
me  to  the  Hans  Vifier  or  firft  Minifler,  who  receiv’d  me  very  civilly,  and 
ask’d  me  feveral  Queflions  concerning  the  King  of  Sweden ,  which 
I  anfvvered  to  the  beffc  of  my  Knowledge.  He  brought  me  alfo  ac¬ 
quainted  with  a  French  Jefuit,  called  Father  Dubban ,  from  whom  I 
hoped  for  fome  Afiiflance  in  my  Search  after  Antiquities,  he  be¬ 
ing  a  Man  of  Learning  and  Merit,  and  having  liv’d  long  in  that 
Country ;  but  when  I  made  any  Enquiry  upon  this  Subject,  he  gave 
me  to  underhand,  like  the  Tort  ague ze  Monks  at  'Tripoli ,  that  his  Stu¬ 
dy  and  Application  was  confined  only  to  Spiritual  Affairs.  He  had 
agreed  with  fome  Armenian  Priefts  for  the  Liberty  of  faying  Mafs  in 
their  Churches,  after  the  Latin  Manner,  during  their  lei  lure  Hours, 
and  of  Preaching  in  them,  in  the  Ttirkifo  Language,  (which  he  under- 
hood  very  well)  to  fome  Roman  Catholick  Slaves,  or  Armenian  Profe- 
lites,  as  alfo  of  hearing  their  Confehions,  giving  them  the  Commu¬ 
nion,  and  other  Spiritual  Functions  belonging  to  his  Office.  At 
lah  I  took  Leave  of  Monfieur  IVranghel ,  returning  him  Thanks  for 
all  his  Civilities,  and  fet  out  the  5th  of  December ,  with  my  Turk, 
who  had  waited  for  me,  in  order  to  vifit  a  Myrfa ,  called  Cypher za,  to 
whom  Count  Tarlo  had  recommended  me  in  a  Letter  I  was  to  carry 
him,  together  with  an  Englijh  Watch.  We  lay  at  Ackmedgick ,  a  little 
Town  between  four  and  five  Leagues  from  Bacchiferai ;  it  is  the  ordi¬ 
nary  Rcfidence  of  the  Sultan  Galgas  ;  he  who  was  then  fuch  feemed 
about  28,  of  a  middling  Stature,  but  hrong,  and  innured  to  all  manner 
of  Fatigues,  as  faffing,  and  lying  upon  the  Ground  like  the  meanefl 
Tartar  'y  his  Complexion  was  a  little  fwarthy,  rather  the  Effed:  of  his 
Hardlhips,  than  the  Heat  of  the  Climate.  The  Palace  is  rather  con¬ 
venient  than  handfome ;  we  went  to  pay  our  Refpeds  to  his  High- 
nefs,  and  were  gracioufly  receiv’d ;  he  ask’d  me  a  few  familiar 
Queflions,  which  fliewed  him  to  be  a  worthy  Son  of  his  Father,  viz. 
a  very  fenfible  Man.  By  the  Side  of  that  Palace  Wall  runs  a  clear 
Stream,  which  is  not  confiderable  enough  to  be  term’d  a  River,  but 
uniting  its  Waters  with  others,  forms  the  little  Rivulet  Catchik,  and  be¬ 
ing  enlarged  by  other  Brooks  that  run  into  it,  takes  the  Name  of  Bel - 
beck,  on  whofe  Banks  there  grows  an  excellent  Wine  called  Catchik 
or  Belbeck  Wine,  which  fparkles  in  the  Glafs  like  Burgundy  and  Cham - 
paigne ,  and  it  is  not  lefs  agreeable  to  the  Tafle,  tho’  it  cofls  but  a 
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Befchelick. ,  or  a  Penny  and  two  Thirds  the  Bottle.  Continuing  our 
Journey  thro’  feveral  inconfiderable  Villages,  we  arriv'd  the  7th,  a- 
bout  9  in  the  Morning,  at  Cepherza  Cbtflick ,  the  Seat  of  Cepherza 
Myrfa ,  to  whom  I  prefented  the  Letter  and  Watch  ;  he  told  me  I  was 
very  welcome,  and  invited  me  to  fpend  feveral  Days  with  him;  I  con- 
fented  to  (lay  three,  and  he  entertained  me  both  after  the  Manner 
of  the  Turks ,  Tartars  and  Chrifttans ,  as  will  appear  by  the  Sequel. 

He  was  in  a  Chamber,  where  there  was  a  good  Fire,  before  which  he 

made  me  fit,  as  believing  by  the  Sharpnefs  of  the  Seafon  that  he 

could  not  give  me  a  better  Place,  and  ordered  Pipes,  Tobacco  and 

Coffee  to  be  brought ;  whilft  we  were  warming  our  felves  and  fmoak- 

ing,  a  Dinner  was  prepared  for  us  in  his  Harem ,  *  which  was  ferv'd  up  *  The  pi 

about  Noon,  and  confided  of  three  good  Dilhes,  viz.  one  of  RiUaw,  Slaves  gene - 

another  a  broiled  Pike,  and  the  third  a  Ragout ,  which  I  took  for  Veal,  rnlf  dreF 

but  which  was  in  reality  Part  of  a  Colt,  as  I  heard  afterwards.  Al-  VAcaiUr^s  in 

th o’  the  Myrfa  himfelf  did  not  drink  any  Wine,  he  had  fent  for  fome  Apartments. 

for  me,  and  notwithftanding  my  Fellow7  Traveller’s  being  a  Mujfulman ,  and  put  the 

he  did  abftain  from  it  only  in  publick,  that  he  might  not  give  a-  inBa 

ny  Offence.  I  eat  of  the  Ragout  with  fo  good  an  Appetite,  that  any  [YkcYhofein* 

one  might  eafily  judge  I  lik’d  it,  neverthelefs  he  did  not  recommend  it  Nunneries, 

to  me  but  by  his  own  Example,  in  feeding  heartily  upon  it  himfelf;  for,  t0  ^  tnKen 

befides  that,  it  is  not  ufual  for  the  Mahometans  to  praife  any  Difh,  or  uff. 

prefs  their  Guefls  to  tafle  of  this  or  that  Plate,  leaving  the  Choice  of  vants,  " 

what  they  like  to  their  own  Palate ;  the  Repugnance  he  knew  we 

have  to  any  Food  we  are  not  us'd  to,  made  him  afraid  of  fpoiling  my 

Stomach  if  he  told  me  what  it  was.  I  own  I  took  it  for  Veal,  it  not 

being  at  all  different  in  Colour  from  that  which  they  eat  in  Turky , 

where  they  don’t  feed  them  with  Milk  as  we  do,  nor  kill  them  till 

they  are  half  Oxen,  that  is  to  fay,  as  old  again  as  with  us ;  and  I 

was  fo  throughly  convinc'd  of  it  in  my  own  Mind,  that  I  faid  twice 

or  thrice,  This  is  excellent  Veal.  After  Dinner  was  over,  the  Myrfa 

turn’d  the  Difcourfe  upon  the  feveral  Sorts  of  Diet  in  ufe  amongfl:  us, 

as  Butchers  Meat,  Wild-Fowl,  <&c.  and  ask'd  divers  Queflions  about 

the  Preference  we  gave  to  one  more  than  another }  after  which  he  told 

me  that  tho’  they  had  as  many  different  Kinds  of  Meat  of  all  Sorts 

in  Crim  Tartary  as  at  Conftantinople ,  or  elfewhere,  yet  the  Tartars 

efteem’d  Horfe-Flefh  more  than  any  other,  how  delicate  foever,  efpe- 

cially  if  'twTas  young ;  and,  as  a  Proof  of  it,  they  never  fent  Pre- 

fents  of  Fowls  or  Game  to  Perfons  of  the  firft  Rank,  but  Part  of  a 

Colt,  and  that  no  great  Feflivals,  as  Marriages  or  Circumcifions,  were 

without  it.  I  anfwered,  that  I  could  not  believe  but  their  Flefh  was  as 

good  as  that  of  any  other  Animal,  confidering  the  Quality  of  what 

they  feed  upon  was  as  wholfome,  and  that  fome  Franks  and  my  felf 

had,  contrary  to  our  Cuftom  and  Education,  eaten  Part  of  a  young 

Afs  which  an  Englijh  Merchant  had  kill’d  near  Conflantinople, ,  and 

that  I  did  not  think  I  had  ever  tailed  any  Thing  more  delicate* 

“  Well  then,  reply’d  he,  laughing,  I’m  very  glad  to  find  by  this  Sto- 
4C  ry  that  you  have  no  Averfion  to  the  Flefh  of  a  Horfe,  much  good 
u  may  it  do  you,  you  have  juft  din'd  upon  a  Ragout  of  a  Colt,  with 
<c  a  very  good  Appetite  ;  one  of  my  Friends  has  fent  me  half  a  Quar- 
u  ter,  and  you  fhall  have  fome  of  it  roafted  to  Night,  if  you  don’t 
“  find  in  your  felf  any  Diflafle  to  it  now  you  know7  what  it  is/'  I 
told  him  I  did  not  perceive  that  I  had,  and  in  EfFed:  I  eat  that  Ni^ht 
as  much  of  it  as  could  be  expe&ed  after  a  hearty  Dinner.  My  Fellow 

Traveller 
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Traveller  was  not  prefent  at  this  Converfation,  and  the  Myrfa  deHred 
me  not  to  tell  him  of  it,  for  fear  he  iliould  not  take  it  as  I  had  done, 
the  Turks  having  as  great  an  Averfion  to  it,  as  either  the  Chriftians  or 
Jews .  Supper  being  over,  Water  was  brought  for  us  to  wafh,  by  One 
of  the  Myrfa  s  Sons,  tho’  he  had  feveral  Servants  and  Slaves,*  after 
which  we  fmoaked  each  of  us  our  Pipe,  and  he  went  into  his  Harem, 
faying  that  he  believ’d  me  tired,  and  wilh’d  me  a  good  Night.  I  ob- 
ferv’d  that  the  fame  Son  put  by  my  Bed  fide  a  Pitcher  of  Wine,  with 
a  Pot  full  of  Water,  and  a  Pipe  and  Tobacco,  upon  a  Turkijh  Table, 
and  in  a  Corner  a  Couple  of  Candles,  one  of  which  he  lighted  I 
would  have  oppofed  all  thefe  Precautions,  telling  him  that  I  had  no 
Need  of  a  Candle  to  lleep  by,  and  that  I  neither  drank  nor  fmoak’d 
in  the  Night-time ;  but  he  reply’d  that  might  happen  once  which  had 
never  fallen  out  before,  and  that  I  might  have  a  Mind  to  fmoak  if  I 
could  not  fleep,  upon  which  he  retired.  Next  Morning,  upon  my  de¬ 
claring  my  Surprize  to  his  Father,  that  he  having  fo  many  Servants 
and  Slaves,  ftiould  command  his  Son  the  fame  Things  as  them,  which 
did  not  feem  fuitable  to  his  Birth  ;  he  anfwered,  that  young  Men,  of 
whatfoever  Quality,  fhould  accuflom  themfelves  to  all  manner  of 
mean  and  laborious  Work,  as  if  they  were  one  Day  to  be  Servants  or 
Slaves,  which  might  be  their  Fortune,  either  thro’  Poverty  or  the  mil- 
carrying  in  their  Incurfions ;  that  Sultan  Galga  himfelf  was  inured  to 
them,  and  did  not  live  better  in  the  Field  than  the  meaneft  Tartar  j 
and  that  he  himfelf  was  the  Son  of  a  Myrfa ,  and  yet  his  Father  had 
neither  left  him  nor  his  Brothers  fufficienc  for  the  Honourable  Subfifl- 
ance  of  one  of  them  ;  that  he  had  got  what  he  had  with  his  Sabre  and 
Arrows  in  their  Inroads,  as  had  likewife  his  other  Brothers,  and  that 
he  had  two  Sons  who  muft  do  the  fame :  He  added,  that  his  Eldefl:  Son 
was  to  fet  out  in  a  little  Time  for  Circajfia ,  with  whom  they  were  at  War, 
fince  the  annual  Tribute  of  Slaves  ancl  Horfes,  which  was  formerly  paid 
by  the  Circajjians  to  the  Han,  in  order  to  maintain  a  Peace  with  the  Tar¬ 
tars,  and  be  preferv’d  from  their  Ravages,  had  been  refufed  ,*  and  that 
the  Tartar  Han ,  now  reigning,  had  been  depofed  fome  Years  before, 
for  having  the  Misfortune  to  lofe  above  40000  Men,  who  had  been  de¬ 
feated  by  a  Stratagem  of  the  Enemies.  He  faid  moreover,  that  the 
Slaves  and  Horfes  of  that  Country  had  been  dear  ever  fince,  and  that 
he  was  going  to  fend  one  of  his  Slaves,  who  was  a  Circaffian ,  and  to 
whom  he  had  given  his  Liberty,  to  buy  fome  there :  I  asked  him  if 
it  could  be  done  without  Danger,  both  from  the  Enemy  and  the  Cir- 
cafjians ,  who  might  remain  in  their  own  Country  with  the  Money  ;  he 
anfwered,  yes,  and  gave  me  to  underftand  that  the  Commerce  of  the 
Slaves  and  Horfes  was  carried  on  there  as  fafely  as  in  the  Times 
of  the  profoundeft  Peace,  that  that  Nation  had  a  fingular  Refped: 
for  Merchants,  and  his  CircaJJian  pafs’d  for  fuch ;  that  being  an  honeft 
Man,  and  at  his  Eafe,  and  having  a  Houfe,  Wife  and  Children, 
in  C rim  Tartary ,  it  was  not  reafonable  to  believe  he  would  abandon 
them.  He  informed  me  farther,  that  this  Traffick  was  wholly  managed 
by  Circajjians ,  who  were  eflablilhed  in  Crim  Tartary ,  and  at  Taman 
Temrok ,  and  the  Parts  adjacent,  and  by  fome  Greek  or  rather  Armeni¬ 
an  Merchants;  and  that  the  Turks  durft  go  no  farther  than  the  Sea  port 
Towns  of  the  Cimmerian  Bojphorus ,  where  they  waited  for  the  others 
who  went  into  the  Country  to  buy  them,  and  the  other  Merchandize 
that  was  the  Product  of  Circajfia,  as  Honey,  Hides,  Lambskins,  Furs, 
Sabres,  Knives,  &c. 
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This  Relation  created  in  me  an  Inclination  to  proceed  from  Noghaian 
Tartary ,  whither  I  was  going,  to  that  Country ;  I  communicated  it  to 
him,  and  he  did  not  oppofe  it,  only  he  advifed  me  to  pafs  for  a  Mer¬ 
chant  of  Caffa ,  if  they  lhou’d  demand  who  I  was,  without  mentioning 
the  Han  or  his  Paflport,  efpecially  among  the  Mountainer  CircaJJi- 
ans ,  if  I  fliould  happen  to  travel  thither.  As  for  the  reft,  he  faid  I 
might  keep  his  Man  Company  as  far  as  thofe  who  liv’d  in  the  Plains, 
or  if  I  would  not  go  ftrait  on,  but  defign’d  to  run  over  the  Country 
ofth c  Noghaians,  he  fhould  procure  me  a  Guide  at  Jegnikale  or  Taman  , 
befides  this  he  offered  me  a  recommendatory  Letter  to  the  Bajhaw  of 
Jegnikale ,  who  would  take  Care  I  fliould  have  one  that  would  anfwer 
for  me.  I  accepted  of  his  Civilities,  ‘and  fix’d  my  Refolution  accord¬ 
ingly  ;  whereupon  he  call’d  the  Circaffian,  to  whom  he  declared  my  In¬ 
tent  in  my  Prefence,  charging  him  to  do  me  all  the  Service  he  was  ca¬ 
pable  of,  which  he  promis’d,  and  kept  his  Word  as  long  as  I  Was 
with  him. 

We  appointed  the  nth  for  our  Departure,  which  was  two  Days 
afterwards,  when  I  return’d  the  Myrfa  Thanks  for  all  his  Favours,  and 
he  gave  me  a  Letter  for  the  Bajhawx  fending  one  of  his  Horfes  to  carry 
me  as  far  as  Carafouy  and  a  Servant  to  bring  him  back  again.  We  took 
the  Road  to  Caffa ,  where  the  Circaffian  was,  as  he  faid,  to  make  fome 
Purchafes,  to  exchange  there  for  other  Merchandife,  and  he  advifed 
me  to  do  the  fame;  as  being  a  thing  ahfolutely  necelfary,  efpecially  if 
I  defign’d  to  travel  into  the  Mountainous  Part  of  Circaffia ,  where  for  the 
moft  part  they  know  not  what  is  Money.  I  anfwer’d,  that  I  wou’d 
avoid  incumbring  myfelf  as  much  as  poifible,  and  only  take  what  was 
lighteft,  and  wou’d  lie  in  .the  lead  Compafs,  not  defiring  to  buy  or  fell 
any  thing,  either  among!!  the  Noghaians  or  CircaJJians ;  but  only  to  fee 
the  Countries  or  the  People,  and  make  them  fome  little  Prefents  for 
any  Services  which  I  cou’d  not  pay  for,  or  they  did  not  care  to  accept 
Money ;  wherefore  I  defired  that  he  would  chufe  at  Caffa  what  was 
properefl  for  that  purpofe. 

We  took  up  our  Lodging  (as  had  been  agreed  on)  that  Night  at 
Karafou ,  a  great  Town  about  two  Leagues  from  the  Seat  of  Cepherza 
Myrfa .  Its  Houfes  are  low  and  of  Wood,  but  it  has  feveral  great 
Hans,  with  publick  Magazines,  the  largeft  of  which  is  of  Stone,  at 
leal!  its  Warehoufes  ;  there  are  befides  four  Mofques,  one  pretty  hand- 
fome,  and  the  three  others  very  ordinary.  The  Inhabitants  are  moflly 
Greeks ,  Armenians  and  Jews  ;  the  firft  have  but  one  Church,  with 
nine  Priefls  to  officiate  in  it ;  the  fecond,  another  larger  with  eleven  ; 
and  the  Jews  a  little  Synagogue  ;  but  none  of  thefe  deferve  to  be 
called  fo,  but  on  account  of  Religious  Exercifes  being  perform’d  in 
them  :  In  fliort,  this  Town  is  only  confiderable,  for  having  the  great- 
eft  Horfe-Market  in  Crim  Tart  ary.  I  hired  one  here  for  Caffa,  and 
my  Fellow  Traveller  had  his  own,  fo  we  purfued  our  Journey,  and 
palled  the  next  Day  thro’  Crim ,  or  rather  the  Ruins  of  that  antient 
City,  which  has  now  only  the  Name,  with  fome  Houfes  that  wou’d 
hardly  make  a  tolerable  Hamlet,  where  we  lay  that  Night.  Some 
will  have  it,  that  it  formerly  gave  Name  to  Crim  Tartary',  I  can't  po- 
fitively  gainfay  this  Opinion,  but  I  could  neither  find  Infcriptions, 
Chapiters,  Columns,  nor  Baffo  Relievos ,  to  fupport,  or  any  ways  ac¬ 
ted  its  former  Magnificence  and  Greatnefs.  We  arrived  at  Caffa  on 
the  ifth  before  Noon,  which  is  the  largeft  City,  and  has  the  greateft 
Commerce  of  any  in  Crim  Tart  ary  >  it  is  cover’d  on  the  N.  W.  by  high 
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Mountains,  at  the  Foot  of  which  it  is  both  very  agreeably  and  advan- 
tageoufty  fituated,  extending  itfelf  to  the  S.  E.  along  the  Sea  Shore. 

It  has  retain’d  a  great  deal  of  its  priftine  Beauty,  having  dill  the  Walls 
which  were  built,  or  at  leaft  repaired  by  the  Genoefe ;  and  one  may 
yet  read  Latin  Jnfcriptions  upon  fome  Parts  of  them,  which  confirm 
the  Truth  of  it  ;  as,  amongft  the  reft,  this  without  the  Town  to  the 
North,  Hancce  labentem  muri  partem  reftituit  Magnif.  T>.  Tetrus  Branco 

.  (the  reft  is  defaced)  Confnl.  An .  1486;  and  the  other  upon 

the  Gate  that  leads  from  the  City  to  the  Sea  fide,  under  an  Image  of 
«  The Ge-St.  Beter  *  yet  vifible,  Tempore  Magnifici  Dom-  Baptijia  Juftimani 
noefe  called  Conjul.  An.  1474*  I  faw  at  the  Top  of  fome  Remnants  of  an  old  Ca- 
the  Gate  by  abouc  a  Stone’s  Throw  to  the  N.  E.  of  this  City,  an  Infcriprion 
Sl  Peter,  la  f°  mutilated,  that  I  could  difcern  nothing  more  of  it,  but  that  it  was 
Porta  di  San  Gothick.  I  mufl  have  had  a  Ladder  to  have  copied  it  exa&ly,  (not 
Pietro.  being  ufed  to  thefe  Characters)  that  Part  of  the  Wall  whereoij  they 
were  was  fo  high  ,*  but  I  did  not  think  it  proper  to  diftinguiffi  my  felf 
fo  much  amongft  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Place,  whom  their  Ignorance 
make  fometimes  jealous  of  a  Shadow. 

Whilft  I’m  upon  this  Topick,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  obferve,  that 
Busbequius  fays,  the  Natives  of  CrimTartary  retain  many  Gothick  Ex¬ 
pressions  in  their  Language  5  whereupon  I  enquired  as  carefully  as 
poffible  into  it  5  but  ail  the  Difcoveries  I  cou’d  make  were,  that  the 
German  Wars  having  occafion’d  the  Captivity  of  a  great  many  of  that 
Nation,  and  the  Tartars  not  being  generous  enough  to  give  their 
Slaves  their  Liberty  as  the  Turks  do,  but  taking  care  to  marry  them 
to  others  of  their  own  Country,  they  perpetuate  their  Bondage  for 
many  Generations,  felling  the  Girls  if  handfome,  and  bringing  up  the 
Boys  to  rill  the  Ground  and  keep  their  Flocks  ,*  and  thefe  Children 
retain  a  great  deal  of  their  Fathers  and  Mothers  Language,  which 
they  mix  with  that  of  the  Country ;  but  I  wou’d  not  conclude  that 
this  was  a  Remnant  of  Gothifm ,  which  had  been  preferv’d  for  many 
Ages,  as  fever al  do  upon  the  Word  of  Busbequius.  I  have  heard  fome 
call  a  little  Ifland,  lying  in  the  Bay  thatfwalhes  the  Ifthmus  oiBrecopy 
Guthe  }  I  don't  know  whether  ’tis  the  fame,  to  which  fome  of  the 
Northern  Authors  pretend  their  Anceftors  the  Gothsf  when  they  ex¬ 
tended  their  Dominions  as  far  as  the  Tanais,  gave  the  Name  of  Gothiay 
which  is  the  fame,  and  mark  d  in  my  Map  B.  But  the  Natives  of  the 
Country  who  call’d  it  Guthe ,  cou’d  not  give  me  any  Infight  thereinto. 
Leaving  therefore  the  difcufting  of  thefe  Difficulties  to  thofe  who  are 
better  verfed  in  Etymology,  I  ffiall  fpeak  a  Word  or  two  more  of 
Caffa.  Its  handfomeft  Chriftian  Churches  have  been  either  converted 
into  Mofques,  or  deftroy’d  to  build  them  with  their  Materials ;  and 
the  others  have  been  either  given  or  fold  by  the  Turks  to  the  Greeks 
and  Armenians ,  the  firft  having  feven,  and  the  others  twenty  ;  but  not 
above  half  of  them  have  Divine  Service  perform’d  in  them,  fome  fal¬ 
ling  ro  ruin  as  being  ufelefs,  and  wanting  Repairs.  Moft  part  of  thefe 
have  been  built  by  the  Genoefe  and  one  may  ftill  fee  their  Arms  up 
and  down  upon  them,  as  well  as  the  Paintings  of  fuchsHe  and  She 
Saints  as  are  acknowledged  for  fuch  by  thefe  latter  Poll.  {Tors  of  them; 
for,  as  for  their  Statues  and  Imbofs’d  Images,  they  have  been  fupprefs'i„ 
by  them,  as  well  as  the  Multiplicity  of  Altars  that  were  in  each  of  them, 
according  to  theCuftom  of  the  Roman  Catholick  Church;  and  this  for 
the  Explication  already  mentioned,  given  by  the  Eaftern  Chriftians  to 
the  nonfacies  tibi  Sculpt  ilia.  You  lhan’t  carve  or  make  Imbofs'd  Figures. 
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I  bought  here  of  a  Greek  Goldfmith  the  Golden  Medal  B  in  the  Print 
XIII.  of  Theodojius ,  whofe  Name  the  City  formerly  bore,  *  and  feveral  *  Caffa; 
Silver  ones,  too  common  to  be  inferted  in  my  Prints ;  They  were  all  con-  ca^ 
demn’d  to  be  melted  down,  as  are  all  thole  of  fuch  Metals  which  fall  eo  0 
into  the  Hands  of  that  fort  of  ignorant  People.  A  Greek  Pried  hear¬ 
ing  me  fpeak  his  Language  to  this  Goldfmith,  invited  me  to  Dinner, 
and  regal’d  me  with  excellent  Wine,  which  was  not  very  different  in 
Colour  from  Burgundy ,  and  not  at  all  inferior  to  it  in  Goodnefs. 

Upon  my  asking  him  where  it  grew,  he  told  me  it  was  f  Sudac  Wine  ;  f  Suda- 
and  there  is  a  River  of  that  Name  in  my  Map,  near  which,  as  far  as  Cllm*  an  old 
I  cou  d  underftand  by  him,  it  grows.  '  mLafn  of 

In  the  mean  while  I  had  given  my  Fellow-Traveller  fome  Money  to  thisNameto - 
buy  me  Handkerchiefs  of  Painted  Linnen,  Mullin  ;  and  feveral  Toys,  wards  the  s. 
as  Necklaces  of  Chryftal,  Amber,  or  Counterfeit  Pearl,  Ribbons, 

Sciflars,  and  even  Needles  and  Thread,  which  he  faid  were  very  pro-  cherfone- 
per  for  the  Ufes  I  defign’d  them.  I  had  befides  fome  little  Englijh  fus. 
Telefcopes,  which  I  was  inform’d  wou’d  be  very  acceptable  and  ufe- 
ful  to  the  Tartarian  Myr fas ,  with  Turkifi  Thesbys,  fhap’d  like  the  Beads 
made  of  Amber,  fine  Woods,  &c.  which  they  like  as  well  as  the  Turks ; 
the  Han  himfelf  had  always  one,  as  reprefented  in  the  Print  XXVL  A  ; 
but  as  with  all  t’nefe  I  fhould  have  look’d  but  like  a  poor  pedling  Mer¬ 
chant,  I  refolv’d  to  prefer  the  Title  of  Phyfician  to  it,  according  to 
the  Advice  of  an  Armenian  of  Caffa,  who  had  been  ry  Times  in  Gir- 
caffia ,  and  told  me  that  I  fhould  be  as  much  efleemed  under  that  Cha¬ 
racter,  as  that  of  a  Merchant,  and  more,  fince  I  did  not  intend  to 
Trafftck.  Hereupon  I  bought  fome  Rhubarb ,  Senna ,  Mama ,  and  o- 
ther  innocent  Drugs,  and  had  already  fome  Balm  of  Mecca ,  without 
which  I  never  travell’d  in  Turky ,  it  being  as  it  were  the  univerfal  Me¬ 
dicine  of  the  Country;  and  the  Ignorance  of  the  People  I  was  going 
amongft  was  fo  great  in  that  Refpe&v  that  I  hop’d,  with  the  littie  a- 
bove  nothing  I  knew  of  Phyfick,  to  pafs  for  an  able  Doctor ;  neither 
was  I  in  the  End  deceiv’d  in  my  Expectation  afterwards:  The  fame 
Armenian  (with  whom  I  made  an  Acquaintance  on  hearing  him  fpeak 
of  his  Travels  into  Circaffia ,  with  Defign  to  ask  him  fome  Quefiions 
about  what  Road  I  fhould  take,  and  the  Humour  of  the  People,)  told 
me,  that  he  was  in  that  Country,  when  the  Tartars  were  routed 
there,  and  gave  me  an  Account  of  the  Manner  of  their  Defear,  which 
I  fhall  relate  here,  as  I  had  it  from  him  and  others  in  Circaffia ,  with 
little  Difference  of  Circumflances,  which  made  it  feem  to  me  the  more 
likely  to  be  true,  as  coming  from  feveral  Perfons  who  did  not  know 
each  other,  and  in  Places  fo  far  diflant.  Their  Accounts  were  thus 
in  Subfiance.  The  Circaffians  formerly  pay’d  an  annual  Tribute  of 
6000  Slaves,  and  as  many  Horfes,  to  the  Han ,  and  Sultan  Noradin , 

Prince  of  the  Noghaians ,  to  be  preferved  from  the  Inroads  both  of  the 
Tartars  of  Aker  man,  Cnm ,  and  the  Noghaian  Tartaries ;  but  Sultan  No¬ 
radin  not  keeping  his  Noghaians  in  fuch  good  Order,  but  that  they,  in 
Conjunction  with  Numbers  of  both  the  others,  us’d  to  flock  together, 
and  penetrate  into  the  Heart  of  Circaffia ,  plundering  and  carrying  a- 
way  from  Time  to  Time  whatever  they  could  lay  Hands  on,  the  Cir - 
cajjians  not  only  confulted  how  to  prevent  thefe  Robberies,  but  refu- 
fed  their  Tribute  as  foon  as  they  thought  themfelves  in  a  Capacity  to 
maintain  their  Refufal  by  Arms,  repel  Force  by  Force,  and  oppofe  In- 
curflons  to  Incurfions.  They  were  at  lead  as  skillful  in  drawing  the 
Bow  as  the  Tartars ,  and  more  dexterous  at  wedding  a  Cymeter  or  a 
¥  o  l.  II.  E  Javelin; 
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Javelin;  nor  were  their  Artifans  lefs  ingenious  in  making  them  ;  and 
as  for  Fire  Arms  (of  which  all  the  Tartars ,  excepting  fome  Seymen  or 
Guards  of  the  Haris,  are  at  lead  as  fearful  as  the  Jews  in  Spam  of  the 
Inquifition)  they  have  learnt  perfectly  how  to  imitate  (if  not  furpafs) 
thofe ;  the  Merchants  formerly  brought  them  from  Conftantmople ,  as 
well  as  how  to  make  Gun-powder,  and  to  ufe  it  with  all  the  Succefs 
imaginable  in  Hunting,  and  on  all  Occafions. 

The  Tartar  Han  perceiving  the  CircaJJians  to  be  thus  difpos’d,  re- 
prefented  the  Confequences  of  fuch  a  Conduct  to  the  Torte ,  and  pro- 
pofed  what  Means  he  thought  proper  to  reduce  them  upon  the  fame 
Foot  as  formerly,  and  even  to  impofe  harder  Conditions  upon  them 
than  before  ;  the  ci Porte  approv’d  of  his  Project,  and  the  Grand  Seignior 
made  him  a  Prefent  of  800  Purfes,  with  a  Turbant,  a  Tuft  of  Feathers, 
and  a  Sabre  embellifhed  with  Diamonds,  as  is  ufual  when  he  under¬ 
takes  any  Expedition  of  Confequence.  Hereupon  the  Han ,  having 
drawn  together  an  Army  of  above  100,000  Tartars  out  of  the  different 
Provinces  before-mention  d,  march’d  towards  the  Borders  of  Circajfia : 
This  was  a  Warning  for  the  Enemy  to  keep  themlelves  in  Readinefs, 
which  they  did,  joining  their  natural  Addrefs  and  Policy  to  the  Force 
of  their  Arms. 

The  Tartars  having  penetrated  into  the  Frontiers,  form’d  their  Camp 
at  the  Foot  of  a  high  Mountain,  in  a  pretty  large  Plain  s  and  that 
Part  of  it  that  was  moft  expos’d  to  the  Affaults  of  the  Enemy,  was 
defended  by  6  Field-Pieces.  The  Han ,  Sultan  Noradin ,  and  fome  o- 
ther  Sultans ,  had  their  Tents  pitch’d  directly  againft  the  Mountain, 
and  thought  only  of  holding  a  Counfel  with  the  Cherimbeys ,  or  prin¬ 
cipal  Myrfas ,  and  refrefhing  themfelves,  fending  out  from  Time  to 
Time  Parties  up  and  down,  who  carry’d  off  the  Cattle  and  whatever 
they  could  catch,  which  they  brought  to  the  Camp  as  a  general  Ma¬ 
gazine.  In  fhort,  they  had  only  made  War  by  Skirmifhes,  when  the 
Circaffians  gave  out  every  where  that  they  defired  Peace  ;  and  hav¬ 
ing  convinced  fome  Noghaians  (whom  they  had  taken  Prifoners  oil 
feveral  Occafions,  and  employed  in  the  moft  laborious  Slavery,  fuch 
as  Tilling  the  Ground,  carrying  heavy  Burthens,  digging  Wells, 
cleanfing  of  Stables,  &c.)  of  the  Sincerity  of  their  Intentions,  that 
they  might  not  leave  them  the  leaft  Room  to  doubt,  they  freed  them 
from  this  State,  (which  was  the  more  deplorable  in  that  they  had  been 
no  ways  ufed  to  fuch  fervile  and  painful  Offices)  and  preferring  them 
with  their  Liberties,  difpatch’d  them  ro  the  Tartar  Han ,  with  Letters 
full  of  Submiffion,  figned  by  the  principal  Myrfas ,  wherein  they  pro- 
tefted  that  they  defired  no  better  than  to  live  in  a  good  Intelligence 
With  the  Tartars,  and  repair  their  pad  Omiffions  by  ample  Satisfacti¬ 
on.  After  thefe,  other  Slaves,  who  were  likewife  releafed,  and  pof- 
feffed  with  the  fame  Opinion,  were  fent  with  Prefents  of  Horfes  and 
Provifions,  and  contributed  no  lefs  than  the  firft  to  deceive  the  Han, 
and  make  him  believe  that  they  were  difpofed  to  buy  Peace  at  any 
Price  ;  and  judging  that  their  Prefents  and  their  Offers  proceeded  from 
a  general  Fear,  he  thought  to  take  the  Advantage  of  it,  and  made  his 
Demands  proportionably  to  the  Condition  in  which  he  imagined  them  j 
which  were  accepted,  afrer  fome  flight  Objections  pro  forma ,  and  the 
Number  of  the  Slaves  and  Horfes  agreed  on.  The  Circaffians ,  to  impofe 
the  more  agreeably  on  the  Tartar  Han,  pretended  that  they  were  not 
lefs  willing  to  fatisfy  him  in  Refpect  to  the  Quality,  than  the  Number 
of  the  Slaves,  offering  to  give  him  immediately  the  young  Men  who 

were 
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were  not  fo  difficult  to  be  procured  as  the  young  Women,  in  the  Choice 
of  whom  they  are  very  delicate,  they  being  to  be  pick'd  out  of  the 
Handfomed  that  can  be  found,  and  afterwards  the  others.  In  fine, 

14  Days  was  the  Time  agreed  on  for  the  Delivery  of  the  one,  and 
20  for  the  others;  but  the  9th  Night  being  come,  when  the  Han7 
the  Sultans ,  the  Myrfas  and  others,  expetded  only  to  reap  more  ad¬ 
vantageous  Fruits  from  the  Peace  than  they  could  have  hoped  for  from 
the  War,  and  mod  Part  of  the  Tartars  were  difperfed  up  and  down  to 
feed  their  Horfes  in  the  Neighbouring  Fields,  a  certain  Number  of 
CircaJJians ,  who  the  Evening  before  had  convey’d  themfelves  un¬ 
perceived  to  the  Top  of  the  Mountain,  began  to  roll  down  great 
Stones,  and  pour  a  Storm  of  Flint  and  Fire  upon  the  Tents  that  were 
at  the  Bottom  of  it;  whild  the  Slaves,  who  appeared  to  be  metamor¬ 
phos’d  into  Soldiers,  well  arm’d  and  mounted,  fell  in  upon  them  with¬ 
out  giving  them  Time  to  recover  and  take  up  their  Arms  to  defend 
themfelves,  or  their  Horfes  to  fly;  and  the  Moon,  which  fome  Circaf- 
fians  adore,  fhining  bright  enough  to  fhow  them  their  Enemies,  they 
cut  fo  many  to  Pieces,  that  they  only  efcaped  who  were  the  readied 
to  mount  and  reach  the  Borders  of  Tartary ,  leaving  the  Field  of  Battle 
to  the  CircaJJians ,  at  the  Head  and  in  the  Number  of  the  Fugitives  was 
the  Han  himfeif,  who  lod  there  a  Brother,  with  his  Field  Pieces,  Tents, 
and  Baggage,  and  was  depofed  at  his  Return,  and  fent  into  Exile  at 
Rhodes . 

The  Harbour  of  Caff  a  is  nothing  like  what  it  is  reprefented  to  have  been 
formerly ;  theBottom  is  bad  for  want  of  being  cleanfed  by  the  Turks ,  and 
it  will  in  a  little  Time  (land  in  need  of  a  Mole  to  fhelter  the  Ships  from 
the  S.  E.  which  makes  them  roll  terribly,  and  often  run  a  Ground.  Hav¬ 
ing  exercifed  my  Curiofity  there,  and  bought  the  trifling  Purchafes 
which  I  was  informed  were  the  propered  for  Noghaian  Tartary  and  Cir- 
cajjia ,  I  hired  a  Horfe  for  Callati,  and  fet  out  on  the  2id,  early  in  the 
Morning,  with  the  CircaJJian  and  the  Owner  of  my  Steed,  who  went 
upon  another  to  bring  it  back  to  Cajfa.  It  was  one  of  the  fevered 
Winters  that  I  had  yet  felt,  a  cold  N.  E.  had  blown  violently  for  fome 
Days,  and  it  froze  very  hard ;  the  Air  feem’d  to  me  even  more  fubtil 
and  penetrating  than  at  Conftantinople  or  Adrianople ,  and  confequendy 
as  keen,  tho’  not  fo  far  to  the  North,  as  in  any  Country  I  had  yet 
feen.  I  dop’d  in  my  Way  at  Thoujla ,  about  half  an  Hour,  to  fee  the 
Salt-Pans,  confiding  of  little  Bafons,  made  by  Arc,  near  the  Sea  Side, 
and  having  nothing  remarkable  but  the  Quantity  of  Salt  that  is  got 
thence,  and  is  of  a  pretty  good  Quality  j  from  thence  I  went  on  to 
Callati ,*  where  I  took  up  my  Lodging,  and  where  the  Str eights ,  *  Callati, 

call’d  commonly  the  Streights  of  Cajfa ,  properly  begin.  Callati  is  a  4nvm- 
little  inconfiderable  Towm,  or  rather  a  miferable  Village,  having  only  4>.EIJ2N. 
aCadle  almod  entirely  ruin’d  ;  Strabo  has  placed  its  Tort  in  the  Num-  ne  ntient‘° 
her  of  good  ones,  but  it  is  at  prefent  half  fill’d  up  by  the  Negligence 
of  the  Turks ,  and  only  fit  for  fome  little  VefTels,  at  lead  near  the 
Shore,  like  fome  Galliots  that  I  faw  there,  which  the  Turks  had  built 
at  Conftantinople ,  for  the  Expedition  at  Afoph ,  and  which  the  Peace  at 
Truth  had  faved  both  the  Trouble  of  the  Voyage  and  the  Danger  of 
the  Sea. 

I  dined  the  Day  following  at  Guerche ,  another  Sea-port  Town,  with 
a  Cadle  not  fo  ruinated,  and  a  little  better  Harbour  than  Callati } 
where  lay  fome  Galleys,  and  a  greacer  Number  of  Galliots  and  Bri¬ 
gantines,  which  had  not  been  devoured  by  the  Black  Sea ,  to  ufe  the 
V  o  l.  II.  E  2  Eadern 
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Eadern  Expreffion,  for  the  Turks  and  Greeks  fay  that  it  devours  yearly* 
above  50  or  60  of  their  Veffels,  tho’  they  don't  fend  any  in  the  Win¬ 
ter  Time,  in  that  imitating  the  Cudom  of  the  Antients;  and  if  thefe 
Galliots  and  Brigantines,  that  were  defigned  for  Taganrok  and  Afoph , 
may  be  call'd  Veffels,  they  might  have  laid  that  it  had  fwallow'd  that 
Year  above  160  ;  for,  befides  feveral  of  the  latter,  it  was  not  two 
Months  fince  22  Saiques ,  of  as  great  Burthen  as  our  larged  Merchant 
Ships,  fet  fail  from  Cajfa ,  Kejleve ,  Killia  and  other  Places,  and  mif¬ 
fing  the  Mouth  of  the  Streights  of  Constantinople y  in  a  dark  Night, 
the  Wind  frelhning,  about  9  a-Clock  they  were  all  dalh’d  in  Pieces  a- 
gaind  the  Coads,  and  not  above  150  Perfons  faved  out  of  above  1000 
Slaves,  that  were  Paffengers,  and  about  30  Men,  which  each  of  them  had 
on  Board,  belonging  to  the  Ship;  and  twas  but  few  Years  before  that 
9  of  the  Grand  Seigniors  belt  Galleys  perilhed  there  in  the  fined  Sea- 
fon  of  the  Year,  as  I've  obferved  elfewhere.  The  Reafon  is,  that  be¬ 
fides  its  Harbour’s  being  generally  foul  and  choak’d  up  in  feveral 
Places  with  Sand,  which  divers  large  Rivers,  that  difembogue  themfelves 
into  that  Sea  with  Precipitation,  bring  down  along  with  them,  rendring 
its  Waters  almod  frelli,  Storms  and  Tempeds  happen  fo  frequently 
therein,  that  ’twas  not  withoutReafon  the  anti entGreeks  gave  it  the  Name 
of  AS  EN  OX,  Inhofpitable and  the  Moderns  do  it  Juftice  in  calling 
it  dill  (.{gtvpoQocLctaacc,  as  the  Turks  do  Cara-SDeguis ,  which  fignifies  the 
Black- Sea,  they  ufing  the  Term  Black  to  fignify  fomething  turbulent, 
difmal  and  fatal.  Here  I  chang’d  Horfes;  and  continuing  our  Journey, 
we  arrived  the  fame  Day,  about  half  an  Hour  after  two  in  the  After¬ 
noon,  at  the  Gates  of  JegniKale  or  the  New  Caftle ,  under  which  Denomi¬ 
nation  they  comprehend  both  the  Town  and  the  Cadie,  which  isfituated 
where  the  Antients  placed  their  Bofphorinm  or  P antic apceum,  the  Capi¬ 
tal  of  the  Cimmerian  Bofphorus ,  and  once  Seat  of  its  Kings,  and  the 
Genoefe  their  Pontico ,  form'd  likely  by  Corruption  from  the  latter. 
The  Janizaries  enquired  if  I  had  a  German  or  Pajfport  ?  I  anfwered 
that  I  had  two ;  whereupon  one  of  them  conduced  me  to  the  Bajhaw, 
to  whom  I  prefented  them,  with  the  Letter  of  Cepherza  Myrfa  *  he 
had  them  all  read  to  him,  told  me  that  I  was  welcome,  and  made  me 
fit  down  upon  his  Sopha  :  Another  Bajhaw ,  or  new  Governour, 
defigned  for  Afoph ,  was  already  fet  out  for  that  Place,  and  the 
Turkijh  Garrifon  was  actually  marching  thither :  That  faid  Bajhaw  of 
Jegni  Kale  ask’d  me  fome  Quedions  concerning  my  Journey,  and  de¬ 
manded  whether  the  King  of  Sweden  did  not  think  of  leaving  Bender ; 
his  Abode  there  being  (as  he  faid)  more  advantageous  to  his  Enemies 
than  himfelf.  I  reply'd,  that  he  being  his  own  Counfellor,  and  making 
but  fome  few  Favourites  the  Confidents  of  his  Refolutions  and  De- 
figns,  and  that  but  feldom,  I  had  neither  the  Honour  to  be  of  the 
Number,  nor  the  impertinent  Curiofity  to  ask  them  about  it;  but 
that  I  believed  he  only  waited  for  the  Convoy.  “  How,  the  Convoy  1 
(fays  he)  when  ’tis  fo  long  that  one  has  waited  for  him  at  Bender  ? 
That  is  true  (rejoin’d  I)  but  it  is  not  fo  numerous  as  his  Majedy 
defired  it  ffiould  be,  or  as  has  been  promifed  him ;  “  I  believe,  indeed, 
“  (anfwered  he)  that  it  is  not  fo  numerous  as  that  Prince  could  vvilh 
u  it,  but  I  can’t  think  he  was  ever  put  in  Hopes  of  fuch  a  One 
“  as  he  demanded.”  I  immediately  perceiv’d  by  this  Difcourfe,  that 
the  Bajhaw  was  a  Creature  of  the  depofed  Vifter^  Baltagi  Mehe- 
met ;  whereupon  I  only  faid  that  I  was  as  little  inform'd  of  his 
Majedy ’s  Demand,  as  of  the  Offers  of  the  ‘Porte,  and  that  it 
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did  not  become  me  to  penetrate  into  thefe  political  Myfteries. 
“  It  is  poffible,  continued  he,  that  there  was  a  Defign  of  allowing  him 
u  as  many  Forces  to  Efcorte  him,  as  were  requifite  during  the  Time 
“  that  the  Mufcovites  over-ran  all  Toland ,  and  took  the  Swedes  Prifo- 
<c  ners  upon  the  Frontiers  of  our  Empire ;  but  things  have  taken  fuch 
“  a  Turn,  that  what  was  then  abfolutely  neceffary,  wou’d  be  now  en- 
<c  tirely  fuperfluous,  the  Czar  being  obliged  by  the  Treaty  at  Truth, 
<c  not  to  oppofe  the  King  of  Sweden s  Paffage  directly  nor  indirectly, 
whatever  Road  he  pleafes  to  take,  even  tho’  it  be  thro’  Mufcovy.  To- 
<c  land ,  &c,  (which  defires  the  Continuance  of  the  Peace  at  Carlowitz , 
<£  which  the  Torte  is  refolv’d  to  grant)  offers  an  honourable  and  fecure 
“  Paffage  to  his  Majefty,  and  the  MuJJulmans  who  are  to  guard  him, 
“  provided  they  pafs  as  Friends,  and  without  exciting  either  openly 
“  or  underhand,  any  Commotion  contrary  to  that  Treaty;  and  the 
u  Court  of  Vienna  makes  the  fame  Offers.  Things  being  in  this  Po- 
<c  (lure,  added  he,  one  Capigi  Bajhaw  wou’d  fuffice  to  accompany 
c‘  him  ;  for  I  don’t  fee  what  a  Convoy  can  be  fit  for  in  going  thro’  a 
Ce  Country  in  Friendfhip  with  any  one,  efpecially  a  numerous  one,  or 
u  rather  an  Army,  fuch  as  the  King  of  Sweden  defires,  but  to  prolong 
<c  and  incommode  the  Journey  :  But,  continued  he,  ’tis  vifible  enough 
lc  why  he  requires,  and  will  abfolutely  pafs  with  an  Army  thro’  To - 
iC  land ,  rather  than  Germany  ;  he  imagines  perhaps  that  ic  wou’d  be 
“  Encouragement  to  the  Tolijh  Malecontents  to  attempt  a  Revolution 
“  in  favour  of  King  Staniflaus  ,  but,  fays  he,  how  little  does  his  Ma- 
<c  jelly  know  the  Toles ,  to  depend  Hill  upon  them,  after  he  has  feen 
“  them  remain  quiet,  and  neglect  fo  favourable  and  inviting  a  Jun- 
“  cture,  as  that  when  our  vi&orious  Army  had  reduced  the  Czar  to 
<e  reltore  whatever  he  had  taken  from  us,  not  to  interfere  any  farther 
<c  in  the  Affairs  of  the  Republick ;  and,  in  lhort,  to  give  us  Satisfa- 
<c  £tion  for  all  our  Subje&s  of  Complaints  in  general  ?  If  mod  part  of 
“  the  Toles  had  been  affedted  to  King  Staniflaus,  or  any  other  what- 
“  ever  than  King  Auguftus ,  who  cou’d  have  hindred  their  re-advan- 
“  cing  him  to  that  Dignity,  (to  which  the  Succefs  of  the  Swediflo  Arms 
u  had  raifed  him,  and  from  whence  their  Misfortunes  had  forced 
cl  him  to  defcend)  or  even  their  electing  another?  We  had  rather 
“  have  feen  a  King  upon  the  Throne  of  Toland ,  who  wou'd  have  de- 
cc  manded  our  Protection,  and  offer’d  to  be  our  Ally,  than  one  who  is 
a  a  Friend  to  the  Mufcovites  ;  this  Change  might  have  been  made 
“  without  our  Infringement  of  the  Treaty  of  Carlowitz,  or  Violation 
u  of  the  Laws  of  Toland ,  which  authorize  them  freely  to  chufe  their 
lc  Monarchs.”  I  might  have  added,  if  Time  and  Place  wou’d  have 
allowed  me  to  fpeak  my  Thoughts  plainly,  that  his  Majefty  had  no 
more  Realon  to  rely  on  the  Ottoman  Arms  than  upon  the  Toles ;  and 
have  confirm’d  it  by  the  Anfwer  of  the  Vifier  Baltagi  Mehemet ,  to  his 
Majefty ’s  Reproaches  on  account  of  the  Peace  at  Truth .  This  was  the 
Subftance  of  my  Converfation  with  the  Bajhaw ;  and  if  his  Difcourfe 
and  Reflections  Ihew’d  that  he  was  a  Partifan  of  the  Laid  Vifier ,  and 
confequently  no  Friend  to  the  Swedes ,  they  difcover’d  at  lead  a  Know¬ 
ledge,  an  Underftanding,  Experience,  &c.  very  uncommon  amongft  the 
Turks ,  who  affect  the  higheft  Contempt  of  whatever  regards  the  Chri- 
ftians  ;  all  their  Merit  confiding  ordinarily  in  a  fevere  and  myfterious 
Gravity,  which  ferves  as  a  Cloak  for  their  Ignorance  and  Dealings. 

In  the  mean  while,  my  CircaJJian ,  who  had  recommended  me  by 
Word  of  Mouth,  in  his  Mailer’s  Name,  was  gone  to  fee  fome  Friends 
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in  theTdwn;  and  the  Bdjhdw  ordered  fome  Coffee  to  be  brought, 
which  is  theufual  Signal  amongft  the  Turks  that  one  may  retire,  (as  I 
have  already  faid  ;)  but  before  I  did  fo,  he  ask’d  if  I  intended  to  make 
any  Stay  at  Jegrii  Kale  >  I  told  him  I  was  defirous  of  palling  the 
Streights  the  next  Day  at  farthed,  in  order  to  fee  the  Country  of  the 
Noghaians ,  before  I  went  on  to  CircaJJia ;  and  that  as  I  mull  on  that 
Account  part  with  Cepherza  Myrfas  Man,  who  was  going  dra'ir  on  to 
the  latter,  I  diou  d  be  oblig’d  to  his  Excellency  if  he  wou’d  procure  me 
a  Guide  that  knew  the  Country.  He  granted  my  Requeft,  and  gave 
Orders  to  an  Italian  Renegado ,  who  ferv’d  him  as  an  Interpreter,  to 
find  out  a  certain  Noghaian  call’d  Mehemet,  who  was  in  the  Town,  and 
bring  him  thither ;  he  went  accordingly,  and  immediately  after  the 
Tartar  appear’d,  and  in  my  Life  I  had  never  then  feen  an  uglier  Man. 
The  Bajhaw  faid  to  him  in  my  Prefence,  “  Will  you  accompany  this 
“  Frank  into  Noghaian  Tartary ,  and  he  will  pay  you  for  your  Pains  ? 

<c  Yes,  my  Lord,  anfwered  he,  and  where-ever  he  pleafes:  Well  then, 

<£  fays  th z  Bajhaw,  I  recommend  him  to  your  Care,  he  has  the  Haris 
“  Padport;  and  if  any  Mifchance  or  Trouble  befalls  him,  we  fhall 
**  know  how  to  find  you  one  Day  or  other,  and  to  punifh  you  for  it.* 
The  Tartar  fwore  by  his  Head,  his  Beard,  his  Wife  and  Children, 
that  he  wou’d  ferve  me  honeftly  and  faithfully  :  Whereupon  I  took 
leave  of  the  Bajhaw ,  after  having  thank’d  him  for  his  Goodnefs;  and 
agreeing  with  my  Joldack,  or  Fellow  Traveller,  what  I  Ihou’d  allow 
him  a  Week,  I  gave  him  fomething  beforehand,  and  bid  him  go  and 
wait  for  me  at  Taman  in  the  fird  Han,  and  take  care  to  hire  two  good 
Horfes  for  our  Journey.  He  faid  he  had  his  own  for  himfelf,  which 
was  a  very  good  one,  and  which  he  would  ufe  as  long  as  he  could 
hold  ;  then  I  told  him  to  provide  me  a  good  one,  which  he  promis’d 
to  do,  and  went  away.  In  the  mean  while,  the  Italian  Interpreter, 
with  whom  I  entredfinto  Converfation,  invited  me  to  lie  at  his  Houfe ; 
fo  I  had  my  Things  brought  thither,  which  the  CircaJJian  had  put  in  a 
Han  with  his  own.  We  fupped  together,  and  he  let  me  fee  that  if 
he  had  embraced  the  Mahometan  Religion,  he  knew  how  to  expound 
it  in  his  own  Favour,  and  began  to  Moralize  upon  it,  faying,  as  other 
Oinopiotes ,  (if  I  am  allowed  the  ExpreflionJ  or  Wine -‘Drinkers,  whom  I 
heard  before,  that  Nature  had  made  nothing  in  vain;  that  the  delicious 
Wines  of  Sudac  and  Catchick  were  for  the  Ufe  of  Men,  and  not  for 
Beads,  fuch  as  they  were  who  drank  to  Excefs  like  Swines,  or  at  lead 
too  publickly  ;  and  that  he  duly  abdained  from  them  when  he  cou’d 
not  find  any.  I  daid  there  the  next  Day,  which  I  fpent  with'  him  in 
viewing  the  Town,  which  is  not  large,  and  we  walk’d  all  over  it:  I 
found  the  Wall  very  thick,  and  of  hard  Stone  ;  but  thofe  that  are 
Judges  think  the  Fortifications  very  irregular,  as  that  Italian  told  me, 
who  pretended  to  be  himfelf  fo.  He  faid  like  wife,  that  a  Countryman  - 
of  his  had  drawn  the  Plan  of  them  ;  but  that  he  had  been  oppofed  in 
the  Execution  of  it  by  a  Turkijh  Ingineer;  and  in  reality  one  may  dill 
fee  almod  every  where  the  Turkijh  manner  intermingled,  and  as  it  were 
combating  that  of  the  Chriftians .  The  Cadle  is  fituated  upon  an  Emi¬ 
nence  to  the  S.  W.  of  the  Town,  and  terminated  by  a  Platform  or  Ter- 
.  rafs,  upon  which  are  feveral  large  Brafs  Cannon.  Tis  a  great  mifnapen 
Mafs,  with  a  Cidern  in  the  middle,  not  large  enough  to  furnifh  Water  two 
Months  for  a  Garrifon  as  numerous  as  wou’d  be  necedary  for  its  De¬ 
fence  }  befides  that  it  is  very  often  wanting  in  the  Town  during  Summer. 
All  the  Advantage  of  this  Cadle  confids  in  being  fituated  fo,  that  all 
>  V  edels 
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VetTels  of  any  Burthen  are  obliged  to  pafs  under  its  Shot,  and  expo- 
fed  to  Mortar-pieces  that  command  the  Patfage,  with  great  Balls  of  a 
grey  Stone,  like  thofe  at  Topana ,  of  which  I’ve  fpoken  effe where  ,* 
and  the  Waters  are  fo  low  towards  Taman ,  the  Vetfels  would  be  in¬ 
fallibly  dath’d  in  Pieces  if  they  Ihould  attempt  to  pafs  that  Way;  and 
even  at  Jegni  Kale  they  are  fo  thallow,  that  this  Italian  told  me  they 
were  obliged  to  take  the  Cannon  out  of  the  Men  of  War,  which  had 
failed  fome  Days  before  to  fee  Taganrok  demolilhed,  according  to  the 
Treaty  of  Truth.  I  bought  here  the  Silver  Medal  of  T  anticapaum , 
N.  2£.  in  the  Print  XXVIII,  from  an  Armenian  Goldfmith,  to  whom 
he  conduced  me,  which  was  coin’d  for  that  City,  when  it  bore  this 
Name,  with  the  other  mark'd  B,  alfo  of  Silver,  in  the  Print  XIV. 

The  Circaffian  being  come  to  join  me,  we  pafs’d  the  Bofphorus  Cim- 
merinsy  and  landed  half  a  Mile  above  'Taman,  becaufe  'tis  dangerous 
crotfing  over  (trait  to  that  Town,  efpecially  if  the  Wind  be  any  thing 
ftormy,  as  it  was  at  that  Time.  We  were  about  an  Hour  in  our  PaR 
fage,  and  it  was  about  three  before  we  reach’d  the  Town,  and  as  it 
is  but  little,  the  reft  of  the  Day  was.fufficient  to  view  it;  we  found 
my  new  Guide  fitting  at  the  Door  of  a  Han ,  fmoaking  Tobacco,  and 
he  told  me  that  he  had  hired  a  Horfe  for  Temrok ,  where  we  might 
take  another. 

Taman ,  tho’- little,  is  well  peopled,  and  may  be  call’d  a  Colony  of 
Armenians ,  Georgians ,  Mingveiians,  and  Circajjiansy  thefe  making  the 
greateft  Parc  of  the  Inhabitants,  as  at  Temrok  and  the  Villages  of  A- 
dafs.  Its  Cattle  feems  to  have  been  built  or  repaired  by  the  Genoefe, 
at  lead  fome  Remains  of  the  Arms  of  their  Confuls  teftify  as  much* 
The  Cattle  is  but  inconfiderable,  the  Ditches  are  not  deep,  and  it  is 
Garrifon’d  only  by  a  Company  of  Janizaries.  The  Tchorbadgi  or  Captain 
had  me  brought  before  him,  upon  the  News  that  my  Forerunner  had 
already  fpread  in  the  Town  about  my  Journey;  for  which  I  reprehended 
him,  intending  to  pafs  as  Incognito  as  potfible,  having  for  that  Reafon 
drefs’d  my  felf  almott  after  the  Manner  of  the  Country,  with  a  Tapun- 
gi,  to  keep  off  the  Snow,  which  had  fallen  that  Day  in  great  Quan¬ 
tity,  as  it  had  likewife  feveral  before.  He  ask’d  me  divers  Queftions 
about  my  Travels,  to  which  I  return’d  fuitable  Anfwers,  and  order¬ 
ing  two  young  Swedes ,  who  had  efcaped  from  Afoph ,  and  were  cir¬ 
cumcis’d,  to  be  call’d  before  him,  he  defired  me  to  examine  them  a- 
bout  their  Condition  and  Profetfion;  but  as  they  only  underffood  their 
Native  Language,  and  a  little  of  the  Mufcovite,  to  which  I  was  ut¬ 
terly  a  Stranger,  I  could  not  fatisfy  his  Curiofity ;  fo  Coffee  being 
brought  as  ufual,  I  took  my  Leave.  I  could  not  learn  what  had  in¬ 
duced  thefe  two  young  Swedes  to  turn  Mahometans ,  the  Turks  not  o- 
bliging  any  one  to  it ;  all  I  could  hear  was,  that  upon  their  Arrival 
they  went  directly  to  the  Tchorbadgi ,  and  pronounced  the  Words  that 
mutt  precede  the  embracing  of  that  Religion.  Without  Difpute  they 
had  either  met  fome  Mufiovite  Renegadoy  who  had  boatted  of  his 
Temporal  Advancement  fince  his  Profetfion  of  his  new  Faith,  or  elte 
they  were  encouraged  to  it  by  the  News  of  the  good  Fortune  of  one 
of  their  Countrymen,  call’d  Ah  Bajhaw ,  who  commanded  at  that 
Time  one  of  the  Grand  Seigniors  Men  of  War  actually  before  Tagan¬ 
rog  to  fee  it  demolith’d. 

We  took  up  our  Lodging  that  Night  at  Taman ,  and  fet  out  the 
25th  early  in  the  Morning ;  and  I  obferv’d  nothing  remarkable  between 
this  Town  and  Temrok ,  but  fome  yet  conftderable  Ruins,  which  were 
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likely  to  become  lefs  fo  every  Day  by  their  continual  Diminution, 
occasioned  by  the  Inhabitants  of  thefe  two  Places  carrying  off 
from  Time  to  Time  part  of  them  to  build  Magazines,  or  lay  the 
Foundations  for  fome  Houfes.  By  their  Situation  they  feem’d  to  me 
to  have  been  thofe  of  the  Phanagoria  of  the  Antients,  if  it  was  not  at 
Taman ,  but  I  could  not  find  either  Infcriptions  of  BaJJo  Relievos  to 
give  me  any  farther  Infight  into  it.  Hard  by  the  Highway,  near  a 
Well,  there  is  a  fort  of  a  long  and  large  Cheft  of  hard  Stone,  as  valu¬ 
able  as  Marble,  and  without  a  Cover,  almoll  like  the  Tombs  at  Lamp - 
faco ;  it  ferves  for  a  watering  Place  for  Travellers  Horfes,  being  fill  d 
with  Water  by  the  holpitable  Care  of  the  Circaffians  and  other  Inha¬ 
bitants,  who  form  Colonies  in  the  Villages  of  the  Country  call’d  Ada^ 
which  I  believe  to  be  the  antient  Corocondamia.  The  Houfes  of  thefe 
Villages  are,  like  thofe  before-mentioned  at  Precop ,  interwoven,  if  I 
may  call  it  fo,  with  Branches  of  Trees  and  Stakes,  and  plaiftered  over 
with  Cow-Dung  and  Mud.  We  met  in  our  Way  divers  little  Eminences, 
which  might  be  call’d  Tombs,  with  as  much  Reafon  as  thofe  at  Ste¬ 
venage  in  England ,  or  at  lead  that  have  the  fame  Appearance  ;  but  the 
Country  People  don’t  take  any  Notice  of  them,  only  looking  on  them 
as  the  Work  of  Nature,  or  rather  not  thinking  at  all  about  them;  and 
when  I  have  ask’d  what  they  thought,  they  have  either  anfwered  no¬ 
thing,  or  only  laid  5tis  raisd  Earth.  We  reach’d' Temrok  by  two  in 
the  Afternoon,  being  about  ten  Leagues  from  Taman  to  the  North, 
tis  another  Colony  of  the  like  Inhabitants,  and  has  on  the  North  an 
old  Cattle,  with  a  Company  of  Janizaries ,  and  fix  Pieces  of  Cannon, 
to  defend  it.  This  Cattle  is  call’d  Ada ,  or  the  Ifland,  a  modern  Name 
which  it  takes  from  the  Ifland,  reprefented  in  my  Map  B.  wherein  ’tis 
fituated.  It  flands  where  the  Antients  placed  their  Patreus ,  and  two 
Eminencies  that  refemble  pretty  much  the  two  Breads  of  a  Woman, 
are  named  Adasbournout  or  the  Point  of  the  Ifland,  and  may  proba¬ 
bly  have  been  their  AchiUaum  Promontorium.  I  could  not  And  at 
Temrok  any  other  curious  Traces  of  Antiquity,  than  the  Silver  Medal  of 
Pertinax  N.  7.  in  the  Print  XII,  with  thofe  of  Gordianus ,  Antoninus , 
Diocletianus ,  defign’d  to  be  melted  down  by  a  Greek  Goldfmith, 
which  I  redeem’d  from  the  Flames  for  a  fmall  Matter  more  than  the 
inrrinftck  Worth  of  the  Silver,  as  thofe  at  Caffa ,  and  the  Brals  ones, 
*  Bacal  is  N.  8,  20,  2  r,  in  the  Print  XXVIII  of  a  BacaE,  *  N.  8.  was  coin’d  for  the 
one  who  fells  King  Rofcoporedous ,  one  of  the  latter  Kings  of  Bofphorus ,  who  is  re- 
ens  I<‘dry^  Prelenred  on  one  fide  of  it,  and  has  Conftantine  the  youngeft  on  the 
B^ifins,  Figs,  Reverfe,  with  thefe  Characters,  A  K—  X,  which  deflgn  the  Year  1079 
Sait,  oihe ,  of  Rome.  The  two  others  are  Metalchus ,  and  the  one  has  on  one 
oa.  Butter ,  flt}e  the  Head  o f  Aiiguflus  C afar,  with  that  of  this  King,  and  the  o- 
ther  the  fame,  accompany’d  with  that  of  a  Woman,  which  may  be 
his  Queen,  tho’  not  named.  Temrok  is  only  confiderable  for  its  Com¬ 
merce  in  Hides,  Caviar ,  Hony,  and  CircaJJian  Slaves  and  Horfes,  which 
pay  two  and  a  half  per  Cent .  Cuftom,  according  to  their  Value  to  the 
Grand  Seignior ,  and  one  and  a  half  to  the  Tartar  Han ;  and  they  rec¬ 
koned  that  the  Duty,  together  with  the  Tribute  which  thefe  Colonies 
pay,  viz.  two  thirds  to  the  firft,  and  one  third  tothefecond,  amount¬ 
ed  to  25000  Crowns  per  Ann.  for  the  Grand  Seignior ,  and  eight  or 
nine  for  the  Ham.  The  Province  call’d  Ada  extends  a  good  Way, 
efpecially  to  the  North  and  South,  beyond  the  Ifland  before-menti- 
on’d,  and  pretty  far  into  the  Plain  to  the  Eattward,  where  the  Nati- 
tions  juft  fpoken  of  have  fettled  Villages  bordering  on  the  moveable 
Hords  of  the  Noghaians .  As, 
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As,  to  fee  their  Country  according  to  my  Refolution,  I  was  oblig’d 
to  drike  off  to  the  Right,  I  wilh’d  Cepherza- Myrjds  Man  a  good 
Journey,  who  return'd  me  the  fame  Compliment,  and  recommended 
me  earnefliy  to  my  new  Guide  ;  according  to  whofe  Counfel  I  made  a 
little  Provision  of  Bread  and  Caviar ,  becaufe  he  inform'd  me  I  Ihoifcl 
not  be  able  to  find  any  amongd  the  Tartars  where  we  were  going. 
Thefe  Eadern  Nomades ,  or  Wanderers,  whom  I  call  fo,  becaufe  they 
have  no  fix’d  Habitations  no  more  than  the  Ancient  Scythians,  are  ex¬ 
tended  to  the  Eaflward  between  the  Talus  MaotU  and  the  Cafpian  Sea , 
only  keeping  at  the  Didance  of  about  Thirty  or  Forty  Hours  (to  ufe 
thatCountry  Term  inhead  of  Leagues)  from  each  of  them  ;  tho’  fome- 
times  they  approach  nearer,  and  from  South  to  North  they  reach  front 
the  River  Trimelys  to  Kara  Kuban ;  neverthelefs  it  muft  be  own’d,  that 
they  have  not  much  more  regard  to  Limits  than  to  Roads  and  Leagues. 
The  Neghaians ,  for  the  generality,  don’t  know  what  ’tis  to  fow  and 
make  Bread,  tho’  they  eat  it  very  willingly  when  given  them ;  they 
like  wife  prefer,  as  well  as  the  Crim  Tartars ,  Horfe-Flelh  to  any  other 
Meat,  even  thofe  who  have  Oxen,  Cows  and  Sheep,  as  they  who  are 
neared  to  the  Talus  Maotis  ;  thefe  being  properly  fpeaking  Colonies, 
which  have  retain’d  manyCudoms  from  the  Crim  Tartars,  as  fowingof 
Wheat,  Cummin,  and  other  forts  of  Grain  which  their  Country  pro¬ 
duces  in  Plenty,  making  Shorba  of  them  and  of  Flefh  together.  The 
Noghaians  in  the  middle  of  the  Country  who  don’t  fow,  find  it  fo  agree¬ 
able  to  their  Palates,  that  they  buy  Cummin  of  thofe  who  fow  it;  not 
only  for  their  Talcan ,  but  for  this  Ragout  or  Soop,  for  it  is  a  Medium 
between  both.  Thefe  People  are  all  govern’d,  either  by  Beys  or 
Myrfas  of  their  own  Nation,  or  elfe  by  fome  which  the  Han  names, 
and  fends  from  Crim.  The  Turks ,  when  fpeaking  of  the  Tartars ,  call 
them  impure,  nady,  and  Infidels,  as  well  as  the  Chrijlians  ,  becaufe  of 
their  Siovenlinefs  and  Negligence,  with  regard  to  the  Ablutions  and 
Prayers  of  the  Mahometans.  I  hired  at  Temrok  a  Courier  excel  lent 
for  his  Swiftnefs,  for  the  firft  Keddi  or  Hord,  the  Name  of  the  movea¬ 
ble  Villages  of  the  Tartars ,  whither  a  Servant  of  the  Man  that  own’d 
him  accompanied  us  to  carry  him  back  again.  'Tis  impoflible  to  tra¬ 
vel  cheaper ;  for  I  don’t  think  that  I  paid  at  the  Rate  of  Twenty  Five 
Pence  a  Day  for  two  Horfes  during  my  whole  Journey,  and  that  of 
the  Man  who  goes  to  fetch  them  back  again  cods  nothing  ;  and  the 
Hofpitality,  even  of  thofe  Tartars  and  CircaJJians  that  are  reckon’d  the 
mod  lavage,  is  fo  great,  that  one  mull  not  offer  to  pay  any  thing  for 
what  one  eats  at  their  Houfes,  nor  even  for  Forage  ;  and  they  receiv’d 
the  Tobacco,  and  other  Trifles  which  I  had  with  me,  only  as  volun¬ 
tary  and  civil  Prefents  from  the  Perfon  who  gave  them  ;  and  they 
fometimes  return’d  others,  tho’ but  final!  ones,  in  lieu  of  them.  It  was 
Ten  in  the  Morning  on  the  2.5th,  when  we  lefc  Temrok ,  and  we  tra- 
vell’d  all  the  Night  and  the  Day  following,  and  a  good  part  of  the 
next  Night,  reding  but  only  Five  Hours  in  above  Forty  Eight ;  for  it 
was  pad  Ten  by  my  Watch  when  we  arrived  at  the  fird  Keddi,  which 
was  of  my  Guide’s  Acquaintance,  and  almod  as  it  is  reprefented  in  my 
Map  of  the  Black  Sea  ;  as  are  generally  all  the  other  throughout  the 
Country.  It  was  a  fort  of  large  Fold,  pretty  like  thofe  wherein  Our 
Shepherds  enclofe  the  Sheep  in  the  Night-time,  only  that  it  was  co¬ 
ver’d  with  Felt  on  that  fide  where  the  Wind  blew,  with  fome  Stakes 
raifed  higher  than  the  red,  to  fudain  a  fort  of  Awning,  like  thofe 
which  the  Sailors  make  with  their  Sails  in  a  Harbour,  to  fhield  them- 
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felves  from  the  Sun  and  Rain  upon  the  Deck.  Their  moil  tender  Cat¬ 
tle,  as  Calves,  Lambs  and  Colts,  were  (helter’d  under  this  from  the  In¬ 
juries  of  the  Weather,  which  was  then  cold,  the  Rivers  being  already 
frozen  over  fo  as  to  bear,  and  the  Earth  cover’d  with  Snow.  In  the 
middle  and  round  about  this  Fold  were  the  Tents  ranged,  as  in  the 
Map  aforementioned.  Thefe  Tents  were  fhaped,  as  are  the  reft 
throughout  Tartary ,  like  little  Ctipolas  with  a  Hole  in  the  Top,  to  let 
out  the  Smoke  of  the  Fire  which  is  made  in  the  middle  :  As  for  their 
Strudlure,  which  is  of  Wood,  they  are  like  our  Coops  for  Turkey 
Powts,  and  cover’d  all  round  with  Felt,  having  a  little  Hurdle  fome- 
thing  bent,  likewife  lin’d  with  Felt,  and  faflened  to  the  Bottom  of  a 
Stick,  upon  which  it  turns  and  keeps  out  the  Wind,  Snow  and  Rain, 
which  might  difturb  thole  within  by  beating  back  the  Smoak.  There 
are  befides  in  all  the  Keddys ,  Waggons  to  tranfport  their  Tents  and  Bag¬ 
gage,  with  their  Wives  and  Children,  from  Place  to  Place,  when  they  de¬ 
camp.  The  Waggons  are  generally  drawn  by  Dromedaries,  as  reprefent- 
ed  in  the  fame  Map :  Thefe  Animals,  which  are  diftinguiflied  by  their 
natural  Saddles  from  Camels,  are  very  common  in  this  Country,  and 
draw  them  much  more  (lowly ;  but  at  the  fame  time  more  furely,  with 
their  grave  and  regular  Pace,  than  the  Tartarian  Steeds,  which  are  only 
train’d  up  to  carry,  and  are  indefatigable,  but  as  ugly  for  Horfes,  as 
their  Mailers  are  for  Men.  As  foon  as  the  Cattle  of  thefe  Eaftern  No- 
mades  have  confum’d  the  Grafs  in  one  Place,  they  remove  to  another. 
Thefe  Vagabonds  by  Profedion,  in  whom  the  Race  of  the  ancient 
Scythians  is  reviv’d,  as  to  their  wandring  Life  and  Food,  feem  to  fur- 
pafs  them  in  Uglinefs ;  for  Strabo  does  not  take  Notice  that  they  were 
fo  monftrous  and  deform’d  in  their  Faces  as  thefe,  who  are  not  only 
flat  and  fquare-vifaged,  but  have  fuch  little  Eyes,  fo  far  funk  into  their 
Heads,  and  fuch  (hort  Nofes,  that  one  wou’d  think  at  a  certain  Di- 
ftance  from  them  they  had  none  at  all ,  befides  which,  their  Beards 
are  fo  draggling  and  fo  thin,  that  one  may  count  the  Hairs  in  a  little 
time  ;  and  thefe  Hairs  are  fo  fli(F,  fo  ftrait,  and  fo  large,  that  one 
wou’d  take  them  for  thofe  of  fome  Horle,  or  fame  old  Goat,  not  to 
mention  that  mod  part  of  them  grow  in  Places  where  other  Men  have 
none,  as  in  the  midd  of  their  Cheeks.  We  found  every  body  a  Bed 
and  afleep,  excepting  in  one  of  the  Tents  which  were  without  the 
Fold  to  keep  Guard  ;  for,  as  they  make  frequent  Inroads  upon  the 
Coffacks  near  Afoph ,  and  the  Circajjians ,  taking  away  often  a  whole 
Village  at  a  time  ;  that  is  to  fay,  young  Men,  Women,  Boys  and 
Girls,  with  all  they  can  find  that  is  portable  ;  thefe  make  Reprilals 
upon  them,  furprifing  them  often  in  the  Night-time,  and  carrying  ofF 
their  Cattle  with  thofe  that  watch  them.  My  Guide  being  known  for 
a  Friend  by  his  Face  alone  without  fpeaking,  I  don’t  know  for  whom 
they  took  me  ;  but  he  having  told  what  Recommendations  I  had,  they 
fhew’d  a  great  deal  of  Refpedf,  and  made  me  fit  down  upon  a  Piece  of 
Felt  in  one  of  the  Tents,  the  Owner  whereof  made  great  hade  to  get 
fomething  prepar’d  for  our  Supper ;  infomuch,  that  he  wou’d  have 
awaken’d  his  Wife  for  that  purpofe,  (between  whom  and  the  Fire  there 
was  only  a  Separation  of  a  Curtain  of  very  thick  Stuff ;)  but  I  op- 
pofed  it,  faying  that  we  had  Bread  and  Caviar ,  which  wou’d  -fuffiee, 
and  I  defired  him  to  take  part ;  he  did  fo,  and  one  of  his  Sons,  a  lit¬ 
tle  Monfter  worthy  of  him,  brought  by  his  Order  fome  Cheefe  or 
Mares  Milk  dry’d,  which  he  diluted  in  a  Wooden  Porringer  for  our 
Drink  ;  befides  a  Piece  of  cold  Horfe-Flelh  that  had  beemflightly 
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broil'd,  and  to  which  he  gave  a  fecond  Dreeing,  whereof  it  fcemed  to 
(land  in  need  enough,  by  laying  it  again  on  the  Coals.  This  done, 
we  fmoaked  and  went  to  reft:,  the  Felt  whereon  I  lay  ferving  for  a 
Quilt,  my  Portmanteau  for  a  Pillow,  and  a  Carpet  which  I  had  for  a 
Covering.  The  next  Day  1  ordered  my  Guide  to  hire  Horfes  to  con¬ 
tinue  our  Journey  ;  I  fay  Horfes,  becaufe  his  own  was  fatigued,  and 
he  told  me  he  would  leave  him  among  his  Friends,  and  added,  that 
we  might  have  them  when  we  wou’d,  but  that  there  was  a  Myrfa  in- 
camped  in  the  Keddi ,  whom  I  ought  to  pay  my  Refpedts  to  ;  I  did  l'o 
accordingly,  and  was  very  well  received ;  he  made  me  fit  down  by 
him  upon  a  Quilt  like  a  Sopha ,  and  as  he  was  l'moaking,  he  imme¬ 
diately  ordered  a  Pipe  to  be  brought  for  me.  The  only  Difference 
between  his  Tent  and  the  others  was,  that  it  was  larger  and  diftin- 
guilh’d  by  a  Streamer  fallen  d  before  it,  and  a  Sabre  at  the  Entrance 
of  it.  He  made  me  breakfalt  with  him,  having  immediately  given  Or¬ 
ders  for  a  Shorba ,  which  they  drefs’d  in  another  Tent,  while  we  were 
employ'd  in  *  talking  andfmoaking.  As  I  found  his  Tobacco  very  bad,  Noghaians,’ 

I  drew  a  Turkifi  Tobacco  Purfe  out  of  my  Pocket,  wherein  was  fome  of  as  wel1  as  tlje 
the  bell  fort,  and  prefented  it  to  him:  After  he  had  tailed  it,  he  faid  ^  J™’ 
he  had  never  fmoak’d  better  Tobacco  j  whereupon  1  told  him  that  I  enough  of 
had  enough  of  the  fame  in  my  Portmanteau  to  fpare  him  a  fmall  quan-  Turkifh  in 
tity  of  it:  He  faid,  that  I  Ihou’d  oblige  him  in  fo  doing  ;  hereupon  I  ;heir  MriXf 
quitted  him  for  a  Minute  to  go  and  fetch  it,  and  I  fill’d  a  new  Purfe  f  p^Tfian,  ^ 
which  might  hold  about  half  a  Pound,  and  brought  it  to  him,  and  he  Circaflian," 
found  the  Purfe  to  his  Fancy,  as  well  as  the  Tobacco.  After  this  the  f  little 
Shorba  was  ferv’d  up,  being  made  of  Horfe-Flelh  and  Cummin,  en-  covite^^ 
rich’d  with  Spices,  as  in  Crim  Tartary ,  and  I  thought  it  very  good ;  Tongues,  to 
and  my  Guide  feem’d  to  think  it  yet  better  by  the  quantity  he  eat  of  make  them - 
it.  It  ought  not  to  furprize  any  one,  that  the  Myrfa  made  him  fit  ^lvef  underm 
down  at  his  Table  ;  for  the  Hofpicality,  both  of  the  Turks  and  Tar ~  °\fhe 
tars ,  putting  every  body  upon  a  Level,  nothing  is  more  common  Turks  and 
than  to  fee  the  meanelt  of  the  People  at  the  Table  of  thofe  of  the  ferfians. 
liighell  Rank,  both  in  Turkey  and  Tartary  ;  even  without  any  Invita-  xXccT/» 
tion  from  the  Mailer  of  the  Houfe  before  the  Repaid,  or  any  Thanks  purfes 
being  return’d  by  the  Stranger  afterwards,  as  I  have  already  hinted  in  made  for  that 
lpeaking  of  the  Turks.  yurycfe. 

As  the  Myrfa  was  born  in  this  Country,  I  ask’d  him  divers  Que- 
Rions  about  it;  and  amongll  the  reft:,  if  there  were  any  Remains,  of 
fome  ancient  Cities  in  it?  He  anfwer’d,  he  had  remarked  only  thofe  of 
one,  before  which  he  had  palled  twice  or  thrice  in  going  and  coming 
from  CircaJJia  ;  and  that  he  had  only  Ropt  to  give  his  Horfes  fome 
Water,  out  of  an  old  Fountain  that  was  wall’d  in;  ’twas  thus  that  he 
defcrib’d  an  ancient  Ciftern.  I  enquired  how  far  diftant  they  might 
be  from  us ;  he  faid,  about  three  Days  Journey  and  a  half  with  frelh 
Horfes.  As  none  of  the  Tartars  that  were  prefent,  or  others  of  whom 
I  enquir’d  afterwards,  cou’d  tell  me  of  any  other  Antiquities,  I  ex- 
prefs’d  a  great  Defire  to  fee  thefe.  I  Ihou’d  have  wondered,  if  he  had 
made  any  Obfervation  upon  thefe  Ruins,  as  knowing  the  Ignorance 
and"  Indifference  of  the  People  of  this  Country  about  any  antique  Re¬ 
mains.  Upon  my  faying,  that  I  Ihou’d  be  glad  to  take  a  View  of 
them,  he  offer’d  me  one  of  his  Servants  to  condudl  me  thither }  but 
my  Guide  told  me  that  he  cou’d  find  the  Place,  having  alfo  palled  by 
it ;  whereupon  I  took  leave  of  the  Myrfa  about  Nine  in  the  Morning, 
and  he  had  ordered  two  of  his  own  Horfes  to  be  faddled,  to  carry  us 
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to  the  firft  Keddi ,  whither  one  of  his  Servants  followed  to  bring 
them  back  again  ;  and  they  were  fo  fwift,  that  they  did  not  feem  to 
run  but  to  fly.  My  Guide  propofed  to  me  by  the  Way,  to  go  by  his 
Keddi ;  I  anfwer’d  I  was  afraid  it  might  be  remov’d,  to  which  he  re- 
ply’d,  he  knew  where  it  was  to  be  if  it  was  fo ;  but  that  when  he  came 
from  it  there  was  Pafture  enough  till  the  Month  of  February  in  the 
Place  where  it  flood,  wherefore  we  fhou’d  infallibly  find  it  there.  As 
I  had  no  Defire  to  fee  any  particular  Part  of  the  Country,  where  there 
was  neither  Road,  Town  nor  Village,  it  did  not  fignify  much  whe¬ 
ther  I  went  to  the  North  or  the  Eaft,  fo  that  I  did  not  turn  too  much 
out  of  the  Way  I  had  propofed  to  my  felf.  This  Keddi  was  like  the 
firft,  at  leaft  as  to  the  Tents;  he  led  me  direcftly  to  the  Door  of 
his  Obba ,  where  the  firft  Objedt  that  prefented  itfelf  was  a  young  Tar - 
tar  who  call’d  him  Father,  and  was  not  a  whit  lefs  deform’d.  He  was 
as  it  were  pack’d  up  from  the  Neck  to  the  Ankle,  in  a  furr’d  Garmenc 
made  of  Lamb  Skins  fow’d  together,  and  girt  about  the  middle  with  a 
Leather  Strap,  with  a  Cap  all  of  Skin,  without  any  other  Covering 
of  Cloth,  or  any  Stuff  whatever.  He  kifs’d  his  Father’s  Hand,  and 
took  our  Horfes.  Immediately  after  appear’d  his  Wife,  with  two 
Daughters  between  Thirteen  and  Fifteen  Years  old,  who  exprefs’d  a 
joyful  Eagernefs  to  pay  their  Duty  to  him  in  the  fame  manner.  Their 
Furrs,  which  were  no  richer,  but  fomething  larger  in  the  Sleeves  and 
Body,  and  not  fo  long,  let  me  fee  their  fhort  under  Petticoats  of 
coarfe  Cotton,  whereupon  were  Girdles  with  Brafs  Buckles ;  under 
thefe  they  had  Drawers  after  the  Turkijh  Falhion,  over  which  their 
Shifts  hung  down,  which  were  abominably  foul,  wherein  they  jufti- 
fy’d  the  Name  of  Nafiy  given  them  by  the  Turks.  Their  Heads  were 
each  of  them  cover’d  with  a  Handkerchief  that  had  been  White  in  the 
Days  of  Yore,  which  fympathiz’d  in  Dirtinefs  with  the  Drawers  and 
Shifts  ;  and  thefe  were  fo  ty’d  upon  their  Heads,  that  the  two  Ends 
form’d  a  fort  of  Tuft.  The  Hair  of  all  of  them  hung  down  in  two 
Trefles  over  their  Shoulders,  and  their  Eyes  were  not  fo  fmall  as  are 
generally  thofe  of  the  Men  ;  nor  were  their  Nofes  fo  fhort,  but  their 
Faces  were  flat  and  fquare ;  and  this  is  for  the  moft  part  the  Figure 
both  of  the  Noghaian  and  other  Tartarian  Women,  which  renders 
them  fomething  more  fupportable  to  the  Sight,  than  that  other 
Sex. 

After  this  Interview  they  entred  again  into  the  Tent,  and  the  ML 
ftrefs  placed  her  Daughters  behind  a  fort  of  Curtain,  like  that  be¬ 
fore-  mention’d;  from  whence  they  came  no  more  out  without  being 
veil’d,  becaufe  they  faw  Strangers ;  tho’  they  are  not  generally  very 
fcrupulous  upon  that  Point  of  the  Mahometan  Law,  no  more  than 
about  their  Ablutions,  and  feveral  other  Articles.  As  for  the  Miftrefs, 
fhe  remain’d  all  the  while  unveil’d,  and  fpread  out  fome  Pieces  of 
Felt  for  us  to  fit  down  on.  We  did  fo,  and  my  Joldachy  or. Fellow 
Traveller,  having  taken  his  Pipe,  ask’d  for  my  Purfe  to  fill  it  with 
Tobacco  ,*  then  gave  it  to  the  Myrfds  Man,  who  did  the  fame ;  and 
having  told  me  that  his  Wife  fmoak’d,  I  prefented  her  with  a  fmali 
quantity,  with  which  fhe  feem’d  very  well  pleafed  :  Neverthelefs,  fhe 
did  not  ule  it  ’till  after  fhe  had  drefs’d  our  Victuals,  wherein  her 
Daughters  aflifted  her,  and  I  alfo  took  my  Pipe  to  bear  them  Company. 
Dinner  being  ready,  one  of  the  Girls  ferv’d  us  up  upon  the  Ground, 
in  a  Wooden  Porringer,  about  twenty  little  Pieces  of  Meat,  roafted, 
or  rather  burnt  fuperficially,  upon  an  Iron  Plate  ;  fo  that  they  feem’d 
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as  many  Coals,  they,  were  fo  very  black,  and  fprinkled  over  with  a 
little  Butter,  which  ferv’d  them  inftead  of  Sauce  or  Gravey.  I  made  as 
if  I  tailed  of  them,  lifting  them  fir  ft  up  to  my  Mouth,  and  then  put¬ 
ting  them  again  in  the  Dilh,  which  neither  the  Myrfa’s  Servant  nor  my 
Landlord  perceiv’d,  fo  well  they  liked  it,  and  lb  bufy  they  were  in 
feeding  on  it ;  neverthelels  I  appeafed  my  Stomach,  which  was  not  great, 
with  a  Piece  of  Bread  that  was  left  of  what  we  bought  at  Temrok. 
They  ferved  up  afterwards  two  other  Difhes  fomething  more  tolerable, 
viz.  one  of  Shorba  made  of  Cummin  and  the  Flelh  of  a  wild  Goat, 
which  one  of  my  Landlady’s  Brothers  had  kill’d,  and  prefented  to  her; 
and  the  other  of  boil’d  Milk,  which  I  eat  of  with  a  better  Appetite, 
crumbing  fome  Bread  into  it.  The  firft  Dilh  was  alfo  of  the  fame 
Goat’s  Flelh,  there  being  feveral  of  them  that  wander  wild  up  and 
down  the  Defarts,  the  Flelh  of  which  is  very  good  when  well  drefs’d. 
Whilft  we  were  finifhing  our  Dinner,  my  Guide  s  Wife,  leaving  her 
Daughters  to  take  away,  retired  a  little  afide  to  try  the  Tobacco  that 
I  had  given  her  and  after  we  had  done  eating,  (lie  brought  us  a 
large  Bowl  of  Mare’s  Milk.  *  Hereupon  I  ask’d  if  they  had  no  good  * 
Water  ;  and  being  anfwer’d  Yes,  I  laid  I  had  rather  at  that  time  have  T 
fome  of  that  than  any  thing  elfe  ;  upon  which  they  fetched  me  fo-nc^  \ 
that  was  tolerably  good,  but  my  Landlord  and  the  Myrfa’s  Servant  loo- 
drank  up  the  Bowl  of  Milk,  tho’  it  had  been  twice  fill’d  :  After  which  i,u-  a- 
my  Landlady  and  her  Daughters  made  a  Ihift  with  the  reft ;  and  ih# 
young  Tartar,  to  whom  we  had  given  our  Horfes,  and  who,  wirjj 
two  other  Brothers,  kept  them  with  the  other  Cattle,  as  Oxen  and 
Cows,  under  the  Shelter  of  Sheds,  came  for  the  Shorba  that  was  de- 
figned  for  them.  We  fmoak’d  again  every  one  our  Pipe,  whilft  the 
Daughters  extended  a  large  Piece  of  Felt  upon  the  Ground,  that  ferv'd 
as  the  general  Bed  of  the  Family,  before  which  was  the  Curtain  : 

She  alfo  fpread  another  for  me  near  the  Fire,  only  large  enough  for 
one  Perfon,  upon  which  I  put  my  Carpet  and  my  Portmanteau,  and 
lay  down  the  firft  ;  and  I  refted  fo  well,  that  the  next  Day  u’hen 
I  awaked,  I  found  every  body  up,  and  the  Fire  well  lighted.  I  made 
a  Prefent  to  the  Myrfds  Man,  and  told  my  Guide  that  I  wou’d  conti¬ 
nue  my  Journey  towards  the  Ruins  beforementioned  ;  whereupon  he 
prepared  Horfes,  and  I  gave  fome  Toys  to  his  Wife  and  Children. 

For  tho’  (as  I’ve  obferv’d)  one  muft  not  offer  to  pay  any  thing  for  ones 
Victuals  or  Lodging,  which  wou’d  be  violating  the  Laws  of  Hofpita- 
lity  ;  they,  as  well  as  the  Turks ,  wou’d  think  it  want  of  Manners  in 
a  Stranger  not  to  make  them  fome  Prefent. 

In  the  mean  while,  the  other  Obds,  or  the  Inhabitants  of  the  other 
Tents,  hearing  there  was  a  Stranger  at  that  of  my  Guide’s,  ran  to 
have  a  Look  of  me;  but  I  foon  ftoie  away  from  their  little  Eyes,  and 
efcap’d  feveral  Queftions  which  they  ask’d  me,  by  mounting  on 
Horfeback,  as  did  my  Guide  alfo.  The  x^th  in  the  Morning  we  met 
with  another  more  confiderable  Hord  of  Families,  from  which  we  cou’d 
not  get  fo  foon  clear,  every  body  being  already  up  :  My  Guide  being 
very  well  known,  we  were  furrounded  in  a  Minute  by  above  Thirty 
Perfons;  and  two  little  Monfters  taking  our  Horfes,  one  of  his  inti¬ 
mate  Friends  carried  us  into  his  Tent,  which  was  made  like  the  others 
before-mentioned.  It  wasbefieged  in  a  moment  by  a  greater  Number; 
for  altho’  I  was  cloath’d  almoft  after  their  own  manner,  they  eafily 
diftinguilhed  me  by  the  Difference  of  my  Features.  Several  of  them 
were  on  Horfeback  in  a  Hunting  Drefs,  with  a  Hawk  upon  their  Fifts. 

Tho’ 
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Tho’  the  Mahometan  Law  prohibits  Womens  flowing  their  Faces,  even 
to  thofe  who  are  defign’d  for  their  Husbands,  before  they  enter  into 
the  Nuptial  Bed  ;  yet  feveral  were  come  out  of  their  Tents  uncover’d, 
upon  the  Report  that  there  was  a  Stranger  arriv’d,  and  entred  in  that 
where  I  was ;  others  more  fcrupulous  flood  at  the  Door  of  it,  before 
which  hung  a  Piece  of  Felt  call’d  cPerdeyy  the  Corners  whereof  they 
lifted  up  to  view  me  without  being  feen. 

My  Guide  was  teaz’d  on  all  Tides  with  Queflions  on  my  account, 
and  he  made  me  pafs  for  a  great  Friend  of  the  Hans ;  whereupon  a 
young  Myrfa ,  who  was  encamp’d  there,  fent  to  invite  me  to  Dinner 
with  him.  I  went  accordingly,  and  found  that  he  fpoke  better  Ttirkifi 
than  any  I  had  met  with  fince  I  had  left  Crim  Tartary ,  where  (as  he 
told  me)  he  was  born  and  indeed  his  Features  were  Ids  irregular 
than  thofe  of  the  Noghaians.  He  difeourfed  me  about  feveral  Things, 
which  fhew’d  a  great  deal  of  Ignorance,  as  well  as  his  Anfwers  to 
what  I  ask’d  him  concerning  his  own  Country;  but  he  entertained 
me  better  than  ever  I  had  been  fince  I  left  Cepkerza  Myrfa.  s.  He 
had  lately  married  the  Daughter  of  another  Myrfa ,  who  had  kill’d 
a  young  Colt,  of  which  there  was  Hill  a  good  part  left,  and  he  or¬ 
der’d  to  be  made  into  a  Ragout ,  and  fome  to  be  broil’d  ;  which  being 
done,  we  din’d  of  it,  and  he  perfwaded  me  by  his  Example  to  drink 
fome  Boza ,  but  I  did  not  at  all  like  it.  I  faw  not  his  young  Spoufe,1 
who  was  (as  I  was  inform’d)  in  a  neighbouring  Tent ;  but  I  en¬ 
quir’d  about  their  Nuptial  Ceremonies,  and  found  they  only  differ’d 
from  thofe  of  the  Turks ,  in  the  manner  of  their  Merry-making  beford 
and  after.  In  the  mean  while,  having  told  my  Guide  I  wou’d  continue 
my  Journey,  he  had  provided  Horfes  for  that  purpole ;  fo  I  ^refented 
a  Telefcope  to  the  Myrfa ,  and  thank’d  him  for  his  Civilities,  telling 
him,  I  would  not  fail  at  my  Return  to  acquaint  the  Han  thereof,  and 
even  wrote  down  his  Name,  and  that  of  his  Hord,  with  which  he 
feem’d  agreeably  flatter’d,  and  forced  me  to  take  two  of  his  Courfcrs, 
inflead  of  thofe  that  wTere  hired  forme.  Having  ask’d  my  Guide  which 
Way  I  was  to  travel;  and  being  inform’d,  he  faidto  me,  You  muj}  pafs 
by  my  Fat  her- in- Law s,  he  is  going  to  have  one  of  his  Sons  circumcis'd,  and 
I  am  to  be  at  the  Ceremony ,  fo  you  may  bear  me  Co?npany  :  I  anfwer’d,  I 
wou’d  do  as  he  pleafed ;  whereupon  he  order’d  his  Servants  to  faddle 
his  beft  Nag,  and  get  themfelves  ready,  and  we  began  our  Journey 
about  Three  in  the  Afternoon,  and  continued,  it  as  ufual,  all  Night , 
during  good  Part  of  which,  a  fort  of  Buffoon,  who  was  always  near 
him,  related  feveral  Romantick  Adventures  in  a  loud  Voice,  wherein 
he  feem’d  to  take  a  great  deal  of  Pleafure,  tho’  they  were  the  moll 
foolilh  Trifles  that  I  ever  heard ;  and  my  Guide,  with  the  other  Tar¬ 
tars  of  his  Retinue,  were  charm’d  with  them,  and  applauded  them  by 
laughing  every  Moment.  From  thefe  he  pafs’d  on  to  real  Exploits  in 
their  Inroads,  as  the  Dangers  he  had  been  in  from  the  Purfuits  of  the 
Cojfacks  and  Circaffians ,  which  he  had  efcap’d  with  his  Booty  ;  and  he 
extoll’d  the  Goodnefs  and  Speed  of  his  Horfes  on  fuch  Occafions,  and 
it  uras  what  I  thought  the  molt  tolerable  in  thefe  Stories. 

The  next  Morning,  about  fixa-Clock,  wre  halted  near  a  pretty  con- 
fiderabie  River,  which  they  only  call’d  Buiukfou,  or  the  great  Water ; 
for  the  People  of  the  Country  diftinguilh  all  their  Rivers  only  by  the 
Names  of  Buiukfou  and  Cuciukfou ,  or  the  great  and  little  Rivers,  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  Bignefs  ;  and  this  might  poflibly  be  the  Coppa.  Here 
we  refrelhed  our  felves  with  fome  cold  Meat,  and  drank  fome  Talcan , 
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which  I  thought  very  good ;  and  our  Horfes  fcratch’d  up  the  Snow 
and  fed  on  the  Grafs  under  it,  during  two  Hours  that  we  lpent  in  eat¬ 
ing  and  fmoaking.  After  this  we  crofs’d  the  River  dry-footed,  it  be¬ 
ing  frozen  over  ;  and  in  a  few  Hours  we  pafs’d  by  a  little  Keddi  of 
feven  or  eight  Tents,  where  we  did  not  flop,  and  arrived  in  the  E- 
vening  at  the  Myrfd  s  Father- in-Law’s.  He  was  a  good  fort  of  a  Man 
of  between  50  or  60,  but  one  of  the  mod  monflrous  in  my  Eyes  that 
I  had  ever  yet  feen,  at  lead  as  to  the  Features  of  his  Face  ;  for  as  to 
the  other  Parts  of  his  Body,  they  were  very  regular,  as  are  generally 
all  the  Men  amongd  the  Tartars ,  againd  whofe  Shape  there  is  feldomt 
any  Objection  to  be  made.  He  was  incampd  and  didinguilh’d  like 
the  other  Myrfas ,  in  the  midd  of  a  large  Fold,  and  had  two  Wives, 
the  Younged  about  30,  and  the  Olded  between  35*  and  40  ,•  both  of 
which,  with  the  Son  who  was  to  be  Circumcis’d,  were  worthy  of  him 
by  their  Uglinefs.  However,  I  won’t  determine  whether  what  ap¬ 
pear’d  to  me  to  be  mondrous  and  deformed  may  not  be  Beauty  a- 
mongd  the  Tartars ,  as  the  deeped  Black  and  the  flatted  Nofe  is  a- 
mongd  th z  Ethiopians ^  who  think  they  can’t  paint  the  Devil  of  a  more 
frightful  Colour  than  White,  as  Lome  Chriftians  do  Black  from  a  con¬ 
trary  Opinion ;  and  one  may  believe  the  fame  of  the  Tartars ,  by 
what  I  have  faid  of  the  Reproaches  cad  by  thofe  of  Crim  on  thofe 
who  are  born  of  Circafjian  Slaves  and  others,  who  have  regular  Features. 
The  Boy  to  be  circumcis'd  was  about  eight  Years  old,  and  there  were 
about  20  other  young  NoghaianSi  who  came  thither  to  undergo  the  fame 
Operation  ;  the  Ceremony  was  perform’d  the  next  Day  by  pronouncing 
the  fame  Words  as  in  Turkey ,  the  only  Difference  that  I  obferv’d  was, 
that  indead  of  a  Rafor  that  the  Turks  make  ufe  of,  the  Tartars  do  it 
with  a  CircaJJianlfLmk,  as  9  in  the  Print  XXVI,  and  cut  off  lefs  of  the 
Prepuce.  All  the  Children  being  circumcis’d  about  11  in  the  Morn¬ 
ing,  all  the  red  of  the  Day  was  fpent  in  Rejoycing,  and  the  oid  Myr - 
Ja  was  at  the  Expence  of  the  Fead,  at  which  the  Parents  of  the  other 
Children  were  prefent,  and  a  young  Colt  made  the  mod  delicious 
Part  of  the  Entertainment.  He  had  fet  me  on  his  Left-hand,  which  is 
the  mod  honourable  Place  amongd  th t  Mahometans,  and  his  Son-in- 
Law  on  his  Right ;  but  ’cwas  by  Chance  rather  than  any  Defign,  for 
thefe  People  don’t  know  whatftis  to  ufe  Ceremony.  The  four  princi¬ 
pal  Difhes  were  four  prodigious  large  ones  of  Horfe-Flefh,  viz.  one 
Ragout ,  one  Shorba ,  the  Head  and  the  Intrails,  (and  tliefe  two  lad 
are  edeemed  the  mod  nice.  Bits  j)  the  red  of  the  Entertainment  con¬ 
fided  of  Hares,  Goats,  and  Wild-ducks.  They  all  eat  very  heartily, 
nor  did  they  drink  lefs,  (for  the  Tartars  can  both  fad  and  eat  more 
than  any  other  Nation  whatever)  but  their  Liquor  was  not  at  all  a- 
greeable  to  my  Palate;  it  confided  of  Boza ,  Mares-Milk,  and  dry’d 
Cheefe,  fuch  as  I’ve  before-mention’d,  diluted  in  Milk  or  Water.  The 
Boza  getting  into  the  Heads  of  the  Gueds,  who  drank  to  Excefs,  laid 
them  amongd  the  Number  of  the  Dead  for  fome  Hours,  and  my 
Guide  was  one  of  the  fird  who  got  his  Dofe,  ancf  went  to  deep  him- 
felf  fober,  whild  others  began  to  ling  after  an  odd  Manner,  .without 
either  Order  or  Time.  Night  coming  on,  and  being  already  fome- 
thing  advanced  ;  the  dead  Men  came  to  Life  again,  or  rather  the 
Sleepers  awaked,  » and  the  Singers  being  tired,  gave  them  their 
1  Places,  and  went  to  take  thofe  they  had  quitted,  and  do  as  they  had 
done.  As  for  me,j  I  lay  down  and  dept- very,  well  * till  feven  the  next 
Morning,  which  wasthe  id  of  January  1  and the  Myrfas  being  up  by 
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eight,  I  took  Leave  of  them,  after  having  return’d  many  Thanks  to 
the  Mailer  and  Midredes  of  the  Fead,  to  whom  I  made  fome  iitrle 
Prefents,  (which  they  receiv’d  as  if  they  had  been  confiderable)  and 
giving  an  ordinary  Thesby  to  the  Youth  that  was  circumcis’d.  Upon 
asking  my  Guide  (to  whom  I  had  given  Indrutdions  to  hire  Horfes  for 
us)  whether  they  were  ready  j  he  told  me  the  Myrfa  had  ordered  two 
of  his  own  to  be  faddled,  to  carry  us  at  leaft  as  far  as  the  firfb  Keddi ; 
fo  we  let  out  with  them  about  nine  a-Clock,  and  began  to  enter  the 
Confines  of  the  Noghaians  that  inhabit  the  Mountains.  As  we  were 
riding  along,  I  ask’d  my  Guide  how  many  Miles  we  might  be  from  the 
Ruins  of  the  old  City;  to  which  he  anfwered,  JVe  Tartars  know  no  o- 
ther  Miles  than  our  Whips  and  good  Horfes  ;  but  I  believe  that  with  thefe 
or  others  as  good ,  we  may  be  there  by  To-morrow  before  Night.  About 
two  in  the  Afternoon,  we  Hop’d  at  the  Bottom  of  a  little  Hill  to  eat 
Tome  ready  drefs’d  Provifion  which  my  Fellow  Traveller  had  brought 
from  the  Myrfa  s,  as  he  always  remembred  to  do  where-ever  he  could 
find  any.  He  kept  it  in  a  Piece  of  Ruffia  Leather,  lhaped  likethofe  Bags 
wherein  Travellers  among{l  us  put  the  Powder  for  their  Wigs,  and  which 
Ihut  with  Strings,  only  that  it  was  larger;  it  is  call’d  in  Turkijh ,  Sophra  ; 
and  they  eat  upon  it  in  the  Country,  as  they  do  when  at  Home,  up¬ 
on  their  Tables  of  Wood  or  Silver,  to  which  they  give  the  fame  Name. 
They  fpread  them  upon  the  Ground  at  the  fird  Place  they  flop  at, 
which,  among  the  Turks ,  is  generally  near  a  River,  and  fit  down, 
crofs-leg’d,  after  the  Eafiern  Manner,  round  about  it;  and  after 
they  have  done,  they  gather  up  what  remains  and  {hut  it  in  the  Bag, 
which  they  fallen  behind  the  Saddle  with  the  Strings,  and  open  again 
at  the  next  Time  they  are  hungry  for  another  Repaft ;  fo  that  'tis 
properly  a  Cupboard  and  Table  both  together.  The  Turks  never  tra¬ 
vel  without  a  Tophra ,  and  I  got  my  firfb  Fellow  Traveller  to  buy  that 
which  I  had,  at  Bender.  We  mounted  again  about  half  an  Hour  pad 
three,  and  did  not  meet. with  any  Keddi  till  a  little  after  Midnight; 
they  were  not  gone  to  fleep  at  the  Tent  where  we  alighted,  it  being 
one  of  thofe  appointed  for  the  Guard  ,*  and,  to  fay  the  Truth,  the 
Tartars  obferve  no  regular  Time  of  eating,  drinking  or  Beep¬ 
ing,  but  do  both  one  and  the  other  when  they  have  mod  Inclinati¬ 
on  to  it,  and  when  they  can  fafely ;  for  fometimes,  when  they  are 
upon  their  Incurfions,  they  are  five  or  fix  Days  without  eating,  and 
will  live  above  a  Month  only  upon  Talcan ,  and  often  can’t  flop  to 
fleep  without  being  in  Danger  when  they  are  flying  away  with  their 
Prey ;  and  they  retain  very  much  of  this  their  Irregularity  even  when 
at  Home,  tho’  it  be  voluntary.  When  they  are  arrived  either  amongfl 
any  of  their  Countrymen,  or  at  their  own  Tents,  they  eat  to 
fetch  up  their  loft  Time  ;  and  often  when  they  have  made  an  ample 
Meal  after  long  fading  and  watching,  they  will  deep  above  two  Days 
without  waking. 

The  Conak  or  Landlord  of  the  Tent  was  not  fo  civil,  after  the  Man¬ 
ner  of  the  Country,  as  thofe  I  met  with  before  ;  he  kept  within,  fit¬ 
ting  upon  his  Breech  like  an  Ape,  wTith  three  other  Tartars ,  whild 
another  came  out,  upon  the  Noife  we  made  in  coming,  to  fee  who 
we  were  ;  but  he  did  not  take  our  Horfes,  as  they  had  done  ellewhere, 
to  put  them  in  the  Fold  for  Security,  or  give  them  fome  Hay,  of  wThich 
every  Keddi  made  a  Provifion  againd  Night  time,  for  Palfengers  who 
have  not  Time  to  day,  and  fend  their  Horfes  to  Grafs,  but  left  the 
Man  to  whom  they  belong’d  to  take  Care  of  them,  and  went  in  a- 

gain 
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gain,  without  fo  much  as  faying  we  were  welcome.  My  Guide  had 
prepared  me  already  for  fuch  a  Reception,  by  telling  me  before-hand 
that  the  Noghaians ,  who  inhabited  the  Mountains,  were  not  fo  hof- 
pitable  as  they,*  therefore  he  play’d  the  Mafter  himfelf,  bidding  me 
firft  go  in,  and  then  defiring  me  to  fit  down  by  the  Fire;  after  which, 
he  demanded  of  the  Company  that  were  there  likewife,  which  was 
the  Landlord;  and  being  inform’d,  told  him  who  I  was,  and  what 
Recommendations  I  had  from  the  Han:  But  all  this  did  not  gain  us 
fo  much  as  one  Compliment,  but  only  made  the  reft  of  the  Company 
caft  their  Hawks-Eyes  at  me,  and  ftare  as  if  they’d  look  me  through. 
Being  fat,  I  drew  out  my  Pipe  and  fill’d  it,  and  made  my  Guide  ask 
him  if  he  fmoak’d,  for  he  did  not  fpeak  Turkijh  ;  to  which  he  anfwer’d, 
in  his  Language,  that  he  did;  whereupon  I  prefented  him  fome  of  my 
Tobacco  to  fill  his,  and  whilft  my  Guide  was  praifmg  the  Goodnefs 
of  it,  he  began  to  fpeak  to  him,  and  enquire  whither  we  were  going; 
he  reply’d,  as  he  thought  fit,  and  ask’d  him  for  fome  Victuals,  (for  the 
Tartars ,  as  I  have  already  obferv’d,  are  as  free  with  their  Countrymen 
as  if  they  were  at  Home)  whereupon  the  Mafter  faid  fomething  to 
one  of  his  Companions,  who  rofe  up,  and  brought  from  behind  a  large 
Curtain  (which,  without  doubt,  was  his  Harem )  a  great  Wooden  Ba- 
fon,  wherein  vvere  fome  cold  Pieces  of  broil'd  Horfe-Flelh,  that  look’d 
but  of  an  indifferent  Colour.  I  tafted  them,  and  found  them  fo  tough, 
and  fo  bad,  that  I  thought  the  Beaft,  of  which  they  had  been  part, 
had  dy’d  of  Age;  the  fame  Man  went  back  again  to  fetch  another 
with  Mare’s  Milk,  and  a  Wooden  Porringer  to  drink  out  of,  and  my 
fellow  Travellers  feem’d  to  find  them  both  very  palatable  by  the  Quan¬ 
tity  they  eat  of  the  one,  and  their  emptying  feveral  Times  the  o- 
ther ;  of  which  I  alfo  drank  a  little,  and  then  retook  my  Pipe,  which, 
writh  my  Thoughts,  vvere  then  my  only  Company ;  and  I  never  found  it 
fo  feafonable  any  where  as  in  fuch  Defarts,  and  amongft  fuch  igno¬ 
rant  People,  where  ones  Curiofity  finds  fo  little  to  exercife  it  felf 
upon. 

Being  thus  without  Converfation,  I  began  to  have  a  great  many 
different  Thoughts  about  thefe  People  ;  as  of  their  little  Attention  to 
my  Guide  when  he  told  them  I  had  the  Haris  Paftport,  and  their  ear¬ 
ned  fixing  their  Eyes  on  me.  Upon  revolving  all  thefe  Things  in  my 
Mind,  I  doubted  whether  I  was  in  Safety  amongft  them,  and  refolved 
to  traverfe  their  Defigns,  if  they  had  any,  as  foon  as  poftible:  Here¬ 
upon  I  ordered  my  Guide,  after  he  had  eaten,  to  hire  Horfes,  for  I 
would  proceed  on  my  Journey  immediately ;  and  opening  my  Port¬ 
manteau  I  gave  a  little  Tobacco  to  the  Mafter  of  the  Tent,  to  render 
him  tradtable  upon  that  Article  ;  upon  which  he  let  us  two  of  his  own 
as  far  as  the  firft  Keddi,  for  the  Value  of  about  1 6  Pence.  We  fet 
out  about  three  in  the  Morning,  and  about  two  in  the  Afternoon  we 
arriv’d  at  the  Ruins  before-mention’d.  I  can’t  tell  the  Name  of  the 
City  whereof  thefe  are  the  Remains,  becaufe  no  Body  could  inform 
me  of  any  other  it  had  than  Esky  Sehir ,  old  City,  no  more  than 
of  the  Rivers  that  I  had  pafs’d,  and  which  I  crofs’d  afterwards,  the 
People  (as  I  before  hinted)  only  diftinguifhing  them  into  great  and 
Email;  befides  that  neither  the  one  nor  the  other  feem’d  to  me  to  be  feated 
where  rhe  Geographers  have  placed  theirs  ;  and  I  don’t  love  to  fpeak 
by  Guefs,  in  order  to  fay  fomething  curious  at  the  Expence  of  Truth. 
However  it  be,  thefe  Paiins  are  upon  the  Side  of  a  little  Hill,  cover’d 
partly  with  a  Thicket,  partly  with  very  high  Grafs,  where  fome  Wild 
Vot.  II.  G  Goats 
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Goats  were  browzing,  which  fled  as  fad  as  ever  they  could  lay  Legs 
to  Ground,  as  foon  as  they  perceiv’d  us.  There  feem’d  to  have  been 
upon  the  Summit  of  the  Hill  a  Temple,  as  well  as  I  could  judge  by 
fome  Foundations  dill  remaining  at  that  Time,  which  were  vifible  e- 
nough  for  me  to  difcover  a  round  Plan  like  thofe  of  the  antient  ones, 
or  at  lead  I  rendred  them  fo  by  the  Means  of  an  Indrument,  half  Axe 
half  Hammer,  ihaped  as  io  in  the  Print,  N.  XXVI,  which  mod  of  the 
Tartars  carry  fadened  to  their  Saddles,  as  the  Turks  do  their  Toponz. 
This  I  made  ule  of  to  dig  up  the  Ground ;  in  doing  which  I  found  both 
the  Brafs  Figures  N.  4.  and  the  Bajfo  Relievos  6  and  7,  with  their 
Greek  Infcriptions,  1 1  and  1  z  in  the  fame  Print. 

Thefe  Remains  of  Foundations  were  of  fine  fquare  Free-done,  having 
the  Colour  but  not  the  Ludre  of  Granite  Marble ;  and  are  Proofs  diffi¬ 
dently  authentick,  of  the  former  Magnificence  of  the  Building  to  which 
they  belong’d,  whatever  it  was.  The  Ruins  of  the  City  are  more 
apparent,  and  about  a  Mile  and  half  in  Circumference ;  the  Pieces  of 
Marble  (if  one  may  call  grey  Stones  that  are  as  hard,  but  not  fo  well 
polilh’d,  fo)  were  prodigioufly  large,  and  in  great  Quantity.  I  difcover- 
ed  there  three  great  Cheds  of  the  fame  Stone,  fhaped  like  the  Wa¬ 
tering  Trough  I  had  feen  between  Taman  and  Temrok.  I  law  like  wife 
amongd  thefe  Ruins  the  Myrfa’s  Fountain,  which  I  found  to  be  an  an¬ 
tique  Cidern,  and  well  pav’d,  as  I  judged  by  the  Stones  with  which 
the  Infide  was  lined  at  the  Top;  for  the  Water  being  frozen,  hindred  me 
from  feeing  the  red.  I  broke  the  Ice,  and  touch’d  the  Bottom  With  a 
long  Pole,  which  I  cut  in  a  Neighbouring  Wood,  and  I  found  it  above  11 
Spans  deep  ;  it  is  about  31  Foot  in  Circumference,  and  is  at  the  Foot 
of  the  Hill,  towards  the  Ead,  but  I  could  not  find  out  whether  fome  Na¬ 
tural  Spring  runs  into  it,  or  if ’tis  fill’d  by  the  Thaw  and  the  Rain,  for 
#  This  CL  not  wanc  much  of  *  10  Spans  of  its  being  full.  The  arch’d  Roof, 
Jlern,  in  the  with  which  ’twas  formerly  vaulted,  is  almod  entirely  dedroy’d,  info- 
Whole,  was  much  that  the  Opening  in  the  Top  is  very  near  as  large  as  the  Body 
above  10  Gf  ciie  Cifi-ern  .  as  t[ie  Ruins  Gf  t[ie  Vault  are  certainly  fallen  into  it, 
there  being  that  may  perhaps  be  the  Reafon  of  the  little  Depth  I  found  in  it. 
Steps  to  go  What  remains  of  this  Vault,  is  about  three  Fingers  thick;  and  of  Brick, 
down  into  it  cemented  together,  as  well  as  fome  other  Parts  of  the  City  Walls, 
lie  from  *  *  whfoh  one  meets  m  great  Pieces  or  Fragments  here  and  there,  and 
whence  i  which  are  fo  drongly  joined  by  the  Cement,  that  above  z  or  300 
meafuredthe  Bricks  make  but  one  and  the  fame  Mafs,  which  neither  Time  nor  the 

s'ans  and  a  ^a*n  been  caPa^e  °f  diflolving  or  feparating.  I  did  not 

half  an  4  meet  with  any  entire  Columns,  but  I  faw  feveral  Pieces,  between  five 
and  fix  Foot  in  Diameter,  with  fome  Chapiters  of  the  Corinthian  Or¬ 
der,  pretty  well  preferv’d,  and  of  white  Marble,  amongd  the  Briars 
that  covered  almod  all  thefe  Ruins,  as  I  was  fcraping  up  the  Earth 
to  try  if  I  could  difcover  any  more  Bajfo  Relievos.  The  Figures  of 
thofe  mark’d  in  the  faid  Print  are  five  Spans  in  Height,  and  fix  and 
three  fourths  in  Breadth,  upon  two  large  Pieces  of  Marble,  half 
t  Thefe  buried  »  there  are  likewife  fome  Heads,  Groups  of  Children,  Garlands, 
Letters,  re-  and  other  Ornaments  of  Archite&ure  and  Sculpture  upon  other  Stones; 
prefented  in  but  they  mu^-  have  fa]]en  from  a  great  Height,  being  mod  of  them 
(as  they  an*  broken  into  little  Pieces ;  and  I  was  forced  to  join  feveral  of  thefe 
on  the  stone)  Fragments  together,  todidinguifh  the  Figures  jud  mention’d.  Amongd 
feem  to  be  of  all  thefe  Ruins,  I  could  only  difcover  the  Infcriptions  in  the  Print  N.

APN  .  . .  A I  of  which  only  the  Word  AITATOPO  is  entire.  As  for 
the  Figures  a  and  /3,  they  were  in  all  Probability  defigned  for  thole 
of  Mars  and  Venus ,  who  are  there  immortalized  upon  the  Mar¬ 
ble  by  the  Carver,  for  the  Injury  they  are  doing  to  Vulcan ;  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Cuftom  of  the  Antients,  who  us’d  to  celebrate  the  De¬ 
bauches  of  their  Gods,  as  the  fineft  of  their  Actions.  This  Piece, 
which  had  been  mightily  impaired  by  Time,  is  by  a  pretty  good  Hand, 
and  the  Charadlers  of  the  Inicription  belonging  to  it  fhew,  that  it  is 
of  the  mo  ft  antient ;  for,  according  to  thofe  who  have  made  the  moll 
exatft  and  curious  Enquiry  into  the  Origin  of  Letters,  and  the  Pro- 
grefs  and  Change  of  Characters,  the  Greek  0,  that  has  been  in  Ufe 
for  feveral  Ages,  fucceeded  to  that  at  the  Head  of  the  Inicription, 
with  a  Crofs  in  it.  They  fay  the  fame  of  the  Alpha ,  and  the  T,  with 
the  fecond  Foot  longer  than  the  firft,  as  tis  here,  and  upon  my  Me¬ 
dals  of  Tanormus  in  the  Print  XXVIII,  as  well  as  of  the  fingie  o  pt- 
xfoy  for  «  and  for  &>,  which  are  to  be  feen  alfo  upon  divers  antient  Pieces 
of  Money ;  not  to  mention  the  Greek  Crofs  or  Rectangle  4-  for  Chi  X, 
(the  P  and  the  M)  the  Form  of  which  is  like  Antiquity.  The  I'nfcrip- 
tions  of  N.  7,  is  in  more  modern  Characters,  as  may  be  judged  by  fee¬ 
ing  them;  but  they  were  fo  much  effaced,  that  I  knew  not  what  to 
make  of  them,  the  moft  entire  Words  being  K a/p  Aionarto :  Such  as  they 
were  all,  I  have  given  an  Account  of  them,  with  the  greateft  Exactnefs ; 
and  I  fubmit  them,  as  well  as  the  others,  to  People  of  nicer  Penetra¬ 
tion  than  my  fel£ 

The  grey  Stones,  like  Granite  Marble,  in  the  Foundations  of  the 
Temple  above-mentioned,  are  dug  out  of  fome  of  the  Neighbouring 
Mountains ;  between  which  and  thofe  of  CircaJJia ,  there  is  a  Colony 
of  Noghaians ,  that  extends  very  far  from  Eaft  to  Weil.  Thefe  Tartars , 
efpecially  they  amongft  whom  we  were  to  pafs,  are  much  lefs  hofpi- 
table  than  thofe  which  I  had  feen  in  the  Plains,  and  don’t  fo  much 
regard  the  Hans  Orders,  or  the  Treaties  of  Peace  between  the  Czar  and 
the  Porte  1  above  all,  they  who  are  towards  the  Cafpian  Sea:  for  it  is 
not  in  the  Power  (if  it  were  in  the  Will,  as  it  feldom  is)  of  their  Beysy 
to  keep  them  in,  and  reftrain  them  from  making  Incurfions  beyond  the 
Tenais;  and  the  Calmuchs  and  Cojfacks  belonging  to  the  Czar ,  make 
Reprifals  upon  them,  fo  that  Hoftilinies  hardly  ever  ceafe  between 
them:  Thefe  Noghaians ,  being  in  this  Refpetft,  like  the  Maltefe  with 
Regard  to  the  Turks ;  for  tho’  they  don’t  indeed  vow  an  eternal  War 
With  the  Alufcovites  and  Circajfiansy  yet  they  don’t  ceafe  waging  it  continu¬ 
ally  ;  and  believe  that  no  Treaty  of  Peace,  made  by  their  Superiors  with 
their  Enemies,  can  deprive  them  of  their  Right  of  plundering,  which 
they  think  is  granted  them  from  Heaven  for  their  Maintenance.  How- 
ever,  tho’  they  don’t  obferve  Hofpitality  as  much  as  the  other  Tartars , 
they  don’t  violate  its  Laws,  either  by  abufing  or  pillaging  a  Stranger 
that  lodges  with  them,  or  pafles  by  as  a  Friend  ;  but  they  exercife 
neither  Humanity,  Pity,  nor  Equity,  when  from  their  own  Homes. 
Neverthelefs  I  muft  do  the  Juftice  to  thefe  Tartars ,  as  well  as  to  all 
the  others  in  general,  and  the  Circa (flans,  to  fay,  that  I  never,  to  my 
Knowledge,  fuffered  the  Value  of  a  Six-pence  in  travelling  thro’  their 
Countries,  altho’  I  can’t  deny  but  there  are  fome  Examples  of  Theft, 
even  amongft  themfelves  ;  their  Hofpitality,  which  renders  almoft  all 
their  Subftance  common  to  each  other,  at  leaft  their  Lodging  and  Sub- 
fiftance,  inducing  a  Tartar  fometimes  to  take  that  from  another  with¬ 
out  asking,  which  he  would  not  give  him  if  he  did,  as  an  Horfe,  a 
V  o  l.  II.  G  z  Creature 
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Creature  that  a  Tartar  can  no  more  be  without,  than  eating  or  Cloaths; 
and  the  Penalty  is  fo  eafy,  that  the  Thief,  if  found  out,  is  difcharged 
upon  fettering  it.  As  for  Murther,  it  is  punifh’d  with  Death;  and  the 
Criminal,  when  taken,  is  delivered  up  into  the  Hands  of  the  nearett: 
Relations,  to  be  tortured  by  them  at  their  Difcretion,  and  be  them- 
lelves  the  Executioners  of  whatever  Vengeance  their  Refentments  (hall 
dictate  to  them,  which  is  ordinarily  tying  him  to  a  Stake,  and  {hoot¬ 
ing  him  to  Death  with  Arrows,  or  {tabbing but  this  Crime  is  very 
uncommon  amongft  them,  therefore  let  us  return  to  Theft,  which  is 
lels  fo.  The  Robberies  committed  by  them  upon  one  another,  con- 
fitts  generally  of  Horfes  ;  and  the  guilty  Perfons  are  difmounted 
Knight  Errants,  who  have  lott  their  own  in  fome  Incurfions,  and  have 
no  more,  nor  any  Money  to  buy  one,  and  are  therefore  obliged,  by 
extreme  Neceftity,  to  fupply  themfelves^r^/\r  from  their  Neighbours; 
but  they  always  lpare  thofe  who  are  nearett  to  them,  to  prelerve  a 
good  Reputation,  and  rob  only  thofe  who  are  farthett  diftant,  dpeci- 
Jy  thofe  of  Cnm  Tartary ,  or  Akerman ,  when  they  happen  to  travel 
that  Way. 

Having  fatisfy’d  my  Curiofity  in  viewing  thefe  Remains,  we  mount¬ 
ed  our  Steeds  again,  and  the  next  Day  met  with  another  Ked- 
di,  near  a  little  River,  which  my  Guide  called,  as  ufual,  Cuciuk - 
fan:  He  went  before  me  to  the  firft  Tent,  to  give  Notice  of  my  com¬ 
ing  ;  whereupon  one  of  the  Montters,  who  was  the  Matter  of  it,  came 
forth,  and  bid  the  Man  who  took  our  Horfes  carry  them  to  the  Place 
where  his  own  were,  which  he  {how’d  him  with  his  Finger,  it  not  be¬ 
ing  far  dittant  ;  and  the}  fcratch’d  up  the  Snow  with  their  Feet,  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  natural  Cuttom,  to  get  at  the  Grafs,,  which  generally 
grew  in  great  Plenty  along  the  River  Sides.  It  was  but  fix  in  the 
Morning  when  we  arrived  here;  and  as  in  travelling  thefe  Defarts, 
where  there  are  neither  beaten  Roads,  Towns,  nor  Villages,  one 
cant  be  regular  in  one’s  Account,  their  Whips  and  their  Horfes  be¬ 
ing  the  Tartars  Watches  and  Miles,  I  can’t  fix  any  certain  Diftance  of 
Places;  but  to  judge  with  the  Speed  with  which  our  Courfers  carried 
us,  the  little  Time  we  flept,  or  dop’d  at  any  Keddi ,  we  might  ride  a- 
bove  30  Leagues  in  24  Hours,  including  the  Time  allotted  for  Reft. 

We  were  treated  here  after  the  ufual  Manner  of  thofe  Mountaineers, 
that  is  to  fay,  lefs  courteoutty  than  among  the  other  Tartars ;  and  our 
Cheer  was  but  very  indifferent,  having  nothing  but  wild  Goats-FJefh, 
whofe  Toughnefs  and  Colour,  which  was  between  red  and  black, 
{bowed  at  lead:  that  the  Beaft  was  old  when  it  was  kill’d.  We  had 
but  one  Difh  of  Shorba ,  the  Meat  of  which  I  did  not  touch  ;  but  con¬ 
tented  my  felf  with  the  Millet  and  Broth,  which  were  the  lead:  difa- 
greeable  Parts  of  it.  I  ask’d  feveral  Queftions  about  the  Ruins  above- 
mention  d  of  the  Landlord  and  Landlady,  who  were  both  very  old,  and 
had  only  two  Sons,  then  ablent ;  and  they  returned  me  fuch  Anfwers 
as  fhewed  both  a  great  deal  of  Indifference  and  Ignorance  :  only  the 
Woman  laid,  that  one  of  her  Neighbours  wore  fometimes  a  Gold  Ring 
upon  her  Finger,  which  her  Husband  had  found  there  whilft  they  had 
been  incamped  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  them.  I  beg’d  her  to  procure  me 
a  Sight  of  it ;  and  fhe  gave  me  to  underftand  that  I  might  not  only 
fee  it,  but  buy  it  if  I  would,  there  being  a  Figure  engrav’d  upon  it, 
which  was  contrary  to  their  Law.  She  went  immediately  to  acquaint 
her  Neighbour  with  my  Defire,  and  Ihe  brought  it  me  her  felf;  {he 
was  a  young  Woman,  and  veil’d  more  out  of  Cuttom  than  Religion, 
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to  prefer ve  the  Whitenefs  of  her  Skin,  for  which  Reafon  the  Young 
Women  feldom  appear  in  the  open  Air  without  3  but  it  was  not  fo 
clofe  nor  fo  thick,  but  that  I  could  perceive  little  Eyes,  and  a  fquare 
Face,  by  which  I  judged  that  (he  was  not  lefs  ugly  than  the  others 
whom  I  had  feen  before.  I  found  this  Ring  very  curious;  and  valuing 
the  Figure  as  much  as  (he  defpis’d  it,  I  offered  her  fome  Bracelets  of 
Brafs  gilt,  and  a  fine  White  Cotton  Handkerchief  for  it,  which  (he 
accepted,  and  left  it  me,  l'eeming  full  as  well  contented  as  I  was  my 
felf;  the  Figure  engrav’d  aipon  it  is  mark'd  5  in  the  Print,  N.  XXIV,  • 
and  I  believe  the  Head  to  be  Jupiter  s,  as  well  as  I  can  judge  by  the 
Refemblance  it  has  to  the  Medals  which  I  have  of  that  Heathen  Deity. 
The  other  Tartars ,  hearing  of  this  Bargain,  camealfo,  and  brought  me 
the  Figure  N.  1  ‘x,  on  a  fine  Onyx,  in  the  fame  Print,  the  Brafs  Medal 
(c)  in  the  Print  XXVI,  with  the  Silver  one,  which  they  laid  they 
had  found  in  the  fame  Ruins,  and  I  bought  them  for  a  Trifle.  In  the 
mean  while,  my  Guide,  whom  I  had  fent  to  hire  Horfes,  came  back 
to  tell  me  that  we  were  three  or  four  Days  Journey  from  Circafjia , 
and  fliould  meet  with  but  few  Keddis ;  therefore  if  I  intended  to  go 
(Irait  on  thither,  my  bed  Way  would  be  to  buy  Horfes,  and  that  there 
were  excellent  frelh  indefatigable  ones  in  the  Keddi ,  that  had  been  at 
Paflure  ever  fince  the  Beginning  of  September ,  and  that  two  of  them 
were  CircaJJians ,  and  not  at  all  inferior  to  the  others:  To  encourage 
me  the  more  to  buy  them,  he  gave  me  to  underfland  that  they  would 
carry  us  full  as  fall  as  thofe  we  chang’d  from  Keddi  to  Keddi  for  a- 
bove  fix  Weeks,  having  been  at  Grafs  and  refled  four  Months,  as  be* 
ing  defigned  for  Incurfions.  I  bid  him  agree  for  one  of  the  Circajfians 
for  me,  and  another  for  himfelf,  provided  they  were  young,  and  as 
capable  of  enduring  Fatigues  as  the  others ;  confidering  within  my 
felf,  that  it  wou’d  be  eafier,  and  lefs  difadvantageous,  for  me  to  ex¬ 
change  them  for  others  in  CircaJJia ,  in  cafe  they  were  not  fuch  as  he 
reprefented  them  to  be,  than  if  they  were  Tartarians .  He  fwore  to 
me,  that  there  was  no  Difference  3  whereupon  I  went  to  view  them, 
and  I  liked  them  incomparably  better,  they  being  as  handfome  and 
well  lhap’d  as  the  others  were  ugly  ,*  wherefore  judging  them  to  be  as 
good,  the  Bargain  was  made  for  the  Value  of  fix  Duccats;  they  were 
worth  above  fixty,  but  he  that  fold  them  had  them  for  nothing,  as 
will  be  feen  by  the  Sequel. 

Our  Courfers  being  laddled,  we  mounted  and  purfued  our  Journey, 
partly  over  Plains,  and  partly  over  Mountains  3  but  the  latter  began 
to  be  thicker  and  thicker ;  neverthelefs  we  met  one  Hord  more  towards 
the  Evening,  where  we  relied  our  felves  fome  Hours,  and  found  fome 
Horfe-Flelli,  not  fo  bad  as  what  we  had  eaten  at  the  Hord  we  were 
come  from,  which  we  eat  with  a  pretty  good  Appetite.  As  this  Coun¬ 
try  of  the  Noghaians  was  barren  of  Curiofities,  or  remarkable  Things, 
(as  may  be  judged  by  what  I’ve  faid  of  it)  having  neither  Towns  nor 
Villages,  Variety  of  Inhabitants,  or  Diverfity  of  Manners,  or  any 
other  Ruins  than  thofe  before-mentioned,  of  which  I  cou’d  not  fo 
much  as  learn  the  Name,  in  fo  vafl  a  Trad:  of  Land  as  I  had  tra¬ 
vers’d  :  In  fhort,  not  having  any  Hopes  of  meeting  any  thing  new 
to  fee,  and  thefe  lad  Tartars  feeming  to  me  lefs  human  even  than 
the  others,  I  was  violently  impatient  to  get  from  amongft  them ; 
and  told  my  Guide  that  I  was  refolv’d  to  travel,  as  well  by  Night  as 
by  Day,  without  (lopping  at  any  Keddis ,  even  if  we  (liou’d  meet  with 
feveral ;  therefore  he  had  nothing  to  do  but  to  furnilh  our  Sophra 
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with  what  he  cou  d  get,  and  lay  in  a  larger  Stock  of  Talc  an,  in  order 
to  make  the  bed  of  our  Way,  and  enter  Circaffia.  He  did  as  I  ordered 
him  5  whereupon  I  gave  the’People  of  the  Hord  fome  little  Prefents, 
and  we  got  on  Horfeback,  and  travell’d  all  the  Night  without  flopping 
till  the  next  Day  about  Eleven,  to  refrefh  our  felves,  and  let  our  Beads 
feed  near  a  large  River,  which  podibl  v  was  that  of  Kara  Kuban,  but 
which  my  Guide  call’d  as  ufual  Buiuklou .  Being  mounted  again,  we 
continued  our  Journey  without  daying  till  the  3d,  at  Four  in  the  Af¬ 
ternoon,  when  we  halted  at  the  Foot  of  a  large  Oak,  near  which  was  a 
Pond  frozen  over  of  which  we  broke  the  Ice  with  my  Axe,  which 
was  the  principal  Ufe  I  made  of  it,  and  drank  fome  Talcan  ;  which, 
with  lbme  Pieces  of  roaded  Horfe-Flefh  that  my  Noghaian  had  taken 
care  to  provide,  was  then  our  only  Sudenance.  WTe  tied  one  of  our 
Steeds  fore  and  hind  Legs  with  their  Bridles,  and  fo  left  them  at  li¬ 
berty  to  fcratch  up  the  Snow,  and  feed  if  they  were  hungry ;  then 
driking  a  Light,  we  made  a  Fire  with  fome  Bullies,  and  dry’d 
Branches  of  Trees,  which  we  found  here  and  there,  fmoak’d  our  Pipes, 
and  fo  went  to  deep  for  fix  or  feven  Hours,  I  upon  my  Carpet,  and 
my  Guide  upon  a  Piece  of  Felt  that  ferved  him  for  the  fame  Ufe  ; 
then  having  reded,  we  mounted  again  about  Two  in  the  Morning. 
Our  Courfers  went  fo  fwift,  they  feem’d  to  have  Wings  ;  upon  which 
I  cxprefled  my  Satisfaction  to  my  Guide,  and  he  anfwer’d  he  was  a 
Judge  of  them,  and  knew  that  thefe  were  frelli,  and  fuch  as  he  had  re- 
prefented  them.  As  we  rode  along,  he  related  to  me  feveral  Exploits 
againd,  and  Incurfions  into,  the  Country  of  the  Coffacks,  in  which  he 
had  had  a  {hare  ;  the  Manner  and  Subdance  of  which  was  as  follows  : 
That  he,  with  his  Countrymen,  having  frelli  Horfes  that  had  reded 
for  feveral  Months,  (and  of  which  they  carried  each  of  them  three  or 
four,  at  lead  as  good  as  thofe  they  rode  on)  had  often  furpris’d  whole 
Villages  of  Coffacks,  which  they  plundered,  and  laid  the  Booty  that 
was  tranfportable  upon  the  led  Horfes ;  then  having  bound  the  Inha¬ 
bitants  Hand  and  Foot,  they  tied  the  younged  Boys  and  Girls  to  them- 
felves,  one  before,  and  the  other  behind,  upon  the  Buttocks  of  their 
Horfes,  the  larged  two  to  two  on  led  Horfes,  when  there  were  a 
fufficient  Number,  driving  them  before,  and  leaving  the  old  Folks 
bound  in  the  Houfes ;  after  which  they  whip’d  their  Steeds,  and  were 
out  of  Sight,  and  often  at  a  good  Didance,  before  the  Mufcovites  that 
guarded  the  Cadies  and  Talancas  had  the  News  of  it,  or  were  mount¬ 
ed  to  purfue  them.  He  told  me  moreover,  that  if  they  were  even 
within  Musket-Shot  of  thefe  Guards,  their  Horfes  furpafs’d  thofe 
of  the  Mufcovites  fo  much  in  Swiftnefs,  that  they  did  not  fear  them ; 
and  that  ’twas  enough  for  them  to  be  mounted  when  they  were  difco- 
vered.  He  often  entertained  me  with  the  Relations  of  fuch  Adven¬ 
tures,  which  he  wou’d  defcribe  with  all  their  Circumdances,  with  a 
Pieafure,  and  an  agreeable  Remembrance  of  them,  that  was  vifible  in 
his  Face,  the  Tone  of  his  Voice,  and  all  his  Motions,  whild  he  was 
fpeaking  of  them.  We  faw  nothing  more  on  the  4th  than  we  had 
done  on  the  3d,  but  only  three  Bucks,  one  Stag,  and  more  Woods 
and  Mountains;  halting  twice  in  the  Day,  and  at  lead  four  times  in 
the  twenty  four  Hours,  as  well  to  refrelh  and  red  our  felves,  as  to  let 
our  Beads  feed,  we  arrived  the  7th  about  fix  in  the  Evening  at  the  Foot 
of  a  long  Barrier  or  Chain  of  Mountains,  which  extended  out  of  Sight 
from  Ead  to  Wed,  and  which  my  Guide  call’d  the  Mountains  of  Cir- 
cafjia.  We  palled  between  them,  and  found  here  and  there  fome  Spots 
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of  Champian  Ground,  which  mud  have  been  very  agreeable  in  the 
Spring  ;  but  they  were  fo  full  of  narrow  Padages  and  Defiles,  turning 
and  winding  from  one  fide  to  the  other,  that  I  thought  them  real  na¬ 
tural  Labyrinths,  in  which  we  (hou’d  be  in  danger  of  lofing  our  Way. 

I  inform’d  my  Guide  of  my  Apprehenfions,  and  he  told  me  that  he  was 
perfectly  acquainted  with  them  all,  and  that  he  had  pafs’d  backwards 
and  forwards  thro’  them  feveral  times  ;  he  added,  that  ’twas  amongd 
thefe  Mountains  to  the  Wedward,  that  the  Han  was  encamp’d  when  the 
Circajjians  attack’d  him  unwares;  and  gave  me  to  underdand  by  the 
manner  of  his  relating  it,  that  not  only  the  Account  which  I  had  from 
others  was  true,  as  to  all  the  mod  confiderable  Circumftances  of  it, 
but  that  they  had  taken  fuch  fubtle  Meafures  for  the  entire  Defeat  of 
the  whole  Army  of  Tartars ,  that  they  had  only  left  them  fuch  Defiles 
as  we  had  pad  thro’,  to  efcape  by  ;  which  were  more  likely  to  ruin 
and  break  the  Neck  of  the  Cavalry,  when  flying  in  fuch  Numbers  and 
Diforder,  than  any  thing  elfe.  He  added,  that  he  was  himfelf  there, 
and  had  been  one  of  the  little  and  fortunate  Number  which  elcaped. 

I  ask’d  him  which  Way  the  Han  had  entred  into  Circaffia  ?  and  he  in- , 
form’d  me,  without  naming  the  Places,  that  ’twas  to  the  S.  W.  of  the 
' Talus  Maotis,  after  having  pafs’d  thro’  the  Champian  Part  of  Circaffia, 
which  he  faid  was  inhabited  by  MuJJulmen  faithful  to  the  Han,  and  are 
Colonies  like  thofe  beforemention  d,  which  live  between  the  S.  W.  of 
Kara  Kuban,  and  the  N.  W.  of  Trimeli  and  Coppa.  We  dopt  about  Ten 
at  Night  for  fome  Hours,  as  we  had  done  the  Nights  before,  near  a 
little  River,  and  fupp’d  after  the  fame  manner  3  and  on  the  9th,  about 
half  an  Hour  pad  Three  in  the  Afternoon,  we  difcovered  a  great  fixed 
Village,  or  Town,  as  my  Guide  call’d  it,  (if  one  may  term  a  great  Heap 
of  Huts  fo)  made  of  Branches  of  Trees,  twilled  between  Stakes 
driven  into  the  Ground  and  Poles  ;  the  firfl  of  which  ferved  for  the 
Walls,  and  the  other  the  Timber  Work;  the  Whole  plailler’d  over  with 
Dung  and  Mud,  and  mod  part  of  them  having  no  ocher  Chimneys 
than  Holes  in  the  middle,  like  the  moveable  Obbas  of  the  Noghaians , 
to  let  the  Smoke  thro’  ;  infomuch,  that  one  mud  have  had  "Hon 
Quixot's  Eyes  to  have  imagined  it  a  Town.  This  Village  however, 
or  Town,  which-ever  you’ll  call  it,  was  govern’d  by  a  Circaffian  Noble¬ 
man,  with  the  Title  of  Myrfa  ;  his  Houfe  had  a  Stone  Chimney,  and 
was  plaider’d  over  with  a  whitifh  Earth  ;  which,  with  its  Bignefs,  di- 
dinguifh’d  ic  from  Ten  or  Twelve  others  fomething  like  it,  and  all  but 
one  Story  high,  tho’  they  made  all  the  Palaces  of  this  pretended  Town, 
which  might  have  between  3  and  400  Huts,  with  a  dry  Hedge  that 
furrounded  it  indead  of  a  Wall,  and  was  call’d  Hellehipfa  in  the  Coun¬ 
try  Language  ;  which  is  very  fweet  in  irs  Pronunciation,  and  peculiar 
to  the  Circajjians ,  tho’  it  has  borrow’d  many  Terms  from  the  Mufco- 
vites ,  Terfians  and  Tartars . 

My  Guide,  who  underdood  it,  gave  out  on  my  entring  Hellehipfa , 
that  I  was  a  Phyfician  of  Cajfa  3  and  ’twas  very  prudently  done,  the 
principal  Dealers  in  Slaves,  and  the  other  Merchandife  of  Circaffia , 
being  of  that  Place,  and  known  in  the  Country.  Immediately  I  faw 
myfelf  encompafs’d  with  a  Concourfe  of  People  of  both  Sexes  ;  fome 
of  which  look’d  at  me,  others  pufli’d  one  another,  and  almod  fought 
who  fhould  give  us  Lodging  ;  Hofpitality  being  the  Article  bed  ob- 
ferv’d  of  any  of  the  Religion,  or  rather  Religions  of  the  Circajjians , 
for  they  have  many  forts.  Thofe  who  border  upon  the  Noghaians 
and  Terfians  are  generally  Mahometans  3  they  that  are  upon  the  Fron¬ 
tiers 
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tiers  of  Mufcovy,  Greeks  y  and  thofe  in  the  middle  of  the  Country,  Pa- 
gans  ;  to  i'peak  more  properly  they  are  all  ‘Pagans,  only  thofe  who 
are  upon  the  Confines  of  other  Nations  borrow  fome  of  their  Ceremo¬ 
nies,  but  lb  little  of  their  Faith,  that  they  don’t  deferve  to  be  call’d  of 
their  Religion. 

In  the  mean  while,  I  beheld  thefe  Inhabitants  with  an  extraordinary 
Admiration,  for  I  found  them  as  univerfaliy  handfome  and  well  made, 
as  I  had  the  Nogbaians  on  the  contrary ;  and  I  don’t  believe  out  of 
above  300  Ferfons  who  were  round  about  me,  there  was  one  that 
cou’d  be  call’d  Ugly  ;  or  at  lead  I  did  not  fee  one,  tho’  there  were  De¬ 
grees  of  Beauty  amongdthem.  Two  of  the  young  Men  that  difpured 
which  fliou  d  entertain  us,  taking  hold  of  the  Bridles  of  our  Horfes, 
were  leading  us  each  feparately  to  their  own  Houfes  ,*  and  my  Tartar 
cou’d  not  avoid  going  whither  he  was  conducted,  but  by  telling  them 
that  he  was  my  Guide  and  Interpreter,  and  that  I  cou’d  not  be  with¬ 
out  him,  unlefs  fome  body  of  the  Family  whither  they  were  carrying 
me  underflood  Greek  or  Turkijh ,  promifing  that  he  wou’d  perfwade  me 
the  next  Day  to  come  and  lodge  with  him  that  held  the  Bridle  of  his 
Horfe:  Neverthelefs,  we  both  difmounted  at  the  fame  Houle,  where 
the  young  Man  that  had  led  me  thither  took  our  Horfes.  Being  en- 
tred,  the  Landlord  and  Landlady,  with  two  young  Daughters,  gave 
me  their  Hands,  and  then  put  their  own,  the  fird  to  his  Beard,  and 
the  other  to  their  Foreheads.  The  Garments  of  the  Men  and  Women 
were  of  Furrs,  the  one  of  a  white  Sheep,  and  the  other  of  black  Lambs, 
the  Wooll  of  which  was  very  fine  ;  thefe  Furrs  were  made  as  repre- 
fented  in  the  Figures  {e)  (/)  (g)  of  my  Map  C. 

The  Head-Drefs  of  the  Daughters,  when  in  the  Houfe,  confided  only 
of  a  little  Stuff  Cap  ;  which  (as  they  faid)  the  Men  likewife  wear  in  Sum¬ 
mer,  indead  of  one  like  the  Figure  (g).  Their  Hair  was  divided  into  two 
Trefles,  and  of  the  fame  Colour  with  their  Eyes, which  are  generally  black ; 
thofe  of  thefe  Maidens  were  large  and  fhining,  like  the  Stars  at  that  time 
in  the  Firmament,  (for  it  Froze  hard)  as  are  almod  all  thofe  of  the  Fair 
Sex  in  this  Country.  Their  Shape  was  not,  as  in  mod  Parts  of  Europe , 
a  Slave  to  Art,  but  free  and  eafy,  like  that  of  the  fine  Statues  which 
the  Antients  have  left  us  of  Venus ,  or  of  thofe  celebrated  Beauties 
who  have  really  exided  formerly.  The  younged  of  the  Daughters 
was  11  Years  old,  and  was  what  they  call  a  perfect  Beauty.  Thefe 
two  Maidens  drove  which  fliou d  ferve  me  mod  ;  and  took,  the  one 
my  Cymeter,  and  the  other  my  Quiver  and  Bow,  to  hang  upon  a 
Hook.  Then  the  Landlord  making  me  fit  by  the  Fire,  one  of  them 
offer’d  to  pull  oft  my  Boors;  which  I  oppos’d,  as  being  a  thing  which 
feem’d  to  me  too  much  beneath,  and  unfit  for  her  5  but  my  Guide, 
who  was  now  become  my  Interpreter,  faid  it  was  the  Cufiom,  and 
that  the  Midrefs  herfelf  mud  have  done  it  if  fhe  had  no  Daughters  ; 
whereupon  I  let  her.  Then  the  other  pouring  fome  warm  Water  into 
a  wooden  Tub,  the  fame  Interpreter  told  me  I  mud  let  her  wadi  my 
Feet ;  which  I  did  not  hinder  as  being  willing  to  conform  to  the  Man¬ 
ner  of  the  Place  I  was  in.  In  the  mean  while  the  Mother,  who  had 
fome  Remains  of  a  good  Face,  which  Fifty  Years  had  not  been  able  to 
dedroy,  kill’d  a  Fowl  and  pick’d  it ;  whild  one  of  the  Daughters  skinn’d 
a  Flare,  which  her  Brother  had  caught  the  Day  before  :  This  done, 
they  cleans’d  them,  cut  them  both  in  pieces,  and  put  them  into  a  Pot 
half  full  of  Water,  which  drew  my  Eyes  by  its  Singularity  :  It  was  of 
a  grey  Stone  with  red  Veins,  not  fo  hard,  but  as  heavy  as  Marble ; 
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they  told  me  that  it  was  found  in  the  Heart  of  one  of  the  Mountains 
which  we  had  palled  ;  and  that  when  ’twas  dug  it  was  fo  foft,  that 
they  had  no  Trouble  to  cut  or  hollow  it  to  make  a  Pot,  or  any  other 
Ve&l ;  and  indeed  I  faw  feveral  other  of  the  fame  fort,  which  wou’d 
refill  the  Heat,  and  harden  without  fplitting  or  breaking. 

After  the  Meat  had  been  upon  the  Fire  about  half  an  Hour,  they 
added  to  it  l'ome  Prunes,  dry’d  Cherries,  and  Rock  Salt,  which  is 
very  common  in  Circaffia  ;  and  a  little  before  it  was  enough  done, 
they  pour’d  in  fome  Milk:  Whild  they  were  boiling,  the  Landlady  had 
kneaded  a  fort  of  Cake  of  Cummin,  which  llie  had  flatted  like  Oat 
Bread,  and  let  to  bake  upon  the  Allies.  Supper  being  ready  (l  fay 
Supper,  becaufe  it  was  fix  Hours  before  all  was  drels’d)  it  was  ferved 
up  in  a  great  Bafon  of  the  fame  fort  as  the  Pot,  with  the  Cake  ;  and 
howoddloever  this  Medley  of  Victuals,  and  this  Sauce,  appeared  to 
me,  the  Talcan  had  left  fo  great  a  Vacuum  in  my  Stomach,  that  I 
found  it  very  palatable,  or  at  lead  eat  enough  to  make  them  think 
fo  ;  as  for  my  Noghaian ,  he  liked  it  as  well  as  the  bed  Horfe  Fleili 
that  could  be  got.  The  Landlord  was  the  only  one  of  the  Family 
that  dipped  with  us  ;  and  the  Landlady  and  her  Daughters  brought 
us  fome  very  good  Apples,  Virgin  Honey,  and  a  fore  of  preferved 
Rasberries,  and  ferv’d  us  round  with  Drink  from  time  to  time.  Our 
Liquor  was  Boza  and  fower  Cows  Milk,  which  they  keep  in  Skins,  as 
they  do  thatofHorfes  in  Tartary.  In  a  word,  we  were  perfectly  well 
treated  after  the  manner  of  the  Country. 

We  had  fcarce  fin  idl’d  our  Repad,  and  my  Landlord  was  asking  me 
divers  Quedions  about  the  Motive  of  my  Journey,  when  a  CircaJJian 
entring  with  the  Youth  who  had  taken  our  Horfes,  faid,  That  there 
was  one  of  them  which  had  been  dolen  from  him  about  four  or  five 
Months  before,  and  accufed  my  -Noghaian  of  being  the  Thief.  He 
fwore  by  his  Beard  and  his  Head,  that  nothing  could  be  more  falfe  ; 
but,  as  I  cou’d  only  witnefs  for  him  out  of  his  own  Mouth,  which 
was  a  Tedimony  not  much  regarded,  we  went  before  the  Myrfay 
who  receiv’d  me  very  civilly,  but  look’d  with  an  evil  Eye  upon 
him,  as  thinking  him  undoubtedly  the  Robber  :  However,  he  heard 
his  Reafons,  and  believ’d  what  we  faid  to  him,  which  was,  that  I 
had  bought  it  of  a  Tartar  and  that  the  Noghaian ,  who  was  fpeak- 
ing'  to  him,  was  as  innocent  of  the  Robbery  as  the  Child  unborn,  if 
the  Bead  was  dolen  :  But  the  Man  fwearing  that  he  knew  it  to  be 
his  Horfe,  and  wou’d  have  it,  I  cou’d  find  no  other  Expedient,  than 
to  have  him  told  that  I  wou’d  pay  for  it,  if  he  wou’d  let  me  have  it 
for  a  moderate  Price,  or  elfe  it  fhou’d  be  redored  to  him.  The 
Myrfa  thought  this  jud,  and  the  Proprietor  was  fatisfied  with  it,  and 
asked  me  if  I  had  any  thing  to  exchange  for  it  upon  which  I  carried 
him  to  my  Lodgings,  (after  having  promifed  the  Myrfa  to  return  to 
him,)  and  he  chofe  fome  of  my  Toys ;  to  which  I  added  a  Couple  of 
Crowns  in  *  Coupiques ,  of  which  I  had  taken  a  fmall  Quantity  at  Caffay 
which  finifh’d  the  Bargain.  Their  manner  of  Trading  confids  (as  I  be¬ 
lieve  I’ve  already  hinted)  in  exchanging  one  Commodity  for  another; 
for  the  mod  Part  of  the  CircaJJians  not  underdanding  the  Value  of  mint¬ 
ed  Silver,  which  they  often  melt  down  to  adorn  the  Hilts  of  their 
Sabres  and  Hafts  of  their  Knives,  which  are  excellent ;  and  the  right 
Owner  of  the  Horfe  being  a  Cutler,  I  bought  three  Knives  of  him  out 
of  feveral  that  he  went  to  fetch  me. 

*  Coupique,  a  little  Mufcovite  Coin  about  the  Value  oj  Tm  thirds  of  a  Penn y. 
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Havingextricated  my  felf  from  this  Trouble,  I  return’d  tothe  A/jr/^z’s 
to  give  him  Thanks  for  his  Civility,  and  made  him  a  Prefent  of  a  little 
Telefcope,  with  which  he  feem’d  mightily  pleafed,  and  invited  me  to 
dine  with  him  the  next  Day  ;  and  as  it  was  late,  I  took  my  leave  of  him 
in  order  to  go  to  my  Lodging,  where  I  found  a  Bed  prepar’d  for  me,  com- 
pofed  of  divers  Sheep  Skins  lowed  together,  and  laid  one  upon  t’other, 
fomel'erving  for  the  Mattrefs,  and-others  for  theCovering  ;  the  Pillow 
was  of  Cotton  fluffed  with  Wool,  and  had  a  fquare  Piece  of  Linnen 
fattened  to  it  on  that  fide  which  I  was  to  lay  my  Head  upon,  as  there 
was  another  on  that  part  of  the  Covering  which  was  next  to  my  Face. 
Thefe  Skins  are  hung  out  to  air  as  foon  as  one  riles,  upon  Poles  like 
the  Cloths  of  our  Dyers.  By  the  Bed-fide  they  put  a  great  Porringer 
of  Milk,  which  I  did  not  oppofe,  tho’I  had  no  need  of  it,  as  judging 
it  another  Cultom  of  the  Country.  Next  Morning,  as  foon  as  I  was 
up,  I  had  feveral  Vifits  from  Perfons  of  both  Sexes  who  were  indif- 
pofed,  viz.  two  with  intermitting  Fevers,  and  four  others  with  Colds ; 
upon  which  I  gave  the  firft  gentle  Cathartives,  with  a  very  little  of 
my  Drugs,  to  the  end  that  if  the  Quality  of  them  did  no  good,  the 
Quantity  at  lealt  might  not  do  any  harm  ;  and  I  made  the  fecond  take 
lome  Drops  of  my  Balm  of  Mecca ,  and  lent  them  home,  ordering  them 
to  keep  themfeives  warm  in  order  to  fweat ;  for  fmce  I  had  given  out 
that  I  was  a  Phyfician,  I  was  obliged  to  fuftain  that  Character,  that 
I  might  not  be  fulpedfed  of  being  an  Impoftor.  My  Landlord  wou’d 
fain  have  had  me  all'o  to  have  been  a  Merchant,  at  leaf!  he  was  con¬ 
vinc’d  in  his  own  Imagination  that  I  was  fo,  after  the  Bargain  which 
he  had  feen  me  make  with  the  Cutler  for  the  Horie,  and  he  ask’d  me, 
if  I  wou’d  not  buy  any  young  Maidens  ?  I  anfwer’d,  no,  I  not  being 
able  to  Bay  long  enough  upon  the  Road  to  carry  them  with  me  fo  far  ; 
my  Intention  being  only  to  gather  fome  medicinal  Plants  in  the  Coun¬ 
try,  and  then  return  as  fad  as  poflible  by  the  favour  of  theFroft.  But, 
reply’d  he,  the  Plants  are  dry ,  and  covered  with  Snow  at  this  Seafon. 

I  laid  that  was  very  true,  but  that  fome  were  fo  tall  that  their  Stalks 
appeared  above  the  Snow  ;  and  that  they  did  not  lofe  their  Virtue  by 
being  dry,  becaufe  the  only  Farts  which  had  any  were  their  Roots  ; 
and  (added  my  Interpreter  of  his  own  accord,)  he  makes  ufe  of  an  Axe 
to  dig  them  out ,  he  having  without  doubt  imagined  that  my  Search  af¬ 
ter  Antiquities  in  the  Ruins  above  mentioned,  where  I  ufed  this  Axe, 
had  been  after  Plants.  He  told  me  afterwards,  that  the  Landlord  had 
only  asked  the  Queflion,  in  order  to  offer  one  of  his  Daughters  to 
me  ;  for  it  is  common  there  for  Fathers  and  Mothers  to  traffick  with 
their  Children,  as  being  taught  either  by  their  own  Education,  or  the 
Merchants,  to  think  that  at  leaf!  the  Girls  will  be  happily  provided  for, 
by  being  advanced  into  the  Harem  of  the  Grand  Seignior ,  where  they 
may  become  Empreffes  ,  or  elfe  into  thofe  of  the  Bafiaws ,  and  other 
rich  Perfons,  where  they  will  have  fine  Cloaths  and  rich  Jewels,  and 
have  every  thing  that  is  mofl  delicious  in  Life.  This  Prepoffeffion, 
which  is  generally  received,  makes  the  Daughter,  when  fold,  part  with 
her  Mother  without  Regret ;  and  the  Mother,  on  the  other  hand,  wifh 
her  good  Fortune  and  a  profperous  Journey  ;  and  it  was  not  out  of 
Averfion  to  Slavery,  that  the  CircaJJians  refufed  to  pay  the  annual 
Tribute  before  fpoken  to  the  Ham ,  but  becaufe  they  had  nothing 
given  them  in  return  ;  and  their  Beys  and  Myrfds  receive  theirs  partly 
in  Slaves,  partly  in  Horfes,  which  they  bring  them  without  Compul¬ 
sion?  and  much  more  freely,  fmce  they  have  contributed  by  their  good 
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Conduct  to  the  delivering  them  from  the  other ;  and  thefe  Myrfds  fell 
them  to  the  Merchants  of  Temrok,  Taman  and  Caffa ,  and  to  the  Per - 
Jians ,  or  any  others  that  will  buy  them  ;  and  prelerve  them  from  be¬ 
ing  carried  off  by  force  by  the  Noghaians ,  who  are  very  unwelcome 
Gueds  amongd  them,  fince  the  lad  Expedition  fo  unfortunate  to 
thcmfelves  ,*  and  I  obferv’d  immediately,  that  my  Guide  was  look'd 
upon  with  an  evil  Eye. 

I  went  to  dine  at  the  Myrfds,  who  treated  me  very  handfomely 
with  two  Ddlies,  drefs’d  according  to  his  Country  manner ;  the  drib 
was  roaded,  the  fecond  and  the  principal  boiled,  and  the  bed  of  the 
fort  that  I  had  ever  eaten,  being  compofed  of  Mutton  and  Fowls  cut 
in  pieces,  wich  Cummin,  Prunes,  Rairins  and  Onions,  which  gave  it  a 
good  ReliHi.  I  ask’d  whence  they  had  their  Raifins?  they  anfwered 
from  Ajtracan ,  and  feveral  Parts  of  the  Country,  where  they  grow  na¬ 
turally.  The  roaded  Didi  was  a  Quarter  of  a  Buck,  which  the  Myrfa 
faid  he  had  himfelf  kill’d  with  an  Arrow  ;  this  was  too  dry  for  wane 
of  being  baded  with  Butter,  as  with  us.  There  were  ten  of  us  at  Din¬ 
ner  round  a  bare  Table  without  any  Cloth,  but  well  wafhed  and  very 
clean,  which  ferved  us  alfo  indead  of  Plates,  every  one  cutting  the 
Piece  which  he  took  out  of  the  Dilli  into  Mouthfuls  upon  it  ;  our 
Seats  were  little  joint  Stools,  or  pieces  of  the  Trunks  of  Trees  clum- 
fily  made  into  this  Shape,  after  a  manner  that  fhow’d  that  Sculpture 
was  not  much  in  vogue  in  this  Country.  Mod  part  of  the  Ten  at  the 
Table  were  Strangers,  who  were  come  to  dine  with  the  Myrfa  without 
Invitation,  by  the  Privilege  of  Hofpitality  ;  and  as  foon  as  it  was  over 
they  retired  without  faying  any  thing the  others  were  his  chief  Do- 
medicks.  The  Myrfa  having  a  Pipe  brought  of  Wood,  and  only  one 
Joint,  with  a  Head  after  the  Turkijh  Falhion,  began  to  fmoak  and  I 
drew  out  one  of  feveral  Joints  with  my  Bag  of  Tobacco,  and  kept  him 
Company.  After  he  had  finilh’d  his  fird  Pipe,  I  prefented  him  with 
my  Bag  to  try  my  Tobacco  j  he  did,  and  prais’d  it  ;  whereupon  I  faid, 
that  I  had  at  my  Lodging  fome  more  of  the  fame,  with  a  Bag  entirely 
new  at  his  Service  ;  and  accordingly  I  went  and  fetch'd  it  him,  and 
he  accepted  it  with  a  great  deal  of  Satisfaction.  He  ask’d  me  divers 
Quedions  about  the  Motive  of  my  Journey,  as  well  as  another  to  the 
fame  purpofe  as  that  of  my  Landlord’s,  with  regard  to  my  buying  die 
Slaves,  to  which  I  gave  a  like  Anfwer  ;  and  he  fhew’d  himfelf  very 
honed,  in  telling  my  Guide  that  he  ran  a  great  Rifque  in  that 
Country,  and  that  he  had  been  already  follicited  to  detain  him  as 
a  Slave,  and  make  him  till  the  Ground,  and  do  other  laborious 
Work  contrary  to  his  natural  Profedion,  as  did  feveral  of  his  Coun¬ 
try-men,  who  had  been  furpris’d  in  their  Incurfrons  into  Circajfia  ,♦ 
but  that  he  was  willing  to  favour  him  ;  and  if  he  continued  to 
accompany  me,  he  mud  pafs  as  a  Slave  bought  by  me  in  CircaJJta , 
and  that  he  wou’d  fend  one  of  his  Servants  with  us,  who  was  about 
to  return  home,  as  being  ufelefs  to  him,  to  acted  it,  as  his  Mader 
that  fold  him  to  me,  and  who  might  travel  with  us  through  the  Coun¬ 
try,  and  fee  us  out  of  Danger.  This  Compliment  fas  may  eafily  be 
imagin’d,)  didurb’d  the  Noghaian  very  much,  but  the  Expedient  the 
Myrfa  found  comforted  him  a  little  ;  he  explained  the  Subdance  of  it 
to  me,  and  I  bid  him  thank  the  Myrfa  for  his  Generofity,  and  offer’d 
to  buy  a  Horfe  for  his  Man,  if  he  had  none  of  his  own  ;  he  anfwer’d, 
that  he  had  one  at  lead  as  good  as  ours,  and  that'the  Circajfians  were 
all  as  well  furnifh’d  with  them  as  the  Tartars  ;  and  which  was  more, 
that  the  Women  rode  as  well  as  the  Men,  and  went  a  hunting,  and 
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fliot  with  Arrows  as  dextroufly,  which  was  what  the  Tartar  taw  of 
the  fame  Sex  could  not  do.  This  Account  feem’d  to  me  very  proper 
to  lerve  as  a  Foundation  for  the  HiRory  (whether  true  or  falfe)  of  the 
Amazons,  which  fome  have  placed  in  this  Country  s  and,  in  efFed',  I 
favv  afterwards  divers  of  them  on  Horfeback,  with  their  Bows  and 
Quivers  faRned  behind  them,  and  riding  like  the  Men,  with  Hawks 
upon  their  Fill.  This  Myrfa  was  young,  and  but  newly  chofen,  and 
not  married ;  but  he  had  feveral  young  Maidens,  which  he  had  re¬ 
ceived  in  Tribute,  who  ferved  him,  and  he  expeded  Merchants  to  buy 
the  handfome{l.  The  Women  drefs  the  Viduals  in  this  Country,  and 
do  all  other  Houfhold  Affairs. 

Having  given  him  to  underRand,  that  I  intended  to  proceed  on  my 
Journey  the  next  Day,  he  ask’d,  which  Way  I  defignd  to  (leer  my 
Courfe  ?  I  laid,  I  had  a  Mind  to  view  Aftracan ,  and  from  thence  to 
go  as  far  as  Afoph ,  if  it  was  feafible :  He  anfwer’d,  He  did  not  fee  any 
Impofiibility  in  it;  and  that  the  Peace  being  concluded  between  the 
Turks  and  Mufcovites ,  I  Ihould  meet  with  free  Entrance  every  where. 
Hereupon  I  took  my  Leave  of  him  that  Day,  and  we  fet  forwards  the 
next,  as  had  been  agreed  on  in  the  Company  before,  after  having  made 
fome  little  Prefents  to  the  Family  where  I  lodged.  If  I  would  have 
followed  the  Advice  of  my  Tartar ,  after  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Horfe,  I 
Ihould  have  turn’d  back  ;  for  he  was  afraid  of  meeting  with  a  Mailer 
for  the  other,  who  might,  as  he  faid,  as  well  accufe  me  of  being  the 
Thief,  as  himfelf ;  and  he  doubted  whether,  in  that  Cafe,  we  Ihould 
find  another  Myrfa  fo  honeR  to  clear  us  fo  eafily  of  it.  ’Tis  true,  he 
knew  that  the  Circajfians  were  more  levere  upon  Robbers  than  the 
Noghaians ,  and  that  they  don’t  entirely  efcape  upon  relloring  what 
they  have  Rolen:  However,  hisFeardid  not  Rop  here;  for  he  was  ap- 
prehenfive,  that  when  we  were  advanced  a  good  Way  into  the  Country, 
his  pretended  firR  MaRer  ihould  make  as  if  he  was  the  real  Owner  of 
both  of  us,  and  Ihould  fell  or  truck  us  as  adlual  Slaves,  either  belongs 
ing  to  himfelf  or  the  Myrfa ,  to  cultivate  the  Earth,  according  to  the* 
CuRom  of  their  Country  ;  and  the  evil  Glances  which  the  Circajfians , 
in  fome  Villages  thro’  which  we  pafied,  darted  on  him  from  their  fine 
Eyes,  confirmed  him  the  more  in  his  uneafy  Apprehcnfions ;  however, 
he  took  great  Care  to  hide  them  from  the  Myrfa  s  Servant,  who  rode 
before  us  at  fuch  a  DiRance,  that  he  could  not  have  heard  us,  had  he 
underRood  the  Tongue  in  which  we  talked.  Neverthelefs,  my  Cu- 
riofity  to  go  as  far  as  the  Cafpian  Sea,  and  have  a  View  of  Aftracan,  got 
the  better  of  all  the  Diffidence  which  he  could  have  infufed  into  me: 
So  I  told  him,  that  as  for  the  Circajjian ,  I  had  no  manner  of  Fear  of 
him  ;  but  that,  to  avoid  finding  another  Owner  for  my  Horfe,  we  would 
only  Rop  in  the  Villages  to  furnifli  our  Sophra  and  our  * Hebbey,  and  buy 
Barley  and  Oats  for  our  Horfes  +.  This  pacify’d  him  a  little,  or  at 
leaR  made  him  filent ;  and  the  next  Day,  after  taking  that  Refolution, 
happening  to  come  to  a  Village  towards  the  Evening,  and  the  Circaf- 
fian  propofing  to  pafs  the  Night  there,  he  anfwer’d  for  me,  that  I  de- 
fign’d  to  make  as  much  HaRe  as  I  could,  and  had  rather  reR  two  or 
three  Hours  near  fome  little  Wood,  according  to  our  ufual  CuRom. 

%  Hebbey  is  a  fort  of  Leather  iVallet,  with  two  Pouches ,  which  the  Tartars  faften  behind 
their  Saddles,  and  wherein  they  put  their  Bread  and  raw  Provifions ,  tho  not  fo  much  itfed  by 
them  as  by  the  Turks. 

t  T he  CircaHi  r.ns  fow  both  one  and  the  other  for  their  Horfes  ;  and  however  good  and  frefh 
out  s  were,  I  obferv  d  that  this  Diet  gave  them  more  Mettle  than  the  Grafs  and  Hay  of  the  Nog¬ 
haians,  by  the  Swiftnefs  of  their  Travelling . 
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Tho’  we  had  a  wild  Goofe  ready  pick’d  and  raw  in  our  Sophra>  with 
Bread  and  Cummin,  I  made  him  ask  a  CircaJJivn ,  at  whofe  Hut  we 
flopp’d,  (and  who  ufed  the  utmoft  Efforts,  that  the  Civility  and  Hofpi- 
tality  of  his  Country  could  didlate,  to  detain  us,)  if  he  had  no  Meat ; 
he  anfwer’d,  that  he  had  a  Piece  of  Venifon,  but  that  it  was  not  drefs’d » 
the  Noghaian  anfwer’d,  that  was  no  matter,  and  enquired  whether  he 
fmoak’d,  and  if  he  chofe  to  have  fome  Tobacco,  or  Coupique ,  in  ex¬ 
change  5  he  aefired  the  firfl ;  whereupon  he  gave  him  his  Hands  twice 
full  out  of  his  own  Bag :  I  thought  it  too  little,  and  would  have  gi¬ 
ven  him  as  much  more  of  mine ;  hut  he  inform’d  me,  that  the  Man 
was  more  than  fatisfy’d.  ’Tis  hardiy  credible  what  vail  Plenty  there 
is  of  Venifon,  and  all  forts  of  Game,  in  this  Country,  in  fpite  of  the 
great  Quantities  that  are  killed,  all  the  World  being  Hunters  ;  and 
tho’  they  have  Numbers  of  Sheep  and  Oxen ,  they  live  almoft  en¬ 
tirely  upon  Venifon  and  Wild- Fowl,  during  the  Winter.  Their  Sheep 
are  good  and  very  large;  and  the  Wool  is  fo  foft  and  fo  long,  that  I 
believe  it  would  make  excellent  Cloath,  if  they  had  the  Art  of  wea¬ 
ving  it.  Neverthelefs,  they  do  make  a  fort  of  greyifh  Stuff,  being  a 
Mixture  of  the  natural  Colours  of  Camel’s  and  Dromedary’s  Hair,  and 
Wool,  very  clumfily  and  ill  wrought  together:  The  CircaJ]iansy  Cal- 
mucks ,  Noghaians ,  and  fome  Cofjacks ,  cloath  themfelves  with  it.  As 
for  their  Furrs,  they  are  generally  of  Lamb  Skins,  flitch’d  together, 
which  they  fometimes  wear  with  the  Skins  outward,  like  the  Lap¬ 
landers.  Having  got  the  Venifon,  we  continued  our  March,  and  halt¬ 
ed  near  a  Wood  a  little  before  Three  in  the  Morning  by  my  Watch : 
In  fpeaking  of  which,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  obferve,  that  both  the 
Circaffians  and  Noghaians ,  who  had  feen  me  pull  it,  to  look  what  a 
Clock  it  was,  imagin’d  it  to  be  an  animated  and  fupernatural  Ma¬ 
chine,  and  furrounded  me  in  Throngs  to  examine  it,  without  being 
able  to  comprehend  the  Nature  of  it,  there  being  very  few,  if  any, 
that  knew  what  it  was,  except  the  Mjrfas }  wherefore  I  would  not 
draw  it  out  any  more  in  publick,  to  avoid  their  troublefome  and  ig¬ 
norant  Admiration.  We  obferv’d  pretty  conftandy  this  Method  of 
Travelling,  to  flop  and  reft  our  felves  under  a  Tree  near  fome  River 
or  Fountain,  buying  our  Provifions  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Villages 
through  which  we  pafs’d,  or  elfe  of  fome  Hunters  that  we  met  in  the 
Fields.  The  Circajjtan  cut  the  Goofe  in  Pieces,  in  order  to  roaft  it  af¬ 
ter  his  Country  Fafhion,  which  was  to  fplit  it  upon  a  Stick  made  fharp 
at  both  Ends,  the  firft  to  fpit  it,  and  the  fecond  to  fatten  in  the  Ground, 
and  turn  it  to  the  Fire,  fometimes  one  Side,  fometimes  the  other,  till 
it  was  quite  ready;  but  as  the  Earth  was  too  hard,  by  reafon  of  its 
being  frozen,  to  thruft  it  in  immediately,  he  held  it  in  his  Hand  be¬ 
fore  the  Fire,  which  the  Tartar  had  kindled  w h  i  I  ft  he  was  preparing 
the  Spit  and  the  Meat,  till  the  Ground  was  thaw’d  enough  round  a- 
bout,  by  the  Heat,  for  him  to  fix  it  in.  Nature  alone  feems  to 
have  taught  thefe  People  this  Manner  of  dreffing  their  Vidfuals,  with¬ 
out  any  Trouble,  as  well  as  the  Laplanders ,  who  are  at  another 
End  of  the  World,  and  who  do  the  fame,  as  I  fball  obferve  in  the 
Sequel. 

The  Country  of  Circafjia  is  very  agreeable,  on  Account  of  the  Va¬ 
riety  of  Plains,  Mountains,  Woods,  little  Lakes,  Springs,  and  Rivers, 
with  which  it  is  every  where  diverfify’d  ;  it  is  fertile  beyond  Imagi¬ 
nation  ;  every  thing  grows  there  almott:  without  fowing,  at  leaf!  what¬ 
ever  they  fow,  which  is  commonly  Barley,  Oats,  and  Cummin,  and 
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thrives  as  well  as  one  cou’d  wifh,  after  only  once  {lightly  turning  up 
the  Earth,  which  they  do  but  juft  open  as  it  were  to  put  in  the 
Grain.  As  we  approached  the  Cafpian  Sea,  I  obferv’d  feveral  Salt  Pits, 
1'ome  of  them  entirely  Natural,  with  Rock  Salt  j  and  the  others  of  fo 
rich  a  fort,  that  there  was  very  little  left  for  Art  to  perfecft.  I  was 
informed  that  there  was  a  Number  of  the  like  all  over  the  Country, 
especially  upon  the  Borders  of  this  Sea.  This  Salt  cofts  almoft  no¬ 
thing,  but  the  Charge  of  tranfporting  it  from  one  Place  to  another, 
and  is  particularly  ufeful  for  falting  and  pickling  Fifh  ;  and  as  for  the 
Carriage  it  cofts  but  a  Trifle,  being  either  upon  Dromedaries  or  Ca¬ 
mels,  which  are  both  very  common  there,  and  very  little  Expence  to 
their  Owners,  living  upon  great  dry  Herbs,  whieh  are  to  be  found  up 
and  down  in  great  abundance,  and  which  other  Animals  won’t  touch. 
On  the  13  th  in  the  Morning,  we  arrived  on  the  Side  of  the  Cafpian  Sea , 
between  the  Northern  Mouth  of  the  River  Strelli,  and  the  Southern  one 
of  the  Volga ,  without  any  other  ill  Accident,  than  fome  of  the  above- 
mention’d  Glances  darted  at  my  Noghaian ,  which  did  him  no  harm ; 
the  Ctrcafjian  taking  care  to  anfWer  thole  who  were  dangeroufly  curious 
to  know  what  he  did  in  that  Country,  that  he  belonged  to  him.  As 
for  me,  1  law  nothing  oflenfive  in  their  Looks,  not  being  fo  much  a- 
fraid  as  the  Tartar ,  tho’ perhaps  I  might  have  as  muchReafon  ;  on  the 
contrary,  I  thought  them  very  agreeable,  as  coming  from  handfome 
large  Eyes  for  the  molt  part  black,  as  I’ve  obferved  before.  A  ftrong 
South  Wind  had  blown  for  three  Days,  and  had  raifed  the  Waves  to 
an  extraordinary  degree;  infomuch  that  the  Sea  was  in  a  perfect 
Storm,  and  I  had  the  Curiofity  to  tafte  its  Water,  and  found  them 
as  fait  as  thofe  of  the  Black  Sea ,  altho’  a  greater  Number  of  Rivers 
difembogue  themfelves  into  it. 

The  Shore  of  this  Sea  is  very  fandy,  and  that  for  a  good  diftance  ; 
and  tho'  it  had  fnow’d  and  frozen  for  fome  Days  before,  we  found  no 
Snow  within  half  a  Cannon  Shot  of  the  Water,  and  more  in  fome 
Places ;  which  might  perhaps  be  the  EfFetft  of  the  Warmth  of  the  Sand, 
if  it  did  not  proceed  from  the  hot  Vapours  of  the  Sea,  or  from  both 
thefe  Caufes  together.  Coafting  along  the  Shore,  in  order  to  advance 
towards  Aftracan,  we  met  with  divers  Huts  belonging  to  fome  Fifher- 
men,  who  were  Mufcovites ,  or  Coffacks ,  or  at  lead  Subjects  to  the  Czar y 
where  we  ftopt  to  eat.  We  ask  d  them  for  fome  Fifh,  but  they  had 
none  frefh,  excepting  a  fort  of  Lobfters,  very  common  there  as  well 
as  in  the  Black  Sea ,  which  they  call  *  Lacuffa.  They  had  not  been 
able  to  flfli  fince  the  ftormy  Weather;  but  inftead  of  frefh  they  gave 
us  our  Choice  of  divers  forts  of  pickled,  dry’d  and  fmoak'd  Fifh,  and 
we  pitched  upon  that  which  they  call  in  Turkijh  f  Kilifhbalouk ,  and 
in  Italian  Bifee  Spada ,  or  Sword  Fifh,  as  common  there  as  in  the 
Black  Sea.  I  asked  thefe  Fifhcrmen  feveral  Qiieftions  about  the  Qua¬ 
lity  and  Variety  of  the  Fifli,  W'hich  they  caught  both  in  the  Cafpian 
Sea  and  the  Volga ;  and  they  gave  me  to  underftand,  that  there  was  as 
much  as  they  could  defire  or  wifh  for,  both  in  one  and  the  other  ;  and 
the  Overplus,  which  is  lmoak’d,  pickled,  and  exported  from  thence 
into  Alufcovyy  and  feveral  other  States,  together  with  the  excellent 

*  Lacufla  differs  from  what  the  Turks  call  Stackoz,  and  we  Lobfters,  in  that  it  has  no 
great  Claws ,  and  has  a  fort  of  Priclftes  upon  its  Bacl^very  Jharp  ;  to  be  priced  with  which,  is 
very  dangerous. 

t  Kilifhbalouk.  This  Fifh  is  fo  call'd,  becaufe  it  has  a  (harp  End  life  that  with  which 
Painters  and  Statuaries  give  to  an  Vnicorn  j  or  li^e  a  Sword  Blade  at  its  Point, 
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Caviar  that  is  made  at  the  Mouths  of  the  Volga ,  is  a  real  and  authen- 
tick  Proof  of  it,  and  may  entitle  Aftracan  to  the  Name  of  being  the 
mod  famous  Market  for  Fifh  in  the  Univerfe.  They  catch  (as  I  was 
inform’d)  in  the  Volga  three  forts  of  Sturgeon,  the  *  Viellugha ,  f 
Zittera  and  **  Tziterlet.  Of  the  Eggs  of  the  fird  they  make  the  bed; 
Caviar ,  and  of  the  fecond  the  mod  exquifite  Totarga ,  and  another  fort 
of  Caviar  more  ordinary  than  the  fird. 

I  did  not  fee  them  make  this  Caviar ,  but  they  told  me  that  they 
pickled  it  almod  as  they  do  Oyders,  and  thrud  it  down  hard  into  a 
Barrel  or  Gag;  and  that  when  they  did  not  defign  to  export,  or  keep 
it  any  time,  they  only  falted  it  lightly,  and  that  when  it  was  thus 
cook’d  it  was  mod  delicious  to  the  Palate.  Thefe  Filhermen  had  fome 
of  this  fort,  which  they  gave  me  to  tade ;  and  I  bought  three  little 
Cags  for  our  Ufe  upon  the  Road.  Some  mix  the  Rows  of  the  Zittera 
with  thofe  of  the  Viellugha ,  to  make  a  third  fort  of  Caviar ,  which 
differs  more  from  the  firfl  in  Colour  than  Goodnefs,  being  green,  and 
not  fo  fhining  as  that  which  is  as  black  as  Jet.  Thefe  three  forts  of 
Caviar  are  the  delicate  LentenYarty  not  only  of  the  Greeks  of  Mufcovyy 
but  of  all  the  Eafl,  as  well  as  of  the  Armenians ,  who  eat  incompara¬ 
bly  more  Fifli  than  Flefh.  When. I  fay  the  Greeks  of  Mufcovy ,  I  fup- 
pofe  it  will  eafily  be  underdood,  that  I  mean  thofe  of  the  Greek  Reli¬ 
gion,  which  enjoins  the  Ohfervation  of  fo  many  Lents  and  Days  of 
Abdinence  from  Flefh  and  Fads,  that  one  wou’d  imagine  the  ProfefTors 
of  it  deftgti’d  to  take  Heaven  by  Famine.  The  Sea,  the  White  or 
Northern  Ocean ,  and  a  good  Part  of  the  Balticky  which  the  Czar  has 
added  to  his  Conqueds,  with  a  number  of  Lakes  and  Rivers  where¬ 
with  his  Dominions  are  diverfify’d,  is  very  favourable  to  the  Obfervers 
of  this  Religion  ;  I  may  fay  the  fame  of  the  Talus  Mneotis ,  the  Black 
Sea,  the  Tropontis,  the  Archipelago ,  and  part  of  the  Adriatick Gulph,  in 
favour  of  the  other  Greeks  and  Armenians.  Befides  the  Salt  Pits  be¬ 
fore-mentioned,  there  are  feveral  others  upon  the  Iflands  which  the 
Volga  forms,  before  its  difemboguing  itfelf  into  the  Sea,  as  much 
within  reach  as  can  be  defired  for  the  faking  of  their  Filh  ;  and  that 
almod  without  any  other  Expence  or  Trouble,  than  dooping  and  ta¬ 
king  it  up.  The  Volga  (according  to  the  Tedimony  both  of  thefe 
Filhermen  and  others,  of  whom  I  have  enquired  fince)  does  not  only 
furnifh  a  vad  Quantity  of  the  Fifh  above-mentioned,  but  abounds 
with  all  the  other  forts  that  the  Rivers  that  are  the  mod  famous  in 
Europe  for  yielding  great  Numbers  and  Variety  of  Fifh  can  produce, 

.  and  even  more ;  as  two  forts  of  Salmon,  the  one  white  and  the  other 
red  ;  the  fird  fo  call’d,  becaufe  their  Flefh  is  white  and  more  delicate; 
and  the  fecond,  becaufe  theirs  is  red  like  the  generality  of  Salmons 
elfewhere.  The  larged  of  both  thefe  weigh  about  Forty  Pound  ;  and 
there  are  Carps  not  lefs  heavy,  befides  Tenches,  &c.  Thefe  Salmons 
and  Carps  cod  but  between  fix  and  eigh zCoupiques  when  frefh;  they 
dry  them  in  the  Air,  and  lmoak  them  after  having  cured  them  by 
fplitting  them  in  two,  and  plunging  them  in  very  fait  boiling  Water. 

*  Viellugha,  the  largefi  of  them  are  between  13  and  14  Foot  long,  and  6  or  7  broad ,  and 
more  towards  the  Head,  in  which  it  differs  from  Sturgeon ,  as  well  as  in  its  Mouth ,  which  is 
wider  ;  and  the  Flefh,  which  is  whiter  than  the  common  Sturgeon. 

t  Zittera  is  more  lik,e  Sturgeon  in  its  Shape,  but  is  fmaller. 

**  Tziterlec  is  the  fmallefl  of  the  three ,  and  does  not  exceed  the  Bignefs  of  a  large  Salmon  ; 
the  Head  of  it  is  fharper  than  thofe  of  the  two  others,  and  the  Flefh  is  yellow  and  white ,  lil^e  that 
of  the  young  Sturgeons  that  are  caught  in  the  Danube. 
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The  Cafpian  Sea  has  in  proportion  of  its  Bignefs  as  great  Plenty,  and 
greater  Variety  of  Filh  than  the  Black  Sea  ;  for  befides  the  Sword  Filh, 
and  two  forts  of  Mackrel,  call’d  in  Greek  *  Balamides ,  and  f  Scorn - 
bria  ;  the  one  very  large,  and  the  other  veryfmall,  each  very  common 
in  both  Seas  ;  it  has  a  fort  of  Cod  call’d  Tzauda ,  fomething  lefs  than 
ours.  The  Balamides  are  caught  in  Summer,  the  Scombria  in  Winter, 
and  the  Tzauda  all  the  Year  round.  The  Viellugha ,  the  Zittera,  and 
Tziterlet  are  moll  in  Seafon  from  the  middle  of  February  to  the  latter 
End  of  April }  and  after  them  the  red  and  white  Salmon,  and  the 
Carps  and  Tenches  all  the  reft  of  the  Year. 

Whilft  I  am  preparing  this  for  the  Prefs,  the  Czar  by  his  Expe¬ 
dition  to  the  Cafpian  Sea  ;  and  Miriweis ,  a  Hero  before  unheard  of, 
rifing  like  a  Comet  from  the  F.aft,  with  an  unparallel’d  Succefs  de¬ 
throning  the  Sophy ,  fubverting  the  Berfian  Monarchy,  and  making 
himfelf  formidable  to  the  Ottoman  Empire,  have  render’d  thefe  Parts 
lately  fo  famous,  that  the  curious  Reader  may  perhaps  think  it  an  un¬ 
pardonable  Omiftion  in  me,  being  almoft  upon  the  very  fpot  of  fo 
fruitful  of  great  Events,  fhou’d  I  altogether  pals  them  over  in  Silence. 

The  Motive  that  induced  his  Czarian  Majefty  to  the  undertaking 
fuch  an  Expedition  are  varioufly  reported  ;  fome  afcribing  it  to  his  De¬ 
fire  of  making  himfelf  Mailer  of  the  River  Haria,  which  had  been 
reprcfented  to  him  as  abounding  with  Golden  Sand  ,•  others  to  an  In¬ 
vitation  from  the  Prince  of  Teflis ,  and  another  Prince  in  Georgia ,  to 
take  Advantage  of  the  Divifions  of  the  Berftans,  to  free  them  and 
others  of  the  Greek  Church,  from  their  Subjection  to  the  Sophy  ;  fome 
to  a  Defire  of  enlarging  his  Dominions,  and  making  himfelf  Mafter 
of  the  Cafpian  Sea.  However  it  be,  certain  it  is  his  Pretence  was  to 
revenge  himfelf  on  fome  Rebels  in  Hague  ft  an  Tart  ary,  who  had  at  fe- 
veral  times  committed  barbarous  Ravages  upon  his  Subjects,  and 
maftacred  divers  Ruffians',  and  if  the  Mufcovite  Accounts  may  be  re¬ 
lied  on,  his  Majefty  has  no  Reafon  to  repent  his  Enterprize,  having 
already  gotPolTeffion  of  the  whole  Province  of  HagueftanA*  and  made 
himfelf  Mafter  of  all  the  Country  as  far  as  Herbent ,  in  extent  about 
500  Miles,  as  may  be  feen  by  my  Map  of  the  Cafpian  Sea. '  What  the 
Iftue  of  this  Attempt  may  be,  if  the  Czar  Ihou’d  think  fit  to  purfuehis 
Conquefts  next  Campaign,  is  not  eafy  to  determine,  efpecially  if  he 
fhou’d  be  oppofed  by  Miriweis,  who  feems  as  fortunate  in  all  his  Enter- 
prizes  as  his  Czarian  Majefty  ;  and,  by  his  laying  Siege  to  Herbent,  (far 
from  fearing  his  Power)  appears  refolved  ro  put  a  flop  to  his  Progrefs, 
if  not  return  the  Invafion  by  another  upon  his  Czarian  Majefty’s  Do¬ 
minions  ;  and  he  wou’d  meet  with  more  infuperabie  Difficulties  .in 
maintaining  his  Footing,  if  the  Ottoman  Borte  (as  according  to  fome 
Advices  they  inclin’d)  Ihou’d  interpofe  in  favour  of  the  Prince  of  Ha - 
gueftan ,  (whom  ’tis  reported  that  the  Grand  Seignior  has  receiv’d  into 
Protection,)  with  the  other  Mahometan  Princes  ;  tho’  poffibly  the 
Turks  may  Hand  Neuter  till  they  fee  on  which  Side  the  Scale  will  turn, 
it  being  a  Principle  of  the  Borte  s  Invincibility,  as  of  the  Pope’s  Infal¬ 
libility  in  Politicks,  always  to  efpoufe  the  ftrongeft  Party,  and  de¬ 
clare  for  him  that  proves  fuperior:  For  as  for  their  intermeddling  with 
the  Sophy  s  Depofition,  (unlefs  they  have  lately  forfaken  their  darling 
Docftrine  of  Predeftination)  they  look  upon  it  as  the  Will  of  Heaven, 

*  Palamides,  the  Flefh  of  them  is  browner,  and  not  fo  good  as  our  Mackjels. 

t  Scombria  is  exquifte,  and  to  be  found  in  both  Seas. 

**  Dagueftan,  the  People  of  this  Country  are  well  made ,  tall,  with  pretty  fine  Faces ,  (<jj  I 
could  judge  by  fome  whom  we  met  in  coming  near  the  Cafpian  Sea)  their  Drcfs  is  like  (h)  on 
the  Map  (C)  except  they  wear  generally  Fur  Caps  injlead  ofTurbants. 
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and  wou’d  efteem  chemfelves  guilty  in  oppofing  it,  and  confequently 
highly  impious  in  being  concern’d  therein.  Of  the  two,  ’cis  proba¬ 
ble  they  may  rather  wifh  Meriweis  fuccefsful  than  the  Czar,  whom  they 
look  upon  as  a  very  enterprizing  Prince  and  dangerous  Neighbour  ; 
but  his  Majefty,  in  all  likelihood,  will  not  tamely  refign  what  he  has 
been  at  fuch  an  Expence  of  Blood  and  Treafure  to  acquire.  Leaving 
thefe  Conjectures  to  abler  Politicians,  it  may  not  be  improper  to  give 
fome  Account  of  the  Principalities  fubdued  by  his  Czarian  Majefty 
with  much  Rapidity,  viz.  part  of  OrcaJJia,  all  ‘ D  ague  ft  an ,  and  the  Ci¬ 
ties  of  Taku *,  < Derbent  in  Schirvan ,  and  I  hear  of  Bachu  ;  the  Whole 
being  (as  I  before  hinted)  above  500  Miles  in  Extent.  As  to  the  firft, 
I  have  already  made  my  Remarks  upon  it ;  I  (hall  only  add,  that  ac¬ 
cording  to  all  Reports,  Terky  or  Terekz ,  now  fortify’d  by  the  Czar ,  is 
one  of  its  principal  Cities,  and  lies  within  few  Leagues  of  the  Sea 
«on  che  River  Temensky  5  by  which  means  his  Majefty  is  Mailer  of 
good  Ports,  to  facilitate  his  Defigns,  whether  on  the  Borders  of  the 
Cafpian,  or  to  penetrate  thro’  Georgia  into  the  Ottoman  Territories, 
and  again  gain  footing  on  the  Black  Sea ,  to  open  a  Communication 
that  Way  with  the  reft  of  Europe  and  AJia,  which  he  loft  by  the  Bat¬ 
tle  of  the  Truth ,  and  the  Ceflion  of  Azoph.  cDagueftan  is  a  Principa¬ 
lity  dependent  on  Terfia ,  extending  itfelf  along  the  Sea-fide  from  the 
41ft  to  the  4fth  Degree  of  Latitude,  inhabited  by  a  Colony  of  Tar¬ 
tars  of  the  Mahometan  Religion  ,*  of  whom  I  met  now  and  then  fome 
among  the  Circaffiansy  far  lefs  deformed  than  either  thofe  of  the  Crim  or 
Noghaian  Tartary  ;  or  rather,  little  if  at  all  inferior  to  the  Circaffians 
in  Beauty.  Bachu  or  Baktiy  is  a  Sea  Port  at  the  Mouth  of  the  River 
Manas,  in  the  Province  of  Dagueftan  ;  and  tho’  now  inconfiderable, 
was  formerly  fo  famous  for  its  Commerce  all  over  the  Cafpian  Sea, 
that  the  People  of  that  Country  call  it  the  Sea  of  Bachu .  It  is  likewife 
remarkable  for  an  Oily  Spring  of  a  black  Liquor,  (if  what  fome  Ar¬ 
menians  told  me  is  true)  wherewith  they  make  the  fineft  Dye  of  that 
Colour  in  Terfia.  TOerbent,  in  TurkifJo  Denir  Capi ,  both  which  fignify* 
(as  I’ve  obferved  elfewhere)  the  Iron-Gate ,  is  the  laft  and  moft  famous 
of  his  Czarian  Majefty’s  Conquefts  in  thefe  Parts:  It  was  formerly 
call’d  TortaCaucaJia  by  the  Latinsy  from  being  the  only  Pafs  between 
Mount  Caucafus  and  the  Cafpian  Seay  and  TiU  Iberia ,  from  being  fi- 
tuated  in  the  ancient  Iberia  according  to  fome  Geographers }  and  I  hear 
there  is  a  Medal  ftruck  by  the  Czar,  on  his  being  Mailer  of  it  (with  this 
grolly  flattering  Motto,  Struxerat  hanc  fort isy  tenet  hanc  fed  fortior  arbem, 
it  was  formerly  call’d  Alexandra  built  by  Alexander  the  Great ;  but  ei¬ 
ther  thefe  Gentlemen,  or  Qiiintus  Curtins,  are  mightily  out  in  their  Ac¬ 
counts  ;  fince  according  to  this  Author,  Alexander  founded  that  City  on 
the  Banks  of  the  Tanais ,  which  is  many  hundred  Miles  diftant  from 
j Derbent  j  he  further  makes  Alexander  propofe,  immediately  after 
the  palTing  that  River,  to  march  into  Europe  ;  whereas  "Derbent  is 
fituated  almoft  immediately  on  the  Borders  of  the  Cafpian  Seay  and 
noton  any  River,  and#is  One  thoufand  Miles  from  any  Part  of  Eu¬ 
rope To  reconcile  all  thefe  Contraditftions,  is  what  I  dare  not  pre¬ 
tend  to  i  however,  in  ail  probability  they  are  all  miftaken,  for  if 
SDerbent  were  Alexandria ,  it  muft  (land  upon  the  Banks  of  a  River, 
which  it  does  not ;  therefore  the  Favourers  of  that  Opinion  muft 
own  their  Error,  from  the  Czar's  own  Draught  of  the  Cafpian  Sea  ; 


*  Taku,  according  to  what  a  Greek  who  had  been  there  told  mey  is  famous  for  Furs  and  a 
good  Fifh  Market,  pretty  much  frequented  by  the  Georgians  j  but  an  ugly  Place  for  its  Houfes 


and  Walls,  vohicb  are  very  bad, 
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On  the  other  hand,  if  Alexandria  was  built  on  the  Banks  of  the  Ta- 
mis,  how  then  coil’d  Alexander  march  his  Army  immediately  thither, 
after  the  taking  of  Cyropolis ,  which  incontefiably  Hood  on  the  fide  of  the 
River  Cyrus,  and  might  very  probably  be  the  prefent  Schamachia ,  and 
is  above  1200  Miles  difiant  from  it.  Upon  the  whole,  Oiuntus  Curtius 
.  mufi  have  mifiaken  the  Name  of  the  River  whereon  Alexandria  was  fi- 
tuated  i  as  podibly  the  others  have  the  Place  where  it  Hood,  in  taking 
it  for  Herbert.  To  return  to  the  City  itfelf,  whence  this  DigreHion  has 
infenfibiy  led  me,  according  to  the  Accounts  of  fome  Armenians  of 
Cajfa ,  who  had  been  there,  and  of  whom  I  enquired:  It  is  defended  by 
a  Hrong  Cattle,  with  a  good  Harbour,  about  400  Paces  from  the  Caf- 
pi  an  Sea and  two  Walls  extending  themfelves  from  the  Town  to  rhe 
Sea- fide,  entirely  ffiut  up  the  Paifage,  whence  it  is  call’d  the  Iron- 
Gate,  from  the  Difficulty  of  taking  it.  Having  mention'd  the  River 
• Dana ,  and  its  Golden  Sands,  as  one  of  the  Inducements  of  the  Czars' 
Undertaking,  it  may  perhaps  be  expe&ea  I  ffiou’d  fay  fomething  of 
that  likewiie  ;  but  here  again  I  confefs  my  felf  at  a  lofs,  for,  upon 
the  HrideH  Enquiry,  I  can't  find  any  Afatick  River,  except  the  Tafio- 
Ins ,  either  amongft  the  Ancient  or  Modern  Geographers  or  Hifiorians, 
endued  with  that  Quality  ;  and  as  for  thole  near  Jerky,  Taku ,  Herbert , 
Schamachia ,  &c.  the  only  famous  ones  are  the  Kurr  or  Cyrus,  and  the 
Araxes ,  neither  of  which  have  ever  been  faid  to  have  that  Property. 
Such  as  it  is,  there  is  a  little  River  of  that  Name  below  Herbert , 
but  I  believe  his  Czarian  Majefiy’s  Engineers  were  the  firH  who  found 
the  Secret  of  its  abounding  with  Golden  Sands.  Some  will  have  this 
Tahlolus,  tho’  unknown  to  Curtius,  and  the  ancient  Geographers, 
to  have  given  rife  to  the  Fable  of  the  Golden  Fleece.  Others  pretend, 
that  it  was  founded  upon  an  ancient  Commerce  efiablifhed  between 
Colchis,  now  Mingrelia ,  and  Siberia ,  for  Sables,  black  Fox  Skins, 
Ermin,  and  other  valuable  Furs,  which  turning  to  vaH  Account  to  the 
Merchants  who  dealt  in  them,  gave  Birth  to  the  Storyof  the  Argo¬ 
nauts,  who  were  only  Traders  to  thofe  Parts.  As  to  Miriweis ,  all  the 
Account  that  can  be  given  of  him  muH  be  extracted  either  from  Letters 
we  receive  now  and  then  from  Correfpondents  in  Jurky,  or  from  the 
News  Papers,  which  are  lb  variable,  as  to  be  little  to  be  depended 
upon.  According  to  thefe,  he  is  one  Day  marching  at  the  Head  of  a 
confiderabie  Army  to  befiege  Herbert,  having  made  himfelf  abfolute 
Mafier  of  the  Terfian  Monarchy ;  another,  he  is  demanding  the  Prote¬ 
ction  of  th  eJorte,  and  offering  her  Homage  ;  and  a  third,  the  Ter  fans 
are  diffident  of  him,  and  implore  Affifiance  of  the  Grand  Seignior,  for 
which  they  will  pay  him  a  yearly  Tribute.  However,  all  agree  that 
he  is  by  Extraction  an  XJsbeck  Tartar,  and  of  Princely  Blood,  in  which 
alone  he  ditfers  from  that  fortunate  Ufurper  Oliver  Cromwell,  from 
whom  he  feems  to  have  copied,  having  like  him  cover’d  his  Rebellion 
with  the  Veil  of  Religion,  the  Publick  Good,  and  relieving  the  Peo¬ 
ple  from  Tyranny  and  Oppreffion,  till  he  found  himfelf  Hrong  enough 
to  throw  off  the  Mask,  and  avow  bis  real  Defign*.  And  this  his  bold  At¬ 
tempt,  Mko,  Oliver  s,  met  with  its  Succefs  ;  and  from  a  petty  Prince  of  an 
inconfiderable  Province,  he  now  fees  himfelf  Sovereign  of  a  potent  Mo¬ 
narchy  s  and  if  Report  be  true,  has  form'd  Views  upo nAJlracan,  and 
evznCafau,  of  which  probably  the  Turks  wou'd  rather  fee  him  Matter 
than  the  Czar ;  who,  if  the  Manifefto  publifhed  in  fome  Papers  be  genuine, 
is  like  to  have  full  Employment  to  maintain  hisConqueHs  both  againH 
him  and  the  Torte,  which  leems  refolved  todifpute  them  with  him:  But 
T  lhali  now  refume  the  Thread  of  my  Difcourfe.  Whilfl 
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Whiltt  I  was  asking  clivers  Queftions  of  three  of  thefe  Filhermen, 
others  were  drefling  for  us  a  Piece  of  Sword-Fifh,  lome  white  pickled 
Salmon,  and  a  couple  of  LacuJJds  ,*  and  we  had  hardly  begun  to  eat 
them,  when  five  black  and  two  white  Calmucks  appeared  on  Horfe- 
back,  more  monttroufly  ugly  in  their  Faces  even  than  the  Noghaians^ 
being  both  flat  and  tawny,  except  the  two  laft ;  who,  to  make  a- 
mends  for  the  want  of  Deformity,  had  fcarcely  any  Nofe  to  be  feen.  * 
Their  Eyes  were  all  of  them  very  Email,  and  funk  in  their  Heads, 
and  as  for  their  Bodies  they  were  not  fo  well  made  as  the  Noghaians  * 
their  Cioaths  were  much  the  fame  as  of  thofe  Tartars ,  being  of  the 
CircaJJian  Stuff  before-mentioned,  only  their  Vefts  and  their  Furs  were 
lhorter.  The  Horfes  of  four  of  them  were  not  fo  mifhapen,  and  lefs  than 
thofe  of  the  Noghaians  ;  and  the  three  others  were  very  fine  ones,  they 
having  either  bought  or  hole  them  in  CircaJJia ,  they  not  being  (as  I 
was  inform’d)  of  the  Calmnck  Breed,  as  were  the  four  others.  Thefe 
Calmucks  defired  fome  fmoak’d  or  dry’d  Filh,  in  exchange  for  a  Deer 
which  one  of  them  had  kill’d,  and  carried  behind  his  Saddle.  The 
Filhermen  fhew’d  them  feveral  forts,  of  which  they  chofe  as  many 
and  what  kind  they  pleafed  ;  for  he  who  had  the  Deer  fill’d  a  Leathern 
Wallet,  each  Pouch  of  which  might  hold  about  Thirty  Pound,  which 
he  fattened  in  its  Place,  without  making  any  Bargain,  and  almott 
without  fpeaking,  or  having  any  Conteft  with  the  Filhermen,  who 
only  handled  the  Venifon,  to  fee  if  it  was  fat.  In  the  mean  while, 
the  other  fix  Calmucks  caft  feveral  Glances  upon  us,  whereon  my  No - 
ghaian  put  a  difmal  Conftrudtion  in  his  own  Mind,  as  he  gave  me 
to  underttand  afterwards  ;  but  their  Prefence  did  not  at  all  incom- 
mode  us,  for  the  Exchange  was  no  fooner  made  and  the  Wallet 
fattened,  but  they  whipp’d  their  Horfes,  and  difappear’d  like  Light¬ 
ning. 

After  their  Departure,  I  ask’d  if  all  the  Calmucks  were  fo  made,  I 
wou’d  not  fay  ugly,  not  to  Ihock  my  Noghaian ;  and  they  anfwer’d 
me  by  his  Mouth,  that  they  were,  or  within  a  little.  I  did  not  per¬ 
ceive  any  Vettels  upon  the  Sea  ;  and  was  informed,  that  they  very 
feldom  did  venture  out  in  this  Seafon,  on  account  of  its  frequent  Tem- 
pefts.  I  won’t  enter  here  into  an  Examination  or  Difcuttion,  whether 
its  pretended  fubterraneous  Communication  with  any  other  Sea,  be  Fadfc 
or  not  ;  and  I  will  confefs,  that  I  can  no  more  conceive  how  it  Ihou’d 
be  poffible,  than  how  the  Sun,  by  exhaling  a  fufficient  Quantity  of  its 
Waters,  can  hinder  it  from  overflowing  by  the  prodigious  Addition 
and  Confluence  of  fo  many  large  Rivers  as  difembogue  themfelves 
into  it ;  wherefore  leaving  fuch  Difquifitions  to  nicer  Heads,  I  fhall 
return  to  the  Calmucks  in  general.  I  found  by  the  Anlvvers  of  the 
Filhermen  to  divers  of  my  Quettions  concerning  them,  as  well  as  by 
the  Account  of  my  CircaJJian ,  and  others  whom  I  enquired  of  after¬ 
wards,  that  they  who  are  call’d  the  Black  ones  extend  from  the 
North  of  the  CaJ'pianSca  to  the  North  Eatt  of  the  great  Lake  Stralfcoe 
and  that  they  all  live  and  camp  and  decamp  almott  after  the  manner 
of  the  Noghaians  ;  but  that  they  have  more  forts  of  Cattle,  and  keep 
them  generally  in  the  Winter  in  the  Defart  of  Ruflaya ,  which  is  be¬ 
tween  that  Lake  and  the  Sea,  where  the  Grafs  is  in  fuch  abundance, 
that  (as  they  fay)  it  is  never  exhaufted  ;  and  a  fort  of  wild  Oats 
grow  there  without  fovving,  which  are  very  proper  to  refrefh  their 
Horfes,  and  give  them  fo  much  Vigour,  that  they  can  faft  feveral 
Days  like  thofe  of  the  Noghaians ,  and  are  indefatigable  after  having 
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been  kept  and  refled  in  this  Defart  two  or  three  Months.  Thefe 
wild  Oats  (which  are  very  common  in  feveral  Parts  of  Noghaian  Tar¬ 
tary ,  and  in  the  Mountains  of  Circaffia ,)  ferve  (as  they  fay)  thefe 
Calmucks ,  as  Millet  does  the  Noghaian  \ Tartars  for  making  their  Talcan 
zn&Tchorba.  They  gather  the  Grain  when  it  is  ripe,  and  lhake  or  beat 
the  Stalks  upon  large  pieces  of  Felt,  which  they  fpread  for  that  pur- 
pofe  ;  then  cleanfing  it  of  all  the  Straw  and  Beards,  they  peel  and 
boil  it  with  Horfe-Fielh,  which  they  eat  as  willingly,  and  feem  to 
efleem  as  much  as  the  Tartars  >  but  they  have  this  Advantage  over 
them,  that  they  have  a  great  many  wild  ones,  as  well  as  Goats  and 
Sheep  in  the  Defarts  to  the  Eafl  of  Stralfcoe ,  befides  a  Number  of 
Deer.  This  Lake  feems  to  have  been  not  at  all  or  very  little  known 
by  the  Ancient  Geographers,  as  well  as  the  Form  of  the  Cafpian  Seay 
if  we  may  judge  by  comparing  their  Maps  with  that  which  the  Czar 
had  made.  This  Prince,  among  the  vafl  Views  afcribed  to  him  both 
upon  this  and  the  Black  Sea,  which  his  Fleet  at  Azoph,  before  the  Battle 
of  Truth,  feem’d  to  confirm  ;  lent  fome  Years  fince  fome  Mathematici¬ 
ans  to  draw  the  MapC.  which  I  obtain’d  by  the  favour  of  AdmiralAfor- 
ris,  to  whom  it  was  communicated  by  Dr.  Areskine  one  of  the  Czars 
Favourites,  at  a  time  when  it  was  not  to  be  otherwife  obtain’d.  His 
Czarian  Majefly  was  at  that  time,  (tho’  he  has  fince  alter’d  his  Mind) 
lo  jealous  of  this  Chart’s  being  too  publickly  known,  that  Dr.  Aref- 
kine,  on  his  prefenting  it  to  Sir  John ,  required  it  Ihou’d  not  be  made 
common,  no  body  but  the  Czar  and  himfelf  then  having  it.  It  is 
reckoned  very  exad,  no  Care  having  been  fpared  by  them  who 
drew  it  to  render  it  fo.  However,  I  can  fpeak  more  affirmatively  of 
that  of  the  Black  Sea ,  having  feen  incomparably  more  of  it,  at  leaft 
enough  to  know'  that  the  molt  principal  Rivers  arc  in  their  right  Situa¬ 
tion.  A  German ,  who  defignd  the  Sketches  which  I  had  reduced  into 
the  Form  in  my  MapB,  was  always  fufpeded  a tConftantinople  to  have 
been  fent  by  his  Czartan  Majefly,  on  purpofe  to  draw  the  Plans  of  the 
Turkijh  FortrefTes  on  the  Black  Sea.  The  firfl  time  that  I  knew  him 
was  at  the  TDutch  Ambaffadors,  by  whom  he  was  protected.  He  had 
already  taken  a  long  Journey  round  this  Sea  wirh  his  Excellency’s 
Pafsport,  (if  I  miflake  not)  and  had  defignd,  meafured  and  made  his 
Obfervations  without  being  diflurb’d,  or  fufpedfed  (as  I  heard  him 
fay  at  his  Return)  of  any  thing  but  being  a  Magician  or  Conjurer,  by 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Eaflern  Coafts  between  Trebizond  and  Tripoli ; 
which  the  Singularity  of  his  Mathematical  Inflruments,  which  wer6 
entirely  new  to  them,  as  well  as  the  Uferuof  them,  might  occafion  * 
befides,  they  that  are  ignorant  or  fuperflitious  believe  every  thing 
either  a  Miracle  of  Heaven,  or  the  Work  of  the  Devil,  which  they 
don’t  comprehend.  Having  been  fo  lucky  .this  firfl  Journey,  and  ha¬ 
ving  without  doubt  fome  new  Obfervations  to  make,  he  took  a  fc- 
cond  ;  and  (as  his  Protedor  told  me)  without  his  Knowledge,  or  de¬ 
firing  his  Pafsport ;  and  he  was  taken  with  the  Pencil  in  his  Hand, 
drawing  the  Plan  of  Jegnikale ,  and  fent  by  the  Bajhaw’%  Order  fet¬ 
ter  d  to  Conft  ant  inop  le,  and  put  inPrifon,  without  its  being  poffible  for 
his  Excellency,  who  reclaimd  him,  to  deliver  him.  However,  the  Vi- 
fier  being  willing  to  preferve  at  leafl  the  Appearance  of  that  Friendfhip 
and  good  Intelligence  With  this  Ambaflador,  which  he  was  engaged  to 
by  the  Capitulations  between  the  ‘Porte  and  the  States ,  rcfufcd  him  fi> 
as  to  leave  him  room  to  hope  he  wou’d  deliver  him ;  but  ’twas  bc- 
Hevd,  to  avoid  furrendring  him  alive,  he  had  him  flifled  or  poifon’d. 
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for  he  fentWord  a  few  Days  after  to  his  Excellency,  that  this  Man  was 
dead,  and  he  might  take  the  Body  and  have  it  buried,  which  he  did.  The 
Papers  and  Plans  were  detained  by  the  Vfter  ;  and  I  obtained  the  Map 
afterwards  of  a  Renegado ,  who  had  them  from  the  Vijier,  with  a  Com- 
million  to  examine  them,  being  a  great  Projector,  and  in  favour  of 
the  Rorte  for  fome  time,  for  having  communicated  to  the  Turks  the 
Scheme  for  making  Cloth  of  their  Wool,  and  prohibiting  the  great 
Exportation  of  it  to  Marfeilles ,  where ’twas  manufactured  and  brought 
almoft  all  back  in  Cloth.  This  Undertaking  fail’d  on  account  of  the 
frequent  changing  of  the  Vifiers ,  and  the  Difficulties  and  Expences 
that  fuch  fort  of  Enterprizes  generally  require  at  the  Beginning. 

To  return  again  to  the  *  Cahnucks ;  according  to  the  Account  I  had 
from  the  Fifhermen,  the  White  Ones ,  who  are  no  ways  lefs  deform’d  than 
the  Black ,  but  in  Colour,  have  their  Tents  or  Huts  on  the  North  of 
Circajjla ,  and  lie  between  the  Volga  and  the  Tanais .  I  enquired  about 
the  Lake  Stralfcoe ,  which  thefe  Filhermen  call’d  the  little  Sea  of  Stralf 
coe ,  and  ask’d  whether  there  were  no  Fifli  in  it  ?  They  anfwered,  they 
had  never  been  there,  but  that  the  Calmucks  had  often  told  them  there 
was  a  prodigious  Quantity ;  but  that  befides,  the  Country  round  about 
it  being  Defart,  and  only  inhabited  by  thejblack  Calmucks ,  it  was  too 
much  out  of  the  way  of  Commerce,  and  dangerous  by  reafon  of  the 
Vagabonds  call’d  Cardcolvachzy ,  who  lived  Only  upon  Rapine  j  and 
that  the  Cafpian  Sea  fupplied  them  with  as  much  as  they  coii’d  defire. 
I  asked  if  the  Waters  of  this  Sea,  or  that  of  Karabutask ,  were  fait  *  but 
they  knew  no  more  of  them  than  their  Names.  A  good  old  Man, 
who  was  born  upon  the  Spot  where  we  then  were,  added,  that  all 
the  People  who  lived  about  thofe  Seas  were  Savages  and  Vaga¬ 
bonds,  who  only  obey’d  Chiefs  of  their  own  chufing  from  among 
themfeives:  I  faid,  that  I  thought  they  had  been  fubjed  to  the  Czar  ; 
he  anfwered,  that  only  thofe  of  the  Defarts  of  Ruftaya ,  between  the 
Cafpian  Sea  and  the  North  of  Stralfcoe ,  ufed  fometimes  to  ferve  him 
voluntarily  in  hopes  of  Plunder,  and  other  Encouragement  which  his 
Czarian  Majefly  granted  them,  as  w7ell  as  the  White  Calmucks ,  to  bind 
them  to  his  Intereft.  In  a  word,  he  gave  me  to  underftand,  that  the 
Czar  made  the  fame  Ufe  of  the  Calmucks  in  general,  that  the  Han  of 
Tartary  does  of  the  Noghaians ;  with  this  Difference,  that  the  firft, 
efpeciaily  the  White  ones,  made  incomparably  lefs  Advantage  of  their 
Incurfions,  than  the  others  by  the  Sale  of  their  Slaves  i  for,  befides 
that  they  live  in  a  pretty  good  Intelligence  with  the  Gircajjians  of  the 
Mountains,  their  neareft  Neighbours,  who  have  put  themfeives  un¬ 
der  the  Protection  of  his  Czarian  Majefty,  ever  fince  the  Adion  of 
1708.-  the  keeping  of  Concubines  being  contrary  to  th oChriftian  Re¬ 
ligion,  which  the  Mufcovites  profefs,  th zReyfians  are  the  only  ones  to 
whom  they  can  fell  what  handfome  Women  they  happen  to  take, 
which  they  itiuft  go  a  great  way  to  feek  amongft  the  Circajjlans  that 
inhabit  the  Plains,  and  that  but  in  War  time,  and  thofe  only  the  Ra¬ 
gans  or  Chriftians  of  the  Colonies  who  ate  fettled  there  ;  the  Mahome- 
tan  Religion  no  more  allowing  the  Pro fe (Tors  of  it  to  fell  thofe  of  their 
own  Faith,  than  it  does  the  Rerfians  to  buy  them.  For  this  reafon  the 
Czar ,  to  make  them  amends  for  this  Difadvantage,  gives  them  Cloaths, 
Arms,  and  other  Yearly  Prefents,  which  the  Grand  Seignior  nor  the 
Han  do  not  to  the  Tartars  ;  who,  as  I’ve  already  obferved,  march  all 

*  The  White  Calmucks  have  fixed  Villages  as  well  as  moveable  one /„ 
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at  their  own  Expcnces,  and  even  give  the  Flan  the  Tithes  of  their 
Slaves,  befides  what  they  pay  to  the  Myrfas  their  Chiefs. 

As  we  were  preparing  to  depart  from  thefe  Filhermen,  the  old  Man 
happening  to  have  the  Curiofity  to  ask  whither  we  were  going  ;  my 
CircaJJian  anfwering,  to  Aftracan:  He  laid  ;  “  Take  Care  how  you  ap- 
“  pear  before  the  Gates  of  it,  for  fear  of  being  feiz’d  and  fufpedfed 
“  of  being  Turks ,  the  Governor  having  received  Orders  from  the  Czar 
tc  not  to  differ  any  Strangers  to  enter.'’  “  How!  reply’d  the  Koghaiany 
u  if  we  were  Turks ,  as  we  are  not,  is  not  a  Peace  concluded  between 
<c  the  Czar  and  the  Grand  Seignior?'  I  don’t  know  (rejoin’d  he) 
“  but  the  fame  Precautions  and  Prohibitions  are  obferv’d,  as  in  War- 
“  time.”  Another  Fifherman  allured  us,  he  was  inform’d  in  that  City, 
that  Hodilities  were  again  begun,  and  that  the  Calmucks  were  making 
ready  for  their  Incurfions.  I  heard  befides  afterwards  that  the  Muscovites 
had  kept  themfelvcs  very  much  upon  their  Guard,  and  were  very  jealous 
of  Strangers  ever  fince  the  lad:  Rebellion,  which  happen’d  (as  was 
laid)  on  Acccount  of  his  Czarian  Majedy’s  Orders  for  every  one 
throughout  his  Dominions  to  cut  off  their  Beards,  and  drefs  themfelves 
after  the  Manner  of  the  Franks ;  at  lead  the  Heads  of  the  Infurrecdion 
made  this  their  Pretence.  However  it  was,  this  Command  would  have 
caufed  a  great  deal  of  Trouble  to  a  Prince  who  had  not  been  fo  abfo- 
lute,  fo  powerful,  and  fo  fuccefsful  in  furmounting  his  Misfortunes, 
as  the  Czar.  I  remember  that  when  the  News  of  this  Injundion  reach’d 
Conflantinople ,  they  look’d  upon  his  Majedy  as  the  greated  Tyrant  in 
the  World  and’tis  hardly  to  be  believ’d  how  much  the  Minds  of  fome 
Greeks ,  who  were  before  well-affe&cd  to  his  Intereds,  as  being  of  the 
fame  Religion,  were  alienated  from  him ;  infomuchthat  they  faid,  that 
if,  according  to  certain  Projects  which  he  had  formed,  he  lhould  one 
Day  render  himfelf  Mader  of  Conflantinople  y  they  would  fooner  fol¬ 
low  the  Turks ,  and  fettle  in  Ajia ,  than  fubmit  to  fuch  a  Sovereign. 
The  Beard  is  the  mod  facred  thing  imaginable  among  the  Eadern  Na¬ 
tions,  who  would  rather  differ  aimed  any  Part  of  their  Body  to  be 
cut  off  than  it,  they  look  upon  it  as  a  Mark  of  Liberty,  and  confe- 
quently  the  Lofs  of  it,  as  a  Badge  of  Slavery;  for  indance,  the  Tur- 
kifi  Servants  mud  not  wear  one,  no  more  than  the  Slaves,  but  only 
Whiskers  ;  nor  the  private  Soldiers,  or  any  other  Perfon  in  the  Army, 
who  have  not  fome  Command  of  themfelves ;  and  both  among  the 
Turks ,  and  other  Eadern  Nations,  there  can  no  greater,  or  more  lenfible 
Affronts  be  offer’d,  than  to  the  Beard  j  and  to  curfe  any  Man’s,  or  threa¬ 
ten  to  cut  it  off,  is  more  than  to  beat  him,  or  either  to  call  or  make 
his  Wife  or  Daughter  a  Whore.  This  Superdition  extends  even  to 
their  Horfes  Tails,  of  which  I  faw  an  Example  in  an  Armenian ;  who 
happening  to  ride  by  where  a  Company  of  Englijh  Gentlemen  were 
diverting  themfelves  in  the  Country,  was  invited  to  drink  by  one  of 
them  whole  Horfes  he  took  Care  of,  being  a  Farrier  by  Trade ;  fo  he 
difmounted,  and  faden’d  his  Steed  to  a  Hedge.  As  they  were  all  very 
gay,  they  endeavour’d  to  make  him  fo  likewife ;  and  in  the  mean 
while,  one  of  the  merry  Company  cut  off  his  Horfe’s  Tail :  When  the 
Armenian  (who  had  not  obferv’d  it  till  he  was  ready  to  mount)  per¬ 
ceiv’d  it,  he  broke  out  into  terrible  Exclamations  and  Complaints,  ask¬ 
ing  what  Crime  he  had  committed,  to  have  his  Steed  fo  fpoil’d,  and 
in  fhort  would  never  get  upon  it  afrerwards  j  and  the  Gentleman,  who 
had  play’d  him  this  Trick,  to  appeafe  him,  was  forced  to  give  him  his 
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own,  which  was  rather  better  than  worfe,  and  make  his  Servant 
mount  that  which  was  mutilated,  injured,  and  difgraced  in  the  £ye$ 
of  his  firfl  Mailer ;  and  when  we  enter’d  that  Part  of  "Per a  which  is 
call’d  Beoglou,  all  the  little  Boys  furrounded  the  Horfe  to  flare^and 
laugh  at  it;  and  the  Turks  fitting  in  their  Shops,  being  furprized  with 
the  Novelty  of  the  Sight,  faid  to  one  another,  Back  back  ne  deli  gnia ~ 
ourler ,  Look,  look  at  thefe  Fools  of  Infidels. 

After  the  Fifherman’s  informing  us  of  the  new  Rupture  between  the 
Turks  and  Mufco-vites ,  my  Noghaian  wifh’d  himfelf  any  where  rather 
than  where  we  were  and  his  Fear  was  flronger  than  ever,  and  fuggefled 
to  him,  that  the  Calmucks  aforefaid  might  be  gone  to  wait  for  us  in  the 
Country,  to  make  us  Slaves,  and  that  the  dry  Provifion  they  had  taJ 
ken  were  a  Sign  they  were  going  upon  their  Inroads.  Upon  his  ac¬ 
quainting  me  with  thefe  his  Apprehenfions,  I  ask’d  the  Fifhermen  what 
thefe  Calmucks  did  with  their  Fifh,  they  who  were  not  reckon’d  great  Fifh- 
Eaters?  They  anfwer’d,  that  they  eat  part  of  it,  and  exchanged  the  reft* 
for  Cummin  to  make  their  Falcan,  with  the  Circajjians  and  CoJJ’acks,  who 
prefer’d  it  to  their  Venifon,  becaufe  it  was  lighter,  and  would  keep 
without  fpoiling.  I  own,  confidering  within  my  felf  that  I  ivas  in  an 
Enemy’s  Country,  with  the  Paffports  of  the  Han  of  Tart  ary  l  and  the 
Bafhaw  of  Bender ,  I  found  that  the  Fears  of  the  Noghaian  were  conta¬ 
gious,  and  had  made  an  Impreffion  on  my  Mind;  and  I  faw  but  too 
well  that  the  Courage  of  the  Tartars  confifted  in  having  a  Multitude  of 
Men  and  good  Horfes,  to  plunder  and  efcape  from  Purfuits:  How¬ 
ever,  without  declaring  my  Thoughts  to  him,  I  gave  over  my  Defign 
of  vifiting  Aftracan  and  Azoph.  Having  fatisfy’d  our  Landlords  for 
what  we  had  eaten,  and  for  the  Caviac ,  lmoak’d  Salmon,  Carp,  and 
other  Filh,  wherewith  the  Noghaian  furnifh’d  his  Sophra ,  and  the  fir- 
cajfian  a  Leather  Sack,  we  departed:  Neverthelefs,  I  had  a  fancy  to 
fee  A(lracan>  at  leaft  at  a  Diftance,  and  outwardly,  fince  I  had  loft  the 
Hopes  of  viewing  it  within  i  and  Night  coming  on  within  two  Hours 
after  leaving  the  Fifhermen,  we  halted  upon  the  Sea-fhore,  to  hold  a 
Council  upon  what  Road  we  fhould  take,  and  how  I  fhould  fatisfy 
my  Curiofity.  Whilft  we  were  fmoaking  our  Pipes,  we  fix’d  upon  this 
Rel'olution,  to  ride  briskly  all  Night,  to  the  end  that  at  Break  of  Day 
we  might  find  our  felves  near  enough  this  City  to  have  a  Sight  of  it ; 
fo  I  took  Care  to  hide  my  Turkijh  and  Tartarean  Paffports,  and  we  fet 
forwards  about  Six  at  Night,  in  order  to  put  our  Defign  in  Execution  ; 
which  we  did  very  fuccefsfully,  without  any  other  Accident,  but  meet¬ 
ing  with  fome  Calmuck  and  CoJJack  Horfemen,  who,  in  all  Probability, 
taking  us  to  be  fome  of  their  own  Party,  pafs’d  pretty  near  without 
fpeaking  to  us.  Having  advanced  within  a  few  Miles  of  Aftracan  f 
and  not  daring  to  approach  any  nearer,  as  not  being  fure  of  efcaping 
an  Examination  by  the  Mufcovites ,  I  look’d  about  for  a  rifing  Ground, 
in  order  to  confider  it  to  Advantage,  in  which  an  excellent  Roman  Te- 
lefcope  of  Campand s  affified  me  very  much  ;  and  its  Wails  regularly 
terrafs’d  with  the  Spires  of  its  Churches,  and  the  Roofs  of  its  Houfes, 
yielded  an  agreeable  Profped: ;  and  I  have  been  informed  fince,  that 

*  Aftracan  is  feated  at  the  Mouth ,  or  rather  Mouths,  of  the  Volga,  there  being  70  of  them, 
Jt  formerly  belong'd  to  Tartaria  Minor,  till  the  Tear  1554,  when  it  fell  under  the  Dominion 
of  John  Bafilides,  Czar  of  Mufcovy  ;  and  if  one  may  believe  the  Ruffian  Hiflory,  Sultan  Se¬ 
lim,  out  of  a  Defire  to  get  it  from  himf  facrificd  near  100000  Janizaries  and  Spahis,  and 
150  Ship  before  it. 
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this  was  ail  that  was  worth  feeing  in  it  . (as  I  heard)  the  Houfes  being  gene* 
rally  of  Wood  and  ill  built,  and  its  Streets  narrow  and  forrily  paved ;  in  a 
Word,  that  it  was  as  ugly  within  as  handfome  without,  if  one  excepts 
fome  new  Houfes  of  the  Governors  and  Officers,  and  the  Churches. 
Defpairing  to  lee  Afoph,  on  the  fame  Account,  I  told  my  two  Guides 
that  I  gave  my  felf  up  entirely  to  their  Management,  as  to  what  Rout 
they  would  take  back  again,  only  that  I  mud  pafs  by  Calbath ,  and 
fo  on  to  Talus  Maotis :  Wherefore,  that  we  might  get  at  a  Didance 
from  the  Calmucks  and  Coffacks  as  loon  as  poflible,  we  made  the  bed 
of  our  Way  to  the  S.  W.  my  Noghaian  and  I  having  refolved  within 
our  felves  to  dop  no  more  than  was  neeeflary,  even  in  the  Way  of 
the  CircaJJian  Villages,  for  he  was  didrudful  of  every  thing  ,•  howe¬ 
ver,  we  took  care  to  hide  the  Reafons  of  our  Apprehenfions  from  our 
Fellow-Traveller,  that  he  might  not  be  tempted  to  take  the  Advantage 
of  them. 

In  the  mean  while,  as  we  were  upon  the  Road,  I  revolved  in  my 
Mind  with  Admiration,  how  Nature  had  placed  almod  under  the  fame 
Air  and  Climate,  the  handfomed  People  in  the  World,  betweeen  two 
the  mod  ugly  and  hideous  ;  I  mean  the  Circajjians ,  between  the  Nog- 
haians  and  Calmucks  ;  from  each  of  which  they  are  only  feparated  by 
fome  Mountains  and  Rivers.  The  free,  eafy,  and  well-proportion'd 
Shape  both  of  the  Men  and  Women,  recall'd  into  my  Mind  the  Idea 
of  the  fine  Antique  Statues  which  I  had  feen  in  Italy  ,*  and  not  finding 
any  Crooked,  or  Cripples  amongd  thefe  Nations,  no  more  than  among 
the  Turks ,  I  concluded,  that  the  Prifon  in  which  our  Women  confine 
their  Shapes,  in  order  to  make  themfeem  fmall  and  flender,  and  which 
fome  of  them  don't  let  out  even  when  big  with  Child,  was  the  prin¬ 
cipal  Caufe  of  fo  many  of  their  Children  being  lame  and  deformed  ; 
as  the  Liberty  which  all  the  Eadern  Nations  give  to  theirs  was,  on 
the  Contrary,  the  Reafon  of  that  natural  Beauty,  of  which  thefe  Sta¬ 
tues  are  fuch  finifii'd  Copies.  The  fine  Make  of  their  Horfes  in  gene¬ 
ral,  druck  me  alfo  with  an  Adonilhment  little  inferior.  We  continu’d 
our  Journey  Night  and  Day  almod  without  dopping,  but  only  to  eat* 
red  our  felves  a  few  Hours,  and  feed  our  Beads,  and  that  in  the  open 
Air,  excepting  in  four  Villages,  where  we  lay,  for  the  Reafons  which 
I  fiiall  relate  in  the  Sequel  j  in  the  others  which  we  pafsd  through, 
we  only  took  fome  Provifion  for  our  felves,  and  Barley  or  Oats  for 
our  Courfers,  halting  afterwards  near  fome  River  or  Wood,  efpecially 
where  we  found  any  that  was  dry  and  fit  to  make  a  Fire.  The  firli 
Village  where  I  took  up  my  Lodging,  was  about  feven  Days  Journey 
from  the  Mouth  of  the  River  Strelli ,  as  near  as  I  could  judge  by  the 
bending  of  our  Courfe.  We  lay  here  on  Account  of  fome  Ruins, 
which  we  met  about  two  Hours  and  a  half  before  we  came  at  ir, 
Which  I  had  a  Mind  to  get  fome  Information  of.  Thefe  confided  of 
divers  Heaps  of  Stones  amongd  fome  Briars,  with  feveral  Fragments 
of  Walls,  dill  cemented  together  with  a  Mortar,  which  Time  nor  the 
Injuries  of  Weather  had  not  been  able  to  difiolve  or  feparate.  A- 
mongd  the  fined  of  the  Materials  that  remain'd,  were  divers  fquare 
Stones  of  different  Sizes,  as  hard  as  Marble,  and  of  an  Alb-Colour; 
and  after  having  hunted  up  and  down  all  over  the  Place,  for  about 
two  Hours,  I  found  a  long  flat  Stone  alfo  of  an  Afh  Colour,  and  on¬ 
ly  cut  into  a  plain  Square,  about  a  Span  and  a  half  in  Thicknefs,  and 
three  broad,  and  it  was  formerly  longer,  as  I  judged  by  fome  little 

broken 
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broken  Pieces  of  the  fame  Colour,  which  I  believe  had  been  Part  of  it. 
I  copied  from  it  the  Ch^iraders  of  the  Print  XXVII.  N.  (6.)  which  are 
unknown  to  me,  and  no  Body  could  as  yet  explain  them  ;  however, 
I  have  reprefented  them  as  well  as  the  Injuries  they  have  fufFer’d  from 
Time  w'ould  permit  me  :  Probably  they  may  be  the  lame  Age  with  thofe 
in  the  Books  found  by  the  Mathematicians  employ’d  by  the  Czar  fome 
Time  fince,  in  taking  a  Survey  of  all  the  Coafls  on  the  Cafpian  Sea ; 
the  rather,  becaufe  they,  for  the  moll  part,  refemble  them,  (as  I  have 
been  inform’d  by  thofe  who  have  feen  both  ,♦)  they  are  in  the  faid 
Print  fomething  lefs  than  in  the  Original. 

Near  this  Stone  I  obferved  a  hollow  Place,  which  feem’d  to 
me  to  have  been  the  Entrance  into  fome  fubterraneous  Cave,  though 
now  choak’d  up  with  Earth  j  and  two  fquare  Confoles  alfo  of  Stone 
entirely  plain,  without  any  thing  to  fet  them  off,  which  were  on  each 
Side  of  it,  confirm’d  me  in  my  Opinion,  and  that  the  Stone,  with  the 
Infcription  upon  it,  had  been  the  Architrave.  I  could  not  meet  amongll 
thefe  Ruins  with  any  Ornaments  of  Architecture,  nor  any  other  ln- 
feriptions,  or  ought  elfe  that  was  worth  remarking.  They  are  but  of 
fmali  Compafs,  efpecially  on  the  N.  and  S.  E.  where  they  are  bounded 
by  Woods  and  Mountains,  at  the  Foot  of  one  of  which  they  are  fi- 
tuated,  and  have  on  their  S.  E.  a  little  rapid  and  clear  River,  admira¬ 
ble  for  theSoftnefs  of  its  Water,  a  Quality  it  has  in  common  with  moll 
part  of  the  Rivers  in  this  Country.  I  enquired  in  the  Village  that 
was  nearell  to  them  upon  our  Road,  if  they  could  inform  me  any  thing 
about  them ;  but  could  not  fo  much  as  hear  any  Name  they  had,  be- 
fides  that  of  the  Old  City ,  a  Name  ufually  given  by  the  Eallem  Peo¬ 
ple  to  all  thofe  of  whofe  real  ones  they  are  ignorant.  I  ask’d,  if  no 
Body  had  found  any  old  Coins  thereabouts ;  and  they  told  me  that  a 
young  Man  in  the  Village  had  fome  Pieces  of  Silver,  with  two  carv’d 
Stones  that  he  had  brought  from  thence.  I  defir’d  to  be  conducted 
thither,  and  he  Ihow’d  me  his  whole  Stock,  which  was  the  Silver  Me¬ 
dal  in  the  Print  XII.  N.  (31.)  and  one  of  Brafs  mark’d  (c)  in  the  Print 
XIV.  and  the  3  Cornelians  14.  and  16.  in  the  XXI Vth,  and  (h)  in  the 
XXVIIth  ones.  He  faid  he  had  exchang’d  fix  of  the  firfl  fort  for  three 
Knives  with  a  Cutler,  who  had  melted  them  down  to  make  the  Han¬ 
dle  of  a  Myrfri s  Sabre.  This  Village  was  very  ordinary,  and  confifl- 
ed  only  of  fuch  Huts,  as  thofe  I  have  reprefented  in  the  firft  ,*  and  the 
Inhabitants  ufed  us  with  fo  much  Humanity,  that  I  fuffer’d  my  felf 
to  be  over-perfwaded  to  pafs  the  Night  there,  and  they  almoll  fought 
who  fhould  entertain  us  5  but  the  Proprietor  of  the  Medals  and  Stones 
carry’d  it,  by  our  Choice.  Being  enter’d,  a  young  Boy  pull’d  of F  my 
Boots,  and  a  Girl  brought  me  fome  warm  Water  in  a  Bowl  to  wafh 
my  Feet,  whilfl  others  took  Care  of  our  Horfes ;  in  a  Word,  we 
were  treated  every  where  as  in  the  firll  Village,  at  leafl  with  very 
little  Difference.  They  dreffed  here  for  us  half  a  young  Wild  Boar, 
and  a  quarter  of  a  Kid,  which  they  cut  in  fmali  Pieces,  and  roafled 
feparately,  after  the  Manner  of  that  Country.  My  CircaJJian  would 
not  touch  the  firfl  no  more  than  the  Noghaian ,  being  both  Mahome¬ 
tans*,  whereupon  1  made  them  ask  my  Landlord,  of  what  Reli¬ 
gion  he  was ;  and  he  gave  me  to  underhand  that  he  was  of  the  fame 
as  the  other  Circajjians  of  the  Mountains,  viz.  that  which  had  been 
left  them  by  their  Anceflors,  and  was  taught  by  their  Elders  ;  and  my 
CircaJJian ,  who  had  been  of  the  fame,  gave  me  an  Account  of  it,  by  the 
Mouth  of  my  Noghaian ,  tho'  a*  very  confufed  and  imperfed  one, 
Vol.  II.  K  which 
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which  Account  other  Perfons  of  more  Underdanding,  who  have  fpoke 
of  it  fince  to  me,  did  not  contradict,  and  was  in  Subdance  thus  :  The 
Circajjiahs  of  the  Mountains  are  fomething  like  the  "Druids ,  prodrating 
themfelves  before  'old  Oaks,  and  other  Trees,  wherein  they  believe 
fome  invifible  Deities  reftde,  who  are  capable  of  granting  the  prcfent 
temporal  Bleifings  they  defire ;  for  as  for  any  future  and  fpirituai  Hap- 
pinefs,  which  all  thofe  who  believe  the  Immortality  of  the  Soul,  (how¬ 
ever  they  may  differ  in  other  Points  of  Religion)  pray  for,  they  feem 
not  fo  much  as  to  have  any  Idea  of  it.  They  go  in  Proceffion  round 
thefe  Trees,  with  lighted  Torches,  and  fallen  Wax-Tapers  to  them; 
and  at  fome  Times  of  the  Year  they  facrifice  divers  Creatures  under 
them,  as  Oxen,  Sheep,  Lambs,  Goats,  <&c.  and  their  Elders,  who 
are  as  it  were  their  Priefts,  and  chofen  from  amongft  the  mod  aged, 
diflribute  the  Meat  about  to  the  Afiiftants,  and  carry  it  to  the  Sick 
iand  Poor,  who  are  abfent.  Thefe  Eiders  (according  to  the  Accounts 
of  feveral  Greeks  and  Armenians ,  efpeciaily  the  latter,  who  have  been 
converfant  with  them,  and  have  feen  their  religious  Ceremonies)  don’t 
fo  much  as  know  how  to  read,  and  repeat  a  fort  of  Form  of  Prayer, 
which  they  tranfmit  and  hand  down  to  Poflerity  as  they  have  recei¬ 
ved  it  from  their  Anceflors.  Several  Trees,  whofe  Trunks  and  fird 
Branches  were  blacken’d  with  Smoak,  with  Coals,  Afhes,  and  other 
Traces  of  Fires,  which  I  obferv’d  here  and  there  near  them,  were  dif¬ 
fident  Confirmations  to  me  of  this  their  Cudom.  As  for  the  red,  no¬ 
thing  is  more  amphibious  than  the  Religion  of  the  CircaJJians  in  gene¬ 
ral,  it  being  a  Compofition  of  feveral  others  ;  for  they  who  live  mod 
to  the  S.  E.  and  N.  W.  are  modly  ‘Pagans ;  they  who  are  neared  the 
Tartars  and  Perfians ,  are  for  the  mod  Part  Mahometans ,  or  at  lead  are 
circumcis’d,  and  have  a  great  deal  of  Mahometifm  mix’d  with  their  Su- 
perdition }  and  they  who  have  mod  Commerce  with  the  Mufcovites> 
Georgians ,  Mingrelians ,  and  Armenians ,  have  adopted  many  Greek  and 
Armenian  Ceremonies,  and  fome  of  them  are  even  baptized  ;  in  a 
Word,  both  their  Knowledge  and  Pra&ice  in  Matters  of  Religion,  is 
a  meer  Chaos .  Our  Landlord  (as  I  found)  was  circumcis’d,  without 
being  either  Mahometan  or  Jew ,  and  he  eat  Swine’s  Flefii,  contrary  to 
the  Law  which  preferibes  Circumcifion,  as  perhaps  my  CircaJJian 
would  have  done  likewife,  if  he  had  not  been  redrain’d  by  the  Exam¬ 
ple  of  the  j Noghaian.  They  made  me  here  the  fame  Propofal  with  re- 
fpedl  toShe-Slaves  and  Horfes,  as  they  had  done  elfewhere,  which  I 
declined  after  the  like  manner. 

As  I  found  thefe  People  dill  handfomer  and  handfomer,  in  Propor¬ 
tion,  as  I  advanced  amongd  the  Mountains,  and  faw  no  Body  who 
was  fear’d  with  the  Small-Pox,  I  bethought  my  felf  to  ask  them,  if 
they  had  any  Secret  to  preferve  themfelves  from  the  Havock  which 
that  Diftemper  makes  among  fo  many  other  Nations  :  They  inform’d 
me,  that  ’twas  owing  in  a  great  meafure  to  their  inoculating  them  ; 
whereupon  I  defir’d  to  be  told  their  manner  of  doing  it,  which  they 
explain’d  to  me  exadtly  enough  for  me  to  comprehend  it  without  feeing 
the  Operation ;  tho’ by  my  diligent  Enquiry  in  all  the  Villages  thro' 
which  we  pafs’d,  I  found  an  Opportunity  of  being  prefent  when  it.  was 
put  in  Practice :  It  was  in  a  Village  call’d  Deglivad^  upon  a  *  young  Girl 

*  They  oftner  inoculate  the  Small-Pox  upon  Girls  than  Boys  ;  however  even  they  are  not  much 
marked,  which  may  be  the  Effect  of  the  Benignity  of  the  Climate,  and  of  the  Precaution  in  treat¬ 
ing  aU  Children ,  when  ftcl ^  before  they  have  it,  as  if’twere  that  Diftemper. 
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of  betvVeen  Four  and  Five  Years  old ;  they  had  (as  they  faid)  purged 
her  before  hand  ;  and  on  my  asking  with  what,  1  underftood  that  it 
was  with  the  dry’d  Fruit,  and  the  Leaves  and  Roots  of  Buglofs  boiled 
together,  at  leatt  the  Leaves  which  they  (hew’d  me  made  me  judge  it 
to  be  that  Plant.  The  Girl  was  carried  to  a  young  Boy  of  three  Years 
old,  who  had  this  Dittemper  naturally,  and  whole  Pocks  began  to  fup- 
purate  or  were  ripe,  and  an  old  Woman  perform’d  the  Operation ;  for 
thofe  of  this  Sex,  who  are  the  moll  advanced  in  Age,  are  believ’d  to 
be  alfo  fo  in  Wifdom  and  Knowledge,  as  well  as  the  Oldeft  of  the 
other  ;  and  they  exercife  generally  the  Practice  of  Phyfick,  as  thefe 
latter  do  of  Priefthood.  The  Manner  of  her  inoculating  the  Pock  was 
thus  :  She  took  three  Needles  fattened  together,  and  prick'd  firtt  the 
Pit  of  the  Stomach  ;  fecondly,  diredily  over  the  Heart  ;  thirdly,  the 
Navel  ;  fourthly,  the  Right  Wrift;  and  fifthly,  the  Ankle  of  the  Left 
Foot,  till  the  Blood  came  ;  at  the  fame  time  Ihe  took  fome  Matter  from 
the  Pocks  of  the  fick  Perfon,  and  apply’d  it  to  the  bleeding  Parts, 
which  Ihe  cover’d  firtt  with  Angelica  Leaves  dry’d,  and  after  with 
fome  of  the  youngeft  Lamb  Skins  ;  and  having  bound  them  all  well 
on,  the  Mother  wrapp’d  her  Daughter  up  in  one  of  the  Skin  Cover¬ 
ings,  which,  as  I  have  obferved,  compofe  the  Circajfian  Beds,  and  car¬ 
ried  her  thus  pack'd  up  in  her  Arms  to  her  own  Home  ;  where  (as 
they  told  me)  Ihe  was  to  continue  to  be  kept  warm,  eat  only  a  fort  of 
Pap  made  of  Cummin  Flower,  with  two  thirds  Water,  and  one  third 
Sheep’s  Milk,  without  either  Flefh  or  Fifh,  and  drink  a  fort  of  Tifan 
made  with  Angelica ,  Buglofs  Roots  and  Licorijh ,  which  are  all  very 
common  throughout  the  Country  ,•  and  they  allured  me,  that  with 
this  Precaution  and  Regimen ,  the  Small  Pox  generally  came  out  very 
favourably  in  five  or  fix  Days  ;  about  which  I  took  the  old  Woman’s 
Word,  not  (laying  to  fee  the  Etted:  of  it.  They  told  me  alfo  ano¬ 
ther  Precaution  which  they  take  ;  and  that  is,  they  treat  all  young 
Folks,  who  are  at  all  indifpofed  before  they  have  had  this  Dittem- 
per,  as  if  it  were  a  Symptom  or  Indication  of  it,  as  fome  mutt  natu¬ 
rally  have  it  before  it  can  be  given  artificially  to  others  ;  and  to  this 
Precaution  or  Regimen ,  they  attribute  their  having  fuch  a  fmall  num¬ 
ber  of  Pocks,  and  fo  few  Marks  of  them.  To  this  firtt  manner  of 
communicating  the  Small-Pox  they  have  added  a  fecond  more  gene¬ 
ral  and  more  eafy,  which  is,  that  after  purging  the  Perfons  to  whom 
they  defign  to  give  them,  they  put  them  naked  to  Bed  to  one  who 
has  them  before  the  Pocks  are  ripe  ;  and  they  communicate  them  both 
thefe  ways  (the  firtt  of  which  is  the  molt  certain  and  infallible)  to 
Children  under  Seven  Years  of  Age  ;  and  thofe  Parents  who  have 
handfome  Daughters,  will  fometimes  ride  for  that  purpofe  a  Days 
Journey  round  about,  to  find  fome  young  Child  who  has  them.  No 
body  cou'dgive  me  any  Information,  of  how  ancient  (landing  the  Pra- 
(ttice  of  this  Operation  had  been  amongft  them. 

Angelica  and  Buglofs  are  (as  I  before  hinted)  very  common  in  this 
Country,  and  the  two  favourite  Herbs  of  their  own  old  She  Phyficians. 
The  Name  of  the  firtt  is  in  their  Tongue  Albahel ,  and  the  fecond  Fe- 
hinne  j  I  havefeen  feveral  Roots  of  the  firtt  almoft  as  large  as  ones  Arm, 
hanging  at  the  Top  of  their  Huts.  Amaranth ,  which  they  call  Hellenlibiot , 
has  the  third  place  in  their  Etteem  ;  and  the  Heldet or  Carduus  Bene - 
dihhiSj  the  fourth,  which  are  likewife  in  great  Plenty  every  where: 
They  dry  the  Roots  and  Leaves  of  all  the  four,  and  boil  them  in 
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Water  without  any  other  Addition,  and  afterwards  drink  it  at  Difcre- 
tion  indifferently  in  all  Didempers. 

The  moft  general  Food  of  the  CircaJJians  confifls  of  Mutton,  Beef, 
Poultry,  wild  Fowl  and  Venifon  ;  they  have  Numbers  of  the  firft 
forts  in  the  Champian  Country,  and  being  great  Hunters  they  are  ne¬ 
ver  without  the  others,  efpecially  amonglt  the  Mountains  and  Woods 
that  are  the  moft  inhabited.  The  Mountaineers  eat  Horfe-Flefh  as 
well  as  the  Tartars ,  having  but  few  horned  Beads,*  and  they  pound 
fome  Millet  in  Stone  Mortars,  then  diluting  it  with  Water,  make  it 
into  Dough,  which  they  bake  under  Embers,  and  that  is  ufually 
their  Bread.  The  CircaJJians  who  are  Mahometans  obey  the  Han,  and 
upon  Occafion  furnifh  him  with  15000  Men.  The  Mens  Habit  is 
pretty  like  that  of  the  Tartars ,  but  fomewhat  fhorter  ;  that  is  to  fay, 
they  keep  a  Medium  between  their  Drefs  and  that  of  the  Terjians  : 
The  fame  may  be  faid  of  the  Womens,  as  may  be  feen  by  the  Fi¬ 
gures  on  the  Map  C,  where  they  are  all  reprefented.  Letter  (/)  is  a 
NoghaianTartar ,  [a)  is  the  fame  upon  my  Map  B,  with  his  Waggon 
drawn  by  Dromedaries  ,•  upon  which  is  an  Obba  or  Tent  after  his  Coun¬ 
try  Falhion.  {g)  Isa  CircaJJian  with  two  young  CircaJJian  Maidens  (<?) 
(f)  which  he  is  offering  to  fell  to  the  :Per(ian  [h).  The  CircaJJians  are 
generally  govern’d  by  Myrfas ,  like  the  Tartars ;  which  Myrfas ,  at 
leaffc  they  who  are  not  Mahometan, s,  fell  or  prefent  the  Children  of 
their  Subjects,  even  fome  times  their  own,  for  Slaves  ;  and  they  ufed 
themlelves  to  chufe  thofe  which  they  paid  as  a  Tribute  to  the  Han 
before  the  Defeat  of  the  Tartars ,  Cudom  having  rendered  that  eafy  to 
them,  which  to  us  feems  contrary  to  Nature.  Their  Marriage  is  but 
a  Civil  Contrad,  and  their  Elders  ferve  them  inflead  of  Judges,  as 
well  as  Prieds,  Tho’  Fathers  and  Mothers  offer  their  Children,  as 
I’ve  obferv’d,  they  teach  them  to  prefer ve  their  Virginity,  the  Lofs  of 
which  rakes  away  half  their  Value  ;  and  a  Man,  who  fhpu’d  feduce 
one  of  them,  wou’d  violate  the  Laws  of  Hofpitality,  and  be  con¬ 
demn’d  to  buy  her  of  her  Parents,  (who  alone  have  the  Right  to  dif- 
pole  of  her)  at  the  Price  of  a  Maid,  but  this  happens  but  feldom  ;  and 
after  he  has  purchafed  her,  he  may  do  as  he  pleafes  with  her,  either 
keep  and  make  her  his  Bedfellow,  or  fell  her  again  to  another.  Their 
manner  of  adminidringjudice,  is  almoft  the  fame  as  among  the  Noghai- 
ansy  but  more  fevere  ;  Murther  is  punifh’d  with  Death,  and  the  Exe¬ 
cution  of  it,  as  well  as  the  Choice  of  the  kind  of  it,  is  left  to  the 
neared  Relations,  as  in  Crim  Tart  ary.  The  Thief,  who  cant  return 
what  he  has  taken,  is  condemn’d  to  be  a  Slave  to  him  whom  he  has 
robbed,  and  if  he  does  redore  it,  to  differ  a  certain  Number  of  Ladies 
on  his  naked  Body }  which  either  the  Perfon  wronged,  or  fomebody 
for  him,  lay  on.  Their  Tongue  is  very  foft,  and  they  feldom  or  never 
ufe  the  Letter  (r). 

At  a  little  more  than  two  Days  Journey  from  cDeglivady  and  three 
and  a  half  from  the  Ruins  before-mention’d,  we  met  with  others  which 
were  more  advantageoufly  fituated,  but  inferior  in  every  other  relpecd. 
They  lie  upon  an  Afcent,  and  are  almod  entirely  lurrounded  by  large 
Plains  ;  the  Sight  is  bounded  towards  the  North  by  a  Forred  ,*  and  a 
fine  River,  which  runs  from  the  North  Ead  to  the  South  Wed,  divides 
them  into  two  equal  Parts  ;  but  the  Materials  don’t  at  all  anfwer  their 
Situation,  being  only  Flint,  and  the  mod  ordinary  Stone,  infomuch 
that  if  fome  Numbers  of  {hem  were  not  dill  cemented  together,  they 
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'  cou’d  never  be  thought  to  have  been  made  ufe  of  by  Art.  There  were, 
however,  here  and  there  fome  reddifh  Stones,  which  for  their  Colour 
and  Hardnefs  relembled  thofe  of  the  Emilian  and  Appian  Ways  ;  and  I 
took  them  at  flrft  for  bak’d  Earth,  fome  of  them  were  flat,  and  lbme  few 
fquare,  and  for  the  moft  unhew’d  and  without  any  Luftre,  the  largeft 
not  above  three  Foot  in  Diameter.  As  for  the  reft,  1  cou’d  not  find 
either  BaJJb  Relievos,  Columns,  Chapiters  nor  Infcriptions.  Hereupon  I 
refolv’d  to  lie  yet  one  Night  more  in  the  two  next  V  illages  that  we  (hou’d 
come  at,  to  fee  what  Informations  I  cou’d  get  from  the  Inhabitants  of 
them  ;  but  they  cou’d  not  give  me  any  infight  into  what  they  had  been, 
no  more  than  the  others  of  thofe  before-mentioned  ;  neither  cou’d 
they  furnifh  me  with  any  Medals  nor  Stones  which  had  been  carv’d, 
not  having  found  the  leaft  Curiofity  themfeives,  nor  heard  of  any  one 
who  had. 

The  Place  where  I  found  thefe  Ruins,  with  the  others  before-men¬ 
tioned,  whofe  Characters  I’m  wholly  ignorant  of,  feem’d  to  me  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Metaphyfical  Line  by  which  I  directed  my  Return,  to 
be  to  the  South  Weft,  where  the  ancient  Geographers  place  the  Pil¬ 
lars  of  Alexander  the  Great .  N.  B.  For  the  moft  part  where  the  Ri¬ 
vers  were  not  frozen,  we  were  carried  over  by  our  Horfes,  thofe  of  the 
CircaJJians ,  as  well  as  thofe  of  the  Tartars ,  being  excellent  at  fwim- 
mingj  only  we  were  ferry’d  over  the  River,  at  the  Village  where  we 
Hop’d  afcer  having  feen  thefe  Ruins,  in  a  fort  of  a  Canoe  made  out 
of  a  Angle  Trunk  of  a  Tree. 

My  Circaffian  being  now  become  ufelefs  to  me,  and  exprefling  an 
Apprehenfton  of  approaching  Calhata ,  a  City  of  CircaJJia ,  that  (as  welt* 
as  the  Calmucks  w7ho  are  to  the  North  Eaft  of  it)  paid  Obedience  to  the 
Han ,  which  he  did  not,  (befides  his  having  been  in  the  Number  of 
chofe  who  had  beaten  his  Brother  in  1708,)  and  feeming  to  have  in¬ 
herited  the  Fear  which  begun  to  leave  my  Noghaian  by  degrees,  as  we 
drew  near  it,  faid  that  he  had  a  Brother  fome  Hours  riding  from 
where  we  were,  whom  he  was  defirous  of  feeing;  whereupon  I  made 
him  feveral  little  Prefents,  as  of  Parc  of  what  Tobacco  remain’d,  and 
other  Trifles  which  I  had  in  my  Portmanteau,  with  a  little  Money, 
wherewith  he  was  very  well  contented  ;  and  my  Noghaian  and  my 
felf  continued  our  Journey.  However,  his  Fears  were  not  yet  difpell’d, 
and  he  propofed  to  me  not  to  flop  any  more  at  any  Village  whether 
fix’d  or  moveable,  (for  we  met  with  both  in  our  way)  but  to  buy  Pjrq- 
vifions  ;  and  as  I  cou’d  not  find  any  thing  new  to  remark,  I  did  not 
oppofe  his  continual  Solicitations,  which  I  wTas  pretty  well  ufed  to  ; 
fo  we  travell’d  with  fuch  fpeed  and  good  Fortune,  that  we  arrived  at 
Calbata  the  24th  without  any  ill  Accident. 

Calbata  may  deferve  the  Name  of  a  City  for  its  Largenefs,  but  not 
for  its  Handfomenefs,  the  Houfes  being  very  forrily  built,  confiding 
only  of  miferable  Huts  made  of  great  Pieces  of  Pine,  and  other  Trees 
laid  one  upon  t’other,  joined  by  Mortifes  and  cover’d  with  Turf; 
or  elfe  of  Hurdles  plaifter’d  over  with  Mud  or  Clay.  They  are  gene¬ 
rally  low  without  any  thing  but  the  Ground  Floor,  excepting  a  very 
few  railed  upon  fquare  Walls,  wretchedly  made,  about  the  heighth  of 
a  Man.  Its  Inhabitants  were  Armenians,  Greeks ,  fome  Jews ,  No - 
ghaians,  CircaJJians ,  &c.  in  a  word,  I  met  with  all  the  Nations  that  I 
have  mentioned  between  that  Place  and  Bender ,  except  Black  Cal¬ 
mucks.

A.  De  La  Motr aye’s  T  ravels. 

I  bought  here  of  an  Armenian  Goldfmith  three  Silver  Medals  like 
(c)  in  the  Print  XIV.  and  (Jk)  in  XXVII.  Tertinax  N°.  (6)  with 
three  others  like  (26)  (43)  (44)  and  Faujlina  and  Tranquillma  all  of 
Brafs  in  the  Print  XII.  which  had  been  all  of  them  condemn  d  to  the 
Flames  by  their  Pofteflors,  who  fold  them  me  for  the  fmall  Lucre  of 
about  as  many  Pence. 

The  Circajjian  of  Cepherza  Myrfas ,  who  had  appointed  to  meet  us 
at  a  Slave  Merchants  of  his  Acquaintance,  having  finifh  d  his  Affairs, 
and  fuppofing  by  my  long  delay,  that  I  had  alter'd  my  Refolution 
of  paffing  through  this  City,  and  was  return’d  back  another  way,  had 
been  gone  about  ten  Days.  This  Merchant,  among  five  handfome 
Girls,  the  eldefl  of  which  was  not  thirteen,  had  a  little  Calmuck  about 
eight,  whofeSkin  was  as  white  as  Snow;  but  fhe  had  in  her  Face  ail 
the  Deformity  of  her  Nation,  and  feem'd  to  me  very  proper  to  repre- 
fent  the  Devil,  according  to  the  Notion  of  the  Ethiopians ,  who  paint 
him  White :  Surpris’d  at  feeing  fo  ugly  a  Creature  among  fo  many 
beautiful  ones,  I  ask’d  what  he  intended  to  do  with  that  little  Mon¬ 
ger  ;  he  anfwer’d,  that  he  had  bought  her  to  ferve  the  Wife  of  one 
of  his  Friends,  who  was  very  handfome  but  very  jealous. 

We  left  Calbata  On  the  26th,  and  let  forwards  for  the Talus  Mreotis ; 
and  in  our  Way  on  the  27th  vve  pafs’d  by  a  Colony  of  Noghaidns ,  a 
little  lefs  deformed  than  the  firft,  who  entertained  us  very  evilly,  as 
well  as  the  Circaffians ,  Georgians ,  and  Mingrelians  that  we  met  as  we 
enter’d  the  Champian  Country;  and  we  made  no  flay  any  where  but 
juft  to  reft  and  refrefh  our  felves.  On  the  3 1  ft  we  reached  the  Eaftern 
‘  fide  of  the  Talus  Mdotis ,  about  fourty  Leagues  above  Temrok ;  and  fee¬ 
ing  feveral  Saicks  in  an  open  Road  without  Town  or  Village,  I 
ask’d  whither  they  were  bound,  and  found  that  the  moft  part  of  them> 
which  were  defigned  for  Confiantinople ,  had  prudently  refolv’d  to  Win¬ 
ter  at  Jegnikale  or  Cajfa ,  and  two  of  them  to  venture  on  to  Killta 
with  the  firft  favourable  Wind.  As  I  cou’d  not  propofe  to  meet  with 
any  thing  new,  worth  my  Curiofity,  in  returning  to  Bender  thro’  Grim 
Tart  ary,  I  refolved  to  fpare  my  felf  that  barren  Fatigue,  by  embark¬ 
ing  on  board  one  of  the  latter  ;  whereupon  I  agreed  with  the  Reys  for 
my  Paftage,  having  firft  fatisfied  my  Noghaian  beyond  even  his  Hopes, 
by  prefenting  him,  befides  five  Piaftres,  with  the  two  Horfcs  that  I 
had  bought  for  my  Journey.  He  gave  me  a  thoufand  Bleftings  and 
Thanks,  and  defired  a  Certificate  of  his  good  Conduct  to  (how  the 
Bajhaw  of  Jegnikale ,  he  being  (as  he  faid)  to  pafs  thro’  that  Town  ; 
and  from  thence  to  Kejleve,  to  fell  his  Horfes  there  to  a  Turk  of  that 
Place,  who  had  defired  two  or  three  a  long  while.  I  told  him,  that 
the  Reys  being  to  flop  there  fome  Hours,  I  wou’d  go  and  thank  the 
Bajhaw  in  Perfon,  and  allure  him  that  I  was  very  well  fatisfy’d  with 
his  Service  ;  fo  conjuring  me  not  to  forget  it,  he  took  his  leave  of  me, 
and  fet  forwards  on  his  Journey. 

'  Twenty  four  Hours  afterwards,  the  Wind  declaring  in  our  favour, 
we  hoifted  Sail,  and  were  carried  very  fwiftly  down  as  far  as  Jegni¬ 
kale,  whither  we  got  before  my  Noghaian ,  who  (as  I  heard  at  the 
Bajhaw' s,  from  a  Man  who  was  come  from  Taman )  had  ftopt  to  wait 
for  a  large  Boat  to  tranfport  his  Horfes.  I  kept  my  word  with  him 
in  fatisfying  the  Bajhaw  of  his  good  Behaviour,  which  he  feem’d  very 
glad  to  hear,  and  ask’d  me  feveral  Queftions  about  my  Travels;  and 
he  cou’d  not  conceive,  that  only  the  Curiofity  of  feeing  a  Country  fo 
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difagreeable  in  his  Opinion,  as  being  deftitute  of  any  fine  Towns  or 
pleafanr  Villages,  con’d  have  induced  me  to  take  fo  long  a  Journey. 
I  told  him,  that  the  Report  (whether  true  or  falfe)  of  a  new  Rupture 
between  the  ‘Porte  and  the  Czar,  had  hindred  me  from  viewing  AJlra- 
can  and  Azoph ,  as  I  had  propofed  to  my  felf :  He  confirmed  it  to 
me,  and  added,  that  the  Grand  Seignior  had  again  declared  Waragainft 
him,  for  not  having  withdrawn  his  Troops  from  Poland,  nor  eva¬ 
cuated  Azoph  ;  and  he  allured  me,  that  he  mult  expetft  no  more 
Quarter  from  the  Hands  of  the  Sublime  Porte ,  after  having  thus  abufed 
the  Imperial  Clemency.  I  anfwer’d,  that  I  was  furpris’d  at  this  In¬ 
fringement  of  his  Czarian  Majefty  and  that  I  thought  it  was  his  In- 
tereft  to  cultivate  and  preferve  a  good  Intelligence  with  the  Sultan ,  in 
order  to  pufh  his  Conquefts  on  th eBaltick  fide. 

In  the  mean  while  my  Fellow  Traveller  came  over,  and  having 
feen  me  give  good  Silver  for  Brafs  Medals,  did  not  believe  me 
over  wife,  and  cou’d  not  refrain  telling  me  his  Thoughts,  *viz. 
that  they  were  fit  for  nothing  but  the  Brafiers  to  melt  down ; 
and  that  I  gave  too  much  for  them,  though  I  don’t  think  I  paid 
above  a  Penny  a- piece  for  the  Brafs  ones,  and  as  much  more  than 
the  intrinfick  Value  for  thofe  of  Silver.  The  Bajhaw  (whom  he 
came  to  wait  on  before  my  Departure  from  Jegnikale')  having  asked 
an  Account  of  my  Travels  and  Behaviour,  he  declared  to  him  his  Opi¬ 
nion  of  me  in  this  Refpedt,  as  I  was  inform’d  by  the  Italian  Interpre¬ 
ter,  who  acquainted  me  with  his  Arrival  ,*  and  I  found  by  the  Que- 
fiions  the  Bajhaw  asked  me  concerning  thefe  Antiquities,  as  whether 
I  thought  the  Ancient  Brafs  better  than  that  of  the  Moderns,  that  he 
was  much  of  the  fame  Mind  as  the  Noghaian.  I  anfwered  him,  that 
I  did  not  at  all  regard  the  Metal  'of  which  they  were  made,  but  the 
Antiquity  of  thefe  Coins ;  and  that  they  were  of  great  Ufe  for  the 
Study  of  Hiftory  and  Geography  ;  but  it  fignify’d  juft  nothing,  ’twas 
all  Hebrew  to  him,  and  I  cou’d  not  make  him  have  any  Notion  of  sit. 

After  fome  more  Difcourfe  upon  the  fame  Subject,  I  thanked 
him  for  his  Recommendations,  and  embarked  again  to  continue  my 
Voyage,  according  to  the  Defire  of  the  Reps,  who  had  finififd  his 
Affairs  in  lefs  than  an  Hour.  We  gain’d  the  open  Sea  the  fecond  of 
February  at  Night,  after  having  paffed  the  Streights  of  Caffa  before  the 
Wind ;  but  about  two  in  the  Morning,  a  violent  South  Weft  Wind 
obliged  us  to  change  our  Courfe,  thefe  fort  of  Veflels  not  being  able 
to  keep  the  .Sea  with  a  contrary  Wind,  as  I’ve  obferv’d  before.  The 
Keys  confidering  that  it  was  fair  for  Sebaftopolis ,  where  he  intended  to 
compleat  his  Cargo,  his  Ship  not  being  but  half  laden,  and  that  it 
blowing  hard  wou’d  carry  us  thither  in  a  fmall  time,  fteerd  for  that 
City  s  and  we  arriv’d  there  in  lefs  than  Twenty  four  Hours  very  for¬ 
tunately.  The  hopes  of  meeting  with  fome  Remains  of  the  ancient 
Hicfcurices ,  upon  the  Ruins  whereof  this  Place  was  built,  comforted  me 
for  this  Difappointment  ,*  but  I  was  miftaken,  for  I  coifd  not  difeover 
cither  any  Infcriptions,  or  Pieces  of  fine  Architecture,  to  ihew  that  ever 
there  had  been  formerly  aconfiderableCity  there,  excepting  fome  Pieces 
of  Columns  of  Granite,  with  a  Pedeftal  of  white  Marble  entirely  plain, 
two  Medals  of  the  Emperor  Claudius  and  King  Lyfimachus ,  and  one 
of  Ami  fits,  a  City  of  Pontus  mention’d  in  the  firft  Volume,  which  were 
fold  me  by  a  Greek ,  with  a  Marble  Head,  which  the  Reys  with  much 
Difficulty,  (after  having  fliown  that  Averfion  to  Figures  which  is  en- 
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join’d  by  the  Mahometan  Law,)  fuffer’d  me  to  put  on  board  his  Veflel. 
As  for  the  reft,  the  Houfes  of  this  City  are  but  ordinary,  and  fadly 
built ;  but  ’tis  very  populous,  and  there  is  a  Mingrelian  Church  very 
plain,  wherein  Divine  Service  is  celebrated  in  that  Language,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Rites  of  the  Greek  Church.  There  are  befides  two 
Mofques,  one  of  which  is  tolerably  handfome,  and  may  have  been 
built  of  the  bed  Materials  of  the  ancient  City,  there  being  fome 
Granite  Columns  finely  polifli’d.  The  Reys  took  in  here  feveral  Min- 
grelian  Slaves ;  great  part  of  which  were  fold  by  their  Mothers  like 
the  Circaffians ,  but  were  incomparably  lefs  beautiful.  He  alfo  took  in 
fome  Honey  and  Wax ;  and  the  Wind  changing  to  the  North  Well  three 
Days  after  our  Arrival,  we  hoifled  fail  again;  but  it  did  not  remain 
fo  long  as  the  contrary  one,  which  had  brought  us  to  Sebaftopolis ,  for 
giving  place  to  a  tempefluous  South  Eafl,  it  drove  us  up  two  Days 
afterwards  towards  Grim  Tartary ,  a  great  deal  falter  than  we  defired. 
Hereupon  the  Captain  repented  his  having  put  to  Sea  in  this  Seafon, 
and  fwore  by  his  Beard,  that  if  it  fhou’d  pleafe  Heaven  to  let  him 
gain  any  fafe  Harbour,  he  wou’d  Winter  there.  As  for  me,  I  chang’d 
my  Defign  of  going  by  Sea  to  Conflantinople ,  into  a  Refolution  of  go¬ 
ing  by  Land  to  Bender ,  and  we  had  the  good  Fortune  to  reach  the 
Port  of  Kejleve  on  the  9th.  I  had  no  fooner  landed,  than  I  made  a 
Prcfent  to  the  Reys  for  the  Time  I  had  been  on  board,  and  recommended 
the  Care  of  my  Marble  Head  to  one  of  his  Sailors  who  was  a  Greeks 
giving  him  a  Direction  to  fend  it  to  Conflantinople  by  the  firft  Veflel 
that  he  met  which  was  bound  thither  ;  after  which  I  look’d  out  for 
another  fort  of  Carriage.  Upon  Enquiry,  I  found  a  Tartar  of  Aker - 
man ,  who  had  a  Waggon  with  two  Horfes,  and  was  returning  thither, 
and  I  agreed  with  him  to  carry  nre  as  far  as  Trecop ,  or  farther,  if  I 
was  fatisfied  with  him  ,  but  in  very  few  Hours  he  gave  me  reafon 
enough  to  the  contrary,  after  the  following  manner:  Happening  in  the 
Night-time  to  pafs  by  a  Meadow,  where  feveral  Horfes  were  feeding 
without  a  Keeper,  he  feeing  that  I  was  laid  down  in  the  Waggon,  and 
believing  me  afleep,  as  I  was  indeed  almofl,  tho’  I  made  fhift  to  keep 
my  Eyes  open  enough  to  obferve  him,  leap’d  down,  and  flopping  his 
Horfes  gave  them  fome  Handfuls  of  Hay  to  employ  them;  than  ta¬ 
king  a  little  Bag  made  of  Hair,  (call’d  by  the  Turks  and  Tartars  Torba ) 
wherein  they  ufually  put  fome  Barley,  which  they  give  their  Horfes, 
by  thrufling  their  Heads  in,  and  fattening  it  to  their  Necks,  he  very 
foftly  drew  near  that  which  feem’d  to  him  to  be  the  beft  the  Crea¬ 
ture  fuelling  the  Provender,  very  familiarly  put  his  Head  into  the 
Sack,  which  the  Tartar  tied  about  his  Neck,  and  taking  hold  of  his 
Mane,  led  him  to  the  Waggon  where  he  faflen’d  him  with  a  Rope ; 
then  getting  up  into  his  Place,  drove  away  as  hard  as  pottible.  A  lit¬ 
tle  after  meeting  one  of  his  Countrymen,  who  was  going  to  the  City 
whence  we  came,  and  ask’d  him  where  he  had  gotten  that  Horfe  ;  he 
anfwer’d  confidently,  and  fo  loud  that  I  heard  him,  Alla  verdi ,  God 
has  given  it  me.  Upon  refle&ing  on  what  I  had  feen  and  heard,  fear¬ 
ing  that  this  Villain  might  play  me  a  Trick,  by  fhowing  me  fome 
fuch  Piece  of  his  Art,  and  pretend  that  Providence  had  prefented  him 
with  fomething  of  mine  which  I  fhou’d  not  be  willing  to  part  with, 
I  refolved  to  difcharge  him  at  the  firfl  Village  that  we  fhou’d  come  at ; 
but  an  Hour  or  two  afterwards  I  falling  fall  afleep  in  good  earned,  he 
quitted  his  Waggon  a  fecond  time,  for  fome  Trick  which  I  did  not  lee, 
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perhaps  of  the  fame  Nature  ;  and  ic  happen’d,  that  his  Horfes  being 
thus  iefc  to  themfelves,  began  to  run  full  Speed  a-crofs  the  Fields,  and 
the  Night  being  dark,  the  Waggon  was  foonout  of  the  Tartars  Sight. 

I  waked  in  a  Surprize,  and  in  vain  call’d  upon  him;  and  the  Horfes 
continuing  to  gallop,  feiz’d  on  the  Reins  as  well  as  I  could,  and  Uopt 
them,  and  for  fear  they  fhould  take  their  Career  again,  ty’d  two  of 
'tfheir  Legs,  after  having  given  them  fome  Handfulls  of  Hay,  which 
was  fatten'd  behind  the  Waggon,  to  amufe  them  then  I  began  afreih  to 
call  Mehemct  (which  was  his  Name)  as  loud  as  ever  I  could,  but  no  Body 
anfwer’d  ;  fo  not  knowing  what  to  think  of  this  Accident,  the  Caufe 
and  Circumftances  whereof  my  falling  afleep  had  hinder’d  me  from 
finding  out,  and  being  ignorant  where  I  was,  I  refolved  to  wait  for 
Day ;  which  hardly  began  to  break,  before  I  perceiv’d  a  Tartar  hatten- 
ing  towards  me,  and  crying,  Allah ,  AUah,  whom  my  Guide  had  fent 
one  Way  to  feek  his  Waggon,  whiltt  he  was  looking  for  it  another. 

This  Man  carried  me  to  a  Village  at  a  final]  Diftance  from  the  Place 
where  he  found  me,  and  an  Hour  after  I  law  Mehemet  arrive,  who 
had  (as  he  faid)  been  running  all  the  Night,  and  was  heartily  tired : 

He  excufed  himfeif,  by  pretending  that  he  had  flopt  for  a  natural  Oc- 
cafion,  after  having  given  his  Horfes  fome  Hay.  I  did  not  reproach 
him  with  his  Thefc  over  Night,  nor  let  him  know  that  I  fufpedted  he 
had  left  his  Waggon  for  fiich  another  Job;  but  judging  the  Tartar 
whom  he  had  lent  to  feek  me  to  be  of  better  Principles,  I  agreed  with 
him  to  carry  me  as  far  as  Bender.  He  was  an  old  Man  about  60  Years 
of  Age,  and  prov’d  afterwards  not  iefs  honed;  than  I  thought  him ;  fo 
I  took  my  Baggage  out  of  the  Waggon,  and  paid  Alehe?net  for  half 
the  Way  between  Kejleue  and  'Precop,  tho’  we  had  not  come  near  fo 
far,  that  I  might  get  rid  of  him.  The  old  Man  had  two  Horfes,  blit 
they  were  but  indifferent,  and  heeonfefs’d  as  much  himfeif  beforehand, 
but  added,  that  they  were  good  enough  to  carry  me  to  a  Keddi  about 
eight  Hours  riding  beyond  Brecop ,  where  he  had  frelh  ones,  with  which 
(as  he  faid)  we  might  reach  Bender  in  four  or  five  Days.*  We  faddled 
our  Steeds,  mounted,  and  arrived  at  Brecop  the  next  Day  before  Noon  ;  * 

and  the  Qrbcy  being  there,  I  went  to  fee  him,  and  told  him  how  ufe- 
ful  the  PafTpoft  from  the  Han  his  Father  had  been ;  he  receiv’d  tyie 
very  kindly :  He  was  in  the  ordinary  plain  Houfe  before-mention’d  in 
fpeaking  of  this  City,  fitting  upon  a  Sopha ,  after  the  Turkijh  Manner;; 
among  other  Things,  he  enquir’d,  if  I  had  heard  how  the  Governor 
of  Azoph  had  refufed  to  evacuate  that  Place?  I  anfwer’d,  that  the  Ba- 
Jhaw  of  Jegnicale  had  told  me  of  it ;  “  Ah  !  fays  he,  if  the  VifierBal- 
“  tagi  Mehemet  would  have  been  advifed  by  the  Han  my  Father,  it 
A  had  not  been  now  in  the  Czars  Power  to  give  Orders  to  his  Go- 
“  vernor  contrary  to  the  Treaty  ;  he  ought  to  have  taken  and  carried 
<c  him  to  Conjlantinople  as  an  Hottage  and  Security  for  the  Perfor- 
mance  of  the  Conditions,  and  have  kept  him  there  till  the  Execu¬ 
tion  of  them.”  He  ask’d  me  divers  other  Queflions  about  my  Tra¬ 
vels,  to  which  I  return’d  fuitable  Replies  ;  but  feeing  fome  Body  come 
to  him,  who  faid  loud  enough  to  be  heard  by  me,  The  Horfes  are 
ready,  and  concluding,  He  was  going  to  ride  out ,  I  took  my  Leaver 
;he  wi  fil’d  me  a  good  Journey,  and  I  went  to  ,  my  Guide,  whom  I  had 
left  in  a  CofFee-Houfe  that  was  kept  by  a  Janizary,  where  I  found 
Lever, al  others,  and  amongfl  the  reft*  two  who  were  come  from  Azoph . 

I  defired  to  know  what  had  induced  them  to  return;  they  anfwered, 
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the  Fear  of  being  made  Prifoners  3  and  chat  when  Ali  Bafiaw ,  whoiH 
the  ‘Porte  had  lent  thither  as  Governor,  thought  of  taking  PofFeflion, 
and  a  great  Part  of  the  new  Fortifications  were  already  demolifhed,  the 
Mufcovite  Governor  came  to  tell  him,  he  had  Orders  to  fufpend  the 
Demolition  of  the  reft,  upon  the  News  of  the  Depoficion  of  the  Vifier 
Baltagi  Mehemet ,  his  C%arian  Majedy  fearing  that  his  SuccefTor  would 
perfwade  the  Grand  Seignior  to  renew  the  War  ;  however,  he  offer’d 
to  continue  the  Thaim  to  him  and  all  his  Retinue,  in  Hopes  that  the 
new  Vifier  would  be  for  Peace  3  but  that  they  would  not  depend  up¬ 
on  Uncertainties,  and  thought  it  was  the  fureft  Way  to  return. 

Having  dined  at  Precop >  we  let  forwards  on  our  Journey,  without 
taking  any  Provifions  along  with  us,  but  a  Loaf  of  about  2  Pounds, 
which  I  bought  of  a  Janizary ;  my  new  Guide  alluring  me,  that  there 
was  Flefh  enough  at  the  Keddi  whither  we  were  going,  and  might 
reach  Calbournont  next  Evening  before  nine  a  Clock.  But  having  enter'd 
into  the  Defarts  in  Search  of  the  Keddi  ^  we  could  not  find  it,  and  he  Paid 
he  feared  it  had  removed  ;  and  a  thick  Fog  falling  in  the  Night,  which 
made  it  too  dark  to  travel,  we  fat  down  and  eat  mod  of  our  Bread, 
and  flept  three  or  four  Hours,  (he  upon  a  Piece  of  Felt,  and  I  upon  my 
Carpet,)  leaving  our  Horfes  to  feed  upon  what  Grafs  they  could  come 
at.  The  Fog  continuing  next  Day,  we  pals’d  that,  and  great  part  of 
the  Night  following,  in  wandering  fo  unfortunately,  that  we  could  not  fo 
much  as  fee  the  lead  Mark  where  the  Keddi ,  we  were  looking  for, 
had  been,  nor  of  any  others.  In  vain  he  call’d  as  loud  as  he  could, 
fometimes  upon  one,  fometimes  another;  not  fo  much  as  the  Eccho 
of  an  Anfwer  was  heard  :  Whereupon  we  dilmounred  about  Midnighr, 
eat  the  Remainder  of  our  Bread,  and  lay  down,  as  before,  till  Day¬ 
light  ;  when  we  continued  our  Journey,  or  rather  Rambling:  The  Fog 
growing  thicker,  confounded  us  entirely,  fo  that  we  rode  up  and  down 
without  feeing  any  Brack  3  and  the  third  Night  coming  on,  and  being 
extremely  dark  by  reafon  of  the  Fog,  we  reded  our  felves,  and  re- 
frefh’d  our  tired  Horfes,  in  a  Place  where  there  was  a  good  deal 
of  Grafs,  but  mod  Part  withered,  having  our  felves  only  fome  To¬ 
bacco  to  divert  our  Hunger  and  Third,  which  began  to  be  violent, 
efpecialiy  mine.  The  next  Day  (the  Fog  continuing)  we  refign’d  our 
felves  up  to  Chance,  going  fometimes  to  the  right,  fometimes  to  the 
left,  meeting  only  with  fome  Wild  Goats  that  ran  up  and  down  by 
Thoufands,  which  I  thought  at  fird  a  good  Omen,  expetding  that  we 
fliould  foon  meet  the  Keepers  ;  but  my  Guide  quickly  drew  me  out  of 
this  pleafing  Error,  by  informing  me  that  they  were  all  wild,  and  fo 
fwift  that  they  would  outdrip  any  Horfe  or  Grey-hound.  In  the 
mean  while,  he  was  fo  much  concerned,  and  lamented  in  fuch  mo¬ 
ving  Terms  his  having  plunged  me  (tho’  unwillingly)  into  this  Mis¬ 
fortune,  that  he  prevented  all  the  Reproaches  I  might  otherwife  have 
cad  upon  him ;  asking  a  thoufand  Pardons,  and  alluring  me  that  a  like 
Accident  had  never  happen’d  to  him  before,  and  fhowing  his  Sorrow 
for  it,  even  fo  far  as  to  died  Tears.  The  fourth  Night  being  at  lad  come, 
we  pafs’d  it  as  we  had  done  the  preceding  ones ;  what  mod  incom¬ 
moded  me,  was  Third,  not  having  been  able  to  find  any  Water  be¬ 
tween  that  Place  and  Precop:  As  for  the  Tartar ,  he  neither  complain’d 
of  that  nor  Hunger,  having  been  ufed  to  frequent  Fading  when  up¬ 
on  his  Incurfions.  The  fourth  Day,  which  we  might  the  better  call  fo 
as  deferving  only  that  Name,  the  others  having  been  made  real  Nights 
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by  the  Fogs  and  Mills,  the  Sun  {hone  out,  and  (hewed  us  at  the  fame 
time  our  Error,  in  having  turned  our  Backs  upon  the  Black  Sea,  where¬ 
as  we  (houid  have  kept  along  the  Side  of  it  as  much  as  we  could ; 
hereupon  facing  about,  we  directed  our  Courfe  by  this  aufpicious  Pla¬ 
net:  But  my  Guide’s  Jade  at  lad  funk  under  the  Fatigue,  without  its 
being  in  his  Power  to  make  him  dir,  whatever  Blows  he  druck  him  ; 
upon  which  he  took  a  lliarp-pointed  Knife,  and  open’d  one  of  his 
Veins,  and  making  the  Law  yield  to  Necetfity,  drank  the  Blood 
which  came  from  it,  and  invited  me  to  do  the  fame ;  but  how  vio¬ 
lent  foever  my  Third  might  be,  I  found  that  my  Averfion  to  that  was 
yet  dronger.  In  the  mean  while,  we  held  a  Council  about  the  Dan¬ 
ger  we  were  in  of  dying  with  Hunger,  and  it  was  refolved  to  kill  the 
Horfe  and  eat  him ;  and  we  were  jud  going  to  put  it  in  Execution, 
when  I  dilcover’d  a  Man  riding  about  a  Quarter  of  a  Mile  from  us, 
whom  I  Ihow’d  to  my  Tartar ,  and  bid  him  haden  as  fad  as  my  Steed 
wou’d  carry  him  to  overtake  him,  whild  I  wou’d  wait  for  him  fitting 
upon  my  Portmanteau,  which  I  took  off  to  eafe  the  Creature*  He 
did  as  I  defired  him,  and  returned  in  about  half  an  Hour  to  tell  me, 
with  a  Joy  that  feem’d  to  have  made  him  already  forget  his  pad  Hun¬ 
ger,  Third  and  Fatigues,  that  this  Man  belonged  to  a  Keddt  of  2000 
Horfes,  which  had  been  at  Grafs  five  Months,  and  were  about  half  a 
League  from  thence,  and  that  he  wou’d  come  in  a  Minute  to  conduct 
ns  thither  ;  he  did  fo  accordingly,  and  mounting  my  Guide  behind 
him,  I  placed  my  Portmanteau  upon  my  Steed,  and  we  rode  direcdly 
to  the  Keddt ,  where  the  Mader,  or  Chief  of  the  Keepers,  received  us 
very  civilly,  and  made  us  fit  down  by  the  Fire  in  his  Obba.  As  my 
Third  was  excedive,  and  very  troublefome,  I  begg’d  him  to  give  me 
fome  Water  ;  he  anfwer’d,  that  they  had  none  but  that  of  a  Well  his 
Men  had  dug,  which  was  fo  bitter  that  it  was  not  drinkable  even  for 
Horfes.  I  ask’d  him  what  ufe  they  made  of  it  and  he  faid  they 
walk’d  themfelves  and  boil’d  their  Viduais  with  it ;  and  that  they  car¬ 
ried  their  Horfes  every  five,  fix  or  eight  Days  to  fome  River  or  Pond, 
which  was  diffident  in  the  Winter;  at  the  fame  time  he  brought  me  a 
large  Porringer  full  of  Mares  Milk  fermented,  fuch  as  I  had  fo  often 
drank  amongd  the  Noghaians,  which  I  emptied,  my  Drought  making 
me  think  it  the  bed  Liquor  that  ever  I  had  taded  in  my  Life  ;  and  my 
old  Man,  to  whom  they  gave  fuch  another,  acquitted  himfelf  of  it  as 
well.  After  this  (that  we  might  wait  for  Supper  the  more  patiently) 
they  brought  us  a  great  Piece  of  cold  roaded  Horfe-Flelh,  which  we 
eat  with  all  the  Appetite  that  one  may  reafonably  be  fuppofed  to  have 
after  fading  above  three  Days.  Night  approaching,  we  faw  the  Horfes 
brought  home  to  the  Keddt  by  12  Keepers;  after  which  we  went 
into  the  larged  of  their  Obbas ,  where  was  a  great  Fire,  and  round  a- 
bout  it  three  wooden  Spits,  with  feveral  large  Pieces  of  Flelh,  which 
were  turned  by  three  Men,  and  made  a  Triangle.  One  of  the  Keepers 
having  taken  a  wild  Goat  with  a  Hare,  I  ask’d  him  how  he  did  to 
catch  it,  my  Guide  having  told  me  that  no  Courfer  or  Grey-hound 
cou’d  run  fo  fwift  or  fo  long  ;  he  anfwer’d,  that  they  took  a  Grey¬ 
hound  upon  a  Horfe,  and  that  when  the  Steed  was  weary  with  gal¬ 
loping,  they  let  the  Hound  flip.  Hereupon  I  began  to  examine  this 
Creature,  whofe  Hair  was  Ihort  and  harlh  ;  I  found  that  it  had  over  the 
Upper  Jaw  a  fort  of  Pouch,  in  which  one  might  put  at  lead  both  ones 
Hands,  and  wherein  were  two  Holes  which  lerved  as  Nodrils.  I  en- 
^  V6l.IL  Lz  quir’d 
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quir’d  if  they  were  all  made  fo,  he  faid  Yes  ;  and  added,  that  when 
they  were  running,  this  Pouch  was  fill'd  with  Wind,  and  feem’d  by  its 
Bignefs  to  be  a  fecond  Head.  He  uncafed  it  himfelf,  whilft  another 
did  the  fame  by  the  Hare  ;  and  having  drawn  them,  they  cut  them 
both  in  pieces,  and  made  a  fecond  triangular  Spitfull.  The  firftRoaft 
being  ready,  all  the  Keepers  fat  down  upon  the  Ground  upon  a  large 
piece  of  Felt,  inftead  of  a  Carpet,  and  whereupon  was*  the  Head  of 
the  Company,  who  placed  my  Guide  and  me  on  each  fide  him.  We 
had  pieces  of  Board,  which  ferved  each  both  for  a  Table,  Dilh  and 
Plates  for  three  Perfons ;  whereupon  our  Hoft  diftributed  the  Meat 
as  he  thought  fit ;  which  done  we  began  to  eat  without  fpeaking  a 
Word,*  and  the  Mailer,  my  Guide  and  I  concluded  the  Repaft  by  each 
of  us  fmoaking  a  Pipe  of  Tobacco,  and  the  recital  of  our  Misfortunes 
which  my  old  Tartar  made  to  our  Landlord,  and  to  which  I  added 
what  happen’d  to  me  upon  coming  from  Kefleve .  My  Eyes  begin¬ 
ning  to  grow  heavy,  and  he  perceiving  it,  had  a  Piece  of  Felt  fpread 
upon  the  Ground,  on  which  I  laid  my  Carpet  and  my  Portmanteau* 
and  fiept  as  if  I  had  been  dead  from  Eight  a-Clock  at  Night  till  Nine 
next  Morning  ;  infomuch,  that  I  don’t  know  that  ever  I  eat  or  drank 
with  fo  good  an  Appetite,  or  fiept  fo  foundly. 

Having  treated  with  the  Landlord  for  freih  Horfes,  I  thank’d  him 
for  his  Civilities,  and  fet  out  with  a  young  Tartar ,  whom  he  fenc 
with  me  to  conduct  me  to  Bender  and  bring  them  back.  The  old 
Man  being  fatigued  Raid  there,  and  went  to  look  for  his  Steed,  which 
had  been  condemned  to  be  eaten,  but  faved  his  Life  by  our  lucky  meet¬ 
ing  with  this  Keddt.  We  reach’d  Calbournout  before  Ten  at  Night,  tho’ 
diftant  Twenty  Leagues  from  the  Place  of  our  Departure,  as  my  new 
Guide  inform’d  me,  and  which  I  the  eafier  believ’d,  in  that  our  Cour¬ 
iers  feem’d  rather  to  fly  than  run;  and  palling  the Nyefter  early  in  the 
Morning,  we  only  ftopt  at  Ozakow  as  long  as  was  neceftary  for  me 
to  make  my  Appearance  before  the  Bajhaw ,  and  take  ProYifion  ;  and 
we  continued  our  Journey  thro’  the  Defarts  without  Interruption,  bun 
to  reft  our  felves  fome  Hours,  which  carried  us  in  two  Days  more  as 
far  as  Bender ,  being  above  Eighty  Leagues  from  the  Place  of  our  Yet¬ 
ting  out.  ,  ' 

X  Ac  my  Arrival,  which  was  on  the  xift  in  the  Morning,  I  alighted 
at-Monfieur  Fabrice* s,  who  exprefs’d  himfelf  glad  to  fee  me,  after  a 
longer  Journey  than  I  had  mention’d  to  him,  or  indeed  at  firft  propofed 
to  n?y  felf;  and  my  Friends  at  Conftantinople ,  to  whom  I  had  not 
given  the  leaft  Intimation  of  my  Defign  before  it  was  put  in  Execu¬ 
tion,  no  fooner  heard  that  I  was  gone  into  Crim  Tartary ,  and  tarried 
fo  long  without  giving  any  Account  of  my  felf,  than  they  gave  me 
oyer  for  loft  or.  fold.  What  wou’d  they  have  thought  had  they  known 
die  whole  >  For  People  have  fuch  ftfange  Ideas  of  thefe  Nations,  fo 
little  Knowledge  of  the  Difference  that  Hofpitality  makes  them  put 
between  thofe  whom  they  look  upon  as  Enemies,  and  carry  off  from 
thc-ir  ovyn  Houfes  and  fell,  and  thofe  who  commit  themfelves  into 
their  Hands,  and  truft  to  their  Honefty  as  I  did,  that  no  body  dares 
undertake  to  travel  thither,  but  only  upon  the  Tegafus  of  the  Poets, 
or  in  Imagination  ;  which  is  the  Reafon  that  we  have  fo  many  fabu¬ 
lous  Accounts  even  of  Crim  Tartary ,  which  is  fo  little  diftant  from 
Confiantmople,  Whilft  I’m  upon  this  Topick,.  it  may  not  be.  amifs  to 
ofefciwe,  that  I’ve  read  a  Book,  printed  at  London  in  *704,  *  which 
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places  the  City  of  Crim  *  in  the  middle  of  tii zTeninfula,  to  which  it  give9  *  Article 
Name  ;  and  lays,  that  it  is  thought  impregnable  by  reafon  of  the 
Strength  and  Height  of  its  Walls  and  Cable,  and  the  Depth  of  and' ui, the 

Ditches  ;  adding,  that  it  may  be  the  fame  which  a  French  Writer  (files  fourth  Edi- 
Bacchifaraium ,  where  he  refides  :  Whereas,  firft,  the  City  now  call’d  Crim  tl0n * 
is  a  good  Diftance  from  the  middle  of  the  Country,  and  has  no  manner 
of  Marks  or  Remains  of  fuch  a  Cable,  or  fuch  a  Force  as  tis  repre*- 
fented  to  have,  no  more  than  B acc hifarai,  which  is  about  Twenty-five 
Leagues  from  it,  as  well  as  I  cou’d  judge  by  my  Riding.  Another  Rea¬ 
fon  of  l'o  many  Miftakes  is,  that  feveral  Travellers  write  too  much  upon 
Hear-fay,  and  the  Anlwers  of  the  Natives  to  the  Queftions  they  ask 
them,  thereby  to  avoid  the  Trouble  of  viewing  themfelves  what  they 
write  }  and  thefe  Inhabitants  are  generally  too  ignorant  to  give  any 
faithful  and  juft  Account  of  what  they  fee  every  Day,  i.  e .  If  one 
ihou’d  enquire  of  a  CrimTartar ,  if  Bacchifarai  is  well  fortify’d;  he  wou’d 
anfwer  Yes,  tho’  this  Town  is  not  fo  much  as  walled  in,  without 
knowing  what  Fortifications  are.  'Tis  from  fuch  Hands  as  thefe  that 
Mr.  Tavernier  (amongft  others)  has  related  fo  many  groundlefs  Storied.

Of  the  Peace  confirm'd  on  Azoph  being  deliver'd  to  the 
Porte.  Complaints  of  the  King  of  Sweden  againfi 

■the  Englifh  and  Dutch  cAmbajfador.  His 
Swedifh  CMajefiy  ask'd,  whether  he  intended  to 
flay  or  go  Home  ?  Gives  no  Anfwer,  but  de¬ 
mands  One  Thoujand  Turfes  for  that  Purpofe. 
Twelve  Hundred  granted,  but  not  to  be  deliver'd 
till  his  fetting  out.  Got  from  the  Hands  of  the 
Balhaw  and  Han.  One  Thoufand  more  demanded 
by  his  Mayfly's  Order.  His  Envoy  ar refled  on 
that  Account.  A  Divan  held  thereupon.  The 
Grand  Seignior’/  Speech.  Orders fentto  Bender 
to  prefs  the  King’s  Departure,  the  Convoy,  Wag¬ 
gons,  See.  being  ready.  His  Majefly  s  Refufal. 
Attacked  thereupon.  His  mparallel'd  D  fence, 
taken  Prifoner,  and  f:nt  to  Demotica,  Sec. 

I  Found  the  King  was  (till  encamp’d  on  the  fame  Spot  where  I  had  1711, 
left  him,  under  a  thin  cold  Tenr,  where  he  contented  himfelf  with, 
or  rather  wou’d  hardly  fuffer  a  little  Fire,  that  was  put  therein  with¬ 
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out  his  Order,  alcho’  the  Weather  was  very  fevere ;  the  Houfe  which 
his  Majefty  had  confented  Ihould  be  built  for  him  of  Scone,  not  being 
yet  finilhed.  'Twas  a  long  Pile  of  Buildings  mark'd  CC.  Print  XXXI.  or 
rather  of  Halls  and  Chambers  but  one  Story  high,  with  a  boarded  Roof  en¬ 
tirely  plain,  having  only  its  Largenefs  and  Convenience  to  recommend  it, 
and  being  more  like  a  Place  of  Conference  for  a  Treaty  of  Peace  than  a 
Palace :  However,  I  lhall  call  it  fo  on  account  of  the  Royal  Gueft  for 
whom 'twas  defign’d,  and  whom  it  coft  Seven  Thoufand  Crowns  of  the 
Money  I  had  brought  from  Conftantinople  before  my  Departure  for  Ctrcaffla. 

Being  one  Afternoon,  juft  after  my  Arrival,  at  Mr.  Grot  ha  fens,  where 
I  had  din'd,  the  King  came  in,  and  feeing  me  there  yet  in  my  Tartar 
Cloaths,  fmiled ;  whereupon  I  made  a  very  low  Bow,  and  offer’d  to 
withdraw,  out  of  Refpecft  but  his  Majefty  very  gracioufly  order’d 
me  to  ftay,  and  asked  me  feveral  Queftions  concerning  Tartary ,  to 
which  I  gave  fuch  Anlwers  as  feem’d  not  to  difpleafe  his  Majefty,*  till 
Mr.  Mullern  coming  in  with  fome  Papers,  I  retired. 

I  lodged,  as  before  my  fetting  out,  at  Mr.  Fabricd s,  who  has  always 
fhown  me  agreat  deal  of  Favour;  and  I  found  there  a  good  Table 
and  fofc  Bed,  as  ufual.  As  I  had  almoft  during  my  whole  Journey 
lain  upon  the  Ground,  except  at  Bacchijarai,  Cepherza  Alyrfas,  Kaffay 
j legnikale,  &c.  even  on  board  the  Saick ,  where  my  Carpet  ferv’d  me  for 
a  Bed,  this  at  Mr.  Fabrices  being  upon  a  Sopha,  (for  his  Houfe  was  fur- 
nifh'd  partly  after  the  Tarkifh ,  and  partly  after  the  Chriftian  Fcrfhion) 
I  could  not  fleep  upon  it  for  feveral  Nights,  and  was  obliged  to  lie  up¬ 
on  the  Floor  on  a  Mat  or  Carpet ;  and  it  was  but  By  degrees,  and  af¬ 
ter  a  Week,  that  I  could  reconcile  my  felf  to  Soft'nefs,  or  bring  my  felf 
to  fleep  upon  a  Feather  Bed. 

I  enquir’d  concerning  the  State  of  the  War  againft  the  Mu fcovites, 
and  I  heard  that  the  Turks  had  made  a  great  deaf  of  Noife  (as  ufual) 
about  Azoph  not  being  delivered  to  them  at  the  Time  agreed  upon  ; 
that  the  Grand  Seignior  had  even  fent,  or  pretended  to  fend,  Circular 
Letters  to  the  Generals  of  his  Troops,  commanding  them  to  hold 
themfelves  in  Readinefs  to  march  in  the  Spring ;  fuch  Orders  at  lead 
^vere  publifh’d,  and  the  firft  Interpreter  oft  his  Swedijh  Mafjefty  gave 
me  a  Copy  of  them,  the  Tranflation  whereof  is  irt  the  Appendix.  But 
the  Mufcovite  Hoftages  had  conjured  the  Sublime  Forte  to  pardon  their 
Matter’s  Delay  in  executing  the  Articles  of  the  Treaty,  fwearing  that 
his  Intentions  were  ftncere,  and  promifing  immediate  Satisfaction  5 
whereupon  the  Imperial  Clemency  rook  Place  of  Refentment,  and  Con¬ 
ferences  of  an  Agreement  were  already  enter'd  upon,  at  which  the 
Dnglijh  and  ‘Dutch  Embafladors  aflifted. 

The  Han  was  at  Cauchan ,  whither  I  went  to  pay  my  Refpects,  and 
retrirn  him  Thanks  for  the  good  Ufage  and  Civility  X  had  receiv’d,  by 
the  Means  of  his  Paflport.  He  gave  me  a  very  gracious  Reception; 
and  feem’d,  -by  the  Queftions  he  ask’d  me,  to  hear  with  fome  Satis¬ 
faction  the  fliOrt  Account  I  gave  him  of  my  Jourriey,  and  the  Coun¬ 
tries  thro’  which  I  pafs’d,  efpecially  QircaJJia. 

On  the  27th  of  April  a  Capigi  Bajhaw ,  from  Conftantinople,  demanded 
Audience  of  the  King,  and  was  admitted  with  a  pretty  deal  of  Cere¬ 
mony  ;  feveral  Swedijh  Officers,  who  had  been  to  receive  him  at  his 
Lodgings,  accompanying  him  thither,  befides  divers  Zchoadars  of  the 
Bajhawsy  and  his  own  Servants.  He  prelented  his  Majefty  with  the 
Grand  Seigniors  Letter,  concerning  the  Peaceconcluded  with  the  Czar  $ 
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which,  with  his  Majefty  s  Anfwer,  is  in  the  Appendix.  In  the  mean 
while,  the  Swedijh  Minifters  had  prepoflefs’d  the  King  with  the  Opi¬ 
nion,  that  this  Peace  was  confirm’d  with  the  good  Offices  and  Inter- 
pofkion  of  the  Britijh  and  ‘Dutch  Embafladors,  Sir  Robert  Sutton  and 
Count  Colyear ;  whereupon  his  Majefty  call’d  them  Voluntary  Media¬ 
tors:  And  fome  having  added,  that  it  was  chiefly,  if  not  wholly, 
owing  to  the  Credit  and  Influence  the  firft  had  over  the  Minds  of 
the  Turks ,  this  Prince  declared  War  in  good  earned:  againfl  him$ 
highly  relenting  that  a  Minifter  of  a  Queen,  who  was  a  Relation,  and 
in  Amity  with  his  Majefty,  fhould  prefume  to  ad:  fo  contrary  to  his 
Intereft,  without  any  Permiffion,  or  Orders  from  his  Miftrefs.  This 
War  was  carry’d  on  againfl  his  Excellency,  both  with  the  Tongue 
and  Pen,  complaining  that  he  had  been  ading  under-hand,  and 
concerned  himfelf  with  excufing  the  Muscovites  flaying  in  Foland 3  nay, 
they  pretended  to  have  fome  *  Extrads  of  his  Letters  to  Vienna,  as 
Proofs  of  it ;  and  wrote  to  England ,  that  he  had  not  only  travers’d,  by 
all  imaginable  Means,  the  Meafures  which  his  Swedijh  Majefty  had 
enter’d  into  with  the  Forte ,  fince  his  Arrival  at  Bender ,  in  order  to 
retrieve  and  re-eftablifh  his  Affairs,  but  had  thrown  off  the  Mask,  and 
openly  efpous’d  his  Enemies  Interefts.  They  added,  that  Baron  GoltZt 
an  Envoy  and  Creature  of  King  Auguflus,  was  continually  with  his 
Excellency,  and  that  he  was  entirely  influenced  by  the  Saxon  and 
Mufcovite  Money j  in  fhort,  no  lei's  Satisfadion  was  infifted  on  by  his 
Majefty,  than  his  being  recalled  and  difgraced.  Mr.  Fabrice ,  having 
in  vain  endeavoured  to  deflroy  thefe  Impreftions,  fent  word  to  his  Ex¬ 
cellency  what  was  laid  to  his  Charge :  I  took  the  Liberty  to  do  the. 
fame  ;  and  he  anfwered  me,  that  he  was  pre- acquainted  with  it,  and 
that  Mr.  Funck  abftain’d  even  from  the  common  Civility  ufual  among 
Miniflers  of  Potentates  in  Amity  together ;  and  that  leveral  Swedijh 
Officers  had  left  Confl  ant  inop  le  without  taking  Notice  of  him,  which , 
his  Excellency  added,  is  the  only  Wrong  they  can  do  me.  As  for  the  Ex¬ 
trads,  thefe  are  his  very  Terms ;  “  Mr.  Fabrice  writes  me  word,  that 
“  the  Swedes  pretend  to  have  fome  Extrads  of  my  Letters,  as  Proofs 
“  of  what  they  charge  to  my.Acconnt:  I  cannot  believe  they  have  any 
Cc  true  Extrads  of  my  Letters 3  but,  granting  it  to  be  fo,  they  muft 
<c  have  a  wonderful  chymical  Art,  to  extrad  Matters  of  that  Confe- 
“  quence  out  of  nothing  3  for  I  am  fure  I  never  wrote  any  thing 
u  tending  that  Way.” 

The  Troops  waiting  at  Bender  for  the  King  of  Sweden's  Departure^ 
having  deftred,  by  Mr.  Grothufen ,  his  Majefty  to  let  them  know  whe¬ 
ther  his  Royal  Intention  was  to  flay  longer,  or  be  going,  that  they 
might  take  their  Meafures  accordingly  ;  his  Majefty  returned  them  no 
Anfwer,  but  order’d  his  Minifter  at  the  Forte  to  follicit  1000  Purfes, 
or  500,000  Dollars  to  defray  the  Expences  of  his  Journey,  and  a  nu¬ 
merous  Convoy,  which  was  promis’d,  and  he  obtain'd  1200  Purfes,  as 
I  (hall  obferve  in  its  Place.  In  the  mean  while,  I  made  a  Tour  to 
Conjiantinople ,  and  was  inform’d  from  Sir  Robert  Sutton’s  own  Mouth, 

*  They  did  not  fhew  thefe  ExtraEls,  but  1  found  them  afterwards  among  fome  Papers  I  re¬ 
deem d  from  the  Tartars  after  the  Action  at  Warnitza,  and  there  was  nothing  of  that  Nature 
in  them.  1  found  alfo,  among  ft  the  fame,  a  Letter  from  Dr.  Robinfon,  late  Aijhop  of  London; 
excufing  Sir  Robert  Sutton’*  Proceedings,  fo  far  as  faying,  that  he  had  Orders  from  the  old  Mi- 
tiiftry  to  prevent  the  War  with  the  Czar,  and  that  he  had  none  contrary  from  the  new  one ,  but 
Would  have  fome  3  and  I  believe  his  Excellency  never  had  any  Approaches  from  either. 
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that  the  King  of  Sweden  did  him  more  Honour  than  he  deferv’d,  in 
calling  him  Mediator  ,*  that  he  was  indeed  invited  to  be  prelent  at  the 
Conferences,  and  that  the  Dutch  EmbalTador  was  fent  for  alfo,  and  they 
both  ahifted  at  the  Divan-,  but  that  they  were  rather  as  Witnefles  of  the 
Peace  being  confirm’d,  than  any  thing  elfe }  and  that  if  the  Czar  had 
fur  render’d  Azoph  by  the  Time  promifed,  thofe  Conferences  had  ne¬ 
ver  been  held  :  That  altho’  they  form’d  new  Pretenfions  on  that  Ac¬ 
count,  as  on  Kiow,  Baron  Shajjirof  had  no  looner  engaged  for  the  punc¬ 
tual  Performance  of  the  Articles  ftipulated  at  the  Truth,  than  they 
receded  from  them,  feeming  perfwaded  by  the  Reafons  he  gave  them, 
viz.  that  ’twas  not  a  thing  to  be  propofed  to  his  Czarian  Majefty,  to 
deliver  up  a  Place  as  dear. to  the  Muscovites,  on  Account  of  Numbers 
of  their  Saints  buried  there,  and  rever’d  there,  as  Mecca  is  to  the  Ma¬ 
hometans  ;  and  that  for  'Poland,  few  or  no  Ruffians  remain’d  there  that 
were  in  the  Czars  Service. 

I  went  to  pay  a  Vilitto  Dr.  Tinone,  a  very  good  Friend  of  mine, 
and  a  Gentleman  of  Merit  and  Learning,  who  had  (ludy’d  fome  time 
at  the  Univexficy  of  Oxford.  As  he  was  reviving  the  Pra&ice  of  ino¬ 
culating  the  Small-Pox,  which  had  formerly  been  in  Vogue  in  Greece , 
and  was  then  almoft  difufed  there,  he  heard  with  Satisfa&ion  an  Ac¬ 
count  of  what  I  had  obferv’d  in  Circajjia,  in  that  RefpecT  ;  and  a  few 
Days  afterwards  he  prefented  me  with  the  Difcourfe  upon  that  Head 
in  the  Appendix.  Having  fini  fil’d  fome  little  Bu  fine  Is  at  Conftantinople , 
I  returned  to  Bender,  towards  the  latter  End  of  September ,  and  found 
there  the  Brigadier  Eofander,  who  was  come  with  Difpatches  from  the 
King  of  Pruffia  to  his  Swedifi  Mnjefly,  who  receiv’d  him  very  graci- 
oufly.  ’Twas  whifper’d,  that  he  was  not  only  intruded  with  Jnflruc- 
tions  from  the  former,  but  alfo  from  King  Atiguftus,  who  courted  the 
Friendlhip  of  the  Swedifh  Monarch  upon  any  Terms  but  renouncing 
the  Crown  of  Poland }  and  that  his  Orders  were  to  enter  upon 
the  Negotiation  of  a  Triple  Alliance  between  thofe  three  Potentates, 
by  Virtue  of  which  King  Augufhis  fhould  remain  upon  the  Throne, 
and  the  King  of  PruJJia  fhould  have  Stetin  fequefler’d  into  his  Hands, 
with  fome  other  Conditions  hot  piiblifh’d ;  which  being  agreed  on, 
thefe  two  Princes  engaged  themfelves  to  preferve  to  his  Swedifh  Ma- 
jefly  his  German  Territories,  and  to  enable  him,  by  their  Affiftance,  to 
recover  Ingria  and  * Narva :  There  is  in  the  Appendix  an  Extract  of  a 
Letter  of  Count  [Veiling  s  to  the  Chancellor  Mr.  MiiUern  thereupon. 

As  the  Swedijh  Court  continued  their  Exclamations  and  Inve<5tives 
againft  Sir  Robert  Sutton,  I  found  thfem  fo  full  of  PrepofTeffton,  that 
I  could  not  forbear  telling  them  what  I  had  heard  from  his  Excellen¬ 
cy’s  own  Mouth,  viz.  that  he  had  rather  been  aWitnefs  of  the  Con* 
ferences  between  the  Turks  and  Mufcovites,  than  any  thing  elfe  ;  they 
anfwer’d  me,  that  I  might  lay  fo  indeed  of  the  Dutch  Embaffador, 
tho’  he  had  been  well  paid  for  the  fmall  Share  he  had  in  the  Ratifica¬ 
tion  of  it,  as  witnefs  '*  Taganrok.  I  reply’d,  that  ’twas  then  Sweden's 
Misfortune  that  the  Interelts  of  Chriftian  Potentates  were  fo  contrary, 
that  to  lerve  one  was  to  difierve  another ;  and  that  the  Engltfi  Embaf¬ 
fador  might  think  it  for  the  common  Intereft  of  the  Allies,  to  have  an 
End  put  to  the  War  between  the  Czar  and  the  Porte,  which  the  French 
\  •'  ,\_  '  0 

*  A  Palace  of  the  Dutch  Embaffador  burnt  down  in  1700,  which  his  Excellency  was  then 
building ,  and  which  ffo  French  and  Swedes  call'd  Taganrok,  giving  cut  it  was  'at  the  Czar* 
Exfence. 
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Minifter  had  been  at  to  much  Pains  to  kindle ;  and  I  quoted,  to  prove 
this,  one  of  his  Letters,  before-mentioned,  to  the  Marquis  de  Torcy , 
which  had  been  intercepted  in  a  French  VelJel,  taken  by  an  Engltjh 
Captain,  who  begg’d  me  to  interpret  it  to  him  in  Canea .  I  added, 
that  the  Engltjh  EmbafTador  might  have  had  Orders  from  his  Court  for 
what  he  had  done  j  as  I  fuppofed  that  of  France  had  from  his,  for  act¬ 
ing  contrary. 

Mr .Mullem,  to  let  me  fee  that  the  Court  of  London  did  not  approve 
of  his  Excellency’s  Proceedings,  carry’d  me  one  Day  into  his  Cabinet, 
to  ihew  me  a  Letter  from  Count  Gyllemborg ,  the  Swedijh  Minifter  at 
that  Court,  wherein  he  inform’d  him,  that  they  wdre  fo  difpleafed  at 
hearing  that  he  had  given  the  King  his  Mafter  fuch  Grounds  of  Com¬ 
plaint,  that  they  would  give  his  Majefty  the  Satisfaction  he  defired, 
and  that  he  would  be  infallibly  recalled.  Count  Welling ,  being  intent 
upon  Affairs  of  more  Importance  to  the  Crown  of  Sweden ,  than  that 
of  obtaining  the  Satisfaction  which  was  abfolutely  infilled  upon,  of 
that  EmbafTador,  an  Occafion  offering,  excufed  the  Crime  wherewith 
they  at  Bender  charged  him,  viz.  the  receiving  Prefents  of  the  Czar, 
as  may  be  feen  by  the  Extra#  in  the  Appendix ,  of  his  Anfwer  to  Mr. 
Mullern  about  a  Royal  Commiffion  for  that  Court. 

In  the  mean  while,  the  Time  granted  the  Czar  for  evacuating  Bo- 
land  being  expired,  different  Reports  were  made  to  the  Han  and  the 
Forte ,  that  fome  Mufcovite  Troops  ftill  remained  there,  and  the  others 
were  adually  on  their  March  for  Fomerania .  The  Foies  at  Bender , 
who  pretended  to  have  very  good  Intelligence,  affirm’d  it ;  and  the 
Swedijh  Court  there  did  not  fail  to  reprefent,  that  the  Czars  Defign 
was  to  oppofe  the  King’s  Paffage  s  and  to  add,  in  a  Memorial  which 
they  drew  up  thereupon,  that  all  the  Treaties  made  and  confirmed, 
were  only  fworn  to  on  the  Czars  Side,  with  an  Intent  to  amufe  the 
Forte ,  and  gain  Time  to  deceive  them  the  more  fecurely :  That  King 
Auguftus ,  who  encouraged  him  to  it,  and  fympathized  with  him  in 
keeping  his  Word  no  longer  than  ’twas  for  his  Intereft,  had  long  en¬ 
tertain’d  a  Thought  of  rendring  not  only  the  Crown  of  Foland  heredi¬ 
tary  in  his  Family,  but  had  yet  more  diftant  Views  upon  the  Empire  of 
Germany ,  in  Cafe  the  Emperor  fhould  die  without  Heirs ;  and  that  thefe 
Views,  which  were  concerted  with  the  Czar ,  who  had  alfo  Defigns  of 
his  own  upon  the  Eaftern  Empire,  render’d  him  his  infeparable  Ally, 
and  confequently  an  Enemy  to  the  Forte ,  whatever  good  Face  he  put 
upon  it :  That  his  Envoy  at  Conftantinople  was  a  Saxon ,  and  that  Mr. 
Komentowsky,*  who  was  upon  the  Road  to  the  Sublime  Forte  as  Embaf- 
fador  of  theRepublick,  was  one  of  his  Creatures;  thereupon  the  Folijh 
Noblemen  both  gave  the  Han,  and  fent  to  Conftantinople,  a  Proteftation 
fign’d  by  their  own  Hands,  againft  this  pretended  Embaffy,  (as  they 
call’d  it)  not  having  given  their  Confent  to  it,  tho’  they  were  fome  of 
the  principal  Members  of  the  Diet. 

Upon  thefe  Reports  and  Reprefentations,  the  Forte  fent  an  Aga  in¬ 
to  Foland ,  to  fee  if  thefe  Informations  were  true,  and  if  there  were 
really  fome  Mufcovite  Troops  yet  in  that  Republick,  contrary  to  the 
firft  Article  of  the  Treaty  of  Fruth.  The  Lieutenant-Colonel,  Mr. 
Arfvidfon ,  who  had  learnt  the  Turkijh  Tongue  fince  his  Arrival  in  the 
Ottoman  Territories,  and  fpoke  it  pretty  well,  and  Mr.  Clinkonftrom, 
one  of  his  Majeftys  Secretaries,  who  underftood  Folijh  perfe&ly,  (fo 
as  they  cou’d  together  make  a  good  Interpreter  for  the  Aga ,  if  he  had 

*  He  was  Palatine  of  Maffovia. 
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wanted  one,)  were  allow'd  to  follow  him  as  two  of  the  principal  Of¬ 
ficers  of  his  Retinue,  in  Tehoadars  Habits,  in  order  to  give  him  the  ne- 
ceffary  Directions  in  the  Enquiry  he  was  to  make  in  ‘Poland ,  which 
Country  they  both  knew  very  well,  having  been  there  a  good  while 
before.  A  noble  Tartar ,  call'd  Cepherza  Myrfa,  of  whom  1  have  fpo- 
ken  in  my  Paffage  thro’  his  Country,  was  alfo  lent  by  the  Han  on  the 
fame  Account,  but  kept  feparate,  with  his  Train. 

In  the  mean  while,  Mr. Eofander  fet  out  from  Bender ,  better  fatisfied 
with  the  Civilities  he  had  received,  and  the  Refped:  fhown  him,  than 
with  the  Succefs  of  his  Negotiations  j  and  the  Swedish  Chancery  re¬ 
ceiv’d  Letters  from  Count  Gyllemborg ,  confirming  the  Promife  that  had 
been  made  him  (as  he  laid)  of  recalling  Sir  Robert  Sutton ,  and  the  fa¬ 
vourable  Difpofitions  of  the  Tory  Minifiry  to  his  Swedifh  Majefly. 
They  gave  alfo  an  Account  of  the  Scene’s  being  changed  with  refped: 
to  the  War  in  Flanders ,  and  of  the  new  Generaiiflimo  the  Duke  of  Or¬ 
mond's  having  received  Orders  from  the  Queen  his  Miflrefs,  to  avoid 
any  Engagement  with  the  French ,  and  of  the  fatal  Blow  given  to  the 
Allies,  by  his  feparating  from  them,  whereby  France  would  fhortly  be 
in  a  Condition  to  give  real  Demonftrations  of  her  Friendihip  to  Swe¬ 
den.  They  added,  that  a  Peace  was  under-hand  refolv’d  on  between 
the  two  Courts ;  that  my  Lord  Bolingbroke  was  adually  at  ‘Paris and 
that  the  irreparable  Lol's  of  the  Hollanders ,  who  had  fuffer’d  the  moil:, 
would  oblige  them  to  do  the  fame :  That  Conferences  were  already 
held  at  Utrecht ,  and  that  the  Earl  of  Strafford  and  Biihop  of  Briftol 
were  Plenipotentiaries  from  the  BritiJJo  Court :  That  the  Views  of  the 
Tory  Minifiry  were  the  fame  as  the  Whigs  pretended  to  have,  viz.  to 
hold  the  Balance  of  Europe ,  tho’  they  endeavour’d  to  compafs  them  by 
a  quite  different,  and  much  fhorter  Way,  that  is,  by  a  Peace;  alledging 
that  Charles  III.  King  of  Spain,  Succeeding  to  the  Empire,  made  it  lean 
too  much  on  his  Side.  The  Names,  Tory  and  Whig ,  fo  often  quoted 
in  thefe  Letters,  created  a  Defire  in  the  King  of  knowing  their  Ori¬ 
gin  ;  to  which  Intent  he  asked  it  of  Mr.  Fabnce ,  who  not  being  able 
fully  to  inform  him,  had  recourfe  to  me ;  and  I,  being  as  little  able, 
wrote  about  it  to  an  Englifh  Gentleman  at  Conflantinople ,  who 
fent  me  the  Account  in  the  Appendix,  which  having  received  and  trans¬ 
lated,  his  Majefly  feem’d  very  well  pleafed  with. 

The  Aga, with.  Meffieurs  Arfvidfon  and  Clinkonftrom  being  returned,  and 
having  confirmed  the  Report  above-mentioned,  that  there  adually  were 
Troops  remaining  in  ‘Poland ,  the  Porte  declared  War  anew,  for  the  third 
Time,  againfl  the  Mufcovites,  or  at  lead  made  a  great  deal  of  Noife  about 
it,  and  pretended  as  if  they  wou’d.  The  ViforTufuffBafiaz was  depos’d, 
and  Soliman  Aga ,  a  Man  without  Judgment  or  Experience,  was  put  in 
his  Place,  or,  to  fpeak  properly,  was  the  Cloak  under  which  Alt  Ba - 
Jhaw ,  the  Grand  Seigniors  Favourite  and  Son  in  Law,  began  to  g Go¬ 
vern  openly,  the  Sultan  and  new  Vifier  fetting  their  Names  to  what¬ 
ever  he  thought  fit. 

The  Mufcovites  were  forced  to  make  another  Retreat  to  the  Seven 
Towers,  even  to  an  Exprefs  of  the  Czars ;  and  Baron  Goltz ,  who  was 
at  Conflantinople ,  was  fent  to  Adrianople  to  keep  Company  with  the 
Palatine  of  Maffovia ,  the  new  Emballador  from  the  Republick,  who 
was  but  juft  arrived  there,  and  was  arrefled,  with  his  numerous  Reti¬ 
nue  of  300  Men.  In  the  mean  while,  the  Grand  Seignior ,  who  perfifl- 
ed  in  his  Resolution  of  fending  the  King  of  Sweden  away  in  the  Win-

cer,  under  Favour  of  the  Tee,  for  the  Convenience  of  the  Tartars, 
difpatched  Orders  to  the  Bajhaw  of  Bender ,  to  tell  him  to  get  ready 
by  that  Time  :  To  which  his  Majefly  anfwered,  that  his  Highnefs  had 
made  him  hope  in  his  Letter  of  April,  that  he  would  furnifh  him 
with  all  NecefTaries  for  his  Journey  j  and  that  he  had  infinuated  from 
time  to  time  to  the  Borte,  that  1000  Purfes,  or  500000  Crowns,  wou’d 
be  abfolutely  requifite  in  order  to  prepare  for  ir ;  whereupon  the  Bajhaw 
faid  he  would  write  to  the  Borte  about  it,  which  he  did  accordingly. 

The  News  of  the  Wars  being  declared, caufed,  as  may  be  imagin'd, 
a  great  deal  of  Joy  at  Bender  ,  the  Han  went  in  Perfon  to  give  the 
King  an  Account  of  it,  after  having  fent  him  the  following  Prefents 
by  a  Myrfa.  1.  A  fine  Plume  of  Heron’s  Feathers,  with  a  Role  of  a 
large  Balafs  Ruby  fet  round  with  fmall  Diamonds.  2.  A  Sabre  and  a 
CircaJJian  Knife,  embellilhed  with  Turquoifes  and  little  Rubies.  3.  A 
Bow  with  a  Quiver  of  Arrows,  enriched  with  Pearls  and  other  precious 
Stones,  which  had  been  given  the  Han  by  the  late  General  Mazeppa . 
4.  A  fine  CircaJJian  Horfe  of  an  Ifabella  Colour,  with  magnificent 
Furniture,  after  the  manner  of  the  Country  ,*  the  Bridle  and  Portal  be¬ 
ing  cover’d  over  with  little  Pieces  of  Silver  gilt,  exquifitely  inlaid,  and 
the  Saddle  with  Crimfon  Velvet  and  a  Caparilon  of  green  Cloth,  each 
of  them  fet  off  with  rich  Gold  Embroidery.  The  King  gave  him  fuch  a 
Reception,  as  Ihow’d  how  agreeable  the  News  was  to  his  Majefly;  and 
the  Difcourfe  turning  upon  the  Journey,  the  Han  faid,  that  with  God’s 
Affiflance,  if  his  Majefly  pleafed  to  prepare  himfeif  for  it,  they  wou’d 
fet  forwards  with  the  firft  hard  Froft,  in  order  to  have  all  the  Winter 
before  them,  that  being  the  moft  convenient  Seafon  for  the  Tartars . 
The  King  anfwer’d,  that  he  only  waited  for  the  Money  he  had  de¬ 
manded  for  that  Intent,  and  that  he  had  given  Orders  to  his  Envoy  to 
follicit  for  it  at  the  Borte .  The  Han  promifed  to  write  about  it  next 
Day ;  and  after  fome  Proteftations  of  Friendship  on  both  Tides,  he 
retired,  being  accompanied  to  his  Palace  by  feveral  Swedijh  Officers. 

In  the  mean  while,  the  Balatine  of  Majfovia ,  who  was  very  well 
ufed,  bating  his  Confinement,  offer’d  Hoftages  in  the  Republick’s 
Name,  of  which  he  wou’d  be  himfeif  one,  as  a  Security  for  the  King 
of  Sweden  s  Paffage  through  Boland ,  where  he  promifed  they  fhou’d 
pay  him  all  the  Honours  that  his  Majefly  cou’d  reafonably  exped,  from 
a  Nation  reduced  to  fuch  a  low  Ebb  by  the  Misfortune  of  War,  and 
their  intefline  Broils,  provided  he  wou’d  pafs  as  a  Friend  ;  and  that 
Six  Hundred  Noble  Boles  wou'd  receive  and  compliment  him  upon  their 
Frontiers,  and  fhou’d  go  before  him  during  the  whole  Road,  till  his 
Majefly  fhou’d  arrive  upon  his  own  Territories,  to  order  and  procure 
proper  Lodgings  and  Refrefhments  for  him  and  his  Retinue.  On  the 
other  hand,  altho’  the  Sublime  Borte  feem’d  in  a  great  Commotion, 
made  great  Outcries,  and  fwore  in  Publick  to  reduce  by  her  numerous, 
invincible  and  always  vidorious  Troops,  &c.  the  perfidious  and 
perjur’d  Czar  to  fuch  a  Condition,  as  that  he  fhou’d  not  be  able  ei¬ 
ther  to  maintain  or  fend  any  Forces  into  Boland  for  the  future,  The 
gave  his  Friends  fecretly  to  underlland,  that  fhe  was  not  entirely  in¬ 
flexible  if  that  Prince  wou’d  fubmit  to  Reafon  ;  but  they  always  flat¬ 
tered  themfelves  with  the  Hopes  of  the  firft  at  Bender ,  and  were  not 
at  all  diffident  of  the  fecond  j  tho’  they  might  obferve  but  too  vifibly, 
that  neither  Honour,  Glory  nor  Generofity  make  the  Borte  ad:  in 
good  earnefl  ;  but  that  her  own  proper  Interefl  alone  is  the  Life  and 
V  o  t.  II.  M2  Spring 
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Spring  of  her  moil  confiderable  Motions.  Tho’  Baltagi  Mehemet  was 
not  Mailer  enough  of  that  profound  Diffimulation  that  generally  co¬ 
vers  all  their  Defigns,  to  hide  from  the  King  or  the  Publick  that  they 
did  not  undertake  the  War,  or  conclude  the  Peace  for  his  Interefl, 
leaving  him  only  the  Liberty  by  an  Article  of  the  Treaty  at  Truth,  to 
make  one  for  himfelf ;  ( for ,  as  the  Oracle  of  the  Muflulmans  was  then 
made  to  fay ,  the  Law  neither  allows  them  to  make  Teace  or  War  for  In¬ 
fidels  i )  Tho’  they  might  judge  of  the  Indifference  of  the  fecond  Peace¬ 
makers,  (or  the  Confirmers  of  the  fame  Treaty)  with  refped:  to  gain¬ 
ing  Conquefls  over  the  Mufcovites,  when  they  were  advifed  to  de¬ 
mand  Kiow,  by  their  Anfwer,  What  Jhoiid  we  do  with  it  ?  It  woud  be 
a  great  Expence  to  the  Sublime  Porte  without  any  Advantage  :  Tho’,  I 
fay,  they  faw  and  heard  all  this,  yet  their  Eyes  were  not  open’d  ;  and 
it  feem’d  as  if  they  had  been  enchanted  by  the  Turks ,  and  were  in 
love  with  their  Enchantment.  They  had  been  deceived  twice  on  the 
fame  Head,  and  yet  wou’d  not  fufped:  it  a  third  time,  not  even  tho’ 
they  were  caution’d  j  and  I  received  the  Letter  in  the  Appendix  to  that 
effect  from  a  Perfon  who  knew  the  Torte  well. 

On  the  ioth  of  November ,  the  Buiuk  Immraour  arriv’d  with  the  Sup¬ 
ply  granted  to  the  King  ;  and  on  the  i  yth  the  Han  received  the  Letter 
in  the  Appendix  from  the  Grand  Seignior  concerning  his  Majefty’s  De¬ 
parture  with  Prefents  ,*  and  the  Bajhaw  another  on  the  fame  Subjed 
without  Prefents.  On  the  fame  Day  Count  John  Sapieha ,  who  had 
refufed  to  fign  the  Proteflation  of  the  Bolijh  Noblemen  againft  the 
Embaffy  of  the  Balatine  of  Ma  fovia ,  was  accufed  in  the  Bolijh  Coun¬ 
cil  of  War  of  abandoning  King  Stanifaus ,  and  difobeying  his  Orders, 
(which  were  to  join  his  Troops  with  thofe  of  the  Balatine  of  Kiow , 
in  order  to  enter  into  Saxony ,  when  his  Bolijh  Majefly  was  on  his 
March  with  General  Crajfaw  for  Bomerania)  and  of  delivering  up  his 
Men  to  the  Enemy.  He  excufed  himfelf  upon  the  Impoffibility,  as 
things  flood,  of  doing  otherwife.  This  Count  being  as  much  diffa- 
tisfied  with  the  Court  of  Bender ,  as  they  were  with  him,  demanded 
Audience  next  Day  of  his  Majefly,  who  granted  it  him  at  Mr.  Mul- 
terns .  He  complain’d  there,  that  contrary  to  the  Laws  of  Boland ,  and 
the  Right  of  his  Family,  King  Stanifaus ,  at  his  Swedijh  Majefly’s  Re- 
quefl,  had  taken  from  him  the  Poll:  of  Great  General  of  Lithuania , 
and  given  it  to  the  mortal  Enemy  of  his  Family  Prince  Wifnowisky . 
The  King,  or  rather  Mr.  Mullern  anfwer’d,  That  he  mull  only  thank 
himfelf  for  it,  for  having  quitted  the  fide  of  King  Stanifaus ;  which  he 
denying,  or  giving  the  fame  Reafon  as  the  Day  before,  his  Majefly 
very  gracioufly  promifed  to  make  him  amends  for  it  the  firfl  Oppor¬ 
tunity  that  fhould  offer,  provided  he  remain’d  faithful  to  King  Sta - 
nfaus ;  but  he  not  being  contented  with  this  Promife,  demanded  a 
Pafsport,  which  was  refufed  him. 

The  next  Day  the  Han  and  the  Bajhaw ,  having  conferr’d  together 
upon  the  Contents  of  their  Letters,  went  together  to  the  King,  to 
communicate  the  purport  of  them  to  him  ;  and  his  Majefly  feem’d  fa- 
*  The  tisfied  therewith,  and  promifed  to  give  Orders  to  prepare  for  his 

young  Mol-  Journey.  On  the  fame  Day,  a  Janizary  having  kill’d  a  Molda- 
<vtan  at  Killiaf  his  Widow  complain’d  of  it  with  Tears  to  the  Bajhaw 
drefs'd  ns  the  Bender ,  who  order’d  him  to  be  feiz’d,  and  condemn’d  him  to  be 

Fig.  (6)  in  poniarded  by  herfelf,  which  fhe  executed  with  a  great  deal  of  Refolution. 

On  the  17th,  a  young  Son  of  the  Hans ,  about  Five  Years  old,  was 

brought 
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brought  to  the  l|ing,  and  prefented  him  with  a  young  CircaJJian  Horfe  ; 
and  both  his  Majedy,  and  his  Attendants  by  his  Orders,  carefs’d  him 
very  much,  and  he  was  waited  on  back  by  feveral  Swedijh  Officers.  On 
the  i8ch,  Mr,  Grot hu fen  went  to  vifit  him  from  the  King,  and  prefented 
him  with  a  Gold  Watch  fet  with  precious  Stones. 

On  the  nil,  I  went  to  pay  my  Refpecds  to  Sultan  Galga,  who  re¬ 
ceiv’d  me  very  affably  and  more  familiarly  than  I  durd  have 
hoped  for  from  a  Perfon  of  his  Rank,  if  I  had  not  known  him  be- 
fore.  He  ask’d  me  feveral  Quedions,  not  of  Things  fo  remote  as 
the  Han  his  Father  had  done,  but  only  concerning  the  Places  I  had 
paffed  through  fince  my  lad  waiting  on  him.  He  enquir’d  whether  the 
King  of  Sweden  was  preparing  to  depart  ?  I  anfwer’d,  that  I  believ’cj, 
he  was,  at  lead  that  his  People  talk’d  of  it  every  Day.  He  ask’d,  if 
they  were  fatisfied  with  leaving  Turkey  ?  I  faid,  that  I  did  not  doubt 
but  their  fird  Departure  from  a  Place  wherein  they  had  receiv’d  fo 
many  Civilities,  wou’d  cod  them  fome  Sighs  ;  but  that  the  Love  of 
their  Country,  which  mod  of  them  had  not  feen  in  14  or  15:  Years, 
wou’d  comfort  them  for  it. 

The  Money  promifed  for  the  King’s  Departure  being  arrived  at  Ben¬ 
der,  (as  I  have  faid)  and  feveral  Days  elapfed  without  any  mention 
made  to  the  Court  of  delivering  it,  and  their  prefent  Occafions  being 
very  urgent,  befides  confiderable  Debts  which  had  been  contracted, 
Mr.  Mullern  and  Mr.  Grothufen  waited  on  the  Bajbaw ,  in  whofe 
keeping  they  were  inform’d  it  was,  and  demanded  it  in  the  King’s 
Name.  The  Bafhaw  refufed  it,  alledging  that  he  had  pofitive  Or¬ 
ders  from  the  Grand  Seignior  not  to  deliver  it  ’till  the  Moment  of 
his  Majedy’s  Departure  j  but  Mr.  Grothufen ,  who  had  an  extra¬ 
ordinary  Afcendant  over  him,  was  not  difhearten’d  ;  told  him,  that 
the  Money  was  abfolutely  requifite  to  prepare  for  his  Departure  : 
The  Bajhaw  anfwer'd,  that  the  Grand  Seignior  furnifhed  every  thing 
that  was  neceffary  for  that,  as  Waggons,  Provifions,  &c.  together 
with  the  Convoy,  Mr.  Grothufen  reply’d,  that  there  were  a  thoufand 
things  belonging  to  the  Franks  Equipage,  which  the  Turks  cou’d 
not  make,  and  which  mud  be  bought  and  made  by  the  Swedes  them- 
felves  5  and  that  he  might  obferve  that  his  Highnefs’s  Orders  proceed¬ 
ed  only  from  a  fear  that  the  King  wou’d  not  go,  and  wou’d  day  at 
Bender  as  long  as  it  laded  ;  but  that  on  the  contrary,  the  giving  it  was 
the  way  to  put  him  in  a  Condition  to  gofooner  :  That,  as  for  the  red, 
it  fignified  nothing  to  his  Highnefs,  what  Ufe  his  Majedy  made  of 
the  Money  defign’d  fot  his  Departure,  provided  he  went  at  the  time 
agreed  on,  which  was  the  fird  hard  Frod.  The  Bajhaw ,  being  perfwaded 
by  fuch  Arguments,  and  the  Hopes  of  being  paid  37000  Crowns 
which  he  had  lent  to  Mr.  Grothufen ,  faid,  that  tho’  he  was  fatisfied 
with  delivering  the  Money  upon  thefe  Adurances,  he  cou’d  not  do  it 
without  the  //<sr/s  Con  fen  t,  and  promifed  to  do  his  utmod  Endeavours 
to  obtain  it,  and  to  wait  upon  him  the  next  Day  for  that  purpofe  } 
advifmg  Mr.  Grothufen  to  meet,  or  rather  to  be  there  before-hand,  and 
make  the  fird  Overture  of  it  to  his  Tartarian  Highnefs.  Mr.  Grothu¬ 
fen  accordingly  went  thither  alone ;  and  the  Bajhaw  dropping  in,  as 
if  by  Chance,  help’d  to  induce  him  to  it  j  whereupon  the  Han  agreed 
to  it,  having  fird  required  the  following  Points,  1.  That  his  Majedy 
fhou’d  fet  out  for  Sweden  with  all  his  People,  as  foon  as  his  Highnefs 
fhou’d  fix  the  Time  and  Day ;  that  he  fhou’d  neither  direCtly  nor  indi- 
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redly  attempt  to  take  Advantage  of  the  favourable  Difpofitions  that 
feveral  Poles  might  retain  for  him,  by  folliciting  them  himfelf,  or  ha¬ 
ving  them  follicitcd,  to  any  Tumult  or  Revolution  during  his  whole  Paf- 
fage  }  in  a  word,  that  he  fhou’d  pafs  as  a  Friend.  z.  That,  without 
pretending  to  fupport  King  Stamjlaus ,  he  fhou’d  leave  the Repubiick  at 
liberty  to  chufe  their  Sovereign,  if  they  were  not  fatisfled  with  him 
then  reigning,  without  attempting  to  influence  their  Eledion  by  Force 
of  Arms.  I  am  uncertain  whether  Mr.  Grothufen  propounded  thefe 
Points  to  his  Majefty  in  the  fame  manner  they  were  exprefs’d  to  him  ; 
but  I  know  that  Sidtan  Galga,  in  a  fecond  Vifit  I  made  him,  declared  (by 
way  of  complaining  of  Mr.  Grothufen ,  as  having  deceiv’d  his  Father,) 
that  he  had  fworn,  and  even  brought  AfTurances  in  Writing  from  the 
King,  (which  I  hardly  believed)  that  lie  wou’d  begin  his  Journey  at  the 
appointed  Time,  and  not  excite  any  Commotion  in  ‘Poland ;  which  fa- 
tisfying  the  Han ,  his  Father,  the  Money  was  deliver’d.  However  it  was, 
the  Money  was  put  into  the  Hands  of  the  Swedes ,  and  was  foon 
gone,  greateft  Part  of  it  being  given  to  the  Poles ;  and  the  King  fenc 
Orders  to  Mr.  Funk>  his  Envoy,  to  demand  1000  Purfes  more  of  the 
Porte .  In  the  mean  while,  it  beginning  to  freeze  pretty  hard,  the  Ba- 
foaw  waited  on  his  Majefty  the  7th  of  ‘December,  to  reprefent  to  him 
that  the  Froft  being  come,  it  was  time  to  think  of  his  Journey,  and  de- 
fired  him  to  prepare  for  it ;  and  Mr.  Grothufen  anfwer’d  for  the  King, 
‘Don’t  you  trouble  your  felf  we  fall  be  ready  as  foon  as  is  necejjary. 
Some  Days  after,  the  Froft  increafing  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  ’twas 
believed  to  fet  in  for  Winter  ;  and  the  Tartars ,  who  don’t  love  to 
belong  in  one  Place,  (eipecially  where  there  is  no  Plunder)  beginning 
to  grow  impatient  at  their  Stay  near  Bender ;  Sultan  Galga  w7ent  on  the 
10th,  in  his  Father’s  Name,  to  tell  the  King  that  he  muft  fet  out  on  the 
15th  ;  but  his  Majefty  gave  him  no  other  Reply,  but  that  he  wou’d 
fend  to  the  Han  about  it  3  whereupon  the  Prince  contenting  himfelf 
with  begging  him  not  to  defer  it,  retir’d  after  having  made  a  very  fhort 
Vifit.  The  nth,  Mr.  Grothufen^ rote  a  Letter  to  the  Han  'u\  lusMa-  . 
•  fter’s  Name,  which  I  never  had  ;  but  the  Contents  of  it  feeniito  have 
been  not  at  all  fatisfatftory  by  the  flan’s  Anfwer,  and  a  Letter  to  Mr. 
Mullern  'mthe  Appendix,  which  import,  that  if  the  King  did  not  depart 
as  a  Friend,  according  to  his  Word  given  to  the  Grand  Seignior ,  that 
he  was  apprehenfive  left  he  fhou’d  be  obliged  to  it  Nolens  Volens  ; 
and  his  Majefty  (as  appears  by  his  Letter  to  the  Han  of  the  13th)  an- 
fwer’d  it  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  gave  him  to  underftand  that  if  they  at¬ 
tempted  it,  he  was  refolv’d  to  repel  Force  by  Force.  The  Han  having 
inform’d  the  Bafhaw  of  thefe  his  Sentiments  and  Difpofitions,  and 
confequently  of  the  Danger  which  they  had  incurred  by  delivering  the 
Money  before  the  Time  ;  the  Bafiaw  alarm’d,  as  may  be  well  imagin’d, 
went  to  his  Majefty  to  reiterate  his  Prayers  and  Inftances  for  his 
Departure;  but  he  exprefly  told  him  that  he  was  not  ready,  but  that 
he  wanted  another  Supply,  and  had  given  Orders  to  his  Envoy  to  de¬ 
mand  it,  and  waiced  for  it  in  order  to  his  fetting  out  for  Sweden.  The 
Bajhaw  judging  himfelf  loft  at  this  Declaration,  figh’d  and  cry’d  out 
with  a  loud  Voice,  tC  It  will  coft  me  my  Head  for  having  deliver’d 
“  the  Tw’elve  Hundred  Purfes  contrary  to  the  Orders  of  the  Emperor 
“  my  Mafter  ;  and  I  fear  your  Majefty  will  meet  with  feme  Violence 
a  if  you  don’t  depart.  Be  in  no  Apprehenfion  on  my  Account,  fays 
u  the  King,  nor  on  your  own  ;  I’ll  take  care  to  juftify  your  Ccndud: 
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“  in  this  RefpeCf  to  his  Highnefs.  But  (reply’d  the  Bajhaw)  tis  not 
“  the  Sultans  Cuttom  to  hear  Faults  juttify’d,  but  to  puniili  them, 

“  even  if  one  is  only  accufed  or  fufpedted ;  the  beft  Juftification  (which 
<c  1  beg  your  Majefty  to  grant  me)  is  to  depart,  as  the  only  thing  that 
<c  can  fave  my  Head.’’  The  King  repeating  it  again,  that  he  would 
not  go  till  he  was  ready,  and  had  receiv’d  the  1000  Purfes,  which  he 
wanted  for  that  Purpofe ;  and  that  if  the  ! Forte  would  not  grant  them, 
he  mutt  borrow  them  of  fome  foreign  Merchants,  or  wait  their  coming 
from  his  own  Territories ;  the  Bajhaw  retir’d,  and  went  to  Cauchan, 
where  the  Han  then  was,  to  give  him  Notice  of  this  terrible  and  un¬ 
expected  Declaration,  and  (which  was  (till  worfe)  of  the  farther  De¬ 
mand  of  iooo  Purfes;  by  which,  their  Difobedience  of  their  Mailer’s 
Orders  would  be  difcovered,  in  having  delivered  the  others.  The  Han 
believ’d  himfelf  in  no  lefs  Danger  than  the  Bajhaw ,  at  lead  as  to  his 
Dignity  and  Liberty  ;  for  (as  I  have  already  obferv’d)  the  Grand  Seig¬ 
nior  feldom  or  never  puts  the  Hans  to  Death.  After  fome  Reproaches 
call  by  the  Han  on  the  Bajhaw ,  for  his  Eafinefs  in  differing  himfelf  to 
be  perfwaded,  and  the  Pains  he  took  to  induce  him  to  deliver  the  Mo¬ 
ney,  contrary  to  the  Grand  Seigniors  Order,  feeing  that  what  was  done 
could  not  be  undone,  they  agreed  to  write  to  his  Highnefs  to  accufe 
themfelves,  and  at  the  fame  time  endeavour  to  excufe  their  Impru¬ 
dence  as  much  as  poffible,  by  their  good  intentions ;  alledging  the 
fame  Reafons  that  Mr.  Grothufen  had  given  them,  and  his  pofitively 
alfuring  them,  in  the  King’s  Name,  of  his  fpeedy  Departure.  Here¬ 
upon  each  of  them  difpatch’d  an  Exprefs,  which  reach’d  Adrianople , 
where’  the  Grand  Seignior  then  was,  in  five  Days,  tho’  it  is  dillant 
thence  almoll  150  Leagues. 

During  thefe  TranfaCtions  at  Bender ,  the  Swedijh  Miniller  was  ar¬ 
retted  at  Adrianople ,  whither  he  had  follow'd  the  Sultan ,  for  having  de¬ 
manded  1000  Purfes  more  of  the  Borte ;  and  his  Highnefs  having  re¬ 
ceiv’d  the  Tetters  from  the  Han  and  Bajhaw ,  did  not  feern  to  take  any 
Notice  of  their  Faults,  nor  their  Excufes  ;  but,  ordering  a  full  Divan 
to  be /afTembled,  he  fpoke  to  them  almott  in  thefe  Terms: 

“  I  have  hardly  had  any  Knowledge  of  the  King  of  Sweden ,  but 
“  by  his  Misfortune  at  Bidtowa ,  which  threw  him  upon  my  Territo- 
“  ries :  I  never  believed,  nor  do  I  yet  think,  that  I  Hand  in  need  of 
u  him,  or  have  any  Reafon  to  love  or  fear  him  ;  but,  without  con- 
“  fulting  any  thing  but  the  Hofpitality  of  a  Mujfulman ,  and  my  Im- 
“  perial  Generofiry,  (accuftom’d  to  lhower  down  an  abundant  and  pre- 
“  cious  Dew  of  Favours  both  upon  great  and  {mall,.  whether  my  own 
“  Subje&s  or  Strangers,)  I  have  receiv’d,  entertain’d,  and  maintain'd 
“  him  almott  three  Years  and  a  half,  with  about  6000  Perfons,  as  well 
“  Swedes  as  CoJJacks  and  Boles ,  who  have  follow’d  his  Fortune.  I  have 
tc  loaded  him  with  Favours  and  Benefits,*  I  gave  him  a  little  after  his 
<c  Arrival  400  Purfes  for  particular  Occafions,  which  he  made  known 
“  to  me,  befides  a  Purfe  of  Money  *  per  ‘Diem ,  which  I  order’d  my  Se- 
“  raskier  at  Bender  to  furnifli  him,  for  his  Table  ,*  allowing  his  Officers, 
“  Minitters,  and  Interpreters,  Sums  proportionable  to  their  Rank  and 
“  Quality,  for  their  Subfiftence ;  with  a  good  Quantity  of  Provifions 
u  in  Kind  for  them  and  their  Horfes.  Some  Weeks  fince  he  demand- 
“  ed  by  his  Minitter  1000  Purfes,  to  defray  the  Charges  of  his  re- 
“  turning  to  his  own  Dominions ;  I  granted  him  iioo,  with, 
“  a  numerous  Convoy,  which  is  ready  at  Bender ,  with  all  o-

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“  ther  Tilings  ncceflary  for  fuch  a  Journey,  as  Waggons,  Hor- 
tl  fes,  &c. 

«  Now  after  having  received  200  Purfes  more  than  was  de- 
“  manded,  when  all  is  in  Readinefs  on  the  Part  of  my  Sublime  Torte , 
<c  and  the  Time  agreed  upon  for  his  Departure  is  come,  he  declares 
“  that  he  is  not  prepar’d  for  fetting  out,  and  that  he  will  not  go  with- 
t(  out  another  1000  Purfes. 

“  If  (after  having  notify ’d  to  him  that  tis  my  Imperial  Pieafure  he 
“  fliould  depart  inftantly,  according  to  his  Word  given)  he  fliould  re- 
“  fufe,  can  any  of  the  Chriftian  Potentates,  the  common  Friends  both 
“  of  Sweden  and  my  Sublime  Torte,  think  it  ftraoge  or  unjuft  in  me  to 
“  compel  him  by  Force  ?  The  whole  ‘Divan  unanimoufly  anfwered, 
“  No,  unlefs  they  are  themfelves  unjuft. 

“  But  (continued  his  Highnefs)  if  he  fliould  happen  to  perfift  in 
<c  his  Refufal,  even  to  oppofing  Force  to  Force,  and  fliould  chance  to 
“  be  kill’d,  can  thefe  fame  Chriftian  Princes,  with  any  Reafon,  accufe 
“  my  Sublime  Torte,  of  having  violated  the  Laws  of  Hofpitaiity,  or 
“  doing  any  thing  but  what  the  Ingratitude  of  this  Prince  forced  me  to  ? 

The  whole  Divan  again  anfwered,  No.  Upon  which  the  Grand  Seignior 
demanded  the  Muphtis  *Fetfa ,  which  he  gave;  and  on  the  23d  his  High¬ 
nefs  difpatch’d  Orders  to  the  Han  and  Bajhaw,  the  Subftance  of  which 
confided  only  in  fome  Threats  and  Inftrutftions  to  take  fuch  Meafures 
as  were  moderate  enough,  and  yet  might  oblige  the  King  to  depart  in 
Friendfliip  :  As  firft,  to  notify  to  him,  in  the  Sultan  s  Name,  that  ’twas 
his  Pieafure  he  fliould  go ;  and,  if  he  perfifted  in  his  Refufal,  to  let 
him  know,  that  they  would  proceed  from  Entreaty  to  Force ;  then 
immediately  to  take  away  his  Thaim  and  laftly,  to  deprive  him  of 
the  Guard  of  Janizaries ,  which  were  allow’d  to  attend  him  for  his 
Honour,  and  the  Safety  of  his  Perfon  j  and  furround  and  inclofe  his 
Quarters  with  Troops  to  hinder  any  Provifions  from  being  brought  in. 
During  thefe  Tranfa<ftions,  the  Chancellor  Mr.  Mullern  receiv’d  the 
Letter  in  the  Appendix ,  from  Count  Welling. 

The  two  Exprefles  return’d  to  Cauchan  the  28th  of  December ,  but 
we  did  not  immediately  know  upon  what  Errand  they  had  been  fent. 
On  the  29th  the  Buiuk  Immraour ,  or  Mafter  of  the  Horfe  to  the  Otto¬ 
man  Emperor,  arrived  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  Bender,  where  the 
Tartar  Han  was  encamped,  to  whom  he  brought  the  Orders  afore¬ 
mentioned  from  his  Mafter,  concerning  the  Departure  of  the  King  of 
Sweden,  and  fpent  the  Night  with  him.  The  30th  he  came  to  Bender 
to  the  Bajhaw ,  for  whom  he  had  likewife  Inftrucftions  to  the  fame 
Effect.  On  the  ift  of  January  the  Han  took  up  his  Lodging  in  the 
Hordes  of  the  Town  of  Bender,  and  held  a  fort  of  Divan,  at  which 
the  Buiuk  Immraour  and  the  Chiaous  Bajhaw  aflifted.  The  latter  had 
forne  Days  before  brought  Orders  of  the  like  Nature,  but  (as  they 
faid)  not  fo  urgent  as  thofe  above-mentioned.  Having  confulted  to¬ 
gether,  it  was  refolved  that  the  Bajhaw  fliould  wait  upon  his  Majefty, 
and  let  him  fee  the  Grand  Seigniors  Orders,  in  which  there  was  a  Poft- 
lcript  addrefs’d  to  the  King  himfelf  •,  importing,  that,  without  feeking 
any  more  Delays,  he  fliould  take  the  Advantage  of  the  Seafon,  and  let 
out  freely,  and  in  Safety,  and  the  Convoy  of  Tartars  was  ready,  (which 
had  been  agreed  on  to  guard  him  home,)  unlefs  he  had  a  Mind,  by 
inventing  Pretences  for  his  Stay,  to  have  other  Meafures  taken.  On

the 
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the  zd  of  January ,  1 7 1  z  1 3 ,  the  Bajhaw ,  without  any  Attendants,  went  to 
hisMajedy,  and  reprefented  to  him,  that  the  Seafon  which  was  mod  con¬ 
venient  for  the  Tartars ,  being  now  come,  it  was  the  Grand  Seigniors  In¬ 
tention  that  he  fhould  not  let  it  flip  ;  adding  withal,  that  his  Highnefs  had 
been  fo  furpriz’d  at  hearing  that  his  Majetty  would  not  go  according  to  his 
Promife,  after  having  received  200  Purfes  more  than  had  at  fird  been 
asked  for  his  Jonrney,  and  at  his  defiring  1000  Purfes  more  of  the  Borte, 
that  he  had  ordered  his  Envoy  to  be  arretted,  who  had  made  the  De¬ 
mand  ;  he  conjured  therefore  his  Majetty,  that  he  would  go  peacea¬ 
bly,  and  not  reduce  the  Sublime  Borte  to  the  Necetlky  of  ufing  open 
Violence.  At  the  Word  Violence ,  the  King  turn’d  his  Back  upon  him, 
faying  ;  “  I  am  not  yet  ready,  I  neither  fear  your  Menaces,  nor  their 
<£  Effects;  and  if  I  am  attacked,  I  will  defend  my  felf.”  The  Bajhaw 
did  not  know  what  to  anfwer,  but  retired  very  much  confounded.  An 
Hour  (at  mott)  after  this,  the  Guard  of  Janizaries  were  taken  from 
him,  whereupon  his  Majetty  gave  Orders  to  his  People  to  be  under 
Arms,  barricade  his  Palace,  and  make  a  fort  of  a  Parapet,  at  V,Vf, 
in  the  Plan  XXXL  at  which  he  work’d  himfelf,  and  (the  Frott  not  al¬ 
lowing  them  to  dig  the  Earth,  and  raife  it  in  due  Form)  they  made 
it  of  Waggons,  Tables,  Chairs,  and  the  Dung  and  Ruins  of  Stables, 
which  they  pull’d  down  for  that  Purpofe.  Next  Day,  his  Maje- 
lty  being  informed  that  the  Thaim  was  with-held,  and  that  the  Ba¬ 
jhaw  had  refufed  to  give  the  cudomary  Money  and  Provifions  to  any 
of  the  Swedes ,  (but  that  he  continued  to  allow  it  the  CoJJacks ,  and 
moft  Part  of  the  Boles ,  who  had  ranged  themfelves  under  the  Protec¬ 
tion  of  the  Borte ,  and  the  Han)  had  19  fine  Steeds  fetch’d  out  of  his 
Stable,  which  had  been  lad  prefented  him,  and  commanded  them  to 
be  (hot  near  a  little  Wood,  didant  a  little  more  than  a  Cannon’s  Shot 
from  the  Royal  Camp ,  faying,  l  will  neither  have  their  Brovijions  nor 
their  Horfes.  Thofe  which  were  defign’d  for  his  Majedy’s  Journey  were 
kept  in  the  neighbouring  Villages  at  the  Sultans  Expence.  Lieutenant- 
General  Hordh ,  (who  declared  for  Refiflance  with  a  View  (as  was  faid) 
of  fupplanting  the  Royal  Favourite  Mr.  Grothufen ,  who  was  againd  it, 
or  at  lead:  did  not  encourage  it)  kill’d  alfo  all  his,  except  two  or  three. 
His  Example  was  neither  follow’d  in  this  Refpecd,  nor  the  other,  there 
being  Provifion  dill  left  in  the  King’s  Quarters  to  keep  what  they  had 
for  eight  Days.  The  Day  after  the  King  of  Sweden ,  who  before  this 
Threatning  would  never  enter  Bender ,  rode  through  that  Town,  as  it 
were  in  Defiance  to  the  Bajhaw ,  and  againft  the  Remonftrances  of 
fome  of  his  People. 

In  the  mean  while  the  Tartars ,  who  advanced  by  Plotoons,  and 
hetn’d  in  the  little  Royal  Camp ,  were  not  forry  to  fee  thefe  Horfes  fhor, 
but  made  very  good  Cheer  of  them,  they  not  being  ufually  any  bet¬ 
ter  provided  than  Knights  Errants.  The  Han  and  Bajhaw ,  the  fooner 
to  reduce  his  Majedy  to  confent  to  go,  forbid  the  Inhabitants  of  Benr 
der ,  or  the  Parts  adjacent,  furnifhing  the  Swedes  with  any  Provifions, 
even  for  their  Money;  but  this  Prohibition  did  not  hinder  feveral  Ja¬ 
nizaries  and  Tartars  (who  were' well  paid  for  it)  from  doing  it,  tho’ 
they  were  the  Perfons  order’d  to  prevent  it.  Any  Swedes  that  were 
found  draying,  were  feiz’d  and  clap’d  into  thePrifons  at  Bender ,  about 
an  Englijh  Mile  and  an  half  from  th^  little  Village  Warnitza ,  on  the 
fame  Side  of  the  Nyejler ,  where  they  had  their  Quarters ;  and  I,  go¬ 
ing  out  on  the  4th  from  mine,  which  were  in  another  little  Village  be- 
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tween  that  and  the  Town,  to  demand  Safeguards  of  the  Han  and  Bafhaw 
for  Mr.  Fabrice,  Mi.  Jefferies,  and  my  felf,  was  alfo  arrefted  on  the  Way  by 
fome  Tartars.  I  told  them  that  I  was  an  Englifh  Subject,  and  in  Amity  with 
the  Forte ,  and  that  they  ought  not  to  confound  me  with  the  Swedes,  on 
Account  of  their  Differences  with  them,  in  which  I  had  no  Hand,  and  de¬ 
manded  to  be  conducted  to  the  Han,  to  whom  I  was  going, which  they  did ; 
and  that  Prince  (whom  I  had  before  waited  on  feveral  Times,  and  who 
the  Year  before  had  given  me  his  Paffport  for  my  Journey  into  Tar¬ 
tary)  recolle&ed  me  immediately,  and  received  me  very  gracioufly.  I 
informed  him  of  the  Reafon  of  my  coming,  and  he  granted  my  Re- 
queft,  on  Condition  that  we  fhould  not  procure  any  Provifions  for  the 
Swedes ;  and  gave  Orders  to  two  Tartars  to  go  inftantly  to  Mr.  Jef¬ 
feries  and  Fabrice  s  Quarters  at  Lipkarnahanne ,  the  fame  Village  where 
I  lodged,  and  to  a  third  to  accompany  me  wherever  I  would.  As  foon 
as  thefe  Gentlemen  had  their  Safeguards,  they  came  to  the  Hans, 
where  they  found  me  ffill  drinking  Coffee  with  a  Myrfa,  or  noble  Tar¬ 
tar,  call’d  Cepherza  Myrfa,  the  fame  whom  I  was  acquainted  with  in 
Crim  Tart  ary,  and  the  Han  gave  them  the  fame  Charge  as  he  had  me, 
and  pray’d  them  to  ufe  their  utmoft  Credit  and  Eloquence  to  per- 
fwade  the  King  not  to  drive  Things  to  Extremities,  which  muff  be  fa¬ 
tal  to  him;  and  they  promifed  they  would  do  their  Endeavours.  From 
thence  we  went  to  vifit  the  Bafhaw ,  who  granted  us  three  Janizaries 
as  other  Safeguards,  and  gave  us  the  fame  Charge  as  the  Han. 

The  next  Day  we  made  a  Vifit  to  the  Buiuk  Immraonr,  and  Chiaoits 
Bajhaw,  who  had  brought  his  Highnefs’s  Orders,  and  were  (as  was 
whifpered)  commanded  to  have  an  Eye  upon  the  Conduct  of  the  Han 
and  Bajhaw ,  who  (’twas  faid)  were  fufpetffed  at  Adrianople  of  being 
won  over  by  the  Swedes,  and  of  having  too  much  Complaifance,  and 
being  too  eafy  with  them.  They  received  us  very  civilly,  and  begg’d 
Mr.  Jefferies  and  Fabrice  alfo,  to  try  to  difpofe  his  Majefty  to  depart 
as  a  Friend,  and  as  foon  as  poffible  :  Mr.  Jefferies  made  no  Anfwer  ; 
but  Mx.  Fabrice  reply’d,  that  he  had  already  attempted  it,  but  had  Rea¬ 
fon  to  believe  that  his  Majeffy  had  fome  Diffruft  upon  his  Spirits,  and 
had  taken  it  into  his  Head,  that  their  Defign  in  preffing  him  fo  to  de¬ 
part,  was  to  deliver  him  up  into  his  Enemy’s  Hands.  Upon  hearing 
this,  both  of  them  laid  one  Hand  upon  their  Heads,  and  the  other  oh 
their  Beards,  and  fwore  by  each  of  them,  (which  is  one  of  the  moft 
folemn  Ways  of  Affeveration  among  the  Turks)  that  they  were  ready 
to  give  both  to  the  King,  and  them  who  were  foreign  Minifters,  a  Ma - 
nifeflo ,  or  Declaration  in  Writing,  fign’d  by  themfelves,  and  to  which 
they  would  get  the  Han  and  Bafhaw  to  fet  their  Hands,  or  any  one  elfe 
if  defired,  that  in  Cafe  the  King  would  fet  out,  and  pals  (according  to  his 
Highnefs’s  Intention)  as  a  Friend  through  Boland ,  they  would  be  look’d 
upon  and  treated  by  all  the  Potentates  at  Amity  in  common  with  the 
Forte  and  his  Swedifh  Majefty,  as  the  qaoft  perfidious  Wretches  and 
Traitors,  deferving  all  manner  of  Refentment  and  Punifhment,  if  they 
fuffer’d  his  Enemies  to  touch  a  Hair  of  his  Head  ;  and  that  they  would 
put  this  Declaration  into  their  Hands  to  be  made  publick,  and  fenc 
to  all  the  Chriftian  Princes  who  were  capable  of  revenging  the  King, 
fliould  they  break  their  Words.  “  As  for  the  reft,  (added  they)  we 
have  brought  our  Emperor’s  Orders,  and  we  have  delivered  them 
‘c  into  the  Hands  of  the  Han  and  Bafhaw,  to  whom  they  were  diretft- 
“  ed ;  ourCommiffion  is  at  an  end,  ’tis  their  Bufinefs  to  execute  them  : 
'  j  \  “  Rcpre- 
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<c  Reprefent  (continued  they)  all  this  to  the  King,  and  tell  him  that 
u  both  the  Han  and  the  Bajhaw  will  lofe  their  Heads,  if  they  don  e 
“  fee  their  Orders  executed/'  Being  my  felf  prefent  at  all  thefe  Viftts, 
I  add  nothing  by  Hearfay,  or  from  the  Accounts  of  others. 

Mr.  Fabrice  and  Mr.  Jefferies  did  not  fail  to  reprefent  the  whole  of 
this  Converfation  to  his  Majefty,  excepting  the  Article  of  Boland ,  but 
they  cou’d  make  no  Impreliion  upon  him;  on  the  contrary,  he  only 
laugh’d,  and  ask’d  them  who  gave  them  their  full  Powers,  and  added, 
that  they  fet  up  for  voluntary  Mediators,  as  had  done  the  Englijh 
and  Hutch  Ambaftadors. 

The  7th,  they  return’d  to  the  Buiuk  Immraour  and  the  Chiaous  Ba fhawy 
who  were  always  together,  and  told  them  that  they  cou’d  not  yet  in¬ 
duce  the  King  to  refolve  upon  giving  the  defired  Anfwer  5  and  Mr. 
Fabrice  added,  that  his  Majelty  naturally  loving  to  be  flatter’d,  and 
have  Advances  made  him,  and  knowing  them  to  be  his  old  Friends* 
he  believ’d  that  if  they  wou’d  go  themfelves  to  his  firft  Minifter,  and 
let  his  Majefty  know  by  him  whatever  they  thought  proper,  to  con¬ 
vince  him  of  the  Forte  s  good  Intentions,  he  did  not  at  all  doubt  but 
that  (if  any  thing  was  to  be  done)  they  might  do  it.  They  faid,  that 
they  were  willing  to  take  all  poflible  Steps  for  that  purpofe ;  and  that 
he  had  nothing  to  do  but  to  appoint  a  Day  with  the  BaJJovekil. ,  or  Firft 
Vicary  the  Name  they  gave  to  Baron  Mullern,  firfl:  Swedijh  Minifter  at 
Bender .  The  9th  was  the  Day  appointed  for  this  Interview,  to  the 
no  fmall  Joy  of  Mr.  Midlern ,  and  the  Place  was  the  Houfe  of  Mr.  Gro~ 
thufen ,  mark’d  F,  which  they  were  palifading  and  barricading,  as  they 
had  done  the  King’s  Palace.  After  three  Quarters  of  an  Hours  Con¬ 
ference,  Mr .Mu*7Jern  left  Mr.  Grothufen  to  keep  Company  with  the  Buiuk 
Immraour  and  the  Chiaous  Bajhaw ,  and  went  to  inform  his  Majefty  of 
what  had  pafled  in  their  Converfation.  He  was  then  playing  at  Chefs 
*with  one  of  his  Generals,  and  made  an  end  of  the  Game  which  was 
not  much  advanced  ;  and  tho’  Mr.  Mullern ,  who  was  naturally  very 
flegmatick,  exprefled  a  great  Defire  of  acquainting  him  with  what  the 
Turks  had  propofed,  he  contented  himfelf  with  looking  at  him,  with¬ 
out  faying  any  thing,  and  leaving  him  to  his  Patience,  began  another 
Game,  and  having  finifhed  it,  ask’d  him,  Well,  what  fay  the  Turks  ? 
Upon  which  Mr.  Mullern  explained  it  to  him  Point  by  Point ;  to  which 
the  King  repiy’d,  in  Subftance,  that  he  was  not  ready,  and  chat  he 
wou’d  not  depart  till  he  was,  and  had  receiv’d  an  Anfwer  from  the 
Forte  concerning  his  Demands.  Mr.  Mullern  gave  the  beft  Turn  that 
he  cou’d  to  this  Anfwer,  but  he  cou’d  not  fee  it  off  in  fuch  plaufible 
Terms,  as  to  fend  the  Turks  away  fatisfied  ;  and  they  had  proceeded 
to  put  the  Sultans  Orders  in  Execution,  if  a  Scruple  had  not  made 
them  defer  it.  The  Tartar  Han  and  the  Bajhaw  judging  by  the  King’s 
Refolution,  and  the  Preparations  which  he  made  for  his  Defence,  that 
he  wou’d  fooner  run  the  utmoft  Hazard  of  his  Life,  than  go  contrary  to 
his  Inclinations,  were  apprehenfive  leaft  in  making  ufe  of  open  Force 
to  oblige  his  Majefty  to  deparr,  according  to  their  Orders,  the  Grand 
Seignior  lhou’d  impute  his  Death  to  them  as  a  Crime,  if  he  chanced  to 
be  kill’d  ;  whereupon  each  of  them  fent  a  Tchoadar  on  the  10th  to 
Adrianople  to  juftify  themfelves  before-hand,  and  receive  new  Orders. 
In  the  mean  while,  Meflieurs  Fabrice  and  Jefferies  continued  their  vo¬ 
luntary  Mediation  feveral  Days,  without  being  able  to  obtain  a  more 
favourable  Anfwer ;  and  as  the  King  had  contraded  a  great  many 
V  o  l.  II.  N  z  Debts 
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Debts,  the  Han  and  Bajhaw  thinking  that  the  Defign  of  paying  them 
before  his  Departure  might  detain  his  Majefty,  whofe  Tendernels  of 
Honour  they  knew  Well,  propofed  not  only  to  oblige  his  Creditors  to 
have  Patience  till  he  Ihould  be  in  his  own  Dominions,  and  in  a  Capa¬ 
city  to  latisfy  them,  but  knowing  they  had  taken  Advantage  of  the 
Neceflity  of  his  Officers,  who  (as  they  were  well  inform’d)  had  enter’d 
into  Engagements  for  One  hundred  Crowns,  when  they  had  not  re¬ 
ceived  the  two  Thirds  of  it,  they  offered  to  make  them  fwear  both  the 
Debtors  and  Creditors  upon  the  mod  Sacred  Books  of  their  refpecftive 
Religions,  how  much  they  had  lent  and  borrow’d  ;  fo  that  they  Ihou’d 
not  return  more  than  they  had  receiv’d,  the  Alchoran  not  allowing  to 
lend  upon  Ufury  :  But  his  Majefty  made  Anfwer,  that  if  any  Officer 
had  received  but  Ten  Crowns,  and  had  given  his  Note  for  One  Hun- 
dred,  he  fhou’d  pay  them.  They  reprefented  befides,  that  they  fhould 
be  lupplied  with  all  Neceflaries  for  his  whole  Journey*  as  Provifions, 
Waggons,  Horfes  ;  but  that  Prince  was  dill  immoveable. 

During thefe  TranfadHo  ns,  Things  continued  in  the  lamePodure,  and 
the  King  continued  working  himfelf  at  thelntrenchments  and  Pallifades 
of  his  Palace.  On  the  1 5  th ,  the  Swedes  flattering  themfelves  by  reafon  the 
Turks  made  no  further  Motions,  publifhed  in  the  Camp  that  the  Orders 
afore  mentioned  were  feigned,  and  that  what  had  palled  was  the  effed: 
of  a  Fadion  of  King  Augufhts  and  the  Muscovites,  who  had  gain’d  over 
the  Tartar  Han  and  the  Bajhaw  by  Prefents.  On  the  20th,  the  Chief 
‘Poles  having  heard  this  Report,  it  had  fo  much  Influence  over  them, 
as  to  induce  them  by  Night  to  quit  the  Suburbs,  where  they  were  quar¬ 
tered  by  the  Orders  of  the  Han  and  Bajhaw ,  with  an  Intent  to  return 
to  his  Swedijh  Majefly  ;  but  they  cou’d  not  do  it  fo  fabtilly,  but  that 
the  Janizaries  and  Lipkas ,  or  Lithuanian  Turks  of  that  Quarter,  feiz’d 
part  of  their  Attendants  and  Horfes,  efpecially  thofe  of  Count  Tarlo , 
who  in  this  Rencounter  loft  all  his  CircaJJian  and  Arabian  Horfes,  (of 
which  he  was  very  curious,)  excepting  two  or  three,  with  which  he 
had  efcaped  with  fome  of  his  Officers.  On  the  21ft,  fome  Horfes  for 
General  P  oniatowski  and  Mr.  Grothnfen  being  come  from  Conjlantinople , 
were  feiz’d  and  made  Prizes  by  the  Bajhaw.  On  the  23d,  a  fmall 
Party  of  Swedes  retook  from  the  Tartars  fome  Provifions  and  the  Men 
that  were  bringing  them,  whom  they  had  feiz’d.  On  the  24th,  the 
two  Tchoadars  of  the  Han  and  Bafiaw  return’d  from  Adrianople , 
with  the  News,  that’twas  refolved  in  full  Divan,  at  which  the  Grand 
Seignior  had  prefided  in  Perfon,  that  not  only  the  firft  Orders  fhou’d  be 
put  in  Execution,  but  that  if  the  King  of  Sweden  cou’d  be  taken  alive, 
he  fhou’d  be  conduced  in  a  Waggon  to  Salonicky ,  or  fome  other  Place,* 
and  that  if  he  happen’d  to  be  kill’d,  his  Death  fhou’d  not  be  laid  to 
the  Charge  of  any  MuJJ'nlman  as  a  Crime,  but  as  a  Punifhment  for 
his  Ingratitude  and  Rebellion  againft  the  Sultan  his  Benefactor ;  and 
that  the  Muphty  had  given  his  Fetfa  even  for  the  Maflacring  him  and 
all  his  People,  if  they  fhou’d  be  obftinately  bent  upon  Refinance,  and 
defending  themfelves  ;  and  that  a  Capigi  Bajhaw  was  to  bring  thefe 
Orders  in  Writing  with  the  Fetja.  This  News  was  earned  to 
Count  Tarlo ,  by  a  Tartar  who  was  his  Friend,  call’d  Cepherza  Myrfa , 
and;  he  communicated  it  to  his  Majefty,  who  was  not  at  all  moved  at  it. 

The  26th  Mr.  Fabrice  fent  the  Letter  in  the  Appendix  concerning  all 
this  to  Hamourgh.  On  the  31ft,  the  Capigi  BafhawbFmg  arrived,  a  Myrfa 
and  Aga  was  fent  to  the  King, to  give  him  Notice  of  thefe  new  Orders,  and 
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know  his  lad  Refolution ;  his  Majerty  anfwered,  that  ’cwas  the  fame  as  the 
firft  :  Upon  which  they  return’d  with  this  Reply ;  the  Orders  were  im¬ 
mediately  made  Pubiick,  and  the  King  gave  out  his  for  his  Defence. 
FJereupon  fome  of  his  Chaplains  threw  themfelves  at  his  Feet,  and 
conjur’d  him  not  to  expofe  the  fhatter’d  Remains  of  Pultowa ,  to  the 
melancholly  Confequences  of  the  Violence  of  Turks  and  Tartars  ;  they 
cold  his  Majerty,  that  every  one  being  Mailer  in  his  own  Dominions, 
it  was  no  Injuilice  in  the  Turks  to  bid  Strangers,  whom  they  had  given 
Lodging  to  and  maintain’d,  to  return  home,  and  even  to  force  them  to 
it,  if  they  refuled  to  do  it  of  their  own  accord  ;  but  that  on  the  con¬ 
trary  it  was  both  Unjuftice  and  Ingratitude,  which  was  a  great  Sin, 
in  thefe  Strangers  to  fight  againil  their  Benefa&ors,  in  order  to  flay 
amongil  them  whether  they  wou’d  or  no.  The  King,  to  whom  this 
Harangue  was  very  difpleafing,  interrupted  them,  and  faid,  “  If  you 
“  have  a  mind  to  Preach,  chufe  another  Place,  and  other  Auditors  ; 
“  our  Bufinefs  here  is  to  Fight;”  at  the  fame  time  turned  his  Back 
upon  them.  All  thefe  Attempts  were  to  no  purpofe,  and  he  remain’d 
immoveable  3  and  the  ‘Poles  quitted  his  Majefly  a  fecond  time,  and 
retired  to  the  Town,  from  whence  the  Janizaries  a  little  after  began 
to  march  out  to  the  Number  of  3000,  crying  out  Allay  Allay  ire. 
and  the  Topigisy  to  the  Number  of  200,  follow’d,  with  ten  little 
Brafs  Cannon,  two  middling  Mortar-Pieces,  and  three  Waggons  loaden 
with  Ammunition.  The  Han  and  the  Bajhaw,  with  the  Buiuk  Immra - 
our  and  the  Chiaous  Bajhawy  and  their  Retinue,  pafs’d  all  in  good  Or¬ 
der  by  Lipkamahanne  in  Print  XXX.  N.III.  where  we  had  our  Houfes 
about  2000  Lipkasy  or  Lithuanian  Horfe,  coafting  the  Nyefter ,  ported 
themfelves  at  N°.  II.  and  the  Tartars  at  N°.  III.  the  Janizaries  at  N°. 
IIII.  the  Han  encamp’d  at  I.  with  the  Seymens  at  2, 2,  the  Bajhaw  and 
the  Bearers  of  the  Sultans  Orders  at  A  in  the  Plan  XXXI  *. 

All  Things  being  difpofed  for  the  Attack,  and  the  Artillery  ready 
to  play,  they  fent  once  more  to  ask  the  King  if  he  pleafed  to  depart 
as  a  Friend,  and  immediately.  The  Meflenger  was  a  Colonel  of  the 
Janizaries ,  who  addrefs’d  himfelf  to  Mr.  Grothufeny  with  whom  he  was 
acquainted  >  and  he  having  inform’d  his  Majerty  of  it,  (who  was  then 
on  Horle-back  vifiting  the  Ports,  and  commanding  every  one  to  defend 
them  well)  he  knowing  the  Subjed:  of  the  MefTage,  wou’d  not  fee 
him  ;  but  bid  them  tell  him,  that  he  was  only  ready  to  defend  himfelf 
if  he  were  aflaulted. 

Some  of  the  Generals  and  principal  Officers,  (who  had  all  declared 
againft  Refiftance,  except  General  Hordh ,  had  endeavour’d  to  diffwade 
lus  Majerty  from  it)  being  prefent  at  the  Delivery  of  this  MefTage, 
made  one  laft  Effort  to  prevail  on  him  5  they  told  him,  that  indeed 
they  were  obliged  and  ready  to  obey;  but  that  they  implor’d  him 
(fincc  Time  yet  permitted)  to  have  a  little  more  regard  to  the  Glory 
of  Sweden ,  than  to  expofe  it  after  fuch  a  manner ;  that  they  cou’d  nei¬ 
ther  promife  themfelves  Honour  nor  Succefs  in  this  Adventure;  that 
however  vigorous  and  long  their  Refiftance  might  be,  they  muft  at

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laft  cither  fink  under  the  Multitude,  or  yield  to  Time  and  the  Wane 
of  Neceftaries  ;  that  if  (contrary  to  all  Appearance)  they  fhou’d  beat 
the  Turks,  they  cou’d  not  long  enjoy  their  Vitftorv,  but  fhou’d  bring  a 
vaft  Empire  upon  their  Backs ;  befides,  that  it  wou’d  be  an  indelible 
Blot  upon  the  Swedijh  Name,  to  have  beat  not  Enemies  (againft  whom 
they  had  always  been  ready,  for  their  Country’s  Good,  to  fpend  the 
laft  Drop  of  their  Blood)  but  their  Friends,  their  Landlords  and  Be¬ 
nefactors;  at  the  fame  time  General  Tdaldorf  uncovering  his  Breaft,  all 
fear’d  and  mangled  with  Wounds  he  had  receiv’d  on  different  Occa- 
fions,  added,  If  your  Majefty  doubts  it,  here  are  ftill  T  roofs  of  it-  All 
the  Anfwer  they  cou’d  obtain  was  this,  “  You  have  aded  formerly 
“  like  brave  Men,  but  you  talk  now  like  Poltroons.  Obey  fince  you 
Ci  know  ’tis  your  Duty,  and  fliow  yourfelves  ftill  to  be  fuch  as  you 
“  ufed  to  be.”  Upon  this  Mr.  Grothufen ,  who  knew  the  King’s  Hu¬ 
mour  better  than  any  one,  (without  amufmg  himfelf  to  employ  Argu¬ 
ments  which  he  judged  unfeafonable)  gave  his  own  Turn  to  the  King’s 
Reply,  in  telling  the  Aga  that  his  Majefty  cou’d  not  depart  without 
they  wou’d  grant  him  fome  longer  Time. 

The  Aga  had  hardly  deliver’d  this  Anfwer,  when  the  Drums  began 
to  beat,  the  Fifes  to  play,  and  the  Clarions  and  other  Turkijh  Inftru- 
ments  of  War  to  found,  and  the  King  anfwer’d  with  his  Drums  and 
Trumpets  ;  and  feveral  Cannon  Shot  were  fired  from  a  Battery  raifed 
upon  an  Eminence  at  BB,  which  did  no  other  Damage  but  taking  off 
the  Arm  of  a  Swedijh  Dragoon.  After  which  Mr.  Grothufen  went  of 
his  own  Accord  to  the  Bajhaw  to  ask  fome  Refpite,  but  he  faid  that 
the  Emperor’s  Orders  did  not  allow  of  any  ;  and  fent  to  the  Aga  of 
the  Janizaries  to  begin  the  Attack,  andpromife  Eight  Duccats  a  Man, 
in  his  Name,  to  each  of  them  who  fhould  have  a  hand  in  feizing  the 
King’s  Perfon,  and  bringing  him  Prifoner,  without  making  an  Attempt 
upon  his  Life :  As  a  Sign  of  which  they  were  to  hold  a  part  of  his 
Cloaths.  The  Janizaries  who  were  polled  at  NQ.  IIII.  having  re¬ 
ceived  the  Orders  and  Promife,  marched  direcftly  to  N°  V.  where 
Mr.  Grothufen ,  (who  underftood  Turkijh  paffably  well)  met  them  and 
demanded  Audience,  which  they  granted  him  ;  and  after  having  flat¬ 
tered  them,  upon  their  glorious  Name  and  Power  in  the  Ottoman  Em¬ 
pire,  he  harangued  them  to  this  effeeft  in  broken  Turkijh ,  “  Cardajhler , 
“  or  Brethren,  (foft  Name  by  which  you  have  always  call’d  us)  you 
Cc  have  given  Quarter  to  the  Muftcovites  your  Enemies,  upon  their 
<c  asking  it ;  and  will  you  treat  us  vvorfe  whom  you  have  ftii’d  Bre- 
Cl  thren  ?  We  only  defireTime,  and  we  are  deny’d,  &cT  Upon  which, 
moll  part  of  them  who  had  been  loaded  with  Favours,  cry’d  out  im¬ 
mediately,  Tou  Jhall  have  Time ,  we  will  do  nothing  againft  you.  The 
moft  mutinous  amongft  them  turning  back,  threaten’d  to  fire  upon  the 
Bajhaw ,  if  he  obliged  them  to  attack  the  Swedes ;  the  others  faid, 
that  his  Orders  were  forged  ;  upon  which  the  Janizar  Aga  alluring 
them  that  they  were  genuine,  Well  then  (faid  they)  let  us  examine 
them^  and  give  the  Swedes  Time.  The  Bajhaw  on  this  Occafion  chofe 
to  bid  the  Janizar  Aga  lead  them  back  into  the  Town  in  the  beft  Or¬ 
der  he  could,  which  he  did  ;  and  repairing  by  Lipkamahanne ,  they  dif- 
charged  their  Muskets  in  the  Air.  The  Bajhaw  decamp’d  immediately 
after  him,  and  the  Han  remained  in  the  Field  all  Night  with  th c  Tar¬ 
tars  ;  and  lent  to  tell  the  Bafhaw ,  that  in  cafe  the  Janizaries  wou’d 
not  obey  the  Orders  of  their  Aga ,  he  wou’d  fend  his  Seymens  or  Guards, 
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who  are  feledl  Men,  and  reckon’d  well  skill’d  in  wielding  the  Sabre, 
and  tolerably  in  managing  Fire  Arms.  The  Bajhaw  anfwerd,  that  he 
wou’d  call  for  the  Aga  of  the  Janizaries  to  concert  with  him  what 
ftiou'd  be  done  to  prevent  their  mutinying,  which  he  did  accordingly, 
and  this  was  their  Refolution.  They  fummon’d  all  the  old  Tchorbadgis , 
or  Captains  and  Officers  of  the  Janizaries ,  and  having  convinc’d 
them  that  the  forefaid  Orders  were,  without  Equivocation,  diredtly 
from  the  Grand  Seignior ,  and  that  he  would  not  allow  any  Refpite  to 
be  granted  to  the  Swedes ,  he  propofed  to  them  to  convince,  if  poffi- 
ble,  all  the  Janizaries  of  it,  by  going  the  next  Day  themfelves  to 
Warnitza ,  and  defiring  the  King  to  trull  himfelf  in  their  Hands,  as 
being  Friends  to  his  Majefty,  and  to  break  up  thence,  and  only  en¬ 
camp  a  Mile  from  Warnitza ,  to  the  End  that  they  might  write  to  A- 
drianople ,  that  the  Orders  were  executed,  and  the  King  was  on  his 
March.  This  Propofal  was  approv’d  of  by  all  the  Janizaries ,  as  flat¬ 
tering  them  ;  and  they  found  it  fo  reafonable,  that  they  declared,  if 
the  King  would  not  agree  to  it,  they  would  not  defer  attacking  him 
one  Minute. 

On  the  id  of  February  all  the  Tchorbadgis ,  or  Captains  and  old  Of¬ 
ficers,  taking  his  Majefty’s  favourite  Interpreter  Marco ,  and  the  SeUam 
AgaJJi ,  a  great  Friend  of  the  Swedes ,  with  them,  pafs’d  thro’  the  Vil¬ 
lage  before-mentioned,  in  order  to  go  to  the  King’s  Quarters  ;  where 
being  arrived ,  they  addrefs’d  themfelves  to  Mr.  Grothnfen  and  Mr. 
MuUern ,  Conjuring  them  to  implore  his  Majefty  not  to  reduce  them  to 
the  Neceffity  of  ufing  the  Violence  they  were  obliged  to  by  the  Grand 
Seigniors  Orders,  unlefs  they  would  render  themfelves  guilty  of  Re¬ 
bellion  ;  they  added,  that  they  were  his  Majefty’s  Friends,  and  begg’d 
that  he  wou’d  truft  himfelf  in  their  Hands,  and  they  wou’d  conduct 
him  where  and  which  Way  he  pleas’d,  even  at  the  Hazard  of  their 
Lives  ;  that  they  wou’d  guard  him  as  aTreafure,  with  the  Refolution 
fooner  to  lofe  their  Heads,  than  fufler  his  Enemies  to  touch  a  Hair  of  his. 
What  feem’d  moft  likely  to  convince  the  King  of  the  Sultans  Orders 
being  genuine,  was,  that  Mr.  Fabrice  took  Care  to  have  a  Letter  de¬ 
liver’d  to  him  from  Mr.  Funk,  his  Envoy,  who  was  arrefted  at  Adria - 
nople ,  wherein  he  confirm’d  the  Whole ;  and  that  the  Bearer  of  it,  John 
Baptijl  Salary ,  ftrengthned  it  by  Word  of  Mouth,  as  having  been  an 
ocular  Witnefs  of  what  had  pafs’d  there;  averring,  that  it  had  been 
refoived  in  three  ‘Divans,  at  which  the  Grand  Seignior  affifted  in  Per- 
fon,  to  drive  the  King  of  Sweden  thence,  as  an  ungrateful  Gueft,  un¬ 
worthy  of  his  Highnefs’s  good  Ufagc,  (as  I’ve  already  hinted ;)  and 
that  the  Sidtan  had  even  demanded  the  Mupt'is  Fetfa  in  the  latter,  to 
maflacre  him,  with  his  People,  if  they  made  the  leaft  Refiftance. 
Neither  whatever  the  old  Tchorbadgis  cou’d  fay,  nor  the  Envoy's  Let¬ 
ter,  nor  the  reiterated  Prayers  of  his  Generals  and  Chaplains,  cou’d 
produce  any  Change  in  his  firft  Royal  and  firm  Refolution  ;  his  Ma¬ 
jefty  bid  them  tell  the  firft  to  retire,  or  ocherwife  he  would  give  Or¬ 
ders  to  fire  upon  their  Beards,  and  burn  them  ;  commanded  the  fecond 
to  obey ;  and  repeated  it  to  the  laft,  that  the  Bufinefs  then  was  to 
fight,  not  to  preach.  Mr.  Mullern ,  and  Mr.  Grothufen,  feeing  they 
cou’d  neither  prevail  upon  the  King  to  accept  of  all  thefe  Propofals* 
nor  even  to  admit  the  Bearers  of  them  into  his  Prefence ;  told  them, 
that  his  Majefty  was  unalterable  in  his  firft  Defign,  of  not  departing 
till  he  was  ready,  and  that  he  only  defired  the  Time  neceflary  for 
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that;  above  all,  taking  Care  to  hide  from  them  the  Article  relating 
to  their  Beards,  which  is  the  greated  Affront  that  can  be  offer’d  to  a 
Turk)  as  I  have  already  faid  in  the  Article  of  Aftracan. 

The  Deputies,  nettled  at  the  Refufal,  returned  immediately  to  the 
Town,  murmuring,  and  calling  the  King  Hemirbafh ,  or  Iron  head ,  (a 
Name  given  him  by,  and  which  has  (luck  by  him  amongd  the  Turks , 
who  were  no  Admirers  of  his  Refolution,  as  that  of  Hemir-helhe ,  or 
Iron-hand)  by  King  Auguflus ,)  they  calling  him  commonly  fo,  becaufe 
of  his  Strength,  that  Prince  (as  is  well  known)  being  able  to  bend  a 
Silver  Plate  as  if  tvvere  Wax,  and  break  a  Horfe-Shoe  as  eafily  as  an 
ordinary  Man  cou’d  a  little  dry  Stick ;  they  inform’d  the  Bafhaw> 
Janizair-Agd)  all  the  Janizaries ,  and,  in  fhort,  any  one  that  wou’d 
hear,  what  had  pafs’d.  Upon  this,  they  all  faid,  the  Cafe  being  fo, 
they  would  not  rebel  againd  the  Emperors  Orders,  but  wou’d  make 
themfelvcs  ready  to  put  them  in  Execution  indantly,  as  they  did.  All 
drew  up,  took  their  Arms,  and  march’d  out  of  Town,  in  the  fame  Or¬ 
der  and  Number,  as  the  Day  before,  except  the  Han ,  who  had  re¬ 
main’d  encamp’d  at  (I)  with  his  Seymens ,  at  (2)  (2.)  They  began  with 
firing  Cannon-lhots  from  A  A,*  which  did  no  more  Damage  to  the  King’s 
Palace  than  thofe  the  Day  before  from  BB  :  This  was  accompanied  with 
theNoife  of  Drums,  and  Sounding  of  their  Turkijh  Inflruments  of  War; 
after  which  the  Janizaries  crying  Alld)  Alla ,  as  before,  advancing  with 
little  Order,  and  much  Precipitation,  forced  the  Intrenchment  at  V, 
VI,  fell  upon  the  Swedes  polled  at  VII,  and  found  no  Refinance,  ex¬ 
cepting  from  about  60  out  of  5  or  600  at  the  utmod,  of  which  13  or 
14  were  kill’d  in  fighting,  above  400  furrender’d  themfelves  Prifoners 
in  lefs  than  half  an  Hour,  without  even  offering  to  prefent  the  Point 
of  their  Swords,  fire  a  Musket  or  Pidol,  or  even  dir  out  of  their  Polls. 
His  Mnjelty,  who  was  on  Horfeback  with  fome  Generals,  as  Melfieurs 
Hordh  and  Haldorjf \  giving  Orders,  and  had  in  vain  vifited  almoll 
every  Pod,  feeing  that  they  had  not  made  the  Refiltance  he  expected, 
faid,  Let  thofe  who  have  fill  any  Courage  left)  and  are  faithful  to  me^ 
follow  me)  1'U  promote  them .  His  Majelty  being  foon  join’d  by  a- 
bout  26  common  Foot-men,  among  which  was  a  Valet  de  Chambre  of 
Mr.  GrothufenS)  two  of  his  Cooks,  one  of  General  Sparres ,  with  feveral 
Kitchin  Servants  arm’d  with  Spitts,  difmounted,  leaving  his  Horfe 
to  himfelf,  and  made  his  Retreat  Sword  in  Hand  towards  his  Palace 
CC,  which  the  Turks  were  plundering,  after  having  forced  the  Guards 
polled  at  DD,  and  made  themfelves  Mailers  of  all  the  Apartments  ex¬ 
cepting  that  ofMarlhal^^w’s,  the  Colonel  Chambers)  and  VitlPalmberg 
a  Corporal  of  the  Hrabants  or  King’s  Guard  du  Corps ;  the  Drab  ants 
IVallberg  and  Rofe ;  the  Chamberlain  ClyJJeyidorff \  and  Secretary  Eren - 
preus ,  with  22  other  Men,  had  thrown  themfelves  into  this  Apartment, 
and  dill  defended  it,  after  having  long  difputed  the  Great  Hall,  and  o- 
ther  Rooms,  till  being  overpowered  with  Numbers,  they  had  been 
forced  to  retreat  thither,  being  dill  twenty  three  Men  remaining  out  of 
twenty  eight.  The  King  having  gain'd  the  Wedern  Door  of  it,  (his 
Followers  clearing  the  Way,  with  a  great  deal  of  Bravery)  difputed 
the  Enemy  to  the  utmod  of  his  Power,  and  driving  to  break  thro’  the 
Crowd,  fell  down  ;  at  which  Indant  a  Janizary  difeharg’d  a  Pidol  fo 
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near  him,  that  it  Ting'd  his  left  Eye  brow,  and  without  doing  him  any 
other  Harm,  than  glancing  upon,  and  a  little  fcratching  the  Tip  of 
his  Ear,  and  (lightly  marking  hisNofe,  wounded  General  Hordh  in  the 
Arm,  lb  that  he  was  taken  by  the  Janizaries.  The  King  recovering 
himfelf  almoft  as  foon  as  he  was  down,  and  being  fupporced  without 
by  his  little  Guard,  and  within  by  the  Befiegers,  who  held  the  Door 
open,  enter’d;  and  having  fatten'd  it,  and  review'd  his  little  Garrifon, 
which,  with  his  Reinforcement,  made  41  or  41  fighting  Men,  he  created 
Officers,  making,  among  others,  the  Secretary  Erenpreus  a  Swords  man, 
under  thcTitle  of  Captain.  This  done,  encouraging  them  both  by  Pro¬ 
miles  and  Example,  tho’  more  by  the  latter  than  the  former,  he  had  the 
Door  opened  that  lead  into  the  Great  Hall,  and  made  aSally  out  upon  the 
Turks ,  with  ail  his  People,  fome  arm'd  with  Swords,  fome  with  Pittols, 
and  fome  with  both.  At  firtt  they  met  with  a  vigorous  Refittance,  e- 
fpecially  from  the  J anizaries,  who  relying  on  their  fuperior  Number,* 
endeavoured  to  break  and  divide  the  Royal  Battalion  ;  and  they  had  ai- 
mott  gain’d  their  Ends,  with  the  Lofs  of  twelve  of  their  Comrades,  fo 
far  that  feveral  had  furrounded  the  King,  whilft  a  greater  Number  kept 
the  rett  in  play,  till  his  Majefty,  having  kill’d  two,  and  wounded  a 
third,  this,  being  exalpernred  at  the  Sight  of  his  Blood,  fell  upon  him, 
and  clove  the  Top  of  a  Cap  made  of  Sables,  which  he  then  wore,  al» 
mott  like  a  Grenadier’s,  with  a  Cut  of  his  Sabre,  and  had  lifted  his  Arm 
in  order  to  give  him  a  fecond  more  faral  Blow,  bur  the  King  put  it  by 
with  hisSword,  and  his  left  Hand,  by  grafping  the  Blade  of  the  Cyme- 
tre  in  the  middle,  which  hurt  him  flightly  :  In  the  meanwhile  a Janiza - 
ryt  who  was  defirous  only  of  taking  him  Prifoner,  to  obtain  the  Ba- 
(haw  s  Prefent,  ruflfd  upon  that  Hero,  and  pulhing  him  violently  againft 
the  Wall,  which  was  near  him,  feiz’d  him  by  the  Collar,  and  call’d  to 
his  Companions  to  help  to  difarm  and  carry  him  off;  but  his  Majetty 
difeovering  in  the  Crowd  General  Sparre  s  Cook,  who  had  a  Pittol  in 
his  Hand,  wink’d  at  him  to  fire,  which  he  did,  and  (hot  the  Janizary^ 
who  had  hold  of  the  King,  dead  upon  the  Spot;  whereupon  he  who 
would  have  cloven  his  Majefty’s  Scull  with  his  Sabre,  purfued  the 
Cook,  and  another  with  a  Pittol-fhoc  put  out  one  of  his  Eyes.  This 
Cook  afterwards  got  as  a  Recompence  a  Captain’s  Commiffion,  and  he 
fwore  (as  I  was  cold)  he  would  kill  no  more  Chickens  for  the  fu¬ 
ture,  but  renounce  Cookery.  His  Majetty’s  Arms  being  thus  at  Li¬ 
berty,  he  fent  another  Janizary  thar  was  near  him  dead  to  the  Ground, 
and  put  himfelf  again  ar  the  Head  of  his  People,  whom  he  rallied,  re¬ 
new’d  the  Fight,  and  made  himfelf  Matter  of  the  Field,  or  rather  Hall 
of  Battle,  in  Ids  than  an  Hour.  From  thence  patting  into  his  own 
Chamber,  he  found  it  full  of  Turks  and  Tartars ,  who  were  plundering, 
and  who,  for  tire  mott  part,  at  his  Approach  opening  (with  the  Strength 
that  Fear  and  their  prefent  Danger  lent  them)  two  Windows  that 
were  barricaded,  efcap’d  by  leaping  thence ;  but  his  Majefty  feeing 
two  that  were  fquatted  in  the  Corner,  and  hid  one  under  the  other, 
holding  their  Pittols  cock’d,  rather  to  defend  themfelves  than  attack 
him,  ran  them  both  through  at  the  fame  time  with  his  long  Sword, 
and  was  going  to  do  the  fame  by  a  third,  who  lay  skulking  under  a 
little  Fieid-Bcaftead,  which  was  the  only  thing  (I  mean  the  Wood¬ 
work)  that  was  left  of  it  unpillaged;  but  he  flinging  down  hisCymeter, 
embracing  his  Majefty’s  Boots,  and  crying,  Amman ,  Pardon,  the  King 

*  There  were  then  above  3:0  Men,  cither  Janizaries,  Lipkas,  or  Tartars,  in  the  flings 
Pa!ace. 
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granted  him  Quarter,  on  Condition  that  he  would  go  tell  the 
Bajhaw  what  he  had  feen  j  he  promis’d  it,  and  fwore  by  his  Head 
that  he  would  perform  it. 

His  Majefty,  with  his  brave  Troop,  of  which  he  had  loft  but  eight 
or  nine,  clear’d  in  the  fame  Manner  all  the  ocher  Apartments  of  Turks 
and  Tartars,  who  fav’d  themfclves,  fome  by  Doors,  fome  by  Windows, 
with  a  Speed  and  Agility  not  natural  to  the  Turks,  leaving  at  leaft  20 
upon  the  Spot.  This  done,  the  King  had  all  the  Doors  and  Cafements 
made  faft,  and  diftributed  every  one  to  iiis  Poll,  placing  at  each  Win¬ 
dow  Barricades,  as  many  as  his  little  Number  wou’d  permit,  with  Mus¬ 
kets,  of  which  there  was  no  want,  to  fire  on  the  Befiegers  ;  they  ha¬ 
ving  even  to  fpare,  which  belong’d  to  thole  who  were  kill’d,  and  Pow¬ 
der  and  Ball  in  the  Loft,  where  neither  rhe  Janizaries  or  Tartars  had 
been.  The  Scene  being  thus  changed,  they  fired  through  the  Barri¬ 
cades  of  the  Cafements  upon  the  Enemy,  who  were  affembled  in 
greater  Numbers,  and  which  encreafed  continually  upon  the  News 
which  was  foon  fpread  of  the  Advantage  gain’d  by  the  King,  t \\t  Ja¬ 
nizary,  who  had  obtain’d  Quarter,  being  as  good  as  his  Word.  The 
Cannon  not  doing  the  Execution  that  was  hoped  for,  both  for  want  of 
being  well  pointed,  and  the  Stones  being  too  fofc,  (the  Holes  they 
made  being  no  larger  than  the  Size  of  the  Balls,  there  were  hardly  20 
in  the  Walls  that  were  ftav’d,  tho’  above  200  Shot  were  fired,)  the  Be¬ 
fiegers  had  not  the  Courage  to  aftault,  and  make  themfelves  Mafters 
of  32  or  33  Men,  fhut  up  in  an  ordinary  Houfe,  with  weak  Walls,  tho’ 
there  were  above  3000  Turks  and  ioooo  Tartars ,  and  they  had  alrea¬ 
dy  loft  more  than  200  Men,  which  were  killed  by  the  Befiegcd  from 
the  Windows,  inclufive  of  thofe  flain  in  the  Palace.  In  the  mean  while 
they  were  refolv’d  to  take  the  King  alive;  above  three  Hours  were 
already  fpent  in  vain  in  endeavouring  it,  and  they  had  but  loft  their 
Men  and  their  Time  ;  which  the  Han  and  the  Bajhaw,  with  the  Bear¬ 
ers  of  the  Sultans,  Orders,  feeing,  and  being  afhamed  of  it,  thought  of 
a  Stratagem  to  force  them  out,  which  was  to  fet  the  Houfe  on  Fire, 
which  (faid  they)  mud  oblige  the  King  to  come  out,  to  avoid  being 
burnt,  and  the  Multitude  will  be  ready  at  all  the  Avenues  to  fur- 
round  him  and  his  People.  Orders  being  given  between  Four  and 
Five  a  Clock,  the  Tartars,  faftening  Matches  and  other  lighted  Things 
to  their  Arrows,  pour’d  them  down  upon  the  wooden  Roof,  fo  that 
it  feem’d  to  rain  Fire  upon  it,*  and  the  Janizaries  gathering  Straw  and 
Wood,  and  whatever  they  cou’d  find  mod  combuftible,  laid  it  to  the 
largeft  Door,  and  in  lefs  than  a  quarter  of  an  Hour  the  Houfe  feem’d 
all  in  Flames.  Notwithftanding  which,  the  Befieged  did  not  ceafe 
firing,  and  the  King  fent  Meftieurs  IVallberg  and  Rofe ,  with  five  Men, 
to  try  to  extinguifh  the  Fire,  and  himfelf  got  upon  the  Roof,  which  be¬ 
gan  to  fink  in,  in  fome  Places ;  but  after  fome  ulelefs  Attempts  to 
break  it  down  with  Turkijh  Hatches,  and  Sabres,  (Prefents  of  die  Grand 
Seignior  and  Tartar  Han,)  that  happen’d  very  opportunely  to  be 
there,  the  Flames  getting  too  great  a  Head,  his  Majcfty  went  down 
only  with  two  Men  to  feek  for  Water,  in  Marfhal  Huberis  Apart¬ 
ment;  and  finding  only  Brandy  and  Wine,  they  fill’d  their  Hats 
with  it,  and  held  them  to  others  above  to  throw  upon  the  Fire, 
and  perceiv’d  but  too  late  that  iwas  making  it  rage,  inftead  of  ex- 
tinguifhing  it,  efpecially  the  Brandy  (a  Miftake  or  Inadverfion  ra¬ 
ther  to  be  attributed  to  the  Confufion  in  which  one  may  well  ima¬ 
gine  he  and  his  People  then  were,  than  to  the  Ignorance  of  its  Na¬ 
ture,) 
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cure,  unlefs  any  one  will  fay  that  his  Majefty  never  drinking  any 
thing  but  Water,  might  not  know  the  Effects  Brandy  wou’d  produce, 
which  is  not  at  all  likely  in  fo  diftinguilhing  a  Prince.  However,  the 
Scarcity  of  Water  was  fo  great,  that  the  King  finding  himfelf  exceflively 
thirfty,  as  well  by  the  Heat  of  the  Fight,  as  the  Flames,  and  npt 
being  able  to  meet  with  a  Drop,  drank  a  large  Bumper  of  Wine,  the 
only  one  he  had  ever  tailed  fince  his  leaving  Stockholm.  The  Fire  be¬ 
ing  now  Mailer,  burnt  and  confumed  the  whole  Roof  in  lefs  than 
thre*  Quarters  of  an  Hour,  with  all  the  Grand  Seignior  and  Hans  Pre- 
fents  that  were  in  the  Loft,  which  confiiled  of  Turkifh  Bridles  and  Sad¬ 
dles  embellilh’d  with  Jewels,  Houfings  embroider’d  with  Gold  or  Sil¬ 
ver,  and  Tents  ;  befides  the  faid  Sabres,  a  Number  of  other  Goods 
which  a  Woman  who  had  hid  herfelf  in  a  Corner  of  it,  had  faved  and 
concealed  there  from  the  Sight  of  the  Plunderers. 

The  King,  feeing  no  Probability  nor  Hopes  of  extinguilhing  the 
Flames,  took  himfelf  a  Musket,  and  was  ihooting  through  the  Barri¬ 
cades,  when  the  Element  having  feiz’d  the  Cieling,  made  it  fplit  and 
fink  in  like  the  Roof,  without  his  Majefty  being  alarm’d,  or  at  leaft 
feeming  fo  :  On  the  contrary,  as  if  he  was  the  more  animated  by  his 
Danger,  he  braved  it,  and  continued  firing,  and  ordered  his  People  to 
make  a  hotter  Fire  than  ever  upon  the  Befiegers ;  infomuch,  that  thefe 
cried  out,  with  the  greateft  Aftonilhment  in  the  World,  Allay  Alla , 
God ,  God ;  and  after  their  manner.  Will  the  King  let  himfelf  be  burnt , 
or  is  he ,  and  all  his  Men ,  naturalized  to  the  Flames  like  Salamanders  > 
In  fine,  the  whole  Palace  was  but  one  burning  Pile,  in  the  midft 
whereof  this  Hero,  this  Northern  Hercules ,  feem’d  refol  v’d  to  confume 
himfelf,  as  is  related  of  the  fabulous  one  j  when  his  Partifans,  two  of 
which  had  already  been  buried  under  the  flaming  Ruins,  exprefs’d  a 
Defire  either  to  preferve  themfelves,  or  perifli  more  glorioufly,  the 
TDrabant  Wallberg  was  the  firft  who  faid  {o  the  King,  Let  us  be  gone , 
Sire ,  the  Tlace  is  no  longer  Tenable ,  we  muft  not  be  fo  cruel  nor  unjuft  to 
our  felvesy  to  flay  to  be  burnt  alive ,  let  us  go  out .  His  Majefty,  who 
did  not  then  difcover  how  difpleafing  this  Compliment  was  to  him, 
but  has  fince  made  the  Speech-maker  fenfible  of  it,  anfwer’d,  Oh  no> 
7tis  better  to  die  here  like  brave  Men ,  defending  our  felves  to  the  laft 
Gafp ,  and  fo  immortalize  our  Courage  and  Reftftance ,  than  to  furrender 
our  felves  to  our  Enemies ,  the  Han  and  Balhaw,  for  the  fake  of  a  fhort 
Life.  The  others,  efpecially  Col.  Chambers  and  the  Hrabant  Rofey 
whom  his  Majefty  created  a  Colonel  at  that  Inftant  for  his  Bravery, 
perfwaded  him  to  it  after  a  manner  that  flatter’d  the  King’s  Temper,  and 
deceiv’d  him  without  his  perceiving  it*  They  told  him  that  Mr.  Mul- 
lends  new  Houfe,  mark’d  (F)  being  without  Roof  or  Cieling,  but  all  of 
Stone,  had  nothing  to  fear  from  Fire,  the  moft  terrible  Enemy  they  had 
to  deal  with  ;  that  each  of  them  taking  a  Sword  in  one  Hand  and  a 
Piftol  in  the  other,  with  Powder  and  Ball  in  their  Pouches,  they  might 
make  a  brave  Sally,  which  wou’d  aftonilh  the  Turks  more  than  ever, 
and  gain  that  Houfe,  where  they  might  again  fignalize  and  prolong 
their  Valour  by  anew  and  vigorous  Defence. 

This  Frojeci  was  approv’d  of  by  the  King,  who  made  them  all  fwear 
rather  to  fight  it  out  to  the  laft  Man,  than  furrender  themfelves  ; 
upon  this  they  fallied  out,  with  his  Majefty  at  their  Head,  as 
well  arm’d  as  they  cou’d  be,  after  the  manner  that  had  been  defigned, 
but  not  with  the  wifh’d  for  Succefs ;  they  were  immediately  over-

whelm’d  by  the  Multitude,  who  waited  for  them  at  all  the  Avenues* 
without  giving  Ground,  not  doubting  but  the  Fire  wou’d  drive  them 
our.  The  King  fell,  and  one  of  his  Party  who  took  him  by  the  Bek 
fell  with  him  :  Hereupon  the  Janizaries^  to  the  Number  of  ai,  feiz’d 
his  Majedy,  and  drove  fome  to  hold,  Pome  to  touch  him,  and  fome 
to  tear  a  little  Piece  of  his  Cloaths,  to  entitle  them  to  the  Eight 
Ducats  promifed  by  the  Bajhaw ,  to  whom  they  conduced  him  on 
Foot.  As  they  were  on  the  Way  thither,  the  Tartars  wou’d  have  come 
in  for  a  Share  ;  upon  which  a  Quarrel  arofe,  and  the  Janizaries  drove 
them  away,  calling  them  Guiaours ,  or  Infidels.  The  Bajhaw ,  accom¬ 
panied  by  his  German  Interpreter,  receiv’d  the  King  very  refpedfully, 
inviting  him  to  enter  into  his  Tent,  and  red  himfelf  upon  his  Sopha, 
but  his  Majedy  feem’d  not  to  give  any  Attention  to  what  he  faid,  and 
remain’d  danding,  only  contenting  himfelf  with  going  in.  Then  the 
Bajhaw ,  who  alfo  dood  out  of  Refpecft,  faid,  God  be  thankd  that 
your  Majejiy  is  living  ;  and  I  am  forry  you  have  reduced  us  to  ufe 
you  after  that  manner .  Hereupon  the  King,  looking  upon  him  fome- 
thing  haughtily,  anfwer’d,  1  never  yet  fear’d  "Death',  and  if  all  my 
People  had  done  their  Duty ,  you  foould  not  have  had  us  in  your  Power 
in  Ten  Days.  The  Bajhaw  reply’d.  We  Jhoiid  have  had  you  in  Twenty 
or  more :  The  King  rejoin’d,  That  wou’d  have  been  a  longer  time  ;  and 
I  wifj  it  was  to  do  over  again.  To  which  the  Bafiaw  faid,  fighing, 
Alafs ,  V/j  but  too  much  Courage  very  ill  employ’d ,  woud  to  God  it  had 
never  happen  d. 

His  Majedy  had  nothing  dejetfted  nor  melancholly  in  his  Face,  and 
excepting  the  End  of  his  Nofe  and  Tip  of  his  Ears  being  mark’d  with 
the  Ball  afore-mentioned,  one  Eye-brow  being  Tinged,  the  Top  of  his 
Cap  cloven,  a  flight  Wound  in  his  Left  Eland,  and,  in  fliort,  his 
Cloaths  being  bloody  and  torn  in  feveral  Places,  his  Complexion  and 
Look  was  rather  more  than  lefs  becoming  than  at  another  Time  ;  in 
regard  to  which  I  have  been  allured,  that  one  can’t  have  a  better  Air 
than  this  Prince  had  always  on  the  Day  of  Atftion  ;  and  I  never  favv 
any  one  whofe  Seat  on  Horfe-back  pleafed  me  better,  or  was  more 
graceful. 

The  Bajhaw  feeing  that  his  Majedy  wou’d  not  fit,  and  not  thinking  it 
proper  to  engage  him  in  a  longer  Converfation,  order’d  one  of  his  Horfes 
to  be  fetch’d  richly  caparifon’d,  andbegg’d  his  Majedy  to  mount  him, 
which  he  did  indantly  without  fpeaking  a  Word,  was  condu&ed  to  Ben¬ 
der  dire&ly  to  the  Bajhaw  §  Palace,  and  lodged  in  one  of  the  hand- 
fomed  Chambers  ;  where  be  had  no  fooner  entered  than  he  flung  himfelf 
upon  the  Sopha ,  pull’d  off  his  Cap,  ask’d  for  fome  Water,  which  was 
brought  with  fome  Sherbet ;  having  drank  the  fird,  he  fell  afleep  ;  and 
a  Tchoadar  who  had  made  a  Bed  for  his  Majedy,  not  daring  to  wake 
him,  for  it  contented  him  to  cover  him  with  a  Quilt  of  pink’d  Sattin, 
to  which  a  Sheet  was  fadened  underneath,  after  the  Turkijh  Fafhion. 
Then  keeping  a  Lamp  lighted  in  the  Chimney,  with  a  Wax  Taper 

*  I  gave  feme  Perfons  of  Note  at  Stockholm  an  Account  of  this  ABion,  as  well  as  of  that  at 
ITuth,  in  the  Form  of  a  Letter ,  not  having  my  Memorandums  with  me ,  and  it  was  liked  petty 
well :  At  the  fame  time  I  begg’d  they  woud  not  let  any  Copies  be  taken  of  it,  nor  communicate 
it  by  halves,  not  being  willing  it  fhou  d  appear  in  the  hVorld  before  I  publijhed  the  whole  my 
felf.  However,  I  was  not  ferv  d faithfully,  for  fome  ignorant  thd  curious  Servants  have  tran- 
feribed  it,  and  I  have  feen  it  at  London,  with  almofl  every  TPord  miffpelt  in  it,  even  to  my 
Name  ;  and  there  is  but  one  Addition,  which  is,  that  they  have  mack  the  King  m)T 

Mailer,  in  fpeaking  of  his  Swedilh  Majefly „ 
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in  a  Candieftick,  he  (laid  there,  and  watched  according  to  the  Civi¬ 
lity,  or  rather  the  Duty  of  the  Mahometan  Hofpitality,  to  fupply  him 
with  what  he  might  want,  pull  off  his  Boots  when  he  waked,  and  un- 
drefs  him  in  order  to  his  going  into  Bed:  So  that  he  did  not  think  fit  to 
touch  him  any  more.  His  Majefly  flept  till  Three  in  the  Morning,  and 
wou’d  not  then  change  his  Place;  but  threw  away  a  Night-Cap,  which 
the  Tchoadar  had  put  upon  his  Head  whilfl  he  was  Beeping. 

In  the  mean  while  the  Bajhaw  commanded  the  Eight  Ducats  to  be 
given  to  the  Twenty  one  Janizaries,  who  had  taken  his  Majefly,  as 
promifed  ;  and  gave  Orders  to  fome  of  his  Men  to  Peek  Mr.  Grothufen 
and  Major  Ribing ,  whom  he  knew  the  King  particularly  loved,  to 
keep  him  Company  ;  as  alfo  Mr.  Mullern  and  Mr.  Fief. \  his  Miniflers. 
The  fir  ft  was  found  that  very  Night,  redeem’d  at  the  Bajhaw  s  Expence, 
conduced  to  his  Majefly,  as  loon  as  he  was  awake,  and  he  flay’d 
with  him  in  the  fame  Chamber.  Next  Morning  his  Majefly  was 
(lightly  indifpofed  with  a  Fever,  caufed  by  his  violent  Motion  the 
Day  before,  and  was  let  Blood.  Mr.  Fabrice  waited  upon  him,  and 
was  received  as  ufual,  that  is  to  fay  very  well ;  for  no  body  was  more 
welcome  to  this  Prince,  who  had  already  ask'd  twice  or  thrice  where 
is  Fabrice  ?  When  he  appeared.  The  violent  Exercife  of  the  foregoing 
Day,  which  caufed  his  Fever,  had  made  no  Alteration  in  his  Face,  his 
Aire,  nor  his  Manners  ;  he  ask’d  him  divers  Queflions  about  the 
A<5tion  at  Warnitza ,  and  the  Difcourfe  of  the  Turks  thereupon  ;  and 
begged  him  when  he  went  away  to  enquire  after  fome  Prifoners  whom 
he  named  to  him,  amongfl  the  reft  the  Chancellor  Mr.  Midlern  ;  but 
above  all  Meffieurs  CliJfendorJfy  Rofe ,  and  Erenpretis ,  the  faid  Secre¬ 
tary,  &c.  who  had  {laid  with  him  to  the  laft  Extremity.  Mr.  Fabrice 
having  recommended  to  me,  in  his  Majefty’s  Name,  the  Care  of  fearch- 
ing  for  thefe,  I  went  about  the  Country  for  that  purpofe ;  and  in 
looking  for  them,  I  found  Mr.  Mullern ,  whom  the  Bajhaw  had 
ordered  alfo  to  be  fought  for.  He  was  Prifoner  to  a  Janizary , 
who,  he  faid,  had  ufed  him  with  Humanity  enough  ;  he  was  fit¬ 
ting  upon  a  little  Sopha  eating  fome  Figs  and  Raifins  when  I  enter'd. 
I  told  him,  that  the  Bajhaw  had  fent  his  Men  to  enquire  after  him, 
but  he  anfwered  that  he  had  feen  no  body ;  upon  which  I  immediately 
carried  the  News  to  the  Palace,  and  he  was  delivered  a  few  Hours 
after. 

I  took  all  the  Pains  imaginable  to  difeover  thofe  I  fought  at  the 
King's  Defire;  but  no  body  cou’d  give  me  any  Information  con¬ 
cerning  Mr.  CliJfendorJfy  nor  was  he  ever  found  ;  he  muft  have  been 
burnt  in  the  King’s  Palace;  he  was  already  advanced  in  Years  and 
fomewhat  infirm,  and  perhaps  might  have  laid  himfelf  down  to 
reft  in  fome  Chamber,  which  ferv'd  as  his  Funeral  Pile*  I  heard 
on  the  3d,  that  Mr.  Erenpreus  was  Prifoner  to  Ten  Janizaries ,  who 
had  carried  him  to  Cauchan ,  a  little  Town  about  three  Leagues  from 
Bender  ;  I  went  thither  immediately,  but  his  Mailers  were  not  then 
tradlable,  they  demanded  Five  hundred  Ducats  for  his  Ranfom. 
Upon  this  I  bethought  my  felf  of  having  it  given  out,  that  there  was 
an  Order  upon  the  Road  from  the  Grand  Seignior  to  releafe  all  the  Pri¬ 
foners  without  Ranfom  ;  this  Report  being  fpread,  had  the  defired  Ef¬ 
fect,  as  I  ihall  obferve  in  the  Sequel. 

On  the  5th,  the  King  being  recover’d  of  his  Fever,  was  put 
into  a  Waggon  cover’d  with  Red  Cloth,  into  which  Mr.  Grothufen 
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went  with  him.  Meffieurs  Mullern  and  Fief  had  alfo  one  for  chem  two,' 
&nd  Horfes  were  given  to  Sixty  Swedes ,  who  were  allow’d  to  follow  his 
Majefty  to  Adrianople ;  where,  they  faid,  he  was  to  be  carried.  He 
fet  out  on  his  Journey  with  Two  hundred  Tarkifh  Horfemenroundhim; 
and  the  Bajhaw ,  with  his  Retinue,  accompanied  his  Majefty  with 
Drums  and  Kettle-Drums  beating,  and  other  Inftruments  of  War 
founding,  for  Eight  or  Ten  Miles.  Meffieurs  Fabrice  y  Jefferies  and 
myfelf  affifted  at  this  mournful  Convoy,  which  I  can  t  help  calling  fo, 
fpight  of  the  Bajhaw  s  Mufick,  when  I  reprefent  to  my  felf  this  great 
Hero,  who  fome  Years  before  had  made  great  Potentates  tremble  at 
the  Head  of  but  40000  Men,  reduced  now  to  Sixty  difarm’d  and  ill 
mounted,  and  carried  Prifoner  in  a  Waggon  j  not  to  mention  that  I 
faw  feveral  of  them  ffied  Tears,  efpecially  thofe  who  belong’d  to  the 
Pen,  among  the  reft  the  Secretaries  Cederholm  and  Celfing .  Neverthe- 
lefs,  this  Prince  ftill  preferved  his  ufual  Greatnefs  of  Soul,  and  Sere¬ 
nity  of  Countenance ;  as  an  Inftance  of  which,  when  in  the  Waggon  he 
was  inform’d  that  King  Staniflaus  was  arrefted  at  Taffi,  in  his  way  to 
Bender ,  and  defired  his  Swedijh  Majefty  to  abandon  his  Intereft, 
and  let  him  make  his  Peace  with  King  Augujlusy  and  not  lay  his  Terri¬ 
tories  defolate  by  warring  on  his  Account,  he  faid  with  fome  Hear, 
Tell  him  if  he  won't  be  King. ,  I’ll  make  another  :  And  in  the  Conven¬ 
tion  Mr.  Fabrice  had  with  him  from  time  to  time,  he  exprefs’d  no  Care 
nor  Difquiec  but  for  the  Prifoners  that  remain’d  at  Bendery  whom 
he  recommended  again  to  him,  when  we  feparated  at  Cauchany  a 
little  Town  afore-mentioned,  where  he  was  deftined  to  lie.  After  our 
Return  to  Bender ,  Mr. Fabrice  went  to  find  the  Bajhaw ,  and  defire  his 
Interefts  with  regard  to  procuring  the  Captives  Liberty  ;  he  not  only 
promis’d  it,  but  offer’d  him  his  Purfe,  where  his  Authority  was  not 
fufftcient  for  that  Furpofe  ;  and  one  cou’d  not  be  more  in  his  Favour 
than  Mr.  Fabrice  was,  and  with  his  Affiftance  he  delivered  above  Two 
Hundred  in  lefs  than  one  Week.  On  our  coming  from  the  Bajhaw  s,  we 
met  General  ‘Daldorf,  who  was  indeed  fet  at  Liberty,  but  without 
Money.  He  complained  very  much  of  his  Ufage  from  his  Mafter,  who 
was  a  Janizary ,  and  had  been  (as  he  faid)  very  rude  ;  but,  according 
to  the  Janizary's  Report,  ’twas  his  own  Fault,  he  having  been  very 
abufive,  and  given  him  bad  Language.  Mr.  Fabrice  accofted  him  firft, 
and  offered  him  his  Service  and  his  Purfe,  pulling  it  out  at  the  fame 
time  j  the  General  accepting  his  Proffer,  ask’d  Pardon  for  whatfoever 
was  paft,  affured  him  of  his  Friendfhip  for  the  future,  and  took  50 
Ducats  }  and  afterwards  extoll’d  Mr.  Fabrice  all  over  Germany  for  his 
Generofity  and  Greatnefs  of  Soul.  The  Han  alfo  on  his  part  ordered 
that  all  the  Prifoners  in  the  Tartars  Hands  fliould  be  delivered  into  his, 
even  without  Ranfom  ;  which,  however,  did  not  hinder  fome  Money 
being  given  them  underhand,  for  fear  they  fhou’d  hide  or  carry  far 
diftant  into  the  Country  thofe  they  had  taken.  Mr.  Jefferies  alfo 
redeem’d  feveral  Prifoners  of  his  Friends.  Neverthelefs,  by  this  Help 
of  Order,  together  with  the  Report  above-mention’d,  I  delivered  Baron 
Ribbing ,  Mr.  Faljlrom ,  and  fome  Swedijh  Women  out  of  the  Hands  of 
the  Tartars  for  only  Fifty  Ducats,  which  the  firft  alone  reimburfed  me 
afterwards  very  generoufly.  I  alfo  redeem’d  Mr.  Erenpreus  ;  but  he 
coft  me  the  more  by  reafon  of  his  Impatience,  which  he  likewife  re¬ 
paid  me  very  handfomely. 

When  I  was  enquiring  after  the  Swedes ,  in  order  to  deliver  them 
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according  to  the  King’s  Defire,  I  heard  in  the  Publick  Places,  or 
CofFec-houfes ,  l'ome  drange  Reflexions  on  his  Majedy’s  Condu’X, 
but  nothing  much  difrefpeXful  or  abufive  againd  his  Perfon  One 
would  addrefs  himfelf  to  me  in  thefe  Terms;  “  I  am  a  Mujful- 
<c  man ,  or  faithful  Obferver  of  the  Law  which  God  has  fent  us  by  his 
u  Prophet  Mahomet ;  I  am  call  by  home  Temped  upon  the  Chrijiian 
“  Coad,  where  you  generoully  receive  me,  out  of  the  pure  Motive  of 
“  Hofpitality,  without  having  Regard  to  either  my  Country,  or  my 
u  Religion  ;  and  after  I  have  Raid  fome  Months,  nay  even  fome  Years, 
ci  with  you,  and  been  maintain’d  as  well  as  I  can  wilh  for,  I  tedify 
<c  a  Defire  of  returning  into  my  own  Country,  and  ask  fome  Money 
cc  for  that  Purpofe  ;  you  grant  it  me,  and  even  more  than  I  demanded, 
<c  and  after  having  received  it,  I  tell  you  I  won’t  go  without  you  give 
“  me  as  much  more ;  (hou’d  not  1  deferve  to  be  driven  away  like  an 
u  ungrateful  Wretch ?”  I  begg’d  I  might  be  difpenfed  with  anfwering 
fuch  Quedions,  and  added,  that  fome  might  have  infpired  his  Ma- 
jedy  with  needlefs  Didrud  of  the  "Tories  good  Intentions.  Others 
laid,  that  all  things  rightly  confidered,  it  was  a  Sin  to  fight  againd  the 
King  of  Sweden,  their  Law  forbidding  them  to  ufe  a  Perfon  ill,  who 
is  deprived  of  his  Reafon ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  commanding  them 
to  fupport  and  aflid  him,  and  fupply  with  that  good  Senfe  which  them- 
felves  have  received  from  Providence,  the  DefeXs  of  his.  I  heard  a 
hundred  fuch  RefleXions,  which  I  eluded  as  well  as  I  could ;  for,  as 
I  have  already  obferved  concerning  Mr.  de  Ferriol ,  tho’  on  a  quite  dif¬ 
ferent  Occafion,  as  the  BaJJraw  Ihewed  diffidently  by  his  Expredions, 
the  Turks  have  no  Notion  of  that  Glory  to  which  the  Chriftians  every 
Day  facrifice  their  Lives  fo  couragioufly,  and  they  take  that  for  Mad- 
nefs  which  pafles  in  Chrijiendom  for  Bravery.  The  King  himfelf  was 
not  at  all  concerned  at  what  they  thought  of  him  ;  an  Indance  of  it 
is,  that  the  next  Day  after  the  AXion,  Mr.  Tughwali ,  one  of  his  At¬ 
tendants,  being  deliver’d  by  the  Bajhaws  People,  and  call’d  for  by  his 
Majedy,  cou’d  not  redrain  fhedding  Tears  on  feeing  him.  The  King 
ask’d  him,  why  he  wept ;  and  he  being  unwilling  to  inform  him,  his  Ma¬ 
jedy  commanded  him  abfoluceiy  to  tell  him,  whatever  it  was.  Upon 
that,  Mr.  T>ughwall  faid,  ’twas  on  account  of  the  Turks  faying  that 
his  Majedy  was  Mad ;  to  which  that  Prince  anfwer’d  immediately, 
Tho  l  you  need  not  cry  for  that ;  tell  them ,  I  had  rather  be  thought  a 
Madman ,  than  a  Coward.  Tho’  the  Janizaries  had  lod  at  lead  200 
Men,  and  feveral  of  them  were  wounded,  they  were  never  heard  to 
call  his  Majedy,  even  in  the  greated  Heat  of  AXion,  any  Name,  but 
what  had  been  before  given  them  by  their  Deputies,  who  went  on  the 
Day  of  Battle  to  propofe  to  his  Majedy  to  trud  himfelf  in  their  Hands, 
viz.  Tdemirbafo-,  Iron dead;  and  on  the  Arrival  of  this  Prince  at  Te- 
mirtafh ,  *  aiPalace  built  by  the  Viper  Cara  Mehemed,  kill’d  before  Vien¬ 
na ,  one  or  the  wounded  faid  to  an  old  Turk  there,  Sueiz  Temirbajh , 
gneldi  Temirtajh ,  i.  e.  the  Swedifh  Iron-head  is  come  to  the  Iron-Jlone . 

The  6ch  Mr.  Fabrice  fent  Difpatches  to  Germany ,  and  with  them  the 
Relation  in  the  Appendix ;  he  having  defired  at  fird  xhzBaJhaw  to  write 
to  th  zTorte  in  favour  of  King  Stanijlaus ,  and  difpos’d  him  to  ufe  him  ho¬ 
nourably  ;  and  hearing  the  14th  that  he  had  an  Anfwer,  he  waited  on 
him ;  and  the  Bajhaw  told  him,  in  Confidence,  that  he  having  fent  100 
Lapkas  for  him  to  Tajfi,  where  he  was  detain’d,  this  Prince  was  come 

*  Demirtafh,  i.e,  Iron-ftone,  a  Palace  where  his  Majefly  was  carried  and  lodg’d. 
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to  have  an  Interview  incognito  with  the  King  of  Sweden,  ro  defire  him 
to  give  his  Aflent  to  an  Agreement  with  King  Auguftus .  Mr.  Fabnce  got 
on  Horfeback  the  15th,  and  took  me  with  him,  in  order  to  go  and 
meet  him,  which  we  did  about  2.0  Miles  didant,  with  only  a  Secre¬ 
tary,  a  Valet  de  Chambre ,  and  a  Footman,  for  his  whole  Retinue.  He 
was  in  the  middle  of  the  IJpkas ,  lent  by  the  B  a  flaw >  very  plainly 
drefs’d  after  the  French  Mode,  and  fmoaking  his  Pipe  on  Horfe-back  ; 
and  tho’  Mr.  Fabnce  had  been  intimately  and  long  acquainted  with 
him,  and  had  even  kept  a  Corrdpondence  with  him  by  Letters, 
(whether  it  was  the  Fault  of  his  Eyes,  which,  tho’  very  ftrong,  are 
but  fhort-  fighted,  or  the  EfFecd  of  his  Difguile,)  he  enquired  of  him- 
felf,  Where  is  King  Staniflaus  ?  His  Majedy  anfwered,  How  !  my  dear 
Fabrice,  don't  you  remember  me  ?  And  at  the  fame  time  embraced  him, 
without  fuffering  himfelf  to  difmount.  Returning  back,  we  approach'd 
within  half  a  Mile  of  Bender ,  where  the  Bajhaw  lent  him  a  Horfe 
richly  caparifon’d ;  whereupon  he  quitted  his  own,  which  was  re-, 
markably  bad,  as  was  all  its  Furniture,  and  threw  away  his  Pipe, 
which  he  had  not  ceas’d  fmoaking  all  the  Way,  excepting  to  drink 
a  Bolijh  Bumper,  and  make  us  pledge  him  in  another.  As  he  advanc'd 
a  little  farther,  the  Boles  coming  out  to  meet,  and  furrounding  him, 
we  retired,  that  they  might  not  take  any  Umbrage  at  the  Liberty 
granted  Mr.  Fabrice  by  the  Bajhaw.  He  was  faluted  on  his  Entrance 
into  the  Town  with  feveral  Cannons,  and  a  Lodging  aUigned  him  in  a 
Houfe,  which,  tho'  very  little,  was  more  than  large  enough  for  him, 
at  lead  with  the  Retinue  that  then  attended  him. 

All  the  Noble  Boles  went  to  renew  their  Homage  and  Protedations 
of  Fidelity  to  him,  excepting  Count  Sapieha ,  who  had  quitted  his 
Party  and  that  of  the  King  of  Sweden ,  bccaufe  his  Majedy  had 
depriv’d  him  (at  lead  Titulary)  of  the  Pod  of  Great  General  of 
: Lithuania ,  which  had  always  been  both  (faid  he)  de  Jure  &  deFatto  'm 
his  Family,  to  give  it  to  Prince  Wifnowtsky ,  the  Capital  Enemy  both 
of  him  and  his  Houfe,  at  lead  as  he  pretended.  This  Count  had 
declared  fo  vifibly  for  King  Auguftus ,  that  he  left  no  body  any 
room  to  doubt  of  it,  and  confequently  had  drawn  upon  himfelf  the 
Hatred  of  all  the  Swedes ,  and  all  the  Boles  of  their  Party  ;  and 
though  they  had  made  their  urmod  Efforts  to  retain  him  on  their  Side, 
by  offering  him  the  Pod  of  Great-Treafurer  of  the  Crown,  in  lieu  of 
that  which  had  been  taken  from  him,  he  had  refufed  it,  proteding  that 
he  would  not  hold  his  Charge,  but  of  the  Republick  and  that  he 
neither  expected  it  from  King  Staniflaus ,  the  King  of  Sweden ,  nor  even 
King  Auguftus  himfelf,  who  (as  he  faid)  had  no  Power  authorized  by 
the  Laws  to  give  the  Employment  belonging  to  the  Family  of  one 
Noble  Bole ,  to  that  of  another. 

On  the  26th  Kiog  Stanijlaus  fent  a  Memorial  to  the  Borty,  contain¬ 
ing  his  Intentions  and  Propofals,  which  were  then  a  Myftery  to  me, 
though  ’twas  whifper’d  that  ’ewas  upon  his  Swedijh  Majedy’s  obli¬ 
ging  him  to  lay  afide  all  Thoughts  of  Agreement  with  King  Auguftus , 
or  of  renouncing  the  Crown  of  Boland ;  and  at  the  fame  time  repre- 
fenting  how  favourably  the  Boles  were  difpos’d  to  him,  and  promifing 
Caminiek  to  the  Borte ,  on  Condition  they  wou’d  fend  an  Army  upon 
the  Frontiers  to  encourage  them  by  their  appearing  to  fupport  them. 
On  the  27th  Count  Sapieha  having  been  advifed,  either  with  or  without 
Grounds,  that  Prince  Wifnowisky  harbour’d  in  his  Mind  very  evil  De- 
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fign  againft  him,  ran  away,  which  he  was  the  more  eafily  perfwaded  to,  itt 
that  that  Prince  had  caus'd  one  of  his  mod  faithful  Domefticks  to  be  feiz’d, 
who  efcaping,  inform’d  him  in  the  Evening,  that  one  of  his  Highnefs’s 
Servants  told  him,  in  a  threatning  manner,  and  fwearing,  “  That  the 
**  Count  Sapieha,  fooner  or  later,  mud  expert  no  other  Treatment' than 
his  Coufin  met  with This  Coufin  was  (as  the  Count  himfelf  faid) 
poniarded  fome  Years  before  in  the  Prince’s  Chamber ;  befides  that  the 
Bajhaw  ot  Bender  (to  whom  (it  not  being  in  his  Power)  he  had  not  made 
his  Court  after  the  Turkijh  Manner,  as  his  Enemies  Prince  Wifnowisky  and 
the  Balatine  of  Kiow,  had  always  taken  care  to  do,  by  Prefents,  which 
is  the  Wedding-Garment,  without  which  a  Chrijlian  ought  not  to  appear 
before  a  Turk ,  and  efpecially  before  IfmaelBaJhaw )  had  declared  himfelf 
his  Enemy ;  however  it  was,  he  took  the  Alarm,  difappear’d  very  inconft- 
derately,  in  the  Night-time, without  being  provided  even  with  the  Paffport 
of  the  Tartar  Han ,  who  had  always  ffiown  him  abundance  of  Good- 
will,  and  (as  he  own’d  himfelf)  woud  not  have  refufed  him  that,  for 
his  Security  in  his  Paflage  to  Boland ,  if  he  had  communicated  to  him 
his  Defign,  and  his  Apprehenfions.  His  Gentleman  of  the  Horfe,  whom 
he  had  not  taken  with  him,  perceiving  that  his  Matter  was  gone,  pur- 
fued  him,  not  to  join,  but  betray  him,  and  give  Notice  of  his  Flight 
to  fome  Swedes ,  who  were  in  Quarters  fome  Leagues  from  Bender ,  up¬ 
on  the  Road  he  had  taken,  and  had  no  hand  in  the  Calabahk.  *  Thefe 
loft  no  Time,  but  overtook  him  the  next  Morning  near  a  Fountain  where 
he  was  fitting  to  let  his  Horfe  feed,  and  reft  a  little.  They  feiz’d 
and  made  him  Prifoner,  taking  from  him  all  his  Papers,  which  they 
put  into  the  Hands  of  King  Stantflaus .  Among  the  reft,  there  was  a 
Copy  of  a  Letter  to  King  Auguftus ,  wherein  he  made  him  Proteftati- 
ors  of  an  inviolable  Fidelity,  and  hinted  to  him  to  fend  fome  Prefents 
to  the  Tartar  Han ,  who  leem’d  very  much  difpos’d  to  ferve  him,  if  he 
would  difengage  himfelf  from  the  Mufcovites ,  the  Alliance  with  whom 
gave  Umbrage  to  the  Borte.  He  added,  that  the  Bajhaw ,  being  a 
very  felf-interefted  Man,  his  Majefty  mutt  not  exped  any  good  Offices 
from  him,  without  he  gained  him  over  by  his  Liberality  ;  with  other 
Expreffions  as  little  advantagious.  This  Letter  was  carried  to  the 
Bajhaw  by  Prince  Wisnowisky ,  accompanied  by  the  Balatine  of 
Kiow ;  it  was  interpreted  to  him  after  the  moft  proper  manner,  to  in- 
creafe  his  Coolnefs,  or  rather  Hatred  to  the  Count,  telling  him,  that 
he  reprefented  him  as  one  of  the  moft  untradable  Jews,  who  wou’d 
do  any  thing  for  Intereft,  and  from  whom  nothing  was  to  be  hoped 
for  without  it.  Mr.  Fabric e  happening  to  enter  fome  time  after,  the 
Bajhaw  turning  the  Converfation  upon  the  Count,  asked  why  they 
had  not  already  beheaded  him  >  He  anfwered,  that  ’twas  not:  ufual  a- 
mong  ChriJUans ,  without  great  Reafon,  and  many  Formalities  of  Ju- 
ftice.  Why  fo ,  (added  he)  ’ twould  only  be  a  Mufcovite  Spy  lefs .  By 
which  one  may  judge  how  much  the  Bajhaw  was  prepoffefted  againft 
the  Count;  for  the  latter  had  always  fliewn  himfelf  very  much  againft 
the  Mufcovites ,  both  by  his  Words  and  Addons,  and  I  have  often 
heard  him  inveigh  againft  them,  and  cry  out,  in  deploring  the  mifera- 
ble  Condition  of  Boland ,  When  will  it  pleafe  Heaven  to  deliver  us  Jrom 
cur  Friends  ?  ’Tis  true,  that  to  give  his  Wifh  all  the  Senfe  it  will  bear, 
it  may  be  faid,  that  perhaps  he  underftood  the  Swedes  as  well  as  the 
Mufcovites.  He  told  me  one  Day  upon  this  Head,  a  Tale  of  the  Great 

Calabalik,  a  Tumult ;  fo  vpas  call'd  the  Difference  that  the  Kjng  had  with  the  Turks,  in 
which  thefe  Swedes  having  no  Sharey  were  not  troubled  or  made  Prifoner j . 

Vo  l.  II.  '  l>  General 
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General  Seniowiskys  Lady’s  making,  which  Hie  wou’d  relate  maliciouffy 
enough  to  the  Swedes ,  when  (he  happen  d  in  their  Company,  and  which 
Ihe  apply’d  to  them.  It  was  this : 

“  A  Woman,  of  a  pretty  good  Temper,  tho’  naturally  a  little  un- 
u  eafy,  inconftant,  and  impatient,  had  fome  Hares,  *  which  were  fenc 
“  her  out  of  a  foreign  Country  :  She  took  a  Pleafure  in  feeding  them 
his  Saxons,  «  jn  jier  Houfe,  with  the  Leaves  of  Cabbages,  or  fome  ether  Greens, 
“  to  their  Tafte;  and,  excepting  fome  Quarrels  which  they  had  with 
ic  Rabbits  bred  up  in  the  Houfe,  they  were  peaceable  enough.  But 
“  one  Day,  the  Door  being  left  open  of  a  great  Garden,  where  Ihe 
<£  had  taken  care  to  mix  the  agreeable  with  the  ufeful ,  they 
ran  in,  and  lik’d  their  Quarters  fo  well,  that,  forgetting  all  their 
Miftrefs’s  good  Ufage,  they  ftaid  there,  without  however  making 
any  other  Havock,  than  eating  fome  Cabbage  Leaves,  and  of 
Roots.  She  in  vain  made  feveral  Attempts  to  get  them  to  come 
out  and  return  to  her,  till  her  Impatience  growing  too  ttrong,  fhe 
went  to  her  Neighbour,  a  great  Sportfman  +  by  Inclination  and 
Profeftion,  and  begg’d  him  to  come  into  her  Garden  with  his  Hounds, 
and  deliver  her  from  thefe  ungrateful  and  mifehievous  Hares ;  the 
Dogs  did  indeed  rid  her  of  them,  but  in  an  Inftant  did  her  more 
Damage,  and  made  more  Wade,  than  the  Hares  could  have  done 
during  their  whole  Lives,  fpoiling  her  Lillies,  and  oth.er  Flowers 
in  her  Parterres,  and  her  Grafs  and  young  Trees  in  her  Orchard.*, 
Whilft  I  am  fpeaking  of  this  Lady,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  obferve, 
that  the  Czar ,  after  his  fortunate  Efcape  at  Truth ,  on  his  Return  into 
his  Dominions,  with  his  Army  refrefh’d  by  the  Turks  Provifions,  and  the 
Peace  in  his  Pocket,  fiing  TeTIeum^  as  if  for  a  Victory  (as  ’twas  report¬ 
ed  ;)  which  coming  to  the  Ears  of  this  Lady,  ihe  knowing  the  whole  Cir- 
cumftance  of  the  Affair,  faid,  the  Czar  fings  Vittoria ,  Vittoria!  like  Har¬ 
lequin  in  the  Play,  becaufe  he  had  come  off  for  ioo  Stripes  when  he 
expected  200.  . 

The  29th  Mr.  Fabrice  difpatch’d  a  Courier  into  Germany,  with  a  Packet 
of  King  Stanijlaus ,  and  among  other  Letters  the  Relation  in  th  t  Appendix. 

To  return  to  the  King  of  Sweden :  He  was  conduced  a  Pri- 
foner  to  cDemirtaJh ,  by  little  Journeys  of  three  or  four  Leagues  a  Day  % 
and  different  Reports  were  fpread  concerning  the  Torte1  s  Inten¬ 
tions,  as  to  its  Treatment  of  him.  At  one  time  ’twas  faid,  that  ’twas 
refolv’d  to  confine  him  in  the  Caftle  of  Candia ;  at  another  ’twas  given 
out,  that  he  wou’d  be  fent  to  fupply  the  late  Count  Tekely  s  Place  at 
Nicomedia ;  at  leaft  this  laft  I  was  pofitively  affured  of  by  the  Seraskier 
of  Benders  Kiaia.  Thefe  Reports,  whether  with  or  without  Grounds, 
had  this  Effect,  that  the  French  Embaffador  went  to  beg  the  Caima- 
can  of  Conftantinople ,  and  the  High-Admiral  Ibrahim  Bajhaw ,  to  inter- 
pofe  their  Credit  and  good  Offices  with  the  Grand  Seignior ,  to  prevent 
any  fuch  Indignity’s  being  done  to  a  crown’d  Head  ;  propofing  at  the 
fame  time  to  procure  a  Squadron  of  Men  of  War  from  the  King  his 
Matter,  to  recondudl  that  Prince  into  his  own  Dominions,  and  deliver 
the  Torte  from  the  Ex pences  and  Trouble  that  might  be  caus’d  by  his 
Stay  there.  Twas  faid,  the  Englijh  Embaffador,  having  (as'was  given  out) 
receiv’d  Orders  from  his  Court  no  more  to  intermeddle  with  the  Czars 
Affairs,  to  the  Prejudice  of  the  King  of  Sweden ,  made  the  fame  Of¬ 
fer  :  This,  at  leaft,  is  certain,  that  his  Excellency  did  not  appear  any¬ 
more  in  the  Accommodation  of  the  Mufcovites  and  Turks ,  as  the  T)utch 
Embaffador  continued  to  do,  on  the  contrary,  and  that  publickly,  even  to 
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the  lad.  The  Caimacan  wrote  about  it  to  the  Vifier,  and  the  Captain 
Bajhaw  went  in  Peri'on  to  Adrianople ;  and  whether  it  was  through 
their  Intercedion,  or  the  Grand  Seignior  s  altering  the  Rcfolution  be¬ 
fore-mentioned,  his  Majedy  was  carried  to  Hemotica,  a  little  City  on 
the  Wedern  Side  of  a  fmall  River  without  Name,  which  difembogues 
it  felf  into  a  larger,  call'd  MariJJa ,  fix  fliort  Leagues  from  Adrianople , 
noted  in  my  Map  B.  This  Place,  which  I  faw  afterwards,  feems  to 
be  fituated  where  the  Ancients  placed  Plotinopolis ,  for  which  I  be¬ 
lieve  the  Medal  (19)  in  the  Print  XXIX.  was  druck.  However,  I 
bought  it  there  of  a  Greek ,  with  the  (t  f3)  and  two  like  (As)  in  the  Print 
XII.  There  is  now  no  other  Infcription  remaining,  but  the  Word  AHMH. 
(on  the  Walls  of  an  old  Cadle)  which  fignifying  To  the  ‘ People ,  gives 
ground  to  believe  it  may  have  been  a  Free  City,  and  from  whence  it 
probably  derives  its  Name.  I  bought  here  likewife  the  Medal  of  Ab- 
dera ,  NQ  13.  Print  XXVIII.  and  that  of  Trajanopolis ,  Print  XXIX. 
NQ  (10)  with  (16)  (io).  It  is  a  pretty  neat  Place,  tho’  it  has  but  few 
good  Houfes ;  that  wherein  the  King  lodg’d  belong’d  to  an  Aga ,  and  was 
pretty  convenient.  The  Greeks  live  feparately  in  the  Old  Cadle,  fur- 
rounded  with  miferable  decaying  Walls,  kept  in  ill  Repair,  where  they 
have  a  Church,  fell  Wine,  get  drunk,  dance  and  quarrel  at  liberty. 

The  Houfes  without  are  all  Turkijh ;  his  Majedy  was  lodg’d  in  the 
bed,  which  was  entirely  furniflied  after  their  manner.  The  SeliLtar 
Aga  Ali  BafhaWy  Son*in-Law  and  Favourite  to  the  Sultan ,  and  Vifier 
in  'Petto  3  or  to  explain  myfelf  more  intellibly,  the  Governor  both  of 
his  Highnefs  and  the  then  Vifier  Soliman  Bajhaw,  faid  to  the  latter, 
“  Send  Word  to  the  KingNrf  Sweden  that  he  is  welcome  thither,  and 
<c  that  if  he  pleafes  he  may  day  there  all  his  Life  ;  that  the  Porte 
il  will  fupply  him  with  all  manner  of  Necedaries  for  his  Subfidance  ; 
“  and  I  believe,  added  he,  that  by  what  I  have  heard  of  him,  I  know 
“  him  well  enough  to  adure  you,  that  he  won’t  remain  there  above  a 
€‘  Year,  without  asking  Permildon  to  begone  ;  but  above  all,  give  him 
<c  no  ready  Money.”  Soliman  Bajhaw  indeed  fent  this  Meffage,  but 
gave  it  a  more  civil  Turn,  and  accompanied  it  with  a  pretty  dne 
Horfe,  ordering  a  Thaim  to  be  allowed  him  accordingly,  confiding  of 
Bread,  Meat,  Oil,  Spice,  Butter,  &c.  and  this  Thaim ,  which  was  re¬ 
gularly  given  every  Day  to  the  King  and  his  Retinue,  was  fo  ample, 
that  feveral  Swedes  fold  the  Overplus  to  the  Greeks.  The  Vifier  how- 
ever  went  beyond  the  Counfel  of  Alt  Bajhaw ,  in  granting  him  alfo  a 
fmall  Sum  of  Twenty-five  Crowns  a  Day  for  Wine,  which  the  Turkijh 
Law  does  not  only  forbid  them  drinking,  but  even  to  give  it  in  Kind 
to  their  Gueds  whofe  Religion  allows  it  them  ;  and  that  alfo  for  Pork, 
on  which  the  fame  Injun&ion  or  Prohibition  is  laid.  Orders  were  alfo 
fent  to  the  Seraskier  of  Bender ,  to  furnifh  the  Swedes  who  were  dill 
there  with  the  like,  tho’  ’twas  not  in  fo  great  a  Quantity.  In  the  mean 
while,  Mr.  Fabrice,  with  whom  I  had  Raid  behind,  having  done  all  the 
Service  that  lay  in  his  Power  to  the  Swedes ,  (befides  procuring  them 
their  Liberty  who  were  not  freed  before  his  Majedy’s  Departure)  we 
fet  out  from  thence  the  Beginning  of  March ,  and  reach’d  Adrianople 
about  the  Middle  of  the  fame. 

During  thefe  Tranfadions  the  Seraskier  of  Bender  Ifmael  Bajhaw , 
the  Chiaous  Ba/haw ,  the  Muphty ,  and  the  Tartar  Han ,  were  almod 
all  depofed  at  the  fame  time.  Carplan  Gherai ,  Brother  to  the  lad,  the 
fame  who  had  met  with  the  like  Fate  Five  Years  before,  for  being 
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defeated  in  CircaJJia ,  fucceeded  in  his  Room  ;  the  ‘Porte  believing  that 
it  ought  always  to  be  infallible  and  invincible,  when  the  contrary  hap¬ 
pens,  impute  it  to  the  Fault  of  its  Generals  and  Officers,  and  fo  punifhes 
them  as  if  guilty  of  Treafon  or  Cowardice,  as  I  have  already  hinted. 
However  it  was^  the  fame  Galley  that  was  fent  to  fetch  him  from 
Rhodes ,  to  let  him  again  at  the  Head  of  the  Tartars ,  tranfported  ‘Del- 
vet  Gherai  to  that  Place  of  Exile.  The  Chiaous  Bajhaw  was  lfrangled, 
th eSeraskier  of  Bender  baniflfd  to  Sinope,  and  the  Muphty  only  depriv’d 
of  that  Dignity. 

The  HanDelvet  Gherai  zn&Ifmael  Bajhaw  expected  no  better  Treat¬ 
ment,  as  foon  as  they  had  delivered  the  icgo  Purfes  above  mention’d 
to  the  King  of  Sweden ,  and  found  that  his  Majefty  wou’d  not  depart 
without  as  much  more  ;  as  for  the  reft,  their  Fall  muft  be  attributed  to 
the  Inconftancy  of  the  Porte.  Ibrahim  Bajhaw ,  formerly  a  Waterman, 
who  had  ingratiated  himfelf  with  the  Grand  Seigiiior,  by  an  Accident 
which  I  (hall  relate  immediately,  communicated  yit.DefaUeures’sVtopo- 
fal,  concerning  his  Majefty’s  Return,  to  the ‘Divan,  the’  this  was  what 
at  that  time  leaft  difturb’d  thcPorte,  which  only  made  it  ferve  as  a  Pre¬ 
tence  for  obtaining  its  Ends  of  th q  Mufcovites  and  Poles.  After  feveral 
fecret  Audiences,  which  (’twas  reported)  he  had  of  his  Highnefs,  not  fo 
much  upon  that  Head,  as  the  Differences  with  the  Potentates  afore-men¬ 
tioned,  he  was  on  the  2,9th  of  March  advanced  to  the  Dignity  of  Prime 
Vijier ,  and  complimented  generally  as  fuch.  Hereupon  he  ordered 
Mr*  Brue,  who  was  then  become  more  the  Interpreter  of  Sweden  than 
France ,  to  write  to  the  Ambaffador  to  come  to  Adrianople.  The  Court 
of  Demotica  expreffed  a  great  deal  of  Joy  at  that  Change,  for  they 
perceived  that  this  Vijier  was  as  good  a  Swede  as  Frenchman  j  but  with¬ 
al,  he  was  of  a  violent  Temper,  without  any  Politenefs,  and  in  a 
word  a  dow.nright  Tarpawlin,  underftanding  nothing  but  the  Sea. 
The  manner  of  his  leaving  his  Boat  to  be  the  Head  of  the  Ottoman 
Fleet,  is  fingular  enough  to  deferve  relating,  and  was  thus  : 

The  prefent  Grand  Seignior  at  the  Beginning  of  his  Reign  ufed  to' 
walk  about  the  City  of  Conjlantinople  and  the  adjacent  Villages,  fome- 
times  in  the  Habit  of  a  ‘Dervijh ,  fometimes  in  another  Difguife,  with 
two  or  three  of  his  moft  faithful  Creatures  differently  drefled,  fo  as 
not  to  be  known.  At  one  time  he  wou’d  thruft  himfelf  among  the 
janizaries  to  hear  what  was  faid  of  him,  or  his  Government,  and 
fend  in  the  Night  to  ftrangle,  and  fling  into  the  Sea,  thofe  whom 
he  found  by  their  own  Difcourfe  to  have  had  the  greateft  Share  in 
the  depofing  his  Brother,  or  who  feem’d  the  moft  difaffetfted  and 
likely  to  ferve  him  after  the  fame  manner.  At  another  time  he  wou’d 
go  into  fome  of  the  large  Boats,  that  carry  Twenty,  Thirty  or  Fifty 
Perfons  from  Europe  to  AJia ,  or  from  Village  to  Village  ;  and  being  in 
one  of  thefe,  as  his  Men  of  War  and  Gallies  were  returning  from  crui- 
fing  againft  the  Spaniards ,  Italians  and  Maltefe ,  our  Ibrahim ,  then  one 
of  the  Watermen,  faid  to  his  Comrades,  loud  enough  to  be  heard  by 
all  the  PafTengers,  “  D’ye  fee  thefe  Veffels,  how  they  return  as  they 
“  went  out  ?  They  ftrive  to  avoid  meeting  the  Infidels  as  much  as 
they  can,  flickering  themfelves  fometimes  in  one  Harbour,  fome- 
<c  times  in  another,  and  eat  the  Grand  Seigniors  Bread  without  doing 
“  any  thing  for  it  ;  I  know  their  Ways,  I  have  been  Sailor  and  Pilot 
“  on  Board  fome  of  them,  and  when  I  propofed  to  go  in  fearch  of 
“  the  Infidels  in  Places  where  I  was  fure  they  were,  they  calld  me 
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l£  Fool  ,*  but  if  I  had  been  Commander  of  one  of  them,  I  Wou’d  ne- 
“  ver  have  returned  into  Conjlantinople  Harbour,  without  fome  Prize/' 
The  Grand  Seignior  hearing  this,  had  a  Curiofttv  to  make  Tryal  of 
his  Bravery  at  Sea  ;  and  fome  Days  afterwards  ordered  the  Captain 
Bajhaw  to  take  him  as  Under-Captain,  and  give  him  the  Command  of 
one  of  his  Men  of  War  as  foon  as  he  ftiou’d  put  to  Sea  again  ,*  this 
was  done  accordingly,  and  Ibrahim  z he  firft  time  brought  in  two  Prizes, 
a  Genoefe  V effel*  and  a  Maltefe  Bark ;  and  no  Year  palled  wliilft  he  was 
in  that  Poll,  but  he  diftinguilhed  himfelf  by  fome  fuch  Atftion,  which 
fo  pleafed  the  Sultan ,  that  he  created  him  his  High  Admiral.  This 
Account  of  his  Advancement  he  gave  himfelf  to  Mr.  cDefalleures ,  and 
feveral  others,  but  we  lliall  foon  fee  how  he  was  tumbled  down  when 
arrived  at  the  higheft  Poll  in  the  Ottoman  Empire. 

On  the  30th,  the  new  Han  Carplan  Gherai  arriving  at  Adrianople-, 
had  a  publick  and  very  favourable  Audience  of  the  Grand  Seignior , 
befides  divers  fecret  ones,  Which  made  it  judged  that  his  Highnefs 
put  a  great  deal  of  Confidence  in  his  Counfels  andCondu&\  He  was 
very  much  carefs’d  by  the  Vijier,  and  complimented  as  well  by  all  the 
Minifters  of  the  Borte ,  as  thofe  of  Foreign  Courts.  Melfieurs  Gro - 
thujen  and  Boniatowsky,  among  the  reft,  went  to  wifft  him  Joy  ini 
the  King  of  Sweden  s  Name,  and  offer  him  his  Majefty’s  Friendlhip. 
He  receiv’d  them  very  gracioufiy,  promis’d  his  in  return  to  the  King, 
and  laid  he  wou’d  do  him  all  the  Service  that  lay  in  his  Power.  In 
Ihort,  he  gave  a  favourable  Reception  to  all  the  Compliments  that 
were  made  him  upon  his  Reftoration,  excepting  thofe  of  the  Mufco - 
*vite  Minifters,  who  not  being  allow’d  to  ftir  out  of  their  Houfes,  fenc 
to  congratulate  him  by  Mr.  Thelis ,  the  Hutch  Interpreter.  He  pretend¬ 
ed  that  they  fhou’d  engage  themfelves  to  induce  the  Czar  to  pay  the  An¬ 
nual  Penfion  of  80000  Crowns,  from  which  his  Czarian  Majefty  had 
got  himfelf  exempted  by  the  Treaty  of  Carlowitz ;  and  that  an  Article  to 
that  purpole  lliou’d  be  inferted  exprefly  in  that  which  they  were  endea¬ 
vouring  to  fet  again  on  foot  with  the  Sublime  Borte.  For  this  End  they 
had  obtain’d  Liberty  of  the  depofed  Vifier  Soliman  Bajhaw ,  to  come  out 
of  the  Seven  Towers  and  be  at  Adrianople ,  where  the  new  Vijier  Ibra¬ 
him  Bajhaw  ftill  kept  them  Prifoners  in  their  own  Houfe,  (being  the 
fame  wherein  himfelf  had  liv’d  before  his  Promotion  to  the  Dignity  of 
Vijier )  giving  them  more  reafon  to  apprehend  a  War  than  hope  for 
Peace.  The  Han  returned  the  Prefents  with  which  they  accompanied 
their  Compliments  of  Congratulation,  ordering  them  to  be  told,  that 
when  the  Article  of  the  Penfion  fliou’d  be  fettled  and  fign’d,  he  wou’d 
accept  them.  Upon  this  thefe  Gentlemen  fent  him  Anfwer,  that  it 
ftiou’d  not  be  their  Faults,  if  he  did  not  obtain  his  Demand ;  that  they 
wou’d  write  about  it  to  their  Mafter,  without  whofe  Permiflion  they 
begg’d  his  Highnefs  to  confider  ’twas  not  in  their  Power  to  regulate 
fuch  an  Article  ;  that,  as  for  the  reft,  they  had  not  yet  had  liberty  of 
the  Sublime  Borte,  to  enter  into  Conferences  with  her  Minifters  about 
renewing  the  Treaty,  nor  even  to  fend  their  own  Interpreters  :  And 
indeed  (as  I’ve  before  obferv’d)  ’twas  the  firft  Interpreter  for  the  Hutch 
Nation  ;  who  being  entirely  devoted  to  their  Service,  took  Care  of  their 
Affairs,  and  follicited,  intreated,  promifed  and  made  Prefents  for  them 
to  the  Borte,  meeting  with  Affronts,  Injuries,  Reproaches,  Complaints, 
Menaces,  but  feldom  with  good  Words  ;  but  was  faid  to  be  very  well 
paid,  and  promifed  much  more  by  the  Mufcovites  in  return  for  his  Trou- 
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ble.  The  Han ,  inftead  of  being  fatisfy’d  with  their  Reafons,  was  con¬ 
tinually  threatening  and  making  as  if  he  had  Orders  from  the  Grand 
Seignior  to  depart  and  repair  to  his  Troops,  with  which  he  gave  out 
he  was  to  begin  Hoftilities,  as  in  plundering,  taking  Slaves,  &c. 

Mr.  Hefalleures  reach’d  Adriaiiople  fome  Days  after  the  Haris,  Arri¬ 
val,  and  this  Ambaftador  with  Mr.Brue  tranfa&ed  all  Affairs  at  the  Torte 
for  the  Swedes ,  which  they  cou’d  not  do  for  themfelves  in  Perfon  5  en¬ 
deavouring  to  induce  the  Han  and  the  Turks  to  perfift  in  their  Demands 
on  the  Czar ,  and  their  Thoughts  of  War,  and  that  with  as  much  Zeal 
as  Mr.  Thelis  ufed  his  utmoft  Efforts  to  the  contrary ;  and  the  King’s 
Departure  was  no  longer  talked  on.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Palatine 
of  Maffovia  and  Baron  Goltz,  with  their  Retinue,  were  almoft  as 
clofely  confined  at  Adrianople  as  the  Mufcovites,  and  were  in  a  fort  of 
Inquifition,  for  they  indeed  ask’d  nothing  of  them,  but  feem’d  defirous 
of  their  offering  fomething  of  their  own  accord,  fo  that  they  fhou  d  not 
complain  of  their  Defigns,  neither  wou’d  they  dire&ly  infringe  the 
Treaty  of  Carlowitz . 

The  new  Viper  made  divers  Alterations,  one  of  which  was  the  recal¬ 
ling  his  Swedes  Majefty  from  Hemotica  to  Hemirtajh ,  a  Village  three 
Quarters  of  a  Mile  from  Adrianople ,  where  his  Majefly  had  his  Lodging 
afiign’d  him,  with  feveral  of  his  Court,  in  the  old  Palace  of  Cara  Mu - 
ftapha's ,  already  named,  the who  befieg’d  Vienna  in  1683,  and  the 
reft  of  his  Attendants  in  Houfes  prepared  for  them  in  the  Neighbour¬ 
hood.  Some  Days  afterwards  he  order’d  a  magnificent  Tent  to  be  fet 
up  near  it,  and  came  thither  himfelf  with  the  Tartar  Han ,  and  he  de* 
fired  Mr.  Hefalleures  to  invite  the  King  to  aftift  at  a  Conference  that 
was  to  be  there  held  concerning  his  Affairs.  His  Majefly  excufed 
himfelf  from  going,  but  fent  Mr.  Mullern ,  who  did  not  tell  the  real 
Reafon,  (which  was  plain  enough  to  be  feen,  viz.  that  his  Majefty 
thought  it  below  his  Dignity  to  wait  upon  them,)  but  faid  that  he 
was  indifpofed  ;  and  that  as  for  the  reft,  he  had  Confidence  enough  in 
Mr.  Hefalleures  and  himfelf,  to  give  them  full  Power  to  acft,  and  have  a 
Share  in  all  that  regarded  him.  The  Viper  anfwer’d,  JVell  then ,  III 
make  the  French  Ambaffador  come  to  me  ,•  and  immediately  the  Han  and 
he  ordering  their  Horfes  to  be  brought,  return’d  to  Adrianople>  and 
Mr.  Midler n  to  Hemirtajh. 

If  his  Majefty  was  not  then  out  of  Order,  the  great  Reft  that  had 
immediately  fucceeded  the  violent  Motion  he  had  accuftom’d  himfelf 
to  before  the  Adlion  at  IVarnitza ,  and  that  yet  more  violent  on  that 
Day,  was  enough  to  make  him  fo  ;  for  this  Prince  had  lain  down  or 
fat  ever  ftnee,  either  in  a  Waggon  or  on  a  Sopha,  with  a  Covering  over 
his  Legs*  without  going  out  of  his  Chamber,  or  even  walking  in  it, 
as  another  wou’d  have  done;  and  in  a  word,  without  the  leaft  Exer- 
cife,  for  want  of  Horfes  to  take  that  he  lik’d  beft.  He  neither  fhew’d 
himfelf,  nor  dined  in  publick,  not  having  Conveniences  for  his  Kitchen 
or  Table,  as  Knives,  Chairs,  &c.  which  had  been  all  loft  at  Warnitza ; 
but  he  eat  in  his  Chamber  upon  a  little  Turkiflo  Sophra ,  and  mdae  gene¬ 
rally  Meftieurs  Grothufen  and  Hubens ,  and  Chancellor  Mullem  keep 
him  Company;  this  latter  atfting  the  Cook,  and  taking  Care  to  provide 
a  Fire  and  neceftary  Utenfils  in  his  own  Apartment  for  that  purpofe. 

Whether  the  Viper  did  not  rightly  underftand  the  Refpedf  due  to 
Crown’d  Heads,  or  the  Civility  to  be  obferv’d  by  an  Inferior  to  a  Su¬ 
perior,  which,  fetting  afide  the  Haughtinefs  ufually  infeparable  from 
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Ptime  Vtfiet ,  oughc  to  oblige  him  to  wait  upon  the  King,  inflead  of  pre¬ 
tending  to  exped  his  Majefly’s  coming  to  him>  or  whether  he  really  belie¬ 
ved  that  he  was  indifpofed,  or  both,  he  never  exprefs’d  any  Refentment  a- 
gainfl  the  Swedes  for  it.  His  Inclinations  feem’d.  to  be  more  turn’d  to  War 
than  Peace,  and  he  appear’d  defirous  of  fignalizing  himfelfby  Land,  as  he 
had  already  done  by  Sea ;  and  when  the  Mufcovites ,  whom  he  always 
kept  confined,  demanded,  by  the  Interpreter  before-mentioned,  to  have 
the  Conferences  open’d,  for  which  they  had  been  brought  from  Conftanti- 
nople ,  he  made  Anfwer,  that  he  would  carry  them  into  the  Field  with 
him,  and  talk  of  Peace  upon  the  Frontiers*  This  amphibious  Hero 
not  only  threaten’d  the  Czar,  but  the  ‘Poles ;  and  he  feem’d,  by  the 
warlike  Preparations  for  which  he  had  given  Orders,  to  be  wholly 
intent  upon  renewing  the  War,  when  he  was  feiz’d  as  he  came  out  of 
the  Seraglio,  and  firangled,  and  his  Body  thrown  into  the  River. 

Mr.  Fabrice,  who  was  always  welcome  to  the  King,  as  contribu¬ 
ting  to  his  palling  his  mod  agreeable  Moments,  by  the  Sprightii- 
nefs  of  his  Wit,  had  taken  a  Lodging  in  a  neighbouring  Village, 
call’d  Caragatz ,  in  order  to  be  nearer  the  Court,  and  aflifl  his  Majefly 
to  laugh  at  the  Caprices  of  the  Porte,  inflead  of  being  chagrin’d  at 
them.  Alt  Bajhaw  Cumurgi,  after  this,  began  to  exercife  the  Autho¬ 
rity  of  Vifier,  but  without  afluming  the  Title,  till  fome  Months  after¬ 
wards.  He  treated  the  King  of  Sweden  after  the  fame  Manner  he 
had  advis’d  Soliman  Bajhaw,  without  ever  mentioning  his  Departure ; 
and  he  even  fent  WitfDeJalleures  back  to  Conjiantinople  for  having  done  it, 
or  demanded  fome  what  in  his  Favour.  However,  the  Mufcovites  and 
Poles  did  not  immediately  find  their  Account  in  this  Change,  as  they 
had  flattered  themfeives  ,*  the  Han  was  inflexible  upon  the  Article  be¬ 
fore-mentioned,  and  they  continued  to  keep  them  in  a  Cage  (to  ufe 
that  Expreflion)  to  force  them  to  fing,  that  is,  to  bring  them  to  their 
own  Terms ;  and  the  firfl  were  not  releafed  but  upon  the  Promife  of 
120,000  Crowns,  once  for  all,  for  the  Han,  and  a  great  deal  more 
for  the  Sublime  Porte. 

The  Change  of  Air  began  at  this  Time  vifibly  to  be  detrimental  to 
his  Swedtjh  Majefly,  and  in  fpite  of  his  happy  and  flrong  Conflitution, 
he  was  attack’d  by  a  Tertian  Ague, and  that  pretty  violent.  Juft  at  this 
Jundure,  fome  Affairs  calling  me  to  Chrijlendom ,  partly  for  his  Ma- 
jelly’s  Service,  partly  for  my  own  Bufinefs,  I  refolv’d  firfl  to  make  a 
Tour  to  Conjiantinople,  and  fet  out  for  that  Place  the  middle  of  May , 
On  the  Road  I  was  overtaken  by  the  Kijlar  Aga,  who  was  depos’d, 
accompanied  by  fix  Men  Servants,  all  better  mounted  than  my  felf, 
efpecially  the  Aga  himfelf.  A  little  after  I  came  up  with  his  Harem > 
confifling  of  two  cover’d  Waggons;  and  as  I  lay  at  Ponte  Piccolo,  in 
a  Han  where  they  took  up  their  Lodging,  I  had  a  View  of  his  Wo¬ 
men  :  There  were  four  of  them,  young,  pretty  free  with  their  Veils, 
and  not  at  all  fcrupulous  of  fhowing  their  Faces,  in  going  in  and 
out  of  their  Room,  which  was  near  mine,  to  take  the  Air.  Tis  not 
eafy  to  imagine  what  Ufe  fuch  mutilated  Creatures,  as  I  have  repre- 
fented  thofe  of  his  Colour  to  be,  can  make  of  Women,  *  having  not 
fo  much  as  the  leafl  Mark  to  diflinguifh  of  what  Sex  they  are }  and 
’cwould  be  incredible,  if  Experience  did  not  daily  fhew  it.  Tis  odd 
they  fliould  take  a  Pleafure  in  raifing  Defires  they  can’t  fatisfy,  neither 

*  The  Turks  give  for  Reafon  of  this ,  that  any  Muflulman,  who  has  a  fufficient  EJlate,  if 
obliged  by  their  Laves  to  maintain  four  fVomcn. 
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in  themfeives  nor  their  Odalicks ,  for  they  don’t  take  any  by  Contra#, 
no  Turkijh  Women  being  willing  to  have  fuch  titular  Husbands ;  where¬ 
fore  they  buy  Slaves,  who  are  forced  by  their  Condition  to  a  loathed 
Complaifance  for  their  monftrous  Mailers.  The  Kijlrir  Aga ,  leaving 
them  there  under  the  Guard  of  fome  Eunuchs  of  his  own  Colour,  went 
on  that  Night  for  Conftantinople ,  where  I  arriv’d  next  Day. 

After  a  Stay  of  about  fix  Weeks,  I  fet  out  again  for  Adrianople,  in  or¬ 
der  to  proceed  on  my  intended  Journey.  On  my  Road  thither,  between 
Bonte  k Piccolo  and  Bonte  Grande ,  I  overtook  fome  Tchorbadgis ,  or  Tur¬ 
kijh  Captains,  whom  I  had  known  at  Bender ;  they  were  going  (as 
they  laid)  with  their  Companies  to  Cotchin ,  which  the  Borte  was  for¬ 
tifying.  I  told  them  that  a  great  many  Troops  were  already  march’d 
that  Way ;  to  which  they  anfwer’d,  “  That’s  true,  but  we  have  Or- 
“  ders  to  form  a  Body  upon  the  Frontiers  of  Boland.  What  (faid  I) 
<c  to  wage  War  with  the  Boles?  No  (reply’d  they)  but  to  take  PoK 
<£  fefiion  of  Caminick ,  which  is  offer’d  us  by  King  Stanijlaus ,  who  has 
“  mod  Part  of  Boland  in  his  Intereff.  But  (added  I)  if  the  Boles , 
u  who  favour  him,  Ihould  not  declare  themfeives,  what  will  you  do 
“  then  >  If  they  fliou’d  not  (rejoin’d  one  of  them)  King  Augujlus 
“  will  be  apprehenfive  of  our  entring  Boland ,  and  declaring  War,  and 
ic  therefore  will  himfelf  offer  it  s  and  ’tis  no  Matter  from  whom  we 
<£  receive  it,  provided  ’tis  deliver’d  up.  But  (continued  I)  if  neither 
<c  the  one  nor  the  other  fliould  happen,  what  then  ?  Then  (faid  they) 
ic  we  (hall  return  ;  the  Grand  Seignior  pays  us  for  both  going  and  co- 
“  ming.”  I  arriv’d  at  Adrianople  the  ioth  of  July,  and  went  next  Day 
to  Hemirtajh  to  follicit  my  Difpatches,  which  were  promis’d  and  got 
ready  the  nth,  but  not  prefented  to  the  King  to  fign,  on  Account 
of  his  having  a  pretty  violent  Fit  of  an  Ague.  Neverthelefs,  his  Ma- 
jelly  look’d  as  chearful  as  if  nothing  ail’d  him,  and  never  made  any 
Complaint,  being  no  more  afraid  of  the  Shocks  of  a  Dillemper,  than 
the  Dangers  of  War.  Having  got  my  Difpatches,  I  fet  forward  on 
my  Journey  with  a  Lithuanian  Servant,  hiring  Horfes  at  Adrianople  for 
Hermanly ,  there  being  no  Menzil-hane ,  or  Polt-Houfe  for  Horfes,  at 
Muftapha  Bacha  Cuprul,  or  the  Bridge  of  Mujlapha Bafhaw ;  where  I  llaid 
fome  Flours  to  take  a  View  of  the  Bridge,  which  is  both  long,  large, 
and  of  Stone ;  and  another  Packet  was  lent  me  there  from  the  Svuedifo 
Chancery,  by  one  of  his  Majelty’s  Interpreters.  I  was  no  longer  at 
Hermanly  than  whilft  I  cou’d  get  two  Horfes  for  my  felf  and  my  Ser¬ 
vant  5  ’tis  a  pretty  large  Town,  and  very  populous,  having  two  hand- 
fome  Mofques,  a  fine  Han,  and  another  Stone  Bridge  much  lelfer,  and 
built  by  the  fame. 

From  hence  I  purfued  my  Journey  by  Ghenge  Mahane ,  a  little  Vil¬ 
lage,  but  inconfiderable  ;  BapaJJi ,  another  lomething  larger,  with 
a  Han  and  a  little  Mofque ;  and  at  Night  I  reach’d  Bhilippoli,  where  I 
lay  at  Menzil-hane ,  or  Poll-Houfe.  The  next  Morning,  before  my 
fetting  out,  I  had  a  Curiofity  to  fee  this  Town,  but  I  could  not  difco- 
ver  any  Infcriptions  in  it ;  it  is  very  long,  but  not  broad,  and  has  fe- 
veral  good  Stone-Houfes,  amongll  a  greater  Number  of  Wooden  Ones, 
with  four  or  five  handfome  Mofques.  I  bought  here  of  a  Goldfmith 
the  Silver  Medal,  which  was  formerly  llruck  of  Brafs  for  this  City, 
with  this  Infcription,  MAKEAONHN  riPOTH,  with  two  others  like 
(17)  in  the  Print  XXIX,  and  one  alfo  of  Brafs  like  the  firft,  which  I 
bought  of  a  Brafier.  After  which  I  fet  forwards  about  nine  a  Clock, 

taking 
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taking  frefli  Horfes  at  Tartar-BaJJargic ,  I  arrived  at  Night  at  Kezillif 
far ,  a  Caltle,  which  defends  thePaffage  of  the  ‘ Porta  Trajani ,  call’d  by 
the  Turks ,  ^Derwent  Capi ,  a  narrow  PalTage  fix  or  feven  Miles  long  be¬ 
tween  Mountains;  at  the  bottom  of  one  of  which  is  Jegni  Koi ,  or 
the  new  Village,  where  I  arriv’d  the  ifth,  and  fpent  good  Part 
of  the  Night.  On  the  left,  between  Thilippoli  and  this  Village,  there 
is  a  large  Plain,  bounded  on  the  North  by  a  Ridge  of  Mountains,  in 
the  Shape  of  a  Crefcent,  where  they  fow  *  Rice,  which  they  fay  thrives 
there  tolerably  weli,  and  ’tis  the  only  Place  in  Europe  where  I  ever  law 
it.  Having  pafs’d  the  Defile  of  "Derwent  Cap /,  I  reach’d  Igkteman  be¬ 
fore  Noon,  and  Sophia ,  the  ancient  Sardica ,  or  Triadiza ,  towards  the  Sophia, 
beginning  of  the  Night.  ’Tis  a  large  City,  indifferently  well  built  for 
the  Country  wherein  it  is,  with  eighteen  or  twenty  Mofques,  that  yield 
a  fine  Profped:  at  a  Dilfance.  I  enquir’d  amongft  the  Goldlrniths  and 
Brafiers  for  forne  Medals,  and  I  found  thofe  in  the  Print  XXIX.  viz. 
two  Silver  ones  like  N.  (15.)  three  of  Agathocles  the  Son  of  Lyfimachus ; 

N.  (5.)  in  the  Print  XII.  two  of  Rhilip  the  younger  with  Serapis ,  two 
of  Macrinus ,  as  N.  (11.)  Print  XXVIII.  four  of  Cafarea  in  Cappadocia , 
of  Tranquillina ,  and  Fauftina ,  in  Brals ;  with  feveral  Silver  ones  of  Ro¬ 
man  Emperors  and  Empreffes,  <&c.  that  are  very  common,  as  thole  of 
Geta,  "Dioclefian ,  Trajan ,  Vefpajian ,  Julia ,  Lepidus ,  Rome,  Alexandria ,  &c. 

A  Courier  of  the  Court  of  Vienna ,  whom  Mr.  Talman  the  Resident 
had  fent  back  from  Conjlantinople ,  join’d  me  here  at  the  Pofl-Houfe,  and 
we  let  out  in  Company  for  Belgrade ,  and  thence  to  Vtenna ,  hardly 
flopping  any  where  but  to  change  Horfes,  which  we  did  as  follows;  the 
firll  Time  at  Halkhaly ,  a  miferable  little  Village  ;  the  fecond  at  Saribrood } 
the  third  at  Zardekoy ,  a  large  Town,  with  three  good  Mofogites ,  and  an 
old  Caltle  ;  the  fourth  at  Mujlapha  Racha  Ralanka ,  an  ancient  Caflle, 
with  eight  Towers  half  ruin’d,  and  fome  Hutts,  or  miferable  Houfes ; 
the  fifth  at  Bagno ;  the  ftxth  at  Niffa ,  an  old  City  of  Servia ,  but  kept 
in  ill  Repair,  and  call’d  formerly  Naiffus ;  the  feventh  at  Kioupmkkay  ; 
the  eighth  at  Hamamgikoi  the  ninth  at  Baracken;  and  the  tenth  at 
Zenovizza:  After  which  he  crofs’d  a  Forrelt  about  fifteen  Miles  in 
Length,  in  the  midll  of  which  we  chang’d  Horfes,  and  then  at  Hyf- 
fargick  for  the  laft  Time,  till  we  came  to  Belgrade ,  the  Alba  Graca  of  Belgrade; 
the  Ancients,  which  wre  reach’d  on  the  20th. 

This  City  is  advantagioufly  fituated,  upon  an  Eminence  at  the  Con¬ 
fluence  of  the  Save ,  and  is  defended  by  a  good  Caftle.  Soliman  II. 
made  himfelf  [Mailer  of  it  in  iyii,  and  the  Imperialifts  retook  it  in 
1687,  the  Turks  recover’d  it  from  them  in  1689,  and  loll  it  laftly  in 
1716,  together  with  a  Battle,  wherein  the  Vtfter  was  kill’d  ;  and  it  re¬ 
mains  in  the  Imperalifts  Hands  by  the  Treaty  of  Raffarowitz .  On  our 
Arrival  hither,  we  were  conducted  before  the  Janiffair  Aga  to  be  exa¬ 
mined,  according  to  Cuftom,  and  afterwards  before  the  Bajhaw ,  who 
had  our  Paflports  from  the  Forte  read  to  him,  and  then  gave  us  Per- 
milfion  to  purlue  our  Journey.  Our  Examination  being  over,  I  took 
a  Turn  in  the  Ciarchis ,  or  publick  Market,  and  went  to  the  Greek  Gold- 
fmiths  and  Brafiers,  of  the  firll  of  which  I  bought  two  Silver  Medals  like 
(13.)  in  the  Print  XXVIII.  and  of  the  fecond  thofe  of  Nicopoli  son  thzR)  a- 

*  The  Leaf  of  the  Plant  that  hears  it  is  like  that  of  a  Leek,  hut  narrower  and  longer  ; 
its  Stalk.  is  about  three  Foot  in  Height ,  and  larger  than  that  of  Barley ,  and  has  more  Kjiots$ 
the  Ear  fprouts  out  in  little  Branches ,  and  the  Husk,  is  yellow  ;  it  only  grows  pn  low  moifi  Pla¬ 
ces  that  are  wafted  with  Water,  and  expofed  to  the  Sun.

nubey  of  Terinthus Neocore  for  the  third  time,  with  the  Head  of  Mehil- 
rj,  and  thofe  of  the  Serdians ,  Milefians ,  Maronitans ,  with  the  Head  of 
a  Woman,  and  a  Nudity  for  the  Reverfe,  being  a  very  fcarce  one  a- 
mongfl  a  Number  of  common  ones,  mod  Part  of  the  latter  Roman  Em¬ 
perors,  for  which  I  paid  fomething  more  than  double  their  Value. 

We  crofs’d  the  River  towards  the  Evening,  and  hiring  Horles  and  a 
Waggon  at  a  forry  Village  which  is  on  the  Northern  Side  of  it,  vve 
next  Evening,  after  having  pafs’d  thro’  Garlowitz  *  without  Hopping, 
reach’d  Teterwaradin,  a  little  fortify ’d  Town,  where  vve  lay,  and  found 
the  firfl  regular  German  Pod.  This  expeditious  Manner  of  Travelling 
allow’d  me  but  to  make  fuperficial  Remarks  on  the  Places  thro’  which 
vve  pafs’d,  the  Principal  whereof  were  Finfkirken ,  or  the  five  Churches, 
Zigeth ,  Kanifcha ,  JVeiffemburgh ,  Oldenburgh ,  and  Ncujiadt.  The  firfl 
(according  to  the  moft  general  Opinion  of  Geographers)  is  fituated  up¬ 
on  the  Ruins  of  the  ancient  Murfa ,  and  is  very  ilrong  both  by  Art  and 
Nature;  its  wooden  Bridge  is  one  of  the  Jongeft  that  ever  1  faw,  be¬ 
ing  above  8000  Geometrical  Paces  in  length,  and  about  7  broad,  ex¬ 
tending  it  felf  over  the  Hrave ,  and  a  Morajs  adjacent  from  this  Town, 
to  Fort  Harda .  The  fecond  derives  its  Name  from  its  five  Churches, 
has  a  pretty  good  Fortrefs,  and  is  famous  in  Fliflory  for  the  Defeat  of 
the  Turks  in  1687.  The  third  is  the  flrongefl  Place  in  all  Hungary  t 
being  furrounded  with  three  Walls,  and  is  the  fame  before  which  So- 
liman  the  Magnificent  dy’d  in  1566,  and  the  Turks  fay  that  it  was  ta¬ 
ken  by  Storm  twenty  four  Hours  after  his  Death ;  they  loft  it  again 
in  1687.  The  fourth  was  advantagioufly  fituated  upon  a  fort  of  anlfiand, 
which  is  formed  by  an  Eminence  in  the  middle  of  a  large  Morals, 
which  renders  it  almoft  inacceflible  5  befides  which,  it  has  good  Walls: 
However,  the  Turks  took  it  in  1600,  and  loft  it  in  the  fame  Year,  as 
Zygeth ,  but  by  Famine  ;  as  if  a  Place  which  is  fortify’d  by  Nature,  cou’d 
not  be  conquer’d  but  by  overcoming  Nature  itfelf.  There  are  Hill  fome 
of  their  Mofques  remaining,  with  their  Turrets.  The  fifth  at  prefenc 
is  but  a  Village,  where  (according  to  fome  Geographers)  the  Lymufa7 
(according  to  others)  the  Quadrata  of  the  Ancients  (two  little  Towns 
in  Tannonia )  formerly  flood.  The  fixth  is  tolerably  pretty,  and  has 
handfome  Churches  5  and  the  feventh  is  leffer,  but  very  agreeable  and 
ftrong,  being  the  ufual  Prifon  wherein  Prifoners  of  State  are  confined. 
In  travelling  thus  thro’  the  Lower  Hungary ,  I  faw  here  and  there  Vil¬ 
lages,  fome  of  which  had  been  burnt  by  the  Malecontenrs,  and  (as 
was  faid)  great  Part  of  them  by  the  Germans  themfelves.  As  for  the 
reft,  the  Country,  tho’  not  well  cultivated  on  Account  of  the  War, 
feemed  to  me  to  be  extraordinary  fertile.  Between  Oldenburgh  and 
Vienna ,  which  we  reach’d  the  26th,  I  remark’d  fevcral  Places  that  were 
admirable,  both  for  the  Pleafantnefs  of  their  Situation,  and  the  Beauty  of 
their  Profpeds,  being  diverfify’d  with  Woods,  Meadows,  delicious  Gar¬ 
dens,  and  fine  Houfes,  which  I  took  at  a  Diflance  for  Palaces,  and  which 
were  (as  I  was  inform’d)  fome  of  them  religious  Communities,  and  others 
the  Country-Seats  of  fome  Miniflers  of  the  Imperial  Court. 

The  Plague  being  at  that  Time  at  Vienna ,  I  underflood  that  I  could 
not  pafs  through  Breflaw ,  nor  the  Dominions  of  thofe  Princes  of  the 
Empire  through  which  I  had  propofed  to  continue  my  Journey,  with¬ 
out  performing  Quarantain,  or  at  leafl  an  Imperial  Pafiport  to  exempt 

*  Carlowirz  is  a  fretty  well  fortify  d  Tovt>nf  famous  for  the  Congrefs  held  there  in  1699.  and 
the  Peace  concluded  between  the  Emperor,  the  Czar,  the  Poles,  the  Venetians,  and  the  Turks,' 
through  the  Mediation  of  England  and  Holland, 

me 
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me  from  it;  whereupon  Mr.  Morhoff. \  the  Holflein  Minifler,  for  whom 
I  had  a  Letter  of  Recommendation  from  Mr.  Fabrice ,  as  well  as  a 
Packet  for  his  Court,  follicited  one  for  me;  but  as  all  Proceedings  go 
on  very  flowly  at  the  Court  of  Vienna ,  it  was  above  Twenty  Days  be* 
Fore  he  cou’d  obtain  it,  which  was  time  more  than  fufficient  to  view, 
the  City  and  the  Parts  adjacent. 

In  the  mean  while  the  News  of  the  King’s  Diftemper,  and  of  his  not 
appearing  in  Publick, having  quickly  reach’d  Chrijlendom,  it  was  reported 
he  was  dead  ;  and  whatever  I  cou’d  fay  to  the  contrary,  and  of  my  ha¬ 
ving  left  him  in  little  or  no  Danger,  avail’d  nothing:  Nay,  many  vvou’d 
even  have  me  to  be  a  Courier  carrying  the  News  of  his  Death  to  Swe- 
den ,  till  I  received  lbme  Letters  from  cDemotica ,  (whither  his  Majefty 
had  been  again  remov’d)  informing  me  of  his  Recovery,  which  I  fhew’d 
to  the  molt  Incredulous  ;  adding,  that  the  reafon  of  his  Majelty’s  li¬ 
ving  fo  retired  was,  his  having  been  plunder’d  of  all  his  Horfes,  and 
Furniture  for  his  Table,  even  to  a  Knife  and  a  Chair,  at  Warnitza. 
To  return  to  Vienna ;  it  is  a  perfect  Paradife,  being  agreeably  fituated 
upon  a  Branch  of  th ^Danube  :  It  was  (as  they  fay)  firft  wall’d  in  by 
Leopold  the  Fifth,  yvho  expended  therein  50000  Gold  Marks,  which  he 
exacted  from  Richard  King  of  England ,  as  a  Satisfaction  for  fome  In¬ 
juries  receiv’d  during  the  Holy  War.  There  are  fome  Part  of  thefe  Walls 
Rill  to  be  feen  in  their  primitive  State,  with  their  Towers  at  the  Red 
Gate  5  but  the  reft  have  been  repaired  and  enlarged  to  great  Advan¬ 
tage,  and  rendred  more  conformable  to  the  manner  of  the  prefent 
Times.  They  are  at  prefent  flank’d  with  twelve  large  Baltions,  and 
accompanied  with  Ravelins  and  Cover’d-ways  5  in  a  word,  it  is  in  a 
Condition  to  fuftain  a  vigorous  Siege,  as  it  is  well  known  it  did  very 
fortunately  againlt  the  Turks.  It  has  two  Imperial  Arfenals,  very  well 
furnifh’d  with  all  forts  of  Arms,  Inftruments  and  Military  Machines  ;  in 
the  firft  are  Muskets,  Sabres,  Swords,  ire.  for  above  30000  Men,  and 
in  the  lecond  are  Cannons,  Mortar- Pieces,  Culverins,  ire.  The  City  does 
hot  contain  much  above  ioooHoufes;  but  thefe  Houfes  are  generally 
fo  large,  and  fo  handfome,  that  four  of  them  often  fill  up  both  Tides  of 
a  fpacious  Street  ;  its  Churches,  Convents  and  Hofpitals  are  magni¬ 
ficent,  as  well  as  feveral  Palaces  ;  among  the  reft  that  of  Prince  Eugene , 
that  of  Lichtenftein ,  Montecuculi,  Sundacar ,  Dietrichtein  and  Efterhafi. 
The  Imperial  Palace  is  a  large  irregular  confus’d  Body  of  Buildings, 
confiding  of  divers  fpacious  Apartments,  built  at  different  Times,  un¬ 
der  various  Emperors,  who  have  made  Additions  according  to  their 
Fancy  and  Convenience.  What  beft  deferves  viewing  in  it  is  the  Trea- 
fury,  which  contains  divers  valuable  Curiofities,  that  are  not  to  be  feen 
but  for  15  or  20  *  Florins  ;  and  Travellers,  who  have  fufficient  ways 
for  their  Money,  and  are  as  good  Oeconomifts  as  they  are  curious, 
generally  go  four  or  five  together,  or  more,  if  they  can,  in  order  to 
lee  them.  ’Tis  a  fort  of  a  Magazine,  where  one  may  find  all  that  is 
fcarce,  uncommon  or  valuable  in  Jewels,  Gold,  Silver  or  Painting  5  in 
fhort,  all  manner  of  Antique  and  Foreign  Rarities,  of  which  I  ffiail 
only  mention  a  few.  Among  the  reft,  one  may  fee  there  a  Golden  Im¬ 
perial  Crown,  embellifh’d  With  Diamonds,  Saphirs,  and  other  precious 
Stones,  with  a  Sceptre,  which,  they  fay,  is  of  an  Unicorn’s  Horn,  (if 
ever  there  vvere  any  fuch  Creature  but  in  Heraldry)  on  the  Top  of

monds,  and  other  valuable  Gems  above  the  common  Size,  which  are 
very  much  etteem’d.  Divers  Bucklers,  Sabres,  Bridles,  Caparifons, 
<&c.  after  the  Turkifi  manner,  adorn’d  with  Diamonds  and  other  pre¬ 
tious  Stones.  A  Number  of  excellent  Pi&ures  by  the  moll  eminent 
Hands.  The  Statues  of  Charles  the  Hardy  the  laft  Duke  of  Burgundy, 
and  ‘Philip  the  Fair  King  of  Spain ,  in  Silver,  almoft  as  large  as  the.  Life. 
A  little  Ship  of  the  fame  Metal  gilt,  which  is  made  to  move  very  cu- 
riouffy  with  its  Sails,  by  Springs  and  little  Wheels.  They  (hew  there 
likewife  a  Number  of  pretious  Veffels  of  different  Figures,  of  Gold,  Sil¬ 
ver,  Onyx,  Agate,  Lapis  Lazuli ,  Rock  Chryffal,  with  Vials  of  Ame- 
thyfts  and  Turquoifes.  There  are  alfo  Medals  of  feveral  Emperors, 
molt  part  of  them  of  Gold.  One  may  fee  there  theFigures  and  Heads  of 
divers  Roman  Emperors  cut  upon  Amethyfts,  Emeralds,  Cornelians,  &c. 
all  antique,  and  an  antique  Head  of  Alexander  the  Great ,  perfectly  well 
cut  upon  an  Onyx.  The  Alchymifts  may  behold  in  it  with  Emulation 
two  Miracles  of  their  great  Work,  if  true  ones,  viz.  two  Golden  Blades  ; 
one  whereof  they  fay  was  of  Brafs,  and  the  other  which  they  affirm  was 
Lead,  and  have  been  Tranfubttantiated  into  this  Metal ;  after  which  Arc 
fo  many  have  been  fo  long  ftudying.  A  Bunch  of  Grapes,  with  fome 
Gold,  which  (as  they  fay)  was  found  in  the  Vineyard  of  Tokay.  A 
Plate  of  Agate,  whereon  are  the  Words  Chrifto  Nato,  which  (they  fay) 
were  written  by  the  Hand  of  Nature  it  felf.  The  Arms  of  the  pious 
Houle  of  Auftria ,  done  by  the  fame  Hand  upon  a  Hyacinth,  with  a  Ca¬ 
pital  L.  A  Roman  Buckler,  whereon  is  the  Figure  of  a  Peacock  repre- 
lented,  by  Emeralds  inlaid  in  it.  In  another  Place,  which  they  call  the 
facred  Treafury  of  the  Imperial  Family,  they  Ihew  a  Rag  of  the  Lin- 
nen  in  which  they  fay  that  Jefus  Chrift  was  wrapp’d  at  his  Birth, 
and  another  of  his  Robe  without  Seam,  with  a  Piece  of  the  Cloth 
wherein  he  was  buried  ,•  as  alfo  a  Nail,  which  they  affirm  to  be  than 
wherewith  his  Right  Hand  was  fallen’d  to  the  Crofs,  and  three  large 
Pieces  of  the  Crofs  itfelf.  They  Ihew  likewife  a  little  Casket  ffiaped 
like  an  Altar,  and  enrich’d  with  Diamonds,  Rubies,  and  other  pretious 
Stones,  wherein  they  religiouffy  preferve  feveral  Drops  of  his  Blood, 
fome  Hairs  of  his  Beard,  fomeThorns  of  his  Crown,  with  little  Pieces 
of  the  Spear  with  which  his  Side  was  pierced,  and  others  of  the  Pillar 
to  which  he  was  fattened,  and  of  the  Rods  wherewith  he  was  fcourged. 
They  make  One  likewife  take  Notice  there  of  three  Statues  of  the 
Same  crucify’d,  which  they  fliew  as  the  Productions  of  Nature  alone, 
and  which  Art  cou’d  hardly  have  reprefented  better,  being  upon  the 
Trunks  or  Roots  of  the  Trees,  or  at  leaft  they  feem’d  fuch.  They  fay, 
that  one  of  thefe  Statues,  which  the  moft  refembles  a  Crucifix,  fpoke 
formerly  to  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  in  thefe  Terms,  Courage  Ferdinand, 
I  wont  for  fake  you.  There  is  alfo  a  Statue  of  the  Virgin  Mary ,  which 
(as  they  pretend)  was  made  by  an  Ethiopian ,  and  is  much  extoli’d, 
with  divers  Silver  ones  of  the  Apoftles  as  large  as  the  Life,  in  which  fe¬ 
veral  Parcs  of  their  Bodies  are  inclos’d  ;  with  a  number  of  other  Re¬ 
licks  in  Urns  of  different  Forms,  all  glittering  with  pretious  Stones, 
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with  Candledicks,  Lamps  and  Branches  of  Gold  and  Silver.  They 
ihew  aifo  two  Stones,  which  (they  fay)  were  two  Loaves,  which  a 
Woman  was  going  to  bake  on  the  Fedival  of  St.  Anne ;  and  which,  by 
a  Miracle,  contrary  to  that  which  Satan  propofed  to  Jefus  Chrid  in 
the  Defart,  were  petrify’d  ;  as  aifo  one  of  the  Stones  with  which  St. 
Stephen  was  Martyriz'd.  After  having  feen  the  Things  before  men¬ 
tion’d,  and  this  lad  Stone,  which  is  only  remarkable  for  having  (ac¬ 
cording  to  their  Account  of  it)  given  the  fatal  Blow  to  this  Patron  and 
Prote&or  of  Vienna,  there  is  nothing  better  deferves  a  Traveller’s  Ad« 
miration  than  the  Order  and  Symmetry  of  his  Church  ;  ’tis  a  bold 
Pile  of  Building,  after  the  manner  of  the  Holy  Chappel  at  Faris,  but 
incomparably  larger.  The  Steeple  of  this  vad  Edifice  is  of  an  extra¬ 
ordinary  height,  and  is  all  of  hard  Stone  ;  and  the  Ornaments  and  Fi¬ 
gures  of  it  are  cut  out  with  fuch  Delicacy,  as  if  they  were  wrought 
upon  Wax. 

Upon  entring  this  Church,  ones  Eyes  are  entertain’d  by  Thirty  three 
fumptuous  Altars,  in  as  many  noble  Chappels,  that  are  worthy  of  and 
entirely  anfwerable  to  them  for  their  Architecture  and  the  Painting 
wherewith  they  are  embellilh’d.  The  Head  Altar  and  the  Tabernacle 
which  is  above  it,  and  which  (they  fay)  came  from  Talermo ,  are  two 
Mader  pieces,  and  were  not  brought  to  the  Perfection  wherein  they 
are  now  feen,  at  a  lefs  Expence  than  above  Three  Hundred  Thoufand 
Florins.  In  the  Church-yard,  one  is  invited  to  obferve  a  Pulpit  of 
Stone,  very  plain ;  whence  they  pretend,  that  St.  Capifirany  of  the 
Francifcan  Order,  preached  in  Latin  to  the  People,  and  that  he 
was  underdood  even  by  thofe  who  were  entirely  Strangers  to  that 
Language.  The  other  Churches,  as  well  without  as  within  the  City, 
are  not  deditute  of  their  refpeCtive  Beauties,  neither  in  Architecture, 
Sculpture,  nor  Painting,  not  to  mention  the  Richnefs  of  their  Sacred 
Utenfils  or  Sacerdotal  Ornaments.  The  Monaderies,  or  Religious 
Houfes,  are  fo  many  dately  and  large  Palaces;  among  which  they 
give  the  Preference  to  thofe  of  the  Jefuitsy  the  one  confecrated  to 
St.  Ignatius  and  St.  Francis  Xavier?  accompanied  with  a  fine  College, 
and  the  other  the  profefsd  Hoafe  ;  and  after  to  thofe  of  the  Auguftines , 
the  Dominicans,  the  Carmelites y  the  Francifcans,  and  the  Fathers  of  the 
Trinity ,  for  their  Riches  and  the  Quantity  of  fuch  Ornaments  as  before- 
mention  d  ,  and  to  thofe  of  the  Francifcans  on  the  new  Market  Place, 
the  Capuchins ,  the  Parifh  Church  of  the  Virgin  Mary ,  that  of  the  Ali¬ 
gn  jline  Nuns ,  and  the  Chappel  of  the  Palace  of  Trautfon ,  for  the  Num¬ 
ber  and  miraculous  Holinefs  of  their  Images  and  Relicks.  The  Empe¬ 
ror  Matthias ,  and  the  Emprefs  his  Confort,  fignaliz’d  their  Liberality 
and  Piety,  in  giving  to  the  Francifcans  feveral  pretious  Shrines  all 
cruded  over  with  Jewels ;  amongd  others,  the  Crown  of  Jefus  Chrid, 
with  fome  Drops  of  his  Blood,  and  the  entire  Heads  of  divers  Saints. 
In  that  of  the  Capuchins ,  or  Minorites ,  they  particularly  reverence  a 
Crucifix,  wherein  (they  fay)  are  enclos’d  feveral  Pieces  of  the  Wood  of 
the  Spear,  wherewith  the  Side  of  Jefus  Chrid  was  pierced,  his  Crown 
of  Thorns,  and  Aarons  Rod.  In  that  of  the  Virgin  Mary ,  one  of  her 
Images,  famous  for  various  Miracles  that  are  attributed  to  it ;  and  in 
the  Chappel  of  the  Palace  of  Trautfon,  is  all  that  one  can  defire  as  to  Re¬ 
licks  of  Jefus  Chrid,  the  Madonay  the  Saints  and  Innocents  ;  and  they 
aver  their  being  genuine  to  have  been  confirm’d  by  a  Number  of  Mira¬ 
cles.  Amongd  other  Accounts  of  this  Collection  of  R.elicks,  they 
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have  publi fil’d  this  Relation  in  a  Book  printed  at  Vienna  ;  that  after 
the  Reformation  of  Saxony,  the  Duke  of  that  Country  having  ordered 
fome  Lutheran  Minifters  to  lock  up  in  a  Cheft  the  Relicks  that  were 
in  the  Churches  of  Count  Harrach ,  they  cut  off  (out  of  Malice,  as 
’twas  fuppos’d)  a  Piece  of  one  of  Luthers  Buskins,  fattening  to  it  a 
Paper  with  thefe  Words,  Ex  Caligis  Hivi  Lutheri ,  as  they  do  to  the 
Relicks  to  diftinguifh  them,  then  enclos’d  it  in  one  of  the  Shrines  : 
This  done,  they  carried  it  to  his  Highnefs,  who  (as  the  Hiftory  goes) 
was  wholly  ignorant  of  the  Impofture,  and  he  feal’d  it  with  his  own 
Signet,  and  fent  it  thus  to  the  Bifliop  of  Vienna ,  who  being  a  Branch 
of  the  Family  of  the  Count  of  Harrach ,  had  dettred  thefe  Relicks, 
which  the  Duke  in  Civility  granted*  The  Cheft  being  come,  he  had  it 
placed  in  the  Chappel ;  where  they  had  no  fooner  been,  than  they  cafe 
forth  (as  the  Hiftory  adds)  an  intolerable  Stench,  and  each  Piece  be¬ 
ing  thereupon  examined  by  the  Bifliop,  in  Prefence  of  his  Clergy, 
and  the  Fraud  difeover’d  by  the  Infcription,  they  threw  the  Piece  of 
Buskin  into  the  Fire,  on  which  the  Stink  ceafed,  and  a  moft  agreeable 
Smell  fucceeded  in  lieu  thereof. 

The  Suburbs  (between  which  and  the  City  is  a  great  empty  Space 
forming  a  very  large  Crefcent)  are  perfectly  handfome,  being  advan- 
tageouffy  fet  off  and  diverfify’d  by  a  Number  of  fine  Palaces  and  Mo- 
nafleries  for  both  Sexes,  with  delicious  Gardens  ,*  and  they  feem  to 
make  various  little  fubordinate  Cities,  among  which  that  call’d  Leo - 
poldjiat  deferves  more  than  the  Name  of  a  little  City,  being  of  a  great 
Extent,  and  having  a  great  Number  of  fine  Houfes. 

In  the  mean  while,  continual  Proceflions  were  made,  and  publick 
Prayers  put  up,  for  the  entire  extinguifhing  of  the  ‘Plague ,  which  at 
that  time  had  almoft  loft  its  malignant  Force ;  and  each  Company  of 
Tradefmen  walk’d  devoutly  under  the  Standard  of  the  He  or  She-Saint, 
whom  they  acknowledg’d  as  their  Patron  or  Patronefs.  One  might  fee 
here  in  one  Place  a  perpetual  Crowd  kneeling  at  the  Foot  of  a  Pillar, 
whereon  there  is  a  fine  Brazen  Statue  of  the  Virgin  Mary  \ ;  and  in  ano¬ 
ther,  an  uninterrupted  and  fucceftive  Throng  of  People  of  both  Sexes 
from  Morning  ’till  late  at  Night  kneeling  down  before,  and  invoking 
of,  the  Statue  of  a  new  Saint  call’d  Ntcopovicenus ,  (for  whofe  Cano¬ 
nization  there  was  then,  as  was  faid,  only  1,100,000  Florins  want¬ 
ing,)  and  beating  their  Breafts  like  the  Greek  or  Armenian  Women  at 
their  Funerals  ,*  and  in  a  word,  excepting  the  Spaniards  and  Italians ,  I 
never  in  all  my  Travels  faw  greater  Zealots  for  the  Roman  Catholick 
Religion,  than  the  People  of  Auftria . 

On  the  other  hand,  they  were  all  generally  very  much  diffatisfy’d 
with  the  EnglijJo  Miniftry,  who  facrific’d  (as  they  faid)  all  the  Glory 
and  Advantages  of  a  Ten  Years  War,  the  moft  fuccefsful  that  had  ever 
been  known,  (and  which  had  acquir’d  to  the  Queen  the  Name  of 
Anna  the  Great  throughout  Europe )  to  a  Party  Refentment.  Ought  not 
they,  faid  the  Politicians,  after  having  perfwaded  her  Majefty  to  dif- 
mifs  the  Duke  of  Marlborough ,  by  reprefenting  him  as  a  Man  who  only 
endeavoured  to  prolong  the  War,  which  lay  too  heavy  upon  England , 
to  have  fliown  the  Truth  of  thofe  Pretences,  by  ordering  his  Succeffbr 
to  reduce  at  one  Blow  France  (which  had  already  offer'd  fuch  Honoura- 
ble  Terms')  within  its  juft  Limits,  and  prevent  her  difturbing  the  Tran¬ 
quility  of  Europe  for  the  future  ?  It  might  have  been  done,  added  they. 

By  the  Continuance  of  a  goodUnderftanding  amongft  the  Allies,  and 
*  “  "  te  the 
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u  the  Conjunction  of  chcir  Forces,  in  one  Tingle  Campaign,  the  Supplies 
“  for  it  being  already  granted,  and  which  wou’d  have  acquired  her  Ma- 
“  jetty  the  Honour  of  making  a  Peace  worthy  of  fo  glorious  a  War,  the 
“  Succcfs  of  which  the  Emperor  aferibed  to  her  entirely,  drinking  her 
<c  Health  under  the  Tide  of  Ann*  the  Greats  even  after  being  forlaken 
<£  by  her.  By  fuch  a  ConduCt  her  Majedy  wou’d  judly  have  deferv’d 

the  Devices  which  the  French  had  given  to  their  King,  on  -Account 
“  of  the  fortunate  Peace  he  had  concluded,  which  pafs’d  for  a  Mira- 
<c  cle  in  Politicks,  after  fo  unfortunate  a  War,*  as  Bello  Pacique  para- 
<c  tus ,  “  ‘Prepar'd  either  for  Peace  or  War  >”  Grbem  Pacare  laborat ,  “  He 
4<  labours  to  give  Peace  to  the  World And  indeed  this  Prince’s  Sub¬ 
jects,  being  full  of  Gratitude,  and  furprized  the  mod  agreeably  imagi¬ 
nable,  look’d  upon  him  as  a  God,  after  that  he  had  the  Addrels  to  ex¬ 
tricate  himfelf  fo  happily  from  his  Misfortunes,  and  reap  almod  the 
fame  Fruits  as  if  he  had  been  always  fuccefsfuh  The  Difcourfes.  of 
the  French  Academy  of  Eloquence  were  full  of  Admiration,  Adonifhmcnt 
and  Praifes,  upon  this  SubjeCt;  and  that  of  Devices  druck  the  Medals, 

With  the  Infcription  before  mentioned  upon  it,  with  feverai  others  no 
lefs  honourable ;  as  Idem  poft  mille  Lahore s ,  <c  The  fame  after  a  thoufand 
Toils  {  arid  after  the  Defeat  of  the  Earl  of  Albemarle ,  Arte  &  Marte ,

Having  obtain’d  the  Imperial  Padport,  I  took  Pod-Horfes  on  the 
2.0th  of  Augufl  for  *  Breflaw^  where  I  arriv’d  the  zid,  but  did  not  enter  Brdlaw. 
it,  the  Magidrates  ferupling  to  receive  me,  and  not  refpeding  the  Em¬ 
peror’s  Padport  fo  much  as  they  fear’d  the  Contagion  ;  however,  they 
allow’d  me  ro  lodge  in  a  fort  of  a  Suburb  adjoining  to  it,  where  I  lay 
that  Night,  and  purfued  my  Journey  the  next  Day  very  fortunately, 
till  I  came  to  **  Crojfen ,  at  the  Gates  of  which  I  was  dopped  till  they  Crotfen: 
went  to  fhew  my  Padport  to  the  Magidrate,  who  returned  me  a  very 
ill-natured  Medage,  even  to  the  telling  me,  that  if  I  did  not  retire 
thence,  he  would  order  them  to  fire  upon  me.  I  fent  a  French  Refu¬ 
gee,  who  happen’d  to  be  there,  to  beg  him  at  lead  to  give  me  an  Ex¬ 
tra-Pod,  which  he  alfo  refufed  me;  and  the  Pod-Boy  being  good-hu¬ 
moured,  agreed,  for  a  fmall  Prefent  above  the  regulated  Price,  to  car¬ 
ry  me,  with  the  fame  Horfes,  by  a  round-about  Way,  as  far  as  4-  Gu-  Guben. 
ben ,  where  he  procured  me  frdh  ones,  without  meeting  with  any  Ca¬ 
vils  about  my  Padport,  as  far  as  f  Berlin,  where  I  arriv’d  on  the  25th,  Berlin, 
in  the  beginning  of  the  Night.  They  dopp’d  me  at  the  fird  Corps  de 
Guard ,  fome  hundred  Paces  didant  from  the  City  :  His  Pruffian  Ma- 
jedy  was  then  at  one  of  his  Country-Houfes,  and  the  Magidrates  ha¬ 
ving  read  the  Imperial  Padport,  fent  to  tell  me  that  I  could  not  enter 
the  City ;  whereupon  I  wrote  a  little  Letter  to  the  Baron  Gortz ,  who 
happen’d  to  be  then  there,  and  for  whom  I  had  a  Packet  from  Mr. 

Fabrice ,  and  another  ro  Mr.  Beton ,  the  Britijh  Minider,  who  in  vain 
endeavoured  to  procure  me  Entrance,  and  did  me  the  Honour  the

next  Morning  to  come  and  fee  me  in  my  little  Hur,  where  the  Guard 
had  given  me  fome  Straw  to  lie  on.  They  ask'd  me  leveral  Queftions 
about  the  King  of  Sweden,  whom  the  News  of  his  Sicknefs  (which  was 
already  fpread  all  over  Germany )  had  kill’d,  in  the  Opinion  of  the  Pub- 
lick  3  I  allured  them  his  Life  had  been  in  no  manner  of  Danger,  and 
that  I  had  even  received  a  Letter  at  Vienna ,  which  allured  me  of  his 
being  perfe&ly  well  recovered.  I  obtain’d  by  their  Means  an  Extra- 
Poft,  with  which  I  fet  out  from  hence  towards  the  Evening,  and  reach¬ 
ed  *  Lnnenburgh  on  the  27th,  wherein  I  was  fulfer’d  to  enter.  An  Of¬ 
ficer  taking  my  PalTport,  and  lending  it  without  Examination  to  the 
Governor,  who  not  finding  thereon  the  Name  of  Berlin,  as  ufual,  to  te- 
flify  that  I  had  Admittance  there,  reprimanded  him  for  giving  me  En¬ 
trance;  whereupon  he  came  to  me,  and  defired  me  not  to  divulge  it  in 
the  City  ;  I  promifed,  and  did  accordingly. 

The  next  Day  I  went  to  pay  my  Refpeds  to  the  Dutchefs  Dowager 
of  f  Zell ,  who  had  a  very  pretty  Court  there  handfomely  lodg’d  and 
maintain’d :  She  did  me  the  Honour  to  keep  me  at  Dinner,  and  ask’d 
me  a  great  many  Queftions  about  Turky ,  efpecially  concerning  the  King 
of  Sweden ,  (as  did  aimoft  every  Body  that  1  fpoke  with.)  I  had  here, 
as  in  all  Places  I  pafs’d  through,  abundance  of  Vifiters,  and  Invitati¬ 
ons  on  his  Majefiy’s  Account,  and  was  even  pointed  at  in  the  Streets 
as  a  Man  that  came  from  him,  and  had  much  ado  to  perfuade  them 
that  his  Majefly  was  in  the  Number  of  the  Living,  notwithffanding  all 
I  cou’d  fay.  After  Dinner  I  went  to  make  a  Vifit  to  Mr.  Fabrice  s  Si¬ 
llers,  at  a  Convent  call’d  **  Lime ,  a  fmall  quarter  of  a  ff  German  Mile 
from  the  City  ;  they  enquir’d  of  me  very  much,  not  only  about  the 
King  of  Sweden ,  whom  they  believ’d  dead,  according  to  the  Accounts 
of  the  publick  News  Papers,  but  alfo  about  their  Brother,  whom  the 
fame  Papers  had  made  turn  Turk ,  on  Account  of  being  catch’d  with 
fome  Turkijh  Women.  Twas  with  much  ado  that  I  undeceiv’d  them 
upon  either  of  thofe  Articles,  by  alluring  them  that  his  Majefly  was 
a  dually  well,  as  was  evident  by  the  Letters  which  I  had  receiv’d  at 
Vienna ,  and  which  were  the  freflieft  that  could  be  had  from  his  Court, 
and  that  he  had  been  in  no  more  Danger  of  his  Life,  than  Mr.  Fabrice 
of  being  a  Turk :  And  as  they  were  defirous  of  knowing  what  had  gi¬ 
ven  Rife  to  fuch  a  Report  concerning  their  Brother,  I  told  them,  that 
an  intimate  Friend  of  his,  who  was  named  in  the  News,  happening  to 
be  one  Day  defignedly,  or  by  Chance,  at  a  Grecian  Woman’s,  whither 
two  young  Turkijh  Women  came,  the  Turkijh  Guard  had  feiz’d  them  as 
loofe  Women,  and  that  he  had  made  his  Efcape  very  a-propos  by  a  Back¬ 
door,  for  that  orherwife  they  wou’d  not  have  fpar’d  him ;  and  that  Mr. 
Fabrice  had  no  other  Share  of  the  Adventure,  than  in  the  Letters  of 


*  Lnnenburgh  is  a  large  City,  pretty  well  fortify' d,  the  Capital  of  the  Dutchy  of  the  fame 
Name  ;  the  River  Ilmow  runs  into  its  Ditches ,  and  by  its  Communication  with  the  Elbe,  fa¬ 
vours  its  Commerce,  which  confifls  chiefly  in  Salt ,  having  Salt-Pits  even  within  the  Town.

Family  ;  excepting  that  they  make  no  Vows,  and  may  come  out  to  marry  if  they  pie afe.  They  fing 
Divine  Service  according  to  the  Lutheran  Rites  ;  the  Church  is  pretty  well  lighted,  and  adorn¬ 
ed  with  the  Statues  and  Images  of  Saints,  like  all  the  others  of  the  fame  fort . 
ff  A  German  Mile  is  above  five  Englifh  ones. 
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fome  malicious  Pens  gave  him.  They  Teem’d  fomething  quieted  by  my 
Teftimony,  tho’  not  entirely  fatisfy’d  3  and  they  detain’d  me  to  Tup 
with  them,  making  me  promife  likewife  to  come  again  the  nexc  Day 
to  Dinner,  as  I  did,  and  almoft  all  the  Time  during  my  Abode  at  Lit- 
nenburgh ,  which  was  feven  or  eight  Days.  Their  Queltions  upon  this 
Head,  with  thofe  of  the  Publick  concerning  the  King  of  Sweden, 
whom  they  generally  believed  dead,  gave  me  Occafion  to  write  to 
Mr.  Fabrice ,  amongft  other  Things,  that  I  had  made  great  'Debauche 
de  Langne ,  by  which  I  meant  to  exprefs  the  many  long  Conventions 
I  had  with  the  young  Ladies  his  Sillers,  and  that  ’twas  with  a  great 
deal  of  Difficulty  I  had  Un  Turkd  him  in  their  Belief,  and  rais’ d  his 
Majefty  again  to  Life,  in  that  of  the  Publick ;  and  he  lent  me  Word 
in  his  Anfwer,  in  the  Hppendix,  two  Monchs  after,  when  1  was  in 
England ,  that  he  had  (hewn  my  Letter  to  that  Prince,  who  had  put, 
or  Teem’d  to  put,  a  pleaTant  Confirmation  upon  my  French  Ex- 
preflion. 

Being  thus  purified,  or  exempt  from  Quarantain,  by  having  enter’d 
Lunefuurgh ,  as  I  cou’d  tranladt  Part  of  my  Bufinefs  at  Hamourgh  by 
Letters,  I  did  not  think  it  proper  to  expofe  my  felf  to  the  Performance 
of  one,  by  offering  to  enter  that  Place,  where  the  Plague  was  Hill,  tho’ 
almoft  ceas’d  :  Accordingly  I  wrote  thither,  and  waited  for  an  Anfwer; 
which  was,  that  1  fhou’d  be  at  the  Gates  of  that  City  on  fuch  a  Day 
with  Baron  Gortz ,  whom  1  fhou’d  find  at  *  Harburgh ;  whereupon  I  Tet 
out  from  Lunenburgh  in  the  beginning  of  September ,  and  wenc  to  lie  at 
Harburgh ,  where  1  met  the  Baron.  He  took  me  along  with  him  the  next 
Day  in  a  Boat,  which  he  hired  on  purpofe  for  Grajfenburgh ,  a  very  agree¬ 
able  Spot  of  Ground  between  the  Ramparts  of  Hamburgh  and  the  Elbe , 
where  his  Highnefs  the  Duke  Adminillracor  of  Holftein ,  Count  Welling , 
and  Tome  other  PerTons  with  whom  we  had  BuftneTs,  arriv’d  in  a  Minute 
afterwards.  After  an  Interview  of  about  an  Hour,  we  return’d  to  Har- 
burgh ,  whence  I  took  Poft  next  Day  for  Zell ,  which  is  larger  than  Zell,  Celia: 
Harburgh,  well  built,  populous,  and  has  a  fine  Caftle,  where  the  late 
Duke  kept  his  Court.  I  alighted  at  my  Arrival  thither  at  Mr.  Fabrice* s 
Father’s,  who  receiv’d  me  very  obligingly;  and  from  thence  went  for 
Hanover,  a  pretty  large  City,  formerly  Imperial,  on  the  River  Leyne,  Hanover: 
which  divides  it  in  two.  Its  Fortifications  are  very  regular,  its  Streets 
large  and  neat,  and  the  Palace  where  the  Electoral  Court  refides  is  no¬ 
ble:  Its  Furniture  in  general  is  very  rich,  and  its  Tapiftry  and  Paint¬ 
ing  by  the  beft  Hands.  I  paid  a  Vifit  to  the  Countefs  of  La  Lippe , 
Baronnefs  of  Ktlmanfcck ,  now  Lady  Darlington,  for  whom  I  had  a  Let¬ 
ter  of  Mr.  Fabrice  s.  She  is  a  Perfon  of  the  firft  Merit,  and  of  the  beft 
Manners;  Ihe  writes  an  extraordinary  fine  Style,  and  is  perfetft  Mi- 
ftrefs  of  feveral  Languages.  I  never  Taw  a  People  love  their  Sovereign 
better,  and  who  give  greater  PraiTes  to  the  Moderation  and  Tender* 
neTs  of  his  Government,  than  thoTe  in  rhe  Hanoverian  Domini¬ 
ons.  I  {laid  but  one  Day  at  Hanover ,  and  Tec  out  the  next  Morn¬ 
ing  with  the  common  Poll  for  Holland ,  where  I  arrived  in  five  or  fix 
Days,  without  palling  thro’  any  Place  more  confiderable  than  Ofna -  Ofnabrugb: 
brugh,  the  Capital  City  of  the  Bifhoprick  of  that  Name.  This  Place 
is  very  handfome,  its  Cathedral  is  auguft,  tho’  after  the  Gothick  Archi- 


*  Harburgh  is  a  little  Town  ufon  the  Elbe,  well  built  a?id  fortify' d,  and  defended  by  a 
firong  Citadel 
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tenure ;  it  is  famous  for  the  Treaty  made  there  between.  Swedeti> 
the  Proteftant  Princes  of  Germany ,  and  the  Empire,  at  the  Time  of  ne¬ 
gotiating  a  general  Peace  at  Munjler.  By  this  Treaty  the.Biftioprick, 
of  Ofnabrugh  was  render’d  alternative  between  the  Roman  Cathoiicks 
and  the  Lutherans ,  as  it  is  at  this  Day, v  and  his  Highnefs  the  Duke  of 
Fork  is  now  actually  in  Pofleffion  of  it  for  the  latter  >  and  whenever 
it  is  in  their  Turn,  the  Chapters,  who  have  the  Right  of  Ele&ion*  mufl: 
choofe  one  of  theHoufe  of  Brunfwick,  as  long  as  that  Line^endures.

England,  its  Liberty ,  Party-Pi vijions ,  and 
Writings ;  Germany  and  Turky,  efpecially  on 
the  Parts  bordering  the  Danubius  and  the  Black 
Sea,  from  that  River’s  <jMouth  to  Conftanti- 
nople  •  on  Demotica,  &c.

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Deventer.  ^TjP’HE  firft  Town  that  I  reach’d  in  Holland  was  "Deventer ,  which  is 

large  and  populous,  but  fortify ’d  after  the  old  Manner ;  it  is  fitua- 
ted  on  the  River  Tffel ,  and  was  taken  in  1671  by  the  French ,  who  quit¬ 
ted  it  two  Years  afterwards.  The  fecond  was  Amersfort,  which  (lands 
Utrecht.  on  the  River  Ems ;  and  the  third  was  Utrecht ,  where  was  his  Excel¬ 
lency  Dr.  Robinfony  then  Bilhop  of  Z?>7/?0/,  late  of  London,  in  Quality 
of  Plenipotentiary  from  the  Queen  of  England.  I  had  a  Letter  for  him 
from  Mr.  Jefferies ,  the  Britijh  Minifter  to  his  Swedijh  Majefly,  which 
I  deliver’d  into  that  Prelate’s  own  Hands,  who  receiv’d  me  with  a  great 
deal  of  Kindnefs,  and  did  me  the  Honour  to  keep  me  to  dine  with 
him,  asking  me  Abundance  of  Queftions  concerning  the  King  of  Swe¬ 
den;  as  indeed  they  did  every  where  when  they  knew  whence  I  came. 
After  this  I  took  a  Turn  into  the  City,  which  is  not  (Irong,  having 
but  a  fingle  Rampart,  with  a  pretty  deep  Ditch,  fill’d  by  the  Rhine  j 
but  its  Houfes  are  well  built,  its  Avenues  handfome,  and  its  adja¬ 
cent  Parts  full  of  pleafant  Gardens.  It  is  very  populous,  and  was 
then  extraordinarily  fo,  by  the  vaft  Concourfe  of  Scrangers  that  were 
drawn  there  by  the  Congrefs  :  Its  Churches  are  handfome,  and  the 
Steeple  of  the  Cathedral  is  diftinguifhable  for  its  Height,  which  fur- 
pafles  all  thofe  in  the  United  Provinces ,  as  it  does  like  wife  in  Beauty. 
They  (hew  there  to  Foreigners  the  Tuifchenhuis ,  or  the  Houfe  wherein 
the  Knights  of  the  Teutonick  Order  lived  when  it  belong’d  to  the  Em¬ 
peror,  and  that  of  Pope  Adrian  VI.  a  Native  of  this  Place,  which  has 
nothing  elfe  remarkable  in  it. 

Amfterdam.'  From  Utrecht  I  went  to  Amfterdam ,  which  may  be  call’d  the  Capital 
of  all  the  Low  Countries ;  it  is  fo  well  known,  as  well  as  all  the  o- 
thers,  and  there  are  fo  many  Accounts  of  it,  that  whatever  one  cou’d  fay 
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of  ic  wou’d  be  but  Repetition  ;  wherefore,  without  attempting  to  de« 
fcribe  it,  I  lhall  only  fay,  that  Art  triumphs  there  over  Nature ;  that  ’tis 
admirably  built,  for  a  great  Part  upon  Piles,  efpecially  the  Stadt-HouJey 
which  is  the  mod  remarkable  Building,  with  the  Eaft-lndia  Houfe  and  the 
Arfenals.  The  firfl  wou’d be  an  accomplifh’d  Mailer- piece  of  Architecture, 
if  its  Front  were  more  worthy  of  and  anfwerable  to  the  Magnificence 
and  Splendour  of  its  Apartments.  It  contains  befides  the  publick  Trea- 
fure,  a  furprifing  Variety  of  valuable,  uncommon  and  curious  Rarities  ; 
and  the  Carvers  and  Painters  have  difplay’d  their  utmoll  Arc  in  contri¬ 
buting  to  adorn  it  within.  The  fecond  is  entirely  worthy  of  the  Riches 
which  are  brought  by  Commerce  out  of  thofe  Countries,  as  well  as  the 
Arfenal,  which  depends  upon  it  j  and  that  of  the  Admiralty  is  alfo  very 
fine.  The  Churches  are  very  hancfcome,  tho’  without  the  interior  Orna¬ 
ments  of  Sculpture  and  Painting,  which  were  banilh’d  by  the  Reforma¬ 
tion}  the  Calvinift  Religion  being  predominant  in  that  Country.  Their 
Civil  Government  is  fuch  throughout  the  Seven  Provinces,  that  tho’  all 
forts  of  Religions  are  tolerated  there,  even  Numbers  the  Names  where¬ 
of  are  not  known  elfewhere,  yet  one  never  hears  of  any  FaCtion  or 
Diforderj  and  (which  is  very  uncommon  amongft  other  Nations,  if 
we  except  the  Turks)  they  never  perfecute  each  other,  or  Ihow  any 
manner  of  Hatred,  on  account  of  the  Difference  of  Faith  or  Opinions  : 
But  the  Clergy  are  not  allow’d  to  meddle  with  Temporal  Affairs  which 
concern  the  State  and  if  any  one  ventures  to  do  it,  he  is  obliged  to 
leave  the  Country  inlefs  than  Twenty  four  Hours  5  and  there  have  been 
Examples  of  Minillers,  who,  having  digrelTed  from  their  Text  to  make 
fome  Reflections  on  that  Head,  have  not  had  the  Liberty  on  coming 
out  of  the  Church  to  go  home  again  to  their  own  Houfes. 

I  Raid  but  three  Days  at  Amfterdam ,  which  I  fpent  with  a  great  deal 
of  Satisfaction  in  viewing  it  5  I  lodg’d  at  the  City  of  Lyon ,  where  I 
found  a  number  of  Foreigners,  mofl  part  French ;  and  amongft  the  reft 
the  Marquis  de  Langallerie ,  who  was  continually  difputing  with  them 
about  the  Times,  efpecially  the  Peace  which  was  negotiating  at 
Utrecht.  He  was  very  much  inflam’d  againft  the  King  of  France , 
whofe  Service  and  Religion  he  had  quitted  ;  and  he  endeavoured  to 
fully  his  Glory  in  making  fo  fortunate  a  Peace,  after  the  mod  unfuc- 
cefsful  War  that  ever  France  had  carried  on:  He  faid,  that  his  Maje- 
fty  had  lately  taken  the  fame  Meafures  for  the  obtaining  fuch  Terms, 
as  formerly  for  the  Acquifttion  of  fo  many  Places,  m.  (to  make 
Ufe  of  his  own  Words)  by  metamorphofing  himfelf  into  a  Golden 
Shower  like  another  Jupiter in  order  to  gain  the  Englijh  Miniftry 
by  Prefents ;  which  he  averr’d  as  pofitively  as  if  he  himfelf  had 
feen  them  given.  A  French  Gentleman  anfwer’d,  that  fuch  Reflecti¬ 
ons  became  him  much  lefs  than  any  body  elfe,  being  himfelf  a  Sub¬ 
ject  of  that  Prince  s ;  adding,  that  it  was  true  that  the  Peace  muft 
coft  fomewhat,  but  that  the  Terms  were  fo  good,  and  fo  much  be¬ 
yond  whatever  they  had  dared  hoped  for  in  France ,  that  they  cou  d  not 
but  look  upon  it  as  a  Miracle  of  Politicks  of  that  great  Prince’s  work¬ 
ing,  which  wou’d  eternize  his  Wifdom,  and  increafe  his  Glory,  for  be¬ 
ing  thus  fuperior  to  his  Enemies  in  the  Cabinet,  after  having  been 
conquer'd  by  them  in  the  Field  of  Battle.  There  was  in  the  fame  Or¬ 
dinary  a  great  tawny  Man,  with  Black  Hair  a  little  curl’d,  whom  Mr* 
de  Langallerie  call’d  Prince  Muftapha  in  fpeaking  of  him,  and  My  Frince 
or  Tour  Highnefs,  when  talking  with  him  :  I  had  the  Curiofity  one  Day, 
Vol.  II.  R  z  when 
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when  he  was  abfent,  to  ask  the  Marquis  his  Origin,  and  what  Prince 
he  was  ?  He  anfwer’d,  that  ’twas  a  Coufm  or  Brother  of  the  Grand 
Seigniors.  I  cou’d  not  help  fmiling  at  his  Credulity,  and  telling  him 
that  it  was  impolfibie  ;  upon  which,  without  hearing  my  Reafons,  he 
put  on  a  ferious  Air,  and  added,  that  he  had  been  taken  by  the  Mal- 
tefe ,  with  the  Sultanefs  his  Mother,  as  they  were  going  to  Mecca ,  and 
that  he  had  been  acknowledged  in  Italy  and  France  as  fuch  ;  in  ftiort, 
he  told  juft  fuch  another  Story  as  that  of  the  Prince  at  Morocco ,  of 
whom  I’ve  fpoken  before  elfewhere.  I  reply’d,  that  they  might  have 
been  impos’d  upon  in  France ,  and  that  even  he  himfelf  might  have 
been  deceiv’d  in  his  Birth,  if  he  was  young  when  taken;  and  that  I 
Was  fo  well  inform’d  of  the  Turkijh  Cuftoms,  with  regard  to  the 
Princes  of  the  Ottoman  Blood,  tha?  I  cou’d  afture  him  they  were  al¬ 
ways  kept  as  Prifoners  by  the  Reigning  Sultani  near  his  Perfon,  and  iri 
his  Power  3  and  that  if  they  were  come  to  the  Age  of  Difcretion,  and 
were  capable  of  Ruling,  he  did  not  fo  much  as  leave  them  at  Conftan- 
v  tinople  or  Adrianople  in  his  Abfence,  when  he  went  into  the  Field,  for 
fear  of  fome  Revolution  to  fupplant  him  ;  but  that  they  were  carried 
to  fome  ftrong  Place  on  the  Frontiers,  where  they  were  neither  in 
Danger  of  falling  into  the  Enemies  Hands,  nor  in  a  Condition  to  take 
Advantage  of  the  Emperor’s  Abfence,  or  of  the  Difcontents  of  the  Peo¬ 
ple  3  tho’  it  feldom  happen’d  that  they  went  any  farther  than  Adriano - 
pie,  where  the  Grand  Seigniors  generally  leave  the  Sultanefs  Mothers, 
and  the  bed  part  of  their  Harem ,  as  well  as  thefe  Princes,  under  the 
uncorruptible  Guard  of  Eunuchs  within,  and  a  certain  Number  of 
Boftangis  and  Janizaries  without.  Whatever  I  cou’d  fay  to  him,  not 
being  able  to  make  him  alter  his  Opinion,  I  fpoke  no  more  about  it  3 
and  he  continued  to  give  this  Stranger  the  Title  of  Prince,  who  may 
have  aftifted  him  to  form  the  Project  of  a  Vifionary  Alliance  with  the 
Grand  Seignior ,  of  which  there  has  been  fo  much  Talk  in  Chriflendomy 
and  never  a  Word  (as  I  believe)  heard  at  the  Forte. 

From  Amfterdam  I  fet  out  for  Rotterdam  pafting  thro’  Haerlem,  Ley¬ 
den ,  the  Hague  and  Helf  The  firft  and  fecond  of  thefe  Towns  are 
very  well  fortify  d,  and  famous  in  Hiftory  for  their  vigorous  holding 
out  againft  th z  Spaniards,  who  befieged  them,  and  were  forced  to  raiie 
the  Siege,  and  for  their  Commerce  and  Manufadfuries  of  Cloth  and 
Leyden;  Linnen ;  tho’  there  is  great  difference  in  their  Extent,  1 Leyden  being  fe- 
Luydunum  veral  times  as  large  as  the  other,  its  Univerfity  rendring  it  very  confi- 
uta\oium.  derable  and  populous.  I  paid  a  Vifit  here  to  Mr.  Heyman,  Profeffor  of 
the  Oriental  Languages,  whom  I  was  acquainted  with  in  Turkyy  and 
who  detained  me  to  fupand  lie  at  his  Houfe ;  and  the  next  Day  I  went 
Hague,  to  the  Hague,  which  they  call  a  Village;  butif’tisfo,  ’tis  the  largeft 
HagaCo-  andfineft  perhaps  in  the  World,  and  furpaftes  both  in  Extent,  Magnifi- 
imtum.  cence,  and  the  Regularity  of  its  Buildings,  a  number  of  Cities  even  in 
Holland ,  and  is  the  moft  agreeable  Place  of  Refidence,  and  (as  they 
.  fay)  the  beft  Air  in  all  the  Country ;  and  it  very  well  juftifies  the 
Choice  that  the  Ancient  Counts  of  Holland  made  of  it  for  their  Abode, 
Delf.  as  do  the  States  at  this  time  for  their  Aflemblies.  cDelf  is  a  pretty 
little  neat  Town,  with  two  handfome  Churches  3  in  one  of  which  is 
to  be  feen  the  fumptuous  Tomb  of  William ,  firnam’d  the  Great  Prince 
of  Orange ,  who  was  affaffinated  by  one  of  Franche  Comte  in  1584;  and 
in  the  other  thofe  of  the  Admirals  Lromp  and  Refer  Hein ,  the  firft  for 
Holland,  and  the  fecond  for  Braftl :  It  has  befides  a  very  fine  Arfenal, 

and 
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and  is  famous  for  its  Earthen  Ware  ;  of  which  there  is  fuch  a  prodigi¬ 
ous  Quantity  made  there,  and  that  fo  good,  that  it  comes  nearer 
the  Nature  of  China  than  any  other  Compofition  of  this  fort  in  Eu¬ 
rope. 

I  arrived  at  Rotterdam  on  the  2  id,  which  is  the  moil  confiderable  Rotterdam: 
City  next  to  Amjterdam  in  the  Seven  Provinces,  both  for  its  Extenr, 
the  Beauty  of  its  Buildings,  and  the  Greatnefs  of  its  Commerce ;  and 
it  is  too  well  known  for  me  to  enlarge  any  more  upon  it :  I  Raid  there 
four  Days,  which  I  fpent  very  agreeably.  From  Rotterdam  I  went  to 
the  Brill ,  a  little  Town  very  well  fortify ’d,  with  a  good  Harbour.  It 
is  famous  in  Hiltory  for  the  firfl:  Foundations  of  the  Liberty  of  the 
United  Provinces  being  laid  there  in  1572,  by  fome  of  the  Confede¬ 
rates  ;  who,  being  headed  by  William  de  Lumay ,  and  driven  thither  by 
a  Temped,  by  the  means  of  which  they  efcaped  the  Purfuit  of  the 
Duke  of  Aha,  Purpos'd  it.  I  found  here  aVeftel  for  PalTengers,  call’d 
the  Marlborough  Sloop,  which  waited  only  for  a  Wind,  on  board  which 
I  embark’d,*  and  it  blowing  fair  the  next  Day  after  my  Arrival  thi¬ 
ther,  we  reached  London  in  two  Days  and  a  half.  London; 

I  found  the  Nation  very  much  divided  on  account  of  the  Peace  newly 
made  5  and  the  Duke  of  Marlborough ,  who  never  fled  from  above  One 
Hundred  Thoufand  armed  Men,  now  forced  to  do  it  by  fome  few  well 
polled  ones  without  any  Arms.  As  for  the  Whigs ,  they  feem'd  as  dif- 
fatisfy’d  at  this  Peace,  as  the  Tories  were  pleafed  with  it.  I  went  the 
next  Sunday  after  my  Arrival,  to  fee  Divine  Service  perform’d  in 
St.  Rauls  Church,  wlych  was  almofl:  finifhed  $  and  when  I  was  palling 
thro’  the  Nave,  I  faw  two  French  Gentlemen  of  the  Duke  d’Aumonfs , 
then  Extraordinary  Ambaflador  from  France ,  walking  in  it  after  the 
Example  of  a  great  many  Englifh ,  who  call  it  the  Sunday  Walk  or  Ex¬ 
change  ;  and  indeed  feldom  ufed  it  otherwife  but  as  fuch.  One  was 
faying  to  the  other  loud  enough  to  be  heard,  What  an  indecent  Confufwn 
is  here  of  Men ,  Women  and  Children ,  mixt  with  the  cPr  lefts  and  Chanters 
in  the  Choir  ?  The  other  anfwer’d,  }Tis  yet  worfe  at  Weftmmlter,  I  have 
feen  Beggars ,  and  Girls  that  fell  Apples ,  and  clean  Shoes,  fitting  pro - 
mifcuoujly  with  the  Choiriflers.  Going  out  of  the  Church  at  the  We- 
flern  Gate,  I  was  agreeably  detain’d  by  the  Sight  •  of  the  fine  Marble 
Statue,  in  the  midlt  of  the  Church-yard,  erected  for  Queen  Anne , 
who  is  Handing  on  a  Pedeftal  of  the  fame,  fupported  by  the  Figures 
of  four  Women,  reprefenting  Great  Britain ,  Ireland,  Newfoundland  and 
France ;  the  Three  firfl;  with  a  brisk  and  chearful,  the  Fourth  with  a 
downcafl  mdancholly  Look  ;  in  a  word,  reprefenting  the  humble 
Condition  to  which  the  Whigs ,  who  were  at  the  Charge  of  it,  wou’d 
have  had  the  Original  reduced.  Nothing  feem’d  to  be  wanting  but  an 
Infcription  anfwerable  to  the  Subjedt.  Upon  asking  the  reafon  of  fuch 
an  Omiflion,  I  waS  told  that  the  Whigs  defign’d  one  for  it ;  that  it 
was  already  compos’d,  extolling  her  Majefly  even  above  Lewis  le 
Grand ,  for  the  continual  Succefs  of  her  Arms,  and  comparing  her  glo¬ 
rious  Reign  to  that  of  Queen  Elizabeth ,  &c.  when  the  Minillry  hap¬ 
pen’d  to  be  chang’d,  and  the  new  Generaliflimo  fav’d  France ,  (accord¬ 
ing  to  the  common  Talk)  by  her  Orders  for  not  fighting,  as  the  Old 
one  had  the  Empire  by  a  contrary  Conduct.  However,  ’cwas  thought 
the  Tories  would  have  one  of  their  own  engrav’d  upon  it,  on  accounc 
of  the  Peace,  which  eafed  the  Nation  of  its  Taxes,  made  Two  Kings  in- 
Head  of  the  One  the  Whigs  intended  by  the  War,  viz.  one  of  Spain, 
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and  the  other  of  Sicily  and  Sardinia  ;  but  whether  they  did  not  judge 
that  the  brighted  Parc  of  her  Hidory,  or  they  would  not  praiie  her 
other  glorious  Adions,  for  the  Share  the  difgraced  General  had  in 
them,  there  is  none  till  this  Day,  nor  feems  any  to  be  intended  :  Tis 
pity  ;  for  (befides  that  the  many  augud  Qualities  of  that  great  Princefs 
deferved  fomething  more  than  fuch  a  Silence  from  her  Subjects)  it  is 
an  ufual  Ornament  for  fuch  Pieces  of  Sculpture.  The  AmbalTador  oi 
France  before-nam’d  made  a  finer  Figure  in  London  than  any  other  of 
that  Court  had  done  before,  which  did  not  (how  the  low  Condition 
in  which  the  Finances  of  that  Country  were  given  out  to  be.  The 
Palace  of  my  Lord  Vowis,  wherein  his  Excellency  at  fird  lodged,  being 
burnt  down,  his  mod  Chrijlian  Majedy  had  it  rebuilt  at  his  own  Ex¬ 
pence,  and  that  incomparably  more  magnificently  than  it  was  before, 
and  after  the  bed  manner  of  Architecture,  fparing  no  Cod  to  render  it 
what  it  is  at  prefent,  (that  is  to  fay)  one  of  the  fined  in  England. 

Ten  or  twelve  printed  Papers,  which  were  publiihed  Weekly  in  Lon¬ 
don  for  and  againd  the  Peace,  feem’d  to  continue  at  Home  a  War, 
which  was  carried  on  with  the  Pen  indead  of  the  Sword.  The  Jea- 
loufy  and  Animofity  of  both  Parties  was  greater  than  on  my  fird  Arri¬ 
val  in  England  in  1698.  (which  was  now  and  then  not  a  little  perplex¬ 
ing  to  me.)  Several  Companies  would  not  enter  into  any  Difcourfe  with 
me,  before  they  knew  of  what  fide  I  was ;  it  fignify’d  but  little  among 
the  mod  Violent,  faying  that  I  was  entirely  neutral  in  refped:  of  both  ; 
that  I  always  edeem’d  Perfons  of  Honour  and  Merit  of  whatfoever 
Party,  Religion  or  Nation.  I  in  vain  alledgcd  for  Example,  the  good 
Intelligence  and  Union  which  reign’d  among  the  Englifo  in  Turky, 
where  they  never  put  fuch  Quedions  to  each  other.  Among  the  mod 
celebrated  Papers,  were  the  Englijhman  for  the  Whigs,  and  the  Exami¬ 
ner  for  the  Tories  :  The  fird  was  continually  crying  out  againd  the  fe- 
parate  Peace ;  the  Publick  Faith  violated  j  the  Allies  facrificed  to  France, 
and  the  Catalans  to  Spain  ,*  the  Pretender  at  the  Gates  ;  the  Protedant 
Religion,  Liberty  and  Property  in  Danger,  <Jrc.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  Examiner ,  or  other  Tory  Writers,  who  during  the  Whig  Minidry 
had  cry’d  the  Church  and  Monarchy  in  Danger;  or  a  Foundation  laid 
by  the  Whigs  for  a  Commonwealth,  on  the  Ruins  of  the  Church  and  of 
Monarchy,  <&c.  endeavour’d  to  prove  it,  and  judify  the  Change,  or 
Turning  out  of  the  Whiggijh  Generalidimo  and  Minidry,  by  faying, 
that  they  had  already  (hook  off  the  due  Refpecd  to  Iter  Majedy,  by 
ufing  her  imperioufly,  and  were  for  continuing  the  War  to  plunder  the 
Nation  ;  and  that  the  fird  had  aimed  at  a  Protedorlhip  over  it,  &c. 
He  likewife  ridiculed  the  Alarms  and  Fears  of  the  IVhigs ,  in  alledging, 
that  his  Antagonid  was  painting  the  King  of  France  like  a  Giant, 
with  a  Quiver  full  of  Pretenders,  always  ready  at  hand  to  let  fly  a- 
gaind  England  on  any  Occafion :  And  the  Englijhman ,  and  other  Whig 
Pens  of  the  fame  Principles,  hinted  that  there  was  a  fecret  Scheme  laid 
for  fetting  afide  the  Hanoverian  Succeffion  5  that  a  Prelate,  who  had  a 
great  deal  of  Influence  over  the  Queen,  had  made  it  a  Point  of  Con- 
fcience  to  her  Majedy,  to  redore  the  Perfon  (who  dil’d  himfelf  James 
the  Third  fince  King  James  the  Second  s  Death)  to  his  Hereditary 
Right ;  that  a  Sermon  preach’d  on  Paffive  Obedience,  for  which  the 
Preacher  had  been  impeach’d  by  the  Parliament,  was  defign’d  to  pave 
the  Way  for  his  afcending  the  Throne,  and  difpofe  the  People  to  re¬ 
ceive  him  paffively  as  their  lawful  and  irrefidible  Sovereign  ;  that  as  a 
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Mack  that  this  DoCtrine  did  not  difpleafe  the  Court*  notwithftanding 
their  Impeachment  and  Remonftrances,  the  faid  Preacher  was  re¬ 
warded  with  one  of  the  bed  Livings  in  London  ;  his  Lay  Counfel,  for 
defending  it,  advanced  to  the  Ghancellorlhip  of  Ireland ;  and  another, 
a  Divine,  a  great  Aflertor  of  it,  who  affifted  in  penning  his  Speech, 
was  inverted  with  Two  of  the  chief  Ecclefiartical  Dignities  in  Great 
Britain  $  that  the  Tories  endeavoured  to  lull  the  People  arteep,  by 
ridiculing  thefe  jurt  Fears,  that  they  might  not  be  in  readinefs  to  op- 
pofe  him  whenever  he  fhou’d  come. 

However,  both  Parties  protefted  againrt  the  Afperfions  cart  on  them- 
felves  by  their  Antagonirt  Pens,  as  unjuft  and  maliciourty  contriv'd, 
and  cry’d  out  equally  againrt  all  Antimonarchical  Principles,  laying, 
that,  on  the  contrary,  their  chief  Aim  and  ProfpeCt,  in  regard  to  War 
or  Peace,  was  the  Good  of  their  Country,  the  Prefervation  of  their 
Religion,  Property  and  Liberty,  at  Home  3  and  the  Tranquillity  of 
Europe  Abroad,  by  the  ballancing  of  Powers  :  And  indeed,  by  the  Con- 
verfation  I  had  with  a  great  many  Perfons  of  both  Parties,  I  was  in¬ 
clined  to  think  To ;  and  the  leaft  violent  faid,  that  this  very  Oppofition 
kept  each  of  them  in  awe,  and  prevented  the  Execution  of  all  ill  Inten¬ 
tions,  which  fome  of  them  might  have.  In  fhort,  the  Animofity  be¬ 
tween  the  two  Parties  grew  fo  great,  that  nothing  cou’d  exceed  it,  and 
Rencounters  between  the  High  and  Low-Church  Mobs  were  common, 
as  alfo  fatal  Duels  between  Gentlemen,  on  the  fame  Account :  And  'twas 
owing  to  thefe  Differences  that  the  famous  Duke  Hamilton  and  Lord  Mo~ 
hun y  thofe  brave  and  noble  Peers,  loft  their  Lives.  The  former  of  thefe,  a 
bold  enterprizing  Man,  and  great  Oppofer  of  the  Union  of  Scotland ,  was 
appointed  AmbafTador  Extraordinary  to  the  Court  of  France ,  to  give 
(laid  the  Whigs')  the  finifhing  Stroke  to  the  Succeftion  in  the  Houle  of 
Hanover ,  by  effectually  concerting  the  Scheme  for  transferring  it  on 
the  Chevalier  de  St.  George ;  when  his  Grace  happening  to  have  a  Law- 
Suit  with  the  Lord  Mohun ,  which  occafion’d  fome  Words  between  them, 
they  were  (as  the  Tories  faid)  defignedly  improved  into  a  Quarrel  > 

.  and  a  Challenge  enfuing,  they  met  in  Hyde-Tark ,  and  fought  with  that 
Refolution,  that  my  Lord  was  kill’d  upon  the  Spot,  and  the  Duke  li¬ 
ved  but  few  Hours,  having  received  fix  or  feven  Wounds.  However 
it  was,  I  don’t  prefutne  to  pafs  any  Judgment,  or  reflect  on  the  good 
or  bad  Intentions  of  either  Party.  I  return  to  their  Writers  : 

The  Englijhman  was  a  Layman,  and  the  Examiner  a  Clergyman; 
the  firft  was  expelfd  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  of  which  he  was  a  Mem¬ 
ber,  for  pleading  too  warmly  the  Caufe  of  the  Catalans ,  and  writing  too 
freely  on  the  Proceedings  of  the  new  Miniftry  3  the  fecond  was  in 
great  Favour  at  Court,  and  a  Man  of  Wit  and  Learning  ,*  he  had  writ¬ 
ten  fome  Years  before  a  Book,  entitl’d,  The  Tale  oj  a  Tub ,  which  Ti¬ 
tle  anfwers  but  the  leaft  Part  of  the  Work.  It  is  generally  reckon’d 
a  Mafter-piece  of  fine  Humour,  full  of  Fire  and  lively  Imagination,  and 
a  Nonpareil  in  its  Kind.  Tis  an  elegantly  whimfical  Medley  of  dif¬ 
ferent  Subjects,  confiding  of  beautiful  Allegories,  exquifite  Satire, 
and  admirable  Criticifms  3  a  Work ,  of  which  the  Preface ,  Dedica¬ 
tion,  and  Digreftions,  make  the  greateft  Parti  which  neverthelefs  are 
fo  ingenioufly  and  agreeably  conducted  and  interfpers’d,  that,  how¬ 
ever  long  tlley  are,  they  don’t  feem  tedious.  The  Defign  of  one  Part  of 
his  Book  is  not  only  to  aftert  the  Preheminency  of  the  Antients  over 
the  Moderns,  but  to  turn  the  Productions  of  the  latter  into  all  the  Ri¬ 
dicule 
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dicuie  imaginable,  tho’  not  thofe  of  Perfons  of  folid  Merit  and  Learn¬ 
ing,  but  a  iort  of  Woud-be-Witsy  whom  he  calls  ironically,  true  Cri - 
ticks.  I’ll  infert  here  an  Abftraft  of  that  Part,  which  gives  Title  to 
the  Work,  which  pafles  among  many  Perfons  of  Senfe  for  a  fine  Irony, 
and  Raillery  on  Superftition  and  Fanaticifm,  bat  among  the  greater 
Number  for  a  too  licentious  and  prophane  Raillery  on  all  manner  of 
Chriftian  Worfiiip;  they  alledging,  that  the  Author,  by  affeChng  to  ap¬ 
pear  not  fcrupulous  nor  fuperftitious,  feems  hardly  to  have  any  Reli¬ 
gion  at  all.  However,  I  refer  the  Reader  to  the  Abftrad,  and  leave 
him  to  guefs  who  is  in  the  right. 

A  *  Man  had  three  Sons  by  one  Wife,  and  all  at  a  Birth,  fo  that 
the  Midwife  cou’d  not  certainly  tell  which  was  the  eldeft ;  their  Names 
were  (*)  Teter ,  (f ) Martin ,  and  (\)John.  The  Father  before  his  Death  made 
his  f  Will,  wherein  he  gave  each  of  them  a  4-  new  Coat,  of  very  good 
Cloth,  and  fo  neatly  few’d,  that  one  wou’d  think  they  had  been  all 
of  a  Piece,  but  very  plain,  and  with  little  or  no  Ornament;  to  make 
amends  for  which,  they  had  thefe  two  good  Qualities,  that  with  good 
wearing  they  wou’d  laft  frefli  as  long  as  they  liv’d,  and  that  they 
wou’d  grow  in  Proportion  with  their  Bodies,  fo  as  to  be  always  fir. 
He  made  them  put  them  on  in  his  Prefence,  warn’d  them  to  wear  them 
clean,  and  brufii  them  often,  and  inform’d  them  that  they  wou’d  find 
in  his  Will  all  the  neceffary  Inftru&ions  concerning  them,  which  they 
were  to  follow  exa&ly,  under  great  Penalties  ;  then  ordering  them  to 
live  in  Union  in  the  fame  Houle,  he  died.  They  obferv’d  thefe  Di- 
regions  very  punctually  for  the  firft  feven  Years;  when  being  arriv’d 
at  the  proper  Age  for  making  their  Appearance  in  the  World,  they 
fell  in  Love  with  three  celebrated  44  Ladies,  the  Dutchefs  d’Atgent,  Ma¬ 
dam  de  Grands  Titres ,  and  the  Countefs  d’ Or guei l ;  from  whom  they 
met  with  a  thoufand  Indignities  and  Mortifications,  for  want  of  con¬ 
forming  to  the  Mode  of  Worfiiip  at  that  time  paid  to  a  fort  of  Divi¬ 
nity,  who  daily  created  and  changed  the  Sons  of  Men  by  a  kind  of 
mechanical  Operation.  This  **  Deity  fat  upon  an  Altar  after  the  Ea- 
flern  Manner,  with  his  Legs  a  crofs;  and  his  Orders  were  entirely  con¬ 
trary  to  the  Rules  of  their  Father,  but  follow’d  mod  religioufiy  by 
the  Court  and  Town,  whilft  this  Brotherly  Triumvirate  were  every  Day 
hooted  at  by  the  little  Boys  and  Mob,  and  pointed  at  for  the  Singu¬ 
larity  of  their  Drefs.  About  this  Time  the  ff  Shoulder-Knots  came  in 
*  Fafiiion,  and  every  Body  wore  them  except  our  three  Brothers,  who 
foon  found,  by  woful  Experience,  how  neceflary  they  were.  If  they 
went  to  the  Play-Houfe,  the  Door-Keeper,  feeing  their  Plainnefs,  wou’d 
fay  with  a  Sneer,  Friends ,  you  would  go  into  the  Upper -Gallery,  it  will 
cofl  you  Twelve-pence.  If  they  flepp’d  to  the  Tavern  to  drink  a  Bottle, 
the  Drawer  wou’d  cry,  Toure  miftaken ,  we  fell  no  Ale  here.  In  this 
mortifying  Juncture  they  had  recourfe  to  their  Father’s  Will ;  but  they 
coil’d  not  fo  much  as  find  the  Words  Shoulder  and  Knots  feparately, 
nor  even  in  the  Syllables but  Teter ,  being  more  learned  and  pene¬ 
trating  than  the  other  two,  faid,  Tis  true  that  our  Father  s  Will  does 
not  mention  Shoulder-Knots,  totidem  Verbisy  nor  totidem  Syllabis ,  but  it 
is  enough  if  it  contains  them,  totidem  Litteris.  This  Diftin&ion  feem’d 
admirable  to  them,  and  they  fell  to  examining  it  again,  and  foon  found

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all  they  wanted,  but  the  Letter,  which  Teter  faid  was  a  modern  one, 
unknown  to  the  learned  World,  and  quite  infignificant ;  and  accord¬ 
ingly  they  befpoke  them  as  large  and  flanting  as  the  bed.  Human  Xn- 
conftancy,  and  the  Love  of  Novelty,  having  introduced  the  Falhion 
of  Gold  llace,  they  again  confulted  the  Will ;  but  all  was  filent,  and 
*Gold  Lace  feern’d  an  Alteration  of  too  great  Confequence,  without  a 
pofitive  Precept,  becaufe  it  in  fome  meafure  adheres  to  the  Subftance 
of  the  Cloth.  But  Teter  fortunately  had  juft  read  Ariftotelis  Dia- 
leflica,  efpecially  that  wonderful  Piece  de  Interpret  at  ione,  which  teaches 
(adds  the  Author)  its  Readers  to  find  a  Meaning  in  every  thing  but  in 
felf  j  and  he  told  them,  Brothers,  dent  trouble  your  felves;  you  arc 
to  know  that  there  are  two  forts  of  Wills,  f  Nuncupatory ,  and  Scrip* 
tory.  Our  Father’s  Scriptory  Will  does  not  indeed  mention  Gold  I.ace„ 
Conceditur ;  but  that  the  fame  may  be  faid  of  his  laft  Nuncupatory 
Will,  Negatur :  For,  if  you  remember,  when  we  were  Boys,  we  heard 
a  Fellow  tfay,  that  he  heard  my  Father  fay,  that  he  wou’d  ad- 
vife  his  Sons  to  get  Gold  Lace  on  their  Coats,  as  foon  as  ever  they 
cou’d  get  Money  to  buy  it.  That  is  very  true  indeed,  cry’d  Martin  5 
X  remember  it  perfectly  well,  faid  Jack.  Then,  without  lofing  any 
more  Time,  they  got  the  largeft  Gold  Lace  in  the  Parifli.  A  while  af¬ 
ter,  came  up  another  Falhion  of  flame-colourd  Sattin  for  Linings  $ 
and  upon  examining  the  Will,  they  coud  only  find  a  little  Advice 
of  their  4-  Father's  to  take  care  of  Fire,  and  put  out  their  Candles  be¬ 
fore  they  went  to  lleep ;  but  Teter ,  ever  fertile  in  Expedients,  faid,  I 
have  read  feveral  Wills  which  mention’d  a  **  Codicil  annex’d,  which  is 
reckon’d  Part  of  the  Will,  and  has  the  fame  Force  and  Authority.  This 
of  our  Father’s  not  having  one,  I  think  it  deficient  in  that  Point ; 
wherefore  I  think  it  very  proper  to  add  one,  which  was  written  by 
a  Servant  of  our  Grandfather’s,  and  talks  of  this  flame-colour’d  Sat¬ 
tin.  He  had  no  fooner  done  lpeaking,  than  the  Codicil  was  annex’d 
Netnine  Contradicente ,  and  the  Lining  bought  and  worn. 

Some  time  after  was  reviv’d  the  old  Falhion  of  Embroidery,  with 
Indian  Figures  of  ff  Men,  Women,  Children'  and  Beafts :  And  af¬ 
terwards  it  grew  a  Mode  to  wear  44  Points,  tagg’d  with  Silver  ,•  and 
i Peter ,  with  his  Subtlety  at  expounding,  remov’d  all  Difficulties  that 
lay  in  the  Way  and  oppofed  their  Defires  of  following  whatever  Fa- 
ftiions  came  in  vogue,  to  be  efteem’d  in  the  World  ,*  but  this  Scholaftick 
Brother,  weary  of  fearching  newEvafions,  bethought  himfelf  of  a  Ihorter 
Way,  which  was  to  call  thofe  Articles,  that  were  mod  difficult  to  ex¬ 
plain  and  accommodate  to  their  Father’s  Intention,  Myfteries,  which 
ought  not  to  be  over  curioufly  pry’d  into  by  human  Reafon.  At  length, 
for  the  Eafe  of  his  Head  for  the  future,  he  thought  fit  to  lock  up  his 
Father’s  Will  in  a  f  *  ftrong  Box,  brought  out  of  Greece  or  Italy ,  and  not 
confult  or  refer  to  it,  but  when’twas  for  their  Intereft.  This  Refolution 
was  no  fooner  taken  than  executed,  and  unanimoufly  agreed  to  by 
Martin  and  Jack.

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By  this  time,  Peter ,  having  acquired  a  great  deal  of  Reputation  by 
his  Learning,  was  recommended  to  a  Lord,  who  received  him  into  his 
Houfe,  and  allow’d  him  a  good  Salary  for  teaching  his  Children.  A 
little  after  the  Lord  dy’d,  and  he,  by  long  Practice  upon  his  Father’s 
Will,  found  the  way  to  contrive  a  *  Deed  of  Conveyance  of  that  Houfe 
to  himfelf  and  his  Heirs  for  ever.  Upon  which  he  took  Pofleffion, 
turn’d  his  Pupils  out,  and  receiv’d  his  Brothers  in  their  Room. 

No  fooner  had  "Peter  taken  Pofleffion  of  the  Lord’s  Houfe,  but  he 
tells  his  Brothers  he  is  their  Elder,  and  that  he  expe&s  to  be 
call’d  My  Lord  "Peter ;  and,  to  fupport  his  new  Dignity  with  the 
greater  Luftre,  he  turns  Vertuofo ,  and  Proje&or.  His  iirft  Underta¬ 
king,  of  this  Nature,  was  to  purchafe  a  large  Continent,  fltuated  in  a 
Country,  call’d  f  Term  Auftralis  Incognita ,  which  he  bought  for  little  or 
nothing  of  the  Difcoverers  themfelves,  tho’  there  is  reafon  to  believe 
that  they  were  never  there.  This  he  canton’d  out  into  feverai  Shares 
to  divers  Merchants,  who  carry’d  over  Colonies,  who  were  all  ffiip- 
wreck’d  in  the  Voyage.  Upon  which  he  fold  it  over  again  to  others, 
and  again  and  again  and  again,  and  always  With  the  fame  Succefs. 

His  fecond  Project  was  a  IVhifpering  Office  to  fell  a  fovereign  Re¬ 
medy  **  for  Worms  ff,  efpecially  thofe  in  the  Spleen,  by  the  Means 
whereof  they  perfpired  infenfibly  through  the  Brain  ,*  for  this  End  an 
Afs*s  Head  was  placed  in  that  Office  fo  conveniently,  that  the  Pa» 
tient  might  eafily  apply  his  Mouth  to  either  of  the  Animal’s  Ears,  and 
by  a  fugitive  Faculty,  peculiar  to  them,  receive  immediate  Benefit,  ei¬ 
ther  by  Eructation  or  Evomition. 

A  third  was  another  Office  of  (*)  Fire- Infur ance  for  preferving  To¬ 
bacco  Pipes,  Martyrs  of  modern  Zeal,  Shadows,  Rivers,  &c.  from 
the  Element. 

A  fourth  of  the  univerfal  (f)  Pickle  ;  for  upon  obferving  that  the 
common  Pickle  was  only  ufed  by  Houfewives  to  preferve  dead  Flefh 
and  certain  Kind  of  Q.)  Vegetables,  he  invented  one  proper  for  Houfes, 
Gardens,  Towns,  Men,  Women,  and  Children.  The  Operation  was 
re  perform’d  by  Sprinkling  in  a  proper  Time  of  the  Moon;  which 
done,  the  Patient,  if  a  Houfe,  wou’d  be  infallibly  preferved  from  Spi¬ 
ders  and  Rats;  if  a  Dog,  from  Mange  and  Hunger;  and  if  a  Child, 
from  the  Itch  or  Lice.  He  was  alfo  held  the  original  Author  of  Pup- 
pet-Raree-Shows,  the  Ufefulnefs  whereof  is  well  known. 

But  of  all  Lord  Peters  Rarities,  the  mod  valuable  were  a  certain 
Set  of  (**)  Bulls ,  defeended  in  a  direct  Line  from  thofe  of  Jafon  at 
Chalchos ,  famous  for  their  Brazen  Feet.  ’Tis  true,  thefe  had  degene¬ 
rated  in  that  Particular,  for  that  Metal  was  now  changed  into  com¬ 
mon  (**)  Lead.  However,  they  preferv’d  the  Roaring  peculiar  to  their 
Lineage,  and  the  Faculty  of  breathing  Fire  (-J4)  from  their  Noflrils.

But 
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But  they  had  two  peculiar  Marks  which  difiinguifh’d  them  extremely 
from  thofe,  not  to  be  found  together  in  any  other  Monfter  befidcs 
that  in  Horace , 

Varias  tnducere  p  lumas, 

Atrum  definit  in  pifcem. 

For  they  had  Fijhes  Fails,  yet  upon  occafion  cou’d  out-fly  any  Bird  in 
the  Air.  Beter  employ’d  thefe  Bulls  with  Succefs  feveral  ways  ;  fome- 
times  he  wou’d  make  them  roar  to  fright  naughty  Boys ,  and  make  them 
quiet  and  fometimes  he  wou’d  fend  them  upon  Errands  of  great  Im¬ 
portance.  They  always  lhew’d  an  infatiableGreedinefs  of  Gold,  which 
undoubtedly  they  derived  by  Inftind:  from  their  noble  Anceftors,  the 
Guardians  of  the  Golden  Fleece ;  for  if  Beter  only  fent  them  upon  a 
Compliment,  they  wou  d  roar  and  fpit  and  fnivie  out  Fire  till  you  flung 
them  a  Bit  of  Gold. 

Thefe  Projects,  and  feveral  others,  had  enrich’d  Beter  prodigioufiy ; 
but  the  Rack  to  which  he  had  put  his  Invention,  had  turn’d  his  Brain 
to  a  firange  degree.  He  had  the  wildefi  Fits  imaginable,  and  (as  it  is 
ufual  with  thofe  that  run  mad  out  of  Pride)  he  wou’d  call  himfelf  God 
Almighty ,  and  Monarch  of  the  Univerfe.  I  have  feen  him  (fays  my 
Author)  take  (a)  three  old  High- crown d Hats ,  and  clap  them  on  his 
Head  three  Story  high,  with  a  Bunch  of  [b)  Keys  at  his  Girdle,  and  an 
Angling  Rod  in  his  Hand :  Thus  habited,  whoever  went  to  lhake  Hands 
.  with  him  by  way  of  Salutation,  Beter ,  like  a  well  educated  Spaniel, 
wou’d  prefent  them  his  (0  Foot ;  and  if  they  refufed  his  Civility,  he 
Wou’d  give  them  a  damn’d  Kick  on  the  (d)  Chops,  which  has  ever  fince 
been  call’d  a  Salute.  Mean  while  his  two  Brothers  at  Home  had  a  fad 
Time  on’t,  where  the  firft  of  his  exerting  his  Authority  over  them, 
was  his  kicking.both  their  Wives  (e)  out  of  Doors  one  Morning,  and 
his  own  too ;  and  giving  Orders  to  pick  up  the  firfl  three  Strolers  that 
cou’d  be  met  with.  The  fecond  was  his  nailing  up  the  Cellar- Door, 
and  (/)  reducing  them  to  dry  Bread,  inflead  of  Flefh  and  Wine. 
For  happening  to  dine  one  Day  at  an  Alderman’s,  and  hearing  him 
expatiate  in  praife  of  a  Sir-loin  of  Beef,  faying  it  comprehended  the 
Quinteffence  of  Partridge,  Quail,  Venifon,  &c.  Beter ,  when  he  came 
home,  took  a  Fancy  to  feed  his  Brother  on  a  brown  Loaf,  by  the  Ap¬ 
plication  of  this  Docfirine  ;  and  began  thus,  Bread ,  fays  he,  dear  Bro¬ 
thers,  is  the  Stajf  of  Life  ;  it  contains  the  Qiiintejfence  of  Beef  Mut¬ 
ton ,  Veal ,  Venifon ,  Bartridge  ;  and  to  render  all  compleat ,  there  is  in¬ 
termingled  a  due  Quantity  of  Water ,  whofe  Crudities  are  alfo  corrected  by 
Teafij  or  Barm  ,  thro  which  means  it  becomes  a  whole fome  fermented  Li¬ 
quor ,  diffiis 'd  thro  the  Mafs  of  the  Bread.  Upon  the  Strength  of  thefe 
Conclusions,  the  brown  Loaf  was  ferved  on  the  Table;  then  faid,  Come 
Brothers ,  fall  too  and  fpare  not ,  here  is  excellent  good  Mutton ;  or  hold,  now 
my  Hand  is  in  111  help  you  at  which  Word,  in  much  Ceremony  with 
Fork  and  Knife,  he  carves  out  two  good  Slices  of  the  Loaf  to  them. 
Martin,  not  entring  into  the  Conceit  of  Lord  Beter ,  began  very  ci¬ 
villy  to  examine  the  My  fiery.  My  Lord ,  anfwer’d  he,  I  doubt ,  with 
great  SubmiJJion ,  there  may  be  fome  Miftake  ;  for ,  unlefs  I  am  deceiv’d , 
your  Lordfhip  was pleas  d  to  let  fall  a  Word  about  Mutton ,  and  1  Jhoiid

Whereupon  Jack  inrerpofmg  to  fet  ?4atters  right, 
My  Lord ,  faid  he,  tny  Brother,  I  fuppofe,  is  hungry,  and  longs  for  the 
Mutton  your  Lordfhip  promifcd  us  to  ‘ Dinner .  Bray,  laid  Peter,  take 
me  along  with  you,  either  you  are  both  Mad ,  or  difpofed  to  be  Merrier, 
than  I  approve  of.  If  You  there  dont  like  your  Piece,  Til  carve  yen 
another ,  tho  I  jhoud  take  that  to  be  the  choice  Piece  of  the  whole  Shoul¬ 
der .  What  then,  my  Lord ,  reply ’d  Martin ,  it  feems  this  is  a  Shoulder 
of  Mutton  all  this  while.  Pray  Sir,  fays  Peter,  eat  your  Victuals,  and 
leave  off  your  Impertinence ,  if  you  pleafe  ;  for  1  am  not  difpofed  to  relifh  it 
at prefent.  But  Jack,  Hark  mad  zzIPetefs  affeCted  Serioufnefs,  fwore. 

By  G -  my  Lord,  I  can  only  fay,  that  to  my  Eyes,  and  Fingers,  and 

Teeth ,  and  Nofe,  it  feems  to  be  nothing  but  a  Cruft  of  Bread.  Look  ye. 
Gentlemen,  cries  Peter,  curfing  in  a  Rage,  To  convince  you  what  a  Cou¬ 
ple  of  blind,  pojitive ,  ignorant  wilful  Puppies  you  are,  I  will  nfe  but  this 
plain  Argument ,  By  G —  it  is  true  good  natural  Mutton  as  any  in  Lea- 
denhall  Market ;  and  (V)  G —  confound  you  both  eternally,  if  you  offer 
to  believe  any  other  wifi.  Such  a  thundering  Proof  left  no  further  room 
for  Objection ;  and  Martin,  feeming  perfwaded,  faid,  Why  truly  upon 

more  mature  Confederation — - - Ay,  interrupted  Jack,  Tour  Lordfhip 

feems  to  have  a  great  deal  of  Reafon .  Very  well,  faid  Peter,  Here  Boy, 
fill  me  a  Beer  Glafs  of  Claret.  Here  s  to  you  both  with  all  my  Heart. 
They  return’d  him  Thanks,  and  faid  they  fhou’d  be  glad  to  pledge  his 
Lordfhip.  That  you  Jhall,  faid  Peter,  I  will  not  refufe  you  any  thing 
that’s  reafonable ;  Wine  moderately  taken  is  a  Cordial,  here’s  a  Glafs  a- 
piece  for  you ;  true  natural  Juice  of  the  Grape,  none  of  your  damn d  V  int- 
ners  Brewings.  So  giving  them  another  Cruft,  he  bid  them  drink  it 
off,  and  not  be  bafhful,  for  it  wou’d  not  get  up  in  their  Heads. 
Whereupon  the  two  Brothers  flaring,  firfl  at  Lord  Peter,  and  then  at 
each  other,  refolved  not  to  contradict  him,  as  thinking  it  wou  d  avail 
nothing.

By  G —  7  faw  a  large  id)  Houfe  of  Lime  and  Stone  travel  over 
Sea  and  Land,  (< granting  that  it  ft  opt  fometimes  to  bait)  above  Two  Thou¬ 
fand  German  Leagues.  And,  which  was  beft  of  all,  he  wou’d  fwear 
defperately  he  never  told  a  Lie  in  his  Life  ,*  and  at  every  Word,  By 

C- - -  Gentlemen,  I  tell  you  nothing  but  the  Truth,  and  the  (<?)  T) — l 

broil  them  eternally  that  will  not  believe  me. 

The  Author,  having  reprefented  Peter  as  a  Rogue  and  an  Impoftor, 
whofe  Head  was  turn’d  with  Pride  and  Ambition,  and  whofe  Tyranny

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was  become  infupportable,  makes  Martin  and  Jack  refolve  to  examine 
their  Father’s  Will,  in  order  to  conform  to  it  in  every  Point  ,*  where¬ 
fore  they  humbly  defired  a  Copy  of  it  ;  but  he,  inftead  of  granting 
this  Requeft,  call’d  them  damn’d  Sons  of  Whores  and  Traitors s  and  all 
the  vile  Names  he  cou’d  mufter  up.  However,  while  he  was  Abroad, 
they  found  means  to  take  a  Copia  veray  by  which  they  prefentiy  favv 
how  grofly  they  had  been  abufed  ;  their  Father  having  left  them  equal 
Heirs,  and  ftrkftly  charged  that  whatever  they  got  fhou’d  be  in  com¬ 
mon.

The  two  Exiles  took  a  Lodging  together,  where  refle&ing  upon  their 
numberlefs  Misfortunes,  they  cou’d  not  at  firft  tell  to  what  to  impute 
them,  till  recolledfing  their  Tranfgreffions  againll;  their  Fathers  Will, 
they  refolv’d,  without  farrber  delay,  to  reduce  their  future  Meafures 
to  a  ftricSt  Obedience  thereunto.

a  quite  different  Spirit  ;  the  Memory  of  Lord  Feters  Tyranny  pro¬ 
duced  a  great  Degree  of  Hatred  and  Spite,  which  feem’d  to  have  a 
much  greater  Share  in  inciting  him  to  fet  Hands  at  work,  than  his  Fa¬ 
ther’s  Commands  ;  he  found  a  very  plaufible  Name  for  this  Medley  of 
Humour,  honouring  it  with  the  Title  of  Zeal.  Brim-full  of  this  miracu¬ 
lous  Compound,  he  prefaced  his  Refolution  to  thispurpofe:  What ,  faid 
he,  a  Rogue  that  locked  up  his  Drink,  turn  d away  our  Wives ,  cheated  us 
of  our  Fortunes ,  paitmd  his  dry  Crufts  upon  us  for  Mutton  and  Wine ,  and 
at  laft  kicfzd  us  out  of  Doors :  Mufl  we  be  in  his  Fajhions  and  Liveries  / 
Having  thus  enflam’d  himfelf  as  high  as  poflible,  and  confequently  in 
a  delicate  Temper  for  Reformation,  he  fet  about  the  Work  immedi¬ 
ately,  and  ftripping  down  a  parcel  of  Gold  0)Lace,  he  rent  the  main 
Body  of  the  Coat  from  Top  to  Bottom’;  and  his  Talent  was  not  the 
happieft  at  taking  up  a  Stitch,  he  knew  no  better  way  than  to  dern  it

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again  with  Packthread  and  a  Skewer.  The  Matter  was  yet  infinitely 
worfe  when  he  came  to  the  Embroidery  ;  for  being  clumfy  by  Nature, 
and  fo impatient,  without  confidering  Millions  of  Stitches  that  required 
the  niceft  Hand  to  extricate,  in  a  great  Rage  he  tore  off  the  whole  Piece 
Cloth  and  all,  and  flung  it  into  the  Kennel,  faying,  Ah  good  Brother 
Martin,  do  as  I  do  for  the  Love  of  God-,  ft  rip,  tear ,  pull ,  rent,  flay  off all, 
that  we  may  appear  as  unlike  that  Rogue  Peter  as  it  is  pojftble ,  and  carry 
not  about  us  the  leafl  Mark  that  may  give  occafion  to  the  Neighbours  offuf- 
pelting  we  were  related  to  fuch  a  Rafcal ;  and  accompanying  his  Words 
with  ACtions,  he  made  more  difpatch  in  four  Minutes,  than  Martin  had 
done  in  as  many  Hours;  for  (courteous  Reader)  you  are  given  to  un¬ 
derhand,  that  Zeal  is  never  fo  highly  obliged,  as  w7hen  you  fet  it  a 
tearing.  Continuing  his  Career  thus  furioufly,  he  rent  loon  his  whole 
Coat  to  his  Shirt,  when  that  of  his  Brother  was  only  reduced  to  its 
primitive  State  of  Innocence.  In  the  mean  w7hile,  Martin ,  who  was  at 
that  time  as  fedate  and  flegmatick,  as  his  Brother  was  violent,  pray'd 
and  begg’d  him  of  all  Love,  not  to  damage  his  Coat  by  any  means ,  for  he 
woud  never  get  fuch  another ;  defired  him,  in  vain,  to  confider ,  it  was 
not  their  Bufinefs  to  form  their  Actions  by  any  Reflections  upon  Peter,  (a) 
but  by  obferving  the  Rules  prefcriU d  in  their  Father  s  Will ,  who  was  [till 
their  Brother  whatever  Faults  he  had  committed ;  but  which ,  as  it  was 
very  exalt  in  what  related  to  wearing  their  Coats ,  was  not  lefs  fo  in  pre¬ 
ferring  Agreement  and  Friendjhip  between  them.  He  had  hill  proceed¬ 
ed  as  gravely,  and  doubtlefs  had  delivered  an  admirable  LeCture  of 
Morality  ;  but  (as  in  Scholaftick  Dilputes,  nothing  ferves  to  roufe  the 
Spleen  of  him  that  oppofes,  fo  much  as  a  kind  of  pedantick  affeCted 
Calomels')  flack  fly’d  out  immediately  againft  his  Moderation,  and  Gra¬ 
vity  of  his  Remonltraces,  ran  mad  with  the  Spleen,  Spite  and  Con¬ 
tradiction,  went  to  a  new  Lodging  in  his  ragged  Condition,  reproach¬ 
ing  Martin  with  keeping  in  ‘Peters  Livery,  and  in  a  few  Days  ’twas 
reported  for  certain  that  he  was  quite  out  of  his  Wits  ;  which  he  con¬ 
firm’d,  by  appearing  Abroad,  and  falling  into  the  oddelt  Whimfies  that 
ever  a  fick  Brain  conceived. 

And  now  the  little  Boys  in  the  Streets  began  to  falute  him  with 
feveral  Names  ;  fometimes  they  wou’d  call  him  flack  the  ( b ) 
Bald ;  fometimes  (c)  Dutch  flack,  fometimes  id)  French  Hugh,  fome- 
times  (ft)  Tom  the  Beggar ,  and  fometimes  Knocking  Jack  of  the 
North.  And  it  was  under  one,  or  fome,  or  all  of  thefe  Appellations, 
that  he  gave  rife  to  the  mod  Illudrious  and  Epidemick  SeCt  of  the 
(/)  c Adolifts,  who  maintain  the  Original  of  all  things  to  be  Wind,  and 
that  Man  brings  with  him  into  the  World  a  Grain  of  Wind ,  which  may 
be  call’d  a  Qiunta  Effentia,  extracted  from  the  other  four. 

From  thefe  Reafons  they  affirm  the  Gift  of  Belching  to  be  the  no- 
bleft  ACt  of  a  Rational  Creature  ;  to  cultivate  which  Art,  they  made

Faithful  Servants  to  the  King,  to  the  very  Vailet  ;  on  which  the  Calvinifts  fprung  cut,feifd 
JomeTovons,  and  fortify' d  in  \  57  2  the  Brill  againft  the  Duke  of  Alva,  which  was  the  beginning 
oftheBeoublicf  of  Holland,  (/)  .ffiolifts,  from  iEolus  by  Name  God  of  the 

mds  the  Author  infinuates ,  that  the  Calvinifts,  Presbyterians ,  Diffenters  and  Panaticky,  *0 
whom  hefeems  to  pretend  that  Calvin  gave  rife 
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ufe  of  feveral  Methods.  At  certain  Seafons  of  the  Year  you  might 
behold  the  Priefts  amongft  them  in  vaft  Numbers,  with  their  (a) 
Mouths  gaping  wide  againft  a  Storm  ;  and  at  other  times  were  to  be 
feen  feveral  Hundreds  link'd  together  in  a  Circular  Chain,  with  every 
Man  a  Pair  of  Bellows  apply'd  to  his  Neighbour’s  Breech,  by  which 
they  blew  up  each  other  to  the  Shape  and  Size  of  a  Tun ,  and  for  that 
Reafon  did  ufually  call  their  Bodies  their  Veffels. 

The  Author,  after  defcribing  more  fully  the  Se<5t  of  the  JEolifis , 
refumes  Jack’s  Charader,  which  he  reprefents  as  the  moft  extravagant 
imaginable,  giving  the  following  Account  of  fome  of  his  pretended 
Actions. 

He  wou’d  Unit  his  Eyes  as  he  walk’d  the  Streets  ;  and  if  he  happen’d 
to  bounce  his  Head  againft  a  Pofl,  or  fall  into  the  Kennel,  as  he  feldom 
fail’d  of  doing  either,  he  wou’d  tell  the  gigling  Prentices,  who  look'd 
on  him,  (f)  That  he  fubmitted  with  entire  Refignation  as  to  a  Trip  or 
Blow  of  Fate  ;  and  that  it  was  ordained  before  the  Creation ,  that  his 
Nofe  and  that  'very  Toft  f ootid  have  a  Rencounter . 

He  was  troubled  with  a  Difeafe  reverfeto  that  caufed  by  the  Stinging 
of  a  Tarantula ,  and  wou’d  run  (c)  Dog-mad  at  the  Sound  of  Mufick , 
efpecially  a  Pair  of  Bag-Tipes.  He  was  a  Perfon  that  feared  no  Co¬ 
lours,  but  mortally  hated  all,  and  upon  that  account  bore  a  cruel 
Averfton  to  Tainters  ;  infomuch,  that  in  his  Paroxyfms,  as  he  walk’d 
the  Streets,  he  wou’d  have  his  Pockets  loaded  with  Stones  to  pelt  the 
(d)  Signs.  He  wou’dlftand  in  the  Turning  of  a  Street,  and  calling  to 
thofe  who  pafs’d  by,  wou’d  cry  to  one,  Worthy  Sir ,  do  me  the  Honour 
of  a  good  Slap  in  the  Chops,  (e)  To  another,  Honeft  Friend,  pray  fa¬ 
vour  me  with  a  handfome  Kick  on  the  Arfe.  Madam ,  foall  1  intreat  a 
fmall  Box  on  the  Ear  from  your  Lady fi  ip  s  fair  Hands  ?  Noble  Captain, 
lend  areafonable  Thwack ,  for  the  Love  of  God ,  with  that  Cane  of  yours, 
over  thefe  poor  Shoulders.  And  when  he  had  procured  a  fufticient  ba¬ 
lling,  wou'd  return  home  full  of  terrible  Accounts  of  what  he  had  un¬ 
dergone  for  the  Tublick  Good.  Obferve  this  Stroke ,  (faid  he,  {hewing 
his  bare  Shoulders)  a  plaguy  Janizary  gave  it  me,  as  I  was  driving  off 
the  great  Turk.  (/)  Neighbours ,  mind,  this  broken  Head  defer ves  a 
Tlaifter ;  had  poor  Jack*  been  tender  of  his  Noddle ,  you  woud  e're  now  have 
feen  the  Pope  and  the  French  King  among  your  Wives  and  your  Ware - 
houfes . 

From  this  Account  of  the  Breach  between  Jack  and  Martin ,  the  Au¬ 
thor  proceeds  to  their  Travels  or  Atchievements  in  foreign  Countries, 
where  he  makes  them  open  Shop  and  fell  their  Drugs,  and  cry  down 
thofe  of  Teter,  which  he  had  fold  at  an  extravagant  Rate,  without 
giving  them  any  Share  of  the  Profit ;  tho'  they,  efpecially  {g)  Martin , 
had  been  employ’d  by  him  often  in  vending  them.  Firft,  he  makes  the 
latter  travel  into  the  Country  of  the  Thuringians ,  where  he  is  favoura¬ 
bly  receiv’d,  the  People  being  willing  to  fave  their  Money,  which  Te-

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ter  had  been  very  free  with ,•  and  he  aftifts  feveral  Noblemen,  in  dri¬ 
ving  away  his  Bulls.  Amongft  the  reft,  (Ji)  one  of  them,  who  was 
not  fatisfy’d  with  but  one  Wife,  and  had  an  Inclination  to  marry  ano¬ 
ther,  without  paying  the  exorbitant  (V)  Price  demanded  by  Teter,  made 
a  Bargin  with  Martin ,  who  pretended  to  have  the  fame  Power  of 
granting  Difpenfations  as  Lord  Teter ;  who  happening  about  that  time 
to  fend  to  Albion  fome  of  his  Drugs,  which  were  Remedies  Qd)  againft: 
Teter  s  Remedies,  who  had  feveral  fumptuous  Offices  eredted  there  to 
his  great  Profit,  Herriquez,  {e)  the  Lord  of  the  Parifh,  a  great  Champion 
in  thofe  Days,  being  inform’d  of  it,  did  not  only  forbid  the  Parifhio- 
ners  to  ufe  any  of  Martins  Drugs,  under  Pain  of  Death,  but  fent  him 
a  Challenge  to  fight  in  a  fingle  Combate,  which  he  accepted ;  they 
fought,  to  the  great  Diverfion  of  the  Spectators,  and  came  off  both 
victorious,  at  leaft,  each  Party  afcribing  the  Conqueft  to  their  own 
Champion  ,•  the  Partizans  of  Martin  congratulating  him  upon  the  Ad¬ 
vantage  he  had  gain’d,  in  their  Opinion,  as  thofe  of  Teter  did  Her¬ 
riquez ,  efpecially  my  Lord  himfelf,  who  fcnt  him  a  fine  (/j)  Tlume  of 
Feathers ,  for  him  and  his  Succeftbrs  to  wear  in  their  Caps  in  Memory 
of  this  Combat,  which  they  do  to  to  this  Day,  tho'  Enemies  to  Teter . 
He  adds,  that  Herriquez  afterwards  fell  out  with  Teter  on  Account  of  a 
Q?)  Danifel,  whom  hemarry’d  againft  his  Confent.  Teter  found  him¬ 
felf  fo  much  offended,  that  he  fent  all  his  moft  furious  Bulls  to  roar,  fpit 
and  fnivel  Fire  (  h)  &c.  againft  him  ;  but  Herriquez  oppofed  them  with 
a  Parcel  of  right  Englijh  Dogs,  who  baited  them  fo  terribly,  that  they 
felt  it  ever  after,  and  depriv’d  him  of  his  Revenues  in  Albion.  He  dying, 
his  (t)  Succeftor  gave  Martin  free  Liberty  to  fettle  in  the  Parifh,  and  fell 
his  Drugs }  but  he  not  being  long-liv’d,  and  the  Parifh  falling  into  the 
Hands  of  a  (k)  Lady,  who  was  paffionately  in  Love  with  Teter ,  fhe  re¬ 
call’d  him,  and  joining  her  Archers  and  Dragoons  to  his  Bulls,  fent  them 
into  the  Country  to  look  for  Martin  and  his  Adherents,  in  order  to 
exterminate  them  ;  fome  of  whom  were  taken,  and  hang’d  or  burnt, 
and  the  reft  ow’d  their  Safety  to  their  Flight.  However,  this  Lady  be¬ 
ing  allb  mortal,  and  the  Parifh  falling  by  her  Death  into  the  Hands 
of  another  (/)  Lady,  a  fworn  Enemy  to  Teter ,  fhe  again  degraded  him, 
and  expelled  his  Bulls,  as  Herriquez  had  before  done,  and  allow’d  Martin 
again  to  open  Shop.  A  little  (rn)  Laird  of  the  North  came  afterwards 
to  be  Lord  of  the  Parifh,  and  pretended  to  do  great  Feats,  but  was 
hardly  capable  of  governing  one  fingle  Village.  During  his  Time, 
Teter ,  being  enrag’d  to  fee  Martin  fo  well  fix’d,  had  recourfe  to  Art  Ma- 
gick,  and  had  contriv’d  an  *  Earthquake,  which  was  to  have  vomited 
Flames,  and  bury  the  Laird,  with  his  Senate,  in  the  Ruins ;  but  was 
difcover’d  by  a  White  Witch,  and  the  Conjurers  burnt.  The  Laird  e« 
ver  after  that  was  troubled  with  a  continual  Loofenefs,  caus’d  by 
Fear,  fpoke  (V)  Latin  grammatically,  and  dy’d.  His  (o)  Succeftor

(1)  Queen  Elizabeth  re'(fi*blijhes 

the  ProteftantSi  ( m )  James  I.  *  Gun  Powder  Treafon.  •  (n)  King 

fames  fpol<e  good  Latin  •  the  Spanifli  Ambajfador  fpcakjng  that  Language  very  ill,  or  againft 
all  the  JQues  of  Grammar,  he  reproach'd  him  with  it:  To  which  the  Ambajfador  anfwered,  Your 
Majefty  talks  Latin  like  a  Subjedt,  and  I  like  a  King,  not  fubmitting  to  Rules,  &c. 

(o)  Charles  I,  had  a  mind  to  ejlablijl)  Epifcopacy  in  Scotland. 
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was  not  much  abler ;  and  taking  it  into  his  Head,  by  the  Advice  of 
fome  of  Martins  Adherents,  to  caufe  the  Drugs  which  were  in  Vogue  , 
in  the  Parifh  of  Albion ,  to  be  fold  in  the  Northern  Villages,  his  Pro¬ 
ject  came  to  nothing,  by  the  Oppofition  of  Jack ,  and  his  Follow¬ 
ers,  who  had  already  cry’d  up  their  own  in  thofe  Parts  ,*  and,  being 
allarm’d  at  the  Attempt,  were  continual  Thoms  in  his  Sides,  and  at  ialt 
brought  him  to  Deftrudfion ;  whereupon  he  pretended  to  luffer  Mar¬ 
tyrdom  for  Martin.  Jack ,  having  gotten  an  old  {a)  Fox-Hunter  his 
intimate  Friend,  fet  up  in  his  room,  fell  out  again  with  Teter  and 
Martin ,  knock'd  down  the  firft,  and  us'd  the  latter  very  ill ;  till  at  lafl 
his  Party  being  become  intolerable,  and  his  Friend  dying,  a  (&)  new 
Lord  kick’d  them  all  out  of  the  Parilh,  and  re- eflabli  fil’d  Martin ,  who 
promis’d  to  be  conformable  in  every  Refped:  to  this  Lord’s  Will,  provided 
that  Jack  was  kept  under.  In  vai njack  left  no  Stone  unturn’d  to  get  up 
again,  he  was  ftill  utifuccefsful  j  till  this  Lord  dying  alfo,  and  (c)  another, 
a  great  Friend  of  Teter  s,  lucceeding  him,  and  having  a  mind  to  humble 
Martin ,  us’d  Jack  with  Lenity.  This  Preference  inflaming  Martin  with 
Jealouly,  he  was  reconcil’d  with  Jack ,  and  propos’d  to  him  to  unite 
together,  and  bring  in  a  (d)  Stranger.  Jack ,  who  mortally  hated  this 
Lord’s  Engagements  with  Teter ,  and  look’d  upon  his  CarefTes  as  fo  ma¬ 
ny  Snares,  accepted  the  Propofal,  and  the  Stranger  was  brought  in ; 
and  the  Lord,  feeing  too  late  his  Error,  was  forc’d  to  throw  himfelf  in¬ 
to  Teter  §  Arms.  The  Stranger,  being  now  Head  of  the  Parifh,  re-efta- 
blifh’d  Martin  in  full  Poffeffion  of  his  Rights,  but  without  fuffering 
him  to  opprefs  or  hurt  Jack,  for  whom  he  had  naturally  a  Value,  as 
having  known  him  abroad,  and  allow’d  him  (e)  to  pick  up  a  Living  in 
the  South ,  fho’  he  had  a  whole  Province  in  the  North ;  at  which  Martin 
was  much  diHatisfy’d  with  the  new  Head  of  the  Parifh,  and  threaten’d 
to  be  reconcil’d  again  to  Teter ,  if  he  did  not  at  leaf!  oblige  Jack ,  and 
his  Party,  to  take  (/)  a  certain  Qiiantity  of  his  Drugs  off  his  Hands. 

However  extraordinary  and  difrefpe&ful  the  Manner  may  feem, 
wherewith  the  Examiner  has  treated  a  Subject  fo  ferious  as  Religion, 
it  was  thought,  by  the  Partifans  of  the  Church  of  England ,  fo  ingeni- 
oufly  and  wittily  invented,  and  fo  proper  to  infpire  an  Averfion  to  the 
Roman  Catholick  Religion,  and  the  utmofl:  Contempt  of  Calvins  Re¬ 
formation,  by  reprefenting  the  one  as  Impofture  and  Cheat,  and  the  o- 
ther  as  a  School  of  Fanaticifm  and  Divifions,  that  it  gain’d  many  Ad¬ 
mirers  amongft  Perfons  of  the  fir  ft  Rank.  This,  join’d  with  the  Mo¬ 
deration  and  Wifdom  he  afcribes  to  the  Englijh  Reformation,  which 
he  every  where  extols  under  the  Name  of  Martin ,  and  his  writing 
for  the  Government,  got  him  (as  is  faid)  recommended  to  the  Queen 
for  a  Bifhoprick ;  and  ’twas  affirm’d  that  he  wou’d  have  had  one,  if  a 
certain  great  Prelate,  not  believing  that  any  one  cou’d  be  a  Chrijlian , 
and  ridicule  fo  ffiarply,  and  in  fo  prophane  a  Manner,  thofe  who  bear  that 
Name,  had  not  diffiiaded  her  Majefty  from  it,  by  the  fcrupulous  Deli¬ 
cacy  of  his  Remonftrances ;  tho’  he  cou’d  not  hinder  his  obtaining 
another  honourable  and  gainful  Dignity  in  the  Church.  However, 
(without  pretending  to  decide  whether  this  Prelate  did  him  Juftice  or

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not)  I  fhall  only  add,  that  I  have  heard  Preachers  of  all  thefe  three 
forts  of  Religion  inveighing  even  more  bitterly  againft  one  another, 
ufing  worfe  Expreflions,  fuller  of  Paffion,  and  even  contrary  to  what  is 
call’d  Chriftian  Charity.  Amongft  the  reft,  a  *  Lutheran  Prieft  at 
Stockholm ,  after  having  exclaim’d  in  the  mod  paftionate  and  grofs  man¬ 
ner  in  the  World  againft  Calvins  Reformation,  concluded  with  thefe 
Terms,  That  if  he  knew  any  of  his  Children  that  had  a  mind  to  embrace 
that  Religion ,  he  would  cut  their  Throats  with  his  own  Hands. 

There  is  no  Country  in  the  World  where  the  Liberty  of  Writing  and 
Talking  is  greater,  and  the  Danger  lefs,  than  in  Great  Britain ,  provided 
the  Manner  is  not  too  open  and  barefaced.  As  that  of  a  Layman,  in  re- 
fpecft  of  the  Trinity,  which  he  attempted  to  ridicule,  ufing  this  Compan¬ 
ion,  among  others  as  infipid  ;  he  reprefented  a  Perfon  taking  three  Pip¬ 
pins  of  an  old  Apple-Woman,  and  offering  to  pay  but  for  one,  telling  her, 
that  if  fhe  were  a  Chriftian,  fhe  ought  to  be  contented  ;  fince,  according 
to  the  Chriftian  Religion, Three  were  but  One:  But  his  Pippin  coft  him 
very  dear,  for  he  loft  a  Place  of  6  or  800/.  per  Annum,  and  his  Libel 
was  burnt  by  the  Hangman.  So  had  been  that  of  another  before,  who 
having  given  too  great  Loofe  to  his  Imagination  on  a  Paffage  of  the 
Holy  Scripture,  which  fays,  that  they  who  have  true  Faith  jhant  die , 
but  be  tranflated  as  Enoch  and  Elijah  into  the  Heavens.  He  pretended 
that  he  had  that  true  Faith,  and  confequently  fhould  never  die,  but  be 
thus  tranflated  ;  and  inftnuating,  that  if  the  contrary  fhould  happen, 
twas  a  Sign  that  the  Promife  was  not  divine,  or  true,  fince  he  had  all 
the  Faith  requir’d  for  the  Tranflation  ;  he  was  expell’d  the  Houfe  of 
Commons,  of  which  he  was  a  Member,  for  his  Jnfinuation. 

They  write  againft  the  Government  with  yet  lefs  Hazard.  A  Parlia¬ 
ment  is  no  fooner  diffolv’d,  than  Hundreds  of  the  rnoft  biting  Ballads  and 
Satires  are  made  upon  it  and  the  Miniftry }  and  the  Licence  that  is 
taken  between  the  DifTolution  of  the  Old  and  choofing  a  New  Parlia¬ 
ment,  refembles  that  which  is  ufual  in  Boats  upon  the  Thames ,  where 
all  manner  of  Scurrilities  and  Invecftives  go  for  nothing,  and  even 
Kings  have  heard  themfelves  call’d  Rogues  and  Whore-mafters,  and 
Queens  Strumpets,  &c.  But  one  may  fay,  that  the  Liberty  is  in  fome  Re- 
fpetfts  too  great  for  the  Common  People,  who,  not  having  good  Senfe 
nor  Education  to  make  a  right  Ufe  of  it,  commit  a  thoufand  Difor- 
ders  and  Infolencies.  About  which  I  have  heard  many  Englijh  Gen¬ 
tlemen  abroad,  upon  obferving  the  different  Behaviour  of  foreign  Ser¬ 
vants,  and  thofe  of  their  own  Country,  complain,  that  no  People  in 
the  World  were  fo  unhappy  in  that  Refpetft,  for  that  none  paid  greater 
Wages,  or  were  worfe  ferv’d.  Beffdes,  added  they,  (which  is  very 
fhameful,  and  not  practis’d  even  in  the  pooreft  Nation  that  is)  They 
raife  Contributions  upon  thofe  who  come  to  eat  at  our  Tables ,  and  have 
made  it  cujlomary  to  fland  ready  at  the  Door,  againft  the  Guefts  come 
out ,  to  receive  fome  Gratuity ;  which  they  expect  as  their  Hue ,  or  elfe  will 
be  even  impudent  enough  to  infult  them :  And  that  Things  were  come  to 
that  pafs,  that  a  Servant  looking  for  a  Mafter,  did  not  fend  to  his  old 
one  for  a  Character  ;  but  that  if  a  Gentleman  wanted  to  hire  one,  his 
own  Servants  muft  give  him  a  Character  before  he  cou’d  get  one :  Ail 
which  (faid  he)  is  owing  to  our  dear  Liberty. 

Whilft  I  m  upon  this  Head,  leant  forbear  mentioning  what  has  hap- 
pend  to  my  felf,  as  I  was  preparing  this  for  the  Prefs ;  which  is  this, 
I  bought  on  the  Frontiers  of  Tartary  a  She-Slave,  a  Coffack  by  Nation, 

and 
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and  confequently  a  Greek  by 'Religion  ;  .and  upon  herpromifing  Moun¬ 
tains  of  Gratitude  and  Fidelity,  (to  avoid  being  fold  again  in  Turk)) 
had  her  brought  at  a  confiderabie  Charge  to  England where  flic  be¬ 
haved  herfelf  for  fome  Years  pretty  well  :  But  failing  into  bad  Com¬ 
pany,  (which  I  exprefly  forbid  her  to  keep)  fhe  was  feduced  away  in 
my  Abfence.  As  I  mifs’d  lever al  things  of  Value,  efpecially  fome 
Silver  Medals,  not  to  be  had  again  for  Mony,  which  cou’d  not  have 
been  taken  but  by  herfelf,  or  thofe  fne  admitted,  I  advertis’d  her 
three  times  in  the  News,  without  hearing  at  all  of  her;  but  fometime 
after,  Ihe,  by  her  Seducers  Advice,  having  been  Chriften’d  again,  that 
I  might  not  lay  any  Claim  to  her,  appear’d  publickly,  and  faid  to  one 
of  my  Acquaintance,  I  now  dorit  fear  my  Mafler  ;  I’ve  been  baptized  by 
the  Bifid  op  of  London,  and  am  Servant  to  a  Knight ,  who  is  a  Member  of 
* 'Parliament .  Upon  Enquiry,  I  found  the  whole,  except  her  being  chri¬ 
ften’d  again,  falfe  ;  the  Bilhop  being  attack’d  with  a  Fit  of  Sicknefs,  of 
which  he  never  recover’d,  and  fhe  being  Servant  to  a  fingle  Woman  in 
a  Joyner’s  Houfe,  whofe  Sirname  was  Knight ,  and  the  Parfon  who 
baptiz’d  her  being  only  a  fimple  Pried  of  the  Church  of  England.  I 
had  her  carried  before  a  Juftice  of  the  Peace,  whither  fhe  was  accom- 
pany’d  by  her  new  Miflrefs,  (whofe  Character  I  will  not  enter  into) 
and  a  Gang  of  fix  other  Perfons,  headed  by  an  Attorney,  who  not 
only  told  me  that  fhe  was  as  free  as  my  felf,  and  that  I  had  no  Right  to 
claim  her,  but  threaten’d  me  with  a  Law-Suit  for  accufing  her  of  Theft, 
and  fome  of  the  Gang  then  prefent  of  inveigling  her  from  my  Service. 
She  being  thus  countenanced,  whatever  I  cou’d  fay  to  juflify  my 
Charge,  avail’d  nothing  three  of  them  fwearing  voluntarily,  that  I 
had  declared  her  Honed,  and  own’d  to  them  that  I  had  lod  nothing. 
I  in  vain  reply’d,  that  I  had  not  before  file  kept  them  Company.  I 
was  fingle  againd  a  Multitude,  and  a  Stranger  in  the  Country ;  but  the 
Judice  not  being  fo  to  the  Wench  or  herMidrefs,  looking  compadionate- 
iy  on,  undervalu’d  my  Medals,  as  not  being  a  Judge  of  Antiquities, 
faid,  This  Girl  does  not  look  as  if  (he  was  capable  of  fuch  A  SI  ions  ;  and 
ask’d  her  if  file  cou’d  fwear  to  her  Innocence,  which  fhe  did,  and  a  great 
deal  more ;  whereupon  he  difcharged  her.  Finding  fuch  Ufage,  of  which 
I  had  feen  no  Example  in  all  my  Twenty  five  Years  Travels,  I  cou’d 
not  helpfaying  aloud,  with  fome  Refentment,  “  I’m  forry  the  Church  of 
“  England  is  thus  made  a  Cloak  for  Villainy  ;  and  that  the  baptilinal 
“  Water  is  apply’d  to  the  fame  Ufe  as  Mercury  s  Fountain  in  the  Days 
<c  of  Baganifm,  to  wafli  away  Theft  and  Perjury.  ”  For,  I  mud  con- 
fefs,  I  was  furprized  (the  Anglican  Church  not  re-ordaining  the  Romifis 
Prieds  who  become  Converts  to  her)  to  find  that  one  of  her  Clergy 
fhou’d  fo  readily  proditute  the  Sacrament,  withour  enquiring  in  the 
leadof  her  Mader,  whether  the  Wench  was  Chriden’d  or  not ;  as  he 
might  eafily  imagine  die  was,  if  he  underdood  any  thing  of  Geography, 
by  asking  her  Country.  Some  Perfons,  to  whom  I  complain’d  of  it, 
inform’d  me  of  another  Abufe,  of  yet  worfe  Confequence,  viz.  their 
Eafinefs  in  marrying  young  Couples  without  making  any  Enquiry,  or 
asking  their  Relations  Confent,  or  whether  they  are  before  married  or 
cngag  d  ;  whence  ’tis  not  uncommon  for  a  Man  to  have  two  Wives, 
and  a  Woman  as  many  Husbands,  which  caufes  great  Confufion  in 
Families.  AnotherCudom  of  this  Country  which  feems  unaccountable, 
is,  that  it  being  Death  for  a  Perfon  of  an  inferiour  Fortune  to  deal  an 
Heirefs,  it  yet  fhou’d  be  lawful  to  evade  that  Punifhment  by  her  run- 
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ning  away  with  him.  A  fingular  Inftance  of  which  (as  it  was  credibly 
related  to  me)  is  this  :  “  A  certain  eminent  Pra&itioner  in  the  Law, 
“  had  an  only  Daughter,  Heirefs  to  a  vaft  Fortune,  who  wasfecretly 
<c  courted  by  and  in  Love  with  a  Gentleman  much  below  her  in  that 
cc  Refped  :  But  as  the  Danger  of  marrying  her  was  very  great,  he  was 
“  advifed  by  her  to  confult  her  Father  about  it,  as  of  an  indifferent 
ic  Perfon.  The  *  Serjeant  (for  fuch  he  was)  told  him,  that  if  the 
S£  young  Lady  loved  him  well  enough  to  get  firft  on  Horfe-back,  and 
u  take  him  behind  her,  he  wou’d  be  fafe;  for  then  hie  flole  him,  and 
eC  not  he  her.  He  defifd  this  Opinion  under  his  Hand  in  Writing, 
ic  which  he  gave  him,  and  receiv'd  his  Fee :  The  Gentleman  accord- 
<c  ingly  put  it  in  practice ;  and  the  Serjeant  finding  himfelf  fo  fairly 
“  out-witted,  was  forced  to  be  contented  with  what  he  cou’d  not  help;” 
and  this  is  daily  pradis’d  to  the  great  Difturbance  of  Families,  and 
Grief  of  Fathers  and  Mothers. 

Some  time  after  my  Arrival,  I  receiv’d  divers  Letters  from  Turky , 
acquainting  me  amongft  other  things,  that  the  SveediJJo  Court  was  Pent 
back  to  Demotica ,  and  having  found  Credit  with  fome  Franks  at  Con - 
ftantinople1  and  borrow’d  a  pretty  good  Sum  of  Mony,  had  bought  (or 
rather  redeem’d  from  the  Janizaries  and  Tartars ,  who  had  plundered 
them  at  IVarnitza)  Horfes,  Furniture,  with  Table-Cloths,  Knives, 
ire.  a  la  Franca ;  and  that  the  King  rode  out  every  Day,  and  din’d  in 
publick  as  at  Bender ,  and  Mr.  Grothufen  and  Marfhal  Dubens  kept 
open  Table  as  formerly.  That  the  Sublime  Forte  had  intimated  to 
Mr.  Funcky  the  Swedijh  Envoy,  that  his  Majefly  had  no  need  of  fuch 
a  Minifter,  being  himfelf  fo  near  s  and  had  taken  from  him  his  Thaim 
of  Sixteen  Rix*dollars  a  Day,  and  that  he  died  foon  after  of  a  Fever. 
That  the  Views  of  King  Stanijlaus  were  not  feconded  by  either  the 
Turks ,  Tartars  or  Foies ,  the  one  looking  at  the  other  who  fhou’d  be¬ 
gin,  feeming  all  afraid  to  be  firft,  and  not  agreeing  to  concur  in  that 
Undertaking.  That  they  had  contented  themfelves  with  appearing 
upon  the  Frontiers,  and  were  returning  back,  the  firft  to  their  0ddas7 
and  the  fecond  to  their  Keddis  s  King  Auguftus ,  nor  the  Republick, 
not  being  fo  much  terrify  d  at  the  Sight  of  them,  as  to  deliver  Cami - 
nieck  as  they  expetfted.  That  the  Clemency  and  Moderation  of  the 
Sublime  Forte  taking  place  of  her  Refentments,  the  Palatin  of  MaJJb - 
via  and  Baron  Goltz  were  more  civilly  ufed,  and  had  receiv’d  a  fa¬ 
vourable  Audience  of  the  Grand  Seignior ,  and  chief  Minifters,  who 
carefs’d  them  fo  that  all  Differences  between  the  Turks  and  Mufcovites 
were  accommodated,  and  the  Peace  which  was  concluded  before  my 
Departure,  wras  confirmed  and  made  publick. 

I  pafs’d  the  whole  Winter  and  part  of  the  Spring  in  London ,  where 
a  Month  after  my  Arrival,  viz.  on  the  5th  of  November ,  (a  Day  of 
Thankfgiving  for  the  Difcovery  of  a  Plot  in  the  Reign  of  Kingy^^ 
the  Firft,  to  blow  up  the  King  and  Parliament,  by  Gun-powder  laid 
under  both  Houfes,)  I  was  furpris’d  with  a  ProcefTion  wholly  new, 
at  leaft  ’twas  fo  to  me.  The  JVhigsy  to  fjgnalize  their  Zeal  for  the 
Proteftant  Religion,  and  their  Averfion  to  a  Roman  Catholick  King, 
and  to  the  Head  and  Priefts  of  that  Religion,  whom  they  accufed  of 
having  been  the  Contrivers  of  that  execrable  Defign,  (for  which  feve- 
ral  Jefuits  were  executed  at  London ,  and  look’d  upon  as  Martyrs  at 
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Rome )  drcls’d  three  Pad-board  Figures  as  large  as  the  Life,  one  to  re- 
prefent  the  Pope,  a  fecond  the  Pretender,  and  the  third  the  Devil. 
Thefe  three,  fo  drefs’d  at  a  great  Expence  by  Perfons  of  Diftin&ion, 
were  put  on  a  triumphal  Car,  and  carried  thro’  all  the  chief  Streets 
of  London ,  preceded  by  a  Mob  beating  of  two  Warming-Pans,  and 
Butchers  with  Marrow  Bones  and  Cleavers  j  and  having  thus  made  a 
Tour  thro’  the  City,  the  Pope  fitting  on  a  Throne  under  a  Canopy, 
with  the  Devil  on  his  Right,  and  the  Pretender  on  his  Left,  were 
thrown  into  a  great  Bonfire  prepared  for  that  purpofe  at  Charing- cr oj, s9 
and  burnt,  accompanied  with  the  Acclamations  of  the  Mob,  who  cry’d 
No  Ropery ,  no  Rretender ,  and  beat  the  fenfelefs  Figures  'till  they  were 
confum’d  to  Allies.  The  Queen  in  vain  endeavour’d  to  abolilh  this 
Cudom,  which  the  Tories  never  approv’d  of,  as  thinking  it  indecent  in 
a  Protedant  Country,  where  Liberty  of  Confcience  is  allow’d,  to  burn 
any  Body’s  Effigies,  efpecially  a  Sovereign  Prince’s,  as  the  Pope  is  ; 
and  that  it  looks  fomething  like  the  Inquifition’s  condemning  People  to 
the  Flames  for  Difference  of  Religion.  But  the  Whigs ,  interpreting 
thefe  Sentiments  of  her  Majedy  and  her  Minillry  as  favouring  a  Po- 
pilh  Succelfor  ;  and  being  made  fenfible  by  the  Englijhmany  that  the 
Proteflant  Religion  was  in  Danger,  were  the  more  earned  for  the  Exe¬ 
cution.  However,  it  is  left  off  fince  King  George  s  Acceffion  to  the 
Throne,  his  Majedy  having,  ’tis  faid,  exprelfed  hisDiflike  to  it  in  the 
fame  manner  j  and  the  Whigs  not  thinking  the  Protedant  Religion  in 
any  Danger  under  his  Reign. 

Mr.  Ritt ,  who  was  fome  time  before  come  back  to  London ,  from 
his  Government  of  Fort  St.  George  in  the  Eafl  Indies ,  had  brought 
from  thence  the  Diamond  reprefented  in  the  Print  IV.  N.  5.  5.  being 
the  mod  perfedf,  and  at  the  fame  time  the  larged  that  was  ever  differ’d 
to  come  out  of  the  Great  Mogul’s  Empire  ;  where  the  Armenian ,  who 
gave  me  the  Size  of  that  of  the  Grand  Seignior  s,  N.  7.  in  the  fame 
Print,  told  me  that  he  had  feen  the  Hole  or  lawful  Meafure  of 
thofe  which  are  permitted  to  be  exported,  which  hardly  exceeds  the 
Size  of  N.  7.  However,  by  what  means  N.  y.  came  into  Mr.  Ritfs 
Hands  is  no  Matter  here,  and  he  would  not  let  it  be  feen  under  the 
Price  of  500  l.  I  heard  that  the  Parliament  talk’d  of  buying  it  in  the 
time  of  the  Whiggijh  Minidry,  in  ordei;  to  be  made  a  Prefent  to  the 
Queen ;  but  the  Tide  turning,  it  was  fince  fold  to  the  Regent  of  France , 
whofe  Name  it  now  bears.  The  Pieces  that  were  cut  off  to  reduce  it 
to  its  prefent  Form,  were  Worth  fome  Thoufand  Pounds  j  and  one  may 
fay,  that  the  fined  and  larged  "Diamond  in  the  ChriJlianWoM  is  now 
in  France ,  as  the  greated  Emerald  is  at  Genoa ,  and  the  larged  Grenate 
and  the  Turquoife  of  the  mod  extraordinary  Size  at  Venice.  Whild  I’m 
upon  this  Head  of  large  Jewels,  I’ll  relate  what  I  was  told  of  another, 
as  a  thing  not  to  be  doubted,  and  generally  believ’d  by  the  Publick, 
viz.  that  a  Jew  in  Queen  Elizabeths  Time  having  offer’d  a  Pearl  of  ex- 
quifite  Beauty  and  Largenefs  to  Sale  to  that  Princefs,  for  the  Price  of 
2.0,000/.  a  vadSum  in  thofe  Days  j  Her  Majedy  being  a  good  Oeco- 
mid,  and  thinking  it  too  much  Money  to  bedow  upon  a  thing  of  no 
real  Ufe,  refus’d  to  buy  it ;  whereupon  the  Jew  was  preparing  to 
look  for  a  Chapman  elfewhere,  faying,  the  Kingdom  was  not  able  to 
purchafe  his  Jewel  :  This  coming  to  the  Ears  of  Sir  Thomas  Grefhamy 
then  a  Merchant  in  the  City,  he  fent  to  invite  the  Jew  to  Breakfad, 
ordering  him  to  bring  his  Pearl  with  him,  which  he  did  accordingly  > 
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and  Sir  Thomas  immediately  paid  him  down  his  Money  for  it,  which 
as  foon  as  he  had  done,  he  call’d  for  a  Peftle  and  Mortar,  and  bruifed 
the  Pearl  in  it  s  then  taking  a  Glafs  of  Wine,  he  put  it  therein,  and 
drank  it  off  to  the  Queens  Health,  faying,  Now  you  may  fee  that  not 
only  the  Kingdom  is  able  to  buy  it  ;  but  that  her  Majejly  has  Subjects  who 
can  afford  to  drink  her  Health  with  it. 

Having  finifh’d  the  Affairs  which  detain’d  me  at  London ,  I  fet  out 
from  thence  the  Middle  of  March  1714?  in  order  to  return  to  'Ttirky 
the  fhorteft  way.  To  this  Intent  I  went  again  to  Rotterda?n ,  where  I 
Raid  but  one  Day  ;  from  thence  to  Leyden,  where  I  was  three  with 
Mr.  Heyman ,  who  would  have  me  lodge  at  his  Houfe,  and  entertain’d 
me  handfomely  as  before.  He  had  the  Complaifance  to  go  with  me, 
to  fliew  me  the  Curiofities  which  I  had  not  time  to  fee  when  I  pafs’d 
this  Way  before  ,*  as,  amongft  others,  the  Simple  or  Phyfick  Garden, 
which  is  abundantly  flock’d  with  medicinal  Plants,  and  the  fine  Gal¬ 
lery  which  looks  upon  it  ;  where  I  was  agreeably  amufed  with  the  V  a- 
riety  of  Rarities  that  are  kept  therein,  fuch  as  the  Ape  and  the  Cat 
born  with  Wings,  the  Friapus  Vegetabilis,  the  F  aft  eboard  Money  coin’d 
during  the  Time  that  the  City  was  befieg’d,  the  Serpent  upon  whole 
Skin  they  pretend  to  find  Hieroglyphicks  ;  with  divers  Monflers  and 
Infedfs  embalm’d,  or  preferv’d  from  Corruption  in  Bottles,  by  the 
means  of  Oils  and  Spirits. - In  the  Phyfick  School,  and  in  the  Ana¬ 

tomy  Chamber,  a  Number  of  Skeletons  of  Men  and  Beads,  with  Mum¬ 
mies,  Urns,  Idols,  and  other  Things  well  enough  known  by  Travellers. 
From  thence  I  went  to  Amfterdarn ,  where  I  remain’d  but  one  Day, 
and  then  took  a  *  Pofl  Waggon  to  Amersfort  on  the  27c h  ;  then  lin¬ 
king  ofF to  the  South  Ead,  I  purfu’d  my  Journey  by  Arnheim ,  a  little 
Town  in  Guelderland,  upon  a  Branch  of  the  Rhine ;  and  fo  on  to  Nime ^ 
guen ,  a  ^pretty  well  fortify ’d  Town  fomething  larger,  and  fituated  on 
the  greated  Branch  of  the  fame  River,  and  in  the  fame  Province.  It 
was  taken  by  the  French  in  1672,  who  were  obliged  to  abandon  it 
two  Years  after  :  It  is  famous  for  the  Treaty  begun  there  in  1678 
between  France ,  Holland  and  Germany,  which  was  concluded  in  1679. 
From  hence  I  went  on  to  Cleves ,  which  I  reach’d  on  the  28th ;  it  is  the 
Capital  of  the  Dutchy  of  that  Name  belonging  to  the  King  of  Fruft 
jia.  This  City  is  very  agreeable,  being  upon  an  Eminence,  accom¬ 
panied  with  a  fine  Cadle  and  a  Wood,  thro’  which  are  cut  feveral  long 
and  regular  Allies  leading  to  divers  Villages.  I  made  no  longer  Stay 
here  but  to  dine  and  take  a  frelh  Waggon  ;  and  whild  both  were  get¬ 
ting  ready,  I  walk’d  in  the  City  with  a  German  Lutheran ,  whom  I 
found  at  the  Pod-Houfe,  and  who  was  going  to  Vienna  by  the  fame 
Way  as  me.  Dinner  being  over,  we  got  into  the  Waggon,  and  arrived 
at  Cologn  the  next  Day  in  the  Evening.  It  is  a  very  handfome  and 
large  City  in  the  Electoral  Circle,  to  which  it  gives  Name  j  it  is 
well  peopled,  efpecially  by  Ecclefiafficks,  and  has  19  Parifhes  and  37 
Monafferies  both  of  Men  and  Women,  and  in  all  above  370  Churches. 
Its  Fortifications  are  after  the  antique  manner,  but  very  good  in  their 
Kind  i  and  it  is  furrounded  with  a  triple  Ditch. 

The  German ,  whom  I  had  met  at  Cleves ,  was  fo  complaifant  as  to 
gratify  my  Curioficy,  by  accompanying  me  about  the  f  City,  (which 

*  The  ufual  ve  ay  of  riding  Toft  in  Germany  is  in  Waggons  or  Chaifes. 
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he  was  acquainted  with,  as  having  been  there  before)  and  fhowing  me 
what  was  mod  rare  in  it.  I  was  furpris’d  at  fuch  a  Number  of  Churches 
in  one  City,  and  fo  many  Convents  of  both  Sexes ;  and  thefe  Churches 
are  very  handfome,  and  well  ftored  with  facred  Ornaments  and 
Utenfils.  The  Streets  indeed  fwarm  with  Ecclefiafticks,  and  the 
Roman  Catholick  Religion  makes  a  Figure  even  in  the  publick  Places 
and  Crofs-ways,  where  there  are  Chappels  and  Oratories  adorned 
with  Statues  and  Images  of  Saints,  and  Crowds  of  Suppliants  on  their 
Knees  before  them ;  with  Priefts  in  their  Surplices  and  Stoles,  holding 
in  one  Hand  a  Book  in  which  they  read,  and  in  the  other  a  fquare 
Cap  to  receive  the  Charity  of  devout  People.  Several  little  Children, 
at  the  Doors  of  the  Houfes  where  they  lodge,  have  Imitations  of  thefe 
Oratories,  made  for  the  mod  part  by  themfelves,  with  Statues,  Images, 
Candlefticks,  Crofles,  Lamps,  and  other  Ornaments  in  Miniature  and 
proportionable  ;  and  they  fing  the  Litanies,  and  other  Latin  Prayers, 
like  the  Priefts,  and  hold  out  little  Boxes  to  the  Paftengers,  asking 
them  to  give  fomething  to  the  Maintenance  of  the  Chappel  of  fuch  a 
He  or  She  Saint.  I  might  alfo  add,  that  I  never  faw  fo  many  Relicks 
in  one  Place  as  they  fhew  there,  a  large  Chappel  being  entirely  hung, 
and  cover’d  with  human  Bones,  which  they  there  give  out  to  be  thofe 
of  iiooo  Virgins,  who  were  (as  they  fay)  formerly  Natives  of  Great 
Britain ,  and  who  accompanying  St.  Urfula  to  Rome ,  fufter’d  all  of 
them  Martyrdom  on  their  Return,  upon  the  very  Spot  where  this 
Church  now  ftands.  I  have  heard,  however,  theReality  of  the  Num¬ 
ber  of  thefe  Virgins  contradicted  even  by  fome  good  Catholicks,  even 
to  the  reducing  them  to  only  One  call’d  Vndecimilla ;  which  Name 
founding  (as  they  faid)  fo  very  much  like  Undecim  Millia  11,000, 
may  have  caufed  the  Miftake.  They  wou’d  not,  however,  condemn 
all  the  Relicks  in  the  aforemention’d  Chappel  on  account  of  this  Error, 
as  believing  them  to  belong  to  fome  of  thofe  Numbers  of  Martyrs  than 
have  been  perfecuted  for  profelfingChriftianity,  without  knowing  their 
Names. 

The  fine  Figure  which  Religion  makes  here,  the  Number  of  Priefts,  De¬ 
votees,  Relicks,  &c.  may  poftibly  have  acquir’d  this  City  the  Name  of  Cojon-4- 
Cologn  the  Holy ,  as  it  is  now  call’d.  The  Civil  Government  is  in  the  Santta. 
Hands  of  fix  Burgo  Matters ;  and  extends  the  Liberty  of  Confcience  fo 
far,  as  even  to  allow  the  Lutherans  a  Church  within  the  Walls,  which  is 
refufed  the  Calvinijls ,  who  are  obliged  to  crofs  the  Rhine  to  ferve  God 
after  their  manner  about  a  Mile  from  the  City.  The  Authority  of  the 
Archbilhop  there  is  very  great,  but  he  is  not  Abfolute. 

Leaving  Cologn  the  ift  of  April ,  early  in  the  Morning,  we  dined 
at  *  Bonne ,  the  Capital  of  the  Electorate  of  Cologn ,  and  the  Place  Bonne.’ 
where  the  Elector  ufually  refides,  who  is  alfo  Archbilhop  of  Cologn. 

In  the  Beginning  of  the  Night  we  reached  f  Coblentz>  where  we  lay  ;  Coblemz. 
and  I  arofe  early  the  next  Morning,  in  order  to  take  a  View  of  it 
whilft  the  Horfes  were  getting  ready;  and  my  Fellow  Traveller  wou’d 
alfo  keep  me  Company  in  my  Curiofity.  This  City  is  fituated  ac  the 
Confluence  of  the  Rhine  and  the  Mofelle ;  for  which  reafon  the  Latins 
gave  it  the  Name  of  Confluentes  or  Confluent ia.  It  is  a  pretty  handfome 
and  ftrong  Place  belonging  to  the  Elector  of  Treves^  who  has  a  magni* 

*  Bonne,  formerly  Arx  Ubiorum,  a  City  of  the  Electoral  Circle  of  the  Rhine* 
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ficent  Palace  there,  and  a  Caflle  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Rhine ,  call'd 
Hermanftin ,  which  is  reckon’d  one  of  the  flrongefl  in  Germany. 

Having  crofs’d  the  broadefl  Part  of  the  Rhine,  we  went  to  *  Franc- 
fort,  upon  the  Mein ,  where  we  arriv’d  the  4th ;  ’tis  a  City  pretty  well 
fortify ’d,  tho’  after  an  antique  Manner,  and  divided  in  two  Parts  by  the 
Mten ,  which  we  crofs’d  over  upon  a  very  handfome  Stone-Bridge. 
’Tis  a  Place  of  very  great  Commerce,  where  the  Golden  Bull  of  the 
Emperor  Charles  V.  is  kept,  which  regulates  the  Elections  of  the  Em¬ 
perors  and  Kings  of  the  Romans.  The  Lutheran  Religion  is  there 
predominant,  and  the  Roman  Catholicks  have  two  Churches,  with  two 
Convents  of  Men  and  Women ;  but  the  Calvmifts  are  not  allow’d  any 
Place  of  Worfhip  no  more  than  at  Cologn ,  and  are  oblig’d  to  be  mar¬ 
ry ’d  and  have  their  Children  baptiz’d  by  the  Lutheran  Miniflers,  as 
they  are  in  all  Places  where  this  Religion  has  the  Sway  ,•  upon  which 
Account  ’tis  obfervable,  that  it  does  not  grant  them  fo  much  Liberty 
even  as  to  the  Roman  Catholicks,  as  I  fhall  remark  elfewhere.  There 
are  a  Number  of  Jews  in  Francfort,  but  very  few  of  them  rich :  Some 
fay,  the  Reafon  is,  becaufe  the  Chriftians  that  are  Natives  are  too 
cunning  for  them,  or  are  themfelves  Jews  in  refped  to  Trade. 

Setting  put  from  this  City,  we  purfued  our  Journey  towards  Ratis - 
bonne,  by  (a)  Hainault ,  [b)  IVurtzburgh,  and  (c)  Nurembergh.  The  fir  ft 
is  the  Capital  of  the  County  of  that  Name,  where  the  Counts  ufually 
have  their  Refidence  ;  it  is  handfome,  and  its  Fortifications  are  good. 
The  fecond  is  the  Metropolis  of  the  Archbifhoprick  of  the  fame  Name 
in  Franconia  ;  its  Churches  are  fine,  and  there  is  one  of  the  moll;  mag¬ 
nificent  Hofpitals  in  Europe.  The  Caflle  wherein  the  Archbifhop  re¬ 
fid  cs  is  perfectly  well  fortify ’d,  and  its  Bridge  over  the  Mein ,  may  be 
rank’d  among  the  fineft  that  are  laid  over  that  River  j  the  Country  be¬ 
tween  this  City  and  Frankfort  is  delightful  and  very  fertile.  The  third 
is  a  very  large  and  fine  City,  of  the  Circle  of  Franconia ,  upon  the 
Banks  of  the  Tregnitz ,  which  runs  through  the  middle  of  it,  and  di¬ 
vides  it  almoft  into  two  equal  Parts,  which  have  a  Communication 
with  each  other  by  the  Means  of  feveral  beautiful  Stone  Bridges.  Its 
Churches  and  Houfes  are  generally  magnificent,  the  Streets  broad, 
and  publick  Places  fpacious,  with  handfome  Fountains,  moft  Part  of 
whofe  Ornaments  are  Figures  in  Brafs ;  it  is  furrounded  with  three 
good  Walls,  and  as  many  Ditches.  It  is  the  Place  where  the  Emperors 
of  Germany  are  crown’d,  and  Charlemaigr? s  rich  Diadem,  his  pre- 
tious  [d)  Dalmatick,  cmbellifh’d  with  a  fine  Embroidery  intermix’d  with 
Pearls,  with  his  Gloves ,  Belt,  and  Buskins  cover’d  with  Plates  of  Gold, 
are  kept  there.  The  Lutheran  Religion  bears  the  Sway  there  as  well 
as  at  Francfort,  and  the  Roman  Catholicks  are  allow’d  the  Ufe  of  one 

*  Francfort,  formerly  Helenopolis. 

(a)  Hainault  is  agreeably  fituated  on  the  Pyver  Kintzing,  which  divides  it  into  the  New 
and  Old  City. 

(b)  Wurtzburg,  formerly  Herpipolis  ;  the  Archbifhop  bears  the  Title  of  Duke  of  Franco¬ 
nia,  with  this  Motto ,  Herpipolenfis  Ecclefia  fola  Judicat  Enfe  &  Stola.  That  is  to  fay,  that 
the  Archbifhops  of  that  Dutchy  have  full  Power  over  their  Subjects  both  in  Spirituals  andTem - 
porals  :  It  here  is  as  a  Mark,  of  it,  a  naked  Sword  by  the  Altar  on  the  Epijlle  fide,  when  he  ce¬ 
lebrates  Mafs. 

(c)  Nurembergh,  Norricus  Mons,  or,  according  to  others ,  Noricum  Caftrum,  fo  called 
formerly  from  a  Caflle  built  by  the  Norici  upon  an  Eminence  $  Berg  in  the  German  Tongue  fig - 
nifying  a  Mountain. 

(d)  The  Dalmatick  ts  properly  an  Ecclefiaflical  Ornament,  which  the  Deacons  alone  of  the 
Church  of  Rome  were  formerly  allow'd  to  wear ,  but  which  the  others  have  fince  wore  by  an  In - 
dult  of  Pope  Zachary. 
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Lutheran  Churcli ;  but  the  Calvimjis  have  none,  and  are  obliged  to  go 
into  the  Marquifate  of  Anfpach  to  celebrate  Divine  Service  after  their 
Manner,  and  mud  make  Ufe  of  Lutheran  Miniders  to  marry  them 
and  baptize  their  Children.  As  for  the  Jews ,  they  mud  tranfadt  their 
Affairs  there  in  the  Day-time,  not  being  permitted  to  pafs  the  Night 
there.  The  (a)  Churches  (as  I  before  obferv’d)  are  handfome,  and  I 
never  yet  found  any  Place  where  Lutheranifm  has  retain’d  more  of  the 
Ceremonies  and  Ecclefiadical  Vedments  of  the  Roman  Catholicks. 

From  hence  we  continued  our  Journey  with  the  publick  Meffenger, 
agreeing  with  him  to  carry  us  as  far  as  Vienna ,  viz.  in  a  Waggon  to 
Ratisbonne ,  and  the  red  of  the  Way  by  Water. 

This  City  is  famous  for  the  Diet  of  the  Empires  being  held  there  ;  Ratisb0nne- 
it  is  comprehended  in  the  Circle  of  Bavaria ,  and  fituated  upon  the 
* Danube ,  at  the  Mouth  of  the  Regen ,  which  difcharges  itfelf  into  that 
River,  and  from  whence  it  derives  half  its  German  Name  of  [b)  Regenf- 
burgh .  ’Tis  an  Imperial  City,  and  the  Government  both  temporal  and 
lpiritual  is  Lutheran ;  but  the  Roman  Catholicks  have  feveral  Churches 
there,  and  among  the  red  the  Cathedral,  with  three  Abbeys,  one  of 
Men,  the  Abbot  whereof  takes  Place  amongd  the  Prelates  of  the  Em¬ 
pire,  and  two  of  Women  ;  the  Bifliop  is  Prince  of  the  Empire.  It  is 
a  large  City,  well  built  and  fortify’d  5  its  Houfes  are  for  the  mod  part 
of  Free-Stone  intermix’d,  (befides  the  Churches)  with  a  great  many 
Noblemen’s  Palaces.  It  was  then  very  much  difpeopled,  by  Reafon 
of  the  Plague’s  having  rag’d  therein  a  Year  before,  and  carry ’d  off  A- 
bundance  of  its  Inhabitants.  The  Medenger  of  Nuremberg  procured 
us  here,  according  to  our  Agreement,  a  Boat  to  go  down  the  Danube , 
for  Vienna ,  and  we  went  on  Board  the  10th  ;  we  lay  every  Night 
alhore,  and  had  the  Satisfaction  in  our  Padage  of  feeing  the  Ci¬ 
ties  of  Strabing ,  Wiltzoven ,  Baffaw,  Lintz ;,  and  Crems ,  with  feveral 
fine  Villages,  pleafant  Country-Houfes,  delicious  Gardens,  and  fump- 
tuous  Monasteries,  as  agreeably  as  commodioufly  fituated  upon  the 
Danube ,  which  is  a  daunch  Catholick  all  thereabouts.  We  were 
met  here  and  there  by  Hermits,  and  other  Fryars,  who  came  in  Boats, 
with  Images  and  Statues  of  Saints,  on  Board  of  ours,  flowing  them 
to  us  with  one  Hand,  and  crying  them  up  for  the  Guardian  An¬ 
gels  and  Prefervers  of  thofe  who  travel  by  Sea;  and  with  the  other 
holding  out  a  Box,  into  which  they  begg’d  us  to  put  fomething  for  the 
Maintenance  of  their  Chappels;  which  we  did,  and  receiv’d  in  Return  a 
thoufand  Bledings. 

The  {c)  fird  of  the  Places  before-mentioned,  is  a  handfome  Town,  Straubing: 
well  walled  in,  and  dependent  on  the  Dutchy  of  Bavaria.  The  *fe-  Wiltzoven.’ 
cond  is  not  fo  large,  nor  fo  drong,  and  dependent  on  the  fame 
Dutchy.  The  (d)  third  is  a  fine  large  Imperial  City,  in  the  Circle  of  Paflaw. 
Bavaria ,  and  under  the  Protection  of  its  Bifhop.  It  is  divided  into 
four  Parts  by  the  Danube ,  th q  Inn  and  the  ///,  which  meet  there,  and 
are  fwallowed  up  in  the  fird.  Thefe  Parts  are  didinguilhed  by  diffe- 

(<j)  The  Lutheran  Chinches ,  -which  were  taken  from  the  Roman  Catholicity  at  the  Informa¬ 
tion,  have  retain'd  all  the  fame  Statues ,  Images ,  and  other  Objefts  of  Devotion  and  Orna¬ 
ments  which  they  had  formerly ;  and  even  thofe  which  have  been  built  fince  are  adorned  almofl 
after  the  fame  manner ;  but  'tis  well  known  that  the  Images  of  Saints ,  See.  are  not  attended 
now  therein  with  any  Religious  %efpefts.  {b)  Ratisbonne,  or  Regensburgb,  formerly 

the  Capital  of  Bavaria,  the  Reginum  and  Augufta  Tiberii  of  the  Antients. 

(c)  Straubing,  Capital  of  the  Diflrift  of  the  fame  Name.  *  Wiltzoven,  a  pretty ,  neat, 

and  well  fituated  Town  of  Bavaria.  (d)  PafTaw,  formerly  Patava  Caftra. 
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rent  Names ;  that  which  is  above  the  Confluence  of  the  Inn ,  is  call’d 
Tajfaw  5  and  that  which  is  below,  Innftadt ,  which  is  believed  to  be 
the  ancient  Bajodurum ;  that  above  the  Influx  of  the///,  is  Oberhau- 
fen ;  and  that  below  it,  IUftadt .  It  is  famous  in  the  Trotejiant  Hifto- 
ry  for  the  Peace  in  155Z,  which  reftored  their  Freedom  to  the  Duke 
o {Saxony  and  the  Landfgrave  of  Hejfe,  and  gave  Liberty  of  Confci- 
Linrz.  ence  to  Germany.  The  {a)  fourth  is  leffer,  but  more  regularly  built, 
molt  of  its  Houles  being  of  Free-Stone,  and  flat-roof’d,  after  the  Ita¬ 
lian  Manner.  It  has  a  fine  Imperial  Caftle,  where  the  Court  of  Vienna 
Crems.'  took  Refuge,  when  that  City  was  befieged.  The  fifth  is  agreeably 
fituated  upon  the  Brow  of  a  Hill,  the  Roof  of  which  is  walked  by  the 
‘Danube ;  it  is  well  walled  in  with  good  Trenches. 

Vienna.  I  arrived  at  Vienna  the  1 5th,  where  I  (laid  but  four  Days,  which  I  fpent 
with  a  great  deal  of  Pleafure  by  the  Means  of  Mr.Morhojf  and  Mr.  Fury, 
and  purfued  my  Courfe  down  the  Danube ,  for  Buda ;  and  law  on  my  Way 
thither  the  Cities  of  {b)  Tresbourgh ,  Javarin ,  {c)  Komoron ,  and  {d)  Strigo- 
Presbourg.  7iium.  The  firlt  is  in  Upper  Hungary,  and  is  a  large  and  pretty  handfome 
City ;  ’tis  the  Place  where  the  Emperor  is  crown’d  King  of  Hungary , 
Javarin,  Ar-  and  where  the  States  of  that  Kingdom  aflemble.  The  fecond  is  in  the 
rabo.  Lower  Hungary,  and  fituated  upon  the  Confluence  of  the  Raab ,  with 
the  Danube ,  where  it  forms  an  Oval  Ifle,  call’d  Shut ,  as  reprefented 
upon  my  Map  A.  It  is  only  remarkable  for  being  equally  ftrong  by 
Komoron.  Art  and  Nature  j  the  Country  People  call  it  alfo  Raab.  The  third 
Hands  upon  the  Eallern  Point  of  Shut ,  and  is  call’d  the  Virgin ,  for  ha¬ 
ving  (as  they  fay.)  never  been  taken  ;  it  has  a  good  Citadel,  with  all 
the  Advantages  both  of  Arc  and  Nature  for  its  Defence.  The  Calvi - 
nift  and  Lutheran  Religion  bear  equally  the  fame  Sway  there,  and  it 
is  very  well  peopled,  but  its  Houfes  are  but  ordinarily  built.  The 
Srrigonium,  fourth  is  a  finer  City,  and  as  well  fortify ’d  by  Art,  tho’  not  fo  ftrong 
by  Nature ;  it  has  been  feveral  times  taken,  and  re-taken,  by  the 
Turks  and  Imperialifts •;  but  the  latter  have  kept  it  ever  fince  the  Year  v 
1683.  ’Tis  the  Refidence  of  the  Archbilhop,  Primate,  Chancellor, 
and  Prefident  of  the  Council  of  State  of  the  Kingdom  of  Hungary. 

Buda.  Being  come  to  the  City  of  (e)  Buda ,  I  Raid  there  a  whole  Day,  in 

order  to  take  a  more  exatft  View  of  it,  than  I  had  of  the  others  afore¬ 
going,  which  I  only  faw  en paffant ,  arid  very  fuperficially.  It  has  been 
very  ill  ufed  by  the  Arms  of  the  Turks ,  Germans ,  and  Hungarians ; 
and  ’twas  the  Refidence  of  the  ancient  Sovereigns  of  that  Kingdom, 
from  whom  ’twas  taken  by  the  Turks  in  1541,  and  made  the  Seat  of  a 
Bajhaw ,  or  Beglerbeg. ,  who  had  under  his  Government  all  the  Country 
between  the  TeiJJe  and  xheDanube,  inclufive  of  Agria  and  Novigrad ,  with 
all  the  Lower  Hungary ,  from  Gran  Kanifca ,  and  the  Eaftern  Part  of  Sclavo - 
nia,  with  a  great  Part  of  Servia.  The  Imperial  Troops,  commanded  by 
Duke  Charles  of  Lorrain ,  re  took  it  from  them  by  Storm  in  1686,  and 
it  remain’d  and  was  yielded  to  the  Emperor  by  the  Treaty  of  Carlowitz. 

The  Breaches  were  not  quite  repaired  when  I  pafs’d  through  it,  and

(b)  Presbourgh  is  the  Capital  of  the  Earldom  of  that  Name.

(d)  Strigonium,  or  Gran,  as  it  is  commonly  call’d  hy  the  People  of  the  Country,  from  the  Ej- 

ver  Granus,  which  difcharges  itfelf  there  in  the  Danube.  ,  '»  * 

(e)  Buda,  call  d  alfo  Ofl'en,  is  fituhted  partly  upon  the  Top,  partly  upon  the  Side  of  a  Hill , 
whence  it  extends  down  to  the  Banhy  of  the  Danube. 
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they  were  then  at  work  about  them,  tho’  but  (lowly.  It  is  very  large, 
and  divided  into  the  Higher  and  Lower  Town  :  The  Low  Town  is  en¬ 
tirely  open,  and  well  peopled,  efpecially  to  the  Eafl,  by  Rajcians  and 
Servians ;  the  fird  Catholicks,  and  the  fecond  Greeks  5  with  Lome  Ar¬ 
menians ,  and  five  or  fix  Turkijh  Families  that  have  turn’d  Chrijlians . 

There  are  dill  on  the  Wed  Side  of  it  divers  Mofques  danding,  with 
Turkijh  Tombs,  part  of  which  have  been  converted  into  Chrijlian 
Churches  and  Chappels  :  There  are  alfo  on  that  Side  fome  fine  Baths, 
with  Waters  naturally  hot,  which  are  reckon’d  very  wholefome. 

Not  finding  at  Buda  any  Boat  ready  for  Rcterwaradin ,  or  rather  ha¬ 
ving  the  Curiofity  to  fee  Seghedin  and  Temefwaer ,  I  refolv’d  to  purfue 
my  Journey  by  thofe Places.  In  order  to  which  I  crofs’d  th zHanube 
on  the  i^th  to  *  Bejl,  another  pretty  great  City  on  the  oppofiteSide  Peft. 
of  this  River,  which  has  had  the  fame  Fate  as  Buda  ;  but  is  not  fo  po¬ 
pulous,  has  never  been  fo  drong,  and  is  more  neglected.  The  Inhabi¬ 
tants  are,  as  at  Buda ,  a  Medley  of  Germans  and  Servians ,  with  a  few 
Hungarians  and  Greeks.  The  lad  have  a  very  pretty  Church  here  ; 
the  Pried  of  which  was  very  obliging,  and  procured  me  two  good 
Horfes,  with  a  Guide  of  his  own  Nation  for  Pod-Boy ;  with  whom  I 
continued  my  Journey,  and  took  up  my  Lodging  that  Night  at  a  large 
Village  call’d  Oftchay  whole  Inhabitants  were  all  Calvmijls  ,*  and,  as  Ofccha. 
fuch,  very  much  alarm’d  with  a  falfe  Report,  that  fome  Imperial 
Troops  were  actually  filing  off,  and  on  their  March  to  take  up  their 
Quarters  in  Hungary ,  and  force  all  the  Rrotejlants  in  that  Kingdom  to 
turn  Roman  Catholicks.  The  Judge  of  the  Place  ask’d  me,  if  I  had 
heard  any  fuch  News,  or  feen  any  Appearance  of  it  >  I  told  him  No, 
and  that  I  did  not  believe  the  Emperor  (however  zealous  he  might  be 
otherwife  for  the  Propagation  of  his  Faith)  fo  bad  a  Politician  to  di- 
durb  his  Hungarian  Subjects  upon  that  Head.  But  (anfwer’d  the  Pried 
who  was  prefent)  the  Jefuits  have  fo  much  Influence  over  him  and  his 
Minidry,  and  are  fo  much  our  Enemies,  that  ’tis  in  their  Power  to 
make  him  alter  his  mod  merciful  Refolutions.  However,  at  lad  I 
faid  enough  to  difpel  their  Fears  ,•  and  the  fird  provided  me  two  good 
freih  Horfes  with  another  Pod-Boy,  for  I  then  rode,  there  being  no 
regular  Pod  Waggons  in  that  Part  of  the  Country.  Next  Day  I  went 
thro’  a  pretty  large  Town,  but  forrily  built,  call’d  Keskemetz ,  with  Keskemetz. 
three  Churches,  two  Lutheran^  and  one  Roman  Catholick.  ’Twasthis 
Place  (as  I  have  obferved  elfewhere)  that  fome  Rafcians ,  who  are  na¬ 
turally  Anti-Hungarians,  plunder’d  fome  Years  before,  during  the  Time 
of  a  Fair  that  is  held  there  every  Year  ;  and  fome  Merchants,  who 
were  Subjects  to  the  Borte ,  having  fufFer’d  in  the  Pillage,  o  ccafion’d 
the  Complaints  that  were  made  thereupon  to  the  Vijier.  Th  e  Horfes 
being  good,  I  ask’d  the  Pod-Boy  if  he  wou’d  go  any  further;  and  he 
confented  to  carry  me  as  far  as  Seghedin,  f  where  we  arrived  on  the  29th,  s  .ecun 
meeting  only  with  fome  Villages  miferably  built  in  a  very  fertile  Coun-  Segodunu’m. 
try.  It  is  an  old  City  of  Hacia ,  fituated  on  the  TeiJJe  or  Tibifcus ,  and 
the  Tebifes  of  the  Ancients,  where  the  little  River  Maros  difembogues 
in  it.’ 

Seghedinwzs  then  fo  inconfiderable,and  in  fuch  a  wretched  Condition, 
that  it  did  not  feem  to  me  worth  the  Pains  I  had  taken  to  fee  it.  Its 

*  Peft,  a  City  in  Upper  Hungary  ever  againfl  Buda, 

t  Seghedin  is  reckon'd  the  ancient  Singidava. 
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Fortifications  (which  had  fufFered  a  great  deal  of  Damage  by  the  Ger¬ 
mans,  in  retaking  it  from  the  Turks)  were  no  better  repair’d  than  thofe 
of  the  Places  before-mention’d  $  and  they  work’d  as  flowly  at  them, 
and  with  as  few  Hands.  Its  principal  Inhabitants  (excepting  the 
German  Garrifon)  were  Rafcians ,  with  fome  Hungarian  Catholicks, 
generally  poorly  lodged.  The  Rafcians  have  great  Encouragement  to 
fettle  there,  by  the  particular  Privileges  granted  them  by  the  Emperor, 
on  account  of  the  Services  they  have  done  him  in  his  Hungarian  Wars, 
againft  the  Malecontents,  join’d  with  fome  French  Auxiliary  Forces, 
whom  they  harrafs’d  very  fortunately  ;  being  not  at  all  inferior  to  the 
firfi:  for  Parties  and  Incurfions,  and  furpaffing  them  in  Cunning  and 
Activity  in  ravaging  a  Country  ;  fo  that  one  may  in  a  manner  call 
them  the  Emperor’s  Tartars.  I  crofs’d  the  Teijfe ,  and  found  on  the 
other  Side  of  this  River,  in  a  miferable  Houfe,  an  *  Emin,  who  col¬ 
lected  the  Cuftom-Houfe  Duties  for  the  Grand  Seignior ,  of  the  Mer¬ 
chants,  coming  from  his  Imperial  Majefty’s  Dominions  into  thofe  of  his 
Ottoman  Highnefs,  whofe  reciprocal  Limits  met  then  at  that  Place. 
This  Officer,  contrary  to  the  manner  of  the  Turks,  who  never  fearch  a 
Traveller’s  Baggage,  (or  at  leaft  who  had  never  done  it  before  to  me) 
had  mine  fearched  by  one  of  his  Servants  after  the  Chriftian  Exam¬ 
ple,-  and  finding  therein  fome  Englijh  Gold  Watches,  exaCted  of  me  at 
the  Rate  of  3  per  Cent,  ad  Valorem.  After  which  I  went  to  a  Village, 
Tributary  to  the  ‘Porte,  about  two  Miles  lower,  where  I  hired  a  Wag¬ 
gon  with  two  Horfes  for  Temefwaer,  there  being  (as  they  told  me) 
no  more  to  be  got  between  this  Village  and  that  City ;  and  accord¬ 
ingly  I  met  with  a  continual  marfhy  Defart  above  20  Leagues  over, 
between  this  Place,  the  Teijfe ,  and  two  old  Stone  Churches,  half  rui¬ 
nated,  without  any  Houfes  to  accompany  them.  I  ask’d  the  Matter 
of  the  Horfes,  who  ferv’d  me  for  both  Guide  and  Pott:  Boy,  and  under¬ 
flood  a  little  Turkijh,  what  was  the  reafon  of  it ;  but  he  cou’d  inform 
me  no  more  than  what  I  eafily  perceiv’d  at  firft  View,  viz.  That  there 
had  formerly  been  Villages,  but  he  cou’d  neither  tell  me  when,  nor 
their  Names. 

I  arriv’d  on  the  3d  of  May  at  Temefaaer,  which  derives  its  Name  from 
the  little  River  Temes  whereon  it  lies.  Its  Fortifications  are  a  Medley 
of  the  Modern  and  the  Antique ;  but  the  vaft  Quantity  of  Water, 
wherewith  ’tis  fupply’d  by  its  Situation  in  a  fort  of  Morals,  and  which 
fills  its  Ditches  that  are  pretty  deep,  makes  all  Approaches  difficult, 
and  its  Streets  very  dirty.  Its  Houfes  are  all  wooden,  and  the  pub- 
lick  Market,  where  the  Shops  are,  is  very  large  ;  but  that  altogether 
does  not  make  it  a  fine  City,  at  leaft  it  was  not  then,  for  I  have  not, 
feen  it  fince  ’twas  taken  by  the  Germans,  to  whom  the  Turks  yielded  it 
up  lately  by  the  Treaty  of  Pajfarowitz,  after  having  kept  it  above  One 
hundred  and  fixty  Years.  One  of  the  Janizaries  of  the  Garrifon  con¬ 
ducted  me  before  the  Bajhaw ,  who,  being  inform’d  who  I  was,  and 
whither  I  was  going,  receiv’d  me  very  civilly  and  I  was  attack’d  with 
an  Ague  next  Day  after  my  Arrival,  almoft  like  that  which  feiz’d  me  be¬ 
tween  Cyprus  and  Jaffa,  but  indeed  not  fo  violent  j  I  told  his  Kiaia  of  it, 
and  that  I  was  refolved  neverthelefs  to  fet  out  forthwith  for  Conftantino- 
pie ;  he  advifed  me  to  go  down  the  CZ Danube  for  Killia,  where  I  ffiou’d  not 
fail  of  a  Saique  for  that  City,  as  being  the  eafieft  way  of  travelling  in  my 

.  * 

*  Emin,  a  Turkifli  Officer  of  the  Cuftoms, 
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Condition ;  and  added,  that  the  Bajhaw  was  to  fend  feveral  things  to 
JVtddiny  in  order  to  their  going  by  Water  to  Ifmael.  I  anfwer’d  that  I  Widdin,  Vi- 
woud  follow  his  Counfel,  and  take  this  Opportunity.  The  9th  I  fet  out  miniacum- 
with  the  Man,  who  went  upon  a  Waggon  loaden  with  Bales,  upon  which 
he  offer’d  me  a  Place  ;  but  I  chofe  rather  to  hire  another  for  my  own 
Conveniency ;  and  in  a  little  more  than  a  Day  and  half  we  arrived 
there,  having  only  feen  two  poor  Villages  by  the  Way,  that  had  no¬ 
thing  remarkable  in  them.  IViddin  is  a  very  large  and  populous 
Town,  with  nine  pretty  handfome  Mofques,  two  good  Hans ,  and 
a  Caftle  not  very  ftrong,  garrifon’d  by  Companies  of  Janizaries ; 
but  the  Houfes,  like  mod  of  the  others  in  Turky ,  are  almod  all  of 
Wood.  I  took  a  Walk  into  the  Market-place,  to  look  (according  to 
my  ufual  Cudom)  amongd  the  Goldfmiths  and  Brafiers  for  Medals ; 
and  bought  of  the  fird  two  large  and  thick  ones  of  Alexander  the 
Greats  one  thicker  of  Athens ,  with  the  Owl  on  its  Reverfe;  three  fmall 
of  Septim.  Geta  5  and  of  the  fecond,  fix  {truck  for  the  Colony  known 
under  the  Latin  Name  of  that  City,  viz.  four  like  N.  40  in  the  Print 
XII.  and  two  other  with  alike  Reverfe,  but  with  the  Head  of  Gordia- 
ms  and  A  N.  III.  in  the  Exergue ;  three  like  (30)  in  the  Print  XXIX. 
with  above  twenty  of  Trajan ,  Antoninus  Pius  and  Adrian ,  all  in  middie- 
fiz’d  Brafs,the  mod  part  Latin ;  thofe  of  Trajan  have  for  Reverfe  a  Gaily, 
or  the  Goddefs  of  Plenty  ;  a  Hercules  leaning  upon  his  Club  ;  a  Jupiter 
fitting  and  holding  in  his  Right  Hand  a  little  Vittory,  and  in  his  Left 
a  Spear ;  a  Diana  in  the  Habit  of  a  Huntrefs,  with  a  Quiver  of  Ar¬ 
rows,  and  a  Dog  at  her  Feet ;  an  Efculapius  danding  with  a  Staff, 
round  which  a  Serpent  is  twined ;  a  Pallas  with  a  Rudder,  and  Rome 
in  a  Helmet. 

As  the  Veflel  for  Ifmael  was  not  yet  ready  to  go  off  not  being  wil¬ 
ling  to  belong  upon  the  Way  with  fo  bad  a  Companion  as  my  Ague, 

I  agreed  with  the  Mader  of  another,  who  was  to  fail  the  next  Day  for 
Ruftick  ;  where  he  gave  me  hopes  of  finding  feveral  Opportunities  of 
going  for  Conft  ant  inop  le,  or  at  lead  to  Killiay  and  we  departed  the  14th 
in  the  Evening.  I  was  too  near  the  Place  where  they  pretend  that 
the  famous  Bridge  of  Trajan  formerly  was,  not  to  take  a  View  of  it  j  Pons  Tra- 
wherefore  I  hired  a  fmall  Boat  for  that  purpofe,  during  an  Intermif-  ianl* 
fion  of  my  Ague,  but  cou’d  only  fee  fome  little  Remnants  of  well 
cemented  Walls  upon  the  Southern  Side  of  the  Danube  j  which  may 
as  probably  be  the  Ruins  of  fome  Fort  built  there,  as  of  Arches,  the 
Stones  not  being  of  that  Bignefs  which  they  generally  make  ufe  of 
in  building  of  Bridges.  As  there  were  no  Infcriptions  to  give  me 
any  Informations  what  it  was,  I  remain’d  in  the  fame  Incertitude 
as  before  about  it.  As  for  what  the  Turks  call  Dervent  Capi ,  or  Iron  Dervenr 
Gatey  which  is  not  far  from  thefe  Ruins,  ’tis  aPaflage  where  the  Channel  CaPu 
of  th ^Danube,  being  confin’d  between  high  Rocks,  flows  with  Precipi¬ 
tation  and  a  great  Noife  ;  and  thefe  Rocks  may  very  likely  belong  to 
the  Chain  of  Mountains  of  the  fame  Name,  between  Philippolis  and  Nijfa , 
where  is  their  other  Dervent  Capi.  We  arriv’d  at  Nicopolis  the  17th  ;  Nicopoiisad 
the  Mader  of  the  Veflel  having  fomething  to  take  in  in  that  City,  Iftrum. 
dopt  there  long  enough  to  give  me  Time  to  fee  it,  and  look  amongfl 
the  Goldfmiths  and  Brafiers  after  Medals  ,*  and  I  found  a  good  Num¬ 
ber  both  of  Silver  and  Brafs  ;  among  the  firfl  were  thofe  of  Trajan , 

Antoninus ,  Adrian ,  Rome ,  Lcpidus ,  Septimius  Geta,  Alexander  Seve¬ 
nty  Sabina y  Julia  Auguftay  all  Latin  and  common  ;  among  the  fecond 
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were  the  Greek  ones,  viz.  two  of  Marcianopolis ,  like  N.  1.  three  of 
Nicopolis  ad  Iftrum ,  like  N.  (11)  in  the  Print  XXV  III. 

Nicopolis  is  one  of  the  iargeft  Towns  upon  the  Turkifh  Part  of  the 
Danube,  and  is  well  peopled  with  Turks  and  Greeks ,  with  fome  Armeni¬ 
ans  and  Jews.  The  firft  have  divers  Mofques  there,  the  fecond  three 
Churches,  and  the  others  each  of  them  a  Place  of  Religious  Worfhip  ; 
but  neither  the  one  defervesthe  Name  of  a  Church,  nor  the  other  of  a 
Synagogue.  There  is  alfo  a  miferable  Caflle  garrifond  by  a  Company 
of  Janizaries.  My  Ague,  which  prov’d  a  Tertian ,  not  being  fo  fevere 
but  that  it  gave  me  leave  to  walk  and  take  a  View  of  the  Places  I  pafs’d 
thro’,  I  had  defir’d  the  Reys,  when  his  Affairs  were  finilh’d,  to  fend  for 
me  into  the  Market,  having  told  him  I  fhou’d  be  amongft  the  Gold- 
fmiths,  which  he  did  ;  and  a  fmall  Wind,  together  with  the  Current  of 
the  'Danube,  carried  us  in  lefs  than  Twenty-four  Hours  to  RuJJick . 
This  City  is  much  larger  than  Nicopolis,  and  more  populous,  having 
a  Caftle  with  two  Companies  of  Jaitizaries  for  its  Garrifon.  There 
are,  befides  twenty  handfome  Mofques,  three  Churches,  two  of 
Greeks ,  and  one  of  Armenians,  and  a  Synagogue  for  th ejewsi  3  it  has 
alfo  feveral  large  Hans  3  and  the  Country  round  about  is  agreeably  di- 
verfify  d  with  Gardens,  Fruit  Trees  and  Vines.  One  woucl  think  by 
fome  Ruins,  or  Remains  of  old  Walls  that  are  to  be  feen  there,  that 
formerly  another  City  had  been  thereabouts ;  but  I  con’d  not  meet 
with  any  Infcriptions  to  give  me  an  In  fight  into  the  Name  of  it.  Some 
will  have  it  to  have  been  Axiopolis.  I  bought  from  the  Goldfmiths 
and  Brafiers  the  following  Medals ;  that  of  Dims  Auguftus >  with  an 
Eagle,  and  the  Words  Signis  Receptis  on  the  Rcverfe  ;  that  of  Rome , 
with  a  Triumphal  Chariot  driven  by  Victory  on  the  Rcverfe,  and  the 
Word  Ctffar  in  the  Exergue  ,*  that  of  Concordia ,  with  a  Temple  on  the 
Reverfe  ;  with  a  Number  of  other  Latin  ones  of  Nero,  Vefpajian , 
Maximus ,  and  the  Emperor  Rhilip ,  and  Julius  Cyefdr  with  ^  Veil  upon 
his  Head,  under  which  one  may  fee  a  Crown  of  Laurels,  with  this 
Legend,  Dims  C re  far,  on  the  Reverfe,  and  the  fame  fitting  on  a  tri¬ 
umphal  Chariot  drawn  by  four  Elephants,  with  this  Xnfcription, 
TRIG  MR  H.  GALL,  that  of  OLtavianus  Crcfar  Auguftus  3  his  Buft 
is  reprefented  upon  this  Medal  crown’d  with  Laurels,  vyith  this  Legend, 
DINGS  AUGUSTUS,  and  a  Temple  on  the  Reverfe.  Thefe  Medals, 
with  a  great  many  of  the  latter  Roman  Emperors,  as  Conftantius , 
Diocleftan ,  Theodofius ,  fix  (like  the  Gold  one  mark’d  {b)  in  the  Print 
XIII.  found  at  Caff  a')  of  Conftantine,  Julianas ,  Rrobus,  of  Julia 
and  FlacciUa ,  which  were  mingled  with  thofe  above-mention’d,  were 
fold  me  for  about  a  third  more  than  the  Value  of  their  Weight  by  the 
Owners.  Altho’  that  of  Conftantine  (a),  &c.  in  the  fame  Print,  is 
among  the  molt  common  Ones,  I  have  had  it  engrav’d  on  account 
of  its  Reverfe,  and  of  what  Hiftory  remarks  of  the  Greek  X  that 
erodes  or  is  interwoven  with  the  Greek  P,  and  forms  a  Monogram  of 
Jefus  Chrift,  upon  the  Labarum  or  Banner 3  which  Monogram  rhe  Pa¬ 
triarch’s  Rlejftng,  in  the  Print  XXII.  forms  pretty  dillindily  with  his 
Fingers.  Some  will  have  it,  that  thefe  Characters  wherein  the  X  makes 
a  perfed:  Greek  Crofs,  were  firfl  brought  in  Ufe  at  the  time  of  the  Ori- 
ftame,  or  Vifion  of  Conftantine,  between  the  Rhine  and  th  ^Danube,  as 
they  pretend.  Others  aver,  that  the  Crofs  was  made  ufe  of  by  the 
Ragans  ;  and  to  prove  it,  do  cite  feveral  Sepulchral  Lamps,  the  Tomb- 
ftones  of  the  ancient  Goths ,  fome  of  which  are  reprefented  on  the 
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Print  XXXII,  and  feem  to  countenance  and  fupport  this  Opinion ;  and 
they  anfwer  to  the  firft,  who  aliedge  as  a  Proof  of  their  Aftertion, 
that  Julian  the  Apoftate  had  them  taken  out  of  the  Roman  Enfigns, 
and  reftored  to  their  Places,  S.  P.  R,  as  reprefented  in  his  Labarumy 
mark’d  ( 'd )  or  the  Roman  Eagles  ;  that  this  Emperor  did  it  in  Oppo- 
fition  to  Conflantine ,  who  had  fandtified  or  chriftianized  them  ;  and 
that  it  was  not  a  Confequence  of  their  having  not  been  in  Ufe  before 
the  Time  of  Conflantine ,  but  was  rather  a  Sign  of  Julians  inveterate 
Hatred  for  a  thing  which  Conflantine  had  render’d  Chriftian ,  and  deem’d 
miraculous,  and  which  he  did  not  think  fo.  That  of  Maxentius ,  mark’d 
(C),  which  I  have  join’d  to  that  of  Conflantine  in  Memory  of  his  Rout,  mud: 
not  be  very  common,  fince  it  is  the  only  one  which  I  found  in  all  my  Tra¬ 
vels.  I  found  there  alfo  Medals  of  Adrianople,  with  the  Crefcent  like(*0 
in  the  Print  XII,  and  like  (i  5")  in  XXIX.  Thofe  who  pretend  to  the  belt 
(Knowledge  of  Ragan  Antiquities  fay,  that  the  Crefcent ,  or  New  Moon, 
was  a  Deity  of  Bizantine  s,  whofe  Worlhip  Conflantine  extirpated,  in 
changing  the  Name  of  Bizantium  into  that  of  New  Rome ,  and  Conftanti- 
nople ,  now  call’d  Stamboll by  the  Turks ,  to  whofe  Crefcent  it  obeys;  tho’ 
there  is  not,  that  I  know  of,  any  fuch  thing  reprefented  on  the  Medals 
{truck  by  its  ancient  Inhabitants,  (not  even  on  my  fine  Medallion  of  that 
City,  N.  (1 6)  in  the  Print  XXVIII.)  as  there  is  on  the  aforefaid  ones,  and 
many  more.  However,  it  is  a  pretty  common  Opinion  among  the  Me- 
dallifts,  that  the  Moon  was  a  He-God,  call’d  Lunus ,  not  a  She-one,  Luna ; 
and  Mr.  Spanheim ,  with  others,  afferts  (if  I  remember  well,)  that  he  was 
chiefly  worfhip’d  in  Syria  or  Mefopotamia ,  and  is  reprefented  in  the  Me¬ 
dals  of  the  Magnefians ,  Nyf teens ,  &c.  with  an  Armenian  Cap  on  his  Head. 

I  dare  not  affirm  this,  tho’ 'the  Reverfe  of  my  Galba ,  N.  (15)  in  the  laft 
Print,  anfwers  to  the  Defcription.  But,  without  a  further  Digreflion  a- 
bout  thefe  Antiquities,  I’ll  proceed  on  my  Voyage. 

There  being  at  that  Time  no  Boat  nor  Veftel  at  that  was  going 

farther  than  Silifiria ,  I  hired  one  for  that  Place  at  a  little  To  wn  on  the  op-  Siiiftria  Du 
pofite  Side  of  the  River,  in  Walachia ,  call’d  Torgou ,  with  a  Caftle  flank’d  roftorum. 
with  feven  Towers,  and  garrifon’d  by  three  Companies  of  Janizaries.  I  ^ 
arrived  ixSiliftria  next  Mornings viz.  the  20th,  and  Raid  there  till  Evening ; 

•  it  is  fomething  lefler  than  Ruffick ,  but  as  populous  in  Proportion  ;  its 
Inhabitants  are  like  thofe  of  the  Towns  before-mentioned:  Its  Caftle  is 
as  defencelefs  and  as  poorly  garrifon’d  as  Rujflcky  with  fix  handfome 
Mofques ,  two  good  Hans ,  three  Greek  Churches,  and  one  for  the^V- 
?nenians.  The  Jews  have  their  Aflemblies  in  the  Cacarls  Houfe,  not 
having  any  fix’d  Synagogue,  no  more  than  at  Nicopolis.  I  found  here 
the  Silver  Medals  of  C.  Clodius ,  with  a  Woman  fitting,  and  holding  in 
one  Hand  a  Lamp,  and  carrying  the  other  in  the  End  of  her  Veil,  as 
it  were  in  a  Scarf,  with  this  Legend,  Veflalis ;  that  of  Adrian ,  with 
Romulus  on  the  Reverie,  and  this  Legend,  Romulo  Conditori ;  that  of 
Vefpafian ,  with  a  naked  Woman  fitting,  and  the  Word  Vefla;  that  of 
T)iva  Fauftina,  with  a  Veftal’ s  Veil,  with  feveral  others  of  Rome  * 
thofe  of  the  Latin  Emperors  Antoninus  Bins,  Homitian ,  Trajan ,  the 
Emperor  Alexander  Severusj  and  of  Conflans.  Finding  no  Boats  at  Si¬ 
iiftria  ready,  and  fit  to  go  farther,  the  Wind  being  too  high  for  Irnall 
ones,  I  accepted  of  a  Walachian  Merchant’s  Company,  who  propos’d 
to  me  the  Conveniency  of  Horfes  to  be  hir’d  on  the  other  Side  of 
the  River,  to  go  by  Land  to  Ifmael:  Wc  crofs’d  thtHanubCy  and  the  next 
Day,  viz*  the  21ft,  very  early  in  the  Morning,  we  mounted,  and 
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reach’d  Ibraeli  in  the  Evening,  after  having  pafs’d  over  a  rich  and  agree¬ 
able  Variety  of  Fields  ripe  for  Harveft,  Meadows,  Vineyards,  Woods, 
&c.  Ibraeli  is  a  little  Town  in  Walachia,  fituated  on  th  eTIanube,  the 
fame  that  I  mention’d  in  my  Account  of  the  Truth,  to  have  been  burnt 
by  the  Mufcovites  in  1711 ;  but  it  was  already  half  rebuilt.  It  has  a 
little  Caftle,  with  feven  Towers,  which  (as  they  told  me)  was  gar- 
rifon’d  only  by  100  Janizaries  when  General  Rheme  took  PofTeffion 
of  it,  and  the  like  Number  had  re-enter’d  it  fince.  There  was  then  a 
new  Hofpedar ,  or  Prince  of  Walachia ,  called  Stephen  Cantacuzenes ,  in 
the  room  of  Conftantine  Bajferaba  5  who  being  accufed  of  having  fenc 
the  Mufcovites  thither,  was,  upon  the  Complaints  of  the  Inhabitants, 
condemned  by  the  Torte  to  rebuild  the  Town,  or  at  lead  fined  a  Sum  of 
Money  more  than  fufficient  for  that  Purpofe.  The  Torte  not  fatisfied  with 
this,  had  him  arrefled  and  depofed,  and  he  was  at  that  time  actually  a 
Prifoner,  with  his  whole  Family,  at  the  Roftangi  Bajhaws  at  Conftan - 
tinople :  His  Enemies  had  a  long  time  render’d  him  fufpe&ed  to  the 
Vijier,  reprefenting  him  as  intending  to  withdraw  himfelf  from  any  De¬ 
pendence  on  it ;  adding,  that  he  had  depofited  m.oft  Part  of  the  ready 
Money  he  had  hoarded  up  in  Turky ,  in  the  Bank  of  Venice ,  where  he 
referv’d  it  for  a  favourable  Opportunity ;  that  he  had  bought  Land  in 
Tranfylvania ,  and  only  waited  for  a  Rupture  with  the  Emperor  to  go 
over  to  him,  or  better  Succefs  on  the  Mufcovites  Side  to  declare  him¬ 
felf  openly  for  them,  provided  they  would  fupport  him  in  an  abfolute 
Independency  of  the  Gr.  Seignior,  as  (they  pretended)  he  had  been  promi- 
fed  j  but  that  their  Defeat  at  Truth,  and  the  Example  of  Cantemir , 
former  Vaivod  of  Moldavia,  who  had  deferted  the  Turkifo  Party,  and 
was  forced  to  fiiare  in  the  Czar's  ill  Fortune,  had  retain’d  him  in  a  feem- 
ing  Fidelity  ;  in  a  word,  that  he  was  reckon’d  only  loyal  for  want  of  a 
favourable  and  fure  Opportunity  of  being  otherwife.'  The  Circum- 
ftances  of  his  being  arrefled  and  clap’d  into  Prifon,  were  told  me  thus 
by  my  Fellow-Traveller,  and  many  other  Perfons :  Ali  Bajhaw  Cu - 
murgi,  the  Grand  Seigniors  Son  in-Law,  having  at  lafl  accepted  of  the 
Office  of  Trim'e  Viper ,  feem’d  to  have  referv’d  to  himfelf  the  Advantage 
of  ruining  him  to  all  Intents  and  Purpofes,  in  order  to  make  the  Sul¬ 
tan  amends,  by  his  Spoils,  for  the  Charges  of  the  War  juft  finifh’d  ,*  but 
having  firft  drawn  a  good  Number  of  Prefents  from  him,  for  preferving 
him  in  his  Principality,  by  his  Credit  with  his  Highnefs ;  for  at  the 
fame  time  that  he  was  giving  him  the  moft  authentick  Proofs  of  his 
Favour,  he  fent  a  Capigi ,  in  the  Grand  Seigniors  Name,  to  make  him 
Prifoner  ;  but  whether  or  no  the  Prince  faw  clear  enough  through  the 
Diffimulation  of  this  Minifter,  to  look  upon  all  his  Carefles  as  Prefa- 
ges  of  Danger,  I  can’t  tell,  but  he  retir’d  to  Tergowitz,  (a  little  Town 
the  neareft  to  the  Chriftian  Frontiers,  and  the  ftrongeft  in  Walachia ,) 
with  his  Guard  of  chofen  trufty  Men,  in  order  to  be  ready  to  make  his 
Efcape  into  Tranfylvania,  as  foon  as  he  ffiould  hear,  from  fome  faith¬ 
ful  Emiftaries  whom  he  kept  in  Pay,  the  dangerous  News  of  a  Capigi 
Bajhaws  being  difpach’d  for  him ;  tho’feveral  were  of  Opinion,  that  this 
Precaution,  and  the  Fear  he  fhew’d,  wou’d  haften  his  Ruin,  out  of  an 
Apprehenfion  the  Torte  wou’d  be  in  of  his  efcaping,  with  all  his  Mo¬ 
ney  and  Jewels.  However  it  was,  a  Capigi  Bajhaw  was  fent  fo  fecretly, 
and  aifguis’d,  into  Walachia\  that  he  was  there  three  Weeks  without 
the  Prince’s  having  the  leaft  Notice  of  it ;  ’twas  Ufujf  Bajhaw,  one  of 
the  moft  fubtle  and  cunning  amongft  them ;  he  convers’d  firft  incognito , 
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like  a  private  Man,  with  the  Boyars ,  or  principal  Walachian  Noble¬ 
men,  to  found  their  Inclinations  towards  their  Prince  ;  then  he  tempt¬ 
ed  them,  by  their  Ambition,  to  fucceed  him;  and,  finding  them  not 
contrary  to  his  Defigns,  difpos’d  them  to  aflift  him  in  depofing  him  : 

And  this  fly  Fox,  not  to  allarm  thofe  who  might  be  the  Prince  s  real 
Friends,  as  to  the  Treatment  deffin’d  him  by  the  Borte ,  infinuated  that 
there  was  no  Defign  upon  his  Life,  nor  even  on  any  more  of  his  Ef¬ 
fects  than  he  had  already  given  for  the  rebuilding  of  Ibraeli,  but  made 
them  look  upon  his  being  dilpoffefsd  of  his  Principality,  to  be  upon 
the  lame  Foot  as  the  dethroning  the  Emperor  Mahomet  IV.  viz.  only 
for  having  reign’d  too  long :  He  added,  that  BeJJarabla  had  govern’d 
Walachia  longer  than  any  of  his  PredecefTors,  and  was  old  and  rich 
enough  to  take  his  Reft  ,*  that  the  Principality  not  being  hereditary, 
nor  even  for  Life,  but  a  Dignity  which  the  Grand  Seignior  conferr’d  on 
any  of  his  Subje&s  as  he  pleas’d,  he  did  him  no  Injuffice  if  he  re¬ 
mov’d  him  from  the  Helm,  to  invefl  any  of  them  with  that  Honour ; 
and  he  took  care  to  flatter  each  of  them  in  particular  with  Hopes  of 
being  the  Man,  offering  his  Service  to  procure  it  him.  The  Boyars 
hugg’d  themfelves  at  the  Thought ;  whereupon  he  declar’d  his  Com- 
miflion  ;  and  having  reprefented  to  them  that  their  Prince  kept  always 
at  Tergowitz ,  where  he  feem’d  with  his  Guards  and  Walachians ,  as  if 
he  defign’d  to  render  himfelf  independent  of  the  Borte ,  which  wou’d 
not  make  Ufe  of  any  Violence,  but,  on  the  contrary,  of  the  gentlefl 
Means  imaginable  to  depofe  him.  The  Boyars ,  thus  flatter’d  and  per- 
fuaded,  anfwered,  that  they  wou’d  affifl:  him  in  cafe  of  need  ;  but  ad¬ 
ded,  that  ’twas  his  Cuftom  to  pafs  the  Eafter  Holidays  at  Buchareft , 
in  order  to  be  afflffant  at  the  Ceremonies  of  their  Religion,  and  that 
they  fliou’d  all  be  there  themfelves ;  and  as  for  the  JValachians ,  rnofl 
part  of  whom  follow’d  their  Orders,  they  wou’d  take  care  that  they 
Ihou’d  not  attempt  any  thing  in  his  Favour  ,*  befides  that,  they  were 
diflatisfy’d  with  the  Prince,  who  had  opprefs'd  them  with  Taxes.  All 
Things  being  thus  difpofed,  the  Holidays  coming  on,  and  the  Prince, 
as  had  been  foretold,  arriving  at  Bnccareft ,  Ufuff  Baf jaw  threw  off  the 
Mask;  and  having,  for  his  greater  Security,  fent  an  Order  of  the 
Borte  to  the  Janizaries  of  Torgou ,  and  Ibraeliy  to  be  in  the  Neighbour¬ 
hood  on  Eafter-day ,  to  give  him  Affiffance  on  the  lead  Signal  in  Cafe 
of  Need,  he  went  to  the  Prince’s  Palace  with  a  Retinue  of  zo  Turks , 
and  accoffing  him,  as  he  was  coming  out  of  Church,  prefented  him 
with  the  Grand  Seigniors  Order,  which  was  to  deliver  himfelf  up  into 
the  Hands  of  the  Bearer,  and  fuffer  himfelf  to  be  conduced  to  Con - 
ftantinople ,  with  all  his  Family,  Money,  and  Jewels.  The  Prince  ask’d 
a  Day  to  prepare  himfelf  for  it ;  but  Ufuff  Bajhaw  anfwer’d,  that  he 
cou’d  not  allow  him  fo  much  as  to  lie  there,  without  infringing  the 
Borte  s  particular  Inftrutdion :  Whereupon  having  deliver’d  him  up  to 
a  Company  of  Janizaries  to  be  guarded,  he  affembled  the  Boyars ,  and 
delivered  them  an  Order,  fealed  with  the  Imperial  Signet,  to  take  the 
Reins  of  Government  during  the  Interregnum.  In  the  mean  while,  two 
other  Companies  of  Janizaries ,  who  furrounded  the  Palace,  guarding 
all  its  Avenues  or  Doors,  the  Sellam  AgaJJi \  who  had  been  given  by 
the  Borte  to  the  Prince  for  his  conftant  Attendance,  or  Guard  ad  Ho - 
nores,  but  rather  and  more  truly  for  a  Spy  to  obferve  his  Behaviour, 
remain’d  therein  with  fome  truffy  Officers  of  Ufuff  Bajhaw ,  to  take 
Poffeffion  of  what  was  mod  valuable  in  it,  and  fell  its  Furniture  to  the 
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higheft  Bidder ;  and  that:  Capigi  Bajhaw  carry’d  off  the  Prince,  with 
the  Princefs  his  Spoufe,  and  the  reil  of  his  Family,  under  the  Guard 
of  the  faid  Company  of  Janizaries ,  without  meeting  with  any  other 
Refinance  than  Tears.  Whatever  Care  was  taken  that  none  of  the 
Prince’s  Domedicks  fhou’d  efcape,  two  of  them  got  off  with  fome 
Jewels,  one  of  which  made  the  bed  of  his  Way  to  Adrianople ,  and  lay 
hid  at  an  Englijh  Merchants,  with  his  light  but  valuable  Booty  ;  but 
being  difcovered,  the  Merchant  was  feiz’d  as  well  as  him,  and  cad  in¬ 
to  Prifon  by  the  Boflangi  Bajhaw  of  that  City,  where  he  pafs’d  a  Night 
very  unpleafantly,  and  perhaps  woucl  have  fpent  fome  others  worfe,  if 
fome  Friends  had  not  efFetdually  interceded  for  him  with  the  Bojlangi 
Bajhaw ,  reprelenting  to  him,  that  this  Merchant  did  not  fo  much  as 
know  that  there  was  fuch  a  Man  in  his  Houfe,  as  the  fugitive  Dome- 
dick,  who  had  infinuated  himfelf  with  his  Greek  Servants ;  which  the 
faid  Domedick  having  confefs’d  himfelf,  the  Merchant  was  releas’d. 

The  Prince  and  Princefs,  &c.  were  no  lboner  arriv’d  at  Conjlantino- 
ple ,  where  the  Capigi  Bajhaw  conduced  them,  than  they  were  put  un¬ 
der  the  Boflangi  BaJJoaw  of  that  Place’s  Cudody,  to  fqueeze  them.  I’ll 
leave  them  there  to  their  tragical  End ;  which  I  ll  mention  in  its  proper 
Time. 

We  lay  at  Ibraeli ,  and  left  it  the  22d  by  Break  of  Day  to  continue 
our  Journey  through  as  rich  Variety  of  Objecds  as  before  ;  and  pading 
a  little  rapid  River,  three  Leagues  from  thence,  called  by  the  People 
of  that  Country  Arguiez ,  we  went  to  lie  at  Galatz ,  a  great  open  Town 
in  Moldavia ,  without  any  Cadle,  having  five  large  Monaderies  ;  that 
of  St.  George ,  called  by  the  Greeks ,  i.M  eyccAw  Moya<p?£< ;  2.  A  yi@*  N/jcq- 
Aa©-  ;  3.  IAccmy/oc  ;  4.  Ayt(§h  AtfAiTg/©*  ;  5".  Mi%ccyiL(&>  Ap^ctyfe A©-  ; 
wherein  there  are  but  five  or  d xColoieros,  or  Monks,  who  fubfid  by  the 
Charity  of  foreign  Merchants,  who  generally  lodge  and  put  their 
Merchandize  there.  The  25th  we  pafs’d  the  Truth ,  at  a  little  Village 
call’d  Gurguliz ,  and  at  Night  reach’d  Timorum,  a  large  one  of  600  Hou- 
fes,  furrounded  with  great  Gardens,  abounding  with  all  forts  of  Fruit 
Trees,  and  Vineyards.  Flappening  to  lodge  at  a  Prieds,  who  treated 
us  very  civilly,  I  ask’d  him  if  he  did  not  know  any  one  who  had  old 
Coins  i  he  carry’d  me  to  a  Vine-Drefler’s,  who  fold  me  five  Latin  ones 
otGordianus  cPius ,  and  three  Greek  ones,  as  N.  (28.)  in  the  Print  XXIX. 
and  two  like  {c)  in  the  Print  XIV.  which  he  found  (as  he  faid)  in 
digging  his  Garden  ;  they  were  fo  black  and  dirty,  that  he  did  not  fo 
much  as  know  they  were  Silver.  As  he  left  the  Price  to  my  Genero- 
fity,  I  gave  him  more  than  the  Value  of  the  Silver;  and  made  a  fmall 
Prefent  to  the  Pried,  as  an  Acknowledgment  for  his  Hofpitality.  Af¬ 
ter  which,  hearing  of  another  Greek ,  that  there  were  feveral  VefTels 
at  Kujlangi ,  bound  for  Conflantinople ,  I  left  my  Fellow-Traveller,  and 
crofs’d  the  Danube ,  fome  Miles  lower,  at  Saccia ,  in  order  to  take  the 
Advantage  of  them.  From  hence  I  went  on  to  Baba,  where  I  made 
no  Stay,  nor  farther  Remarks  worth  adding  to  my  fird  PafTage  thro’ 
this  Place. 

A  Greek  Merchant,  who  was  come  from  Kujlangi ,  happening  to  call 
at  a  Floufe  where  we  dopt,  inform’d  me,  that  all  the  Ships  were  fail’d 
for  Conflantinople  the  Day  before,  with  a  fair  Wind  ,*  and  added,  that 
I  could  not  find  any  others  but  at  Ifmael  and  KiUia.  My  Ague  continu¬ 
ing  itsVifits  by  Fits,  tho’  pretty  moderate,  I  refolv’d  for  one  of  thofe 
Places,  in  order  to  go  thence  by  Sea  to  Conjlantinople ,  led  the  Fa¬ 
tigues 
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tigues  I  (hou’d  meet  with  by  Land  fhou’d  occafion  a  Relapfe  ;  upon 
which  I  went  on  to  Tulcia ,  and  thence  to  Jfmael ,  where  finding  no 
VefTel  ready,  I  fell  down  the  River  to  KiUia ,  didant  from  thence  about 
Eight  Leagues,  whither  I  order’d  my  Things  to  be  carried  to  a  Greek 
Pried’s,  with  whom  I  had  lodged  Three  Years  before. 

I  begg’d  of  him  to  enquire  if  there  was  any  Saique  ready  to  fail  for 
Conjlantinople ,  and  he  brought  me  to  a  Turkijh  Captain  who  was  to 
fetout  for  that  Place  as  foon  as  the  Weather  wou’d  permit,  and  pro- 
mifed  me  a  Cabbin  in  his  VefTel,  and  to  fend  me  word  what  time  I 
ihou’d  be  ready,  as  he  "did  at  Break  of  Day  on  the  30th  ;  the  Wind 
and  the  Current  favouring  us,  we  found  our  felves  before  Noon  be¬ 
yond  the  Mouth  of  the  'Danube ,  which  was  Ten  or  Twelves 
Leagues  lower,  having  Bril  pafs’d  by  feveral  Iflands  abounding  in 
Fruit  and  Wine,  which  it  wafhes  with  its  Waters,  before  its  difem- 
boguing  itfelf  into  the  Black  Sea  ,  but  it  falling  towards  Evening, 
and  even  changing  for  one  that  was  contrary,  then  blowing  hard,, 
we  made  for  Kuflangi ,  the  ancient  Conftantia ,  about  Fifty  Miles  be-  conttamia*' 
low  the  Danube's  Mouth,  w7here  wTe  cad  Anchor  before  Midnight  j  “  5 
and  the  Wind  continuing  againft  us,  I  went  afhore  the  next  Day  to 
view  it.  It  is  very  little,  and  the  Houfes  are  generally  low,  and  wor¬ 
thier  of  a  Village  than  of  a  Town,  if  one  excepts  thofe  of  a  few  Turks ; 
neither  are  there  any  Trees,  nor  hardly  any  Verdure,  and  confequently 
Tis  not  very  agreeable.  It  is  built  upon  the  Ruins  of  the  ancient  Con- 
ftantia ,  as  is  apparent  from  fome  Remains  of  its  Walls  and  Corruption 
of  its  Name,  but  is  not  at  prefent  above  a  Mile  in  Circumference ; 
whereas,  by  what  is  dill  vifible  of  the  former,  it  mud  have  been  four 
Miles  round.  I  found  amongd  thefe  Ruins  divers  Pieces  of  Marble ; 
fome  of  them  with  Greek  Infcriptions,  bur  fo  much  defaced,  that  I 
cou’d  not  make  any  Senfe  of  them.  I  bought  there  of  a  Greek  Gold- 
finith  Thirteen  Silver  and  Fifteen  Brafs  Medals,  mod  part  of  Conftans, 
Conftantius ,  Conftantine ,  and  others  as  common,  except  three  of  Tomi 
like  N.  (4)  in  the  Print  XIV.  and  that  of  the  Kallatians  N.  (1)  in  the 
Print  XXVIII.  The  Wind  being  dill  contrary,  fearing  it  wou’d  con¬ 
tinue  fo  too  long,  and  my  Ague  being  pretty  much  abated,  I  refolv’d 
upon  going  by  Land ;  and  was  the  more  incited  to  it  by  the  Defire  of 
feeing  the  Remains  of  fome  of  the  formerly  famous  Cities,  fituated  on 
theCoads  of  the  Black  Sea ,  as  they  are  reprefented  in  my  Map  (5),  viz. 

Tomis ,  Kallati,  Bizone ,  Dionifyopolis,  Apollonia ,  Marcianopolis ,  Mejfem- 
bria,  &c.  Accordingly  I  took  a  Horfe  with  a  Guide  the  2d  of  June 
early  in  the  Morning,  and  reach’d  Tomi ,  call’d  by  the  Turks  Bangui#, 
and  Tomifwaro  by  the  Greeks ,  about  Nine  in  the  Evening  ,*  and  having 
often  experienced  the  Hofpitality  of  the  Greek  Prieds,  went  to  lodge 
with  one  of  them,  who  by  his  Reception  did  well  anfwer  the  Experi¬ 
ence.  I  ask’d  him  many  Qiiedions  about  the  Place  and  Ruins,  which 
lie  call'd  TagliCora ,  the  Old  Town  ;  but  theAnfwers  he  gave  me  were 
not  at  all  fatisfa&ory,  whatever  he  might  himfelf  think  them.  Hap¬ 
pening  to  name  Ovid,  the  famous  Latin  Poet,  who,  according  toHidory, 
was  banilh’d  hither  by  the  Emperor  Auguftus ;  he  reply’d,  with  a 
fmiling  Aire,  as  if  well  appris’d  of  his  Misfortunes,  “  I  know  what  you 
“  mean,  he  was  a  Roman  Catholick  Saint,  who  differ’d  Death  for  his 
“  Religion :  I’ll  ihew  you  to  Morrow  fome  Remains  of  the  Tower 
“  where  he  was  confin’d.  ”  In  a  word,  he  feem’d  to  pity  my  Igno¬ 
rance,  and  I  did  not  care  to  be  at  the  Trouble  of  curing  him  of  his, 
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but  left  him  in  his  plcafing  Error.  Next  Morning  I  rofe  about  Break 
of  Day  ;  and  as  foon  as  he  was  up  alfo,  we  went  together  to  fee  the 
faid  Pvemains,  which  were  but  very  inconfiderable,  as  well  as  fome 
others,  which  I  took  to  be  the  Ruins  of  the  Walls  of  the  ancient 
Tomis ,  but  without  the  lead  Infcription.  I  defired  him  to  fend  fome 
Children  to  enquire  among  the  Inhabitants  if  they  had  any  antique 
Coins,  promifing  to  reward  them  for  their  Pains,  and  pay  well  for  fuch 
as  Ihou’d  be  found,  tie  ask’d  me  what  I  intended  to  do  with  fuch  old 
Brafs  Pieces,  and  whether  I  was  a  Goldfmith  ;  for,  faid  he,  no  body 
keeps  the  Gold  or  Silver  Mony ,  but  carries  it  immediately  to  the  Goldfmiths 
of  Baba  or  Varna.  I  told  him,  ’twas  not  the  Metal  which  I  valued  j 
but  that  I  wou’d  buy  them  whatever  they  were,  and  wou’d  give  a 
better  Price  for  them  than  either  the  Brafiers  or  Goldfmiths.  I  per- 
ceivd  that  he  pitied  my  Fancy,  tho’  he  comply’d  with  my  Defire.; 
and  in  a  little  while  fome  Boys  brought  me  a  good  Number,  amongft 
which  were  feveral  Latin  ones  of  Conftantine  and  Eliogabal.  of  Julia 
Mammea ,  Julia  Sabina ,  of  Alexander  Sever  us,  of  Hadrianus ,  ire.  too 
common  to  be  inferted  ;  and  ten  Greek  ones,  viz.  two  coin’d  for  the 
City  of  Tomis  like  N.  (34),  three  of  the  Kallatians  like  N.  (2,4) 
in  the  Print  XXVIII.  two  of  the  Bizonians  like  N.  (41),  and  three  of 
the  MeJJembrians  like  N.  (9)  in  the  Print  XII.  all  Brafs  ;  for  which 
they  demanded  but  as  many  Baras ,  and  I  gave  them  fix  more  than 
they  ask’d.  Finding  my  Strength  too  much  impaired  by  my  Illnefs,  to 
continue  my  Journey  on  Horfeback,  I  hir’d  a  Waggon  with  two  Horfes 
as  far  as  Varna ,  where  I  arrived  the  next  Night,  and  took  up  alfo  my 
Lodging  at  a  Priefts,  to  whom  my  Holt  at  Tomi  recommended  me  ; 
and  not  being  able  to  proceed  by  Land,  refolv’d  to  go  by  Sea;  and 
there  being  feveral  Saiques  in  the  Harbour,  I  agreed  with  the  Mailer 
of  one  which  was  to  fail  with  the  firlt  fair  Wind.  In  the  mean  while 
I  walk’d  up  and  down  to  view  the  Place,  which  is  pretty  populous, 
and  inhabited  both  by  Turks  and  Greeks ,  tho’  mollly  by  the  latter.  I 
found  there  alfo  fome  Ruins,  and  pretty  confiderable,  but  without  In- 
feriptions  as  well  as  thofe  aforementioned.  Upon  enquiring,  as  ufuaJ, 
after  Medals,  I  bought  of  two  Greeks  three  Medals  of  the  LDyonifiopol - 
litans  like  N.  (7.)  four  like  N.  (21),  and  (37)  in  the  Print  XXIX.  with 
many  Latin  ones  of  Annia  Fauftina ,  of  Julia  Augufla ,  two  Medallions 
of  Agrippina  like  N.  (42.)  in  the  Print  XII.  all  of  Brafs,  and  none  of 
Silver  or  Gold,  becaufe  the  Goldfmiths  had  melted  all  fuch  which  they 
had  of  thefe  pretious  Metals. 

The  Wind  continuing  contrary,  I  took  a  Waggon  for  Kallati ,  but 
met  there  only  with  a  few  Ruins  not  worthy  Obfervation,  nor  the 
Pains  I  had  been  at  to  fee  them,  and  returned  back  the  fame  Evening 
to  Varna  ;  when  fome  Greek  Boys,  whom  my  Landlord  had  fent  to 
feek  after  Medals,  brought  me  among  other  very  common  ones,  four  of 
the  Marcianopolitans ,  like  the  four  mention’d,  one  of  Kallati  like  (2), 
and  three  of  the  MeJJembrians  like  (n)  in  the  Print  XXVIII.  On  the 
8th,  it  blowing  fair  I  went  aboard,  and  we  fet  Sail,  and  on  the*  10th 
arriv’d  in  the  Mouth  of  the  Channel,  where  being  becalm’d,  I  hired  a 
Boat  for  Conjlantinople  ;  when,  my  Ague  increafing,  I  took  thejefuits 
Bark,  which  in  lefs  than  eight  Days  freed  me  from  fuch  a  troublefome 
Companion.  We  heard  about  twelve  Days  after  the  News  of  her  Royal 

#  I  have  followed  the  'Neve  Stile  from  Holland,  and  veill  keep  **  the  while,  even  in

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Highnefs  the  Princefs Sophias  Death.  She  was  defeended  from  James 
the  Firft  of  England ,  by  the  Princefs  Elizabeth ,  his  Daughter,  married 
to  the  late  King  of  Bohemia ,  and  was  Mother  to  his  Majefty  the  prefenc 
King  of  England ',  and  a  Princefs  famous  for  her  unparalleled  Vertue  and 
Wit. 


CHAP.  V. 

The  King  of  Sweden  refolves  to  leave  Turky* 
Sends  an  t_Ambajfador  from  Demotica  to  the 
Grand  Seignior.  His  Departure  and  Journey. 
With  Curfory  Remarks  on  Walachia,  Tranlyl- 
vania,  Hungary,  Germany,  &c. 

MR.  Fabrice  being  at  Tartarkoi,  a  Village  about  nine  Miles  diftanC 
from  'Demotica ,  I  inform’d  him  of  my  Arrival  and  Recovery  ; 
and  heard  for  Swedijh  News,  that  the  Generals  Leven  and  Rank  were 
come  to  Demotica  ;  the  firft  with  Letters  from  the  Princefs  Ulrica  the 
King’s  Sifter,  and  the  States  of  Sweden,  to  invite  his  Majefty  to  return 
to  his  Dominions,  who  had  already  taken  that  Refolution  ;  and  the 
fecond,  to  demand  her  Royal  Highnefs  in  Marriage  for  the  Hereditary 
Prince  of  Hejje  CaJJel ,  unto  which  his  Majefty  had  given  his  Confent. 

The  Reafons  of  the  King’s  being  mov’d  to  depart,  and  the  Swedijh , 
or  rather  Fmzr’#,  Tranfadions  at  the  Forte,  for  the  Court  at  Demotica , 
were  related  thus  :  His  Majefty  feeing  no  farther  Profped,  and  being 
weary  of  depending  on  the  Turks  for  the  Re-eftablifhment  of  his 
Affairs  with  the  Mufcovites,  fent  word  to  Mr.  Defalleures,  the  French 
Ambaffador,  who  ftnee  Mr.  Funks  being  difmifs’d  took  care  of  his 
Intereft  at  the  Forte ,  to  let  the  Grand  Seignior  know  that  he  intended 
to  fet  out  for  his  own  Dominions,  and  was  defirous  of  returningThanks 
to  his  Highnefs,  by  a  Minifterfor  that  purpofe,  for  all  the  Favours  he 
had  receiv’d  from  him  during  his  Stay  in  the  Ottoman  Empire.  His 
Excellency,  incompliance  with  the  King’s  Defire,  went  with  Mr.  Brue , 
who  was  become  more  a  Swedijh  than  a  French  Interpreter,  to  ac¬ 
quaint  the  Vifier,  then  Alt  Bajhaw  Cumurgi,  with  it.  The  Vifier  made 
no  Objection  ;  but  only  ask’d  Mr  .Brue,  how  long  it  was  ftnee  his  Ma¬ 
jefty  had  been  remov’d  from  Demirtajh  to  Demotica  ;  to  which  he 
(after  recolieding  himfelf  a  little)  anfwer’d,  About  Eleven  Months. 
<c  Well  then,  return’d  the  Vifier ,  I  guefs’d  pretty  well  in  advifing  Soli- 
<c  man  Bafhaw  to  invite  his  Majefty  toftay  ^  and  telling  him  that  if  he 
u  did,  he  wou’d  go  away  before  a  Year  was  expir’d.  Well,  well,  added 
<c  he,  the  King  is  at  Liberty  to  ftay  or  depart;  but  I  muft  know  for 
<c  certain  and  pofitively  which,  that  he  may  not  difappoint  us  in  our 
“  Preparations,  as  at  Bender  ;  and  I  will  acquaint  the  Grand  Seignior 
“  with  it.” 

All  which  Circumftances,  with  what  follows,  I  had  from  Mr.  Brues 
own  Mouth.  Two  Days  after  this  Interpreter  went  to  defire  an  An- 
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fvver,  and  the  Vifier  gave  him  this,  “  The  King  may  lend  what  Officer 
c<  he  pleafes,  but  mud  fix  the  Day  of  his  Departure,  and  the  Road  he 
ic  intends  to  take:"  His  Majedy  being  inform’d  of  this  at  cDemotica-> 
comply  d  with  the  Demands  of  the  Porte.  In  the  mean  while  Money 
was  exceffive  fcarce  at  that  Court,  and  no  Stone  was  left  unturn’d  to 
procure  i'ome  at  any  rate,  not  only  for  the  EmbafTy,  but  (which  was 
more  neceffiary)  for  his  Majefly ’s  Journey,-  there  being  little  or  no 
hopes  of  getting  any  of  the  Porte ,  after  the  Counfel  of  the  Vfer  was 
known  to  have  been  given  to  Soliman.  Mr.  PDefalleures  and  Mr.  Brue 
had  indeed  induced  fome  Merchants  of  their  Nation  to  advance  a  lit¬ 
tle;  but’twas  but  a  Trifle,  tho’  they  might  make  their  own  Conditions, 
for  his  Majefly  vvou’d  not  fuffier  them  to  be  difputed.  The  Engltjh 
Trealurer,  (who  had  already  before  the  Cataflrophe  at  Bender ,  fup- 
ply’d  him  with  very  confiderable  Sums,  great  part  of  which  had  been 
paid)  was  the  bolded  ;  but  they  had  as  yet  only  his  Promifes,  at  lead 
he  lent  but  little  at  a  time.  On  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Grothufen ,  who 
(as  was  faid)  had  advifed  the  King  to  the  Embady,  reprefented  it  to 
his  Majedy  (contrary  to  the  general  Opinion)  as  a  means  to  obtain  fome 
of  the  Porte ,  either  as  aPrefent  or  a  Loan  ;  and  the  King  looking  on 
him  as  the  fitted  for  both,  nam’d  him  in  his  Chancery  as  the  Perfon 
whom  he  defign’d  for  his  Envoy;  upon  which  Mr.  Mullern  drove  to 
prevail  on  the  King  to  alter  his  Refolution,  remonflrating  to  his  Maje¬ 
dy  how  neceflary  Oeconomy  was,  at  a  Time  when  they  had  no  ready 
Mony,  and  but  final!  hopes  of  any  j  as  alfo  how  little  Mr.  Grothufen 
was  capable  of  Management,  he  naturally  loving  to  be  profufe  and 
make  a  Figure,  without  troubling  himfelf  about  the  Confequence:  But 
thefe  P.eafons,  with  fome  others  of  the  like  Stamp,  indead  of  difTwading 
his  Majedy  from  his  Choice,  only  ferv’d  to  confirm  him  in  it;  and 
Mr.  Fabrice ,  being  acquainted  by  Mr.  Mullern  with  it,  advifed  him  not 
to  infid  upon  a  thing  that  was  refolv’d  ;  adding,  that  if  there  was  any 
Money  to  be  had  from  the  Porte ,  Mr.  Grothufen  was  the  fitted  Perfon 
to  obtain  it.  Mr.  Fabrice  promifed  befides  to  ufe  all  his  Intered  and 
Credit  with  the  Britijh  Treafurer,  who  might  more  properly  be  term’d 
the  Swedifi,  to  get  fome  new  Supplies  for  his  Majedy  s  Service ;  and 
I  may  fay,  that  this  Gentleman  contributed  not  a  little  to  it  :  How¬ 
ever,  Mr.  Grothufen ,  being  thus  veded  with  the  Character  of  Ambafla- 
dor  Extraordinary  of  his  Swedijh  Majedy,  left  j Demotica  to  go  to  the 
Grand  Seignior  on  the  1 2th  of  July ,  and  arriv’d  on  the  1 7th  at  Pera,  with 
a  Retinue  of  feventy  Perfons,  both  Officers  and  Domedicks,  and  two 
Secretaries  to  the  EmbafTy.  He  difmounted  at  the  Englifo  Treafurer’s, 
who  yielded  up  hisHoufe  to  him,  whither  the  Porte  lent  Velvet  Cu- 
fhions  and  other  Furniture  belonging  to  a  Sopha,  according  to  Cudom. 
Next  Day  he  notified  his  Arrival  to  the  Publick  Miniders  of  all  the 
Potentates  at  Peace  with  the  King  his  Mader,  excepting  thofe  of 
England  and  Holland ,  which  was  by  his  Mader  s  Orders }  who  look’d 
upon  thefe  Miniders  as  his  Enemies,  for  the  Share  he  thought  they 
had  in  renewing  the  Peace  with  the  Czar.  Mr.  Grothufen ,  having 
equipp’d  all  his  Retinue  magnificently,  had  his  fird  Audience  of  the 
Vifier  on  the  26th  with  the  ufual  Ceremonies,  where  only  the  King’s 
Departure,  which  was  fix’d  on  the  Beginning  of  OElober ,  was  talk’d  of ; 
nxd  the  Vfter  promifed  to  furniih  Horfes  and  Waggons,  with  fome 
Companies  of  Janizaries  and  Zebedgis ,  to  accompany  his  Majedy  with 
his  People  to  the  Frontiers  of  Tranfylvania  ;  but  did  not  fo  much  as 
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name  the  Word  Money.  Some  Days  afterwards,  the  new  Ambaflador 
order’d  Mr .Brue  to  beat  the  Vifier  s  Pulfe  about  lending  a  Sam  for  their 
Journey  ;  he  did  fo,  bur  was  anfwer’d,  that  twas  to  no  purpole  to 
fpeak  of  it,  fince  it  was  both  beneath  the  Majefly  of  the  Emperor  his 
Mailer,  and  contrary  to  the  Mahometan  Law,  to  lend  Money.  Mr. 
Grothufen ,  not  fatisfy’d  with  this  Repulfe,  defired  a  private  Audience 
himfelf  of  this  Minifler,  or  rather  Vice-Emperor,  in  order  to  make  the 
fame  Demand  in  Perfon,  taking  with  him  the  fame  Interpreter  5  but 
could  obtain  no  other  Anfwer,  only  the  Viper  added,  that  perhaps  the 
Grand  Seignior  might  fend  fome  Prefent  to  the  King,  on  the  Day  of  his 
fetting  out,  either  in  Gold  or  other  Things  ;  however,  he  could  not 
pofitively  promife  that-  his  Highnefs  wou’d  even  do  that*  Upon  this 
Mr.  Brue  advifed  Mr.  Grothufen  not  to  infill:  any  longer  upon  fo  deli¬ 
cate  a  Point.  On  the  30th,  his  Excellency  was  admitted  to  Audience 
of  the  Sultan ,  and  the  following  Days  were  fpent  in  receiving  and  re¬ 
turning  the  Vifits  of  the  Embaffadors  of  France ,  Venice ,  and  Genoa „ 
He  was  every  Day  in  Company  with  Mr.  Hefalleures ,  who  procured 
xoooo  Crowns  for  his  Majefly  from  his  Nation ;  but  whatever  Offers 
he  made  himfelf  during  his  Stay  at  Conftantinople ,  he  could  not  treat 
with  the  Merchants  for  any  Sums,  nor  would  the  Englifo  Treafurer  en¬ 
ter  into  any  Negotiation  with  him  upon  that  Head,  but  dire&ly  with 
the  Chancery  at  cDemotica ,  who  gave  him  Obligations,  figned  with 
the  Kings  own  Hand,  for  what  he  then  advanced,  and  what  was  not 
yet  paid,  with  two  Bailywicks  in  Bremen  as  a  Security  for  the  Pay¬ 
ment  of  it.  I  fent  Mr.  Fabrice  an  Account  of  his  Excellency’s  Magni- 
cence,  &c.  he  Ihew’d  my  Letter  to  his  Majefly,  and  wrote  me  the  An¬ 
fwer  in  the  Appendix. 

His  Excellency  took  his  Audience  of  Leave  of  the  Grand  Vifier  on 
the  8  th  of  Auguft ,  and  of  the  Grand  Seignior  on  the  1 5th ;  and  the  fame 
Day  immediately  his  Highnefs  went  to  one  of  his  Kiosks  on  the  Sea- 
fide }  and  having  order’d  the  Prince  of  Walachia ,  with  his  two  Sons, 
his  Daughter’s  Husband  and  his  Steward,  who  had  been  detain’d  in 
Prifon  two  Months  on  the  Accufations  before-mentioned,  to  be  brought 
thither,  commanded  them  to  be  beheaded  on  a  little  Place  before  the 
Kiosk ;  which  was  done  accordingly  in  lefs  than  half  a  quarter  of  an 
Hour,  whilft  he  look’d  on,  after  the  following  Manner : 

The  Executioner,  having  made  them  all  kneel  down  at  a  certain  Di- 
flance  from  each  other,  ordering  them  to  take  off  themfelves  their 
Caps,  and  giving  them  Leave  to  fay  a  ffiort  Prayer,  firfl  cut  off  the 
Steward’s  Head,  with  one  Stroke  of  his  Sabre,  then  the  Daughter’s 
Husband,  and  the  eldefl  Son  underwent  the  fame  Fate ;  and  he  was  lift¬ 
ing  up  his  Scy meter  to  behead  the  youngefl,  who  was  about  16  Years 
old,  when  being  intimidated,  or  feiz’d  with  Fear,  he  begg’d  his  Life, 
and  offer’d  to  turn  MuJJulman ;  but  his  Father,  reprehending  him  for 
his  Cowardice,  and  exhorting  him  rather  to  die  a  thouland  times  (fif 
’twere  poffible)  than  to  deny  Jefus  Chrift ,  for  the  fake  of  living  a  few 
Years  longer  upon  Earth,  he  laid  to  the  Executioner,  III  die  a  Chri - 
flian,  ftrike ;  he  did  fo,  and  ferv’d  him  in  the  fame  Manner  as  the  o- 
thers,  and  after  him  the  Father  ;  which  done,  their  Bodies  were  thrown 
into  the  Sea,  and  their  Heads  expofed  for  three  Days  before  the  Great 
Gate  of  the  Seraglio.  Thus  this  unfortunate  Prince  ended  his  Life,  af¬ 
ter  having  governed  Walachia  twenty  fix  Years.  The  fame  Day  Mef- 
fieurs  Comentowsky  and  Goltz  fet  out  for  Boland,  afrer  having  had  fa¬ 
vourable 
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voiirable  Audiences  of  the  Grand  Seignior ,  and  regulated  all  Things 
amicably  with  the  Sublime  Forte. 

Mr.  Grothufen  (laid  yet  ten  or  twelve  Days  at  Constantinople ,  where 
I  left  him,  to  make  a  Vifit  to  Mr.  Fabrice ,  who  had  invited  me  to  his 
Country-Seat,  two  Leagues  from  Adrianople ,  where  he  liv’d  like  a 
Prince.  I  found  the  Place  and  the  Way  of  Living  there  as  agreeable 
and  delicious,  as  he  had  reprefented  it  to  me  in  his  Letter.  Ten  or 
twelve  Days  after  my  Arrival*  we  heard  from  the  Governor  of  Feter- 
waradin  the  News  of  the  Death  of  Queen  Anne ,  and  his  Royal  High- 
nets  the  Eledtor  of  Brunfwick  s  being  declar'd  her  SuccelTor.  Mr.  Gro¬ 
thufen  return’d  to  Demotica  a  little  after,  and  the  Expences  of  his  Em- 
baity  amounted  to  above  15000  Crowns,  befides  20  Crowns  a  Day, 
and  Forage  for  his  Horfies,  which  was  allow’d  by  the  Forte,  which 
made  the  Chancery  murmur,  and  pleas’d  the  King.  About  that  time 
there  arriv’d  at  ‘Demotica  a  Servant  of  Ifmael  Bajhaw  of  Bender ,  who 
had  been  banilhed  to  Sinope ,  who  faid,  he  had  himfelf  counted  out  70 
Purfes,  which  his  Mailer  had  lent  to  Mr.  Grothufen ,  and  had  never 
been  repaid.  His  Errand  was,  to  beg  him  to  fend  him  fome  Supply  of 
Money;  alluring  him,  that  the  Grand  Seignior,  when  he  depofed  him, 
had  taken  all  he  had  in  the  World,  and  allow’d  him  but  20  Faras  a 
Day  for  his  Subfillence  in  his  Exile.  Mr.  Grothufen  anfwered,  that  he 
had  no  Money ;  that  he  had  been  in  hopes  of  fome  from  the  Forte , 
but  was  deceived,  fo  gave  him  20  Ducats,  and  difmifs’d  him.  At  that 
Jun&ure  his  Majelly  ordered  the  Letter  in  the  Appendix  to  be  wrote  to 
Carplan  Gherai ,  the  Tartar -Han. 

The  firlt  of  October,  being  the  Day  fix’d  for  his  Departure,  a  Capigi 
Bajhaw,  the  fame  who  had  taken  up  the  Prince  of  Walachia  at  Buc- 
careft,  and  conducted  him  to  Conflantinople ,  having  caufed  a  very  hand- 
fome  Tent  to  be  pitched  near  Demirtafh ,  for  the  King’s  firlt  Conack , 
or  Stage,  came  with  fix  Chiaouz  to  Demotica ,  where  were  300  Horfes 
and  60  Waggons,  all  ready  for  his  Majelty’s  Service  :  He  propofed  to 
his  Majelty,  as  had  been  done  at  Bender  on  Account  of  his  Debts,  to 
change  the  Contracts  given  to  feveral  Janizaries  and  others,  who, 
having  taken  Advantage  of  the  Necelfities  of  the  Swedes ,  both  at  De¬ 
motica  and  Bender,  had  lent  them  but  a  Trifle,  and  afterwards  exadled 
Notes  of  them  for  fix  times  as  much  :  He  reprefented  to  him  (as  had 
been  done  there)  that  the  Mahometan  Law  exprelly  forbidding  the  lend¬ 
ing  Money  upon  Interelt,  whatever  Impofitions  had  been  extorted  from 
them  Ihould  be  difallowed,  and  the  Debts  reduced  into  their  real 
State,  by  making  both  the  Lender  and  the  Borrower  take  an  Oath  up¬ 
on  their  refpe&ive  Laws,  how  much  the  one  had  advanced,  and  the 
other  receiv’d;  and  that  the  Accounts,  being  fo  liquidated,  would  be 
fo  very  little,  that  it  would  not  be  worth  the  Creditor’s  while  to  fol¬ 
low  his  Majelly  into  Sweden,  as  feveral  were  preparing  to  do  ;  but 
that  the  Merchants,  who  had  disburfed  the  Money  for  the  Expences  of 
his  Majelly’s  Journey,  might,  by  the  Affiftance  of  the  French  EmbalTa- 
dor,  take  upon  themfelves  the  Charge  of  clearing  them.  The  King, 
ever  generous  and  great,  anfwer’d  to  this  OlTer,  If  any  of  my  Officers 
have  given  a  Note  for  a  hundred  Crowns,  tho  they  have  receiv'd  but  ten , 
TU  have  the  Whole  paid  in  Sweden  ,•  and  order’d  a  Horfe  and  fifty  Crowns 
to  be  given  each  of  the  Creditors,  that  they  might  follow  him.  All 
Things  being  in  Readinefs,  they  got  on  Horfeback  about  Ten  in  the 
Morning,  and  arriv’d  at  theTent  aforemention’d  about  Four  in  the  After¬ 
noon.  In 
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In  the  mean  while,  Apti  Bajhaw,  Seraskier  of  Bender  in  the  room 
of  Ifmael,  had  Orders  to  provide  the  fame  Things  for  the  Swedes ,  who 
were  there,  as  at  BDemotica ;  that  is  to  fay,  to  furnifh  them  with  Wag- 
gons  and  Horfes  for  their  Return,  and  to  bear  their  Expences  as  far  as 
the  Frontiers,  and  they  were  then  actually  upon  their  March  to  join 
his  Majefty  in  Walachia  ;  but  King  Stamjlaus ,  with  fome  Boles,  had 
taken  a  By-Road  fome  Months  before  to  "Deux  Bonts ,  which  was  af- 
fignd  him  for  his  Refidence  and  Subfiftence  by  his  Swedijh  Majefty, 
till  he  ihould  be  in  a  Condition  to  render  him  more  efFe&ual  Services. 

The  King,  being  arriv’d  one  of  the  firft  at  the  Tent  pitch’d  for  him’ 
demounted  and  went  into  it  ;  he  was  fcarcely  enter'd,  when  the  Ca ~ 
pigi  Bajhaw  made  him  a  Compliment  in  the  Emperor  his  Mafter’s 
Name,  who  wifh’d  him  a  good  Journey,  and  fent  him  the  Tent,  with 
a  Sabre  whofe  Hilt  was  embeilifh’d  with  Jewels,  and  eight  Horfes.  His 
Majefty  bow’d  his  Head,  and  faid  that  he  thank’d  his  Highnefs  for  all 
his  Civilities ;  then  came  out  of  the  Tent  to  view  the  Horfes,  which 
were  all  Arabians ,  and  amongft  which  there  were  two  as  fine  Mares  as 
one  could  defire.  Mr.  Grothufen ,  having,  amongft  other  rich  Goods, 
redeem’d  or  faved  out  of  the  Pillage  at  Warnitza ,  a  rich  Fur  of  Sables, 
gave  it,  by  the  King's  Order,  to  the  Capigi  Bajhaw .  His  Majefty 
pafs’d  the  Night  under  this  Tent,  and  next‘  Morning  early  they  con¬ 
tinued  their  March  towards  Rujfick,  which  was  the  Road  agreed  on, 
Mr.  Fabrice  having  ftill  fome  little  Affairs  to  fee  in  Order,  we  ftaid  at 
Adrianople  till  the  4th,  when  we  fet  out  in  the  Afternoon  to  join  his 
Majefty,  which  did  not  coft  us  much  Time,  fince  they  did  not  travel 
above  three  or  four  Leagues  a  Day ;  which  might  be  interpreted  as  a 
Piece  of  Civility  in  the  Turks,  they  not  thinking  it  fuitable  to  the  Re- 
fped  due  to  their  Royal  Gueft,  to  urge  his  leaving  the  Grand  Seignior  $ 
Territories,  by  taking  long  Journeys.  That  very  Night  we  rtach'd 
the  Camp ;  for  moft  part  of  the  King's  Retinue  lay  in  the  Fields,  near 
a  little  Village  calld  Bacchikoi ,  much  too  fmall  to  contain  all  the  Peo¬ 
ple.  Every  Conack,  or  Place  where  they  were  to  lodge,  was  mark’d 
out  before-hand  ,  and  a  Chiaouz ,  with  one  of  his  M^ajefty's  Quarter- 
Mafters,  and  an  Interpreter,  took  care  to  ride  foremoft,  and  provide 
all  Things  neceffary,  as  well  for  the  refrefhing  as  lodging  both  of  Men 
and  Horfes.  As  ’tvvas  the  Quarter-Mafter’s  Buftnefs  to  aflign  Quarters 
to  every  one,  according  to  his  Rank,  I  gave  him  Notice  of  our  Arri¬ 
val  at  Bacchikoi ,  that  he  might  get  us  one;  and  he  being  very  willing 
and  ready  to  ferve  Mr.  Fabrice ,  (as  indeed  moft  were)  anfwered.  Ton 
(hall  have  one  of  the  bejl,  have  only  a  little  Batience.  In  the  mean 
while,  Mr.  Fabrice  was  waiting  on  his  Majefty;  and  half  an  Hour  af¬ 
ter  the  Quarter- Mafter  meeting  me,  faid,  The  Village  is  full,  but  Ge¬ 
neral  Hordh  will  give  you  part  of  his  Quarters ,  and  conduced  me  thf* 
ther,  where  I  found  two  Waggons  in  a  Field,  one  for  the  General's 
Baggage,  and  anotner  wherein  he  travell’d,  being  lomewhat  indifpos’d. 
I  thank  d  him  with  a  Smile  for  his  Care  in  providing  for  us,  but  told 
him  I  had  no  Occafion  to  give  him  any  Trouble  for  a  Lodging  fub  B)io, 
or  in  the  open  Air,  under  General  Hordh’s  Waggons,  fince  there  was 
no  other  cover'd  Place;  however,  he  was  a  good  honeft  Man,  and 
meant  it  for  the  beft.  I  <vent  from  thence  to  look  for  Mr.  Fabrice , 
whom  J  found  walking  with  the  King  ;  wherefore  I  kept  at  a  Diftance, 
out  of  Refpecft ;  but  he  no  fooner  favv  me,  but  he  call’d  me  by  his 
Majefty’s  Order,  asking  me  iftheQuarter-Mafter  had  look'd  out  a  Lodg- 
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in g  for  us,  and  where  ic  was;  I  anfwer’d,  yes,  and  that  it  was  under 
General  Hordh’s  Waggon,  or  in  the  open  Air  ;  that  the  General  wou’d 
take  the  firft  Pair  of  Stairs  as  his  Right,  and  lie  in  the  Waggon,  and 
favour  us  with  the  inferior  Apartments,  which  the  Quarter-Mafter  had 
taken  upon  himfelf  to  obtain  for  us.  The  King  laughed  very  heartily; 
however  we  got  Tents  from  the  Turks.  Afterwards  his  Majefty  mount¬ 
ed  on  Horfeback,  and  rode  about  fome  time  ;  then  went  home  to  Sup¬ 
per,  and  fo  to  Reft  for  four  or  five  Hours. 

On  the  6th,  the  King,  always  extraordinary,  feem’d  to  take  Pleafure 
in  putting  the  Turkifh  Gravity  into  Confufion ;  for  at  One  in  the  Morn¬ 
ing  he  order’d  the  Trumpets  to  found  toHorfe,  as  a  Signal  for  March¬ 
ing.  The  Capigi  Bajhaw ,  the  Chiaouz, '  and  other  Turks  awaking,  were 
furpriz’d  to  hear  that  his  Majefty  would  get  on  Horfeback  at  that 
Time,  but  durft  not  contraditft  ic,  as  knowing  generally  that  they  wou’d 
get  nothing  by  it.  The  Night  was  very  dark,  every  one  mounted, 
and  they  began  their  March  by  Torch-light,  to  find  out  the  right  Road, 
among  feveral  Defiles  form’d  by’Mountains  and  Woods,  wherewith 
Bulgaria  abounds,  which  made  Travelling,  efpecially  in  the  dark,  very 
difficult.  We  arriv’d  at  Commorava,  the  Village  defign’d  for  the  next 
Conacky  before  Day;  which  his  Majefty,  always  an  Enemy  to  Repofe, 
and  defpifing  Fatigues,  no  looner  faw  break,  than  he  got  again  on 
Horfeback  to  take  the  Air,  in  which  he  fpent  five  or  fix  Hours  with 
the  voluntary  Companions  of  his  Toils,  who  chofe  to  accompany  him,  for 
he  never  commanded  any  one  to  do  it,  as  I  have  faid  fomewhere  elfe. 
At  his  Return,  Mr.  Fabrice ,  who  had  heard  what  had  happen’d  in  the 
Nocfturnal  March,  inform’d  the  King,  in  his  merry  Way,  that  feveral 
Waggons  were  broken  in  the  Defiles,  and  the  reft  not  yet  come  up  5 
and  that  the  Turks ,  who  were  but  little  ufed  to  this  Met  amor phojis,  or 
Tranfpofition  of  Night  into  Day,  look’d  very  grave  and  fleepy.  Ahy 
fays  his  Majefty,  ’tis  good  to  roufe  them ,  and  teach  them  to  be  watchful 
fometimes.  The  King  being  told  that  Dinner  was  ready,  fat  down  to 
Table  with  Meftieurs  Grothufen ,  Mullern ,  General  Hcrdh,  Mr. Fabrice,  and 
fome  other  Perfons  of  the  firft  Rank.  Dinner  being  over,  the  King 
walk’d  out  for  an  Hour,  and  rode  for  five  mere  with  a  greater  Reti¬ 
nue  than  in  the  Morning,  all  thofe  who  had  earen  with  his  Majefty 
accompanying  him,  befides  feveral  others.  His  Majefty  eat  a  light 
Supper,  and  went  to  Bed  pretty  early;  and  at  Two  in  the  Morning, 
being  pleafed  with  his  Journey  of  the  Night  before,  order’d  the  fame 
Signal  to  be  given  for  Marching,  and  fo  continued  Travelling  fometimes 
earlier,  fometimes  later  in  the  Night;  as  far  as  Rujfick ,  where  we  got 
on  the  1 2th;  and  the  Number  of  Waggons  broken,  and  left  behind, 
amounted  to  upwards  of  twenty ;  which  being  told  the  King,  he 
laugh’d  and  faid.  We  have  more  than  we  want.  I  found  nothing  re¬ 
markable  upon  the  Road  from  Adrianople  to  Rujfick,  but  the  Ruins  of 
an  ancient  Town,  call’d  by  the  Turks  (who  knew  not  its  right  Name) 
Esky  Stambol,  which  (as  1  have  obferv’d  elfewhere)  fignifies  an  old  Ci¬ 
ty;  neither  are  the  Greeks  a  jot  lefs  ignorant.  Thefe  Ruins  are  beyond 
Tchalickava  and  Rufcarat  the  firft  a  very  fmail  Village,  Where  we 
lodg’d  after  leaving  Commorava ;  and  the  fecond  a  little,  but  very  a- 
greeable  Town,  with  two  fi ne  Mo fques,  and  a  handfome  Han ,  inhabi¬ 
ted  partly  by  l  urks ,  parcly  by  *  Bulgarians.  They  are  above  four 

*  The  Bulgarian  Men  and  Women  are  dregs’ d ,  the  fir  fi  as  the  Fig.  (9 )  in  the  Print  XIX,  the 
fecond  as  (4)  and  (6)  in  the  Print  XI,  which  are  hut  one  and  the  fame  Figure  in  two  different 
Pofiures: 

Miles 
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Miles  in  Circumference,  as  near  as  I  cou\I  judge  by  fome  confidera- 
ble  Remains  of  Wails  and  noble  Vaults,  that  lie  {haggling  up  and 
down  3  and  to  the  Eaft,  upon  a  neighbouring  Eminence,  (the  Bottom 
of  which  is  walk’d  by  a  little  Rivulet)  are  the  Remnants  of  an  old  Ca- 
ftle.  I  law  neither  any  Xnfcriptions,  nor  BaJJo  Relievos  3  but  happen¬ 
ing,  as  ufual,  to  ask  fome  Peafants  thereabouts,  if  they  had  not  found 
any  antique  Pieces  or  Coins,  I  bought  feveral  Latin  Medals  of  Tra - 
jan ,  and  others  as  common,  with  three  like  (23)  in  the  Print  XXVIII, 
two  like  ( f  ")  in  the  Print  XIV,  which  feem  ftruck  for  Nicopolis  ad  Hie- 
mum ,  which  the  ancient  Geographers  place  thereabout,  and  the  Ruins 
may  be  thole  of  the  old  City. 

The  King,  hearing  at  RuJJlck  that  the  Emperor  was  making  great 
Preparations  to  receive  him,  after  a  Manner  fuitable  to  his  Royal  Dig¬ 
nity,  and  according  to  his  Imperial  Majefty’s  Offers,  and  that  Baron 
Golrtz  was  on  the  Road  to  meet  him  in  Tranfylvania ,  defired  Mr.  Fa¬ 
brice  to  ride  before  and  give  out  that  he  would  pafs  Incognito ,  and  have 
no  Notice  taken  of  him,  even  if  he  fhou’d  be  known  3  that  in  fo  doing 
they  wou  d  oblige  him,  and  he  ihou’d  efteem  himfelf  as  much  indebted 
to  his  Imperial  Majefty,  for  his  Intention  of  doing  him  fo  much  Ho¬ 
nour,  as  if  he  had  actually  received  it.  Hereupon  Mr.  Fabrice  making 
ufe  of  his  accuftom’d  Familiarity,  which  feenfd  agreeable  to  this  Prince, 
by  thePleafure  he  took  in  liftening  to  him,  faid,  Since  Us  your  Majefty  s 
abfolute  Deftre  to  pafs  Incognito,  III  prefume  to  tell  you  of  an  infallible 
Way  to  it.  What  is  it ,  anlwers  the  King  ?  Why ,  rejoin’d  Mr.  Fabrice , 

I  is  to  take  one  of  Mr.  GrothufenV  Black  Feruques ,  to  buy  a  Night  Cap 
and  Gown ,  or  borrow  them  of  Mr .  Mullern,  Dubens,  or  fome  other ,  if 
none  can  be  had  in  Walachia  3  and  when  your  Majefty  paffes  thro  any 
Town ,  to  lodge  always  at  the  be  ft  Inn ,  call  immediately  for  Wine ,  be  often 
thirfty,  and  make  Love  to  the  Landlady ,  if  Jhe’s  young  and  handfome , 
or  to  fome  of  the  Maids  that  are  fo  ;  to  order  your  Boots  to  be  pull’d  off] 
ask  for  your  Night-Gown  and  Slippers  3  and  after  having  eat  and  drank 
heartily  to  go  to  Bed ,  and  Jleep  ’ till  late  in  the  Morning ,  and  I  will  defy 
any  One  than  to  know  the  King  of  Sweden.  The  King  finding,  this 
Counfel  contrary  to  what  he  had  pradfis’d  ever  fince  his  leaving  Stock - 
holm,  {mild,  (his  Majefty  being  ufed  often  to  fay  to  thofe  who  won¬ 
dered  that  he  did  not  ufe  any  of  thefe  Things,  I  left  my  Night  Cap , 

Gown ,  Slippers  and  Shoes  at  Stockholm,  and  I  wont  be  at  the  Charge 
of  buying  new  Ones  till  I  return  thither  ; )  and  anfwer’d,  Well,  well. 

I’ll  follow  your  Advice  in  part ,  if  not  wholly . 

Mr.  Fabrice ,  in  Compliance  with  the  King’s  Defire,  left  all  his  Atten¬ 
dants  but  three  behind  3  and  we  fet  out  the  fame  Day  from  RuJfick  for 
Turgou,  a  little  Town  that  I’ve  mention’d  elfewhcre,  on  the  other  fide 
the  'Danube,  where  we  lay  that  Night,  becaufe  it  was  late,  and  there 
were  no  Horfes  ready  for  us  to  go  farther.  On  the  14th,  before  Day, 
having  got  good  frefti  ones,  we  purfued  our  Journey  towards  Buchareft , 
where  we  arrived  about  Three  in  the  Afternoon  ;  but  made  no  longer 
Stay  than  to  change  our  Horfes,  and  procure  an  Order  from  the  new 
Prince,  for  furnilhing  us  with  them  throughout  his  Territories  as  far 
as  the  firft  City  in  Tranfylvania  :  He  granted  it  us  very  civilly?  and 
fent  one  of  his  Servants  to  fee  it  put  in  Execution. 

Bucharefl  is  a  large  open  City,  at  prefent  the  Capital  of  Walachia;  Bucharefl 
tis  pretty  populous,  but  dirty  and  irregularly  built  :  The  Prince’s  Pa¬ 
lace  is  fpaciousand  convenient,  and  that’s  all.  The  Mens  Drefs  is  little 
different  from  that  of  the  Greeks  3  and  that  of  the  Women  is  generally 
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like  that  of  the  Figure  N.  (6)  in  the  Print  XIX.  Thofe  of  the  firft  Rank, 
as  the  Wives  and  Daughters  of  the  Prince  and  Boyars ,  wear  long  Furs 
after  the  manner  of  the  Turks ,  and  a  Calpa  or  Cap  of  Sables.  T\\s  Molda¬ 
vians  of  Condition  do  the  fame  ;  and  the  Habits  of  the  meaner  fort  a- 
mong  the  latter  are  alfo  like  that  of  the  fixth  Figure  in  the  fame  Print, 
only  that  their  Head-drefs  refembles  that  which  the  ancient  Painters  and 
Chriftians  in  the  Eaft  give  to  the  Virgin  Mary.  We  left  this  City  about 
Five  in  the  Evening,  and  at  Seven  palled  by  a  pretty  fpacious  and  mag¬ 
nificent  Edifice  ;  whereupon  we  ask'd  our  Guide  what  it  was ;  who 
inform’d  us,  that  ’twas  a  Palace  cali’d  Mogochon ,  founded  by  the  laft 
Prince  of  Walachia,  and  we  had  the  Curiofity  to  take  a  View  of  it. 
’Twas  a  large  Pile  of  Building  very  regularly  and  handfomely  con¬ 
triv’d  after  the  European  manner,  adorn’d  with  good  Paintings  and  well 
fancied  Cielings  ;  but  the  Furniture  had  been  taken  away  by  the  Offi¬ 
cers  of  the  Porte,  at  the  depofing  of  its  unfortunate  Mailer.  It  has  a 
fine  Garden  belonging  to  it,  and  lies  near  a  little  Rivulet,  and  a  Pond 
that  abounds  with  F i 111.  ’Twas  then  converted  into  a  Han  for  the  En¬ 
tertainment  of  Travellers  ;  and  Mr.  Fabrice  having  taken  a  Cook  along 
with  him,  who  had  bought  fome  wild  Fowl,  of  which  the  Country 
has  great  Plenty  every  where,  we  (laid  to  fup  and  reft  our  lelves  fome 
Hours  ;  after  which  we  got  again  onHorfeback,  and  travell’d  all  the 
Night,  which  was  very  ferene.  We  went  thro’  feveral  Villages  re¬ 
markable  for  nothing  but  their  Populoufnefs  ;  the  Houfes  being  only 
miferable  Huts,  made  of  Branches  interwoven  one  within  the  other, 
and  plaifter’d  over  with  Mortar  and  Cow-dung  intermixt  ;  and  without 
Hopping  but  to  change  Horfes,  which  were  very  good  every  where  ; 
and  palling  over  a  fertile  Country  agreeably  diverfify’d  with  Fruits  and 
other  Trees,  we  reached  Tergovitz  the  next  Day  early  in  the  After¬ 
noon,  where  we  dined.  ’Tis  a  very  ancient  Town,  and  was,  as  may 
be  feen  by  its  old  Walls,  formerly  larger  than  at  prefent;  its  Houfes 
arc  generally  fmall  and  ill  built.  The  Structure  of  this  Caftle  is  an¬ 
tique,  but  not  fo  large  as  the  Palace  before  mention’d,  and  is  very  ir¬ 
regular,  having  been  repair’d  at  different  times,  and  fome  Apartments 
added  to  it  for  the  Convenience  of  the  late  Prince’s  Family  ;  who,  as  I 
before  hinted,  refided  there  for  the  moft  part.  The  Town’s  greateft 
Ornament  is  a  Church,  whofe  Paintings  (contrary  to  the  ufual  Cuftom 
of  the  Greeks)  are  pretty  good.  As  we  only  ftaid  to  take  frefh  Horfes, 
and  have  a  tranfient  View  of  thefe  Things,  we  mounted  again,  and 
immediately  began  to  enter  amongft  Mountains,  where  we  only  met 
with  four  large  Villages,  viz.  Crifoulitz,  Scala ,  Rofnau  and  Rouca ,  *  at 
the  laft  of  which  we  lay,  and  fent  back  the  Prince’s  Servant,  Mr.  Fa¬ 
brice  having  firft  made  him  a  Prefent,  according  to  his  ufual  Generofity, 
after  he  had  procured  us  Horfes  to  carry  us  as  far  as  Cronftat ,  the  firft 
Town  in  Tranfylvania  on  that  fide.  Before  our  Arrival  there,  we  palled 
over  a  Chain  of  prodigious  fteep  Mountains,  call’d  in  the  7urkiJIoHe?nir 
Capi ,  the  Iron  Gate ,  f  which  may  leem  to  them  the  fame  that  is  be¬ 
tween  Philo popoli  and  Ntjfa,  and  is  divided  into  two  Parts  by  the  ‘Da¬ 
nube.  We  met  only  with  a  Roman  Catholick  Hermit,  in  a  little  Hut, 
upon  the  Top  of  the  higheft  of  them,  which  ftartles  thofe  who  look 
down  from  it,  with  its  dreadful  Precipice  :  Neverthelefs,  one  muft  go

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over  the  very  Summit  of  it,  there  being  no  other  beaten  Road.  We 
alfo  palled  by  a  little  Fort  garrifon’d  by  Germans ,  which  feparates  the 
Principalities  of  Walachia  and  Tranfylvania ,  where  we  (hewed  our  Fafs- 
ports.  Thence  we  entered  into  an  agreeable  Plain,  which  Jed  to  *  Cron  ft  at; 
Cronftat  where  we  arriv’d  the  17th  in  the  Morning,  after  having  taken 
lip  our  Lodging  in  a  Village  fome  Leagues  from  it.  This  City  is  well 
fortify ’d,  and  inhabited  partly  by  fome  of  Saxon  Original,  partly  by 
Germans ,  and  partly  by  Hungarians ,  and  a  few  Walachian  and  Bulga¬ 
rian  Families.  The  Governour  and  Magiftrates,  who  had  Orders  from 
Vienna  to  pay  his  Majefty  Imperial  Honours,  (to  ufe  their  own  Terms) 
that  is  to  fay,  to  receive  him  with  as  much  Refpedt  as  if  the  Emperor 
were  to  come  that  way  in  Perfon,  were  much  furpris’d  to  hear  that  he 
intended  to  pafs  Incognito ,  and  wou’d  difpenfe  with  it.  Mr.  Fabrice 
had  a  Number  of  Vifitants  of  the  bed  Fafhion  on  that  account  5  and 
as  we  went  thro’  the  Streets  we  were  furrounded  with  Multitudes  of 
the  Common  People,  to  which  a  young  Greek ,  who  ferv’d  that  Gentle¬ 
man  as  Valet  de  Chambre ,  and  was  drels’d  after  the  Eaftern  Fafliion, 
did  not  a  little  contribute.  We  left  the  Town  diffatisfy’d  at  the 
King’s  Refolution,  and  took  the  Road  for  Hermanftadt  next  Morning 
early. 

At  the  fecond  Pod-Houfe  we  met  an  Officer  difpatched  by  General 
Steinville ,  Governour  of  the  Country,  to  enquire  about  the  King’s 
March,  and  what  time  his  Majedy  wou’d  arrive  at  the  Imperial  Fron¬ 
tiers.  This  Officer,  taking  us  for  Swedes ,  ask’d  us  Quedions  fuitabie 
to  his  Orders  ,*  and  Mr.  Fabrice  told  him,  that  he  might  fpare  himfelf 
the  Trouble  of  going  farther,  fince  no  one  wou’d  know  when,  nor 
which  Way  the  King  wou’d  pafs  :  He  bid  him  alfo  inform  his  Excel¬ 
lency,  that  ’twas  his  Majedy’s  Defire  they  fhou’d  not  take  the  lead 
Notice  of  him,  even  if  they  fhou’d  difeover  him.  He  anfwer’d,  with 
Surprize,  that  Orders  were  every  where  didributed,  and  Difpofitions 
made  for  his  Reception,  and  for  bearing  the  Expences  of  him  and  his 
Retinue,  thro’ all  the  Emperor’s  Dominions.  Mr.  Fabrice  re  ply ’d,  that 
the  King  did  not  at  all  doubt  of  the  Emperor’s  Generodty  ,*  and  that  he 
fhou’d  think  himfelf  as  much  oblig’d,  and  fet  as  great  a  Value  upon 
the  Honours  defign’d  him,  as  if  he  had  actually  receiv’d  them.  Upon  ' 
this  the  Officer  return’d  back,  and  we  continued  our  Journey  the  fame 
Road.  Towards  Evening  we  reach’d  f  Hermanftadt ,  where  he  had  Herman- 
got  before  us,  and  had  already  fpread  the  News  of  the  King’s  Inten-  ftadt. 
tion.  One  of  the  Magiflrates  took  the  pains  to  come  himfelf  to  the 
Inn  where  we  difmounted,  to  be  inform’d  of  the  Truth  of  it  from 
Mr.  Fabricd s  own  Mouth,  who  had  been  reprefented  to  him  as  one  of 
the  firfl  Swedijh  Generals.  He  receiv’d  alfo  feveral  other  Vifits  from 
fome  of  the  Heads  of  the  City,  who  exprefs’d  a  great  deal  of  Difla- 
tisfa&ion,  to  fee  themfelves  depriv’d  of  an  Opportunity  of  (hewing 
(to  ufe  their  own  Terms)  their  Veneration  for  a  Prince,  whom  they 
look’d  upon  as  another  Guftavus  Adolphus ,  and  one  of  the  main  Pil¬ 
lars  of  the  Proteftant  Religion.  Some  of  them  having  afterwards  taken 
a  Fancy,  that  either  Mr.  Fabrice  might  be  King,  or  that  his  Majefty 
might  be  in  his  Retinue,  our  Inn  was  befieged  by  Numbers  of  People, 
who  flar’d  as  if  they  wou’d  devour  us  with  their  Eyes,  whenever  we

,  appear’d 
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appear'd  at  the  Windows,  or  went  out.  This  City  is  large,  well 
built,  and  ftrongly  walled  in,  and  is  fituated  upon  the  River  Zebeny 
whence  it  deriv’d  its  Name  Zebinium ,  which  it  dill  retains  amongft  the 
Tranfylvanians.  It  is  a  fort  of  Colony  of  Saxons.  We  fpent  the  Night 
there,  and  next  Morning  Mr.  Fabrice  went  to  make  a  Vifit  to  the  Head 
Burgomafter,  and  carried  me  with  him,  and  were  receiv’d  with  all  the 
Civility  imaginable.  A  Jefuit  dropp’d  in  vvhilft  we  were  there,  and 
we  loon  difcover’d  by  his’Queftions,  that  his  Curiofity  to  enquire  con¬ 
cerning  the  King  of  Sweden  had  the  greatefl  Share  in  his  coming.  He 
made  but  a  iliort  Vifit,  and  left  us  with  the  Burgomafter,  who  told 
us,  that  the  Roman  Catholicks,  and  even  the  Jefuit s,  lived  in  better 
Intelligence  with  the  Proteftants  there,  than  in  any  other  part  of 
Tranfylvania  and  Hungary  ;  and  that  they  convers’d  with  oneanotherj 
and  their  Clergy  abftained  from  inveighing  in  their  Pulpits,  and  wri¬ 
ting  againft  each  other.  His  Imperial  Majefty,  far  from  difturbing  the 
Proteftant  Inhabitants  on  Account  of  their  Religion,  not  only  allows 
them  freely  to  profefs  it,  but  alfo  leaves  the  Civil  Government  of  the 
City  to  them,  being  fatisfy’d  with  having  there  an  Under-Gpvernour, 
who  is  a  Roman  Catholick,  and  has  but  the  Shadow  of  Authority. 
One  muft  alfo  do  them  the  Juftice  to  own,  that  they  are  very  Loyal 
Subjects  to  the  Emperor,*  and  don’t,  like  feveral  others  of  the  fame 
Pveligion,  intermeddle  or  join  with  the  Malecontents  of  that  Coun- 
tty. 

We  were  fcarcely  got  to  our  Inn,  when  we  faw  a  Mefienger 
enter,  who  had  been  difpatched  by  Baron  Golrtz ,  to  enquire  what 
Rout  his  Swedifh  Majefty  wou’d  take,  and  was  to  carry  back  an 
Anfwer  to  his  Excellency,  who  was  defirous  of  meeting  him :  But  Mr. 
Fabrice ,  who  knew  him,  having  inform'd  him  of  the  King  s  Refolution 
to  pafs  Incognito ,  and  not  give  Audience  to  any  one  upon  the  Road, 
not  even  the  firft  of  his  Subjects,  this  Courier  returned  to  his  Mafter, 
who  was  but  three  Stages  from  Hermanfladt ,  whither  we  followed  and 
overtook  him.  As  foon  as  we  arrived  the  Baron  embrac’d  Mr.  Fabrice , 
and  was  locked  up  with  him  for  almoft  two  Hours  and  a  half,  during 
which  a  good  Dinner  was  drefs’d  for  them ;  and  when  twas  ready 
they  were  call’d,  came  out,  and  we  fat  down  to  it.  The  whole  Dif- 
courfe  was  upon  ! Turky ,  and  efpecially  of  the  King,  till  the  Cloth  was 
taken  away }  and  his  Excellency,  contrary  to  his  natural  Temper, 
laugh’d  heartily  at  the  Counfel  Mr.  Fabrice  had  given  his  Majefty,  that 
he  might  not  be  known  whilft  on  the  Way  to  Sweden  ;  and  ordered  his 
Servants,  who  had  dined  before,  not  to  lofeTime,  but  to  get  all  things 
in  Readinefs  for  departing  immediately.  A  Quarter  of  an  Hour  after 
the  Horfes  were  put  to  his  Chaife  5  which  done,  he  took  Mr.  Fabrice 
in  it  with  him,  and  his  Secretary  and  I  went  in  a  Foft  Waggon;  and 
we  reached  *  IVeiffemburgh  the  Beginning  of  next  Night,  being  the 
19th.  This  City  ftands  very  agreeably  upon  a  little  riftng  Ground,  is 
water’d  by  the  River  Qmpayy  and  looks  upon  a  vaft  and  charming 
Plain,  diverftfy’d  by  plough’d  Fields  and  Meadows.  Its  Fortifications 
are  good,  and  they  were  then  at  Work  to  enlarge  and  make  them  more 
regular  ;  its  Extent  it  not  fo  great  as  Hermanfladt ,  nor  is  it  fo  hand- 
fom,  but  it  is  ftronger:  It  was  before  that  the  Refidence  of  the  Princes 
of  the  Country,  as  it  is  now  of  the  Governours.  We  only  ftaid  here

to  change  Horfes,  and  went  to  lie,  or  rather  reft  fome  Hours,  at  the 
firft  Poft  beyond  it;  after  which  we  again  fet  forwards  and  travelfd 
as  fail  as  the  Horfes  would  go,  without  over-ftraining  them.  We 
din’d  the  2tft  at  {a)  Claufemburgh which  Place  is  large  enough,  but  in-  Ciaufem- 
differently  peopled,  and  its  Houles  are  very  old-falhioned,  and  forthebursh* 
moft  part  kept  but  in  ill  Repair.  There  are  four  Churches  built  in 
the  Form  of  a  Latin  Crofs,  and  the  greateft  is  Ariaii ,  one  Lutheran , 
one  Reformed,  and  the  lead  for  the  Roman  Catholicks  ;  by  which  it 
appears  that  the  Liberty  of  Confcience  is  not  fo  much  difturbed  by  the 
Emperor,  as  is  complained  of  by  the  Hungarian  and  Tranjy Iranian 
Malecontents.  Thefe  Churches  are  not  at  all  remarkable.  That  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Roman  Catholicks  having  been  the  laft  built,  is  the  moft 
regular;  it  will  eafily  be  judged  that  the  others  were  alfo  originally 
in  their  Poffeftion,  but  have  changed  Mafters  by  the  Prevalence  of  the 
Reformation.  The  Country  is  every  where  fruitful  and  pleafant,  and 
(if  one  excepts  fome  Towns  and  Villages  here  and  there  deftroyed  in 
the  Heat  of  Wars)  entertains  the  Sight  with  an  agreeable  Landskip  of 
Plains,  Meadows,  little  Hills,  arable  Fields  and  Woods. 

Purfuing  our  Journey  by  Conod ,  Terund ,  Sonber ,  Majir , '  Egni,  Bred , 

Silty i  Kerma ,  Heda ,  Shombro ,  Stzale ,  Margita ,  and  Lethdfally ,  we 
reach’d  on  the  23d  in  the  Evening  [b)  Hebrezzin ,  a  City  of  the  Upper 
Hungary ,  in  the  Earldom  of  Kalo ,  more  populous  and  not  fo  ill  built 
as  Claufemburgh.  Its  Civil  Government  is  in  the  Hands  of  the  Cal- 
vinijls,  who  very  prudently  held  neuter  during  the  Revolutions  in 
Times  paft ;  but  after  the  reducing  of  Zolmac  and  Ctifhoiv  or  Caffovia , 
put  itfelf  Under  his  Imperial  Majefty’s  Protection.  We  fpent  the  whole 
Night  here,  and  the  next  Day  we  purfued  our  Road  on  the  S.  W.  and 
within  few  Miles  from  the  Dependences  of  Tokay.  This  is  a  pretty  ftrong  Tokay. 
Place,  moft  pleafantly  fituated  on  the  Confluence  of  the  TeiJJe  and 
Bodroch ,  according  to  all  the  Accounts  I  heard  of  it ;  for  I  never  went 
_  to  fee  it,  tho’  I  pafs’d  twice  fo  near;  and  I  have  been  reproach’d  with 
my  Negligence  by  feveral  Travellers,  who  faid,  that  had  they  been  in 
my  room,  they  would  at  leaft  have  gone  and  tafted  the  famous  Neffar 
of  that  Name  on  the  very  Spot:  To  which  I  anfwer’d,  that  they  might  be 
difappointed  in  this  RefpeCt,  if  what  I  have  been  told  by  credible  Per- 
fons,  that  there  is  none  of  the  right  Tokay  Wine  to  be  got  for  Money, 
is  ftill  faCt ;  for  I  remember  Prince  Tekely ,  who  had  once  the  Place 
and  the  Country  in  his  PofTelTion,  aflur’d  me,  that  the  Soil  which  pro¬ 
duces  it  is  of  fo  fmall  a  Compafs,  that  the  whole  Product  was  referved 
for  the  Ufe  of  its  Sovereigns,  and  efteenfd  a  Prefent  worthy  of  crown’d 
Heads.  The  fame  has  been  confirm’d  to  me  by  others,  who  added, 
that  that  fmall  Spot  of  Ground  enclofes  feveral  rich  Veins  of  Gold  ; 
that  the  Bunch  of  Grapes,  with  fome  Particles  of  this  precious  Metal 
which  is  in  the  Imperial  Treafury,  was  found  there;  and  that  it  was 
propos’d  to  the  Court  of  Vienna ,  to  open  thofe  Veins ;  but  the  Propo¬ 
sals  were  rejected,  not  to  lofe  fo  delicious  and  certain  a  Prefent  of  Na¬ 
ture  as  that  Wine,  for  an  uncertain  one.  And  that,  as  for  the  other 
fort  of  Wine,  which  grows  in  the  neighbouring  Parts,  under  the  fame 
Name,  and  is  alfo  very  much  efteem’d,  it  was  fold  off  before-hand  to

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foreign  Merchants,  and  almofl  as  foon  exported  as  made;  fo  that 
there  is  none,  even  of  that  fort,  or  but  very  little  good  to  be  found  in 
the  whole  Country. 

We  pafs’d  through  Tr e-war di,  Wiwary ,  Hordoua ,  little  Villages  fi~ 
tuated  upon  continued  Paflure  Lands,  where  I  obferved  as  fine  and  as 
large  Cattle  grazing,  as  in  England.  Afterwards,  leaving  behind  us 
Borofto ,  Tcheiga ,  Arogolatz ,  Haduart ,  An  ad,  and  Kerwoa ,  iarge  Villa¬ 
ges,  lying  in  a  very  rich  and  fat  Soil,  we  arriv’d  at  Bud  a  the  27th, 
where  we  lay,  and  I  found  nothing  new  to  add  to  my  former  Remarks 
upon  it.  Setting  out  from  hence,  we  reach’d  Vienna  the  29th,  after 
having  pafs’d  by  Warejwar ,  LDoraek,  Neydorff \  NetfmaU^JCongo ,  Raab , 
Altemburg.  Hochjtrafen ,  Jarendorft ,  Altemburg ,  and  Fifchia ,  moft  of  them  Vil¬ 
lages  ,*  of  which  I  fhall  fay,  as  ol  Buda,  having  feen  them  ail  in  my 
former  Journey  this  Way,  except  ( a )  Altemburg ,  which  I  had  left  on 
one  fide  to  fee  Presburgh  3  nor  did  I  lofe  any  thing  by  the  Change,  it 
not  being  near  fo  handfome  nor  fo  confiderable. 

Vienna:  Mr;  Fabrice  went  to  the  Imperial  Court  of  Vienna  to  make  an  Excufe 

for  the  King  of  Sweden’s  Refolution  of  travelling  incognito ,  and  return 
Thanks  for  the  Honours  defign’d  him  ;  and  Baron  Golrtz ,  having  fome 
Reafons  for  taking  Brejlaw  and  Berlin  in  his  Way,  fet  out  on  the  2d 
of  November  with  the  Secretary  before-mention’d,  whom  I  found  to 
be  properly  one  of  the  Duke-Adminiftrator  of  Holfteins.  Mr.  Fa¬ 
brice  and  my  felf  alfo  left  this  City  the  next  Morning,  in  order  to  crofs 
Bohemia  and  Saxony ,  in  our  Road  to  Hamburgh ,  where  we  hoped  to 
Prague,  hear  News  of  the  King.  On  the  7th  we  reach’d  Prague ,  a  City  well 
enough  known  by  the  feveral  Sieges  it  has  fuflained,  the  different  Ma¬ 
ilers  it  has  had,  its  Beauty,  and  its  Extent.  It  may  be  calld  Tripolis , 
being  divided  into  the  Old ,  the  New,  and  the  Little  Cities.  The  firft  is 
fituated  on  the  River  Moldau ,  and  is  join’d  (together  with  Little  Prague , 
which  is  on  the  Weflern  Side  of  it)  to  the  New  One  (which  is  on  the 
Eaflern  Side  of  the  River)  by  a  magnificent  Stone-Bridge  with  twenty 
four  Arches,  adorned  with  divers  fine  Statues.  Among  thefe  they  de¬ 
fire  one  to  obferve  that  of  St.  Nicepovicenus ,  like  that  of  which  I  took 
Notice  at  Vienna ,  near  Leopoldfiadt ,  which  (as  they  fay)  is  but  a  Co¬ 
py  of  this  at  Prague.  They  pretend,  that  it.  is  fet  up  on  the  fame 
Spot  whence  that  Saint,  by  Order  of  a  King  of  that  Country,  was 
formerly  thrown  off  and  drowned  in  the  River,  for  having  preach’d  too 
boldly  againfl  his  Amours.  The  Things  moll  worthy  Obfervation  at 
Prague ,  are  in  this  Part  of  it ;  there  is  the  Cathedral,  a  fine  and  bold 
Stru&ure  3  and  the  old  Palace  Royal,  become  Imperial  fince  by  the 
depofing  the  lafl  King  of  Bohemia .  This  Palace  is  fet  off  with  all  the 
Beauties  of  the  Time  in  which  ’twas  built,  and  of  the  Gothick  Order, 
which  principally  reigns  therein.  There  is  likewife  a  Citadel,  which 
pafles  for  one  of  the  befl  in  Germany ;  as  does  alfo  another,  fituated 
on  an  Eminence  without  the  City,  whence  it  almofl  entirely  commands 
it.  Nor  is  the  Univerfity  to  be  omitted,  where  John  Hufs  and  Jerom 
of  Prague  taught,  tho’  it  is  little  frequented  now  to  what  it  was  for¬ 
merly.  Our  Stay  in  this  City  was  but  three  or  four  Hours,  one  at 
lead  of  which  was  fpent  at  Dinner,  and  the  reft  I  made  ufe  of  to 
fee  the  Place  as  fuperficially  as  I  defcribe  it.  We  met  there  at  out 


(4)  Altemburg,  the  ancient  Flexum,  fituated  on  the  Southern  Side  of  the  Danube  in  Lower 
Hungary,  s.  tV.  of  Presburgh, 
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Inn  General  Daldorff ;  or  rather  he,  hearing  that  we  were  there,  came 
to  find  us,  and  gave  Mr.  Fabrice  all  manner  of  grateful  Demonftrations 
of  that  Friendlhip  which  had  fucceeded  his  former  Averfion  already 
mention’d.  He  was  waiting  for  a  Pafiport  from  the  Court  at  Drefdtn , 
which  he  had  defired  his  Friends  in  Saxony  to  foilicit  for  him,  in  order 
to  go  through  that  Country  to  Hamburgh. 

Having  left  Trague ,  we  met  at  the  fecond  or  third  Stage  (if  I  re¬ 
member  right)  the  Princefs  of  Tufcany ,  or  at  lead  the  Lady  that 
was  married  to  Prince  Gafton ,  of  that  Name.  Our  Pod-Boy  told  us 
it  was  her,  for  otherwife  we  fhould  not  have  taken  her  for  a  Prin¬ 
cefs,  nor  even  a  Woman,  by  her  Equipage,  which  was  partly 
that  of  a  Hunter.  She  had  a  Coat  very  clofe,  with  Boots,  a  Fur 
Cap,  and  wide  Breeches  like  a  'Dutch  Sailor,  walking  in  a  Fenny 
Ground  with  one  of  her  Attendants,  who  held  a  Piece  loaded,  ready 
to  prefent  her  on  the  fird  Occafion  that  iliould  offer ;  the  red 
Were  waiting  near  her  Calafh,  which  was  but  three  or  four  Paces 
from  the  Road  by  which  we  pafs’d,  nor  the  Midrefs  above  twen¬ 
ty.  I  remember  that  my  Fellow-Traveller  in  1710,  from  Florenceio 
Rome ,  told  me,  (in  fpeaking  of  Prince  Gaftoris  Marriage  with  this 
Princefs)  of  their  fudden  Separation  3  that  this  Prince  was  hardly  two 
Hours  a  Bed  with  her  (Tome  others  fay  not  at  all)  e’er  he  took  Pod 
to  fly  away,  and  has  never  feen  her  fince.  I  don’t  know  whether 
ever  their  Highnefles  gave  any  Reafons  for  it,  at  lead  I  never  heard 
them ;  or  whether  it  be  one  of  the  Effecds  of  human  Antipathy,  for 
which  none  can  account.  The  People  of  the  Country  faid,  that  her 
Highnefs  made  her  chief  Delight  in  Sporting  and  Fifhing  ,*  the  Coun¬ 
try  is  mod  inviting  to  both,  by  the  vad  Plenty  of  Game  of  all  forts 
wherewith  it  fwarms,  as  well  as  by  the  great  Quantities  of  Fifli  with 
which  Rivers,  Lakes,  Ponds,  &c.  are  dored  3  which,  with  the  arable 
Fields,  Meadows,  Fens,  Woods,  fyc.  make  a  rich  and  beautiful  Variety. 

We  pafs’d  by  no  other  Town  till  the  9th,  when  we  came  to  AuJJigh,  only 
confiderable  for  its  Situation  on  the  Eadern  Side  of  the  Elbe ;  and  at 
‘Peterfwalda  we  enter'd  into  the  Upper  Saxony ,  which  I  found  to  be 
fuch  as  the  Swedes ,  who  had  made  there  a  Golden  Campaign,  (to  ufe 
their  own  Terms,)  deferibed  it,  that  is  to  fay,  a  delicious  Country,  in¬ 
habited  by  a  People  generally  worthy  of  it,  by  their  natural  Beauty. 

As  we  approach’d  {a)  Drefden ,  or  at  lead  within  a  Mile  or  more  of  it,  Drefden. 
I  counted  to  the  Number  of  forty  four  fine  Villages,  and  never  lels 
than  fifteen  or  fixteen  at  a  time  within  Sight.  We  arriv’d  at  the  City 
on  the  1  ith,  which  is  worthy  of  that  rich  Neighbourhood ;  it  is  drong- 
ly  wall’d  or  fortify’d,  and  defended  by  a  good  Citadel,  and  divided  by 
the  Elbe  into  two  Parts,  under  the  Names  of  New  and  Old  Cities  3  its 
Churches,  Palaces,  Houfes,  &c.  are  fine,  and  regularly  built,-  the  E- 
ledforal  Palace  is  a  well  defign’d  and  magnificent  Structure,  fumptuoufly 
adorn’d  with  rich  Furniture,  and  good  Paintings.  The  fame  may  be 
faid  of  the  Stables,  whofe  Stalls  are  divided  by  fine  Pillars,  and  fill’d 
(at  leafl:  were  then  fo)  with  a  curious  Choice  of  Horfes  of  a  foreign 
Breed.  There  is  another  Palace,  a  good  Walk  from  the  City,  not 
near  fo  large  as  this,  but  built  more  after  the  modern,  and  adorned 
with  fine  Paintings,  befides  a  Number  of  Curiofities,  that  are  Amufe- 
ments  worthy  of  Virtuofos .  However,  this  may  more  juflly  be  Ailed 

{a)  Drefden^  the  Capital  of  Higher  Saxony,  ■» 
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a  Pleafure-Houfe  than  a  Palace,  being  accompanied  with  a  beautiful 
Garden,  by  the  happy  Didribution  of  and  Order  that  reigns  through¬ 
out  its  Parterres,  Labyrinths*  Grottos,  Fountains,  &c.  To  return  to 
the  City ;  fome  Officers  told  me  at  Bender ,  that  his  Swedijh  Majedy, 
after  having  reduced  the  prefent  King  of  ‘Poland  to  fign  the  Treaty  of 
Travendal ,  by  which  he  was  only  permitted  to  keep  the  Title  of  King, 
Baron  Stralheim ,  a  Gentleman  known  by  his  witty  ExprefTions,  think¬ 
ing  this  Vific  both  dangerous  and  raid,  and  having  in  vain  endeavour'd 
to  difluade  his  Mafter  from  it,  told  him  at  his  Return,  that  a  great 
Council  of  War  was  held  in  the  City :  His  Majeffy  ask'd  if  he  knew 
upon  what  Account  ?  He  anfwer’d,  I  am  not  certain  of  ity  but  I  believe 
it  is  upon  what  they  Jhould  do  when  your  Majefly  was  there .  And  what 
jhould  they  have  done ,  rejoin’d  the  King  ?  Have  kept  your  Majefly  there 
till  you  had  broken  off  the  Treaty  of  Renunciation  of  the  Crown  oj'  Vo- 
land.  Ah ,  King  Auguflus  durft  not  do  that ,  faid  his  Majefly.  He 
never  fo  much  as  thought  of  it ,  added  Mr.  Stralheim ,  as  your  Majefly  s 
good  Luck  woud  have  it.  The  Arfenal  is  abundantly  ftored  with  Arms 
of  all  Kinds,  the  mod  part  taken  from  their  Enemies,  efpecially  the 
Turks ,  at  the  Siege  of  Buda,  not  to  mention  leveral  other  forts  of 
Spoils,  as  Coats  of  Mail,  Saddles,  Bridles,  Topouz ,  &c. 

Having  ftaid  two  Days  in  this  City,  we  again  took  Pod  the  13th 
to  continue  our  Journey  towards  Hamburgh ,  whither  we  defign’d  to 
go,  expecting  there  to  hear  News  of  the  King  of  Sweden.  We  took 
Leipfick.  up  our  Lodging  that  Night  at  {a)  Leipfick ,  where  we  arriv’d  time  enough 
in  the  Afternoon  to  fee  it  before  we  departed,  which  we  did  the  next 
Day  in  the  Morning.  This  City  is  advantagioudy  fituated  upon  the 
Pleifs ,  and  is  large,  populous,  and  defended  by  a  drong  Citadel.  Be¬ 
ing  fo  near  Lutzen,  my  Curiofity  would  have  carried  me  to  view, 
in  a  Plain  adjacent  to  this  little  City,  the  Bed  of  Honour,  where 
the  great  Guftavus  Adolphus  breath’d  his  lad,  it  being  mark’d  (as 
they  told  me)  by  a  Stone  fet  up  on  the  very  Spot,  where  he  was  found 
lifelefs  ;  but,  Mr .  Fabrice  being  defirous  of  departing  the  next  Morn¬ 
ing  before  Day,  I  was  obliged  to  curb  my  Inclinations.  Whild  I’m 
upon  this  Subject,  we  were  inform’d  that  the  Northern  Hero  Charles 
XII,  after  his  Vifit  to  King  Auguflus ,  made  another  to  the  faid  Stone, 
thus  immortalized,  and  that  he  found  that  glorious  Bed  fo  much  to  his 
liking,  that  he  exprefs’d  a  fort  of  Defire  of  having  as  handfome  an  Oc- 
cafion  of  lying  there. 

Leaving  Leipfick  at  the  Time  before-mentioned,  we  got  about  Nine 
Hall.  a  Clock  to  QT)  Hall ,  which  is  but  two  ordinary  Stages  from  thence  ; 

but  we  only  daid  to  change  Horfes,  and  had  but  jud  Time  to  fee  it 
very  fuperficially.  This  City  is  very  populous,  and  defended  by  a  good 
Cadle  ;  it  has  from  Time  to  Time  furnilhed  the  Common-wealth  of 
Letters  with  able  Men,  and  annually  trades  in  a  good  Quantity  of  Salt, 
made  of  the  Water  of  the  four  Fountains,  that  are  by  Nature  fair,  and 
lie  within  its  Walls. 

(a)  Leipfick,  the  Capital  of  the  Circle  of  the  fame  Name ]  comprehending  the  Dutch y  of  Hall 
and  the  Earldom  of  Wettin  j  it  is  famous  for  its  Vniverfity ,  the  Purity  of  the  German  Tongue  3 
which  is  there  fipohen,  and  taught ,  and  its  Strength. 

(h)  Hall,  Halla  Saxonum,  fituated  on  the  driver  Sala. 
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We  dined  three  Miles  from  thence,  and  towards  Evening  arriv’d  at 
Qitedlingburgh ,  chiefly  famous  for  an  old  Abby  of  the  fame  Name,  Quedling- 
which  embraced  the  Confeflion  of  Ausburg  in  1539.  The  Nuns  of  bur8h' 
this  Place  (who  are  call’d  Canoneftes)  are  oblig’d  to  prove  their  No¬ 
bility  for  eight  Defcents.  The  King  of  Boland  had  juft  then  procured 
a  Canonfhip  for  the  Countefs  of  Koningfmark ,  for  whom  his  Majefty  was 
known  to  have  Efteem  enough.  Hiflory  obferves,  that  in  Imitation  of 
an  old  Cuftom  of  the  ‘Druids ,  (who  were  Judges  both  in  Spirituals  and 
Temporals,  and  ufed  to  determine  Caufes  under  high  Trees,  gene¬ 
rally  Oaks)  the  *  Abbefs  of  Quedlingburgh  had  decided  Caufes  in  Ci¬ 
vil  Matters,  and  pronounced  Sentence  under  a  very  high  One,  which 
was  between  this  City  and  Halberftadt  in  the  Year  1651.  We  lay  that 
Night  at  f  Halberftadt ,  which  is  only  remarkable  in  Hiflory  for  being  Halberftadt 
built  by  the  Cherufci ,  and  for  having  a  Column  of  one  fingle  Stone, 
which  I  believe  is  Granite  Marble,  and  call'd.**  Rolands' %  Pillar  ;  fuch 
a  Monument  was,  they  fay,  formerly  a  Sign  of  Liberty  in  divers  German 
Cities.  If  Curiofity  had  been  the  Motive  of  my  Journey,  or  I  had  tra- 
velfd  alone,  I  had  not  fail’d  going  to  fee  Baumanhol ,  which  is  at  moft  Baumanm 
but  a  Mile  diflant  from  thence  ;  but  as  it  was,  I  was  forced  to  be  con-  pecw 
tented  with  hearing  a  Defcription  of  it  from  my  Landlord,  or  rather 
from  his  Son,  a  Student,  who  told  me  that  the  Entrance  is  fo  narrow, 
that  only  one  Perfon  can  go  in  at  a  time  j  and  that  ’tis  a  real  Laby¬ 
rinth,  where  fome  People  were  loft  for  want  of  a  good  Guide,  or  bu¬ 
ried  alive,  by  the  falling  in  of  the  Earth  i  for,  added  he,  entire  Skele¬ 
tons  were  found  there  of  Perfons,  who  were  believ’d  to  have  wander’d 
Without  being  able  to  find  their  way  back,  or  to  have  been  over¬ 
whelm’d  by  the  finking  in  of  the  Ground  ;  but  I  rather  concluded  by 
this  Pi&ure  of  ir,  that  it  was  nothing  elfe  but  Cafatombs  like  thofe  at 
Rome,  Maltha ,  &c. 

Setting  out  from  Halberftadt ,  at  Break  of  Day,  we  reach’d  on  the 
15th  JVolfenbuttel  between  10  andn  a-Clock,  where  Mr.  Fabric e  Wolfenbut- 
went  diredlly  to  the  Ducal  Palace,  to  pay  his  Refpetfts  to  the  Duke  ;  tel 
but  he  was  difappointed,  for  his  Highnels  was  at  Brunfwick .  I  took 
the  Opportunity  to  go  and  fee  the  Library,  which  I  had  before  heard 
extoll’d  as  one  of  the  fineft  in  Germany  ;  and  had  not  been  long  there, 
e’er  one  of  Mr.  Fabrice  s  Servants  came  to  tell  me,  that  we  muft  depart 
for  Brunfwick  immediately  after  Dinner.  Hereupon  I  made  the  beft 
ufe  I  cou’d  of  the  little  Time  allow’d  me,  to  take  a  View  of  the  moft 
confiderable  Rarities  in  it ;  and  the  Under-Library  Keeper,  who  was 
then  there,  fhew’d  me  a  great  deal  of  Complaifance.  The  Aparrment 
which  contains  them  is  finely  contrived  and  illuminated,  the  Books 
well  chofen  and  taken  care  of,  and  the  Manufcripts  very  uncommon, 
in  great  Number,  and  ranged  in  excellent  Order.  ’Tis  enough  to  fay,

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that  this  Library  was  built  by  Adolphus  Augujlus ,  Duke  of  Brunfwick) 
a  Prince,  who  (to  all  his  other  fine  Qualities  worthy  of  the  Luilre  of 
his  Family,)  join’d  the  Love  of  Literature.  Amongft  the  Manufcripts 
there  are  all  Luthers  Writings  from  1517  to  his  Death,  with  divers 
Additions  and  Corrections  added  by  that  Dr.  in  reviewing  his  Works. 
The  Ducal  Palace  (of  which  I  only  faw  the  Outfide,  and  two  of  its 
Apartments)  is  a  tolerable  Piece  of  Archite&ure,  and  makes  a  fine 
Figure.  The  Furniture  (if  one  may  judge  by  what  I  had  a  View  of) 
is  rich  ;  and  I  was  inform’d,  that  tis  adorn’d  with  a  Number  of  fine 
Paintings,  and  indeed,  fome  of  thofe  in  the  Chappel  belonging  to  it 
are  excellent  ,*  nor  is  the  Chappel  itfelf  without  its  fingular  Beauties. 
As  to  the  City,  it  is  not  large,  but  well  fortify ’d. 

Leaving  this  Place  betwixt  Two  and  Three,  we  arriv’d  before  Four 
Brunfwiclc.  at  f  Brunfijick,  anddifmounted  atNiv. Augujlus  Fabrice  s,  Privy-Coun- 
cellor  and  Plenipotentiary  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain ,  at  the  Con- 
grefs  for  the  Affairs  of  the  Electorate.  The  Reception  he  gave  a  Bro¬ 
ther  he  dearly  loved,  after  anAbfence  of  Five  Years,  may  be  eafily 
imagin’d,  and  we  (laid  here  five  Days.  This  City  is  pretty  large,  and 
its  Fortifications  are  good,  tho*  negleCted  and  antique  :  It  is  fituated 
on  the  Oker  as  well  as  IVolfenbuttcl,  whence  it  is  diftant  but  a  German 
Mile.  Tis  divided  into  Five  Parts,  whence  it  has  been  firnam’d  Ten - 
tapolisy  or  the  Five  Cities  3  its  Government  is  wholly  Lutherany  and 
at  fuch  Enmity  with  the  Jews,  that  none  of  that  Nation  may  pafs  one 
Night  there  without  paying  a  Ducat  Fine.  No  other  Religion  was  al¬ 
low’d  to  be  freely  profefs’d  within  its  JurifdiCtion,  till  the  late  Duke 
Anthony  (who  turn’d  Roman  Catholick  fome  few  Years  before  his 
Death)  built  a  very  pretty  Church  there,  and  had  Mafs  faid  in  it  3  but 
fince  his  Deceafe  it  has  been  converted  by  the  Lutherans  to  their  own 
Ufe.  The  Plenipotentiaries  of  the  Congrefs  at  Brunfwick ,  for  fettling 
the  Affairs  in  the  North,  paffed  their  Time  in  this  City,  much  after  the 
fame  manner  as  thofe  now  at  Cambray  have  fince  done  for  about  Two 
Years,  and  had  as  little  Bufinefsas  the  latter  feem  to  have  as  yet.  Their 
mod  agreeable  Flours  were  fpent  in  AfTemblies,  Balls,  ire.  and  one 
Night,  when  there  was  one  at  the  Duke  of  Wolfenbuttels,  where  Mr. 
Fabrice  happen’d  to  be,  with  thofe  Gentlemen,  playing  at  Cards  with, 
fome  Ladies,  Word  was  brought  to  his  Highnefs,  that  two  Swedijh 
Officers,  (who  faid  they  had  Pafsports  and  Letters  from  the  King  of 
Sweden)  were  at  the  Gates  in  great  hafte,  and  begg’d  that  they  might 
be  open’d,  in  order  to  their  changing  Horfes,  and  purfuing  their  Jour¬ 
ney  ,*  and  his  Highnefs  commanded  they  fliou’d  fuffer  them  to  go 
on.  An  Hour  after,  Cards  being  over,  a  fplendid  Supper  was  ferved 
iip,  and  all  the  Company  fat  down  to  Table  :  His  Highnefs  told  Mr. 
Fabrice ,  that  he  had  order’d  the  Gates  to  be  open’d  for  two  Swedijh 
Officers,  who  feem’d  very  impatient  of  going  forwards.  Mr.  Fabrice 
faid,  <c  I  am  forry  that  I  was  not  told  of  it  then ;  I  know  all  the  Swedijh 
“  Officers  perfonally,  or  by  Name,  I  would  have  enquired  of  them 
<c  where  they  had  left  the  King  Upon  which,  his  Highnefs  fent  to 
the  Pofl-houfe,  to  fee  whether  they  perfevered  in  their  hafly  Refolution 
of  going  further  that  Night,  or  at  leaft  what  Names  they  had  given  in 
at  the  Gates  3  but  Word  was  brought  back,  that  they  only  Raid  to 
have  frefii  Horfes  bridled  and  faddled  ;  and  by  the  Defcription  which 

*  Brunfwick,  Brunopolis  or  Brunonis  Vicus,  fo  call'd  from  having  been  built  by  Bruno 
Son  of  Adolphus  Duke  of  Saxony. 
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Was  made  of  them,  and  the  ftrange  Names  they  had  affum’d,  quite  un¬ 
known  to  Mr.  Fabrice ,  as  well  as  to  any  body  elfc,  he  concluded  in  his 
Mind  that  one  might  be  the  King  of  Sweden ;  and  in  effeCt  it  was  fo,  as 
we  heard  it  Four  or  Five  Days  afterwards,  arid  his  Majefty  own’d 
himfelf  at  Stralfund ,  with  thefe  Circumftances,  that,  hearing  at  the 
Poft-Houfe,  that  he,  Mr.  Fabrice,  had  been  fome  Days  at  Brunfwick, 
his  Majefty  was  afraid  left  the  Duke  Ihou’d  defire  him  to  examine  the 
Swedes  who  happen’d  to  pafs  that  way  ;r  and  in  that  cafe  he  had  or¬ 
dered  Colonel  ‘During ,  who  attended  him;  to  ftand  all  the  Time  upon 
the  Threlhold  of  the  Door,  to  make ;  a  Sign  to  him  not  to  difcover 
them  i  but  to  make  as  if  he  only  remcmbred  them  as  Officers  whom 
he  had  feen,  without  fpeaking  to,  or  taking  any  farther  Notice  of  them. 

The  next  Morning  Mr.  Fabrice  t61d  me  his  ThoughtsV  and  refolved 
to  fet  out  the  very  fame  Day  for  ZeU }  where  we  arrived  ij*  the  Evening,  ^\\: 
and  took  our  Lodging  at  the  Prefidcnt  his  Father’s  Houle,  who  received 
him  with  all  the  Marks  of  Tendernefs  and  AflbCHon  imaginable ;  and 
hardly  two  Days  were  elapfed  fince  our  Arrival*  that  we,  heard  that  of 
the  King  of  Sweden  at  Stralfundy  and  the  fame  was  confirm’d  in  lefs 
than  two  more  with  the  following  Circumftances,  That  .his ,  Majefty 
difguifed  himfelf  by  putting  on  a  black  Wig,  an  old  laced  Hat,  and  a 
brown  Coat  with  a  blue  Cloak,  left  in  the  Night  of  the  7th  Teddejiy , 
a  fmali  Place  in  Walachia,  paffed  on  that  of  the  iift  thro’  Brunjhiick , 
and  arrived  next  Morning  at  the  Gates  of  Stralfund ,  having  rode  about 
*150  German  Miles  in  14  Days;  (and 'had  not  Col.  During  f  who 
accompany’d  his  Majefty, .  fallen  Sick  by  hard  Riding,  Would  have 
been  there  a  Day  at  leaft  fooner ;  )  That  the  Ufual  Queftion  at  the  Gates 
of  Stralfund,  Who  they  were,  what  their  Names  and  Characters,  and 
whence  they  came,  being  put  to  them  ;  Mr.  During  anfwer’d,  that  they 
wereCaptains  in  the  King  of  Sweden^  Service,  who  had  Difpatches  for 
General  Ducker ;  that  their  Pafsports  being  demanded  confirm’d  the  lame. 
Hereupon  they  were  conducted  to  the  General  by  a  Centinel ;  to  whom 
the  King,  when  he  came  to  the  Palace  Gates,  threw  his  Cloak,  fay¬ 
ing,  Here,  take  that  for  your  felf :  That  having  made  himfelf  known,  on 
his  Arrival  thither,  his  Excellency;receiv’d  him  with  the  RefpeCt  and 
Submiffion  due  from  a  Subject  to  his  Sovereign,  andexcufed  his  not  ha¬ 
ving  waited  on  his  Majefty  without  the  City,  to  give  him  a  Reception 
fuitable  to  his  Royal  Dignity,  and  the  Duty  of  his  Subjects,  by  his 
Majefty’s  coming  thus  Incognito  •:  That  the  King  anfwer’d,  *Tis  better 
as  it  is,  I  had  a  mind  to  be  Incognito  till  now ,  and  am  fatisffd:  That  his 
Majefty  was  afterwards  complimented  by  the  Nobility  and  Clergy,  &'c. 
and  tho’  he  had  ridden  the  faid  1 50  German  Leagues  info  Ihort  a  time, 
was  continually  onHorfeback,  either  reviewing  his  Troops,  or  viftting 
the  Fortifications,  and  look’d  as  frelh  and  as  well  as  if  he  had  indulged 
himfelf,  and  fuffer’d  no  Fatigue  at  all.  1  }* ' 

We  no  fooner  heard  this  Account  of  the  King  of  Sweden ,  but  wfe 
prepar’d  to  fet  out  for  Hamburgh,  (Mr.  Fabrice  to  have  a  Conference 
with  the  Duke  Adminiftrator  of  Holjlein ,  and  afterwards  join  his  Ma¬ 
jefty)  and  my  felf  for  fome  private  Affairs  that  required  my  Prefence 
in  that  City.  When  we  came  to  Harburg,  we  were  there  inform’d  that 
his  Highnefs  had  palled  by,  and  defign’d,  as  was  believ’d,  for  StraU 
fund ;  whereupon  Mr.  Fabrice  fent  to  the  Poft-houfe,  in  order  to  follow 
by  the  fame  Rout ;  and  I  took  leave  of  him  to  fee  out  for  Hamburgh,

pro- 
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promifing  to  rejoin  him  as  foon  as  my  Bufinefs  was  finilh'd.  Some 
Days  after  he  wrote  me  Word,  that  he  had  overtaken  hisHighnefs  two 
Stages  from  Stralfundy  and  that  they  had  been  receiv'd  the  moft  gra- 
cioufly  in  the  World  by  his  Majedy  ;  that  Baron  Golrtz,  was  on  his 
Way  from  Berlin ,  and  expedited  there  every  Hour. 


CHAP.  VI. 

Some  few  Remarks  on  Hamburgh  and  Kiel.  The 
King  of  Denmark V  reviewing  his  <yirmy  at 
Trittow.  The  Siege  of  Strall'und.  The  Duke 
of  Mecklenburgh’r  Difference  with  his  Nobility ; 
he  imprifons  the  Council  of  Roftock.  Some  /lc- 
count  of  that  City ,  Lubeck,  & c. 

Hamburgh#1  A  S  I  can  make  no  new  Obfervations  upon  Hamburgh,  I  ffiall  fay 
XJl  little  of  it,  but  only  for  the  Connexion  of  my  Travels.  ’Tis 
a  handfome  large  Hans  Town,  fituated  30  or  40  Englijh  Miles  from  the 
Mouth  oft  he  Elbe,  on  its  Northern  Side;  and  divided  into  the  new  and 
old  Cities,  as  Drefden .  It  is  drongly  walled  in,  and  its  Fortifications 
are  regularly  and  agreeably  lined  with  Turf.  Its  Churches  are  gene¬ 
rally  large  and  fine,  or  at  lead  have  all  the  Beauties  of  their  Times ; 
the  Statues  and  Images  of  Saints,  &c.  which  were  reverenc'd  in  them 
by  the  Roman  Catholicks,  are  flill  for  the  mod  part  preferved  therein, 
as  Ornaments,  by  the  Lutheran  Reformation.  I’ll  name  the  ‘Domo 
fird,  as  the  former  Cathedral,  tho’  not  the  fined  ;  its  Bithoprick  was 
re-united  to  that  of  Bremen  in  850,  whofe  Bifliops  alfo  continu’d  to 
be  ftil’d  fo  of  \Hambwgh  :  And  when  even  the  Archbilhoprick  of  Bre¬ 
men  was  feculariz’d  in  1678  to  the  Swedijh  Crown,  the  Swedijh  Kings 
and  Queens  were  acknowledged  Titular  Archbilhops  of  the  fird,  as 
well  as  of  the  fecond;  till  that  in  1720,  by  a  Treaty  concluded  be¬ 
tween  the  King  of  England  and  the  Queen  of  Sweden ,  the  Dukedom 
of  Bremen  was  yielded  to  his  Britijh  Majedy  with  all  its  Revenues, 
and  confequently  the  fame  Titles  and  Rights.  St.  Nicholas  and  St.Gz- 
therines  may  claim  the  fird  Rank  of  Beauty,  and  St.  ‘Peters  take  place 
after  them.  St.  James's  is  pretty  well,  and  isefpecially  recorded  in  Hi- 
(lory,  and  didinguifh'd  by  the  Sirname  of  Meyer  s  Church  ;  from  the 
Doctors  Seditious  Sermons,  as  they  are  call’d  to  this  Day,  preach'd  in 
it ;  or  the  Troubles  and  Divifions  afcrib’d  to  him.  The  Government, 
who  allow  and  grant  all  manner  of  Privileges  and  Liberties  in  Tempo¬ 
rals  to  Strangers,  of  whatfoever  Nation  and  Religion  for  Encourage¬ 
ment  of  Commerce,  is  not  fo  generous  in  refped  of  Spirituals  3  for 
only  the  Courts  of  Vienna  and  of  England  have  Chappels  w  ithin  the 
Walls  of  the  City,  for  the  free  Exercife  of  their  refpedfive  Religions  ; 
nay,  even  this  Liberty  has  been  violated  of  late  in  the  Houfe  and 
Chappel  of  the  Emperor’s  Minider,  which  have  been  pull’d  down  or 
abuled,  at  the  rate  diffidently  known,  by  the  Populace,  w  ho  have  been 
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fee  at  work  (as  feveral  Perfons  would  have  it)  by  fome  new  Meyers ; 
(to  ufe  their  ExpreftionsJ  His  Imperial  Majefty  has  refented  this  fo 
much  the  higher,  that  this  Commonwealth  enjoys  his  Protection  ;  and 
his  Imperial  Majefty  left  but  two  Ways  open  to  Pardon  for  fuch  a 
rebellious  and  audacious  Attempt ;  the  firft,  That  two  or  more  Senators 
jhould  go  to  beg  that  Tar  don  at  the  Foot  of  his  Throne  at  Vienna  ;  and 
the  fecond.  That  another  more  magnificent  Houfe ,  with  a  Chappell  JJjould 
be  rebuilt  in  Hamburgh  for  his  Minifter ,  at  the  Expence  of  the  City . 
Others,  tho’  they  difapprove  indeed  the  ACtion,  fay  that  it  has  been 
chiefly  occafion’d  by  th ejefuits  and  other  Catholick  Priefts,  who  cannot 
be  quiet  where  they  find  the  lefs  Protection,  but  will  meddle  not  only 
with  other  People’s  Religion,  even  in  their  own  Homes,  to  make  Pro- 
felites,  but  too  much  with  State  Affairs ;  it  is  the  general  Complaint 
of  the  Proteflants  againft  the  Zeal  of  thofe  Fathers  for  the  Propagation 
of  the  Catholick  Faith,  <&c.  Thofe  who  accufe  them  with  having  gi¬ 
ven  Occafion  to  that  Tumult,  add,  for  Inftance  of  their  Charge,  that 
the  Enghfh  have  never  been  molefted  nor  difturb’d  in  their  Chappel,  or 
in  the  Exercife  of  their  Religion,  (tho’ not  look’d  better  upon  than  the 
Romm Catholjcks)  becaufe  their  Priefts  difturb  no  Body  abroad  in  this 
nor  any  other  RefpeCt;  which  puts  me  in  mind  of  a  Meffage  which 
Vtfier  Alt  Bafhaw  Chiorlouly  fent  to  Mr .Ferriol  by  the  French  Interpreter 
Mr.  Brue,  upon  the  repeated  Complaints  of  feveral  Ant-l catholick  Ar¬ 
menians  againft  thefe  Fathers,  on  Account  of  their  Converfions.  £C  Tell 
<c  your  Embaffador,  that  if  his  Cara  Tapas ,  or  Black  Priefts,  won’t 
“  imitate  our  Immams ,  or  the  Englifh  and  2 Fitch  Priefts  who  live  a- 
“  mong  us,  *viz.  to  let  every  Body  enjoy  in  Peace  the  Liberty  of  his 
Ci  Belief,  but  will  excite  further  Troubles  and  Divifions  among  our 
*e  Chriftian  Subjects,  they  fliall  be  all  put  on  Board  of  your  Veffels, 
<e  and  fent  out  of  the  Ottoman  Territories. 

The  Britifh  Merchants  in  Hamburgh  make  a  very  handfome  Figure, 
and  live  up  to  the  Character  of  Perfons  of  Condition,  no  way  deroga¬ 
ting  by  their  Actions,  any  more  than  by  their  trading  Profeflion,  from 
the  genteel  Blood  that  runs  in  the  Veins  of  the  moft  part.  I  was  re¬ 
commended  particularly  to  Meftieurs  Charles  Gore  and  John  H 'anbury, 
who,  with  their  Friends,  loaded  me  with  Civilities :  They  kept  a  fine 
Stable  well  ftor’d  with  Englifh  Horfes,  and  a  Pack  of  Hounds  of  the  fame 
Nation;  they  gave  me  the  Pleafure  of  hunting  the  Hare,  as  well  as  that 
of  Bowling,  for  the  Company  has  a  fine  Bowling-Green  in  the  new  Ci¬ 
ty,  which  is  a  fpacious  Spot  of  Ground  pleafantly  furrounded  with 
Walls  and  Trees,  and  accompany’d  with  a  pretty  Houfe  for  eating  and 
drinking,  &c.  The  Floufes,  both  in  the  new  and  old  City,  are  for  the 
Generality  after  the  old  Falhion  ;  but  there  are  a  pretty  many  others 
after  the  modern  ones,  which  pleafe  very  much  :  That  of  Baron  Gorltz 
isofFree-ftone,  and  one  of  the  fineft;  nay,  fome  give  it  the  Precedence 
over  all,  for  the  Order  and  Magnificence  of  its  Structure.  The  Town 
Cellar  is  famous  for  its  old  Rhenifli  Wine,  preferv’d  in  it,  as  they  fay, 
for  above  an  Age,  as  alfo  that  of  the  Nekar  and  Mo  fell. 

Some  time  after  my  Arrival  at  Hamburgh ,  I  went  to  [a)  Altena ,  di- 
ftant  but  a  Quarter  of  a  Mile  thence  upon  the  Southern  Side  of  the 
Elbe,  where  I  took  up  my  Lodging.  It  had  not  as  yet  recovered  the 
Damages  done  it  by  the  Swedes ,  who  fet  fire  to  and  burnt  it  to  Allies,

after 
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after  the  Victory  of  Gradbufch ,  but  they  were  rebuilding  it.  The  In¬ 
habitants  were  co  the  lad  deeply  incenfed  againd  them,  they  having 
hardly  fpared  the  Reformed  Churches  of  the  French  and  \ Dutch ,  where 
Divine  Service  is  perform’d  for  thole  of  thefe  two  Nations  after  their 
own  Manner.  (V)  The  Jews ,  not  being  able  to  obtain  the  fame’Favour 
of  their  Synagogue,  were  then  rebuilding  it  after  a  handfomer  Model 
(as  was  faid)  than  before,  and  it  was  almod  finilhed,  and  was  the  fined 
Edifice  of  the  fort  that  I  have  feen  in  Chriflendom  5  for  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholick  Church  was  burnt  rather  accidentally,  by  its  being  too  con¬ 
tiguous  to  the  Houfes  which  the  Swedes  fee  fire  to ,  than  by  any 
Defign,  they  not  being  willing  for  its  fake  to  fpare  thofe  Buildings. 
My  Landlady,  a  Widow,  was  one  of  the  mod  exafperated  againd 
them,  and  greated  Sufferer,  as  die  told  me,  with  the  utmod  Refent- 
ment ;  and  here  is  the  Subdance  of  her  melancholy  Account. 

“  Count  Steinbock  left  here,  wliild  he  was  purfuing  his  Vicdory  into 
“  Holftein ,  a  Lieutenant-General  to  burn  and  plunder  us;  having  been 
u  offer’d  300,000  Crowns  to  fave  our  Houfes  from  the  Flames,  he  or- 
ic  der’d  a  Candle  to  be  lighted,  and  faid  to  the  Bearers  of  the  Propofal, 
“  The  300,000  Crowns  mnfl  be  brought  me  before  this  Candle  is  burnt  out , 
“  cr  the  Town  fet  on  Fired  In  vain  they  reprefented  to  him,  “  That 
“  the  Gates  of  Hamburgh  being  (hut,  where  every  one  kept  his  princi- 
pal  Stock,  and  Night  coming  on,  it  was  impodible  to  lay  down  the 
u  whole  Sum  before  they  were  opened  5  but  that  they  would  pay 
“  100,000  Crowns  upon  the  Spot,  give  Hodages,  and  the  red  next  Day 
“  before  Noon.  All  thefe  Remondrances  were  of  no  Etfecd,  (added  die)  for 
tc  he  immediately  fent  Soldiers,  with  Officers  at  the  Head  of  them,  and 
“  Torches  in  their  Hands,  into  every  Houfe  ;  and  I  my  felf,  faid  {he, 
<£  had  then  jud  been  delivered  of  a  Child,  and  lod  my  Husband  about 
ce  three  Months,  in  vain  implored  and  conjured  the  Incendiaries  to  have 
“  fonie  Regard  to  my  Condition ;  but  all  Supplications  and  Tears  on- 
“  ly  mov’d  them  fo  far,  as  to  take  my  Bed  and  my  Quilt,  and  carry 
<c  them  into  the  middle  of  a  neighbouring  Garden,  whild  my  Maid, 
“  who  had  fav’d  what  die  could  of  my  bed  Things,  help’d  me  to  crawl 
Cc  thither  with  my  new-born  Infant,  more  likely  to  have  been  both 
il  kill’d  by  the  Cold  than  to  have  efcap’d  with  Life.  I  lay  thus  in  the 
**  “  open  Air,  and  faw,  with  a  Terror  eafier  to  be  imagin’d  than  deferib'd, 
“  the  Town  all  in  one  continued  Flame. 

The  Inhabitants  faid  generally  that  the  Hamburghers ,  being  jealous 
of  their  Neighbourhood  in  refpecd  of  Commerce,  had  given  under¬ 
hand  a  great  Sum  of  Money  for  this  tragical  Expedition;  which  feems 
to  have  been  founded  more  upon  Conjecture  than  Truth.  But  tho’  they 
did  think  by  this  Means  to  dedroy  Altena  for  ever,  they  were  very 
much  deceiv’d,  and  bought  very  dear  the  Pleafure  of  Revenge,  and  the 
fhort  Advantages  they  reap’d  in  the  Interim,  by  the  Sufpenfion  of  its 
Commerce  ;  fince  the  Town  began  to  be  rebuilt  more  handfomely  than 
before,  as  foon  as  the  Inhabitants  faw  themfelves  out  of  Danger  of 
their  Enemies,  whofe  Vndory  prov’d  mod  fatal  to  themfelves;  for  it 
feem’d  to  be  an  ignis  fatuus ,  which  led  them  in  this  Precipice.  Ton - 
ninghen ,  by  its  Complaifance  in  opening  them  its  Gates,  became  their 
Prifon,  and  lad  his  Mader.  Fortune,  which  began  to  declare  againd

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die  Swedes  at  Fultowa ,  had  not  yet  done  perfecuting  them ;  their  Hero, 
whole  Courage  fhe  could  notfhake,  fought  alone,  or  almod  alone,  againft 
fome  thoufands  of  Turks  and  Tartars ,  ran  the  greated  Danger  imagina¬ 
ble  of  being  burnt  alive  in  and  with  his  Houfe  near  Bender ,  by  the  lame 
Element  that  reduced  Altena  to  Allies,  and  almofl:  at  the  fame  Time,  and 
was  carry ’d  Prifoner  in  a  Turkijh  Chariot  from  the  Field  of  Battle  to  De- 
motica.  But  let  us  draw  the  Curtain  over  this  melancholy  Scene ;  the  Series 
of  Misfortunes  which  Sweden  has  been  aflli&ed  with  are  flill  too  frelh. 

In  the  middle  of  February  171$,  I  took  a  little  Turn  into  Holftein ,  as 
far  as  Kiel ,  with  Mr.  Francis  Strafford ,  a  famous  Englijh  Merchant,  almofl: 
ruin’d  by  the  too  late  Conclufion  of  the  Peace  at  Utrecht ;  he  having  en¬ 
gag’d  himfeif  in  giving  Framiums,  upon  the  Aflurances  of  one  of  Queen 
Anne  s  Miniftry,  that  it  would  be  proclaimed,  and  that  an  entire  Li¬ 
berty  of  Commerce  would  be  allow’d  with  France ,  &c.  before  the 
Month  of  July  17  ix.  We  fet  out  from  Altena^  and  purfued  our  Journey 
by  Elmejloorn  and  Itzehoa ;  the  firft  belongs  to  the  Houfe  of  Rantzaw^  ElmeOionv 
and  is  only  remarkable  for  being  pretty  well  peopled.  We  had  like- 
wife  a  View  of  the  Caltle  belonging  to  the  Count  of  that  Name  (tho’ 
above  a  Mile  out  of  our  Road)  by  Reafon  of  an  Eminence  whereon  it 
Rands ;  it  is  his  mod  ufual  Refidence,  and  makes  a  fine  Figure,  and 
its  Situation  being  in  the  midd  of  great  Variety  of  Woods  and  arable 
Lands,  mud  make  it  a  delicious  Place  of  Abode.  The  Count  is  a  petty 
Sovereign  of  the  Diftrid,  which  comprehends  the  Town  above  men¬ 
tion’d,  which  is  as  it  were  the  Capital.  Itzehoa ,  which  belongs  to  Itzehoa: 
the  King  of  Denmark ,  was  fomething  out  of  our  Way,  and  we  had 
not  gone  to  it,  but  for  fome  Bufinefs  Mr.  Strafford  had  there  ;  it  flands 
on  the  Ead  of  the  River  Stor ,  whence  the  Province  is  called  Stormaria . 

From  hence  we  palled  thro’  the  Fretze ,  a  large  Village,  and  Fretze  pretze-CIo- 
Clofier ,  a  Town  adjoining  to  it,  which  I  fhould  have  taken  for  only  fter. 
one  and  the  fame  Town,  being  diftinguifh’d  but  by  the  Addition  of 
the  Name  Clofier ,  which  it  derives  from  Pried  and  Cloyfler,  a  great 
and  difagreeable  Pile  of  Buildings,  that  now  lies  negle&ed,  and  wa9 
formerly  a  Monaftery.  We  next  enter’d  the  Country  call’d  Cherfonefus 
Cimmerius  by  the  Ancients,  againd  whom  Olaiis  Rudbeck ,  {a)  a  famous 
Dodfor  and  ProfefTor  at  the  Univerfity  of  Upfial  in  Sweden ,  will  have  it 
to  have  been  in  Scandinavia ,  of  which  I  fhall  take  Notice  elfewhere. 

The  Soil,  which  the  Snow  cover’d  then,  is  (according  to  the  Account 
of  the  Inhabitants)  every  where  rich  and  fertile,  but  lies  low,  and 
confequently  is  fubje'd  to  Inundations,  which  do  a  great  deal  of  Da¬ 
mage,  and  are  caufed  by  extraordinary  Tempeds,  fuch  as  that  I  fhall 
mention  in  my  Return  from  Sweden .  Horfes  are  there  in  great  Plenty, 
and  either  proper  for  War  or  Coaches ;  and  both  the  large  and  fmall 
Cattle  are  very  good ;  befldes  which  there  is  abundance  of  Game.  Jud 
before  we  arriv’d  at  Kiel ,  we  met  with  a  little  Town  call’d  ( 'ff)Chrifiian -  Chrifthm. 
peries ,  accompany’d  with  a  Fort  at  the  Entrance  of  Kiel  Harbour,  penes, 
which  feem’d  to  me  at  fird  to  have  been  built  for  the  Security  of  the 
Commerce  of  that  City.  But  it  was  reprefented  by  fome  Holfieiners 
as  placed  there  by  the  Danes ,  for  a  Bridle  to  keep  them  in  awe,  in 
Cafe  of  a  Rupture  between  the  King  of  Denmark  and  the  Duke  of

V  o  l.  II.  A  a  Holftein ; 
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Holftein  ,*  Experience  (as  they  faid)  having  already  Ihewn,  that  the  Fort 
was  not  only  intended  for  this  End,  but  to  facilitate  the  Redu&ion  of 
Kiel,  which  obeys  the  Dukes  of  Holftein  independently  of  the  Kings  of 
\ Denmark :  For  Holftein ,  being  both  Royal  and  Ducal,  contains  a  Number 
of  Places  and  Diftridts,  that  belong  wholly  to  the  Duke  of  Holftein , 
as  others  do  to  the  King  of  \ Denmark ;  for  Inftance,  Kiel  and  New- 
munfler.  There  are  alfo  feveral  that  are  dependent  on  both,  where  they 
equally  tax  the  Nobles,  whenever  the  Affairs  of  the  State  demand  it ; 
and  thefe  Nobles,  being  like  petty  Sovereigns  over  the  common  Peo¬ 
ple,  difcharge  and  eafe  themlelves  of  the  Burden,  by  laying  it  upon 
and  taxing  them  in  their  Turn,  and  that  fometimcs  to  a  great  Hard- 
fhip  ;  infomuch  that  if  his  Hanifto  Majefty  impofes  the  Sum  of  5:0,000 
Crowns  upon  a  City,  dependent  in  common  upon  them  both,  the  Duke 
does  the  fame,  according  to  the  mutual  Agreement  founded  upon  their 
Power.  Kiel  at  that  time,  with  all  the  reft  of  the  Ducal  Holftein , 
was  fubjedt  to  the  King  of  ^Denmark ;  to  whom  Tonnirghen ,  by 
opening  (as  I  have  already  hinted)  its  Gates  to  the  Swedijh  Gene¬ 
ral,  gave  Ground  to  poffefs  himfelf  of  it,  as  well  as  of  the  reft.  Ic 
is  reftor’d,  with  its  Dependencies,  to  the  prefent  Duke,  by  the  Iaft 
.Treaty  between  Sweden  and  ^Denmark ;  but  Gothorp  and  Slefwick  re¬ 
mains  in  the  Hands  of  his  Hanijh  Majefty  by  the  fame. 

Kiel.  Kiel  is  a  very  handfome  City,  and  ftands  as  well  as  can  be  defired 
for  Commerce,  in  a  Gulph  of  the  Baltick  Sea,  and  upon  a  ‘ Peninfula 9 
which  may  be  call’d  an  Ifland,  in  regard  of  the  Ditch  that  belongs  to 
the  Caftle,  which  feparates  it  entirely  from  the  Continent.  Its 
advantagious  Situation,  and  the  frequenting  of  its  Harbour  by  Mer¬ 
chants  from  the  greateft  Part  of  Europe ,  were  the  Occafion  of  Duke 
Frederick  the  Firft's  fending  in  1663  that  famous  Embaffy  into  Eerfta , 
which  paffing  through  Mufcovy ,  coafted  along  the  Weft  of  the  Cafpian 
Sea,  and  fo  went  by  Land  to  Ifpahan ,  in  order  to  fettle  a  Trade  between 
that  Country  and  Holftein.  Having  finifh’d  fome  Affairs  which  we  had 
in  this  City,  we  return’d  to  Hamburgh ,  where  a  little  after  we  faw  a  printed 
Manifefto,  or  Declaration,  of  the  Chevalier  de  St.  Georges ,  who  ftiled  him¬ 
felf  therein  James  III.  King  of  England ,  &c.  and  dated  it  in  the  14th  Year 
of  his  Reign.  In  this  Declaration,  he  exhorted  thofe  whom  he  term’d 
his  faithful  Subjects,  “  to  re-unite  themfelves  together,  to  receive  and 
“  acknowledge  their  lawful  King ;  telling  them,  that  the  well-known 
eC  good  Intentions  of  his  Sifter  Queen  Hnne,  had  been  the  Caufe  of  his 
“  keeping  Silence,  and  remaining  unaeftive  during  her  Reign. 

On  the  other  Hand,  all  the  Potentates  who  were  at  War  with  the 
King  of  Sweden ,  were  preparing  to  go  and  attack  him  in  Straelfund ; 
and  fome  Differences  that  had  happen’d  between  the  King  of  ‘Prujfta  and 
that  Prince,  which  I’ll  mention  hereafter,  had  made  him  likewife  his  E- 
nemy.  The  News  from  Straelfund ,  were  full  of  nothing  but  the  continual. 
Motions  of  his  Swedijh  Majefty  from  Place  to  Place,  and  the  Fatigues 
he  underwent,  (even  fo  far  as  to  forget  eating  and  drinking,)  together 
with  the  extraordinary  Care  he  took  to  put  the  City,  and  the  Ifle  of 
Rugen ,  in  the  beft  State  of  Defence  that  was  poffible.  Some  time  af¬ 
terwards,  high  Words  having  pafs’d  between  Baron  Goertzy  and  one 
of  the  Minifters  of  the  Erujftan  Court,  it  went  fo  far,  that  they  chal¬ 
leng’d  each  other  to  a  Duel,  and  the  Place  of  Rendezvous  was  agreed 
upon,  they  both  came  thither,  but  not  upon  the  fame  Day,  (as 
ft  was  related  publickly  in  Hamburgh)  by  reafon  of  the  Difference  of 
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the  Stile,  one  following  the  Old  and  the  other  the  New  •  thoJ  (which 
was  more  probable)  fome  fay,  that  his  BruJJian  Majefty  interpoied, 
by  commanding  his  Minider  not  to  fight. 

Towards  the  End  of  May ,  the  Damfh  Army,  defin’d  to  a  &  againfl 
the  Swedifh  Bomerania ,  being  drawn  up  in  the  Plain  of  *  Trittow,  Trntcuv. 
where  his  Danifh  Majefty  was  to  review  them,  I  had  the  Curiofity  to 
fee  his  Troops,  who  were  fome  of  the  fined  I  had  ever  feen.  They 
were  40,000  Men,  Horfe  and  Foot,  and  might  all  be  call’d  chofen,  well 
made,  and  well  cloathed.  The  fird  were  finely  mounted,  and  the  fe- 
cond  were  inferiour  to  them  in  nothing  but  in  being  on  Foot,  and  made 
as  fine  a  Figure  as  any  Infantry  cou’d  do.  The  Grenadiers  did  not 
feem  to  give  place  even  to  the  Englifh  ;  of  whom  the  Marefchal  de 
Luxembourg  faid,  that  ;if  he  had  30,000,  he  vvou’d  take  the  mod  im¬ 
pregnable  Towns  in  the  World,  and  (to  make  ufe  of  his  own  Terms) 
dethrone  even  Lucifer  himfelf.  All  this  Army  feem’d  excellently  difci- 
plined,'  and  had  ferv’d  for  the  mod  part  in  Flanders ,  with  a  Reputation 
diffidently  known.  The  King  was  on  Horfeback,  in  a  Suit  of  Red 
Velvet  laced,  upon  a  fine  Spamfb  Genet,  with  a  Plume  of  Feathers  in 
his  Hat:  His  Officers  alfo  had  Scarlet  ones,  with  a  Silk  Scarf  of  the 
fame  Colour.  My  Eyes  having  been  entertained  for  Five  or  Six  Hours 
with  this  fine  Military  Sight,  I  went  to  a  Country  Seat  a  little  didant 
thence,  that  was  hired  by  Mr.  Ch.  Gorey  to  whom,  and  to  the  red  of  the 
Britifh  Company,  his  Danifh  Majedy  had  been  gracioudy  pleafed  to 
grant  the  Liberty  of  Hunting  all  about  the  Country.  I  found  there 
the  Deputies  of  Hamburglf  to  whom  that  Gentleman  had  lent  it,  to 
carry  thither  the  Prefents  of  Wine,  Provifion,  and  other  Refrefhments 
defign’d  for  his  Majedy ;  (this  being  a  little  Tributary  Acknowledgment 
which  they  pay  him  from  time  to  time,  for  the  quiet  Podeflion  of  the 
City.)  They  were  then  preparing  to  return  to  Hamburgh ,  having  al¬ 
ready  offer’d  thofe  Prefents.  As  for  myfelf,  I  had  a  good  Bed  and 
plentiful  Table;  (Mr.  Gore,  who  was  not  there  himfelf,  having  fent 
Orders  for  that  purpofe: )  The  Ho  ufe  is  handfome,  and  accompanied 
with  a  pleafant  Garden.  I  daid  there  three  Days  very  agreeably  with 
one  of  his  Friends,  and  return’d  to  Hamburgh. 

In  the  mean  while,  what  (one  wou’d  have  thought)  fhoud  have  put 
a  dop  to  the  War,  and  flved  the  King  of  Sweden  his  German  Pro¬ 
vinces,  was  what  haden’d  the  Lofs  of  them,  by  reafon  of  the  little 
Confidence  this  Prince  placed  in  thofe  who  were  yet  his  Friends,  the 
Kings  of  Great  Britain  and  Brujjia.  His  CP ruffian  Majedy  had,  for  , 
the  fake  of  400,000  Crowns,  redeem’d  Stettin  and  the  Swedifo  Borne- 
rania ,  out  of  the  Hands  of  the  Northern  Allies,  with  a  defign  to  keep 
it  in  Sequedration  till  the  Peace  fhou’d  be  concluded,  and  that  Sum  re- 
dored  to  him  ;  and  what  feem’d  to  evince  the  fincere  Intentions  of  his 
BruJJian  Majedy,  was,  that  he  admitted  the  Troops  of  Holflein ,  who 
were  in  a  manner  the  Allies  of  Sweden ,  jointly  with  his  own,  after  having 
concluded  the  Treaty  of  Sequedration  with  the  Duke  Adminidrator, 
and  Count  IVelling ,  Senator  of  Sweden  and  Governor  of  Bremen  and 
Verden.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  had  done  almod  the  like  in  refpedt  ^ 
of  Bremen ,  which  was  refign’d  to  his  Majedy  by  the  King  of  Denmark , 
for  between  7  or  800,000  Crowns.  For  Verden  was  already  pawned 
to  his  Britifh  Majedy  for  a  great  Sum  of  Money  advanced  to  the

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King  of  Sweden ;)  andfo  the  War  was  remov’d  from  Germany  by  thefe 
means,  according  to  the  Intent  of  the  Treaty  of  Neutrality.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  Emperor  continued  his  Exhortations  to  the  King  of 
Sweden ,  to  induce  him  to  revoke  his  Proteftation  again!!  this  Treaty, 
and  to  prevail  with  him  to  fend  Plenipotentiaries  to  Brunjw/ck,  (where 
thofe  of  his  Imperial  Majefty  had  been  fo  long)  as  being  a  more  certain 
way  than  that  of  Arms  to  preferve  his  German  Territories.  The  Land¬ 
grave  of  Hejfe  Cajfel  likewife  made  ufe  of  his  bed  Arguments  for  the 
fame  purpofe,  and  to  prevent  the  Encreafe  of  Enemies  to  Sweden ,  who 
had  already  too  many  of  them ;  but  his  Swedijh  Majefty,  always  inca¬ 
pable  of  Fear,  and  unwilling  to  receive  Laws  or  Conditions,  did  not 
give  to  thefe  Exhortations  and  Arguments  the  Attention  wifti’d  for, 
lent  no  Plenipotentiaries  to  Brunfwick ,  denied  his  Royal  Aftent  to  both 
Sequeftrations,  and  the  Fire  of  War  broke  out  with  more' Violence. 
In  the  mean  while  the  Czar’s  Troops,  who  had  retired  out  of  ‘ Pomera - 
nia,  by  virtue  of  the  Agreement  concluded  between  the  King  of  Bruf- 
fia  and  the  Duke  Adminiftrator,  ire.  before  his  Swedijh  Majefty’ s  re¬ 
turn,  having  receiv’d  a  Sum  of  Money  from  his  B  ruffian  Majefty  for  it, 
were  wafting  with  Sword  and  Fire  the  Coafts  of  Finland ,  and  the  Xfles 
of  Aland.  The  Hereditary  Prince  of  Hejfe  CaJJel ,  who  having  married 
the  Princefs  Ulrica  of  Sweden ,  was  conftitu ted  there  GeneraliJJimo , 
had  his  Hands  more  than  full,  with  the  fmall  Number  of  Forces  he 
commanded,  to  hinder  their  penetrating  farther  into  the  Country. 
Moreover,  his  Swedijh  Majefty  gave  Orders  to  one  of  his  Squadrons 
to  go  and  attack  the  cDanijh  Fleet  wherc-ever  they  could  be  found, 
even  tho’  out-number’d.  Count  Welling  being  then  at  Straljimd ,  in 
vain  endeavour’d  to  perfuade  him  to  revoke  it,  by  "his  Remon- 
ftrances  of  the  State  of  Affairs  in  Sweden ,  which  did  not  allow  of 
running  fuch  a  rifque,-  but  the  King  remain’d  immoveable.  This 
Squadron  fail’d,  and  met  the  BLanes  between  the  Ifles  of  Femern 
and  Laland ’,  and  was  defeated  by  them ;  at  leaf!  fix  Veftels  dift 
abled  from  fighting,  and  taken  with  all  their  Men,  and  another  was 
funk.  This  News  made  thofe  (who  knew  what  had  expofed  the  Com¬ 
mander  to  this  fatal  Blow)  fay,  that  his  Majefty  had  loft  feven  Men 
of  War  by  his  own  Orders ;  and  Count  Welling ,  who  had  the  chief 
Hand  in  the  Treaty  of  Sequeftration,  having  not  been  able  to  engage  his 
Majefty  to  confent  to  it,  and  feeing  that  his  Advice  was  both  ufelefs 
and  difagreeable,  ask’d  leave  of  the  King  to  retire  from  Stralfund9 
(under  pretence  that  the  Air  did  not  agree  with  his  Conftitution,  which 
was  otherwife  but  very  weakly,)  and  obtain’d  it.  Not  long  after,  his 
Majefty,  who  had  been  entirely  and  indefatigably  taken  up  ever  fince 
his  Arrival,  in  having  all  the  Paffages  fortify  d  that  might  facilitate 
the  Approaches  of  the  Enemy,  order’d  thelfle  of  Ufdom  to  be  attack’d, 
which  the  B ruffians  were  poflefs’d  of  by  virtue  of  the  Treaty  of  Seque¬ 
ftration,  and  they  were  diftodged,  as  not  expedfing  any  fuch  thing. 
Hereupon  his  BruJJian  Majefty  formally  declared  War  again!!  the  King 
of  Sweden ;  who,  on  the  other  hand,  follicited  the  King  of  France , 
(who  had  juft  concluded  the  Peace,  and  had  his  Arms  at  liberty 
on  ail  Sides)  to  join  him  with  60,000  Men,  and  thereby  reduce  all  his 
Enemies  to  reafon  in  one  Campaign  :  But  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty 
made  him  almoft  the  fame  Anfvver  to  this  Demand,  that  he  had  done 
to  the  Chevalier  de  St.  George  ,*  who,  upon  Advice  of  the  Death  of 
Queen  Anney  came  Poft  Incognito  from  Lorrain ,  to  reprefent  to  him  the 
favourable  Difpofitions  of  the  Scotch ,  Irife,  and  even  great  Numbers 
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of  Englijh ,  who  (as  he  faid)  only  wanted  to  be  fupported  by  fome 
Power  like  that  of  France ,  and  defired  fome  of  his  Men  of  War  and 
Troops  for  that  purpofe.  This  Anfwer  (according  to  fome  difinterefted 
Frenchmen,  who  pretended  to  be  well  inform’d  of  the  Truth)  was  this, 

I  wont  fnpply  you  with  fo  much  as  one  Boat ,  I  will  die  in  Feace  if  I 
can.  However,  his  Majedy  did  more  for  the  King  of  Sweden ,  offer’d 
him  his  Mediation  to  accommodate  Matters,  which  was  accepted  ;  and 
the  Count  de  Croify  came  to  Stralfund ,  and  went  backwards  and  for¬ 
wards  to  this  end  from  the  Court  oiTruJJia  to  that  of  Sweden ,  there  fpa- 
ringno  Pains,  but  ’twas  all  in  vain  ;  as  were  alfo  the  Endeavours  of 
the  Landgrave  of  Hejfe  Cajfel.  War  being  refolv’d  on  all  Sides,  the 
King  of  Frujjla  attack’d  Ufdom  with  a  Force  fufficient  to  carry  it  $ 
vvhilll  zhcDaniJh  Vice-Admiral  took  or  deffroy’d  above  yoVeflels,  moft 
of  them  Privateers,  who  were  in  the  Swine.  Thefe  Privateers  were  par¬ 
ticularly  encourag’d  in  theExercife  of  that  Profeffion,  by  the  Advantages 
granted  them  by  the  famous  Flacaert  publifh’d  in  their  Favour,  which 
ruin’d  fo  many  Merchants  who  were  at  Amity  and  Correfpondents 
with  the  Swedes ,  and  even  the  Swedes  themfdves,  to  whom  the  Condi¬ 
tions  leem’d  impracticable  5  which  particularly  obliged  the  Englifh  to 
continue  fending  a  Fleet  into  the  Baltick  Sea,  to  protect  their  Commerce. 

The  King  of  Great  Britain ,  as  EleCtor  of  Hanover ,  followed  foon 
the  Example  of  the  King  of  Frujfia ,  his  Co-DireCtor  in  the  Circle  of 
Lower  Saxony ,  declaring  alfo  War  againft  the  King  of  Sweden ,  for  al- 
rnoft  the  like  Reafons  ;  and  he  began  it  by  joining  fome  Hanoverian 
Troops  to  thofe  of  the  Hanes ,  for  the  Blockade  of  *  PFifmar.  WifmarJ 

About  the  middle  of  July  I  fet  out  from  Hamburgh ,  with  defigrt  to 
go  to  Stralfund ;  butcou’d  not  put  it  it  Execution  for  Reafons  that  I 
am  going  to  mention.  I  purfued  my  Journey  by  Trittow ,  Simlo  and 
Gradebufch ,  none  of  which  are  better  than  Villages,  and  hardly  known  in 
Geography,  till  the  latter  was  render’d  famous  by  the  Battle  fought  near 
it  in  1713,  and  the  fird  fpoken  of  for  the  King  of  * Denmark's  having 
review’d  his  Army  in  its  Neighbourhood.  From  hence  I  paffed  by 
Wifmar ,  which  I  had  a  Sight  of  on  my  Left,  at  the  Diftance  prefcrib’d 
by  the  Blockade,  confiding  of  a  flying  Camp  of  the  Troops  be  fo  re¬ 
mention’d,  which  guarded  a  Line  of  Circumvallation  drawn  round  the 
City.  Two  Subalterns  demanded  my  Pafsport ;  I  had  two,  one  from 
the  Magiffrates  of  Hamburgh ,  and  another  from  Mr.  W'tch-,  the  Bri- 
tijh  Refident  at  that  City,  which  I  fliew’d  them  ;  and  they  let  me  pafs 
with  my  Pod-Boy,  who  carried  me  to  lodge  at  Altzearin^  from  whence 
I  went  next  Morning  to  Rojlock. 

Roftock  is  a  large  City,  pretty  well  peopled,  and  dtuated  upon  the  Roftock. 
River  Warne ,  which  difembogues  itfelf  into  the  Baltick  Sea  about  a 
Mile  and  a  half  below  it.  It  was  formerly  one  of  the  mod  conddera- 
ble  Hans  Towns  for  its  Commerce ;  but  has  begun  to  lofe  that  Ad¬ 
vantage  dnce  the  Swedes ,  having  rendred  themfelves  Maders  of  the 
Fort  IVarnemude ,  during  the  fird  Career  of  their  Succefs,  impofed  arbi¬ 
trarily  a  Duty  upon  all  Goods  exported  or  imported  ;  and  the  Dukes 
of  Mecklenburg  (according  to  the  Inhabitants  Complaints)  have  treat¬ 
ed  them  rather  like  Tyrants  than  Sovereigns  and  Prote&ors,  which  they 
ought  to  be.  The  Duke  then  reigning,  was  there  at  that  Time  in 
an  old  Palace,  which  he  was  repairing  to  render  it  more  convenient,

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as  well  as  augmenting  the  Fortifications  of  the  City.  It  was  laid,  that 
his  Highnefs’s  intent  was  to  difpute  or  defend  the  Entrance  againft  the 
King  of  Denmark,  who  defign’d  it  for  a  Place  of  Arms  or  a  Magazine 
for  his  Army,  which  was  on  full  March,  to  invert  Stralfund  in  Conjun¬ 
ction  with  the  Troops  of  the  Allies.  His  Highneis  not  only  exercifed 
an  Abfolute  Authority  over  this  City  ;  but  imprifon’d  the  Magiftrates 
and  Members  of  the  Council  of  One  Hundred,  (who  govern  d  it  after 
the  manner  of  a  Commonwealth,  according  to  their  Statutes)  for  not 
receiving  a  Prefident  of  his  Creation,  who  might  give  what  weight  he 
pleafed  to  their  Deliberations,  and  eftablilbed  a  new  I  ribunal  depend¬ 
ing  upon  his  own  Will.  He  alfo  opprefsd  the  Nobility  to  that  de¬ 
gree,  which  gave  place  to  the  Noife  and  Complaints  which  fill’d  the 
whole  Chriftian  Europe ,  efpecially  the  Court  of  Vienna  and  the  Diet 
of  Ratisbon  ;  and  the  redreifing  of  which  has  reduced  his  Highnefs  to 
his  prefent  wandring  Condition,  as  I’ll  obferve  elfewhere.  out  to  re¬ 
turn  to  Roftock ;  his  Highnefs  continued  to  put  Roftock  in  a  State  of  De¬ 
fence,  till  the  King  of  Denmark ,  advancing  with  his  Army,  fent  an  Offi¬ 
cer,  to  demand  if  his  Intention  was  to  oppofe  his  coming  ;  and  to  de¬ 
clare,  that  he  was  refolved  to  enter  either  as  a  Friend  or  Enemy,  not 
as  an  Enemy  ro  the  Town,  but  to  his  Highnefs.  The  Officer  having 
deliver’d  his  Meffage,  and  inform’d  the  Duke  at  the  fame  time  that  the 
King  wou’d  be  before  the  City  Gates  in  a  Couple  of  Hours,  with 
means  to  force  an  Entrance  if  ic  was  denied  him;  his  Elighnefs  went 
friendly  to  meet  his  Majefty,  quitted  the  City  and  Palace  to  him,  and 
retir’d  to  *  Guftrow. 

This  Shew  of  making  a  Defence,  and  oppofing  ihzDanes,  was  inter¬ 
preted  as  a  Compliment  made  to  the  King  of  Sweden ,  or  a  defign  to 
efpoufe  his  Caufe,  if  his  Highnefs  faw  any  likelihood  of  his  getting  the 
better ;  but  having  no  hopes  of  it,  he  alter’d  his  Mind.  About  that  Time 
we  heard  the  Fort  of  Bennamuder  was  taken  by  the  Danijh  and  Tmjfian 
Troops  from  the  Swedes.  I  went  to  the  King  of  Denmark s  Court 
at  Roftock ,  to  defire  a  Pafsport  for  entring  Stralfund ,  which  was  al¬ 
ready  inverted  by  the  Northern  Allies.  The  Perfon  employ’d  by  me 
to  ask  ic  was  a  Danijh  Officer,  who  lodged  in  the  fame  Inn  with  me; 
but,  inftead  of  its  being  granted,  they  told  me  it  was  not  curtomary 
to  let  any  one  into  a  City  that  was  befieged :  I  anfwer’d,  that  if  his 
Majefty  wou’d  only  grant  me  a  Pafs  thro’  the  Befiegcrs  Army,  I  wou’d 
find  a  way  to  get  in,  but  this  was  refufed  me  alfo.  Some  Foreign 
Officers,  who  had  left  the  Swedifto  Service,  coming  to  this  City,  in¬ 
form’d  me  that  the  King  of  Sweden  was  almoft  always  in  Motion,  and 
generally  on  Horfeback  on  the  Ifle  of  Rugen ,  whence  he  wou’d  let  none 
ftir,  not  even  Women  or  Strangers.  Yet  as  Mr.  Jefferies ,  the  Britifts 
Minifter,  was  preparing  to  go  into  the  Champian  Country,  where  he  had 
hiredaHoufe,  and  fent  mod  of  his  Baggage  and  Servants,  he  had  taken 
Leave  of  his  Majefty,  and  got  to  the  Gates  of  the  City  ,  in  order  to  depart. 
Word  was  brought  him  from  the  King,  that  if  hequitted  theCity  or  Ifland, 
he  might  ftay  without  for  ever,  or  at  leaft  fhou’d  be  no  more  receiv’d  in 
them.  I  left  Roftock  about  the  middle  of  Auguft ,  in  order  to  return  to 
Hamburgh ,  and  dire<fted  my  Courfe  by  Guftrow ,  Swerin  and  Harburgh ;  I 
heard  there  on  my  Arrival,  that  the  King  of  France  was  dangeroufly  fick ; 
and  about  Twenty  Days  after,  that  he  died  on  the  ift  of  September  * 
that  on  the  2d  his  Will  was  read  before  the  Aftembly  of  the  Parlia-

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incut,  all  the  Princes  of  the  Blood  being  prefent  ;  that  by  this  Will  the 
Duke  of  Orleans  was  condituted  Regent ,  and  Head  of  the  Council  of 
Regency ;  for  Members  of  which  were  appointed  the  Duke  du  Maine , 
the  Count  de  Tbouloufe ,  the  Marelhals  of  Villeroy ,  Villars ,  Uxellei * 

Tallard ,  Harcourt ,  the  Gr^/  Chancellor ,  the  four  Secretaries  of  Stale , 
and  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  Finances ;  that  the  young  King  was 
to  be  under  the  Guardianlhip  of  this  Council  during  his  Minority, 
which  fhould  be  over  at  the  14th  Year  of  his  Age  :  That  the  Duke  du 
Maine  and  the  Mareihal  of  VtUeroy  were  his  Governors;  and  in  Cafe  of 
their  Death,  they  Ihould  be  fucceeded  in  their  Authority  and  Care,  the 
firfl  by  Count  de  Thouloufe ,  and  the  fecond  by  the  Mareihal  d' Harcourt , 
and  that  (which  was  not  publifhed  as  an  Article  written  on  the  Will, 
but  as  the  King’s  verbal  Declaration  during  his  Sicknefs)  in  Cafe  of 
the  young  King’s  Death  without  IfTue,  the  Crown  fhould  fall  to  his 
Highnefs  the  Regent.  ’Tis  remark’d,  that  the  late  King  of  France ,  the 
Emperor  Leopoldus  Ignatius ,  and  Sultan  Mehemid  IV.  reign’d  the  longed 
Time  of  any  Princes  in  their  refpecdive  Dominions,  and  were  Cotem- 
poraries,  tho’  the  latter  did  not  reign  lb  long  by  a  great  deal. 

I  departed  from  Hamburgh  for  Lubeck  on  the  latter  end  of  Sep-  Lubeck. 
t ember )  with  Intent  to  pafs  into  Sweden.  This  City  is  but  five  Ger¬ 
man  Miles  diftant  from  Hamburgh  :  I  found  it  very  agreeable,  as  well 
built  as  Hamburgh ,  and  its  Houfes  even  finer  for  the  Generality,  thoJ 
’tis  not  fo  large  nor  fo  populous.  Its  Churches  are  not  at  all  inferior 
to  thofe  of  that  City,  and  the  Streets  are  broader  and  more  drait. 

The  Cathedral  is  a  vaft,  and  one  of  the  nobleft  Pieces  of  Architecture 
of  its  Time ;  it  is  dill  adorned  with  the  mod  part  of  the  Statues 
and  Images  of  the  Roman  Catholicks,  &c.  as  well  as  the  other 
Churches.  The  Inhabitants  of  this  City  embraced  the  Confedion  of 
Ausburgh  in  1530,  and  it  is  the  firft  Hans  Town.  It  has  a  Bilhop 
who  is  a  Lay-man,  and  refides  where  he  pleafes,  formerly  and  mod 
commonly  at  Outeyn ,  a  little  Town  between  Lubeck  and  Kiel.  The 
Chapter  of  Cannons,  whofe  Place  of  Refidence  is  at  Lubeck ,  always 
choofe  one  of  the  Houfe  of  Gottorp ,  and  the  Duke  Adminidrator  of 
Holftein  was  then  in  Perfon,  as  he  dill  is  ;  and  his  annual  Revenue  is 
between  5:0  and  bo, 000  Crowns.  ’Tis  the  only  Lutheran  Bifhoprick, 
except  Ofnabrug ,  that  has  preferv’d  its  Diocefan  Rights  and  Ecclefiadi- 
cal  Jurifdicdion  entire.  The  greated  Commerce  of  the  City  is  on  the 
Side  of  the  Baltick  Sea,  and  its  little  Vedels  are  ranged  along  Side  each 
other  the  whole  Length  of  a  fine  Key;  I  fay  little,  for  the  great  ones 
cannot  come  nearer  than  to  a  little  Town  call’d  Travemnnd ,  within  two 
Miles  of  it :  It  has  a  good  Harbour,  form’d  by  the  Confluence  of  two 
fmall  Rivers,  Stekniz ,  and  IValkenitz ,  into  the  Trave ,  which  uniting 
their  Waters  there,  dividing  the  City  into  two  Parts,  and  filling  its 
Ditches,  difembogue  themfelves  together  into  the  Baltick  Sea,  at  the 
Foot  of  the  faid  Town.  They  might  have  had  at  Lubeck  the  Company 
of  Britijh  Merchants  which  is  fettled  at  Hamburgh  ;  for  Propofals  of 
fettling  here  (on  Condition  they  fhould  have  a  Chappel,  with  the  free 
Exercife  of  their  Religion  within  its  Walls)  were  fird  made  to  its  Ma- 
gidrates ;  but  they  being  influenced  by  the  too  great  Rigidnefs  of  their 
Clergy,  (as  I  have  heard  fome  Lubeckers  complain)  reje&ed  that  fpi- 
ritual  Condition  ;  which,  added  they,  the  Hamburghers  made  no  Scru¬ 
ple  to  grant,  as  foon  as  they  were  ask’d,  and  reap’d  the  temporal  Ad¬ 
vantages  of  their  Refufal. 
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CHAP.  VII. 

r__yi  Voyage  to  Sweden.  Remarks  on  the  Ijland 
of  Gothland  by  the  IV ay ;  on  the  Cafiles  of 
Dolarna  and  Waxholm,  and  the  Situation  of 
Stockholm.  Defcription  of  this  City  ;  its  Har¬ 
bour,  adjacent  “Places,  PVinter-Tiiverfons,  6c c. 

H Earing  that  there  was  at  *  Travemund  a  Ship  ready  to  fail  for 
Sweden ,  I  left  Lubeck  the  20th,  in  Company  with  the  Mailer  of 
her,  who  was  a  Lubecker ,  and  a  Merchant  of  the  fame  Nation,  de¬ 
fining  alfo  for  that  Country.  The  Wind  being  fair  the  22d,  we  fet 
out,  and  it  continued  favourable  enough  to  carry  us  (a)  80  Swedijh 
Miles  on  our  Way  to  Stockholm ,  when  its  Inconftancy  forc’d  us,  the 
25th  in  the  Evening,  to  change  our  Courfe,  and  hold  for  Wisby ,  the 
Capital  of  the  Ifle  of  Gothland ,  where  we  ran  into  Harbour. 

This  City  was  formerly  as  much  noted  for  its  great  and  vaft  Com¬ 
merce,  as  at  prefent  it  is  little  known  on  that  Account :  Its  Maritime  Laws 
and  Regulations  were  heretofore  follow’d  all  over  and  beyond  the  Bal- 
tick ,  as  they  are  faid  to  be  actually  in  Sweden  to  this  Day.  It  is  fitua- 
ted  on  the  Sea-fide,  on  the  Weft  of  the  Ifland,  whence  its  rifes,  and  a- 
greeably  extends  itfeif  to  the  Top  of  a  little  Hill.  The  Harbour  is 
large,  and  was  better  in  Times  pall  than  it  is  now,  efpecially  in  fome 
Places,  which  the  high  Winds  (after  having  deflroy’d  the  Piers  that 
kept  out  the  Sea)  have  all  choak’d  with  Sands. 

Within  its  Walls  and  Suburbs  were  once  counted  thirteen  large 
Churches,  and  fix  Monafleries  well  fill’d,  and  ftill  better  endow’d ;  of 
all  which  there  is  none  left  entire  but  that  of  St.  Mary,  which  has  re¬ 
tain’d  the  Name,  but  not  its  Revenues,  nor  the  Veffels,  Candlefticks, 
Lamps,  Branches  of  Gold  and  Silver,  and  other  rich  Utenfils  it  had 
when  the  Roman  Catholick  Religion  (which  has  fince  given  Place  to 
the  Lutheran )  reign’d  there,  no  more  than  its  two  inedimable  Car¬ 
buncles,  recorded  in  the  Got  hick  Annals. 

The  fame  City  has  feveral  fine  Springs  and  Fountains  of  very  good 
Water,  that  ran  through  as  many  Canals,  and  divers  large  Cifterns 
yet  to  be  leen,  either  entire  or  half  deftroy’d  :  From  all  which  it  is 
evident,  that  Nature  has  contributed  no  lei's  to  its  Beauty  and  Con¬ 
venience  than  Art.  Its  Caflle  was  ruin’d  by  the  "Danes  in  1679.  The 
Ifland  is  about  18  Miles  in  Length  from  South  to  North,  and  fix  in 
Breadth,  more  or  lefs  in  fome  Places. 

Some  Hiflorians  do  it  the  Honour  of  calling  it  the  firfl  Colony  of  the 
Goths ,  and  other  People  of  Scandinavia,  that  fpread  themfelves  in  greater 
and  lefier  Swarms,  and  formerly  wander’d  up  and  down  the  fined  Parts  of 
the  World.  This  was  at  the  Time  when  Plundering  was  an  Heroic 

*  Travemund  is  accompany'd  with  a  good  Harbour,  defended  with  a  pretty  firong  Caflle. 

(a)  N.  B.  Again  I  mean  Miles  according  to  the  Meafure  of  the  Country  I  fpeal^of-,  and  that 
one  Swcdifh  Mile ,  as  well  by  Sea  as  Land ,  makes  fix  Engiifh  ones,  or  above  five. 
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Virtue  among  them,  and  they  made  it  a  religious  Duty,  by  way  of 
Thankfgiving  for  their  Succcfs  by  Sea  and  Land,  to  facrifice  every 
Year  nine  human  Vidhms,  to  Thor ,  Odeim ,  and  Erigga,  a  fort  of  Trium 
cDeat  they  adored.  The  Curious  obferve,  that  three  of  their  Parifhes 
Hill  retain  their  Names,  viz,.  Thore ,  Otheim ,  and  Friggefarfim ,  where 
it  is  fuppofed  that  thofe  three  falfe  Deities  had  their  Temples.  I  fhall 
fpeak  of  this  more  amply.  It  has  many  good  Ports,  as  well  in  the 
Ead  as  Wed,  abounds  with  Cattle,  and  is  lurrounded  with  divers 
fubordinate  little  Iflands,  on  which  they  graze,  and  about  them 
is  very  good  Fifhing.  Some  Lakes  and  Rivers,  fituated  partly  be¬ 
tween  fine  large  Meadows,  and  partly  between  fertile  Fields,  yield 
likewife  Abundance  of  Fifh  of  different  forts.  In  feveral  Parts 
of  ic  they  dig  Free-Scone,  and  a  fort  of  Grey  Marble  not  very 
unlike  Granite ,  very  fit  for  Architecture,  as  appears  from  different 
forts  of  old  Edifices  dill  remaining,  and  others  built  in  thefe  latter 
Times. 

The  SwediJhtttfxQty  tells  us,  that  in  Years  time  there  were  above 
a  hundred  Churches  built  in  this  Ifland  ;  no  doubt  but  their  Number, 
as  well  as  that  of  the  Prieds,  encreas’d  with  their  Riches,  at  the  Time 
when  the  Temporal  Power  made  it  a  religious  Duty  to  fubmit  to  the 
Spiritual ,  and  the  Sovereigns  of  the  World  pioudy  believed,  as  many 
dill  do  in  other  Places,  that  they  held  their  Sceptres,  and  the  Right 
of  Governing,  from  the  Roman  Pontiff;  and  that  the  fured  Means  of 
gaining  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,  were  extraordinary  Donations,  info- 
much  as  to  take  out  of  their  Crowns  the  mod  precious  Jewels  for 
the  Ornament  of  Churches. 

The  Religion  profefs’d  there  now,  as  well  as  throughout  Scandina¬ 
via,  which  it  belongs  to,  is  the  Lutheran ;  which,  as  to  outward  Rites 
and  Ceremonies,  has  kept  a  great  deal  of  the  Roman ;  but  its  Docdrine 
differs  little  from  that  of  the  Church  of  England, \  except  in  the  Article 
of  Confuhflantiation.  It  is  true,  that  this  Docdrine  changes  not  (as  does 
Tranfubftantiation)  the  Bread  and  Wine  into  the  Body  of  Jefus  Chrifl , 
by  annihilating  the  Elements;  but  uniting  them,  makes  it  exid  together 
with  them  in  as  many  different  Places  as  they  are  confecrated  in.  There 
are  dill  6^  Churches  in  Being,  which  are  abundantly  too  many  for  the 
fmall  Number  of  the  prefent  Inhabitants,  with  28  Miniders,  more  than 
fufitcient  in  regard  as  well  of  the  People  as  the  Revenue  allow’d  to 
maintain  them. 

The  Wind,  having  given  me  leave  to  fee  what  was  remarkable  in 
and  about  this  City,  turn’d  to  the  South  the  29th  before  Break  of  Day, 
and  carry’d  us  by  Night  as  far  as  the  Entrance  of  a  Labyrinth  of  Rocks 
and  Streights,  twenty  Miles  over,  through  which  the  Baltick  Sea  goes 
up  to  Stockholm ,  before  it  mixes  its  Water  with  the  Mellern,  and  by  the 
Help  of  that  Lake  makes  an  Ifle  of  the  Land  upon  which  that  Capi¬ 
tal  is  built.  The  Cadies  Dalarna  and  Waxhohn ,  that  lie  before  it, 
have  nothing  more  remarkable  or  advantagious  than  their  Situation, 
by  which  they  are  very  proper  to  hinder  an  Enemy  from  entring  fome 
Streights  between  the  Rocks:  By  an  extraordinary  Favour,  or  ra¬ 
ther  Incondancy  of  Weather,  we  arriv’d  in  the  Harbour  the  30th 
in  the  Evening,  which  was  in  lefs  Time  than  is  ufual,  becaufe  one 
and  the  fame  Wind  is  hardly  fudicient  to  carry  one  through  thofe 
Rocks. 
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Stockholm.  The  Profpecft  of  Stockholm  is  both  magnificent  and  agreeable,  efpc- 
cially  after  having  doubled  the  Point  of  a  little  Illand,  on  the  right, 
call’d  Backhohnen ,  on  which  there  is  a  large  and  high  Brick  Warehoufe, 
formerly  made  ufe  of  to  keep  Salt.  There  are  others  likewife  of  Tim¬ 
ber,  very  long,  but  low  built,  that  heretofore  were  the  Magazines  of 
the  Pitch  and  Tar  belonging  to  a  Company  of  Merchants,  who  had 
engrofs’d  all  that  was  made  in  Sweden:  But  that  Company  is  come  to 
nothing ;  for  having  rais’d  thole  Commodities  to  too  exorbitant  a  Price, 
it  forc’d  England  to  have  them  made  by  her  own  Subjects  in  America , 
whence  now  they  have  for  fifteen,  and  at  mofl  twenty  Shillings,  what 
formerly  they  were  oblig’d  to  pay  four,  and  fometimes  five  Pounds  for. 
On  the  left,  over  againft  this  little  Ifland,  or  rather  Reck,  (which  is 
ftill  call’d  Tiarhoff, \  or  Tar- Market)  begins  the  South  Suburb,  feeming 
to  come  out  of  the  Water,  then  rifing  and  extending  itfelf  in  the  Form 
of  an  agreeable  Amphitheatre,  upon  a  long  Trad  of  Rocks,  as  far  as 
a  Stone- Bridge,  (forty  Paces  long,  and  nineteen  broad)  by  which  ’tis 
join’d  to  the  City  (A),  as  is  the  Northern  Suburb,  by  three  others  of 
Wood,  (C)  (D)  in  the  Print  XXXII. 

Having  thus  pals’d  this  Ifland,  you  come  to  another  Iefler  on  the 
right,  call’d  Blockhns-  Holmen,  mark’d  (M)  in  the  Paid  Print,  on  which 
there  (lands  an  old  Stone  Tower  near  the  Water-fide,  where  they  ca¬ 
reen  Ships,  &c.  Beyond  this  laft  prefents  itfelf  another,  mark’d  (N), 
which  alone  is  larger  than  the  other  two  :  Upon  this  you  fee  two 
high  and  fpacious  Warehoufes  of  Brick,  one  cover’d  with  Brafs,  and 
divers  others  of  Timber,  with  feveral  others  of  the  fame.  There  are  alfo 
three  long  Rows  of  Buildings,  mark’d  (20)  (21),  of  which  two  feem  to  lie 
in  the  fame  Line,  and  are  only  feparated  by  the  Diflance  of  fome  Paces 
toward  the  South-Eaft  of  the  Ifland ;  the  other  is  in  the  North-Weft.  The 
two  firft  contain  a  great  Number  of  good  Rooms,  which  it  is  faid  were 
at  firft  defi gned  for  the  Gardes  du  Corps ,  and  the  third  for  Stables  for  their 
Horfes,  tho’  they  never  were  put  to  thofe  Ufes.  Befides  this,  there  are 
a  pretty  many  fmall  Timber  Houfes,  as  (22)  and  other  forts  of  Build¬ 
ings,  which  I  (hall  not  particularize,  no  more  than  their  different  Ufes. 
This  third  Ifland  goes  by  the  Name  of  Nie  Skephohnen ,  or  the  New 
Ifland  of  Ships,  deriv’d  from  the  Royal  Fleet  that  lay  there  before  ic 
was  transferr’d  to  Carelfcroon ;  or  elfe  from  the  Ships,  Gallies,  &c.  that 
ufed  to  be,  and  are  ftill  building  there,  tho’  in  lefs  Number ;  as  a  fourth 
Ifland,  that  has  a  Communication  with  it  by  a  Bridge,  at  the  end  of 
which  is  a  fmall  Timber  Church  for  the  Seamen,  is  now  call’d 
Gamla  Skepholmeny  or  the  Old  Ifland  of  Ships,  for  having  been  of  the 
lame  Ufe.  The  laft  is  all  cover’d  with  very  magnificent  Houfes,  regu¬ 
larly  built,  molt  of  them  after  the  modern  Manner,  and  is  join’d  to 
the  Continent  of  the  Northern  Suburb  (L)  by  an  artificial  Neck  of 
Land,  over-againft  the  Bridge  (2.4},  which  they  fay  is  not  very  ancient ; 
and  the  Cuftom  has  not  yet  prevail’d  of  calling  it  a  Beninfida. 

In  the  Neighbourhood  of  the  Suburb  is  a  pleafant  Park,  of  which 
CK)  is  a  Part,  all  along  which  thefe  Iflands  £or  rather  Rocks  ho¬ 
nour’d  with  that  Name)  are  ranged :  Between  them  and  the  Con¬ 
tinent  lie  the  Men  of  War,  with  fome  Gallies.  The  Ground  of  this 
Park,  which  is  uneven,  but  high,  efpecially  towards  the  Water, 
with  the  Iflands  difpofed  as  I  have  faid  on  one  fide,  and  the  Ridge 
of  fteep  Rocks,  on  which  the  South  Suburb  was  built,  on  the  o- 
ther,  enclofe  the  Harbour,  and  ferve  it  for  two  natural  Piers  ;  by 
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which  it  is  render’d  one  of  the  fafed,  mod  commodious,  and,  next  to 
that  of  Conftantinople ,  one  of  the  fined  I  have  feen  hitherto :  For  here, 
as  well  as  there,  Ships  of  all  Draughts  may  boldly  ride,  dielter’d  from 
all  Winds,  and  Anchor  quite  up  to  a  long  Wooden  Bridge  mark’d 
(R)j  and  contiguous  to  a  fine  Key  marked  (  QJ,  of  which  I  fhall  fpeak 
hereafter.  The  Northern  Suburb,  in  Swedi/h  call’d  NoremaU,  might 
well  pals  for  a  great  City,  by  reafon  of  its  long  and  fpacious  Streets 
full  of  high  and  handfome  Houfes,  that  are  let  off  and  have  their 
Doors  and  Windows  lined  with  Marble  or  Free  Stone  from  Gothland , 
and  their  Rooms  paved  with  that  of  Oeland ,  or  what  comes  from  be¬ 
yond  Sea.  Its  Churches  are  more  remarkable  for  their  Bulk,  the 
Height  of  their  Steeples,  and  their  Copper  Roofs,  than  on  any  other 
Account  ;  and  the  greateft  Magnificence  of  its  many  Palaces  confifts  in 
being  likewife  cover’d  with  that  Metal,  tho’  there  are  fome  in  which 
a  good  Tade  of  Architecture  is  happily  enough  expreded.  Among 
the  Churches,  that  which  bears  the  Name  of  St.Clare ,  to  whom  it  was 
dedicated  by  its  Founder  King  Magn.  Ladifaus ,  as  was  alfo  a  Mona- 
dery  of  Chriftian  Veflals ,  is  the  larged,  and  its  Steeple  the  highed 
in  all  Sweden  ;  and  there  are  few  any  where  elfe  that  exceed  it.  Next 
to  this,  that  of  St.  James  ought  to  have  the  Preference  :  It  is  built  of 
Brick,  and  like  the  other  cover’d  with  Copper ;  but  with  a  Steeple 
incomparably  lefs.  The  others,  with  the  greated  part  of  the  Houfes, 
efpecially  towards  the  Extremity  of  this,  (as  well  as  thofe  of  the  South 
Suburb,)  are  altogether  made  of  Timber  ;  from  which  I  fhall  take  the 
Opportunity  of  obferving,  that  there  are  many  Cities  in  Sweden ,  the 
Buildings  of  which,  without  any  Exception,  are  entirely  of  the  fame  ; 
tho’  there  is  not  a  Country  in  the  World,  where  there  is  greater  abun¬ 
dance  of  Stones  as  well  as  Trees  :  But  it  mud  be  confefs’d,  that  there 
are  few  Places  where  the  fird  are  more  improper  for  Building,  or  the 
fecond  yield  lefs  Fruit  ;  which  was  the  Reafon,  that  being  asked  by 
a  Native  what  I  found  mod  remarkable  in  Sweden ,  I  jokingly  an- 
fwer’d.  Stones  of  no  ufe,  and  Trees  without  Fruit.  However,  to  do  Ju- 
dice  to  the  Country,  it  mud  be  own’d  that  the  latter,  to  make  amends 
for  that  Defect,  bring  more  fubdantial  Advantages  to  the  Inhabitants, 
not  only  for  Building,  but  likewife  by  affording  great  Plenty  of  Fuel, 
which  is  very  comfortable  in  fo  cold  a  Climate;  and  no  lefs  neceffary 
for  their  many  Forges  and  Founderies  both  of  Iron  and  Copper  ;  bur 
on  the  other  hand,  ’tis  very  inconvenient  and  dangerous  in  cafe  of 
Fire,  which  when  once  it  gets  a-liead,  is  hardly  ever  to  be  brought 
under  ;  to  which  in  great  meafure  was  owing  the  vad  Havock  made 
by  the  Mufcovites ,  who  by  fetting  fire  to  nine  or  ten  Houfes,  burnt 
down  whole  Cities  :  As  is  alfo  lately  the  almod  entire  Ruin  of  the 
South  Suburb  of  Stockholm.  If  Tacitus ,  who  call’d  Germany  horrid 
for  its  Foreds,  Horrida  Sylvis ,  had  feen  Sweden ,  he  would  with  dill 
more  Reafon  have  thought  it  frightful,  not  only  on  account  of  its 
vad  Woods,  but  likewife  for  its  Stones  and  Rocks.  Here  we  mud 
except  Schonen ,  and  fome  Parts  in  many  other  of  its  Provinces.  For 
tho’  long,  wide  and  tedious  Foreds,  or  elfe  a  continued  Series  of 
Rocks,  Mountains  and  barren  Stones,  are  fometimes  the  only  Objects 
a  Traveller  is  prefented  with  for  two  and  three,  and  fometimes  five 
Miles  and  more  ;  yet  he  often  finds  a  mixture  of  thefe  in  lefs  Quantity, 
with  Lakes,  Rivers,  Villages,  Meadows  and  fertile  Plains,  (as  they 
generally  are,  where  Art  has  been  join’d  to  Nature,)  which  produces 
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a  rich  and  agreeable  Variety.  What  here  I  fay  of  Art ,  I  underdand 
not  of  him  who  has  only  to  Manure  and  Plough  the  Fields,  which  Na¬ 
ture  has  made  fuch  already  to  his  Hands  ;  but  I  mean  the  Art  of  him 
who  burns  the  Woods,  to  make  Fields  where  none  were  to  be  found, 
as  Hidory  tells  us,  that  molt  of  them  have  been  made  in  this  Country, 
and  is  yet  daily  pra&ifed  ;  for  which  reafon  it  is  call’d  Stadia,  which 
in  their  Language  dignifies  to  grub  up  the  Ground,  by  burning  the  - 
Wood. 

Among  the  Palaces,  (of  which  I  undertake  not  to  give  either  the 
Number  or  Defcription)  that  which  formerly  belong’d  to  the  Family  of 
LaGardie ,  in  the  North  Suburb  near  the  Garden  (a 6),  is  incomparably 
lefs  confiderable  for  its  Structure,  (in  which  good  Architecture  has  lit¬ 
tle  Share,)  its  Roof  of  Copper,  with  four  Towers  cover’d  with  the 
fame,  or  its  3 65  Windows,  than  for  the  Value  of  what  is  contain’d 
in  and  about  it.  For  not  only  the  Court,  which  is  very  fpacious,  is 
enrich’d  with  a  great  Number  of  Cannon,  Mortars.  Patterero’s  and 
Culverines,  all  of  Brafs,  and  of  all  Sizes  ;  but  entring  into  the  Apart¬ 
ments,  you  find  them  richly  hung  and  furnilh’d,  if  1  may  fo  exprefs 
my  felf,  with  all  forts  of  Arms,  Standards,  Colours,  Enfigns,  Stream¬ 
ers,  Drums  and  Kettle-Drums;  befides  rich  HarnelTes  for  Saddles,  as 
Caparifons,  Houfings,  &c.  adorn’d  with  Gold  and  Silver  Embroidery, 
Jewels,  and  other  pompous  Furniture,  to  fhine  in  at  Turnaments,  Coro¬ 
nations  and  Publick  Cavalcades.  It  is  call’d  the  Arfenal  of  Trophies, 
and  very  juflly,  becaufe  (befides  thefe  Things,  and  feveral  others  not 
mention’d  which  it  contains,  the  modern  Part  w7hereof  were  taken  from 
the  Foies ,  Mufcovites  and  Saxons  during  the  Succefs  of  the  prefent 
War)  it  w7as  built,  w7ith  many  others  that  are  to  be  feen  up  and  down 
the  Kingdom,  with  the  Money  raifed  from  the  Spoils  of  Germany  •  It 
inclofes  even  thofe  of  that  Hero,  who  procured  the  greated  part  cf 
them,  Guftavus  Adolphus ,  whofe  Buff  coat  is  kept  there,  with  his  Dou¬ 
blet  pierc’d  through  at  the  Collar  by  the  Shot  by  which  he  fell  at  Lut- 
zen  ;  as  alfo  his  Shirt  all  over  Rain’d  with  the  Blood  which  there  he 
Hied,  and  another  dy’d  with  the  fame  from  a  Wound  he  before,  receiv’d 
in  ; Trujjia ;  with  two  Pair  of  his  Breeches,  likewrife  ting’d  with  Gore  on 
thofe  two  Occafions.  Over-againd  thefe  are  the  Cloaths  in  which 
CharlesXll.  was  kill  d  at  Fredencks-Hall.  The  Palace  itfelfis  a  Trophy 
of  the  Tribunal  of  Reduction,  which  in  the  Reign  of  Charles  XI.  re¬ 
turned  it  to  the  Crown,  with  others  more  or  lefs  beautiful,  as  advan- 
tageoufly  as  agreeably  fituated  near  the  bed  Lakes  and  Rivers  in  the 
mod  fertile  Places  of  that  Country,  which  the  Sovereigns  had  for  the 
greated  part  bedow’d  on  the  Nobility  and  others,  who  had  didin- 
guifhed  themfelves  by  their  Merit,  as  Recompences  for  their  Services. 
This  Court,  it  is  faid,  formerly  gave  Prints  of  all  thefe  Palaces  and 
other  Publick  Edifices  to  Foreign  Miniders,  and  other  Perfons  of  Di- 
din&ion,  to  fliew  the  Munificence  and  Royal  Favour  of  their  Princes 
towards  their  Subjetds,  and  the  Splendour  of  the  Swedtjh  Nobility  ; 
but  they  have  dnce  been  fupprefs’d,  and  prohibited  for  Reafons  that 
feem’d  contrary. 

The  Palace  I  havefpoke  of  has  very  good  Stables,  which  are  call’d 
the  Queen’s,  becaufe  they  belong’d  to  the  late  King’s  Grand- Mother, 
who  died  about  the  middle  of  November  1715,  above  Eighty.  The 
Duke  of  Holjlein  had  likewife  his  Horfes  there  ;  and  now  fome  pri¬ 
vate  Perfons  keep  theirs  at  Livery  in  them.  Over-againd  thefe  Sta- 
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bles,  in  a  Street  call’d  Neckftromgata ,  or  the  Street  of  Neptune s 
Stream,  (lands  the  Church  of  St.  James  already  mention’d  ;  in  the 
frontilpiece  whereof  remains  in  Bajfo  Relievo,  the  Trinity  reprefented 
after  the  Roman C at holick Fafhion.  The  Church  within  is  adorn’d  with 
Statues  and  Images  of  He  and  She  Saints,  with  Organs,  a  fine  Pulpit 
and  feveral  Tombs.  In  regard  of  the  firft,  I  can’t  but  obferve  what  o- 
thers  have  done  before,  that  thefe  People,  and  others  of  the  fame  Reli¬ 
gion,  have  (it  is  true)  rejected  the  Worfhip  of  them,  and  don’t  kneel  down 
and  pray  to  or  kifs  them  out  of  Devotion,  as  their  Forefathers  did; 
but  they  have  retain’d  them,  as  they  fay,  only  in  Remembrance  of 
their  Virtues,  and  for  the  Ornament  of  their  Churches  ;  from  which  it 
is  manifeft,  that  if  they  are  not  Idolaters,  they  are  refolv’d  not  to  be 
Iconoclafisy  or  Image-Breakers.  As  to  the  Prohibition  found  in  facred 
Writ  againftthe  making  of  any  Figures,  or  corporal  Reprefentations  of 
Things  Heavenly  and  Spiritual,  they  fay,  that  this  Prohibition  only 
concerns  the  Adoration  3  and  that  the  Commandment  itfelf  explains  it 
in  that  manner,  by  adding  the  Words  to  JVorfhip  them.  Near  this  Church, 
which  I  hear  was  but  lately  burnt  down,  is  the  Garden  (2 6)  that  faces 
the  fame  Palace,  and  is  call’d  the  Royal  Garden ;  which  Name,  confider- 
ing  the  Ingenuity  in  laying  it  out,  the  Contrivance  of  the  Parterres,  its 
Jets  T)’eaus9  fumptuous  Green-houfe,  &c.  it  is  not  undeferving  of. 
Among  other  magnificent  Brick-Houfes,  (with  their  Door  and  Win¬ 
dow  Cafes  of  Free  Stone,  or  Gothland  Marble)  that  (land  in  the 
South  Ea(l,  there  is  one  mark’d  (25)  facing  the  Street  I  nam’d,  cover’d 
With  Copper,  the  Ground  and  Roof  of  which  Queen  Chrijlina  gave  to 
Nicholas  Thungel ,  a  Senator;  a  Prefent  that  made  it  fubjedf  to  the  Re¬ 
duction  :  Yet  it  efcaped  a  great  while,  the  Thing  being  either  unknown 
to  that  Tribunal,  or  elfe  forgot,  till  one  of  the  Inquifitors  found  it  out 
by  the  following  Infcription  cut  in  Stone  over  the  Door,  thro’  thd 
grateful  Acknowledgment  of  that  Gentleman.

Between  this  Houfe,  and  the  Wall  of  the  Royal  Garden,  is  part  of 
the  artificial  Neck  of  Land  already  mention’d  ;  and  the  Paffage  which 
formerly  the  Water  had  there,  was  call’d  Neckflrom  or  Neptune’s 
Stream.  But,  not  to  be  tired  with  vifiting  too  particularly  every  part 
of  this  Suburb,  let  us  pod  our  felves  upon  a  Mount  about  the  middle 
of  it,  which  is  very  lofty,  and  call’d  Brunckberg ,  famous  in  the  Hi- 
(lory  of  this  Country  for  the  Defeat  of  Chriftiern  the  Tyrant.  Here 
vve  (hall  have  a  fine  Profpedt  on  all  fides.  On  the  Eaft  it  commands 
Ladugartlandie  mark’d  (1),  which  (befides  a  Number  of  Houfes  fufficient 
to  make  another  City)  eontainsan  Arfenal,  two  Timber  Churches,  and 
another  of  Stone,  begun  (but  for  the  prefent  not  work’d  at;)  which,  to 
judge  from  the  Foundation,  and  what  is  done  of  it,  promifes  not  to  be 
inferior  to  any  in  the  City  or  Suburbs.  In  the  Weft  you  fee  part  of 
Munklagret ,  or  Monk’s  Caftle,  (G)  an  Ifland  of  the  Mellern,  fo  called,  it 
is  faid,  becaufe  formerly  it  was  confecrated  to  their  Recreation.  This 
Ifland  has  on  that  Side  a  good  Quantity  of  Houfes,  many  whereof  are 
handfome,  and  have  pleafant  Gardens  belonging  to  them,  with  a  Brick 
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Church,  worth  feeing,  a  Glafs-houfe,  &c.  It  has  on  the  Eaft  a  Commu¬ 
nication  with  the  North  Suburb,  by  a  new  Bridge  of  Wood  454  Paces 
in  length,  and  n  in  breadth,  and  a  Caufeway  of  Earth  Stone  artifici¬ 
ally  join’d  to  it  not  long  ago.  This  meets  the  Bridge  270  Paces  in  the 
Lake,  which  is  the  length  :  They  fay  this  new  Bridge  is  fhorter  than 
the  old  one,  whereof  a  Row  of  Piles  is  yet  left  Banding  at  the  Place 
where  the  Caufeway  begins.  It  is  yet  more  nearly  united  to  the  Suburb 
by  another  Bridge  at  (H)  (18),  but  80  Paces  long  and  12  wide  a  little 
higher,  and  inclining  a  fmall  matter  to  the  North.  King  Charles  XL 
would  have  this  Ifland  call'd  Konnngs  Holmen ,  or  Kings  IJland ;  but 
Cuflom  has  not  yet  made  that  Name  current,  and  it  goes  more  natu¬ 
rally  and  more  commonly  by  its  old  one  Munklagret.  It  is  reported 
that  a  Colony  of  feveral  Thoufand  Frenchmen ,  of  thofe  who  were  for¬ 
bidden  the  Profeffion  of  the  Reform’d  Religion  in  France ,  entreated  by 
Deputies  that  Prince  for  leave  to  fettle  and  enjoy  Liberty  of  Corifci- 
ence  ,♦  but  that  the  Swedijh  Clergy  prevail’d  on  him  to  refufe  them 
their  Demand,  how  advantageous  foever  the  Proportions  they  made 
might  have  been  to  the  Kingdom.  The  Northern  Suburb,  whereto  I 
return,  lies  in  the  Province  of  Upland ,  with  part  of  the  City,  as  far 
as  a  Stone  fet  up  for  a  Land-Mark  that  parts  this  Province  from  Slider - 
mania ,  in  which  the  reft  of  the  City  and  the  Southern  lie.  On  this 
Stone  are  the  Arms  of  the  two  Provinces  in  Bajfo  Relievo ,  with  this 
Infcription,  Uplandz  och  Sadermannaland  Skillnad>  or  the  Limit  between 
Upland  and  Sudermania.  In  the  fame  manner  many  others  are  to  be 
feen  with  boundary  Columns  throughout  the  Country,  to  diftinguifh 
the  other  Provinces  ;  beftdes  a  great  number  of  high  Pofts,  that  on 
all  the  great  Roads  are  fet  up  at. every  Mile's  End,  and  often  at  every 
Quarter,  to  fhew  the  diftance  of  Places,  and  inform  the  Traveller  how 
much  he  is  advanced  on  his  way  ;  which  feems  to  be  an  Imitation  of 
the  Military  Columns  of  the  Romans ,  if  they  did  not  borrow  it  from 
the  Goths ,  as  fome  will  have  it. 

From  the  Northern  Suburb  one  may  pafs  direddy  in  the  Heart  of  the 
City,  over  two  Bridges  of  Wood  from  (27)  to  (11)  (C),  by  which 
a  little  Ifland  call’d  Gamla  Norbrori  of  which  I  fhall  fpeak  afterwards, 
is  join’d  to  both  the  City  and  this  Suburb,  and  (12)  another  call’d 
Nie  Norbror ,  or  new  Northern  Bridge ,  that  leads  to  the  fine  Key  al¬ 
ready  mentioned.  This  Key  is  in  fome  Places  above  50  Paces  wide, 
tho’  in  fome  other  a  little  lefs,  and  above  900  Paces  long,  ftretches 
from  the  Harbour  to  the  Royal  Palace  (I)  (between  the  wooden  Bridge 
(R),  and  a  Row  of  lofty  Brick  Houfes,  and  extends  itfelf  as  far  as  the 
Stone  Bridge,  by  which  the  City  is  join’d  to  the  Southern  Suburb. 
The  long  Bridge  (R)  which  reaches  much  farther,  as  may  be  judged 
by  the  Plan,  and  has  nothing  more  recommendable  than  its  Conveni¬ 
ence,  is  call’d  SkepbrOy  or  the  Bridge  of  Ships ;  becaufe,  as  I  hinted  be¬ 
fore,  all  the  Merchant-Men  lie  and  make  faft,  as  well  as  load  and  un¬ 
load  at  it. 

During  the  rigorous  Regulations  on  Privateering,  which  remain’d 
in  force 'till  the  Death  of  the  late  King  Charles  XII.  hardly  any  Ships 
were  to  be  feen  here,  but  thofe  of  the  Country;  moft  of  them  either 
all  fhatter’d,  or  elfe  made  ufelefs  by  the  ill  Succefs  of  the  Swedijh  Arms. 
Thofe  fevere  Orders  frighten’d  away  and  difcouraged  Strangers  ;  and 
the  few  that  did  venture  had  their  Profit  eat  up  by  high  Inlurances,  to 
the  great  detriment  of  Commerce  in  general. 
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The  Southern  Suburb  (whither  this  long  Bridge,  which  lies  below  the 
Stone  one,  conducts)  may  pafs  for  a  pretty  large  Town,  confidering  the 
Advantages  it  has,  like  thofe  we  have  obferv’d  in  the  Northern  one  ; 
for  it  has  two  large  Churches,  even  more  regular  and  of  better  Archi¬ 
tecture  than  thofe  on  that,  with  feveral  Palaces,  and  a  great  many  fine 
Brick  Houfes  3  but  I  hear  about  5000  Houfcs  and  one  of  the 
Churches  have  been  lately  burnt  down. 

Without  (laying  here,  as  we  have  done  in  the  ocher  Suburb,  let  us 
enter  the  City,  and  in  order  to  it,  pafs  over  (E)  a  Place  that  might  be 
call’d  a  dry  Bridge,  it  (landing  upon  Arches,  without  arty  Water  under¬ 
neath.  This  Bridge  is  76  Paces  in  Length,  and  16  or  17  in  Breadth; 
at  the  two  Extremities  are  two  Eminences,  one  higher  than  the  other,  and 
between  them  is  thePublick  Warehoufe  for  Iron  and  Copper,  common¬ 
ly  call’d  Jernwagh ,  or  the  Iron  Ballance.  It  is  lined  on  both  Sides 
with  Iron  Ballillers,  for  the  Space  of  37  or  38  Paces,  and  cuts  through 
a  large  round  Tower,  (the  Remains  of  an  ancient  Fort)  whereof  nothing 
is  left  (landing  but  the  two  Sides,  which  are  farther  alunder  than  the 
Bridge  is  wide :  Thefe,  with  two  Rows  of  Shops,  built  of  Brick,  and 
cover’d  with  Iron,  line  or  border  it  from  3^  or  3  6  Paces  more.  This 
fort  of  Bridge  is  fupported  by  a  very  thick  Vault  of  the  Tower,  which 
makes  the  chief  Arch,  and  four  more  thar  are  not  fo  thick  and  more 
modern,  under  two  of  which  are  four  great  Pair  of  Scales.  Going 
from  hence  about  6z  Paces,  and  leaving  on  the  left  a  Street  with 
Shops  of  each  Side,  that  leads  to  Skepbro ,  we  come  to  a  Draw-bridge, 
that  lies  over  a  little  Canal,  between  the  Lake  and  the  Sea,  for  Ships 
to  pafs  to  and  fro  into  either 3  as  about  75  Paces  below  this  there  is 
another  at  the  Extremity  of  the  fame  Canal,  that  divides  the  long 
wooden  one,  for  the  fame  Purpofe.  As  foon  as  we  have  palled  over 
the  Draw-bridge  firft  named,  we  are  upon  a  Stone  Caufeway,  that  ad¬ 
vances  from  the  Canal  35  or  36  Paces  into  the  RIullerny  where  it  fup- 
ports  a  good  Brick  Houfe,  with  two  Shops,  and  makes  the  firft  Arch 
of  the  Stone-Bridge,  which  unites  the  Southern  Suburb  to  the  City, 
and  gives  a  free  and  ample  Palfage  for  the  Lake  I  juft  mention’d  to  dif 
charge  itfelf  into  the  Sea.  There  are  under  this  Bridge,  or  be¬ 
tween  it  and  Skepbro ,  clofe  to  both,  the  Butchery  and  Fifh-Marker, 
two  long  wooden  Buildings,  a  Water-Mill  on  Piles,  befides  feveral 
Shops. 

Coming  from  the  Bridge,  one  immediately  fees  a  Houfe  of  the  City, 
in  the  Wall  of  which  is  (1)  a  Runick  Stone,  in  Swedijh ,  Runar-Stein , 
fo  call’d  from  the  ftrange  Characters  it  bears,  which  they  fay  were  the 
firft  in  Ufe  among  the  Northern  Nations.  They  are  fuch  as  in  the  fore- 
faid  Print  (N).  Mr.  Redder,  AftefTor  in  the  College  of  Antiquities  of  that 
City,  one  of  the  greateft  Virtuofos  in  the  North,  and  my  intimate  Friend, 
has  given  me  the  following  Explication  of  thofe  Characters,  viz.  Karl 

and  O thife  have  fet  tip  this  Stone  to . their  Father.  Among 

feveral  forts  of  Coins  (truck  or  found  in  England ,  and  divers  Northern 
Parts,  with  fuch  Characters,  one  may  fee  the  Reverfes  of  (4)  and  (7) 
in  the  fame  Print,  at  the  Head  of  which  is  that  which  Mr.  Gibfoti 
has  inferred  in  Camdens  Britannia ,  and  pretends,  with  many  others, 
to  be  coin’d  in  Honour  of  the  God  Thor ,  becaufe  of  the  Figure  above 
it,  which  is  not  unlike  to  what  the  firft  Worlhippers  of  this  Nor¬ 
thern  Deity  gave  him  in  their  Statues  and  Pictures;  and  this  In- 
feription,  Thur  Gut  Luetis ,  which,  according  to  him  and  thofe  others, 
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fignifies  the  Effigies  of  the  God  Thor,  feems  to  confirm  their  Opinion. 
But  Mr.  Redder  denies  not  only  that  this  pretended  Medal  or  Coin  is 
Itruck  for  the  God  Thor ,  but  even  that  the  Explication  of  the  Charac¬ 
ters  is  juft.  He  affirms,  that  the  Figure  or  Pofture  attributed  to  the 
God  Thor  was  a  common  one  that  Coiners  made  Ufe  of,  and  which 
they  gave  to  the  Kings  of  thole  Days;  and  alledges,  for  an  Ex¬ 
ample,  one  of  Gratian ,  holding  a  Scepter  in  one  Hand,  and  a  Globe 
in  the  other,  as  Thor  is  reprelented,  with  his  Mallet  and  his  Light¬ 
ning.  He  will  have  it  that  Thur  Gut ,  of  which  they  make  the  Godi 
Thor,  is  but  one  Word,  Thurgothus ,  and-  a  proper  Name,  the  Com¬ 
pound  of  Thur  and  Gothiis ,  according  to  the  Ufage  of  the  Ancients, 
who  took  a  Pride  in  deriving  their  Names,  as  well  as  their  Origin, 
from  their  Gods ;  that  this  Thurgothus  had  been  a  Magiftrare,  who 
had  caus’d  this  Medal  to  be  ftruck,  or  perhaps  the  Coiner  himfelf, 
as  has  been  practis’d,  fays  he,  in  England  for  Example,  on  the  Englijh - 
Saxon  Pieces,  of  which  Mr.  Walker  has  made  mention.  Befides  that 
it  is  not  certain  that  any  Money  was  coin’d  at  the  Time  the  God  Thor 
was  worfhip’d,  it  is  not  improbable  that  this  Thurgothus  was  Governor 
of  fome  Place,  or  fome  Coiner,  when  the  Goths  and  Saxons  were  con¬ 
founded  with  the  Britons,  as  well  as  they  were  with  fo  many  other  Na¬ 
tions  of  Europe  and  Afia,  by  their  Irruptions  and  Conquefts  :  That 
upon  this  Medal  he  put  the  Characters  the  moil  natural  to  him,  before 
a  Speech  compofed  of  the  Languages  of  thofe  Nations  prevail’d,  as  it 
did  afterwards ;  fuch  as  is  th zEngliflo  Tongue,  in  which  there  are  a  vaft 
Number  of  Words  and  Expreftions  that  are  altogether  Swedijh,  or  dif¬ 
fer  only  from  it  in  the  Pronunciation.  We  might  likewife  obferve  that 
the  Lightning  and  Mallet  which  the  God  Thor  fhould  have  in  that  Me¬ 
dal,  according  to  Mr.  Gihfon,  refemble'the  one  and  the  other  no  more 
than  they  do  a  Sceptre  and  a  Globe.  But  as  it  is  dangerous  to  be  pofi- 
tive  concerning  Medals,  as  well  as  the  Beginning  of  Hiftory,  in 
which  we  find  a  ftrange  Confufion ;  I  propofe  what  I  have  advanced, 
only  as  a  Conjecture,  and  fubmit  to  the  Judgment  of  thofe  that 
are  better  skill’d  in  that  Affair.  Some  make  Otheim ,  who  is  look’d 
upon  as  the  fecond  Perfon  in  the  ancient  Trium  Tdteat  of  Nor¬ 
thern  Deities,  the  Inventer  of  the  Runick  Characters  in  the  Year 
of  the  World  1799;  others  derive  their  Origin  from  Time  imme¬ 
morial. 

Dr.  Olaus  Rudbeck,  who  by  largeVolumes  i n  Folio  has  publickly  fig- 
naliz’d  his  Enquiries  and  Knowledge  in  the  Antiquities  of  the  North , 
afferts,  that  Greece  had  her  firft  Letters,  with  the  Tafte  of  Sciences  and 
Religion,  from  Sweden ,  and  not  from  Thcenicia ,  whence  it  is  fo  gene¬ 
rally  pretended  that  Cadmus  carried  her  the  firft  Characters  {he  had. 
<c  Greece ,  fays  he,  had  in  the  Beginning  but  fixteen  Letters,  no  more 
<c  than  ancient  Sweden {  and  Herodotus  affirms,  that  the  Ufe  of  Let¬ 
ters  was  known  among  the  Grecians  before  the  Voyage  of  Cadmus  in¬ 
to  Greece.  As  another  Proof  or  probable  Reafon,  he  alledges  the  Con¬ 
formity  there  is  ftill  between  thefe  ancient  Characters  and  thofe  the 
Greeks  us’d  firft,  to  whom  he  allows  the  Honour  of  having  polifhd 
and  brought  them  to  the  prefent  Perfection,  it  not  being  difficult  to 
make  Additions  to  Things  once  invented.  On  this  Subject  he  fays  a 
great  many  fine  Things,  which,  if  not  altogether  true,  are  at  leaf!  both 
curioufly  and  ingenioufly  fearch'd  into  or  imagin’d ;  as  among  orhers, 
that  the  Golden  Apples ,  which  Apollodorus  pretends  were  carried  away 
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from  the  Hyperboreans  by  Hercules ,  were  nothing  elfe  in  Reality  but 
their  Runick  Letters . 

It  mud  be  own’d  that  he  clalhes  with,  and  draws  upon  him,  almod 
all  the  Greek ,  Roman ,  and  other  Hiflorians  ;  efpecially  when  he  pre¬ 
tends  that  Greece  has  receiv’d  the  Tade  of  Sciences  from  Sweden ,  where- 
as  his  Anceftors  the  Goths  dand  every  where  accufed  of  having  dc- 
droy’d  the  mod  illudrious  Monuments  of  Arcs,  Sciences,  and  Polite- 
nefs }  infomuch  as  they  have  left  in  the  ancient  Capital  of  the  World 
but  one  dngle  Temple  danding,  of  fo  many  excellent  Pieces  of  fine  Ar¬ 
chitecture  which  adorn’d  it.  They  are  tax’d  with  having  never  figna- 
liz’d  themfelves  better  in  any  Art  but  that  of  War,  and  valu’d  nothing 
more  than  Force  and  Conqued;  as  may  be  partly  inferr’d  from  the  very 
Etymology  of  the  Names  which  they  gave  to  the  falfe  Deities  they 
worfliip’d.  For  Thor  in  their  ancient  Language  dignifies  Valiant ,  War- 
like ,  or  Enter  prizing  j  Otheirn  is  He  fir  oyer ;  and  Frigga ,  Plenty  or 
‘Plunder.  The  fird  is  reprefented,  as  I  have  faid  already,  with  Light' 
ning  in  one  Hand  and  a  Mallet  in  the  other;  the  fecond  with  a  Naked 
Sword  and  Buckler ;  and  the  third  likewife  with  a  Naked  Sword  and  a 
Bow.  Tho’  an  Italian  Author  has  given  the  Nations  of  the  North  at 
lead  the  accidental  Honour  of  the  Origin  of  his  Mother-Tongue,  by 
faying  that  it  fprung  from  the  Mixture  of  thofe  People  with  the  La¬ 
tins  ;  or,  to  fpeak  more  properly,  from  the  Corruption  of  both  their 
Languages.  Thcfe  are  his  Words:  Hi  duoi  Popoli  fi  fcce  an  Popolo,  e 
di  due  Lingue  un  Linguaggio ,  da  cui  Latineggiando  la  Barbarie ,  e  Barba* 
Yeggiando  la  Latinita ,  nacque  la  bella  Lingua  Italiana .  <c  Of  two  they 
<c  made  but  one  People,  atld  of  two  Languages  one  Speech  ;  which  by 
<c  Latinizing  the  Barbarous  Words,  and  Barbarifing  the  Latin,  had  pro- 
“  duced  the  fine  Italian  Tongue. 

To  retufn  From  whence  the  Runick  Chara&ers  have  led  us,  I  (hall 
obferve  that  the  Hidory  of  Sweden  informs  us,  that  in  the  Place  where 
now  the  Piles  on  which  the  Butchery  and  the  Draw  and  Stone-Bridges 
are,  there  was  a  Neck  of  Land,  which  made  a  Peninfula  of  the  Ground 
on  which  the  City  is  built :  That  this  Peninfula  was  call’d  Aguifia ;  and 
after  this  Neck  of  Land  was  cut,  Stockholmen ,  or  the  Ifle  of  Trunks ; 
as  to  the  Origin  of  this  fecond  Name,  it  varies.  The  Account  which  is 
thought  to  come  neared  the  Truth,  is  what  follows  :  The  Mellern  being 
infeded  with  foreign  Pyrates,  it  was  thought  advifeable  to  dop  up  their 
Padage  With  Trunks  of  Trees  and  Mads  tied  to  one  another,  as  the  Place 
which  now  is  call’d  Noreflrom ,  ox  North  Current,  at(C.D.)  and  was  then 
the  only  Channel  through  which  that  Lake  emptied  itfelf  into  the  Sea, 
from  whence  this  Current  was  call’d  Stock  fund,  or  the  Streight  of  Trunks , 
and  runs  dill  With  Rapidity  under  the  Northern  Bridges.  It  is  added, 
that  St.  Glaus,  King  of  Norway,  having  declar’d  War  againd  Skothonung, 
King  of  Sweden ,  to  revenge  the  Death  of  his  Father,  whom  Sigris  5kot- 
honungs  Mother  had  fhamefully  caufed  to  be  kill’d,  was  with  a  nume* 
rous  Fleet  got  up  into  this  Lake,  had  pillaged  and  burnt  the  City  of 
Birca ,  bcfiegki  that  of  Sightuna ,  ravaging  and  plundering  all  that  came 
in  his  way;  that  vvhild  thefe  Things  were  doing,  Skothonung,  having 
drawn  together  all  the  Strength  lie  could,  and  fortify ’d  hitnfelf  in  the  littie 
Idand  (B),  then  call’d  Kedesker,  now  Redder  holm,  (hut  up  the  faid  Current, 
with  Chains  of  Mads,  more  narrowly  than  it  had  been  till  then,  with 
a  Defign  of  making  himfelf  Mader  of  the  King  of  Norway  s  Perfon,  as 
well  as  his  whole  Fleet.  But  the  Saint,  made  ingenious  by  the  Dan- 
Vol,  IL  Cc  '  get# 
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ger,  caufed  his  People  to  dig  and  cut  through  the  Ifthmus  of  Aguifia,in& 
in  one  Night  opened  himfeif  a  Paifagc  from  the  Lake  into  the  Sea  call'd 
Suderflrom ,  or  South  Current,  to  which  from  that  ACtion  formerly  was 
given  the  Name  of  Konungfimd ,  or  King’s  Streight.  Thus  the  King 
of  Norway  faved  his  Fleet  and  all  his  Plunder;  and  Aguifia  ceafing  by 
this  to  be  a  ‘Peninfula ,  was  call’d  Stockholmen ,  or  the  If  and  of  Trunks ; 
a  Name  Which  the  City  that  was  afterwards  built  upon  it  in  1260  has 
retain'd  , 

This  City  is  not  now  wall’d  in  and  fortify ’d  by  Art,  as  they  fay  it 
was  formerly  ,*  but  Nature,  which  makes  all  Accel's  to  it  on  the  Sea- 
fide  fo  difficult,  (by  theWindings  and  Turnings  through  the  Labyrinth 
of  Ifies  and  Rocks,  fpoke  of  before,)  has  furniffi’d  it  with  large  and 
deep  Ditches,  fill’d  by  the  Lake  and  the  Sea,  on  the  Land- fide ;  and 
indead  of  Ramparts,  has  thrown  up  high  Hills  that  form  Defiles,  which 
a  few  Men  may  eafily  defend,  and  make  it  very  dangerous  for  any 
hodile  Army  to  approach  the  Suburbs  with  the  leaf!  Oppofition.  As 
thefe  are  the  prefent  Advantages  of  Stockholm  on  the  defenfive,  fo  here 
are  Difadvantages  it  labours  under  to  a Cl  offenfively.  A  Swedtfi  Fleet 
lies  very  fafely  in  its  Harbour ;  but  to  go  in  quell  of  an  Enemy,  it  is 
as  difficult  for  Ships  to  get  out,  as  it  is  for  others  to  get  in,  for  the 
Reafons  mention’d.  It  is,  as  it  were,  block’d  up  for  above  four  Months 
in  the  Year,  by  the  Ice  ;  and  the  different  Winds  that  are  neceffary  for 
it  to  gain  the  Sea,  after  the  Ice  is  broken,  require  alfo  fome  Time  : 
During  all  which  the  Enemy  is  at  Liberty  to  prevent  it,  as  being  free 
from  fuch  Obdacles,  and  may  ravage  and  lay  walle  the  Coails  of 
Sweden ,  and  its  Maritime  Places  in  Germany.  They  fay  thefe  were  the 
Reafons  which  induced  Charles^ I.  to  remove  his  Fleet  to  Carelfcroon. 

The  City  of  Stockholm  is  not  fo  large  as  either-of  its  Suburbs,  tho’ic 
extends  over  the  whole  Me,  from  whence  it  had  its  Name;  nor  had 
it  ever,  before  the  late  War  and  the  Plague,  above  30,000  Inhabi¬ 
tants  ;  but  to  make  amends,  it  has  in  its  little  Circumference  (which 
hardly  exceeds  a  quarter  of  a  Mile)  all  that  is  requifite  to  render  it,  in 
the  Eyes  of  good  Judges,  one  cf  the  fineft  Cities  in  the  North  of  Eu¬ 
rope  :  As  three  large  Churches,  built  indeed  after  the  Gothick  Order, 
and  divers  fumptuous  Palaces ;  not  to  mention  feveral  Publick  Edifices, 
and  lofty  Brick- Ploufes,  many  whereof  are  Pieces  of  fine  Architecture, 
and  are  magnificently  cover’d  with  Brafs  or  Iron,  two  Metals  with  which 
Sweden  is  plentifully  furnififd  by  Nature,  and  wherein  its  greated 
Riches  confid. 

The  larged  of  the  Churches  is  (3)  the  Cathedral,  dedicated  to  St. 
Nicholas.  It  is  nobly  adorned  within,  and  enriched  with  a  fine  Organ,  a 
very  handfome  Pulpit,  and  two  Royal  Seats  or  Thrones,  of  an  extra¬ 
ordinary  Sculpture  ;  to  which  may  be  added  a  Number  of  codiy  Tombs 
of  different  forts  of  Marble,  beautified  with  the  Arms,  and  Buds,  or 
Statues,  of  the  Perfons  buried  therein.  Among  theie  Statues,  that  of 
St.  George  on  Horfeback  is  particularly  admired  ;  the  Saint  is  repre- 
fented  as  combating  and  trampling  under  him  a  Dragon  of  a  mondrous 
Size,  and  delivering  miraculoufly,  from  his  infatiable  Fury,  Cleodolinda , 
Daughter  to  the  King  of  Lydia ,  and  twelve  other  young  Virgins  de¬ 
voted  to  his  Rage.  The  fird  of  thefe  is  in  a  kneeling  Podure,  with 
her  Hands  join’d,  before  her  victorious  Preferver ;  the  whole  1S  as  large 
as  the  Life,  except  that  of  the  Dragon,  which  alone  equals  all  the  red 
in  Size,  as  being  an  imaginary  Monder,  and  therefore  not  confined  to  any 
natural  Bignefs.  Over 
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Over  the  Altar  is  a  rich  fort  of  Cupboard,  finely  gilt  on  the  Out- 
fide,  and  lined  within  with  Ebony ;  which,  when  open’d  on  Sundays 
and  other  Fcftivals,  difeovers  a  Table  of  a  Pyramidal  Form,  with  five 
Partitions  of  MalTy  Silver,  whereon  are  the  following  Hiflories  in 
BajJb  Relievo  exquifitely  fini fil'd.  On  the  firft,  from  the  Top  to  Bot¬ 
tom  is  the  Nativity  of  Jefus  Chrijl  on  the  fecond,  his  Supper ;  on  the 
the  third,  his  Crucifixion  ;  on  the  fourth,  his  Burial  3  and  on  the  fifth, 
his  RefurrePtion.  On  the  Summit  of  This  Table  is  a  little  Statue  of  the 
fame  Metal,  in  height  about  a  *  Swedijh  Ell,  which  reprefents  his 
Afcenfion.  Eight  other  little  Statues  of  the  fame  Metal,  Height  and 
proportionable  Bignefs,  accompany  the  BaJJb  Relievos  3  as  that  of 
Mofesy  having  in  his  Hands  the  Tables  of  the  Law  ;  and  the  Fore¬ 
runner  of  Jeltis  Chrifi:,  holding  a  Crofs,  with  a  Lamb  lying  at  his 
Feet.  Join’d  to  the  Reprefentation  of  the  Crucifixion  are  Angels,  with 
Infiruments  of  that  Punilhment  3  and  the  Evangelifis,  with  the  Animals 
ufu ally  align’d  them  by  Sratuaries  and  Painters,  Band  by  the  others 
in  the  fame  Order.  The  whole,  of  MaBy  Silver,  is  laid  to  weigh 
but  30,000  Ounces;  but  yet  ’tis  reported  to  have  coft  the  Donor 
80,000  Crowns,  or  16,000  /.  Sterling,  fo  much  is  it  furpafied  in  Va¬ 
lue,  by  theCuriofity  of  the  Workmanihip. 

On  the  right  Side  of  the  Altar  is  a  large  Picture  raifed  up  againfi 
the  Wall,  reaching  even  from  the  Pavement  to  the  vaulted  Roof,  and 
of  a  Breadth  proportionable  3  in  which  Bar  ad  fie  and  Hell  are  finely  re- 
prefented  by  the  famous  Ehrenfirahly  the  Apelles  of  this  Country.  Ic 
pafies  for  a  Mailer-piece  of  Art  and  Invention.  On  the  Left,  oppo-J  • 
fite  to  the  aforemencion’d,  is  another  of  a  leiTer  Size,  wherein  is  de- 
feribed  th z  Crucifixion  of  Jefus,  Chrifi  and  the  two  Thieves  ;  and  they,' 
who  are  the  beft  Judges  of  fuch  Performances,  eileem  this  alfo  as  excel¬ 
lent  in  its  kind.  In  the  Vefiry  are  to  be  feen  fome  Mitres  belonging 
to  the  antient  Bifhops,  and  feveral  fine  Altar-Cloths,  with  rich  Habits 
of  their  former  Priefts,  which  are  made  of  the  mofi  coilly  Stuffs,  and 
ingeniouily  embroider’d  with  Gold  and  Silver  3  as  Chafubles  and  Albes± 
which  the  Lutheran  Miniilers  life  at  this  Day,  in  fome  part  of  their 
facred  Office,  as  the  Roman  Catholicks  do  at  the  celebrating  of  the 
Latin  Mafs.  They  have  alfo  in  the  fame  Place  Crofies  and  Cruci¬ 
fixes,  and  large  Mafly  Silver  Candlefticks  very  weighty,  with  which 
they  adorn  the  Altar  on  folemn  Feftivals,  lighting  up  in  them  Wax 
Tapers,  as  they  did  formerly,  only  not  info  great  a  quantity;  be- 
caufe  they  have  preferved  but  one  Altar  in  each  Church,  out  of  the 
Numbers  which  were  ufed  before  the  Reformation.  There  are  like- 
wife  Chalices,  either  of  Gold  or  Silver  gilt,  the  mod  precious  of  which 
is  not  only  entirely  Gold,  but  embelliihed  with  Numbers  of  Jewels, 
fetin  Figures  reprefenting  th ^BaJfiony  the  Apoftles,  &c.  it  is  valued  at 
40,000  Crowns. 

It  was  taken  in  Trague,  (as  they  fay)  with  another  not  unlike  it, 

(tho*  inferior  in  Worth,)  which  is  at  Upfal ,  by  General  Koningfmarky 
who  got  befides  that  an  inefiimable  Booty.  Tis  reported,  that  the  fame 
General  having  obferved,  in  one  of  the  Churches  in  the  Suburbs,  the 
Statues  of  the  Twelve  Apofiles  larger  than  the  Life  in  Mafiy  Silver, 
commanded  his  Officers  to  carry  them  off,  faying,  dilfefpedfully,  ’twas 
fit  they  ffiou’d  traverfe  the  World,  according  to  the  Order  of  Jefus

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Chrift  their  Lord  and  Matter,  and  to  that  intent  he  converted  them  into 
Specie,  He  brought  off  likewife  from  the  Imperial  Palace,  amongft  a 
great  Quantity  of  other  pretious  Spoils,  that  fo  famous  and  valuable 
Cabinet  which  T)on  Antonio  Fimentel  del  Trado ,  then  Minifter  of  Spain 
at  the  Court  of  Sweden ,  had  the  Addrefs  to  recover  from  the  Hands 
of  Queen  Chrijlinay  who  was  as  liberal  and  free  in  diftributing  the 
Spoils  of  conquer’d  Enemies,  as  her  Father  and  the  Swedijh  Officers 
had  been  prodigal  of  their  Blood  to  purchafe  them. 

This  Spaniard  (’tis  faid)  had  a  prodigious  Afcendant  over  the  Spirit 
of  this  Queen,  of  whom  he  cou’d  gain  almoft  any  Point ;  and  this  Af¬ 
cendant  was  perceptible  to  all  the  World,  not  only  whilft  he  remain’d 
in  Sweden ,  but  even  after  he  was  gone  ;  which  one  may  fufficiently 
judge  by  this  one  Example  :  Some  Months  after  the  Revocation  of  this 
Minifter,  (who,  tho’  abfent  in  Body,  feem’d  perpetually  prefent  in  her 
Mind,  and  to  govern  all  her  Thoughts  and  Actions,)  for  juft  before  her 
Abdication,  (lie  fent  a  pofitive  Order  in  Writing  to  the  Refident  of  Tortn* 
galx. o  depart  the  Kingdom  inftantly ;  in  which  flic  gave  an  evident  Proof 
of  her  Complaifance  for  Spain ,  even  to  the  taking  the  Regal  Title 
from  the  King  of  Tortugal ,  and  {tiling  him  not  only  in  Contempt  the 
little  Duke  of  Braganza ,  but  calling  him  the  unjuft  Ufurper  of  the 
Crown  he  wore.  This,  with  fome  other  Proceedings,  altogether  as 
extraordinary,  which  this  Prineefs  was  guilty  of,  after  the  Arrival  of 
that  Minifter,  gave  Grounds  to  a  French  Author,  who  has  written  of 
the  TranfadHons  at  that  Court,  to  make  the  following  Reflections  : 
44  TheRefidence  of  Fimentel  in  Sweden  did  moreMifchief  to  that  King- 
44  dom,  than  if  the  Emperor  had  fent  thither  50,000  Men  to  regain  his 
44  Cabinet.”  Twas  with  this  fame  Minifter  that  fhe  difcourfed  (as 
they  aflured  me  there)  publickly,  and  in  thefe  difrefpeCtful  Terms  of 
Jefus  Chrift.  44  Ever  fince  we  can  trace  in  Hiftory  the  Events  which 
44  have  happen’d  to  Mankind,  one  cannot  reckon  Fifty  Years  which 
44  have  pafs’d  fucceftively  in  an  Univerfal  Tranquility,  and  not  Forty 
44  fince  the  Time  of  Chriftianity.  The  Virgin  Mary  (fays  Ihe)  had 
44  but  one  Son,  and  that  Son  has  been,  and  ftill  is,  the  Caufe  of  Trou- 
44  bles,  Divifions,  Perfecutions,  and  bloody  endlefs  Wars  amongft  Us  5 
44  if  die  had  had  Two,  what  wou’d  have  become  of  Us  ?  ”  To  which 
(as  they  fay)  he  anfwer’d,  Madam ,  He  faid  the  Truth  in  faying ,  I  am 
not  come  to  bring  Feace  to  the  Worlds  but  the  Sword. 

From  this  Church  we  will  go  to  that  of  St.  Francis ,  (15)  as  being 
the  next  in  Bignefs,  tho’  farther  diftant :  It  is  fituated  upon  the  little 
Ifle  mark’d  (B),  whereon,  as  the  Hiftory  of  the  Country  informs  us, 
Skothonung  fortified  himlelf  to  furprize  St.  Olaus.  ’Tis  faid,  that  it 
was  founded  by  the  King  Magnus  Ladiflaus  in  1170,  with  a  Monaftery 
of  Francifcans  of  that  Order,  which  they  call’d  there  Gromunkor ,  or 
Grey  Monks,  on  account  of  the  Grey  Colour  of  their  Habits,  to  di- 
ftinguilh  them  from  other  Monks  and  Fryars,  who  formerly  fwarm’d 
there.  From  them  the  Iftand  was  call’d  Gromunkholmen ,  as  was  alfo 
the  Bridge  Gromunkbrony  from  their  patting  over  it.  This  Church  is 
not  by  far  fo  rich,  nor  fo  well  adorned  within,  as  the  other;  but  its 
Steeple,  tho’  not  the  higheft,  pafles  for  the  fineft  in  either  City  or 
Suburbs.  ’Tis  the  moft  ufual  Burial-Place  of  the  Royal  Family,  fince 
the  Time  of  its  Founder,  who  has  his  Tomb  there  with  this  plain  and 
fimple  Infcription, 
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Hie  jacet  Sepultas  Sereniffimus  Drinceps  ac  Dominus  Magnus  Sue  corum 
Gothorum  Rex,  Btrgeri  ‘Ducts,  prafatorum  Regnorum  Gubernatoris ,  Fi¬ 
lms  End  XL  ejus  nominis  eorundem  Regnorum  Regis ,  ex  Sorore  Nepos 
obiit  Anno  CljCCXC  cujus  amma  in  atermm  vivat. 

It  may  perhaps  feem  ftrange,  that  I  mention  this  Church  in  the  Num¬ 
ber  of  thofe  in  the  City,  fince  it  (lands  upon  a  different  Iffand ;  but  I 
hope  it  will  be  a  fufficient  Excufe,  that  this  Ifle  is  much  nearer  the 
Ciry  than  any  other  Land,  as  being  feparated  only  by  a  narrow 
Channel  of  Mellern  2.8  Paces  wide,  as  may  be  feen  by  the  fore- men¬ 
tioned  Bridge,  which  reaches  from  one  Shore  to  the  other,  and  is  ex¬ 
actly  of  that  Length. 

We  will  next  pafs  over  to  the  other  Church,  ( 6 )  dedicated  by  itsFoun- 
der  to  St.  Gertrude ,  fituate  in  the  middle  of  the  City,  and  call’d  at  pre- 
fent  the  German  Church.  I  have  left  it  to  the  lafl,  as  being  the  lea(U 
Its  greateft  Magnificence  confifls  in  being  cover'd  with  Copper,  as  are 
alfo  the  other  two.  Some  will  alfo  brag  of  the  Chimes,  which  they 
value  here  as  one  of  the  mod  harmonious  Sets  in  the  World.  They 
feem,  indeed,  in  general  to  pleafe  the  People  of  this  Country  ;  and  one 
wou’d  imagine  they  thought  they  did  not  difpleafe  even  the  Dead » 
fince  they  ring  them  at  their  Funerals  to  fuch  a  degree,  as  very  much 
difturbs  the  Living,  unlefs  they  reckon  them  (as  the  Ancients  did ) 
an  Alarm  of  Terror,  as  well  as  a  Sound  of  Joy.  Chriftian  Hiffory 
mentions  alfo  two  Temples  built  formerly  in  this  City,  and  dedi¬ 
cated  one  to  St.  John ,  and  the  other  to  St.  Dominick ,  with  two  Mona- 
fleries  for  the  Monks  of  thofe  two  Orders  ;  but  as  we  can  only  fpeak 
of  them  by  Hearfay,  we  will  not  fearch  into  their  Ruins,  but  go  on  to 
the  other  mod  remarkable  Buildings. 

The  Royal  Palace  (1)  wou’d  naturally  claim  our  fird  Regard,  if  it 
had  not  unfortunately  been  reduced  toAlhesa  fewDays  after  the  Death 
of  Charles  XI.  (whom  it  had  like  to  have  ferv’d  for  a  Funeral  Pile,) 
and  ’twas  with  great  Difficulty  they  faved  his  Corpfe,  which  then  lay 
in  State  therein ;)  or  rather,  if  the  Hurry  and  Expences  of  the  late  War 
had  not  hindered  Count  TeJJin ,  who  has  imbibed  in  Italy  a  thorough 
Tade  of  fine  Architecture,  from  finilhing  that  whereof  he  had  drawn 
the  Plan,  and  laid  the  Foundation  upon  the  Ruins  of  the  other.  The 
Walls,  which  are  raifed  up  fome  Toifes,  are  magnificent  Beginnings, 
which  promife  fome  time  or  other  advantageoufly  to  recompence  the 
Crown  for  the  Lofs  of  the  other,  if  ever  it’s  brought  to  Perfection. 
The  other,  which  they  call  the  Old  Caftle ,  is  now  only  to  be  feen  in 
Prints :  It  was  dil  d  before  the  Fire  the  Royal  Caftle,  and  was  (as  they 
fay)  but  a  confufed  Heap  of  Apartments  after  the  Gothick  Order }  and 
the  fame  Element  that  has  now  confum’d  it  almod  entirely,  began 
fome  time  before  to  declare  War  againd  it,  and  exercis’d  its  dedruCtive 
Power  over  feveral  Parts  of  it.  Here  the  forementioned  Count  had 
already  fignaliz’d  his  maderly  Skill,  in  a  handfome  Chappel,  and  a 
fine  Facade  or  Front  after  the  Italian  manner,  as  well  as  in  the  Royal 
Stables.  The  fird  of  thefe  was  again  confum’d,  bur  the  Facade  and 
Stables  were  preferv’d,  by  having  the  Advantage  of  the  Wind  ;  the 
latter  dand  on  a  little  Ifland,  whereof  I  promifed  to  fpeak  more  am¬ 
ply,  feparated  from  that  of  Stockholm  by  a  fmall  Branch  of  the  Mellern 
running  before  the  faid  Front.  This  Ifland  is  call’d  Hilge  Andes  Hoi - 
men,  or  thelfland  of  the  Holy  Ghod,  is  not  above  400  Paces  in  Cir¬ 
cumference,  and  is  entirely  cover’d  by  the  Stables,  a  Palace  roofed 

With 
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With  Brafs,  fome  Houfes  and  Shops,  mo  ft  of  which  are  Brick  or  Free 
Stone.  Buc  the  Roy afStables  ought  not  to  be  pafs’d  over  in  Silence,  being 
very  well  worth  the  viewing.  JTis  a  Pile  ot  Building  in  length  on  the 
Outfide  144  Paces,  and  in  breadth  20 ;  in  the  Infide  140  Paces  long, 
and  between  17  and  18  broad,  with  two  Wings  no  way  inferior  to  it. 
The  whole  Edifice  is  entirely  plated  with  Iron,  and  enlightened  with 
100  large  Windows.  The  main  Body  is  vaulted  with  a  noble  arch'd 
Roof,  and  contains  two  Floors  130  Paces  long,  capable  of  ranging  in 
two  Rows  about-siop  Horfes,  and  divided  by  48  beautiful  Pillars  after 
the  Tufcan  Qrd.er,  \yhich  fudain  the  Roof ;  and  are  difpofed  at  an 

equal  Didance  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  each  of  them  lias  a  fort  of 

wooden  Pallifade  cover’d  with  Plates  of  Iron,  which  reaches  five  Paces 
from  the  Pillar  to  which  ’tis  faften’d  to  the  Wall,  againd  which  are  the 

Mangers  and  Racks.  f  *  *  > 

Before  I  leave  this  little  Ifiand  to  re-enter  the  City,  I’ll  take  a  flight 
View  of  a  Palace  with  a  Brazen  Roof  built  at  (D.)  adjoining  to  the  Sta¬ 
bles.  It  formerly  belonged  to  the  Family  of  Count  Brahe ,  and  fell  a 
facrifice  to  the  Crown  by  the  Reduction  of  the  Royal  Grants,  which 
has  fince  hedpw’d  fome  of. the  Apartments  on  the  College  of  Anti¬ 
quities  for  a  Repofitory  of  their  Curiofities.  Thefe,  with  a  little  Li¬ 
brary  depending  thereupon,  for  the  Society  to  aflemble  in  whenever 
there  is  Occafion,  which  very  rarely  happens  at  this  Time,  are  all  the 
mod  remarkable  Things  in  this  Palace  ;  its  Building  is  very  indiffe¬ 
rent,  and  after  the  Gothick  Tafte,  and  its  greated  Magnificence  con- 
fifts.  in  its  Brazen  Roof.  The  Antiquities  therein  preferved  are  feve- 
^I  forts  of  Arms  belonging  to  the  firft  Kings  of  this  Country,  which 
they  fuperflitioufly  buried  with  them;  making  it,  according  to  the  Re¬ 
ligion  of  thofe Times,  which  edeem’d  it  Sacrilege  to  touch  them:  Buc 
the  late  Mr.  Rudbeck ,  and  other  Members  of  the  College,  have  flnee 
made  no  fcruple  to  violate  the  Pagan  Cuftoms,  by  digging,  and  taking 
them  up  again.  There  are  likewife  feveral  Coins  of  the  Eaftern  Empire 
flnee  Otho  the  Great,  and  of  the  Englijh  Kings  Ethdred ,  Canutus  the 
Great,  and  Harold^  with  fome  Arabian  Pieces,  which  are  owing  (as  they 
fay)  to  the  Incurfions  and  glorious  Pyracies  of  the  ancient  Goths ,  and 
other  Inhabitants  of  Thule ,  a  Name  which  they  here,  efpecially  Mr.  Rud¬ 
beck,  affirm,  has  always  belong’d  of  right  to  Scandinavia ,  preferably  to 
the  North  of  Great  Britain  or  Ireland ;  to  both  of  which  feveral  Latin 
Authors,  as  Claudian-,  Juvenal,  Statius,  &c.  have  given  that  Title.  They 
keep  here  befldes  a  Hatchet  and  a  Shoemaker's  Cheft,  on  which  are 
the  antient  Runick  Almanacks,  which  I  fhall  hereafter  ipeak  of.  The 
Library  is  indeed  but  fmall,  but  very  valuable  on  account  of  theTrea- 
fure  it  contains,  confifling  principally  in  antient  Chronological  Manu- 
feripts,  Letters  Patent,  &c.  which  are  the  mod  proper  to  give  a  good 
Inflght  into  the  Beginning,  Progrefs  and  Changes  in  the  City  of  Stock¬ 
holm ;  as  well  as  other  Affairs  relating  to  Sweden ,  and  the  afore-men- 
tion’d  Antiquities  :  But  thefe  are  not  rang'd  into  an  Order  to  be  view’d 
to  that  Advantage  and  Satisfaction  that  a  curious  Enquirer  wou’dwifh 
for.  This  College  is  annexed  to  that  of  the  Chancery,  and  is  under 
the  fame  Prefidenc',*  nor  has  it  at  prefent  but  two  Afleflors,  one  Secre¬ 
tary  and  one  Interpreter  of  the  Gothick  Language.  To  dojuflice  to 
the  Merit  of  Mr.  Nicholas  Redder ,  the  elded  of  the  Afleflors,  I  mud 
own,  that  befldes  his  being  Mader  of  feveral  Foreign  Languages,  he 
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has  acquir’d  a  perfeCt  Skill  not  only  in  the  Gothick ,  Anglo-Saxon ,  and 
Ruffian ,  but  alio  in  the  Roman  Coins;  which  latter  he  has  been  obli-  - 
ged  (for  particular  Reafons)  to  difpofe  of  in  Favour  of  Mr.  Chriftian 
Staude ,  a  great  Admirer  of  thofc  precious  Relicks  of  Antiquity.  Faf¬ 
fing  hence  into  the  City,  and  eroding  the  Court  of  the  Royal  Palace, 
you  will  find  at  (2,)  in  the  fame  Plan,  the  Habitation  of  Count  Teffhu 
This  Houle  is  but  liccle,  but’tis  an  ineftimable  Structure,  and  exquisite¬ 
ly  defigtfd,  and  worth  its  Architect  and  Matter's  Ability.  The  Bank 
(4)  (1  mean  that  which  they  call  the  new  one)  is  a  fumptuous  Edifice, 
and  one  of  the  principal  Ornaments  of  the  City,  which  is  all  that  can 
at  this  Day  be  faid  to  its  Honour.  , 

Though  I  did  not  propofe  to  enter  into  any  Particulars,  or  make 
any  Defcription  of  a  Number  of  other  Buildings,  which  yet  de¬ 
fer  ve  very  well  the  Attention  of  the  curious  Traveller,  I  final!  ne- 
verthelefs  mention  fome  more.  The  Palace  (9)  which  they  call 
in  Swedifh ,  Redder hoiife ,  or  the  Houfe  of  the  Nobles ,  fliall  be  the 
firft.  Its  Neighbourhood  to  the  Ifle  before  fpoken  of,  has  made  it 
change  that  Name  to  Redder- Hclmen,  or  the  IJland  of  the  Nobility. 
'Tis  a  large  and  lofty  Pile  of  Building,  rais’d  with  Brick,  and  cover’d 
with  Brafs,  but  wants  on  the  Outfide  two  Wings  worthy  of  it,  to  be 
compleatly  finifh’d.  The  Front,  which  is  towards  the  City,  is  clofed 
at  the  Top,  exactly  in  the  Middle,  with  a  Triangle  of  Free-ttone  ,*  two 
Angies  of  which  are  reclining  upon  the  Top  of  the  Wall,  and  the  third 
is  rais’d  in  Form  of  a  Pyramid,  and  fupports  a  Statue  reprefenting  a 
‘Palladium)  fuch  as  may  be  fecn  on  fome  Medals,  or  rather  a  Pantheon , 
as  it  is  figured  upon  the  Coins  of  Caracalla  and  Julia ,  There  are  alfo 
two  others  at  the  end  of  the  other  Angles,  one  of  which  reprefents  a 
Toung  Woman  holding  a  Book ,  with  a  Cock  lying  at  her  Feet ;  the  other 
a  Toung  Man ,  with  a  drawn  Sword  in  his  right  Hand,  and  a  Laurel 
Crown  in  his  left,  and  the  Skin  of  a  Lion  gilded  on  his  Arm.  DireCtly 
in  the  midfl  of  the  Triangle,  on  a  convex  Plate  of  Brafs  black’d  over, 
and  furrounded  with  Buffo  Relievos  in  Stone,  reprefenting  feveral  forts 
of  Arms  and  Armour,  fuch  as  Caiques,  CuirafTes,  Pikes,  Swords,  and 
Cannon,  are  the  following  Words  engraven  in  great  Golden  Cha¬ 
racters  •  * 

PALATIUM  EQUESTRXS  ORDINIS. 

Underneath,  upon  a  Row  of  Free-flone,  which  feems  to  lean  upon 
ten  Chapiters,  belonging  to  as  many  falfe  Columns,  likevvife  Free-ttone, 
with  which  the  whole  Body  of  the  Building  (excepting  thofc  Places 
where  the  Wings  were  to  be  fixed)  is  lin’d  and  incruttated,  there  are 
the  following  Words  in  one  fingle  Line  in  black  Characters: 

CONSILIO  ATQUE  SAPIENTIA  CLARIS  MAJORUM  EXEM- 

PLIS  ET  FELICIBUS  ARMIS. 

The  oppofitc  Front  which  faces  th zMellern  has  a  Triangle  of  the  fame, 
and  a  Plate  furrounded  alfo  with  Baffo  Relievos ,  (of  a  different  Kind  as 
to  the  Arms,  which  are  for  the  moil  part  after  the  manner  ot  the  Ro¬ 
mans ,  as  Battle-Axes,  Fafces ,  &c.)  on  which  there  is  another  Infcrip- 
tion  like  the  firft,  and  in  the  fame  Characters.  There  are  alio  three 
Statues  difpofed  like  the  others,  but  different  with  RelpcCt  to  what 
they  hold  in  their  Hands,  That  which  Rands  upon  the  railed  Point 
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of  the  Triangle,  is  a  Bearded  Man  crown’d  with  Laurel ,  and  armed 
*  with  a  Tike  and  Buckler ,  with  a  Gilt  Chain  about  his  Neck,  at  the  End 
of  which  hangs  a  fort  of  a  Medal,  or  Order ,  as  well  as  1  could  diftin- 
guifh  at  that  Dillance,  On  the  right  Hand  is  another  Statue  of  a  Wo- 
mail,  holding  in  her  right  Hand  an  Arrow ,  the  Shaft  of  which  paffes 
through  the  middle  of  a  Head-Piece;  and  on  the  left  Hand  is  the  f  igure 
of  a  Hercules ,  with  his  Club  and  Lion’s  Skin,  which  hangs  down  from 
the  Crown  of  his  Head  to  his  Back,  in  the  Form  of  a  Hood.  Upon  a 
Row  of  Stone  exa&ly  like  the  other,  only  a  little  longer,  as  reaching 
from  one  end  to  the  other  of  this  Front,  is  in  large  and  black  Characters, 
as  the  former,  and  in  one  Line  : 

PRUDENTTA  MURU5  SACER  NEC  DECIDIT  NEC  PR.ODI- 
TUR.  PER  LABORES  ITUR  AD  HONORES.  FORTITUDO

On  the  two  Sides  are  two  other  Rows,  which  reach  their  whole 
Length  ;  and  on  the  firfl,  which  looks  towards  the  Ridderholm ,  is  en- 
grav’d  in  the  like  manner :

And  on  the  other,  over  againfl  another  neighbouring  Palace,  of 
which  I  (hall  take  Notice,  is  written, 

DULCE  ET  DECORUM  EST  PRO  PATRIA  MORI. 

The  Roof  of  this  Building  is  a  la  Manfarde ;  a  Manner  well  enough 
known,  and  ufed  in  moll  part  of  modern  Edifices  of  any  Figure,  both 
here  and  elfewhere.  Over  two  Loop-holes,  which  are  pierced  direct¬ 
ly  through  the  Upper-fide  of  the  Roof  above  the  two  Triangles,  are 
two  Lions  couchant ,  in  Brafs  gilt,  looking  one  of  them  towards  the 
City,  and  the  other  towards  the  Mellern  j  and  almofl  at  the  two  Ends, 
on  the  Top  of  the  Roof,  are  two  Statues  on  two  Brazen  Pedeflals,  the 
firfl  of  which  (to  whom  the  laft  Infcription  but  one  relates)  is  Reli¬ 
gion^  under  the  Figure  of  a  Woman  holding  in  her  right  Hand  a  Cru - 
cifix,  and  in  the  left  a  Book  s  Hie  has  her  Face  turn’d  towards  Bidder ~ 
Holmen.  The  fecond  is  a  Toung  Man ,  having  in  one  Hand  a  Naked 
Sword,  and  in  the  other  a  fort  of  an  Urn ,  or  Box  of  ‘Perfumes ,  and 
ieems  to  look  towards  the  neighbouring  Palace,  which  I  before- 
mention’d,  over  againfl  which  is  the  lafl  Infcription,  which  refers  to 
him.  Thefe  Statues  feem  at  the  Diflance  from  the  Ground  nor  much 
larger  than  the  Life ;  and  Count  Hahlbergh ,  in  the  Print  of  this  Palace 
which  he  has  publifh’d,  has  reprefented  it  as  finiflfd,  and  has  added 
fome  Statues  a  little  different  from  what  they  are  at  this  Time,  befides 
others,  (for  the  Ornament  of  the  Places  not  yet  finifh’d,)  the  Originals 
of  which  are  not  ready.  They  are  of  a  Grey  Marble  of  Gothland,  and 
done  by  an  admirable  Hand.  Towards  the  four  Corners  of  the  Roof, 
upon  four  fquare  Tunnels  of  Chimneys,  plated  with  Brafs,  and  adorned 
on  their  Sides  with  Branches  of  Palm,  and  Crofs-wrork  gilt,  are  four 
Obelisks,  having  each  of  them  four  gilt  Apples  between  their  Bafis  and 
the  Chimney,  and  at  the  Top  a  fliining  Bomb,  wiierein  are  five  Parti¬ 
tions,  whence  Golden  Flames  feem  artificially  to  iffue  out,  and  through 

which, 
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which,  when  they  make  Fires  in  them,  the  Snioak  ufually  pafles* 
Thefe  Obelisks  are  of  Brafs,  and  enriched  at  the  four  Corners  with 
BaJJo  Relievos  gilt,  confifting  in  different  forts  of  Armour,  Figures  of 
Animals,  &c.  In  the  middle  of  the  Roof  is  a  larger  Tunnel,  fquare 
like  the  reft,  but  without  any  Obelisk;  the  four  Sides  whereof  are  a- 
dorn’d  with  Garlands  gilt,  and  in  Baffo  Relievo,  which  feem  to  vo¬ 
mit  Flames,  reprefented  very  naturally  in  Brafs,  either  carv'd  or 
caft,  and  well  gilt.  In  the  Infide  of  this  Palace  there  is  nothing  fmifh’d 
but  one  Apartment  below,  and  a  great  Hall  on  the  Firft-Floor,  re¬ 
markable  only  for  its  Cieling,  beautified  with  an  excellent  Painting. 
It  reprefents  a  fort  of  Olympus ,  or  Heaven,  from  the  Top  of  which  is 
feen  a  Woman  coming  out  oj  the  Clouds ,  and  having  in  her  Hand  a  Crown 
of  Starsy  whofe  Brightnefs  is  imitated  as  much  to  the  Life,  as  tis  pof- 
fible  for  Art  to  follow  Nature,  with  fome  Groups  of  Children  on  the 
right  and  left.  A  little  beneath  the  firft  Woman  are  three  others ,  fitting 
upon  Clouds ,  and  holding  three  Royal  Crowns ,  in  fuch  a  manner,  that 
two  of  them  have  both  their  Hands  upon  the  three,  whilft  the  other 
has  only  her  left  upon  one  of  them,  and  a  Palm  Branch  with  Myrtle 
in  her  right.  On  the  left  is  Fame  with  her  Trumpet,  and  on  the  right 
fome  Figures  of  Children,  &c.  The  three  Royal  Crowns  placed  in  a 
Triangle,  as  they  ufe  to  reprefent  the  Arms  of  Sweden ,  are  apparently 
defigned  to  defcribe  the  Union  of  the  three  Kingdoms  of  Calmar.  A- 
bout  the  middle  of  the  Piece  is  a  fort  of  Throne,  on  which  a  Woman 
crowned  is  feated,  with  a  Sceptre  in  one  Hand,  and  a  Globe  m  the  other ; 
having  on  each  Side  of  her,  a  little  lower  than  her  felf,  [even  other 
Women ,  one  of  which  with  a  Crucifix  reprefents  the  Chriflian  Religion , 
and  the  reft  the  Cardinal  Virtues  ;  the  Figure  that  is  crown’d  feems  to 
be  defign’d  for  Sweden.  Beneath  the  Throne,  or  behind  it,  is  a  Woman 
kneeling,  having  on  her  right  Side  Tlenty ,  with  her  Cornu  Copia  over¬ 
flowing  with  all  forts  of  Fruits  and  Flowers  ;  and  on  the  left  feveral  other 
Figures  of  Men  and  Women.  One  of  thefe  laft  may  be  known  to  be 
Frudence,  by  a  Looking  Glafs  in  her  Hand ;  another  for  Honour  or 
Glory ,  by  a  Crown  which  fhe  holds  ready  to  put  upon  the  Head  of  Me - 
rity  whom  Ihe  feems  to  be  drawing  out  of  Obfcurity.  At  the  Bottom, 
under  feveral  other  Figures  of  Women  and  Children,  you  may  fee  the 
Liberal  Arts,  as  Fainting,  Mufick ,  and  Sculpture ,  together  with  the 
Seafons.  The  Harmony  of  the  Colours  in  this  Piece,  is  no  lefs  charm¬ 
ing  than  the  Imagination  of  the  Painter,  whofe  Name,  Ehrenflrahl ,  is 
in  the  right  Corner  with  the  Year  i 675.  They  keep  in  this  Palace  the 
Matriculation,  or  Regifter  of  the  Names  and  Titles  of  the  Nobility, 
whofe  Arms  are  there  emblazoned  upon  Plates  of  Brafs,  with  which 
the  Walls  of  the  Great  Hall  before-mentioned  are  lined  on  the  Infide. 
They  reckon  in  Sweden  fome  thoufands  of  Families  which  have  been 
ennobled  fince  the  Reign  of  Queen  Chrifiina  ;  and  indeed  there  are  few 
Nations  more  generally  ambitious  of  that  Honour,  or  where  the  So¬ 
vereign  is  fo  prodigal  of  his  Titles,  and  the  Subjed  at  lefs  Expence 
for  the  Inveftiture  ;  and  not  only  Subjeds,  but  even  Strangers,  for 
MademoifeUe  Durett  was  lately  made  Countefs  of  Gyllenbourg ,  at  the 
bare  Requeft  of  her  Father-in*Law,  the  Count  of  that  Name;  not  to 
mention  feveral  of  my  Acquaintance,  who  were  ennobled  before  her, 
and  with  as  little  Difficulty  or  Charge.  This  Profufion  of  Titles  has 
given  Birth  to  this  Saying,  That  the  Order  of  Nobility  has  been  as  venal 
in  Sweden  fince  the  Reformation ,  as  the  Remijfion  of  Sins  was  there  be - 
Vol.  II.  Dd  fore. 
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fore.  The  Number  of  the  Nobles  is  not  only  increafed  by  the  King’s 
Creation,  but  alfo  by  their  Marriages,  which  multiplies  them  to  an  In¬ 
finity;  every  Defcendant  being  equally  intided  by  Birch  to  the  fame 
Honours  as  his  Anceftors,  (as  in  ‘ Poland )  and  being  often  promoted 
yet  higher  by  the  Favour  of  his  Sovereign.  Never  was  fucli  an  Inun¬ 
dation  of  Honour  as  in  the  Reign  of  the  aforemenrion  d  Queen,  who 
never  was  more  mortify ’d  than  when  {he  was  oblig’d  to  deny  any  one; 
Hie  ennobled  even  her  very  Taylor,  and  granted  him  for  Arms  thofe  of 
the  Crown.  But  having  a  mind,  as  a  French  Author  fays,  who  was 
Minifter  at  that  Court,  to  make  the  Great  Chancellor  Oxenftierna ,  and 
the  Senator  IVachmefter ,  Dukes,  in  order  to  ferve  as  a  Precedent  for 
granting  the  fame  Favour  to  Count  Tott ,  the  firft  of  thefe  thanked  her 
for  the  Honour  {lie  intended  both  to  himfelf  and  to  the  other,  but  ex- 
cufed  himfelf  from  accepting  it ;  and  at  the  fame  time  reprefented  to 
her,  that  he  thought  himfelf  indifpenfably  obliged  to  advife  her  Ma- 
*  jefty,  rather  to  fupprefs  and  abolilh  the  Titles  of  the  Counts  and  Ba¬ 
rons  already  created,  fas  being  burthenfome  to  the  Scate)  and  re-efta- 
blilh  the  Order  of  Nobility  upon  the  fame  Foot  as  before  the  Time  of 
Gujtavus  the  Firfl,  when  the  Swedes  were  diftinguifh’d  by  Virtue  and 
Merit  alone,  and  not  Titles,  of  which  they  had  no  Notion,  the  mofl 
noble  among  them  being  then  only  fimply  Gentlemen.  “  As  for  my 
<c  felf,  (laid  he)  I  am  ready  to  render  up  to  the  Crown  my  Dignity  of 
<l  Count,  and  my  Barony,  as  an  Example  to  others;  and  {hall  think 
“  the  Services  which  I  {hall  endeavour  to  do  my  Country,  a  fufficient 
“  Honour  ;  nor  are  my  Children  lefs  inclinable  of  themfelves  to  con- 
“  tinue  the  fame,  without  being  prompted  thereto  by  any  other  Re- 
“  compence,  than  the  Glory  of  having  been  ufeful  to  their  Country  ” 
Charles  the  Tenth  was  fomething  more  cautious  in  bellowing  his  Ti¬ 
tles  ;  but  Charles  the  Eleventh,  tho’  he  took  indeed  from  the  Nobles, 
that  were  created  in  former  Reigns,  the  Eftates  and  Palaces  which  had 
been  granted  them  by  the  Crown ;  yet  he  not  only  left  them  their  Ti¬ 
tles,  but  alfo  honour’d  with  new  ones  a  great  many  who  had  aftifted 
him,  as  well  in  his  Projects  of  calling  in  the  Grants  of  the  Crown,  as 
making  himfelf  abfolute.  Both  which  Defigns  he  very  fortunately  ac- 
complilh’d ;  and  being  willing  to  colour  them  over  with  the  Shew  of 
Juflice,  he  divided  the  Eftates  and  Palaces  that  accrued  thence  between 
the  Crown,  the  Counfellors  of  the  Tribunal  of  Redudion,  and  the  Of¬ 
ficers  who  had  fignalized  themfelves  mo  ft  to  his  Advantage,  in  their 
Zeal  for  his  Service.  Charles  the  Twelfth  continued  them  to  his 
Officers  for  their  Lodging  and  Subfiftence;  and  hardly  ever  was  a 
Prince  more  prodigal  of  his  Favours,  for  he  confumed  in  a  very  ffiorc 
Space  of  Time  among  thofe  Courtiers  who  were  in  his  good  Graces, 
what  his  Father  had  heap’d  together  in  feveral  Years,  (as  well  Palaces 
and  Land  as  ready  Money)  and  yet  I  have  been  credibly  aflur’d,  he 
found  more  in  the  Royal  Treafury,  than  ever  any  Prince  had  done  be¬ 
fore  him  at  their  Acceffion  to  the  Crown.  And  I  the  more  eafily  be¬ 
lieve  it,  becaufe  I  have  been  an  Eye  Witnefs  that  he  wou’d  give  away 
even  more  than  he  was  Mafter  of,  as  I  have  demonftrated  feme  where 
elfe. 

Since  Sweden  has  recover’d  its  Liberty,  the  States  of  the  Kingdom 
have  well  determin’d  to  veft  the  Right  of  Property  in  the  Subje<ft  ;  and 
they  had  begun,  before  my  Departure  from  Stockholm, ,  to  ereeft  a  fort  of 
an  Inquifitiony  or  Commiffion  of  the  States,  on  the  Ruins  of  the  Tri¬ 
bunal 
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bunal  of  Reduction ,  to  examine  into  the  Eftates  that  were  call’d  in, 
and  do  Juftice  to  their  ancient  and  lawful  Proprietors,  as  well  as  the 
prefenc  Poflure  of  Affairs  wou’d  permit  ;  I  don’t  know  how  far  they 
will  fucceed  in  their  Undertaking.  Before  a  Defpotick  Government  pre¬ 
vailed  in  Sweden,  when  there  were  General  Diets  of  the  States  of  the 
Kingdom,  the  Nobility  kept  their  Meetings  in  the  Flail  before-men¬ 
tion  d,  as  they  have  begun  to  do  again,  fince  they  have  fhaken  off  the 
faid  Yoke.  Thefe  Eflatesdifcontinued  their  AfTemblies  as  Effaces  of  the 
Kingdom  under  Charles^  I.  who  (as  the  Author  of  the  State  of  Sweden 
has  well  obferv’d)  left  them  not  fo  much  as  their  Name  j  but  after  ha¬ 
ving  ftrip’d  them  of  their  Authority,  commanded  they  ihou’d  be  call'd 
the  Effaces  of  the  King,  and  that  they  fhou'd  affemble  only  at  his 
pleafure.  The  Secret  Ufcott ,  which  anfwers  to  what  we  call  in  Englijh 
the  Secret  Committee,  meet  now  in  one  of  the  Chambers  below,  when¬ 
ever  there  are  any  particular  Cafes  to  difeufs.  The  Members  who 
compofe  this  private  Affembly,  are  about  One  Hundred  in  Number, 
chofen  from  among  the  Nobles ,  Ecclejiafticks  and  Citizens :  The  Pea- 
fants  were  formerly  admitted  ;  but  at  the  hril  Meeting  they  were  found, 
as  ’tis  faid,  fo  ignorant  that  they  were  excluded,  as  being  incapable  of 
being  of  any  Affiflance  in  Cafes  that  were  brought  before  them.  The 
Commilfioners  are  engaged  by  Oath  not  to  reveal  any  thing  w  hich 
paffes,  not  even  to  their  deareft  Friend. 

The  affembling  of  the  States,  by  the  Advice  of  the  Senate,  during 
the  late  Kings  Abfence  in  1713,  had  not  the  good  Fortune  to  plcafe 
that  Monarch,  who  was  (fill  in  Turkey  ;  he  thought  the  Senate,  as 
well  as  they,  had  taken  more  Liberty  than  his  Father  Charles^ I.  had 
left  them  ;  and  that  they  had  forgot  they  were  no  more  the  free  Senate 
and  States  of  the  Kingdom,  but  the  King’s  only,  without  whofe  ex- 
prefs  Order  they  were  not  to  affemble  5  and  he  gave  them  very  fenfi- 
ble  Marks  of  his  Difpleafure,  in  ordering  Mr.  Muller  m  his  Chancellor 
in  Turky ,  to  write  to  them  with  Contempt,  and  fignify,  That  if  they 
were  not  feparated  when  that  Letter  ffioiid  come  to  their  Hands ,  or  at 
leaf  did  not  immediately  difperfe  after  the  Receipt  of  it ,  he  wou  d  fend 
them  one  of  his  old  Boots ,  with  exprefs  Command  to  do  nothing  but  what 
that  fhould  preferibe  them.  His  Majefly  gave  yet  more  manifeft  Proofs 
of  his  Anger  after  his  return  into  his  Dominions,  not  only  to  the  Senate , 
but  to  the  Chancery  refiding  at  Stockholm ,  the  War -Office,  Chamber  of 
Accompts ,  &c .  for  he  depriv’d  them  of  the  little  Share  which  they 
had  in  the  Management  of  State  Affairs,  gave  the  Adminiffration  in 
Chief  to  Baron  Goertz ,  and  the  Travelling  Chancery  ;  and  created  five 
Ombutzrods ,  (a  Name  and  Office,  as  I  believe,  unknown  before  either 
in  Sweden ,  or  elfe where)  who  wrere  Counfellors  rather  Paffive  than 
Active,  or  rather  bare  Executors  of  his  Orders,  dividing  them  into  five 
Diflridts  in  the  following  manner. 

The  Firff,  Ombutzrod  was  the  Baron  Mullern ,  who  had  under  his 
Jurifdi&ion  the  Expedition  of  Foreign  Affairs,  viz.  in  Trance,  Great 
Britain ,  Holland ,  and  the  Eaft,  &c.  To  him  were  join’d  one  Secretary 
of  State,  whole  Name  was  Mr.  Barck ,  one  Secretary  for  the  King 
call’d  Mr.  Vankoken ,  one  Regifter,  and  two  Clerks  in  Chancery,  which 
were  call’d  Chancelifls  in  Ordinary. 

The  Second,  Baron  Lilienfladt ,  to  whom  was  allotted  alfo  the  Difparch 
of  Foreign  Affairs,  viz.  in  the  German  Provinces  belonging  to  Sweden , 
the  Court  of  Vienna ,  and  the  Empire ;  and  he  has  alfo  the  fame 
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Number  of  Affiftants  with  the  fame  Charadters,  as  have  likewife  the 
reft. 

The  Third,  Baron  Falftrom ,  under  whofe  Jurifaiclion  was  the  Care 
of  the  Finances. 

The  Fourth  Baron  Cronhielm ,  who  had  the  Management  of  Com¬ 
merce,  the  Affairs  of  the  Clergy,  and  the  Citizens. 

The  Fifth,  Baron  Fief  who  was  Super-Intendant  of  whatever  re¬ 
lated  to  the  War. 

Thefe  five  Ombutzrodats  (if  I  may  fo  call  them)  were  a  Body  of 
Minifters,  of  which  Baron  Goertz  was  the  Head,  or  rather  Soul,  who 
eclipfed  in  his  fingle  Perfon  a  Legion  of  Colleges,  and  left  them  very 
little  either  to  do  or  to  get,  either  by  their  Charadfers  or  Titles.  One 
may  obferve  here,  that  fitch  a  Number  of  Perfons  with  Charadters 
(where  two  might  difpatch  as  much  Bufinefs  as  ten)  is  very  burthen- 
forne  to  the  State  ;  and  Baron  Goertz  feern’d  of  the  fame  Opinion  on 
this  Score,  as  the  great  Chancellor  Count  Oxenftierna  on  that  of  Enno¬ 
bling.  The  Salaries  of  thefe  Titular  Minifters  are  but  very  indifferent, 
as  may  be  feen  by  the  Examples  in  the  following  Lift. 

The  Prefidents  of  Colleges  are  generally  Senators,  nor  have  they 
any  Salaries  as  Prefidents,  but  only  their  3000  *  Rix  Dollars  as  Sena¬ 
tors  ;  excepting  thofe  who  belong  to  the  Royal  Court  of  Juftice  call’d 
Hojfrd iterf-^nd  to  the  Courts  and  Chancery,  and  the  Commerce. 

The  firft  College  has  for  its  Prefident  one  Senator,  who  has,  be- 
fides  his  Allowance  as  Senator,  717  Dollars  for  this  fecond  Employ¬ 
ment.  One  Vice-Prefident,  who  is  no  Senator,  and  has  770.  Seven¬ 
teen  Affiftaiits,  who  have  each  500.  One  Secretary  430.  One  Advo¬ 
cate  Fifcal  375".  Four  Notaries,  each  200.  One  Vice  Fifcal  200. 
One  f  Actuarius  200.  One  Vice  Notary  125'.  Five*  Clerks,  170 
each.  One  ditto  Subaltern  for  Criminal  Affairs  150.  One  Door¬ 
keeper  77.  One  Ditto  for  Gothland  250.  Two  Herardholdings ,  or 
Judges  of  the  Territories,  for  the  Diftridt  of  Stockholm ,  have  each  1 75. 
Three  Ditto  for  that  of  Upfal ,  have  each  as  much.  Two  Ditto  for  Su- 
dermama ,  the  fame  Salary.  Two  Ditto  for  Nericia  162  \  each.  Three 
Ditto  for  Wefier mania  168  J.  Two  Ditto  for  the  Diftridi  of  Falun , 
having  each  of  them  1 67.  Five  Ditto  for  Noreland ,  each  of  them  175. 
Two  Ditto  for  Weftern  Bothnia ,  each  1 67.  Two  Ditto  for  Gothland 
as  much.  * 

The  War  Office  has  one  Senator  for  Prefident,  and  another  as  Coun- 
fellor.  One  General  of  the  Artillery,  who  has  1 500  Rix  Dollars.  One 
Quarter-Mafter-General,  who  has  the  fame  Pay  as  a  Major  of  the  For¬ 
tifications,  viz.  1000.  Two  Counlellors  of  War,  who  are  not  Sena¬ 
tors,  each  of  them  750. 

The  Comptoir -General  of  the  fame  Office, call’d  the  Comptoir  of  Juftice ,is 
compofed  of  one  Auditor-General  who  has  3  60  Dollars,  and  of  one  Clerk 
who  is  call’d  Cancelifla,  i^o.  Its  Chancery  confifts  of  one  Secretary 
at  470.  One  Regifter,  200.  Two  Clerks,  or  Chancelifts,  who  have 
each  150.  Two  Tranfcribers,  100  each.  In  the  Comptoir  of  the 
Militia ,  an  Officer  of  the  Chamber,  whom  they  call  in  Swedijh 
Camerar ,  which  anfwers  to  a  Receiver  amongft  us,  has  300.  One

Court  of  Conftantinople  under  the  Greek  Emperors  j  tho  fome  fay,  that  it  was  only  a  Surname 
of  one  of  the  Phyficians  in  that  Court. 
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Cammor  Sorwant ,  a  Word  which  fignifies  a  Deputy- Receiver,  or  Super- 
vifor  of  the  Accounts,  150.  One  Book-keeper,  i^o.  One  Clerk, 
150.  One  Ditto,  125.  Two  Tranfcribers,  ioo  each. 

In  the  Comptoir  of  the  Artillery,  one  Chamber-keeper,  300.  Two 
Clerks,  150  each.  One  Ditto,  125“.  One  Fifcal  of  the  War,  200. 
One  Notary,  200.  One  Revifor  (a  fingular  Chara&er,  which  anfwers 
to  that  of  Comptroller)  225.  O nz  Aftuarius,  150.  One  Cafhier, 

One  Clerk  or  Tranfcriber,  100.  One  Door-keeper,  100.  Three  Ser¬ 
vants  each  70. 

In  the  Fortification  Comptoir ,  one  Officer  of  the  Chamber  has  3  50. 
One  Clerk,  100.  One  Copier,  75*. 

In  the  Ammunition  Comptoir ,  one  Captain  Infpebtor  has  250.  One 
Under  Infpe&or,  150.  One  Armourer,  200.  One  Aquarius,  1 70.  All 
the  Colleges  have  almoft  the  fame  Members  and  Titles,  and  Salaries 
within  a  fmali  matter  as  thefe  afore-mentioned  excepting  only,  that 
the  Number  may  be  a  little  different  in  fome  of  ’em,  and  the  Military 
Titles,  as  General  of  the  Artillery,  Quarter-Mafler-General;  and 
in  the  War-College ,  that  of  Verdie  or  Refiner,  Brobar ,  Examiner  or 
Judge  of  the  Allay,  &c.  in  that  of  the  Mines ,  the  %  Lagmans , 
Judges  of  Appeals,  and  Herardholdings *  All  the  Clerks  or  Chancelifts 
are  call’d  by  the  Title  of  Secretaries^  There  are,  befides  thefe  already 
fpecified,  Numbers  more  belonging  to  and  depending  upon  the  State, 
who  have  no  fix’d  Salaries,  whole  Incomes  arife  entirely  from  the  ca- 
fual  Differences  or  Broils  of  the  Publick,  who  employ  them  as  Attor- 
nies,  Advocates,  Commiffaries,  &c.  and  ’tis  remarkable,  that  the 
Swedijh  Education  renders  thefe  Titles,  however  barren  and  unfruitful, 
preferable  to  the  Employment  of  a  Merchant ;  and  that  they  are  ac¬ 
companied  with  an  Honour,  which  they  refufe  to  the  latter,  however 
profitable  and  beneficial  to  the  Publick.  For  which  Reafon  a  young 
Swede ,  who  does  not  follow  the  Army,  (which  is  what  fuits  moft  with 
the  Inclination  of  that  People,)  wou’d  rather  chufe  to  be  call’d  Com- 
miffary,  or  Secretary,  tho’  with  a  Salary  which  (if  he  difcharges  his 
Truft  with  Integrity,)  is  hardly  fufficient  to  cloath  him  decently,  than 
to  go  into  a  Merchant’s  Compting-Houfe,  where  he  may  live  hand- 
fomely  and  at  his  Eafe.  In  fine,  there  is  no  Nation  where  the  Profef- 
fion  of  a  Merchant  is  more  defpifed,  or  lefs  in  Fafhion,  tho’  never  fo 
advantageous  to  its  Mailer  or  the  State  ;  and  fome,  after  having  been 
fuch  feveral  Years,  and  acquiring  by  that  Bufinefs  confiderable  Eflates, 
have  purchafed  a  Title,  to  purify  themfelves  (as  it  were)  from  that 
Blot  in  their  Efcutcheon.  I  mufl  do  Juflice  neverthelefs  to  fome  Swedes 
of  my  Acquaintance,  to  own  that  their  Education  has  not  infected 
them  on  this  Refped:  ;  but  that  they  underfland  Commerce  per¬ 
fectly  well;  efleem  it  as  it  deferves,  and  exercife  it  both  to  their 
own  Profit  and  the  Benefit  of  their  Country.  Thefe  have  often  la¬ 
mented,  in  my  Company,  that  general  Contempt  it  lies  under,  and 
that  they  were  not  able  any  way  to  remove  it ;  and  have  named 
feveral  Strangers,  who  have,  thro’  this  Negled:,  been  brought  into 
Sweden ,  to  do  what  the  Inhabitants  were  too  proud  to  floop  to, 
both  in  refpedl  to  Trade,  and  the  Improvement  of  the  Mines.  Thefe 
Merchants  and  others  faid  further,  that  they  had  met  with  lefs  En¬ 
couragement  fince  the  late  King  returned  into  his  Dominions.  Some 
have  acquainted  me  with  their  Grievances,  and  the  LofTes  they  had 
fuflained ;  and  cited  the  following  Caufes  and  Proofs,  whereof  I  had 

**  Judges  of  particular  Territories  dependent  on  the  Rpyal  Court  of  Jujiice. 
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been  my  felf  an  Eye-Witnefs  ;  not  to  mention  feveral  others,  which  I 
fhall  pal's  over,  as  being  all  of  them  at  this  Time  difeontinued  or  re- 
drelTed,  as  much  as  the  prefent  Condition  of  Sweden  will  allow. 

The  firft  Caule  was,  The  Regulation  of  the  "Privateers ,  which  (as  they 
faid)  did  more  Damage  to  Sweden  and  its  Allies^  than  to  its  Enemies; 
and  by  which  none  gain’d,  if  we  excepc  the  Privateers  themfelves,  and 
their  Protectors  at  Court,  who  were  enriched  by  them. 

The  fecond  was,  The  Prohibition  of  exporting  the  Iron  of  the  King¬ 
dom ,  (during  the  whole  Summer  1716,)  tho’  at  the  fame  time  their 
Magazines  were  overflock’d  ;  nor  was  the  Prohibition  taken  off,  till 
fuch  time  as  the  Baltick  (a  Sea,  which  by  reafon  of  its  Tempers  and 
the  Rocks  wherewith  it  abounds,  may  defervedly  be  call  d  Black  or 
Inhofpitablej  as  well  as  the  Pontus  Euxinus )  was  become  im  pa  (Table  by 
reafon  of  the  Ice,  which  blocks  up  its  Ports  for  four  Months. 

I  beg  leave  to  make  here  a  little  Digreffion,  on  Account  of  thefe  two 
Seas,  by  adding  to  the  Compatifon  fome  farther  Account  of  their  Simi¬ 
litude  and  Refemblance  with  refpeCt  to  their  Waters,  being  both  e- 
qually  Brackilh,  or  a  little  Salt ;  the  natural  Reafon  whereof  may  be 
imputed  to  the  Number  of  great  Rivers  which  difeharge  themfelves 
into  each  of  them,  and  to  their  difemboguing  their  Waters  into  large 
Seas,  without  receiving  any  of  theirs  in  Exchange,  by  the  Reflux  of 
the  Tide. 

The  third  Caufe  of  the  Decay  of  Trade  was,  The  vaft  additional 
Price  laid  upon  Iron ,  contrary  to  all  manner  of  good  Policy  in  Com¬ 
merce,  which  requires  the  Merchant’s  being  at  liberty  in  the  Difpofal 
of  his  Goods ;  and  had  it  continued,  might  have  compelled  Spain ,  Muf- 
covy  and  Norway  to  bring  their  Mines  to  Perfection  ;  and  have  induced 
Great  Britain  to  cultivate  thofe  which  Nature  has  blefs’d  her  with,  (as 
well  as  Wood  and  Water  to  work  them)  in  fome  of  her  American  Do¬ 
minions,  as  (lie  has  already  done  in  Tar  and  Pitch. 

Laftly,  the  fourth  Caufe  (not  to  tire  the  Reader  with  a  long  and 
melancholy  Detail)  was,  The  imaginary  Species  of  Brafs  and  Paper y 
which  the  Government  made  current  at  the  Value  of  the  good  Ster¬ 
ling  that  generally  circulates  where  ever  Trade  flouriihes. 

I  return  to  the  Riderhus ,  or  Houfe  of  the  Nobility  ;  it  is  di¬ 
rected  in  the  Adminiftration  of  its  Affairs  and  Revenues  by  four 
Nobles,  the  Chief  of  whom  is  ordinarily  a  Senator.  There  is 
lodged  in  it  one  Secretary,  an  Officer  known  by  the  Name  of  Came - 
rar  ;  a  Word  in  Swedijh  which  belongs  to  feveral  Offices,  and  anfwers 
there  to  that  of  Receiver ,  with  a  fifeal  and  a  Door-keeper.  The 
Arms  or  Great  Seal  of  the  Nobles  are  the  Effigies  of  Mars  and  Pallas 
clofe  by,  and  looking  at,  each  other ;  with  this  Xnfcription  round  a- 
bout,  Sigillum ,  Ordinis  Equeftris  Regni  Suecire  s  and  in  the  Exerg.  Arte 
<&  Marte. 

The  Palace  (which,  as  I  faid  before,  is  over-againft  that  fide  of 
this  laft,  whereon  is  the  Latin  Infcription  Dulce  £r  Decorum , 
&cl)  is  another  very  magnificent  Building  of  the  fame  Nature,  with 
an  Iron  Roof  a  little  lefs  a  la  Manfarf  not  fo  long,  nor  railed 
fo  high,  but  broader  ;  and  it  wants  to  render  it  compleat  on  the 
Outfide,  which  faces  the  City,  the  fame  Things  as  the  other,  but 
then  ’tis  infinitely  more  noble  within.  In  this  Palace  the  Royal 
Court  of  Juflice,  call’d  Hoffrotten ,  already  mention’d,  have  their 
Affemblies  ;  and  hither  all  the  Provinces  or  Cities  in  the  Kingdom 
may  appeal  from  any  inferior  Court  or  Tribunal,  when  they  queftion 
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the  Equity  of  their  Sentence.  They  keep  here  the  Royal  Library,  for¬ 
merly  augmented  by  a  Part  of  that  of  Fragile ,  which  was  divided  be¬ 
tween  this,  that  of  Upfal,  and  that  of  the  Cathedral  of  Stockholm . 
But  before  we  proceed  any  farther,  let  us,  if  you  pleafe,  take  a  litrle 
more  Notice  of  Ridder-Holmen ,  (B)  having  as  yet  laid  but  little  of  it ; 
it  was  formerly  called  Kedesker>  when  Scot honung  fortified  himfelf  there¬ 
in,  and  Gromunkar-Holmen ,  when  the  Grey  Monks  had  a  Monaltery 
there,  as  alfo  the  Church,  of  which  I  have  already  fpoken  We  (hall  find 
that  befides  this,  it  is  advantagioufiy  beautified  with  many  fine  Houfies 
and  Palaces,  the  mod  confiderable  whereof  belonged  before  the  Re¬ 
duction  to  the  Family  of  Count  Michael  Wrangel>  and  was  render’d  up 
to  the  Crown  by  the  Decifion  of  that  Tribunal.  Its  Outfide  is  (late¬ 
ly,  tho’  Yis  rather  commodioufly  and  agreeably  fituated,  than  regular¬ 
ly  built,  at  lead  according  to  the  prefent  Tafte:  The  Court  refides 
therein  fince  the  Royal  Palace  was  burnt.  Behind  this  is  a  large  Pile 
of  Building,  remarkable  for  nothing  but  its  furnifhing  Apartments  for 
the  Chancery.  The  College  of  War  has  alfo  followed  the  Court  unto  this 
Ifiand;  the  others,  as  the  Royal  Court  ofjuflice,  thofe  of  Commerce, 
Execution,  &c.  (which  aflembled  themfelves  in  divers  Parts  of  the  Royal 
Palace,  before  its  Conflagration,)  are  alldifperfed  in  different  Houfes  in 
the  City,  excepting  the  College  of  the  Stadt  Comptoir,  who  continue  their 
Meetings  in  one  of  the  Apartments  of  the  noble  Facade ,  which  the 
Fire  has  fpared.  But  this  College  was  in  a  manner  wholly  eclipfed, 
during  the  Miniftry  of  Baron  Goertz ,  by  another  which  that  Mini- 
fler  inflituted  under  the  Name  of  the  Uplandz  ‘Deputation ,  that  is  to 
fay,  the  Deputation  of  Uplandia,  which  was  fo  called  from  their  hold¬ 
ing  their  Meetings  in  a  magnificent  Houfe  in  the  Northern  Suburb, 
(which,  as  I’ve  already  (hewn,  is  in  that  Province)  where  their  Infli- 
tutor,  who  was  alfo  their  Prefident,  lodg’d  when  in  Town:  They  had 
for  Vice  Prefident,  Count  Vandernath,  (who  had  alfo  the  Management 
and  Difpofal  of  all  the  Revenues  and  Finances  of  the  Kingdom,)  with 
two  Afiiftants,  and  for  Secretary  and  Treafurer,  Mr.  Ecclejf. \  &c. 

Let  us  take  hence  a  Turn  out  of  the  City,  both  for  Change  of  Air,  and 
V ariety :  There  the  firft  thing  that  occurs  worthy  Notice,  is  theParkcalfd 
\ Diurgorden ,  or  the  Garden  of  Deer,  from  its  Plenty  of  fallow  Deer,  who 
rove  there  up  and  down  the  Woods,  and  play  upon  the  Grafs,  without  be¬ 
ing  terrify ’d  at  the  Sight  of  Paflengers.  It  both  furnifhes  the  Court  with  the 
Diverfion  of  Hunting,  and  recreates  the  Publick  by  the  Pleafure  of  its 
Walks,  of  which  there  are  great  Numbers  of  different  forts ;  as  plea- 
fant  Meadows,  natural  Alleys,  and  fhady  Groves.  Thefe  ferve  as  a 
Refrelhment  and  Retreat  in  the  greatefl  Heat  of  Summer,  which  is 
fometimes  excelfive,  whilft  the  Sun  is  prefent  about  nineteen  Flours  a- 
bove  their  Horizon  ;  and  would  be  yet  more  infupportable  here  than 
in  the  mod  lcorching  Climates,  were  it  to  be  as  continual.  From 
hence  let  us  go  to  Ulricksdall ,  a  handfome  Pleafure- Houfe  about  half 
a  Mile  diflant,  beautified  with  a  charming  Garden,  and  a  noble  Green- 
Houfe,  plentifully  ftored  with  Orange-Trees.  This  Seat  was  call  d  be¬ 
fore  the  Reduction  of  Grants,  Jacobdall ,  from  the  Name  of  its  firfl  M  - 
Her,  Count  Jacob  de  la  Gardie ,  from  whofe  Family  it  was  refumd  by 
thaft  Tribunal,  and  was  prefented  by  Charles  XI.  to  the  Queen  his  Mo¬ 
ther,  whofe  Name  it  bears  to  this  Day  Calberg ,  a  Houfe  alfo  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  fame  Family,  and  diflant  from  it  about  a  quarter  of  a  League, 

had  the  fame  Fortune:  and  the  Swedifh  Court  pafs  there  the  greatefl 
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Paft  of  the  Summer.  ’Tis  agreeably  fkuated  upon  a  Branch  of  the 
Mellern,  North  Weft  of  Munklagret :  It  makes  a  noble  Appearance  on 
theOutfide,  nor  is  itslnfide  unworthy  of  it,  being  adorned  with  good 
Paintings,  Numbers  of  fine  Bufts  and  Statues.  The  Garden  is  well  de- 
figned,  and  as  well  diftributed  or  fet  in  order. 

About  a  Mile  and  a  quarter  from  hence  is  another  Palace,  much  more 
magnificent,  fituate  upon  an  Ifiand  of  the  Mellern ,  call’d  cDroning- 
tholm ,  or  the  Qiteeris  IJland-,  which  Name  it  has  taken  from  the 
abovemention  d  Queen-Mother,  who  built  it  a  little  after  the  Deceafeof 
her  Husband  Charles  X.  It  is  as  much  efteemed  for  the  fine  Tafte  of 
its  Architecture,  (which  difeovers  itfelf  throughout  the  whole)  as  for 
its  Paintings  wherewith  ’tis  adorned  :  Amongft  thefe  the  Figures  of  A- 
nimals  are  the  moft  admired,  as  that  of  a  Bear  kill’d  by  Charles  XL 
which  is  a  perfect  Imitation  of  Nature.  Nor  is  it  lefs  valued  for  its 
fpacious  and  handfome  Garden,  enriched  with  feveral  excellent  Sta¬ 
tues,  the  Spoils  of  the  German'S! ar;  of  which  the  Hercules ,  taken  at 
‘Prague,  paffes  for  the  Workmanfhip  of  Michael  Angelo ,  as  aifo  that  of 
Neptune ,  and  feveral  others,  all  in  Brafs,  are  finilh’d  Pieces ;  and  a 
Magdalen  in  Alabafter,  which  is  at  the  End  of  the  Garden,  is  extolled 
by  fome  for  one  of  the  beft  modern  Pieces  of  the  Age. 

Without  a  further  Detail  of  feveral  agreeable  Palaces  and  Buildings 
adjacent  to  the  City  of  Stockholm ,  ’tis  worth  Reflection ,  and  hard¬ 
ly  to  be  imagined,  how  Sweden ,  to  whom  Nature  has  been  fo  fparing 
of  a  good  Soil,  and  fo  liberal  of  Rocks  and  Woods,  (the  firft  where¬ 
of  mull  be  blown  up  by  Powder,  and  the  fecond  confumed  with  Fire, 
before  one  can  level  the  Ground,  prepare  a  Bed  for  a  Garden,  or  Jay 
the  Foundation  of  a  Palace,  or  Country-Seat,)  fhou’d  fo  plentifully  a  - 
bound  with  fine  Edifices  and  Gardens,  &c.  where,  fpight  of  a  fevere 
Winter  of  almoft  five  Months,  the  Orange,  Fig,  Myrtle,  and  other 
Trees,  (with  feveral  other  Plants  and  Flowers  of  the  moft  tender  Na¬ 
ture,  wherewith  their  Green-Houfes  are  ftored,)  thrive  almoft  as  well 
as  in  their  natural  Climate.  Nor  was  I  lefs  furprized  than  when  in 
CtTcaJJia ,  to  find,  in  a  Country  full  of  Rocks  and  Woods,  a  handfome 
People,  with  Complexions  even  more  frefh  and  ruddy  than  in  moft 
Climates  that  abound  with  all  the  Neceffaries  of  Life,  and  Delicacies 
which  can  gratify  the  moft  luxurious  Palate.  Add  to  this,  they  are 
generally  affable,  civil,  and  hofpitable  beyond  Imagination. 

The  Weather  in  Scandinavia  is  generally  feafonable ;  the  Autumn  (by 
which  I  ought  to  have  begun,  as  arriving  there  at  that  Time)  is  rainy; 
in  the  Winter  (which  is  the  longeft  Seafon)  the  Ground  is  cover'd 
with  Snow,  and  harden’d  with  Froft  ,*  the  Spring  at  the  beginning  is 
rainy }  and  the  Summer  dry,  ferene,  and  very  hot,  by  reafon  of  the  Sun’s 
long  Continuance  above  the  Horizon.  But  I  affume  here  the  Order  I 
ought  to  take. 

The  Winter  began  fooner  that  Year  than  ufual,  for  it  froze  fo  hard 
in  the  middle  of  November ,  that  the  Ice  would  bear  before  ‘December .• 
The  Sledge,  in  my  Mind,  is  one  of  their  prettieft  Recreations ;  nor 
can  there  be  any  way  of  Carriage  more  commodious,  eafy,  or  expedi¬ 
tious,  or  any  Country  more  convenient  for  it,  when  the  Highways  are 
cover'd  with  Snow,  the  Mountains  and  Rocks  levelfd,  and  the  Lakes 
and  Rivers  metamorphofed  into  Plains  of  Grafs,  as  folid  as  uniform. 
It  was  a  Diverfion  to  me  as  charming  as  uncommon,  to  fee  the  Inha¬ 
bitants  of  Stockholm  revive,  in  fome  meafure,  the  Courfes  of  the  and- 
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cat  rurnamencs,  upon  the  adjacent  Lakes  •,  where,  darting  even  from  the 
Goal,  they  drive  their  Horfes  at  full  Speed,  full  of  Emulation  who 
fhou’d  gain  the  Prize,*  which  is  generally  a  certain  Quantity  of  Corn 
for  the  Horfe,  and  a  handfome  Collation  for  the  Mader.  This  Colla¬ 
tion  confids  mod  commonly  of  fome  of  the  different  forts  of  Wild  Fowl 
and  Birds,  which  are  found  in  this  Country,  as  Orars ,  Kedders ,  Ter- 
pers ,  Thrujhes ,  and  Blackbirds ,  accompanied  with  burnt  Wine.  The 
three  fird  forts  are  fingular  in  their  Kinds,  and  what  I  have  only  met 
with  in  the  North.  The  Orars  are  black,  about  the  Bignefs  and  Shape 
of  a  Turkey  Hen  ;  the  Kedders  are  almod  like  Pheafants,  tho’  blacker 
and  bigger,  and  tade  like  them  ;  the  Terpers  have  both  the  Tade,  Head 
*4ind  Size  of  Partridges,  and  in  Summer-time  even  their  Colour ;  for  in  thefe 
Northern  Countries,  they  whiten  with  the  Cold,  and  don’t  even  yield  to 
the  driven  Snow  in  the  Depth  of  Winter,  which  is  the  only  Seafon  thefe 
Birds  are  fat  and  eatable.  Such  Fare  as  this,  and  a  good  Fire,  is  feldorn 
wanting  up  and  down  the  City,  in  feveral  Taverns,  which  formerly 
were  Noblemen’s  Palaces,  who  being  reduced  by  Poverty,  and  other 
Accidents,  their  Manfions  have  differ'd  this  Metamorphojis. 

Nor  was  it  a  iefs  agreeable,  lefs  curious,  or  lefs  fingular  Amufement, 
to  dide  in  a  Yacht  at  full  fail,  with  a  Swiftnefs  equal  to  the  Wind,  over 
the  Glaffy  Plains  of  Stockholm ,  and  the  Parts  adjacent.  This  is  done, 
by  fadening  crofs  ways  along  the  Yacht,  from  the  beginning  of  the 
Cut-water,  ,one  or  two  Planks,  which  jut  out  about  three  Foot  on  the 
right  and  left,  and  are  rais’d  up  by  two  Pieces  of  Wood  fix’d  under 
their  two  Ends ;  and  by  the  Means  of  a  Rudder-Frod  nail’d  at  the  Bot¬ 
tom,  the  Yacht  will  turn  and  change  its  Courfe  with  lefs  Danger  of 
overfecting,  and  as  much  Eafe,  as  the  fwifted  Sailer  on  its  proper  \ 
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i_A  Journey  to  fee  the  Iron-Works ,  and  the  Stl- 
1  vtr-Mine  of  Sahlsberg.  With  Curfory  Re- 
f  marks  on  Arboga,  Orebro and  other  Rlaces 
by  the  Way.  Another  Journey  to  meet  the 
King-  of  Sweden  in  Norway.  Remarks  on 
Chriftiana,  Carlsfhdt,  &c. 
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AFter  having  for  fome  Time  taded  the  Pleafure  of  Riding  in  the 
Sledges,  and  feen  the  mod  frequented  Places  about  the  City,  I 
engaged  my  felf  to  make  one  with  Mr .Jackfony  Son  to  the  Britijh  Re- 
fident,  and  a  Swedijh  and  Englijh  Merchant,  to  vifit  the  Forges 
and  Mines  in  the  Country,  by  the  fird  Conveniency.  In  the  mean 
while,  the  Hero  of  the  North  having,  according  to  Cudom,  expofed 
himfelf  at  the  Siege  of  Stralfnnd,  and  daid  in  the  City  till  it  was  re¬ 
duced  to  capitulate,  left  the  Governor  the  Liberty  of  making  the  Ar- 
Vol.IL  Ee  tides. 
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tides,  and  was  obliged  to  wait  feveral  Hours  for  the  breaking  the 
Ice,  that  oppofed  the  PafTage  of  a  little  Veffel  wherein  he  embarked. 
During  this  Interval,  he  was  entirely  expofed  to  the  Enemy’s  Can¬ 
non,  which  kill’d  fome  of  the  Men  who  were  on  board  with  him  ; 
fpight  of  all  which  Obdacles,  he  at  lad  arrived  happily  at  1ft  adt. 

Our  Refolution  continuing,  we  lefc  Stockholm  on  the  10th  of  Jan. 
1715-16,  at  *  Three  in  the  Afternoon,  as  the  Sun  was  fetting ;  and 
being  join’d  by  another  Swedijh  Merchant,  we  enter’d  our  Sledges,  and 
without  draining  our  Horfes,  which  we  changed  twice,  took  up  our 
Lodging  at  the  third  Baiting-Place,  about  five  Miles  diflant  from  the 
City,  whither  we  arrived  in  lefs  than  fix  Hours.  On  the  nth  we  pro¬ 
ceeded  again  in  our  Sledges  about  Seven  in  the  Morning,  and  about 
Nine  reach’d  Encoping ,  which  was  two  Miles  farther. 

If  my  Fellow-Travellers  had  been  excited  by  the  fame  Curiofity  as 
my  felf,  we  had  fetch’d  a  Compafs  of  fome  Miles,  to  fee  the  Remains 
Birca.  of  the  ancient  Birca,  a  City  formerly  famous  for  its  Commerce  and 
the  Number  of  its  Inhabitants,  it  being  able  (as  the  Hidory  of  the 
Country  informs  us)  to  furnifh  in  Time  of  War  14000  Soldiers;  nor 
were  they  miffed,  fo  great  was  their  Abundance.  It  was  alfo  thought 
worthy  to  fupplant  Upfal,  and  become  the  King’s  Seat  and  Capital  of 
the  Kingdom.  But  not  having  feen  it  my  felf  in  Perfon,  I  fhall  only 
fpeak  by  Proxy  ,*  and  this  is  within  a  little  the  Subfiance  of  what  I 
was  informed  by  fome  credible  Perfons,  who  pretended  to  have  obferved 
its  Ruins  with  particular  Attention. 

There  are  yet  fome  Fragments  and  Remains  of  the  Walls  vifible  to¬ 
wards  the  North  of  the  Ifland  5  and  even  the  Traces  of  two  Gates  are 
plain  enough  to  be  feen,  whereof  one  is  towards  the  South,  and  the 
other  towards  the  North.  Towards  the  lad,  on  an  Eminence  of  feve¬ 
ral  little  Hillocks,  or  Heaps  of  Stone,  you  may  difeover  feveral  Tombs 
of  its  former  Inhabitants,  confiding  in  two  long  Stones,  one  raifed  at 
the  Feet,  and  the  other  at  the  Head  of  the  Perfon  therein  interred. 
This  Manner  of  Burial  is  generally  in  Fafhion  amongd  the  Eadern  Na¬ 
tions,  which  perhaps  they  either  taught,  or  learn’d  of,  the  Goths. 
The  Ifland  whereon  the  City  was  founded,  which  is  dill  call’d  B'trco , 
was  joined  by  a  Bridge  (the  Remains  whereof  are  yet  to  be  feen)  to 
another  neighbouring  Ifland,  call’d  Alfino ,  on  which  Rood  the  Cadle 
Royal,  the  Foundation  whereof  they  pretend  to  have  difeovered.  But 
let  us  leave  what  was  formerly  for  what  is  now  in  being,  and  fpeak 
Encoping.  of  Encoping ,  whither  we  are  now  arrived.  ’Tis  a  little  Town,  whofe 
Name  (as  they  fay  here)  is  derived  from  En ,  which  in  Swedijh  figni- 
fies  a  Jumper-Tree ,  wherewith  the  Neighbouring  Country  is  alfnoft 
overfpread,  and  Roping  Market.  The  frd  Syllable  was  added  to  di- 
dinguifh  this  Place  from  others  of  the  fame  Name,  as  Roping,  Ny co¬ 
ping,  Norecoping ,  Line  oping.  Sic.  which  had  their  Names  from  general 
Markets  that  were  formerly  held  there  at  certain  Times  of  the  Year, 
which  were  Places  of  Rendezvous  for  the  Provinces,  to  change  by  way 
of  Truck  their  fuperfluous  Commodities,  for  thofe  which  were  more 
neceffary  for  their  Subfidence,  before  the  Ufe  of  Gold,  Silver  or  Brafs 
was  known  among  them  ;  and  there  is  yet  a  little  Fair  kept  there  e- 
very  Year,  which  begins  the  13th  of  January,  and  lads  eight  or  ten 

*  T ho'  the  Night  may  feem  very  improper  for  Travelling ,  it  is  not  fo ;  for  the  CVhitcnefs 
cf  the  Snow,  the  Serenity  of  the  Sk,y,  and  the  Brightnefs  of  the  Stars ,  fupply  the  want  of  Day$ 
and  ’ tis  ufual  to  get  upon  the  Sledge  after  Supper  for  a  great  Journey, 
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Days.  The  Houfes  are  all  built  of  Wood,  even  to  that  where  a 
Conful  with  fix  of  the  principal  Citizens  meet,  under  the  Title  of 
Magiftrates,  and  Counfellors  for  the  Adminiftration  of  Juftice  and  o- 
ther  Publick  Affairs.  It  has  but  one  Church,  of  a  very  ordinary 
Stru&ure,  tho’  large  enough  for  the  Number  of  its  Inhabitants  j  one 
Hofpital  very  ill  maintained,  and  a  little  School  but  forrily  frequented. 

It  is  fituated  at  the  Extremity  of  a  little  Gulph  of  the  Mellern ,  and  is 
the  Capital  and  only  City  of  Fierdunderlandia .  This  Province  is  at 
prefent  hardly  known  by  its  own  Name,  but  comprehended  under  that 
of  Uplandia ,  and  is  under  the  fame  Government  ;  it  is  bounded  to¬ 
wards  the  Weft  by  the  River  Sugan,  which  feparates  it  from  IVeftmania. 

From  hence  we  purfued  our  Journey,  after  having  refted  our  felves 
about  two  Hours  in  the  City,  and  arrived  about  three  in  the  Afternoon 
at  Wefteras  (the  Capital  of  Weftmania  ; )  whereof  the  Fire,  which  had  Wefteras. 
almoft  wholly  confumed  it  fome  Years  before,  had  left  me  very  little 
to  fee  or  make  Remarks  on  ;  it  has  been  fince  rebuilt.  The  Church, 
which  had  efcaped  its  Rage,  is  a  long  and  large  Brick  Building,  co¬ 
ver’d  with  a  Brazen  Roof,  which  is  its  oniy  Magnificence ;  the  Steeple, 
which  is  clofed  at  Top  with  a  Golden  Crown,  is  efteem’d  the  fineft  in 
all  Sweden. 

There  are  yet  remaining  fome  Altar-Tables  and  Images  of  He  and. 

She  Saints,  in  Wood  gilt  and  tolerably  preferv’d.  There  is  alfo  to  be 
feen  the  Tomb  of  King  Eric ,  who  was  imprifoned  and  poifoned  by  the 
Order  of  his  own  Brother  John  III.  This  Tomb  is  very  ordinary,  and 
ftands  in  the  midft  of  an  antient  Chappel  belonging  to  this  Church, 
whofe  Altar  was  taken  away  at  the  Reformation,  as  were  many  others. 

His  Epitaph,  which  they  fay  he  made  him*felf,  and  gave  to  the  Pcrfon  who 
Brought  him  the  Poifon,  is  to  this  effed:,  Tranjlatum  eft  Regnum  meum 
<&  factum  eft  Fratris  met  a  ‘ Domino  conftitutum  eft  Ei  Anno  1557.'  This 
Infcription  is  to  be  feen  painted  under  his  Arms,  and  thole  of  the 
Kingdom,  upon  a  brazen  Plate  faften’d  to  the  Wall  where  the  Altar  for-, 
merly  flood.  They  report  of  this  Eric ,  that  he  came  into  the  Work! 
with  his  Hands  clenched  extremely  faft  ;  and  that  when  the  Midwife, 
had  with  much  ado  got  them  open,  flic  found  them  full  of  Blood, 
which  immediately  trickled  down  with  abundance  of  fpeed,  and  was 
interpreted  as  a  Prognoftick  of  his  future  Cruelty,  which  in  the  End 
coft  him  both  his  Crown  and  his  Life.  For  (as  Hiftory  reports)  when 
he  came  to  the  Throne  hefpilt  much  innocent  Blood,  not  only  by  his 
Executioners,  but  alfo  with  his  own  Hands  ;  and  on  groundlefs  Sufpi- 
cions  call  his  own  Brother  John ,  then  Duke  of  Finland,  into  a  dofp 
Prifon  ;  from  whence  he  did  not  let  him  out  but  with  the  utmoft  Re¬ 
luctance,  and  at  the  preffing  Inftances  and  Sollicitations  of  the  moft 
confiderable  Perfons  of  the  Kingdom  :  Hereby  he  became  fo  odious 
to  his  Subjedls,  and  even  to  his  own  Creatures,  that  they  confpired 
together,  and  agreed  by  the  Direction  and  Management  of  a  French' 
Gentleman  call’d  Fonthus  de  la  Cardie,  then  in  his  Service,  to  depofe 
him,  and  in  his  ftead  fet  his  Brother  on  the  Throne;  which,  was 
brought  about  without  any  Tumult  or  Oppofition.  The  fame  Hiftory 
tells  us,  in  relation  to  his  Impnfonment,  that  John  being  feared  in  his 
Throne,  ordered  him  to  be  brought  guarded  into  his  Prefence  *  and 
asked  him  what  Reafons  had  induced  him  to  commit  fo  many  and  fuch 
enormous  Cruelties  ?  To  which  Eric  having  given  but  very  inftgnifi- 
cant  Anfwers,  he  told  him,  Fhon  art  a  Fool :  Tes ,  anlwer’d  Eric,  I 
V  o  l.  II.  E  e  x  was 
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was  fo,  to  let  you  come  out  of  a  TrifoUy  after  I  once  held  you  fafi ;  which 
Anfwer  coft  him  dear,  and  was  a  Warning  to  John  not  to  commit  the 
fame  Overfight. 

The  fame  Element  that  fpared  the  Church,  with  fome  few  Houfes, 
reftrained  alfo  its  Fury  from  an  old  Caftle  yet  to  be  feen,  with  fome 
of  its  Apartments,  and  a  little  Chappel  falling  into  Ruins  in  the  In- 
fide.  They  fhew’d  me  there  a  dark.  Chamber,  where,  as  fome  fay, 
Eric  was  confin’d  ;  tho’  others  affirm  twas  at  Orbyholm.  It  ferved 
then,  with  fome  others,  for  a  Prifion  to  fome  Mufcovite  Soldiers,  who 
were  there  at  that  Time.  TVefteras  is  the  ordinary  Refidence  of  the 
Governors  of  Weftermaniay  who  have  a  pretty  tolerable  Houfe  near 
the  Caftle,  which  was  not  burnt.  ’Tis  alfo  an  Epifcopal  Seat,  and  has 
a  College,  which  they  call  in  Swedijh  Gymnafium ;  and  a  publick  School 
for  the  Inftrudtion  of  Youth.  It  is  celebrated  in  Hiftory  for  the  two 
folemn  Adts  of  the  States  General  pafled  there  in  1527  and  1^44  ; 
the  firft  whereof  authoris’d  the  Temporal  Power  (which  was  then  in 
Hands  lefs  fcrupulous  than  in  former  Times)  to  re  unite  to  the  Crown 
the  mofl  confiderable  Grants  and  Revenues  that  had  been  alienated 
from  it  by  a  religious  Zeal  and  Bigottry  in  Favour  of  the  Church  ; 
and  took  away  from  the  Clergy  the  Share  they  had  in  the  Management 
of  Civil  Affairs.  The  Number  of  thefe  alienated  Grants  amounted  (as 
they  fay)  to  13000  Palaces,  Caflles  and  Farms  ,*  of  which  the  King 
Magnus  Ladulladsy  and  Queen  Margaret ,  Daughter  to  IngeniSy  were 
reckon’d  chiefly  to  have  been  the  Donors  and  Benefactors,  they  ha¬ 
ving  diflinguiflfd  themfelves,  by  enriching  almoft  every  Church  and 
Monaftery  with  the  mofl  valuable  of  their  Treafures,  befides  their 
founding  and  endowing  feveralnew  ones. 

King  GuftavuSy  and  his  Succeffors,  diftributed  the  greateft  part  of 
them  among  thofe  Perfons  who  had  fignaliz’d  themfelves  mofl  by  their 
Services,  both  in  the  Army  and  Cabinet.  But  in  the  Reign  of 
Charles  XI.  they  were  re-united  to  the  Crown  by  the  Calling  in  of  the 
Grants,  as  I  have  before  fpecified.  The  fecond  Acft  made  the 
Crown,  which  was  before  Elective,  Hereditary  in  the  Family  of  Gu - 
ftavus. 

Having  taken  up  our  Lodging  that  Night  at  WefteraSy  we  purfued 
our  Journey  on  the  12th  more  to  the  Eaftward  than  we  had  done  be¬ 
fore  ;  and  continuing  our  Courfe  by  eafy  Stages,  (as  not  being  in  any 
Hurry,  or  if  we  were,  being  able  by  the  Swiftnefs  of  our  Carriage  in 
little  Time  to  recover  our  loft  Ground)  we  were  contented  to  reft 
that  Night  at  Arboga ,  a  City  diftant  but  five  Miles  from  whence  we 
departed.  About  a  Mile  and  a  Quarter  before,  we  paffed  thro’ a  long 
narrow  City  call’d  Koping ,  which  is  divided  into  two  Parts  by  a  little 
River  that  takes  its  Name  from  thence,  and  difembogues  itfelf  in  the 
Mellerny  into  which  it  yearly  brings  from  18  to  20000  *  Shippunds  of 
Iron. 

Arboga  is  a  City  of  an  indifferent  Bignefs,  wherein  are  two  Churches 
and  a  Town-Houfe,  and  Magiftrates  or  Burgomafters,  as  at  Encopingy 
and  almoft  all  other  Towns  of  any  Note.  It  has  alfo  a  publick 
School.  Its  Buildings  are  of  Wood,  as  are  other  fuch  like  Cities ; 
but  it  is  advantageoufly  fituated  within  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  of  a  Na¬ 
vigable  River,  which  difcharges  itfelf  into  the  Mellern,  and  is  capable 

*  A  Shippund  it  Three  Hundred  Pound  Englifh  Weight, 
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of  bearing  Veflels  of  an  indifferent  Burthen.  On  the  14th  we  began 
to  vifit  the  Neighbouring  Forges,  which  they  call  in  Swedtjh  lernbrucks ; 
as  they  do  the  Head-BIackfmiths,  who  are  Owners  of  them,  Bruck- 
patrons . 

Thefe,  which  are  fome  Miles  from  Arboga ,  both  to  the  South  and 
Weft,  are  known  by  the  Name  of  Finaker  and  O by  brakes y  in  the  Parilh 
of  Felsbro.  They  belong  to  Nills  Larffon ,  and  have  each  of  them  five 
large  Hammers,  which,  with  their  vaft  Bellows,  are  put  in  Motion  by 
Wheels,  fuch  as  they  ufe  in  Water-Mills  ,*  and  thefe  two  Forges  an¬ 
nually  work  4000  Shippunds  of  Iron,  marked  as  (b)  Print  XXXV. 

The  Bruckspatrony  who  has  a  very  pretty  Houfe  at  about  the  di- 
ftance  of  a  quarter  of  a  Mile,  or  League,  which  is  all  one  in  this 
Country,  received  us  with  abundance  of  Civility,  and  entertain’d  us 
after  the  Swedijh ,  or  indeed  the  Hungarian  and  Greek  manner,  viz.  he 
crown’d  his  firft  Feaft  with  a  Welcome .  This  confifts  ordinarily  in  at 
leaft  a  full  Quart  of  Rhenijh  Wine,  (when  the  Mafter  of  the  Houfe  has 
any,  or  elfe  the  beft  Liquor  that  he  has)  which  is  poured  into  a  large 
Chryftal  Glafs,  or  Silver  Cup,  that  holds  rather  more  than  lefs ;  and 
often  as  much  as  that  of  Hercules ,  wherewith,  as  the  Hiftory  of  Alex¬ 
ander  informs  us,  they  ufed  to  crown  their  Feftivals,  by  drinking  it 
off  every  Man  round.  This  Glafs  is  prefented  to  every  Stranger  for 
the  firft  time  that  he  is  regaled  at  any  Swedes  ;  tho  this  is  obferved 
more  in  Country  than  in  Town.  We  were  all  indifpenfably  obliged 
to  empty  our  Cup,  as  brimful  as  polFible  of  Rhenijh  Wine,  not  to  vio¬ 
late  the  antient  Cuftom  of  the  Country  nor  was  any  one  excufed, 
except  one  of  our  Hoft’s  Acquaintance,  who  had  before  ofFered  the 
fame  Sacrifice  to  Bacchus . 

As  we  were  in  no  Condition  to  travel,  tho’  we  made  a  Motion  as 
if  we  defign’d  it,  after  fuch  a  Libation,  which  was  preceded  by  feve- 
ral  other  lefier  GlalFes,  our  Landlord  had  no  great  Trouble  to  keep  us 
till  next  Morning ;  nor  wou’d  he  then  part  with  us  before  we  were  for¬ 
tified  with  a  good  Breakfaft. 

On  the  next  Day,  we  vifited  another  Forge  which  belong’d 
to  Madam  Lillieftromy  and  is  call’d  Upboga-Bruck  ;  it  has  three 
Hammers,  and  delivers  yearly  1800  Shippunds  of  a  very  good  fort, 
and  well  wrought,  mark’d  N°  (4 6)  in  the  fame  Print.  This  Forge 
is  fituate  in  the  fame  Parilh,  about  three  quarters  of  a  Mile  di- 
llant  from  the  foregoing.  Its  Miftrefs  gave  us  a  very  handfome 
Reception ;  nor  wou’d  (he  fuller  us  to  take  our  Leave,  before  we 
had  likewife  drank  ofF  the  aforefaid  Welcome.  On  the  16th,  we 
made  a  Vifit  to  another  of  thofe  Cyclops ,  whofeName  was  John  Chri - 
ftianin ,  who  alfo  treated  us  with  the  accuftomed  Ceremonies  ,*  his 
Forge,  call’d  Siverskabrucky  has  but  one  Hammer,  and  generally  works 
900  Shippundsy  more  efteem’d  for  its  being  well  wrought,  than  for 
the  Goodnefs  of  its  Metal,  mark’d  as  (c).  There  are  alfo  in  the 
fame  Parifh  feveral  others,  of  which  I  know  nothing  but  by  report, 
as  Ekeby  Bruck  belonging  to  Mrs.  Mary  LeyUe,  which  with  one  Ham¬ 
mer  works  900  Shippunds  of  good  Iron,  mark’d  as  (k);  thofe  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  Larffon  call’d  Soderby  and  Abby  Brucks,  that  have  each  but  one 
Hammer,  and  work  tolerably  well  1000  Shippunds ,  mark'd  as  (o)  ; 
Storbro  and  Ofterhamar  Brucks ,  of  which  Adam  Leylle  is  Owner,  the 
firft  whereof  has  three  Hammers,  and  thefecondbut  one,  deliver  3000 
Shippunds  of  the  fame  Metal,  valuable  both  for  its  Goodnefs,  and  be¬ 
ing 
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ing  well  wrought,  mark’d  as  (p) ,*  Gronbo  and  S'xanbo  Bracks ,  belong¬ 
ing  to  Mr.  Albohom ,  and  have  each  of  them  one  fingle  Hammer  that 
works  about  900  Shippunds ,  more  valuable  for  being  well  wrought, 
than  for  its  Goodnefs,  and  mark  d  as  (x),_;  Norbyhamer ,  Adam  Leyle’sy 
has  but  one  Hammer,  and  fends  yearly  900  Shippunds  of  good  and  well 
wrought  Iron,  mark’d  as  (r).  To  the  North  Weft  of  Arboga. ,  and 
North  of  Hoping, ,  in  the  Parilh  of  Ramnes ,  are  Wesbo ,  Ramnes ,  Per- 
manbo ,  Beckhammer  and  Surabrucks :  The  hrft  belongs  to  Madam  Boy,  and 
has  two  Hammers,  which  fend  from  1000  to  1200  Shippunds  of  Metal, 
neither  reckon’d  good  nor  well  wrought,  mark’d  as  (a)  the  fecond 
is  Joachim  Chrijlers ,  with  three  Hammers,  -fending  3000  Shippunds  of 
the  fineftlron  and  well  wrought,  mark’d  as  N°  13.  the  third  is  Ma¬ 
dam  Cronftroms ,  which  with  two  Hammers  fends  1 500  of  good  Metal, 
but  ill  work’d,  and  mark’d  as  (t)  ;  the  fourth  has  for  Owner  Siven 
Kaljieen ,  with  one  Hammer,  that  beats  but  500  Ditto  of  ordinary  Me¬ 
tal,  mark’d  (5-4)  ;  and  the  fifth  is  Madam  Cronjlefs ,  yielding  as  much, 
and  as  ill  wrought,  and  mark’d  as  (b).  Higher  up,  on  the  North  of 
Hoping, ,  in  the  Parifh  of  JVola ,  there  is  aifo  among  others  Engha - 
ber brack  belonging  to  Mr.  Gyllcnhock ,  with  one  fingle  Hammer,  that 
fends  900  Shippunds  of  very  ordinary  Iron,  mark’d  as  N°  11.  In  our 
Way  back  to  Arboga,  feveral  other  Forges  are  to  be  feen  ;  of  which  I 
fhall  only  mention  one  call’d  Garpjhombruck ,  belonging  to  Mr.  Olofl 
UngCy  with  one  Hammer,  fending  1000  ditto  of  ftrong  Iron,  admirably 
wrought  and  mark’d  as  N.  24. 

Leaving  thefe  artificial  o Etnas,  on  the  19th  we  reached  Orebro , 
the  Capital  of  Nericia ;  which  Province,  as  Well  as  many  others  in  this 
Kingdom,  has. feveral  Parifhes  particularly  blefs’d  by  Nature  with  the 
Advantages  of  Wood  for  Fifing,  and  rapid  Torrents  that  fall  with  Vio¬ 
lence  upon  the  Wheels,  which  move  and  acftuate  the  vaft  Bellows  and 
Hammers  of  fuch  large  Forges,  as  Axberg  and  Keille.  In  the  firft  of 
thefe  is  Axberghammer ,  having  three  Hammers,  belonging  to  Carefin , 
that  work  2000  Shippunds  of  the  beft  fort  of  Iron,  mark’d  as  N.  48. 
in  the  fecond  is  Frofnidahlbruk ,  whole  Mafter  is  Mr.  John  Morin  5  it 
has  alfo  three  Hammers,  and  fends  1200  ditto  of  well  tempered 
Iron,  mark’d  as  N.  4 7.  and  Blockas-hytta  belonging  to  Mr.  Holmberg , 
which  has  three  Hammers,  that  work  the  fame  Quantity,  and  as  well 
tempered,  mark’d  as  (5" 5").  The  Iron  of  thefe  two  Forges  is  in  great  Bars, 
the  moft  proper  for  the  Englijh  Markets. 

The  Parilh  of  Boderna  has,  among  other  Forges,  L’ Ajjiirebruks,  now 
enjoy’d  by  Capt.  Rofenholm ,  who  has  aifo  a  handfome  Houfe  built  by 
the  deceafed  Mr.  Boy,  its  former  Mafter,  as  was  likewife  the  Forge  : 

It  has  two  Hammers,  that  afford  1500  Shippunds  of  tolerable  good  Me¬ 
tal,  but  ill  wrought  and  mark’d  as  (u).  It  has  aifo  Bratfors  and  Ro- 
firs ,  with  three  Founderies  now  in  the  PoftefTion  of  Baron  LagbrCrona% 
which  aifo  belong’d  to  the  above-mention’d  Mr.  Boy ,  with  two  Ham¬ 
mers  that  work  pretty  well  about  1200  Shippunds  of  Iron  mark’d 
as  (w).  I 

On  our  Arrival  mOrebrowo  found  the  Market-Place  wholly  covered 
With  moveable  Shops,  furnifhed  with  different  forts  of  Merchandife, 
brought  there  from  Stockholm ,  and  other  Swedijh  Cities  or  Provinces,  on 
account  of  a  Fair  that  is  kept  there  every  Year  that  Day.  ’Tis  an  annu¬ 
al  Rendezvous  for  feveral  Merchants,  efpecially  the  Citizens  of  Stock* 
holm  and  GW/ emburg,  who  have  the  Privilege  to  treat  immediately  with 
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the  Bruckpatrons .of  that  Province,  and  the  Places  circumjacent,  for 
whatever  Iron  they  find  moft  for  their  Ufe  ;  which  having  bought, 
they  fell  dire&ly  to  Strangers,  who  have  not  the  fame  Liberty.  This 
City  is  fttuated  near  the  Lake  Hielmer  ;  which,  fince  its  Union  with 
the  Mellern ,  by  a  Canal  about  a  Mile  long  cut  by  Art,  furnifhes  Water 
Carriage,  to  convey  the  Iron  and  other  Merchandize  as  far  as  Stock¬ 
holm.  It  has  a  great  Church  of  Brick  and  Free-ftone,  but  ill  built, 
and  another  lefs  of  Wood,  adjoining  to  an  Hofpital  of  the  fame  ;  as 
are  alfo  all  the  Houfes,  except  an  old  Caftle,  built  after  the  antique 
manner  and  inhabited.  There  was  (as  they  fay)  formerly  over  the 
Gate  of  this  old  Caftle  an  (Q)  made  very  Oval,  which  has  either  been 
effaced  by  Time,  or  fome  Hand  defignedly.  It  was  intended  (asfome 
affirm)  to  reprelent  a  certain  Part  which  Modefty  forbids  to  name ; 
and  Hiftory  informs  us,  was  given  for  Arms  to  the  City,  and  ftampt 
on  all  the  Coin  of  the  Kingdom  by  Queen  Margaret.  But  others  affure 
me,  that  this  (O)  which  has  given  Birth  to  fuch  an  obfcene  Fidion, 
was  fet  there  before  the  Reign  of  that  Queen,  as  being  the  Initial  Let¬ 
ter  of  the  Name  of  the  City,  as  (GJ  is  at  that  of  Gefle ;  and  that  it 
was  ordinary  in  thofe  Times  to  make  it  fo  Oval. 

Orebro  is  the  Place  where  the  Governor  refides  5  he  has  under  his 
lurifdidion  (beftdes  Nericia)  great  part  of  Wejimania  to  the  South 
Weft,  and  of  Vermelandia  to  the  North  Weft.  It  is  famous  in  Hiftory 
for  a  general  Aftembly  of  the  Clergy  held  there  in  10x9,  which  ex- 
tinguilh’d  the  Flames  of  4 Purgatory ,  abolilhed  the  Sacrifice  of  the  Mafs , 
and  confirm'd  the  Ad  of  the  Eftates  at  Wejimania ,  by  reducing  the 
exorbitant  Revenues  of  the  Clergy  ;  who,  beftdes  their  Spiritual  Gar- 
rifons  in  rich  Monafteries,  had  alfo  their  Temporal  Strong- holds  in 
the  beft  Caftles  :  In  a  word,  they  put  a  final  End  to  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholick  Religion,  and  broke  all  the  Bands  of  the  perpetual  Celibacy  of 
the  Priefts,  Monks  and  Nuns. 

After  Mr.  Jackfon  and  I  had  for  the  Space  of  ten  Days  taken  our 
Share  of  thofe  Diverftons  of  the  Fair,  which  were  moft  to  our  Tafte ; 
or,  to  fpeak  more  properly,  after  having  rather  fatigued  than  diverted 
our  felves  j  our  Fellow-Travellers  having  finilh’d  their  mercantile  Af¬ 
fairs,  we  went  together  to  vifit  Mr .  John  Erenpreus^  ("the  Diredor- 
General  of  the  Cuftoms)  at  a  Forge  of  his  call’d  Wedwobruck ,  about  three 
Miles  to  the  North  Weft  of  Orebro ,  whither  he  had  invited  us-.  He 
has  there  a  very  pretty  Seat,  together  with  a  large  Garden,  and  feve- 
ral  Arable  Fields  and  Meadows,  which  cou’d  not  be  diftinguilh’d  from 
each  other,  by  reafon  of  the  Snow  that  then  cover’d  them.  We  were 
entertain’d,  during  three  Days  that  we  remain’d  there,  with  good 
Cheer,  good  Beds,  and  good  Humour;  and  you  may  be  fure  the  Wel¬ 
come  was  not  forgotten.  The  Forge  ( which  is  juft  adjoining  to  the 
Houfe,)  is  fituated,  as  that  alfo  is,  in  the  Parilli  of  Linda ,  ot  Lind  berg  > 
and  has  but  one  good  Hammer,  which  yields  ordinarily  from  8  to  900 
Shippunds  of  well- wrought  Iron,  mark’d  as  N.  43.  There  is,  beftdes 
this  Forge,  to  hammer  and  frame  the  Oar  into  Bars,  another  little  fort 
of  a  Shop,  with  a  lefler  Hammer  and  Bellows.,  that  are  put  in  Motion 
by  the  fame  Water  which  a&uates  the  others.  It  ferves  to  form  fomc 
Part  of  the  wrought  Iron  into  Bayonets,  Hammers,  and  Hdtchets,  ire. 
nor  are  moft  Part  of  the  other  Forges  deftitute  of  the  fame  Conveni- 
ency.  There  are  alfo  up  and  down  in  the  fame  Parilh  feveral  other 
Forges,  one  whereof  belongs  to  Mr.  Erenpreus\  Sifter,  and  is  called 
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Tertabruk ,  with  two  Hammers  which  beat  but  800  Shippunds  of  Iron, 
but  chat  is  efteemed  for  the  Goodnefs  of  its  Metal,  and  being  well 
wrought.  It  is  mark’d  as  N.  29.  Bahrbruck  belonging  to  Erick  Tht- 
lipfon ,  with  one  fingle  Hammer,  works  from  800  to  900  Shippunds  of 
Iron,  in  every  Relpedt  equal  to  the  former,  and  mark’d  as  N.  21. 
SDalskars Hyttabrucks  belonging  to  Oloft  Ghman ,  has  but  one,  Hammer, 
that  works  the  fame  Quantity  as  the  other,  tho’  inferior  in  Quality, 
and  mark’d  as  N.  3.  On  the  2d  of  February /  we  proceeded  from 
Wedwo  to  Gamelbobrucky  whofe  Bruck  Fair  on  is  call’d  John  Malmyn  in 
the  Farifh  of  Orfawore  ;  which  Forge  works  about  3000  Shippunds  of 
Iron,  that  has  not  the  Reputation  of  being  well  temper’d,  and  is 
mark’d  as  (h).  We  were  retain’d  here  till  the  3d  of  bebrnary ,  and 
treated  in  the  ufual  manner.  There  are  alfo  in  the  fame  Parilh  feverai 
other  Forges,  fuch  as  Orfabruck ,  which  yields  but  between  3  and  400 
Shippunds  of  Iron,  but  ill  forged,  tho’ the  Metal  is  good,  and  mark’d 
as  (e) ;  and  Helsforsbruck-,  whofe  Metal  is  not  fo  good,  nor  better 
wrought  than  the  former,  and  mark’d  as  (f).  Funhhamrher  yields  from 
.8  to  900  Shippunds  of  a  very  good  fort,  and  mark’d  as  (g).  >  We  vi- 
fited  its  Mafter,  who  detain’d  us  to  Supper,  and  forced  us  to  lie  there ; 
and  after  having  dined  there  on  the  3d,  and  being  regaled  according 
to  Cuftom,  we  proceeded  on  our  way  to  Salhsberg ,  and  pafs’d  by  the 
Southern  Part  of  the  Parifh  of  Skinkulleberg ,  which  reckons  feverai  good 
Forges  within  its  Precindts.  That  of  the  Countefs  Dowager  of  Gyl- 
lenbourg  yields  1000  Shippunds ,  not  fo  good  as  well  wrought,  and  mark’d 
as'N.  18  ;  that  of  John  Lobe  yields  but  500  ditto ,  not  fo  good,  and 
mark’d  as  N.  19 ;  that  of  Rudbeck  Forges  from  8  to  900  Shippunds ,  as 
bad  as  the  former,  and  mark’d  as  (z).  Shiltonbruck  belonging  to  Shi- 
r vedberg  beats  with  one  fingle  Hammer  1000  Shippunds ,  not  fo  good  as 
well  wrought,  mark’d  N.  20.  Hedhammar ,  with  one  fingle  Hammer, 
beats  almoft  as  much,  and  of  a  very  good  fort,  mark’d  as  (d).  Shcr- 
-wuhbruck  beats  but  from  4  to  500  Shippunds  of  a  worfe  fort,  and  mark'd 
as.(&).  Utter sberg  forges  about  1300  ditto ,  no  ways  better  than 
the  former,  and  belonging  to  Mr.  Utterclous ,  and  mark’d  as  (q). 
From  hence  we  direded  our  Courfe  to  the  North  Weft  of  the  Parilh 
of  Fernbo ,  which  comprehends,  amongft  feverai  other  Forges,  that 
called  Forsbruck ,  yielding  600  Shippends  of  ordinary  Iron,  mark’d 
Sahlsberg;  eN.  12.  And  we  arriv’d  on  the  4th  at  Sahlsberg ,  a  little  Town  only  re¬ 
markable  for  its  Silver  Mine,  which  was  the  Occafion  of  its  bd'- 
ing  founded  by  Guflavus  Adolphus ,  tho’  a  long  Time  after  it  was  frft 
■  difcover’d  and  cultivated,  and  but  a  little  before  its  falling  to  decay. 
It  derives  the  firft  Syllable  of  its  Name  from  the  River  Sahlay  which 
runs  to  the  Eaftward  of  it;  and  the  lccond  from  the  Mountain,  in  the 
-  Heart  whereof  the  aforefaid  Mine  is  dug,  Berg  fignifying  in  Swedijh 
properly  a  Mountain.  The  Inhabitants  of  Salhsberg  arc  for- the  moft 
part  Miners ,  and  concerned  in  the  faid  Mine,  they  being  at  all  the 
Charge  of  working  it,  and  paying  a  quarter  of  their  Profits  to  the  Crown, 
which  gives  each  of  them  a  certain  Meafure  of  Arable  Land,'  that  they 
•are  neither  permitted  to  alienate  or  fell.  As  to  the  beginning  of  this  Mine, 
the 'Reports  thereof  are  very  uncertain;  fome  faying  that  it  was  firft 
found  out  by  certain  Finlanders  above  500  Years  fmee,  whilft  others,  on 
the  contrary,  pretend  that  they  can  find  no  Traces  of  it  beyond  200 
Years,  and  affirm  that  it  was  difcover’d  under  St eno  Stare,  who  had 
it  broken  open  upon  the  coming  into  Sweden  of  one  Gylberty  the  firft 
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Refiner  of  Brafs,  and  Reducer  of  Iron  into  Bars.  They  likewife  add, 
that  the  firft  opening  at  (I)  of  it  in  the  Print  XXXIII.  N.  I.  (which  was 
by  his  Order,  and  took  its  Name  from  thence)  and  that  which  they 
call’d  Sundet  (II)  the  Mouths  of  which  both  are  (1)  (2)  were  very  rich 
in  the  Goodnefs  of  their  Ore,  but  neverthelefs  turn’d  to  the  Difadvan- 
tage  of  the  Parties  therein  concern’d,  by  the  Negligence,  or  rather  Ig¬ 
norance,  of  the  Miners  and  Labourers ;  who  not  having  rais’d  and 
difpos’d  the  Pillars  necellary  to  fupport  it,  had  occafioned  fuch  Con- 
fufion,  and  fuch  dangerous  Fallings  in  of  the  Earth  and  the  Rocks,  that 
they  were  forced  utterly  to  abandon  the  Enterprize.  They  are  now 
filled  up  with  Rubbilh,  Stones,  and  Water,  a  Lot  that  has  befallen  ma¬ 
ny  others  yet  more  rich,  which  have  neverthelefs  fuffer’d  the  fame 
Fate  by  a  parallel  Ignorance  ;  fuch  as  (III)  (C)  Sandgruwa ,  (D)  SandryM - 
ninghen ,  &c.  The  Mines  wherein  they  work  at  prefent,  call’d  Ny- 
grufwar ,  (V)  (V)  or  the  New  Mines,  have  produc’d  (as  they  fay)  yearly 
for  almoft  a  Century  {viz.  from  1480  to  1560  and  more)  20000  Marks 
of  fine  neat  Silver,  and  every  Mark  containing  16  Ounces;  but  that 
for  a  long  Time  fince  they  have  only  yielded  about  2000  Marks,  and 
at  prefent  not  above  1000  or  1200  at  the  mod.  They  fay  that  thefe 
Mines  are  145:  Fathom  deep,  and  as  much  in  their  Subterranean  Extent 
from  the  South  Eaft  to  the  North  Weft.  The  Machines  (IV)  (IV)  which 
ferve  to  let  down  a  fort  of  large  Buckets,  and  other  neceftary  Imple¬ 
ments,  into  the  hollowed  Mine,  (a)  (b)  (c)  (d)  to  pump  out  the  Water 
which  is  continually  trickling  therein,  and  draw  up  the  Ore,  (e)  (f) 
(g)  (h)  (i)  (k)  (1)  (m)  (n)  (o)  (p)  (q)  (r)  are  the  Tools  of  Workmen.  Their 
Wheels  are  put  in  Motion,  partly  by  Water  from  without,  and  partly 
by  Horfes  faftned  both  without  and  within  the  Mine.  That  which  is 
pumped  out  of  the  Mine,  together  with  that  which  comes  elfewhere, 
is  convey’d,  and  falls  again,  by  the  Means  of  a  fort  of  Aquedu&s,  or 
hanging  Canals  of  Wood,  at  VII.  Print  XXXIII.  N.  2.  (6)  (6)  (6)  (6) 
upon  the  Wheels  of  fome  Mills  or  Machines  for  breaking  and  pound¬ 
ing  the  Ore,  and  actuates  the  Bellows  that  burn  and  melt  it. 

Mr  Jackfon  and  my  felf  had  the  Curiofity  to  defeend  into  the  afore- 
faid  Mine,  in  one  of  the  above-mention’d  Buckets,  having  one  Leg 
within  and  the  other  without,  and  holding  with  both  our  Hands  one 
of  the  three  Chains  which  fallen  it  to  a  great  Cable :  Thus  we  came 
to  the  Firft-floor  or  Bottom,  VIII.  in  the  fame  Print,  which  is  90  Fa¬ 
thom  deep;  then  into  the  fecond,  IX.  which  is  20  more ;  and  after¬ 
wards  into  the  third,  X.  by  Ladders,  as  (VI)  (VI)  (VI)  Print  XXXIII. 
N.  1 .  which  is  3  5  Fathom  more.  Our  Fellow-Travellers,  who  had  either 
lefs  Curiofity,  or  more  Fear,  were  content  to  ftay  at  the  Mouth  (V)  to 
be  Spectators  of  our  Defcent  into  this  Part  oiTlutos  Dominions,  accom¬ 
panying  us  with  their  Eyes,  as  long  as  the  Torches,  which  our  Con¬ 
ductors  who  were  perched  upon  the  fame  Buckets  carried,  would  per¬ 
mit  them  to  fee  us.  Being  got  down,  we  drank  the  Miners  and  our 
Guides  Healths  with  a  little  Bottle  of  Angelica  Brandy,  which  Mr.  Jack¬ 
fon  had  the  Precaution  to  carry  with  him;  wherein,  as  they  told  us,  we 
imitated  the  Example  of  Charles  XI,  who  did  the  like  when  he  went  down 
into  the  fame  Mine.  Having  gone  through,  and  view’d  the  different  Pla¬ 
ces  where  they  foften  the  Rock,  that  they  may  break  it  with  the  more  Eafe, 
with  the  manner  of  their  working,  and  of  the  Horfes  drawing,  (of  which 
they  had  eight  in  Number,  who  are  in  a  kind  of  Hell,  from  whence  there 
is  no  Redemption,  whilft  they  are  capable  of  Labour,)  we  re-afeended 
each  of  us  by  another  Bucket  perched  and  guided  as  before.  We 
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pafs’d  from  hence  to  a  little  w'ooden  Houfe,  where  they  keep-  the  Of¬ 
fice  of  the  Matter-Miners,  who  carry  each  of  them  a  fort  of  little  Hatchet 
fatten'd  to  a  Cane.  They  Ihew’d  us  here  a  great  Piece  of  Silver  Ore, 
which  fas  they  faid)  was  the  tichett  both  for  its  Size  and  Weight,  that 
was  found  in  about  4000  Weight,  that  had  been  dug  thence.  There 
was  alfo  a  large  blew  Bucket,  encircled  with  Iron  ttlvcr'd  over,  in 
which,  as  they  fay,  Charles  XI.  and  Count  PVrede  defeended ;  and 
they  made  us  take  Notice  of  a  Plate  of  Brafs,  whereon  were  fome 
Sfuedijh  Verles,  whereof  this  is  the  Interpretation  :  Our  Sovereign  Lord. 
Charles  XI.  the  Life  and  Glory  0/’ Sweden,  accompanied  by  the  Senator 
Wrede,  condefcended  to  fet  himfelfupon  this  brittle  Bucket ,  and  depending 
on  a  Chain  which  he  held  in  his  Hand ,  defeended  into  an  Abyfs  of  14^ 
Fathom  deep ,  as  is  the  Bottom  of  the  Mine  at  Salhberg  ;  where  having 
returned  Thanks  to  God, ,  his  Majefiy  drank  the  M after' Miner  s  and  fVork- 
rheri’s  Health  ;  and  a  fending  afterwards  by  the  fame  dangerous  Vehicle , 
efcaped  from  the  Jaws  of  this  Abyfs ,  which  feemd  ready  to  devour  hint 
alive.  They  fhew’d  us  alfo,  among  feveral  other  Curiofitics  that  have 
been  found  in  this  Mine  in  the  Time  of  its  greatett  Profperity,  fome 
Pieces  of  Maiden  Silver,  and  a  fort  of  Silk  or  Cotton  finer  than  thar, 
and  as  loft,  which  they  pretend  to  be  the  Asbeftos ,  or  incombuttible 
Matter  that  we  read  of  in  the  Antients,  wherewith  they  made  Sheets, 
the  principal  Ufe  whereof  was  to  wrap  round  dead  Carcattes,  being 
fow’d  with  Thread  of  the  fame  Nature,  to  burn,  preferve,  and  feparate 
their  Alhes  from  thofe  of  the  Funeral  Pile.  We  went  a  fmall  Pittance 
hence  to  fee  the  Places  (7)  (7)  (7)  (7)  (7}  where  they  burn,  breaks 
mek,  and  purify  the  Ore;  after  which  we  return’d  into  the  City,  where 
we  ttaid  three  Days  merely  in  Complaifance  to  our  Fellow-Travellers, 
who  had  fome  Bufinefs  at  a  little  Fair  that  was  then  kept  there. 

On  the  8th  we  took  the  Road  to  Upfal ,  where  having  been  allur'd 
of  the  Departure  of  his  Majetty  from  Tjladt>  with  defign  to  go  to  Stock - 
holm ,  as  was  fuppos’d,  I  quitted  it  inftantly,  as  I  did  alfo  my  Compa¬ 
ny,  who  were  inclin’d  to  vifit  fome  Forges  thereabouts ;  referving  till 
another  Opportunity  the  feeing  whatever  was  remarkable  in  thofe 
Places,  which  I  have  fince  done:  And  being  fpurr’d  on  by  my  De¬ 
fire,  as  well  as  Obligations,  of  joining  his  Majetty,  on  account  of  fome 
particular  Affairs,  I  reach’d  Stockholm  in  lefs  than  fix  Flours,  tho’feven 
Miles  dittant  from  Upfal. 

Having  on  the  10th  inform’d  my  felf,  as  carefully  as  I  cou’d,  what 
Advices  they  had  concerning  the  Rout  the  King  had  taken,  I 
found  them  as  uncertain  as  contradictory  in  their  Opinions ;  fome 
faying  that  he  was  ftill  at  Tftadt ;  others  that  he  was  gone  from  thence, 
in  order  to  come  direCtly  to  Stockholm ;  and  others  again,  that  he 
would  go  to  Gottenbourg .  Under  this  Incertitude  I  wrote  to  my  Cor- 
refpondents  at  Tftadt,  not  to  know  his  Majetty’s  Defigns,  (which  I  was 
very  well  afiured  he  never  communicated  to  any  one,)  but  to  have 
their  Advice  what  Meafures  they  thought  mott  proper  for  me  to  join 
his  Majetty  mott  expeditioutty.  Six  Days  after  my  Writing,  his  De¬ 
parture  was  confirm’d  to  me  by  a  Friend,  who  was  come  from  thence, 
with  thefe  Circumttances :  That  he  fet  out  on  Horfeback,  according 
to  Cuftom,  in  Company  with  only  a  Couple  of  Officers,  and  two  Ser¬ 
vants,  without  either  Cloaths  or  Linnen  more  than  they  had  on* 
their  Backs;  and  that  he  afterwards  took  a  Countryman’s  Sledge,  as  did 
his  Attendants  alfo,  and  ’twas  thought  was  gone  for  Norway.  Upon 
this  I  took  the  Road  to  Orebroy  about  18  or  19  Leagues  from  Stock¬ 
holm  j 
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holm ;  and  going  upon  the  Mellern ,  which  was  then  frozen  over,  I 
reach’d  it  in  lefs  than  as  many  Hours  the  fame  Day  as  I  left  Stockholm , 
and  heard  there  that  his  Majefty  had  been  fo  expeditious,  that  in  lefs 
than  three  Days  he  had  travelled  above  50  Miles,  and  was  already 
pafs’d  Chriftineham ,  a  little  Town  to  the  North  Eaft  of  the  Lake  yen-  Chriftine^ 
ner ;  and  that  was  all  they  knew,  or  at  lead  wou’d  tell  me.  I  (laid  ^am4 
the  25th  in  this  Town,  which  is  all  built  of  Wood,  even  to  the  Church, 
and  not  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  from  the  aforefaid  Lake.  I  lodged  at  the 
Poft-Houfe  s  where  finding  my  Landlady,  according  to  the  Humour  of 
her  Sex,  more  talkative  than  her  Husband,  I  asked  her  all  the  Que- 
flions  I  cou’d  concerning  the  King’s  Journey.  And  Ihe  told  me,  that 
fhe  very  well  knew  he  had  pafs’d  that  Way,  tho’  he  would  be  incog¬ 
nito  }  and  that  file  had  ask’d  one  of  the  Servants,  who  was  that  bald 
Man,  which  her  Mind  gave  her  was  the  King  ?  To  which  he  anfwer’d, 
that  it  was  Major  Carl ;  and  that  file  was  confirm’d  in  her  Opinion, 
fince  his  Departure  from  Carlfiadt ,  whither  he  went,  by  fome  Perfons 
who  knew  him  perfectly  well.  She  added,  that  upon  this  Surmife 
file  had  her  felf  put  a  Cufiiion  upon  the  Sledge,  that  was  defigned  for 
this  Prince ;  but  that  upon  his  getting  on,  as  foon  as  he  perceiv’d  it, 
he  threw  it  away,  and  order’d  them  to  put  Straw  in  its  Room.  Tho’ 

I  was  allured  that  he  had  quitted  Carlfiadt  fome  Days,  I  was  refolv’d  CarlftadtJ 
to  take  the  fame  Rout ;  and  on  the  26th  early  in  the  Morning  reach’d 
this  City,  which  is  a  little  larger  than  the  other,  and  three  Miles  more 
to  the  Northward  of  the  Vernier,  Its  agreeable  Situation,  at  the  En¬ 
trance  of  two  large  Rivers,  which  difcharge  themfelves  into  that  Lake, 
a  publick  Magazine  of  Iron  which  comes  from  the  Forges  in  Verme - 
landia ,  and  its  being  the  Place  of  Refidence  of  an  Ecclefiafiical  *  Su¬ 
perintendent,  (who  feems  in  my  Opinion  to  want  only  the  Name  of 
Bilhop,)  is  all  that  makes  it  remarkable.  They  told  me  here,  amonglt 
other  Circumftances  of  the  Royal  Journey,  that  this  Prince  having  ta¬ 
ken  up  his  Quarters  at  the  Superintendent’s,  his  Lady  thinking  his 
Majefty  travell’d  a  little  too  Apoftolically,  efpecially  with  refpedf  to 
Linnen,  employ’d  all  the  Hands  file  cou’d  get  to  make  him  half  a 
Dozen  Shirts  of  the  fineft  Cloth  that  cou’d  be  found  in  the  City  ;  and 
bundling  them  up  in  a  Napkin,  put  them  upon  the  Sledge  that  was 
prepared  for  him.  But  the  King  having  obferved  the  Bundle,  ferv’d  it 
after  the  fame  manner  as  he  had  done  the  Cufiiion  at  the  Poft-Houfe  at 
Chri/lineham ,  faying.  That  he  woud  have  no  Baggage.  I  heard  aifo, 
that  he  was  gone  to  join  the  Prince  of  Heffe  Caff  el ;  who,  ’twas  be¬ 
liev’d,  had  already  penetrated  with  a  Body  of  Troops  into  the  Tdanifh 
Norway ,  between  a  pitiful  Village  call’d  IVeflerva  and  Eda-skanz ,  a  Eda  skanz, 
little  Swedifh  Fort  upon  the  Frontiers. 

Having  inform’d  my  felf  what  Courfe  his  Majefty  had  taken,  I  refted 
’till  Noon  at  Carlfiadt ;  after  which  I  went  in  a  Sledge  to  overtake 
him.  I  had  already  travell’d  above  fix  Miles,  when  about  Seven  in 
the  Evening  a  thick  Snow  that  had  continued  falling  ever  fince  Four, 
had  fo  covered  all  the  Tracks  of  the  Highways,  that  it  made  us  lofe 
our  Road  ;  and  as  ill  Fortune  feldom  comes  fingle,  it  conduced  us 
upon  a  running  Water  that  was  fiightly  frozen  over,  (except  in  thofe 
Places  where  the  Current  was  too  rapid)  and  the  Ice  giving  way  the 
Horfe  and  Sledge  fell  in.  But  as  good  Fortune  had  not  quite  forfaken 
us,  the  Water  not  being  very  deep,  I  was  excufed  for  a  Bathing,  the 

*  A  Superintendent  is  a  Dignity  peculiar  to  the  Swedifh  Clergy ,  and  is  next  in  degree  to  a 
Bi/hop. 
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coldeft  that  has  perhaps  ever  been  felt ;  in  which  a  poor  Finiajid  Scho¬ 
lar,  who  by  the  help  of  Latin ,  ferv’d  me  as  an  Interpreter,  had  his 
Share,  as  well  as  a  little  Girl,  who  Was  our  Guide  and  Poflillion  ;  the 
Swedes  being  obliged  to  make  ufe  of  that  Sex,  ever  fince  the  War  has 
drain'd  the  Country  of  the  other. 

Having  with  fome  Trouble  extricated  our  felves  from  this  falfe  Step, 
our  Condudtrefs  defired  us  to  flay  for  a  Moment,  till  fhe  cou  d  try  to 
recoiled  whereabouts  we  were,  which  was  rendred  more  practicable 
by  the  clearing  up  of  the  Weather.  She  return’d  in  about  io  Minutes, 
and  told  us  that  fhe  had  found  out  a  Houfe  pretty  near,  where  we 
might  dry  our  felves,  and  meet  with  Sledge  Horfes  to  continue  our 
Journey.  I  went  thither  purfuant  to  her  Advice  *  but  inftead  of  find¬ 
ing  any  means  to  proceed  farther,  met  with  all  the  Obftaclcs  imagi¬ 
nable  to  deter  me  from  it  ;  for  they  told  me  plainly,  that  no  body 
wou’d  either  let  any  Horfes,  or  furnifh  me  with  a  Sledge  for  Norway , 
on  account  of  the  great  Danger  of  the  Journey  ;  and  that  I  fhou  d  find 
it  very  difficult  to  buy  any,  which  was  my  laft  Refuge.  To  prove  this* 
they  quoted  for  Example,  the  Prince  of  HeJJe  Cajfel,  now  King  of 
Sweden ,  with  a  General  whofe  Name  they  knew  not,  and  feveral  Offi¬ 
cers,  who  had  been  dangeroufly  wounded  in  the  Attempt ;  adding,  that 
thePeafants  of  Norway ,  who  are  call’d  Snappanar^  lying  in  Ambulh  be¬ 
hind  the  Trees  and  Rocks,  kept  fuch  a  continual  Fire,  as  was  fure 
to  bring  down  almofl  all  thofe  who  Were  fo  Fool  hardy  as  to  advance. 

Tho’  I  believ’d  that  their  Fear  made  the  Hazard  greater  than  it 
really  was,  yet  I  was  not  fo  entirely  a  Sceptic  as, to  ddubt  .it  totally. 
And  upon  the  whole,  (on  the  Difcouragement  of  fuch  News,  join’d 
with  the  Difficulty  or  Impoffibility  of  either  hiring  or  buying  Horfes, 
or  finding  Guides,)  if  I  did  not  entirely  change  my  Refo!ucion,  yet  I 
determin’d  to  fufpend  the  Execution  of  it  till  a  better  Opportunity, 
which  I  defign’d  to  wait  at  Tftadt ,  where  the  travelling  Chancery  had 
taken  up  their  Refidence.  Having  dry’d  both  my  felf  and  Things  at 
a  good  Fire,  which  one  may  generally  find  in  Sweden ,  I  took  the  fame 
Sledge }  and  having  reach'd  the  Stage  from  w  hence  I  hired  ir,  and  only 
Raid  the  changing  the  Horfe,  I  directed  my  Way  towards  the  Weft 
with  the  fame  She-Poftillioii  as  far  as  Ohmol ,  a  little  Town  near  the 
Venner ,  about  fix  Miles  from  Carlftadt  towards  the  North  Weft.  I  ar¬ 
rived  there  on  the  2,7th,  where  the  News  of  the  wounding  his  High- 
nefs  the  Prince  of  HeJJe  was  confirm’d  co  me,  with  thefe  Circumflances, 
that  a  Ball  from  the  Enemy  had  pierc’d  his  Right  Thigh,  and  bruifed 
the  Bone;  and  that  the  General,  whofe  Name  they  cou’d  not  tell  me 
at  the  Houfe  above-mention  d,  was  Mr.  Toniatowsky,  of  whom  I  have 
before  taken  Notice,  in  my  Relation  oftheEaflern  Parts,  who  had  alfo 
been  obliged  to  quit  the  Enterprize  upon  Norway ,  by  reafon  of  a 
Wound  he  had  received  in  the  Left  Cheek.  Having  retied  my  felf 
there  till  the  next  Morning,  I  took  a  Turn  in  the  City,  which  is  all 
built  of  Wood,  except  the  Church,  which  was,  formerly  the  fame  ; 
tho’  at  prefeht  it  is  partly  Brick  and  partly  Stone.  It  is  one  of 
the  moll  famous  Markets  in  Sweden  for  Planks,  and  efpecially  for 
Malls,  which  are  found  in  Dahl ,  a  little  Province  wherein  ’tis  fi- 
tuated.  It  is  fepatated  from  Wermeland  by  large  Forells,  the  prin¬ 
cipal  of  which  is  call’d  Ahelfeter  ;  from  IVeflro  Gothland  by  the  Lake 
V °nner ;  from  Norway  by  the  Mountains  commonly  call'd  Norskajiolen ; 
and  from  the  DiftricSt  of  Bahuus  by  a  wooden  Bridge  call’d  For's  hr  on,  , 
chat  is  laid  over  the  River  Forfelfa.  This  little  Province,  annex’d 
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to  the  Government  of  Gottenbourg ,  heretofore  of  Elsborg ,  extends  itfelf 
for  about  nine  Miles  from  the  Foreft  above-mention’d  along  the  Venner , 
and  is  broader  in  proportion.  It  is  famous  in  the  common  Opinion 
of  thefe  People  for  the  Abode  of  Giant s,  feveral  of  whofe  Tombs,  mon- 
ftrous  for  their  Length  and  Breadth,  they  pretend  have  been  found  up 
and  down  the  Province  ;  and  to  fee  even  at  this  Day  frequent  Appa¬ 
ritions  of  them  in  the  Forrefts,  and  principally  that  of  Edmon.  And 
>frhen  I  have  asked  them,  at  what  Time,  and  in  what  Shape  they  ap¬ 
pear’d  ?  They  have  anfwer’d,  like  Pigmies  about  a  Cubit,  and  a  half 
high,  with  (hort  Hair  that  reaches  only  to  their  Ears,  and  black  Robes 
hanging  down  to  their  Heels  5  and  that  it  was  in  the  Night,  a  Time 
very  proper  to  render  Objedts  of  that  Colour.  If  thefe  pretended  Ap¬ 
paritions  were  real,  or  any  thing  but  the  Product  of  Imagination,  or 
the  Remains  of  Superftition  infhilLd  into  them  by  the  ancient  Religion 
of  the  Country,  a  Compound  of  Fear  and  Ignorance,  they  wou’d  ve¬ 
rify  thefe  Words, 

t  — - - Mors  fola  fat  etur 

Quant  ula  fint  Hominum  Corpufcula ; 

fince  they  arife  and  appear  like  Pigmies,  whereas  they  lived  and  were 
buried  Giants.  -  •  '  A 

I  faw  for  the  firft  time  in  a  Village  of  this  Province,  where  I  lay  for 
want  of  Horfes  being  ready  at  hand,  the  Runick  Calendars  that  are  ftill 
in  ufe  among  the  Pealants  ;  they  call  them  Runftackwar  or  Runick  Sticks, 
and  they  are  generally  Sticks  or  Pieces  of  flat  Wood  four  Fingers  in 
breadth,  one  in  thicknefs,  and  about  an  Ell  in  length,  more  or  lefs. 
There  are  divers  Figures  engraven  on  them,  with  Characters  that 
were  formerly  call’d  Runick  or  Myfteries,  according  to  the  Gotho - 
Saxon  Etymology.  Thefe  Characters  point  out  the  different  forts 
of  Labour  that  are  proper  for  every  Seafon,  the  Golden  Number,  the 
Hollidays,  with  their  Variations  ;  and  they  diftinguifh,  as  they  fay, 
the  Months,  Weeks  and  Days,  with  the  Times  proper  for  their  Spiri¬ 
tual  and  Temporal  Affairs,  and  other  Things  neceftary  to  be  known 
throughout  the  Year  to  Perpetuity.  I  perfwaded  an  old  Peafant,  my 
Landlord,  who  told  me  very  ferioufly  feveral  of  thofe  Stories  of  Giants, 
to  fell  me  one  ;  the  Handle,  and  a  part  of  its  Form,  may  be  feen  on 
the  Frontifpiece  of  Lapland ,  N.  XXXVI. 

They  ufed  (as  I  was  inform’d)  not  only  to  engrave  thefe  Gothick 
Almanacks  on  Sticks,  but  alfo  upon  the  Blades  of  Sabres,  or  upon 
their  Scabbards.  They  embroidered  them  at  the  Bottom  of  the  Gowns, 
both  of  Men  and  Women  5  and  printed,  painted  or  ftampt  them  upon 
portable  Scales,  Cullenders,  Reels,  and  other  Family  Utenfils;  which 
is  confirm’d  by  thofe  that  are  yet  to  be  feen  upon  the  Handle  of  the 
Hatchet ,  Whip  and  Coblers  Cheft  in  the  College  of  Antiquities  before- 
itiention’d.  Since  Chrifiianity  has  been  eftablifhed  among  them,  the 
Hieroglyphicks  of  the  Ragan  Fafts,  which  are  ftill  pre-ferved  on  thefe 
Calendars,  have  been  fancftify’d  or  interpreted  as  Marks  of  Chriftian 
Feftivals.  As  for  Example,  the  Horns ,  which  among  the  Heathens  fig- 
nify’d  the  Times  of  Sacrifices,  Games  and  Feftivals  in  Honour  of  the 
Sun  and  Ceres,  from  the  Winter  Solftice  to  the  Beginning  of  February, 
are  employ’d  by  the  Chrtftians  to  mark  out  the  Times  of  celebrating 
the  Birth,  Circumcifion  and  Epiphany  of  Jefus  Chrift,  and  the  Turifica- 
tion  of  the  Virgin  Mary ;  or  elle  moft  of  the  Moderns  have  changed 
the  Horns  and  othdr  Heathen  Hieroglyphicks  into  Baptifmal  Fonts, 
and  other  Chriftian  Figures.  This 
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This  Province  has  fome  Mines,  and  feveral  good  Forges  of  Iron;  I 
comforted  my  felf  the  bed  I  could  for  my  Difappointment  in  my  in¬ 
tended  Voyage  to  Norway ,  by  fatisfying  my  Curiofity,  (which  was 
prompted  by  the  Conveniency  of  going  in  a  Sledge  upon  the  glafly 
Plains  of  the  Venner ,)  in  vifiting  to  the  South  Eafl  of  it  the  Cities  of 
Marienftadt ,  Lidkoping  and  Scara  ;  with  fome  old  Ruins  of  Monafle- 
ries,  o*c.  in  the  Places  thereabouts.  I  took  a  Sledge  towards  the  Even¬ 
ing,  and  arrived  at  the  firfl  the  next  Morning  early,  and  faw  them  all 
three  the  fame  Day.  The  firfl:  is  the  Seat  of  a  Superintendent ;  and 
is,  as  well  as  the  fecond,  confiderable  for  nothing  more  than  its  Situa¬ 
tion.  Scara  is  hardly  a  Mile  diflant  from  Lidkoping ,  and  half  a  Mile 
from  the  Venner ,  with  which  it  had  formerly  (as  they  fay)  Communi¬ 
cation  ;  which  they  pretend  to  prove,  but  very  uncertainly,  by  the  Re¬ 
mains  of  fome  Barks  and  Anchors  that  have  been  found  juft  by  ir.  I 
coifd  not  at  that  Time  difcover  any  other  Traces  of  it,  than  a  little 
Rivulet  running  on  the  North  into  another  fomething  larger,  that  does 
not  deferve  the  Name  of  a  River,  and  difcharges  itlelf  into  the  Lida, 
which  gives  name  to  Lidkoping ,  and  then  runs  with  it  into  that  Lake. 
Scara  has  principally  the  Preheminence  over  the  others,  by  reafon  of  its 
Antiquity,  having  been  built  (according  to  Hiflory)  by  King  Scarinusy 
who  reigned  as  fome  will  have  it  the  1093d,  or  as  others  fay  the  1793  d 
Year  after  the  Creation.  The  fame  Authors  pretend  that  it  has  been 
the  Seat  of  feveral  ‘Pagan  Princes,  as  well  as  of  the  firfl  Chrijiian  Kings 
and  Bifhops,  as  it  is  of  the  latter  to  this  Day.  The  combuflible 
Matter  whereof ’tis  wholly  built,  if  we  except  its  Church  and  Gymna - 
Jium ,  which  are  of  Brick  and  Free  Stone,  has  contributed  to  make  it 
fuffer  feveral  Times  great  Devaflation  by  Fire,  as  well  as  the  Wars ; 
nor  is  it  at  this  Time  near  fo  large  as  fome  remarkable  Ruins  fhew  that 
it  was  formerly.  It  had  (according  to  a  Manufcript  of  Omenius)  ten 
Churches  and  five  Monafteries  within  its  Circumference  ;  whereas  it 
has  at  prefent  but  the  Cathedral,  befides  five  Convents  which  were  in 
its  Neighbourhood.  The  fame  Manufcript  reckons  up  to  the  Number 
of  1200  Churches  that  were  built  in  Sweden  in  the  Angle  Reign  of  Glaus 
Skotthonung.  The  late  Count  Dahlberg  has  obliged  the  Publick  with 
fine  Prints  of  thofc  that  are  yet  remaining,  either  entire,  or  in  their 
Ruins  ;  and  if  any  thing  can  be  faid  againlt  them,  ns  only  that  they 
are  a  little  too  flattering,  as  are  alfo  thofe  of  the  Cities  and  Palaces  in 
Sweden  which  he  has  alfo  drawn.  Being  bound  together,  they  make 
two  Volumes  in  Folio  three  Fingers  thick,  which  he  had  divided  into 
three  Parts  j  as  he  certainly  intended  to  do  the  Ancient  and  Modern 
Hiflory  of  Sweden ,  that  he  had  jufl:  begun,  when  Death  put  an  End  to 
the  Undertaking.  Thefe  were  the  Prints  which  the  Crown  ufed  for¬ 
merly  to  prefent  to  the  Foreign  Minifters.  The  Church  that  is  re¬ 
maining  at  Scara  is  large,  very  lofty,  and  more  than  lufficient  for  the 
prefent  Number  of  its  Inhabitants ,  its  Building  is  Gothick ,  but  it  has 
all  the  Beauties  of  that  Order  of  Architecture.  There  are  to  be  feen 
within,  feveral  Pieces  of  fine  Painting,  and  divers  Tombs  of  Kings, 
Bifhops,  &c.  and  they  fhew  in  the  Veflry  (amongfl  other  Sacred  Uten- 
fils)  a  fine  Golden  Chalice  enrich’d  with  Diamonds,  and  other  preci¬ 
ous  Stones,  to  the  Number  of  Sixty  or  more.  There  are  alfo  feveral 
Chafubles  and  fine  Altar-Cloths.  The  Gymnafium  is  a  large  Houfe 
with  a  Tower  and  Bell  at  the  Top  of  it,  which  they  ring  to  call  the 
Scholars  together :  It  is  fituated  near  the  Cathedral  $  and  a  Latin 

Infcrip- 
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Infcription,  which  is  on  the  Ead  Side  of  it,  on  the  Southern  Wall, 
informs  you,  that  it  was  repair’d  and  enlarg’d  in  the  Reign  of  Queen 
Chriflina ,  Anno  1642,.  It  comprehends  an  ordinary  common  School, 
which  is  kept  in  the  Apartments  below,  for  the  Education  of  Youth  in 
Humanity,  by  a  Rehlor,  and  as  they  call  them  here,  ConreLtor ,  three 
Colleagues ,  and  an  Arithmetician .  And  above  Stairs  they  are  indrueded 
in  Philofophy  and  Divinity  by  feven  Ledmrers,  who  properly  compofe 
the  Gymnafium  in  this  Country,  and  didinguilh  it  from  a  School. 

There  might  be  in  the  one  and  the  other  to  the  Number  of  500  Scho¬ 
lars  ;  to  wit,  300  in  the  firft,  and  100  in  the  latter.  My  Finlander, 
being  a  great  Stranger  in  thele  Parts,  I  took  one  of  them  with  me, 
having  an  Inclination  to  bear  me  Company  in  vifiting  the  adjacent  Pla¬ 
ces  that  were  mod  worthy  our  Curioficy }  and  firft  the  Remains  of  the 
ancient  Palace  Royal,  near  the  City,  which  are  yet  very  lofty  Signs 
of  their  former  Grandeur :  Secondly,  about  a  Mile  from  thence  Hu-  Hufaby; 
faby,  which  (as  fome  fay)  was  the  Epifcopal  Seat  of  JVefiro  Goth* 
land ,  before  it  was  removed  to  Scara.  At  a  little  Diftance  from  the 
Cathedral  Church,  (as  fome  dill  call  it)  which  is  not  worth  the  Re¬ 
gard  of  any  Traveller,  ferving  only  for  the  Peafants  to  hear  Di¬ 
vine  Service  in,  are  to  be  feen  very  confiderable  Ruins  of  a  Cadle, 
which  formerly  belong’d  to  the  Bifhops  of  this  City  *  befides  Le- 
cho ,  that  is  yet  danding  upon  an  Ifland  of  the  IVenner ,  and  Brinol - 
pho ,  and  feveral  other  Places  confecrated  to  the  Ufe,  Convenience 
and  Pleafure  of  thefe  Lords,  who  both  here  and  in  other  Parts  of 
Sweden  rivall’d  the  Kings  in  thofe  Times  in  Splendour  and  Magni¬ 
ficence  i  and  uniting  the  temporal  and  fpiritual  Powers,  proceeded  fo 
far  as  to  keep  fecular  Garrifons  in  their  Cadies,  coin’d  Money,  nay, 
and  fometimes  levy’d  War  againd  their  Sovereign  5  as  did,  amongd 
others,  Troll  the  Archbifhop  of  Upfal.  They  ihew’d  me  here  in  the 
Church-yard,  among  feveral  other  Tombs,  thofe  of  K.  Skothonung  and 
the  Queen  his  Spoufe,  made  of  a  hard  Stone,  call’d  here  the  Marble  of 
Kinnekulla ,  a  great  Mountain  above  400  Fathom  high,  to  the  North  KinnekuIIaJ 
Ead  of  Lidkoping  upon  the  Borders  of  the  Venner ;  Tis  a  fort  of  Mix¬ 
ture  of  Porphyry,  Jafper,  and  Granate,  which  abounds  in  the  Heart  of 
that  Mountain,  but  has  not  quite  their  Ludre.  Thefe  Tomb  Stones 
are  adorned  with  fome  Bajfo  Relievos ,  which  have  differ’d  mightily  by 
being  expofed  to  the  Injuries  of  the  Weather.  Near  the  Ruins  of  an 
ancient  Monadery  that  is  call'd  to  this  Day  Hufaby  Cloyfter ,  (among 
which  are  to  be  feen  feveral  Window- Cafes  and  other  Ornaments  of  the 
fame  Marble,)  is  a  Fountain  call’d  Sigfridkella ,  or  the  Fountain  of  St.  Sigfridkelkj 
Sigfrid ,  whofe  Waters  are  very  good  to  drink;  wherein  they  believe  dill 
that  the  King  before-mention’d  was  baptiz’d,  by  the  Saint  whofe  Name 
it  bears,  after  having  by  him  been  perfwaded  to  abjure  Paganifm.  The 
Hidory  of  this  Country  informs  us,  in  relation  to  this  Saint,  that  he 
relinquiflfd  his  Archbifhoprick  of  Tork  in  England,  out  of  a  fervent  Zeal 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Faith ;  and  pafiing  over  into  Sweden , 
he  edablifhed  Chridianity,  and  made  it  triumphant  over  Paganifm ; 
a  Work  that  had  been  before  undertaken,  tho’  without  Succefs,  by 
two  Frenchmen ,  whofe  Names  were  Herbert  and  Anfgarius.  Some 
affirm  that  he  was  Bilhop  of  Scara  before  he  had  the  See  of  JVexiby 
tho’  others  maintain  chat  he  was  only  Bifhop  of  IVexio ,  a  City  in 
Smoland. 

There  is  a  Tradition  dill  in  vogue  among  thefe  People,  that  the  a- 
forefaid  Spring  was  devoutly  and  reiigioufly  frequented  by  their  An- 
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ceftors,  who  were  Roman  Catholicks  ;  and  that  even  Strangers  ufed  to 
flock  to  it,  on  Account  of  its  Reputation  for  its  miraculous  Virtues,  in 
curing  feveral  Diftempers,  and  more  efpecially  fuch  as  were  incurable 
Thoaskella.  by  humane  Means.  Nor  was  this  the  only  one;  thofe  call'd  St.Thoaf 
kella  and  Ingemokiella  having  been  likewife  as  much  frequented,  firft 
by  the  Pagans,  and  afterwards  by  their  Anceftors,  who  there  made 
their  refpe&ive  Offerings,  the  firft  to  their  Gods,  the  fecond  to  the 
Saints  who  were  believ’d  to  prefide  over  them.  But  the  Reformation 
has  found  in  this  Fountain,  as  well  as  many  other  fuch  like  wonderful 
Springs,  no  other  Virtue  than  that  of  curing  Third.  Whilfl  we  are 
upon  extraordinary  Subje&s,  we  will,  if  you  pleale,  mention  fome 
deep  and  dreadful  Rocks  to  the  South  Weft  of  the  Venner ,  altogether 
as  powerful,  they  being  formerly  fovereign  Remedies  for  delivering 
from  and  curing  all  humane  Difeafes,  and  retaining  ftill  the  fame  Fa¬ 
culty,  did  not  the  prefent  Religion  of  the  Country  condemn  the  Ule 
Ettcftuppa.’  0f  them  ;  I  mean  the  Precipices  call’d  Ettefiuppa  and  Etteftorta ,  Rocks 
of  a  prodigious  Height  and  uncommon  Steepnefs,  near  the  Cata- 
rads  of  Trollhettan ,  (of  which  I  fhail  hereafter  take  Notice)  from  the 
Top  of  which  Precipice  the  ancient  Goths  (whenever  they  had  a  mind 
inftantly  to  free  themfelves  from  all  the  Evils  of  Life,  whereof  they 
had  a  Satiety,  either  by  Reafon  of  Poverty,  Sicknefs,  or  old  Age,) 
would  throw  themfelves  headlong,  thinking,  as  their  Religion  then 
taught  them,  by  that  compendious  Way  to  arrive  in  an  Inftant  at  the 
Celeftial  Court,  or  Blefled  Seats  of  the  Divinities  they  then  ado¬ 
red,  the  chief  of  whom  were  Thor,  Otheim ,  and  Erigga ,  as  I  have 
before  obferved. 

Mims  amor  Ropulo ,  cam  pigra  incanduit  ALtas, 

Imbelles  jam  dudum  Amos  pr  avert  ere  Saxo.  Sil.  Ital. 

Befides  an  infinite  Number  of  as  expeditious  Means,  wherewith  Swe* 
den  is  liberally  ftored  throughout  the  whole  Extent  of  the  Kingdom, 
we  may  reckon  feveral  others  even  hereabouts  ;  but  the  War,  by  dif- 
patching  them  full  as  expeditioufly,  has  made  a  Prohibition  of  ufing 
thofe  Means  entirely  necdlefs.  Let  us  now  return  to  the  North  Eaft 
of  this  Lake,  on  whofe  Borders  we  Hand  towards  Mount  KinnekuUay 
Warnheim.  and  we  (hall  there  fee  the  noble  Ruins  of  the  Monaftery  of  H^arnheim^ 
whofe  Church,  that  has  been  burnt,  deftroy’d  and  rebuilt,  is  yet  re¬ 
maining  in  fome  Splendour,  and  contains  the  Tombs  of  four  Kings, 
one  whereof  is  that  of  its  Founder  Ingo;  not  to  mention  thofe  of  fe¬ 
veral  great  Noblemen  of  that  Country.  A  quarter  of  a  Mile  from 
thefe  are  the  Ruins  of  the  Royal  Palace,  known  by  the  Name  of 
Axelwald.  If  for  Variety  we  leave  thefe  mutilated  Objedfs,  and 
pals  to  thofe  that  are  entire,  the  Caftles  of  Mariendahl  and  Hellekis,  &c. 
more  agreeably  than  regularly  built,  will  entertain  your  Sight  at  a  fmall 
Diftance  hence.  All  thefe  afore-mention’d,  as  well  as  the  Remains  of 
Gudhman ,  &c.  which  I  have  not  taken  Notice  of,  are  to  be  feen  with 
Wenes-  more  Pleafure  in  M.Dahlbergs  Prints  than  upon  the  Spot.  On  the  3d 

borgh.  I  crofs’d  again  to  IVenesborgh,  a  little  Town  in  ‘Dahlia,  to  the  S.  W. 

of  Venner.  This,  as  well  as  the  other  Towns  circumjacent,  are  not  fo 
confiderable  for  any  thing  as  their  Situation  upon  its  Borders  ;  for  be¬ 
fides  the  Convenience  of  a  reciprocal  Commerce  among  themfelves, 
which  is  render’d  eafy  by  Means  of  the  Lake,  they  have  likewife  the 
Benefit  of  receiving  for  the  moft  part  the  Iron,  the  Mafts,  Pianks, 
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and  Tar*  &c.  by  the  Rivers  which  empty  themfelves  here  and  there 
into  it,  and  the  Convenience  of  conveying  thefe  Merchandizes  by 
another,  which  runs  to  Gotthembrugh  out  of  it,  (which  is  at  this 
Time  the  publick  and  general  Magazine)  to  the  S.  W.  of  Sweden,  as 
Stockholm  is  to  the  N.  E. 

Tho’  I  mention  this  as  a  Convenience,  yet  I  muft  advcrtife,  that  the 
River  which  runs  out  of  the  Venner  half  a  Mile  below  Ifenesborgh ,  not 
being  navigable,  but  at  a  pretty  Diftance  from  its  firft  Rife,  they  arc 
obliged  to  tranfport  by  other  Methods  the  Iron  and  other  Merchan¬ 
dize  that  is  defigned  for  that  Magazine,  to  the  Place  where  tis  capa¬ 
ble  of  bearing  the  Veffels  that  are  laden  with  it*  The  Venner  is  rec¬ 
kon’d  26  Miles  in  Compafs,  and  they  count  to  the  Number  of  23  Ri¬ 
vers  that  difcharge  their  Waters  into  it;  among  which,  the  Lovers  of 
the  marvellous  or  extraordinary  Accidents,  affirm,  that  the  River  call’d 
Giotelfa  in  Swedijh ,  or  in  Latin,  Albis  Gothicus ,  erodes  the  Lake,  and 
goes  out  pure;  that  is  to  lay,  without  mixing  its  Waters  with  the 
other;  after  which  it  precipitates  itfelf  with  an  uncommon  Impetuo- 
fity,  and  a  vaft  Difcharge  of  Water,  which  runs  out  under  its  Swedijh 
Name,  or  that  of  Throlletta ,  into  another  Receptacle  about  10  or  12 
Fathom  lower  among  lome  Rocks,  and  this  withfuch  a  Violence,  that 
Lome  will  pretend  in  a  cairn  Day  to  have  heard  at  the  Diftance  of  above 
two  Miles;  and  1  my  felf  have  heard  it  from  one  and  more,  when 
the  Wind  has  not  been  contrary.  I  will  not  fatigue  my  Reader  with 
the  Defcripticn  of  this  Cataratfl,  which  is  ordinarily  call’d  Throlletta -  Throlletta. 
Jlrom ,  or  the  Torrent  of  Throlletta ,  but  will  give  him  itsHiftorical  E- 
tymology,  as  they  have  given  me  the  Account  of  it ;  wherein  you  will 
find,  as  well  as  in  many  others,  a  Pattern  of  the  Remains  of  the  Su- 
perflition  and  Ignorance  of  former  Times,  which  are  but  too  well  pre- 
ferv’d  here,  efpecially  among  the  common  People. 

About  two  Centuries  before  the  Chriftia n<^/Era,  Apagan ,  as  they  fay, 
was  fleering  fome  Mafts  thro’  the  Opening  that  this  Water  makes  for  the 
Water  to  pafsfrom  the  Lake  to  the  other  Receptacle.  This  Man,  whom 
we  may  call  the  Director  of  Malls,  happening  to  approach  too  near  the 
impetuous  Torrent  with  his  Boat  w7herewith  he  fleer’d,  was  forc’d  away 
with  it,  and  his  Cap,  which  was  red  (the  favourite  Colour  of  the 
Country  at  that  Time,  as  blew  is  at  prefent)  falling  into  the  Water,  he 
cry’d  out  loud  enough,  flnee  they  cou’d  hear  him,  fpight  of  the  horrible 
Noife  occafioned  by  the  Catarad,  Ny  Teg  hallet  hellan ,  which  is  as 
much  as  to  fay,  <c  See  how  the  evil  Genius  has  taken  away  my  Cap ;” 
and  they  fhew  a  Rock  call’d  by  Mr  Dahlberg,  Spelunca  Latronum,  or 
the  Den  of  Thieves,  near  which  they  fay  that  Cap  fell ;  and  from  thefe 
four  Words  fore:  mention’d  (as  they  believe)  the  Word  Throlletta  was 
derived.  Some  of  thefe  People  will  not  be  cured  of  this  Superflition, 
tho’  the  bare  Relation  isfufficient  to  refute  it.  Amongfl  other  Wonders 
which  they  tell  of  this  Lake,  they  aver,  that  in  1648,  on  the  7th  of 
October ,  there  happen’d  an  Earthquake  that  had  an  Influence  both  up¬ 
on  Land  and  Water,  which  was  preceded  by  a  Pillar  of  Fire,  or  rather 
(not  to  change  the  Terms  of  Hiftory)  a  burning  Mafl,  which  was  feen 
to  fall  into  its  Waters,  and  that  on  that  Inflant  the  Floods  were  rais’d 
to  fuch  a  Degree,  that  they  overflowed  their  Banks  with  a  horrible 
Noife,  overturning  whatever  they  met  in  their  Way,  whether  Houfes 
or  Trees,  &c.  and  that  above  200  Perfons  were  drowned  and  buried 
under  the  Ruins.  It  has  long  been  endeavour’d  to  make  Throlletta  and 
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Carlfgraft  navigable,  to  carry  and  tranfport  whatever  is  neceffary  from 
Gottemburgh  to  Stockholm  by  Water.  Guftavus  Adolphus  was  inclinable 
to  encourage  the  Defign,  but  tis  faid  that  no  Body  in  Sweden  duril 
undertake  the  Enterprize  >  and  Charles  XL  Lent  over  for  Lome  Hol¬ 
landers ,  a  Nation  very  converfant  with  Waters,  who  examined  and 
meafured  the  Fall  of  the  Waters,  the  Lakes  and  Rivers,  between  the 
JVenner  and  Hielmer ;  but  after  having  well  confidered  the  Affair, 
and  the  Difficulty  of  compaffing  it,  .renounc’d  the  Undertaking  Lor  fear 
it  lliould  neither  redound  to  their  Honour  or  Profit. 

On  the  4th  I  quitted  Wenesborgh,  and  about  half  a  Mile  lower  I 
pafs’d  a  wooden  Bridge  fuftain’d  by  great  Rocks,  which  being  rais’d 
above  the  Waters  of  Throlletta ,  that  precipitate  thetnfelves  ^beneath, 
ferve  as  natural  Arches  to  it;  and  thefe  Arches  confining  its  Waters  to  a 
narrower  Compafs  than  they  were  before,  reftraitVd  lo  cqnfiderably, 
increafe  both  its  Noife  and  Impetuofity.  Ghiotelfa ,  or  Throlletta ,  grow¬ 
ing  more  tractable  at  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  below,  receives  the  Merchan¬ 
dize  aforemention’d,  and  carries  them  pretty  fafely  to  the  Sea;  but 
before  it  reaches  thither,  it  divides  its  Waters  in  two  Branches  near 
Komingfelfa,  Konungfelfa ,  a  little  inconfiderable  Town,  at  the  end  whereof  it  wafhes 
Bahuus.  a  Rock,  whereon  there  is  built  a  Caftle  called  Bahuus ,  whicih  promi- 
fes  to  make  but  little  Defence  againft  any  one  that  lliould  attack  it  re¬ 
gularly  in  form,  it  being  overlook’d  by  the  high  Mountains  call’d  Fen- 
talbergh ,  which  command  the  Town  from  whence  the  Enemy  may  plant 
their  Batteries,  and  cannonade  it  to  Advantage ;  after  which  its  Wa¬ 
ters,  fo  divided,  run  each  in  their  different  Channels,  under  two  di- 
ftindb  Names,  the  one  to  Gottenbourg  under  that  of  Ghiotelfa ,  the  other 
towards  Maeftrand ,  a  Caftle  incomparably  ftronger  tha n  Bahuus,  under 
that  of  Norelfa ,  or  the  Northern  River,  encompaffing  a  pretty  fpaci- 
ous  Ifland  call’d  Hefinghen. 

Gothenv  I  arrived  the  fame  Day  at  Gothemburg ,  at  this  Time  the  Capital  of 
burg.  Weftro- Gothland ,  fituate  to  the  South  Eaft  of  Ghiotelfa ,  about  500  Pa¬ 

ces  above  its  Entrance  into  a  Plain  call’d  Gullberg,  that  gives  Name  to 
a  little  Fort  and  River  that  are  mark’d,  as  well  as  the  City,  in  the 
Plan  on  my  Map  (D).  This  River,  after  paffing  thro’  the  middle  of 
this  Plain,  throws  its  Waters  into  a  deep  Ditch,  by  the  Means  where¬ 
of  the  City  is  cut  into  two  Parts  almoft  equal ;  then  mixing  them  with 
thofe  of  Ghiotelfa ,  which  runs  to  the  North  Well  of  the  City,  difchar- 
ges  her  united  Waters  into  the  Northern  Ocean.  Departing  hence  on 
the  6th,  having  lain  but  one  Night  at  Gothemburg ,  I  took  my  way  by 
Consbacca.  Consbacca ,  a  little  Tow  n  about  two  Miles  diftant  from  Gothemburg ,  in 
the  Province  of  Halland ,  fituated  on  a  little  River,  which  taking  its 
Name  from  thence,  is  call’d  Consbacca- elf  a ,  which  empties  itfelf  into 
the  Sea,  at  about  half  a  Mile  Diftance  ’tis  reckon’d  very  ancient, 

and  that  is  all  that  deferves  to  be  faid  of  it.  Secondly,  From  hence 
^Varberg.  I  proceeded  to  Warberg ,  another  little  Town  fomething  handfomer, 
commanded  by  a  Caftle  that  is  waflied  by  the  Sea  four  or  five  Miles 
below  Consbacca.  This  Caftle,  which  is  pretty  ftrong,  was  built  fas 
they  fay)  by  the  Hanes,  during  the  Time  they  were  Mafters  of  this 
Country,  upon  the  Ruins  of  a  Monaftery,  which  has  given  ground  to 
the  calling  its  Baftionsby  the  Names  of  the  White ,  the  Grey ,  and  the  Red 
Monks ,  & c.  Thofe  who  fearch  farther.into  Hiftory  fay,  that  it  was  a  Har- 
Falkemberg.  hour  for  Pyrates  in  the  Time  of  Taganifm.  Thirdly,  I  pafs’d  thro’  Fal- 
kemberg ,  two  Miles  farther,  which  deferves  no  farther  Notice  to  be  taken 
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of  it.  Fourthly,  I  eroded  d' Halmftadi,  about  four  Miles  farther.  *  This  Halmftadt, 
City  is  the  Capital  of  Holland ,  and  was  formerly  fortified,  t]io’  very 
dightly,  by  the  ‘Danes  :  It  lies  on  the  Northern  Side  of  the  River 
A7#,  which  runs  into  the  Sea  at  about  three  quarters  of  a  Mile  di- 
ftance  from  the  City,  where  there  is  a  very  incommodious  Harbour  for 
the  Veilels  that  are  generally  laden  there  with  Soap  Allies,  Tar, 

Pitch,  and  other  fuch  like  Commodities  of  this  Province. 

From  hence  I  entred  on  the  6th  into  Scania ,  where  I  found  thg 
Country  both  evener,  richer,  and  lefs  incumbered  with  Woods  and 
Rocks.  Having  advanced  about  two  Miles,  I  arriv’d  at  a  little  Town 
called  Lagholm ,  very  antient  ;  and,  as  they  (ay,  formerly  very  Lagholmi 
pretty,  tho5  at  this  Time  ’tis  little  better  th$n  a  Village,  its  Buildings 
being  for  the  molt  part  cover’d  with  Stubble  and  Turf,*  and  three 
Miles  from  hence  is  another  yet  lefs,  call’d  Engelholm ,  as  inconfidera-  Engelholmi 
ble  as  the  former.  Thefe  two  little  Towns  are  dtuated  upon  two  Ri¬ 
vers  pretty  abundant  in  Fifh,  which  make  two  Iflands  of  che  Ground 
whereon  they  (land,  which  is  very  Tandy  and  barren and  to  which  they  .  N 

give  their  Names,  the  one  being  call’d  Lagholm  Slufs ,  and  the  other  En- 
gbeh-homelfe .  I  lay  at  the  latter  of  thefe,  and  the  next  Day  I  dined  at 
Helfingburgh ,  another  little  Town  three  Miles  farther  on  the  Borders  Helfing- 
of  the  Sund,  with  a  Bay  that  can  neither  receive  or  bear  any  but  fmall  burgh. 
Veffels,  whofe  Lading  confids  chiefly  in  Soap  Allies  and  Coals.  It 
makes  at  prefent  but  an  indifferent  Figure,  tho’  it  was  formerly  forti¬ 
fy ’d,  till  its  Works  were  demolifh’d  by  a  Treaty  with  Denmark .  There 
is  an  old  Tower  yet  remaining  upon  an  Eminence  with  fome  Cannon, 
where  was  formerly  a  Cittadel  of  which  it  made  the  Center.  They  fee 
up  upon  that  Tower  a  Flag,  to  falute  theVeflels  that  ace  m  Friendfhip 
with  them.  Them  is  a  pretty  handfome  Church  ;  it  faces  Elf  more ,  a 
lictl cDaniJh  Town  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Smd,  the  Paffage  ove?: 
which  is  but  about  three  quarters  of  a  Mile  in  Breadth  :  That  Town 
is  accompanied  with  a  Cadle  call’d  Cronburgh ,  which  is  pretty  plainly 
difeover’d  from  EIJinbmgh ,  and  commands  that  Paflage  with  its  Ar¬ 
tillery.  Coafling  along  the  Sund  to  the  South  Ead,  I  lay  at  Landf- 
Crona ,  a  Mile  and  half  from  Helfingburgh.  Between  thefe  Cities  J 
had  a  View  of  a  fmall  Ifiand  call’d  Ween ,  famous  for  the  Cadle  of 
Uraniengburgh,  where  the  learned  Tycho  Brahe  made  his  Agronomical 
Obfervations.  Landfcrona  is  pretty  fpacious,  and  defended  by  a  ftroqg  tandferona. 
Cadle,  furrounded  by  double  Ditches  to  the  North  Weft  and  Weft  near 
the  Sea  :  It  has  a  good  and  large  Port,  and  its  greateft  Commerce  at 
prefent  confids  in  Allies,  Pitch  and  Planks  *  but  before  the  War,  they 
as  well  as  the  red  of  Scania  dealt  in  ttanfporting  Gprn.  and  Cattle  ,* 
but  fince  Si&edeyi  has  loft  Livonia ,  it  has  no  greater  Quantity,  of  Pro- 
vifions  than  what  fuffices  for  its  own  Inhabitants. 

From  that  Place  I  came  to  Malmoe ,  a  handfome  Town  and  pretty  re-  Malmoe; 
gulariy  fortified  on  the  Sea  Coaft,  but  has  only  an  open  and  (hallow 
Road,  wherein  the  Ships  are  expofed  to  the  Wind ;  one  may  from  henqe 
didincdly  fee  the  Towers  of  Copenhagen,  but  I  did  not  day  there  long 
enough  to  make  any  farther  Remarks  :  It  is  about  three  Miles  and  a 
half  below  Landfcroon.  I  reach’d  Tftadt  that  Night  about  four  Miles  and  Yftad:. 
half  farther  upon  the  Sea  Coad ;  it  has  alfo  a  Road  no  ways  better 
than  that  at  Malmoe ,  by  reafon  of  its  being  fill’d  up  in  feveral  Places 
with  Sand  and  Stones,  and  very  much  neglected.  This  Town,  at  pre¬ 
fent,  is  hardly  to  be  compared  with  a  good  Englifi  Village  ;  the  King 
had  lodged  at  his  Landing  in  one  of  its  Houfes,  and  according  to  the 
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Choice  that  Monarch  ufed  to  make  of  the  moft  incommodious  and 
mo  ft  difagreeable  Places  to  live  in,  ever  fince  his  Departure  from  Stock¬ 
holm, 


CHAP.  IX. 

O/'Smolandia  ;  its  Antiquities.  Of  Oftro-Goth- 
land;  Of  Gottemburg.  A  Journey  to  meet 
the  King  in  Norway,  &c. 

H Earing  at  Tfladt *  no  ocher  News  than  of  the  infinite  Hardfhips  and 
Miferies  they  underwent  in  Norway ,  for  want  of  Ammunition, 
and  by  the  Severity  of  the  Winter  ;  and  my  Friends  in  general  dilTuading 
me  from  going  thither,  before  I  were  allured  that  his  Majefty  was  aa- 
vantageoufly  fix’d  in  fome  Place  in  that  Country;  I  hearken'd  to  my 
Curiofity,  that  prompted  me  in  the  mean  while  to  vifit  fome  other 
Parrs  of  Scania ,  and  as  much  as  I  cou’d  of  Smoland  and  Oflro-Goth - 
land ,  which  are  elteem’d  the  principal  Magazines  of  the  Gothick 
Antiquities  }  and  from  whence  I  might  as  eafily  pafs  into  Norway 
as  from  IJladt,  in  cafe  I  fliou’d  hear  any  News  to  invite  me  thither. 
Wherefore  I  quitted  it  on  the  8th,  and  the  fame  Day  went  to  view 
an  Allom  Mine  about  three  Miles  and  a  quarter  from  thence,  be- 
longing  to  the  Countefs  of  ‘Piper ,  and  fome  others  whofe  Names  I 
Andrarum.  have  forgotten.  It  is  near  a  little  Village  call’d  Andrarum.  and  there 
were  then  about  Two  Hundred  Perfons  employ’d  in  digging  up,  burn¬ 
ing  and  feparating  the  Matter  whereof  the  Allom  is  made,  in  order  to 
bring  it  to  Perfe&ion.  This  Mine  has  feveral  very  rich  Veins,  ex¬ 
tending  a  great  Way  under  Ground,  and  might  (as  they  fay)  employ 
twice  as  many  Hands,  and  make  by  its  Goodnefs  one  of  the  princi¬ 
pal  Branches  of  theTraffick  in  Scania ,  were  it  but  fituated  near  enough 
to  a  Quantity  of  Fuel  proportionable  to  its  Extent  and  Richnefs. 
They  tranfport  by  Land  Carriage  the  Allom  that  is  fent  Abroad  to  a 
Sea  Port  call’d  Ahus ,  two  Miles  from  thence.  I  lay  that  Night  at 
Andrarum ;  from  whence  I  went  next  Morning,  being  the  9th,  to 
Chriftian-  Chriflianftadt ,  a  little  Town  which  is  about  a  Mile  and  a  quarter  di- 
ftadt.  Rant.  It  is  pretty  ancient,  as  may  be  feen  by  fome  of  its  Buildings, 
and  was  formerly  fortified  by  the  ‘Danes ,  but  the  Fortifications  were 
demolilhed  in  the  laR  Reign ;  and  the  Swedes  were  beginning  then  to 
repair  them  again.  It  has  no  Port  nearer  to  it  than  that  abovemen- 
tioned,  whither  to  convey  its  Merchandize,  which  is  tranfported  thence 
to  the  oppofiteCoafts.  This  Merchandife  confifts  chiefly  in  Soap*  Allies, 
Tar  and  Planks  *  and  they  are  obliged  to  fend  them  either  by  Land 
or  on  the  Ice  to  this  Port,  (which  is  as  far  from  hence  as  from  Andra¬ 
rum ,)  at  lead  for  the  greateft  part  of  thelYear ;  when  a  little  River  that 
neither  runs  conftantly,  nor  infufficient  Quantity  into  its  Ditches,  and 
difcharges  itfelf  into  the  Sea  at  that  Place,  is  frozen  over.  Ic  has  but

The  firft  Plan  and  Council  of  this  Regulation  was  given  to  the  KJng  at  Strallund  ;  and  they  had 
already  ftruck.  a  great  Plumber  of  the  firft  fort  (a)  by  his  Order,  whofe  intrinficl \  Value  and  Weight 
was  but  a  Farthing  ;  but  by  his  Majefty  s  Command  they  pafs'd  for  31  Swedifh  Pence. 
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one  Church  built  in  1618,  and  has  nothing  more  to  recommend  it,  but 
its  being  large  and  well  lighted. 

Leaving  the  Frontiers  of  Blecking,  whereon  this  City  is  dtuated,  I 
entered  in  the  Night-time,  (which  was  then  very  light,  by  reafon  of 
the  Snow  and  the  Ice  which  had  abounded  that  Winter)  into  SmolantL 
It  had  been,  as  they  faid,  one  of  the  mod  lading,  condant  and  hard 
Frods  that  had  been  known  in  thofe  Southern  Parts  of  Sweden  for  a 
long  time,  and  rendered  the  Ufe  of  a  Sledge  very  commodious  ;  nor 
was  it  then  broken,  except  in  fome  Places  near  the  Sea,  where  its 
Force  was  pretty  much  abated.  I  was  now  in  the  Territories  call'd 
Warenfland ,  where  the  People  of  this  Nation  place  the  Country  of  the 
Smolandtjh  Amazons ;  who,  with  other  Heroines  of  this  Kingdom, 
fignaliz’d  themfelves  (as  the  Hidory  of  Sweden  relates)  by  their  Bra¬ 
very  in  the  lad  Battle  fought  395  Years  after  the  Birth  of  JelusChrid 
at  Brawalftreed,  or  the  Bravalline  Plains,*  where,  in  fighting  againd  BrawaU 
the  ‘Danes,  they  kill’d  with  their  own  Hands  the  King  and  his  three  Greed. 
Sons,  with  an  infinite  Number  of  Soldiers.  This  Country  of  t hz  Ama¬ 
zons,  (at  lead  what  I  faw  of  it)  is  an  unequal  Soil,  full  of  Rocks, 
Mountains  and  Woods  ;  and  in  one  word,  much  lefs  agreeable  than 
that  which  is  affigned  to  the  Eadern  Amazons  near  the  Cafpian  Sea  by 
Greek  and  Roman  Authors.  Spite  of  whofe  Opinion  and  Authority  the 
late  Mr.  01.  Rudbeck ,  and  fome  more  of  his  Countrymen,  affirm  that 
the  Oriental  Amazons  were  only  thefe  Northern  Heroins,  who  lea¬ 
ving  Scandinavia ,  extended  their  warlike  Enterprize  thither,  and  even 
farther  Eadward.  Had  I  thought  fit  to  trouble  my  felf  with  fearching 
into  the  Genealogy  of  Kingdoms,  I  lliou’d  alfo  have  mention’d  the  fird 
Origin  of  the  Englijhy  which  the  fame  Author  deduces  from  another 
part  of  Smoland  call’d  Sunerbo ,  to  the  N.  E.  of  Halland ,  where  he  finds 
Anghelftadt ,  which  yet  retains,  as  he  obferves,  their  Name  ;  and  is,  /wheldadt 
as  he  will  have  it,  a  Proof  of  their  Origin.  But  to  pafs  over  thefe 
Remarks,  I’ll  content  my  felf  in  purfuing  my  Journey  over  the  Lakes 
of  Anfe ,  Safen  and  cDanJioy  that  feem  as  it  were  link’d  together  by  a 
fort  of  Canals  and  Rivers,  fo  as  to  render  their  Waters  common,  and 
to  make  but  one  Lake  under  different  Denominations. 

On  the  10th  and  nth  I  view’d  the  Borders  of  thefe  Lakes,  which, 
as  they  pretend,  make  a  part  of  the  faid  Bravalline  Plains,  which 
were  fprinkled  and  dy’d  by  the  Goths  for  the  fird  time  (that  is  70 
Years  after  Jefus  Chrid)  with  the  Blood  of  the  Huns  who  were  kill’d 
there,  with*  the  King  and  all  their  Chieftains  ;  and,  in  fine,  the  whole 
numberlefs  Army  defeated.  The  Inequality  of  the  Ground,  that  is  al~ 
mod  every  where  thick  fet  with  Rocks  and  Mountains,  as  alfo  in  fome 
Places  incumber’d  with  Woods,  makes  it  feem  a  very  improper  Field 
of  Battle,  efpecially  for  fuch  vad  Armies  as  thofe,  which  they  fay 
were  compofed  of  feveral  Nations  join’d  in  a  Confederacy  againd  the 
Goths ,  who  were  no  ways  inferior  in  Number  ;  except  they  will  pre¬ 
tend,  that  they  made  War  upon  an  Enemy  then,  as  they  hunt  wild 
Beads,  by  lying  in  ambufli  behind  Rocks  and  Trees  to  furprife  and 
kill  them  without  being  feen,  as  the  Snappanars  do  in  Norway .  There 
are  neverthelefs  fome  Spots  of  Champian  Ground,  but  much  too  clofe 
for  a  Field  of  Battle.  If  all  the  Eminencies,  and  all  the  Stones  that 
they  fhew  there  fcattered  up  and  down,  are  the  real  Tombs  of  Kings, 
Commanders  and  Champions,  who  fell  as  Sacrifices  to  the  God  of 
War,  one  may  aver  that’tis  one  of  the  mod  famous  and  vaded  Bury- 
ing-Places  in  the  Uniyerfe.  I  wou’d  not  have  the  Reader  imagine, 

when 
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when  I  fay  Tombs  of  Kings,  &c.  (however  advantageoufly  they  may 
be  reprefented  in  Count  Hahlbergs  Prints)  that  they  are  magnificent 
Mauf oleums ,  or  Stru&ures  of  Marble  or  Porphyry  5  but,  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  Eminences,  partly  Earth  and  partly  Stone,  raifed  either  by  Na¬ 
ture  or  Art ;  or  elfe  unhew ’d  long  Stones  at  mod,  but  broken,  and  made 
flat  by  the  Strokes  of  the  Hammer  ;  great  part  of  which  are  fet  up.- 
right  in  the  Ground.  There  are  neverthelefs  feme  Characters  which 
they  call  Rimick  very  rudely  engraven,  which  have  buffered  much  by 
being  expoled  to  the  Injuries  of  Time  and  the  Weather.  I  fhall  take 
Notice  with  the  People  of  this  Country,  of  fome  of  the  mod  confide- 
rable  of  thefe  Monuments,  and  will  begin  with  that  of  the  King  of 
\ Denmark ,  with  thofe  of  his  Sons,  tho’  they  are  not  the  mod  antient. 
The  Swedes  call  them  Konungsbackarne ,  or  the  Royal  Hillocks.  This 
is  a  pretty  large  Eminence,  encompaded  about  the  middle  or  there* 
abouts  with  a  Row  of  Stones  fet  up  as  I  have  before  delcribed  to  the 
Number  of  above  Fifty  ,*  and  on  the  Top  of  this  Eminence  are  fome 
Thickets,  between  which  is  another  great  flat  Stone  but  very  thick, 
and  more  oval  than  round  j  and  this  Tomb  is  to  the  North  Eaft  of 
Danfio.  the  Lake  Havfid,  on  the  Border  of  which  they  fay  he  was  defeated  ; 

and  that  from  thence  it  took  the  Name  or  the  cDamfl  Lake, 

which  it  bears  to  this  Day.  I  fhall  next  mention  that  of  Vbbo,  the 
mod  valiant  Commander  of  King  Hyldeltan ,  which  is  calf d  Hbbi  Bar 
ken ,  or  Ubbo  s  Hill,  to  the  North  Ead  of  A  fen.',  kis  another  rifing 
Ground  fet  round  with  a  greater  Number  of  Stones  fixed  and  difpofed 
in  the  fame  Order ;  but  at  the  Bottom  of  the  Hill,  and  among  thefe 
Stones  are  two,  which  furpafs  the  others  vadly  in  Height,  and  even 
the  Hill  itfelf,  which  is  Something  lower  than  the  former.  Thefe 
Stones  are  fixed  over-againd  each  other  to  the  Ead  and  Wed  of  this 
Monument.  In  the  third  place  is  that  of  Laudur ,  Brother  to  King  Ar- 
guntyr ,  which  is  alfo  to  the  North  of  the  fame  Lake,  but  more  to  the 
Ead  than  the  former  ;  it  is  call’d  Konunghoy,  or  the  King’s  Height ;  tis 
furrounded  at  the  Bottom,  with  at  lead  as  many  Stones  as  the  former, 
excepting  the  two  before- mention’d.  This  Hill  is  more  raifed  than  any  of 
the  others,  and  has  fome  little  Trees  and  Thickets  on  its  Summit.  Laftly 
is  that  of  the  King  of  the  Huns,  call’d  Hmekommgfloy,  or  the  Height  of 
the  King  of  Huns.  'Tis  an  Eminence  lefs  round  than  the  others,  and 
covered  with  Thickets  without  any  Circle  of  Stones  around  it  to  the 
North  Wed  of  the  aforefaid  Lake.  One  may  fee  thereabouts  feveral 
Heaps  of  Stones,  efbeciaiiy  a  prodigious  Number,  fome  raifed  up  and 
fome  lying  down  very  irregularly,  which  they  tell  you  are  the  Monu¬ 
ments  of  Huns ,  who  were  kill’d  near  a  little  Village  call'd.  Himnabyy 
from  their  Defeat ;  and  every  one,  as  they  pretend,  was  buried  either 
upon  or  near  the  Spot  where  they  fell.  The  fame  Authors  who  have 
placed  the  Bravalline  Fields  in  the  Territory  call’d  Asbo ,  have  alfo 
placed  to  the  North  Wed  of  this  Lake  the  Abode  of  the  Wicked  after 
Niftclhiern.'  Death,  under  the  Name  of  Niffelhiern ,  which  fignifies  (jas  they  fay} 
Black  and  Miry  Mar  floes ,  or  a  ‘ Profound  Abyfs ,  without  doubt  from  thefe 
Marfhes  having  received  thofe  Enemies  of  th$  Goths  that  were  there 
facrificed  to  the  God  of  War.  And  about  half  a  Mile  from  thence,  in 
a  little  Village  call’d  Gimle ,  by  a  Corruption  from  \deHymmel,  which 
fignifies  Heaven,  they  have  placed  the  Abode  of  the  Jud  j  becaufe  thar 
is  as  agreeable  as  the  other  is  to  the  contrary. 

There  are  to  be  leen  at  the  College  of  Antiquities,': which  I  before- 
mentioned  in  the  Article  of  Stockholm,  Lome  antique  Arms,  all  of 
’Au  Bra  fs. 
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Brafs,  even  to  the  Handles,  as  Swords ,  Toynards,  Knives,  <&c.  among 
others,  N°.(g)in  the  Print  XXXIV.  which  were  faid  to  be  found  in 
the  Tombs  at  Brawalheed .  They  pretend  alfo  to  have  found  in  ano¬ 
ther  Monument,  fome  Miles  diftant  hence,  in  a  Diftrid  call’d  Norun- 
dinge ,  other  more  extraordinary  Rarities,  as  Knives  made  all  of  Flint, 
ns  N.  (z.)  a  human  Bone  call’d  by  the  Anatomifts  Tibiim ,  fome  Horfes 
Teeth  ;  and  what’s  more  curious  than  all  the  reft,  a  Veffel  call’d  by 
the  Swedijh  Antiquaries  a  Perpetual  Lamp,  N.  (1)  in  the  fame  Prior, 

Tho’ different  in  its  Form  from  thofe  of  Troy  in  Thrygia,  (7)  (19)  Print 
XXIV.  A  long  and  ancient  Tradition  which  they  have  among  them* 
will  have  this  to  be  the  Tomb  of  Otheim ,  one  of  the  firft  Kings  and 
-Gods  of  this  Country.  Moft  of  the  Got  hick  Authors,  vers’d  in  Anti¬ 
quity,  fay  that  their  Pagan  Anceftors  ufed  to  bury  the  favourite  Horfes, 

Arms,  &c.  of  their  Heroes  with  them. 

Having  fpent  near  two  Days  in  vifiting  thefe  Plains,  I  went  on  the  Hunnaby, 
13  th  to  Hunnaby ,the  aforefaid  little  Village, where  I  law  the  Foundery  for 
calling  the  Iron  Cannon  :  There  was  then  no  body  at  work  there  ;  nor 
are  the  Machines, or  Mills,  which  put  the  Bellows,  &c.  in  Motion,  any 
thing  extraordinary.  They  prefented  me  here  with  fome  Iron  Sand, 
which  is  brought  down  with  the  Water  of  a  neighbouring  River  ,*  there 
are  alfo  great  Quantities  of  it  found  at  the  Bottom  of  feveral  Lakes 
in  this  Province,  as  IVidoft ,  Hiortfion ,  Siogultfon ,  &c.  This  Sand,  the 
lead  Grain  whereof  is  about  the  Bignefs  of  a  large  Pin’s  Head,  is  (as 
they  fay)  very  proper  to  make  Cannons,  Stoves,  Kettles,  &c. 

I  arriv’d  on  the  14th  at  IVexiu ,  a  little  Town  that  has  nothing  more  wexiu\ 
to  recommend  it  than  its  agreeable  Situation,  its  Antiquity,  as  being 
founded  in  Skothonungs  Reign,  and  its  being  an  Epifcopal  See,  which  was 
owing  (asfome  will  have)  to  St.  Sigfrid.  He  baptiz’d  (as  they  fay)  feve¬ 
ral  Tagans,  whom  he  had  himfeif  converted  at  a  Fountain  totheEaft  of 
it,  that  is  alfo  call’d,  as  well  as  that  a  tHufaby  already  mentioned  i  \\IVe- 
ftro  Gothland ,  Sigfrid  Kella.  A  quarter  of  a  Mile  from  this  City  are  to  be 
Teen  the  Remains  of  an  ancient  Caftle,  built  by  the  fame  Saint,  in  order 
to  proted  himfeif  and  his  Profelytes  from  the  Infults  of  the  uncon¬ 
verted  Goths.  Thefe  Remains  are  ftill  very  confiderable,  and  their  Si¬ 
tuation  is  the  moft  pleafant  imaginable  on  the  Northern  fide  of  Helige 
Sio ,  or  the  Holy  Lake.  In  a  Parifh,  in  the  fame  Diftrid,  call’d  Nye 
Kirkie ,  or  the  New  Church,  there  are  other  Ruins  hardly  perceptible 
at  prefent,  which  they  tell  you  are  the  Ruins  of  Troy  ;  for  the  fame 
Authors  make  the  Trojans  come  out  of  Sweden  as  well  as  the  Ama¬ 
zons.  You  muft  not  here  imagine  thefe  Remains  to  be  Pillars  of 
Marble  or  Porphyry  broken,  or  other  noble  Materials  turn’d  Topfy- 
turvy,  or  Subterranean  Vaults,  Remnants  of  Amphitheatres,  Tem¬ 
ples,  Palaces  and  Aqueduds,  &c.  as  thofe  I  have  mention’d  in  the 
other  Troy  in  Thrygta ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  there  are  only  fome 
Heaps  of  milhapen  hard  Stones,  which  wou’d  hardly  at  prefent  be 
thought  fit  to  ufe  in  Building,  with  fome  Foundations  for  the  moft 
part  buried  under  Ground,  and  rather  to  be  look’d  for  in  Swedijh 
llooks  and  Manufcripts,  or  in  Count  T)ahlbergs  Prints,  than  at  the 
North  Weft  of  Lake  Halbejlan ,  where  they  are  placed.  But  another 
Town  in  this  Province  call’d  formerly  Witt  alia ,  in  the  Diftrid  of  Niud-  Witralia; 
dun ,  now  dwindled  into  a  Village,  which  they  call  Huetlandia ,  preferves 
more  Marks  of  its  having  been  a  Town  ,*  as  long  Streets,  whofe  Pave¬ 
ments  are  ftill  to  be  feen  in  fome  Places,  confiderable  Ruins  of  a  Ca¬ 
ftle, 
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(lie,  and  feveral  fubterraneous  Vaults  or  Caves,  &c.  There  is  fome 
Miles  from  thence  a  Mine  of  Brafs  that  has  been  dilcovered  but  a  few 
Years  :  It  promis’d  better  at  its  fird  Opening  than  it  does  now  ;  but  ne- 
verthelefs  they  keep  dill  working  it,  in  hopes  of  finding  fome  rich 
and  conilanc  Veins  that  may  anfwer  their  Trouble,  which  it  does  not 
atprefent  it  lies  in  a  Mountain  call’d  Klefwen  in  the  Parifh  of  Aljheda . 
The  Parifh  of  Manskarp ,  about  a  Mile  and  three  quarters  from  Tone- 
hoping,  has  an  Iron  Mine  in  Mount  Tahaber ,  whofe  Metal  is  exquifite, 
and  very  proper  for  Fire  Arms.  There  are  in  Smoland ,  befides  the 
Foundery  for  Cannons  at  Hunnaby,  feveral  Forges,  and  other  Founderies 
to  make  this  Metal  fit  to  fell  to  Strangers,  or  to  ufe  amongd  them- 
felves,  as  Aljhutfyrucks,  Horlebruck ,  Os  by,  Faljterbo ,  Eid. ,  Anterjlrom - 
bracks,  &c.  It  produces  plenty  of  Hops  ;  and  its  Woods,  wherewith 
cis  almod  cover’d,  abound  with  Deer,  and  all  forts  of  Game  :  There 
are  alfo  Numbers  of  Goats  which  skip  up  and  down,  feeming  as  if 
hanging  upon  the  Sides  of  the  Rocks,  where-ever  there  is  any  Grafs 
to  brouze  on,  and  are  its  principal  tame  Cattle.  It  has  alfo  fome 
Mineral  Waters  difcovered  but  lately,  whofe  Vertues  are  much  brag’d 
of  by  the  Swedijh  Phyficians. 

Having  vifited  whatever  was  reckoned  here  mod  remarkable,  I  ar¬ 
rived  on  the  r^th  at  Jomkoping ,  a  Town  in  OJlro-Got bland ,  as  mod  fay, 
tho’  fome  will  have  it  in  Smoland ,  it  being  partly  under  the  fame  Go¬ 
vernment  :  It  is  very  agreeably  fituated  on  a  Cape  at  the  Southermofl 
End  of  Lake  Wettler ,  which  leenis  to  be  cut  into  two  Parts,  though 
very  unequal ;  one  of  them  having  but  a  narrow  PafTage  for  its  Wa¬ 
ters,  infomuch  that  feveral  will  divide  them  into  two  didintd  Lakes, 
calling  rhat  which  is  below  the  Town  Lilia  Sio ,  or  the  Little  Lake .  It 
has  a  Tribunal  of  Judice,  and  a  Governor  of  the  Province,  who  lodges 
in  the  Cadle,  which  is  pretty  drong  and  regular;  there  are  alfo  fome 
Mineral  Waters  to  the  South  Ead  of  it,  which  are  in  Reputation  a- 
mong  them.  I  went  on  the  16th  to  view  their  Manufactures  for  their 
Arms  and  Gun-powder,  dye.  which  are  to  the  Ead  of  it,  on  the  Side  of 
a  River  call’d  Hufquar ,  which  fets  the  Mills  a  going  as  well  as  podi- 
ble,  and  makes  four  Catara&s,  or  Falls  of  Water ;  the  fird  whereof  is 
of  1 6  Fathom,  the  fecond  3,  the  third  14,  and  the  fourth  6,  and  then 
empties  itfelf  into  the  Lake  Wetter.  There  are  fome  Ruins  dill  to  be 
feen  at  the  Mouth  of  this  River,  which  they  fay  are  of  a  Cadle  built 
in  1372.  by  King  Albert.  I  went  afterwards  to  lodge  at  Brahe  Grenna , 
a  little  long  Town,  confiding  almod  wholly  in  one  Street,  near  the  fame 
Lake.  Neither  its  Houfes  or  Inhabitants  have  any  thing  to  didin- 
guifh  them  from  a  Village,  if  you  except  the  Tribunal  of  Judice,  which 
it  has  in  common  with  other  Towns  ;  and  two  Palaces,  or  large  Brick 
Houfes,  built  near  it  by  Count  Teter  Brahe,  whereof  the  Reduction  of 
Grants  has  taken  PofledTion,  as  well  as  of  the  Lands  and  Revenues  be¬ 
longing  to  them,  and  indeed  of  the  whole  City,  excepting  one  Cadle 
and  its  Dependencies. 

I  had  an  Inclination  to  have  feen  the  Ide  which  is  upon  Lake  Wet¬ 
ter ,  and  is  call’d  Winfinfio  }  it  is  as  it  were  the  Heart  of  the  Lake,  and 
almod  over  againft  Brahe  Grenna ,  only  a  little  to  the  Northward  ; 
but  I  was  deterr’d  by  the  Danger  and  Impodibility  of  executing  my 
Defign  ;  for  although  the  Winter,  which  was  as  I’ve  already  hinted, 
one  of  the  mod  fevere  that  had  been  for  many  Years,  laded  as  yet 
without  any  Thaw,  yet  the  Ice  was  broken  on  that  Side  for  fome 

Days 
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Days  pad  ;  infomuch,  that  I  cou’d  find  no  'body  who  wou’d  venture  to 
condud:  me  thither,  either  on  a  Sledge,  or  in  a  Boat.  The  Curious  have 
been  well  enough  inform'd  of  what  is  reckoned  extraordinary  and  furpri- 
fing  in  this  Lake,  without  its  being  neceflary  forme  to  repeat  it.  I  fliall 
beg  leave  to  mention  two  Things  worth  Obfervation :  Firft,  That  in  the 
Spring,  Summer,  or  Autumn,  it  is  fubjed  to  fuch  violent  Tempefls, 
and  fuch  vehement  and  fudden  Commotions  and  Rifing  up  of  its  Wa¬ 
ters  ;  and  that  eVen  in  the  greatefl  Calm,  when  all  Winds  from  with¬ 
out  feem  hufh’d  and  afleep  j  that  the  VdTels  which  are  then  upon  it 
wou’d  be  in  the  greatefl  Danger  imaginable  of  being  over-fet,  were  they 
not  alarm’d  by  a  horrible  Noife,  and  fort  of  bellowing  which  precedes 
thefe  Commotions  fome  Minutes,  and  gives  them  Notice  to  make  to 
Shoar;  and  Secondly,  That  in  Winter,  when  its  Ice  is  at  the  thickeft, 
and  capable  of  bearing  the  heavieft  burthen  d  Sledge,  it  will  break  fome- 
times  in  the  Middle,  fometimes  at  one  End,  fometimes  in  one  Place, 
and  fometimes  in  another,  with  a  Nolle  that  may  be  heard  for  fome 
Miles.  The  Common  People,  who,  as  I’ve  already  obferv’d,  are  very 
much  inclined  to  the  ancient  Superflition,  will  have  thefe  Accidents  to 
be  produced  by  fome  Spirits,  which  they  call  Sid  Trollar ,  or  Hob-gob¬ 
lins  of  the  Lake  j  and  the  Philofophets  of  the  Country  attribute  them 
either  to  fubrerraneous  Winds  inclofed  in  the  Bowels  of  the  Earth  at 
the  Bottom  of  the  Lake ;  or  elfe  to  fulphurous  Exhalations  which  force 
themfeives  a  PafTage,  and  make  a  Noife  greater  or  lefs,  according  as 
they  meet  with  Refidance  ;  like  thofe  which  have  occafion’d  fo  many 
Difaflers  in  the  Kingdom  of  Naples ,  and  Bill  caufe  fo  many  Eruptions 
out  of  Mount  Vefuvius  ;  or,  if  I  may  be  permitted  to  make  a  new 
Comparifon,  more  conformable  to  the  Subject,  like  thofe  which  broke 
out  in  1707,  whilft  I  was  vifiting  the  Iflands  in  the  Archipelago ,  and 
began  to  rife  from  its  Bottom  and  appear  above  Water,  with  a  Noife 
and  Impetuofity  more  formidable  than  the  former  near  the  Qs&t  of  the 
Greeks ,  now  thelfland  of  Santorini ,  where  the  fulphurous  Matter  be¬ 
ing  raifed  above  the  Superficies,  has  form’d  the  two  new  Iflands  men¬ 
tion’d  in  my  fird  Volume. 

On  the  1 7th  I  continued  my  Journey  along  the  Lake  to  the  North 
Weft,  and  came  to  Waftena ,  which  was  formerly  (as  they  fay)  the  Waftena, 
larged  and  fined  City  in  Gothland ;  there  is  a  Cadle  dill  remaining, 
which  has  all  the  Beauties  of  the  Time  wherein  ’twas  built:  It  is  fur- 
rounded  with  a  fquare  Wall,  and  flank’d  at  each  Corner  with  four  Ba- 
dions,  and  waflfd  by  the  Wetter ,  having  a  Ditch  pretty  deep  that  in- 
compafles  it,  fill’d  with  the  Water  of  the  Lake,  and  a  Draw-Bridge  that 
guards  its  principal  Paflage.  There  are  yet  remaining  two  Churches 
out  of  four  which  were  in  the  City  formerly:  That  which  they  callC/0- 
(ler-Kirka,  or  the  Cloider  Church,  is  covered  with  Brafs,  (as  are  all 
thofe  which  had  zealous  and  rich  Founders,)  and  is  reckon’d  one  of 
the  greated  and  mod  magnificent  \n  Sweden  ;  nor  does  the  fecond  yield 
to  it  but  in  Bignefs.  The  fird  had  a  Monadery  adjoining  to  it,  which 
has  been  converted  into  an  Hofpital  fince  the  Reformation  ,*  and  was 
founded,  as  well  as  the  Church,  by  St.  Bridget,  a  Noble  and  Pious 
Swedijh  Maiden.  This  Saint  is  well  enough  known  among  the  Roman 
Catholicks  by  her  Revelations,  the  Inditution  of  herMonadick  Order, 
and  by  the  Foundation  of  feveral  Convents  for  both  Sexes.  Tn  the 
Cloider  that  was  converted  into  an  Hofpital,  (as  I’ve,  before  obferv’d) 
they  dill  fhew  you  the  Oratory  of  this  Saint,  where  flhe  ufed  to  offer 
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up  her  Devotions.  The  City  is  at  prefent  neither  large  nor  well  peopled  $ 
but  itdilldifplays  fome  Marks  ofits  former  Magnificence  in  its  Churches 
2nd  the  Cable  aforementioned,  as  well  as  in  feveral  Brick  Houfes,  a  Rari¬ 
ty  hardly  to  be  found  but  there  and  at  Stockholm .  Near  Waft  end  is  a 
Trad:  of  Land  dependent  on  it,  and  confiding  of  feveral  Fields  and  Mea¬ 
dows,  a  large  and  pleafant  Park,  and  fomc  Villages  that  formerly  be¬ 
long’d  to  the  late  Queen,  Grand  mother  to  King  Charles  XII.  and  is 
call  d  Waftend-Lahn ,  or  the  Didrid  of  Waftena.  It  has  a  particular  Go¬ 
vernor  call'd  Hopman ,  who  rules  it  independently  of  Oftro -Gothland. 
Leaving  the  Wetter ,  I  purfued  my  Journey  to  the  Eadward,  and 
Kenings.  palled  thro’  Kenings  on  the  18  th,  having  only  allowed  myfeif  time 
for  Dinner,  and  about  an  Hour  to  vidt  it.  It  deferves  at  prefent 
to  be  rank’d  only  amongd  Villages,  having  no  Remains  of  that 
Splendor  which  they  attribute  to  it  in  former  Times.  What  is 
mod  remarkable,  according  to  the  Tradition  of  this  Country,  is,  that 
in  the  middle  of  the  Town,  at  the  Market-Place,  there  was  formerly 
the  Colojjus  of  a  Giant,  a  Statue  much  larger  than  the  Life  ;  where, 
during  the  Times  of  Taganiftm,  they  ufed  to  put  Malefadors,  as  Adul¬ 
terers,  fingle  Women  who  had  Badards,  together  with  the  Fathers  of 
fuch  Badards,  to  a  fort  of  Torture,  by  fadening  them  (as  they  fayj 
with  an  Iron  Chain  between  the  Arms  of  this  Statue  which  were  open, 
and  expofing  them  there  for  a  whole  Day  to  thelnfulcs  and  Jeers  of 
the  Mob,  as  a  Punifhment  for  their  refpeedive  Crimes  ;  but  fuch  Of¬ 
fenders  don’t  come  off'  at  prefent  in  this  Country  at  fo  eafy  a  Rate, 
the  fird  being  either  whip’d  or  condemn’d  to  Death,  according  to  the 
Nature  and  Quality  of  the  Offence,  the  fecond  beheaded  without 
Mercy,  and  the  lad  expofed  in  publick,  both  Men  and  Women,  by  fet- 
ting  them  for  three  Sundays  at  the  Gates  of  the  Church,  on  a  Seat 
call’d  the  Penitential  Scat ;  tho’a  Sum  of  Money  given  for  the  Service 
of  the  Church,  which  often  exceeds  the  Ability  of  the  Perfons,  may 
exempt  them  from  this  Spiritual  Pillory.  The  Shame  of  this  Punifh¬ 
ment  for  Badards,  is  the  Occafion  of  many  Mothers  being  delivered 
without  Midwives,  and  murdering  or  dropping  their  Children  at  the 
Peril  of  their  Lives  if  difeovered,  to  avoid  being  fo  expofed.  I  have 
my  felf  feen  two  young  Gentlewomen,  of  good  Families,  beheaded  for 
not  calling  Midwives  to  affid  them  when  in  Labour,  tho’  their  Chil¬ 
dren  (as  they  affirm’d  at  their  lad  Moments)  were  dead  born.  I  can’t 
but  remark  on  this  Account,  that  tis  great  pity  both  here,  and  in 
other  Parts  of  Chriftendom ,  that  they  have  not  Hofpitals  like  that 
des  Enfans  trouvez  at  hParis,  for  Children  that  are  dropt.  And  I  think 
fome  old  Batchelors,  who  have  in  their  Lives  helped  to  get  feveral, 
fhou’d  make  it  a  Matter  of  Confcience  to  leave  their  Edates  towards 
building  fuch  an  Hofpital  at  their  Deaths,  to  make  the  Publick  fome 
amends  for  the  Damage  it  has  differ’d  from  their  clandedine  Amours. 
Kenings  has  now  but  one  Church,  more  than  large  enough  for  the 
Number  of  the  Inhabitants,  out  of  four  and  two  Monafteries,  which 
(as  they  fay)  it  had  formerly.  From  thence,  at  about  a  quarter  of  a 
Stongebro.  Mile  from  Lincoping ,  I  patted  over  Stongebro ,  or  the  Bridge  of  Stakes, 
which  is  indeed  built  clumffly  enough  of  them,  and  has  nothing  to 
make  it  worth  our  regard,  but  on  account  of  the  Battle  gain’d  near  it 
in  1  599,  by  the  Duke  Regent  Charles  over  the  Army  of  Sigifmond :  A 
Battle,  the  Lofs  of  which  was  follow’d  by  that  of  the  Kingdom, 
which  was  given  to  the  Conqueror  under  the  Name  of  Charles  IX. 
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by  virtue  of  the  Election  of  the  States  alfembled  in  1600  at  Line  oping,  Lincoping, 
Where  I  lay  that  Night,  and  (laid  till  the  Morrow  after  Dinner.  This 
City  is  reckon’d  one  of  the  mod  ancient  in  Oftro-Gothland ,  and  has  two 
great  Churches  ;  the  larged  of  which  was  built,  according  to  their  Ec- 
ciefiadical  Annals,  in  the  Year  813  after  rheChridian  AEra,  at  which 
Time  its  Bilhoprick  was  alfo  indituted.  Thefe  two  Churches  are  built 
after  the  Gothick  Order,  and  have  nothing  remarkable  in  them,  except- 
ingfome  Tombs  of  Kings  inthefird,  as  of  Olaus,  Skot homing ,  Amund , 

&c.  which  have  all  the  Beauties  of  the  Times  wherein  they  were  e- 
reCted.  There  is  alfo  a  Gymnafmm ,  notfo  finely  built  as  that  at  Scara, 
but  much  better  fill’d  with  Students.  Nor  does  a  large  Edifice  call’d  the 
Royal  Caftle ,  as  having  formerly  lodged  there  fome  of  their  Kings,  de- 
ferve  that  Title,*  it  is  at  prefent  the  Refidence  of  the  Governor  of  Oftro- 
Gothland,  whofe  JurifdiCtion  extends  to  Norkoping ,  Brahe-Grenna , 

A  keif  and,  and  the  adjacent  Country,  as  well  as  over  Lincoping. 

I  departed  hence  on  the  19th,  and  took  up  my  Abode  that  Night  at  Nor-  Norkopirgi 
hoping, ,  didant  thence  about  four  Miles.  This  City  is  faid  to  be  found¬ 
ed  A.  D.  980.  and  they  pretend  it  to  have  been  one  of  the  larged  in 
Sweden  ;  but  the  Fire  has  fo  confiderably  impaired  itfeveral  times,  and 
fo  often  impoverilhed  its  Inhabitants,  that  ’twas  not  poflible  to  keep  it  in 
its  former  Grandeur  ;  and  it  could  only  pafs  for  a  little  Town  when  I  fa w 
it  in  1716  and  17,  tho’  there  were  dill  three  Churches  remaining.  It 
was  both  advantageoufiy  and  agreeably  fituated  at  the  furthed  End 
of  aGulphabout  13  or  14  Miles  long,  very  commodious  for  its  Com¬ 
merce,  confiding  in  Copper,  Iron,  Pitch,  Tar  and  Planks;  having  the 
River  Mottala  running  through  it  with  fuch  Rapidity,  as  to  work  the 
Mills  built  either  upon  it,  or  on  the  Sides  of  it,  for  whatfoever  ufe  they 
put  them  to  ,•  efpecially  their  Machines  at  the  Bottom  of  an  Ifland  to 
manufacture  their  Brafs  and  Copper,  for  which  they  were  the  mod  fa¬ 
mous  in  this  Country,  there  being  reckon’d  therein  to  the  Number  of 
Seven  Foundaries,  and  above  Twenty  Furnaces.  I  fpeak  of  what  has 
been ;  for  this  City  has  fince  been  reduced  to  Allies  by  the  Mufcovites  in 
1719,  with  all  the  afore-mention’d,  excepting  one  Church  which  was 
without  the  Town.  There  are  found  in  the  River  abundance  of  Filh,  and 
a  great  Quantity  of  Salmon  at  the  proper  Seafon,  &c.  It  has  its  Rife 
from  the  fVetter ,  and  having  run  thro’  the  City,  empties  it  felf  into  the 
Gulph.  The  Admirers  of  Prodigies  aferibe  to  it  the  Faculty  of  prog- 
nodicating  Events,  whether  Good  or  Bad,  tho’  generally  the  latter, 
by  its  drying  up  and  dopping  on  a  fudden,  fpite  of  the  natural  Impe- 
tuofity  of  its  Waters  ;  as  they  fay  it  did  a  little  before  the  Battle  of 
Lutzen  ;  at  the  fame  time  when,  as  Mr .Schefferus  fays,  they  heard  the 
Noife  of  their  Arms,  and  the  Sound  of  the  Battle,  as  far  as  Upland. 

They  add,  that  it  wasdry’d  up  alfo  to  that  degree  fome  time  before  the 
Death  of  Charles  IX.  that  they  cou’d  pafs  over  its  Channel  dry-footed 
for  feveral  Days  at  Norkoping  ;  which  Mr.  Schefferus  alfo  confirms  upon 
other  Occafions.  There  are  in  the  Neighbourhood  feveral  good  Forges 
of  Iron  ;  and  at  two  Miles  thence  to  the  Northward,  is  the  mod  famous 
Foundary  for  Cannons  of  that  Metal  that  is  in  Sweden :  It  belongs  to 
Mr.  John  cDygeer. 

Having  fpent  the  2.0th  and  udirt  vifiting  this  Town  and  its  Neigh¬ 
bourhood,  they  inform’d  me  at  the  Pod-Houfe,  (a  Place  where  they 
don’t  always  lpeak  the  Truth,  no  more  than  in  the  Gazettes )  that  the 
King  had  made  himfelf  Mader  of  Chriftiana  in  Norway.  The  likeli- 
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hoed  of  a  Thaw,  more  chan  any  Credit  I  gave  to  the  News,  made  me 
refolve  to  cake  the  Opportunity  of  the  Snow  and  Ice,  which  laded  as 
yet,  to  return  in  a  Sledge  to  Gottenbourg  ;  where,  1  thought,  I  might 
be  in  greater  probability  of  being  inform'd  of  the  King’s  true  Motions, 
and  have  a  better  Convenience  of  joining  him,  whenever  he  was  fix’d 
any  where  to  Advantage.  I  enquir’d,  as  well  as  I  could,  what  Road  was 
belt  for  me  to  take  in  my  intended  Journey,  and  was  directed  to  take  my 
Courfe  back  again  thro’  Lincoping  as  far  as  Tonekoping\  and  from  thence 
in  a  UraitLine,  or  near  upon  it,  to  crofs  Halland  to  the  North  Wed.  I 
began  my  Journey  the  2 2d,  early  in  the  Morning,  and  arrived  the  26th 
before  Night  at  Gottenbourg ,  without  being  obliged  to  get  on  Horfe 
back  for  more  than  five  or  fix  Miles  in  above  thirty but  indead  of 
hearing  the  News  of  Norkoping  confirm’d  there,  I  was  inform’d  on  the 
contrary  every  thing  that  was  diffident  to  alter  my  Defign  of  going 
on  to  Norway ;  as  of  feveral  Officers  and  ExprefTes,  who  in  attempting 
to  pads  and  repafs,  had  been  either  kill’d  or  wounded  by  the  Norwegian 
Snappanars.  They  alfo  allured  me,  that  the  King’s  Army,  which  as 
they  reprefented  it,  was  not  a  jot  better  furnilh’d  with  Provifions  than 
the  Knight  Errancs  are  faid  to  be  in  Romances,  or  than  a  Party  of 
Tartars  when  upon  their  Inroads,  (tho’  it  was  incomparably  more  nu¬ 
merous  than  the  fird)  dedroy’d  itfel.f  by  degrees,  being  perpetually 
obliged  to  Encounters,  befides  a  continual  Hunger,  Cold  and  Fa¬ 
tigues,  even  wo  rib  than  in  Ukraniam  1709  5  that  the  Hero  who  com¬ 
manded  them,  partook  of  all  their  Hardfhips,  and  gave  the  mod  con- 
dant  Examples  of  fevere  Fading,  even  to  the  not  eating  in  three 
Days,  any  thing  but  a  little  Barley  Bread  and  wild  Oats,  which  he 
providentially  found  among  fome  Peafants  of  Norway }  and  that  he 
underwent  all  this  without  differing  the  lead  Change  in  his  Counte¬ 
nance,  or  being  in  the  lead  cad  down.  That  in  the  mean  while  the 
Hanes,  Enemies  much  lefs  to  be  feared  than  the  others  aforemention’d, 
kept  themfelves  very  prudently  in  their  drong  Holds,  under  Cover  of 
their  Artillery,  avoiding  any  Engagement  with  the  Swedes ,  by  whom 
they  had  been  formerly  fo  often  andfo  unfortunately  defeated. 

Whild  I  waited  for  a  favourable  Opportunity  to  join  his  Majedy  in 
Norway ,  I  palled  part  of  my  Time  in  viewing  thisCity  and  its  adjacent 
Parts,  deferibed  in  my  Map  of  Sweden.  It  is  very  regularly  fortified 
after  the  Modern  Way  ;  nor  has  Nature  contributed  lefs  thereunto  than 
Art,-  its  Forts  as  well  by  the  Sea  as  by  Land,  and  its  high  Rocks,  ren¬ 
der  all  Approaches  to  it  very  difficult  and  dangerous,  as  its  Enemies 
have  more  than  once  experienced  to  their  Difadvantage.  Its  Figure  is 
Spherical,  and  its  exterior  Circumference  does  not  exceed  800  Geome¬ 
trical  Paces  it  has  three  little  Ditches  which  are  cut  through  the 
Middle  of  three  of  its  Streets,  border’d  with  Trees  fet  very  regularly ; 
and  ferve  both  for  its  Ornament  and  to  keep  it  neat,  receiving  all  its 
Filth,  and  carrying  it  with  their  Waters  into  the  great  one,  where¬ 
with  they  have  a  Communication.  There  are  two  Churches  pretty 
large,  whofe  Building  and  Shape  differ  little  from  the  other  principal 
ones  in  Sweden ,  and  have  nothing  worth  our  Notice,  excepting  their 
Brazen  Roofs  :  However,  that  which  had  formerly  its  Name  from 
Queen  Chriftina ,  and  is  now  commonly  call’d  the  German  Church, 
has  a  great  deal  of  the  Italian  manner.  As  to  the  other  Publick 
Buildings,  all  but  the  TownPIoufe  and  theGovcrnour’s,  are  little  wor¬ 
thy  our  Curicfity  }  no  more  than  thofe  of  the  Inhabitants,  which  are 
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all  wooden  and  Iow,*and  have  nothing  to  recommend  them  but  their 
being  uniform. 

There  was  formerly  only  a  Superintendent,  but  us  now  a  Bifhop  s 
See,  and  has  a  Gymnafium  or  College,  and  a  School ;  it  is  now  the 
ordinary  Refidence  of  the  Governour  of  the  Provinces  of  Elfbourg , 
*Dahl,  Bahuusy  Halland ,  &c.  The  Civil  Government  is  in  the  Hands 
of  two  Confuls  and  twelve  Senators,  who  are  generally  call’d  Ma- 
gidrates,  or  Burgomaders,  and  have  one  Secretary  :  The  Military  is  in 
the  Hands  of  the  foremencioned  Governour,  who  was  then  Count  Mor- 
Tier ;  and  in  his  Abfence,  under  a  Deputy-Governour,  or  Simple  Com¬ 
mandant,  as  they  there  call  him.  It  is  fituated  very  advantageoufly 
for  Trade  in  general,  but  their  principal  Traffick  confids  in  Iron ;  and 
I  have  been  credibly  informed,  that  before  the  Publication  of  the  Royal 
! Tlacaert  or  Edidl  in  favour  of  the  Privateers,  which  I  have  taken  Notice 
of,  they  exported  Yearly  from  thence  to  the  Value  of  600,000  Crowns 
of  that  MetaL  Befides  that  Elacaert  requiring  Conditions  lb  hard,  that 
they  were  almod  impracticable ;  kwas  faid  that  the  Privateers  abufed  it 
both  withoutScruple  and  Punilhment,  under  the  Protection  of  fome  of  the 
King’s  Favourites,  and  even  of  the  Admiralty  it  felf,  whom  they  had 
brib’d  into  their  Intereds;  and  who  becoming  both  Judges  and  Parties, 
made  the  Ships  of  their  Friends  as  good  Prize,  as  their  Enemies,  what¬ 
ever  PalTes  or  Certificates  they  might  have  for  their  Juflihcation  ;  in* 
fomuch  that  they  fee m’d  as  if  they  wou’d  revive  the  ancient  Piracies, 
which  their  Anceltors,  the  fird  Goths ,  edeem’d  an  honourable  Profef- 
fion:  Nay,  they  even  went  farther,  fmee  they  would  plunder  their  own 
Countrymen  in  their  own  Ports,  after  their  Ships  were  laden,  and  they 
had  pay’d  Cudom  for  their  Cargoes.  The  Merchants  of  this  Country 
not  daring  to  trade  under  their  own  Names,  managed  their  Affairs  un¬ 
der  the  Names  of  Nations  in  Alliance  with  them,  and  took  Flags  and 
Indrutdions  conformable  thereunto,  to  protect  them  from  their  Ene¬ 
mies  i  but  thinking  to  avoid  one  Rock,  they  fplit  upon  another,  for 
thefe  Names,  Flags,  and  Inftrudions,  which  ferved  fo  luckily  to  de¬ 
ceive  their  Enemies,  rendred  them  lawful  Prizes  to  their  good  Coun¬ 
trymen  at  Gotteyibourg.  Many  of  thefe  Merchants,  having  been  almofl 
ruin’d  by  the  Privateers  ,  were  forc’d  with  the  little  they  had  remain¬ 
ing,  to  become  Affociates  with  them,  for  fear  of  being  reduced  to  Beg¬ 
gary.  As  happened  to  me  in  a  very  different  Cafe,  when  pafling  to 
Conftantinople  from  Malta  in  a  Greek  VefTel  (which  they  call  a  Saick ) 
confiding  of  30  Sailors,  all  Greeks ,  they  were  fo  naufeous  to  my  Smell, 
by  reafon  of  their  eating  Garlick  at  every  Meal,  that  I  was  obliged  to 
do  the  fame  in  my  own  Defence.  The  King,  on  the  z6t h  of  Jamiary 
1715.  ennobled  one  Gathefon^  the  Son  of  a  Peafant,  who  was  Chief 
of  the  Privateers  of  all  the  Ports  of  h Veftro-Gothland ,  and  chang’d  his 
Name  for  that  of  Gathinhielniy  or,  Gath’s  Helmet,  in  confideration  of  his 
lucky  Adventures  in  Privateering.  His  Majefty  had  alfo  given  him,  at  the 
Recommendation  of  Count  Morner ,  the  Command  of  two  Men  of  War, 
with  the  Title  of  Commodore,  to  encourage  him  to  purfue  his  Mari¬ 
time  Conquefls  with  Vigour;  and  he  had  like  wife  a  great  Quantity  of 
Privateers  belonging  to  him,  and  under  his  own  Pay.  His  Majedy, 
who  had  heaped  fo  much  Honour  upon  Gathinhielrriy  and  had  procur’d 
him  fuch  immenfe  Riches,  was  fo  generous,  that  he  wou’d  not  only  not 
have  any  (hare  in  his  Prizes,  but  exempted  him  from  any  extraordinary 
Contributions ;  and  as  this  Prince  was  always  wedded  to  any  Opinion 
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which  he  fird  conceived,  whether  relating  to  Glory,  Love,  or  Hatred,  the 
Prorecdors  of  the  Privateers,  (who  made  the  greated  Advantages  there¬ 
by,  without  running  any  Rifque)  had  perfwaded  him  that  his  Honour 
was  concerned  in  maintaining  this  KdicSt ;  and  that  by  that  Means  he 
wou’d  reduce  the  Englijh  and  Hollanders  to  the  neceflity  of  taking  his 
Part  againft  his  Enemies,  according  to  fome  Treaties  which  Were  ex¬ 
pir’d  with  the  Former,  tho’  dill  in  force  with  the  Latter.  The  Haven 
of  Gottenbourg  is  very  large  and  very  commodious }  it  has  two  chief 
Harbours  for  Shipping,-  the  fird  is  about  300  Geometrical  Paces  from 
the  Town,  and  is  call’d  the  Old  Port,  where  they  generally  build  their 
Veflels,  and  where  the  Fleet,  belonging  to  the  Northern  Ocean,  ufed 
to  flicker  it  felf ;  it  confided  at  that  time  only  of  ten  Men  of  War,  or 
Frigates,  from  30  to  40  Guns,  and  not  in  a  condition  to  put  to  Sea,  ex¬ 
cepting  the  two  which  Gathinhielm  commanded,  and  fome  Galleys  and 
Brigantines  of  too  little  Force  to  oppofe  the  Danes,  who  have  fince 
taken  and  dedroy’d  the  greaced  part  of  them.  This  Fleet,  or  rather 
Squadron,  was  commanded  by  Count  Axel  Leyonhafoud.  The  fecond 
Harbour,  or  the  New  Port,  is  at  the  Mouth  of  the  River,  about  Se¬ 
ven  Hundred  Geometrical  Paces  below  the  former;  it  is  guarded  at 
its  Entrance  by  a  good  Cadle,  call’d  Nie  Elfbourg ,  or  New  Elfbourg, 
The  Fortifications  of  this  Cadle  are  very  regular,  but  too  much  com¬ 
manded  by  fome  high  Mountains.  Maejlrand  is  upon  an  Ifle,  and  is 
drong  enough  to  promife  a  long  Refidancei  nor  had  it  (as  they  fay) 
been  fo  foon  nor  l'o  eafily  taken  in  the  lad  War  with  the  ‘Danes,  had 
it  not  been  for  the  Cowardice  or  the  Treachery  of  the  Commanding  Of¬ 
ficer.  The  Forts  Gidberg  and  Riskans ,  with  the  Mountains  call’d  Ot- 
trilla ,  Ramberg,  and  the  drong  Fortifications  which  are  at  Gottenbourg , 
have  acquired  and  confirmed  to  it  the  Name  of  Virgin,  as  never  having 
been  taken,  tho’  often  attempted. 

Towards  the  latter  End  of  April,  I  had  it  from  very  good  Hands,  that 
the  King  being  at  lad  convinced  of  the  ImpolTibility  of  fubfiding  an 
Army  without  Magazines,  in  a  Country  fo  barren  as  Norway ,  and  co¬ 
ver’d  only  with  Rocks  and  Pines,  or  of  taking  Cadies  Sword  in  Hand 
without  any  great  Artillery,  had  abandon’d  Chrifttana ,  and  was  retir’d 
to  Torpum ,  a  little  Country-Houfe  belonging  to  a  Danijh  Colonel,  a- 
bout  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  from  Sw infund,  a  Gulph  over  which  his  Ma- 
jedy  had  laid  a  Bridge  of  Boats,  in  order  to  receive  out  of  Sweden ,  by 
that  Means,  Provifions  and  Ammunition  diffident  for  the  Siege  of 
Fredericks- Hall,  which  that  Prince  had  refolv’d  upon.  Having  heard  this 
News  confirm’d  by  feveral  Perfons  of  Honour,  I  determin’d  to  go  thi¬ 
ther,  and  meet  his  Majedy. 

I  left  Gottenbourg  the  3d  of  May ,  and  took  the  ordinary  Road  by 
Wod walla.  Konungs  Elbe ,  and  continued  it  by  IVodwalla ,  a  fmall  Town  6  Miles 
farther,  formerly  a  Free  Port,  till  its  Privileges  were  transferr’d  to 
Gottenbourg ,  which  is  didant  thence  about  8  Miles,  and  nearer 
to  the  open  Sea  ,•  at  prefent  it  hardly  deferves  the  Name  of  a  Town. 
Between  this  Place  and  Swinfund ,  which  is  but  19  Miles  from  it,  I 
found  the  Country  agreeably  diverdfied  by  Woods,  which  here  and 
there  cover  the  Rocks  and  Mountains;  and  by  Torrents,  which  putin 
Motion  the  Mills  to  faw  their  Planks.  The  Highways,  both  drait 
along,  and  crofs  the  Country,  are  generally  better  than  one  wou’d 
think  they  cou’d  podibly  be  ;  for  ’twere  hardly  imaginable  (as  I  have 
before  hinted)  that  human  Art  cou’d  form  fuch  fine  and  regular  Roads, 

which 
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which  mu  ft  be  cur  over  fo  many  Mountains  and  Rocks,  and  to  finiffi 
which  To  many  Woods  mull  have  been  burnt ;  and  yet  I  can’c  lay, 
that  I  ever  found  better  in  any  of  the  fined  Countries,  where  Nature 
alone  has  contributed  to  their  Goodnefs,  without  the  AlTiftance  or  Help 
of  Art.  Thefe  Roads  are  kept  in  Repair  by  the  Peafants,  who  receive 
their  Orders  from  the  Governours  of  the  refpedive  Provinces,  which 
are  punctually  executed  at  the  Times  they  fet  them,  and  that  all  over 
Sweden.  One  Travels  here  in  as  much  Safety,  as  in  any  Country 
whatsoever;  and  the  Charge  of  hiring  Horfes  is  aimod  as  moderate 
as  in  Turkey ;  a  Murder,  or  Robbery  upon  the  Highways  being 
hardly  ever  heard  of,  and  the  Expences  of  a  Horfe  amounting  to  no 
more  than  fix  Pence  for  each  Swedifi  Mile,  and  twelve  Pence  for  the 
firft  Mile  after  every  Town  you  pals  thro’.  Rut  1  can't  lay  that  Travel- 
ling  is  as  pleafant  and  commodious  here  as  elfewhere,  by  reafonof  the 
bad  Entertainment  and  the  miferabic  inns  wherewith  one  mud  ®ften 
be  contented;  and  in  fine,  I  found  the  Roads  to  Norway  very  good, 
but  intolerably  tainted  with  dead  Horfes,  efpecialiy  near  Swinfund , 
which  alfo  made  it  very  difficult  to  provide  others  to  purlhe  my  Journey, 
infomuch  that  I  was  feven  Days  in  going,  what  I  might  otherwile  have 
compafs’d  in  lefs  that  three,  and  did  not  arrive  at  Swinfund  till  the  ioth, 
after  having  crofs  cl  a  Ridge  of  Mountains  which  feparate,  thereabouts, 
the  Swedijh  Norway  from  that  of  Henmark.  I  pafs’d  from  the  one  to 
the  other,  over  the  Bridge  afore-mention’d,  at  the  End  whereof  which 
belong’d  to  Sweden ,  the  King  had  built  a  litle  Fort  call’d  Sundbourg. 
Palling  over  this  Bridge,  I  faw  an  old  dDaniflo  Fort,  call’d  Sponwick , 
about  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  below  it.  All  thefe  Places  in  the  North, 
and  the  others  already  mentioned  in  Norway ,  are  fet  down  in  the  Ihe - 
atrum  Belli  Suecici  of  my  Map  D.  Having  fet  Foot  to  Ground,  1  foon 
reach’d  the  Swedijh  Camp,  finding  there,  and  on  the  Road,  Numbers 
of  dead  Horfes,  which  they  drag’d  afide  into  the  Water  or  the  W  oods. 
The  living  were  left  to  themfelves,  and  were  gnawing  the  Barks  of  Pines, 
being  hardly  able  to  trail  their  Legs  ;  and  fo  ftarved,  that  had  it  been 
polfible,  without  killing  them,  to  thruft  lighted  Candles  into  their 
Bellies,  they  might  have  ferv’d  the  Army  in  the  Night  for  walking 
Lanthorns,  that  being  the  only  Service  of  which  they  were  capable.  As 
for  the  Men,  one  might  fee  in  their  Faces  authentick  Marks  of  their 
hard  Fare,  which  was  not  then  to  brag  on,  tho’  not  quite  fofevere  as 
formerly,  fince  they  began  to  bring  them  Provifions  out  of  Sweden  by 
the  Bridge  of  Swinfund.  I  went  immediately  to  the  King’s  Quarters, 
where  I  was  very  civilly  receiv’d  by  Captain  TiUerot ,  for  whom  I  had 
a  Letter  from  his  Father,  fince  enobled  under  the  Tide  of  Gothenjtter - 
na:  He  invited  me  obligingly  to  lodge  with  him,  in  his  Hut  made  of 
Pine,  which  was  one  of  the  beft  of  the  fort.  I  accepted  his  Offer, 
and  had  hardly  been  there  an  Hour,  before  I  faw  40  Prifoners  brought, 
which  the  King,  who  was  then  at  the  Head  of  a  Party  of  i$o  Men, 
had  taken  from  the  Enemy,  who  cover’d  Fredericks-Half  to  which 
he  had  approached  fo  near,  that  they  had  kill’d  a  Ilorfe  under 
him;  wherewith  he  feem’d  as  well  pleas’d,  as  if  he  had  kill’d  too  of 
theirs.  In  the  mean  while  I  did  my  felf  the  Honour  to  vifit  Major  Ge¬ 
neral  Hamilton ,  Irifh  by  Extra&ion ,  but  a  naturalized,  or  native 
Swede,  who  receiv’d  me  very  handlomely.  I  told  him  it  was  an  a- 
greeable  Surprize  to  me,  to  fee  him  in  as  good  a  ftate  of  Health  as 
I  had  formerly  at  Stockholm ,  notwithftanding  the  Fatigues  he  had  en~ 
...  ,  dured. 
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dured  (fo  little  fuiting  with  a  Mail  at  lead  60  Years  old)  and  the  Seve¬ 
rity  of  a  {harp  Winter.  He  faid,  that  Cold  and  Hunger,  which  had  been 
the  Army's  fevered  Enemies,  had  not  done  him  the  lead  Injury  5  and  that 
he  did  not  know,  whether  War  had  ever  been  carried  on  ellewhere  af¬ 
ter  the  manner  they  had  in  Norway ,  or  whether  the  World  wou’d 
fpeak  in  favour  of  their  Winter  Campaign  ;  but  that  he  was  himfelf  fur- 
priz’d  his  Health  was  no  ways  impair’d,  tht>’  he  believed  he  was  oblig’d 
to  a  fmall  refervc  of  Biskets,  Wine  and  Brandy,  wherewith, he  had  the 
Precaution  to  provide  himfelf,  as  well  as  with  a  Tent  and  Mattrefs,  &c. 
He  added,  that  tho’  there  was  not  the  lead  reafon  to  hope  for  Succefs 
before  Chriftiania ,  and  that  the  Army  moulder’d  away  perceptibly, 
that  he,  with  fome  more  of  the  Chief  Officers,  were  forced  to  take 
all  the  Pains  imaginable  to  induce  the  King  to  retire,  tho’  he  at  lad 
compafs’d  it ;  that  he  was  no  Ids  put  to  a  Nonplus  how  to  didlvade 
his  Majedy  from  commanding  the  Retreat  in  Perfon  ;  that  he  was  ob¬ 
lig’d  in  a  manner  to  be  rude  with  him,  and  to  pique  in  Point  of  Honour 
in  thefe  Terms,  Tour  Maj eft y  knows  only  how  to  Advance,  and  does  not 
yet  under  ft  and  what  tis  to  give  IVay  or  Retreat ;  if  you  pleafe  to  leave  that 
Care  to  me,  who  have  experienc'd  it  more  than  once ,  and  111  warrant  to 
preferve  your  Army ;  and  that  the  King  finding  himfelf  rather  flatter’d 
than  offended  by  it,  anfwer’d  him  finding,  Well  then  do  fo,  teach  me 
the  Way.  I  here  met,  in  my  Walks  up  and  down,  feveral  of  my  *5 we- 
difto  Friends,  whom  I  had  formerly  known  in  Turky ,  who  in  general 
were  very  difcontented  at  their  Campaign.  Their  Difcourfe  ran  al- 
mod  wholly  upon  the  Miferies  they  had  already  undergone,  and  which 
they  were  not  yet  freed  from.  Some  of  them  melanchoiily  reckon’d 
up  how  many  Soldiers  had  perifhed  daily,  as  well  by  Cold  as  Hunger, 
and  fumm’d  their  Lofs  up  to  above  4000  fince  their  fird  Entrance  into 
Norway ,  out  of  which  the  ‘Danes  had  not  kill’d  above  400.  They 
added,  that  they  had  done  jud  as  in  Mufcovy ,  where  they  had,  as  it 
were,  dedroy’d  and  conquer’d  themfelves,  by  their  unfeafonable  out 
of  the  way  Marches.  Others,  after  regretting  the  having  left  Roland, 
and  Saxony ,  (where  they  had  reap’d  fuch  a  glorious  Harved,)  extol¬ 
ling  the  Plenty  they  had  lived  in  at  Bender,  or  the  Riches  of  Nature 
in  'Turky,  which  they  had  enjoy’d  for  fome  Years,  wou’d  break  out  in¬ 
to  theie  Exclamations,  IVljat,  have  not  we  Rocks  enough  at  Home !  with¬ 
out  coming  to  face  Hunger ,  and  the  Injuries  of  the  Weather,  and  lie 
upon  the  bare  Ground ,  to  conopuer  thofe  in  Norway  ?  In  fine,  the  whole 
Army  had  no  other  Canopy  than  the  Heavens  ;  and  even  thofe  who 
were  bed  lodged,  (except  General  Hamilton,  Count  Morner,  and  a  few 
more)  had  for  Mattrelles  Branches  of  Pine,  laid  in  Huts  of  the  fame 
Nature ;  and  the  King  himfelf  had  no  better  Bed  till  he  came  to  Tor- 
pum,  where  he  had  a  little  Straw.  For  all  this,  the  whole  Army  fhew’d 
a  condant  and  unlhaken  Obedience  for  any  Orders  that  his  Majedy 
pleafed  to  give  them.  In  the  mean  while,  the  Provifions  which  were 
brought  out  of  Sweden  (tho’  in  a  fmall  Quantity)  were  fome  Mitigation 
of  their  Hardffiips,  infomuch,  that  they  began  almod  to  forget  them  ; 
and  I,  being  very  willing  to  contribute  thereunto,  inform’d  them  that 
the  Magazines  of  Wodwalla  and  Stromftat  were  plentifully  dored,  as  I 
had  been  allured  at  the  fird  of  thofe  Places  by  Baron  Goertz ,  whom  I 
had  left  there,  and  who  was  immediately  to  follow  into  Norway. 
He  added  moreover,  that  he  had  made  fuch  Difpofitions  that  the  Army 
diou’d  want  nothing  necedary  for  the  Siege  of  Fredericks- Hall \  which 
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was  talked  on  as  a  thing  refolv’d  on  by  the  King.  I  had  ufed  my 
felf  to  tell  my  Thoughts  too  freely  to  fome  of  my  Friends,  for  them 
to  be  ignorant  of  my  real  Sentiments,  as  to  the  Difficulties  I  had  ob- 
ferved  in  my  Journey,  that  mud  neceffarily  occur,  to  hinder  the  Paf- 
fage  of  the  great  Artillery  ;  as  the  traverfing  narrow  Defiles  and  deep 
Mountains,  fuch  as  thofe  I  had  juft  palled  over,  where  the  Highway 
had  been  cut  ,*  not  to  mention  the  Badnefs  of  the  Horfes,  how  hard  it 
was  to  meet  with  them,  and  that  there  was  no  other  Way  by  Land  ; 
for  as  to  any  Paffage  by  Water,  it  was  yet  lefs  pra&icable  and  more 
dangerous,  the  Squadron  at  Gottenbonrg  rotting  in  the  Harbour,  and 
being  in  no  Condition  ever  to  come  out.  They  anfvvered,  that  if  the 
King  fhou’d  think  even  the  little  Artillery  (which  might  be  brought  more 
eafily)  too  long  in  coming,  he  wou’d  be  fo  far  from  waiting  for  the  great 
Pieces,  that  he  wou’d  attack  the  Place  without  any  of  them,  as  he  did 
Chrijiiania.  They  added,  that  long  Experience  had  plainly  ffiewnthat 
any  Difficulties,  Difappointments,  Dangers,  ill  Succefs,  &c.  which 
diffiearten  fo  many  others,  and  overthrow  fo  many  Refolutions,  ferved 
only  to  animate  and  confirm  him ;  and  that  there  were  no  Aufterities 
whatever,  (even  fuch  as  feem’d  not  in  Humane  Power  to  fuffier,)  of 
which  he  woud  not  give  the  moft  refolute  Example  to  his  Soldiers, 
and  which  he  did  not  fupport  with  the  molt  invincible  Courage  ;  that 
he  would  live  two  or  three  Days  only  on  fome  Bread  made  of  wild 
Oats,  which  cou’d  be  found  but  feldom  among  the  Peafants  of  Norway ; 
and  that  he  had  but  one  Shirt  during  all  that  Campaign,  and  whenever 
he  was  weary  of  it,  by  reafon  of  its  extream  Foulnefs,  wou  d  fend  for 
a  clean  one  to  the  firft  Officer  that  he  fuppofed  had  one,  and  wou’d 
fling  the  other  in  the  Fire.  I  was  farther  inform’d,  that  his  Majefty 
had  already  order’d  them  to  attack  the  little  Fort  Sponwick ,  with  fome 
little  Field  Pieces,  no  ways  proper  for  fuch  an  Expedition. 

Baron  Goertz  arriving  on  the  iith  at  Torpum ;  and  having  (as  is  well 
known)  fuch  an  Afcendant  over  the  King,  I  thought  it  my  Duty  to  go 
and  make  my  Court  to  him.  Having  inform’d  him  of  fome  Affairs 
which  were  the  principal  Motives  of  my  Journey,  I  ffiew’d  him  a  Peti¬ 
tion  drawn  up  for  the  King  in  Latin ,  which  I  begg’d  him  to  back  with 
his  Recommendation :  He  very  courteoufiy  granted  my  Requeft,  and 
offered  to  prefent  it  himfelf  to  his  Majefty,  whom  he  expedfed  every 
Moment ;  for  which  I  return’d  him  Thanks,  and  faid,  that  ’tvvas  a  Fa¬ 
vour  I  Ihou’d  always  acknowledge.  The  King  being  now  come  back  with 
fome  more  Danijh  Prifoners,  the  Baron  was  the  firft  who  accofted  him, 
and  was  receiv’d  with  a  Smile ;  which  fhewed  plain  enough  how  accepta¬ 
ble  his  Prefence  was  to  his  Majefty,  who  led  him  immediately  into  a 
Chamber,  and  the  Door  was  ffiut  inftantly  upon  them.  What  their  Con- 
verfation  was,  I  don’t  know;  but  I  was  inform’d  the  next  Morning,  from 
the  King’s  own  Mouth,  that  my  Petition  had  been  prefented  to  him. 
For,  having  been  told  by  Capt.  Tillerot ,  that  this  Prince,  ever  indefati¬ 
gable,  ufed  to  rife  at  Three  in  the  Morning,  (whenever  he  was  not  on 
fome  Party,  or  all  Night  on  Horfeback,)  and  wou’d  generally  go  alone, 
without  calling  or  fullering  any  one  to  be  call’d,  into  a  Garden,  upon 
which  the  Windows  of  his  Chamber,  which  was  as  cuftomary  theworf! 
in  the  Houfe,  looked  ;  and  after  having  taken  fome  Turns  there, 
wou’d  come  where  the  Soldiers  were  a-fleep,  and  without  awakening 
any  of  them,  talk  very  familiarly  with  thofe  upon  the  Guard  ;  I  re¬ 
folv’d  to  rife  before  that  time,  and  fo  endeavour  to  meet  him  as  it  were 
V  o  l.  II.  I  i  by 
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by  Chance,  which  happened  very  luckily:  For  having  entred  the  Gar¬ 
den  a  little  after  Four,  I  had  not  been  there  a  quarter  of  an  Hour 
before  his  Majefty  appear’d  without  any  Attendance  in  the  greateft: 
Alley.  I  was  in  another  which  crofted  that  about  the  Middle,  and  I 
took  my  Meafures  fo  well,  that  I  juft  reached  the  eroding  of  the  two 
Allies  at  the  fame  time  with  his  Majefty.  i  ftopt  fhort,  and  feem’d  as 
embarrals'd  and  furpris’d,  bowing  down  lower  than  I  had  ever  before, 
in  order  to  give  him  time  to  go  on,  in  cafe  he  fhou’d  not  think  fit  to 
take  Notice  of  me  :  But  his  Majefty,  without  giving  me  time  to  fpeak, 
after  I  had  recovered  my  felf,  ftopt  ;  and  with  a  pleafant  and  gracious 
Smile  ask’d  me  the  following  Queftions  in  Latin ,  What ,  are  you  ftill 
Travelling  are  you  come  hither  to  make  a  Defcription  of  Norway  ?  To 
which  I  anfwer’d,  May  it  pie afe  your  Majefty ,  1  ought  then  to  have  come 
fooner ,  and  might  have  travelled  in  Safety  without  Pafsport ,  in  an  Fne- 
my  s  Country  under  your  Majefty  s  Protection  ;  but  if  Baron  Goertz  has. 
preferred  my  humble  Petition  to  your  Majefty ,  you  may  perceive  that  my 
prefent  Journey  has  quite  a  deferent  Motive .  2es,  yes ,  anfwer’d  this 
Prince  very  gracioufly,  he  has  already  my  Orders  about  your  Affair  ;  it 
fhall  be  done.  I  humbly  thank’d  his  Majefty,  and  feeing  two  Officers 
whom  I  did  not  know,  coming  to  accoithim,  I  retired  bowing  as  low 
as  before,  very  well  fatisfied  with  the  Word  of  a  Prince,  whole  every 
A&ion  fhew’d  that  he  never  gave  it  without  an  Intention  to  keep  it, 
tho’  he  had  it  not  always  fo  much  in  his  Power  as  he  thought  he  had. 
The  King  difeourfed  thefe  Officers  but  few  Minutes,  and  then  went 
from  the  Garden  into  a  neighbouring  Place,  where  fome  Swedifh  Pea- 
fants  had  brought  Provifions  to  fell.  He  ask’d  them  feveral  familiar 
Queftions  ;  and  then  went  back  again  to  his  Chamber,  where  he  eat 
two  pickled  Herrings  with  a  good  Quantity  of  Bread.  If  he  knew  well 
how  to  faff,  he  cou’d  eat  as  heartily,  and  ought  to  have  had  a  good 
Stomach,  having  (as  they  allured  me)  had  but  a  little  wild  Oat  or 
Barley  Bread  in  three  Days.  No  Man  ever  heard  him  complain  of 
a  Cook,  or  of  any  fort  of  Viduals  or  Sauce  ;  nor  did  he  ever  find  any 
Bed  to  hard,  not  even  the  bare  Ground  ;  yet  had  he  as  good  a  Coun¬ 
tenance  as  if  he  had  all  the  Refrefhments  that  Nature  cou’d  require* 
He  never  thought  (as  Pve  before  hinted)  to  provide  himfelf  better 
Fredericks-  ^*nnen  l‘han  Provifions.  On  the  14th  I  had  a  Defire,  from  a  le- 

Haii.  "  cure  Pittance,  to  view  Fredericks-Half  which  is  but  a  Mile  from  Tor - 
pum  :  To  this  Intent  I  went  on  Horfeback,  in  Company  of  a  Swedifti 
Party  that  the  King  fent thither*  and  Capt.  Tillerot ,  who  undertook  to 
favour  myCuriofity,  potted  me  upon  an  Eminence  covered  with  Pines, 
from  whence  I  might  fee  the  Town  pretty  diftindtly  with  the  help  of  a 
Telefcope  ;  and  I  was  alfo  pretty  fafe,  as  having  the  aforefaid  Party, 
confifting  of  500  Men  between  me  and  the  Town.  It  is  advantage- 
outty  tttuated  at  the  Mouth  of  the  River  Dahls ,  (which  has  its 
Rife  among  the  Mountains  that  feparate  the  Diftridt  of  Dahl  from 
Norway )  w’afhes  it  to  the  North  Eatt,  and  to  the  South  where  it 
difeharges  itfelf  into  the  Swinfmd.  It  is  defended  to  the  South  Weft; 
by  a  Forcrels  call’d  Frederickfteen ,  and  a  little  Fort  call’d  Gyllenlof *  and 
to  the  North  Weft  it  has  two  others,  the  Eaflerniofl;  of  which  is  call’d 
Mitteberg ,  and  the  other  Oberberg ,  with  three  letter  Redoubts,  more  to 
the  North,  mark’d  in  the  Plan  XXXIX.  As  I  had  nothing  to  fay  to 
the  Danes f  nor  to  their  Camp  which  was  at  a  good  Diftance;  and 
had  not  the  leaf!  defire  to  be  feen  by  them,  or  to  be  any  nearer  to 

them. 
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them,  I  return’d  back  to  Torpum  with  the  Captain,  who  had  no  Orders 
that  Day  ;  but  was  commanded  at  Night  to  be  of  another  Party  of 
about  loo  Men,  to  attempt  to  furprize  Sponwick ,  defended  by  about 
as  many  'Danes ,  whither  my  Curiofity  did  not  invite  me  to  follow  him. 
He  return’d  about  Two  or  Three  in  the  Morning,  with  his  Coat 
pierc’d  by  two  Balls;  which,  however,  luckily  had  done  him  no  harm  ; 
and  the  Defign  mifcarried  for  that  Night,  the  Danes  being  very  much 
upon  their  Guard.  They  brought  along  with  them  fome  Snappanars 
or  Norwegian  Peafants,  who  had  fired  upon  the  Soldiers  from  among 
the  Trees  and  Rocks  ;  but  having  milled  their  Aim,  were  taken  Prifo- 
ners.  The  King,  inftead  of  punifiiing  them  as  he  was  advis’d,  gave 
each  of  them  two  Ducats,  and  bid  them  inform  their  Fellows,  if  ever 
they  committed  the  like  and  were  taken,  that  they  fhou’d  be  imme¬ 
diately  Ihot  to  Death.  The  fame  Day,  which  was  the  i^th,  the  King 
dined  in  publick  with  Baron  Goertz ,  M.  *P oniatowsky ,  and  fome  other 
Officersof  the  firft  Rank,  who  had  the  Honour  to  keep  him  Company. 
The  Dinner  was  (as  they  told  me)  one  of  the  beft  and  moil  plentiful 
that  had  been  ferved  to  his  Majefty  during  the  whole  Campaign,  fome 
Countrymen  having  brought  frefii  Provisions  into  the  Camp  to  fell. 
Ten  or  Twelve  Officers  of  the  fecond  Rank  waited,  in  Expedition  to 
make  amends,  at  the  fecond  Table,  for  their  hard  Fare  and  long  Ab- 
ftinence ;  when  the  King  (who  generally  at  Meals  talked  no  more  than 
a  Turk ,  or  a  Carthufian ,)  ask’d  when  Dinner  was  over,  what  was  be¬ 
come  of  fome  Dragoons  who  had  been  wounded  in  going  on  an  Expe¬ 
dition  with  him,  or  had  fallen  Tick  by  the  Fadings  and  Fatigues  they 
had  endured  ?  and  having  been  anfwered  that  they  were  better,  his 
Majefty  order’d  all  the  Provifions  that  remain’d  to  be  carried  to  them, 
to  the  great  Mortification  of  thofe  Officers,  who  were  obliged  to  go 
feek  a  Dinner  elfewhere. 

His  Majefty  went  thence  into  his  little  Parlour,  whether  he  was 
followed  by  Baron  Goertzt  who  drawing  fome  Papers  out  of  his  Poc¬ 
kets,  prefented  them  to  him.  They  contained  (as  I  was  afterwards 
inform’d)  fome  Propofals  from  the  Pyrates  of  Madagafcar ,  to  come 
with  all  their  Effects  and  fettle  themfelves  in  Sweden ;  and  another 
Project  of  the  Baron’s  own,  to  give  his  own  Pafsports  to  Foreign  Mer¬ 
chants  to  bring  Provifions  into  Sweden ,  whereof  they  had  need  enough, 
without  prejudicing  neverthelefs  the  Regulation  of  the  TrivateerSy 
f  who  had  render’d  them  fo  dear  and  fcarce)  of  any  Violation  of  which 
the  King  was  extream  jealous.  The  Baron  had  already  propofed 
thefe  Things  to  the  King  by  Word  of  Mouth,  whereunto  his  Majefty 
made  feveral  very  ftrong  Objections  ;  but  as  never  any  Man  knew  bet¬ 
ter  how  to  humour  this  Prince  than  the  Baron  did,  twas  his  Cuftom 
whenever  he  found  him  unwilling  to  hearken  to  his  Propofals,  to  fay, 
111  give  them  your  Majefty  in  JVritingy  that  you  may  cone  cl  and  change 
whatever  you  dijlike  :  Which  having  done,  he  wou’d  fupprefs  in  the 
Paper  whatever  was  difagreeable  ;  or  elfe  he  wou’d  give  it  fuch  a  Turn 
with  his  Pen,  (of  which  he  was  a  Mailer)  as  he  was  fure  wou’d  make 
it  pafs  upon  him,  and  compafs  his  Defign.  Nor  did  ever  Servant  know 
better  how  to  find  out  the  blind  Side  of  his  Mafter,  than  this  Minifter 
did  of  his  Majefty  ;  over  whom  he  had  gained  fuch  an  Afcendant, 
that  he  feem’d,  when  they  were  together  in  Council,  to  quit  the  he- 
roick  Air  fo  natural  to  him  at  the  Head  of  an  Army,  and  to  take  that 
of  a  Pupil  before  his  Tutor  *  and  he  wou’d  hear  him  with  fuch  Atten- 
V.Q  l.  II.  I  i  x  tioa 
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tion  and  Confidence,  as  furpris’d  and  Birr'd  up  the  Jealoufy  of  all  the 
Swedes.  In  the  mean  while  I  watch’d  the  Baron’s  Motions,  in  order 
to  addrefs  him  whenever  he  fhould  leave  the  King  ;  which  I  did  ac¬ 
cordingly  upon  his  quitting  him,  and  going  into  his  Chamber,  whither 
I  follow’d  him.  As  there  was  nothing  but  Water  at  the  King’s  Table, 
he  immediately  order’d  his  Valet  deChambre  to  give  him  a  Glafs  of  Bur¬ 
gundy,  which  he  took  care  never  to  want  any  where;  he  order’d  me 
another,  and  gave  me  a  very  handfome  Reception,  being  generally 
pretty  affable  to  his  Inferiours,  but  feemingly  haughty  to  his  Equals, 
and  even  to  his  Superiours.  As  I  had  been  inform’d  he  was  to  go 
thence  next  Morning,  I  went  to  take  my  leave  of  him,  and  beg  him 
to  remember  what  1  had  the  Honour  of  fpeaking  about,  and  his  Ma~ 
jefly  had  the  Goodnefs  to  tell  me  he  had  recommended  to  him.  He 
promis’d  me  he  wou’d,  and  bid  me  draw  up  a  Plan  conformable  to  the 
firfr,  and  let  him  fee  it;  and  if  he  found  it  right,  he  would  procure 
me  the  King’s  Approbation  and  Order,  and  that  we  fhou’d  make  a  fort 
of  Contract,  which  fhould  be  counter  fign’d  by  us  both.  I  did  as  he 
directed  me ;  and  after  he  had  alter’d  fome  things  in  it,  and  had  fhewn 
it  the  King,  who  had  (as  he  laid)  approv’d  of  it,  he  fign’d  it,  fub- 
fcribing  his  own  Name  on  the  King’s  Part,  and  made  me  fign  it  alfo  ; 
and  take  a  Copy  of  it,  which  we  alfo  fign’d  alternatively,  and  then 
kept  one  himfelf,  and  deliver’d  me  the  other;  faying,  That  I  had  no¬ 
thing  to  do  when  I  came  to  Stockholm ,  but  to  go  to  C.  Vandernath, 
who  would  put  it  in  Execution  in  his  Abfence,  as  well  as  if  himfelf 
were  there  in  Perfon. 

In  the  interim,  the  King  went  on  Horfeback  upon  a  Party  with  300 
Men,  and  Baron  Goertz  left  Torpum  without  any  one’s  being  then  able 
to  guefs  w  hether  he  was  gone  ;  but  we  were  inform’d  in  a  little  Time 
after  he  v/as  beyond  Sea,  and  his  Letters  fince  printed  in  England  and 
Holland have  very  wrell  appris’d  the  World  what  his  Bufinefs  was 
there.  I  left  Torpnm  on  the  17th,  in  order  to  proceed  to  Golteribourg, 
whither  I  arriv’d  on  the  xift,  having  been  more  fortunate  in  meeting 
with  Horfes  than  before.  There  was  then  there  a  Frenchman ,  known 
by  the  Name  of  Cohn'e,  who  had  formerly  been  in  the  Czar’s  Service, 
which  he  had  quitted,  and  made  a  Journey  into  Turky  (where  I  firft 
knew  him)  exprefsly  to  communicate  himfelf  to  the  King,  a  Secret 
(as  he  pretended)  of  great  Importance  5  which  was,  That  he  had 
found  out  an  infallible  Way,  by  the  help  of  feme  Swedijh  Frigates,  to 
burn  the  Czars  Men  of  War  in  their  own  Harbour.  He  was  fent  back 
into  Sweden ,  with  a  Prefent  in  ready  Money  (wThich  was  very  accepta¬ 
ble  to  him)  a  Penfion  of  the  Crown  of  between  3  and  400  Rix  Dollars, 
and  the  Command  of  a  Swedifi  Man  of  War,  befides  Orders  to  the 
Admiralty  to  furnilh  him  with  whatever  was  neteflary  for  the  Execution 
of  his  Defign :  But  the  Projedb  came  to  nothing,  by  reafoh  of  his  being 
(as  he  would  have  it)  but  ill  feconded.  The  King  of  Sweden,  out  of  his 
natural  Generofity,  contenting  himfelf  with  the  Goodnefs  of  the  Inten¬ 
tion,  continued  his  Penfion  even  after  this  Mifcarriage.  This  Map, 
(without  my  asking  him  any  Queftion,  or  {hewing  the  leaf!  Curiofity 
to  examine  into  any  of  his  Affairs)  inform’d  me  that  he  was  order’d  by 
his  Majefty  to  follow  Baron  Goertz  into  Holland,  and  to  buy  thofe  four 
Men  of  War  to  fill  up  the  decay’d  Squadron  at  Gottenbourg.  This 
fame  Cohile  Was  the  Perfon  mentioned  in  one  of  C.  Gyllemborgs  An- 
fwers  to  Baron  Goertz ,  whom  they  have  fa  I  fly  Ril’d  in  the  Margin  one 
of  the  Burgomaftcrs  of  Gottenbourg.  Having 
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Having  flay’d  fome  Days  there,  I  went  oil  to  Stockholm ,  which  I 
reach’d  on  the  12th  of  June  $  and  I  heard  there  fome  time  after,  that 
the  King  having  attack’d  Fredericks- Hall,  as  my  Friends  apprehended, 
had  burnt  the  Suburbs  and  great  part  of  the  Town,  but  had  loft  700 
Men  in  the  Attack,  with  two  Generals,  ‘Del-wick  and  Chambers ,  and 
a  Number  of  Subaltern  Officers,  among  which  was  Captain  Tillerot. 

About  the  middle  of  July  C.  Vandernath  inform’d  me  that  he  thought 
it  proper  I  ftiould  go  to  Tftadt ,  to  receive  from  the  Ombutzrod  Fief, 
fome  Inftrudnons  and  Infight  into  the  Affairs,  that  had  occafioned  my 
Journey  into  Norway ,  they  being  neceffary  for  him,  C.  Vandernath , 
in  order  to  his  executing  the  King’s  Orders  therein.  Upon  this  I  lefc 
Stockholm ,  and  fee  out  for  that  Place,  which  is  about  70  Miles  diftant, 
from  thence  taking  my  Road  by  Telgia ,  about  3  Miles  and  a  half  from  Xelgia- 
Stockholm ,  to  the  Eaftward,  on  a  Branch  of  the  Mellern ,  that  has  a 
Communication  with  the  Sea  a  little  below  it.  Telgia  is  a  final!  Town, 
in  appearance  little  better  than  a  Village,  where  they  extol  the  Foun¬ 
tain  of  Sr.  Regnyld ,  purely  for  the  Sweetnefs  and  Wholefomnefs  of  its 
Waters*  it  was  frequented,  before  the  Reformation ,  for  fome  miracu¬ 
lous  Virtues  which  were  attributed  to  it.  About  8  Miles  to  theS.  W. 

I  crofted  Nycoping ,  a  good  pretty  Town,  tho’  built  all  of  Wood,  ex-  Nycoping: 
cept  the  Town-Houfe  and  the  Church.  It  is  agreeably  fituated  at  the 
End  of  a  Gulph,  very  commodious  for  its  Commerce,  confiding  in 
Iron,  Planks,  Pitch,  <&c.  and  before  the  Manufacture  of  Copper  was 
given  over,  partly  in  Copper  Wire.  There  are  alfo  fome  Forges  in  its 
Neighbourhood,  as  IVefterbohlftofa,  Sandwigh ,  Newquarn ,  Holkwighe , 

&c.  At  Newquarn  there  is  a  Foundery  for  Cannons,  now  difufed,  (I 
ought  to  fay  was)  for  fince  1719,  the  Mufcovites  have  made  it  un¬ 
dergo  the  fame  Fate  as  Norkoping ,  and  fo  many  others  with  their 
Works,  &c. 

There  is  an  old  Brick  Caftle  a  little  diftant  from  it,  remarkable  for 
nothing  but  a  Chamber,  where  they  fay  King  Birgenis ,  in  1319,  ftmt 
up  his  two  Brothers,  Eric  and  Waldemarr ,  and  ftarv’d  them  to  death, 
that  he  might  not  (hare  the  Kingdom  with  them,  but  enjoy  it  without 
Rivals.  Some  will  have,  that  it  was  in  the  fame  Caftle  that  John  con¬ 
fined  his  Brother  Eric  (whofeTomb,  as  I  obferved,  is  at  V/efteras)  and 
gave  his  Steward,  Eric  Anderfon,  that  barbarous  Order,  under  his  own 
Hand  and  Seal,  to  carry  him  Poifon,  and  in  cafe  of  Refiftance,  or  Re- 
fufal  to  drink  it,  to  bind  him,  and  open  all  his  Veins  and  let  him  bleed 
to  death.  The  Prifoner  drank  it,  not  making  any  Oppofttion,  and 
was  buried  without  any  Ceremony.  I  went  on  from  hence  to  Nor¬ 
koping,  Line  oping.  Tonecoping,  JVexiu ,  and  Chriftianftadt ,  and  arrived 
on  the  2.6th  at  Tftadt ;  and  having  finilhed  the  Affairs  which  brought 
me  thither,  left  that  Place  on  the  29th  *  and  having  an  Inclination  to 
vifit  Carl(ham ,  Carlefcroon ,  and  Calmar ,  bent  my  Courfe  to  the  N.  W. 
on  my  Way  back  to  Stockholm. 

On  the  30th  I  lodg’d  at  Carljham,  about  12  Miles  thence ;  it  is  a  Carlfiiaa^ 
very  pretty  Town,  and  has  a  good  Harbour,  deep  enough  for  the 
largeft  Veflels,  and  defended  by  a  good  Caftle  regularly  fortified.  Its 
Commerce  confifts  in  Soap- Allies,  Pitch,  Tar,  and  Stones  for  Building, 
and  chiefly  ufeful  in  paving  Appartments,  and  making  Tombs.  It  is 
brought  from  the  Ifie  of  Qeland ,  and  is  generally  call’d  for  Ihortnefs 
Oeland  Marble.

A.  Ve  La  Motraye’s  Travels. 

The  next  Day  in  the  Afternoon  I  arriv’d  at  Carlfcroon ,  6  Miles  and 
a  quarter  farther;  where  General  Leven ,  Chief  Director  of  the  Admi¬ 
ralty  (with  whom  I  was  firll  acquainted  in  Turky)  detained  me  two 
Days,  and  loaded  me  with  Civilities.  This  Town  was  founded  in  1680, 
by  the  late  King  Charles  XI.  on  account  of  the  Swedijh  Fleet,  which 
tiled  before  to  lye  at  Stockholm ,  and  was  invited  to  Carlfcroon  by  its 
advantageous  Situation,  and  the  Goodnefs  and  Security  of  its  Harbour, 
whofe  Entrance  is  guarded,  id.  by  two  pretty  regular  Forts,  about  a 
Mile  from  thence,  oppofite  to  each  other,  at  about  the  8th  part  of  a 
Mile’s  Diltance.  idly,  Near  the  Town,  by  a  fort  of  a  Balon,  well 
guarded  with  Artillery,  whofe  Entrance,  which  is  narrow,  is  forbidden 
by  two  Rocks  on  the  Right  and  Left  even  with  the  Water,  upon 
which  there  was  Orders  given  to  build  two  other  Forts.  What  con¬ 
tributes  more  than  all  this  to  its  Security,  againlt  all  Surprizes  or  Ap¬ 
proaches  of  the  Enemy,  is  a  great  Quantity  of  Rocks,  that  Nature 
lias  fcattered  up  and  down,  and  between  which  one  mull  fail  with 
great  Caution  and  Circumfpection,  from  the  Mouth  of  the  Harbour, 
as  far  as  the  Town.  Thefe  Rocks  often  make  the  moll  daring  Pilots 
tremble,  efpecially  in  a  dark  Night,  and  require  all  their  Care  and 
Skill,  even  at  Noon-Day,  if  the  Wind  blows  anything  hard.  All  thefe 
Advantages,  which  the  Fleet  enjoy’d  in  that  Harbour,  were  not 
fo  compleat,  but  that  there  was  fomething  defective,  there  being  no 
other  way  to  work  at  the  Keel  of  their  Vellels,  but  by  laying  them  on 
their  Sides,  in  the  open  Harbour,  by  main  Strength.  Every  one  was 
fenfible  enough  of  the  neceffity  of  a  Dock ;  but  whether  they  did  not 
know  where,  or  how  to  make  i-t,  or  whether  they  were  deterr’d  by  the 
Difficulties  of  the  Enterprize,  as  the  want  of  Ebbings  and  Flowings  of 
the  Tide  fo  requifite  to  fill  and  empty  it  naturally,  no  body  had  dar’d 
undertake  it,  till  Mr.  Polhammer ,  a  Man  very  well  vers’d  in  Mecha- 
nicks,  engaged  to  accompliffi  it,  and  prefented  a  Plan  of  it  to  the  King, 
Charles^ II.  which  receiv’d  the  Royal  Approbation.  This  Polhammar 
was  then  in  that  Town,  in  order  to  give  Directions  therein  ;  and  one 
Sheldon ,  an  Englishman  by  extraction,  a  Mailer  Shipwright,  undertook 
the  Execution  of  it,  and  had  a  Commiffion  as  Infpector.  The  firll 
ffiew’d  his  Plan  before  me  to  General  Leven.  This  Dock  has  been  fince 
begun,  and  was  not  finifh’d  at  the  End  of  the  Year  1720;  but  (as 
they  faid)  very  near  it,  and  had  been  made  an  end  of  long  fince,  if 
Copper  and  Paper  Money  (which  was  current  at  the  beginning  of  it) 
had  not  loll  its  imaginary  Value,  and  if  good  Silver  had  not  been  fo 
fcarce  in  Sweden .  It  will  be  all  dug  out  of  a  Rock,  220  Foot  long, 
and  about  100  broad,  and  50  deep  j  the  Water  is  to  enter  a  Sluce  large 
enough  for  a  Ship  of  the  Size  in  the  Print  XXXIV.  and  when  ’tis  Ihut, 
they  are  to  let  it  out,  and  lay  the  Ships  dry,  by  the  help  of  a  Machine, 
which  is  to  be  put  in  Motion  by  a  Windmill,  or  in  cafe  there  Ihould 
be  no  Wind,  by  Horfes.  The  fame  Perfon  propofed  alfo  fome  other 
Projects,  which  had  the  good  Fortune  to  be  approv’d  by  the  King,  and 
efpecially  by  Baron  Goertz ,  who  was  naturally  inclined  to  favour  Pro¬ 
jects  that  were  any  thing  extraordinary,  and  was  himfelf  a  great  Pro¬ 
jector.  One  was  to  make  Trohletta  (of  which  I’ve  before  fpoken)  na¬ 
vigable;  and  not  only  to  open  a  Communication,  by  Water,  between 
Gottenbourg  and  Stockholm ,  but  alfo  with  the  Venner,  the  Wetter,  and 
Norkoping,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  PalTage  of  the  largell  Barks.  He 
alfo  had  another  Scheme,  which  was  much  more  agreeable  to  the  Peo¬ 
ple

pie  of  Stockholm,  for  they  don’t  care  to  have  any  Obligation  to  thofe  of 
Gottenbourg  for  many  Things,  which  they  might  have  by  Water,  if  the 
firH  Communication  were  once  opened.  This  was  to  fettle  Salt  Works 
at  Maeftrand  and  Stromftadt ;  where  the  Water  (as  he  laid)  was  as  pro¬ 
per  for  that  Ufe  as  in  England  or  Holland ,  befides  the  Advantage  of 
Wood  which  they  have  not  there.  The  King,  in  Confideration  of  his 
Merit,  ennobled  him,  and  chang’d  his  Name  from  Tolhammar  to  Rol- 
hielm.  He  had  begun  to  put  his  firH  Projed:  in  Execution  ;  but  I  be¬ 
lieve,  the  Changes  that  have  fmce  happen’d  in  Sweden  have  hindered 
the  Continuance  of  it. 

Carljcroon  Hands  upon  a  Rock  which  has  no  Communication  with 
the  main  Land  but  by  a  Wooden  Bridge  600  Paces  long,  and  two 
little  Forts  defend  this  PafTage  which  is  to  the  North.  It  has  two 
pretty  handfome  Churches,  a  great  many  good  Houfes,  and  is  very 
well  peopled.  The  Place  where  the  Fleet  lies  is  to  the  South  Eaft> 
near  another  Wooden  Bridge  which  makes  a  half  Moon,  and  ferves  for 
a  Foot  Paflage  between  l'everal  of  the  principal  Ships  that  are  made 
fait  there  on  each  fide.  Between  this  Place,  where  the  Ships  retire, 
and  the  Town,  is  a  long  and  large  Space  inclofed  by  good  Hrong 
Walls,  within  which  is  the  Marine  Arfenal,  and  the  Houfes  of  General 
Leveny  and  fome  other  Officers  belonging  to  the  Admiralty.  This 
Fleet  is  now  kept  but  in  ill  Repair,  and  diminiffied  very  mtich  fmce 
the  Beginning  of  the  late  War,*  before  which  they  reckon’d  up  30  Ships 
of  the  Line  with  three  Decks,  carrying  from  60  to  80  Guns,  30  Fri¬ 
gates  from  48  to  5z  ditto,  40  Brigantines  from  14  to  36,  7  Bomb 
Ketches,  $  Fireffiips,  and  iz  Store  Ships  ;  of  which  there  was  then 
only  14  of  the  firH,  9  of  the  fecond,  15  of  the  third,  4  of  the  fourth; 

1  of  the  fifth,  and  6  of  the  fixth,  remaining  there ;  which  Num¬ 
ber  is  Hill  lefiened  by  the  Lofs  of  one  or  two  of  the  largeft  Ships  that 
were  carried  to  Revel  by  the  Mnfcovites  in  1719,  and  three  or  four 
Frigates  more  in  lyzo.  Before  the  Privileges  and  Liberty  of  the 
Swedes  were  taken  away, 'the  Admiral  was  always  a  Senator  as  at 
this  Day  ,•  but  that  was  altered  by  Charles  XL  -who  created  one  of  his 
Marine  Officers  Admiral-General  *  and  Charles  XII.  afterwards  made 
another  under  the  Title  of  firH  Adcmiral,  and  join’d  two  Colleagues 
to  affiH  him,  both  Officers  of  the  Infantry ;  the  firft  whereof  was  Ge¬ 
neral  Leven ,  under  the  Tide  of  Dire&or-General  of  the  Admiralty, 
without  whofe  Confent  the  others  cou’d  not  difpofe  of  a  fingle  Sloop. 

Their  Seffions  were  kept  in  the  Admiralty  Chamber,  where  the  afore- 
faid  General  fat  as  Prefident.  The  fecond  Colleague,  whofe  Bufinefs 
was  to  exercife  the  Sailors,  in  order  to  form  two  Regiments,  was  an 
that  Time  Mr.  Rofe,  Colonel  of  Foot,  under  the  Tide  of  Vice-Hi- 
reElor  ;  who,  in  the  Abfence  of  the  other,  had  the  foie  Authority,  and 
had  jointly  with  him  the  Infpedion  over  the-Works  and  Accounts  for 
fitting  out  the  Navy. 

I  left  that  Place  on  the  4th  of  Auguft  early  in  the  Morning,  and  view’d  a 
Soap  Work  call’d  Warms  about  fix  Miles  thence,  belonging  to  Madam 
Gyllynjherna ,  and  another  of  Vice-Admiral  Ornefelf  s,  about  a  quarter  of 
a  Mile  farther,  where  they  clean  and  refine  the  Allies  for  that  purpol'e  ; 
which  two  are  the  moH  confiderable  Works  of  that  Nature  in  all  Swe¬ 
den.  After  this  I  took  up  my  Lodging  near  Calmar ,  being  hindred 
from  cutting  that  Town  by  the  Latenefs  of  the  Night,  which  had  oc- 
eafioned  the  (hutting  up  of  the  Gates  5  but  I  got  in  early  in  the  Morn- 
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ing,  and  ftaid  there  till  the  Afternoon.  It  paftes  for  one  of  the  moft 
antient  of  the  Southern  Gothland ,  now  commonly  call'd  Smoland ,  and 
is  pretty  regularly  fortified  with  thick  Walls  well  cemented,  and  good 
deep  Ditches.  To  the  Eaft  of  it  is  an  old  Caftie,  builc  (as  they  fay) 
by  John  III.  who  kept  his  Court  there  for  fome  time.  Near  this  are 
to  be  feen,  either  the  Ruins  or  Beginnings  of  another,  founded  by  Eric 
his  Brother,  which  (as  they  fuperftitioufly  pretend)  ’twas  impoftible 
to  finifh,  whatever  they  built  by  Day  being  deftroy’d  by  the  Devil  or 
fome  Magician  in  the  Night.  It  is  now  a  Bifhop’s  See,  whofe  Spiri¬ 
tual  Jurifdid:ion  extends  over  a  part  of  Smoland  and  Bleking.  Its  Ca- 
thedral  Church  is  fuch  a  Piece  of  Architecture,  as  can  hardly  be  pa¬ 
rallel^  in  refpect  to  its  Building  in  all  Sweden.  It  is  alfo  the  Refidence 
of  a  Governor,  whofe  Authority  reaches  from  the  Diftrict  of  Calmar , 
call’d  Calmarlahn ,  even  to  the  Ifle  of  O eland. »  The  Stone  that  is  dug 
out  of  this  Ifland,  and  is  commonly  call’d  Oeland  Marble  (as  I  have 
hinted  before)  has  very  much  contributed  to  the  Ornament  of  the 
City,  both  in  the  Church  before-mentioned,  which  is  almoft  wholly 
built  of  it ;  and  in  feveral  other  Edifices,  as  the  Town-Houfe.  It  has 
a  good  Haven  well  fhelter’d  from  the  Winds  by  the  Iflana,  which  is 
between  1 6  and  17  Miles  long,  and  but  one  broad  :  Its  Commerce 
confifts  in  Oeland  Marble,  Pitch,  Tar,  Soap  Allies,  Mafls  and  Planks. 
I  left  Calmar  on  the  5th,  and  faw  at  fome  Diftance  thence  more  Oaks 
than  I  had  ever  before  met  together  in  any  Part  of  Sweden  ;  and  a- 
mong  the  reft,  one  in  particular  furrounded  by  a  little  Pallifade,  which 
was  (as  they  fay)  planted  by  Guflavus  the  Firft.  I  now  fleer’d  my 
Courfe  direcftly  for  Stockholm ,  where  I  arrived  on  the  nth,  having 
paired  thro’  Wexiu ,  Tonekopingy  &c.  viz.  the  ordinary  Highway. 


CHAP.  X. 

O/’Sightuna,  Upfala,  Danmora,  &c. 

HAving  given  C.  Vandernath  the  Inftrudtions  required  of  me,  I  re- 
folved  to  go  on  to  Northern  Upland ,  to  fee  Stghtuna,  Upfala  and 
'Danmora.  The  firft  is  an  old  ruin’d  Town  four  Miles  from  Stockholm 3 
the  fecond  is  another  that  has  fufTer’d  very  much  by  Fire  -y  but  has  al¬ 
ways  been  rebuilt,  tho’  worfe  and  worfe  for  the  Poverty  of  its  Inhabitants  3 
it  is  about  three  Miles  and  a  half,  and  the  third  is  four  Miles  further  to 
the  North,  and  has  the  moft  famous  and  moft  confiderable  Iron  Mine  in 
this  Country  ;  but  I  deferr’d  in  part  the  Execution  of  my  Refolution.  I 
began  my  Journey  the  i^th  of  Auguft  in  the  Afternoon,  and  arriving 
at  Sightuna  towards  Six  in  the  Evening,  found  its  Ruins  very  remarka¬ 
ble  for  their  Height,  but  without  any  Halls  of  fine  Stones,  Bajfo  Re¬ 
lievos ,  Pillars  or  Inscriptions,  which  cou’d  give  any  Teftimony  of  the 
Magnificence,  which  the  Hiftories  of  that  Country  boafts  it  to  have 
had  formerly.  The  moft  apparent  are  thofe  of  feven  Churches  which 
they  reckon  to  have  been  built  there  fince  the  Time  that  Chriftianity 
has  prevailed  ;  and  to  have  been  diftinguifh’d  by  the  Names  of 
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feveral  Saints  to  whom  they  were  dedicated.  Of  thefe,  That  only  re¬ 
mains  entire,  which  was  adjoining  to  a  Monaftery  of  the  Tdominicans^ 
but  the  Monaftery  itfelf  is  wholly  decay’d  ;  and  (in  my  Mind)  thefe 
pretended  Rains  look  more  like  lome  fquare  Towers,  formerly  incor¬ 
porated  within  the  City  Walls,  than  any  thing  elfe.  A  Syjuedifi  Au¬ 
thor,  call’d  Shierhielm ,  makes  this  City  not  only  the  moft  antient 
in  all  Scandinavia ,  but  even  of  all  Enrobe  and  Afia  ;  and  affirms 
it  to  have  been  the  Seat  of  the  ftrft  Kings,  and  confequently  of  the 
Northern  Trium  cDeati  Thor ,  Woden  or  Othein  and  Fngga ,  who  had 
there  their  firft  Temple,  according  to  him.  Having  crofted  the  Mellern 
about  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  to  the  North  Weft  of  thefe  Ruins,  on  the  o- x 
ther  Side,  they  ftiew’d  me  a  Stone,  wafh’d  by  its  Waters,  whereon  the 
Figures  of  Keys  are  to  be  feen  diftindtly  enough.  Thefe,  as  feme  fay, 
were  made  by  Nature  alone  without  the  Abidance  of  Art,*  concerning 
which  the  Tradition  of  the  Country  has  handed  down  feveral  extra¬ 
vagant  Stories,  which  deferve  not  to  be  mentioned.  Sight una,  at  this 
Time,  has  hardly  Houfes  fufticient  to  make  it  efteem’d  a  Village  5 
they  are  modern  and  low,  and  for  the  moft  part  only  miserable  Huts 
for  Filhermen.  I  cou’d  not  even  get  any  frefh  Horfes  ;  infomuch,  that 
I  was  forced  to  go  on  to  another  Stage,  where  I  lay  the  reft  of  that 
Night,  which  was  already  far  advanced  when  I  came  there. 

The  1 6th  before  Noon  I  reach’d  Vpfal ,  fix  Miles  and  half  from 
Stockholm  in  a  direct  Road,  and  between  feven  or  eight  by  the  way  of 
Sightuna  to  the  Northward.  There  the  late  Mr.  Rudbeck ,  with  the  moft: 
part  of  the  Northern  Authors,  place  the  Favourite  Temple  of  the  faid 
Trinm  Tdeat ,  or  rather  at  Gamla  Upfal ,  or  old  Upfal ,  about  a  quarter 
of  a  Mile  diftant.  This  Temple  was  the  moft  celebrated  among  the 
Northern  Heathens,  as  Jentfalem  was  among  th sjews,  and  as  are  now 
Rome  among  the  Roman  Catholicks,  and  Mecca  among  the  Mahome¬ 
tans,  To  avoid  as  much  aspoftible  being  tirefome  in  vain  Repetitions, 

I  lhall  only  fay,  that  according  to  the  fame  Authors  it  was  infinitely 
magnificent,  within  all  fhining  with  Gold,  and  having  without  two 
large  and  mafty  Chains  of  the  fame  Metal  to  compleat  its  Orna¬ 
ment:  One  of  thefe  encompafs’d  tjie  Body  of  the  Church,  and  the  ci¬ 
ther  was  fatten’d  from  one  End  to  the  other  of  its  Roof,  (which  was 
at  lead  Silver)  to  fix  Towers,  which  were  three  at  the  Eaft,  and  three 
at  the  Weft.  A  Bifliop,  call’d  John  Magnus ,  gives  an  Account,  than 
the  Flamens  and  Arch- Flamens,  or  firft  Minifters  of  thefe  pretended 
Gods,  exercis’d  their  Power  even  over  the  Kings  of  their  Time,  as  well 
as  their  Subjects;  who  efteem’d  it  a  Principle  of  Religion  to  execute 
their  Orders,  which  they  received  as  Divine  Decrees  pronounced  by 
the  Mouths  of  the  Gods  themfelves.  And  being  guided  by  this  Sub- 
miflion  and  Belief,  they  wou’d  courageoufty  and  pioufly  facrifice  each 
other,  the  Kings  their  Subjects,  Fathers  their  Children ,  Flusbands  their 
Wives ,  Majters  and  Miftrejfes  their  Servants.  Thefe  Fagan  Sacrifices 
were  not  always  equally  barbarous  and  cruel,  they  being  ufed  to  offer 
up  Men  but  on  extraordinary  Occafions,  and  only  Beads  at  other 
common  Times.  Such  were  theFeftivals  call’d  Jule^  which,  according 
to  the  Swedijh  Authors,  were  celebrated  about  the  Winter  Solftice, 
near  upon  the  Time  that  the  Chrijlians  celebrate  Chrijlmas ,  which  they 
call  here  Jule  from  thence,  fignifying  in  this  Country  Language  Di- 
verfton ;  which  the  learned  derive  from  laAos,  the  Song  ufed  by  the 
Woollen  Spinfters,  and  fung  by  them  in  Honour  of  Frigga  or  Tdifa^  the 
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Venus,  Ceres ,  Ifis  and ‘Diana  of  thefe  Northern  Countries.  -  The  fakf 
Mr*  Rudbeck ,  following  the  Opinion  of  Vlphila ,  believes  that  this  Word 
fignifies  the  Sun,  and  makes  them  offer  their  Sacrifices  at  the  Winter 
Soldice,  for  Joy  of  the  return  of  that  Planet  towards  their  Climate/ 
However  it  be,  or  whatever  is  the  Reafon,  I  (hall  only  add  thefe  Cir- 
cumftances  which  I  have  been  inform’d  by  thefe  Authors,  njiz.  that  they 
crown’d  theFeflival  that  follow’d  thefe  Sacrifices  with  three  large-Bumpers 
fuccefiively  ofMetheglin,  or  *  Ohl,  which  is  the  Name  that  the  ancient 
Goths  gave  to  the  Liquor  call’d  by  the  Latins  Cerevifia,  and  by  the  En- 
glijh  Ale ,  which  feem’d  to  be  then  their  favourite  Drink*  Wine  not 
having  perhaps  yet  been  imported  into  theNorth.  For  theif  Authors 
give  it  the  Freheminence  fo  far,  as  to  compare  it  with  the  Celeftial 
Neflar.  Thefe  three  Bumpers  every  one  drank  in  their  Turn,  out  of 
a  Vefiel  in  the  Shape  of  a  Horn,  to  Thor,  IVoden  and  frigga  3  and 
thefe  three  were  follow’d  by  a  fourth,  which  they  drank  out  of  a 
Man’s  Skull,  who  had  been  kill’d  in  fome  Fight,,  to  the  Memory  of 
their  great  Heroes ;  and  after  this  they  added  a  fifth,  in  Memory  of 
their  Friends  who  had  died  a  natural  Death.  This  Health  was  call’d 
in  their  Language  Minde ,  and  the  Cup  Braggebagaren,  and  Was  ac¬ 
companied  with  Hymns  and  Songs  according  to  the  Mufkk  of  that 
Time.  Some  Moderns  have  faid,  that  the  Swedes  drink  at  this  Day 
to  the  Memory  of  the  God  Thor  in  thefe  Terms  Gild  Thor  3  !and  the 
Mujcovites  to  that  of  the  Trinity  and  their  Saints.  I  mud  own,  that  I 
have  often  heard  the  Swedes ,  when  drinking,  fay  to  their  Country¬ 
men  Gud  Thor,  or  at  lead  two  Syllables  that  have  founded  like  it  > 
but  when  I  have  enquired  the  meaning  of  People  not  fufpeided  to  be 
guilty  of  Superftition,  they  have  anfwer’d,  that  ’twas  properly  Good 
Tear  to  Ton  ;  and  that  it  ought  to  be  written  in  their  Tongue  and  Spel¬ 
ling  God' Ahr,  which  founds  in  their  Mouths  very  like  Gnd  Thor ,  and 
had  occafion’d  its  being  fo  underdood.  And  when  I  have  ask’d  the 
fameQueftion  of  the  common  People,  they  cou’d  give  me  no  other  An- 
fvver,  but  faid  that  they  did  not  nnderftand  it,  only  that  ’twas  an  old 
Cuftom  for  them  to  drink  to  each  in  thefe  Terms.  The  Mu fcovites,  of 
the  bed  Senfe  fay,  that  fuch  Healths  are  only  drunk  by  the  V ulgar  5 
but  thefe  Reafons  will  not  convince  a  great  many  but  that  thefe  Cu¬ 
stoms  are  the  Remains  of  Taganifm .  All  the  Northern  Writers  don’t 
agree  concerning  the  Situation  of  the  abovemention’d  magnificent  Tern- 
Old  Upfala.  pie.  Some  pretend  it  was  at  GamlaUgfala ,  or  Old  Upfala,  where  there 
is  dill  a  little  Church  dedicated  to  St.  Lawrence,  which  is  (as  they  fay) 
the  fame  as  to  the  Model  of  it,  in  the  lower  part  of  the  Edifice,  in  irs 
Arches  or  Openings  which  are  to  be  feen  walled  up.  As  for  my  part, 
I  view’d  and  confider’d  it  with  all  the  Curiofity  and  Exactnefs  imagina¬ 
ble  3  but  cou’d  not  find  that  it  differed  as  to  its  Model  from  the  fird  and 
mod  fimple  of  the  Chriftian  Churches.  Entring  into  the  Porch,  one  treads 
upon  a  Runick  Stone,  with  the  Figures  of  a  large  Boat  and  great  Crofis, 
fuch  as  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Malta,  upon  it  ;  and  coming  into 
the  Church,  one  may  fee  another  which  ferves  for  the  Altar  Table,  as 
N.  (3)  in  the  Print  XXXII.  The  Explication  of  which  is  as  follows, 
Sigvidicus,  famous  for  his  Military  Expeditions  in  England,  erecled  this 

*  Invitant  me  Deae,  Valkgrise  quas  Othinus  mihi  mifir  ex  aula  Laetus  Cerevifiam  cum 
t  Afis  in  fumma  i'ede  bibamc  vita?  elapfae  funt  horse,  ridens  Moriar,  &c.  Nymphs  fo  '  call’d , 
xoho  were  believed  to  ferve  Otheim,  and  tlx  Dead  with  Ohl,  as  Ganymede  was  Jupicer  with 
Nedtar.  t  Afis,  i.  e.  The  Gods.  Edda  Mythol.  Srropb.  50. 
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Monument  to  the  Memory  of  his  good  Father  Vitarfus ;  the  Lord  have 
Mercy  upon  his  Soul }  which  iliews,  that  thefe  Chara&ers  and  Scones 
have  been  continued  and  adapted  to  the  Times  of  Chriftianity. 

This  is  all  that  is  remarkable  about  the  Church  ;  and  as  for  the  Town, 
it  has  not  now  a  fufficient  Number  of  Houfes  to  make  even  a  Village. 

Thofe  which  are  neighbouring  to  it  are  very  mean,  and  fit  only  for 
the  Peafants  who  inhabit  them ;  nor  are  there  any  Traces  of  Palaces 
or  large  Buildings,  to  confirm  what  has  been  wrote  of  it.  They  pre¬ 
tend,  that  there  was  the  See  of  the  firft  Bi (hops  and  Archbiihops  of 
Upfal ;  and  their  Ecclefiaftical  Hiftory  reckons  up  to  the  Number  of 
fiveBilhops  who  preceded  the  Archbilhops.  To  the  South  Wed  of  this 
Church  they  Ihew  a  long  Ridge  of  Hills,  extending  from  Eaft  to 
Weft,  which  they  pretend  to  have  been  the  Tombs  of  the  former  Kings 
of  this  Country  ;  but  they,  as  well  as  the  others  that  one  meets  with 
up  and  down,  feem  rather  the  Works  of  Nature  than  of  Art.  How¬ 
ever,  the  late  Mr.  Rudbeck,  who  had  the  Curiofity  to  have  them  dug, 
and  found  there  fome  Arms  which  they  pretend  belong’d  to  the  ancient 
Heroes,  has  ftopt  the  Mouths  of  any  incredulous  Perfons  ;  at  lead 
feems  to  believe  that  he  has  done  fo.  Other  Authors  of  the  fame  Na¬ 
tion  affirm,  that  the  genuine  Temple  of  the  Northern  Triple  Deity, 
was  formerly  at  Oftenbos ,  where  now  the  City  of  Upfal  is,  which  fome 
call  New  Upfal ;  and  that  it  ftood  on  the  fame  Foundation  where 
now  is  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity ,  to  whom  it  was  confecrated 
by  the  Chriftians,  and  thus  ceafed  to  be  fubfervient  to  the  Worfhip  of 
the  three  Pagan  TriumHeat  of  the  North.  In  favour  of  this  Opinion 
they  cite  the  Paver  Sahla ,  now  Upfal  o  o',  which  the  moft  ancient  Hi- 
ftory  makes  to  have  pafted  thro’  the  City  where  the  Temple  ftood, 
and  where  was  Woden  s  Fountain,  wherein  they  walked  the  Vicftims, 
as  well  Men  as  Beads,  who  weredeftin’d  to  be  facrificed  ,*  which  Foun¬ 
tain  was  near  the  Temple,  and  is  not  to  be  found  at  Gamla  Upfala , 
but  in  this  City.  What  they  now  take  for  this  Fountain  of  Woden's,  is 
a  Well,  furrounded  by  fome  Pales,  near  the  faid  old  Church  of  the 
Holy  Trinity.  Thofe  who  are  of  the  firft  Opinion  elude  or  refute  this 
Argument,  by  excufing  the  want  of  the  River  and  Fountain  at  Gamla 
Upfala ,  by  the  Changes  that  have  happen’d  thro’  the  Diftance  of  Time 
in  Geography ;  the  Ancients  defcribing  (as  they  fay)  Lakes,  Woods, 

Rivers  and  Forefts,  where  they  now  find  Arable  Fields  and  Meadows. 

But  the  Beginning  of  the  Hiftory  or  rather  Hiftories  of  this  Country, 
are  fo  obfcure,  that  I  (hall  be  entirely  Neuter  as  to  all  their  Opinions.  I 
ftiall  only  add,  that  the  two  Churches  which  ferve  now  for  the  Chriftian 
Aflemblies  of  the  Peafants  round  about,  have  equally  the  fame  Antique 
and  Simple,  or  rather  Ruftick  Afpecft ;  the  Stone,  and  other  Materials 
wherewith  they  are  built,  are  the  moft  common  and  unhew’d,  and  by 
no  means  anfwer  the  Magnificence  of  that  which  we  are  in  queft  of. 

But  if  Mr.  Schefferus ,  that  great  Traveller  in  Theory,  who  has  given 
the  World  an  Account,  fo  much  admir’d,  of  Lapland ,  without  having 
ever  been  there,  and  has  found  out  that  this  Temple  was  wholly  co¬ 
ver’d  with  Plates  of  Gold,  faften’d  to  Planks  which  cover’d  the  Stone 
Work,  fays  true,  I  think  the  Goodnefs  of  the  other  Materials  wou’d 
have  been  entirely  fuperfluous  :  But  let  us  leave  what  is  not  now  to  be 
feen  in  its  Chaos  and  Obfcurity,  and  pafs  on  to  what  is  (hill  remain¬ 
ing,  beginning  if  you  pleafe  at  the  City  of  Upfal.  ’Tis  advantagioufty  New 
fituated  in  the  midft  of  feveral  large  Plains,  which  properly  make  faia. 
Vol.  II.  Kk  i  but 
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but  one,  by  reafon  of  fome  little  Mountains  which  diftinguifh  them- 
Upon  the  higheft  of  thefe  are  the  Ruins  of  the  Royal  Caftle,  burnt 
about  Eighteen  Years  ago  ;  and  from  the  Brow  of  it  to,  the  Bottom, 
the  City  extends  itfelf  from  the  South  Eaft  to  the  North  Weft.  It  has 
fuller’d  very  much  by  Fire,  which  at  feveral  times  has  quite  chang'd 
its  Shape  ;  and  the  laft  almoft  confum’d  it  to  Allies,  together  with  the 
Caftle  before  fpoken  of.  Nor  was  the  Cathedral,  commonly  call'd  the 
Three  Saints  Church,  from  its  having  been  confecrated  to  St.  Qlaus , 
Sc.  Eric  and  St.  Lawrence ,  lecured  by  its  Stone  and  Brick  Walls,  or  its 
Brazen  Roof ;  no  more  than  the  Houfe  of  the  late  M.  Rudbeck  was^ 
by  its  being  entirely  covered  with  Iron.  Anothis  unmerciful  Element 
has  depriv'd  the  Publick  of  an  Account  of  Travels  into  lome  Part 
of  Lapland ,  and  a  Number  of  Obfervations  upon  the  North  of 
Sweden ,  made  by  Dr.  01.  Rudbeck ,  his  eldeft  and  worthy  Son,  a  great 
Vertuofo,  who  had  already  begun  to  print  fome  Sheets  ;  but  was  pre¬ 
vented  from  compleating  it  by  the  Fire’s  breaking  in  thro'  a  Window 
which  was  unhappily  left  open,  and  burning  his  Library  and  Manufcripts 
that  were  therein.  Its  Buildings  are  generally  of  Wood,  excepting 
fome  few  which  are  of  Brick,  as  that  of  the  Archbifhop,  and  thole  of 
fome  Profellors  and  Citizens.  The  Cathedral,  the  Library,  and  the 
Phyfick  Garden,  are  the  Places  beft  worth  a  Traveller's  Curiofity. 
The  firft  £all  rebuilt  but  its  Spires,  which  are  not  finifhd  ;  nor  (as 
they  fay)  fo  high  by  one  third  as  they  were  before,  viz.  700  Foot} 
is  cover'd  with  Brals  as  formerly  ;  and  is,  notvvithftanding  its  Gothick 
Architecture,  a  fine  Piece  of  Building,  Seven  Hundred  and  Forty  Foot 
long,  and  One  Hundred  and  Forty  broad  on  thelnfide,  and  about  Two 
Hundred  and  Thirty  Foot  high  from  the  Pavement  to  the  V  aulted  Roof  j 
and  it  is  the  largeft,  and  belt  lighted,  that  I  have  feen  in  Sweden, ,  ex¬ 
cepting  that  of  Clojlerkirka ,  at  IVafiena.  As  to  its  additional  Ornaments 
within,  confiding  in  fine  Pictures  and  Statues  of  Saints,  &c.  the  fame 
cruel  Element  has  almoft  wholly  confumed  them,  but  fpared  an  Urn,  or 
Shrine  of  Silver  gilt,  wherein  they  preferve,  to  this  Day,  the  Bones 
of  St.  Eric,  one  of  the  Kings  of  this  Country,  whom  they  make  the 
Founder  of  this  Church,  and  who  was  Beheaded  by  the  CZ Danes,  at 
that  Time  Ragans.  Ic  is  in  a  fort  of  Coffin,  or  Cheft,  which  ferves  it 
for  a  Cafe,  and  is  covered  with  Sattin,  and  fhut  up  within  an  Iron 
Grate,  on  he  N.  W.  of  the  Altar,  by  the  Side  of  the  Choir,  The  Fall 
of  the  Vaulted  Roof,  which  crack'd  and  funk  in,  by  reafon  of  the 
Weight  of  its  burning  and  melted  Brafs,  mutilated  and  maimed  the 
Tombs  of  the  Kings  and  Queens,  and  great  Noblemen.  Thefe  are  to 
be  feen  moftly  in  its  16  Antique  Chappels,  which  had  as  many  Altars, 
taken  away  by  the  Reformation.  They  are  of  Marble,  and  yet  fhew 
the  Magnificence  of  the  Times  in  which  they  were  erected.  That  of 
Quftavus  the  ift.  lying  in  St.  Marys  Chappel,  with  his  three  Wives, 
has  been  one  of  the  beft  preferved.  They  fhew’d  me  on  both  Sides  of 
the  Entry  of  this  old  Chappel,  which  is  behind  the  Altar,  two  Runick 
Stones,  lying  even  with  the  Ground,  under  two  Pillars,  which  jut 
out  enough  for  one  to  fee  part  of  their  Characters,  as  that  N°.  6.  Print 
XXXX1I.  of  which  they  could  only  make  this,  This  Stone  was  erected 
for  Katiulpe,  by  his  Son  Kimon,  and  by  his  Daughter  Dohra,  who  have 

tahen . times  a  Journey  to  Jerusalem.  The  Name  of  his  Grand- 

Child  Girha.  Thefe  fort  of  Stones  are  flat,  dnd  generally  fo  little 
poliflied,  or  rather  fo  unhew’d,  that  they  look  as  if  Art  had  no¬ 
thing  to  do  with  them,  but  only  in  the  engraving  of  the  Characters, 

as 
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as  I  have  already  faid  elfewhere  ;  and  in  the  Figures  of  Animals,  which 
are  ordinarily  Dragons  or  Serpents,  interwoven  with  each  other,  as 
may  be  feen  in  the  faid  Print.  Mr.  Glaus  Rudbeck  refolves  the  Poetical 
Fidions,  which  have  changed  the  Dead  into  Stones  and  Serpents,  in 
this  manner,  viz.  That  they  meant  no  more  but  to  imply  metaphori¬ 
cally  that  they  were  dead,  becaufe  their  Memories  were  preferv’d  by 
thefe  Stones ;  and  he  makes  their  Arms,  and  other  things  which  they 
ufed  to  bury  with  them,  to  be  preferved  by  Genies ,  or  invifible  and 
tutelary  Beings ,  reprelented  under  thefe  Figures,  to  infpire  Terror  into 
thofe,  who  might  be  provoked  by  Avarice  to  unbury  them,  contrary 
to  the  Religion  of  thofe  Times,  deriving  the  Etymology  of  the  Word 
\ Dragon  from  A&xeiv  intueri.  But  the  Ragan  Superflition  pufhed 
this  Imagination  yet  farther,  and  (not  content  creduloufly  to  attribute 
the  Prefervation  of  the  Allies,  and  the  Treafures  of  the  Dead,  to  thefe 
pretended  Genies  reprefented  under  thefe  Figures)  believed  alfo  farther 
(according  to  this  Author,  and  feveral  others)  that  they  took  likewife 
care  of  the  Living  ,*  and  under  this  Belief  ufed  to  honour  them  with  a  re¬ 
ligious  Worlhip,  and  even  the  great  Men  themfelves,  to  whom  thefe 
Monuments  were  erected,  by  numbring  them  amongft  the  Gods,  by 
touching  their  Cioaths  with  the  Runaflennar ,  and  feraping  off  the  Dull, 
and  breaking  little  Pieces  to  carry  about  with  them  as  Remedies  and 
Prefervatives  againll  all  forts  of  Sicknefs  or  fatal  Accidents.  The  fame 
Author  hands  down  this  Superltition  of  fweeping  and  touching  thefe 
Stones,  not  only  to  the  Time  of  the  Roman  Catholicks,  who  trans¬ 
ferred  it  to  the  Urns  and  Statues  of  their  Saints,  but  even  fome  time 
after  the  prevailing  of  Proteftantifm.  Amongll  other  Proofs,  he  brings 
an  Inltance  of  Guftavus  the  Firll,  who  was  obliged  to  bury  or  hide 
under  Ground  the  Statue  of  St.  Eric ,  which  was  over  the  principal 
Gate  of  the  Church,  in  order  to  take  away  the  Opportunity  from  the 
common  People  i  who,  fpight  of  the  Reformation,  and  all  the  Sermons  of 
their  Spiritual  Minilters,  continu’d  to  go  and  rub  their  own  Cioaths,  or 
thofe  of  their  Friends  andKinfmen  who  were  Sick,  with  the  fame  View 
and  Defign  as  the  Roman  Catholicks  had  before  them.  He  adds  more¬ 
over,  thata  Reader  inDivinity  at  Hfefleras  was  obliged  to  do  the  fame  by 
a  Runick Stone  in  his  Garden,  into  which  the  common  People  wou’d  get 
in  the  Night  upon  the  like  Motive ;  and  alfo  cites  other  Examples  in  his 
own  Time  in  Oflro^Gothland ,  where  fome  of  the  Inhabitants  cou’d  not  even 
then  get  rid  of  that  (fays  he)  fuperllitious  Infedion.  There  is  great  rea- 
fon  to  believe,  that  thefe  Stones,  of  which  I’ve  taken  Notice,  as  well  in 
the  Church  as  without,  have  been  fo  laid  down  to  be  trodden  under  Feet, 
or  not  expofed  to  the  Eyes  of  the  firll  Chriftians ,  who  had  not  quite 
worn  out  the  Remains  of  Raganifm  -y  it  being  contrary  to  the  Pollure 
intended  by  thofe  who  firll  ereded  them,  as  all  their  Infcriptions  con¬ 
firm.  When  I  went  into  the  Vellry  they  lliew’d  me  feveral  fine  Altar 
Cloths  and  a  Silver  Crofs  ;  in  the  body  of  which  there  is  enclos’d  fome 
Wood,  which  was  fent  there  formerly  by  Pope  Alexander  III.  for  a 
Piece  of  the  True  Crofs  of  Jefus  Chrift,  as  alfo  feveral  Veffels  and 
Candleflicks  of  Silver  gilt,  and  efpecially  -  fome  fine  Chalices  ;  a- 
mong  which  was  one  of  mally  Gold,  enriched  with  feveral  pretious 
Stones,  taken  at  Rrague,  with  the  other  before-mention’d  in  fpeaking 
of  the  Cathedral  at  Stockholm.  There  was  another  of  Silver  gilt,  fee 
with  Scones  of  a  leller  Value,  which  was  Taken  in  Roland  at  the  Be¬ 
ginning  of  the  late  War,  together  with  fome  Chafublcs,  or  Prielily 

Habits, 
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Habits,  richly  embroider’d  ;  not  to  mention  thofe  belonging  to  the 
former  Bilhops  and  Archbilhops  of  this  Place,  together  with  a  Crofier 
and  fome  Mitres,  &c.  They  lhew’d  me  likewife  a  little  Trunk  of  Brafs 
gilt,  where  they  ufed  to  gather  and  keep  the  Money  arifing  fromlndul- 
gencies :  There  was  alfo  a  larger,  all  of  Steel,  whofe  Lock  was  a  very 
Ingenious  Piece  of  Workmanlhip  for  the  Time  wherein  it  was  made  ; 
and  in  this  Trunk  they  kept  the  black  Robes,  which  they  pretend  to 
have  been  worn  (according  to  the  anticnt  Mode)  by  the  three  Senators 
•5 wante,  Nicholas ,  and  Eric  Sture ,  when  they  were  inhumanly  ftabbed 
by  King  Eric  XIV.  with  the  Manifefto  drawn  upon  Parchment  by  the 
States  of  the  Kingdom,  in  Vindication  of  their  Innocency.  There 
was  alfo  a  little  Hat  in  the  Shape  of  a  Cap,  to  which  a  Glove  was 
faftened  of  a  very  fmall  Size,  whereon  the  Name  of  Sophia  Juliana 
was  interwoven  in  Wooll  and  fine  Silk.  It  belonged  (as  is  believed)  to 
the  youngefl  of  thefe  Noble  Martyrs,  who  carried  it  (according  to  the 
Gallantry  of  thofe  Times)  as  a  Favour  from  that  Lady  who  had  honour’d 
him  with  it.  They  fhew’d  me  moreover  a  Whetflone,  very  flrait,  a- 
bout  three  Enghjh  Yards  long,  and  the  Bignefs  of  one’s  Hand,  which 
was  carried  (as  they  fay)  hke  a  fort  of  a  Standard  before  the  Swedijh 
Noblemen  who  were  beheaded  by  the  Order  of  Chrijlian  the  Tyrant . 
Laflly,  there  was  an  old  wooden  Statue,  or  rather  a  Trunk  of  a 
Statue,  very  much  maim  d,  like  that  of  Bafquiri s  at  Rome ,  lying  neg- 
ledfed  upon  the  Ground  in  a  Corner  of  the  Veftry,  which  fome  will 
have  to  be  the  Statue  of  the  God  Thor,  tho’  I  don’t  know  upon  what 
Grounds  ;  it  being  very  unlikely,  the  Eagan  Temple  before-men- 
tion’d,  being  fo  fumptuous  and  magnificent  as  they  reprefent  it,  that 
the  Divinity  who  was  principally  therein  worfhipp’d,  fhou’d  have  had 
his  Image  of  fo  defpicable,  corruptible,  and  combuftible  a  Nature. 
Going  out  of  this  Church,  at  the  Weftern  Door,  they  made  me  ob- 
lerve  in  a  Corner  of  it  a  Well,  that  had  formerly  been  very  famous  for 
its  miraculous  Virtues;  and  this  is  all  that  I  found  remarkable  in  it. 
Upon  leaving  it,  they  fhew’d  me  over  one  of  the  ^Porticoes  (which 
have  nothing  magnificent  in  them)  a  Rofe  in  Bajfo  Relievo  ;  which 
fignifies,  according  to  Mr.  Schefferus,  that  the  Chrijlian  Religion  was 
introduced  into  Sweden  by  the  Enghjh ,  who  have  a  Rofe  in  their  Arms. 
There  are  alfo  three  Crowns  on  a  Efcutcheon  in  Bajfo  Relievo ,  by  which 
they  pretend  to  prove,  that  Sweden  had  thofe  Arms  before  the  Union 
at  Calmar.  .  .  ■  ?■'{  -  '■*  f r;  1  r  • 

Coming  out  of  the  Church  in  its  Yard,  by  the  Southern  Gate,  they 
lhew’d  me  a  fort  of  a  Throne  of  Brick  and  Stone,  with  two  little  Pillars 
of  a  kind  of  Grey  Marble  ;  which,  together  with  a  great  deal  more  Of 
another  fort  wherewith  the  Church  is  beautified,  is  dug  out  of  the 
Heart  of  two  Mountains  in  the  Parifh  of  Licena ,  about  two  Miles 
from  Upjal:  This  latter  fort  is  a  little  whiter  than  Granit'i.'  ’Twas 
upon  the  aforefaid  Throne  (as  they  fay)  that  the  Apoftolical  Nun¬ 
cios  ufed  to  fit  and  diftribute  their  Indulgences,  with  the  little  Trunk 
aforementioned  befide  them  ;  and  when  I  was  got  out  of  the  Church¬ 
yard  they  made  me  obferve  fome  Ruins,  pretended  to  be  thofe  of  an 
ancient  Church,  (dedicated  to  St.  Barbara ,  which  they  have  not  thought 
fit  to  rebuild)  no  more  than  feveral  others  that  have  been  burned,  as 
being  now  fuperfluous.  '■'<*  . 

The  next  principal  Edifice  is  that  which  is  call’d  Auditorium  Gufla - 
vianum>  and  Auditorium  Anatomicum.  ’Tis  a  large  Pile  of  Building, 
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more  confiderable  for  what  it  contains,  than  for  its  own  intriniick 
Value  j  it  had  the  good  Fortune  to  efcape  the  Fire  very  luckily,  and 
confids  of  feVeral  handfome  Rooms  and  Chambers  divided  into  three 
Stories,  each  of  them  very  proper  for  the  Ufe  for  which  they  were 
defign’d.  On  the  Ground  Floor  they  teach  the  Learn  d  Languages  ;  on 
the  fird  Story  they  perform  Academical  Exercifes ,  and  keep  their 
AJJemblies  $  and  on  the  fecond  is  the  Anatomical  Theatre ,  difpofed  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Directions  of  the  late  Mr.  Rudbeck .  In  this  latter  is  to  be 
feen  a  Humane  Skin  curry  d,  a  Mummy ,  and  among  feveral  other  Skeletons  > 
that  of  an  Oftrich.  The  Library ,  which  is  what  is  there  mod  confidera¬ 
ble,  takes  up  two  large  Rooms  well  lighted,  and  each  of  them  ioo 
Foot  long  and  50  broad.  It  is  kept  in  very  good  Order  by  the  Care 
of  Dr.  Benzelius ,  a  Man  of  didinguilh’d  Merit,  and  confids  of  more 
than  30,000  Volumes,  as  well  rare  and  curious  Manufcripts  as  printed 
Books,  admirably  well  chofen,  and  drawn  for  the  mod:  part  from  the 
bed  Libraries  the  Roman  Catholick  Clergy  podeffed,  before  the  Re¬ 
duction  of  the  Ecclefiadical  Revenues  at  the  Reformation.  Amongft 
others,  from  that  of  the  Capuchins  at  Stockholm  ;  that  of  the  Homing 
cans  at  Sightuna ,  and  that  of  St.  Bridget  at  IVaftena :  Alfo  out  of  Ger¬ 
many  from  the  Monaderies  of  Riga  and  Marienburghy  from  the  Bifhop 
of  Wurtzburgh ,  from  Prague ,  &c.  Not  to  mention  thofe  out  of  Polarid 
from  Cracow  and  Wilna  5  and  fince  the  Reduction  of  the  Revenues  of 
the  Nobility  from  the  Library  of  C.  Jacob  de  la  Gar  die ,  out  of  which 
King  Charles  XI.  fent  2,000  of  the  bed  Volumes  to  this  Academy* 
They  (hew  there,  among  others,  the  Original  Trandation  of  the  Evan- 
gelids  by  Ulphila ,  as  one  of  the  mod  curious  Pieces  in  Europe.  ’Tis 
well  enough  known  what  this  Trandation  is,  by  what  has  been  writ¬ 
ten  concerning  it,  and  by  the  feveral  Copies  which  are  to  be  leen  elfe- 
where,  tho’  incorrect  in  themfelves  ;  but  I  don’t  know  whether  the 
World  is  inform’d  of  its  Fortune,  fince  its  being  taken  at  Prague ;  and 
tho’  the  Account  of  it  may  not  feem  of  great  Importance,  yet  I  (hall 
take  the  Liberty  to  relate  what  I  had  from  very  good  Hands  5  it  was 
thus.  Being  brought  out  of  Germany  by  C.  Koningfinark  with  a  great 
Quantity  of  other  rich  Spoil,  Queen  Chnfiina  made  a  Prefent  of  it  to 
Voffius ,  her  Library  Keeper  ;  who,  upon  his  leaving  Sweden ,  carried  it 
into  Holland ;  where  he  kept  it  during  his  Life  as  one  of  the  greated 
Rarities  in  his  Cabinet.  After  his  Death  C.  Gabriel  de  la  Gardie  bought 
it  of  his  Heirs  for  2000  Florins  of  that  Country;  and  after  having  co¬ 
ver’d  it  with  Silver  (whence  it  is  now  call’d  the  Silver  Manufcript)  he 
prefented  it  to  the  Academical  Library,  where  it  now  is. 

The  Northern  Writers  make  this  Ulphila  Author  of  the  Gothick  Cha¬ 
racters,  Column  (b)  Print  XXXII.  which  fucceeded  the  Riinick  ones 
in  the  fame  Print,  Column  (a).  Others  confound  the  Gothick  with 
what  they  call  in  Sweden ,  Munk  Styl \  or  the  Characters  or  the  Monks. 
Col.  (c)  (d> 

In  the  midd  of  the  Southern  Chamber  is  a  very  curious  Cabinet, 
prefented  to  Guftavus  Adolphus  by  the  Magidrates  of  Augsbourg.  _  Its 
Body  is  of  Cedar  and  Ebony,  embellifh’d  with  feveral  forts  of  precious 
^Stones,  and  adorn’d  with  many  fine  Pieces  in  Miniature  and  inlaid 
Work,  which  are  ingenious  Imitations  of  Nature,  and  reprefent  for 
the  mod  part  fome  Stories  in  Sacred  Hidory.  There  are  alfo  in  divers 
little  Drawers  a  Number  of  Rarities  of  different  forts,  amongd  which 
are  fome  very  curious  Mathematical  Indruments  and  Medals,  for  the

moft  part  Gold  or  Silver,  but  which  are  not  fo  uncommon  or  valua¬ 
ble  as  to  deferve  to  be  here  enumerated.  It  is  about  three  Yards 
high,  and  ends  in  a  fort  of  artificial  Rock,  made  of  Chryftal,  of 
Branches  of  Coral,  and  feveral  forts  of  Minerals;  upon  the  Summit 
whereof  is  a  great  VefTel  of  Cocoa  in  the  Form  of  a  Shell.  In  a  Gal¬ 
lery  between  the  two  Rooms  aforementioned  are  to  beleen  feveral  ocher 
Curiofities,  as  Mathematical  Inttruments,  Pi&ures  of  the  Archbifhops 
and  Chancellors  of  the  Academy ;  with  fome  Bufls,  among  which  is 
that  of  Charles  XI.  of  Genoefe  Marble.  In  one  of  the  Chambers  upon 
this  Floor  was  formerly  perform’d  the  Ceremony  call’d  ‘ Depofition ,  as 
Singular  as  Comical,  which  was  within  a  little  after  this  manner  : 

The  Matter  of  the  Ceremony  call’d  Heer  Depojitor ,  had  the  \ Dieknaf 
or  young  Students,  who  were  defirous  to  be  received  into  the  Unive'r- 
fity,  dreis’d  in  Habits  of  different  Pieces  and  Colours  ;  after  which 
their  Faces  were  black’d,  long  Ears  and  Horns  fatten'd  to  the  Borders 
of  their  Hats  which  were  let  down,  and  two  Boars  Tusks  put  at  each 
Corner  of  their  Mouths,  which  they  were  obliged  to  hold  faft  like  lit¬ 
tle  Pipes,  and  not  let  fall  on  pain  of  a  Cudgelling  ;  and  laftly,  along 
black  Mantle  was  flung  over  their  Shoulders.  They  being  thus  dif- 
guis’d,  full  as  monflruoufly  and  more  ridiculoufly  than  thofe  who  are 
defigned  to  be  burned  by  the  Inquifirion,  the  ‘Depositor  having  in  his 
Hand  a  long  Stick,  with  a  little  Axe  fatten’d  to  the  End  of  it,  drove 
them  before  him  out  of  the  "Depofition  Chamber  like  a  Drove  of  Oxen 
or  Affes  into  another  Room,  where  the  Spectators  expected  them. 
Then  he  ranged  them  into  a  Circle,  (landing  himfelf  in  the  Middle ; 
and  after  having  meafur’d  them,  he  made  them  (land  equal  with  his 
Stick,  as  a  Serjeant  does  the  Soldiers  with  his  Halbert,  in  order  to 
make  them  keep  their  Ranks.  Then  making  feveral  wry  Faces  and 
dumb  Congees,  he  ufed  to  rally  them  upon  their  ridiculous  Equipage 
and  Appearance ;  after  which,  altering  his  Stile  from  the  Burlefque  to 
the  fcrious,  he  harangued  them,  reckoning  up  the  feveral  Vices  and 
Follies  that  Youth  are  prone  to,  and  (hewing  the  Neceflity  of  their 
being  .corrected,  chaftifed  and  polilhed  by  the  Study  of  good  Litera¬ 
ture.  Then  changing  again  for  the  Burlefque,  or  rather  Tragi-comick, 
he  asked  them  feveral  Queftions,  which  they  were  obliged  to  anfvver  ; 
but  the  Boar’s  Tusks,  which  they  held  in  their  Mouths,  hindering 
them  from  fpeaking  dittimttly  or  intelligibly,  and  making  them  grunt 
like  Hogs;  he  from  thence  took  Occafion  to  call  them  fo,  giving  them 
fome  flight  Blows  over  the  Shoulders  with  his  Stick,  or  boxing  them 
with  his  Gloves,  accompanying  his  Cuffs  with  Reprimands;  explaining 
to  them,  that  the  Tusks  fignify’d  the  Intemperance  and  Debauches  of 
Youth  i  who,  by  the  Excefs  of  Eating  and  Drinking,  cloud  their  Un- 
derftandings  by  overcharging  their  Stomachs.  Then  he  drew  a  Pair  of 
Wooden  Pincers  out  of  a  Bag,  like  thofe  which  are  ufed  by  the  Juglers ; 

'  thefe  he  lock’d  fatt  in  their  Necks,  fhaking  them  up  and  down,  till 
the  Tusks  fell  out  of  their  Mouths  ;  telling  them,  that  if  they  were 
docible,  and  endeavoured  to  profit  by  the  Lcffons  of  the  Academy, 
into  which  they  defired  to  enter,  they  fliou’d  (hake  off  their  intempe¬ 
rate  and  gluttonous  Inclinations,  as  they  had  thole  Tusks.  After 
this  he  pluck’d  off  their  long  Ears,  by  which  he  gave  them  to  under- 
fland,  that  they  ought  to  apply  themfelves  diligently  to  their  Studies, 
that  they  might  not  be  like  the  Animal  that  wears  them  :  He  next  took 
off  their  Horns,  by  which  A<tt  he  fignify’d,  as  he  faid,  that  Learning 

would 
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would  take  all  favage  and  brutifh  Difpofitions  :  Laftly,  drawing  a 
Plane  out  of  the  fame  Bag,  he  made  them  one  after  another  lie  down 
upon  their  Bellies,  then  on  their  Backs,  and  their  two  Sides ;  and  in 
each  Pofture  he  rubbed  them  all  over  with  the  Plane,  telling  them 
then,  that  as  the  Plane  polishes  Wood,  fo  good  Literature  and  the 
Liberal  Arts  wou’d  poiifli  their  Underflandings.  After  feveral  other 
ridiculous  Ads  of  the  fame  Pedantick  and  Burlefque  Nature,  he  fill’d  a 
great  Veflel  with  Water,  which  he  pour'd  all  over  their  bare  Heads 
"till  he  had  alrnofl  drown’d  them,  and  then  wip’d  their  Faces  roughly 
with  a  hard  Towel ;  but  if  any  generous  Candidate  was  too  tender  of 
his  Flelh  to  have  it  fo  curry  d,  he  might  avoid  this  rubbing  by  drawing 
a  white  Handkerchief  out  of  his  Pocket,  in  one  Corner  whereof  were 
tied  fome  little  Pieces  of  Silver,  which  the  Depofitor  (who  underftood 
the  Meaning  of  it)  took  from  him  5  and  after  wiping  him  with  it,  put 
it  in  his  own.  The  Farce  or  Ceremony  being  ended  by  this  Ablution, 
the  Depofitor  exhorted  this  planed,  curry’d  and  wallied  Troop  of  Stu¬ 
dents  to  lead  a  new  Courfe  of  Life ;  to  refill  and  relinquilli  their  evil 
Inclinations  and  Habits,  which  wou’d  disfigure  their  Minds  as  much 
as  the  different  Parts  of  their  Difguife  had  done  their  Bodies.  This 
done,  he  declared  them  free  Students  of  the  Academy,  upon  Condi¬ 
tion  that  they  Ihoud  wear  long  black  Mantles,  like  thofe  which  they 
had  at  the  Depofition ,  for  the  Space  of  Six  Months,  and  longer ;  to  go 
each  of  them  every  Day  to  thofe  of  their  refpedlive  Provinces  who 
had  been  received  Students  before,  and  offer  them  their  Services,  as 
well  at  their  Ordinaries  as  in  their  Chambers ;  and  that  they  Ihou’d 
obey  the  Orders  they  receiv’d  from  them,  and  fubmit  without  mur¬ 
muring  to  all  the  Railleries  and  Reproaches  which  they  Ihou’d  put  upon 
them.  This  was  call’d  the  Penales.  The  Day  after  the  Expiration  of 
the  Six  Months,  they  were  obliged  to  give  a  good  Entertainment  to 
thofe  whom  they  had  ferved,  in  order  to  be  receiv’d  as  their  Compa¬ 
nions. 

C.  Piper,  when  he  was  Chancellor  of  the  Academy,  abolifhed  the 
Ceremony  of  the  Depofition ;  neverthelefs  the  Students  Hill  wear  the 
black  Cloaks  for  a  certain  Time,  and  continue  the  Services  call’d  ‘Pe¬ 
nates  ;  at  lead  the  poorell  of  them,  and  fuch  as  are  defign’d  for  the 
Priellhood,  who  are  generally  Peafants ;  becaufe  the  Nobility  of  that 
Country  never  take  Orders,  chufing  rather  to  be  Officers.  The 
Chancellor  of  the  Academy,  before  the  Reformation ,  was.  always  an 
Archbifliop,  till  the  Time  of  Guftavus  Adolphus ,  who  fubfiituted  a  Se¬ 
nator,  which  is  continued  to  this  Day  ;  but  the  Vice-Chancellor  is  the 
Archbifhop  of  Upfal ,  (the  only  Archbilhop  that  the  Lutherans  have  ei¬ 
ther  in  Sweden,  Germany ,  or  elfewhere.)  There  is  alfo  a  Re  LI  or  Magni* 
ficus ,  who  is  chofen  every  Six  Months  from  amongfl  the  Profefiors,  or 
fome  Noble  Students,  who  are-  diflinguifhed  by  their  Merit,  and  the 
Credit  of  their  Parents  ;  there  are  17  P r of ejf or s,  to  wit,  four  in  ‘Di¬ 
vinity,  two  in  Equity ,•  nine  in  Philofophy,  and  two  in  Phyftck,  with 
one  Library-Keeper,  one  Treafurer,  and  one  Secretary .  The  Students 
are  divided  into  three  Clafies;  thefirfl:  are  the  Counts  and  Barons,*  the 
fecond  Gentlemen,  and  the  third  the  Sons  of  Citizens  and  Country¬ 
men,  out  of  which  (as  I  faid  already)  the  Priefls  are  chofen.  Befides 
th oGufiavian  Auditory*  there  is  alfo  that  which  they  call  the  Caroline^ 
adjoining  to  the  Church-yard  Wall  towards  the  South.  It  has  no¬ 
thing  to  recommend  it  but  ’tis  Convenience,  and  a  Phyfick  Garden 
V  o  l.  II.  LI  pretty 
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pretty  curious  ;  but  which  was  yet  more  fo  in  the  Time  of  the  late 
Mr.  Rudbeck,  by  reafon  of  feverai  Foreign  Plants  which  he  had  taken 
care  to  procure  and  cheriih  there  ;  which  having  periflYd  after  his 
Death,  have  not  been  fupply’d  by  others,  on  account  of  the  Difficulty 
of  getting  them,  and  of  the  Expence  of  the  Purchafe,  which  the  Aca¬ 
demy  is  at  prefent  lefs  able  to  ludain  than  ever. 

Moraften.  Having  feen  all  that  was  remarkable  there,  I  went  to  view  Moraften ,  a 
dne  Meadow  at  this  Time,  about  a  Mile  and  a  quarter  from  Upja l to  the 
South  Ead,  where  they  formerly  ele&ed  their  Kings  after  the  follow¬ 
ing  Manner  :  The  greated  Part  of  the  People  being  met  there,  the 
Chief  Lagman  of  Upland^  whofe  Office  anfwer’d  to  that  of  'Tribune  of 
the  Teople  among  the  Romans ,  made  a  Speech  to  them  agreeable  to  the 
Occafion  upon  which  they  were  afTembled  together,  and  defired  they 
wou’d  give  their  Suffrages  difinterefledly,  without  having  any  other 
Aim  than  the  Publick  Good  and  Welfare;  after  which  every  one  gave 
his  Vote,  and  he  that  had  moft  Voices  was  proclaimed  King  thus:  They 
placed  him  upon  the  highed  of  feverai  Stones,  of  which  fome  are  dill 
remaining  there  ;  after  which  Twelve  Lagmans  fet  themfeives  on 
Twelve  others  j  then  the  Lagman  of  Upland  faluted  him,  or  paid 
him  Homage  as  Sovereign;  then  the  others  did  the  fame  in  their 
Turns.  Then  the  King  took  in  this  open  Field  an  Oath  to  protect 
and  defend  his  Subjects  ;  but  they  did  not  take  the  Oaths  of  .Fidelity 
and  Obedience  to  him  till  they  returned  to  Upfala.  There  are  now  no 
more  than  Nine  of  thefe  Stones  to  be  feen,  furroundedby  a  Pallifade  $ 
they  are  of  the  Marble  of  Licena ,  of  an  Octangular  Figure ;  fome  of 
them  of  different  Bignefs,  but  for  the  moft  part  maimed  or  broken. 
Upon  one  of  the  principal  ones  is  to  be  feen  a  Globe  and  a  Crofs,  on 
a  fecond  a  plain  Crofs,  on  the  third  which  isfquare  are  three  Crowns, 
on  the  fourth  the  Numbers  and  Letters  following,  O...  DO...  M  CCC.. 
I..  II..  EL..  CIS..  E..  I..  Reg..  S..  I..  D..  N..  R..  DO..  ER..  which 
is  thus  explain'd,  Ann .  Dom.  1396.  23  Jnlii  Elettus  efl  in  Regem 
Sued#  item  Dani£  &  Norvegia ;  Rugia  Dominus  Ericas .  The  Hiftory 
of  Sweden  fhcws,  that  this  was  Eric  the  Tomer  ariian,  and  gives  fome 
Light  into  the  Characters  which  are  hardly  diftinguiffiable,  any  more 
than  thofe  upon  the  larged  of  thefe  Stones;  whereon,  with  a  great 
deal  of  Difficulty  one  may  make  out  Ao.  D.  M.  CD.  XLVIII. 
XXVIII.  I.  V.  A.  P.  P.  E.  N.  C.  K.  M.  S.  R.  S...  which  they 
decypher  and  interpret  thus,  Ann .  Dom.  1448.  28  Die  Menjis  Junij 
in  Vigilia  Apoftolorum  Tetri.  &  Tauli ,  eletdus  efl  Nobilis  Vir  Carolus 
Knutfen  Miles ^  Natione  Suecus  in  Regem  Suecia.  Thefe  Figures  and 
Characters  are  all  fo  barbaroufly  cut,  that  they  feem  to  have  been  made 
with  the  Point  of  a  Knife ;  and  the  greated  part  is  fo  effaced,  that  one 
can  hardly  read  or  fee  any  thing  without  the  help  of  Divination. 

Mr.  Benzelius ,  the  Library- Keeper,  among  other  Civilities  that  I  re¬ 
ceiv’d  from  him  during  the  Week  I  daid  at  Upfaf  having  given  me  the 
Perufal  of  the  mod  curious  Books  in  the  Library,  and  loaded  me  with  Fa- 

Danmora.  vours,  I  proceeded  on  the  26th  in  the  Morning  for  Danmora ,  where  I  ar¬ 
rived  that  Night.  'Tis  a  little  Village,  to  which  the  Lake(D)  (D)  D)  (D) 
in  the  Print  XXXV.  gives  its  Name,  at  a  good  Didance  from  the  Mine 
like  wife  fo  call’d  ;  from  which  the  Houfes  of  the  Direclors ,  Infpetlors 
or  chief  Miners,  ire.  and  Workmen  are  feparated,  and  fituaced  as  (3) 
(34)  (4°)  (45)  (49)  (?°)  &c.  This  Mine  is  not  only  one,  but  a  Legion 
of  Mines  and  Pits,  wherewith  the  Earth  is  pierc'd  here  and  there; 
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the  richefl  of  which  are  fituated  on  the  Borders  of  this  Lake,  and  have 
their  Mouths  level  (or  within  a  little  of  it)  with  the  Surface  of  the 
Water,  and  their  Bottoms  under  its  Channel;  from  the  Overflowings 
whereof  they  are  defended  by  artificial  Banks  (a)  (a).  As  for  the 
Water  which  runs  into  it  thro’  little  narrow  fubterraneous  Cavities, 
which  it  either  makes  or  finds  between  the  Lake  and  the  Mine,  they 
draw  it  away  principally  by  a  Water  Engine,  or  elfe  by  a  Machine 
which  is  fet  a  going  by  a  Windmill.  I  fhall  not  prefume  to  give  any 
Defcription  of  either  ;  but  fhall  only  fay,  that  the  firfl  confifls  of  a 
great  Wheel  above  100  Foot  in  Circumference,  put  in  Motion  by  a 
running  Water  brought  from  a  little  Hamlet  call’d  Marwick ,  an  Arm , 
as  they  call  it  there,  a  fort  of  Machine  above  886  Perches  long,  and 
mark’d  (43)  (43)  (43)  faflen’d  to  its  Axis,  which  moves  backwards  and 
forwards,  reaches  to  the  Mouth  of  the  Openings,  and  has  Communi¬ 
cation  with  feveral  Pumps  with  which  it  correfponds  by  other  lefTec 
Machines,  and  draws  the  Water  out  of  the  Mines,  as  well  as  the  Mi¬ 
neral.  Thefe  Mines  are  nothing  near  fo  deep  as  thofe  of  Sahlberg  and 
Falun ,  the  deepefl  being  fcarce  60  Fathoms.  They  are  diflinguifh’d  by 
different  Names,  as  Soedra  Jord grufwan  4^  Fathom  deep  ;  Soedra  Szlf- 
bergzgrufwan  30,  that  is  to  fay  the  Southern  Mine  of  Jord ,  and  the 
Southern  Silver  Mine ;  it  having  been  fo  call’d  on  account  of  fome  wan* 
dring  Veins  of  that  Metal  found  in  it,  but  without  running  any  length. 
There  are  alfo  two  other  Mines  of  the  fame  Name,  but  to  the  North; 
the  firfl  50,  and  the  fecond  between  27  and  28  Fathom  deep.  The 
other  Openings  are  Loeffladtz ,  Ekerotz-  Skier pningen,  cultivated  at  the 
Expences  of  the  Proprietors  of  the  Forges  at  Loefjiadz ,  N.  (6.)  and  a- 
bout  12  Fathom  deep  and  8  wide.  Junfrugrufwar ,  or  the  Virgin  Aline , 
fo  call’d,  becaufe  fome  young  Maidens  were  the  firfl  who  difeovered 
its  rich  Veins,  and  got  thereby  both  a  great  deal  of  Reputation  and 
Money;  and  Apal  Skier  pningen,  N.  (5.)  and  Fisk fumgruf war,  N.  (7.) 
both  abandoned,  with  a  great  many  others,  as  No.  (8)  (10),  and  all 
thofe  which  have  no  Machine,  or  Figures  in  the  laid  Print  ;  it  being  im- 
poffible  to  work  them  by  reafon  of  the  Water,  which  is  predominant  in 
them.  The  Way  of  going  into  thefe  Mines  is  by  a  fort  of  a  Leather 
Sack  faflened  to  a  Chain,  which  is  likewife  tied  to  a  Cable,  like  the 
Bucket  at  Sahlberg.  In  this  difmal  fubterraneous  Kingdom  of  Fluto , 
(which  is  only  enlighten’d  by  the  Fire  they  ufe,  in  order  to  cleave  the 
Rock  with  the  greater  eafe)  there  are  to  be  feen  more  Women  than  Men, 
who  are  employ’d  in  burning  and  breakingthis  Metallick  Rock,  and  in 
filling  the  Veffels  which  are  drawn  up  by  the  divers  Machines.  I  have 
already  hinted,  that  this  Sex  being  themofl  numerous  by  reafon  of  the 
War,  which  has  taken  away  the  mod  part  of  the  other,  Women  are  em¬ 
ploy’d  in  any  fort  of  hard  Labour,  asTilling  the  Ground,  Mowing,  Row¬ 
ing,  Riding  i Pojlillions,  &c.  fo  that  if  the  late  King  had  lived  and  conti¬ 
nu’d  the  War,  he  would  have  been  obliged  perhaps  to  try  the  Female 
Courage  for  want  of  Men.  4 Danmora  is  the  mofl  general  Magazine,  and 
the  richefl  Treafure  for  Iron  that  has  been  as  yet  found  out  in  Sweden  ; 
and  its  Veins  are  the  mofl  abundant,  more  fix’d,  and  of  greatefl  Extent* 
It  fends  its  Iron  to  an  infinite  Number  of  Forges  above  25"  Miles  round* 

*  The  Plan  from  which  the  Print  was  engraven  being  too  long  to  be  infer  ted,  it  was  neceffary 
to  divide  it  into  three  Parts  :  whereof  ( h)  is  the  Beginnings  (B)  the  Middle,  and  (C)  the 
End.  It  being  rcquifite  the  Middle  Jhoud  be  k.ept  entire,  to  Jhew  the  whole  Length  of  the 
Arm  or  Machine.

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Hearing  much  Talk  of  Loeftarbruck ,  about  two  Miles  from  thence, 
as  being  the  mod  famous  Forge  in  the  Country,  I  went  thither  on  the 
28th,  and  found  they  had  but  done  it  Judice.  It  belongs  to  Mr. 
Charles  cDehgeer>  Brother  to  him  who  owns  the  Foundery  of  Cannons 
before-mention’d :  There  was  a  very  handfome  Houfe,  tho’  built  for 
the  mofl  part  of  Wood,  with  a  Garden  and  Green-Houfe  anfwerable  to 
it;  alfo  Houfes  for  above  200  Workmen  employ’d  there,  with  a 
Church  and  Hofpital,  which  made  as  it  were  a  little  Town  ;  it  was  by 
the  Mufcovites  laid  all  wade  in  1719  and  1720,  with  a  great  many 
other  neighbouring  Forges  near  the  Sea-fide  ;  and  I  quedion  whether 
the  Owners  will  ever  rebuild  there  fo  fine  a  Palace  as  that  Houfe 
might  be  call’d. 

I  return’d  in  the  Evening  to  Upfal,  where  I  daid  only  that  Night ; 
and  in  the  Morning,  I  took  the  directed  and  the  fhorted  Way  to 
Stockholm .  Going  by  Alfich ,  about  a  Mile  and  a  quarter  thence,  I 
difcover’d  a  Ranick  Stone ;  and  about  two  Miles  farther  at  Hammarby ,  I 
met  another.  The  Explication  of  the  fird  has  a  Crofs  in  the  Middle, 
as  that  N.  (1)  in  the  Print  XXXII.  and  the  Explication  of  the  Cha¬ 
racters  is  as  follows  :  Hulmair  and  Uni  ere  Lied  this  Stone  in  Memory 
of  their  Father  Sola}  thofe  of  the  fecond  fignify,  That  Olaf  a?idGum\Q 
raifed  this  Monument,  for  their  Son  Guna,  and  Kitil  with  them  for  his 
Brother  j  and  that  the  Letters  were  carved  by  Ubick. 


CHAP.  XI. 

Of  the  King’s  leaving  Norway,  and  retiring  to 
Lund.  Of  this  City.  Of  an  Aphage  there.  Count 
Gyllenbourg,  Baron  Goertz,  and  Mr.  Jackfon’r 
being  arrejled.  Of  Falun,  and  its  Mine ;  and 
the  Opening  of  the  Congrefs  at  Lofto,  &c.

IN  the  mean  while,  the  Winter  Campaign  for  the  Year  1716  being 
ended  in  Norway  after  the  manner  before-mention’d,  the  King  had 
retired  to  Lund ,  as  into  Summer  Quarters ;  his  Majedy  delighting  always 
in  Hardlhips  and  Difficulties,  feem’d  by  his  Choice  to  find  the  hot  Seafon 
too  commodious  in  fo  cold  a  Climate  as  that  of  Norway  to  make  War  du¬ 
ring  it.  The  Voyage  of  Baron  Goertz,  whofe  Arrival  on  the  other  Side 
the  Baltick  waspublickly  known  before  his  Departure  from  Sweden  was 
talk’d  of,  employ’d  the  People’s  Thoughts,  and  gave  Birth  to  divers 
Speculations.  They  who  were  acquainted  with  the  Propofals  which  had 
been  made  by  him  to  the  King,  in  behalf  of  the  Deputies  of  Madagas¬ 
car  9  (who  were  come  to  defire  Permidion  for  a  Colony  of  Pyrates  cf 
that  Country  to  fettle  at  Gottenbourg ,  and  bring  with  them  60  Vedels 
laden  with  their  Riches,}  gave  out  that  he  w4s  gone  to  Holland  to 
buy  there  fome  Ships,  wherein  to  fend  them  the  Arms  and  Ammuni¬ 
tion 
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don  they  had  demanded  for  their  Security  in  their  Paflage.  Others 
wou’d  have  it,  that  ’twas  only  to  borrow  a  Sum  in  good  Gold  and 
Silver  Specie,  to  fupport  the  Credit  of  the  imaginary  Brafs  and  Paper 
Money,  which  was  then  almoft  the  only  Coin  that  was  current  in 
Sweden .  The  moft  penetrating  faid  it  was  for  both  5  becaufe  (added 
they)  our  Muntetekens  wont  purchafe  Vedels  to  fend  to  the  Py rates 
of  Madagascar.  But  in  February  1717,  News  was  brought  to  Gotten-  1717. 
bourgy  by  a  Mafter  of  a  ‘Dutch  Ship,  of  the  Baron  and  Count  Gyllen - 
bourg  being  arrefted  for  projecting  a  Defcent  upon  Scotland ,  in  order 
to  let  the  Chevalier  de  St.  George  on  the  Throne  of  Great  Britain  ;  and 
their  Letters  intercepted  and  publilhed  thereupon,  alter’d  and  divided 
again  the  Sentiments  and  Opinions  of  the  Swedes.  They  who  bed 
knew  the  Weaknefs  of  their  State,  as  well  by  Sea  as  Land,  faid  there 
was  either  a  great  deal  of  Folly  in  projecting  fuch  an  Invafion,  or  elfe 
twas  a  Trick  and  Piece  of  State  Policy  ;  and  they  who  were  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  the  Baron  fufpeCted  the  latter,  as  being  a  thing  allowable  in 
fome  degree  in  Publick  Minifters.  Others  comparing  the  Letters  of 
Count  Gyllenbourg  and  Baron  Sparre ,  with  thofe  of  Baron  Goertz ,  faid 
'twas  the  ftrangeft:  Confpiracy  in  the  World,  between  three  Perfons 
who  did  not  feem  reciprocally  to  underftand  each  other  :  “  Baron 
<c  Goertz  (added  they)  difcovers  vifibly  by  his  Letters,  that  the  Jnva- 
“  fion  is  but  a  Pretence  to  get  Money  from  the  Chevalier  and  his  Ad- 
<£  herents  j  the  Credit  of  Sweden  being  no  longer  current  amongft  Fo- 
“  reign  Bankers  and  Merchants.  This  (fay  they)  is  evident  from  the 
<c  Propofals  of  certain  Friends  (as  he  calls  them)  which  mud  be  re- 
<c  ceived  but  on  the  foot  of  a  Loan  j  as  the  Manifedo  alfo  (hews  to 
(e  any  one  that  has  Eyes,  as  well  as  the  great  Care  taken  to  fave  the 
u  Honour  of  the  King  of  Sweden ,  whofe  Generofity  and  Delicacy  in 
“  fuch  Points  he  well  knows.  In  fine,  (continued  they)  if  Count  Gyl- 
“  lenbourg’s  Calculation  of  the  Britijh  Subjects,  (amongd  whom  he 
“  reckons  Nine  in  Ten  robe  Rebels)  were  true  but  by  half,  they  wou’d 
“  dand  in  no  need  of  our  Adidance,  or  any  Foreign  Force  to  change 
“  tlieir  King.  Befides  that,  our  Fleet  at  Carelfcroon  is  in  no  Condition 
Cc  to  put  to  Sea,  and  is  block’d  up  in  that  Harbour  by  the  fuperior 
“  Force  of  the  Czar  and  the  King  of  Denmark  ;  and  our  Squadron  at 
u  Gottenbourg  lies  rotting  in  that  Port ;  all  which  is  very  improper  to 
“  give  Credit  to  the  tranfporting  of  10000  Soldiers  into  Scotland: 
li  And  either  they  to  whom  this  Succour  was  promifed,  mud  be  the 
ic  mod  mifinform’d  in  the  World  of  the  State  of  our  Adairs  5  or  they 
a  would  know  that  we  have  not  fo  many  Men  as  we  want  to  defend  our 
<c  own  Territories,  or  be  contented  with  Women, whereof  we  have  enough 
“  and  to  fpare  ;  as  well  as  Officers  to  command  ten  times  the  promis’d 
Number.”  To  conclude,  they  believ’d  that  the  only  real  Defign  of 
the  Baron’s  Scheme  was  to  borrow  a  Sum  of  Money  of  the  Engh  fh  Male- 
contents,  without  entring  into  any  other  formal  and  publick  Engage¬ 
ment  in  the  King’s  Name,  than  to  repay  it ;  and  that  fuch  other  Promifes 
as  flatter’d  their  DifafFedHon  to  King  George ,  and  Inclination  for  a 
Change,  were  necedary  to  get  it,conddering  the  little  Credit  of  Sweden  ; 
that  he  had  need  of  this  to  buy  Shipping  and  Ammunition,  to  lend  the 
Arms  to  the  Pyrates  of  Madagafcar ,  which  had  been  promifed  them  ; 
their  Riches  being  very  necedary  in  Sweden ,  which  had  no  Profpedt  of 
retrieving  her  low  Eftate,  but  what  was  very  didant  :  And  that,  as 
for  the  reft,  if  there  was  any  more  than  Pretence  in  the  afore- men¬ 
tion’d 
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tion’d  Invafion,  it  could  non  be  put  in  Execution,  till  after  the  Arrival 
of  the  Fleet  with  that  Colony  at  Gottenbourg. 

To  leave  thefe  Political  Conjectures,  let  us  lee  in  what  Manner  the 
King  receiv’d  the  News  of  the  Imprifonment  of  his  Minifters,  the  Sei¬ 
zure  of  their  Papers,  and  the  Printing  of  their  Letters,  which  were 
prefented  to  him  at  the  fame  Time,  not  long  after  his  Arrival  at 
Lund.  At  the  Words  Invafion  projected,  and  Letters  printed ,  that  Prince 
fell  a  laughing,  and  ask’d,  If  there  were  none  of  his  Writing?  They 
fhew’d  him  his  full  Power  amongft  them;  upon  which  he  laid,  Have 
they  any  thing  of  the  Invafion  in  that  ?  Mr.  Mullern  anfwer’d,  That  to 
his  Eyes  there  appeared  nothing  in  it.  So,  after  fome  ferious  Remon- 
ftrances  of  his  Council,  who  call’d  the  Arreft  a  Violation  of  the  Law 
of  Nations,  His  Majefty  difpatch’d  an  Order  to  the  Statdholder  of  Stock¬ 
holm ',  to  ufe  Reprisals,  by  arrefling  Mr.  Jackfon ,  the  Britijb  Refident , 
with  his  whole  Family ;  which  was  done  accordingly,  even  to  his 
younger  Son,  who  was  at  the  Univerfity  o {JJpfiala^  and  feizing  of  all 
their  Papers  and  tnoft  ordinary  Letters.  And  whether  fomebody  had 
aggravated  to  his  Guards  the  Rigour  ufed  to  Count  Gyllenbourg  or  nor, 
he  was  much  more  feverely  treated  in  Sweden  than  that  Count  was 
in  England ,  not  having  fo  much  as  the  Liberty  of  lying  in  the  fame 
Chamber  with  his  Lady.  I  went  to  Lund  about  that  Time,  and  lodg’d 
in  the  fame  Houfe  with  one  of  the  two  Secretaries,  to  whom  the  Ex- 
amen  of  their  Papers  w7as  committed  ;  they  found  nothing  in  them 
againft  his  Majefty’s  and  his  People’s  Interelt,  but  many  Trifles  in  the 
Letters  of  his  Children,  which  made  them  laugh.  I  received  there 
the  firft  Letter  upon  the  War,  and  prodigious  Succefs  of  the  Rorte 
againft  Venice. 

Lund  is  an  old  City,  the  Capital  of  Scania ,  about  half  a  Mile  from 
Malmoe ,  and  has  nothing  praife- worthy  either  in  its  Churches  or  Houfes, 
the  Number  whereof  is  very  much  diminifhed  for  want  of  Inhabitants ; 
’tis  a  Bifhop’s  See,  and  the  Refidence  of  a  Governour  of  a  Province. 
It  was  formerly  an  Archbifhoprick ,  and  had  the  famous  Abfalo7n  for 
one,  if  not  the  firft  of  its  Archbilhops,  of  whom  I  fhall  take  farther  Notice 
in  the  Chapter  of  Denmark.  Its  Academy  is  pretty  wrell  known,  but 
has  not  near  fo  many  Students  as  the  Gymnafium  at  Scara ,  or  fome  other 
Cities  in  Sweden'.  However,  its  Cathedral  Church  partakes  of  the 
Beauties  of  the  Time  wherein  it  was  built.  ’Tis  a  lofty  large  Building, 
cover’d  with  Lead,  about  whofe  Roof  the  fupcrftitious  Traditions  of 
the  Country  have  handed  dowrn  many  Stories ;  whereof  one  fays,  that 
a  certain  mifehievous  Spirit  fpoil’d  and  deftroy’d  in  the  Night-time  what 
was  built  in  the  Day.  The  King  was  in  perfetft  Health,  and  lodged  at 
the  Houfe  of  one  of  the  Profeffors;  the  Chamber  where  his  Majefty 
lay,  was  fuitable  to  his  ordinary  Choice,  and  his  Bed  was  only  fome 
TrufTes  of  Straw  laid  upon  the  Ground,  where  he  us’d  to  reft  himfelf 
but  from  9  or  10  at  Night,  till  1  in  the  Morning,  without  any  Sheers, 
or  other  Covering  than  a  Cloak,  fometimes  not  that,  and  bare-head¬ 
ed  as  ufual.  One  might  have  Audience  of  this  Prince  every  Day,  or 
rather  every  Night,  before  two  in  the  Morning,  and  he  was  commonly 
on  Horfeback  ac  7  or  8,  and  wou’d  return  by  1  or  2  in  the  Afternoon, 
and  fometimes  at  Night,  and  that  without  eating  any  thing.  His  Ma¬ 
jefty  had,  fome  time  after  my  Arrival,  the  Curiofity  to  fee  one  of  his 
Subjects,  in  the  Neighbourhood,  who  had  lived  (as  they  fay  of  the 
Camelions)  between  6  and  7  Years  without  eating,  if  we  can  call  it 
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Jiving,  to  have  loft  the  Ufe  of  all  her  Limbs,  excepting  her  Tongue 
and  Eyes  :  For  ’twas  reported  that  Hie  would  talk  very  much,  and  with 
incomparable  Senfe,  (which  is  very  uncommon)  that  (he  had  Vifions, 
and  faw  Things  invifible  to  other  Eyes,  as  God  and  his  Angels ;  and 
that  ihe  cou’d  difcover  corporal  Obje&s  as  diftindtly  in  the  Night,  as 
at  Noon-Day,  as  they  fay  by  Owls.  They  added  likewife,  that  du¬ 
ring  the  Time  of  her  Falling,  hie  had  never  llept,  without  you  will  call 
it  fleeping,  to  fall  into  long  and  frequent  Syncopes  and  Faintings,  as 
Ihe  often  did  *  during  which,  Ihe  would  fo  far  lofe  her  Senfes,  as  not 
to  be  fenfible  of  any  Pain,  whatever  Part  of  her  Body  you  pierc’d;  nor 
could  Ihe  hear  the  Sound  of  a  Pillol  or  Mufquet,  when  fir’d  at  her  Ears. 
They  laid  alfo,  that  during  thefe  Syncopes  and  Fits,  fhe  made  Jour¬ 
neys  into  Heaven;  which  when  fhe  came  to  her  felf  file  would  defcribe 
like  a  fine  white  Temple,  where  {he  had  difcourfed  with  God  himfelf, 
and  a  hundred  other  Imaginations.  This  Aph age  ox.  F after,  whofe  Name 
was  E/iher  Johnfdotter ,  had  nothing  but  Skin  and  Bones.  She 
was  celebrated  for  her  fo  long  and  extraordinary  Fading,  in  the  Wri¬ 
tings  of  feveral  Divines  and  Philofophers  of  that  Country,  whofe  Spe¬ 
culations,  Tongues  and  Pens  fhe  diffidently  employed ;  among  others, 
the  Bilhop  of  Scar  a  reckons  that  Ihe  liv’d  by  Faith  and  theWord  of  God, 
which  (lie  often  quoted.  Dr.  Block,  a  very  learned  Phyfitian,  fays  ’twas 
Spiritu  Univerfi,  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Univerfe ;  or  by  the  Air,  which 
enclofes  and  contains  that  nutritive  Moifture,  which  they  call  Brincipi - 
um  Materiale  cujufcumq ;  Nutritionis ,  or  the  Material  Principal  of  all 
Nourifhment.  Thus  they,  and  many  others,  Divines  and  Philo¬ 
fophers,  have  made  her  fubfift  till  1713.  when  a  Common  Soldier,  who 
was  quarter’d  in  the  fame  Houfe,  reftor’d  her  both  to  the  Ufe  of  her 
Limbs  and  Appetite,  by  getting  her  with  Child  ;  made  her  (as  he  and 
Ihe  confelTed  afterwards)  firlt  live  upon  Milk,  then  upon  a  little  Meat 
Broth,*  and  laftly  on  other  Vi&uals  ;  by  the  help  of  which  fhe  recover’d 
her  Strength  and  her  Flelh,  has  began  to  walk,  and  to  perform  all  the 
natural  Fun&ions  of  Life;  Ihe  was  delivered  of  a  Daughter  the  29th  of 
September  of  the  faid  Year,  and  ran  away  with  the  Father,  to  avoid  the 
Penitential  Bench  of  the  Church;  but  they  married  together  for  greater 
Security,  and  ihe  has  fince  brought  him  many  other  Children.  She  was 
not  ugly,  but  her  Complexion  was  a  little  upon  the  tawny  fince  {he  had 
been  expofed  to  the  Weather ;  before  which  (as  they  fay)  it  had  been  very 
fine.  The  King  ask’d  her  feveral  Queflions  concerning  her  Diftemper,  to 
which  {he  gave  very  fatisfa&ory  and  reafonable  Anfwers  $  but  he  put  her 
I  extreamly  to  the  blufh,  upon  his  asking  her  how  the  Soldier  could  have 
any  carnal  Copulation  with  her,  in  that  lifelefs  Condition  wherein  {he 
was  reprefented  to  have  been  ?  She  flood  fpeechlefs  and  confus’d,  with¬ 
out  opening  her  Mouth,  till  his  Majefly  encourag’d  her,  by  faying,  with 
that  Familiarity  which  he  always  ufed  to  his  Inferiors,  Bdorit  fear,  [peak 
freely  j  then,  being  come  to  her  felf,  fhe  anfwer’d,  That  he  had  done  it 
during  one  of  her  Syncopes,  and  that  fhe  was  not  at  all  fenfible  s  the 
King  gave  her  fome  Ducats,  and  advanced  her  Husband  to  be  Corporal. 

!  Mr.  Greloty  in  his  Travels,  tells  us  of  an  old  Man  arrtongft  the  Ma - 
ronites ,  who  at  Ninety  Years  of  Age  obferv’d  theCuftom  he  had  long 
ufed,  of  eating  but  feven  times  during  the  Lent  of  that  Se&,  which  lafts 
feven  Weeks.  And  even  whilft  I  am  writing  this,  there  is  an  Account 
in  the  Englijh  News  Papers  of  a  Woman  at  Bodenham  in  Herefordjh'tre 
yet  living,  who  for  the  Space  of  Thirty  five  Weeks  has  not  touch’d 
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any  Vi&ualsbut  once  or  twice,  and  even  then  but  a  very  fmall  Quan¬ 
tity.  I  won’t  aver  either  of  thefe  to  be  Fad: ;  but  of  this  I’m  fure, 
that  the  Story  of  the  Swedtjh  Aphage  is  believ’d,  and  averted  for  a 
Truth,  by  the  bed  Quality  in  that  Kingdom. 

Some  time  after,  his  Majedy  being  in  perfed  Health,  and  being  per¬ 
haps  afraid  of  too  much,  or  of  growing  too  fat  ;  or,  as  fome  fay, 
having  a  mind  to  try  whether  twas  impodible  to  live  without  eating, 
exceeded  his  fading  in  Norway,  by  a  voluntary  Abdinence  for  Seven 
Days ;  during  which,  they  allured  me,  that  he  eat  no  more  than  the 
Aphage  aforemention’d  had  done  for  fo  many  Years,  but  was  always 
on  Horfeback  as  ufual,  and  even  more :  For  on  the  6th  Day  he  rode 
1 6  Miles,  but  on  the  feventh  his  Majedy  feem’d  to  be  very  fenfible  of 
Hunger,  by  eating  very  heartily  at  the  prefent  King’s,  whither  he  in¬ 
vited  himfelf. 

His  Majedy  finding  me  fome  Days  after  at  Baron  MuUerrisy 
ask’d  me  whether  I  could  not  induce  a  Colony  of  French  Refugees 
of  all  Profedions  to  fettle  at  Gottenbourg ,  to  whom  he  would  grant 
Twelve  Years  of  Immunities  and  Freedom  from  all  Contributions, 
Wood  to  build ,  with  full  Liberty  of  Confcience  ?  I  offer’d  my 
Endeavours  for  it ;  and  Count  Morner ,  Governor  of  the  Place,  had 
Orders  to  encourage  the  Undertaking  with  all  his  Power ;  and  I  was 
to  Travel  to  Brandebtirgy  Holland ,  &c.  at  his  Majedy’s  Expence  for 
that  purpofe,  as  foon  as  fome  Adairs  which  I  had  then  in  Sweden 
were  finifh’d.  We  heard  about  that  time  that  my  Lord  Huffus,  who 
efcaped  the  Winter  before  from  the  Pretenders  vain  Attempt  on 
Scotland ,  with  many  of  that  Nation,  mod  Part  Highlanders,  on  board 
a  French  Ship,  which  by  contrary  Winds  was  driven  to  Gottenbourg , 
had  been  arreded  at  Hamburgh  by  the  Britijh  Refident,  as  a  Rebel  a- 
gaind  the  King  of  Great  Britain .  Some  of  thefe  were  dill  remaining 
at  Gottenbourg ,  and  were  very  ill  fatisfy’d  with  their  Mader’s  Expedi¬ 
tion  and  Condudf,  as  well  as  with  that  of  their  Leaders  ;  even  to  the 

faying  to  me,  in  their  Brogue,  By  G - he  is  not  worth  fighting  for. 

And  not  long  after,  I  was  inform’d  from  Hambourgh ,  of  the  Seizure  of 
Mr.  IVouranowsky  by  the  Muficovite  Minider,  tho*  he  had  been  advifed 
by  his  Friends  not  to  trud  himfelf  in  that  City,  alledging  the  Example 
of  that  Lord’s  being  taken  up, and  much  doubting  whether  he  wou’d  be 
fo  well  treated  by  the  Czar ,  as  his  Lordfhip  by  his  Britannick  Majedy. 

Some  particular  Bufinefs  calling  me  to  Gottenbourg ,  I  went  thither 
in  the  latter  End  of  March ,  where  I  hardly  heard  any  thing,  but 
Complaints  of  the  Merchants  againd  the  Commodore  Gathenhielm , 
and  his  Gang  of  Privateers.  They  reckon’d  up  about  yo  Veffels,  which 
he  had  taken  fince  the  fecond  time  of  my  coming  thither,  both  Englifh 
and  Hutch ,  in  the  greated  Part  of  which  the  Swedes  were  concerned  ; 
and  I  was  adured,  by  Perfons  of  Honour,  who  were  wholly  difinte- 
reded,  that  of  all  the  Vedels  which  were  taken  and  condemned,  there 
were  not  two  that  were  good  and  lawful  Prize,  even  according  to  the 
Regulation  of  the  Privateers.  -Amongd  others,  they  named  a  Hutch 
V elTel,  in  which  the  Hereditary  Prince  of  Hejfie  Cafifel ,  the  prefent  King 
of  Sweden ,  had  a  great  Quantity  of  Champaign  and  Burgundy ,  with 
feveral  things  for  the  Princefs,  his  Spoufe ;  as  a  Table  and  Drefllng- 
Glafs  for  her  Toilet,  a,  little  China  Cabinet,  fome  fine  Cages  with  Ca¬ 
nary  Birds,  which  were  all  condemn’d  and  fold  publickly  to  the  bed 
Bidder,  without  any  regard  to  their  Highnefies,  or  without  giving 
them  any  civil  Notice,  or  Time  to  fend  any  Orders  to  redeem  them. 

I  my 
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I  my  felf  faw  the  little  wing’d  Captives  at  Merchants  Houfes  who 
had  bought  them,  and  were  become  their  Owners,  indead  Lof  thple 
whom  they  had  the  Honour  to  be  dehgn’  d  for. 

This  Noble  Chief  of  the  Privateers  afore- mention’d  had,  befides  the 
two  Frigates  that  the  King  had  given  him  with  the  Tide  of  Commo¬ 
dore,  feveral  Brigantines  and  Cruifers  depending  on.  him,  and  under 
his  own  Pay  ;  among  others  one  Norcrofs ,  who  had  twice  efcaped  out 
of  Prifon  in  Great  Britain ,  was  thought  worthy  to  command  one,  and 
had  already  fignaliz’d  himfelf  £as  I  was  inform'd)  by  cruifmg  even  in¬ 
to  the*  Ports  of  their  Allies.  I  will  only  mention  the  two  freflieft  of  his 
Exploits,  the  firft  was  his  taking  a  fmall  Englifi  Veflel  chat  had  on 
Board  a  Courier  difpatched  fecrecly  by  the  Friends  of  Count  Gyllenhourg 
to  the  Court  of  Sweden ,  in  order  to  inform  them  of  his  being  detain'd  ; 
the  News  of  which  was  brought  before  by  a  ‘Dutch  Ship.  This  Cou¬ 
rier,  a  Swede  by  Extra&ion,  was  flrip’d  of  all  he  had  by  the  fame 
Norcrofs ,  and  reduced  to  borrow  of  one  Mr.  Alftrom ,  a  Merchant  of 
my  Acquaintance,  Linnen,  Stockings,  and  even  Buckles  for  his  Shoes, 
the  new  Privateer  having  taken  his,  which  were  Silver ;  and  the  Sai¬ 
lors  were  obliged  to  ask  Alms  of  the  Merchants  :  The  fecond  was  his 
plundering  the  Dutch  Packet  Boat,  which  he  brought  in  Triumph  to 
Gathenhielm ,  who  is  now  dead.  This  Gothick  Hero  is  buried  in  the 
great  Church  at  Gottenbourg,  under  a  magnificent  brazen  Tomb,  which 
he  had  ereded  before  his  Death.  During  the  Twenty  Days  that  I 
(laid  in  that  City,  I  fauralmoft  as  many  Merchant  Ships  taken  by  the 
Fleet  of  this  Commander. 

I  return’d  to  Lund  the  Beginning  of  May ,  where  I  prefented  a  Peti¬ 
tion  to  his  Majefty,  to  which  he  had  the  Goodnefs  to  make  a  favoura¬ 
ble  Anfwer ;  and  I  owe  this  Acknowledgment  to  the  Memory  of  this 
Prince,  to  fay  that  he  never  refufed  me  any  thing  I  ever  defired,  tho’ 
indeed  I  never  did  ask  for  my  felf.  In  the  mean  while,  fome  Peafants, 
deputed  from  the  Mines,  and  other  principal  Places  in  the  Country, 
being  come  to  congratulate  their  Sovereign  upon  his  Return  into  his 
own  Dominions,  his  Majefty  received  them  very  gracioufly,  ordered 
them  to  be  well  treated,  and  made  them  carry  away  the  great  Silver 
Cups,  out  of  which  they  had  drank  fome  of  the  belt  Wines  that  could 
be  found  in  that  Place  j  commanding  for  the  future,  that  they  fhou’d 
bring  his  Water,  which  was  always  his  conftant  Liquor,  in  thofeTin 
ones  that  Mr.  Bolhielm  made  with  his  Water  Engine.  This  Prince  was 
fo  well  fatisfy’d  with  thefe  Tin  Cups,  that  he  forbid  the  Ufe  of  Silver, 
either  at  his  Table,  or  in  his  Chamber  $  and  wou’d  have  all  his  Difhes, 
Plates,  Spoons,  Salt-fellers,  Candlefticks,  &c.  of  Tin  from  that  new 
Manufacture,  or  rather  Aquafadure,  if  I  may  ufe  that  Term,  as  being 
the  moft  proper,  fince  Water  has  the  greateft  Share  in  the  making  or  it, 
as  I’ll  obferve  afterwards. 

Several  Turks ,  of  thofe  who  had  followed  the  King  on  account  of 
Money  lent  to  his  People  fince  the  Adion  of  Varnitza ,  came  there 
from  Carljham ,  where  they  moll  part  lived,  and  had  a  very  gracious 
Audience  of  that  Prince  ;  who  allow'd  them  a  Dollar  Silver  Mint,  viz. 
Thirty  two  Pence  a-Day  each  for  their  Maintenance,  and  that  in  Mun- 
tetekens ,  with  their  Lodgings  gratis ,  till  he  had  enough  of  good  Mo¬ 
ney  to  pay  them.  They  wonder'd  much  at  his  Majefty's  Authority  in 
giving  to  a  fmall  Piece  of  Copper  that  Value;  and  at  his  Peoples  Sub- 
milfton  in  receiving  it  as  fuch,  and  were  pleafed  that  they  could  live  lo 
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well  upon  it.  The  Occafion  of  their  Vifit  was  to  demand  Juflice  upon 
one  among  them  there,  who  had  kill’d  another.  His  Majefty  bid 
them  chule  a  Judge  and  an  Executioner  of  their  own  Nation,  to  con¬ 
demn  and  punilh  all  the  Guilty  according  to  their  Crimes,  which 
Counfel  they  liked;  and  being  return’d  to  Carljham  follow’d  it,  be¬ 
heading  the  Murtherer. 

In  the  mean  while,  the  two  Swedijh  Miniflers  being  fet  at  Liberty, 
by  the  Regent  of  France  s  Ir.terpofition,  the  Britijh  Refident  was  re¬ 
leas’d  likewife,  and  Count  Gyllenbourg  being  fent  back  into  Sweden  on 
Board  a  Man  of  War  belonging  to  his  Britannick  Majefty,  Mr.  Jackfon 
was  carried  by  the  fame  into  England.  Baron  Goertz*  return’d  into 
Sweden  by  the  way  of  Revel ,  Abo ,  &c.  with  a  Pafsport  of  the  Czars , 
which  leem'd  as  a  good  Prefage  of  a  Peace,  after  which  the  People 
had  fo  long  ftgh’d,  and  render’d  the  Prefence  of  that  Minifter  more  a- 
greeable  to  them  than  it  ufed  to  be  ;  and  he  was  obferv’d  to  be  rather 
greater  with  the  King  than  before.  In  the  mean  while,  an  Envoy 
from  the  Chevalier  de  St.  George  arrived  in  Sweden  incognito ,  to  demand 
of  the  King  (as  was  believ’d)  the  Accomplilhment  of  the  Promifes 
wherewith  his  Minifters  had  flatter’d  him  j  and  for  which  they  had  re¬ 
ceiv’d  at  Baris  a  Million  of  French  Livres,  and  were  offer’d  yet  greater 
Sums.  But  whether  Baron  Goertz  (to  whom  he  at  firft  addrefs’d  him- 
felf)  did  not  think  it  a  proper  Time,  or  that  he  had  never  defign’d  ir, 
he  return’d  even  without  having  Audience  of  his  Majefty.  Thefe 
Conferences  with  the  Baron  were  kept  very  fecret ;  and  ’twas  known 
afterwards  that  the  Envoy  was  gone  to  Mittau  in  Courland ,  to  the  Duke 
of  Ormond ,  who  was  alfo  there  incognito ,  with  a  Commiflion  of  the 
Chevalier,  to  whom  fome  wou’d  have  it  that  the  Czar  had  given 
Hopes,  that  he  wou’d  favour  his  afeending  the  Britijh  Throne,  in  cafe 
the  King  of  Sweden  wou’d  confent  to  the  Conditions  of  Peace  pro- 
pofed  by  Baron  Goertz ,  make  an  Offenfive  and  Defenftve  Alliance 
againftKing  George ,  and  on  his  Side  lend  a  helping  Hand  towards  the 
dethroning  his  Majefty.  The  Meafures  taken  by  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  (in  Quality  of  Condirecftor  of  the  Circle  of  Lower  Saxony)  to 
oblige  the  Czar  to  withdraw  his  Forces  from  Mecklemburg ,  may  have 
giyen  rife  to  thefe  Thoughts,  and  ferved  at  leaft  for  a  Pretence  to  his 
Czarian  Majefty  for  the  Defigns  aferib’d  to  him,  the  Hanoverian  Troops, 
in  executing  the  Imperial  Mandate,  not  having  fpared  the  3000  Muff 
covites  left  in  the  Service  of  the  Duke  of  Mecklemburg  ;  who  increafed 
his  Forces,  in  order  to  maintain  his  Refufal  of  giving  Satisfatftion  to 
his  Nobility.  The  Peace  with  Sweden ,  in  which  his  Britannick  Ma¬ 
jefty  as  Eleflor  prevented  him  fince,  in  1719,  and  his  procuring  it  to 
the  ocher  Northern  Allies,  have  a  little  heighten’d  his  Refentment,  al- 
tho’  his  Czarian  Majefty  had  for  a  long  time  begun  to  treat  feparately, 
exclufive  of  them :  In  fine,  the  Coolnefs  fubfifts  ftill  between  thofe 
two  Princes. 

But,  to  return  to  my  Subject ;  they  who  had  put  the  Conftru&ion 
aforemention’d  to  the  Favour  fhown  by  the  Czar  to  Baron  Goertz ,  and 
the  Pafsport  granted  him,  were  not  a  little  pleafed  at  finding  themfelves 
1718.  noc  tniftaken  ;  when  in  the  Beginning  of  1718,  they  heard  for  certain 
that  Abo  was  already  nam’d  for  the  Place  of  Congrefs  to  treat  of  a 
Peace,  and  that  the  Ruffian  Plenipotentiaries  were  on  the  Road 
thither.  They  were  out,  however,  in  fome  part  of  their  politick 
Conje<5hires,  in  that  the  Treaty  was  not  likely  to  be  general,  as  they 
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had  flattered  -themfelves ,•  for  they  were  inform’d  at  the  fame  time, 
that  the  Court  of  ‘Petersburg, ,  far  from  inviting  their  Allies  to  fend 
Plenipotentiaries  thither,  had  at  firft  made  a  perfed:  Myftery  of  it  to 
their  Minifters.  That  when  they  cou’d  no  longer  hide  it  from  them, 
they  pretended  Twas  only  to  hear  fome  Propofals  of  the  King  of 
Sweden ,  which  concern'd  his  Czarian  Majefty  in  particular.  That 
as  for  the  reft,  Care  fhou’d  be  taken  not  to  conclude  any  thing  to 
their  Prejudice  j  and  that  Permiflion  had  been  refufed  to  all  thefe  Mi¬ 
nifters,  except  that  of  Prujfia ,  to  accompany  his  Czarian  Majefty, 
who  was  to  fail  with  his  Fleet  into  that  Neighbourhood,  in  order  to 
be  nearer  at  hand  to  hear  thefe  Propofals,  and  give  his  Anfwers  and 
Refolutions.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Emperor  did  not  ceafe  exhort¬ 
ing  their  Majefties  and  their  Allies  to  conclude  a  general  Peace,  by  a 
Meeting  both  of  the  Plenipotentiaries  of  (the  Parties  concern’d,  and  of 
the  Potentates  who  were  to  be  Mediators  ;  but  Sweden  and  Mufcovy 
had  already  agreed  to  do  their  Bufmefs  by  themfelves,  without  his 
Imperial  Majefty’s  Counfel  or  Mediation  j  and  whether  Abo,  the  Place 
nam’d  before  by  the  Mufcovites  for  a  Place  of  Congrefs,  was  not  a- 
greeable  to  the  Swedes ,  they  preferred  to  it  one  of  the  Ifles  of  Aland, 
and  the  Choice  fell  upon  that  of  Lofto ;  and  as  every  tolerable  Habi¬ 
tation  there  had  been  before  burnt  and  demoliih’d  by  the  Mufcovites ,  a 
Houfe  for  the  Conferences,  and  Lodgings  for  the  Plenipotentiaries, 
were  built  on  each  fide. 

In  January  fome  Bufmefs  call’d  me  to  Orebro ,  which  being  flnifh’d, 
and  the  Weather  being  admirably  good  for  travelling  on  Sledges,  I 
took  the  Opportunity  to  go  to  Falun  to  fee  its  famous  Copper  Mine. 
Leaving  Orebro  on  the  27th  in  the  Afternoon,  and  taking  my  Road 
to  the  North,  I  ftop’d  about  a  Mile  off  at  the  Houfe  of  the  Ombutzrod 
Mr.  Fief,  which  is  pretty  well  built,  tho’  of  Wood,  with  an  agreeable 
Garden  and  Green-Houfe  :  It  is  alfo  very  beneficial,  by  reafon  of  the 
Sulphur  Mine  and  Foundery  that  are  dependent  upon  it,  and  are  rec¬ 
kon’d  the  moft  confiderable  of  any  in  Sweden .  The  Houfe  is  call’d 
Swavelbruk ,  from  the  Name  of  the  Foundery.  I  was  receiv’d  there  very 
civilly  by  the  Servants,  in  the  Abfence  of  their  Mafter  and  Miftrefs, 
and  I  lodged  there  that  Night.  I  proceeded  on  the  28th  to  Wedwo , 
where  Mr.  Erenpreus,  who  was  therewith  Mr.  Fief’s  Lady,  and  a  great 
deal  of  Company  of  their  Relations,  treated  me  according  to  his  ufua’i 
manner,  that  is  to  fay,  extraordinary  well,  and  kept  me  with  him  till 
the  30th  in  the  Evening,  when  I  went  to  lie  at  Linda  or  Lindberg  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Maps,  in  Company  with  the  Curate  of  this  little  Town, 
which  is  about  a  Mile  from  Wedwo  to  the  North  Weft.  It  is  ancient, 
and  that  is  all  that  is  remarkable  in  it. 

The  next  Day,  pafting  by  the  South  Weft  of  Weftmama ,  I  faw  Ram - 
hytta,  with  the  Forges  and  Foundery  of  this  Name,  which  are  kept  in 
Repair  at  the  Expence,  and  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Curate  and  the  Inha¬ 
bitants  of  that  Place,  and  yield  a  good  Quantity  of  Iron.  Half  a 
Mile  farther  I  faw  the  Mine  call’d  Strojfa  Grufwan ,  which  pro- 
mifed  (as  they  fay)  very  well  at  its  firft  breaking  open  ;  but  now 
yields  but  little  Metal,  tho’  very  good.  From  thence  I  went  on  by 
the  South  of  Dalecarlia ,  to  the  Forges  and  Founderies  call’d  Riddar 
Hyttar.  On  the  3  ift,  I  entered  into  Geftricia ,  and  purlued  my  Journey 
to  the  North,  by  feveral  Mines  of  Iron  and  above  Thirty  Forges,  and 
almoft  as  many  Foundaries,  which  this  Province  has  in  three  or  four  Pa- 
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riflies.  Thofe  of  Forfoker  are  reckon’d  to  be  300  Years  old  ;  but  are 
now  fo  overflow’d  with  Water  for  the  moft  part,  that  they  have  been 
obliged  to  abandon  them.  They  have  begun  again  within  thefe 
Thirty  Years  to  work  with  fome  Advantage  at  that  call’d  Stillgrufwan . 
Gyoskgrufwan ,  which  they  have  broken  open  in  the  Neighbourhood 
within  thefe  Forty  Years,  produced  (as  they  fay)  at  firft  a  great  Quan- 
ty  of  good  Metal  ;  but  the  falling  in  of  a  grey  and  barren  Rock  call’d 
in  Swedijh  Groberg. ,  has  clofed  its  richeft  Veins.  There  are  befides  fe- 
veral  others,  known  by  different  Names,  that  have  been  open’d  at  di¬ 
vers  times  here  and  there  with  tolerable  Succefs  within  few  Years. 
Thefe  Mines,  with  the  abundance  of  Wood  in  the  Neighbourhood, 
and  the  Rapidity  of  many  running  Waters  fo  favourable  or  rather  necef- 
fary  for  the  Forges  and  Founderies,  make  amends  for  the  Rarrennefs 
both  of  this  Province  and  Dalecarlia  its  Neighbour.  The  pooreft  Inha¬ 
bitants  who  have  no  concern  in  the  Mines,  &c.  are  far  from  the  Sea, 
eat  feldom  any  other  Bread  but  what  they  make  of  the  Bark  of  Trees  ; 
of  which  I’ll  fpeak  hereafter. 

On  the  2d  of  February  I  arrived  at  Falun ,  a  City  in  this  latter  Pro¬ 
vince,  about  vvhofe  Situation  I  fhall  take  the  Liberty  to  fay,  that  the 
ancient  Geographers  are  generally  deceiv’d,  and  have  been  followed 
therein  by  moft  of  the  Moderns  :  They  extending  the  Bounds  of  Ge- 
Jlricia  as  far  as  Lake  Sillian ,  and  regulating  thofe  of  Dalecarlia  pro- 
portionably,  between  the  Limits  whereof  and  the  other  they  place 
this  Town  ,*  whereas,  according  to  the  Account  of  the  Inhabitants, 
’tis  fix  Miles  within  the  Province  of  Dalecarlia  to  the  North  Weft.  I 
view’d  this  City  on  the  3d,  which  is  the  largeft,  tho’  not  the  hand- 
fomeft  in  Sweden  next  Stockholm ;  it  has  two  pretty  large  Churches, 
whereof  that  which  they  call  the  Town  Church  is  well  built,  at  lead 
according  to  the  manner  of  the  Country;  the  other  isnotfo  handfome; 
and  for  itsHoufcs,  they  are  generally  low  and  little.  Tis  very  agree¬ 
ably  fituated  to  the  South  of  it  near  Lake  Rand,  into  which  the  River 
Aa  difcharges  itfelf,  after  having  divided  it  into  two  Parts  almoft  e- 
qual  ;  and  to  the  Eaft,  at  the  Foot  of  the  great  Mountain  call’d  Stora 
Koparberg.  It  has  to  the  North  Eaft  and  North  Weft  feveral  barren 
and  difagreeable  Hills  ;  but  to  make  amends,  they  are  accompanied 
with  Variety  of  fertile  Vallies,  Gardens  and  Meadows,  which  lie  be¬ 
tween  them.  I  went  from  the  fide  of  this  Lake  about  the  eighth  part 
of  a  Mile  to  the  Eaft,  and  palled  thro’  a  fort  of  Hutts,  where  there 
are  Furnaces  continually  burning  to  melt  and  new  eaft  the  Mineral; 
near  which  I  found  the  Mine,  which  had  no  City  near  it  till  1624. 
I  ought  to  have  faid  I  found  a  Company  of  Mines,  for  they  diftin- 
guifh  and  reckon  up  to  the  Number  of  17  different  ones,  or  rather  they 
divide  it  into  17  Parts,  as  having  fo  many  Openings  that  are  dug  in  the 
Heart  of  Stora  Koparberg. ,  *  or  the  great  Copper  Mountain,  which  is 

*  ( a )  ft)  ft)  ftf)  &C.  at  the  Top  of  the  Plan  reprefents  only  the  Openings  of  the  "Mines,  where* 
by  you  defeend  into  them,  with  their  refpeblive  Wheels  and  Machines,  (a)  ft)  ft)  (d)  &C.

tom  of  the  fame  Plan  is  Koparberg  Houfe,  and  is  a  fine  Building,  accompanied  with  a  Chappel, 
where  Divine  Service  is  regularly  perform’ d  by  a  Chaplain  paid  out  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Mine. 
What  they  call  the.  great  Senate  meets  fometimes  in  this  Houfe  with  75  Deputies.  (23)  If 
the  DireBor s  Houfe .  ft)  Is  the  Old  Court  of  Juft  ice,  ft)  Is  an  Hof  pit  al  for  the  Miners  who 
are  wounded  or  difabled,  (20)  Are  Markets  wh?re  the  Miners  are  furnifoed  with  Provifions  at 
a  moderate  Price.  The  other  Buildings  round  about  are  Houfies  and  Shops  for  Carpenters  and 
Smiths,  who  feef  the  Machines  in  Repair,  and  Lodgings  for  the  Majler  Miners . 
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the  proper  Name  of  this  Mine.  The  larged  Opening,  (A)  (A)  (B)  Print 
XXXVI.  is  in  the  Middle  of  thefe  Mines,  which  are  call’d  to  the  Eaft 
Langgrufwa ,  mark’d  (18)  ( 19),  and  Maroftines  Grufwan  (f)  to  the 
Weft  Sktargrufwan ,  and  to  the  South  \ Drottrimg-grufwan  or  the  Queens 
Mine  (Yy).  Nilfgrufwan  (16).  Sharfgrufwan  the  oldeft  of  all  (12,). 
This  Artificial  Abyfs  Seem’d  to  me  like  that  of  Mount  Vefuv'ms,  for 
the  Largenefs  and  Depth  of  it,  which  is  very  vifible  to  any  one  who 
looks  down  from  the  Sides  of  it.  The  Smoke  which  iffues  from  ic,  as 
well  as  out  of  the  Furnaces’aforementioned,  is  not  lefs  offenfive  and  dis¬ 
agreeable  than  that  of  the  aforefaid  Mountain,  and  the  Sulphurous  Smell 
which  ftrikes  the  Noftrils,  cauSes  frequent  Sneezings  in  them  who 
are  not  uSed  to  it.  Tis  reckon’d  about  260  Fathom  in  Circumference, 
about  7©  in  vifible  Depth,  and  as  much  more  when  you  defeend  to 
the  laft  Bottom,  if  I  may  So  Speak ;  in  which  there  are  alSo  Several 
Mouths  call’d  Schachtets ,  or  Holes,  which  have  their  different  Names 
as  thoSe  mark’d  (a)  (b)  (c)  (d)  (c)  (e)  (f)  (g)  (h)  (i)  (k)  (1)  (m) 
00  (°)  (p)  (q)  CO  CO  (0  (x)  (y)  (14)  Reger ings  Schachtet ,  or  the 
Government s  Hole ;  ‘Drottning  Ulricks  Schachtet ,  that  of  Qiteen  Ulrica . 
Without  the  Mine  are  divers  large  Receptacles  for  Water,  which  paf- 
fing  thro’  Pipes  and  Canals  (1)  (2)  (4)  (7)  (6)  (10)  &c.  Set  them 
at  work ;  and  each  Machine  is  accompanied  with  two  HouSes,  one 
for  the  Dire&or  of  it,  and  another  for  a  Notary,  as  at  Queen  Ulrick’s 
Hole  mark’d  (k)  5  (b)  YAngCharles  XI.  and  XII.  Holes,  and  (n)  that 
of  the  Regency,  which  laft  is  450  Foot  deep. 

Some  of  thefe  Mines,  as  I  have  already  hinted,  are  cultivated ; 
and  others  rendred  uSeleSs  by  the  falling  in  of  the  Earth  and  Rocks, 
which  kill  or  bury  alive  every  Year,  or  rather  every  Month,  Several 
of  their  Workmen,  who  unwillingly  dig  their  own  Graves;  and,  in 
Searching  for  Treasures,  find  their  Deaths  in  this  Infernal  or,  Subterra¬ 
neous  Kingdom;  but  a  Week  before  my  Arrival  two  had  been  crulh’d 
to  pieces,  and  three  more  lamed.  Thefe  frelh  and  frequent  Examples 
of  Danger  Setting  Some  Bounds  to  my  Curiofity,  I  went  down  into  the 
lead  perillous  Places,  partly  by  Steps  cut  in  the  Rock  or  by  Ladders, 
and  partly  perched  upon  Buckets,  faftened  to  Chains  like  thoSe  at 
Sahlberg .  I  came  from  out  of  this  Subterraneous  World  as  black  as  a 
Chimney  Sweeper,  and  almoft  Suffocated  by  the  Sulphurous  and  vi- 
triolous  Smell  which  it  calls  forth  s  after  having  observ’d  the  People 
employ’d  therein  in  breaking  the  Rock,  filling  the  Basket  and  Buckets 
with  the  Mineral,  call’d  Malm ,  which  is  drawn  up  into  it  by  Several 
Machines  and  Wheels ;  befides  the  Wheels  that  are  at  Several  of  the 
Openings  turn’d  by  HorSes,  Several  very  curious  and  ingenious  Ma¬ 
chines.  The  mod  curious  of  thefe  is  the  mod  ufelefs,  or  rather  of  no 
Ufe  at  all  ;  and  coft  the  Mailer  Miners,  who  are  concern’d  in  the 
Charges  of  working  the  Mine,  above  9000  Crowns  ;  it  was  the  Inven¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Tolhielm  ;  and  the  Draught  of  it  was  engraven  and  printed 
at  Am (l er dam  by  Sam .  Bufchenfeld. 

The  Mine  of  Koparberg  is  efteem’d  the  mod  ancient  and  moll  fa¬ 
mous  for  that  Metal  in  Europe .  They  make  it  to  have  been  disco¬ 
vered  time  out  qf  Mind ;  becaufe  the  Monks  of  a  famous  Monaftery 
that  was  in  the  Town,  being  difperfed  or  driven  away  by  the  Refor¬ 
mation,  carried  away  with  them,  as  they  fay,  the  Records.  Some 
affirm,  that  they  began  to  transport  Copper  from  hence  into  Foreign 
Parts  long  before  the  Birth  of  JeSus  Chrift  ;  and  Some  Manufcripts  that 
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are  to  be  found  in  private  Hands  fpeak  of  its  flouriftnng  State  yoo 
Years  ago,  but  no  longer. 

The  old  Utenfils,  made  entirely  of  Brafs,  as  Mattocks,  Hatchets, 
Naiis,  &c.  befides  the  Arms  of  the  fame  Metal,  as  Sabres,  Poniards, 
Knives,  Arrows,  &c.  which  are  yet  to  be  feen  in  the  College  of  An¬ 
tiquities,  prove  plain  enough  that  this  Metal  was  firft  in  Ufe  here  ; 
and  I  am  apt  to  believe,  that,  after  Leather,  it  was  the  firft  Money 
throughout  the  World.  We  are  fufEciently  inform’d  in  Hiftory,  that 
Brafs  Money  was  firft  ufed  among  the  Romans  during  the  Confuiihip 
of  Servius  ''Tullius  ;  that  Silver  was  not  coined  till  under  that  of  C. 
Ogulnius  and  C.  Fabius ,  about  five  Years  before  the  cPunick  War  ;  and 
that  Gold  was  not  known  till  61  Years  afterwards. 

This  Mine  has  annually  produced  (according  to  the  Accounts  kept 
in  the  Miner’s  College)  20321  weight  of  Brafs  for  Eighty  Years  to¬ 
gether,  but  it  has  begun  to  decay  fince  1650;  for,  they  fay,  that  with¬ 
in  thefe  30  Years,  that  there  happened  a  terrible  falling  in  of  the  Earth, 
which  has  coft  the  Workmen  a  great  deal  of  dangerous  and  unprofita¬ 
ble  Trouble,  it  has  yielded  but  6000  Shippunds ,  tho’  they  work  with 
more  Application,  Force  and  Affiduity,  and  employ  a  greater  Number 
than  ever. 

The  Maftcr  Miners  were  complaining  at  the  time  I  was  there,  that 
the  Government,  inftead  of  encouraging  them  by  new  Privileges,  had 
taken  from  them  thofe  they  had,  as  a  Power  of  giving  Liberty  and 
Shelter  to  Criminals,  or  thofe  who  were  profecuted  for  Debts,  and 
the  Liberty  of  felling  their  Brafs  to  whom  they  plealed,  and  to  tran- 
fport  it  whither  they  wou’d,  and  Coin  Money,  &c.  and  that  their  Con¬ 
tributions  were  increafed,  and  a  new  Tax  laid  upon  that  Metal;  info- 
much,  that,  according  to  a  Calculation  that  I  have  feen  among  fome 
of  them,  they  paid  more  than  a  half  of  what  they  got  to  the  Crown  j 
and  their  Charges  and  Labour  deducted,  they  have  not  above  a  Twenty 
Fifth  part  to  themfelves. 

The  Comptroller  of  the  Mines  at  Kopparberg ,  and  of  all  the  Coal 
which  is  brought  thither,  ufed  me  with  all  the  Civility  that  was  in  his 
Power,  in  the  Abfence  of  Mr.  Swabe ,  the  Director,  He  is  a  very  ho- 
neft  Man,  but  being  fubjed  to  walk  in  his  Sleep,  had  the  Misfortune,  6 
Years  before,  to  throw  himfelf  out  of  a  Window,  3  or  4  Stories  high, 
into  the  Street,  at  Stockholm ,  dreaming  he  was  upon  a  Sledge,  and  that 
it  was  overturn’d.  He  fell  dire&dy  upon  his  Back  fide,  which  probably 
lav’d  his  Life,  but  he  could  never  recover  the  Ufe  of  his  Limbs,*  and 
indeed  it  was  a  Wonder  all  his  Bones  were  not  broke  in  pieces  by  To 
terrible  a  Shock.  He  gave  me  a  great  Infight  into  this  Mine,  and  pre- 
fented  me  with  feveral  Pieces  of  the  Mineral,  among  which  was  fom6 
Virgin  Copper,  which  they  found  as  well  refin’d  and  purified  by  Na¬ 
ture,  as  ’tis  poffible  to  render  it  by  Art.  He  gave  me  alfo  two  Sorts 
of  lmall  Money,  which  were  formerly  coin’d  by  the  Proprietors  of  the 
Mine,  when  they  had  that  Privilege:  The  ill  has  on  one  fide  die 
Arms  and  Name  of  the  Prince  who  gave  it  them,  and  on  the  other 
thofe  o l  TDalecarlia,  and  two  Arrows  laid  a-crofs;  and  the  biggeft  of 
that  Sort,  which  is  about  the  fize  of  a  Silver  Crown,  Went  for  a  Penny. 
The  2d  Sort  have  a  Pair  of  Bellows  with  a  Furhace,  arid  this  Infcri- 
ption  in  Swedijh  upon  the  Reverfe,  Sligh  Katt  Roll ,  i.  e.  a  Tun  of 
Coals.  Thefe  are  Marks  which  they  give  to  thofe  who  fprnifii  Coals 
as  Obligations  to  pay  the  Value  of  them,  and  they  receive  them  again 
when  they  pay  them.  Leaving 
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Leaving  Falun  on  the  3d,  I  went  to  lye  3  Miles  and  a  half  from  it,  Finfpon. 
at  Mr.  : Tolhielm's ,  who  was  then  with  the  King,  about  the  Project  of 
Throllhetta .  I  faw  his  Water  Engines  with  abundance  of  Admiration  ;  by 
the  Means  whereof  four  Perfons  putting  them  in  Motion  in  my 
Prefence,  and  dire&ing  and  applying  the  Tin  between  the  Hammers, 

Anvils,  Wheels,  and  other  Inftruments,  made  different  Parts  of  the 
Vefleis  which  the  King  had  prefer’d  to  Silver,  and  turn'd  them  into  any 
Shape,  as  neatly,  more  conveniently,  in  greater  Quantity,  and  with 
more  Expedition,  than  30  of  the  moll  diligent  Workmen  could  do  by 
the  ordinary  Methods. 

On  the  the  4th  I  arriv’d  at  Gefle,  about  5  Miles  farther  upon  the  Gefle. 
Borders,  and  almoft  at  the  Mouth  of  the  Gulph  of  Bothnia :  This 
Town  is  agreeably  fituated  at  the  Bottom  of  a  long  Bay,  where  the 
larged  Shipping  may  call  Anchor,-  and  a  little  River,  very  full  of 
Fifh,  difeharges  itfeif  into  this  Bay,  after  running  thro’  the  City,  and 
gliding  by  the  Side  of  a  great  publick  Magazine  for  Iron,  which  is 
called  the  Jiernwagh  or  Ballance ,  on  Account  of  the  great  Scales  there 
kept  to  weigh  that  Metal.  ’Tis  a  very  large  Building,  having  within 
a  handfome  fquare  Court,  which  takes  its  Figure  from  it ;  it  is  the 
fined  and  moll  regular  of  the  Sort  of  any  in  Sweden,  comprehending 
feveral  little  Magazines  belonging  to  particular  Perfons,  befides  the 
Ballance .  The  Entrances  into  them  are  under  Arches,  difpofed  and 
ranged  with  abundance  of  Symmetry,  and  rail’d  in  for  the  mod  Part 
with  Baluders  of  the  fame  Metal  s  there  are  alfo  fome  very  good 
Rooms  for  Offices. 

The  Town  has  two  Churches,  and  a  number  of  good  Houfes, 
with  a  Cadle,  which,  tho’  built  after  the  antique  Manner,  may  make 
it  edeem’d  a  very  pretty  Place.  General  Hamilton ,  who  had  a  little 
before  been  made  Governour  of  Hel(ingiay  Geftricia ,  Heridalia ,  Tempt ia , 
and  Anghermania ,  being  there,  I  went  to  pay  him  my  Refpe&s,  and 
was  very  obligingly  receiv’d  by  him.  I  left  Gefle  on  the  5th  in  the 
Evening,  and  the  Night  being  very  clear,  and  the  Road  very  fit  for 
Travelling  in  a  Sledge,  I  dop’d  no  where  but  to  change  Horfes, 
reach’d  Upfal  the  6th,  before  eight  in  the  Morning,  tho’  at  10  Miles 
Didance,  and  haying  reded  my  felf  till  Noon,  I  got  again  into  my 
Sledge,  in  order  to  go  to  Stockholm ,  whither  I  arrived  about  fix  at 
Night.  A  few  Days  afeer  I  received  from  Conflantinople  the  Letter  in 
the  Appendix ,  concerning  the  War  declared  by  Germany  againd  the 
Borte,  and  its  happy  Succefs. 

Neverthelefs,  my  Curiofity  was  not  quite  fatisfied,  it  having  Jong 
infpired  me  with  a  Defign  to  vifit  Lapland ,  before  I  left  Scandina - 
via ;  my  Defire  of  travelling  and  feeing  the  World  before  my  leaving  it, 
being  rather  encreas’d  than  decreas’d.

CHAP.  XII. 

Of  Lapland  ;  its  Inhabitants ;  their  <JJVlanner  of 
Encamping  and  Living-,  their  Rhen-Decrs. 

SCARCE  had  I  begun  to  enjoy  the  Sweets  of  Repofe,  after  ha¬ 
ving  run  from  Place  to  Place,  vifiting  .the  feveral  Towns,  Pro¬ 
vinces,  Mines  and  Forges  of  Sweden ,  and  making  the  above-mention’d 
Remarks  ;  when  Mr.  Otho  Clinkonflrom ,  one  of  his  Swedifij  Majefty’s 
Secretaries,  ask’d  me  if  I  continued  in  the  Refolution  he  had  heard  of, 
of  adding  an  Account  of  Lapland  to  my  other  Travels  ;  for  if  I  did, 
he  wou’d  accompany  me  thither.  I  immediately  accepted  the  Offer, 
without  confuting  any  thing  but  my  ufual  Curiofity  5  and  on  the  7th 
of  April  we  fet  out  from  Stockholm.  Inftead  of  beginning  directly  and 
regularly  our  Journey  as  we  ought  to  have  done,  thro'  Upland,Geftnck - 
land  and  Helfingland ,  and  continuing  it  Northward,  Coafting  the 
BothnickQ ulph,  we  began  it  very  irregularly  towards  the  South  Weft, 
thro’  Fierdundria ,  Weft  mania,  Nericia  and  Wermerlandia ,  where  we 
were  obliged  to  make  ufefometimes  of  a  Chaife,  fometimes  of  Horfes, 
the  Seafon  for  the  Sledge,  one  of  the  quickeli  and  eafieft  ways  of 
travelling,  being  at  that  time  over.  The  Roads  proving  very  bad, 
we  did  not  reach  Carlftadt  till  the  nth,  from  whence  we  proceeded  to 
the  North  Weft  of  Halecarlia ,  where  the  Ground  was  cover’d  with 
Snow,  and  the  Lakes  and  Rivers  with  Ice  ;  and  if  I  may  ufe  the  Ex- 
preftion,  we  overtook  the  Winter,  which  feem’d  to  fly  before  us.  We 
crofs’d  a  good  part  of  this  Province,  without  feeing  any  thing  but  a 
great  Number  of  Woods,  Mountains  and  Rocks,  fome  Lakes  and 
fome  Rivers  ;  and  on  their  Banks  a  few  Villages,  the  common  Food  of 
whofe  Inhabitants  is  Bread  made  with  the  Rind  of  Trees. 

On  the  17th  we  enter ’d  Heridalia,  which,  they  tell  us,  was  formerly 
call’d  Ridgothia ;  its  Situation  is  between  the  62  d  and  63d  Degree  of 
Latitude,  and  the  35'th  and  36th  of  Longitude.  Some  Authors  give  it 
its  Name  from  Heriulfs ,  a  quondam  King  of  that  Province.  Others  from 
Heriadalen ,  or  the  Defart  of  Herian ,  nothing  being  formerly  feen  but 
wild  Beafts,  who  fled  for  Ihelter  to  its  Woods,*  but  thefe  having  fince 
been  cut  and  burnt  down,  ’tis  become  the  mo  ft  fruitful  Part  of  the  whole 
Province,  efpecially  in  the  Meadows  and  Pafture  Grounds,  of  which  an 
infinite  Number  are  to  be  found  along  the  River  Herian ,  which  flows 
thro’  this  wild  Country.  Such  fertile  Paftures  are  alfo  to  be  met  with 
upon  the  Banks  of  feveralLakes,  as  Heriafco ,  Hundfan ,  Watfion ,  &c.  and 
alfo  upon  thofe  of  feveral  Rivers  which  wafh  the  Country.  The  moft 
confiderable  of  thefe  Rivers  is  Lufna ,  famous  in  Fable,  which  tells  us 
Hie  was  the  eldeft  of  three  Sifters,  who  upon  a  Difpute  between  ’em, 
(which,  as  ’tis  wholly  foreign  to  my  Purpofe,  I  lhall  omit),  were 
chang’d  into  three  Rivers;  of  whom  the  eldeft  firft  rifing  from  the 
Mountains,  tvhich  on  that  Side  parts  Sweden  item  Norway,  rouledhcr 
Silver  Waters,  as  Ihe  does  to  this  Day  thro’  Heridalia  and  Helfingland , 
as  far  as  the  Bothnick  Gulph  ;  the  fccond,  named  Liogna ,  out  of  mere 
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Contradiction  and  Antipathy,  a  thing  at  that  time  perhaps  already 
common  enough  amongft  Sifters,  turn'd  her  Current  into  Norway ;  and 
that  Gloma,  theyoungeft,  endeavouring  to  get  at  a  goodDiftance  from 
the  other  two,  took  her  Courfe  thro'  Jemptland  and  Madelpad. 

On  the  zid  we  lefi tHeridalia,  and  that  Evening  entering  into  Jempt - 
land ,  we  lay  at  the  firft  Stage,  and  amongft  feveral  Rivers  and  Lakes, 
which  we  crofted.  The  next  Day  we  travelTd  between  Four  and  Fivs 
*  Swedijh  Miles  upon  that  Lake,  which  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Pro¬ 
vince  call  Storazion,  or  the  great  Sea,  Twelve  Miles  long  and  Six  over, 
which,  to  the  beft  of  my  Knowledge,  none  of  the  Hydographifts  have 
named ;  after  which  we  crofted  three  or  four  other  lefter  Lakes  and 
two  Rivers,  the  former  call’d  uinflinftrom ,  and  the  latter  Meurfell -  Jemptiai 

from.  We  then  met  Major-General  Horn ,  who  was  going  to  viftt  and 
give  fome  neceflary  Orders  to  the  Garrifons  of  Terpfskanz  and  Hoverf- 
skanz,  two  little  Forts  upon  the  Frontiers,  to  whom  my  Fellow  Tra¬ 
veller  was  alfo  to  carry  fome  Orders  from  the  King  his  Mafter;  and 
joining  Companies,  we  lay  that  Night  at  Meurfill,  a  pretty  good  Vil¬ 
lage,  juft  on  the  Banks  of  a  River  to  which  it  gives  or  from  which  it 
receives  its  Name. 

On  the  24th  we  continued  our  Journey,  which  had  already  been 
favour’d  by  15*  Lakes,  and  as  many  Rivers  at  leaft,  in  Sledges,  then 
on  the  Snow  for  above  a  quarter  of  a  Mile,  and  then  upon  the  Ice  of 
Underzion,  a  Lake  near  two  Miles  long  ,*  and  at  about  a  Mile  beyond 
that  we  came  to  the  River  Kalftrom,  on  the  Eaft  fide  of  which  flood 
the  abovemention  d  little  Fort  of  Terpfskanz ,  where  we  dined  ;  and  Yerpfskanz. 
whilft  Meftieurs  Horn  and  Clinkonftrom  were  taken  up  with  Bufinefs, 

I  made  it  mine  to  look  about  me,  but  cou’d  find  nothing  either  re¬ 
markable  or  advantageous  in  the  Fort  but  its  Situation,  by  which  it 
commanded  the  Paftage  of  the  River,*  whofe  Waters,  tho’  at  that  time 
low,  were  very  deep,  and  its  Banks  here  and  there  bordered  the  high 
Mountains.  The  Fort  itfelf  was  a  heavy  antique  Piece  of  Building, 
and  its  Garrifon  confifted  of  about  55  or  60  Men.  Leaving  this  Place, 
we  crofted  the  River  upon  a  wooden  Bridge  about  80  Paces  long,  and 
travelfd  upon  the  Snow  for  about  three  quarters  of  a  Mile  i  and  then 
upon  the  Ice  of  the  Lake  Orezion ,  or  Sea  of  Oars ,  in  which  the  River 
SDover  runs,  which  was  ftill  frozen  ;  and  between  three  and  four  in 
the  Afternoon  we  reach’d  TOoverfskanz ,  fituated  upon  its  Weftern  Shore,  Doverf- 
and  to  which  it  gives  its  Name.  This  River  rifes  in  the  Neighbour-  skanz. 
hood  of  Hrontheim  or  Nydrofta  in  Norway,  not  above  feven  or  eight 
Miles  from  this  Fort,  which  was  pretty  well  cover’d  with  Gabions, 
but  had  no  Advantage  beyond  Terpfskanz ,  excepting  that  its  Garrifon 
confifted  of  about  20  Men  more.  Beyond  this  we  cou’d  find  no  Road 
leading  dire&ly  to  Umeo  ;  as  far  as  which  my  Fellow  Traveller  was 
ordered  by  the  King  to  regulate  the  Tofts,  purfuant  to  a  new  Scheme 
drawn  up  by  the  Baron  de  Goertz }  upon  which  we  determin'd  to  return 
back,  in  Company  with  General  Horn,  who  had  invited  us  to  Frozen- 
hojf,  his  ufual  Place  of  Refidence,  about  nine  Miles  from  Hoverskanz , 
on  the  Eaft  fide  of  Storazion.  That  Night  it  rain’d  exceftively,  info- 
much  that  we  were  obliged  to  lay  at  Meruit za,  a  little  Village  about  a 
Mile  on  this  fide  of  the  Fort  which  we  had  juft  left.  ThisVillage  (lands 
at  the  Bottom  of  a  Hill  call’d  Oreskutta ,  or  Vefjels  with  Oars ,  and  Oreskutta,’ 

*  I'll  continue  to  reckon ,  even  in  Lapland,  by  Swedifh  Miles ,  viz.  of  fix,  Englifh  ones  yer

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which  gives  part  of  its  Name  to  Otezfon.  Upon  this  Hill  it  is,  that  4 
great  many  of  thofe  who  deal  in  ancient  wonderful  Stories,  tell  us 
very  ferioufly  and  pofitively,  that  Noah’s  Ark  firft  teftedv  The  late  Mr, 
Olaus  Rudbeck  allures  us,  that  feveral  Oars,  and  other  Pieces  of  Ship*- 
wreck,  were  found  upon  this  Mountain ;  which  doubdefs  were 
brought  there,  he  fays,  by  the  Waters  of  the  Deluge,  and  which 
have  given  this  Mountain  its  Name.  The  fame  Author  has  very 
poetically  lodged  Tluto ,  with  his  whole  Court,  iii  Jmptland j  th6* 
begging  Pardon  for  contradicting  fo  vaft  and  fruitful  a  GehiuS,  that 
Deity,  who  derives  his  Name  from  rJA«T(^,  Rich,  might  much  more 
agreeably  to  his  Character,  have  been  placed  amongft  the  Mines  of 
Sahlberg ,  Falun  and  TTanmora,  or  in  fome  other  Province  where  Mines 
abound,  than  in  this  which  can  boalt  of  one  only  calfd  Alderffld  Sil- 
vergruva ;  in  which,  indeed,  they  fay  feveral  Veins  of  Silver  and  of 
Copper  have  been  difcover’d  ;  but  which,  notwithftanding  this,  they 
have  abandon'd. 

The  next  Day,  being  the  lyth,  we  repalfed  the  feveral  Lakes  and 
Rivers  which  I  before  mention'd  j  and  having  reach'd  Storazion ,  we 
travelfd  five  Miles  upon  that  Lake  with  incredible  Swiftnefs,  and  about 
Seven  in  the  Evening  we  arriv'd  at  Frozzenhoff, \  where  we  were  re¬ 
ceiv’d  and  treated  as  kindly  as  we  had  been  invited.  This  Frozzen¬ 
hoff  is  one  of  thofe  Houfes,  which  with  fome  fertile  Fields,  good  Fa¬ 
ilures,  Woods,  and  other  Appurtenances,  were  reunited  to  the  Crown 
under  the  Reign  of  Charles  XI.  and  are  align'd  over  to  fome  Officers 
of  the  Army,  as  an  honourable  and  fettled  Income,  almoft  as  the  Tt- 
mariots  and  others  have  among!!  the  Turks.  Amongft  other  Things, 
I  employ’d  fome  time  here  in  examining  their  Skidders,  for  fo  they  call 
a  kind  of  Pattin,  as  ( k )  in  the  Print  XXXVII.  of  which  (6)  and  (n) 
are  reprefented  making  ufe  of  in  the  Print  XXXVIII.  with  which 
they  Hide  upon  the  Snow  when  well  frozen,  and  which  I  had  taken 
fome  little  Notice  of,  while  I  pafs’d  thro'  T)alecarlia ,  where  they  chiefly 
make  ufe  of  them  in  hunting  the  Elk,  and  the  Wild  Rhen-TDeer. 
Thefc  Pattins  are  made  with  Wood;  and  I  have  been  very  ferioufly 
allur’d,  that  thofe  who  know  how  to  ufe  'em  very  cleverly,  can  in 
Hiding  out-ftrip  the  very  fwifteft  Beafts  of  the  Field.  The  General 
lhew'd  us  two  of  thefe  Skidders ,  which  were  lined  at  the  Bottom 
with  Elk  Skin ;  and  told  us,  that  the  bell  of  'em  were  all  lined,  either 
with  that  or  fome  other  Skin,  whofe  Briftles  are  ftrong,  Ihort,  fmooth, 
and  fo  contrived,  that  the  Hair  which  grows  againft  the  Grain  may 
not  only  prevent  their  Hiding  backwards,  but  may  be  made  ufe  of  to 
Hop  themfelves  at  any  time,  when  they  are  Hiding  up  an  Afcenr. 
Meafuring  thefe  Skidders ,  I  found  one  of  them  to  be  18  Palms  in 
length,  and  the  other  13  j  for  there  mull  always  be  this  difference  in 
a  Pair,  the  longeft  being  worn  upon  the  Right  Foot.  As  for  the 
breadth,  tis  made  exadfly  fit  to  the  Sole  of  the  Wearer’s  Foot,  who 
puts  his  Feet  diretftly  in  the  middle  of  the  Pattins ;  and  when  he 
makes  ufe  of  ’em,  he  mull  have  a  Stick  in  his  Hand  which  they  call 
cPrick ,  with  a  flat  wooden  Head  as  broad  as  the  Palm  of  one’s  Hand, 
that  it  may  not  fink  into  the  Snow,  as  the  faid  Figure  of  the  laft  Print, 
for  they  carry  the  Head  of  it  downwards  ;  and  every  now  and  then, 
when  they  are  weary  of  Hiding,  they  reft  upon  it.  Others,  who 
carry  their  Bows  in  their  Hands,  have  fuch  a  Head,  or  Piece  of  Wood 
faften’d  to  one  End,  and  make  ufe  of  them  inftead  of  their  Tricks . 
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They  tell  us,  that  thefe  Skidders  were  firfi  invented  by  the  People  of 
Lapland.  Twas  with  fuch  Patcins  as  thefe,  that  a  Detachment  of 
Swedes  the  Winter  before  crofs’d  the  Doverskanz  into  Norway ,  and 
brought  a  Damp  Captain  and  14  of  his  Soldiers  away  Prifoners. 

On  the  i7th,  in  the  Afternoon  we  left  Frozzenhoff' ;  and  purfuant  to 
the  Invitation  of  one  Alunder ,  a  *  Beffalingzman ,  we  lupped  and  lay 
at  his  Houle  about  two  Miles  further  ;  but.in  the  new  Road  we  had 
taken  for  Lapland.  The  next  Day,  (the  x8th)  the  Curate  of  Brown - 
jluod  came  and  invited  us  to  take  a  fmall  PaRoral  Dinner,  as  he  call’d  it, 
at  his  Houfe,  which  was  abouc  a  fmall  quarter  of  a  Mile  further ;  we 
excufed  our  felves  from  going  to  dine  with  him,  but  on  his  faying  that 
our  Road  lay  between  the  Church  and  his  Houfe,  we  promifed  to 
call  in  upon  him.  The  Beffalingzman ,  to  return  the  Curate’s  Civility, 
made  him  Ray  and  dine  with  us  at  his  Houfe  ;  in  the  Afternoon  we 
went  away  with  Magifter  Biddenius  Rkenhorn ,  for  fo  was  nam’d  our 
Reverend  HoR,  and  I  finding  that  he  fpoke  Latin  very  fluently  fa 
thing  not  common  there,  eipecially  amongR  the  Country  Priefls,)  I 
ask’d  him  feveral  Queflions  about  Lapland ,  in  fome  Parts  of  which  he 
told  me  that  he  had  been  ;  he  anfwer’d  me  in  a  very  civil,  and  indeed 
fatisfa&ory  manner,  as  to  what  he  had  feen,  which  I  found  was  not 
very  much,  he  never  having  been  far  in  Lapland \  and  knowing  more  of 
fome  of  its  Inhabitants  that  in  Winter  come  near  the  Bothnick  Gulph, 
than  he  did  of  the  Country  itfelf :  He  told  me,  that  Forty  or  Fifty 
Families  of  Laplanders  came  every  Winter,  and  encamped  here  and 
there  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  Storazion ;  but  that  they  were  already 
retired  amongR  the  Mountains  of  Norway ,  for  fear  of  the  returning 
hot  Weather,  which  always  prov’d  fo  fatal  to  their  Rhen-Deers  ;  info- 
much,  that  they  were  Swedes  in  Winter,  and  Norwegians  in  Summer. 

To  this  he  added,  that  he  had  ufed  his  ucnioR  Endeavours  to  fill  ’em 
with  a  true  Senfe  of  the  Chrifiian  Religion,  the  Hopes  of  a  future 
Happinefs,  but  in  vain  ;  for  they  had  no  other  concern  but  for  the  pre- 
fent,  and  for  their  RhenFDeer :  He  alfo  told  us,  that  fome  few  of  thefe 
People  ufe  to  Winter  in  Heridalia.  In  the  Evening  we  left  the  good 
PrieR,  after  having  taken  a  cold  Collation  with  him  ;  which,  to  warm 
in  our  Stomachs,  we  drank  feveral  Glafies  of  Wine,  and  fome  of  the 
beR  Beer  that  ever  I  taRed,  and  continued  our  Journey  fometimes  in 
Chariots,  and  fometimes  on  Horfeback ;  but  feidom  in  Sledges,  the 
Roads  being  quite  fpoiled  by  the  continual  Rain  which  had  fallen  ever 
fmee  our  leaving  ^Doverskanz ;  and  on  the  19th,  about  10  at  Night, 
we  entred  the  Province  of  Madelpad. 

The  aforefaid  Mr.  Rudbeck  makes  Sweden ,  his  Native  Country,  MadeI  , 
that  of  the  moR  famous  People  in  the  World  ;  whether  really  fuch, 
or  only  in  his  Imagination,  I  (hall  not  pretend  to  decide  ;  as  alfo 
that  of  the  antienc  Heathen  Gods,  or  at  leaR  as  look’d  upon  as  fuch 
for  many  Ages.  The  Gauls  he  firR  derives  from  a  Swedijh  Province, 
and  part  of  this,  which  he  names  Gallia ;  and  confequently  attri¬ 
butes  the  Glory  of  their  Arms  and  Expeditions  on  the  other  fide  the 
Hellefpont  to  the  ancient  Swedes.  This  too  he  makes  the  Native 
Place  of  the  old  Giants ,  having  in  the  Parilhes  of  Tuna  and  Utmar 
taken  Notice  of  Tombs  five  or  fix  Yards  long  ;  as  thofe  of  the 
Amazons  and  the  Trojans ,  as  I  have  already  hinted,  in  Smoland, 

*  A  Beffalingzman  is  a  Country  Magi  ft  rate,  who  receives  his  Orders  from  the  Governor , 
puts  the  Laws  in  Execution,  colletis  'Taxes,  and  gives  the  Governor  an  Account  of  them. 
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and  O/lrogothland ;  and  he  alfo  fends  the  Argonauts  to  Colchis  from  the 
North.  He  has  traced  out  even  their  very  Names,  which  are  dill 
preferved  in  Sweden  ;  and  this  Etimological  Reafon  he  gives  us  as 
an  undeniable  Proof  of  what  he  advances.  Of  Jemptland ,  Madelpad 
and  Heljingland  he  compofes  an  antient  Kingdom,  which  he  calls  Gle- 
fifwallia ,  which,  tho’  but  one  Word,  he  tells  us  fignifies  Bright  Bul¬ 
wark ;  to  prove  this,  he  qilotes  the  Names  of  fome  Villages  and  Houles, 
as  Liuftadt  the  Town  of  Light,  and  Liufiorp  the  bright  Farm.  Here  he 
difcovers  the  Elyfian  Fields ,  the  Hejperian  Gardens ,  and  the  Hell,  with 
its  three  Judges  Minos,  <iyEacus  and  Rhadamanthus  ;  and  endeavours  to 
Ihew,  that  the  manner  of  diftributing  Juftice  amongft  the  antient  Peo¬ 
ple  of  the  North,  gave  rife  to  the  Poetical  Stories  of  the  Proceedings 
of  the  Infernal  Courts  of  Juftice. 

I  am  very  willing  to  digrefs  a  little  from  my  main  Subjeft  in  favour 
of  the  imaginary  Regions,  in  the  Defcription  of  which  he  has  taken 
fo  much  Pains,  and  employ’d  whole  Volumes  in  Folio  ;  and  I  lhall 
obferve  in  the  firft  place,  that  even  now  and  then  there  are  agreeable 
Places  and  delicious  Plains;  and  tho’  the  Number  and  Extent  of  them 
be  very  fmall,  yet  no  body  can  fuppofe  that  the  Gods,  or  the  Souls 
of  departed  Men,  take  up  much  room  in  the  Elyfian  Fields.  Secondly, 
That  the  Woods  we  meet  in  Scandinavia ,  which  are  fo  large  and  fo 
frequent,  that  they  make  almoft  the  whole  Province,  but  efpecially 
the  North  of  it,  one  continued  Forreft,  might  very  well  be  taken  for  a 
Retreat  grateful  to  Sy  Ivans,  Fawns ,  Nymphs  and  Satyrs.  Thirdly, 
That  the  Rocks  and  Mountains  which  abound  here,  may  have  given 
Birth  to  the  Story  of  the  Riphean  Mountains,  which  this  Author  places 
in  Sweden ,  or  at  leaft  finds  the  Names  of  them  there  ;  and  indeed  a 
great  Number  of  them  feem  by  Nature  contrived  for  the  Ufe  which 
the  People  in  thofe  diftant  Times,  purfuant  to  the  Dictates  of  their 
Religion,  made  of  them  ;  for  thofe  which  are  fo  vaftly’high,  fo  cragged 
and  fo  fteep,  feem  to  have  invited  thofe  who  were  opprefs’d  with 
Poverty,  Age  or  Sicknefs  to  fly  to  them  for  Relief  j  from  whole  Sum¬ 
mit  calling  themfelves  down,  they  in  a  Moment’s  time  may  put  an 
End  to  all  their  Cares  and  Troubles,  and  change  the  Miferies  of  this 
unhappy  Life  for  the  Sweets  of  the  Elyfian  Fields.  Fourthly,  Thofe 
who  placed  the  Giants  in  Thejfialy,  when  they  made  them  heap 
Mountains  upon  Mountains,  and  pluck  large  Rocks  out  of  the  Sea, 
when  they  attempted  to  fcale  the  Heavens ,  and  drive  Jupiter  out  of 
his  Dominions,  had  never  been  in  Sweden ;  for  there  Mountains  and 
Rocks  are  fo  plenty,  that  they  wou’d  certainly  have  fent  the  Giants 
upon  that  Expedition  into  this  Country,  much  fooner  than  in  Thejfialy. 
Fifthly,  The  prodigious  Number  of  Trees  and  Beafts  wou’d  give  us 
fome  Appearance  of  reafon  to  believe  the  Auxiliary  Troops  of  Gods 
who  came  in  to  Jove  s  Aftiftance  were  hid,  and  had  chang’d  themfelves 
into  Animals  and  Vegetables  here  much  more  probably  than  in  Egypt , 
where  compared  to  thefe  there  are  fcarce  any.  Sixthly,  That  we  may 
not  place  the  Tartarus  too  far  from  the  Elyfian,  thofe  prodigious  Moun¬ 
tains  which  are  here  and  there  to  be  found  in  the  Country,  may  well 
be  fuppojed  to  cover  the  Titans  in  Hell  ;  and  the  Rocks  of  various 
Forms  and  Sizes  may  ftill  bear  a  Refemblance  to  thofe  People  which 
the  Heathen  Mythology  tells  us  were  petrified.  Seventhly,  A  great 
many  of  thefe  Mountains,  in  which  feveral  Veins  of  valuable  Metals 
have  been  difcovered,  may  better  be  thought  the  Habitation  and  Shop 
of  Vulcan  and  his  Cyclops,  chan  Ethna  in  Sicily,  where  no  fuch  Morals 
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are  to  be  found  :  And  laflly,  That  the  rich  Booty  which  the  Goths 
brought  away  with  them,  after  having  plundered  the  Country  round 
the  Black  Sea,  the  Talus  Mwtis,  &c.  might  very  probably  be  called  a 
Golden  Fleece ,  and  give  Occafion  to  that  Fable. 

On  the  30th,  we  arrived  before  Noon  at  Sundwal the  Capital  of  Sundwal 
Madelpady  fituated  at  the  very  Extremity  of  a  long  Bay  of  the  Both - 
nick  Gulph,  where  the  Water  will  carry  Ships  of  Burthen  fufficient  for 
their  Trade,  which  confifts  in  fome  Iron,  Planks,  Rofiri,  Butter  and 
Fifh.  All  the  Buildings  of  this  Place,  even  the  very  Church,  are  of 
Wood.  Here  we  were  inform’d,  that  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  this 
Town,  there  were  generally  during  the  Winter  four  or  five  Camps  of 
Laplanders,  who  were  already  marched  off.  We  made  no  long  Stay 
in  the  Place ;  for  at  about  Two  in  the  Afternoon,  having  dined  and 
changed  Hofcfes,  we  purfued  our  Journey  ;  and  having  rode  a  few 
Miles,  we  entered  Angermeland ,  or  Angermania,  part  of  which  Pro¬ 
vince  we  crofled  on  Horfeback,  and  part  in  Sledges,  according  as  our 
Roads  proved.  Pafiing  over  the  River  Angerman ,  which  is  generally 
fuppofed  to  give  that  Province  its  Name,  we  heard  that  fome  Lap¬ 
landers  came  aifo  every  Winter,  and  encamped  on  its  Banks  ;  who, 
before  the  End  of  that  Seafon,  retired  with  the  reft  of  their  Country¬ 
men  among  the  Mountains  which  part  Sweden  from  Norway.  This  Angerma- 
Province,  they  fay,  was  formerly  the  Retreat  of  Pyrates,  who  were  nia* 
firnamed  Capers ,  becaufe,  as  fome  tell  us,  they  cover’d  themfelves 
with  Goat  Skins  3  and  this  probably  has  given  rife  to  the  Fables  of 
the  Satyrs,  unlefs  the  Laplanders  did  the  fame  before  them  :  Nor  cou’d 
any  Place  in  the  World  be  a  fitter  Retreat  for  Pyrates,  it  being  fo 
very  eafy  a  matter  for  them  to  hide  themfelves,  either  in  the  Forrefts 
or  amongft  the  Mountains,  in  which  are  feveral  Caves;  but  whether 
made  by  Art  or  Nature,  I  cannot  tell.  The  faid  Mr.  Rudbeck ,  with 
feveral  other  Northern  Authors,  has  made  the  People  of  Scandinavia 
the  firft  Founders  of  Pyracy  ;  which,  as  I  have  already  obferved,  a  - 
mongft  its  antient  Inhabitants  was  accounted  a  noble  Profeflion.  He 
calls  the  Pyrates  of  thofeDays  Ofivar,  Wolves;  which  is  an  old  Word, 
and  he  fometimes  ufes  Warg,  a  more  Modern  one,  and  which  has  the 
fame  Signification ;  and  he  places  it  under  the  Government  and  Pro¬ 
tection  of  Jupiter  Licaus.  Superftitious  Traditions  have  alfo  placed 
feveral  Nymphs  in  this  Province,  to  one  of  whom  it  has  given  the  Su¬ 
perintendence  of  a  Fountain  intheParilhof  Sanga  ;  by  waihing 'in  whole 
Waters  the  Blind,  the  Lame,  and  the  Paralytick  were  fuppofed  to  re¬ 
cover  their  Sight,  and  the  Ufe  of  their  Limbs  ;  which  done,  they  left 
their  walking  Staffs  and  Crutches  behind  them  in  Token  of  their  Cure, 
with  fome  lmall  Prefents  for  the  Nymph :  However,  with  all  thefe 
Virtues  the  Fountain  is  become  a  common  Watering-Place  for  Cattle, 
and  cures  no  Diftemper  now  a-days  that  I  know  of,  but  Thirft.  In 
theParifh  of  Nordingrod ,  in  the  fame  Province,  there  is  another  Foun¬ 
tain,  which  I  cannot  hear  was  ever  famous  in  Tradition  ;  but  which  is 
of  great  Service  to  the  Shoemakers  of  that  Country,  who  die  their 
Leather  in  it,  the  Waters  being  as  black  as  Ink.  The  Roads  and  the 
Horfes  here  were  fo  very  bad,  that  we  did  not  pafs  by  the  famous 
Mount  Sadia ,  about  25  Miles  above  Sundwal,  till  the  Fifth  of  May.  Mount 
Towards  the  Top  of  this  Mount  there  is  a  Cave,  which  feems  to  have  Scuila, 
been  the  Dwelling  and.Store  houfe  of  fome  Pyrate  ;  but  where  the 
fuperftitious  have  lodged  Spirits,  which  they  call  Bergtrollar ,  that  is, 
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Mountain  Spirits The  late  King  Charles  YA.  in  his  Journey  to  Tome 
palling  by  this  Mountain,  heard,  amongft  other  Things,  that  a  certain 
Pricft,  whole  Name  was  Mailer  Andrew,  having  ralhly  attempted  to 
enter  the  Cave,  was  fo  very  ill  ufed  by  the  Spirits,  that  he  run  mad 
upon  it.  The  King,  willing  to  undeceive  the  People,  order’d  one  of 
his  Soldiers  to  go  in,  which  he  accordingly  did  ;  and  at  his  return 
reported,  that  he  met  neither  Body  nor  Spirit,  and  cou’d  fee  nothing 
but  a  large  empty  Cave :  However,  this  fuperllitious  Tradition  ftill 
remain’d  amongft  them ;  and  that  they  might  not  be  perfwaded  out 
of  their  Fear,  they  urged  that  their  Bergtrollars  &  id  not  appear  indiffe¬ 
rently  to  every  body.  As  for  our  Parts,  indeed  we  had  not  Curiofity 
enough  to  enter  the  Cave,  but  continued  our  Journey  very  diligently, 
the  Sledges  being  ftill  in  Seafon  in  thofe  Parts  ,*  and  on  the  6th,  be¬ 
fore  Noon,  we  enter’d  into  Umejland ,  now  call’d  IVejler  Bottom  or  IVefl 
Bothnick  Gulph.  This  little  Province  is  parted  from  Angermania  by 
the  River  JVitelfva ,  which  rifes  about  fix  Miles  and  a  half  above  the 
Mount  which  1  juft  now  made  mention  of ;  and  at  about  four  in  the 
Afternoon  we  reach’d  Umeoy  about  three  Miles  further. 

This  is  the  Metropolis,  and  indeed  the  only  Town  of  Umejland ;  a 
Province,  which,  confidered  in  its  antient  Limits  with  Uma-Lapmark , 
compofes  but  one  quarter  of  Wefter  Bottom.  It  is  fituated  on  the  North 
fide  of  the  River  Uma,  which  was  ftill  frozen,  and  which  gives  both  to 
it  and  Uma-Lapmark  their  Names.  As  it  had  been  burnt  down  by  the 
Mufcouitcs  lome  Years  before,  they  were  then  rebuilding  it ,  how¬ 
ever,  it  was  again  burnt  down,  with  the  adjacent  Villages,  by  the 
fame  Enemy  in  1720.  We  were  received  and  treated  here  very  civilly 
by  Major  General  Cronberg,  the  Governor  of  the  Town,  who  lives  in  a 
large  but  very  plain  Houfe  built  with  Wood,  upon  the  Ruins  of  that 
which  was  inhabited  by  his  Predeceftors  the  Governors  o i Wejl  Both¬ 
nick,  which  extends  from  the  above- mention’d  little  River  as  far  as 
Tome ,  and  comprehends  Uma-Titha-Lula-Torne  and  Kimi-Lapmark ;  the 
laftof  thefe  indeed  more  properly  belongs  to  Eajl  Bothnick  Gulph,  but 
has  been  added  to  the  Weftern  Government  for  fome  Reafons  which  I 
am  ignorant  of.  Here  we  (laid  together  till  the  10th,  in  which  Time 
Mr.  Clinkonjlrom  having  made  an  end  of  his  Bufinefs,  took  the  neareft 
and  diredteft  Rbad  he  cou’d  for  Stockholm .  As  for  my  part,  I  had  de¬ 
termin’d  to  fee  as  much  of  the  Country  as  poffibly  I  cou’d,  and  there¬ 
fore  wou’d  not  return  with  him. 

On  the  1 2th,  I  fet  out  from  Umeo  with  Letters  of  Recommendation 
from  the  Major  General  to  the  Beffalingzmans  of  Tome ,  and  thofe  of 
the  other  Countries  thro’  which  I  was  to  pals  5  ordering  them  to  fupply 
me  with  Interpreters,  and  other  Afliftance,  for  the  Performance  of  my 
Journey ;  and  here  I  found  the  Roads  fo  very  good,  and  the  Horfes  fo 
very  ftrong  and  fwift,  that  before  Midnight  I  reached  Skelefta,  14 
Miles  above  Umeo.  Tis  a  large  Village  fituated  on  the  North  fide  of 
the  River  of  that  Name,  at  the  End  of  a  Bay  above  a  Mile  long,  into 
which  this  River  falls,  and  there  mixes  its  Waters  with  thofe  of  the 
Bothnick  Gulph.  There  are  fome  Salmons  here,  with  feveral  other 
kinds  of  Fifties  ;  but  this  Bay  is  particularly  famous  for  the  Number 
and  Goodnefs  of  the  Stromlins,  a  kind  of  fmall  Herring,  or  rather  Pil¬ 
chard.  There  are  a  great  Number  of  thefe  Fifties  in  the  Bothnick 
Gulph  j  but  ’tis  always  allow’d  that  thofe  in  this  Place  are  the  very  beft  ; 
and  indeed  they  are  no  inconfiderable  Branch  of  its  Trade. 
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Having  fpent  the  remaining  part  of  the  Night  at  Skelefta ,  I  fet  out 
on  the  13  th  j  and  betimes  in  the  Afternoon  I  reach’d  the  Shore  of  the 
River  Titha ,  about  Eight  Miles  higher.  I  found  it  (till  frozen  over, 
but  the  Ice  began  to  thaw,  and  I  was  informed  that  there  was  no 
eroding  the  River  in  a  Sledge ;  however  I  ventured,  nor  did  I  fee  the 
lead  fign  of  Danger.  The  Remainder  of  that  Day,  and  part  of  the 
next,  I  fpent  in  obferving  the  Situation  both  of  the  Old  and  New 
Town  of  Titha ,  to  which  the  River  gives  its  Name ;  as  it  doth  alfo 
to  that  part  of  Lapland  call’d  Titha-Lapmark .  The  former  I  thought  Pithau 
Very  agreeably  fituated,  not  only  in  having  the  River  running  near  it, 
but  in  its  being  furrounded  by  fome  few  Meadows  and  Pieces  of  Ara¬ 
ble  Land;  but  on  the  other  hand,  it  lays  very  inconvenient  for  their 
Trade,  the  Water  not  being  deep  enough  to  bear  any  thing  of  a  Ship  * 
whereas  the  New  Town,  which  lies  about  half  a  Mile  lower,  is  juft  at 
the  Mouth  of  the  River  where  Ships  of  Burthen  can  come  up. 

On  the  14th  I  continued  my  Journey,  and  in  the  Evening  arrived 
upon  the  Shores  of  the  River  Lulo ,  five  Miles  higher:  Its  Waters  were 
alfo  frozen  ;  but  the  Ice  being  thought  too  weak  to  bear  a  Sledge, 

I  eroded  it  on  Foot.  This  River,  as  well  as  that  of  Titha,  abounds 
in  Fifii,  but  efpecially  in  Salmons.  The  next  Day,  which  was  the 
15th,  I  fpent  in  viewing  the  Old  and  New  Town  of  Lido.  In  the  for-  luj0; 
mer  I  obferved  the  fame  agreeable  Situation  as  in  Old  Titha ;  over 
which  it  has  this  one  Advantage,  that  in  the  Neighbourhood  there  is 
a  pretty  large  Lake  very  full  of  Filh,  call’d  Kerwick  ;  but  on  the  other 
band,  in  regard  to  Trade  it  has  even  lefs  Advantage  than  the  other, 
for  being  five  quarters  of  a  Mile  diftant  from  the  Sea,  there  can  come 
nothing  up  here  but  middling  Boats.  As  for  New  Lulo ,  it  is  built 
juft  at  the  Mouth  of  the  River,  and  has  all  the  Conveniences  belong¬ 
ing  to  it  which  are  not  in  New  Titha.  I  cou’d  not  in  either  of  thefe 
four  Towns  fee  any  thing  remarkable  ;  the  Houfes  and  other  Build¬ 
ings  are  all  of  Wood,  the  Churches  of  Old  Titha  and  Lulo  excepted, 
which  indeed  are  Stone  and  very  plain.  In  the  Veftry  of  the  Church 
of  Old  Lulo ,  they  fhew’d  me  the  dry’d  Head  of  a  Perch,  which,  by 
reafon  of  its  uncommon  Bignefs,  is  preferved  there.  This  Head  is  as 
long  as  the  Palm  of  ones  Hand,  and  very  near  as  broad  ;  the  Perch  to 
which  it  belong’d  was  caught,  they  told  me,  in  the  above-mention’d 
Lake. 

On  the  1 6th,  I  crofs’d  on  Foot  about  three  Miles  higher  the  River 
Rono ,  which  was  ftill  frozen  over,  and  reached  a  large  Parochial  Vil-  R0n0f 
lage,  to  which  it  gave  its  Name.  This  Village  is  fituated  on  the 
North  fide  of  the  River.  It  is  the  Native  Place  of  a  certain  famous 
Vagabond,  one  Nicholas  Ohorn ,  who  wandered  almoft  all  over  Chri- 
flendom ,  under  the  Name  of  the  Prince  of  Lapland ,  and  by  this  means 
impos’d  upon  all  Admirers  of  Novelties  and  far-fetched  Things.  He 
underflood  a  little  Latin ,  having  ferved  a  Profeffor  at  Upfal. 

On  the  17th,  I  eroded  another  River  in  the  fame  manner  about  fix 
Miles  higher  call’d  Calis ,  which  alfo  gives  its  Name  to  another  Paro-  Calls; 
chial  Village.  Mr.  Waltijer ,  the  Curate  of  this  Place,  whom  I  had 
known  at  Bender  about  five  or  fix  Years  before,  receiv’d  me  with  a 
great  deal  of  Kindnefs,  and  made  me  fup  and  lie  at  his  Houfe  that 
Night ;  nor  wou’d  he  let  me  purfue  my  Journey  the  ne*t  Day  till  af¬ 
ter  havingdined,  and  promifed  him  that  at  my  return  from  Lapland 
I  wou’d  fpend  two  whole  Days  with  him.  Amongfl  other  things, this

Curate  told  me,  that  the  Father  of  the  pretended  Lapland  Prince  I  juft 
mention’d  was  a  poor  honeft  Cobler,  who  ufed  to  travel  from  Place  to 
Place  in  crying  old  Boots  and  Shoes  to  mend,  but  was  now  fettled  and 
become  one  of  his  Parilhioners.  Thefe  two  laft  Villages,  being  near 
upon  two  Miles  from  the  Sea,  fuller  the  lame  Inconveniences  in  regard 
to  their  Trade,  as  the  two  old  Towns  I  juft  now  talk’d  of. 

On  the  19th,  I  reach’d  Torne,  about  feven  Miles  higher,*  and  there  I 
was  obliged  to  flay  till  the  Ice,  which  now  began  to  thaw,  was 
quite  gone  off  from  the  Face  of  the  Water,  that  I  might  take  Boat  and 
continue  my  Travels  by  Water,  there  being  no  Road  beyond  this 
Place,  nor  no  Convenience  or  Poflibility  of  travelling  farther  by  Land. 
I  oblerved  the  Ground  on  which  this  Town  had  been  built  ;  for  we 
may  fay  now  of  it  as  of  Uma ,  and  of  the  other  Towns  which  have 
been  burnt  down  by  the  Mufcovites ,  Nunc  Seges  eft  ubi  Troja  fnit . 
There  was  no  Buildings  to  be  feen  there,  but  a  wooden  Church, 
which  by  its  Diftance  from  the  Houfes,  had  efcaped  the  Fury  of  the 
RuJJlan  Fire,  with  fome  few  Warehoufes,  and  two  or  three  wooden 
Huts,  which  have  lately  been  rebuilt.  This  Town  is  a  little  Ifland, 
the  River  juft  above  it  dividing  itfelf  into  two  Streams,  and  meeting 
in  one  again  juft  below  it  ;  and  about  a  Mile  further  it  flows  into  the 
Bothnick  Gulph.  The  former  Inhabitants  of  this  Town  are  difperfed 
here  and  there  in  Huts  and  Hamlets  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  this 
Place,  and  are  thoroughly  fenfible  of  the  Inconvenience  of  living  at  a- 
bove  a  Mile’s  Diftance  from  the  Sea.  The  chief  Commerce  of  thefe 
People  conftfts  in  falted  Salmon,  of  which  there  are  abundance  in  this 
River;  in  Pikes,  either  dried  by  the  Laplanders  who  ufe  no  Salt,  or 
by  the  People  of  Finland ,  of  whom  they  buy  them  ;  and  in  the  Skins 
of  Rhen-Deer,  and  other  Hides,  which  they  carry  to  Stockholm.  There 
are  a  great  Number  of  Houfes,  moft  of  which  belong  to  Finland 
Fifhermen,  in  feveral  Places  upon  the  Banks  of  this  River  for  16  or  18 
Miles  above  Tome ;  and  indeed  there  is  a  greater  Plenty  ofFifh  in  this 
than  in  any  of  the  Rivers  which  1  have  before  fpoken  of.  There  are 
alfo  on  the  Shores  (of  this,  as  well  as  of  the  others,  fome  Pieces  of 
Arable  Land,  which  have  been  made  fuch  more  by  Art  than  by  Na¬ 
ture  ;  but  thefe  arc  fo  few,  and  moft  of  them  fo  fmall,  that  the  Corn 
which  they  produce  is  but  juft  fufficient  for  a  few  Families.  In  An- 
germeland  they  are  in  the  fame  cafe  ;  and  in  both  thefe  Provinces,  as 
well  as  in  the  other  four  which  I  have  here  made  mention  of,  they 
make  their  Bread  of  the  Rhind  of  Pines  and  Fir  Trees  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  manner:  They  ferape  the  rough  crufty  Outfide  of  the  Rhind  clean 
off  the  Peel,  that  part  of  it  which  is  foft  and  white  ;  this  they  dry, 
and  with  Water  or  Hand-Mills  they  grind  it,  and  with  the  Meal  they 
make  their  Bread  in  the  fame  manner  as  we  do  with  Wheaten  Flower. 
There  are  fome,  who  at  the  fame  time  dry  and  mix  it  with  the  Powder 
of  a  certain  Herb  alfo  dry’d  up  which  they  call  Myefftein>  and  which 
is  very  plenty  on  the  River  fide  and  in  (hallow  Waters;  and  others 
mix  Meal  made  of  wild  Oats,  which  they  gather  in  the  Woods. 

The  Snow  being  thaw’d  in  fome  of  the  Fields,  I  faw  them  plough¬ 
ing  and  fowing  at  the  fame  time  ;  a  Cuftom  I  had  alfo  obferved  in 
fome  Places  between  Umeo  and  Torne  ;  but  notwithftanding  this,  I  cou’d 
fee  no  great  fign  of  the  returning  Spring  :  All  the  Trees,  the  Pines 
and  other  Ever-Greens  of  Nature  excepted,  were  ftill  without  Leaves, 
thegreateft  part  of  the  Ground  was  covered  with  Snow,  and  the  River 
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was  ftill  frozen,  notwithdanding  that  the  Sun  had  already  banilhed  the 
Night  from  the  Hemifphere,  which  it  does  there  every  Year  for  the  Space 
of  above  a  Month  :  However,  the  Snow  which  melted  running  down 
to  the  River  weaken'd  the  Ice,  and  the  Waters  being  naturally  very 
fvvifc  it  broke  in  the  middle,  and  was  foon  carried  down  the  Stream ; 
infomuch,  that  on  the  24th  I  hired  an  Interpreter  with  a  Boat  and  two 
Men,  which  I  changed  as  often  as  podibly  I  cou’d  ,*  but  the  Streams 
which  were  to  Item  were  fo  very  fwift  and  violent,  that  we  cou’d  not 
reach  Over  Tome ,  which  is  but  fix  Miles  above  Tome ,  till  the  Evening  Over 
of  the  25th.  This  is  the  lad  Village  that  we  meet  with  in  going  to  Torne* 
Torne-Lapmark ;  the  Church  is  a  little  ill  contriv’d  Piece  of  Stone  Build¬ 
ing  ;  and  amongd  the  feveral  Houfes  which  furround  it,  there  is  but 
theParfonage  Houfe  which  only  deferves  this  Name.  Having  changed 
our  Boat  and  Men,  we  left  Over  Tome  on  the  26th,  and  there  being 
Hill  new  Torrents  to  Hem,  and  new  CataraCls  to  overcome,  we  were 
often  obliged  to  land  and  drag  our  Boats  upon  the  Shore  beyond  one 
of  thefe  Carara&s  ;  fo  that  we  could  not  reach  Kingis-Fors ,  or  the 
Torrent  of  Kingis,  which  is  11  Miles  further,  till  the  30th. 

As  it  was  impoflible  to  row  againd  this  Stream,  I  got  on  Shore 
with  my  Interpreter,  and  having  paid  off  our  Boat,  we  walked  on 
Foot  as  far  as  the  Forges  of  Kingis ,  which  are  call’d  Kingts-Bruks .  Kingis.’ 
Thefe  Forges  are  fituated  as  advantageoufly  as  they  can  poflibly  be,  for 
the  Reception  of  as  much  Water  of  this  Torrent  as  they  want,  to 
heave  their  Bellows  and  their  heavy  Hammers.  About  four  or  five 
Years  and  a  half  ago  they  were  plundered  by  the  fame  Party  of  Mufco * 
vites  as  burnt  Torne ,  who,  favour’d  by  the  Ice,  came  as  far  as  this 
Place  $  fhordy  after  this  were  quite  abandon’d,  as  well  as  the  Copper  and 
Iron  Mines  which  ufed  to  fend  their  Metals  to  be  melted  and  worked 
here,  and  now  for  want  of  Repairs  they  are  running  to  Ruin.  There 
was  dill  one  Mr.  Laurent  Sandells ,  formerly  the  Supervifor  of  thefe 
Works  upon  the  Place  i  but  no  longer  paid,  and  the  unhappy  Specta¬ 
tor  of  their  approaching  Ruin,  he  lives  partly  upon  what  he  had 
faved  before  the  Forges  were  given  over,  and  partly  upon  Fiiliing,  as 
does  alfo  the  Clerk  ;  and  their  Houfes,  with  thofe  of  fome  of  their 
Workmen,  who  from  Founders  and  Smiths  are  become  Fifhermen,  are 
dill  in  pretty  good  Repair.  The  Supervifor  very  kindly  offer’d  me  a 
Bed  at  his  Houfe,  after  having  given  me  a  fine  frefh  Salmon  for  my 
Supper ;  but  as  he  told  me,  that  they  now  began  to  fee  not  only  the 
Light  of  the  Sun,  but  alfo  a  part  of  its  Ring  upon  their  Horizon,  at 
the  Time  we  call  Midnight,  and  is  fo  with  us,  but  which  with  them 
was  broad  Day,  I  cou’d  not  think  of  going  to  Red  as  yet,*  but  chofe 
a  rifing  Ground,  on  which  I  was  told  I  might  difcern  this  bright  Orb 
when  at  the  lowed,  and  I  did  fo,  plainly  difcovering  as  much  of  it 
as  one  may  of  the  Moon  when  Tis  but  two  Days  old  ;  and  jud  at  Mid¬ 
night  (if  I  may  be  allow’d  to  call  it  fo)  the  Sun  rofe  again  on  the  Ho¬ 
rizon  with  a  kind  of  whirling  about,  and  with  frefli  Strength  and 
Splendor.  Kingis-Bruks  were  the  Nonplus  ultra  of  Bifhop  Bilbert ,  who 
has  treated  de  Sole  Inocciduo ,  and  who  came  that  way  with  Orders 
from  Charles  XI.  to  travel  as  far  up  that  Country  as  podibly  he  cou’d  ,* 
but  by  reafon  of  the  vad  Falls  of  Water,  he  dared  venture  no  farther. 

On  the  id  of  June^  I  took  another  Boat  at  about  200  Paces  above 
Kingis-Fors  ;  and  at  about  Four  a-Clock  in  the  Afternoon  we  reached 
that  Place  ;  where  the  River  Lanio-Efva  with  that  of  Torne  form  a 
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perfed  Y,and  where  the  former  mixing  its  Waters  with  the  other,  loo- 
fes  its  Name  about  five  Miles  from  Kingts-Brucks ;  after  which  we 
ftemm’d  a  violent  Torrent  about  a  Quarter  of  a  Mile  long,  called  Tor- 
ne-Fors ,  or  the  TornianTorrent ,  part  ofwhofeWaters,  whilft  theTrenches 
for  that  Purpofe  were  kept  open,  fell  upon  the  Wheels  of  a  Founding 
or  Calling  Houfe,  call’d  Nie-Mazzuna ,  or  the  New  Founding-Houfe, 
belonging  to  an  Iron  Mine,  known  by  the  Name  of  Jonafwandogruwa , 
and  lays  in  the  Wood  two  Miles  and  a  half  higher.  From  hence  I 
went  a  Mile  and  a  quarter  upon  the  River  ;  and  then  landing,  walk’d 
another  five  Quarters  out  of  my  way  to  vifit  this  Cafting-Houfe.  Paf- 
fing  thro’  the  Wood,  I  obferv’d  in  feveral  Places  Stakes  drove  into  the 
Ground,  the  Ends  almofl  meeting  at  Top,  fo  chat  they  reiembled  a 
Cone,  or,  to  fpeak  more  intelligibly,  a  Sugar-Loaf.  My  Guide  told 
me  that  the  Laplanders  had  pitched  their  Tents,  this  being  the  wooden 
Work  of ’em,  which  they  cover’d  with  a  large  thick  Stuff,  call’d  in 
their  Dialed  Craany  and  of  which  I  dial!  fpeak  in  the  Sequel  of  my 
Hiflory.  I  obferved  that  on  the  Ground,  in  feveral  Places,  there 
were  red  Berries,  in  Colour,  Size,  and  Tafle,  not  unlike  our  Cur¬ 
rants,  with  green  Leaves,  very  much  refembling  Box  Leaves.  The 
Swedes  and  Norweygians ,  the  only  People  amongft  whom  I  have  feen 
fuch  Fruit,  call’d  it  Lingon ;  and  their  Botanifts  deferibe  it  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Latin  Words,  Vitis  Idaa  femper  virens  fruBu  nibro.  This  Fruit 
begins  to  ripen  in  the  Autumn  ;  but  it  having  been  cover’d  the  whole 
Winter  with  Snow,  which  now  began  to  difappear,  at  leaft  where  the 
Sun  fhone  with  any  Strength,  the  natural  Acid  of  the  Fruit  was  tem¬ 
per’d,  and  it  was  very  agreeable  to  the  Tafle,  infomuch  that  I  very 
often  flopped  to  pick  ’em  off  the  Ground.  I  reach’d  the  Mine  of 
JonafwancG.  Jonafwando  between  eleven  and  twelve  a  Clock  at  Nighr,  tho’  at  that 
Time  there  was  no  fuch  Thing  there;  and  having  refled  my  felf  a  little, 
I  look’d  out  for  the  higheffc  Ground  I  could,  from  whence  I  might 
obferve  the  Sun ;  and  about  three  quarters  of  an  Hour  afterwards,  I 
faw  it  at  loweft,  but  cou’d  difeern  more  of  its  Difcufs  than  I  had 
done  at  Ktngts-Brucks  ;  and  having  feen  it  begin  its  Courfe  again  with 
the  fame  Motion  that  I  took  Notice  of  at  that  Place,  my  Guide  led 
me  to  an  old  Woman’s  Houle  of  his  Acquaintance,  where  I  might  lay 
me  down  to  fleep  a  little  ;  fhe  told  us  fhe  was  the  WTidow  of  one  of 
thofe Walloons,  to  whom  the  Swedes  are  very  much  obliged  for  having 
fet  their  Mines  on  the  Foot  they  are  at  prefent.  At  Five  of  the  Clock 
in  the  Morning  I  got  up  and  vifited  the  Iron  Mines,  and  thofe  of 
Loadflone,  which  they  were  obliged  to  dig  winding,  and  in  Length,  to 
follow  the  Veins  which  are  not  very  rich,  and  not  in  Depth  as  thofe 
o iDanmora:  Thefe  are  flill  in  fo  good  a  Condition,  that  there  is  no¬ 
thing  wanting  but  Workmen,  and  fome  Body  to  pay  and  employ  them. 
I  cannot  fay  the  fame  of  Gamla-Mazzunay  an  old  Calling- Ho ufe  be¬ 
longing  to  it,  nor  of  the  Hammer  for  beating  the  Mineral  after  ’tis 
burnt,  the  Wheels  and  Bellows  being  quite  Ipoiled,  as  are  all  the 
other  Works  ;  nor  is  there  any  Neceffity  for  repairing  them,  the  Works 
of  the  new  Founding-Houfe  being  in  a  much  better  Condition,  and 
fituated  near  that  ever-flowing  Torrent  I  juft  made  mention  of,  where¬ 
as  the  old  One  had  but  a  fmall  Rivulet  to  drive  its  Wheels.  The 
Workmen’s  Houfes  are  flill  in  good  Repair,  and  moft  of ’em  inhabited 
by  quondam  Workmen,  who  are  now  turned  Fifhermen.  Having  thus 
fatisfy’d  my  Curiofity,  I  returned  towards  my  Boat,  which  I  did  not 
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reach  till  Eleven,  and  fitting  down  upon  the  Bank,  we  eat  a  Bit  of 
Victuals,  and  then  purfued  our  Journey  or  Voyage.  At  about  Thre£ 
in  the  Afternoon  I  took  Notice  that  the  Sky,  which  had  all  along  been 
clear,  was  now  clouded,  and  it  grew  darker  and  darker;  at  lad  it 
fnow’d  for  above  the  Space  of  ten  Hours,  without  ceafing,  and  to  the 
Snow  fucceeded  a  hard  Frod  5  and  between  two  and  three  in  the 
Morning,  the  Third,  the  Bill  Parts  of  the  River  which  were  not 
expofed  to  the  Sun,  were  cover’d  with  Ice  as  thick  as  a  Crown- 
Piece. 

On  the  4th,  we  got  as  high  as  Suappawara,  a  Mountain  fo  call’d,  with  Suappawarg , 
Copper  Mines,  where  there  are  fome  Veins  of  Iron  at  about  the  fame 
Didance  from  the  River  fide  as  thole  of  Jonafwando,  and  nine  Miles  high¬ 
er.  I  immediately  went  out  of  my  Boat  with  one  of  my  Watermen  to  vi- 
fit  em,  who  pretended  that  he  knew  thole  Mines  very  well,  and  walk’d 
much  better  than  my  Interpreter.  Indead  of  a  Mile  and  a  Quarter,  I  was 
oblig’d  to  walk  two  Miles  and  a  half  for  the  over-flowing  of  a  little  River 
calld  Stemp-Elfva  in  the  Neighbourhood  of Suappawara^  and  the  Snow 
which  was  melted  had  formed  a  large  Lake  of  marfhy  Ground,  and 
we  walked  a  great  Way  in  hopes  of  finding  a  Boat ;  but  there  being 
no  fuch  Thing  there,  I  bethought  my  felf  of  making  a  Float,  by  tying 
fever al  large  Pieces  of  Wood  together  ;  and  my  Guide  began  to  cut 
fome  down  with  his  Hatchet,  the  infeparable  Companion  of  all  the 
Watermen  and  Filhermen  of  that  Country,  who  being  often  obliged 
to  lie  in  the  Forreds,  as  I  my  felf  have  lometimes  been,  carry  their 
Hatchets  with  them,  that  they  may  fell  Wood  to  light  themfelves 
Fires.  Having  help’d  him  to  join  his  Float,  we  crofs’d  the  River  Stamp- 
Elfva  upon  it,  and  went  fird  to  fee  the  Founding-Houfes  of  Suapa- 
wara  call’d  Suapawara-Hyttar ,  which  are  above  half  a  Quarter  of  a 
Mile  further  from  this  little  River  than  the  Mines,  which  are  not  above 
five  hundred  Paces  didant  from  it ;  but  in  fearching  for  a  narrow  Parc 
of  Stamp-  Elfva,  we  had  been  oblig’d  to  walk  a  Mile  at  lead  above  the 
Lake,  and  confequently  had  all  that  Ground  to  tread  over  again,  be¬ 
fore  we  could  reach  the  Place  we  were  bound  for.  Thefe  Mines  and 
all  their  Appurtenances  had  the  fame  Maders  as  thofe  of  Kingis  and 
Jonafwando ,  and  have  fliared  their  Fate,  having  been  abandon’d  at 
the  fame  Time.  In  this  Place  I  met  an  honeft  old  Man,  who  had 
lived  at  the  Mines  in  the  fame  Character  as  the  Supervifor  of  Ktngif- 
Brucks ,  and  had  continued  here,  becaufe  he  was  coo  old  to  think  of 
renewing  his  Quarters,  and  had  not  wherewith  to  keep  him  any  where 
elfe.  This  old  Man  offered  me  a  Lodging  at  his  Houfe,  which  I  ac¬ 
cepted  as  heartily  as  he  feenfd  to  offer  it.  I  enquired  into  his  Profef- 
fion,  and  he  told  me  that  he  had  been  a  Mader  Founder,  and  was  Bailiff 
of  thofe  Mines,  when  they  wereforfaken:  Upon  this  I  ask’d  him  feveral 
Quedions  concerning  them  j  and  among  other  Things,  he  told  me  that 
he  had  lived  there  above  thirty  Years,  and  had  feen’em  produce  eight 
hundred  *  Shippunds  of  Brafs  a  Year,  and  fometimes  more,  befides  a 
great  Quantity  of  Iron ;  and  that  befides  the  Mountain  of  Suappawaray 
in  which  three  Mines  are  digged,  and  from  which  as  well  as  the  Ca- 
ding-Houfes  they  have  taken  their  Name,  there  was  another  Moun¬ 
tain  call’d  Mtddaberg ,  in  which  they  had  difeover’d  fome  rich  Veins  of 
Copper.  As  loon  as  the  old  Man  was  gone  to  Bed,  indead  of  fol¬ 
lowing  his  Example,  I  went  to  look  for  fome  riling  Ground,  that  I 

*  A  Shippund  is  three  hundred  Pound  Averdupoizc  PVeigbt, 
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might  obferve  the  Sun,  and  found  one  from  whence  I  cou’d  fee  a 
Quarter,  as  near  as  I  cou’d  guefs,  of  its  Disk,  when  at  lowed :  And 
having  feen  it  begin  its  Courfe  again,  I  went  and  laid  me  down  to 
deep. 

The  next  Morning,  being  the  5th,  the  old  Man  rofe  betimes,  and 
carried  me  to  fee  the  Copper  Cading-Houfes,  which  he  call’d  Copper* 
Hyttar ,  which  are  almod  ruined.  As  for  the  Workmen’s  Houfes  they 
are  (till  in  pretty  good  Repair,  and  inhabited  by  fome  of  them,  who 
have  continued  there  with  their  Families  ;  where  they  live  upon  the 
Fifhes  they  catch,  upon  the  Milk  of  a  few  Cows,  and  upon  the  Flefh 
of  fome  Rhen-Heer,  which  their  Wives  and  Children  look  after. 
Notwithdanding  that  the  good  old  Man’s  Houfe  was  a  quarter  of  a 
Mile  diflant  from  the  Mines,  yet  cou’d  nothing  divert  him  from  ac¬ 
companying  me  thither,  that  he  might  fhew  them  me,  and  didin- 
guifh  them  by  their  particular  Names,  as  Weftlong-Gruwa ,  which  was 
very  long  and  20  Yards  deep  j  Midda-Grnwa  24  Yards  deep  ;  Hen - 
Gruwa  about  27  or  28  ;  Gamla-Gruwa  about  28  alfo  ;  Storiaglingar 30, 
and  Sitd-Gruwa  84  Yards  deep;  beddes  thefe  there  were  three  other  lit¬ 
tle  Mines  call'd  Jacob- Abraham-Gruwa,  which  they  had  jud  began  to 
dig,  and  whofe  Depth  did  not  exceed  Five  or  Six  Yards  at  mod,  and 
Jern-Gruwa ,  or  the  Iroji  Mine ,  digged  in  length  and  winding,  but  no 
deeper  than  the  three  lad.  All  thefe  Mines,  (the  four  lad  excepted) 
abound  with  Metals,  which  may  plainly  be  feen  by  the  Verdigreafe 
which  furrounds  the  Outfide  of  the  Opening  ;  but  then  on  the  other 
hand,  they  abound  with  Water  too,  which  is  a  very  great  Prejudice  to 
’em  }  but  yet  I  think  they  might  be  kept  dry  by  the  help  of  Water 
Engines,  as  I  have  feen  it  practis’d  with  Succefs  at  Hanmora,  where, 
by  being  near  the  Lake,  their  Mines  are  perpetually  full  of  Water  ; 
and  at  that  Place  indeed  they  are  expofed  to  one  very  great  Incon¬ 
venience,  which  is^that  the  Lake  is  upon  a  Level  with  the  Top  of  their 
Mines  ;  whereas  thofe  of  Suappawara  lie  much  higher  than  any  of  the 
neighbouring  Lakes  or  Rivers.  This  Water  mud  proceed  either  from 
melted  Snow  or  Rain,  or  what  is  much  worfe  than  either  of  them, 
from  fome  Spring  in  the  Mountain ;  but  admitting  this,  is  there  no 
way  of  drying  up  this  Spring,  or  drawing  off  the  Waters  by  opening 
Trenches  on  the  South  fide  of  the  Mountain,  on  which  it  feems  by 
Nature  the  mod  inclin’d  to  flow  >  The  fame  Mines,  as  well  as  thole 
of  Jonafwando ,  have  all  the  Advantages  that  can  be  dedred,  not  only 
as  they  have  Plenty  of  Wood  every  where  j  but  as  to  the  Carriage  of 
this  Wood,  and  of  their  Coals  and  Metal  to  the  Cading-Houfes  and 
Forges.  This  Carriage  in  Winter  is  very  cheap  and  eafy  ;  for  tho’  a 
Deer  cannot  draw  fo  heavy  a  Burthen  as  a  Horfe,  yet  will  he  draw 
much  fwifter,  and  hold  out  much  longer  upon  the  Ice  ;  infomuch,  that 
they  drive  on  with  their  Burdens,  I  am  told,  from  Suappawara  to 
Tome  in  three  Days  time,  which  is  between  Three  and  Four  and 
Thirty  Swedijh  Miles.  The  Food  of  thefe  Creatures  cod  their  Drivers 
nothing,  Nature  having  taught  them  them  to  feek  it  themfclves  ;  and 
it  chiefly  confids  in  Winter  of  a  white  Mofs,  which  generally  grows 
upon  the  Rocks  ;  and  which  for  that  reafon  the  Swedes  call’d  Steen 
Mojfa ,  or  Stone  Mofs ,  and  the  Laplanders  Tekelo ,  and  of  a  kind  of  Beard 
which  hangs  from  the  Branches  of  the  old  Pines,  call’d  by  the  Swedes 
Laa  and  by  the  Laplanders  Loppo.  Their  way  of  coming  at  the  fird 
fort  of  Food  is,  by  (craping  with  their  Feet  the  Snow  from  off  the  for- 
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mer,  and  by  fhaking  the  Pine  Trees  with  their  Horns,  to  make  the 
Branches  fall  which  hide  the  latter.  You  may  hire  their  RhenADeer 
for  a  Penny  a  Mile ;  or  buy  them  for  two,  and  the  very  deared  for 
three  Crown  Pieces.  As  for  thofe  which  are  fit  to  kill,  you  may 
purchafe  them  for  a  Crown  often,  or  lefs  :  And  to  the  Laplanders , 
and  Inhabitants  of  thofe  Countries  where  there  is  no  Bread,  and  who 
are  generally  droag  hale  Fellows,  they  are  Food,  Apparel  and  Bed- 
cloaths  ,  thofe  People  living  wholly  upon  their  Flelh,  and  the  Fifii 
which  they  catch  in  the  Lakes  and  Rivers.  The  Flefli  of  the  Rhen - 
\ Deer  being  frelh,  in  Tade  very  much  refembles  to  that  of  common 
Deer  ;  and  when  it  is  dry’d,  up  to  that  of  the  BufHe,  which  I  have 
feen  and  eat  of  amongd  the  Afiaticks ,  and  which  they  call  Taftremaah , 
with  this  difference  only,  the  latter  fait  their  Meat,  the  Laplanders 
only  dry  it.  The  Finlanders  and  others,  who  have  a  mind  to  drefs 
themfelves  in  the  Swedijh  Fafhion,  have  the  Skins  of  thefe  Deers  tanned, 
of  which  they  make  Wadcoats  and  Breeches,  which  will  wafh  and  laft 
them  between  five  and  fix  Years,  and  don’t  (land  them  in  above  two 
Crown  Pieces  ready  made. 

Here  I  took  Leave  of  my  good  old  Hod,  and  went  with  my. Guide' 
to  a  part  of  Stamp-Elfva ,  where  he  told  me  his  Son  was  Fifhing,  and 
in  whofe  Boat  we  might  crofs  the  River  ;  accordingly  we  did  fo,  and 
getting  into  the  Road  which  led  to  our  own,  we  flopped  every  now 
and  then  to  eat  fome  of  the  Lingons ,  which,  however  are  not  fo  com¬ 
mon  here  as  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  Jonafwando ;  but  we  met  with 
another  Fruit  that  was  black,  and  its  Leaves  green  and  curled  not  un- 
like  the  Juniper  ,*  but  which  was  not  near  fo  fharp,  nor  does  it  grow 
on  fo  high  a  Shrub.  The  Swedes  call  it  Croberg ,  but  never  eat  it  j 
the  Laplanders  Moro ,  and  eat  it  in  the  Milk  of  their  Rhen-LDeer.  This 
and  the  Miolon  are  the  only  Fruits  the  Laplanders  have.  The  laft 
is  Red,  neither  the  Colour  of  the  Fruit  nor  the  Leaf  differing  very 
much  from  the  Lingon  ;  but  ’tis  very  infipid,  and  eat  only  by  the 
Rhen-Deer ,  and  fome  other  Beads  of  the  Field.  The  Plants  which 
bear  three  kinds  of  Fruit,  are  pretty  much  of  a  height,  very  little  ex¬ 
ceeding  that  of  our  Wood  Strawberries. 

Having  reach’d  our  Boat,  we  row’d  up  againd  a  very  long  and  vio-  Pupa- 
lent  Torrent  called  Lupa-Strom  ;  and  we  daid  fome  few  Hours  at  Strom’ 
Lupa  Tresky  or  the  Lake  of  Lupa ,  a  Name  it  borrows  from  a  little 
River  there  which  falls  into  that  of  Torney  about  two  Miles  and  a 
half  above  the  Road  to  Suappawara.  This  Lake  is  properly  nothing 
more  than  a  very  broad  part  of  the  River  Torney  whofe  Waters  are 
here  fwell’d  by  the  little  River  Lupa ,  and  by  fome  which  fall  from  the 
Mountains,  as  Sicka-Strom ,  from  the  Mount  Sickawaray  from  whom  Sickawara,' 
it  borrows  its  Name.  This  Lake  abounds  with  a  particular  Fifh,  by  or  Torrent  of 
them  call’d  Sike  j  which  the  Laplanders  having  dry’d,  fell  to  the  Swe-  the  Slke* 
dijh  Merchants  who  come  to  their  Fairs.  The  Scale  of  this  Fifii  re¬ 
fembles  that  of  a  Carp,  nor  does  it  very  much  differ  from  it  inTade 
when  frefh  ;  but  the  Belly  of  it  is  much  narrower.  Here  we  faw  fe- 
veral  Laplanders  a  fifhing  ;  amongd  them  one  who  was  born  a  Swede , 
but  turn’d  Laplander.  One  of  my  Watermen  it  feems  knew  him,  as 
having  formerly  work’d  together  in  the  Mines  of  Suappkwareiy  vvho 
told  me,  that  having  faved  fome  Money  there,  he  laid  it  all  out  in  the 
Purchafe  of  RhenADeer }  which  done,  he  ask’d  a  Lapla7ider  to  give  him 
his  Daughter  in  Marriage,  which  he  did  with  ^  Portion  of  RhenFDeer  ; 
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and  fince  that  time  he  has  liv’d  wholly  after  the  Fafhion  of  the  Lap¬ 
landers,  Having  invited  me  to  his  Tent,  made  as  (i)  Print  XXXVIII. 
which  was  about  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  off  on  the  North  fide  of  this  Lake, 
upon  the  Mountain  Sickawara ,  of  which  I  have  already  made  men¬ 
tion,  I  went  with  him,  and  found  his  Tent  was  built  with  long  wooden 
Stakes  drove  into  the  Ground  in  a  circular  Form,  and  fatten'd  together 
at  the  Top  in  the  fafhion  of  a  Sugar  Loaf ;  however,  not  quite  fo 
clofe,  for  as  they  make  their  Fire  in  the  middle  of  their  Tent,  there 
was  room  lefc  at  the  Top  to  let  the  Smoak  out,  and  thefe  Stakes 
were  adorn’d  with  Branches  which  were  tied  round  them  ;  and  this  was 
the  wooden  Work  of  the  Tent,  which  on  the  Outfide  was  cover’d  with 
a  coarfe  Stuff,  which  my  Hoft  call’d  Rana.  To  keep  out  the  Wind 
and  Rain,  or  rather  the  Snow  (Rain  not  being  very  common  there) 
there  was  a  kind  of  Umbrello  made  of  Branches  interwoven  in  a 
Convex  in  one  another  about  two  Yards  long  and  one  broad,  which 
being  fattened  to  the  End  of  a  long  Stake  let  in  the  Ground,  they 
place  oppofite  to  the  Wind,  and  by  that  means  keep  out  the  Wea¬ 
ther.  The  Figure  of  this  Green  Umbrello  is  pretty  like  that  of 
the  Nogay -Tartars,  as  may  be  feen  in  my  Map  B.\  There  is  a  Space 
between  two  of  their  Stakes  alfo  left  uncovered,  which  is  the  co¬ 
ming  in  of  their  Tent.  Their  Door  is  a  Bundle  made  with  Branches, 
and  cover’d  with  Rana  alfoj  and  this  is  the  Tent  of  a  Laplander , 
which  they  themfelves  call  Cotta,  Herein  we  found  our  Hott’s  Wife 
fitting  crofs  legg’d  after  the  manner  of  the  Turks  and  Tartars  upon  the 
Skin  of  a  RhenTDeer ,  juft  at  the  Left  Hand  fide  of  a  Door.  She 
was  a  middle  fiz’d  Woman,  but  very  well-fet,  and  had  a  Child  about 
two  Years  old  (landing  by  her  :  As  foon  as  (lie  faw  me  (he  rofe,  and 
giving  me  her  Hand  led  me  in,  then  fpread  another  Skin  on  the  Ground, 
on  which  I  fat  down  in  the  fame  manner.  Her  Drefs,  for  I  cannot 
properly  call  it  a  Gown,  was  white,  made  much  afeer  the  Fafhion  of  a 
Man’s  Shirt,  excepting  that  the  Slit  of  the  Bofom  was  not  fo  long, 
that  it  came  down  lower,  was  more  fcanty,  and  was  not  gathered  as 
that  is  at  the  Risbands.  The  Neck,  which  was  about  the  Breadth  of 
three  Fingers,  and  the  Bofom,  were  embroider’d  with  Lead  or  Pewter 
Wire  ;  and  upon  the  Embroidery  were  feveral  Pewter  Buttons  and 
Nicknacks  over  her  Garment.  Round  her  Watte  (lie  wTore  a  Leathern 
Belt,  not  quite  fo  broad  as  the  Palm  of  one’s  Hand,  and  very  prettily 
inlaid  in  feveral  places  with  little  Pieces  of  Pewter.  She  had  a  Pair 
of  Breeches  on  of  the  fame  Stuff,  which  (he  call’d  Tauffa ,  as  narrow 
as  thofe  generally  worn  by  the  Hungarians  and  the  Extremities  co¬ 
ming  down  to  her  Ancles,  were  tied  with  Worfted  Ribbands  of  diffe¬ 
rent  Colours  to  her  Shoes  ,•  thefe  Shoes  were  made  of  that  part  of  the 
Skin  of  a  Rhen-Heer  which  is  dripped  from  his  Legs,  with  the  Hair 
outwards,  without  Heels,  and  aPeak  at  the  end  of  the  Toes  near  two 
Inches  long,  turning  up  at  the  end  like  the  Boltfprit  of  a  Ship.  Her 
Headcloaths  were  nothing  more  than  a  little  Biggin  made  of  Red 
Cloth,  and  embroider’d  round  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  Neck  and 
Bofom  of  her  Apparel.  I  defired  her  to  (hew  me  one  of  thofe  Head- 
drefles  (lie  wore  during  the  time  that  the  Weather  was  more  cold  :  She 
did  fo ;  and  I  found  it  to  be  a  kind  of  an  Eaftern  Head-drefs,  by  the 
Turks  call’d  Tarpouzi  or  that  I  may  beunderftood  by  thofe  who  never 
faw  them,  ’tis  a  Cap  about  as  long,  and  cut  out  much  after  the  fame 
manner,  as  thofe  which  I  have  already  faid  that  the  Eaftern  Women  ufe. 
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and  tie  with  an  Handkerchief ;  but  the  Lapland  Women  tie  theirs  on 
with  a  Worded  Ribband,  and  prefTing  the  Top  of  it  down  upon  the 
Crowns  of  their  Heads,  it  makes  a  large  round  Fold  fuch  a  one  as  the 
Grecians  reprefent  their  She  Saints  with,  and  is  (13)  Print  XXXVIII. 
This  Print  {hows  the  differentDreffes  both  of  Men  and  Women  in  the  fe- 
veral  Seafons  of  the  Year.  Inftead  of  this  Habit,  the  Stuff  of  which 
they  buy  of  the  Swedes,  Norwegians  or  Mufcovttesy  they  wear  in  Win¬ 
ter  one  made  of  the  Skin  of  the  Fawns  of  the  Rhen-Deer ;  the  mod 
edeem’d  are  thofe  which  die  in  their  Mother’s  Bellies  i  and  they  make 
’em  in  the  fame  manner  as  they  do  their  Stuff  Gowns,  with  the  Hair 
outwards,  in  the  Fafhion  which  may  be  feen  in  both  Prints  XXXVII  and 
XXXVIII.  The  Swedes  call  this  fur’d  Robe,  Lapmud *  and  the  Lap¬ 
lander  s^  Burkamudan ;  under  this  we  mufl  not  look  for  Stays,  Shirt,  or 
Shift :  The  next  to  this  their  outward  Drefs,  is  their  Skin,  whether 
fair  or  brown,  in  puris  Naturalibus.  The  riched  wear  nothing  more 
than  the  very  poorefl ;  and  if  their  Drefs  differs  in  anything,  ’tis  only 
in  the  Finenefs  of  the  Stuffs,  the  Goodnefs  of  the  Skins,  and  the  Em¬ 
broidery,  Buttons  and  Nick-nacks  upon  them.  Nor  is  there  a  Refem- 
blance  only  between  the  furr’d  and  the  duff  Drefs  of  the  rich  and 
poor,  but  aifo  between  the  Dreffes  of  the  two  Sexes,  excepting  that 
the  Man’s  is  fuller  upon  the  Body,  but  fcantier  and  ihorter  below  the 
Wade,  and  generally  without  any  Embroidery  either  upon  the  Neck 
or  Bofom-Slit ;  or  if  fome  of  the  mod  airy  Sparks  wear  any,  it  does 
not  exceed  the  Breadth  of  a  Finger,  and  has  no  Buttons  upon  it  ; 
their  Breeches  and  their  Shoes  too  are  very  much  alike,  as  are  alfo 
their  Girdles,  from  which  there  hangs  down  a  large  Purfe,  fome  of 
’em  embroider’d,  others  not,  in  which  they  carry  fome  Money  and 
fome  Nick-nacks,  with  a  {heath  Knife  and  a  little  leathern  Bag  with 
Thread  in  it,  made  of  the  Nerves  and  Guts  of  Rhen-Deery  the  only 
Thread  in  Ufe  amongd  the  Laplander s,  with  Needles,  a  Flint-Stone, 
Matches,  a  Steel,  with  fome  brafs  Rings,  and  feveral  Pieces  of  Mo¬ 
ney  more  amongd  the  Women  than  Men.  This  Bag  hangs  down  as  low 
as  their  Knees,  which  as  they  walk  makes  a  dickering  fort  of  Noife, 
very  grateful,  I  fuppofe,  to  the  Ears  of  the  Inhabitants  of  that  Coun¬ 
try.  Their  Caps  in  Winter  are  a  fort  of  Cowl  or  Camail,  made  of 
a  coarfe  Stuff,  or  with  Skins  which  cover  their  Necks,  and  hang  down 
to  their  Shoulders  ;  fuch  a  one  as  this  the  Laplander  fhewed  me  in  his 
Tent,  fuch  I  find  all  the  old  Women  of  the  Country  wear.  In  Sum¬ 
mer  the  Men  have  Caps  which  cover  but  half  their  Ears,  and  they 
are  made  either  with  Stuffs,  or  oftner  with  the  Skin  of  Rhen-Deery 
and  other  Beads,  and  even  fometimes  with  that  of  Water  Fowl,  which 
they  drip  ;  fuch  a  Cap  as  this  my  Hod  had  on,  as  had  the  other  Fi- 
Ihermen  whom  we  met  at  the  fame  time,  always  wearing  the  Hair  of 
Feathers  outwards. 

Our  Hodefs  made  us  (it  down  to  a  cold  Meal,  which  confided  of  the 
dry’d  Flefh  of  Rhen-Deery  and  Cheefe  made  with  the  Milk  of  the  Rhen - 
Doe ;  for  fo  in  the  Sequel  of  my  Hidory  I  fhall  call  the  She,  for  di- 
ftindion  fake,  but  which  in  her  Language  this  Woman  called  Halto , 
and  the  Buck  Kerke.  Tho’  there  was  no  Salt  in  either,  I  mud  confefs 
I  lik’d  the  Relifb  of  ’em ;  however,  I  eat  much  more  heartily  of  the 
Cheefe  than  I  did  of  the  Meat ;  he  then  gave  me  fome  Drink  in  a 
wooden  Cup,  which  was  the  Milk  of  their  Doe  turn’d  fower  and 
curded,  which  however  I  liked  very  well.  This  Milk  the  Laplanders 
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keep  in  Barrels  or  Hides,  as  the  Tartars  do  their  Mares  Milk.  As  for 
Bread,  there  was  none  ferved  us;  and  indeed  there  is  fo  far  from  being 
any  luch  thing  in  the  Country,  that  they  have  not  fo  much  as  a  Word 
in  their  Tongue  to  exprefs  Bread.  The  Repaid  ended,  my  Hoftefs  made 
me  a  Frelent  of  a  little  Basket  of  her  own  working ;  it  was  made  of 
fmall  Roots  of  Trees  fo  very  neatly  and  clofely  work’d,  that  one  may 
put  Snuff  or  powder’d  Tobacco  in  it,  without  any  Danger  of  its  com¬ 
ing  through.  In  return  I  made  her  a  Prefent  of  feveral  little  Nicknacks, 
which  I  had  bought  of  a  Finland  Pedlar,  who  fhew’d  me  fuch  as  the 
People  of  this  Country  moft  delighted  in,  and  which  therefore  I  carry’d 
in  my  Pockets  for  Inch  Occafions  as  thefe  ;  I  alfo  gave  her  lome  To¬ 
bacco,  which  the  Lapla?iders  both  Men  and  Women  generally  chew, 
and  they  don’t  much  care  for  fmoaking  it  •,  nor  did  I  forget  my 
Landlord,  with  whom  I  went  to  fee  his  Rhen-Deer ,  which  were  above 
an  Hundred  in  Number ;  and  I  bought  a  Fawn  of  him  Twelve  or  Thir¬ 
teen  Months  old  for  Half  a  Crown,  and  going  to  take  Leave  of  his 
Wife,  he  bid  me  pay  her,  for  he  would  not  take  the  Money  himfelf. 
He  then  led  the  Fawn  for  me  as  far  as  our  Boat,  which  having  reach’d, 

I  defired  him  to  kill  it,  and  he  did  fo  ;  not  by  cutting  his  Throat  as 
C>ur  Butchers  do  their  Calves  and  Sheep,  but  by  plunging  his  Knife  in¬ 
to  its  Heart,  which  he  did  with  one  Hand,  and  with  the  other  he  held 
him  up  by  the  Head  whilfl  there  was  Life  in  it,  and  then  let  it  fall  up¬ 
on  fome  Snow  which  happen’d  to  be  Bill  there.  This  done,  he  dripped 
it  without  making  the  lead;  Flaw  in  his  Skin.  He  then  cut  the  Body  in  * 
Pieces,  which  I  gave  to  my  Interpreter  and  Watermen,  and  they  took 
care  it  fhould  neither  be  wafted  nor  fpoiled.  I  eat  fome  of  it  with 
them,  and  thought  it  much  better  and  fuller  of  Gravy  than  the  Fawn 
of  Red  or  Fallow  Deer.  The  Rhen-Deer  has  very  much  of  the 
Stagg  as  to  his  Size,  nor  is  he  unlike  the  Fallow  Deer.  He  has 
four  Branches  or  Horns,  of  which  the  two  longed  are  upon  the 
hind,  the  two  fhorteft  upon  the  fore  Part  of  his  Head.  The  Flelh 
of  this  Venifon  is  not  fo  dry,  but  is  much  more  delicious  to  the 
Tafte,  than  that  of  thofe  I  have  juft  mention’d.  That  fame  Day 
I  paid  aVifit  to  another  Laplander ,  whom  we  met  a  Fifhing,  and 
who  lived  on  t’other  fide  of  the  River,  about  three  Quarters  of  a 
Mile  higher. 

In  this  Place  alfo  theWaters  were  not  confined  within  their  own 
Banks,  but  cover’d  a  very  handfome  Trad:  of  Ground  ;  upon  which  I 
asked  the  Laplander  whether  this  Extent  had  any  particular  Name  be¬ 
longing  to  it,  and  he  told  me  twas  called  Saucy  Tresk ,  or  the  Lake  of 
Saucy.  I  never  faw  a  Map  that  took  Notice  either  of  this  or  the 
formerLake,  though  more  remarkable  than  that  of  Taka,  a  Mile  and  a 
Quarter  higher,  of  which  at  lead:  they  give  the  Name,  tho’  they  have 
made  it  larger  than  it  really  is,  and  reprefented  in  a  Form  very  unlike 
its  own.  It  was  about  Ten  in  the  Afternoon  (for  fo  I  may  call  it, 
fince  there  was  neither  Night  nor  Evening  there)  when  we  landed  on 
the  South  Side  of  a  little  Ifland  called  Riccaholm ,  which  this  other 
Laplander ,  who  led  me  per  in  vias  Jilvas ,  over  Rocks  and  through 
Thorns  and  Briars,  to  hisTent  on  the  neighbouring  Continent,  upon 
a  Mountain  called  Riccawara ,  which  we  reached  about  Half  an  Hour 
after  Eleven,  and  found  his  Wife  in  Bed,  which  confifted  of  two  Skins 
of  Rhen-Deer ,  and  one  fpread  upon  the  Ground  ferving  for  Feather 
Bed  and  Mattrefs,  and  the  others  for  Sheets,  Blanket  and  Quijt, 
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and  flic  lay  between  thofe  two  quite  naked;  and  indead  of  a  Pillow, 
file  had  her  Gown  folded  up  under  her  Head.  This  I  found  afterwards 
was  not  a  Cuftom  peculiar  to  her,  but  ufed  by  all  t \vz  Laplanders  both  in 
Winter  and  Summer,  and  pretty  common  amongft  theF/»/0»^Fifhermen, 
who  are  their  neared  Neighbours ;  with  this  Difference  indeed,  that 
thofe  who  live  moft  at  their  Eafe  amongfl  the  latter,  make  themfelves 
Matreffes  with  the  Hair  of  Rhen-T)eer ,  which  they  pick  up  in  Moult- 
ing-time,  and  Bolders  and  Pillows  with  the  Feathers  of  Wild  and  Wa¬ 
ter-Fowl  :  However,  they  pull  off"  their  Shirts  at  Night  for  fear  of 
wearing  them  out,  and  the  Laplanders  never  wear  any  at  all,  but  of 
what  Sex  or  Condition  foever  they  be,  always  lay  naked  thus  between 
two  Skins.  I  made  no  Stay  in  this  Tent,  but  leaving  the  Man  and 
Woman  together,  I  went  out  and  fat  me  down  under  a  large  Fir-Tree, 
when  my  Hod  prefently  came  to  me,  and  brought  me  a  Bow  and  Ar¬ 
row,  which  I  had  ask’d  him  to  buy.  I  diverted  my  lelf  fome  time  in  fee¬ 
ing  him  flioot,  which  he  did  fo  very  dextroufly,  that  he  never  mifs’d 
the  Mark,  whether  ’twas  one  of  his  own,  or  of  my  chufing  for  him* 
After  which  he  fhew’d  me  his  Herd  or  Flock  of  Rhen-Deer ,  which  con¬ 
fided  of  about  eighty  Head,  and  which  his  Son,  who  was  then  about 
ten  Years  old,  took  care  of.  We  then  law  fome  Laplanders ,  with  two 
Herds  of  RhenLDeer ,  marching  Northwards,  in  Purfuit,  as  I  may  fay: 
of  the  cold  Weather,  fo  very  agreeable  to  thofe  Creatures.  I  feem’d 
furprizd  that  indead  of  taking  this  Opportunity  of  feeding  their  Cat¬ 
tle  with  the  Grafs,  when  now  the  Ice  and  Snow  was  melted,  and  might 
eafily  be  come  at,  thefe  People  fliould  be  feeking  (for  fo  he  rold  me 
they  were)  the  very  farthed  Parts  of  Lapland ,  cover’d  with  eternal 
Snow.  But  this  he  faid  was  no  Obje&ion  5  for  befides  the  Mofs  and 
the  aforefaid  Beard  of  Pines,  which  I  have  already  made  mention  of  as 
the  natural  Food  of  thefe  Animals,  he  told  me  that  they  would  And  fome 
pretty  good  Grafs  under  the  Snow,  which  they  never  fail’d  of  feraping 
away;  that  they  went  Northwards  for  fear  of  Heat,  which,  when  ex- 
ceflive,  always  dedroy’d  a  vad  Number  of  thofe  Creatures,  or  at  the 
very  bed  bred  Flies  and  other  Infeeds  upon  ’em,  which  made  their 
Way  through  their  Skins,  and  filled  ’em  fo  full  of  Holes,  that  they 
looked  more  like  Sives  than  any  thing  elfe,  after  which  they’never 
were  good  for  any  thing ;  that  even  the  Men  in  thofe  Parts  were  often 
obliged,  during  hot  Weather,  to  tar  their  Heads,  their  Faces,  and  e- 
very  Part  of  the  Body  that  is  expofed,  for  fear  of  thofe  Infeeds.  To 
this  he  added,  that  Heat  had  fuch  a  very  drange  Effecd  over  thofe 
Creatures,  that  take  a  furr’d  Gown  faid  to  be  made  with  one  of  their 
Skins*  and  lay  it  before  the  Fire,  or  expofe  it  to  the  Sun,  and  all  the 
Hair  will  drop  off'. 

Having  given  a  Ibort  Sketch  of  the  Lapland  Fafhion  of  incamping, 
it  will  not  be  amifs  to  fay  fomething  of  their  Manner  of  breaking  up 
Camp.  They  fold  up  the  Stuff  with  which  they  cover  their  Tents; 
and  of  that,  as  wTell  as  of  the  red  of  their  Baggage,  they  make  feve- 
ral  Bundles  of  about  40,  50,  or  60  Pounds  Weight ,  but  if  their  March 
be  long,  they  make  their  Bundles  lefs;  and  two  of  thefe  of  an  equal 
Weight  they  tie  with  ffrorig  Leathern  Thongs  upon  one  of  their  Rhen - 
*Deer,  as  we  do  Bales  and  Hampers  upon  our  Packhorfes,  and  like 
them  they  red  upon  their  Sides.  If  they  have  any  little  Children  un- 
capable  of  Walking,  they  pack  them  up  too  in  their  Cradles,  which 
are  made  jud  exa&ly  to  fit  their  Bodies,  like  little  Coffins,  where  they 
Y01..IL  Pp  have 
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have  but  a  fmall  Breathing-place,  as  you  may  fee  N.  (5)  in  the  Print 
XXXVIII.  and  there  they  put  two  and  two  after  the  manner  of  (12) 
upon  their  RhenTDeer,  as  they  do  other  Bundles;  and  when  one  Child  is 
lighter  than  the  other,  they  put  fomething  upon  his  Cradle  to  make  his 
Weight  dire&ly  anfwerthat  of  the  other;  and  if  there  be  but  one  Child, 
they  make  up  a  Bundle  exa&ly  of  the  fame  Weight,  as  I  faw  it  done  by 
thefe  Laplanders ,  who  broke  up  their  Camp  near  Riccawara.  When  all 
their  Baggage  is  thus  loaded,  the  Men  and  Women,  and  fuch  of  their 
Children  as  are  capable  of  walking,  drive  the  loaded  Deer  to  the  Place 
where  they  intend  to  encamp  next,  and  fuch  of  them  as  are  not  loaded 
follow  with  little  or  no  Trouble;  they  generally  halt  in  the  Woods,  or 
between  the  Rocks  and  Mountains,  which  they  are  obliged  to  crofs, 
but  never  pitch  any  Tent  till  they  reach  the  Place  where  they  intend  to 
continue.  They  never  ride  the  Rhen  <T>£er,  having  found  that  their 
Backs  are  very  weak,  and  that  their  Strength  lays  in  their  Legs  and 
Shoulders ;  and  for  this  Pveafon  they  draw  a  great  deal  fwifter,  and  a 
much  heavier  Burden  than  they  can  carry.  As  for.  the  wooden  Work 
of  their  Tent,  they  leave  it  (landing,  and  build  another  wherever  they 
encamp  next,  there  being  Plenty  of  Wood  every  where  ;  and  in  this 
the  Northern  Nomades  have  a  vaft  Advantage  over  the  Eaflern,  I  mean 
the  Noghaian  Tartars ,  whom  I  have  feen  between  the  Black  and  the 
Cafpian  Sea ,  who  feldom  meeting  with  any  Wood  in  the  Defarts,  where 
they  encamp  with  their  Families  and  their  Droves  of  Horfes,  are  al¬ 
ways  oblig’d  to  carry  not  only  the  Coverings  of  their  Tents,  which  is 
a  kind  of  felting  Stuff,  but  the  Timber-work  alio,  and  for  this  Rea- 
fon  they  make  it  much  lighter,  and  much"  more  regular. 

But  to  refume  the  Thread  of  my  Difcourfe ;  I  ask’d  the  Hofl  feve- 
ral  Queflions  concerning  their  Manner  of  Living,  Hunting,  Fifhing, 
and  concerning  feverai  Kinds  of  Creatures,  whofe  Skins  are  the  moil 
valued  amonglt  ’em ;  as  in  particular,  amongfl  other  Things,  whether  he 
never  kill’d  black  Foxes  or  Sables,  and  whether  he  had  any  of  their 
Skins  to  fell,  or  cou’d  tell  me  of  any  Body  that  had  ?  To  which  he  an- 
fwer’d,  that  thofe  two  Kinds  of  Animals  were  very  fcarce,  but  efpe- 
cially  the  former,  for  he  did  not  really  believe  that  in  three  Years  Time 
there  had  been  four  of ’em  kill’d  in  all  Tome  Lapmark ;  but  that  as  for  the 
latter  indeed,  he  and  his  Companions  did  fometimes  kill  a  few  of ’em, 
but  they  never  fav’d  any  of  the  Skins, felling  ’em  all  at  the  Fairs  of  January 
and  February ,  which  are  generally  held  near  the  Churches  in  the  Borders 
of  Lapland ;  after  which  Time  he  Paid  they  never  kill’d  any,  it  generally 
being  Moulting-time  about  the  beginning  of  Marchy  and  the  Colour 
of  their  Hair  being  quite  changed  by  ApriT,  a  Proof  of  which  I  faw  in 
the  Ermines  and  Squirrils,  which  here  and  there  are  very  plentiful,  and 
whofe  Hair  was  become  reddifh,  like  that  of  Weefles,  except  the  Tip 
of  the  Tail,  which  in  Ermines  is  always  black  ;  to  this  my  Hod  added, 
that  they  did  not  begin  to  kill  ’em  again  till  towards  the  middle  of  No - 
r vender .  He  gave  me  a  great  many  other  very  fatisfadtory  Arifwers 
to  the  fevcral  Queftions  I  ask’d,  till  I  came  to  touch  upon  Religion. 
The  firft  thing  I  ask’d  him  in  relation  to  this,  was  whether  he  fre¬ 
quented  any  particular  Church,  or  Chapel  ?  To  which  he  anfwer’d. 
Yes;  but  that  really  he  had  frequented  none  of  late,  fmce  his  good 
Friend  the  laft  Curate  of  Juckacerwa  had  been  dead,  by  reafon  that  c- 
ver  fince  that  Time  he  had  encamped  at  too  great  a  Diftance  from  one  ; 
that  it  was  only  the  Plenty  of  Fifh  in  Saucy*Tresk  that  had  drawn 
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him  fofar  down  the  Country  as  I  faw  him  ;  but  as  foon  as  the  Wea¬ 
ther  grew  better,  he  fhou’d  leave  the  Place,  and  get  up  further  into 
the  Country  again.  I  then  ask’d  him  whether  he  knew  what  was 
meant  by  the  Sacrament,  and  whether  he  had  ever  received  it  >  But 
he  return’d  my  Queftion,  and  ask’d  me  whether  I  did  not  know  what 
was  meant  by  it  myfelf?  I  anfwerd,  Yes,  but  that  I  wanted  to  know 
whether  he  and  I  had  the  lame  Notion  of  it j  but  inftead  of  telling  me 
what  it  was,  he  began  to  give  me  an  Account  of  the  Ceremony  ufed 
in  the  Adminiftration  of  it,  as  near  as  I  can  remember  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  Words  :  “  The  Prieft  puts  a  little  round  white  Loaf,  *  as  thin  as  a  *  TheLuthc\ 
“  Sheet  of  Paper,  in  the  Mouth  of  the  Communicant ,  and  then  makes  rans  Zive 
Cc  him  fwallow  the  value  of  a  Spoonful  of  Spanifo  Wine.”  Here  we 
muft  obferve,  that  the  Laplanders  call  every  kind  of  Wine  Span  Vine ,  wsii  a’s  the 
or  Spanijh  Wine,  and  Brandy  they  call  Vine,  having  no  other  Name  Koman  ca- 
for  thefe  Liquors  ;  and  none  at  all,  as  I  obferved  before,  for  Bread, 
which,  to  exprefs,  they  make  ufe  of  the  Finland  Term  Leypa.  Hear-  rj^JtsT 
ing  this  Anfwer,  I  ask'd  my  Hofl  whether  he  had  no  other  Notion  of 
the  Sacrament  ?  Yes,  Paid  he,  The  Body  of  Jefus  Chrift  who  died  for  us 
is  hid  in  it,  but  we  cant  fee  it.  But  do  not  you  Laplanders ,  Paid  I, 
believe  that  this  Body  is  riPen  again  ;  and  that’tis  living  as  you  and 
I  are  ?  Upon  this  he  pauPed  for  the  Space  of  Pome  few  Minutes,  and 
Peem’d  in  a  very  deep  Study ;  then  looking  up  again,  God  knows,  Paid 
he;  and  this  was  all  I  cou’d  get  out  of  him.  Being  then  willing  to 
know  whether  he  had  any  greater  Notion  of  Magick  or  Witchcraft, 
than  he  had  of  Religion,  1  asked  him  whether  there  were  really  any 
Puch  Things  as  Magicians  and  Witches  among  the  Laplanders  ?  He 
anfwer’dme,  Yes,  but  that  they  were  chiefly  to  be  met  with  amongH 
the  Kimi- Laplanders,  and  the  People  of  Finland.  Upon  this  I  ex¬ 
prefs ’d  a  great  Defire  of  Peeing  Pome  of  them:  God  forbid  you  fhould, 
reply’d  he.  I  then  offer’d  him  a  Crown  Piece,  the  favourite  Money 
of  the  Laplanders ,  if  he  wou’d  (hew  me  any  ;  but  he  protefled  that  he 
knew  none,  and  feem’d  very  fearful  of  being  ever  acquainted  with  any 
of  ’em.  But  tell  me  then,  Paid  I,  what  Port  of  People  you  take  them 
to  be  :  They  are  Folks,  reply’d  he,  who  talk  with  the  Devil,  know 
every  thing  that  is  done;  and  when  they  bear  any  body  Ill-will,  or  are 
paid  for  doing  a  Man  Mifchief,  will  Pend  Difeafes  upon  him  or  his 
Wife  and  Children,  and  Cattle;  and  this  he  confirm’d  to  me  by  feve- 
ral  Stories  he  told  me,  of  People  whom  they  had  {truck  Blind,  and 
whofe  RhenFDeer  they  had  killed.  As  thefe  Stories  were  altogether  as 
tedious  as  they  were  improbable,  I  cut  him  fhort  in  the  midft  of  them, 
notwithftanding  that  my  Interpreter,  who  believ’d  them  as  firmly  as  if 
they  had  been  Articles  of  Faith,  wou’d  have  had  me  open  my  Ears  and 
Eyes  as  wide  as  he  did  his  to  liften  to  them  ;  and  asked  die  Laplan- 
lander  whether  they  cou’d  not  do  Good  as  well  as  Mifchief  ?  To  which 
he  anfwer’d  in  the  Affirmative,  alluring  me,  that  they  cured  the  Dif¬ 
eafes  which  they  themfelves  or  others  had  given  ,•  provided,  Pays  he, 
you  meet  them  and  treat  them  very  civilly  with  Brandy,  and  make 
them  Pome  handfome  PrePent.  Here  I  muff  obferve,  that  the  Enthu- 
Piafm  which  is  taken  Notice  of  in  them,  and  which  precedes  their  Pre¬ 
dictions  and  Divinations,  Peems  to  me  rather  an  EffeCt  of  the  Brandy 
and  Spirits  which  they  drink,  than  of  any  Infpiration;  for  they  never 
Pet  about  their  Work  without  having  firft  dramm’d  it  very  heartily. 

I  cou’d  not  avoid  his  telling  me  another  Story,  (to  confirm  his  laft  Af- 
fertion)  of  an  old  Witch  who  had  a  very  handfome  Daughter,  to 
Vol.  II.  Ppz  whom 
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whom  a  young  Laplander ,  rich  in  many  Heads  of  RhenTDcer ,  promis’d 
Marriage,  but  broke  his  Word,*  upon  which  the  Mother  in  a  very  great 
Paffion  {truck  him  Blind,  nor  cou’d  he  recover  his  Sight  till  fuch  time 
as  he  had  made  his  Peace  with  the  old  Woman,  and  married  her 
Daughter. 

By  his  Difcourfe  I  found  that  the  Laplanders  feek  the  Favour,  and 
endeavour  to  appeafe  the  Anger  of  their  pjretended  Witches,  whom 
they  believe  capable  of  doing  any  Good  or  Mifchief  they  fhall  pleafe  ; 
as  the  common  People  among  the  Roman  Cathoiicks  do  of  their  Saints, 
to  whom  they  chiefly  attribute  all  the  Fortunes  and  Misfortunes  which 
happen  to  them.  This  Man  wou’d  have  gone  on  with  his  Stories,  had 
not  I  left  him  to  go  and  obferve  the  Sun  from  a  Hillock,  which  was  noc 
above  a  Musket-Shot  diftant  from  the  Place  where  we  were  fitting, 
and  from  whence  I  cou’d  difcern  the  whole  Body  of  that  bright  Orb 
when  at  the  lowed.  The  Laplanders ,  who  are  accuftomed  to  have 
him  continually  upon  their  Horizon  during  feveral  Weeks  of  the  Sum¬ 
mer,  and  to  be  without  a  glympfe  of  him  during  as  many  of  the  Win¬ 
ter,  do  not  take  the  lead  Notice  either  of  his  going  or  returning  * 
and  they  allure  me,  that  the  Whitenefs  of  the  Snow,  and  the  Bright- 
nefs  of  the  Stars  when  the  Sky  is  clear,  makes  them  fudicient  amends 
for  the  Lofs  of  this  Ruler  of  the  Day,  by  affording  them  as  much 
Light  as  they  want  to  do  any  thing  they  have  to  do.  Mean  while  the 
good  Woman  of  the  Houfe  was  got  up,  and  had  dreffed  fome  of  the 
Fi(h  which  her  Husband  had  brought  Home  with  him,  to  part  of  which 
I  was  invited  with  my  Interpreter  ;  and  we  were  obliged  to  fifh  for  it 
again  with  wooden  Spoons  in  a  large  wooden  Bowl,  which  was  almod 
filed  with  the  Milk  of  Rhen-Does ,  in  which  it  had  been  boiled,  and 
now  ferved  for  Sauce,  in  which  the  Fifh  might  literally  be  faid  to 
fwim  again.  Nor  was  this  all  our  Supper  ;  we  had  Cheefe  and 
Power  Milk  ferved  us,  fuch  as  I  had  drank  at  Siccawara  5  after  which  I 
thank’d  my  Holt  and  Hodefs,  made  them  a  Prefent  of  fome  Tobacco, 
and  return’d  to  my  Boat ,*  to  which  the  former  wou’d  needs  accompany 
me. 

On  the  6th  we  reached  another  broad  Place  of  the  River,  which  I 
have  already  made  mention  of,  call’d  Tuka-Trefi.  The  Lake  Tukay 
which  gives  its  Name  to  Tukacerva ,  a  kind  of  Village  about  three 
Quarters  of  a  Mile  higher  ,*  and  of  which  I  (hall  take  Notice  in  my 
return.  Having  (laid  there  only  to  take  a  new  Guide  and  Interpre¬ 
ter,  both  in  one  Man,  who  was  better  acquainted  with  the  pra&ical 
Map  of  thefe  Countries  than  my  former  were  :  However,  I  did  not 
difcharge  him  j  for  having  a  Letter  to  Magijler  Vigilus,  who  there  ferved 
fome  time  the  Cure  of  Tukacerva ,  from  one  of  his  Friends  at  Tame ,  he 
recommended  me  for  Interpreter  and  Guide  to  the  late  Curate’s  Son, 
who  had  not  made  a  fufficient  Progrefs  in  his  Studies  to  fucceed  his  Fa¬ 
ther,  and  was  therefore  reduced  to  live  after  the  Lapland  Falhion: 
He  was  then  filling  about  half  a  Mile  from  that  Place,  and  was 
immediately  fent  for,  came  and  accepted  of  the  Offices  for  a  fmali 
Reward.  I  entered  into  Difcourfe  with  him,  and  found  that  he  talked 
the  Swedijh  Tongue,  and  fome  few  Latin  Words,*  with  the  little 
I  had  got  of  the  former,  and  his  little  of  the  latter,  we  underdood 
one  another  pretty  well.  He  told  me,  that  he  had  no  other  Calling 
but  that  of  a  Filherman ;  and  that  he  had  nothing  elfe  to  do,  having 
entrufted  his  Herd,  which  he  faid  confided  in  60  Head  of  RhenTDeer , 
to  fome  Laplanders  of  his  Acquaintance ;  who,  during  the  Summer 
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Seafon,  kept  them  with  their  own  between  the  Mountains  which  fur- 
round  Torne-Tresk ,  or  the  Lake  Tome.  Thofe  who  have  not  feen  it, 
will  icarce  believe  what  Numbers  of  Water-Fowl  are  to  be  met  with 
upon  this  River,  to  which  that  Lake  give  its  Name ;  and  my  Water¬ 
men  wou’d  every  now  and  then  put  in  to  Shore,  to  look  for  the  EggS 
of  wild  Ducks  and  Geefe  amongfl  the  Reeds,  which  grow  here  and 
there  upon  the  River  fide,  or  in  the  little  Iflands  which  in  feveral  Places 
are  formed  in  the  middle  of  the  River,  and  that  after  the  manner  of  the 
Laplanders ,  who  get  vaft  Quantities  of  thefeEggS,  and  of  the  wild  Fowl 
too*  when  inSeafon,  as  the  old  one£  in  Winter,  and  the  Goflings  and 
young  Ducks  in  Summer,  which  they  have  feveral  ways  of  killing  5 
but  the  molt  common,  and  what  they  are  the  mod  expert  at,  is  the 
ihooting  them  with  their  Arrows,  as  they  do  their  Land  Prey  ,*  and 
indeed  the  Laplanders  are  fuch  excellent  Archers,  and  their  Prey  is  fo 
very  plenty,  that  fhou’d  one  of  them  go  out  a  ihooting  for  two  Hours, 
and  not  bring  home  a  whole  Load  of  Game,  he  wou’d  certainly  con¬ 
clude  that  fonie  Enchanter,  who  bore  him  a  Grudge,  had  out  of  meer 
fpight  fpoiled  his  Sport.  My  new  Guide  having  helped  me  to  a  new 
lioac  lighter  than  my  other,  with  a  couple  of  Lapland  Watermen,  we 
reach’d  fome  ol ^Copper  Forges  and  melting  Furnaces  about  a  Mile  and 
a  half  higher  in  lefs  than  three  Hours  time,  notwithilanding  that  wc 
row’d  againil  a  rapid  Stream.  Thefe  Forges  have  feveral  good  Dwel¬ 
ling  Houfes  adjoining  to  them,  but  all  uninhabited  ;  and  they  are  fi- 
tuated  on  a  little  River  call’d  iVtUakiosky ,  which  falls  from  a  vafl 
height,  and  with  great  Noife  on  one  fide  of  it  in  the  River  Tome.  They 
werQ  built  by  the  Proprietors  of  the  others  which  I  have  taken  Notice  of 
before,  and  abandoned  almoft  as  loon  as  they  were  compleatly  finifhed. 
The  Streams  being  all  over  very  flrong,  we  could  not  go  up  further 
than  three  Miles  in  eight  Hours  ;  then  we  refled  our  felves  for  two 
Hours,  and  eat  fome  Provifions  we  had  with  us.  Having  defired  my 
Interpreter  to  fliew  me  as  many  Laplanders  as  he  pofhbly  cou’d,  he 
carried  me  upon  a  Mountain  called  Rodwara ,  about  a  Mile  from  the 
River,  where  we  found  two  Tents,  with  two  Women  and  their  Chil¬ 
dren.  As  I  was  impatient  till  I  had  reached  the  Tents,  I  made 
what  hafle  I  cou’d  before  ;  and  the  Women  perceiving  me,  fled  each 
with  a  Child  in  her  Arms,  and  followed  by  a  little  Girl  about  10  Years 
old.  There  was  fomething  fo  new  and  ftrange  to  them  in  my  Drefs, 
that  it  feems  that  had  frighten’d  them  away  ;  but  my  Guide  who 
knew  them  call’d  them  by  their  Names,  and  bid  them  not  be  afraid  s 
upon  which  they  return’d  to  their  Tents,  and  received  us  after  their 
manner,  by  giving  us  their  Hand  as  we  came  in.  They  were  both 
young,  the  oldefl  of  them  not  exceeding  Twenty  Eight,  and  the  youngefl 
Twenty  5  they  were  of  a  middle  Size  and  fair.  About  Ten  the  Sun 
growing  low,  the  RhenVDoes ,  which  they  call  here  Vatcbion  and  not 
HaltOy  as  I  had  fo  call’d  before,  came  up  to  the  Cottas  or  Tents.  I 
admired  the  Tamenefs  and  Docility  of  thefe  Creatures,  who  came  up 
to  them  as  foon  as  they  raifed  their  Voice  a  little  higher  than  ordi¬ 
nary  to  call  them  ;  and  of  their  own  accord  (looped  their  Heads,  that 
their  Miflrefles  might  throw  a  Rope  about  their  Necks,  which  they 
did  very  dextroufly  from  fome  Diflance  5  and  with  which  they  tied 
them  to  a  Tree  or  Stake  fee  in  the  Ground  for  that  purpofe,  that 
they  might  Milk  them  with  lefs  trouble,  (as  does  (8)  on  the  faid 
Print).  I  told  thefe  Women  that  I  was  furpris’d  to  hear  them  call 
their  Does  Vatcbion ,  for  I  had  heard  other  Laplanders  give  them  the 
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Name  of  Halto ;  to  which  they  anfwered,  that  the  latter  was  the 
Name  of  their  Does  in  general,  the  former  proper  to  their  Milch  Does 
only.  I  had  the  Curiofity  to  tafte  of  the  Vatchioris  frelh  Milk  ;  upon 
which  the  little  Girl  was  fent  by  her  Mother,  the  eldeft  of  the  two 
Women,  into  the  Tent  for  a  wooden  Cup,  which  (he  fill'd,  and  I  drank 
it  off]  I  not  only  thought  this  Milk  inferior  to  that  of  Cows  in  Sweet- 
nefs,  bur  almoft  as  ftrong  as  that  of  Mares,  which  I  had  drank  in  Tar¬ 
tary  :  However,  it  has  this  one  Advantage  over  it,  the  Flavour  was 
very  agreeable,  which  I  chiefly  attributed  to  the  Angelico  Leaves 
which  the  Rhen-Deer  are  fond  of,  and  of  which  there  is  plenty  in 
Lapland  upon  the  River  Tides,  as  there  is  alfo  of  other  Sweet  Herbs ; 
and  this  confirms  what  I  have  before  obferved  of  the  bitter  Flavour 
which  we  find  in  the  Milk  of  Cows  and  Goats  near  the  Black  Sea, 
caufed  by  the  Wormwood  they  eat.  There  I  took  Notice,  that  the 
Laplanders  chew  Angelico  Roots  when  they  have  no  Tobacco  lefr. 
As  foon  as  they  had  done  milking  their  Vatchions ,  they  let  them  go  to 
Grafs  again,  and  fet  fome  of  the  Milk  a  boiling  upon  the  Fire,  to 
which  they  invited  us ;  and  at  the  fame  time  ferved  up  fome  dry’d 
Flefh  of  Rhen-Deer ,  and  fome  of  theirTongues  dryed,  which  were  very 
delicious  ;  as  was  alfo  fome  dry’d  Cheefe  which  they  made  us  eat  of. 
As  they  were  naturally  lively  gay  Women,  we  were  very  merry  du¬ 
ring  Supper-time  ,*  and  I  asked  them  feverai  Queflions,  to  which  they 
gave  me  very  civil  and  fatisfadlory  Anfwers.  I  then  began  to  enquire 
into  their  Thoughts  of  their  prefent  Condition,  and  whether  they 
wou’d  not  be  glad  to  change  it  for  a  better  ,*  at  the  fame  time  fetting 
our  manner  of  living  before  them  in  the  fairelt  Light  I  cou’d,  but  in 
vain ;  my  Difcourfe  did  not  make  the  lead  Imprelfion  upon  them,  I 
found  they  were  extremely  well  fatisfy’d  with  their  prefent  State,  and 
defired  nothing  but  the  Encreafe  of  their  Rhen-Deer. 

Whilflvve  were  engaged  in  this  Difcourfe,  their  Husbands  came  home 
quite  loaded  with  Filh,  efpecially  that  fort  they  call  Thiava ,  and  the 
Swedes,  Sicks :  They  had  alfo  a  confiderable  Number  of  Pike,  and 
wou’d  fain  have  drefted  fome  of  them  for  us ;  but  we  thanked  them 
heartily,  and  allured  them  we  cou’d  eat  nothing  more,  we  had  beenfo 
well  treated  by  their  Wives  ,•  and  this  they  heard  without  the  leaft 
Jealoufy.  Both  thefe  Men  in  Height  exceeded  what  we  generally  call 
a  middle-fized  Man;  as  did  moll  of  thofe  whom  I  had  met  with  here 
and  there,  ever  fince  we  had  palfed  Lupa-Tresk :  They  were  really 
well  made  Men,  pretty  thick  fet,  and  their  Looks  were  frelh  and 
ruddy;  theoldell  of  them  might  be  Three  or  Four  and  Thirty,  and  the 
youngell  of  them  about  Twenty  Five.  Comparing  thefe  Laplanders 
with  the  Accounts  I  had  read  of  here,  given  by  a  great  many  People 
who  had  all  reprefented  them  as  mere  Tigmies,  banilhed  from  my  Mind 
that  falle  Idea  which  I  had  entertained  of  them.  Enquiring  into  their 
chief  Employments,  I  found,  that  after  the  Care  of  their  RhenDeers , 
twas  Filhing  in  Summer  time,  and  Hunting  in  Winter  ;  at  which  time 
they  kill’d  not  only  thofe  Creatures  which  were  fit  to  eat,  but  fuch 
whofe  Skins  wou’d  fell.  I  then  entered  upon  Religion ,  and  asked  them 
what  was  that  which  they  profefs’d  >  That  of  the  Swedes ,  faid  the  oldell 
of  them ;  but  do  you  think  that  the  bell,  faid  I,  cutting  him  fliort  ? 
Doubtlefs  it  is,  reply’d  he,  fince  the  Swedes ,  Norwegians  and  the 
Muscovites  believe  it.  I  being  no  Milfionary,  did  not  think  it  my  Bu- 
finefs  to  furnilh  him  with  more  fubllantial  Goodnef9  of  one  Religion 
above  another,  or  make  them  fenfible  of  the  Difference  between  the 
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two  fird  and  the  lad.  Befides,  ’twou’d  have  been  an  endlefs  piece 
of  Work  to  have  pretended  to  explain  fuch  a  Thing  as  this,  to  People, 
who  had  no  Principles  of  Religion  in  them,  and  only  a  few  wild  con¬ 
fus'd  Notions,  fuch  as  they  had  picked  up  in  the  Sermons  they  had 
heard  once  a  Year.  I  ask'd  them  then  however,  whether  their  Frieds 
had  never  told  them  what  this  Religion  was,  and  how  to  pratdife  it? 

Yes,  reply’d  the  younged  of  them,  who  refolvedto  fpeak  inhisTurn, 
we  go  to  Church  in  Winter,  have  our  Children  baptiz’d,  receive  the 
Sacrament,  and  pay  the  Pried  thofe  Dues  which  that  Religion  enjoins 
us  to  pay  him  :  As  for  Example,  now  I  have  but  Two  Hundred  Head 
of  RhenLDeer,  and  yet  I  pay  Four  Lifpunds,  viz.  Twenty  Pounds 
weight  of  dry’d  Flefli  of  the  Deer  every  Year,  befides  Eight  Cheefes, 

Two  Pair  of  Gloves,  and  a  Pair  of  Boots  to  the  Curate  of  Tucka-cerva ; 
my  Wife  gives  him  Ten  Ermine  Skins,  and  a  Servant  that  looks  after 
my  Rhen-Deer ,  Six  Squirrel  Skins  :  Beddes  this,  we  pay  him  propor- 
tionably  to  the  Number  of  Rhen-Deer ;  we  have  Chriflning ,  Sacraments , 

Marriage  and  Burial  Fees,  when  any  of  us  die  when  near  the 
Church.  Upon  this  I  asked  him,  what  they  did  with  thofe  who  died 
a  great  way  from  the  Churches  ?  We  bury  them  our  lelves,  faid  he, 
without  a  Parfon,  and  fo  pay  him  no  Fees.  The  elded  of  the  two  be¬ 
ing  willing  to  give  me  an  Account  of  his  practical  Part  of  Religion, 
interrupted  the  other  rudely  :  Why  now,  faid  he,  I  have  not  above 
Forty  Five  or  Fifty  Rhen-Deer  more  than  my  Neighbour  here,  and  yet 
I  pay  him  Six  Lifpunds  of  Meat  a  Year,  with  Twelve  Cheefes,  and 
every  thing  elfe  proportionably  ;  and  whatever  you  may  think  of  the 
Matter,  I  can  aflure  you  we  never  fail  paying  thefe  Duties.  By  their 
Difcourfe  I  faw,  that,  according  to  their  Notions  of  the  Matter,  Reli¬ 
gion  confided  chiefly  in  giving  the  Parfon  his  Dues ;  nor  was  it  ne- 
cedary  for  a  Man  to  be  a  Conjurer,  to  find  out  that  this  was  the 
chief  Docdrine  which  their  Teachers  took  care  to  inculcate  to 
them  on  that  Topick.  I  then  turned  to  another  Subjetd,  ask¬ 
ing  them  feveral  Quedions  concerning  Witchcraft ;  and  exprefied 
a  great  Defire  of  feeing  one  of  their  Witches,  but  cou'd  get  no  Anfwer 
from  ’em  more  fatisfacdory  than  what  I  had  receiv’d  from  my  Hod  at 
Saucy-Tresk.  The  Sun  being  fallen  to  the  lowed,  I  went  to  obferve  it 
from  the  Top  of  the  Mountain  where  we  were,  from  whence  I  cou’d 
fee  it  about  twice  as  high  upon  the  Horizon  as  the  Bignefs  of  his  Bo¬ 
dy  appears  to  us  :  ’Twas  the  7th  Day  of  the  Month,  and  about  three 
quarters  of  an  Hour  after  the  Time  we  call  Midnight,  that  the  good 
Women,  having  in  the  mean  while  fpread  us  out  fome  Skins  of  Rhen- 
Deer  under  Fir-Trees,  jud  by  their  Tents,  I  laid  me  down  upon  twTo 
of  'em,  and  found  that  my  Interpreter  was  already  got  between  two 
others,  after  the  Lapland  Falhion  ;  for  as  I  had  nothing  to  fay  to  the 
Sun  in  Lapland ,  I  had  not  taken  him  out  with  me. 

About  Six  in  the  Morning,  every  Body  being  up,  we  took  our 
leaves  and  return’d  to  our  Boat,  where  we  found  the  Watermen  fad 
adeep;  we  wak'd  'em  and  made  'em  fet  us  afliore  on  t’other  Side  the 
River;  which  done,  we  walk’d  above  two  Miles,  and  in  our  Way  faw 
feveral  Laplanders  encamp’d  upon  and  between  the  Mountains  they 
call  Oppiwara ;  amongd  others,  we  found  two,  whofe  Tents  were  very  Oppiwara; 
near  to  one  another’s  upon  the  fame  Hillock,  like  thofe  of  Rodwara , 
which  were  older  indeed,  and  not  fo  handfome,  but  very  weli  fet,  and 

were  far  from  being  little  Men  :  The  olded  of ’em  had  a  very  fat  Wife, 
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in  Height  exceeding  a  middle-fized  Woman,  with  a  handfome  Daugh¬ 
ter  juft  marriageable ;  upon  which  1  ask'd  her,  if  Ihe  had  no  Thoughts 
of  marrying  her  Daughter  ?  She  anfwered,  yes;  and  that  if  fome  honeft 
Fellow,  who  had  a  confiderable  Number  of  Rhen-Deer^  fhou’d  come 
and  court  her,  he  certainly  fhou’d  have  her.  I  then  ask’d,  whether 
fhe  wou’d  not  give  her  a  Portion  of  Rhen-Deer  alfo?  Yes,  reply’d  the 
Woman;  for  you  muft  know  ’tis  our  Cuftom,  as  foon  as  we  have  any 
Children  born,  whether  Boys  or  Girls,  we  fet  afide  for  ’em  fuch  of 
our  Deer  as  are  fawn’d  pretty  foon  after  their  Birth,  but  more  Does 
than  we  do  Bucks ;  fo  that  by  that  time  they  are  grown  up  and  fit  to 
be  married,  they  have  a  pretty  handlome  Herd  of  their  own.  She  al¬ 
fo  told  me,  that  it  was  a  Cuftom  for  the  Men,  who  court  any  young 
Woman,  to  make  her  Friends  Prefents  of  Money,  RhenDeer  Skins, 
and  fuch  like  things;  which  Cuftom  I  remember’d  that  I  had  read  of 
in  Schefferus.  The  youngeft  of  the  two  Women  was  the  leaft  that  ever 
I  faw  amongft  them,  but  in  return  Ihe  had  the  ftneft  Skin  imaginable, 
and  every  Feature  of  her  Face  was  exa<ft  and  regular.  I  asked  them 
feveral  Queftions  concerning  their  Manner  of  Living ,  as  alfo  con¬ 
cerning  Religion  and  Witchcraft ;  their  Anfwers  to  the  firft  were  very 
natural  and  fatisfatftory,  but  to  the  two  laft  were  altogether  as  abfurd, 
and  much  of  the  fame  Nature,  as  thofe  I  had  received  from  the  reft 
of  their  Countrymen  that  I  had  talk’d  to  on  the  fame  Subje<5L  Be¬ 
fore  we  parted,  the  eldeft  of  the  Men  invited  us  to  take  part  of  a 
Repaft  with  him,  which  confifted  of  frefh  Fifh,  dry’d  Tongues  of  Rhen - 
'Deer  boil’d  in  Milk,  and  new  Cheefe.  I  made  his  Wife  and  Daugh¬ 
ter  fome  few  Prefents,  and  then  we  return’d  to  our  Boat,  which  we 
reach’d  a  little  after  One  in  the  Morning  of  the  8th,  having  in  our 
way  obferv’d  the  Sun  when  at  loweft  as  high  upon  the  Horizon  as  I 
had  feen  it  at  Rodwara.  We  then  laid  us  down  upon  the  River’s  Bank, 
and  refted  our  felves  till  Eight  in  the  Morning,  at  which  time  we  took 
Boat  again,  but  cou’d  not  row  above  a  Mile  and  a  half  up  the  River, 
farther  than  the  Place  where  we  had  laid,  and  about  as  far  on  this  Side 
the  Tome  Lake  ;  the  River  in  that  Place,  as  well  as  the  Lake,  being 
cover’d  with  Ice.  Leaving  our  Boat  there,  we  rambled  on  Foot  be¬ 
tween  the  Woods  and  Mountains,  which  in  that  Place  were  not  co¬ 
ver’d  with  large  Trees,  but  chiefly  with  Shrubs  and  Juniper  Trees,*  and 
having  walk’d  about  a  Mile,  we  difeover’d  a  large  Herd  of  Rhen-Deer> 
confiding  of  about  800  Head,  which  were  look’d  after  by  two  grown 
Men  and  a  Woman  ;  who  feeing  me  and  not  my  Interpreter,  began  to 
fly  from  me  as  the  Women  at  Rodwara  had  done.  My  Guide,  whofe 
Eyes  were  employ’d  upon  fome  other  Objeft,  took  no  Notice  of  ’em, 
fo  that  I  was  obliged  to  tell  him  of  it,  and  he  immediately  call’d  to 
the  Runagates,  bid  ’em  not  be  afraid,  and  told  ’em  his  Name  :  Upon 
which  they  came  towards  us,  and  having  fhaked  Hands,  they  invited 
us  to  their  Tents,  which  were  at  no  great  Diftance  from  that  Place. 
We  follow’d  ’em,  and  coming  into  the  largeft,  found  a  Man  there  of 
about  Forty,  with  a  Woman  that  feemed  to  be  Five  and  Thirty,  with 
two  Girls,  of  whom  the  oldeft  might  be  about  Thirteen.  The  whole 
Family  was  rather  lhort  than  tall,  and  not  at  all  handfome,  ex¬ 
cept  the  eldeft  Girl,  whofe  Complexion  was  really  beautiful,  and 
who  had  fine  Eyes.  The  good  Woman  asked  my  Guide  feveral  Que¬ 
ftions,  with  great  Concern,  about  the  Motives  that  had  induced  me 
to  come  amongft  ’em;  telling  him,  that  as  fhe  never  had  feen  any  Body 
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like  me  fo  far  up  the  Country,  (he  really  believed  (for  fo  he  told  me 
the  Story  afterwards)  that  I  was  fent  by  the  King,  or  at  leaft  by  the 
Governor,  to  examine  into  the  Number  of  t\\Q'n  Rhen  ‘Deer^  and  probably 
upon  my  Report  they  fhould  have  additional  Contributions  laid  upon 
them  ;  but  he  having  calm’d  her  Fears,  and  affur’d  her  to  the  contrary. 
Hie  was  fo  well  pleas’d  at  being  difappointed  in  her  Notions  of  me, 
that  (lie  grew  very  good- humour’d,  and  ask’d  me  whether  I  wou’d  not: 
flay  in  Lapland ,  and  have  a  fine  Girl  given  me  to  Wife,  with  feme 
Rhen-Deer  ?  I  rold  her  that  this  was  a  thing  1  had  not  yet  thought 
of;  but  rather,  faid  I,  won’t  you  give  me  your  eldeft  Daughter,  that 
I  may  take  her  away  with  me  ?  I’ll  allure  you  I’ll  take  great  care  of 
her,  Ihe  lhall  never  want  for  any  thing,  but  fhall  live  better,  and  be 
drefs’d  finer,  than  if  Ihe  flays  in  Lapland.  The  poor  Girl  hearing  this, 
burft  out  a  crying,  and  thinking  that  I  was  really  in  earneft,  fled  away 
into  the  Woods,  where  her  Father,  who  went  out  to  look  after  her, 
had  much  ado  to  find  her.  In  the  mean  while,  the  Mother,  who  be¬ 
tween  my  Queftion  and  her  Daughter’s  Flight,  had  not  had  Time  to 
return  me  an  Anfwer,  put  on  a  very  grave,  or  rather  angry  Face  upon 
the  ?vlatter,  and  told  me,  that  Ihe  would  not  part  with  her  Daughter 
to  go  out  of  Lapland  for  all  the  Wealth  in  the  World ;  and  the  youngefl 
Girl,  who  before  was  very  bufy  in  drawing  Pewter  and  Lead  through 
a  Wire-Drawing  Mould,  made,  as  all  thofe  in  Lapland  are,  of  the 
Bone  of  a  Rhen-LDeer ,  was  preparing  to  follow  her  Sifter's  Example; 
.but  my  Interpreter  flopp’d  her,  by  giving  her  all  the  good  Words  he 
could  think  of:  In  fliort,  the  whole  Family  prefenc  was  alarm’d,  and 
look’d  upon  me  as  one  who  was  come  to  fetch  them  all  away  ;  nor 
was  it  an  eafy  Matter  to  hulh  their  Fears  :  However,  I  did  it  at  laft, 
by  protefting  to  ’em  over  and  over,  that  I  never  had  a  Thought  of  ta¬ 
king  any  Body  away  with  me,  and  would  rather  chufe  to  ftay  amongft 
them  my  felf.  At  length  the  other  Daughter  return’d  to  us  at  the  Per- 
fwafion  of  her  Father  and  of  my  Interpreter,  who  carry’d  fome  pretty 
Nick-knacks  to  her  in  my  Name.  Obferving  an  embroider’d  Purfe 
that  hung  upon  one  of  the  Stakes,  I  ask’d  my  Hoftefs,  whether  (lie  had 
worked  it  her  felf?  To  which  (he  anfwer’d  in  the  Affirmative;  alluring 
me  that  her  Daughters,  not  only  thofe  I  faw,  but  two  others  alfo,  who 
were  marry’d,  cou’d  embroider  as  well  as  her  felf.  I  deflred  that  (lie 
wou’d  be  fo  kind  as  to  fell  me  that,  with  fome  more  of  her  Work,  if 
fhe  had  any  ready  made ;  upon  which  (he  opened  a  large  Box,  and  out 
of  it  fhe  took  a  Lapmude ,  or  furr’d  Lapland  Gown,  with  a  Pair  of 
Boots  and  a  Pair  of  Gloves,  telling  me  that  was  all  fhe  had  at  prefenr. 
I  enquir’d  into  the  Price  of  them,  and  paid  her  down  what  (lie  ask’d, 
which  was  but  a  very  trifling  Sum.  As  all  the  Furrs  and  Boots  are 
made  with  the  Hair  outwards,  they  cut  it  off  in  thofe  Places  which 
they  embroider,  and  then  fow  in  Pieces  of  Stuff  generally  red,  which 
are  embroider’d  as  broad  as  they  pleafe.  The  longer  we  ftaid  toge¬ 
ther  the  better  we  were  acquainted,  and  the  more  friendly  we  grew ; 
and  the  good  Woman  perceiving  that  I  made  much  of  a  young  Ruppy^ 
wou’d  needs  make  me  a  Prefent  of  him :  She  thought,  I  fuppofe,  that 
I  admired  the  Dog’s  Beauty ;  I  muft  confefs  I  cou’d  not  forbear  taking 
Notice  of  him,  but  for  quite  another  Reafon  than  fhe  imagined  :  I 
admired  his  odd  Make  and  particular  Deformity,  and  I  am  certain  that 
any  one  who  had  look’d  upon  his  Bear’s  Head  and  ill  contriv’d  Body, 
and  had  not  heard  him  bark,  would  never  have  taken  him  for  a  Dog. 
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I  do  not  remember  to  have  feen  any  thing  like  him,  but  between  the 
68th  or  67th  Degree  of  Latitude.  However,  L accepted  the  Offer,  and 
lent  it  to  our  Boat,  and  he  is  now  in  England.  I  was  treated  then  in 
a  much  more  magnificent  Manner  chan  I  had  been  by  any  Laplander 
before;  for  our  Hoft  fent  for  a  young  Fawn,  which  lie  kill’d  himfelf, 
by  running  his  Knife  into  its  Heart,  as  I  had  feen  it  done  at  Lupa- 
Tresk>  then  gave  it  to  his  Son,  who  had  brought  it  Gripp’d ;  which 
done  he  cut  it  into  Pieces,  one  of  the  largeft  and  thinneii  of  which 
he  roafted  in  the  following  Manner :  He  took  a  Stick  peeked  at  both 
Ends,  and  fpitted  this  Piece  of  Meat,  and  then  ftuck  the  other  End  in 
the  Ground  over  againft  the  Fire,  and  turned  fometimes  the  one  End 
fometimes  the  other  Side  to  the  Fire,  till  it  was  done  enough  :  Some 
of  the  Flelli  he  alfo  cut  into  little  Pieces,  and  fet  it  a  boiling  ;  which 
done,  both  the  boiled  and  roaft  Meat  was  ferv’d  up  in  two  wooden 
Difhes ;  our  Cloth,  a  white  Piece  of  Stuff,  by  the  Laplanders  call'd 
Rana ,  was  laid  upon  the  Ground,  and  our  two  Difhes  were  follow'd 
by  two  more,  one  of  dry’d  Tongue  of  Rhen-cDeer  boiled,  and  the  other 
a  Dilli  of  boiled  Milk.  Our  Hoft  took  this  Opportunity  of  (hewing 
himfelf  a  very  topping  Man,  for  we  had  Silver  Spoons  given  us  to  eat 
our  Milk,  and  the  fame  for  our  boiled  Meat,  of  which  there  was  great 
Plenty;  and  their  Drink,  which  was  fower  Milk,  was  fer ved  in  a 
pretty  large  Silver  Cup ;  we  had  Cheefe  brought  us  too  before  the 
Cloth  was  taken  away ;  and,  in  fhort,  I  fhou’d  have  thought  the 
Treat  a  very  compleat  one,  cou’d  I  have  got  a  Piece  of  Bread  :  How¬ 
ever,  the  want  of  this  was  fomething  made  up  by  the  boiled  Milk, 
which  was  thickned  with  the  Flower  of  Barley  or  Oats,  and  feafoned 
with  Salt ;  for  tho’  the  Laplanders  have  no  fuch  thing  as  either  of 
thefe  among  them,  yet  do  thofe  who  are  very  well  to  pafs,  buy  both 
of  the  Norwegians  for  this  Ufe  only  ;  and  indeed  I  thought  this  thick¬ 
ned  Milk  of  Rhen  as  good  at  leaft  and  grateful  to  the  Tafte,  as  the 
Talcan  of  the  Tartars ,  which  is  made  either  with  Water  or  Mares 
Milk,  and  the  Flower  of  Cummin  mixed,  but  not  boiled  in  it.  The 
other  Laplanders ,  who  cannot  or  will  not  buy  Flower,  thicken  their 
Milk  with  the  Rhine  of  Pine-Trees,  from  which  having  taken  off  the 
outfide  Bark,  they  dry  and  powder  it  after  the  fame  manner  that  thofe 
People  do,  who,  as  I  have  before  obferved,  made  their  Bread  of  it;  with 
this  Difference  only,  that  they  do  not  grind  it  in  Mills,  the  Ufe  of 
which  is  wholly  unknown  to  the  Laplanders. 

Our  Repaft  ended,  I  made  my  Holt  and  Hoftefs  fome  fmall  Prefents 
of  Tobacco,  &c.  and  defir’d  'em  that  they  would  fend  fome  body  to 
(hew  us  the  bell  Way  to  the  Lake  Tome ;  upon  which  he  ordered  a  Boy 
who  help’d  look  after  his  Rhen  Deer ,  to  go  with  us.  Palling  by  the 
Tent  of  the  other  Laplander ,  who  was  returned  to  his  Rhen  Deer,  we 
flopp’d  a  little  while  at  the  Door  of  it ;  there  was  no  Body  there  but 
his  Wife,  who  was  Daughter  to  that  good  Woman  who  had  juft  be* 
fore  treated  us  fo  very  handfomely  :  She  was  a  little  Woman,  very  far 
from  being  handfome,  and  feemed  to  be  about  19  or  20  Years  old. 
As  foon  as  fhe  perceiv’d  us  at  the  Tent-Door,  (he  rofe  from  off  the  Skin 
on  which  (lie  was  fitting  and  mending  her  Gown,  gave  us  her  Hand, 
and  wou’d  have  fpread  Skins  for  us  to  fit  on;  but  we  thanked  her 
heartily,  and  defired  her  not  to  give  her  felf  that  Trouble,  for  we 
cou’d  not  (lay ;  and  leaving  her,  we  continued  in  our  Road  towards 
Torne-Tresk ,  or  rather  continued  walking  towards  it,  for  Road  there 
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was  none,  fo  that  we  went  fometimes  to  the  Right,  and  fometimes 
to  the  Left,  in  a  very  irregular  manner  between  Rocks,  Woods  and 
Mountains ;  and  palling  by  the  fame  Herd  of  RhenDeer  which  we 
had  feen  before,  we  found  a  Guardian  exercifing  two  young  Laplan¬ 
ders  with  Bows  and  Arrows ;  and  ’twas  with  pleafure  that  I  law  the 
youngeft  of  the  Boys,  who  cou’d  fcarce  reckon  Eight,  hit  the  Mark, 
which  was  the  Skull  of  a  Rhen-Deer  faften’d  to  a  Tree,  ten  times  run¬ 
ning,  without  once  milling  it.  Having  walk’d  three  quarters  of  a  Mile 
in  our  March,  pretty  perfectly  defcribing  an  half  Circle,  we  came  at  lad 
to  the  Top  of  a  high  Mountain  hard  by  the  Lake,  which  our  new  Guide 
call’d  Mickawara ;  and  in  a  Moment  after  we  faw  upon  its  Northern  MickawarT. 
Declenfton  a  Herd  of  Rhen-Deer  and  a  Tent,  where  we  refolved.to  reft 
ourfelves  a  little,  being  quite  tired  with  walking  both  that  and  the 
Day  before,  efpecially  travelling  as  we  were  obliged  to  do  there, 
perpetually  up  Hill  and  down  Hill.  Drawing  near  this  Tent,  we 
law  an  old  Man,  who  feem’d  to  be  about  Seventy,  lliort  and  thin, 
but  {freight,  and  for  his  Size  pretty  well-fet,  with  his  Son,  a  young 
Man  of  about  Twenty  Five,  who  was  pretty  lliort  too,  but  much 
thicker  fet  than  his  Father  ;  and  this  young  Man’s  Wife,  who  was 
a  middle-fized  Woman,  and  pretty  much  inclin’d  to  be  fat.  They  were 
then  fitting  down  to  fome  dry’d  Flelh  of  Rhen-Deer ,  and  to  fome  frefh 
Filh  boiled  in  Milk :  At  firft  they  feem’d  furpris’d  and  troubled  at  my 
Vifit,  or  rather  at  my  Cloaths  ;  but  my  Interpreter  having  pacify ’d 
them,  they  invited  us  to  fit  down  and  take  part  with  them.  I  excus’d 
my  felf,  as  having  eat  very  heartily  at  the  laft  Place  where  I  had 
been,  but  my  Fellow  Travellers  fell  too  without  any  Ceremony : 

The  only  Favour  I  begg’d  of  them  was,  that  they  wou’d  fpread  me  out 
a  Skin  fomewhere  near  the  Tent  ;  upon  which  they  brought  out  two 
of  them  according  to  their  Cuftom.  I  laid  me  down  upon  them,  and 
lleptvery  found  near  four  Hours;  at  which  time  awaking,  I  found  that 
'twas  near  Twelve ;  or,  as  we  fhou’d  have  call’d  it,  Midnight.  Upon 
this  I  rofe,  and  went  up  to  the  Top  of  the  Mountain  ,*  from  whence  I 
faw  the  Sun,  when  at  lowed,  as  high  upon  the  Horizon,  as  we  fee  it 
about  io  or  ii  Minutes  before  it  fets.  I  then  returned  to  my  Beeping 
Place,  fat  down  upon  my  Skins,  and  employ’d  about  an  Hour  and  a 
quarter  in  writing  the  Remarks  I  had  made  the  Day  before,  and  then  ; 
this  being  a  Cuftom  I  generally  obferv’d;  and  then  laid  me  down  again 
till  Five  in  the  Morning,  which  was  the  9th.  Getting  up,  I  found  that 
my  Interpreter  and  the  reft  of  the  Company  were  ftiil  fall  afleep  ;  by 
my  Interpreter  I  mean  the  Parfon’s  Son,  whom  I  picked  up  at  Taka- 
cerva  ;  for  tho’  I  was  follow’d  by  the  other,  I  made  no  other  ufe  of 
him,  but  employing  him  to  carry  my  Coat  when  I  was  too  hot  in 
walking ;  and,  indeed,  I  might  literally  fay,  that  I  was  followed  by 
him,  for  he  was  a  dull  heavy  lazy  Fellow,  always  lagging  behind  ; 
and  who,  when  we  walked  together,  was  the  laft  who  reached  his 
Journey’s  End,  but  the  firft  for  baiting,  and  going  to  fleep  when  he  had 
done  ;  and  as  he  had  complain’d  the  Day  before  of  the  Fatigue  he  en¬ 
dured,  and  had  gone  fo  far  as  to  fay,  that  if  I  refolved  to  go  a  hunt¬ 
ing  for  Laplanders  (as  he  call’d  ic)  much  longer,  he  wou’d  not  pretend 
to  follow  me,  I  determin’d  to  fend  him  back  to  the  Boat,  where  he 
might  wait  my  Return  ;  and  without  waking  any  body,  I  lighted  my 
Pipe  and  walk’d  about  with  that,  then  fate  me  down  to  read  over  the 
Remarks  which  I  had  made  the  Day  before,  and  wrote  fome  few  more.

A.  De  La  Motr aye’s  Travel  s. 

About  Six  every  body  but  the  lazy  Interpreter  being  up,  I  lookecLabout 
for  the  old  Man ;  and  at  length  faw  him  and  his  Wife  Handing  quite  naked 
near  a  heap  of  Snow,  with  which  they  were  rubbing  their  Hands,  Face, 
Neck  and  Body  ;  there  being  no  Shame  among  the  Laplanders ,  for  Men 
and  Women  to  do  fo  openly  and  publickly  ;  and  they  ieem  to  have  pre¬ 
ferred  the  Cuflom  which  the  Holy  Book  tell  us  proceeded  the  Original 
Sin.  As  foon  as  he  had  put  on  his  Cloaths,  I  came  up  to  him  ;  and 
as  he  had  frequently  been  amongH  Swedes  at  the  Mines  of  Suappawara , 
and  fpoke  their  Tongue,  I  enter’d  into  Converfation  with  him,  ask’d 
him  ieveral  Quefhons  concerning  the  Laplanders  I  had  feen  here  and 
there,  and  amongO:  other  things,  whether  all  the  Mountains,  between 
whiclvtheir  Rhen-LOeer  fed,  belong’d  to  them  all  in  general  ?  To  which 
he  anfwer’d  in  the  Negative;  telling  me  that  their  Anceflors  had  divided 
the  Country  into  fo  many  Farts  orTradts,  diflinguifhed  by  the  Name 
of  fome  remarkable  Mountain,  Lake  orForrefl  in  that  Part,  and  they 
were  proportionable  to  the  Number  of  RhenLDeers  which  every  Fa¬ 
mily  had,  and  which  were  fometimes  divided  into  jo  or  12,  Branches, 
with  each  their  refpedfive  Herds ;  and  we  agree  very  well,  continued  he, 
for  the  Country  is  large  enough  for  us  all ;  and  there  being  always  plenty 
of  the  Tekeley,  or  Loppo,  for  if  the  one  was  wanting,  as  it  was  here, 
there  is  a  much  greater  Number  of  Brambles  and  Rocks  with  the  Mofs 
about  us,  than  of  Pine  Trees.  He  alfo  added,  that  by  the  Names  of  their 
Diftridts  they  knew  one  another,  and  cou’d  find  each  other  out  upon 
Occafion  :  Which,  as  to  explain,  he  told  me  that  the  Mountains  of 
Oppiwara  gave  their  Name  to  a  vaft  Dillridf,  fo  thofe  of  Mickawara  to 
another.  I  began  to  talk  to  him  about  the  Religion  of  the  Old  Laplan¬ 
ders ,  but  he  knew  nothing  of  it;  I  then  quefdoned  him  about  his  own, 
and  found  him  almoft  as  ignorant  in  that  Point.  Witchcraft  I  faw  he 
verily  believed,  and  much  more  feared;  but  had  very  little  Notion  of  it. 
I  then  ask’d  him  whether  the  Lake  Tome ,  which  to  me  feemed  frozen 
over  from  the  Place  where  I  Hood,  wou’d  ftili  bear  a  Sledge  ?  Fie  told 
me  that  he  believ’d  it  wou’d  ;  for  it  was  not  above  five  Days  fince  he 
himfelf  had  eroded  it  in  one.  Upon  this  I  defir’d  him,  that  he  wou’d 
fupply  us  with  three  or  four  Sledges  and  RhenTDeer  to  draw  them, 
and  either  to  guide  us  himfelf,  or  to  provide  us  with  a  Guide.  The 
old  Man  was  very  willing  to  do  what  I  defired  of  him  ;  and  (hewing 
us  which  way  we  fhou’d  take  over  fome  Rocks  and  Brambles,  he  bid 
me  wait  for  him  at  the  Foot  of  a  little  Eminence,  between  which  and 
Holmwara.  a  high  Mountain  call’d  Holmwara,  is  the  Channel  thro’  which  the  Lake 
fuppiies  with  Water  the  River  Tome ,  and  there,  he  faid,  as  foon  as  he 
cou’d  get  his  Sledges  and  RhenTDeer  ready  he  wou’d  come  to  us. 

Being  unwilling  to  terrify  any  more  of  the  Laplanders,  I  deter¬ 
mined  to  drefs  my  felf  in  the  Fafhion  of  that  Country ;  having  a 
Lapmude  already  by  me,  I  bought  a  Lapland  Cap  of  the  old  Woman  ; 
and  giving  my  Hat  and  Coat  to  my  firfl  lazy  Interpreter,  1  bid  him 
return  to  the  Boat,  and  there  wait  for  our  Return,  with  my  Lapland 
Watermen;  for,  as  for  my  part,  I  was  refolv'd  to  fee  as  many 
more  Laplanders  as  poffibly  I  cou’d  ;  and  he  was  very  far  from  be¬ 
ing  griev’d  at  this  Order:  At  the  lame  time  1  fatisfy’d  and  dif- 
charged  my  Oppiwara  Guide,  and  they  both  left  me  together.  I  then 
went  on  with  my  Interpreter  of  the  Sacerdotal  Race,  to  the  Place  which 
the  old  Man  had  pointed  out  to  us  ;  and  thinking  that  I  had  fome 
Time  to  fpare,  before  he  cou’d  come  with  his  Rhen-  cDeer,  I  eroded  over 
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upon  die  Ice,  which  fhiil  cover’d  die  Lake,  which  was  only  unfrozen 
a  little  lower  than  the  middle, of  the  Space  between  the  Eminence  and 
Holmwara :  I  went  up  to  the  Top  of  the  Mountain  j  from  whence  ha¬ 
ving  a  very  large  Profped:,  I  could  difcover  pretty  diftin&ly  a  kind 
of  Alps  in  Norway  call’d  Fiols  ;  and  between -which  may  properly  be 
laid  to  lay  that  Extent  of  Land  known  by  the  Name  of  the  Norwegian- 
Lapland.  I  had  not  been  there  above  Ten  Minutes  but  I  faw  four  Rhen - 
Deer,  with  as  many  Sledges,  at  the  Foot  of  the  Eminence,  and  with 
them  the  old  Man  and  his  Son  ;  upon  which  I  hafte/i’d  down  to  them ; 
and  being  got  there,  we  packed  our  felves  up,  as  I  may  call  it,  in  the 
Sledges,  which  are  a  kind  of  little  Boat  juft  big  enough  to  hold  one 
Body  ;  and  in  thefewe  lay  with  our  Feet  to  the  Head,  and  our  Heads 
to  the  Stern,  and  covering  our  felves  with  theSkin  of  a  Rhen  Deer,  we 
tied  our  Body  down  in  it  from  the  Feet  up  to  the  Wafte,  as  may  be 
feen  in  the  Print  XXXVIIL  N.  (io)  three  Sledges,  which  the  Laplanders 
call  cPoulka ,  are  faften’d  to  the  Rhen-Deerby  one  Trace,  only  an  End  of 
which  is  tied  to  a  leathern  Collar  it  has  on,  and  the  other  End  to  the 
Head  of  the  Sledge.  The  Rein  is  a  long  piece  of  Rope  made  with  the 
Bark  of  a  Pine  Tree,  and  tied  to  the  Horns  of  die  Deer,  which  by 
pulling  either  to  the  Right  or  Left,  guides  him  to  that  Side,  or  flops 
him  by  drawing  it  ftraight  towards  you  ;  whilft,  on  the  other  hand,  if 
you  lhake  it  over  his  Back,  he  doubles  his  Pace.  The  Perfon  who  Hides 
in  this  manner  has  a  Stick,  or,  as  it  may  more  properly  be  call’d,  a 
little  Oar  in  his  Hand,  with  which,  when  he  comes  to  any  uneven 
Place,  he  prevents  the  Toulkas  being  overturned.  We  fleered  our  Courfe 
towards  the  North  Weft  in  the  following  Order :  The  old  Man  went 
firft,  ferving  us  for  a  Guide,  his  Son  and  1  follow’d  Side  by  Side,  and 
behind  us  came  my  Interpreter ;  and  fo  fwift  were  our  Rhen  Deer, 
they  rather  feem’d  to  fly  than  go  ;  yet  at  the  fame  time  were  as  tracta¬ 
ble  at  leaft  as  the  moft  tim’d  and  belt  manag’d  Horfes.  Thefe  Animals 
never  (tumble,  Nature  having  made  them  Claws  in  the  Shape  of  a  Mufcle- 
Shell  turn’d  upftde  down,  which  enter  a  little  into  the  Ice,  and  are  lafer 
than  any  froft  Nails  or  rough  Shoes  a  Smith  can  make.  Having  travelled 
three  Miles  in  this  manner  upon  the  Icy  Plain,  in  lefs  than  three  Hours 
our  Guides  lliew’d  me  the  Non  pins  ultra  of  three  French  Travellers, 
who  had  been  there  about  37  Years  before  in  Auguft  ;  and  the  Lake 
being  quite  thaw’d  at  that  time,  the  old  Man  told  me  he  himfelf  had 
fupply’d  them  with  Boats  to  go  upon  it.  This  non  plus  was  at  the 
Foot  of  a  long  Chain  of  Mountains,  moft  of  them  bare,  or  at  belt  co¬ 
ver’d  with  a  few  Shrubs  and  Brambles,  and  thefe  altogether  form’d  a 
kind  of  Peninfula,  which  he  call’d  Teskomarca ;  confidered  as  fuch,  it  Peskomarca'; 
has  its  Ifthmus  towards  the  North  Eaft  of  the  Lake,  into  which  it  ex¬ 
tends  three  Miles  towards  the  South  Weft  in  the  Shape  of  a  Tongue  ; 
the  Point  of  which  our  three  Travellers  called  the  End  of  the  World 
on  that  fide,  as  do  teftify  the  following  Verfes,  which  they  engraved 
on  a  large  Rock.  The  old  Man  (hewing  me,  as  near  as  he  cou’d  re¬ 
member,  the  Place  where  it  lay,  I  look’d  or  fearched,  and  tore  oft  the 
Mofs  out  of  one  and  another,  fo  that  at  laft  I  found  them  ftill  well 
legible  as  they  are  here, 

Gallia  nos  genuit,  vidit  nos  Africa ,  Gangem

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In  Englijh  thus, 

France  was  our  Native  Country .  We  have  feen  Africa  and  the  Indian 
Ganges,  and  wander  d  all  over  Europe.  We  have  met  feveral  Adven¬ 
tures  both  by  Sea  and  Land ,  and  at  laft  were  obliged  to  flop  here ,  where 
the  World  fail'd  us. 

De  Fercourc,  De  Corberon,  Reygnard,  at  Peskomarca,  Auguft  the 
18th,  1681. 

By  what  he,  and  feveral  others  who  remembred  them,  told  me, 
they  never  faw  any  Laplanders  but  fuch  as  were  filhing  in  the  River, 
having  always  travelled  in  a  Boat,  to  fave  themfelves  the  Trouble  and 
Fatigue  of  walking  about  between  Rocks  and  Mountains,  Pines,  Bram¬ 
bles,  &c.  but  without  which  the  Laplanders  Way  of  Living  is  not  to 
be  feen  i  and  therefore  we  have  fo  many  ftrange  and  fictitious  Ac¬ 
counts  of  them,  thofe  that  wrote  them  having  travell’d  in  the  like 
manner,  or  depended  on  the  Information  of  Perfons,  either  prejudiced 
by  fuperftitious  Traditions,  or  of  the  Inhabitants  themfelves  and  their 
ignorant  Neighbours,  uncapable  of  forming  any  juft  Ideas  of  the  very 
Things  which  they  daily  fee.  Having  gone  on  Five  or  Six  Miles  upon 
the  Ice,  beyond  the  Extremity  of  Teskomarca ,  we  heard  a  terrible  Noife 
of  Waters,  which  feem’d  falling  in  large  Torrents  from  the  Clouds, 
but  which  really  ifiued  out  of  the  Fio Is  ;  and  the  Wind  blowing  from 
that  Quarter,  the  Noife  perfectly  ftunned  us.  Thefe  Fib  Is  are  very 
high  Mountains,  and  are  the  Limits  of  Lapland  on  that  Side,  and  ferve 
as  Bounds  to  the  Sea.  The  Ice  there  began  to  thaw  towards  the  Weft, 
where  the  Cataracts  appear’d,  as  we  might  plainly  fee  by  feveral  great 
Holes  in  it,  which  the  old  Man  took  care  to  make  me  fhun,  and  ad- 
vifed  me  not  to  venture  any  farther,  efpecially  towards  thefe  great  Ca* 
tarablsj  but  to  return  as  faft  as  we  could,  for  that  in  lefs  than  a  Week 
fince  he  had  crofted  the  Lake,  the  Ice  was  ftrangely  weaken’d  ;  and 
that  the  Quantity  of  Waters  which  ifiued  from  the  Fiols ,  was  an  un¬ 
doubted  Sign  of  a  Thaw,  which  is  generally  fo  fudden  there,  that  in 
Four  or  Five  Days  time  no  part  of  the  Ice,  within  half  a  Mile  of  the 
Shore,  will  bear  ones  Weight.  I  asked  him  whether  we  might  not  fee 
foot  on  Shore  on  the  North  fide  of  the  Lake,  where  there  was  no  fuch 
thing  as  a  Cat ar aft  ?  He  anfwer’d.  Yes  ;  but  that  we  muft  not  pretend 
to  ftay  above  a  Day  or  two  at  the  very  furtheft.  I  accepted  of  the 
Conditions,  and  he  led  me  into  a  kind  of  Gulph  form’d  by  this  Lake, 
which  I  found  he  was  very  well  acquainted  with  ;  and  which  lome- 
times  he  told  me  never  thaw’d,  by  reafon  that  the  two  Mountains 
which  were  on  the  fides  of  it  kept  the  Sun-Beams  and  the  Heat  from 
it.  Advancing  even  amongft  the  Fiols,  we  found  them  quite  cover’d 
with  Snow,  and  the  Vallies  beneath  with  Ice,  fo  that  I  cou’d  fcarce 
perfwade  my  felf  we  really  were  in  the  Month  of  June.  There  were 
the  Laplanders  who  had  fled  thither  from  the  approaching  Summer, 
many  more  in  Number  than  I  had  hitherto  feen  ;  and  fome  of  the 
Rhen-Deer ,  who  were  fcattered  from  the  reft  of  the  Herd,  by  their 
bounding  on  and  rolling  in  the  Snow,  as  Horfes  and  other  Creatures 
do  in  the  Spring-time  with  us  upon  the  young  Grafs,  feem’d  to  tell 
us  how  agreeable  the  Cold  was  to  them.  That  part  of  the  Country 
we  were  now  got  in,  is  called  the  Norwegian- Lapland. 
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I  think  I  have  already  obferved,  that  the  Laplanders  are  Swede's  in 
Winter,  (for  they  go  to  fell  their  Skins  and  other  Merchandizes  to  the 
Merchants  upon  the  Frontiers)  and  Norwegians  or  Mnfcovites  in  Sum¬ 
mer  ;  and  they  travel  out  of  the  Dominions  of  one  Province  into  thole 
of  another,  without  any  other  Pafsport,  than  that  ufed  by  feveral  forts 
of  Creatures,  who  change  their  Climates,  viz.  Indincd,  or  the  Diredfion 
of  Nature.  Thefe  People  never  wage  War,  but  againd  the  Bealls  of  the 
Mountains  and  Woods,  upon  which  they  live.  The  ke  and  Snow 
being  fo  very  common  here,  we  cou’d  continue  our  Journey  in  Sledges, 
except  in  fomefew  Places  where  the  Rocks  werelharp,  or  the  Ground 
cover’d  with  thick  Shrubs  and  Brambles,  and  there  we  were  obliged  to 
get  oil t  and  walk.  And  now  I  talk  of  Sledges,  l  cannot  forbear  calling 
th,em  the  Delight  of  Lapland ,  as  I  did  thole  of  Sweden  her  Delight  ; 
and  I  may  much  more  juftly  do  it  here,  fince  the  Winter  lads  much 
longer,  and  the  RhendDeer  feem  by  Nature  contrived  to  draw  them. 
The  firft  Herd  we  met  about  two  Miles  beyond  the  Lake  between  the 
high  Mountains  call’d  IVatchionwara ,  confided  of  about  600  Herd  of 
R hen  Deer ,  and  were  looked  after  by  a  Man-Servant,  who  feem’d  to  be 
about  T  wenty  Five,  and  a  Lad  of  Twelve,  the  Mader  s  Son.  The  Servants 
Shape  feem’d  very  ill  contriv’d  ;  but  on  the  other  hand,  he  had  fome- 
thing  in  his  Eyes  and  his  whole  Phyfiognomy,  which  plainly  told  me 
he  was  no  Fool :  As  for  the  Lad,  he  had  nothing  in  him  either  fliocking 
or  taking.  Our  good  old  Guide  coming  up  to  the  Man,  bid  him  fhew  us 
the  way  to  his  Mader’s  Tent,  which  he  did  ;  and  going  all  in  toge¬ 
ther,  they  found  him,  his  Wife  and  two  Children  adeep  :  Upon 
which  they  awaked  him,  and  he  prefently  after  came  out  to  us,  and 
taking  us  by  the  Hand,  we  daid  with  him  at  the  Outfide  of  the 
Tent  till  his  Wife  was  up  and  drefs’d  ;  which  done,  he  invited --us 
in,  and  we  fat  our  felves  down  upon  fomething  which  our  Hoftels 
had  fpread  out  for  us.  This  Man  and  Woman  were  both  in  the 
Prime  of  their  Years,  agreeable  enough  ;  and  tho’  fhort,  yet  well-fer. 
The  elded  of  the  two  Children  was  a  pretty  Girl,  between  four  and 
five,  and  the  younged  a  Boy  about  three,  and  they  poor  Souls  were 
dill  fad  afleep.  As  we  gave  our  Hod  to  underdand  that  we  were 
thirdy,  we  had  fome  fower  Milk  brought  us  immediately;  and  think¬ 
ing  that  we  were  hungry  too,  he  bid  his  Wife  fet  fome  dry’d  Flefh  of 
Rhen-Deer ,  with  fome  Cheefe,  before  us.  I  cou’d  not  forbear  fancy¬ 
ing  my  felf  in  the  Noghaian  Tart  ary ;  fo  very  agreeable  to  one  another 
were  their  Manner  of  encamping,  eating  and  drinking,  and  fuch  was 
the  Hofpitality  they  always  ufed  towards  us.  By  that  time  we  had 
eat  and  drank  it  was  Twelve  o’  Clock,  and  every  Body  thought  of  go¬ 
ing  to  Bed  but  my  felf;  for  I  hadned  away  to  the  next  Mountain,  that 
I  might  obferve  the  Sun,  and  faw  it  when  at  lowed  as  high  upon  the 
Horizon  as  it  appears  to  us  three  Quarters  of  an  Hour  before  Sun-fet. 
It  came  then  to  my  Mind,  that  this  wou’d  be  no  proper  Place  for  the 
Obfervance  of  the  Mahometan  Lent ,  which  lads  during  the  Moon  Ra- 
madzan,  and,  as  I  before  obferv’d,  don’t  allow  to  take  any  kind  of 
Food  or  Refrelhment  from  Sun  rifing  to  Sun-fetting ;  for  the  whole 
Orb  continually  appears  there,  as  I  was  adur’d,  for  above  fix  Weeks. 
Returning  back  to  the  Tent,  I  found  every  Body  fad  adeep  but  the 
Mader,  who  was  naked,  and  jud  going  in  between  his  Skins;  and  the 
Servant-Man,  who  fet  up  that  he  might  fpread  a  Couple  of  them  for 
me.  This  Servant  began  to  talk  Swedijh  to  me;  upon  which  I  ask’d 
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him,  where  he  had  learn’d  it  ?  He  told  me,  at  the  Mines  and  Copper- 
Works  of  Suappawara,  and  at  the  Forges  of  Ktngis ,  where  he  had  been 
feveral  Winters  with  his  Mailer’s  RhenTDeer  to  carry  Coals  and  other 
Neceffaries  thither,  and  from  thence  to  draw  the  call  or  wrought  Iron 
and  Copper  as  far  as  Tome  and  other  Places.  I  defired  him  that  he 
would  ftrike  me  fome  Fire,  that  I  might  fmoke  a  Pipe  before  I  laid  me 
down  ;  which  he  did:  Then  I  asked  him  fome  Queflions,  to  which 
his  Anfwers  encouraged  me  to  try  him  upon  the  general  Notions  con¬ 
cerning  the  pretended  Lapland  Witches.  I  knew  that  even  the  King 
of  Sweden  himfelf,  being  defirous  to  fee  fome  of  their  Tricks,  had 
fent  Orders  to  Governor  Cronberg ,  to  enquire  out  and  fend  him  one  or 
two  of  ’em.  His  Excellency  had  not  been  able  to  fatisfy  his  Majefty’s 
Defire,  notwithftanding  the  Trouble  he  had  taken,  the  Offers  of  a 
good  Reward,  and  of  Protection  againfl  the  Laws,  which  his  Majefty’s 
Predeceffors  had  made  for  the  Extirpation  of  Witchcraft.  Tho’  I  was 
always  fomething  of  a  Tyrrhonian>  I  mean  as  to  the  Black  Art>  yet 
that  Difficulty,  and  all  the  Obje&ions  of  my  Senfe  and  Reafon  againft 
its  Reality,  increafed  rather  my  Curiofity  upon  the  Matter,  than  ieften'd 
it ;  I  was  refolved,  if  poffible,  to  fee  fome  of  thofe  who  paffed  for 
Lapland  Wizzards,  and  how  ffiarply  and  far  they  could  impofe  upon 
human  Credulity  :  I  fufpeCted  my  Interpreters,  efpecially  him  that  was 
with  me,  of  having,  out  of  fome  Scruple,  conceal’d  from  me  half  the  An¬ 
fwers  which  the  Laplanders  made, or  from  them  my  Queflions  about  it ;  or 
that  thefe  were  afraid  of  fpeaking  the  Truth  of  what  they  knew,  for 
fear  of  being  accufed  to  the  Priefls  the  firft  time  they  lhould  go  either 
to  Church  or  the  Fair  of  Tukacerva.  However,  I  gave  fome  Tobacco 
to  the  faid  Servant,  and  made  him  fmoak  with  me,  and  then  put  him 
upon  the  SubjeCl  of  Witchcraft ;  he  feem’d  at  firft  as  if  he  was  a  perfeCfc 
Stranger  to  thofe  of  his  Countrymen  who  practis’d  it:  I  told  him 
that  he  need  not  fear  making  free  with  me;  that  I  had  a  great  Mind 
to  fee  fome  of  their  Magick  Art }  and  that  I  would  reward  him  or  any 
who  would  get  me  acquainted  with  a  Vizzard ,  and  even  the  Vizzard 
himfelf,  and  never  tell  my  Interpreter  nor  the  Priefls  of  it ;  and  clap¬ 
ping  half  a  Rix*  Dollar  in  his  Hands,  I  got  him  to  confefs  that  he 
knew  one  ;  and  after  having  intreated  me  to  be  fecret,  and  got  my 
Word  renew’d  for  it,  promis’d  to  carry  me  to  his  Tent,  about  three 
Miles  from  thence ;  therefore  we  agreed  together,  that  I  fhould  ask 
for  him  his  Mailer’s  Leave  to  guide  me  amongft  the  Viols ,  which 
I  had  a  mind  to  fee,  pretending  that  my  Interpreter  was  wholly  a 
Stranger  to  ’em.  Happening  to  ask  him,  whether  I  could  not  well  re¬ 
turn  to  the  Bank  of  the  River  Tome  by  Land  from  the  Point  of  the 
Teskomarca  ?  He  told  me,  yes ;  and  that  as  he  ufed  to  go  and  fifii 
every  Year  there,  and  efpecially  at  the  Side  of  the  Lake,  where  there 
was  abundance  of  Fifh  to  be  catch’d,  he  might  follow  me ;  that  his 
Mailer  would  make  no  Difficulty  to  let  him  go  along  with  me,  if  I 
would  only  fay  one  Word.  As  I  was  willing  to  fee  as  much  of  the 
Country  as  I  could,  I  refolv’d  to  undergo  all  the  Fatigues  which  fuch  a 
Journey  might  be  attended  with  as  to  Weather,  where  the  Roads  were 
rough  and  ftony,  or  cover’d  with  Shrubs,  and  not  fit  for  Sledges,  for 
want  of  Ice  or  Snow.  I  readily  accepted  his  Offer,  and  told  him  I 
would  truft  my  felf  in  his  Hands  to  be  guided  by  him  only,  and  fent 
back  my  Interpreter  to  wait  for  me  at  my  Hoft's.  He  faid,  that  he 
would  undertake  to  conduct  me  thither.  After  fome  other  Difcourfes  on 
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the  Matter,  we  laid  us  down  to  deep,  and  getting  up  before  any  Body 
elfe,  the  Man  went  inter  his  Mailer's  Tent,  whom  he  found  fitting  -up 
awake  between  his  Skins,  and  chewing  Tobacco,  and  made  him,  in 
my  Name,  our  Propofals  agreed  upon  among  our  felves,  without  men¬ 
tioning  any  thing  relating  to  the  Wizard ,  as  it  may  well  be  imagined, 
he  confented  to  both:  We  took  two  of  his  Sledges  here,  and  packing 
our  felves  up  according  to  Cuftom,  we  went  on  as  far  as  we  cou’d ; 
but  as  there  was  no  dired:  Road,  we  turn’d  twenty  times  this  Way  and 
that  Way  before  we  reach’d  a  Flock,  which  he  told  me  was  a  Mile  from 
the  Place  whence  we  came,  but  the  feveral  Turnings  and  Windings  we 
bad  made  above  two  :  Nor  had  we  the  Pleafure  of  travelling  in  our 
Sledges  all  that  Way,  for  we  often  met  large  Stones,  Shrubs,  and  the 
Ground  fomerimes  without  Snow  upon  it,  infomuch  that  we  were 
obliged  to  walk  above  three  Quarters  of  a  Mile;  at  which  Time 
we  always  took  up  our  Sledges,  and  laid  them  acrofs  the  Backs  of 
our  Rhen-Deer,  who  then  follow'd  us  like  Spanijh  Dogs.  Being  come 
near  a  pretry  numerous  Flock  of  Rhen-Deer ,  we  found  one  Tent  only, 
in  which  there  were  two  Girls  about  fixteen  or  eighteen  Years  old, 
whofe  Faces  were  far  from  being;  difagreeable,  and  in  their  Shapes  they 
had  nothing  either  deformed,  or  of  the  pigmy :  They  told  us  that  their 
Father  was  a  Widower,  and  gone  out  a  Fiffiing  :  However  this  did  not 
hinder  them  from  giving  us  fomething  to  eat  and  drink,  for  they  fet 
Cheefe,  dry ’d  Fifli,  and  Milk  before  us,  out  of  which  we  made  our 
Breakfaft  and  Dinner ;  for  tho’  we  had  fet  out  betimes  in  the  Morning, 
’ewas  now  pail  Eleven,  fuch  a  Circumference  had  we  taken.  I  gave 
the  Girls  fome  Tobacco,  which  they  immediately  fell  to  chewing,  as 
the  Grecian  and  Women  do  their  Maffick.  After  Dinner  we  fmoak’d 

a  Pipe,  and  then  fet  out  upon  our  Journey  again,  but  without  Sledges,  fe¬ 
veral  fleep  Rocks.and  Mountains,  cover'd  with  Shrubs  and  Pines,  obliging 
us  to  leave  them  there  ;  having  walked  for  about  a  Mile  and  a  quarter, 
we  came  at  laft,  at  about  Three  in  the  Afternoon,  near  two  little  Hills, 
between  which  a  little  Torrent  or  fwife  Rivulet  fhaking  off  its  Icy  Fet¬ 
ters,  and  throwing  the  Pieces  of ’em  againft  the  Stones,  made  a  Noife, 
which  we  had  heard  at  fome  Diflance,  and  coming  up  to  it,  we  found 
the  Banks  and  Sides  {till  cover’d  with  Ice  and  Snow.  Twas  with  fome 
Difficulty  that  we  crofs’d  this  Torrent,  however  we  did  it  at  laft  dry- 
ffiod,  for  the  Lapland  Boats  never  let  in  Water;  and  about  15”  or  2,0 
Paces  on  t’other  Side  there  ftood  a  pitiful  Tent  pyramidically,  and  co¬ 
ver’d  with  old  ragged  Pieces  of  Rana ,  and  fow’d  together.  -About  30 
Paces  lower  there  was  a  Herd,  confifting  of  about  feven  Head  of  Rhen- 
Deer-,  fuch  is  the  ufual  beggarly  Wretchednefs  of  all  Conjurers  and 
Profeffors  of  the  Black  Art ;  and  I  cou’d  not  forbear  reflecting  on  the 
ungenerous  Manner  in  which  the  Devil ,  who  is  look'd  upon  as  the 
Mafter  of  all  hidden  Treafures,  and  the  Prince  of  Riches,  deals  cowards 
tliofe  whom  the  World  calls  his  Favourites  and  Servants.  Here  my 
Guide  left  me,  and  haften’d  into  the  Tent,  that  he  might  prepare  the 
Wizard  for  my  Reception,  by  acquainting  him  with  the  Promifes  I  had 
made,  and  perfuading  him  to  fhow  me  fome  Trick  of  his  fine  Art ;  and 
in  a  few  Minutes  time  he  return’d  with  the  Conjurer ,  who  gave  nie  his 
Hand,  and  bid  us  follow  him  to  the  Top  of  one  of  thole  two  Moun¬ 
tains,  which  I  juft  before  fpoke  of;  and  as  I  was  exact  in  obferving 
the  moft  minute  Things,  I  took  Notice  that  it  was  that  Mountain 
which  lay  to  the  Eaft;  and  here  he  defir’d  us  to  ftay  a  little,  whilft 
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he  went  and  fetch’d  his  "Drum ,  &c.  In  the  mean  while  I  looked  about 
me,  and  faw  that  Sea  which  is  bounded  on  the  other  Side  by  the  other 
Hemifphere,  according  to  the  Conje&ures  and  Dilcoveries  of  the  moll 
famous  Geographers  and  Hydrcgraphers  ;  fo  that  I  had  much  more 
Reafon  than  the  three  French  Travellers  to  fay,  Mihi  defuit  or  his ,  the 
World  fail’d  me.  But  I  was  drawn  off  from  thefe  Reflexions  by  the 
Return  of  our  Wizard  with  his  magick  ‘ Drum ,  which  I  fuppofe,  for 
fear  of  being  difeover’d,  he  took  great  Care  to  hide  under  the  Shrubs 
and  Stones,  for  ’twas  fomewhere  amongfl:  ’em  that  he  went  to  fetch  it. 
ThisInftrument,of  which  there  is  a  Reprefentation  at  (9)  Print  XXXVIII. 
is  not,  as  may  be  obferved,  fo  military  a  Drum  as  a  Kettle  Drum,  ha¬ 
ving  but  one  Head,  and  its  oval  Form  and  wooden  Back  refemblcd  the 
Body  of  a  Lute.  In  the  middle  of  the  Back  there  were  two  Slits,  about 
eight  Inches  long  more  or  lefs,  and  an  Inch  broad  :  Between  thefe  two 
there  was  a  Space  of  Wood  not  broader  than  one’s  little  Finger,  to 
which  was  faften’d  a  Chain  with  feveral  Brafs  Rings :  This  is  the  Fa- 
fhion  of  their  Inftruments,  at  leaf!  of  that,  and  of  another  fuch  that  I 
have,  and  had  been  taken  from  another  pretended  Wizard  by  a  Pried 
of  Tuckacerva ,  which  was  prefented  me  at  my  Return  thro’  Upfa-la  by 
Dr.  Ericus  Benzelms.  As  foon  as  he  came  back  to  us,  his  firfi  Queflion 
was,  Have  you  any  Brandy  ?  I  had  heard,  even  before  I  went  into 
Lapland,  how  neceffary  a  Liquor  this  was  in  ail  magical  Operations, 
and  that  it  had  fuch  a  Virtue  amongfl:  the  Lapland.  Witches,  that  it 
would  raife  the  Devil  fafter  than  Holy  Water  cou’d  lay  him;  and  there¬ 
fore  took  care  never  to  be  without  lbme  of  this  precious  Liquor,  fo 
very  effential  to  my  Purpofe.  I  had  always  a  fmali  Runlet  of  it  in 
my  Boat,  and  in  my  Pockets  a  couple  of  Bottles,  holding  each  a  full  Eng- 
liflo  Half-pint,  which  with  Tobacco  I  uled  to  treat  thofe  that  entertained 
me  handfomely.  No  fooner  therefore  had  my  Guide  told  me  what  he 
wanted,  but  I  pulled  out  one  of  my  little  Bottles,  which  he  received  with 
great  Pleafure,  for  immediately  upon  taking  it  into  his  Hand  Joy 
lparkled  in  his  Face :  At  two  Pulls  he  fw allowed  about  two  thirds  of 
it,  and  then  putting  the  Chain  and  Rings  into  the  Inflde  of  the  Drum, 
(for  before  they  hung  on  the  Outfide)  and  turning  the  Head  of  it, 
which  was  cover’d  with  a  very  tranfparent  Parchment  towards  the 
Ground,  and  on  which  were  painted  in  red  Colours  Men  and  Beads, 
and  Cceleffial  Signs,  but  fo  very  vilely  done,  that  there  was  no  diflin- 
guilhing  them  but  by  the  Eyes  of  Faith;  fuch  as  are  thofe  of  that 
which  I  have;  he  began  to  beat  it  underneath  from  the  Bottom  to 
the  Top,  with  a  double  or  rather  a  forked  Piece  of  Rhen-'Deers  Horn, 
made  in  the  Shape  of  an  Y,  as  you  may  fee  it  reprefented  by  the  Figure 
playing  under  at  N.  (9)  by  which  the  Rings,  which  were  loofe  in  the 
Infide  of  the  Drum,  made  a  jingling  fort  of  a  Noife  like  that  of  a 
Bifcaian  Drum.  Our  Wizard  having  beat  it  thus  for  the  Space  of 
fome  Minutes,  he  laid  himfelf  down  not  upon  his  Belly,  as  we  And 
the  Manner  of  thefe  People’s  Divinations,  related  in  fo  many  Accounts 
of  Lapland ,  but  flat  upon  his  Back,  and  laying  the  beaten  Part  of  his 
Drum  upon  his  bare  Stomach,  without  inclining  it  cither  to  the 
one  Side  or  the  other,  he  Ihut  his  Eyes,  and  feem’d  in  a  kind  of  a 
Trance,  without  breathing  for  a  fmall  Space  of  Time;  at  length  he 
bewailed,  and  fetching  a  long  and  deep  Sigh,  he  gently  rais'd  the 
Drum,  without  (baking  it  in  the  leaft,  and  holding  it  about  three  Bands 
breadth  from  his  Eyes;  and  looking  upon  the  Rings,  which  he  could 
plainly  fee  through  the  tranfparent  Parchment,  he  confider’d  their 
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Ncarnefs  to,  or  Di  fiance  from,  fuch  and  fuch  Figures  ;  and  according 
to  their  Situation  from  the  time  he  had  done  beating  it,  (for  the  Rings 
had  not  been  in  the  leaf!  mov’d  fince  that)  he  began  to  pronounce  his 
Oracles,  as  follows  : 

Looking  very  ftedfaftly  in  my  Face,  he  told  me,  “  That  I  fhou’d 
“  run  a  great  Rifque  upon  the  Water  if  I  return’d  in  a  Sledge,  ^s  I 
“  Ihou’d  alfo  in  going  down  the  Cataracts,  or  Falls  of  Water  5  and  ano- 
“  ther  great  Danger  I  fliou’d  run,  he  faid,  by  Fire  5  that  the  firil  time 
“  I  put  to  Sea  I  fhou’d  have  a  fair  Wind  ;  that  my  Life  fhou’d  be  long 
“  and  healthful  after  I  had  overcome  two  violent  Fits  of  Sicknefs, 
“  both  which  I  Ihou’d  feel  in  the  Space  of  two  Years.”  Nor  did  he 
barely  tell  me  of  my  Misfortunes  and  Difeafes,  but  like  a  good 
Counfellor  and  Phyfician,  taught  me  how  to  avoid,  and  prefcribed  Re¬ 
medies  for  the  Cure  of  them.  “  You  mult  return,  faid  he,  by  Land 
“  to  the  River,  and  there  take  Lapland  Fifhermen  to  carry  you  down 
<c  the  Cat ar alls ;  and  when  you  are  lick,  take  every  Night  fome  dry’d 
“  Caftor  Stone  in  Brandy  till  you  are  quite  well  again.  He  faid,  and 
<£  turning  his  Head,  with  a  kind  of  convulsive  Motion,  towards  my 
“  Guide,  Bid  him  go  out  a  Fifhing  the  20,  22,  24,  2 6,  and  28th  of 
“  the  Month  we  were  in;  and  the  3,  6,  9,  12,  16 ,  20,  24  and  28th 
<£  of  the  next  ;  adding,  that  if  he  did,  he  fhou’d  return  Home  fo 
<£  loaded  with  Fifh,  that  he  fhou’d  bend  beileath  the  Weight  of  them. 
He  told  him  further,  that  the  fame  Days  of  the  Months  of  September , 
October  and  November  wou’d  be  equally  fortunate  to  him  for  Hunting, 
and  not  to  him  only,  but  to  me  alfo,  if  I  wou’d  flay  and  partake  of 
that  Diverfion ;  and  having  faid  this  he  held  his  Tongue  ;  and  being 
unwilling  to  let  him  have  done  with  his  "Predictions  as  yet,  I  ask’d 
him  feveral  Queftions  concerning  Things  pad,  prefent  and  to  come  : 
As  for  Example,  What  Countryman  I  was  ?  Whether  I  was  a  Batchel- 
lor  or  a  married  Man  ?  Whether  I  had  travell’d  into  any  other  Country 
befides  Torne-Lapmark ,  and  whether  I  fhou’d  fee  any  other  Parts  of 
Lapland  >  But  talking  to  him  and  to  a  Pod  was  the  fame  thing  }  the 
"Predictions  upon  his  Indrument  were  quite  exhauded,  and  his  Familiar 
had  revealed  nothing  farther  to  him.  He  rofe,  and  by  the  Advice  of 
my  Guide  I  gave  him  a  half  Crown-Piece,  with  which  he.feem’d  much 
better  pleafed  than  I  cou’d  be  with  his  Predictions  ,*  which  I  look’d 
upon  like  all  other  Things  of  this  kind,  to  have  more  of  Chance  in 
them  than  the  falling  of  his  Rings  upon  fuch  and  fuch  Figures,  or  like 
a  few  accidental  Truths  which  are  told  amongd  a  much  greater  Num¬ 
ber  of  Lies.  My  Guide  feem’d  before-hand  as  well  pleafed  and  la¬ 
vished  with  the  Promife  of  good  Luck  in  Fifhing  and  Hunting,  as  he 
cou’d  for  his  Life  be  in  the  fulfilling  of  this  Promife  ;  fo  very  credu¬ 
lous  are  thofe  who  confult  thefe  pretended  Wizards ,  and  fo  very  much 
are  they  prejudiced  in  their  Favour,  that  they  blindly  and  implicitly 
believe  and  follow  their  Directions.  If  one  of  thefe  Drummers  tells 
a  Man,  that  on  fuch  a  Day  there  will  be  Plenty  of  Fifh  to  be  taken, 
or  of  Game  to  be  killed,  they  certainly  go  out  that  Day  ;  and  as  there 
never  is  a  Scarcity  of  either  in  their  proper  Seafon,  they  verify  the 
Prediction  by  bringing  Home  a  Load  of  Fifh,  or  of  Game  and  fuch 
Beaft  whole  Skins  they  fell ;  but  if  on  the  other  hand,  the  Conjurer 
tells  them  that  fuch  and  fuch  Days  will  be  unfortunate,  they  them- 
felves  make  itfo,  by  not  going  Abroad  ;  and  confequently  catching  no 
Fifli,  or  killing  no  Game,  never  endeavouring  or  daring  to  prove  the

contrary  of  what  has  been  foretold  ’em;  ’tis  enough  that  the  cunning  Man 
has  bid  them  not  go,  and  therefore  they  won’t  ftir  out  of  their  Tents. 

As  to  the  Difeafes  with  which  I  was  to  be  vifited,  as  he  faid,  I  thought 
him  as  ignorant  as  he  was  of  my  pad  and  future  Travels,  of  which 
he  wou’d  not  venture  to  fpeak  a  Word ;  and  if  I  fhou’d  be  twice  down, 
or  oftner  in  Two  Years  time,  I  fhou’d  not  look  upon  my  Illnefs  as  the 
natural  Confequence  of  his  Predictions ;  and  fhou’d  be  very  far,  I  am 
fure,  from  making  ufe  of  the  Remedies  which  he  prefcribed.  Nor 
need  a  Man  be  a  Conjurer,  to  tell  one  that  one  fhou’d  run  great  Dan¬ 
gers  in  going  down  the  Cataracts ;  the  Many  who  are  drown’d  there 
fufficiently  fhow  us  how  dangerous  it  is  without  the  help  of  the  Black 
Art :  Nor  had  Bifhop  Bilberg  confulted  any  Lapland  Oracles  to  know 
the  Danger  of ’em  ;  for  he  was  fo  fenfible  of  the  Rifque  he  had  run  in 
coming  up  as  far  as Ktngis  by  Water,  that  he  wou’d  not  venture  any  far¬ 
ther.  If  the  Rifque  I  run  of  being  burnt  in  a  Houfe  in  Turky  in  the  Tear 
1700,  had  happen’d  fince  this  Prediction  ;  or  if  on  the  Coronation  of  his 
prefent  Majefty  in  1720,  I  had  gone  on  Board  an  Englijh  Ship  at 
Stockholm ,  where  I  was  invited,  and  happen’d  luckily  to  fail  my  Ap¬ 
pointment  ;  at  which  time  the  Ship  was  unfortunately  blown  up,  and 
very  few  efcaped  with  their  Lives  :  If,  I  fay,  I  had  been  amongfl  the 
Number  of  the  latter,  and  been  as  credulous  and  fuperftitious  as  a  great 
many  are,  I  fhou’d  then  have  look’d  upon  this  as  the  fulfilling  of  the 
Lapland  Prophecy  :  But  thele,  and  fuch  like  Accidents  and  Dangers, 
are  fo  common  in  the  Courfe  of  one's  Life,  that  a  Wizard  can’t  help . 
hitting  upon  fome  of  them  ;  and  this  it  is  that  procures  them  fo  great  a 
Share  of  Reputation  amongfl;  thofe  who  have  a  great  Stock  of  fuperfiu- 
ous  Faith,  and  Archoves  of  Miracles  and  Prodigies.  Tho’  what  I  had 
feen  of  Lapland  Withcraft  was  very  far  from  giving  me  a  better  Opi¬ 
nion  than  I  had  conceiv’d  at  firft,  yet  was  I  willing  to  contribute  as 
much  as  poffibly  I  cou’d  to  the  Satisfaction  of  his  Swedijh  Majefty,  that 
he  might  be  convinced  how  vain  and  ridiculous  their  Art  is ;  and  that 
Mr.  Cronberg  might  have  an  Opportunity  of  executing  the  King’s  Or¬ 
ders,  I  propofed  this  Journey  to  the  Wizard,  advifing  him  to  take 
one  of  his  Brother  Conjurers  with  him  ;  one,  I  told  him,  that  was  very 
well  skill’d  in  the  Black  Art ,  and  they  fhou’d  go  with  me  to  Uma, 
where  the  Governor  wou’d  fupply  ’em  with  all  kinds  of  NecefTaries, 
and  fend  them  to  the  King  ;  who  had  promifed  his  Royal  Protection, 
and  a  very  handfome  Reward  to  any  one  who  wou’d  undertake  the 
Journey,  to  fhewhim  fome  Wonders  of  his  Art.  But  all  I  could  fay  or 
do  to  banifh  his  Fears,  to  make  him  refieCt  on  a  Royal  Reward,  and  ac¬ 
cept  the  Propofal  I  made  him,  was  vain;  there  was  nothing  that  cou’d 
move  him  to  a  Compliance  :  Befides  this,  he  told  me  that  there  were 
but  very  few  in  that  Part  of  Lapland  who  underftood  the  Black  Art; 
and  even  amongfl:  thofe  few,  I  fhou’d  not  find  one  he  believed,  who' 
wou’d  go  as  far  as  he  had  done  in  difcovering  himfelf  to  me,  and  he 
conjured  me  never  to  fpeak  of  what  I  had  feen.  Thefe  Reafons  he 
thought  weighed  very  much  with  me  ;  but  I  found  he  miftrufted  his 
Art,  and  did  not  care  for  playing  any  of  his  Tricks  before  Perfons  who 
had  more  Senfe,  or  lefs  Faith,  than  his  Countrymen.  This  done,  he 
led  us  to  his  Tent,  and  opening  the  Door  invited  us  to  walk  in  ,*  but 
we  were  fatisfy’d  with  barely  looking  in,  where  we  faw  his  Wife,  who, 
as  he  told  us,  was  very  ill,  lying  between  two  Skins  ;  her  Face  and 
Neck,  the  only  Parts  of  her  that  lay  uncover’d,  were  very  much 
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tannd  ;  and  by  her,  upon  another  Skin,  was  fitting  a  little  Boy,  whole 
Complexion  indeed  was  fomething  better.  We  thanked  the  Man  for 
his  kind  Invitation,  but  refufed  the  Offer  ;  my  Guide  having  before 
told  me,  that  he  would  carry  me  to  the  Tent  of  a  rich  Laplander  of  his 
Acquaintance,  which  was  at  no  great  Diftance,  and  where  we  might 
exped:  to  be  better  treated.  This  Tent  was  about  three  Quarters  of  a 
Mile  Northward,  out  of  the  way  from  our  Sledges  ;  but  we  had  the 
good  Luck  of  nleeting  about  half  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  from  ths  Conju¬ 
rers  Habitation  a  Herd,  .confining  of  fome  hundred  Head  of  Rhen- 
cDeer>  where  we  were  inform’d  that  we  might  make  ufe  of  Sledges  from 
that  Place  to  the  other  where  we  were  going  ;  this  pleafed  me  migh¬ 
tily,  and  having  taken  two  Sledges,  we  reached  the  Place  in  half  an 
Hour’s  time.  Our  Hofl  was  one  of  the  tallefl  Men  I  ever  met  with 
amongfl  the  Laplanders ,  and  feem’d  to  be  about  Forty  Five  ;  his  Wife 
and  one  Daughter,  two  of  the  faireft  and  liveliefl  Women  I  had  met 
with,  gave  us  their  Hands  according  to  the  Cuflom  of  the  Country, 
and  we  walked  in.  My  Guide  wou’d  not  give  them  time  to  ask  us  to 
eat,  but  told  them  at  once  that  he  was  very  hungry  ;  upon  which  they 
fee  before  us  all  forts  of  fuch  cold  Victuals  as  the  Laplanders  have,  to 
flay  our  Stomachs,  till  a  Piece  of  Rhen-LDeer ,  fpitted  as  the  other  men¬ 
tion’d  was  at  Oppiwara ,  and  which  was  already  before  the  Fire,  cou’d 
be  ready.  Our  Hofl  had,  as  he  told  me,  between  Four  and  Five  Hun¬ 
dred  RhencDeer ,  notwithflanding  he  had  given  Two  Hundred  to  a 
Son  of  his  who  was  married.  Tho’  he  had  eat  juft  before,  yet  wou’d 
lie  bear  us  Company  ;  and  a  Servant,  who  had  been  lent  out  upon 
fome  Bufinefs  betimes  in  the  Morning,  and  had  eat  nothing  fince  Six  of 
the  Clock,  returning  jufl  at  that  time,  came  in,  and  fitting  himfelf  down 
crols-legged  near  the  wooden  Difhes,  fell  too  very  heartily,  and  with¬ 
out  the  lead  Ceremony  ;  for  amongfl  the  Laplanders ,  the  Servants 
keep  no  Diftance,  but  eat  at  the  fame  time,  and  are  cloath’d  after  the 
fame  manner  as  their  Mailers,  excepting  that  their  Lapmudes  are  not 
embroider’d,  nor  is  there  any  Difference  in  their  Beds. 

As  foon  as  we  had  done  eating,  and  had  drank  as  much  fower  Milk 
as  we  pleafed,  we  rofe,  and  taking  other  Sledges,  went  in  them  as  far 
as  we  cou’d  towards  our  own ;  but  that  happen’d  to  be  but  a  very  lit¬ 
tle  way,  for  we  were  not  got  above  a  quarter  of  a  Mile,  before  we 
came  to  a  great  Number  of  Shrubs  ;  and  feeing  little  or  no  Snow  be¬ 
yond  it,  we  delivered  our  Sledges  to  a  Servant  who  had  come  on  pur- 
pofe  ro  take  them  back,  and  we  continued  our  Journey  on  Foot,  but  a 
very  tirefome  one  it  proved,  fo  many  Rocks  and  Torrents  were  we 
obliged  to  crofs  ;  at  length,  about  half  an  Hour  after  Nine,  we  reach’d 
the  Tent  of  our  two  Girls,  who  were  already  a-Bed,  but  not  yet  afleep. 
They  were  willing  to  get  up  that  they  might  give  us  fomething  to  eat, 
but  we  bid  them  not  diflurb  themfelves,  for  we  had  jufl  made  a  plen¬ 
tiful  Meal:  Upon  this  they  avvaked  a  young  Man-Servant  who  was 
afleep  in  the  fame  Tent,  and  bid  him  look  us  out  fome  Skins,  that  we 
might  lay  down }  but  we  told  them,  that  we  were  refolved  to  go  home 
and  fleep  there  ;  however,  the  Lad  got  up,  and  went  with  my  Guide 
to  fetch  our  RhenLDeer ,  which  were  turned  loofe,  and  feeding  a- 
mongfl  their  Herd,  and  they  tied  them  to  the  Sledges.  All  this 
was  done  in  a  quarter  of  an  Hour’s  time,  and  we  haflen’d  back  to 
the  Tent  of  my  Guide’s  Mafler,  by  the  fame  way  we  had  come  in 
the  Morning,  and  reach’d  it  a  little  after  Midnight.  We  found  every

body  fad  afleep  ;  upon  which  we  laid  us  down,  and  followed  their 
Example. 

About  Seven  of  the  Clock  the  next  Morning,  the  old  Man  who 
own’d  the  Sledges  in  which  we  had  come,  awak’d  us,  and  told  my  In¬ 
terpreter  that  we  mult  think  of  going,  left  the  Ice  fhou’d  thaw,  and 
we  be  oblig’d  to  walk  almoft  round  the  Lake  on  Foot  before  we  cou’d 
come  to  my  Boat.  I  then  told  him  what  1  had  thought  of,  bidding 
him  make  Ufe  of  the  Ice  as  far  as  the  North  of  Teskomarca ,  and  then 
to  haften  home  with  my  Interpreter  in  their  Sledges,  from  whence  I 
bid  the  latter  go  to  my  Watermen,  and  with  them  to  crofs  the  River, 
and  wait  for  me  on  the  Eaft  Side  of  it,  whilft  I,  with  the  Servant  who 
had  been  my  Guide  the  Day  before,  wou’d  go  round  that  I  might  fee 
more  of  the  Country :  Thereupon  the  old  Man,  whom  I  paid,  call’d 
his  Son,  and  bid  him  Harnefs  the  Rhen-Deer,  which  he  did,  whilft 
the  Man  who  was  to  be  my  Guide  went  to  get  two  frelh  Rhen-Deer, 
which  he  put  before  two  Sledges ;  and  having  all  Br'eakfaded  upon 
fome  Cheefe  and  dry’d  Fifh,  we  let  out.  Befides  our  Company,  there 
was  another  Servant  alfo,  whom  our  Hoft  fent  a  Sledge  to  take  back 
ours,  as  foon  as  we  Ihou’d  have  reached  Teskomarca,  which  we  did  be¬ 
tween  Eleven  and  Twelve  at  Noon,  and  there  having  fatisfy’d  my  old 
Man  and  his  Son,  we  parted  Companies  ;  for  I  walk’d  with  my  new 
Guide,  whom  I  may  aifo  call  Interpreter,  five  Hours,  without  meeting 
any  thing  but  a  few  fcatter’d  Rhen-Deer ,  which  were  rowling  them- 
felves  in  the  fcattered  Snow  ;  but  we  faw  no  Herd  nor  no  Tent.  Being 
then  pretty  weary,  we  fet  us  down  to  eat  fome  Cheefe  and  fome  dry’d 
Filh  which  my  Guide  had  brought  with  him  ,  and  having  refted  our 
felves  near  an  Hour,  we  got  up  and  walked  on  till  about  Eight  in 
the  Evening,  at  which  time  we  reached  a  Tent ;  in  which  lived  an 
old  Man  of  about  Sixty,  and  his  Wife,  who  did  not  feem  to  be  much 
lefs.  Thefe  I  found  my  Guide  knew  of  old,  and  had  lately  ferved  by 
taking  care  of  their  Rhen-Deer  at  Suappawara ,  which  they  let  out  to 
the  Proprietors  of  the  Mines,  to  carry  their  Iron  to  the  Forges.  This 
old  Man  had  ftill  a  pretty  large  Herd  of  Riven-Deer,  the  Care  of 
which  he  entrufted  to  two  Servants,  notwithftanding  that  he  had  given 
the  greateft  Part  of  them,  as  my  Guide  inform’d  me,  to  his  three  Sons, 
whom  he  had  married.  Here  we  were  very  well  entertain’d,  and  refted 
our  felves  till  Four  the  next  Morning,*  at  which  time  we  fet  out  again, 
but  in  Sledges  which  I  hired,  there  being  Snow  enough  for  a  confide- 
rable  length  of  Way  to  bear  them,  and  about  an  Hour  and  a  quarter 
after  we  faw  a  Tent  before  us,  and  a  little  further  on  the  Right  Hand 
fide  a  fmall  Herd  of  Deer.  Upon  which  we  went  dirctftly  up  to  the 
Tent,  but  found  no  body  in  it ;  and  looking  about  us  we  faw  at  a  little 
Diftance  a  Woman  with  two  little  Girls  ftark  naked,  rubbing  them- 
felves  with  Snow.  The  Woman  no  fooner  faw  us,  but  Ihe  put  on  her 
Cloaths,  and  coming  up  invited  us  into  the  Tent,  but  we  rather  chofe 
today  on  theOutfide,  and  die  immediately  fpread  us  out  fome  Skins; 
upon  which,  as  ufual,  we  fat  us  down  crofs  legged,  which  to  me  was 
no  difficult  Matter,  having  long  been  accuftomed  to  it  both  in  Turkey 
and  Tart  ary.  By  the  feveral  Queftions  die  asked  concerning  me,  I 
thought  her  the  mod;  inquifitive  Woman  that  I  had  met  with  in  that 
Country  ;  and  at  the  fame  time  I  am  fure  die  was  the  uglieft,  her 
Complexion  being  perfectly  tanned,  her  Eyes  funk  in  her  Head,  her 
Nofe  fiat  and  turned  up  at  the  End,  and  her  Shape  very  ill-contrived. 

Her 
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Her  Husband,  with  her  two  Sons,  Hie  told  me,  were  gone  out  a  Fifh- 
ing  ,•  nor  need  he  be  afraid  of  trutting  her  by  her  felf,  for  if  the  Lap¬ 
landers  had  been  naturally  jealous,  he  had  no  great  Occafion  to  be  fo 
of  her.  It  W3s  not  long  before  the  two  little  Girls  came  up  to  us, 
nor  cou’d  I  fee  any  thing  either  in  their  Complexion,  or  the  Features 
of  their  Faces,  that  feem’d  to  promife  they  wou’d  mend  their  Breed. 
This  Woman  invited  us  to  eat,  and  my  Guide  accepted  the  Invitation; 
as  for  my  part,  I  was  fatisfy  ’d  with  a  Cup  of  fower  Milk,  which  having 
drank,  we  purfued  our  Journey  walking,  there  being  no  Plain  fit  for 
Biding :  In  no  lefs  than  7  Hour’s  Time  we  came  to  a  Mountain,  whofe 
Summit  was  cover’d  with  Snow,  and  in  the  midft  of  which  there  was 
a  large  Hole  that  feem’d  the  Work  of  Art,  as  it  really  was.  I  enquir’d 
of  my  Guide  what  the  Meaning  of  that  Hole  might  be?  And  he  told 
me,  that  they  Bad  dug  there,  thinking  to  difcover  a  Copper-Mine, 
inftcad  of  which  they  had  found  a  Vein  ofCryftal.  As  he  had  his  Hatchet 
with  him,  I  defired  that  he  would  dig  me  out  fome  Pieces  of  it,  which 
he  at  firft  refufed,  telling  me  that  he  Ihould  certainly  fpoil  it :  Upon 
which  I  promifed  to  pay  him  the  Value  of  it  if  he  did;  and  then  he 
immediately  fell  to  work,  and  in  the  Space  of  a  few  Minutes  he  digg’d 
out  feveral  Pieces  by  Nature  cut  Farfel-wife,  and  fhaped  pyramidically. 
I  took  of  thefe  Pieces  only  the  largett,  which  I  have  Bill  by  me,  and 
its  Figure  is  reprefented  on  the  Print  IV.  of  my  firlt  Volume,  (N.  6.) 
which  is  as  big  and  as  long  as  my  Thumb ;  at  the  bottom  of ’em  they 
were  all  mixed  with  a  little  Dirt,  and  fome  Pieces  of  Rock,  out  of  which 
they  perfectly  feem’d  to  grow,  as  do  thofe  of  a  kind  of  Agate,  which  I 
have  before  taken  Notice  of  on  the  Nonh'EallSideofMalta,  where  they 
are  by  Nature  fo  exactly  fhaped  like  Tongues,  that  fome  Prietts  diftri- 
bate  them  amongfl  Strangers  for  the  Tongues  of  Serpents  and  Vipers, 
which  were  petrified  there  by  St.  Raul,  after  his  being  bit  by  one  of  them. 

Being  fatisfied  with  fuch  Pieces  of  Cryttal  as  I  had  got,  we  pro¬ 
ceeded  in  our  Journey,  and  after  a  Walk  up  Hill  and  down  Hill,  much 
more  tedious,  tho’  not  fo  long,  as  the  latt,  we  lay  down  fub  dio  till 
Five  in  the  Morning  ;  then  walking  again  for  fix  Flours,  we  retted  our 
felves  till  Five  in  the  Afternoon;  and  after  another  Walk  of  four  Hours, 
we  faw  on  our  left,  about  3  Musket  Shots  from  us,  a  confiderable  Herd 
of  Rhen-Dcer,  near ’em  one  of  the  largett  Tents  I  had  yet  feen,  which 

we  prefently  made  up  to,  and  found  fix  People  in  it ;  to  wit,  the  Mi- 
ttrefs,  who  was  a  Widow  of  about  Forty,  three  young  Daughters,  and 
two  Sons,  of  whom  the  oldeft  feem’d  to  be  about  Fifteen :  They  had  no¬ 
thing  of  the  Pygmy  in  their  Stature,  or  of  difagreeable  in  their  Faces. 
We  were  received  by  ’em  with  the  ufual  Civility  of  that  hofpita- 
ble  Nation,  and  invited  to  fit  down  to  a  Difh  of  Filh  and  Milk  boiled 
together,  which  Invitation  we  accepted,  and  fell  to  very  heartily. 
During  this  Repaft,  I  asked  the  Company  feveral  Queftions,  which 
as  well  as  their  Anfwers,  do  not  deferve  a  Place  in  this  Account. 
Finding  my  felf  very  much  fatigued,  I  told  ’em  I  wou’d  willingly  re- 
pofe  my  felf ;  upon  which  two  Skins  were  fpread  out  for  me,  and 
then  I  laid  me  down.  It  might  then  be  about  Ten,  nor  did  I  awake 
before  Eight  the  next  Morning*  not  having  fiept  fo  long  at  once  for  a 
confiderable  Time  before ;  and  hearing  there  that  we  might  Hedge  it 
as  far  as  the  next  Herd,  we  took  each  one  Sledge,  and  reach’d  it  about 
Twelve  at  Noom  This  Herd  confifted  of  about  1000  Rhen-cDeer,  and 
near  ’em  were  pitched  two  Tents,  where  we  were  handfomely  treated 

with 
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with  the  Flefli  of  a  new-kilfd  Fawn  drefs’d  in  the  fame  Manner  as  I 
had  cat  it  at  Oppivara.  This  Herd  I  found  belong’d  two  Brothers  ;  the  one 
had  a  Wife  with  four  Children,  viz.  three  Daughters  and  a  bon,  the 
firft  from  eight  to  thirteen  Years  old,  the  latter  fifteen  ;  the  other  was 
a  Widower,  and  had  two  Daughters,  who  feem’d  to  be  from  fifteen  to 
leventcen  Years  of  Age,  and  they  were  all  the  handfomeft  I  had  mec 
with  in  Lapland.  They  made  us  flay  with  ’em  till  the  next  Morning  5 
and  there  being  no  travelling  any  further  in  Sledges,  we  walk’d  on  Foot 
till  Three  in  the  Afternoon  between  the  Mountains  call’d  : Ptalmewara, , 
i.  e.  the  Mountains  of  the  Eye,  Ptalme  in  the  Lapland  Dialed  figni-* 
fying  an  Eye,  which  l'eems  to  be  deriv’d  from  the  Greek  Word 

c<p8ixAfx©-*. 

About  Six  in  the  Evening  we  faw  two  more  Tents  hard  by  o%ne  ano¬ 
ther';  and  coming  up  to  the  Door  of  one  of’em,  a  young  Man  of  about 
Twenty  came  out  to  us,  and  giving  us  his  Hand,  he  carried  us  in, 
where  we  faw  his  Wife,  who  feem’d  younger  than  him,  and  who,  as 
he  told  us,  was  juft  brought  to  Bed.  ’Twas  really  well  he  told  me 
fo,  for  I  never  ftiould  have  imagined  this  of  a  Woman  that  I  faw 
fitting  crofs-legg’d,  and  cutting  a  little  Cap  out  of  a  Skin.  Another 
Woman,  who  was  the  Husband’s  Mother,  had  juft  been  rubbing  the 
new-born  Child  with  Snow,  according  to  the  Cuftom  of  that  Nation, 
as  they  told  me,  and  was  then  wrapping  it  up  in  little  Skins  of  young 
Fawns.  Contenting  our  felves  to  look  about  in  the  Tent  without  fitting 
down,  the  young  Father  carried  us  to  the  other  Tent,  but  we  rather  chole 
to  fit  on  the  Out  than  the  Infide  of  it,  by  reafon  of  a  great  Fire  which 
was  lighted,  he  faid,  to  drefs  fome  Fifh ;  for  his  Father  and  his  two 
Brothers  were  gone  out  to  the  River  a  Fifhing  the  Day  before,  and  were 
now  expedfed  back  every  Minute.  This  Fire  feem’d  to  tell  that  they 
as  much  depended  upon  the  Fifti  as  if  all  the  Wizards  of  Lapland  had 
foretold  ’em  that  it  wou’d  prove  a  fortunate  Day  ;  nor  was  it  long  be¬ 
fore  three  Fifhermen  return’d  with  every  Man  his  full  Load,  not  only 
of  Fifh,  but  of  Eggs  alfo,  ofWildGeefe,  and  other  Wild-Fowl.  The 
young  Man  fell  immediately  to  cleaning  and  cutting  a  good  Quantity 
of  this  Fifh,  whilft  his  Mother  fet  on  the  Pot  with  Snow,  which  they 
come  at  much  more  eafily  than  Water  in  thofe  Parts.  As  loon  as  the 
melted  Snow  began  to  boil,  they  put  the  Fifh  in,  and  let  that  boil 
with  it  till  they  thought  it  almoft  done,  and  then  they  filled  up  the  Pot 
with  Milk,  which  before  was  not  above  a  third  Part  full  of  Snow-Water, 
and  then  being  boiled  again  together  about  half  a  Quarter  of  an  Hour, 
they  broke  and  threw  feveral  Eggs  Whites  and  Yoiks  altogether  in  it. 
Whilft  the  Hurry  taken  up  in  dreffing  the  Vi&uals  continu’d,  theHoft, 
with  his  other  two  Sons,  was  very  bufy  in  cleaning  and  curing  the 
reft  of  the  Fifh,  in  order  to  dry  it.  The  Eggs  had  not  been  many  Mi¬ 
nutes  in  the  Pot,  before  they  tooje  it  oft  the  Fire,  and  emptied  it  out 
into  two  wooden  Bafons  and  a  Difh;  the  two  former  were  fet  upon 
a  Rana  Cloth  fpread  upon  the  Ground,  round  which  we  fat  with  the 
reft  of  the  Company,  the  Miftrefs  and  Lying-inn  Woman  excepted, 
who  had  the  wooden  Difh  for  their  Portion,  on  which  they  fupped  in 
the  other  Tent;  nor  was  our  Cloth  taken  away  till  they  had  ferved 
up  fome  dry’d  Flefli  and  fower  Milk.  Being  moreThirfty  than  Hungry, 
I  drank  a  confiderable  Qnantity  of  it  here,  and  found  it  had  much  the 
fame  EftedL  upon  me  as  Mare’s  Milk  had  formerly  in  Tartary ,  for  it 
made  me  heavy  or  rather  giddy.  I  asked  my  Hoft  feveral  Queftions, 
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for  as  he  was  the  oldeR,  I  thought  he  ought  to  he  the  wifeR  of  the 
Company  j  but  I  received  no  Anfwer  from  him  that  was  more  fatil- 
fatRory  than  thofe  I  had  received  from  the  other  Laplanders ,  efpecially 
fuch  as  he  made  me  concerning  Religion.  I  then  ask’d  him  how  far 
it  might  be  from  his  Tent  to  that  Part  of  the  River  which  was  thaw’d  > 

(viz.  where  I  expected  to  meet  my  Boat)  He  told  me  that  it  was  thaw’d 
all  over;  then  added  I,  till  that  part,  it  was  Bill  frozen  up  8  Days  be¬ 
fore  ;  he  reply’d,  there  might  be  about  three  Miles  and  half,  and  that 
the  Ground-Ice  Bill  ran  when  he  left  it,  and  that  fome  Filhermen  who 
came  down  from  the  Lake  Tome ,  near  which  they  had  their  Herds, 
told  him,  that  the  Ice  broke  off  there  very  faR  in  feveral  Places, 
efpecially  in  that  Part  of  it  where  it  BrB  opens  into  the  River.  I 
muR  confefs  this  was  very  unwelcome  News,  and  I  began  to  be  afraid 
for  the  old  Man,  with  his  Son  and  my  Interpreter.  We  Raid  here  till 
the  next  Morning ;  and  having  thanked  my  HoR  and  HoRefs  in  the 
ufual  Manner,  that  is,  accompanying  my  Thanks  with  fome  few  Pre- 
fents,  left  ’em,  fully  revolving  not  to  go  out  of  my  Way  to  fee  any  more 
Laplanders ,  but  to  make  the  beR  of  it  to  the  Boat ;  and  we  let  out 
about  Nine,  and  reach’d  about  half  an  Hour  after  Twelve  a  final! 

Tent,  where  we  met  a  young  Woman  of  about  Twenty  five  or  Twenty 
fix  Years  old,  with  a  Daughter  of  about  Six,  who  received  us  with 
the  ufual  Ceremonies,  and  gave  us  fome  dry  Meat  and  fower  Milk  $ 
after  which  we  faw  the  Herd  belonging  to  the  Tent,  of  80  Rhen-Deer  ; 
then  walking  on,  we  arrived  on  the  River-fide  between  Five  and  Six, 
and  having  refied  our  felves  for  an  Hour,  went  on  the  Banks,  and  joined 
my  People  at  Eight.  They  feem’d  well  pleas’d  at  it,  my  Interpreter  of 
Tuckacerva  efpecially,  who  told  me  that  the  old  Man,  his  Son  and  him- 
felf  had  narrowly  efcap’d  drowning,  the  Sides  of  the  River  being  quite 
thaw’d,  and  would  certainly  have  been  loR  if  the  Boat  had  not  come  in 
time  enough  to  the  Lake’s  opening  to  fave  ’em :  He  added,  that  the  Rhen- 
Deer  had  follow’d  the  Boat,  and  fwam  fafe  to  Shore.  My  Watermen  told 
me  befides  a  difmal  Story  of  the  Danger  they  had  run  in  eroding  the  River, 
for  that  the  Ice  of  the  Lake  beginning  to  break,  it  came  down  in  large 
Flakes,  and  had  almoR  over-turned  the  Boat.  As  thefe  Pieces  of  Ice 
were  falling  down  thicker  and  thicker,  we  thought  it  imprudent  to 
venture  on  the  Water  till  they  were  over.  In  the  mean  while,  thefe  Wa¬ 
termen,  who  had  catch’d  Abundance  of  Fifii,  made  us  a  good  Enter¬ 
tainment  ;  after  which  we  fat  down  near  the  Fire,  which  they  had 
made  to  cook  it,  and  I  flept  very  well  till  Nine  in  the  Morning  of  the 
17th,  then  fatisfy’d  and  difeharg’d  my  Watchionwaya  Guide,  who  told 
me  he  was  going  up  to  feek  his  Fortune  by  Fiihing  in  the  Lake.  Tho’ 

I  could  not  propofe  to  my  felf  feeing  any  thing  more  in  refpecR  of  the 
Tome  Laplanders  CuRoms  and  Manners  than  what  I  had  feen,  but  on¬ 
ly  new  Faces,  yet  I  rather  chofe  to  walk  with  my  Tuckacerva  Inter¬ 
preter  in  the  neighbouring  Country,  than  to  tire  my  Patience  by  a 
Stay  of  two  or  three  Days  in  the  fame  Place,  which  my  Watermen 
told  me  we  lliould  be  obliged  to  make,  till  the  Ice  could  be  over. 

After  a  pretty  good  RepaR  on  Filh,  as  that  of  the  Day  before,  we  fat 
out  between  One  and  Two  in  the  Afternoon,  and  rambled  till  Six  a- 
mongR  the  Woods,  where  we  found  two  Families,  who  had  each  a 
Herd  of  100  to  no  RhenTDeer ,  and  their  Tents  on  a  Mountain 
larger  than  high,  call'd  Rardnewara ,  which  gives  its  Name  to  a  p^rdne- 
long  DifiricR,  extending  itfelf  far  away  to  the  North  EaR.  We-wara, 
Raid  at  one  till  the  x8th,  and  walk’d  at  leafi  two  Miles  farther  to  the 
Vol.  II.  Sf  North, 
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North,  till  we  found  another  Tent,  with  a  Herd  of  150  Rhen-Deer^ 
where  we  lay;  and  all  thefe  three  Families,  the  two  firft  of  whom 
were  without  their  Mailers,  who  were  gone  a  Filhing,  made  up 
twelve  Perfons,  and  none  of  them  could  be  faid  to  be  ugly,  but  only 
of  fhort  Size,  and  the  oldelt  might  be  Forty,  who  was  a  Widower,  and 
the  youngelt  Ten  ;  there  were  four  Girls  and  two  Boys.  We  were 
treated  by  thefe  Northern  Nomades  as  handfomely  as  by  the  others  \ 
they,  like  thofe  in  the  Eaft,  feeming  to  think  it  their  greateft  Civility 
to  offer  Victuals  to  Strangers,  as  well  as  to  one  another  among  them- 
felves.  On  the  19th  we  walk’d  back  to  the  River-fide  ;  and  the  20th, 
feeing  it  almoft  all  over  clear  of  Ice,  we  got  into  our  Boat;  but  we 
fcarce  came  to  the  Fall  of  the  firft  Torrent,  when  feveral  large  Flakes 
falling  at  once  foul  of  our  Boat,  did  almoft  overturn  it  j  and  I  dare 
fay,  that  if  the  Servant  who  carry ’d  me  to  the  Wizard  had  been  with 
us  now,  he  would  have  fworn  that  this  was  the  fulfilling  of  his  Pre¬ 
diction.  My  Interpreter  immediately  declared  it  as  his  Opinion,  that 
we  ought  to  make  the  Shore,  and  to  ftay  till  the  River  fhould  be  quite 
free  from  Ice  ;  the  Danger  (faid  he)  of  going  down  thefe  Torrents  be¬ 
ing  of  itfelf  but  too  great,  without  an  additional  one  from  the  Flakes. 
His  Advice  was  follow’d  immediately,  and  we  went  alhore  on  a 
fmall  Ifland  juft  by  us,  where  we  look’d  for  Eggs  of  wild  Geefe,  and 
other  as  well  Land  as  Water-Fowl;  and  having  gather’d  a  pretty  ma¬ 
ny,  the  Watermen  lighted  a  Fire  and  boil’d  them  hard,  our  Appe¬ 
tite  being  our  beft  and  only  Sauce  to  eat  them  with.  We  remain’d  on 
this  Ifland  till  the  next  Day,  and  got  on  the  fame  Side  of  the  River 

Rodwara,  which  we  had  left ;  and  finding  our  (elves  to  be  over  againft  Rod - 
waray  I  went  with  my  Tackacerva  Interpreter  to  make  a  lecond  Vifit 
to  our  former  Flofteffes  on  that  Mountain,  whom  we  found  bufv  in 
putting  up  dry’d  Fifh  in  their  Magazines,  made  as  (4)  in  the  Print 
XXXVIII,  as  are  all  thofe  of  the  other  Laplanders ;  and  having  been 
as  well  entertain’d  as  before,  and  refted  our  felves  three  or  four  Hours, 
we  return’d  to  our  Boat  ;  and  feeing  the  Water  without  any  Pieces  of 
Ice,  we  ventur’d  upon  it,  and  went  down  very  well  for  feme  Miles,  till 
we  met  a  large  Bach  of  Ice,  which  was  lodged  fo  that  it  hinder’d 
our  going  any  farther;  and  Tackacerva  being  hardly  a  Mile  farther,  I 
refolved  to  walk  it  with  my  Interpreter,  and  we  reach’d  the  Place  be¬ 
fore  Noon  :  He  carry’d  me  to  his  Mother’s,  who  offer’d  me  a  Chamber 
and  a  Bed  ;  there  the  Prieft,  who  had  recommended  him  to  me,  and  had 
fucceedcd  his  Father  in  that  Cure,  came  and  invited  me  to  dine  with 
him,  and  treated  me  very  handfomely  with  Fiefh  and  Bread ;  which  lat¬ 
ter  I  had  not  eat  for  a  good  while. 

Yukacerva.  Tackacerva  is  a  little  Village,  of  which  I  promifed  to  make  mention  at 
my  Return;  it  confifts  of  a  wooden  Church,  a  Parfonage-Houfe,  and  fome 
little  Hurs  or  Shops  belonging  to  the  Swedijh  and  F/wto^/Merchants,who 
come  every  Year  about  the  latter  End  of  January  to  the  Fairs  which  are 
kept  there.  The  conftant  Inhabitants  are  two  Families,  befides  the  Par- 
fon’s,  all  of  Prieftly  Race ;  and  my  Interpreter,  I  found,  was  the  Head  of 
the  moft  numerous  :  And  as  the  Laplanders  frequent  not  the  Church,  ei¬ 
ther  there  or  in  any  other  Place,  but  juft  during  the  Fair  time,  and  fome 
few  Days  after,  at  which  Time  they  marry,  baptize  their  Children,  receive 
the  Sacrament,  and  get  drunk  with  Brandy  j  which,  with  Tobacco,  and 
fome  few  Things  more  neceflary,  they  get  from  the  aforefaid  Merchants 
in  exchange  for  their  Furrs,  &c.  after  which  they  return  amongft  their 
/  Moun- 
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Mountains  for  the  reft  of  the  Year;  during  which  the  Parfon’s  Congre¬ 
gation  is  fo  thin,  that  one  may  apply  to  his  Preaching  the  Words  Fox 
Clamantis  in  Deferto .  Remembring  that  the  Laplander  of  Saucy  Tresk 
had  told  me,  concerning  the  Wine  of  the  Sacrament  being  adminidred 
in  a  Spoon ,  I  told  him  of  it,  and  that  I  had  obferv’d  this  to  be  a  gene¬ 
ral  Cuftom  amongft  the  Grecian  Prieds,  and  defired  to  know  whether 
it  was  f®  likewiie  among  the  Laplandijh  ones  ?  To  which  he  anfwer'd 
me  in  the  Negative;  and  added,  that  indeed  the  late  Curate  of  this 
Place  ufed  to  adminifter  it  in  that  manner;  but  what  he  did  was  purely 
out  of  OEconomy,  fearing  left  if  he  fill'd  a  Chalice  with  Wine,  and 
gave  it  up  to  the  Difcretion  of  the  Laplanders ,  they  wou’d  drink  all,  or 
too  muclvof  it:  To  this  he  added,  that  the  fame  Curate  was  guilty  of 
feveral  more  material  and  fcandalous  Faults,  as  that  of  getting  drunk  e- 
very  Day  with  Spirits,  and  making  the  Laplanders  who  came  to  the  Fair 
alio  drunk,  that  he  might  have  an  Opportunity  of  cheating  them,  and 
getting  what  he  pleafed  out  of  them,  (a  thing  which  is  (till  but  too 
much  practis’d  by  the  Foreign  Merchants)  and  of  excommunicating  all 
thofe  who  refufed  to  fatisfy  his  Demands.  After  Dinner  he  fliew’d  me 
the  Church,  which  was  entirely  built  of  Wood;  and  in  it  I  law  the 
fourVerfes  of  the  three  French  Travellers  which  I  have  already  quoted, 
cut  with  the  Point  of  a  Knife  by  themfelves,  upon  a  little  fquare  Piece 
of  Board,  and  hung  up  there  like  a  Votiva  Tabula  of  the  Ancients  ; 
and  I  told  him,  that  they  had  enlarged  pretty  much  on  the  Poetick 
Licence  or  Liberty  at  the  Expence  of  Truth,  in  calling  Reskomarca  the 
End  of  the  World,  dnee  I  had  been  a  great  Way  farther.  He  an- 
fvver’d  ’twas  true  ;  and  asked  me  whether  1  wou’d  not  leave  fomething 
to  (hew  that  I  had  travell’d  in  thofe  Parts  ;  upon  which  I  wrote  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Lines,  including  likewife  the  Names  of  ail  the  Countries  which 
I  have  feen,  which  I  gave  him,  and  he  laid  he  would  put  it  up  alfo  in 
the  Church.

Seeing  near  this  Place  a  Wheel,  on  which  there  dill  remained  feme 
Parts  of  a  humane  Body,  X  ask’d  him  what  Criminal  had  been  exe¬ 
cuted  there  ?  He  told  me  a  Laplander ,  who  being  got  drunk  and  mad 
with  SvjediJh  or  Finland  Brandy ,  killed  one  of  his  Countrymen,  for 
which  he  was  condemn’d  by  a  Swedijh  Court  ofjuflice  to  be  broke  upon 
the  Wheel  at  the  Place  where  he  had  committed  this  Crime  ;  and  this, 
continued  he,  is  the  only  Example  We  have  of  a  Murther  committed  by 
a  Laplander  ,  and  there  is  no  fuch  thing  even  as  a  Thief  among  them  5 
and  if  a  Rhen-LDeer  drays,  he  is  foon  brought  to  the  Owner  by  thofe 
Vol.IL  "  S  f  2  who 
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■  «d  him.  I  lay  here,  and  dined  again  the  next  Day,  which  was 
a  with  this  Prieit ;  and  having  fatisfy’d  the  Interpreter  whom 
, j  1:  recommended  to  me,  I  went  down  with  my  old  one;  and 

caking  mother  Boat,  within  fomething  lets  than  Six  Hours,  we  got 
Eiev'en  iv  lies  below  TukactW'd ;  and  my  Watermen  having  lighted  a 
large  Fire  on  the  Weft  fide  of  the  River,  we  lay  round  it  till  Five  the 
next  Morning,*  then  getting  in  our  Boat-again,  we  reached  Kingts  before 
Noon,  uheie  I  Ipent  two  Flours  at  the  Houle  of  my  quondam  Hoff, 
who  indeed  was  ablcnt,  but  whole  Wife  entertained  me  very  chilly. 

Changing  Boat  below  the  drift  Catarabl^  we  heard  from  a  Fi  filer  man 
at  the  next,  chat  two  Finlanders  had  been  drowned  there  ibmd  few 
Days  before  ;  and  the  25th,  having  got  as  far  down  as  Over  Tome,  we 
lay  there.  In  our  way  I  was  diverted  with  the  Method  ufed  by  the 
Inhabitants  thereabouts  of  catching  Salmons,  which  go  up  the  Current 
in  large  Shoals  and  this  is  done  by  driving  Stakes  lo  clofe  together  in 
the  Water,  that  the  Paffage  which  the  Swifcnefs  of  the  Torrents  had 
before  made  very  difficult,  is  now  render’d  wholly  impracticable  ;  and 
the  only  Teeming  one  they  have  left  is  thro’  a  kind  of  large  Cages  of 
Baskets,  which  at  the  Mouth  are  very  wide,  To  lhat  they  may  eafily 
get  into  them,  but  growing  narrower  and  narrower,  ’cis  impoflible  for 
them  that  are  once  in  to  get  out  again,  and  thefe  they  call  Mellar. 
The  next  Day  I  dined  within  half  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  of  Tome,  at 
Mr.  Henry  Phorbass,  Curate  of  that  Place;  and  upon  my  expreffing  a 
Defire  to  Tee  Tome  Part  of  Kimi- Lapmark  or  Kimi- Lapland,  he  gaye 
me  a  Letter  of  Recommendation  to  his  Brother  Mr.  Lauuntius  cPhorbas , 
Curare  of  Kimi ,  a  Finlandifh  Parifh,  four  Miles  and  a  quarter  diftanc 
from  Tome ,  through  which  he  Taid  I  fhould  pafs  ;  and  about  two  in  the 
Afternoon  I  took  a  Boat,  and  letting  forward  reached  the  Mouth  of 
the  River  of  the  Tame  Name,  which  they  borrow  from  the  Lake  Kiwi, 
which  Name  it  gives  alfo  to  the  Country  ;  and  going  up  a  quarter  of  a 
Mile  further  on  the  Weftern  fide  of  that  River,  I  arriv  ed  at  the  Ground 
of  Kimi,  once  a  large  Village  and  populous,  with  the  Parochial 
Church  :  I  fay  once,  for  the  Mufcovites  had  burnt  it  down  Tome  time 
before  they  did  Tome  and  Umea ,  they  fparing  nothing  but  the  Church 
which  is  made  wholly  of  Scones,  and  after  the  Latin  Cro/s.  This  Cu¬ 
rate  had  lately  rebuilt  upon  the  Ruins  of  his  burnt  Houfe  a  Kitchen,  a 
Laundery,  and  over  them  two  Chambers  >  he,  his  Son,  alfo  a  Clergy¬ 
man,  and  a  Maid,  were  the  only  Inhabitants  I  found  there,  the  reft 
being  difperfed  up  and  down  in  Cottages  and  Hamlets  upon  the  River- 
fide,  as  thofe  of  Tome  are.  He  entertained  me  there  very  handfomeiy. 
TnisParslh  reaches  as  far  as  Kimi  Tresk,  or  the  Lake  Kimi :  However, 
this  Extent  does  not  proceed  from  the  Number  of  theParilhioners,  who 
might  all  live  very  well  in  three  or  four  Villages  ;  but  they  difperfe 
themfelves  for  the  Convenience  of  Fifhing.  There  is  belonging  to  it 
a  Ghappel  of  Eafe  in  a  little  Village  call’d  Simo  in  th q  E after n  Bothnia , 
at  the  Mouth  of  the  River  bimo,  from  whence  it  borrows  its  Name. 
Echoes  which,  on  the  Eaft  fide  of  the  River  Kimi,  about  four  Miles 
above  its  Mouth,  there  is  Lapphmiemt ,  which  fignifics  jibed e  of 
Bamfhed,  in  the  Finlandifh  Language,  another  Village  which  they 
reckon  very  ancient,  as  well  as  Lappaiewi,-  on  the  Ealt  of  the'  Lake 
Via,  anch  a  few-  others  with  the  like  Names  on  the  North  of  l inland. 
Some  are  of  Opinion,  that  the  Laplanders  firfl  inhabited  thofe  Vil¬ 
lages,  giving  to  or  receiving  from  them  their  Names,  and  were  cx~ 
peii’d  from  thence,  then  forced  to  By  among  Woods,  Rocks  and  Moun¬ 
tains^ 
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tains,  <&c.  for  Shelter,  and  that  there  being  reduced  to  the  Neceffity  of 
■waging  War  with  the  wild  Beads,  they  dedroyed  thofe  which  wou’d 
injure  them,  and  fed  upon  the  Flefh,  and  cloath  d  themfelves  with  the 
.Skins  of  others  ,*  taming  tome  of  them,  that  they  might  receive  the 
fame  Services  from  them,  which  they  did  formerly  from  their  Cat¬ 
tle  in  thofe  Places  which  they  had  left:  “  For  what  elfe,  fay  they, 

41  coii’d  have  induced  thefe  People  to  live  between  thefe  Woods  and 
“  Mountains,  which  Nature  does  not  feem  to  have  defign’d  for  the 
45  Habitation  of  humane  Creatures  •  there  being  no  Neceffarics  pro- 
41  vided  for  them,  neither  Fruit-Trees  nor  Fertile  Fields,  &c.”  About 
Eight  or  Nine  Miles  higher,  on  the  Eadern  fide  of  this  River,  there  is 
alio  another  Chappel,  call’d  Rohaniemi ,  depending  fro wNKmi.  p 

Tho’  the  River  Kimi  is  reckon'd  next  to  that  of  Tome  to  abound 
mod  in  Salmon,  yet  does  not  the  great  Fifhery  reach  fo  high  :  However, 
there  are  Fifhermen  who  go  even  higher  ;  and  here  I  found  fome  va 
riety  in  their  Method  of  catching  the  Salmon  ;  for,  indead  of  Mellars , 
they  chiefly  life  Nets  fadened  to  the  Stakes  or  Palifadcs,  tho*  in  the 
Cataracts  they  ufealfo  the  former  t  but  thefe  Falls  not  being  fo  many  in 
Number  hereabouts,  the  Mellars  are  not  confequently  fo  much  made 
life  of.  The  mod  conflderabie  of  the  Cataracts  is  call’d  Trawallfors , 
about  a  Mile  and  half  above  Kimi ,  and  is  not  paffable  in  a  Boat ; 
for  which  reafon  one  mud  either  change  Boats  beyond  it,  or  elfe  have 
the  fame  transported  there  by  Land.  About  the  height  of  Rohaniemi , 
the  River  Alines ,  call’d  by  the  Laplanders  Aunakiosky ,  or  the  Qatar  a  A 
of  Anna ,  which  runs  From  the  North  Wed  of  the  Kimian  Lapland,  en¬ 
ters  into  the  River  Kimi  on  irs  Eadern  fide  ,♦  thofe,  for  Example,  who 
have  a  mind  to  go  as  far  as  North  Cape,  will  find  it  is  wonderfully  hard 
in  Summer,  efpecially  when  they  come  to  the  laid  River  Alines,  which 
is  full  of  CataraAs;  and  befldes  thefe  dangerous  Difficulties,  no  Boat  can 
go  farther  up  than  Sodenkily ,  a  Email  Village  inhabited  partly  by  Tinian- 
ders,  partly  by  Laplanders:  Then  they  have  before  them  a  dreadful 
Ridge  of  Mountains  to  walk  thro’,-  1  fay  walk,  for  there  is  no  other 
Way  in  chisSeafon  ;  and  fuen  a  Journey  is  then  as  fatiguing,  as  it  is 
rendred  commodious  and  oafy  in  Winter,  by  the  Snow  and  Ice  in 
Sledges,  when  the  Laplanders  making  ufe  of  their  Skidders ,  go,  or  ra¬ 
ther  fly,  hunting  the  wild  Deer  among  thefe  Mountains,  whom  they 
kill  with  their  Crofs-Bows,  made  as  that  which  carries  (6)  in  the 
Print  XXXVIII.  Thefe  Deer,  I  was  affured,  are  much  larger  than  the 
tame  ones,  their  Skins  better,  and  their  Flefh  at  lead  as  good.  Having 
crofs’d  that  Ridge,  they  meet  at  lad  a  Laplandijh C\upv>Q\  on  the  South 
of  a  Lake  call’d  Enare-Tresk ,  which  is  accompanied  by  Enarebu,  a 
Village  which,  borrows  its  Name  from  that  Lake,  where  is  a  Fair 
yearly  held  as  at  Tiikacerva ,  and  the  Laplanders  pay  Tribute  to  three 
Monarchs,  who  fend  their  Officers  there,  viz.  the  King  of  Sweden, 
the  Czar ,  and  the  King  of  Denmark  ;  which  Places  already  mention’d 
arc  to  be  fecn  in  my  Map  (C)  and  many  more,  both  Churches  and 
Villages,  as  Sombio  on  the  Eadern  fide  of  the  River  Luro ,  Colaierva , 
Kittile,  Kyfametcapel,  or  the  Chappel  of  Ky fames  on  the  Lake  'Paier- 
pht,  which  gives  Rife  and  Name  to  a  River  that  falls  into  the 
IT  hit  e  Sea  ;  that  lad  Chappel  was  ferv’d  by  the  Curate  of  Kimii 
Son,  who  was  to  go  there  again  in  a  fhort  time.  For  my  felf,  I  did 
riot  attempt  to  go  higher  than  Kimt-Tresk ,  where  is  a  Chappel  ot 
that  Name,  and  the  lad  and  remoted  Dependance  on  Kimi  Parifh:  f 
I  law  feveral  Laplanders  filling  in  the  Lake,  to  whom  I  asked  few 
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Queflions  ;  and  their  Anfvvers  fliew’d  to  me  fomewhat  lefs  Ignorance, 
etoecially  in  refpedt  of  Religion,  than  thofc  of  the  Tome  Laplanders  ; 
which  was  confirm’d  to  me  alio  by  young  Mr TPhorbas,  who  had  con¬ 
vened  much  among  them,  and  inllru<5ted  many  of  them  on  that  Holy 
Topick  :  He  had  feen  almod  all  the  Places  juft  mentioned,  and  feem’d 
to  have  done  it  with  moll  Exadmefs  5  and  I  owe  to  him  that  or  my 
Map  relating  to  thofc  Parts,  in  refped  of  their  Situation.  He  is  a 
Pcrfon  of  a  fmgular  Merit ;  and  it  is  to  be  wifhed,  that  all  the  Triefls 
who  are  lent  to  Lapland ,  had  as  much  Zeal  and  Care  for  their  Spiri¬ 
tual  Flocks. 

The  Kim  dan  Laplanders  are  generally  Idler,  and  more  tawny,  than 
the  Tornians  they  have  not  fo  many  RhenTDeer ,  but  to  make  amends 
they  have  more  Skins,  at  lead  for  their  variety,  and  finer  and  more 
precious  for  their  Furs,  even  of  Black  Foxes,  tho’  very  fcarce.  They 
live  generally  after  the  manner  of  the  Finlanders ,  and  wear  Habits  like 
the  Peafants  of  that  Country  who  are  their  Neighbours,  and  fome- 
times  intermix  with  them.  Thefe  Habits  differ  little  from  that  of  the 
Tornian  Laplanders ,  only  that  they  are  a  little  longer  before,  more 
open,  and  for  the  mod  part  flit  at  the  Bottom  like  our  Shirts.  They 
talk  the  fame  Language  as  the  Finlanders ,  and  ufe  Fire  Arms  andCrofs- 
Bovvs,  which  they  buy  of  them.  They  have  for  the  mod  part  Efutsor 
Tents  that  are  fixed,  20,  30  and  more  together,  and  cover’d  with  the 
Barks  of  Trees  and  Turf  ■>  for  they  fettle  often  in  Companies  and  Vil¬ 
lages,  as  at  Sodenkile ,  Sombio ,  Enare,  &c.  Some  of  them  have  even 
Horfes,  Oxen,  Cows  and  Goats  in  the  mod  Southern  Parts;  and  they 
provide  alfo  a  dore  of  Jekele  or  Mofs,  indead  of  Hay,  to  feed  them  in 
Winter,  thefe  Kind  of  Cattel  having  not  received  the  fame  Indind  and 
Nails  nsRhenTDeer  from  Nature  to  look  for  it  under  the  Snow.  The  Ca.- 
fors  are  chiefly  found  in  Kimi-  Lapland,  whole  Tedicles  (befides  their 
Skins  for  Furs,  and  Flair  which  makes  the  fined  Hats)  the  Laplanders 
ule  as  an  univerfal  Medicine  in  all  Cafes,  ft  took  me  up  but  7  Days  to 
go  as  far  as  Kirni  Tresk ,  make  my  Obfervations,  and  return  again  to 
the  Village  Kimi ;  tho’  I  might  double  the  Number  and  fay  ir,  by  ad¬ 
ding  the  Nights,  which  were  full  as  clear ;  and  during  which  I  advanced 
as  much  as  in  the  others,  lofing  no  Time,  and  Beeping  but  little,  and 
that  in  the  Boat;  giving  Orders,  by  my  Interpreter,  to  the  Wa¬ 
termen  to  awaken  me  when  they  were  tired,  and  cou’d  meet  with  frefh 
ones  to  fucceed  them.  Tho’  I  have  reckon’d  Seven  Nights  as  fo  many 
Days  on  account  of  their  Clearnefs,  yet  they  do  not  fo  well  deferve  that 
Title  at  Kimi  as  at  Tome  ;  becaufe  that,  according  to  the  Information 
I  got  of  my  Landlord,  who  bedowed  new  Civilities  upon  me  at  my 
Return,  tho’  the  Sun  is  always  to  be  feen  during  the  longed  Days  in 
Summer,  yet  no  part  of  his  t)isk  or  Orb  is  to  be  feen  for  above  two 
Hours  above  the  Horizon,  when  he  is  at  his  lowed  Declination. 

Having  feen  as  much  of  the  Kimtan  Lapland ,  as  the  fmall  Time  of 
my  Stay  wou’d  permit,  I  left  the  Village  and  River  Kimi  on  the  4th  of 
July,  went  diredly  by  Water  within  a  Mile  and  half  of  Calls ,  and  pro¬ 
ceeded  the  fame  Day  by  Nine  at  Night  as  far  this  Place,  when  I  lay 
at  Mr.  IValtiers  ;  and  on  the  next  Morning,  with  much  ado,  refided 
his  obliging  Invitations  to  day  longer:  However,  I  dined  with  him, 
and  purfued  my  Journey  on  Horfeback  as  far  as  Rono ,  where  I  arrived 
at  Ten  nt  Night.  Departingthence  next  Day  ar  Four  in  the  Morning, 
I  reached  before  Eight  the  old  Town  of  Lulo.  I  met  here  a  poor  Sru- 
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dent,  who  underffood  Latin  indifferent  well ;  having  entered  into 
Difcourfe  with  him,  and  being  informed  that  he  had  no  other  Bufinefs 
but  to  go  into  Finland ,  where  (as  he  laid)  his  Relations  were,  in  a 
Veffel  that  was  at  Tome ,  and  which  wou’d  be  ready  to  fail  in  a  Month, 

(the  Finlanders ,  tho'  fubdu’d  by  the  Czar,  continuing  to  trade  under¬ 
hand  with  their  old  Fellow  Subjects  the  Swedes )  I  thought  him  a  very 
lit  Perfon  for  an  Interpreter,  during  Ten  or  Twelve  Days,  in  a  Jour¬ 
ney  that  I  intended  to  make  into  the  Lulian  Lapland ,  in  order  to 
fee  their  Fear  l  Ft  fiery .  I  made  him  the  Propofal,  which  he  accepted. 
Immediately  after  Dinner  we  took  Boat ;  but  beffdes  our  being  hindred 
by  the  Cataracks  from  proceeding  farther  than  Holmsfors  (which  is  alfo 
call’d  Lackholm ,  or  the  Salmon  IJland)  the  common  Road  to  go  from  Lackholm? 
thence  to  the  little  River  Kuratz ,  where  the  Mufcles,  in  which  they  Kuraiz. 
find  the  Pearls,  are  caught  ;  but  it  was  then  impracticable,  by  reafon 
of  the  overflowing  of  the  Waters,  and  the  melting  of  the  Snow  ;  info- 
much,  that  (as  they  allured  me)  the  Fear/  Fifhing  cou’d  not  be  begun 
till  Auguft ,  at  which  Time  they  fuppofed  the  Waters  wou’d  be  low 
enough  ;  and  my  Curiofity  being  lefs  Itrong  than  to  detain  me  fo 
long,  1  contented  my  felf  with  enquiring  of  feme  of  the  Salmon  Fifiers% 
what  was  the  Method  of  taking  thofe  Mufcles  s  and  they  inform’d 
me,  that  they  ufed  Inftruments  fomething  like  thofe  for  catching 
Oylters  ;  and  that  in  fome  Places,  when  the  Waters  were  the  loweft, 
they  cou’d  take  them  in  their  Hands.  Thefe  Pearls  are  generally  pretty 
large  and  round,  but  pale,  and  without  the  Lultre  and  fine  Water  of 
the  Orientals.  Not  being  fatisfy’d  with  only  feeing  the  Salmon  Fifliing, 
which  is  there  like  what  I  had  feen  before,  I  ask'd  if  they  did  not 
know  fome  Laplanders  in  the  Neighbourhood  ?  They  anfwer’d  me,  that 
they  were  all  long  fince  retired  with  their  Herds  into  the  Fiols ,  except¬ 
ing  two,  who  having  but  a  fmall  Number  of  Rhen-Deer ,  were  lefsfolli- 
citous  about  increafing  their  Stock  of  them  than  about  Fifhing,  and  there¬ 
fore  preferr’d  the  Lakes  and  fome  little  Rivers,  where  they  are  per¬ 
mitted  to  filh,  to  the  Mountains  of  Norway ;  I  fay,  where  they  were 
permitted  to  fiflr,  for  they  have  not  that  Liberty  in  that  of  Lulo,  efpeci- 
ally  to  filh  in  thofe  Places  where  the  Salmon  are  found,  unlefs  they  do  it 
for  thofe  who  farm  them  of  the  Crown,  to  whom  they  belong,  as  Lack- 
holm,  &c.  or  elfe  toother  Proprietors  to  whom  they  have  been  prefented 
by  it.  I  enquired  from  the  aforefaid  Filhermen,  whether  either  of  thefe 
Laplandifi  Families  lived  pretty  near  the  Place  where  I  was  ?  To  which 
they  anfwer’d,  That  one  of  their  Tents  was  but  a  few  Miles  diftant  from 
us,  and  in  the  very  Neighbourhood  of  a  little  River,  which  fome¬ 
thing  lower  fell  into  that  of  Lulo .  I  agreed  with  two  Filhermen  to  carry 
me  thither  i  and  when  we  had  gone  as  far  as  we  cou’d  by  Water,  I  took 
one  of  my  Boatmen  for  my  Guide.  Having  walked  the  fpace  of  two 
Hours,  we  at  length  faw  a  young  Girl,  about  Ten  or  Twelve  Years 
old,  who  with  a  green  Branch  was  driving  the  Flies  off  from  a  Rhen - 
Deer  which  was  lick,  and  (as  Ihe  told  me)  in  great  Danger  of  fal¬ 
ling  a  Vi&im  to  the  Heat  of  the  Weather,  and  the  little  Infedts  it 
breeds.  We  made  this  little  Girl  lead  us  to  the  Tent,  which  indeed 
was  at  no  great  Diftance  3  and  there  we  found  a  Woman  of  about 
1  Forty  Years  old,  of  low  Stature,  and  rather  difagreeable  than  handfome, 
who,  by  her  Work,  lhew’d  her  Thought  and  Forelight ;  for  with  Pew¬ 
ter  Wire  Ihe  was  embroidering  a  Winter  Cap,  fuch  as  I  have  already 
deferibed,  and  both  Women  and  Men  wear;  tho’  thefe  without  any  em- 
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broidering,  as  indeed  do  alfo  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Women.  With  her 
file  had  a  Daughter  about  14  or  15  Years  old,  who  was  making  Butter, 
but  after  a  very  particular  Manner.  The  Cream  of  the  Rhen-Leer  Milk 
was  put  into  a  large  wooden  Bowl,  and  Hie  was  beating  it  with  two 
Sticks  not  very  unlike  Drum-fticks.  As  foon  as  they  faw  us,  they  rote 
from  off  the  Skins  on  which  they  were  fitting,  after  their  ufual  man¬ 
ner,  and  made  us  a  Bow,  by  drawing  their  Foot  behind  ’em,  and 
bending  their  Body  forwards,  as  the  Men  do  amongft  us.  This  Civi¬ 
lity  over,  they  laid  fome  Skins  for  us,  on  which  we  fat  down,  and 
then  defired  ’em  to  continue  their  Work,  which  they  did  ;  the  Girl 
following  hers  fo  dole  with  her  two  Sticks,  that  her  Bowl  of  Cream 
was  foon  become  Butter.  Mean  while  I  ask’d  the  Mother  where  her 
Husband  was  >  To  which  file  anfwer’d,  he  was  gone  a  Fifiiing.  I  then 
enquired,  how  many  Children  file  had  ?  She  replied,  four  ;  to  wit,  two 
Boys  and  two  Girls.  I  then  told  her,  l  thought  the  Daughter  who 
was  prefent  big  enough  for  a  Husband,  and  that  file  muff  think  of 
getting  her  one  5  and  the  Mother  foon  latisfy’d  me  that  file  was  en- 
Yockmock.  gaged,  and  was  to  be  married  at  the  next  Yockmock  Fair.  This  is  the 
Name  of  the  Lapland  Parifii,  which  is  a  Village  that  very  much  re- 
femblesthat  of  Yuckacer^a ,  but  more  inhabited,  about  fome  18  or  19 
Miles  above  the  Town  of  Lido ,  and  the  Fair  being  every  Year  on  the 
Feaft  of  St.  Raul’ s  Converfion,  or  the  25th  of  January.  Soon  after 
this  the  Husband  came  home  loaded  with  Fifli,  and  he  faluted  us  by 
bending  his  Knees,  and  making  a  Courtefy  as  our  Women  do.  Had  I 
Bill  been  in  Turky ,  I  fliould  have  looked  upon  all  this  as  a  Ridicule  upon 
our  Manner  of  Saluting,  which  the  Turks  always  expofe  by  fuch  auk- 
ward  Imitations  in  their  domeftick  or  private  Comedies ,  for  they  have 
no  publick  ones,  as  I  have  faid  in  my  firft  Vol.  And  indeed,  I  look’d 
upon  this  way  of  Saluting  uled  by  the  two  Sexes  here  as  fomething 
very  much  out  of  the  way  ;  but  I  have  fince  been  inform’d,  that  it  is 
pretty  generally  ufed  amongft  the  Lulian  and  Rithian  Laplanders ,  and 
even  amongft  the  Vmeans.  To  this  Ceremony,  if  they  are  related, 
they  add  that  of  killing  each  others  Mouth  ;  if  they  are  only  acquaint¬ 
ed,  each  oppofes  his  Nofe  to  the  other’s  Nofe.  Our  Hojl  would  have 
drefs’d  fome  Fifh,  but  I  wou’d  not  let  him  j  alledging,  that  being  de¬ 
termined  to  return  as  foon  as  I  could,  I  muft  not  ftay  the  Dreffing  of 
anything,  and  that  a  little  Cheefe  or  dried  Meat  would  be  fufficient ; 
immediately  they  were  both  brought,  for  the  Laplanders  never  want 
either  the  one  or  the  other.  I  had  a  mind  too  to  tafte  a  little  of  the 
Butter  I  had  feen  made  ;  and  no  fooner  had  I  given  the  leaft  Item  of 
of  my  Curiofity,  but  it  was  all  brought  before  me,  with  fome  dried 
Fifti,  which  the  Student  who  was  with  me  call’d  the  Bread  of  the  Lap¬ 
landers.  This  Butter  had  very  much  the  Looks  of  new  Cheefe,  and 
tailed  better  than  it  looked,  tho’  it  was  not  fo  fweet  or  palatable  as 
Butter  made  with  Cow’s  Milk.  I  then  began  to  ask  my  Landlord  fe¬ 
vers!  Queftions,  as,  whether  he  had  ever  feen  them  fifii  for  R earls  ? 
To  which  he  reply’d,  that  he  had  not  only  feen  them  filh,  but  had  been 
employ’d  in  that  Filhery  himfelf ;  and  confirm’d  what  I  had  already 
heard  of  their  Manner  of  doing  it :  He  added,  that  this  Filhery  was 
of  late  Years  very  much  decay’d  ;  chat  now  the  Number  of  Pearls  they 
found  was  fmall  indeed,  and  even  of  them  the  greateft  Part  was  con¬ 
verted  to  wrong  Ufes,  and  fold  under-hand.  His  Meaning  in  this  was 
plain  enough  ,*  and  I  found  that  the  Crown  to  whom  this  Filhery  of 
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Right  belongs,  and  which  fends  a  Surveyor  every  Year,  is  far  from 
getting  all  the  Pearls  which  are  found  there.  I  then  began  to  try 
him  on  Witchcraft,  and  told  him,  that  I  had  often  heard  of  Magici¬ 
ans,  and  had  always  been  very  defirous  of  feeing  fome  of  their  Magick 
Operations  ;  to  which  he  cry’d  out  in  the  Swedijh  Tongue,  which  he 
fpoke  very  well,  Gud  bewara  os  y  frdn,  God  preferve  us  from  them. 
Thereupon  I  added,  that  lpite  of  all  that  I  had  heard,  I  cou’d  not  be¬ 
lieve  that  there  were  any  really  fuch  amongft  the  Laplanders :  He  an- 
fvver  d  me,  that  formerly  there  had  been  great  Numbers  of  ’em  ;  but 
there  were  not  fo  many  now,  except  amongft  the  Tome,  the  Kimi-Lap- 
landers  and  Finlanders  ;  of  which  he  began  to  quote  feveral  Examples, 
and  told  me  fome  old  Women’s  Stories,  like  that  of  Saucy-Tresk  ;  but 
fo  very  ridiculous  and  incredible,  that  I  foon  grew  weary  of  them. 

To  divert  the  Difcourfe,  I  ask’d  him,  whether  he  had  any  Know¬ 
ledge  of  the  Religion  of  the  ancient  Laplanders  ?  He  anfwer’d  me  in  the 
Negative ;  but  added,  that  he  had  heard  fay  they  adored  the  ‘Devil. 
And  who  do  you  adore  ?  reply’d  I,  interrupting  him  very  fliort.  God, 
anfwer’d  he.  And  who  is  that  God  whom  you  adore  ?  added  I.  To  which 
he  reply’d,  the  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghoft .  But,  continued  I,  are  not 
the  Father ,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghoft  three  Gods  ?  De  ar  en  Tri- 
homing,  they  are  a  Triangle,  anfwer’d  he,  after  having  mufed  fome 
time  ;  and  tho’  I  ask’d  him  feveral  other  Queftions,  I  could  get  no¬ 
thing  elfe  out  of  him.  This  was  probably  a  Comparifon,  with  which 
fome  Priefts  had  loaded  his  Memory,  and  confounded  his  Brain  with¬ 
out  enlightning  his  Underflanding,  by  endeavouring  to  give  him  fome 
Idea  of  this  My  fiery  by  the  Figure  of  a  Triangle,  Which  is  generally 
painted  at  the  Top  of  their  ‘Pulpits ;  and  Snow  is  another  Comparifon 
frequently  made  ufe  of  by  them.  The  Triangle  of  the  Laplanders 
makes  me  call  to 'mind  the  Candle  of  the  Weft-lndians.  The  firft  Mift 
fionaries  who  went  to  make  Spiritual  Conquefls  in  America ,  after  the 
Temporal  ones  of  the  Spaniards,  were  willing  amongft  other  Things 
to  preach  the  Do&rine  of  the  Trinity  to  them  ;  to  which  end  they  told 
them,  that  there  was  one  God  only,  but  three  Perfons  in  that  Godhead, 
the  Father,  the  Son  and  the  Holy  Ghoft,  and  that  thefe  three  made 
one.  This  to  poor  ignorant  Wretches  feem’d  a  ftrange  Paradox ;  which 
the  Miffionaries  perceiving,  and  willing  to  give  them  a  fenfible  Idea  of 
the  Myftery  they  had  been  fearching,  ordered  a  lighted  Candle  to  be 
brought,  telling  the  People  that  there  were  three  Subftances  in  this 
Candle,  to  wit,  Tallow,  Cotton  and  Light,  and  yet  thefe  three  made 
but  one  Candle ;  and  after  that  time,  if  you  ask’d  one  of  thofe  poor  ig¬ 
norant  Creatures  what  the  Trinity  was,  they  would  tell  you  a  Candle ; 
an  Anfwer  direcftly  the  fame  with  the  Laplanders  Triangle ,  or  Snow. *  I 
Found  my  Hoft  fo  very  ignorant,  notwithftanding  his  frequent  Commerce 
with  the  Swedes,  that  I  did  not  care  for  asking  him  any  farther  Queftions : 
Having  therefore  thank’d  him  for  his  Treat,  and  made  his  Wife  and 
Daughter  fome  fmall  Prefents,  I  went  down  to  my  Boat  again,  ac¬ 
companied  by  my  Guide  and  Interpreter ;  and  on  the  9th,  about  Five 
in  the  Afternoon  we  reached  back  Lido ,  where  I  gave  a  fmall  Reward 
to  the  Student,  who  gave  me  a  thoufand  Blelfings  for  it.  I  immedi¬ 
ately  got  on  Horfeback,  and  by  Eleven  at  Night  reached  old  Pi - 
tha.

The  next  Day  (the  ioth)  I  paid  the  Curate  of  the  Place  a  Vilft, 
who  receiv’d  me  very  affably,  and  engaged  me  to  flay  and  dine  with 
him.  As  I  expreffed  fome  Curiofity  to  fee  a  Part  of  Bit  ha- Lapland,  he 
informed  me  that  there  was  no  going  by  Water  above  Three  or  Four 
Miles  up  the  River  ;  befides  that,  I  could  not  expedt  .to  fee  there  any¬ 
thing  extraordinary ;  fo  I  contented  my  felf  with  asking  him  a  few 
Queflions  about  it,  as  I  did  to  a  Student  call’d  Fielftrom ,  Son  of  a 
late  Prieft  of  th oBitha- Laplanders,  whom  he  fent  for  as  the  fittefl 
Perfon  to  give  me  a  more  particular  Account  of  thefe  People  ;  and  by 
all  that  I  could  find,  they  differ’d  little,  or  not  at  all,  from  thofe  of 
Lido.  He  telling  me  that  he  was  born  at  Sylboyock ,  I  began  to  ask  him 
concerning  the  Silver  Mine  which  bears  that  Name;  to  which  he  ^n- 
fwer’d,  that  it  had  been  ruin’d  by  the  ‘Danes  during  the  late  War  ;  but 
he  really  believ’d  it  might  be  recover’d,  if  they  would  go  to  the  Chargp 
of  it,  and  take  the  Pains  of  digging  it  again  as  they  ought.  The  Curate 
of  Bit  Fa  feem’d  to  be  a  Man  of  a  very  eafy  Faith,  and  who  gave  very 
much  into  the  Marvellous ,  and  probably  thought  me  as  eafy  as  him'*- 
felfj  for  he  bid  his  Son  go  with  me  to  the  Top  of  the  Belfry,  and 
fhew  me  fome  Brafs  Bowls,  which  he  affured  me,  in  a  manner  as  if  he 
was  fincerely  perfwaded  of  the  Truth  of  it  himfelf,  had  formerly  been 
made  a  Prelent  by  a  Nymph  in  the  Ifle  of  Bremound to  a  Merchant 
nam’d  Ekman ,  fome  of  whofe  Poflerity  there  Hill  remain’d  in  the  new 
Town  of  Bit  ha,  promifing  him  all  kind  of  Profperity  as  long  as  he 
'  fhould  keep  this  Brafs.  Upon  this  I  examined  it  very  curioufly,  and 
altho’  there  was  fomething  marvellous  in  the  Story,  I  coil’d  find  no¬ 
thing  in  the  Metal  that  look’d  uncommon.  Between  Two  and  Three 
in  the  Afternoon  I  left  Bitha ,  and  about  Eleven  in  the  Night  I  reach’d 
Sckelefta ,  where  I  refled  till  Four  next  Morning  (the  nth),  and  then 
proceeded  for  Umeo  as  fall  as  the  Elorfes  cou’d  carry  me,  where  I 
arrived  a  little  before  Midnight. 

I  could  not  the  next  Day  refufe  the  kind  Invitation  of  Mr.  Grubb ,  Cu¬ 
rate  of  the  Place,  who  made  me  go  home  to  fup,  and  take  a  Lodging  with 
him  after  I  had  dined  with  the  Governor,  who  repeated  his  former  Kind- 
nefs  and  Civility.  Here  I  employ’d  part  of  my  Time  in  viewing  the  Town 
which  they  are  rebuilding,  and  its  Situation  which  is  agreeable,  tho’  not 
convenient  for  T rade,  it  being  like  the  three  abovementioned,  about  a  Mile 
diflant  from  the  Sea.  The  Curate  s  Houfe  is  upon  the  fide  of  the  famb 
River,  adjoining  to  a  Stone  Church ,  which  is  the  Parochial,  in  a  Vil¬ 
lage  about  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  above  the  Town  ;  and  between  thefe  I 
obferv’d  fome  pretty  good  Meadows,  and  fome  fertile  Arable  Land  ; 
and  in  the  latter,  that  the  Barly  and  Rye  Which  was  not  Town  when  I 
fet  out  for  Tome ,  was  already  ripe.  I  could  not  forbear  expreffing  my 
Surprize  at  this  to  Mr.  Grubb ,  who  told  me,  that  befides  the  conti¬ 
nual  Prefence  of  the  Sun  for  a  good  while  upon  the  Horizon,  tho’  its 
Disk  was  not  vifible  at  that  time,  this  fo  quick  ripening  was  owing 
to  the  Nature  of  the  Seed  they  fow’d  j  which  if  brought  from  the 
Southward  of  Umeo ,  as  from  Hernofand,  Sundwall,  Gefle,  or  Stock¬ 
holm ,  fyc.  would  ripen  by  fo  much  the  flower,  as  they  were  farther 
diflant  from  the  North  ;  whilfl  thofe  of  Buro ,  Sckelefta ,  Bitha ,  Lido 
and  Tome ,  would  be  much  forwarder.  An  Experiment  of  which  he 
had  feen  try’d  upon  Seed  brought  from  the  mofl  Southern  and  Northern 
of  thefe  Places,  and  the  latter  had  been  ripe  above  a  Fortnight  before 
the  former.  I  had  again  the  Pleafure  of  feeing  a  Salmon  Fifhery 
here,  which  they  caught  with  Nets  fallened  to  little  Spikes  drove  in 
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the  River  a  fmall  quarter  of  a  Mile  below  the  Governors  Hcufe,  who 
has  his  Fifhery  there,  and  a  little  above  that  of  the  Cur  at  e,  there  is 
a  Catarabi  nam’d  Baghfullforz ,  with  Pods,  which  they  there  call  Tmarsy 
in  their  Make  not  unlike  the  Mellars ,  but  much  larger  and  more  fub- 
ftantial,  and  into  which  a  Man  may  eafily  get.  Thefe  Tmars  are  alfo 
fix’d  to  a  kind  of  Pikes  which  are  drove  into  Dikes,  made  in  the  Fafnion 
of*  the  Arches  of  a  Bridge,  and  there  ferve  to  break  the  violent  Fall  of 
the  CataraCt.  There  are  large  Pieces  of  Timber  laid  a  crofs  from  one 
Arch  to  another ;  and  there  the  Fifhermen  walk  over,  and  with  large 
Ropes  faftned  to  the  Pods,  they  life  them  juft  out  of  the  Water  ,* 
which  done,  a  Man  gets  into  them  to  take  the  Fifli  out,  and  then  they 
lay  their  Tmars  in  again. 

I  would  willingly  have  taken  a  Tour  into  the  Umian- Lapland-,  but 
as  the  River  could  not  bear  me  far  enough,  and  the  Laplanders  were 
retired  amongft  the  Mountains  of  Norway ,  I  could  forefee  nothing 
but  a  great  deal  of  Trouble  without  any  apparent  Satisfa&ion  ;  and 
I  therefore  contented  my  felf  with  the  Intelligence  Igor  from  thofe  who 
frequently  converfe  with  them  at  a  Fair,  which  begins  the  7th  of  Ja¬ 
nuary  at  Lykzele ,  a  little  Village,  in  which  they  have  a  Church  and 
School,  and  which  is  fituated  about  Twelve  Miles  from  Vmeo.  They 
were  reprefented  to  me  as  very  like  the  Pythian  and  Lulian  Laplanders , 
excepting  that  in  Matters  of  Religion  they  are  not  fo  ignorant,  which 
is  owing  to  the  Care  taken  by  their  Priefts  to  Catechife  them,  and  to 
the  Schools  juft  mentioned,  which  confifts  of  a  Mafter  and  fix  Scholars, 
who  in  two  Years  time  generally  learn  to  read  and  write,  and  give  a 
tolerable  Account  of  their  Faith  ,*  for  fo  was  I  inform’d  by  Mr.  Grubby 
who  goes  once  a  Twelvemonth  to  vific  them,  and  to  examine  into  the 
Conducft  of  the  Priejls  and  School-mafter. 

Here  I  clos’d  my  Lapland  Journey,  and  then  confider’d  it  with  the 
Eyes  of  my  Imagination,  as  a  long  and  pretty  broad  Trad:  of  Land, 
containing  above  170  Miles  from  the  North  Weft  of  Heridalia ,  where 
it  begins  to  Coaft  Norway  as  far  as  the  Confines  of  the  White  Sea, 
and  I  fhall  call  it  by  its  ancient  Name  of  Finmark.  But  before  I  entirely 
quit  this  Part  of  Weji  BothnicF  I  muft  a  little  re-capitulate  the  Ideas 
which  I  form’d  to  myfelf  of  the  Laplanders  in  general,  and  the  Re¬ 
marks  I  made  of  them,  in  the  following  manner.  Their  Induftry  was 
what  I  chiefly  admir’d  ;  nor  can  one  eafily  conceive  how  many  things 
Nature  inftruefts  them  to  make,  without  the  Afiiftance  of  any  other  In¬ 
fix  u  meats  than  a  Hatchet  and  a  pointed  Knife  ;  for  there  is  not  one  of 
them  but  can  make  his  Boat ,  Sledge ,  &c.  with  thefe  two  only  Inftru- 
ments  ,*  his  Ropes  of  Barkiy  or  Roots  of  Bullies,  and  Fi filing  Nets  of  the 
fame;  all  his  Kitchen-Ware  of  Wood,  or  Horn  of  Rhen-Heer,  as  Diflies, 
Bafons,  Porringers,  Spoons,  &c.  his  Bow  and  Arrows,  his  Skidders , 
his  Cloaths,  and  Thread  of  Rhen-Heer  s  fmalleft  Guts  to  fow  them. 
No  Wire-Drawers  draw  Gold  or  Silver  Wire  more  neatly  thro’  their 
Drawing  Irons ,  and  with  the  Afiiftance  of  all  their  other  proper  Inftru- 
ments,  than  the  Lapland  Women  do  their  Pewter  or  Lead  Wire  with 
their  Teeth,  through  the  divers  Holes  of  a  fiat  Piece  of  Rhen-Heer 
Horn;  as  a  Woman  is  reprefented  to  do  in  the  Tent  (1)  Print 
XXXVIII.  In  Matters  of  Religion,  indeed,  I  found  them  very 
different,  and  take  them  to  be  as  good  Heathens  as  Chrijiians,  and 
as  good  Magicians  as  Heathens  ;  or  rather,  in  thefe  Cafes,  much 
upon  a  level  with  their  Rhen  Heer  and  in  general,  they  look 
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upon  the  Ckriftian  Religion  as  a  heavy  Burthen,  or  rather  as  a  Tax  of 
fo  many  Pounds  of  Meat  and  Cheei'e,  and  fo  many  Skins,  ire.  which 
the  PrieRs  made  them  pay  for  Chriftnmgs ,  Adminiftrtng  the  Lord  s 
Sapper ,  and  for  Rr caching,  ire.  and  this  indeed,  becaufe  proper  Mea- 
fures  are  not  taken  to  make  them  look  upon  it  in  another  Light  :  And 
the  Avarice  of  fome  of  their  PrieRs  is  intolerable,  for  they  fell  their 
Spiritual  Food  fo  very  dear,  that  a  great  many  of  them  won  t  come  near 
them  ;  and  amongft  thole  that  do,  very  few  can  fay  the  Lord's  ‘ Prayer , 
as  if  they  thought  it  needlefs  to  teach  thofe  to  ask  for  their  CDaily 
Bread  who  never  eat  any,*  and  theExpcnces  which  the  Crown  of  Swe¬ 
den  is  at  for  the  Maintenance  of  their  Prielis  prove  fruitlefs  all,  as  I 
have  been  inform’d  by  Perfons  of  undoubted  Credit,  and  that  thro’  the 
Negligence  (not  to  give  it  a  worfe  Name)  of  their  Rriefis ,  who  (thofe 
of  the  Umian  and  Kimian- Lapland  excepted)  do  more  Diskindnefs  than 
Service  to  Religion,  as  I  have  been  allured  by  the  fame  Perfons  ;  and  this 
is  chiefly  owing  to  their  Bijhops  or  Supervisors ,  who,  inllead  ofehufing 
Perfons  of  known  Zeal  and  diltinguilhed  Merit,  without  any  felfilh 
View,  will,  at  the  Recommendation  of  Friends,  or  for  a  Prelent,  fend 
the  very  Scum  of  the  Univerfities  and  Prieflhood,  and  trouble  chem- 
felves  no  more  about  them  afterwards,  than  a  Draper  would  do  about 
a  Piece  of  Cloth  which  he  has  fold,  and  for  which  he  has  been  paid. 
On  the  other  hand,  moll  of  the  Merchants  who  frequent  their  Fairs, 
carry  Brandy  to  thefe  poor  People,  who  in  their  Woods  and  Moun¬ 
tains  are  accuRom’d  only  to  drink  the  Milk  of  their  Rhen-Deer  or 
•  Water  ;  and  having  made  them  drunk,  either  cheat  ’em  or  Rrip  them 
at  once  of  what  they  have  that’s  moll  valuable,  as  1  have  alfo  been 
allured  by  Perfons  of  unqueftion’d  Sincerity,*  and  who,  amongft  many 
Examples,  have  named  and  lliew’d  me  the  Perfons,  who  with  a  Pint 
of  Brandy  have  bubbled  a  Laplander  out  of  a  Rhen  LDeer  and  Sledge 
at  once.  Befides  this,  the  Collectors  of  the  Crown  Duties  have  fome 
private  ones  of  their  own  always  to  colled:,  which  they  receive  under 
the  Name  of  Prelents  from  the  RicheR,  by  pretending  how  very  kind 
they  are  to  them  ;  and  aRuring  them,  that  w7ere  they  to  inform  the 
Governor  how  many  RhenFDeer  they  had,  they  would  be  taxed  at  dou¬ 
ble  what  they  are.  Thefe  Evils  might  eafily  be  remedied  by  the  fol¬ 
lowing  means:  By  a  better  Choice  of  Rriefis  ;  by  a  yearly  Vifitation , 
in  order  to  examine  their  Condud;  by  infir  tiding  the  Youth  in  Mat¬ 
ters  of  Religion ,  and  leaching  them  the  Tongue  in  which  it  is  preach’d; 
by  appointing  Men  of  known  Integrity  for  Supervifors ,  which  would 
prevent  thofe  Diforders  and  Cheats  fo  frequent  at  their  Fairs ;  and 
laRly,  by  taking  care  t hat  none  but  honell  Men  fhould  be  fent  to  col¬ 
led  the  Duties  amongll  them.  As  I  do  not  think  it  poRible  to  lay  a 
_  folid  Foundation  for  Religion  in  Lapland,  without  inRruding  their 
Youth  ;  foone  would  fuppofe,  that  aMaRerof  thatCountry  might  by 
a  fingle  Fiat  make  a  new  Spiritual  World  there,  by  ordering  that  the 
Laplanders  in  general  Ihou’d  pay  a  certain  Sum  per  Ann.  for  the  Main¬ 
tenance  of  a  MaRer  with  a  Number  of  Scholars  in  each  Divifion,*  and 
we  might  judge  of  the  Benefits  which  wou’d  accrue  from  fuch  an  Under¬ 
taking,  by  what  we  fee  of  the  School  of  Lykfele.  'M.r.Grubb ,  who  has 
founded  many  of  them,  has  allured  me,  thatfeveral  of  the  RicheR  would 
yearly  contribute  much  beyond  theirQuota;  but  fuch  an  Order  from  the 
King  would  be  very  necelfary  to  fet  the  Work  on  foot,  as  well  as  to 
oblige  thofe  who  at  firR  probably  might  not  be  over-willing  to  contri¬ 
bute  ; 
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bute  :  And  one  might:  reafonably  fuppofe,  that  their  Love  for  the  Chri- 
Jiian  Religion ,  and  the  Defire  of  a  future  Life  which  it  promifes, 
wou’d  grow  in  them  proportionably  to  the  Care  which  fhould  be  taken 
to  infpire  them  with  Religious  Sentiments,  and  to  indruft  them  in  it  ; 
infomuch,  that  in  a  fhorr  time  they  would  look  upon  this  Con¬ 
tribution,  as  Money  laid  out  wholly  for  their  own  Benefit  and  Advan¬ 
tage. 

What  I  have  been  told  of  their  Honefly  in  fending  back  a  dray’d 
Rhen-Deer  to  one  another,  their  natural  Hatred  to  Thieving  and  Mur- 
ther,  of  which  we  have  only  the  fingle  Example  of  Tuckacerva ,  (and  this 
Action  of  a  Man  whom  Brandy  had  tranfported  into  a  Bead ;)  in  fhorr,' 
their  general  Practice  of  that  excellent  Maxim,  Alteri  ne  feceris  quod 
tibi  fieri  non  vis ,  or  of  drift  Judice  without  any  Knowledge  of  her, 
without  Judges,  without  any  other  Laws  than  Brute  Beads  have,  or  with¬ 
out  Religion,  is,  I  think,  very  extraordinary,  and  a  fevere  Reproach 
to  thofe,  who,  with  all  the  Advantages  of  Education,  are  guilty  of  lb 
many  unjud  Aftions. 

As  for  Magick ,  if  there  be  any  Science  in  the  World  which  defer ves 
that  Name,  it  mud  be  natural ;  and  we  may  define  it  a  Knowledge  of 
the  fecret  Effefts  of  fome  natural  Caufes,  and  as  fuch  we  mud  not  ex- 
peft  to  find  it  amongd  the  Laplanders  ,*  they  are  fo  furrounded  with 
Clouds  of  Ignorance,  it  would  be  abfurd  to  look  for  fuch  a  Knowledge. 
That  Magick  which  has  been,  or  dill  is  laid  to  their  Charge,  which 
has  been  look’d  upon  by  many,  and  dill  is  by  feveral,  as  Supernatural 
and  Diabolical ,  appears  to  be  nothing  more  than  a  feign’d  enthufiaftick 
Fit,  accompanied  with  a  few  accidental  Strokes  of  their  Magick  Drum, 
as  they  call  it,  which  is  their  chief  Indrument,  and  by  which  the 
Cunninged  amongd  x\\z Laplanders  have  formerly  impos’d  upon  the  mod 
Credulous;  and  fome,  tho’ not  fo  many  in  Number,  dill  attempt  to 
do  the  fame.  We  may  well  fay  of  all  the  pretended  Prodigies  and  In- 
chantments ,  of  which  credulous  and  ignorant  Superdition  makes  the 
Devil  the  Author,  or  believe  the  Magicians  do  thro’  his  Power,  what  a 
Famous  Phyfician  faid,  after  a  careful  Examination  of  a  French  Woman 
that  was  reported  to  be  podefs’d  by  the  Devil ,  a  Natura  multa^plura  fiLlay 
a  Darmone  nulla ;  Much  is  owing  to  Nature ,  more  to  Art  or  Defign, 
but  nothing  at  all  to  the  Devil  If  the  Devil  had  all  that  Power  and 
Knowledge  which  the  Superditious  allow  him,  or  fiiould  he  in  Ma¬ 
gicians  become  that  ready  and  complaifant  Minider  of  humane  Padi- 
ons  and  Malice,  one  might  reafonably  expeft  to  fee  the  Order  of 
Nature  chang’d  every  Moment,  and  the  whole  Nation  turn’d  topfy- 
turvy.  A  Prince,  for  Example,  might  keep  Magicians  in  his  Ser¬ 
vice,  who  certainly  would  be  the  bed  Spies  he  could  employ,  to  dif- 
cover  all  the  Defigns  which  his  Enemies  might  form  againd  him ;  by 
them  he  would  be  inform’d  of  it  before  they  could  be  conceived  ;  and 
he  would  not  only  prevent  them,  but  entirely  defeat  and  fpoil  all  their 
Mealiires.  Should  a  hodile  Fleet  fail  towards  his  Coads,  indead  of 
fitting  another  out  to  oppofe  it,  it  would  be  but  employing  fome  Lap- 
landers ,  who,  with  contrary  Winds,  might  blow  them  back  into  their 
Ports,  or  with  a  violent  Storm  overwhelm  them. 

To  this  I  know  there  is  a  general  Anfwcr,  That  every  Body  won’t 
deal  with  the  Devil ,  or  indeed  won’t  run  the  hazard  of  being  punifh’d 
according  to  thofe  fecular  and  ecclefiadick  Laws  made  againd  Wi- 
zardS)  and  thofe  who  (hall  employ  them;  which  is  the  occafion  of  there 
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being  fo  few  in  the  World  now  a  days:  To  this  may  be  added,  that 
the  Laws  do  punifh  even  the  Attempts  and  Intentions,  and  without 
making  appear  the  poflibility  or  reality  of  the  AdE  A  Chriftian  Prince, 
they  fay  further,  would  not  owe  all  the  Fortune  and  Succefs  in  the 
World  to  an  evil  Spirit.  But  to  this  we  may  reply,  That  Experience 
and  Hiftory  both  fhew  us  that  there  have  been,  and  venture  to  add, 
that  there  are  Bill  too  many  in  Number,  whofe  Confciences  are  pretty 
free  from  Fears  and  Scruples  of  this  Nature, who  have  more  Ambition  than 
Religion,  and  think  themfelves  luperior  to  Laws  of  every  kind.  Some 
Priefts  fhew  themfelves  fo  zealous  for  the  Extirpation  of  Witchcraft ,  that 
they  excommunicate  all  thofe  who  dabble  in  that  Art,  or  in  whofe 
keeping  they  find  Maffick  ‘Drums ,  very  often  delivering  them  over  to 
the  fecular  Power  but  none  could  as  yet  demonftrate  that  they  had 
convidled  them  of  any  Commerce  with  the  Devil .  I  will  give  a  frefh 
lnftance  of  this,  in  refpedt  of  the  Laws  punifhing  the  Intention  : 

Baron  L - ,  a  Danijh  Prifonet  of  War,  who  upon  his  Parole  had 

got  the  Liberty  of  the  Kingdom  of  Sweden,  was  then  actually  confined 
in  one  of  the  Prifons  of  Stockholm ,  for  having  been  convi&ed  of  a  De- 
fign  of  treating  with  the  Devil ,  for  a  certain  Sum  of  Money  which  he 
at  that  time  flood  in  extreme  need  of,  and  which  no  Man  would  lend 
him  ;  and  to  this  End,  inflead  of  Ink ,  he  had,  with  his  own  Blood, 
figned  a  Bond,  by  which  he  himfeif,  and  fome  Companions  of  his, 
(who  for  want  of  Money  and  Credit  had  fign’d  it  in  the  fame  manner) 
firmly  and  truly  made  their  Souls  over  to  the  Infernal  Spirit  after  their 
Deaths,  upon  Condition  that  he  fhould  pay  them  down  that  Sum  ; 
but  neither  he  nor  any  of  the  reft  could  compafs  their  defired  Ends, 
notwithftanding  all  the  Pains  they  took  about  it,  going  by  Night  un¬ 
der  Gibbets ,  and  in  Burying-Places  to  call  upon  him,  and  defire  him  to 
truft  them,  but  neither  Body  nor  Spirit  ever  came  to  treat  with  them : 
at  laft,  one  of  ’em  finding  the  Devil  would  not  help  him,  determin’d 
to  try  what  he  could  do  for  himfeif;  and  having  robb’d  and  murder’d 
a  Man,  he  was  taken  up,  try’d  and  executed,  and  in  his  Confefti- 
on  he  own’d  the  Tranfadtion  and  Intent;  and  in  Baron  L—--  s 
Chamber  the  original  Bond  was  found,  but  torn  to  Pieces  as  void,  and 
*  of  none  Effedh 

In  the  Days  of  Ignorance  and  Superftition,  Men  admired  and  fear¬ 
ed  everything  they  were  Strangers  to;  and  all  thofe  Effe&s,  whofe 
Caufes  they  were  ignorant  of,  were  deem’d  Helhfh  and  Supernatural. 
It  is  well  known,  that  to  affert  there  were  fuc-h  Creatures  as  our  Anti¬ 
podes,  was  once  by  the  Infallible  ‘Pontiff' of  Rome  adjudged  an  Herefy, 
worthy  of  Fire  and  Faggot  ;  and  the  ancient  fworn  Magi  referved  to 
themfelves  the  Right  and  Power  of  explaining  Eclipfes  of  the  Moon, 
deeming  it  a  Crime  for  any  oneelfe  to  undertake  it.  When  Laplanders 
were  firft  feen  at  fome  Diftance,  cloatlfd  from  Head  to  Foot  in  hairy 
Skins,  they  were  call’d  Satyrs ,  Fairies ,  and  two  legg’d  hairy  Beafts, 
which  walk’d  upright  like  Men.  Thofe  who  gave  way  moft  to  Fancy 
and  Prejudice,  imagin’d  thofe  whom  they  did  not  fee,  more  monftrous 
than  thofe  whom  they  had  feen ;  becaufe,  as  they  oblerve,  they  fly 
from  thofe  who  are  drefs’d  in  a  different  manner  from  them. 
fpeffmn  Hominis  fugiunt ,  fays  Glaus  Magnus;  and  indeed,  thofe 
amongft  them,  who  are  the  leaft:  accuftom’d  to  our  Drefs,  will  to 
this  Day  run  from  one ,  as  I  have  obferv’d  of  feveral  who  per¬ 
ceived  me  at  a  Diftance  at  Rodwara  and  Oppiwara.  I  had  not  feen 
fo  much  of  them  as  I  did,  nor  would  they  have  approach’d  me, 
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had  I  not  had  fuch  an  Interpreter  as  that  of  Tukacerva  to  call  them  to  us* 
or  lhouid  have  fcen  them  with  Olaus  Magnuss  Eyes;  I  fhould  per¬ 
haps  have  been  as  much  afraid  of  them,  -as  they  were  of  me  ,•  and  as 
they  are  naturally  very  fwift,  you  lofe  fight  of  them  in  a  Moment,  as 
if  by  Magick  Art,  Mercury- like,  they  had  Wings  fatten'd  to  their 
Feet.  If  ever,  as  the  faid  Author  and  others  attert,  they  arc  transform’d 
into  Be^fts,  We  mutt  not  have  recourfe  to  Magick  for  xhzfe  Metamorpho- 
fes,  but  cb  the  Brandy,  with  which  foreign  Merchants  often  brutify 
them,  on  purpofe  that  they  may  cheat  them.  And  this  Metamorphotts 
produces  a  much  worlc  in  many  of ’em,  changing  ’em  from  their  beaft- 
ly  Condition  into  deceitful ;  for  when  they  come  to  themfelves,  and 
conftder  how  others  have  done  by  them,  they  endeavour  to  do  fo  by 
others,  and  to  deceive  as  they  have  been  deceived.  I  have  already 
taken  Notice  that  we  have  but  one  Example  of  a  Murder  committed 
by  a  Laplander,  and  that  at  the  time  of  Tukacerva  Fair,  when  he  had 
been  made  drunk  with  Brandy,  and  for  which  he  was  broken  upon 
the  Wheel.  As  for  any  other  Metamorphofes  which  thefe  Authors 
mention,-  they  never  have  exifted  but  in  the  fabulous  Writings,  and  the 
Minds  of  the  Credulous  and  Ignorant,  or  at  moft  are  wholly  owing 
to  the  Skins  with  which  they  cloathe  themfelves;  and  befides,  all 
the  Stories  they  give  us  of  Lapland  Wizards  and  others,  are  gene¬ 
rally  contradictory  in  themfelves.  Did  they  know  as  much  of 
Time,  paft  and  of  Futurity,  as  fome  People  imagine,  the  rich  Lap¬ 
landers  would  hide  their  Money  in  vain,  as  is  their  Cuttom,  fince 
their  Magi  might  go  and  fetch  it;  nor  could  their  Art  be  fo  mife- 
rable  and  fo  ungrateful  as  it  appears  to  be  from  the  Condition  of  the 
pretended  Witches.  As  to  the  Northern  Storms  and  Whirlwinds, which 
the  above-mention’d  Authors  afcribe  to  the  Laplanders ,  they  are  by  no 
means  .-comparable  to  the  Hurricanes  in  the  Caribbee  Iflands,  &c. 

Some  amongft  the  Roman  Catholicks,  even  in  the  mott  enlightned 
Times  and  Places,  didin  the  laft  Age  accufe  the  Northern  Hero  Gufta- 
*vus  Adolphus  of  having  Laplanders  in  his  Army,  by  whom  they 
thought  thofe  glorious  ACHons  were  done,  which  fo  much  fupprizd 
them,  and  which  their  Envy  would  not  fatter  them  to  attribute  to  his 
Valour,  or  their  Religion,  to  Heaven.  And  more  thereupon  I  heard, 
that  the  Ruffians ,  who,  as  Greeks ,  are  pretty  fuperttitious,  and  little 
verfed  both  in  Divinity  and  Philofophy,  attributed  in  the  Beginning  of 
the  laft  Northern  War,  to  a  Caufe  of  the  fame  Nature,  the  glorious 
Succefs  of  the  late  Charles  XII.  a  more  modern  Hero,  when  that  Mo¬ 
narch  with  an  Army  of  8  or  9000  Men  defeated  theirs  of  80,000. 

Having  returned  both  the  Governor  and  Curate  of  Umeo  many 
Thanks  for  their  kind  Reception,  I  fet  out  on  the  13th  in  the  After¬ 
noon  from  thence  between  Six  and  Seven  in  the  Evening,  and  again 
enter’d  into  Anghermania  ;  and  next  Day  before  Noon  I  crofs’d  the  Ri-  Angherman; 
ver  Angherman,  which  was  fo  very  rough  that  I  found  many  People 
upon  the  Shore,  whofe  Fears  had  kept  them  there  everftncethe  Night 
before,  and  who  in  vain  endeavour’d  to  difluade  me  from  crofting  it,  by 
reprefenting  how  dangerous  it  was  when  the  Wind  blew  in  that  man¬ 
ner.  However,  finding  Watermen  bold  enough  to  venture  I  crofs’d  it 
fafely,  and  got  betimes  in  the  Evening  at  Hernofand,  a  Place  Mr.  Clin- 
kenflrom  would  not  pafs  through  as  we  went,  alledging  that  it  was  a 
quarter  of  a  Mile  out  of  our  Way. 
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IJernofand  is  the  chief  and  indeed  the  only  Town  of  Anghermanidj 
fituated  at  the  End  of  a  Bay,  in  an  Ifland  which  they  fay  was  formerly 
call’d  Stemon.  At  the  Eali  of  it  were  Fields,  whofe  Fertility  appear'd 
by  the  Rye  and  Barley  with  which  they  were  cover’d,  and  there  were 
feme  good  Meadows,  which  they  were  mowing,  or  had  already  put  in 
Stacks.  On  the  Weft  fide  there  is  a  very  good  Port,  and  fo  deep  that 
the  largelt  Velfels  came  clofe  up  to  the  Houles  on  the  Shore;  where 
they  have  their  Store-Houfes  to  unlade  ’em,  and  alfo  to  keep  their 
cured  and  dried  Filh,  their  Cheefe,  Butter  and  Planks,  which  is  their 
chief  Trade,  and  which  they  fend  to  Stockholm.  It  has  a  Superinten¬ 
dent,  a  Conful,  and  five  Senators,  fuch  as  in  the  other  great  Cities  of 
Sweden,  who  are  called  Magiftrates  j  a  College  with  feven  Profefibrs, 
of  whom  the  Chief  was  the  Superintendents  Son,  and  to  whom  I 
brought  a  Letter  from  the  Curate  of  Umeo ,  infomuch  that  he  obliged 
me  to  fup  and  take  a  Night’s  Lodging  with  him  ;  and  having  invited  his 
Colleagues,  I  made  a  kind  of  ‘Debauch  with  them  in  the  Latin  Tongue, 
and  had  a  good  Supper.  The  Church  of  this  Place  is  large,  built  of 
Stone,  but  has  nothing  remarkable  in  it,  nor  have  the  Houles  which 
are  all  built  of  Wood. 

On  the  15th,  I  proceeded  on  my  Journey,  and  between  2  and  3  in 
the  Afternoon  I  palled  thro’  Sundwall ;  and  taking  a  Road  fomefew  Miles 
lower  than  this,  in  order  to  proceed  (ox  Stockholm,!  enter’d  Helftngland , 
whofe  Name  Mr.  Rudbeck ,  whom  I  have  already  quoted,  derives  from 
the  Words  Hel  and  Sinar,  which  he  takes  to  mean  the  Elyfian  Fields; 
and  in  the  Lake  Stigeb  in  the  fame  Province,  he  has  found  out  the  Stix . 
His  worthy  Son  Mr.  Olaus  Rudbeckius,  a  very  ingenious  Gentleman, 
and  alfo  ProfelTor  of  Bothanick,  Rhyjick ,  <&c.  at  Ugfala ,  finds  out  Cha¬ 
ron  at  Eskarbu ,  in  the  Beginning  of  his  Treatife  of  Lapland,  (I  fay  the 
Beginning,  for  the  Publick  has  been  deprived  of  the  whole  by  the  Fire, 
which  confum’d  that  Town  above  Twenty  Years  ago)  he  does  this  pro¬ 
bably,  for  Convenience  fake,  to  carry  the  Shadows  over  this  infernal 
Lake,  he  finds  out  in  the  Baltick  Sea  all  the  Parts  of  Charon s  Body; 
his  Name  he  derives  from  Kar  or  Karfa ,  in  Greek  Monoxilon,  a  Canoe 
cut  out  of  one  folid  Piece  of  Wood  ;  his  Head  Kulla  in  the  Gothick 
Language,  in  Latin  Vertex,  between  Schonen  or  Scania,  Funen  or  Fionia 
and  Jutland ,  there  call’d  Knutshofwit ,  Landjhojwit ,  Bovenjhovit ,  Degerf- 
hofwit  and  Sirgshoft ;  his  Forehead  Skallen ,  at  Kallemborg,  the  Point  of  Ze- 
land ;  the  Eyes  at  Egholm  and  Eg-fion ,  Eyes- Jf and or  Sea-Ifand ,  at  Kefens 
Nafa,Nefaide ,  Giant’s  Nofe  his  Ears  at  Or  and  Aaron,  which  fignify  the 
fame  in  his  Language  5  his  Mouth  at  the  Ifle  Mon  and  Mdnsklint  ;  his 
Chin  at  Haken  in  Lalandia  ;  his  Beard  at  Barde  Rugg  or  Rugdn  ;  his 
Poll  at  the  Ifle  Aljhen ,  and  his  Extent  of  Neck  between  Bornholm  and 
Scamr ;  his  Shoulders  and  Stomach  at  Brdfierort,  Liwetz,  des  Libes;  his 
Belly’s  Extent  in  the  Plain  of  Liba,  a  River  of  Courland  which  gives  its 
Name  to  the  Town  ;  his  Reins  at  the  Jfles  of  Rdno  and  Guperfalo  ;  the 
Navel  QNaflans)  at  Narivik  in  the  Ifle  of  Gothland ;  the  Secret  Mem¬ 
bers  by  Balleron  and  Rokdr  ;  the  Right  Foot  in  the  Sinus  Fintcus ,  the 
Gulph  of  Finland,  Laba  in  the  Finland Tongue  fignifying  a  Foot,  which 
he  makes  him  extend  from  Narva  to  Notebourg,  now  Retersbourg ,  the 
Right  as  far  as  Tome,  at  Fotfdn,  which  fignifiesthe  IJle  of  the  Foot,  <&c. 
After  having  thus  found  out  the  Figure  and  Parts  of  a  Man,  with 
their  Names  and  Proportions  thus  crooked,  wrinkled,  briftled  his 
Hair  and  Beard  marked  out  by  the  different  Streights ,  Gulphs, 
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Rocks,  Ides  of  the  Baltick  Sea,  &c.  as  is  reprefented  by  the  Charon 
Rudbeckii  on  my  Map  (D).  He  cloaths  him  with  the  Weftern  Hies, 
Rocks  and  Promontories  of  the  Baltick ,  which  latter  he  calls  Skar }  and 
having  made  his  Ferryman,  he  gives  him  a  Boar,  of  which  the  Both - 
nick  Gulph  I  am  leaving  fupplies  the  Name  and  Form  :  As  for  Exam¬ 
ple,  the  firft  at  Eskarbu ,  a  Forge  belonging  to  a  Scotchman  by  Birth, 
named  Mr .Life,  near  the  Mouth  of  the  River  <Z )ale,  or  Dalecarlia ; 
and  that  every  thing  may  be  anfwerable,  he  extends  this  Boat  from 
Tome  to  the  Gulphian  Lake  of  Gold  ,*  fo  that  he  places  the  Prows  at 
Tome ,  the  Poop  at  Aland ,  and  the  Helm  at  Bornholm ,  between  that  and 
Gefle,  the  Boat-ftafF  at  Oeland \  and  the  very  Name  at  Borkolm,  which 
this  City  (fays  he)  borrows  from  Borken ,  or  in  the  Swedijh  Tongue 
Boarlinghen ,  which  fignifies  a  Boat-ftaff ;  at  1  aft  he  makes  him  pay  the 
Obolus  in  the  Sound  for  the  Fare  of  Souls  to  the  Elyzian  Fields.  I  need 
not  here  obferve  that  this  Part  of  his  Fi&ion  is  drawn  from  the  Duty 
which  foreign  Ships  pay  to  the  King  of  ‘Denmark ;  and  he  makes  it 
paid  in  fmall  Money,  which  he  calls  Danake ,  from  the  Greek  Word 
Aocvolw.  Thus  according  to  this  Gentleman’s,  as  well  as  his  Fathers 
Notions,  the  Elyzian  Fields ,  with  Hell  and  its  Rivers,  which  the 
ancient  Poets  pointed  out  to  us  in  Greece  and  Italy,  &c.  where  I  have 
feen  fome  of  the  Places  which  ftill  retained  thofe  Names,  muft  have 
been  only  Copies  of  thefe  Northern  Originals. 

Leaving  the  high  Road  about  a  Mile  and  a  quarter  to  the  North  of 
Hedwickwall  to  fee  one  of  the  Stones  which  the  Swedes  call  Runnar  or 
Runfteenar ,  whereof  I  found  the  Characters  as  ftngular  as  they  were 
reprefented  to  me  by  a  Prieft  who  told  me  of  them,  and  of  whom  I 
ask’d  feveral  Queftions  concerning  the  Curiofities  of  the  Country  ;  he 
would  have  thefe  Characters  to  be  the  firft;  and  moft  ancient  of  all  o- 
thers ;  their  Make  is  as  (7)  in  the  Print  XXXII.  and  Afteftbr  Redder 
gave  me  the  following  Explication:  Frammund  ere  Sled  this  Stone  for 
his  Friend  Vitulf,  the  Son  ofB rifas  ;  which  Brifas  was  the  Son  of  Linus  ; 
this  Linus  had  to  Father  Uno  ,*  this  Uno  was  the  Son  c^Fakus ;  and  this 
Fakus  was  the  Son  of  Afatur.  In  the  Neighbourhood  of  this  Stone  I 
found  a  very  large  Quantity  of  a  kind  of  Rafpberries,  or  rather  Straw¬ 
berries,  as  may  be  feen  by  the  Shape  both  of  the  Fruit  and  Leaves  in 
the  Print  XXXVII.  Fig  (a)  and  (b).  The  Plant  which  bears  this  Fruit 
the  Natives  of  the  Country  call  Aferldr  Fran  Norlanden,  and  in  Latin , 
Fragaria  Suevorum fruSlificans.  I  had  already  feen  a  pretty  deal  of  this 
Fruit  in  IVeftern  Bothnia ,  and  in  Anghermeland ,  but  without  taking 
much  Notice  thereof,  or  ever  tafting  it,  being  at  that  time  wholly  a 
Stranger  to  it,*  but  the  great  Quantity  I  met  here  induced  me  to  put 
fome  in  my  Mouth,  and  I  thought  they  tafted  fo  very  agreeable,  that 
without  being  acquainted  with  its  Nature,  or  dreading  any  ill  Confe- 
quence,  I  eat  heartily.  When  this  Fruit  is  ripe,  which  is  about  the  lat¬ 
ter  End  of  July ,  its  Outfide  affumes  the  Colour  of  Coffee,  tho’  not  fo 
dark ;  whereas  before  ’tis  very  red,  and  the  Juice  of  it  always  retain#' 
a  Vermilion.  The  Plant  which  bears  it  grows  only  in  Norlandia ,  un¬ 
der  which  Name  is  comprehended  the  Upper  Helfiriglandt ,  Jempterland, 
Me  de  Ip  ad,  Anghermeland ,  and  the  Weftern  Bothnia :  For  the  Swedifh 
Botanifts  aflure  me,  that  they  have  made  an  Experiment  of  this,  by 
tranfplanting  it  at  feveral  different  Times  into  more  Southern  Parts,  as 
in  the  Phyfick-Garden  at  Upfal,  and  the  Royal  Garden  at  Stockholm, 
but  without  Succefs. 
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The  Phyficians  of  this  Country  have  made  great  Difcoveries  of  the 
Virtues  of  this  Fruit,  and  with  it  they  compofe  a  certain  Remedy, 
which  they  fay  is  wonderful  in  all  continued  and  intermitting  Fcavcrs, 
and  in  the  blacked  Melancholy  ic  cures  Palpitations  of  the  Heart, 
and  in  thort,  every  kind  of  Sicknefs  proceeding  from  an  Over-heat  of 
Blood  or  Lungs.  I  was  told  how  to  make  this  wonderful  Remedy, 
which,  I  think,  was  much  after  the  following  Manner :  When  the 
Fruit  is  at  riped,  (as  it  was  at  the  time  I  faw  it)  [you  mud  beat  and 
pound  it  well  in  an  Iron  Mortar,  and  drain  it  thro’  a  Strainer,  and  at 
the  fame  time  infufing  a  moderate  Quantity  of  Cinnamon  and  Saffron- 
Flowers  in  ic  i  then  boil  them  all  in  an  Earthen  Veflel,  Birring  it  often 
till  it  become  thick  enough  for  Syrrup.  With  this  Fruit  they  alfo 
make  a  Liquor,  call’d  Aferldr-Wine,  by  inrufing  it  in  Wine  or  Spirits, 
in  the  following  Manner,  or  thereabout. 

They  take  an  Earthen  Veffel  that  will  bear  the  Eire ,  and fill  it  about  two 
thirds  full  of  old  Tort ;  and  after  having  well  beat  and  pounded  a  Quan¬ 
tity  of  Fruit  almoft  fufficient  to  fill  the  other  third ,  then  put  it  into  this 
Veffeh  and  fet  it  altogether  on  the  Fire  to  boil  gently ,  about  2  or  3  Hours, 
more  or  lefs>  according  to  the  Quantity  they  will  make  at  once,  but  the 
Fire  muft  be  very  flow  i  after  which  they  pafs  it  through  a  Strainer ,  mixing 
Cinnamon ,  Cloves  and  Mace  with  it ,  and  another  kind  of  Indian  Spice , 
which  they  call  Taradice -Grain.  This  Liquor  is  very  grateful  to  the 
Palate,  and  warm  to  the  Stomach,  as  may  be  fuppofed  from  the  In¬ 
gredients.  They  alfo  pickle  this  Fruit,  and  prelerve  it  with  Sugar 
and  Honey,  and  ’tis  ferved  at  Table  in  mod  Houfes  in  Norlandia.  With 
its  Flowers  they  make  a  kind  of  Conferve,  which  for  its  Goodnefs  is 
not  inferiour  to  Conferve  of  Rofes.  Thefe  Flowers  may  be  feen  in  the 
fame  Print,  Fig.  (c.) 

Being  got  again  upon  the  High  Road,  T  kept  along  it  ,*  and  about 
Hedwicwall  Nine  at  Night  pafs’d  through  Hedwickwalfi  a  little  City  commodi- 
Soderham.  oufly  fituated  at  the  Bottom  of  a  Bay  ;  whence  I  went  on  to  Soderham , 
famous  for  its  Water  Engines,  and  a  Manufactory  of  Fire  Arms,  fince 
burnt  and  dedroyed  by  the  Mufcovites  in  1720.  I  reded  rnyfclf  there 
tiii  the  6th,  when  I  fet  out  early  in  the  Morning;  and  at  the  hrd  Place 
where  I  chang'd  Horfes,  I  met  two  young  Laplanders ,  in  the  Hereditary 
Prince  of  Heffe  Caffel's  Livery,  with  a  young  Woman  of  the  fame  Coun¬ 
try,  dred  after  her  Manner,  excepting  that  llie  had  Blue  Cloaths,  with 
Ornaments  of  Silver  indead  of  Tin.  I  ask’d  them  what  they  were,  whence 
they  came,  and  whether  they  were  going  ?  They  anfwer’d,  that  they 
were  Laplanders ,  and  that  they  had  been  carrying  into  German)  fome 
Rhen-Heer  which  his  Highnefs  had  fent  thither,-  and  they  gave  me  to  un- 
derdand,  that  they  were  returning  to  their  Woods  and  Mountains,  ire. 
which  they  preferr’d  to  the  Cities  and  Villages,^-  of  Sweden  and  Germany , 
and  to  ail  the  Conveniences  which  cou’d  be  offered  them  there.  I  got 
Gdte.  before  Noon  to  Gefle ,  and  fliall  add  nothing  to  what  I’ve  faid  about 
it,  excepting  that  General  Hamilton  had  finilhed  a  little  Fort  which 
Frederick-  ^e  cah’d  Frederick-skanz ,  or  Fredericks  Fort,  (either  out  of  a  Compli- 
skanz.  merit  to  the  Hereditary  Prince  of  Heffe  Caffefi  or  to  the  Duke  of  Hol- 
/ foin ,  who  both  bear  the  Name)  which  was  but  jud  begun  when  I  pafs’d 
that  Way  the  fird  Time,  and  which  I  had  not  then  feen.  This  Fort  is 
at  the  narrowed  Entrance  of  the  Bay  ;  at  the  Bottom  whereof  the  City 
is  fituated,  and  may  defend  the  Harbour  pretty  well  from  the  Infuks 
of  the  Enemy  by  the  means  of  Nine  Cannon,  the  larged  of  which 
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are  Twelve  Pounders,  and  are  pointed  to  the  South  Ead ;  the  others 
carry  but  Six  and  Three  Pounders,  and  are  to  the  North  Wed.  The 
General,  to  whom  I  went  to  pay  my  Refpecds,  fpoke  of  it  as  a  great 
Security  to  the  Port,  and  ordered  his  young  Son  to  Ihow  it  me  afcer 
Dinner,  and  invited  me  to  Supper. 

I  fet  out  from  hence  the  17th,  and  about  two  Miles  and  a  half  far¬ 
ther  I  palfed  the  River  T>ala ,  otDdlecarftis,  which  gives  Name  to  the 
Province  of  'Dalecarlia ,  near  Eskarbu ,  the  Village  where  the  faid:  Mr. 
Rudbeckius  has  found  the  Etymology  of  his  fabulous  Ferryman,  as  well 
as  all  the  imaginary  Parts  of  his  Body  and  Boat  from  the  Sound,  to  the 
lad  Parts  of  the  Bothnick  and  Finlandijh  Gulphs,  as  in  the  manner  repre- 
fented  a  little  before.  Continuing  to  ride  fad  I  reached  Upfala  on  the 
Night,  where  I  lay.  I  paid  a  Vifit  next  Morning  to  M.  Benzelhis , 
from  whom  having  refceiv’d  many  Civilities,  with  the  Prefent  of  the 
Laplandijh  "Drum ,  before-mention’d  I  din’d  With  him ;  and  finding  no¬ 
thing  to  add  to  my  former  Remarks,  I  fee  out  for  Stockholm ,  where  I 
arriv’d  about  Midnight.  . 


CHAP.  XIII. 

Of  the  Negotiations  between  the  King  of  Sweden’.*1 
! Plenipotentiaries ,  and  thoje  of  the  Czar,  at  LofFo. 
His  Swedifli  iLMajeftys  Campaign  in  Nor¬ 
way  ;  his  Death.  His  Sifter  the  Trine  efts  Ul¬ 
rica  Eleonora V  Accejfton  to  theThrone.  Baron 
Goertz’r  Arreft  and  Execution.  The  King's 
Funeral.  The  §lpeen's  Coronation.  Teace  con¬ 
cluded  with  the  King  of  England  as  Elector, 
and  with  Pruflia,  Denmark,  Poland,  & c. 

THE  publick  Talk  here  ran  aimed  wholly  upon  a  feparace  Peace 
(reprefented  as  upon  the  Point  of  being  concluded  with  the  Czar) 
at  the  negotiating  whereof  none  of  the  Plenipotentiaries  of  the  Northern 
Allies  had  been  admitted,  except  the  Envoy  of  TruJJia ,  who  had  ob¬ 
tain’d  Permiflion  of  the  Czar ,  and  by  which  the  others  were  to  be  re¬ 
duced  to  Reafon.  In  private  I  heard,  that  my  Fellow  Traveller  Mr. 
Clinkonfirom  and  one  Capt.  Mendaly  with  fome  others,  were  chofen  to 
be  fent  to  Madagafcar ,  to  offer  the  Pyrates  of  that  Ifiand  Refuge  at 
Gottenburgh ,  and  the  Parts  adjacent,  with  the  Royal  Prote&ion,  which 
they  had  demanded.  In  the  mean  while  the  King  was  gone  into 
Norway,  with  a  Defign  to  make  himfelf  Mader  of  that  Kingdom.  I 
acquainted  Secretary  Vanhoken ,  then  with  his  Majefty,  with  my  Re¬ 
turn,  in  a  Letter,  with  few  Circumdances  of  my  Travels  in  Lapland , 
V  o  l.  II.  u  u  a  which 
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which  hefhew’d  his  Majefty;  and  upon  this,  towards  the  End  of  Au- 
gufty  Baron  Gortz>  being  come  back  to  Stockholm  from  his  Majefty, 
with  whom  he  had  been,  to  give  him  an  Account  in  Perfon  of  his  Ne¬ 
gotiations  in  the  Ifle  of  Loffo,  which  he  wou’d  not  commit  to  Writing, 
and  which  made  him  often  take  a  Turn  thither,  fent  for  me,  and  told 
me,  that  his  Majefty  having  heard  the  Letter  read  which  I  wrote  to 
Mr.  Vanhoken,  had  exprefs’d  a  Defire  to  fee  the  whole  Account.  I 
anfwer'd,  that  I  had  not  yet  put  my  Remarks  in  Order  to  be  read ; 
whereupon  he  faid,  that  as  he  was  to  take  a  Turn  to  Loffo  before  his 
returning  to  the  King,  I  Ihould  have  three  Weeks  or  a  Month  to  pre¬ 
pare  a  fhort  Abridgment  for  his  Majefty,  which  he  would  carry  back 
to  him.  I  promifed  I  would,  and  gave  it  him  afterwards,  as  correct  as 
the  Time  between  his  demanding  it  and  his  Return  woud  permit. 

During  thefe  Tranfadbions  I  received  the  Letter  in  the  Appendix , 
concerning  thofe  between  the  Emperor  and  the  Grand  Signior  at  Taffa- 
rowitz a  little  Town  on  th ^Danube,  where  their  Peace  was  concluded 
by  the  Mediation  of  Great  Britain  and  Holland. 

Towards  the  Middle  of  October ,  the  Baron  being  returned  to  Stock¬ 
holm,  in  order  to  go  again  to  the  Congrefs,  had  me  called  for,  and  gave 
me  to  underftand  that  his  Majefty  had  feem’d  pleafed  with  my  Remarks, 
and  had  ordered  him  to  tell  me,  that  I  muft  ftay  in  Sweden ,  and  that 
he  would  take  care  of  me.  I  found  always  this  Nobleman  as  affable 
to  me,  as  he  was  accufed  of  being  proud  and  haughty  almoft  to  the 
whole  World,  efpecially  his  Equals,  and  even  Superiors.  I  thank’d 
him  for  having  procured  me  fo  gracious  an  Invitation,  and  fo  generous 
an  Offer  of  the  King's  Favour  ;  and  he  then  made  me  fome  Propofals 
from  himfelf,  which  I  asked  him  Time  to  think  upon* 

The  Baron  having  taken  another  Turn  to  Loffo ,  and  being  the  ift  of 
* December  on  the  Road  to  Norway ,  was  furpris’d  beyond  Imagination 
to  find  himfelf  arrefted  in  the  King’s  Name  by  Colonel  Damgorden, 
tho’  not  by  Order  of  that  Prince ;  for  he  had  been  rendred  incapable  of 
giving  any  ever  fince  half  an  Hour  after  Nine  the  Night  before :  How¬ 
ever,  the  Colonel  having  declared  this  pretended  Order  to  him,  he  de¬ 
livered  up  his  Sword,  his  Papers,  and  himfelf ;  ask’d  him  Permiffion 
to  write  to  his  Majefty,  which  he  got,  &c.  He  gave  his  Letter  to  the 
Colonel,  defiring  him  to  forward  it ;  but  this  latter  fent  it  to  the  Prince 
of  Heffe  Caffel.  But  let  us  fhiftthe  Scene,  and  take  a  Turn  to  Norway , 
that  we  may  know  better  the  Occafion  of  all  this,  which  was  as  follows  : 

The  King  having  on  St.  Andrew's  Day  (after  the  Spiritual  Service  u- 
fual  on  fuch  Feftivais)  gracioufly  taken  Leave  of  his  principal  Officers, 
Fredericks-  went  into  the  Trenches  which  were  opened  before  Fredericks-hall ;  and 
Hail.  tho’  the  Parallel  was,  as  they  fay,  well  advanced,  yet  either  not  ha¬ 
ving  found  Men  enough  both  to  work  and  fuftain  the  Pioneers,  or  elfe 
his  Orders  not  being  fo  well  executed  as  he  had  hoped,  reprimanded 
them  fomething  contrary  to  his  ufual  Cuftom,  and  difeover’d  a  kind  of 
a  Chagrin,  which,  ’tis  faid,  had  never  been  obferved  in  him  before. 
Hereupon  a  French  Engineer,  whom  this  Prince,  (naturally  affable 
and  eafy  of  Accefs,  efpecially  to  Strangers,  and  thofe  whom  he  had 
taken  fancy  to)  had  ufed  to  be  very  familiar  with  him,  faid.  Don't 
let  your  Majefty  difturb  your  felft  I promife  to  deliver  you  the  Fortrefs  in 
lefts  than  eight  Days.  The  King  fmil’d  and  anfwer’d,  l Veil,  well,  we 
jhallftee  }  after  which  the  Engineer  conduced  him  into  feveral  Parts  of 
the  Trenches  which  he  had  not  feen,  and  told  him  the  Reafons  why 

he

he  promis’d  him  the  Reduction  of  the  Place  in  that  Time,  wherewith 
his  Majedy  feem’d  contented.  In  the  mean  while,  they  fired  very 
hotly  and  very  fad,  both  from  the  Fortrefs  and  the  Forts  mark’d  (L) 
(M)  in  my  Plan  No.  XXXIX.  notwithdanding  which  his  Majedy 
mounted  a  Gabion ,  and  lean’d  with  his  Stomach  againft  the  Parapet  at 
(G),  either  to  obferve  from  thence  on  what  Side  the  Fire  was  hotted, 
and  what  was  the  Enemies  Defign,  or  elfe  out  of  his  iifual  Bravery  and 
Intrepidity.  Hereupon  the  Engineer,  alarm’d,  exclaim’d  very  much 
againd  his  Curiofiry,  and  told  him,  Sire,  That  is  not  your  Majefty  s 
Place ;  it  rains  Bullets,  Cannon  Balls  and  Cartridges ,  which  have  no  more 
Refpett  for  Kings  than  for  the  moft  common  Soldier  ;  and  this  is  the  moft 
expofed  and  moft  dangerous  Place  in  all  the  Trenches .  The  Prince  faid 
to  him,  ‘Don’t  be  afraid .  I’m  not  afraid  for  my  felf  anfwer’d  he,  the 
Parapet  protects  me  ;  but  for  your  Majefty ,  that  makes  a  quite  contrary  ufe 
of  it  to  what  it  was  raifed  for .  Upon  this  the  King,  to  get  rid  of  his 
Remondrances,  which  he  dill  continued,  told  him.  Go  and  look  after 
your  Pioneers  ;  and  to  the  Officers  that  were  with  him,  And  you  to 
your  Pofts ,  lam  coming  down.  The  Officers,  who  were  acquainted  with 
the  King’s  Temper  better  than  the  Engineer,  and  knew  that  to  advife 
him  to  retire  and  avoid  any  Danger,  was  the  way  to  fpur  him  on,  and 
encourage  him  to  day  and  brave  it  the  more  refolutely,  as  having  not 
only  never  feared  any,  but  being  unwilling  to  be  thought  capable  of 
Fear,  faid  foftly  to  the  Engineer,  Let  the  King  alone ,  you’ll  do  more 
harm  than  good ;  and  retired  all  a  little  afide.  Some  Minutes  after,  his 
Majedy  not  coming  down,  and  the  Fire  being  hotter  and  thicker  than 
ever,  the  Engineer  began  to  be  again  very  uneaiy  j  but  the  Officers, 
among  the  red  the  Major-Generals  Culbar  and  Swerin ,  and  the  Aid  de 
Camp  Marquetti  told  him,  that  his  Majedy  mud  be  drawn  thence  by  a 
Stratagem,  by  going  either  to  ask  Orders  of  him,  or  defiring  him  to 
fee  the  Progrefs  of  fome  Works,  or  to  animate  the  Pioneers  by  his 
Prefence.  Whereupon,  and  with  this  Intent,  the  Engineer  return’d  to 
his  Majedy,  whom  he  found  at  the  fame  Place,  dill  danding  in  the 
fame  Podure  ;  which,  together  with  the  Obfcurity  of  the  Night,  hin- 
dred  his  feeing  that  he  was  dead.  He  call'd  him  three  or  four  times. 
Sire ,  and  not  receiving  any  Anfwer,  which  he  was  no  longer  capable  of 
giving,  thought  him  afleep,  and  pull’d  him  by  his  Coat  ;  but  finding 
him  motionlefs,  he  cry’d  out  to  the  Officers,  who  were  not  far  didant. 
Gentlemen ,  I  am  afraid  of  fome  unfortunate  Accident’s  having  h  append. 
Upon  this  they  ran  to  him,  with  a  little  Lanthorn,  which  difcovered 
to  them  this  Prince  with  his  Left  Hand  upon  the  Hilt  of  his  Sword, 
the  Glove  on  almod  in  the  Podure  reprefented  Print  XXV.  a  Podure 
(as  I’ve  obferv’d  elfewhere)  very  ufualwith  him,  when  danding  and  at 
Red  s  his  Glove  was  all  bloody,  his  Head  only  turn’d  a  little  back¬ 
wards  by  the  Violence  of  the  Shot,  which  had  fra&ured  the  Skull  a- 
bove  the  Left  Temple,  beat  in  the  Apple  of  his  Eye  on  the  fame  Side, 
and  almod  wholly  drove  out  that  of  the  Right.  The  Hole  was  large 
enough  to  turn  three  Fingers  in  it,  which,  with  its  being  dire<5Hy  oppo- 
fite  to  the  Fort  (L)  in  the  faid  Plan,  made  it  imagin’d  that  the  Shot 
came  from  thence. 

Thus  died  Charles  XII.  aged  3  6  Years,  f  Months  and  13  Days,  the  mod 
intrepid  and  braved  Hero  of  our  Time,  whom  the  Shot  could  kill,  but  not 
make  fall.  He  had  been  both  the  mod  glorious  and  happy  Monarch  in 

the  World,  had  he  known  as  well  howto  have  ufed  a  Victory,  as  how  co 
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gain  one  ;  and  might,  after  triumphing  over  all  his  Enemies,  have  made 
a  Peace  honourable  beyond  all  Expredion,  held  the  Ballance  of  Eu¬ 
rope ,  and  prevented  a  long,  expenfive  and  bloody  War.  Might  he 
have  had  his  own  Choice,  he  would  rather  have  fallen  in  a  Battle, 
Sword  in  Hand;  witnefs  the  Encomiums  he.  bellowed  on  Lutzen,  the 
Bed  of  Honour  where  the  great  Guftams  lay  ;  on  the  falling  of  his 
Favourite  M.t.Grothufen ,  and  his  Fellow  Traveller  Colonel  Hurin  in  the 
Ifle  of  Rugen  in  1715,  and  the  Generals  Helvich  and  Chambers,  who 
were  Ihot  by  his  Side  in  1716  in  Fredericks- Hall.  His  Bravery  never 
was  quedion’d  even  by  his  greateft  Enemies,*  that  Intrepidity,  which 
accompanied  him  to  the  Grave,  feern’d  as  natural  to  him  as  Fear  was 
the  contrary.  HI  give  here  only  one  of  the  firft  Indances  of  it,  com¬ 
monly  related  thus  till  this  Day  in  Sweden  : 

He  was  one  Winter  hunting  the  Elk,  with  feveral  Gentlemen  of  the 
Court ;  one  of  them  inadvertently,  or  knowing  not  enough  of  his  bold 
Temper,  fliew’d  him  a  Hole  wherein  was  a  Bear  fitting,  from  which  he 
took  Occafion  to  dntertain  that  Prince  with  the  natural  Cudom  of  thofe 
Creatures  to  lay  fo  during  that  Seafon,  whilft  the  Snow  covers  the 
Ground,  and  fubfid  only  upon  the  licking  of  their  Paws.  Thereupon 
the  young  Hercules,  taking  immediately  a  Spear  from  the  neared  Hunter 
at  hand,  could  not  be  diflwaded  from  pricking  and  forcing  out  the  quiet 
Bead;  who,  pading  thro’  his  Legs  which  were  open  crofs  the  Hole, 
carried  him  on  his  Back  adride  a  few  Paces.  The  young  Prince  be¬ 
ing  taken  up  by  one  of  the  Hunters,  wais  no  fooner  on  his  Legs  again, 
than  he  ran  after  the  flying  Bear,  and  had  the  greated  Share  in  the 
killing  of  him. 

He  had  all  the  Ambition  both  of  Alexander  the  Great  and  Julius 
Ctefar ,  but  not  their  Vices  in  refpedt  of  Wine  and  Women  ;  and  if  he 
was  ever  capable  of  Fear,  he  feern'd  only  afraid  of  refembling  them  in 
this  refped:.  I  remember,  that  (befides  my  never  feeing  him  drinking 
any  thing  but  Water)  Mr.  Ortik ,  a  Coffack  Gentleman,  whom  this  Prince 
created  Velter ,  or  General  of  the  Coflacks,  after  the  Death  of  Mazeppa , 
having  defired  him  to  be  Godfather  to  a  Son  of  his,  his  Majedy  deputed 
General  Toniatowski  to  dand,  who  chofe  a  very  handfome  *  Cojfack  Lady 
for  Godmother.  When  they  were  at  Church  for  the  Ceremony,  the  King 
faid  to  M.  Fabrice ,  Let  us  go  and  fee  thro  the  Windows  of  the  Church 
what  Figure  Poniatowski  makes  there.  They  immediately  got  on  Horfe- 
back,  and  galloping  reached  the  Church  in  few  Minutes ;  where  they 
law  and  were  feen  by  M.  Toniatowski ,  who  having  killed  the  Godmo¬ 
ther  according  to  Cudom,  came  out  and  begg’d  of  his  Majedy  for  her, 
that  die  might  have  the  Honour  to  kifs  his  Hand  :  The  King  there¬ 
upon  fmil’d,  and  without  anlwering  fet  Spurs  to  his  Horfe,  and  gallop’d 
as  if  he  had  been  afraid  of  being  ravifh'd.  I  mud  confefs,  that  fome 
Perfons,  who  pretended  to  know  him  well,  and  were  pretty  con- 
dandy  near  him,  and  had  obferved  mod  carefully  his  Actions  from  the

*  This  Lady  was  then  Widow  of  a  living  Husband,  but  Prifoner  in  Mofcow  ;  and  is  fo 
now  of  another  at  Petersburgh,  the  unfortunate  M.  Woniarousky,  taken  up  at  Hamburgh  by 
the  C^ar s  Orders,  as  I  have  faid  already  in  1716.  He  married  her  next  Morning  after  the 
Athon  at  Warnitza  ;  and  when  he  went  in  with  fome  Pplifh  Noblemen  to  wait  on  the  King  at 
the  Bafhaw's ,  his  Majejly  told  him,  Is  It  true  that  you  have  married  gebelina  ( that  is  bet  Chri- 
ftian  Name: )  He  anfwer  d.  Yes,  Sir?.  But  (lie  has  a  Husband  living,  reply  d  the  K.inK° 
She  thinks  him  dead,  rejoin'd  Woniarousky  ;  But  in  cafe  he  fliould  not  be  fo,  but  be  re¬ 
leafed  by  the  Czar,  and  would  have  his  Wife  back  again,  I  would  let  him  have  her,  faid 
he.  You  are  a  generous,  eafy  and  complaifant  Husband,  added  his  Majejly. 

Begin- 
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Beginning  to  the  End,  told  me,  that  we  mudedeem  himfuch  only  from 
his  leaving  Stockholm  ;  for,  faid  they,  he  was  no  Enemy  there  to  a 
Glafs  of  good  Wine,  nor  did  he  keep  at  fuch  a  didance  from  the  fair 
Sex,  and  they  there  fhew’d  me  a  pretty  living  Proof  of  this  in  that  City  ; 
but  added  they,  as  foon  as  he  entred  into  the  Fields  of  Mars,  he  facri- 
ficed  both  to  Glory;  and  as  if  he  had  look'd  upon  her  as  a  Midrefs, 
and  fworn  Fidelity  to  her,  he  drank  nothing  but  Water,  nor  had  to  do 
with  any  WToman  ever  fince.  Withal!  this  he  did  not  pretend  to  redrain 
and  reduce  the  Actions  of  his  People  to  his  Example ;  he  even  heard 
with  a  fort  of  pleafure  their  Gallantries  ;  he  extended  his  natural  In¬ 
dulgence  even  to  thofe  who  the  lead  deferved  ic.  General  T)aldorff 
and  the  Pried  Brenner  bearing  a  particular  Grudge  to  a  Gentleman 
of  his  Court,  for  whom  hisMajefty  had  a  great  Kindnefs,  introduced 
into  his  Prefence  a  Greek  Woman  whom  the  faid  Gentleman  had  taken 
at  Cubbin ,  or  after  the  Turkifh  way  of  contracting,  which  I  have 
explained  in  my  fird  Vol.  She  held  in  her  Left  Arm  a  Child,  and 
in  her  .Right  Hand  a  Petition  drawn  in  the  German  Language  by 
the  Pried,  declaring  him  the  Father  to  the  Child,  and  demanding  a 
Sum  of  Money  for  their  Maintenance.  The  Introducers,  efpecially 
Brenner,  infided  by  Word  of  Mouth,  that  the  Father  being  a  married 
Man,  fhould  be  punifhed  according  to  the  Swedijh  Law  ;  to  this  the 
King  faid,  His  Wife ,  who  has  the  chief  Right  of  Brofecution  againft 
him,  is  in  Sweden,  and  we  are  //z  Turkey.  Then  looking  at  General 
TTaldorjf,  added,  Ton  a£l  here aB art  'very  much  below  your  Toft  ;  then  at 
Brenner ,  And  you  another  'very  unbecoming  the  Character  of  a  Brief  ;  be 
honefl ,  chafe  yourfelf  and  preach  againfl  the  Sin ,  but  don’t  name  the 
Berfons.  By  the  way,  the  Occafion  of  the  Kings  advifing  Brenner 
thus  was,  the  common  Report  had  fpread  about  a  good  while  before, 
that  he  was  one  of  the  Czar’s  Spies,  and  that  he  was  guilty  of  a 
\vorfe  Vice  than  that  of  having  to  do  with  the  Female  Sex.  When 
the  King  heard  of  the  fird,  which  was  at  Bender,  he  faid  fmiling,  J 
dorit  fend  Spies  to  my  Enemies ,  and  don’t  fear  theirs .  As  to  the  Greek 
Woman,  his  Majedy  fent  her  with  her  Petition  to  the  Gentleman, 
whom  he  knew  to  be  generous  enough  to  fatisfy  her  ;  and  in  effed  ic 
was  found,  that  he  had  even  exceeded  the  Obligation  of  the  Cubbin. 
She  repented  of  having  fuder’d  herfelf  to  be  thus  put  upon,  begg’d 
Pardon  of  the  Gentleman,  but  he  would  no  more  hear  of  her. 

Tho’  this  Prince  did  not  drink  Wine  himfelf,  he  did  not  find  Fault  with 
thofe  that  did ;  but  ufed  after  his  Dinner  or  Supper,  which  did  not  lad 
each  above  half  an  Hour  (as  I  have  faid  fomewhere  elfe)  to  go  and 
fee  thro*  the  Windows  of  M.  Grothufen ,  or  of  fome  other  Gentlemen, 
who  kept  open  Table,  their  Company  merry  with  that  Liquor.  The 
Titulary  Palatine  of  Kiow  happening  to  give  a  Splendid  Dinner  on 
King  Stanifiauss  Birth,  or  Coronation  Day,  and  encourage  Drinking 
after  the  Bolifo  Falhion,  a  World  of  Healths  had  been  drank,  when 
a  Gentleman,  otherwife  pretty  Sober,  being  overtaken  with  Liquor, 
withdrew,  incognito,  from  the  Company;  and  in  his  walking  home, 
faid,  almod  to  every  body  he  met,  Monfieur ,  a  Votre  Sante ,  Sir,  your 
Health,  he  had  fo  often  been  oblig’d  to  repeat  thefe  Words  at  Table. 
He  call’d  at  M.  Grothufens ,  whom  he  faluted  with  the  fame ;  and  he  to 
make  the  Sport  yet  merrier,  faid,  Sir ,  1  beg  your  Excufe,  Tm  call’d  to 
the  King,  I'll  fend  fomebody  to  light  you  home,  and  will  come  and  drink 
Coffee  to  Morrow  Morning  with  you:  He  order’d  immediately  two  large 
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Lanthorns  to  be  lighted,  which  were  accordingly  carried  before  him, 
without  his  being  fenfible  of  the  Jeft,  the  Sun  dill  fhining  in  the  He- 
mifphere.  The  next  Morning  the  Gentleman  waited  (as  ufual)  on  his 
Majedy,  whole  fird  Words  to  him  were,  Monfieur ,  a  Votre  Sante,  the 
only  French  ones,  as  I  have  been  credibly  alfured,  that  came  out  of 
his  Mouth  fince  he  left  Sweden ,  tho’  he  underdood  that  Language  as 
well  as  his  own  ;  he  read  even  the  French  Poets,  lik’d  Racine ,  biif:  de¬ 
clared  War  againd  Boileau ,  on  account  of  his  Satyr  againd  [Alexander  % 
which  he  tore  out  of  his  Book  when  he  faw  it:  However,  he  feem’d 
to  think  that  none  fhould  talk  it,  unlefs  he  could  do  it  as  well  as  a 
Member  of  the  French  Academy.  M.  cDefallures  being  made  Ambada- 
dor  of  France  at  the  Forte ,  as  a  Recompence  for  the  good  Services  he 
had  render'd  to  the  King  his  Mader  in  Hungary]  againd  the  Emperor, 
he  call’d  at  Bender ,  and  having  an  Audience  of  his  Swedifi  Mtajedy, 
fpoke  his  own  Language,  knowing  no  other.  The  King  anfwer’d  fird 
in  Latins  and  his  Excellency  proteding  he  underdood  not  three  Words 
of  it,  that  Frince  fpoke  German ,  of  which  Mr.  cDefalhires  Paid  the  fame, 
but  could  not  get  a  Word  of  French  from  his  Majedy ’s  Mouth ;  and 
Mr.  Grothufen  was  forced  to  interpret  his  Majedy’s  Words. 

He  was  Generous  beyond  Expredion,  but  obferv’d  a  certain  Delica¬ 
cy  in  bedowing  his  Favours,*  dowering  them  down  upon  thofe  whom 
he  knew  to  be  liberal,  but  being  lparing  of  his  Prefents  to  thofe  who' 
loved  Money,  only  to  heap  it  up.  An  Example  of  which  was  feen  in 
Baron  Grothufen ,  his  Principal  Favourite,  and  his  High-Treafurer  with¬ 
out  the  Title.  This  Nobleman  brought  him  one  time  an  account  of 
50  or  60,000  Crowns  which  the  Chancery  required  at  his  Hands, 
having  often  complain’d  to  his  Majedy  of  that  Gentleman’s  great  Ex- 
pences,  confidering  the  little  there  was  at  Bender.  This  Account  con¬ 
tain’d  but  two  Lines,  viz. Given  a  great  Fart  oj  it  to  the  Janizaries  and 
Tartars ,  according  to  his  Majefty s  generous  Orders ,  and  the  reft  employed 
for'my  own  Ufe.  His  Majedy  was  as  well  pleas’d  with  this  Account, 
as  one  generally  is  at  the  Brevity  of  a  bad  Sermon,  or  a  dull  Harangue: 
And  a  little  after,  one  of  the  Complaining  Oeconomids  having  brought 
him  a  long  Lid  of  the  Particulars  of  10  or  12,000  Crowns  that  had 
been  disburs’d  by  them  ;  he  cry’d  out,  This  Account  is  endlefs ,  it  tires 
we  y  I  had  rather  fee  one  like  GrcthufenV,  that  contains  the  expending  of 
60,000  Crowns  in  four  Words.  An  old  General  us’d  frequently  to  fay 
to  him,  Tour  Majefty  gives  all  your  Money  to  Grothufen,  who  is  a  Sieve, 
and  throws  it  all  about  at  random ,  without  thinking  for  the  future ; 
and  you  give  me  nothing.  Oh ,  (reply’d  the  King)  Grothufen  has  need 
of  it  ;  he  makes  the  right  Ufe  of  Money ,  he  fpends  it ,  but  you  keep  it 
locUdup  in  your  Coffers.  And  indeed  the  General  did  put  a  good  Sum 
in  Gold  Medals  and  Jewels  into  the  Elands  of  the  Englifto  Minider, 
before  the  A<dion  of  Warnitza ,  which  he  faved  from  the  Founder  by 
that  Precaution,  with  all  his  bed  Furniture,  his  Coaches,  and  even  his 
Slippers  ;  which  lad  Article  diverted  the  King  extreamly,  who  heard 
it  the  next  Day  from  his  Officers,  and  rallied  him  very  merrily  upon  it. 
Having  borrowed  from  the  Turks  at  Bender  and  Adrianople ,  fome  Mo¬ 
ney  at  the  mod  extravagant  Rate  $  the  Forte  fent  him  Word,  that 
confidering  the  Lenders  had  taken  Advantage  of  the  Neceffity  of  the 
Borrowers,  they  ffiould  both  fwear  to  the  Sum  Lent  and  Borrowed, 
and  this  fhould  be  only  paid,  the  Turkifh  Law  forbidding  Ufur}^ ;  and 
tho’  he  might  have  faved  by  that  above  30,000 /.  he  anfwer’d  to  thofe 

who

who  propos’d  it,  If  any  of  my  Reople  has  borrow'd  io  Rix  'Dollars , 
and  given  his  Note  for  100,  I'll  pay  ally  and  this  I  have  already  ob- 
ferv’d  in  its  Place.  Another  Inftance  at  Stralfund  is,  that  two  Bankers 
of  Hamburgh  having  failed,  and  offering  to  compound  with  their  Cre¬ 
ditors  at  io*.  in  the  Pound,  he  would  not  hear  of  touching  any  Parc 
of  their  Compofition  Money,  for  a  Sum  which  he  had  in  their  Hands; 
but  laid  to  one  of  his  Minifters,  who  acquainted  his  Majefty  with  their 
Propofals,  If  they  cant  pay  all ,  take  nothing. 

He  was  naturally  offo  good  a  Temper,  that  he  was  hardly  ever  known 
to  be  in  a  Paflion  but  once  fince  the  Beginning  of  the  War,  (as  I’ve  been 
well  affur’d)  and  that  with  the  greateft  Reafon  in  the  World,  againfl  a 
Favourite  whom  he  found  a  great  deal  too  late  to  be  very  unworthy  of 
his  good  Graces,  and  who  had  committed  a  thoufand  AdFs  of  Injuftice 
and  Robberies,  under  Cover  of  the  Royal  Favour  and  Succefs,  but  with¬ 
out  the  Prince’s  Knowledge.  He  had,  for  Example,  plunder’d  the 
Churches  in  Roland ,  and  even  carry’d  away  the  Gold  and  Silver  Shrines , 
Chalices ,  &c.  fome  Part  of  which  he  had  ftili  in  his  Houfe  in  Stockholm 
in  1716;  and  looking  on  me  as  a  good  Roman  Catholick ,  offered  them 
to  Sale  :  He  alfo  threatned  a  Jew  in  Roland ,  to  treat  him  as  his  An- 
ceftors  did  Jefus  Chrift,  (as  I  was  credibly  inform’d)  by  nailing  his 
Hands  and  Feet  to  the  Crofs,  or  againft  his  Door,  if  he  wou’d  not 
furrender  up  to  him  all  his  Money  and  Jewels ;  and  he  had  already  or¬ 
der’d  the  Inftruments  of  the  Paffion,  from  which  the  Jew  did  not  re¬ 
deem  himfelf,  but  by  giving  up  all  he  had  in  the  World.  This  Favou¬ 
rite,  who  at  his  leaving  Sweden  was  (they  fay)  hardly  worth  1000 
Crowns,  being  charm’d  with  above  100,000  which  he  had  got  by  fuch 
Means  both  in  Roland  and  Saxony ,  befides  Jewels,  Plate,  &c.  faw  (they 
add)  with  a  covetous  Mortification  that  his  Harveft  would  be  over,  or 
fuffer  much  by  the  Peace,  which  King  Auguftus  was  reduced  to  beg  and 
agree  to  on  the  King  of  Sweden s  Terms,  to  prevent  the  utmoft  Ruin,  if 
not  lofing  of  his  Eledtorate.  Thereupon  he  put  into  his  Royal  Mafter’s 
Head  to  demand  of  him  Count  Ratkull ,  whom  (as  Perfons  of  Honour, 
who  durft  not  contradidt  him,  have  told  me)  he  reprefented  as  the  greateft 
Criminal  in  Nature ;  hoping  that  King  Auguftus  would  not  fo  far  vio¬ 
late  the  Law  of  Nations,  as  to  furrender  him  up  and  knowing  that 
his  faid  Royal  Mafter  was  fuch,  that  he  would  never  receed  from  a 
Demand  once  made,  fothat  the  War  fhould  thereupon  continue,  and  con- 
fequently  he  his  Booty;  but  he  was  too  much  difappointed  in  his  Views, 
by  the  poor  Count's  Misfortune,  whom  King  Auguftus  delivered  up. 
However,  he  went  on  with  his  mifchievousReprefentations;  which  being 
countenanced  by  a  certain  Count,  who  was  laid  to  bear  aGrudge  to  Count 
Ratkull ,  brought  him  to  the  cruel  Supplice;  the  Memory  of  which  has 
robb’d  fo  much  of  the  Northern  Hero’s  Glory,  who  feeing  that  Noble¬ 
man  thro’  his  Favourite  and  Counfellor’s  Eyes,  thought  hardly  his  Suf¬ 
ferings  fufftcient  for  his  Offences,  for  otherwife  he  was  naturally  in¬ 
clin’d  to  Mercy,  and  averfe  to  any  Blood-fhedding  but  in  the  Fields 
of  Mars,  and  expofing  his  own  as  much  and  more  than  his  Enemies 
could  doi  This  prime  Favourite  loft  at  Bender  that  Prince’s  Favour, 
for  his  malicious  Calumnies,  almoft  in  the  following  Manner,  as  foon 
as  his  Majefty  found  them  out. 

The  chief  of  thofe  Calumnies  he  caft  againft  the  Han  and  Ba~ 
(haw ,  becaufe  he  thought  that  they  had  not  for  his  Perfon  the  Gon- 
fideration  he  expedited  as  the  King’s  Favourite ;  they  were  both  of¬ 
fended  at  his  haughty  and  bullying  Ways,  in  demanding  any  thing  for 
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the  King’s  Service;  even  threatning  them,  in  his  Majefty’s  Name,  as 
Servants  of  the  ‘Porte,  if  they  did  not  readily  comply  :  They  call’d  him 
'Deli  guiaour,  or  made  Infidel,  fent  Complaints  to  the  King  of  his  unman¬ 
nerly  behaviour  by  their  own  prime  Servants;  alluring,  that  they  were 
very  much  inclin’d  to  do  any  thing  that  lay  in  their  Power  for  his  Ma¬ 
jefty,  but  could  not  bear  the  inlblent  Pride  of  his  Meflenger,  defiring 
his  Majefty  to  fend  another:  In  the  mean  while,  the  Favourite  was 
reprefenting  them  to  the  Prince  as  black  as  he  had  done  Patkull ,  and 
would  have  his  Majefty  write  to  the  Grand  Seignior  for  their  Depofition, 
and  world,  if  poflible  ;  when  the  King,  opening  his  Eyes,  and  com¬ 
paring  with  their  Reprefentations  the  Afperftons  caft  upon  them  by  his 
Favourite,  entered  into  Miftruft  againft  him,  fent  Mr.  Grothufen ,  a  very 
polite  Gentleman,  of  whom  he  had  already  conceived  fomething  above 
the  common  Efteem  for  a  Man  of  Merit,  and  obtain’d  what  he  would 
have  on  the  Spot ;  which  enrag’d  the  faid  Favourite  to  fuch  a  Degree, 
that  he  invented  more  Lies,  and  turn’d  the  Venom  of  his  Tongue  a- 
gainlf  the  new  Meflenger,  in  the  moft  malicious  Manner;  which  that 
Prince  heard,  as  well  as  what  he  faid  againft  the  Han  zn&Bafhaw,  with 
a  lcornful  Smile,  and  fhew’d  plainly  enough  how  little  he  believ’d  him: 
But  he  went  fo  far  on  with  his  malicious  Jealouly,  as  even  to  give 
Mr.  Grothufen  the  Lie  in  his  Majefty ’s  Prefence,  on  an  Article  which 
that  Gentleman  alledged  as  a  Proof  of  the  Hans  and  Bajhaw s  good 
Intentions  and  Friendlhip  for  the  Swedes ;  whereupon  the  King.’s  Pa¬ 
tience  being  over  with  him,  his  Majefty,  contrary  to  his  ufual  Cu- 
ftom,  happening  to  be  near  the  Fire,  took  up  the  Tongs  with  an 
Emotion  and  angry  Colour  in  his  Face,  which  no  Body  that  I  know 
had  obferv’d  before.  However,  his  Moderation  taking  Place  of  his 
Paflion,  he  threw  down  the  Tongs,  and  faid  to  him,  Ton  deferve  to 
have  your  Bones  broken  with  thefe  Tongs ;  get  out  of  my  Prefence, 
and  never  dare  to  appear  where  I  am.  With  all  thefe,  and  many 
more  Inftances  which  I  can  give  of  this  Prince’s  Moderation,  I  don’t 
pretend  to  juftify  his  having  been  prevail’d  upon,  by  ill  Councils,  to 
ufe  his  Authority,  and  the  Succefs  of  his  Arms,  to  oblige  any  other 
Prince  to  violate  the  Law  of  Nations,  or  that  of  Humanity,  as  to  or¬ 
der  the  moft;  cruel  Supplice  in  the  Chriftian  World,  againft:  a  Gentle¬ 
man  generally  efteem’d  a  great  deal  more  innocent  than  guilty  of  what 
he  was  accus’d  of,  or  at  leaft  worthy  of  a  Pardon.  But  I  do  pity  all 
Sovereigns  and  great  Men,  who  cannot  fee  every  thing  with  their  own 
Eyes,  are  brought  to  commit  thoufands  of  Injuftices,  which  the  like 
good  Opinion  they  have  of  their  Favourites  and  Counfellors  make 
them  believe  to  be  all  as  many  Ads  of  Equity  and  Juftice. 

As  he  was  never  obferv’d  to  be  in  a  Paflion  but  that  Time,  lb 
he  was  never  feen  to  be  afflided  or  caft  down  at  his  greateft  Mif- 
fortunes,  but  once  ;  which  was  at  the  News  of  the  Death  of  his 
Sifter,  the  Dutchefs  of  Holftein,  (as  I  have  hinted  elfewhere)  which 
forced  Tears  from  his  Eyes,  and  Complaints  or  Cries  from  his 
Mouth.  If  he  did  not  do  the  fame  at  the  Death  of  the  Duke,  his 
Brother  in  Law  and  dear  War-Companion,  ’twas  becaufe  he  did  not 
think  him  fo  much  to  be  lamented,  as  dying  in  the  Bed  of  Ho¬ 
nour.  He  was  a  moft  conftant  Friend,  and  his  Friendlhip  made  him 
blind,  for  a  long  Time,  to  the  Defeds  and  Failings  of  thofe  to  whom 
he  had  once  taken  a  Fancy,  and  would  pardon  them  the  greateft  Faults 
againft  himfelf:  For  Example,  Colonel  ‘During  having  been  kill’d,  as 
I  have  already  faid,  his  Majefty  gave  to  one  of  his  neareft  Relations 
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that  fame  Poft,  with  a  thoufand  other  Marks  of  his  Favour ;  info- 
much,  that  he  entred  where-ever  the  Prince  was,  without  giving  any 
previous  Notice.  This  new  Colonel  and  Favoqrite,  (tho’  vaftly  infe*- 
riour  to  the  other,  both  in  Genius  and  Honour)  having  loft  his  Money 
at  Play,  and  ftole  out  of  his  Majefty  s  Clofet  a  little  Casket,  wherein 
were  fome Plans  of  Sieges  and  Battles,  and  above  2000  Ducats;  which 
he  had  obferved  when  the  King  open’d  it  in  his  Prefence,  to  take  fome 
of  it  for  his  Liberalities  to  Soldiers,  &c.  this  Prince  would  hardly 
have  mention’d  it,  but  for  thofe  Plans,  moft  of  them  of  his  own  Draw¬ 
ing,  or  if  he  had  fufpeded  that  fuch  a  Perfon  was  guilty  of  the  Add- 
on  :  However,  the  Theft  being  proved  upon  the  Colonel,  he  conti¬ 
nued  neverthelefs  to  come  in  the  King's  Prefence  as  ufual,  and  denied 
the  Fad:,  till  all  the  Officers  of  his  Regiment  declared  they  would  not 
ferve  under  him  ;  and  they,  as  well  as  others,  would  have  the  Theft 
exemplariiy  punilh’d ;  but  his  Majefty  would  fave  his  Reputation  even 
at  the  Truth’s  Expence,  by  faying  he  had  loft  no  Money  ;  but  Mar¬ 
shal  cDubens  knew,  and  publiftfd  that  there  was  even  more  than  the 
Sum  mentioned.  His  Majefty  feeing  no  Remedy,  told  him  at  laft, 
that  he  prefented  him  the  2000  Ducats,  and  more  if  there  was  ;  and 
advifed  him  to  go  and  feek  Preferment  in  fome  Foreign  Country, 
fince  he  could  not  make  him  be  believ’d  Innocent,  nor  admit  him  fur¬ 
ther  in  his  Prefence,  without  a  general  Difcontent  of  all  his  Officers. 
He  continued  to  deny;  and  a  few  Days  after  the  Casket,  with  the  Pa¬ 
pers,  were  found  in  a  neighbouring  Garden.  The  difmifs’d  Colonel 
remain’d  fome  Weeks  longer  at  Iftadt ;  but  feeing  himfelf  defpifed  by 
every  body,  and  that  none  would  keep  him  Company,  nor  eat  at  the 
fame  Table  in  a  publick  Houfe,  he  follow’d  the  King’s  Counfel,  and 
pafted  into  France ,  then  into  Spain ,  as  I  heard,  changing  his  Name. 

As  much  an  Enemy  as  he  was  to  a  malicious  Lye,  he  cou’d  bear 
with  a  gracious  Indulgence  any  one  wherein  there  was  nothing  but 
harmlefs  Vanity,  as  a  Gafconade ,  tho’  he  wou’d  punilhit  with  Raillery. 
To  give  affiort  Inftanceofit ;  his  Majefty  had  fent  three  of  his  Officers 
to  travel  into  Egypt,  and  other  Parts  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  allowing 
them  2000  Ducats  for  their  Expences  :  They  ftaid  on  their  Return  fome 
Weeks  at  Conflantinople ,  where  I  happening  to  ask  one  of  them,  who  was 
I  think  a  Baron  by  his  Birth,  and  whom  I  met  oftner  than  the  others, 
whether  he  had  feen  the  Ruins  oiTroy  ?  He  anfwer’d,  No  ;  and  gave 
for  Reafon,  that  tho’  they  had  been  pretty  near  it  in  a  Boat,  they 
were  diifwaded  from  venturing  alhoar  by  their  Boatmen,  for  fear  of 
Robbers.  I  fmifd,  and  told  him  that  there  was  no  living  Man  there, 
no  High  Road  for  Travellers  ;  nor  any  thing  to  apprehend,  unlels 
they  were  afraid  of  the  Ghoft  of  HeBtor^  and  the  other  Trojans  (lain  at 
the  Siege  of  that  ancient  City  ;  or  of  fome  Herds  of  Oxen,  and  Flocks 
of  Sheep,  feeding  now  and  then  among  thefe  Ruins,  under  the  Condud: 
of  two  or  three  unarm’d  Men.  He  feem’d  to  regret  his  not  having 
been  better  inform’d,  and  enquired  whether  I  had  made  any  Remarks 
thereon  ?  I  faid.  Yes,  and  he  defired  that  he  might  fee  them ;  I  grant¬ 
ed  him  his  Defire,  on  Condition  neither  he,  nor  any  one  for  him,  ffiou’d 
tranfcribe  them.  He  gave  me  his  Word,  and  broke  it.  The  three  Tra¬ 
vellers  being  returned  to  Bender ,  gave  his  Majefty  an  Account  of  their 
Obfervations ;  but  not  a  Word  of  Troy  ;  till  the  Borrower  of  my  Ma- 
nufcript  being  one  Day  alone  with  that  Prince,  mention’d  the  Noble 
Remains  he  had  read  therein,  as  if  he  had  feen  them  himfelf  upon  the 
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Spot.  His  Majcfty  was  pleafed  with  the  Defcription  he  gave  of  them; 
but  a  few  Days  afterwards  asking  of  the  others  fome  Queftions  about 
if,  he  found  that  they  were  afraid  of  venturing  afhore  ;  and  contented 
himfelf  with  rallying  them  thereupon,  without  mentioning  a  Word  of 
their  Companion’s  Difcovery. 

Soon  after  my  Arrival  at  Bender,  Mr.  Fabrice  happening  to  mention 
me  as  a  pretty  great  Traveller,  and  fome  Circumftances  of  my  Travels 
ro  the  King,  he  laid,  Thefe  Travellers  tell  us  Jlrange  Stories  ;  I  have  fent 
three  of  them  Abroad ,  one  of  which  has  feen  the  Ruins  of  Troy,  and 
given  me  a  beautiful  Fixture  of  them  ;  and  the  others ,  who  were  always 
with  him ,  faw  nor  knew  nothing  of  the  Matter  :  Which  Mr.  Fabrice 
having  related  to  me,  and  hearing  how  I  had  lent  my  Remarks  to  the 
Gentleman,  diverted  his  Majedy  with  the  Account.  Thereupon  the 
King  bid  him  borrow  my  Manufcript  ;  and  the  fird  time  he  faw  the 
Tranfcriber,  (who  had  alio  tranflated  it  into  the  German  Tongue  the 
more  to  difguife.  it)  faid.  Come ,  I  have  feen  the  Ruins  of  Troy  as  well 
as  you ,  and  in  the  fame  manner ,  fhewing  my  MS.  and  the  Baron  blufhed  $ 
upon  which  his  Majelly  added,  Oh  this  is  nothing ,  you  Travellers  take 
many  fuch  Frivileges.  But  if  that  Prince  had  known  on  what  Condition 
I  lent  it,  he  wou’d  have  reprimanded  him  infallibly  for  breaking  his  Word. 

To  return  to  this  Prince’s  Death  :  ’Twas  agreed  to  conceal  this  fatal 
Accident  for  fome  time,  that  it  might  not  alarm  the  Troops,  and  to 
carry  him  into  his  Quarters,  as  an  Officer  that  had  been  kill’d.  To 
this  end,  they  difguis’d  him,  by  wrapping  him  in  a  Cloak  ;  whilft  an 
Aid  deCamp ,  whofe  Name  was  Siguier ,  taking  off  his  Majedy’s  Hat, 
which  was  plain  and  with  a  Brafs  Button,  (as  it  ufed  to  be  generally) 
and  putting  on  that  Prince’s  Head  his  which  was  laced  with  Gold,  be- 
fides  his  Peruke,  he  went  with  the  Royal  Hat  to  the  Hereditary  Prince 
Torpum.  of  Hejfe  Caffel ,  (who  had  his  Quarters  at  Torpum ,)  the  others  removed 
the  King’s  Body,  as  had  been  refolved.  Siguier  being  admitted,  he  in¬ 
form’d  his  Highnefs  what  had  happen’d ;  the  Hat  Ihot  thro’  the  Crown 
by  the  Regicide  Cartouch,  was  a  melancholly  Spoil  that  confirm’d  it. 
His  Highnefs,  fending  for  the  principal  Officers,  communicated  to  them 
the  News,  and  a  Council  of  War  was  held  immediately;  where  it  was 
determin’d,  amongfl  other  things,  to  raife  the  Siege,  and  feize  Baron 
GoertZi  both  which  Refolutions  were  executed  the  next  Day.  The  Prince 
inllantly  difpatch’d  to  Stockholm,  (without  any  Letter,  the  Council 

of  War  taking  up  his  Time  too  much  for  him  to  write,)  but  with  verbal 
Orders,  “  Asfoon  as  he  arrived  there  todifmount  atCount  Taube s  the 
“  Stadtholder ,  or  Great  Governor  of  Stockholm,  and  to  tell  him  what  he 
“  had  feen.  Siguier  got  there  the  3d  of  December  in  the  Morning  early, 
and  executed  his  Order.  The  Great  Governor  bid  him  keep  clofe  at 
his  Lodgings,  and  went  to  inform  the  Frincefs  Royal  of  the  King  her 
Brother’s  Beath,  which  her  Highnefs  heard  with  a  Surprize  and  Grief 
that  may  eafily  be  imagin’d  ;  the  Count  comforted  her  as  well  as  he 
cou’d :  However,  fince  it  was  a  Fatality  pad  Remedy,  he  advifed  her 
to  fummon  the  Senators,  by  fending  them  Word  that  fhe  had  an  Af¬ 
fair  of  Importance  to  communicate  to  them  ;  which  fhe  did,  after  ha¬ 
ving  a  little  compofed  herfelf.  The  Senate  being  aflembled,  and  ap¬ 
priz’d  of  the  Bufinefs,  held  a  Council,  where  mention  was  made  of  the 
Regency ,  and  the  Succeffion,  &c.  But  fome  objected,  that  the  News 
of  the  King’s  Death  being  but  verbal,  perhaps  that  Prince  might  only 
be  wounded ;  in  which  cafe  it  wou’d  be  dangerous  to  take  any  Mea- 
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fures  concerning  the  Adminiflration,  during  an  Interregnum ,  as  the  others 
propofed. 

Upon  this,  Seguier  was  feat  for  and  examin’d  j  and  he  informed 
them  of  fo  many  Circumflances  of  the  King’s  being  kill’d,  as  left  no 
room  for  any  Doubts.  He  even  added,  (without  being  ask’d,  the 
Sentiments  of  the  Army  about  the  Succefiion,)  that  thofe  few  who 
knew  of  his  Majefty’s  Death,  at  his  coming  away,  named  the  'Prince fs 
for  Queen  ;  and  that  he  did  not  queftion,  but  as  foon  as  it  Ihou’d  be 
publick,  flic  wou’d  be  proclaim’d  fuch  by  the  general  Voice  of  the 
whole  Army.  Having  likewife  told  them,  that  Colonel  \ T>amgarden 
had  received  Orders  to  go  and  arreft  Baron  Goertz ;  that  he  had  met  the 
Baron  on  the  Road  to  Norway  ;  but  that  he  had  clapt  Spurs  to  his 
Horfc,  that  he  might  not  be  known  nor  queftion’d  by  him ;  and  that 
he  muft  have  been  arrefted  a  few  Minutes  after  ;  it  was  refolved  to  ar- 
reft  alfo  Count  Dernath ,  with  the  Secretary  Ecclef  &c.  which  was 
put  in  Execution  that  very  Night  about  Nine  a-Clock,  by  the  Colonel 
of  the  Guards.  They  took  up  likewife  the  Counfellor  Haaghen , 
with  all  Baron  Goertz s  and  Count  Dernath' s  Creatures  and  Servants  s 
among  others  one  Rouyer ,  a  Mint  Mailer  whom  Baron  Goertz  had 
brought  from  Holland ,  and  coin’d  new  Silver  Species,  having  a  Crofs 
like  that  of  the  Englijh  Crowns  and  half  Crowns,  with  the  King’s  and 
the  Kingdom’s  Arms  upon  the  Reverfe.  Orders  were  fent  to  Count 
Gyllemborg  to  feize  the  Secretary  Stambke ,  with  all  his  Papers,  as  well  as 
thole  of  the  Baron’s  which  fiiou’d  be  found  at  Loffo  ;  but  whether  he 
had  tirhely  Intelligence,  or  was  apprehenfive  of  fome  fuch  Accident,  he 
had  fecured  both  himfclf  and  his  Papers  at  the  Ruffian  Plenipotentiaries  ; 
and  fome  wou’d  have  it,  the  Count  had  underhand  favoured  his  Flight. 

The  fth  of  December  at  Night,  Major-General  Bennett  brought  the 
Confirmation  of  the  King’s  Death  in  Writing ;  and  gave  out  that  the 
Army  either  had  already,  or  wou’d  acknowledge  the  Princefs  for 
Queen :  Which  (tho’ contrary  to  the  Truth)  was  the  more  readily  be¬ 
liev’d,  becaufe  it  was  generally  wifii’d.  The  Sunday  following,  the 
Clergy  declar'd  her  fuch  in  the  Churches,  and  pray’d  for  her  under  the 
Title  of  her  Majelfy ;  but  the  Day  after  file  (by  the  Perfwafion  and 
Advice  of  the  Senate )  caufed  a  Manifefto  to  be  publilhed,  wherein  file 
renounced  of  her  own  accord  all  Arbitrary  Power,  call’d  Sovereignty , 
and  invited  all  the  States  to  meet  at  Stockholm  the  20th  of  January  of 
the  Year  enfuing,  to  confirm  the  Publick  Vote  by  their  (vzq  Election, 
and  confult  with  them  (as  (lie  faid  therein)  about  the  prefent  Con¬ 
dition  of  the  State. 

Towards  the  End  of  "December  Baron  Goertz  was  brought  to  Stock¬ 
holm  in  a  Travelling  Chaife,  with  a  Guard  of  about  100  armed  Men ; 
not  fo  much  for  fear  of  any  Party  in  his  Favour,  as  to  preferve  him 
from  the  Infuits  of  the  Populace,  who  look’d  upon  him  as  the  foie 
Author  of  all  their  Misfortunes.  This  Year  had  been  fertile  both  in 
the  Quantity,  Quality,  and  (one  may  add)  in  the  Singularity  of  its 
Copper  Muntetekens  ;  which,  with  the  Paper  ones,  were  the  only  Spe¬ 
cies  that  were  allow’d  to  be  current,  a  Royal  Edid  having  render’d  lia¬ 
ble  to  Confifcation  all  the  Silver  and  Brafs  Money  which  the  Subjeds 
fiiou’d  not  difeover,  and  exchange  with  the  Government  againft  a  cer¬ 
tain  time  for  thefe  imaginary  Coin  ;  of  which  above  Fourteen  Millions 
of  Dollars  were  actually  then  iffued  out.  Th t  Muntetekens,  lafl:  coined, 

were  of  fix  forts,*  viz,  1.  Flink  och  Far  dig. ,  that  is,  Valiant  and  Ready , 
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a  Motto  round  the  Effigies  of  a  Man  Handing,  arm'd  with  a  Helmet, 
Back  and  Bread  Plate,  and  drawn  Sword,  both  on  the  Offenfive  and 
'Defenfive,  having  likewife  a  Spear  in  his  Left  Hand,  and  a  Lyon 
roaring  at  his  Feet.  2.  Of  Saturn.  3.  Of  Jupiter.'  4.  Of  Mars.  5. 
QiThcebus.  6.  Of  Mercury.  Hope  was  already  flruck  for  the  Year 
1719,  but  did  not  appear  till  a  Month  after  the  King’s  Death  ;  and 
then  never  palled  for  its  intended  Value  of  half  a  Dollar,  but  only  at 
firffc  for  Two  Pence,  and  laftly  for  the  third  Part  of  one,  as  much  as 
its  intrinfick  Value. 

Thefe  latter  having  for  Legends  the  Names  of  the  B agan  Deities  re- 
prefented  on  them,  lbme  Perfons  malicioufly  call'd  them  in  Derifion 
Baron  Goertz V  Gods ;  which  gave  Occafion  to  a  Woman,  who  had 
heard  them  fo  term’d,  to  cry  to  him  from  her  Window,  as  he  was 
paffing  before  it,  furrounded  by  armed  Guards,  in  his  Chaife,  Our 
God  has  delivered  you  into  our  Hands  ;  fee  if  yours,  which  you  have  given 
ns  for  Mony ,  will releafe  you.  The  Populace  was  fo  incenfed  againll 
him  for  their  Publick  Mifery,  that  X  believe,  had  he  been  expoled  to 
their  Mercy,  and  without  Guards,  they  wou’d  have  torn  him  in  Pieces, 
as  the  cDe  Wits  were  in  Holland.  He  was  confin’d  in  a  Chamber  of 
the  Suder malms  Huns,  or  Town-Houje  of  the  South  Suburb ;  and  had 
not  the  Liberty  of  being  ferved  by  any  of  his  own  Domelticks  ;  but 
was  attended  by  a  Citizen,  who  kept  a  Tavern  in  a  part  of  the  fame 
Houfe.  Whether  he  was  apprehenfive  of  this  Misfortune  or  not,  and 
therefore  wou’d  not  fupply  the  publick  Hatred  with  Arms  againll: 
himfelf,  he  had  either  left  at  Aland,  or  burnt  his  Papers  ;  fo  that  very 
few  or  none  were  found  that  cou’d  do  him  much  Prejudice.  Buc 
'twas  not  fo  with  thofe  of  Count  Hernath ;  among  others,  the  Copy 
of  a  Letter,  which  he  had  written  to  the  faid  Baron,  wherein  he  in¬ 
form’d  him  that  the  Swedifo  Clergy  had  declared  War  againll  him,  and 
that  publickly  and  generally  from  their  Pulpits,  and  that  they  made 
ufe  in  private  of  all  the  Power  their  Fundion  gave  them  over  the 
Minds  of  the  People,  to  induce  them  to  rid  themfelves  of  his  Perfon. 
This  being  produced,  exafperated  the  Gentlemen  of  that  Robe  extra¬ 
ordinarily  againll  the  Count.  X  will  not  aver,  that  the  Informations 
given  in  that  Letter  were  upon  good  Grounds  ;  but  of  this  I  am  cer¬ 
tain,  that  'twas  the  Priell  Brenner  who  had  been  the  Author  of  them, 
and  that  he  was  capable  of  all  the  felfilh  Malice  wherewith  they  were 
fluffed  :  As  for  the  reft,  he  was  more  deferving  of  his  Brethren’s  Ha¬ 
tred  than  Count  Hernath ,  fince  the  latter  only  wrote  what  the  otheE 
had  didated  againll  them. 

Other  Letters  of  Count  cDernatti s  to  Baron  Goertz ,  did  him  as 
much  Service  as  the  other  was  prejudicial’;  but  one  of  them  was 
very  detrimental  to  the  Baron,  by  confirming  the  Sulpicions  which 
the  Publick  had  conceiv’d  of  him.  The  Subllance  of  this  Letter 
was,  “  That  it  was  whifperd  that  he  (the  Baron)  aded  as  if 
a  he  had  a  Defign  entirely  to  ruin  the  King,  with  his  whole 
<£  Army  in  Norway ,  and  the  Kingdom' ;  by  encouraging  that  Prince 
u  to  make  a  Campaign  there,  and  befiege  Towns  during  the  fe- 
cl  verell  Time  of  the  Year,  "whilfl  all  other  Nations,  who  underllood 
<e  War,  and  who  even  were  in  more  temperate  Climates,  were  retired 
C(  into  their  Winter  Quarters.  That  even  he  was  afraid  himfelf,  by 
ct  the  Meafures  which  he  law  him  take,  that  the  People  wou’d  fpeak 
“  the  Truth  in  fo  faying  ;  if  not  as  to  his  defigning  it,  at  lealt  as  to 

the

Cr  the  Confequence.  Above  all,  he  exclaim’d  in  the  fame  Letter  againft 
“  a  new  ! Placaert ,  or  Declaration,  already  drawn  up,  and  upon  the 
<c  Point  of  being  publifhed,  by  which  every  Swedijh  Subject  was  obli-* 
ged  to  pay  (befides  the  ufual  and  annual  Contributions)  the  fixth 
“  Penny  of  all  their  Subftance,  whether  in  ready  Money,  Mortgages, 

Lands,  or  EfFe&s,  in  fhort,  the  fixth  Part  of  whatever  he  enjoy’d, 

“  even  their  Furniture  of  Houfes,  &c.  and  was  obliged  to  declare  the 
“  full  and  real  Value  of  what  he  was  worth,  and  to  take  an  Oath 
“  that  lie  did  not  poflefs  a  Penny  more  than  he  had  own’d,  and  that 
<c  on  Pain  of  Confilcation  of  the  Whole,  if  ’twas  found  that  his  Infor- 
“  mation  was  falfe  ;  and  this  was  to  laft  every  Year  till  the  End  of 
“  the  War.”  There  were,  among  other  Exclamations,  thefe  very 
Words  in  his  Letter,  No  Body  doubts  but  that  you  dictated  this  Placaert, 
which  feems  an  Invention  of  Hell.  Notwithftanding  this,  and  many 
other  Proofs  of  the  Innocence  of  this  Count,  he  was  kept  thus  till 
the  latter  End  of  1720,  under  an  Arreft,  tho’  more  civilly,  and  fer- 
ved  by  his  Domefticks,  in  his  own  Houfe,  but  almoft  on  the  fame 
Footing  as  Perfons  are  detain’d  in  the  Prifons  of  the  Inquifition  fe- 
veral  Years,  without  knowing,  or  their  informing  him  wherefore ;  in 
Ihort,  without  being  examined,  condemned,  or  difcharged. 

The  States  did  indeed  meet  at  Stockholm  at  the  Time  appointed  by  1718-19 
the  Queen ;  but  rhey  only  ftiled  her  as  yet  Trincefs  Royal ,  and  were 
affembled  (as  they  faid)  of  their  own  Accord  (the  Throne  being  va¬ 
cant)  to  eleift  a  SuccefTor  to  fill  it:  However,  they  intimated  plainly 
enough  to  her  Royal  Highnefs,  that  they  would  chufe  no  other  but 
herfelf,  provided  that  file  would  oblige  herfelf  as  ftrongly  and  authen- 
tickly,  as  poffible,  to  reign  according  to  the  Form  of  Government 
which  they  drew  up;  which  fets  Bounds  to  the  Regal  Authority  in 
her,  more  than  had  ever  been  done  before,  even  to  any  of  her  eledted 
Predeceflbrs :  They  enadfed,  or  rather  dictated  to  her,  an  Authentick 
AJJurance ,  (as  they  term’d  it)  wherein  file  acknowledged  that  fhe  held 
the  Crown  of  the  States,  without  the  lead  Right  to  it  fince  her  Mar¬ 
riage,  any  more  than  her  Sifter  had  afcer  her’s  with  the  Duke  of  Hoi- 
ftein.  To  all  which  that  Princefs  having  agreed  to,  fhe  renounced  in 
the  ftrongeft  Terms,  both  for  her  felf  and  her  Defcendants,  all  Arbi¬ 
trary  Power,  call’d  in  Sweden  the  Sovereignty ,  and  then  fhe  was  de¬ 
clar’d  by  them  to  be  freely  and  duly  el  z&zd  Queen  of  Sweden  §  thereupon 
the  Marflial  of  the  Nobility,  the  Archbifhop  of  Upfal ,  the  firft  Burgo- 
Mafter  of  Stockholm ,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Peafants,  were  deputed 
to  give  her  Notice  of  her  Election.  The  States  now  acknowledging 
themfelves  to  be  conven’d  in  her  Majefty’s  Name,  the  Diet  was  pub- 
lifhed  on  the  Beginning  of  February  by  a  Herald,  at  the  Sound  of  Trum¬ 
pets  and  Kettle-Drums  j  and  they  all  met  together  in  a  Body,  with  the 
Senate,  in  a  great  Hall  of  the  Royal  Palace,  where  her  Majefty  was 
fitting  on  a  Throne  of  Silver,  and  received  their  Homage. 

Count  Horn,  the  Great'Chancellor,  made  them  a  Speech  in  her  Ma- 
jefty’sName,  “  thanking  them  for  the  Concern  they  had  fhewn  for  the 
“  fudden  Death  of  the  King  her  Brother,  for  their  conftant  Attachment 
<l  to  this  Pcince,  their  Fidelity  to  him,  and  their  Choice  of  herPerfon. 

<c  He  allured  them,  at  the  fame  time,  that  her  Majefty  would  in  all  her 
“  Proceedings  endeavour,  in  Concert  with  the  States,  to  obtain  the  Peace 
c'  fo  requifite  for  the  Eafe  of  her  People ;  and  that  fhe  would  take  a 
Pleafure  in  ruling  according  to  that  happy  Form  of  Government 
‘c  which  they  had  drawn  up.  Baron 
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Baron  "Peter  Ribbing ,  who  was  chofen  Marlhal  of  the  Nobility,  an- 
fwered  this  Harangue  with  another,  in  the  Name  of  the  States,  where¬ 
in  (after  having  laid,  that  they  pleas’d  themfelves  with  the  Choice 
they  had  made  of  a  Princefs,  indued  with  fo  many  Virtues  as  her  Ma- 
jefty,  for  their  Queen)  he  allured, <c  That  they  wou’d  have  nothing  fo 
“  much  at  Heart,  as  to  ftudy  all  the  Means  imaginable  to  render  her 
<c  Reign  eafy;  to  fignalize  their  Zeal  for  the  Welfare  and  Service  of 
“  their  Country ;  to  fhew  her  all  the  Allegiance  and  AfFedion  thac 
u  cou’d  reafonably  be  expected  from  good  Subjeds ;  to  fupply,  by 
“  their  Subfidies,  the  Neceftities  of  the  Kingdom  j  to  find  Reme- 
<c  dies  for  the  publick  Misfortunes,*  and,  in  fine,  to  fubmit  reli- 
<c  gioufly  to  all  the  Conflitutions  and  Laws  that  required  their  Qbe- 
<c  dience. 

Then  were  read  the  Ads  of  AfTurance,  or  Renunciation  to  Arbi¬ 
trary  Ro  wer ,  that  of  the  Eleftion,  and  of  the  Form  of  Government ;  then 
they  took  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  to  her  Majcfly,  who  obliged  her 
felf,  by  another,  to  govern  according  to  the  Articles  agreed  on  by  the 
Senate  and  the  States.  This  done,  Count  Horn  again  thank'd  the 
States,  in  her  Majefty’s  Name,  for  the  generous  Proof  of  their  Affec¬ 
tion  and  Diftindion  for  her  Royal  Perfon,  in  chufing  her  their  Queen, 
and  fettling,  by  the  Ad  of  Eledion,  the  Succeftion  on  her  Male  Chil¬ 
dren,  if  flie  fliou’d  have  any. 

On  the  13d  all  thefe  Ads  were  printed  and  publifhed ;  they  are  in 
a  perplexed  and  confufed  Style,  with  very  little  Connexion,  and  a  great 
deal  of  Repetition.  The  Subftance  of  the  Ad  of  the  Eledion,  dated 
the  20th  of  January ,  is,  “  That  the  States,  being  willing  to  provide 
“  a  SuccefTor  for  the  Throne  then  vacant,  have,  of  their  own  free  and 
“  voluntary  Motion,  caft  their  Eyes  on  the  Princefs  Landfgrazine  of 
<c  HeJfeCaJfel ;  and,  in  Confideration  of  the  augufl  Virtues  of  her  An - 
Cl  ceftors,  which  fhe  inherited,  her  Abhorrence  and  Renunciation  to  So - 
<c  vereignty ,  and  of  her  Oaths  and  Promifes  to  profefs  and  defend  the 
ic  Lutheran  Religion,  exclufive  of  any  other,  and  to  govern  according  to 
“  their  Form  of  Government, &c.  have  fpontaneoufly  and  unanimoufly 
ct  eleded  her  Queen  of  Sweden ,  without  her  having  the  leaf!  Right  to 
“  the  Crown,  according  to  the  Statutes  of  the  Kingdom ;  quoting  thac 
c-  of  1604,  which  fays,  That  any  Daughter  of  the  King  or  "Prince 
“  Royal ,  being  either  married  or  engaged ,  without  the  Confent  and  Ap~ 
*c  probation  of  the  States ,  lofes  her  Right  to  the  Crown ,  both  for  her  felf 
c<  and  her  Children.  They  inftanc’d  Queen  Chriftiana ,  who  not  being 
cc  married,  fucceeded  by  Virtue  of  her  Father,  the  great  Guftavus  Adol- 
“  phus’s  Eledion,  which  gave  her  Right  to  be  chofen ;  and  on  her 
<c  Abdication  her  Coufin  Charles  Guftavus ,  who  being  Son  to  a  Prin- 
“  cefs  thus  married,  was  eleded  by  the  free  Confent  of  the  States  5 
“  and  acknowledges  in  his  AJfurance,  1650^  that  he  is  chofen  pure- 
“  ly  by  their  Favour  and  Courtefy,  and  that  they  did  him  Honour 
C£  therein.  The  States,  on  their  Side,  declared,  by  the  Ad  of  the 
cc  Diet  then  held,  that  they  had  not  chofen  him  out  of  any  Obliga- 
“  tion,  or  Duty,  but  out  of  their  own  free  Will.  It  was  decreed 
<c  both  by  the  Ad  of  Election,  and  that  of  her  Majefty’s  Affurance  or 

Declaration,  that  The  fhould  forfeit  the  Crown,  by  endeavouring, 
“  diredly  or  indiredly,  to  reftore  Arbitrary  Power ;  and  whoever 
cc  durft  propofe  to  her,  or  any  of  her  Succeflors,  the  Thoughts  of  it, 

is  declared  a  Traitor  to  his  Country,  and  to  be  punifhed  as  fuch. 

“  Nor 
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a  Nor  is  her  Majefty  to  fuller  any  one  to  be  admitted  into  any  Em- 
“  ployment  in  the  State,  but  who  is  a  Lutheran ,  born  a  SubjeCt  to 
€t  Sweden ,  and  abjures,  by  the  following  Oath,  the  defpotick  Power, 
u  thus.  I  N.  promife  by  Oath  upon  the  Gofpel,  that  I  will  in  no  wife 
<c  endeavour ,  openly  or  fecretly,  either  of  my  own  Accord,  or  by  the  In- 
“  citement  of  others ,  by  Council ,  or  by  Sollicitation,  to  introduce ,  efla- 
“  blifh,  or  maintain  the  abfolute  Tower ,  call'd  Sovereignty  ;  but ,  on  the 
“  contrary ,  1  will  ftrive ,  as  much  as  in  me  lies,  even  with  the  Hazard 
“  of  my  Life,  to  prevent ,  oppofe ,  hinder  it ;  and  I  oblige  my  felf 
u  to  reveal  all  that  I  can  difcover  is  plotted ,  contriv'd ,  or  projected  for 
<c  its  damnable  Introduction ;  as  alfo  to  impeach  the  Authors ,  their 

<c  Accomplices ,  if  I  can  find  them  out .  So  help  me  God. 

The  Government  contains  40  Articles.  According  to  the 

firft,  her  Majefty  (hall  never  profefs  any  other  Religion  but  the  Lu¬ 
theran,  as  it' is  eftablifhed  by  divers  EdiCts  and  Laws;  nor  fufFer  ei¬ 
ther  the  publick  or  private  Exercife  of  any  other  Religion,  (excepting 
however  the  foreign  Minifters,  to  whom  it  will  be  allow’d  to  have  a 
Chaplain  in  their  own  Houfes,  for  themfelves  and  their  Domefticks, 
as  heretofore;)  but  other  Foreigners  fettled  in  the  Kingdom,  &c.  fhall 
neither  enjoy  this  Liberty,  nor  the  Rights  and  Privileges  of  Citizens, 
nor  have  their  Children  chriften’d  or  intruded  by  any  other  Prieft  but 
thofe  of  this  our  Holy  Religion;  which  to  fpeak  againft,  is  Degradation, 
Banifhment,  &c.  or  even  Death,  according  to  the  Nature  of  the  Difrefped 
or  Blafphemy. — The  2d,  after  having  recommended  to  her  the  Protec¬ 
tion  and  Defence  of  the  Laws,  and  Juftice,  gives  her  the  Prerogative 
of  granting  Safe- Con  du<fts,  and  pardoning  fuch  as  fhall  be  condemn’d, 
provided  they  are  not  altogether  unworthy  of  her  Favour ;  it  requires 
likewife  the  having  fuch  Caufes,  as  fhall  be  brought  before  the  Royal 
College  olRevifion  from  other  Tribunals,  examined  and  judged  thereby. — 
By  the  3d,  her  Majefty  lhall  not  alienate  any  Domains  of  the  Crown 
in  Favour  of  her  Children,  Male  or  Female,  if  Ihe  ftiould  have  any  j 
but  they  fhall  be  contented  with  an  ordinary  Revenue,  or  a  free  Gifr, 
according  to  the  Laws ;  and  are  not  to  fucceed  to  the  Crown,  nor 
afcend  the  Throne,  till  they  have  attain’d  the  Age  of  One  and  Twen¬ 
ty,  gi Authentick  Affurance  of  their  renouncing  Abfolute  Power,  and 
take  the  Oaths  according  to  the  Laws,  acknowledging  that  they  reign 
by  no  other  Right,  but  that  of  the  free  Eletftion  of  the  States.  In  the 
mean  while,  the  States  muft,  with  her  Majefty’s  Confent,  chufe  them 
Perfons  of  Merit,  and  of  known  Integrity,  who  fhall  be  entrufted  with 
the  Care  of  their  Education,  and  of  bringing  them  up  in  the  Luthe¬ 
ran  Religion. —  By  the  4th,  the  States  are  difpens’d  with  obeying 
Laws  which  fhall  be  made  without  their  Confent ;  and  her  Majefty 
and  the  Senate  are  obliged  to  fubmit  to  their  Examination,  whatever 
Laws  or  Statutes  they  think  fit  to  make  in  their  Abfence,  without 
which  they  fhall  not  have  any  Force. — The  5th  directs  her  Majefty  to 
employ  ail  her  Care  for  the  Defence  of  the  Kingdom,  and  to  procure 
a  Peace,  without  doing  any  thing  contrary  to  the  Laws ;  and  prohi¬ 
bits  her  augmenting  the  Contributions  of  the  People,  without  the 
Confent  of  the  States. — The  6th  provides  againft  her  declaring  War 
without  their  Confent ;  but  allows  her,  in  cafe  of  a  fudden  and  unex¬ 
pected  Attack,  to  oppofe  immediately  Force  by  Force,  by  the  Con¬ 
fent  of  the  Senate  only.— The  7th  gives  her  the  fame  Liberty  as  the 
foregoing,  with  Regard  to  the  making  Peace,  and  entering  into  Al- 
V  o  l.  II  Y  y  liances. 
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liances,  which  alfo  Ihe  may  do  by  the  Advice*of  the  Senate  alone.—’ 
By  the  8th,  the  States  are  obliged  to  maintain  the  Authority  and  Trero - 
gatives  granted  to  her  Majefty,  according  to  the  ancient  Conftitutions. 
—The  9th  grants  and  confirms  to  her  Majefty  the  Royal  Privilege  of 
coining  Money ,  and  obliges  her  to  take  care  that  the  Gold  and  Silver 
Species  are  of  a  good  Allay,  and  put  as  foon  as  poftible  on  a  good  Foot¬ 
ing;  on  Condition  neverthelefsthat  (he  fhou’d  not  alter  the  Value,  with¬ 
out  confulting  th q  States,  and  having  their  Approbation. — The  10th  obli¬ 
ges  her  Majefty  not  to  go  out  of  the  Kingdom,  but  with  their  Confent. — 
The  nth  fays,  that  as  Ihe  cant  fingly  attend  and  infped:  all  Affairs,  con- 
fidering  the  Extent  of  the  Kingdom,  (lie  fhall  be  aftifted  by  the  Senators 
zn&Intendants  of  Provinces,  and  other  Officers. — The  nth  prefenbes  the 
Method  of  making  Senators,  which  is,  that  24  of  the  Body  of  the  Nobility, 
12,  of  the  Clergy ,  and  as  many  of  the  Burghers ,  fhall  meet  together,  and 
after  having  taken  an  Oath  to  keep  it  fecret,  muft  unanimoufly  agree 
between  themfelves  upon  the  Choice  of  thofe  whom  they  think  the 
moft  capable  and  worthy  of  that  Dignity,  by  naming  three  for  each 
vacant  Place,  which  her  Majefty  may  fill  up  with  whoever  of  the  three 
fhe  pleafes.  N.  B.  The  fame  Article  provides,  that  not  one  of  the 
EleSiors  fhall  be  chofen  or  named,  and  that  no  Senators  Place,  becom¬ 
ing  vacant  after  the  Separation  of  the  States ,  fhall  be  fill’d  up  but  at 
a  new  'Diet,  which  fixes  the  Number  of  Senators  to  24,  and  does  not 
allow  above  two  out  of  one  Family,  either  nearly  related  by  Blood, 
or  otherwife,  much  lefs  three  Brothers. — The  13th  obliges  her  Majefty 
always  to  govern  the  Kingdom  by  the  Advice  of  the  Senators. — The 
14th  requires,  that  they  (faving  the  Allegiance  and  the  Refped  due 
to  her  Majefty  and  their  Country)  fhould  give  all  the  Council  and  Ad¬ 
vice  that  they  judge  moft  found  and  beneficial,  with  the  greatefl;  Dif- 
intereftnefs  and  Impartiality,  and  without  any  humane  Refped:  to  their 
Relations  and  Friends  *  and  avoiding  to  encourage,  either  atftively  or 
paftively,  the  introducing  Arbitrary  Bower ,  on  Pain  of  Lofs  of  Life, 
Honour,  and  Eftate.— The  ifth  will  have  them  all  give  their  Advice 
when  the  Neceftities  of  the  State  demand  it,  or  at  leaft;  ten  of  them, 
(when  there  are  no  more  at  hand)  and  to  be  refponfible  for  the  evil 
Adminiftration  of  any  Affairs  that  fhou’d  arrive  through  their  Negli¬ 
gence.  It  adds  that,  in  Cafe  of  an  Equality  of  Voices  among  the  Se¬ 
nators,  her  Majefty  fhall  have  the  calling  Vote,  and  turn  the  Scale  to 
which  Side  fhe  pleafes. — The  16th  directs,  that  if  her  Majefty  fhou’d 
be  abfent,  or  indifpofed,  the  Adminiftration  of  Affairs  is  to  be  regu¬ 
lated  by  the  Plurality  of  Suffrages  in  the  Senate  ;  and  that  if  the  Se¬ 
nators  happen  to  be  equally  divided  upon  two  Opinions,  that  which 
is  approv’d  of  by  the  eldeft  fhall  be  follow’d  ;  alfo,  that  if  the  Throne 
become  vacant  by  the  Death  of  her  Majefty,  there  are  no  hereditary 
Princes ;  the  Government  is  to  be  in  the  Senate’s  Hands,  till  the  States 
afiemble  to  ele<5fc  a  Succeftor,  according  to  the  Method  pteferibed  in  the 
ASt  of  Election. — The  17th  impowers  the  Senators ,  who  are  Prefiderits 
of  Colleges ,  to  give  their  beft  Orders  and  Dire&ions  to  their  Deputies 
to  demand  an  Account  of  their  Difpatches,  that  they  may  inform  her 
Majefty  of  what  is  neceflary  relating  to  them. — The  18th  afligtis  to 
every  Court  of  Juftice  a  Senator  for  Prefident,  who  muft  have  for  Col¬ 
leagues  a  Vice-Prefident,  and  four  Afliftants ;  the  two  firft  whereof  are  to 
have  no  other  Allowance  than  their  ordinary  Salaries,  as  regulated  by 
the  State.  It  alfo  provides  that  no  Gentleman  fhall  be  condemned  by 
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any  other  Tribunal  than  that  of  the  Royal  Court,  call’d  Hofratten , 
when  it  concerns  Lofs  of  Life  or  Honour,  according  to  the  Privileges 
of  the  Nobility,  &c. — By  the  19th,  The  College  of  War  is  to  have  a  Se¬ 
nator  for  Prefident,  with  two  others  of  the  fame  Rank  for  his  Col¬ 
leagues,  (who  muft  all  three  be  well  verfed  in  the  Knowledge  of  Mi¬ 
litary  Affairs)  a  General  of  the  Artillery ,  a  General  Quarter- Ma(ler,  and 
two  Councellors  of  War  who  underftand  Accounts.  This  College  is  to 
take  care  of  the  Land  Forces  and  the  Artillery ,  both  in  the  Garrifons 
and  the  Army  5  to  keep  the  Fortifications  in  good  Order  5  make  new 
ones  when  Neceffity  requires  it,  and  call  the  Colonels  to  an  Examina¬ 
tion  about  the  cloathing  the  Regiments  committed  ufually  to  their 
Management ;  after  which,  all  the  Papers  of  the  College  lhall  be  laid 
before,  and  referred  to  the  Chamber  of  Accompts. — By  the  20th,  The 
Forces ,  both  by  Land  and  Sea,  with  their  refpe6Hve  Officers,  are  ob¬ 
liged  to  take  an  Oath  of  Fidelity  to  her  Majefiy ,  the  Kingdom 
and  the  States ,  according  to  the  Form  appointed  for  this  purpofe. 
The  Contracts  made  with  the  Feafants  and  the  Cities ,  for  the 
Subfiftance  of  the  Infantry  and  Sailors,  are  to  be  obferv’d  j  and  if 
the  Lands  of  any  private  Perfon  have  been  affign’d,  or  given  unjuftly 
to  any  Officer,  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  true  Proprietor  to  refume  them 
by  the  Courfe  of  Juftice. — By  the  21ft,  No  Colonel ,  nor  any  other  Of¬ 
ficer,  is  allow’d,  without  Leave  given  by  her  Majefiy  in  full  Senate ,  to 
march  any  Soldiers  out  of  their  ordinary  Quarters,  and  that  on  pain 
of  Lofs  of  Life  and  Honour. — By  the  22d,  The  College  of  Admiralty 
muft  have  for  Prefident  a  Senator  Admiral  General ,  with  all  the  other 
Admirals  and  Sea  Officers  that  are  prefent  for  his  Colleagues ;  but  (as 
the  College  is  now  at  Carelfcroon  with  the  Fleet,)  it  is  ordered  that- a 
Senator ,  well  verfed  in  Naval  Affairs,  lhall  always  affift  at  all  the  De¬ 
bates  in  the  Senate  relating  to  it;  and  this  College  is  to  take  care  of 
the  Naval  Forces  of  the  Kingdom,  ‘of  the  Men  of  War,  Frigates ,  Gal - 
lies ,  Brigantines ,  &c.  built  or  to  be  built,  well  provided,  and  kept  in 
good  Order.— By  the  23d,  The  Chancery  College  lhall  have  for  Prefident 
a  Senator ,  and  he  for  Colleagues  three  others  of  the  fame  Rank,  with 
a  Chancellor  of  the  Court,  and  three  Secretaries  of  State.  This  Col¬ 
lege  is  to  draw  up  all  the  Statues ,  FDecrees  and  Ordinances  of  the  King¬ 
dom  in  general  ;  and  the  Charters  of  Cities,  and  Frivileges  of  private 
Perfons  in  particular  ;  together  with  Full  Fowers,  LettersFatent ,  Cre¬ 
dentials,  Adts  of  the  SDiet,  Treaties  of  Feace ,  and  Alliances ,  By 

the  24th,  The  Prefident  of  the  Chancery  is  to  admit  no  one  who  has 
not  a  luitable  Capacity  ;  and  Choice  muft  be  made  of  four  Gentlemen, 
who,  by  their  Studies  and  Travels  in  Foreign  Countries,  and  their  na¬ 
tural  Ingenuity,  have  acquired  the  neceffary  Knowledge  of  the  World 
and  of  Bufinefs ;  who  muft  be  employ’d  in  the  College  under  the  Name 
of  Cancellie-Tonkar ,  or  young  Gentlemen  of  the  Chancery.  Thefe 
muft  have  certain  Salaries,  and  (after  taking  the  appointed  Oaths)  be 
allowed  for  their  Inftrucftion  to  fee  and  examine  the  Archives ,  and  o- 
ther  Pieces  proper  to  give  the  jufteft  Ideas,  and  beftlnfight  into  the 
real  Situation  of  Affairs  both  Abroad  and  at  Home. — By  the  2£th, 
i  The  Chamber  of  Accompts ,  and  the  Stadt  Comptoir ,  muft  have  a  Sena¬ 
tor  for  Prefident,  with  another  for  his  Colleague,  and  the  other  Coun¬ 
cellors  of  the  Chamber  for  Aflociates  :  And  all  who  have  the  Manage- 
I  ment  of  the  Revenues ,  and  Expences  of  the  Court ,  muft  give  them  an 
I  Account,  and  receive  their  Orders  from  them.  This  College  is  to  take 
I  V  o  l.  II.  Y  y  2  a 
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a  particular  Care,  that  thefe  and  other  Revenues  are  faithfully  depo¬ 
rted  in  the  State  Comptcir  Chert,  and  that  the  Regalia  Fifci  are  nei¬ 
ther  alienated  nor  negle&ed.  The  Subjects  are  not  to  be  over-charg’d 
with  Taxes,  but  when  the  Publick  Service  indifpenfably  requires  it; 
nor  any  one  (han’t  be  laid  upon  the  People  without  the  States  Con- 
fent,  no  more  than  any  Mony  taken  out  of  the  State  Comptoir  Chert, 
without  the  Confent  and  Knowledge  of  the  States  or  the  Senate ;  ex¬ 
cepting  however,  a  fmall  Sum  not  exceeding  50  Rix-Dollars,  which  is 
to  be  always  at  her  Majefty  s  Difpoial,  or  delivered  to  her  ftngle  Or¬ 
ders.  The  Chamber  of  Accomgts  muft  have  the  fupervifing  of  the 
Directors  of  the  Cuftoms,  and  conftitute  Vifitors  over  them.  The 
entire  Difpofal  of  them  muft  belong  to  the  Stadt  Comptcir ,  which 
is  to  pay  the  Clerks  and  other  Perl'ons  employ’d  by  the  State,  as 
alfo  moll  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Kingdom . — By  the  26th,  the  Prefi- 
dent  of  the  College  of  Mines  is  to  be  likewife  a  Senator,  and  to  have 
for  Colleagues  two  Councellors  of  the  Mines  with  four  Artiftants,  who 
fliall  overlook  and  have  the  Care  of  every  thing  that  relates  to  the 
Improvement  of  the  Mines  and  Machines,  &c. — By  the  27th,  The 
College  of  Commerce  is  to  have  another  Senator  for,  its  Prefident,  with 
two  Councellors ,  four  Artiftants  and  two  Commiftioners,  who  muft  be 
Merchants,  and  have  their  fix’d  Salaries.  And  in  cafe  of  any  Bufinefs 
of  Confequence,  relating  to  Trade  or  Manufactures,  they  are  obliged 
(jointly  with  the  Magistrates  of  Cities)  to  hear  the  Opinion  of  the 
Citizens  who  are  Tradefmen,  and  the  Manufacturers  both  Foreigners 
and  Natives,  before  they  determine  any  thing. — By  the  28th,  The  Col¬ 
lege  of  Revifion  is  left  upon  the  fame  Foot  it  was  before,  with  a  Senator 
for  Prefident,  and  the  ufual  Artiftants,  to  revife  the  Annual  Revenues 
of  the  Crown  ;  theCaufes  that  are  brought  before  them,  by  way  of  Ap¬ 
peal,  from  the  Sentences  of  other  Tribunals  which  have  judged  them 
already. — According  to  the  29th,  The  firft  Marfbal  of  the  Court  muft: 
be  a  Senator,  and  be  Comptroller  of  the  Royal  Table,  Palaces  and  Sta¬ 
bles,  ire. — The  30th  ordains,  That  the  Stadtholder ,  or  Governor  of 
the  City,  (as  the  Governor  of  Stockholm  is  call’d  here)  being  likewife 
a  Senator,  fhall  take  care  that  good  Policy  and  Order  be  obferved 
throughout  the  City  and  Suburbs  ;  and  as  Chief  of  the  Citizens ,  have, 
jointly  with  the  firft  Magiftrate ,  an  Eye  upon  the  Prefervation  of  their 
! 'Privileges  and  Rights ,  artift  at  the  Reviews  to  be  made  of  the  afore- 
faid  Citizens,  and  order  all  the  Executions ,  and  other  things  annex’d 
to  his  Office. — According  to  the  31ft,  All  the  Colleges  are  obliged  to  be 
reciprocally  artiftant  to,  and  help  each  other  in  every  thing  that  re¬ 
gards  the  Welfare  of  the  Crown,  and  the  People  in  general  ;  and  to 
render  ever  Year  a  faithful  Account  of  their  Adminiftration,  both  Pub* 
lick  and  Private,  to  the  States  aftembled. — 'By  the  3  2d,  The  Charge  of 
the  Provinces  and  cDiftriffis,  &c>  of  the  Kingdom  is  committed  to 
Landfofdings ,  who  are  to  rule  them  without  the  Title  of  Governors  ; 
and  the  Lifgeddings,  confiding  in  Lands,  &c.  given  heretofore  to 
Queens  (fuch  as  the  late  Grandmother  of  her  Majefty  now  reigning 
had  at  Wajlena )  are  abolifhed. — By  the  33d,  Thofe  Landfofdings 
are  to  fee  the  Arable  Fields,  fyc*  regularly  cultivated,  receive  the 
Revenues  of  the  Country;  and  give  a  yearly  Account  of  them. — 
By  the  34th,  Her  Majefty  is  not  to  give  any  Employment  of  Confe¬ 
quence,  without  the  Advice  and  Confent  of  the  Senate ;  but  when  any 
Place  is  vacant,  (for  Inftance  in  any  College')  three  Perfons  arc  to  be 
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prefenced  to  her  of  knoWn  Integrity  and  Capacity,  out  of  whom  fhe 
may  chufe  which  ihe  pleafes  to  fill  the  Vacancy.  As  for  Military  Of¬ 
fices,  the  States  are  to  have  the  Diftribution  and  Difpofal  of  all  above 
the  degree  of  a  Lieutenant-Colonel.  No  Strangers  are  to  have  any  im¬ 
portant  Poll  in  Jthe  Kingdom. — By  the  3£th,  her  Majefiy  is  defired 
not  ennoble  fo  many  as  formerly,  but  only  fuch  as  fhall  fignalize 
themfelves,  by  rendring  fome  confiderable  Services  to  their  Coun¬ 
try. — By  the  36th,  She  will  call  the  States  together  every  third 
Year,  and  oftner  if  the  Publick  Welfare  requires  it  5  then  an  Ac¬ 
count  of  what  has  palled  fince  their  lafl  Separation,  and  the  pre- 
fent  Poflure  of  Affairs,  muft  be  laid  before  them.  They  are  likewife 
to  examine  into  the  Conduct  of  the  Senate ,  whether  they  had  the 
Welfare  of  the  Kingdom  in  view,  or  not.  During  the  Abfence, 
any  dangerous  Sicknefs,  or  the  Death  of  her  Majefty ,  the  Senators  may 
call  the  States  together  but  if  there  fhou’d  be  no  Male  Heir,  (in 
whofe  Name  they  may  fummon  them)  they  are  to  meet  of  their  own 
Accord,  the  30th  Day  after  the  Queens  Deceafe,  which  muff  be 
immediately  publifhed  by  Order  of  the  Senate ,  and  by  the  Care  of  the 
Adminiflrators  of  the  Houfe  of  the  Nobility ,  the  Archbifhop  of  Upfal , 
and  the  Landfofdmgs  of  Provinces  and  Diflri&s,  to  the  End  it  may  be 
known  timely  by  all  thofe  whom  it  concern  d.  — By  the  37th,  the  No¬ 
bility  referve  to  themfelves  the  Right  and  Power  of  chufing  their  Mar - 
jhal\  and  when  there  is  to  be  a  Divifion  of  the  States,  for  the  Examina¬ 
tion  of  any  private  Affair,  or  any  fecret  Conferences,  each  of  them  may 
name  and  chufe  out  of  their  refped:ive  Bodies  fuch  Members,  in  whom 
they  believe  they  can  belt  confide,  to  compofe  a  Secret  Committee  with 
thofe  of  the  other  States.  At  the  Beginning  of  every  Diet,  the  Tala - 
maners,  or  Orators  of  the  affembled  States,  muft  name  and  chufe  una- 
nimoufly  a  Secretary  of  the  Peafants,  to  digefl  into  Writing  what  is  re- 
quifite. — By  the  38th,  The  Nobility  of  Efthonia ,  Livonia  and  Oefilia 
are  to  be  re-eflablifh’d  and  confirm'd  in  their  Rights  and  Privileges ,  as 
foon  as  thefe  Provinces  fhall  be  re-united  to  her  Majefty ’s  Dominions, 
by  a  happy  Peace.— By  the  39th,  Her  Majefty ,  on  the  like  Terms,  is 
to  have  the  fame  juft  Regard  and  Confideration  for  thofe  of  her  Ger¬ 
man  Provinces. — By  the  40th,  She  confirms  the  Charters  and  Privi¬ 
leges  of  all  the  Cities  in  the  Kingdom.  This  Form  of  Government  was 
Sign’d  by  the  Marjhal  of  the  Nobility ,  the  Archbifhop  of  Upfal ,  the  firft 
Burgomafter  of  Stockholm ,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Peafants  ;  and  was 
afterwards  ratify ’d  and  fign’d  by  the  Queen . 

In  the  mean  while,  the  People  would  have  Baron  Goertz  to  be  facri- 
ficedto  their  Refentment  and  Hatred.  He  was  generally  cry’d  out  a- 
gainft  as  the  Author  of  the  Misfortunes  and  Mifery  of  the  Kingdom.  The 
Politicians  faid,  That  after  having  ruin’d  the  Army  in  Norway ,  he  de- 
fign’d  to  bring  the  Ruffians  into  the  Heart  of  Sweden ,  and  fet  up  the 
Duke  of  Holftein  for  King,  and  the  Princefs  of  Mufcovy  for  Queen  ;  that 
in  order  to  this,  he  had  contriv’d  and  concerted  a  Marriage  between 
them,  intending  to  reign  himfelf  abfolutely  over  the  young  Pair.  Di- 
.vers  other  Projects  were  afcribed  to  him,  which  flatter  d  the  Views  of 
his  Czarian  Majefiy  upon  Germany  and  Denmark ,  efpecially  in  favour 
of.  the  Duke  of  Mecklemburg.  The  Pulpits  and  Market-Places  refound¬ 
ed  openly  with  Inve&ives  againfl  his  Adminiflration  5  they  attack’d 
his  very  Thoughts  and  Belief  in  refped:  to  God ,  gave  him  the  odious 
Name  of  Atheif  &c.  Hearing  that  he  was  already  condemn’d  by  the 
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common  Voice  to  die,  he  chofe  (contrary  to  fiich  Afperfions)  for  his 
Spiritual  Counfellor  Dr.  Conrardy ,  a  Minider  of  the  German  Church, 
one  of  the  mod  iearned  and  moderate  among  his  Lutheran  Brethren. 
This  DoCtor  had  alone  the  Liberty  to  vifit  the  Prifoner ;  and  the  bet¬ 
ter  he  became  acquainted  with  him,  the  lefs  he  judged  him  to  deferve 
fuch  Ufage  and  the  Fate  he  was  threatned  with.  His  Tryal  did  not 
come  on  till  the  End  of  January  ;  the  chief  Articles  laid  to  his  Charge 
are  in  the  Appendix.  His  Defence  was  kept  very  fecret  ;  and  I  had, 
with  a  great  Difficulty,  the  following  Anfwers  to  three  of  them,  as  well 
as  the  AbdraCt  of  his  Procefs  ;  thefe  three  Articles  are,  i.  His  be¬ 
ing  taxed  with  the  Invention  of  the  Imaginary  Species  of  Paper  and 
Copper.  2.  With  having  advis’d  the  King  to  continue  the  War,  and 
to  his  two  Campaigns  in  Norway  during  the  harded  Seafon.  3.  With 
the  Defign  to  ruin  the  Swedijh  Army  there ;  and  as  half  of  it  perilhed  in 
1716,  and  a  good  part  before  the  Kings  Death,  <&c.  and  to  bring  the 
Enemy  into  the  Heart  of  Sweden.  He  defended  himfelf  fo  eloquently, 
that  it  was  not  judged  neceffary  to  grant  him  Council  as  he  demanded  ; 
nor  leave  to  fit  down,  which  his  Weaknefs,  caufed  by  his  new  Courfe 
of  Life,  being  depriv'd  of  his  Cooks,  or  rather  by  his  fading,  made 
him  defire  and  they  examin’d  him  for  near  two  Hours  at  each  Time, 
always  (landing. 

To  the  Articles  of  the  Imaginary  Species,  of  War,  ire.  he  faid, 
C£  That  he  had  but  conform’d  to  the  Scheme  of  them  which  had  been 
“  form’d  at  Stralfund  by  fome  of  the  King’s  Counfellors ;  that  indeed 
11  ’twas  a  Misfortune  to  the  Publick,  that  the  Deputation  had  been  re- 
<c  duced  to  the  Neceflity  of  iffuing  a  Quantity  fo  little  proportionable 
“  to  that  of  the  good  Money,  and  of  having  recourfe  to  Remedies  fo 
u  violent  and  fo  burthenfome  to  the  Subject,  which  was  entirely  con- 
<c  trary  to  his  Intentions  ;  but  that,  violent  as  they  were,  if  fuch 
<c  Meafures  had  not  been  taken,  Sweden  mud  have  been  forced  to  fub- 
“  mit  to  the  Yoke  defigned  her  by  her  Enemies,  which  wou’d  have 
<c  been  a  much  greater  Misfortune.  That,  as  a  Proof  he  had  not  ad- 
“  vifed  the  King  to  continue  the  War,  (to  which  his  Majedy,  with- 
“  out  being  prompted,  as  they  but  too  well  knew,  was  diffidently 
“  inclined)  was  the  holding  the  Congrefs  at  thelde  of  Lojfo ,*  to  which 
“  he  had  induced  the  Czar ,  as  well  as  his  Majedy,  to  confent,  at  a 
“  time  when  tbofe  two  Princes  were  the  mod  exafperated  againd 
“  each  other.  That  the  principal  End  of  this  Congrefs  was  to  divide 
£{  the  Pontentates  who  had  entred  into  an  Alliance  againd  Sweden  } 
u  and  fird  to  deliver  the  Kingdom  from  the  mod  powerful  of  its  Ene- 
£<  mies,  the  Czar  j  whild  his  Swedijh  Majedy  was  employ’d  in  redu- 
<{  cing  the  King  of  Denmark  to  Reafon  by  Force  of  Arms.  That 
cc  Things  were  already  fettled  upon  fuch  a  good  Footing,  that  if  his 
“  Majedy’s  Death  had  not  of  a  fudden  chang’d  the  Scene,  they  cou’d 
t:  not  fail  of  meeting  with  as  happy  and  unexpected  a  Succefs,  as 
“  France  had  done  at  the  Congrefs  of  Utrecht ,  in  the  fame,  or  at 
<£  lead  as  dangerous  a  Crijis.  That  as  to  his  Intention  to  ruin  the 
cl  Army  and  the  King,  wherewith  they  charged  him,  God,  who  on- 
“  ly  knew  what  pafs’d  in  the  Hearts  of  Men,  cou’d  bear  him  Wit- 
“  nefs  no  fuch  Thought  had  ever  entred  into  his  He  added,  <e  That 
“  befides  he  had  done  nothing  without  his  Majedy’s  Orders,  lie  was 
u  fo  far  from  advifing  him  to  lay  any  Burthen  on  his  People,  but 
“  what  was  abfolutely  necelfary,  (as  that  of  the  lad  ‘Flacaert  was, ) 
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se  that  he  never  fent  a  Penny  out  of  Sweden  but  for  the  publick  Ufe, 
“  and  cou’d  prove,  that  he  had  fpent  a  good  deal  of  his  own  Mo- 
“  ney  in  his  Majefty’s  Service  ;  nay,  that  he  even  refufed  4  per  Cent . 
<c  which  that  Prince  offer  d  him  as  a  Prefent  or  Reward  upon  all  the 
<£  Money  that  was  under  his  Management,  or  that  he  could  borrow  ; 
<£  begging  his  Majefty  to  fufpend  this  Reward,  till  fuch  time  as  the 
“  Affairs  and  Finances  of  the  Kingdom  fliould  be  reftored  to  than 
“  profperous  Condition  wherein  he  hoped  to  fee  them ;  which  he  fo 
“  ardently  wifh’d  for,  and  fo  fincerely  endeavour’d  to  bring  about.’* 
He  alledged,  as  a  confiderable  Service  render’d  to  the  trading  Part  of 
the  Kingdom,  ic  his  having  mitigated  the  Severity  of  the  Regulation 
“  of  the  TrivateerSy  of  which  fo  many  Complaints  had  been  made,  by 
“  prevailing  on  his  Majefty  to  foften  it,  by  the  Bajfports  he  himfelf 
u  and  his  Majefty’s  Minifters  in  Englandy  Hollandy  &c.  gave  to  Ma- 
u  fters  of  Ships,  which  this  Prince  wou’d  not  at  firft  fo  much  as  hear 
“  of ;  of  which  Regulationy  twas  well  known,  he  neither  had  been 
“  Advifer  nor  Contriver.”  But  neither  the  Zeal  he  fo  eloquently  plead¬ 
ed  for  the  Publick,  neither  the  King’s  Authority  for  all  his  Actions, 
nor  whatever  he  alledged  for  his  Juftification  at  his  different  Examina¬ 
tions,  cou’d  fave  him.  As  foon  as  Dr.  Conrardy  faw  his  Life  in  Dan¬ 
ger  ,  he  went  to  beg  of  the  Queen  u  not  to  begin  her  Reign  with 
“  Blood,  but  rather  with  a  generous  Pardon  of  Offences when,  at 
the  fame  time,  feveral  of  the  Clergy  made  their  utmoft  Efforts  to  in¬ 
duce  that  Princefs,  naturally  inclin’d  to  Clemency,  to  refent  and  punifh 
thofe  Offences ;  reprefenting  to  her  Majefty,  “  with  what  Haughti- 
<c  nefs  and  Contempt  that  Stranger  had  treated  her  during  her  Royal 
<c  Brother’s  Life  ;  and  above  all,  how  defpotically  he  had  carry’d  on  his 
“  tyrannical  Proje&s,  ever  ftnee  he  had  found  Means  to  gain  that 
u  Prince’s  Confidence,”  &c. 

Her  Majefty,  however,  being  moved  by  the  Doctor’s  Remonftran- 
ces,  anfwer’d, “  That  fhe  could  very  willingly  forgive  the  Baron  what- 
“  ever  he  had  done  againft  her  Perfon,  and  more ;  but  that,  holding  her 
€i  Crown  from  the  SiateSy  after  Gody  flie  neither  could  nor  would,  without 
ic  their  Confent  and  Concurrence,  pafs  by  the  Injuries  done  to  the  Bub- 
cc  lick”  Thereupon  this  worthy  Clergyman  addrefs’d  himfelf  to  the  States , 
to  obtain  their  Confent ;  but  in  vain :  He  gave  himfelf  as  much  Trouble 
to  fave  the  Prifoner,  as  the  others  (befides  a  great  many  Enemies  he  had 
among  the  Nobility,  and  both  Civil  and  Military  Officers  in  the  King¬ 
dom)  did  more  effectually  to  deftroy  him.  He  was  condemn’d  to  be 
beheaded,  and  buried  at  the  Foot  of  the  Gallows,  where  all  the  Rob¬ 
bers  and  Highwaymen  are  hang’d,  fituated  on  one  of  the  high  Roads 
half  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  from  the  City.  The  Sentence  of  his  Condem¬ 
nation  was  read  to  him  on  the  nth  of  Marchy  after  degrading  and 
taking  from  him  all  his  Titles  of  Honour ;  and  the  Order  of  the  Orange , 
wherewith  he  had  been  honour’d  by  the  King  of  BruJfiay  was  fent  back 
to  that  Prince.  The  Subftance  of  his  Sentence  was,  “  That  George 
“  Henry  Goertz  was  condemned  to  lofe  his  Head  at  the  Foot  of  the 
<c  Gallows,  and  be  there  buried  by  the  Hands  of  the  Hangman,  for 
ic  having  render’d  the  Fidelity  of  his  Subjects  fufpeefted  to  the  late 
<c  King  Charles  XII. — For  having  deftroyed  the  Confidence  his  Maje- 
<c  fly  repofed  both  in  the  Senate,  the  Colleges  of  Chancery  and  Wat, 
<c  and  the  Stadt-Comptoir  ;  and  by  that  Means  removing  the  Minifters 
J4  that  were  moft  zealous  for  his  Majefty ,  and  the  Welfare  of  the  King- 
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<c  dom,  from  the  Management  of  the  mod  importanr  State  Affairs; — ■ 
“  For  having  ruin’d  the  Publick  Credit ,  ftript  the  Subjects  of  what  lie- 
“  tie  good  Money,  Bank  Bills,  and  other  folid  Effects,  they  had  left; — 
“  For  having  encouraged  that  Prince  to  continue  the  War  by  his 
u  Councils,  and  the  tyrannick  Ways  he  had  invented  furnifh’d  him  with 
“  Supplies,  by  abufing  the  Authority  with  which  his  Majefty  had  en- 
“  truffed  him;  — For  having  fown  Divifions,  and  created  Mifunder- 
<c  {landings  between  Sweden ,  and  the  Potentates  her  mod  ancient  and 
“  fincere  Friends  and  Allies ; — For  having  been  the  Author  of  all  the  grea- 
<c  ted  Evils  the  Kingdom  ever  groan’d  under,  fince  he  had  found  Means 
<c  to  advance  himfelf  to  the  Head  of  Affairs  ;  and  feveral  other  capital 
u  Reafons  too  well  known,  and  extracted  from  his  Adions  and  Papers. 

He  heard  this  Sentence  read  (as  was  reported)  with  a  condant  and 
ferene  Countenance,  and  with  a  Refolution  that  feem’d  not  to  be  daunted 
by  the  Fear  of  Death  ;  but  thinking  the  Article  of  being  buried  under 
the  Gallows ,  where  Felons  and  Highwaymen  were  hang’d,  exceffively 
fevere  and  ignominious,  he  drew  up  a  Petition  to  the  States ,  of  which 
Mr.  Conradi  took  the  Charge ;  wherein  he  defir’d  Permiffion  to  give  an 
Account  of  the  Finances ,  whereof  he  had  the  Direction,  and  beggd  them 
to  mitigate  the  Sentence  with  Regard  to  his  Body ,  by  differing  either 
his  Friends  or  ‘Domeflicks  to  have  the  Difpofai  of  it  after  the  Execu¬ 
tion.  Both  thefe  were  refufed  him ;  and  during  five  or  fix  Days  that 
were  granted  him  to  prepare  himfelf  for  Death,  he  wrote  his  own 
Epitaph ,  in  the  following  Words  ;  Fides  erga  Regem  dr  Fducem ,  Mors 
Regis ,  mors  mea  ;  and  had  a  Suit  of  black  Velvet  made  for  him,  with 
Shoulder-draps  faden’d  with  Buttons.  His  Domedicks,  who  had  in 
vain  defired  the  Liberty  to  fee  him  during  his  Confinement,  faw  him 
the  19th  in  the  Morning,  when  he  came  out  for  the  Place  of  Execu¬ 
tion ,  and  were  allow’d  to  pay  him  their  lad  Duty,  by  carrying  behind 
him  a  Coffin  to  put  his  Body  in,  after  its  Separation  from  the  Head, 
and  bury  it  in  the  Grave  dug  near  it.  Not  the  lead  Alteration  or  Sign 
of  Fear  was  feen  in  his  Countenance  ;  on  the  contrary,  perceiving  on 
both  Sides  the  Trifon  Gate  his  ‘Domefticks  with  Tears  in  their  Eyes, 
he  faid  to  them,  <\Dorit  weep ,  my  Friends ;  there  are  no  Friends ,  no  Ma- 
fters ,  nor  no  Servants  fo  goody  but  mu(l  one  *Day  part ;  and  afterwards 
he  added,  with  a  little  Smile,  to  one  of  them,  whofe  Name  was  T>u- 
valy  who  had  been  his  Cook,  and  then  his  Steward,  I  Jhall  eat  no 
more  of  your  good  Soups ,  Duval.  At  the  fame  time  he  enured  into  a 
hired  Coach,  that  had  been  granted  to  carry  him,  having  made  Mr. 
Conradi  get  in  fird ;  and  as  it  froze  very  hard,  and  the  Cold  was  ve¬ 
ry  piercing,  he  ask’d  for  his  fprr’d  Clock,  wherewith  he  ufed  to  tra¬ 
vel,  which  was  given  him  and  thrown  over  his  Shoulders.  This 
done,  the  Proceffion  began,  confiding,  befides  feveral  thoufands  Spec¬ 
tators,  of  above  zoo  Guards  arm’d  with  Pikes.  As  foon  as  the  Coach 
arriv’d  at  the  Foot  of  the  Gallows ,  he  came  out,  with  his  Hat  on ;  and 
having  view’d  the  Beholders,  on  the  right  and  left,  with  a  refolute  and 
fedate  Look,  amongd  whom  were  above  60  Prieds,  whofe  Prcfence 
(to  fay  the  Truth)  was  not  very  edifying  at  the  Place,  he  ask’d  Mr. 
Conradi ,  If  he  thought  it  proper  for  him  to  make  a  Jhort  Speech  ?  But  he 
advifed  him  to  the  contrary.  After  this,  not  feeing  any  Scajfoldy  he 
enquired  where  the  Block  was;  which  was  {hewn  him,  lying  upon  a 
Heap  of  Sand,  about  four  or  five  Paces  from  the  Coach,  by  the  fame 
Perfon,  who  held  him  by  the  Hand,  and  conduced  him  to  it.  As 
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foon  as  lie  was  near  enough  to  it,  he  gave  his  Hat  and  Wig  to  his 
Valet  de  Chambre ,  who  in  the  room  of  them  put  him  on  a  Night-cap ; 
after  which  he  himfelf  unbutton’d  the  Shoulder-Straps  of  his  Coat, 
whilA  the  other  took  off  his  Cravat ;  then  laying  himfelf  flat  upon 
the  Ground,  with  his  Neck  upon  the  Block,  he  laid  in  High  Hutch 
loud  enough  to  be  heard  by  feveral,  Satiate  thy  felf  Sweden,  with  the 
innocent  Blood  you  fo  much  thirjl  after .  The  Executioner  advancing  at 
the  fame  time,  was  Aopt  a  Minute  by  Mr.  Conradiy  who,  giving  him 
10  Ducats,  told  him,  “  He  wou’d  excommunicate  him,  if  he  touch’d 
“  the  Body  with  his  Hands,  or  any  thing  that  belong’d  to  it,  after 
“  its  Separation  from  the  Head.”  He  promifed  that  he  wou’d  not ; 
and  that  Moment  cut  it  off  very  dextroufly  at  one  Stroke :  Which  done, 
all  the  Blood  having  run  out,  the  Homefticks  put  the  Body  and  Head 
of  their  dear  Mafier  into  the  Coffin,  bedewing  it  with  Tears,  and  let  it 
down  into  the  Grave,  which  was  not  deep,  on  account  of  the  Ground 
being  frozen,  covering  it  firA  with  the  Sand  which  had  drank  up  his 
Blood,  and  afterwards  filling  it  up  with  Earth. 

The  Hiflory  of  the  Hangman  at  Stockholm ,  is  remarkable  enough  to 
deferve  being  related:  He  was  bred  in  Smoland ,  where  he  kept  Goats; 
and  being  one  Day  (when  a  Child  about  io  Years  old)  at  Play,  after 
fetch  ail  Execution,  with  his  Comrades,  who  had  either  feen  or  heard 
of  it,  he  propofed  to  choofe  one  amongA  them  who  fhould  reprefent 
the  Criminal,  with  Judges  to  fentence  him,  and  that  he  would  be  the 
Executioner  >  which  being  done,  the  Perfon  condemn’d  went  to  his  Mo¬ 
ther  to  defire  his  befi  Cloaths,  faying  that  he  was  going  to  be  Behead¬ 
ed  ;  as  flie  only  imagin’d  it  to  be  Child’s  Play,  file  gave  them  to  him,  and 
being  well  cloath’d,  he  went  to  the  Place  defignd  for  Execution,  whi¬ 
ther  he  was  accompanied  by  his  Play-Fellows;  one  of  which  adfed  the 
PrieA,  and  they  play’d  all* their  Parts  fo  much  to  the  Life,  that  the 
young  Executioner  actually  cut  off  the  Child  s  Head  that  was  con¬ 
demned.  This  tragical  Diverfion  might  perhaps  have  been  continued  by 
the  others,  (who  hardly  knew  what  Life  was,  far  from  knowing  the  na¬ 
ture  of  Death)  fo  much  they  were  pleafed  with  it,  if  fome  body  happening 
to  pafs  by,  and  fee,  with  all  the  Horrour  that  may  be  well  imagin’d,  this 
firA  Eflay,  had  not  hinder’d  its  going  any  further.  The  Parents  of  the  dead 
Child  rent  the  Air  with  their  Cries;  thofe  of  the  others  whip’d  theirs, 
efpecially  the  Executioner,  who  was  deliver’d  up  into  the  Hands  ofju- 
Aice ;  and  he  being  judged  too  young,  and  too  ignorant  of  the  Nature 
of  the  Crime  committed,  to  die,  was  condemn’d  to  exercife  the  Profef- 
fion,  of  which  he  had  juA  made  fuch  a  cruel  Experiment,  as  foon  as 
he  came  to  Age  5  and  Which  he  has  fince  done  with  a  great  deal  of  Dex¬ 
terity,  having  never  (as  is  faid)  fail’d  of  Severing  a  Head  at  one  Stroke. 
Note,  this  is  the  moA  ufual  Puniftiment  in  Sweden ;  where,  for  one 
that  is  hang’d,  a  hundred  lofe  their  Heads.  AmongA  others,  I  have 
feen  him  behead  a  Husband  who  had  left  his  Wife,  and  a  Wife  who 
had  left  her  Husband,  and  had  been  taken  flying  together,  and  con¬ 
victed  of  double  Adultery ;  and  two  fingle  Women,  for  having  lain  in 
without  Mid  wives,  and  expofed  their  Children  (which  were  found 
dead)  in  the  Streets  in  the  Night.  He  feem’d  to  be  about  40  Years 
old,  is  well  made,  and  cloathed  in  Blue,  like  a  Military  Officer. 

I  return  to  Baron  Goertz ,  whom  I  have  feen  beheaded  by  that  Man 
in  the  aforefaid  manner.  That  Nobleman  was  certainly  endued  with 
many  extraordinary  Qualities  :  In  a  word,  a  fine  and  great  Man,  whe- 
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fcher  wc  confider  his  Body  or  his  Mind  ;  tho’  a  greater  Proje&or  tharl 
fuccefsful  Carrier  on  of  his  Projects :  He  fpoke  little  and  well ;  nor  was 
he  lels  Mafter  of  his  Pen  ;  he  underftood  well  the  managing  of  the  Fi¬ 
nances ,  and  was  a  great  Admirer  of  Mr.  Laws.  As  to  the  Atheifm 
whereof  fome  acculed  him,  thofe  who  knew  him  bcft,  affirm'd  that  he 
was  not  the  leaft  tincftur’d  with  it  nor  Prophanefs  ;  that  they  had  ne¬ 
ver  heard  him  either  Swear,  or  proftitute  the  Name  of  the  ‘Divinity ; 
that,  on  the  contrary,  he  had  often  declared  both  freely  and  pub- 
lickly,  “  That  one  mult  be  worfe  than  a  Brute,  and  entirely  deflitute 
“  of  Senfe  and  Reafon,  to  deny  a  Supreme  Being ,  who  is  Sovereign 
u  Governor  of  the  Univerfe,  and  had  given  it  the  Form,  and  pre- 
“  ferves  it  in  the  Order  wherein  we  fee  it;  an  Order,  which  makes 
u  it  evident  to  any  one  that  will  not  fhut  both' the  Eyes  and  Ears  of  his 
u  Underftanding.”  They  own’d,  that  he  might  indeed  pafs  for  a  better 
Deift  than  Chrijiian  :  He  had  -declared  pretty  openly,  “  That  he  ra- 
“  ther  looked  upon  the  Books  of  Mofes  as  politick  than  divinely  In- 
<c  fpir’d  ;  and  that  he  thought  them  full  of  divers  wife  Maxims  pro- 
<c  per  to  keep  Men  in  the  Refpedl.and  Obedience  due  to  their  Governors 
<c  and  Superiors  ;  but  That  he  only  found  Temporal  Promifes  in  them, 
“  which  did  not  at  all  favour  the  ftrange  Tranfition  (as  he  call’d 
“  it)  to  Immortality  by  Death,  of  which  the  New  Teftament  gave 
“  Hopes.”  They  added,  that  thefe  might  rather  be  looked  upon  as 
Objections  made  by  his  Reafon,  than  his  real  Sentiments ;  that  as 
to  the  reft,  if  they  were  fo,  Mr.  Conradi  had  Chriftiamfed  or  recti¬ 
fied  them  in  his  Prifon,  by  teaching  him  to  fubmir  his  Reafon  to  his 
Faith  ;  and  in  effetft,  that  Prieft  has  himfelf  given  this  Teftimony  of 
him,  that  he  died  as  a  Chriftian. 

In  the  mean  while,  the  Day  for  the  Obfequies  of  Charles'S!!,  having 
been  appointed  and  proclaimed  by  a  Herald,  (accompanied  by  Six 
Trumpets  and  a  Kettle  Drum)  upon  all  the  ufual  publick  Places  in  the 
City  and  Suburbs,  two  Gentlemen  of  the  Court  invited  the  four 
States  to  aftift  at  it ;  and  all  Things  being  in  readinefs  on  the  2,6th, 
they  who  were  to  compofe  the  Funeral  Convoy  went  in  the  Order 
fuitable  to  their  Ranks,  to  take  the  Body  of  this  Prince  from  the  Pa¬ 
lace  of  Calberg ,  to  tranfport  and  inter  it  in  the  Royal  Sepulchre  at 
Ridderholm.  The  Coffin,  wherein  he  lay,  was  fet  between  Five  and 
Six  in  the  Evening  upon  a  Chariot,  (or  rather  a  Sledge ,  for  it  had  no 
Wheels)  entirely  cover’d  with  black  Cloth,  and  over  it  was  a  Pall  of 
the  fame  coloured  Velvet  lin’d  with  Ermin,  and  thick  embroidered 
with  Crowns  of  Gold  of  different  Sizes.  Ac  the  Head  of  the  Coffin 
was  placed  the  Crown  upon  a  Cufhion  alfo  of  black  Velvet,  and  four 
Councellors  of  the  Chamber  took  upon  them  to  carry  the  other  Re¬ 
galia.  A  Canopy  of  the  fame  alfo  ftarred  or  embroidered  thick  with 
Crowns  like  the  Pall,  and  fupported  by  eight  Pillars  cover’d  with 
Cloth  of  Gold,  form’d  a  rich  Heaven  over  this  Sledge,  which  was 
drawn  by  Eight  Horfes  entirely  covered  with  black  Velvet,  hanging 
down  to  their  very  Feet,  and  having  on  each  a  Crofs  of  two  long 
Pieces  of  white  Sactinfowed  to  the  Velvet:  Thefe  were  led  by  Eight 
Gentlemen  of  the  Court  inftead  of  Grooms,  all  in  long  Mourning 
Cloaks.  The  Order  of  the  Funeral  Proceflion,  from  Calberg  to  Ridder- 
holm ,  was  almofi:  after  this  manner :  Flambeaus  were  regularly  placed 
on  both  fides  the  Way  upon  Polls  10  or  12  Paces  from  each  other, 
forming  two  Lines,  with  fome  Regiments  of  Foot  which  were  ranged 
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by  Seven  and  Seven  between  the  Intervals  of  the  flaming  Pods.  At  the 
Head  of  the  Cavalcade  rode  the  Burghers.  The  Lieb- Squadron,  or  the 
Life  Squadron,  which  properly  confifls  of  about  300  Guards  du  Corps, 
followed  foftly  in  good  Order  on  Horfeback.  Upon  whom  it  may 
not  be  amifs  to  make  the  following  little  Digreffion. 

King  Charles  XI.  formed  a  little  Squadron  of  200  Life  Guards, 
whom  he  call’d  Hrabants ,  which  he  honoured  by  being  himleif 
Captain,  creating  a  Colonel  as  Captain-Lieutenant,  and  a  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonel  as  Lieutenant  under  him  ;  which  were  picked,  as 
well  as  the  private  Men,  out  of  fome  Regiments  of  Horfe;  giving 
to  the  fird  120  Crowns  a  Month,  to  the  fecond  80,  to  a  Corpo¬ 
ral  25,  and  to  every  private  ‘Drabant  between  8  and  10,  with  his 
Cioaths  and  Accoutrements.  Charles  XII.  out-doing  his  Father,  took 
for  his  Captain-Lieutenant  a  Major-General,  and  a  Colonel  for  his 
Lieutenant,  and  chofe  all  the  Officers,  as  well  as  the  private  Brabant s, 
from  amongd  feveral  Regiments,  allowing  100  Ducats  a  Month  to  the 
fird,  1 5*0  Crowns  to  the  fecond,  50  to  every  Corporal,  and  30  Crowns 
to  every  Angle  ^Drabant ,  with  his  Cioaths,  Horfe  and  Accoutrements. 
Thefe  were  all  fine  picked  Men,  of  an  approved  Courage  and  Valour. 
After  this  Prince’s  Arrival  at  Bender  but  few  of  thefe  were  remaining, 
above  three  quarters  of  them,  being  part  of  almod  a  Million  of  Men 
then  facrificed  by  that  Hero  to  the  God  of  War.  After  his  Return  to 
his  own  Dominions,  he  advanced  thofe  that  were  living,  by  incorpora¬ 
ting  them  into  other  Regiments  according  to  their  Rank,  their  Services, 
or  the  Share  they  had  had  in  his  Royal  Favour.  In  the  room  of  thefe 
Drabants  he  fubdituted  the  Lteb  Squadron ,  which  is  alfo  properly  the 
Life-Guard,  was  himfelf  alfo  the  Captain,  had  a  Major-General  for  his 
Captain-Lieutenant,  and  a  Colonel  for  Lieutenant  $  but  their  Pay  was 
little  more  than  that  of  a  Colonel,  and  the  private  Guards  had  but  8 
or  10  Pence  a  Day,  with  their  Cioaths,  Horfe  and  Accoutrements. 

To  return  to  the  Cavalcade:  After  the  Lieb-Sqtmdron  came  two  He¬ 
ralds  with  Six  Trumpets  and  a  Kettle-Drum,  all  on  Horfeback ;  the  fe¬ 
cond  founding,  and  the  lad  beating  mournfully  by  Intervals  ;  as  did 
the  Trumpets  and  Drums  of  the  other  Regiments. — Then  the  Court 
Steward,  who  is  there  call’d  the  fecond  Marflial  of  the  Court,  on 
Foot,  with  a  Silver  Staff  in  his  Hand,  and  follow’d  by  the  Officers  of 
the  Court,  with  fome  Adjutant-Generals,  ire. — Then  the  Marflial  of 
the  Nobility  alfo  on  Foot,  with  the  fame  fort  of  Staff,  at  the  Head 
of  the  Nobles;  and  both  thofe  who  compofed  the  fird,  and  thofe  of 
the  fecond,  walked  three  by  three.— -Two  Hqralds  riding  before  a  Coach 
and  Six  Horfes,  who  were  entirely  covered  with  long  black  Cloths 
hanging  down  to  thewery  Bottom  of  their  Feet,  fo  that  no  part  of 
their  Bodied  cou’d  be  ften ;  but  yet  fo  exactly  made,  that  their  Shapes 
might  be  difeovered  as  thofe  that  drew  the  Funeral  Sledge.  In 
the  Coach  was  the  great  Mader  of  the  Court,  who  is  there  call’d  the 
Superior  Marflial ;  his  Office  anfwers  almod  to  that  of  the  Magtfter 
Officiorum  to  the  Roman  Emperors.— -The  Funeral  Sledge,  upon  which 
eight  Colonels  held  the  Canopy,  being  accompanied  by  the  Captain- 
Lieutenant  and  Lieutenant  of  the  Lieb- Squadron,  with  two  Adjutant- 
Generals  walking,  the  two  fird  on  each  fide  the  Head  of  the  Coffin, 
and  the  two  lad  at  the  Foot,  and  four  Councellors  of  the  Chamber,  car¬ 
rying  the  Regalia  jud  by  them,  and  four  Chamberlains  holding  the 
four  Corners  of  the  Pall,  which  four  Senators  alfo  on  Foot  took  from 
Vo  l.  II.  Z  z  2  them,

them,  and  held,  after  they  had  walk’d  two  thirds  of  the  Way.— -Imme- 
diately  after  the  Sledge  follow’d  two  Colonels,  carrying  the  Standard 
of  the  Kingdom.  All  thefev  had  by  their  Sides  the  Court  Pages  and 
Footmen,  with  30  or  40  Guards,  holding  Partifans  in  their  Hands,  which 
all  together  made  two  little  walking  Columns  one  on  each  Side. — The 
Hereditary  Prince  of  Heffe  CaJJel  and  the  Duke  of  Holftein  were  in  a 
Mourning  Coach  and  Six  Horfes,  covered  like  the  foregoing  ones. 
With  their  Retinues  on  Foot.' — Six  Senators  were  in  eight  other  Mourn¬ 
ing  Coaches  and  Six. — Sixteen  other  Mourning  Coaches,  with  a  Pair 
of  Horfes,  wich  Cloths,  only  with  HarnefTes  covered  with  black,  iti 
which  were  feveral  of  the  Head  Officers  of  the  Army,  down  to  Lieute¬ 
nant-Colonel,  with  other  Perfons  of  Condition.— The  Burghers  dope 
on  a  Place  about  60  Paces  from  the  Ridderholm  on  the  Right  Hand  ; 
and  the  Lie b- Squadron  on  another  juft  by  that  Ifland  on  the  Left  ,•  fo 
that,  with  the  Advantage  they  had  over  the  Infantry,  and  the  Torch- 
bearers,  they  fronted  the  Cavalcade  when  it  palled  by.  The  Head, 
and  fome  Members  of  the  Proceffion,  to  avoid  incommoding  or  (lopping 
thole  that  followed,  took  great  part  of  them,  at  their  Arrival  in  the 
Church,  the  Places  affigned  them  by  the  Mafter  of  the  Ceremonies, 
according  to  rheir  Ranks  j  as  had  before  done  a  great  many  of  the  three 
Eftates,  the  Ladies,  and  other  Perfons  who  had  not  been  of  the  Caval¬ 
cade,  all  in  Mourning,  no  body  being  admitted  that  was  not.  The  Fu¬ 
neral  Sledge  being  come  to  the  Door  of  the  Church,  which  was  alfo 
hung  with  black  Cloth,  and  illuminated  withfeveral  thoufand  Tapers 
and  Lamps,  zo  Colonels  railed  up  the  Royal  Coffin,  and  carry’d  it  in 
to  a  magnificent  Maufolaum ,  ereCted  before  the  Altar ;  the  four  Senators 
continuing  to  hold  up  the  Pall,  eight  Major-Generals  the  eight  Columns 
of  the  Canopy,  a  Senator  taking  the  principal  Staff  of  the  Standard, 
which  the  two  Colonels  had  brought  thither,  they  Rill  helping  him  to 
carry  it  by  Supporters  faftned  to  it,  and  four  other  Senators  bearing 
the  Regalia ,  which  they  received  from  the  Councellors  before-men¬ 
tioned.  During  this,  the  Treafurer  of  the  Court  on  Horfeback,  in  the 
midlt  of  fix  Troopers,  and  as  many  Foot  Soldiers,  threw  amongft  the 
People  Funeral  Medals  of  Silver  of  the  Size  of  a  *  Carolin ,  having  on 
one  fide  the  Effigies  of  the  deceafed  King,  with  thefe  Words,  Carolus 
XII.  D.  G.  Rex  Sued  £ ;  and  on  the  other,  Natus  eflD.ij  Jun.  A.  D. 
1682.  occub.  D.  30  Nov.  A.E).  1718. 

On  both  Sides  of  the  MaufoUum ,  which  was  erected  in  the  Shape 
of  a  Pyramid,  illuminated  by  500  Tapers,  and  ending  in  a  fort  of  Urn, 
over  which  was  a  R.egal  Crown,  were  two  Infcriptions  in  large 
Golden  Characters  upon  a  black  Ground;  whereof  that  on  the  Right 
gave  an  Account  of  the  deceafed  Hero’s  Success  for  Nine  Years  ;  and 
that  on  the  Left  of  his  Misfortunes  for  an  eqiial  (pace  of  Time.  The 
Ecclefiaftical  Ceremonies,  (which,  with  the  Funeral  Oration  fpoken  by 
the  Billiop  of  Lincoping  who  officiated,  lafted  from  before  Eight  till  a 
good  while  after  Midnight,)  being  juft  ended,  all  the  Senators,  (ex¬ 
cept  thole  who  held  up  the  Pall,)  took  up  the  Coffin  to  let  it 
down  into  the  Royal  Sepulchre  ;  at  which  time  began  a  Difcharge 
of  300  Cannon,  and  another  of  all  the  fmall  Arms  in  die  City  I  and 
laftly,  after  a  Pfalm  was  fung,  and  the  Bleffing  given,  every’ one  be¬ 
ing  ready  to  go  out  of  the  Church,  and  putting  himfelf  in  the  Order 
preferibed  for  that  purpofe,  there  were  two  other  Difcharges  made  as 
the  firft.  * 
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Some  Days  after  Numbers  of  Funeral  Medallions y  of  which  the  Fi¬ 
gure  is  in  the  Print  XXXII.  N.  2.  were  fent  in  Gold  to  the  Perfons 
of  the  firft  Rank,  and  in  Silver  to  thofe  of  the  fecond.  I  was  at  the 
Gmbutzrod  Mullern  when  he  received  a  Gold  one  ;  and  calling  my 
Eyes  on  the  Reverfe,  and  feeing  the  Lion  bound  or  intangled  with 
Cords,  which  he  ftrives  to  break  with  his  Paws  and  Teeth,  I  could 
not  forbear  telling  him,  that  this,  with  the  Indocilis  Tati  (fave  the  good 
Meaning  of  the  Author)  had  much  of  a  Satyr ,  and  would  confirm  the  Idea 
which  too  many  had  conceived  of  that  Prince,*  which  confidering,  he 
Paid,  that  he  did  not  indeed  fee  any  great  Encomium  in  it.  This  Gentle¬ 
man  died  foon  after ;  had  been  much  beloved  by  his  late  Majefty,  who 
ufed  to  vifit  him  almoft  every  Day  in  Turkey ,  and  had  railed  him  to 
the  Dignities  mention’d  in  this  Volume,  on  account  of  his  Merit,  as 
well  as  that  of  Love  ;  and  tho7  he  was  pretty  aged,  I  believe  his 
dear  Mailer’s  Death  had  great  Share  in  his,  for  he  fell  fick  foon  after, 
and  never  well  recovered.  The  Lutherans  in  Germany  llruek  one  Me¬ 
dal  for  his  Majefty,  which  does  him  a  great  deal  more  Honour,  with 
the  Chronogram,  N.  5'.  Print  XXXVII.  as  they  did  formerly  for  Gu- 
fiavus  Adolphus  N.  (1)  in  the  fame  Print,  on  his  Triumphs  and  Victo¬ 
ries,  out  of  a  pious  Acknowledgment  for  his  devoting  his  Sword  glo- 
rioufly  for  their  Religion  ;  and  at  laft  divers  others,  upon  the  Death  of 
that  Northern  Hero  kill’d  at  Lutzen  alfo  in  November  An.  1632.  A- 
mongft  others,  that  reprefented  N.  2.  in  the  faid  Print,  which  I  have 
by  me  in  Silver. 

Whilft  the  Publick  were  thus  taken  up  with  the  Obfequies  of  the 
late  King,  the  Domefticks  of  Baron  Goertz  dug  up  his  Body,  and  car¬ 
ried  it  with  the  Head  to  the  Houfe  where  they  lodged,*  when  cutting 
off  the  Legs,  as  being  too  cumberfome,  and  having  pickled  or  em¬ 
balmed  ic  as  well  as  they  cou’d,  and  put  it  in  a  travelling  Cheft,  they 
tranfporced  it  fome  few  Days  afterwards  to  the  other  fide  of  th eBalticL 
A  few  Days  after  I  received  from  Constantinople  the  third  Letter  in  the 
Appendix ,  concerning  the  Peace  concluded  between  the  Emperor  and 
the  Turks  ;  by  which  the  former  is  to  remain  in  Pofteftion  of  Bet- 
grade  a^Temifveaer^  with  all  their Dependancies. 

The  Preparations  for  the  Coronation  of  the  Queen  being  made  at 
ZJpfalj  her  Majefty  came  to  that  City  ;  and  on  the  1 7th,  about  Nine 
in  the  Morning,  the  Three  Eftates  of  the  Clergy,  the  Citizens  and  the 
Peafants,  with  the  Ladies  of  Diftin&ion,  and  others,  went  to  take 
the  Places  aftign’d  them,  according  to  their  Rank,  by  the  Mailer  of 
the  Ceremonies,  and  two  Gentlemen  of  the  Court,  in  the  Cathedral 
Church  ■;  where,  befides  Benches,  and  other  Seats,  ranged  in  Form  of 
an  Amphitheatre  for  the  Aftiftants  and  Spectators  of  both  Sexes, 
there  were  three  Thrones,  or  Silver  Elbow  Chairs,  placed  upon  a 
kind  of  Suggeftums ,  or  Scaffold  of  Boards  cover’d  with  Oriental  Car¬ 
pets  ;  the  1  ft,  three  Steps  high  in  the  middle  of  the  Naves  the  2d, 
four  Steps  ten  or  twelve  Paces  higher  in  the  Choir;  and  the  3d  alfo 
four,  near  the  Altar.  The  Proceftion  began  at  Ten  a-Clock,  and  the 
Order  of  it,  with  the  Ceremonies  which  fucceeded  it,  were  almoft 
after  the  following  manner.  The  Life  Guards  on  Horfeback,  with 
their  Swords  drawn,  form’d  two  Lanes  from  the  Governour’s  Houie, 
where  the  Queen  lodged,  to  the  Trinity  Church  ;  and  the  Foot  Soldiers, 
with  Bayonets  at  the  End  of  their  Muskets,  lined  both  Sides  of  the 
Way  from  thence  to  the  Cathedral.  Then  (the  Drums  and  Kettle- 
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Drums  beating,  the  Trumpets  founding  and  Hautboys  playing)  came 

_ -i.  The  Hereditary  Prince  of  HeJJe-CaJJel  in  a  fine  Coach  and  Six  Horfes, 

with  his  Court  and  two  Chamberlains  on  Foot.  His  Highnel's  being  got 
to  the  Church,  placed  himfelf  in  a  Box  that  was  made  on  purpol'e  for 
him  where  the  Altar -countertable  flood,  which  had  been  taken  away ; 
his  Chamberlains  being  behind  his  Elbow  Chair,  and  the  re#  of  his 
Retinue  here  and  there  in  the  Places  affigned  them  by  the  Mailer  of 
the  Ceremonies. —  2.  Came  the  Duke  of  Holftein  in  another  Coach  and 
Six,  with  his  Attendants  5  his  Highnefs  took  his  Seat  in  the  fame  Box 
as  the  Prince,  and  his  Retinue  were  difpofed  of  as  the  others.  —  3.  A 
little  after  came  two  Heralds  with  Six  Trumpets  and  a  Kettle  Drum, 
all  on  Horfeback. — 4.  The  fecond  Marfhal  of  the  Court  on  Foot,  with 
his  Silver  Staff  in  his  Hand,  at  the  Head  of  the  Officers  of  the  HouR 
hold. — 7.  The  Nobility,  having  at  their  Head  (inllead  of  their  Mar¬ 
fhal,  who  was  indifpofed)  a  Governor  of  a  Province  who  fuppiied  his 
Place. — 6.  Two  Heralds,  accompanied  by  Six  Trumpets  and  a  Kettle 
Drum  on  Horfeback,  like  the  former. — 7.  A  Field  Marlhal,  in  the  room 
of  the  firft  Marlhal,  or  Great  Mailer  of  the  Court  who  was  fick,  in 
a  Coach  and  Six,  followed  by  Fourteen  Senators,  who  were  two  by 
two  in  Seven  other  Coaches  and  Six  Elorfes  ;  the  Eldelt  of  them  hold¬ 
ing  before  them,  on  little  Cufhions  of  Cloth  of  Silver,  the  Regalia , 
viz.  the  Crown,  the  Sceptre*  the  Globe,  Key  and  Sword.-^8.  The 
Queen  very  richly  and  finely  cloathed,  and  drelfed  in  her  Hair,  in  a  large 
and  magnificent  Coach  (but  fomething  antique,  having  been  made, 
as  was  faid,  for  the  Marriage  of  the  King  her  Father)  drawn  by  Eight 
Horfes,  led  by  as  many  Captains  of  Foot;  the  firlt  Equerry  performing 
the  Office  of  Coachman,  the  fecond  of  Pollillion,  and  a  Major-General, 
Governor  of  a  Province,  riding  before  as  firft  Equerry.  At  the  two 
Coach  Doors  walked  two  Captain-Lieutenants  of  the  Lieb- Squadron  ; 
and  on  the  Right  and  Left  of  the  Body  of  the  Coach,  were  a  Major- 
General,  and  a  Colonel  of  the  Regiment  of  Guards  alfo  on  Foot,  with 
four  Chamberlains  and  twelve  Gentlemen  of  the  Court.  Immediately 
after,  and  near  the  two  hind  Wheels,  were  two  Senators  on  Horfeback, 
carrying  one  the  Standard  of  the  Kingdom,  and  the  other  the  Royal 
Mantle.  All  thefe  had  by  their  Sides,  and  behind  them,  Twenty 
four  young  Men  of  Quality  that  were  Students  of  the  Univerfity,  and 
Twenty  Guards  on  Foot,  with  their  Partifans  in  their  Hands. — Laflly, 
Came  an  empty  Body  Coach  pretty  magnificent,  fomething  IelTer  and 
more  modern  than,  the  foregoing,  with  Six  Horfes.  The  Head  of  the 
ProcelTion  being  got  as  far  as  the  Wellern  Gate  of  the  Church-yard, 
(where  the  Heralds  difmounted  upon  a  red  Cloth,  with  which  the 
Way  was  covered  from  thence  to  the  Altar),  all  of  them  (excepting 
the  Trumpets  and  Kettle  Drums,  who  remain’d  without  on  both 
Tides  the  Gate)  walked  on  it  in  the  fame  Order  as  far  as  the  Choir,  at 
the  Entrance  of  which  they  flopt.  Then  the  fecond  Marlhal  of  the 
Court,  with  the  Heralds,  and  part  of  thofe  who  follow’d  them,  rang’d 
themfelves  in  two  Ihort  Columns  on  both  Sides  the  Entrance  below 
them.  The  others,  who  might  have  made  a  Confufion  in  the  Cere¬ 
mony,  and  were  only  to  be  Lookers-on,  filed  off  to  the  Right  and 
Left,  to  take  their  refpedlive  Places  affigned  them  by  the  Mafler  of  the 
Ceremonies. 

The  Qiieen  alighted  at  the  fame  Place,  and  letting  her  long  Train 
fall  and  trail  upon  the  Ground,  which  was  immediately  taken  up  by 
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two  Chamberlains  to  hold  it,  walk’d  on  towards  the  Church ,  under 
a  large  and  magnificent  Canopy,  fupported  by  Eight  Pillars  }  which 
were  at  firft  held  up  by  as  many  Captaints  of  Foot,  and  after¬ 
wards  by  Eight  Colonels,  who  took  them  out  of  their  Hands.  In  the 
mean  while,  befides  the  Trumpets  and  Kettle-Drums  without  Doors, 
the  Cathedral  relounded  with  the  Harmony  of  Forty  Inftruments  with¬ 
in.  HerMajefly,  on  her  entring  the  Church,  was  received  and  faluted 
by  the  Archbijhops,  Bijhops  and  Superintendents ,  cloath’d  in  their  Pricftly 
Vellments ;  the  Archbijhop  having  in  his  Hand  a  little  Golden  Horn, 
wherein  was  what  they  call  the  *  Sacred  Ointment .  Then  the  Mufick 
ceafing  a  little,  and  the  Proceffion  making  a  fort  of  Halt,  theBifhop 
of  Lincoping  laid  in  a  loud  Voice,  Blejfed  is  the  TerJ'on  that  comes  in  the 
Name  of  the  Lord  ;  and,  the  Bifhop  of  Scar  a  repeated  in  as  loud  a 
one  a  Prayer  fuitable  to  the  Occafion.  After  which,  the  Mufick 
beginning  to  play  again,  the  Archbifiop  and  Bifhops  went  up  to  the 
Altar,  on  which  the  firft  laid  his  Horn,  the  Bijhops  ranging  themfelves 
on  his  Right,  and  the  Superintendents  on  his  Left.  Her  Majelly,  with 
thofe  that  accompanied  her,  continuing  to  walk  under  the  Canopy  as 
before,  palled  near  the  firft  Throne  without  flopping  j  then  arriving  to 
the  fecond,  Ihe  afcended  it  and  fat  upon  it,  the  Senators  placing  them¬ 
felves  on  both  Tides.  Thofe  who  carried  the  Regalia  went  up  to  the 
Altar ,  and  put  them  there  ;  which  done,  they  return’d  and  fat  near  the 
fecond  Throne ,  on  Chairs  cover’d  with  Crimfon  Velvet ;  and  the  Arch - 
bijhop ,  Bijhops  and  Superintendents  took  their  Seats  in  the  Choir ;  which 
having  done  here  or  elfewhere,  according  to  his  Rank  and  in  good  Or¬ 
der,  her  Majelly  kneel’d  down  upon  a  HalTock  cover’d  with  Silver 
Cloth,  the  Mufick  ceafed,  and  the  Bifhop  of  Stregnitz  chanted  the 
Hymn  Veni  Sanfle  Spiritus,  or  Come  Holy  Ghoft,  &c.  which  being  fung, 
herMajefly  fat  again  on  the  Throne,  and  the  Bifhop  of  Lincoping  afcend¬ 
ed  the  Pulpit,  and  took  his  Text  from  the  8th  Chapter  o ijojhua,  Ver. 
57,  58.  &c.  His  Sermon  being  done,  he  chanted  the  Creed,  which  was 
followed  by  the  Litany  chanted  by  the  Bifhop  of  Calmar.  This  being 
over,  the  Mufick  began  to  play,  and  her  Majefly  arofe  and  advanced 
to  the  third  Throne ,  being  preceded  by  the  Senators  who  had  carried  the 
Regalia ,  accompanied  by  two  others,  viz.  Count  Gyllenjlierna  on  her 
Right,  and  Count  Field  Marfhal  Rheenfoield  on  her  Left,  and  followed 
by  him  that  bore  the  Standard ;  and  being  feated  upon  it,  three  of  her 
Ladies  of  Honour,  rifing  from  their  Places,  came  to  attend  her,  and 
pull’d  off  the  Mantle  fhe  had  then  on,  which  was  given  in  Charge  to  the 
fvc^Chamberlain  and  the  Archbijhop  at  the  fame  time  taking  that  of  the 
Coronation  from  the  Altar,  came  to  put  it  on  herMajefly,  being  aflifled 
by  the  two  Senators  before-mentioned,  and  the  fame  Ladies  fallned  it  on. 
After  this  her  Majelly  defcended  from  the  Throne,  and  kneeled  down 
before  a  Desk,  whereon  was  a  Bible ,  which  the  Archbijhop  took,  and 
read  the  Firft  Chapter  of  Jojhua  ;  which  done,  he  laid  it  on  the  fame 
Place  ;  and  Count  Horn ,  Prefident  of  the  Chancery,  prefented  himfelf 
before  her,  dictating  aloud  the  Oath  fhe  was  to  take  to  the  State  and 
the  Church,  which  her  Majelly  repeated  after  him,  in  a  clear  and  in-

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*  ’T is  a  reddijh  Balm  pretty  liquid,  and  which  they  fay  is  very  pretious.  The  Swedifli 
PrieSls ,  of  whom  1  have  enquired  concerning  the  Nature  of  it,  made  a  great  Myftery  thereupon, 
whether  thro'  Ignorance  or  Defign  1  cant  tell  •  but  they  did  not  fay  that  it  was  brought  font 
Heaven  in  this  Horn  by  an  Angel,  as  the  French  dg  that  wherewith  they  anoint  their  Kjngs , 
in  the  Viol  called  the  Same  Ampoulle., 
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telligible  Voice,  laying  three  Fingers  upon  the  Bible ;  then  the  Arch- 
bijhop ,  taking  the  Golden  Horn,  anointed  herForehead  and  Wrifts  with 
the  Balm  before- mention’d,  which  he  accompanied  with  a  concife 
Prayer.  This  done,  her  Majefty  leated  herfelf  again  on  the  Throne ,  and 
Count  GyUenftierna  and  the  Archbijhop  taking  each  of  them  the  Regal 
Crown  from  the  Altar,  put  it  on  her  Head,  where  it  was  faftned  by  one 
of  the  Ladies  of  Honour.  Then  after  another  Prayer,  the  Archbifioop 
return’d  to  the  Altar ,  and  taking  the  Sceptre  thence  he  put  it  into  her 
Majefty’s  Right  Hand  j  he  did  the  fame  by  the  Globe ,  which  fhe  receiv’d 
alfo  in  her  Right  Hand,  putting  the  Sceptre  into  her  Left,*  then  he  pre- 
fented  her  the  Golden  Key,  which  lhe  alfo  took  in  her  Right  Hand,  giving 
the  Globe  to  Count  Horn ,  who  Rood  by  her  Side,  with  the  Bearers  of  the 
Regalia.  Then  the  Sword  was  brought  her,  which  lhe  alfo  receiv’d  in  her 
Right  Hand  ;  which  Acts  the  Archbiihop  accompanied  each  with  a  Rata¬ 
ble  Prayer,  as  the  two  firft.  Laftly,  Her  Majefty  delivering  up  the  Sword, 
kept  only  the  Scepter ,  Mantle  and  Crown -  This  done,  a  Herald  pro¬ 
claim'd,  with  a  loud  Voice,  Behold  the  Brincefs  Ulrica  Eleanora* 
crown  d  Queen  of  the  Swedes, Goths  and  Vandals,  fhe  only ,  and  no  other . 
Thereupon  a  Signal  given  by  the  great  Matter  of  the  Artillery,  the  Can¬ 
non  was  fired,  and  followed  by  a  general  Difcharge  of  the  fmal! 
Arms  of  five  Regiments,  and  the  Te  Heum  and  Ha  Bacem  were  lung 
in  Confort  with  the  Ecclefiaftical  Mufick.  Then  the  Cannon  beginning 
again  to  fire,  her  Majefty  quitting  the  3d  Throne ,  went  back  to  the 
2d,  attended  as  before  ,*  and  as  foon  as  flic  was  feated,  the  7 2d  Bfalm 
was  fung  in  Confort  with  the  Mufick ,  and  followed  by  a  Prayer  ;  after 
which,  lhe  walked  to  the  ill:  Throne ,  whereon  her  Majefty  being  feat¬ 
ed,  the  2d  Marlhal  of  the  Court,  accompanied  by  a  Herald,  went  to 
the  Box  where  the  Hereditary  Prince  of  Hejfie  Cafiel  was,,  to  whom 
the  latter  faid  aloud,  Mofi  Serene  Lord  Frederick,  Landgrave  of  Hefte 
CaUel,  Duke  of  Hirchfelt,  Count  of  Cattenellenboghen,  Dietz,  Zieg- 
henheim,  Nidda,  and  Schaumbourg,  may  it  pleafe your  Highnefs  to  come 
to  her  Majefty s  Throne ,  there  to  take  the  Oath  of  bide  lit  y  to  her ,  in  Qua¬ 
lity  of  Generalijfimo  of  her  Armies.  Hereupon  the  Prince  following  the 
Marfhal  and  Herald,  approach’d  the  Throne,  and  kneel’d  down  be¬ 
fore  her  Majefty,  and  kifs’d  her  Hand  ;  then  repeating  Word  for  Word 
the  Oath ,  which  was  dictated  to  him  by  Count  Horn ,  again  kifs  d 
her  Majefty’s  Hand:  and  his  Highnefs  return’d  to  the  Box,  the 
Marlhal  and  Herald  walking  before  him.  Then  the  fame  Herald  call’d 
out  to  the  Senators  to  come  to  the  Throne  to  take  the  Oath  of  Allegi¬ 
ance  to  her  Majefty,  which  they  did,  Count  Horn  di&ating  it  to  them, 
as  one  of  them  did  afterwards  to  him.  The  Oaths  being  taken,  all 
the  Mufical  Inftruments  in  the  Church,  with  the  Trumpets,  Hautboys, 
Kettle-drums,  and  Drums  without,  made  the  Heavens  refound,  accom¬ 
panied  with  the  firing  of  the  Cannon  and  fmail  Arms ;  and  the  Pro- 
ceftion  returned  from  the  Church  in  the  fame  Order  which  it  came  in, 
with  only  thefe  Alterations,  that  her  Majefty  had  on  the  Coronation 
Mantle,  the  Crcyivn  upon  her  Head,  and  the  Scepter  in  her  Hand  ; 
that  the  Senator  who  had  brought  the  Royal  Mantle  on  Horfebackj,  was 
in  a  Coach  like  the  others  ;  the  Treafurer  of  the  Kingdom  mounted  up¬ 
on  a  fine  Steed,  threw  amongft  the  People  handsful  of  Silver  Medals , 
with  her  Effigies  on  one  Side,  and  the  Reverfeas  (3)  Print  XXXVII). 
The  Gold  and  Silver  Medallions  fent  afterwards  to  Perfons  of  Diftintfti- 
on,  were  as  N.  (8.)  in  my  Print  XXXII. 
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The  Queen  being  arrived  at  the  Gate  of  the  Houfe  where  fhe  lodg’d, 
was  receiv’d  out  of  the  Coach,  and  led  to  her  Apartment,  by  the 
j Prince  ;  and  the  Senators ,  who  carried  the  Regalia ,  laid  them  upon  a 
Table  covered  with  Silver  Cloth ;  then  whillt  that  was  getting  ready, 
whereon  her  Majefty  was  to  eat,  an  Ox  roafted  whole,  with  the  Belly 
(luff’d  and  fill’d  with  Kidds ,  Lambs ,  &c.  and  the  Body  crufled  over  (if 
one  may  ufe  that  ExprefTion)  with  wild  and  tame  Fowls  of  different 
forts,  was  delivered  over  to  the  Populace,  with  fix  Fountains  of  Wine, 
which  ran  from  as  many  large  Tuns,  from  Five  in  the  Evening  till 
Nine  at  Night.  Her  Majefty  being  feated  at  little  a  Table,  placed  on 
purpofe  for  her  alone,  was  ferv’d  by  the  Senators  and  other  principal 
Officers  ;  and  the  general  Illuminations  of  the  Night  prolong’d  (if  I 
may  fo  lpeak)  that  Day,  and  made  it  in  a  manner  but  the  fame  one 
with  the  1 8th  ;  Part  of  which  was  fpent  in  publick  Orations  and 
Thefes  at  the  Univerjity ,  at  which  the  Queen  was  prefent,  with  the 
Bnnce ,  the  Duke  of  Holjlein ,  and  other  Perfons  of  ‘Diftinffiion ;  and 
the  Archbijhop ,  the  Bijhops ,  and  Superintendents  had  the  Honour  of  di¬ 
ning  at  the  Table  with  her  Majefty,  the  Prince,  and  the  Duke;  the 
Do<ftors  and  Profeffors  of  the  Univerjity ,  with  all  the  Clergy  of  the 
City,  were  entertain’d  at  that  of  the  fecond  Marlhal  of  the  Court.  On 
the  20th  the  Queen  return’d  to  Stockholm. 


CHAP.  XIV.  S  ' 

A  Treaty  of  Alliance  renewed  between  Sweden 
and  England.  A  Peace  concluded  with  his 
Britannick  Majefiy  as  Elector,  and  the  Kings 
of  Prullia,  Denmark,  and  Poland.  The  Czar’x 
Firey  Expedition  in  Sweden.  A  Koyage  to  the 
IJJes  of  Aland.  The  Congrefs  of  LofFo  broken. 
The  Prince  of  Heffe  Caffel’x  Accejfion  to  the 
Throne ,  by  her  Swedilh  Majefiy’ s  generous  Re- 
fignation  of  it,  &c. 

IN  the  Beginning  of  May  the  Duke  of  Holjlein  fet  out  from  Stock¬ 
holm^  the  Cannon  firing  as  he  left  the  City,  being  accompany’d  by 
the  Prince  of  Heffe  Caffe l,  and  feveral  Perfons  of  the  firft  Rank,  half  a 
Mile  out  of  Town,  having  received  a  Prefent  of  50,000  Crowns  to  de¬ 
fray  his  Expences  to  the  other  Side  of  the  Baltick ;  and  a  few  Days 
afterwards  the  States  came  to  a  Refolution  to  call  in  the  Muntetekens 
and  Muntfcedules ,  according  to  which  the  ancient  Carolins  continued  to 
go  for  25  Swedijh  Pence,  as  did  in  Proportion  thofe  of  Baron  Goertz , 
and  the  Pieces  of  5  for  65  excepting  that  in  paying  Cujloms  the  Caro- 
V  o  l.  II.  A  a  a  tins 
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lins  pafs’d  but  for  20,  as  before,  and  the  Five-penny  Pieces  for  y.  Af¬ 
ter,  a  Flacaert  was  pubiifh’d,  fettling  the  Commerce  upon  the  ancient 
Footing,  and  giving  Liberty  to  Merchants  to  buy  all  forts  of  Com¬ 
modities,  and  difpofe  of  them  as  they  fhould  think  convenient ;  the 
Muntetekens  were  reduced  from  3 zd.  to  zd.  and  State- Bonds  were 
given  for  them  to  thofe  who  brought  them  into  the  Treafury  on  the 
Foot  of  14  d.  They  alfo  took  off  much  of  the  Stridnels  of  tiie  Prohi¬ 
bition  concerning  the  Harbours  of  Livonia  and  Cur  land,  in  Favour  of 
the  Commerce  to  Foreigners.  Baron  Feter  Ribbing  being  dead,  the 
States  chofe  Count  Horn ,  who  had  refign’d,  for  their  Chancellor ,  and 
fomeDays  before  for  their  Marjhal ;  and  on  the  1 5th  of  the  fame  Month 
they  broke  up,  after  having  had  many  Debates  upon  Liberty,  and  ta¬ 
king  all  imaginable  Precautions  and  Meafures  againft  the  Refurredtion 
of  Arbitrary  Power,  which  they  had  juft  buried  with  King  Charles  XII. 

The  next  Day  her  Majefty,  having  her  Royal  Robes  on,  came  to 
the  Hall  where  the  Senate  meets,  (which  was  then  magnificently  hung, 
and  nobly  adorned)  and  fitting  on  a  Silver  Throne ,  eretfted  on  purpole 
for  her,  all  the  Members  of  the  States  had  the  Honour  to  kifs  her 
Hand,  or  the  Bottom  of  her  Royal  Robe,  and  to  take  Leave  of  her 
Majefty  ;  and  thofe  who  had  not  taken  the  Oaths  to  her  Majefty,  ei¬ 
ther  being  hinder’d  by  Sicknels,  or  other  Reafons,  from  aftifting  at 
the  Coronation ,  took  it  at  the  fame  time.  Not  long  after*  Mr.  Le  Fort, 
a  Brigadier  in  the  Service  of  his  Czarian  Majefty,  came  to  Stockholm,  to 
make  the  Queen  Compliments  of  Condoleance  in  his  Mafter’sName  on 
the  King’s  Death,  and  of  Congratulation  on  her  Majefty ’s  Acceftion  to 
the  Throne  ;  fo  did  General  Lovenhor  from  the  King  of  Denmark ;  as 
alfo  Colonel  Baffewitz  from  his Britamick  Majefty,  as  EleAor }  who,  as 
King  of  Great  Britain ,  appointed,  on  the  fame  Day,  my  Lord  Carteret 
his  Embaffador,  who  arrived  at  Stockholm  in  the  latter  End  of  June ,  to 
do  the  fame.  It  appear’d  foon  that  that  Nobleman,  as  well  as  Co¬ 
lonel  Baffewitz ,  had,  befides  their  Compliments,  fome  Inftru&Lons 
or  Proposals  from  their  Royal  Mafter,  towards  the  Pacification  of  the 
North  :  For  in  the  Beginning  of  July  his  Excellency  concluded  the  Pre¬ 
liminary  Treaty,  renewing  the  Alliance  between  the  Queen  of  Sweden 
and  the  King  of  Great  Britain ;  and  Colonel  Baffewitz  concluded  ano¬ 
ther  between  this  Prince,  as  Elector,  and  her  Swediflo  Majefty.  My 
Lord  Carteret  was  mediating  alfo  the  Peace  between  her,  and  the  Kings 
of  Fruffia  and  Denmark ,  &c.  which  the  Czar  being  inform’d  of,  feem’d 
to  be  refolv’d  to  force  that  Princefs  to  his  own  Terms ,  by  fending  above 
300  both  Gallics  and  Galliots  upon  the  Coafts  of  Sweden ,  who  burnt 
and  laid  wafte  from  the  nth  of  July  to  the  Beginning  of  Auguft ,  the 
Towns  of  Nor  hoping,  Ny  hoping,  Noor-Telgia ,  Suder-Telgia ,  with  a  great 
Number  of  Villages ,  Farms ,  and  Fleafure-Houfes :  Befides  this,  they 
deftroy’d  feverai  Forges  and  Founder ies ,  and  endeavour’d  to  burn  as  far  as 
Stockholm ,  from  whence  we  faw  the  Flames.  Then  removing  from  one 
Place  to  another,  they  landed  fometimes  2,  fometimes  3000,  or  more 
Men,  where  there  was  not  fo  many  as  300  to  oppofe  them.  As  for  Ex¬ 
ample,  at  a  Place  call’d  Steken ,  where  they  fet  afhorc  upwards  of  5000, 
being  encounter’d  with  only  1300  Swedes ,  and  having  loft  above  100 
Men,  (and  the  Swedes  only  19,  according  to  the  Computation  of  the 
latter)  they  retired  ,*  then  went  to  burn  fome  where-elfe.  In  the  mean 
while,  the  Inhabitants  of  the  burnt  Places  had  fled,  and  hid  themfelvcs 
in  the  Woods,  with  whatever  they  could  carry  off  from  their  Houfes. 

Thefe 
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Thefe  Enemies,  not  concent  with  this,  fet  Fire  even  to  the  Forefts,  ga¬ 
thering  together  and  piling  up  the  Timber,  that  was  cut  and  dry,  in 
Heaps,  where  the  Trees  were  thickeft,  in  order  to  fpread  the  Flames 
all  over  more  fpeedily  from  one  Part  to  another ;  fo  that  they  Teem’d 
as  if  refolv’d  to  make  but  one  Tingle  Funeral  Pile  of  all  Sweden ,  in 
which  the  Inhabitants  and  their  Houfes,drr.  were  at  once  to  be  conTumed. 

During  theTe  Tranfadions  Major-General  Coyet  being  difpatch’d,  in 
the  Name  of  her  Swedijh  Majefty,  to  thank  the  Czar  for  the  Compli¬ 
ments  he  had  Tent  her  by  Brigadier  le  Fort ,  (aftumed  his  Title  of 
Major-General,  contrary  to  his  Inftrudions,  which  were  not  to  take 
a  Charader  above  that  of  Brigadier ,)  having  found  the  Czar  with 
his  Fleet,  confifting  of  30  Men  of  War,  at  the  Streights  of  Leyzund , 
the  only  navigable  Paffage  between  the  Ides  of  Aland  for  Abo  or  Revel , 
he  had  his  Audience  from  that  Prince  on  board  the  VefTel  he  command¬ 
ed  himfelf.  His  Czarian  Majefty  among  other  things,  Paid,  That  he 
was  forry  the  Queen  of  Sweden,  ajid  her  Counfel ,  had  obliged  him  to  lay 
wafte  and  dejtroy  her  Kingdom ,  by  rejecting)  with  fo  much  Indifference, 
the  advantageous  Propofols  he  had  fo  long  made ,  and  (hewing  fo  much 
Eagernefs  to  accept  thofe  that  had  but  juft  been  offer d  by  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  ,*  againft  whom,  if  Mr.  Coyet  *  may  be  believed,  that  Prince  in-  *  rys  Genz 
veighed  after  Tuch  a  paflionate  Manner,  and  in  Tuch  indecent  ExpreT-  tiemanisthe 
fions,  as  were  not  at  all  Tuitable  to  the  Royal  Dignity,  nor  was  the  fame  vhohas 
Major-General  commended  for  publilhing  them.  reftedin  ^ 

We  Toon  heard  befides,  that  he  had  aflured  his  Czarian  Majefty,  “That  Denmark, 

<c  the  Treaties  with  England  and  Hanover  were  not  as  yet  figned  by  her  for  traiterous 
“  Majefty ;  and  propofed,  or  requefted  that  Prince,  (meaning  it  for  the  DeMns- 
bed,  at  lead,  as  he  faid,  when  he  was  reproach’d  with  having  exceeded 
his  Commiffion  at  his  Return)  to  Tend  with  him  one  of  his  Plenipo¬ 
tentiaries  from  Loffo ,  to  make  a  lad  Effort  at  the  Swedi(h  Court,  by 
renewing,  in  an  authentick  Manner,  his  Offers  5  and  took  upon  himfelf 
to  introduce  him,  promifing  to  back  his  Commidion,  or  Proposals  $ 
and  Mr.  Ofterman ,  a  German  by  Birth,  and  zd  Plenipotentiary  in  Rank, 
and  in  effed  the  Principal,  for  his  Ability  in  Politicks ,  came  accord¬ 
ingly  in  Company  with  him.  Being  landed  in  Sweden ,  their  whole  Way, 
both  on  the  Right  and  the  Left,  and  before  them,  was  but  one  conti¬ 
nued  Fire.  The  Queen  gave  indeed  an  Audience  to  Mr.  Ofterman ,  but 
his  Propofals  appear’d  Tuch  to  her,  that  die  rejeded  them :  He  being 
not  quite  difheartned  at  it,  but  having  got  by  the  means  of  his  Fellow- 
Traveller,  a  fecret  Interview  with  a  Nobleman  in  Power,  among  others 
he  made  him  To  ferdible  of  the  Danger  Sweden  was  in,  of  her  total  De- 
drudion,  if  die  would  not  readily  accept  of  the  Czar  his  Mailer’s  molt 
gracious  Offers ;  or,  as  Tome  would  have  it,  made  him  fuch  Promifes  for 
himfelf,  in  cafe  the  Qfteeyi  and S&jaate  could  be  prevail’d  upon  to  do  it; 
that  he  went  to  tell  her  Majefty,  that  die  fhould,  in  his  Mind,  hardly  be 
Queen  of  Sweden  3  Weeks  longer,  iffhe  perfifted  in  her  Denial.  To  which 
this  Princefs  anfwer’d  with  a  Refolution  worthy  of  the  Heroick  Blood  that 
runs  in  her  Veins,  /  had  rather  not  be  fo,  than  reign  on  the  Conditions  the 
Czar  would  impofe  on  us.  After  which,  Mr.  Ofterman  return’d  to  Loffo. 

After  the  Ratification  of  the  Treaty  of  Alliance  above  mentioned, 
the  Britifh  Fleet  appearing  on  the  Coafts  of  Sweden ,  found  that  the 
Mufcoviles  were  retired.  In  the  Beginning  of  September  another  Treaty 
offignal  Advantage  to  Sweden ,  was  concluded  between  the  Queen  and 
the  King  of  Pruffia ,  whereof  Mr.  Knipphufen,  his  Prufftan  Majefty’s 
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Minitter,  brought  the  Ratification  from  his  Matter,  and  received  that 
of  her  Swedijh  Majetty.  My  Lord  Carteret ,  who  had  mediated  it,  ha¬ 
ving  received  the  King  of  Great  Britain’s  Orders  to  offer  again  his  Me¬ 
diation  to  his  Czarian  Majetty,  to  whom  his  Minifters  Meffieurs  Weber 
and  Jeffrey sat  Retersburgh ,  and  M.  IVhitworth  at  Berlin  had  already  made 
the  fame  Offer,  wrote  a  Letter  to  his  Czarian  Majetty,  wherein  his  Excel¬ 
lency  reprefented  to  that  Prince,  “  That  the  King  of  Great  Britain  being 
“  a  Friend  to  all  the  Potentates  engaged  in  the  War  in  the  North,  in 
u  which  that  Crown  neither  had  nor  defired  to  have  any  other  Hand, 
<c  than  to  endeavour  to  put  an  End  to  it  by  a  General  Peace,  according 
“  to  the  Meafures  already  taken  with  his  moft  Chrijtian  Majetty,  and 
“  its  other  Allies,  of  which  Number  the  Queen  of  Sweden  was  one, 
he  added.  That  her  Majetty  had  accepted  of  the  laid  Mediation ; 
c<  and  that  the  King,  his  Matter,  had  ordered  Admiral  Norris  to  fail 
“  into  the  Baltick ,  only  to  give  Weight  to  it,  and  protect  the  Com- 
<£  mcrce  tof  the  Subjects  of  Great  Britain ;  that  he  hoped  his  Czarian 
“  Majetty  wou’d  alfo  accept  of  it,  and  caufe  all  Hottilities  to  ceafe  on 
“  his  Side,  as  the  Queen  of  Sweden  wou’d  on  hers.  Sir  John  Norris 
wrote  to  his  Czarian  Majetty  another  almoft  to  the  fame  Purpofe. 
An  Englijh  Gentleman  taking  upon  him  to  carry  them,  I  was  defired 
to  accompany  him,  which  f  did.  “  His  Inftrudtions  were  to  go 
“  ftreight  to  Loffo>  and  demand  there  a  Paflport  of  the  Ruffian  Pleni- 
“  potentiates,  to  proceed  from  thence  to  his  Czarian  Majetty ;  to 
“  give  them  Copies  of  the  faid  Letters,  if  they  required  them ;  and 
<c  even  to  leave  the  Originals  in  their  Hands,  if  they  chofe  rather  to 
“  charge  themfelves  with  the  Delivery  of  them  to  the  Czar  their  Ma- 
<c  fter.”  We  fet  out  the  8  th  in  the  Evening  from  Stockholm ,  in  one  of  her 
Swedijh  Majetty  s  Sloops,  and  arriv’d  at  IVaxholm ,  (a  Cattle  whereof  I 
have  before  fpokenr  but  3  Miles  off)  where  we  embark’d  next  Morn¬ 
ing  at  5,  on  board  one  of  her  Brigantines,  which  carried  us  before  2  in 
the  Afternoon  to  the  Streights  of  Leyzund ,  where  we  were  ftop’d  and 
examin’d  by  the  Captain  of  the  RuJJian  Admiral’s  Galley  which  lay 
there.  This  Captain  would  not  let  us  continue  our  Voyage,  before 
he  had  made  us  drink  a  good  number  of  Glaffes  of  Wine,  which  is  the 
height  of  Civility  among  the  RuJJians ;  and  I  found  them  true  Greeks  in 
that  Refpedf,  as  well  as  to  their  Religion  ;  and  ’twas  paft  8  at  Night 
before  we  were  permitted  to  purfue  our  Voyage,  and  could  not  ar¬ 
rive  before  9  at  Loffo ,  a  little  Ifland  3  Miles  beyond  Leyzund. 

This  Ifland,  in  its  utmoft  Extent,  is  not  above  two  Miles  in  Circum¬ 
ference,  and  was  abandoned  by  its  antient  Inhabitants,  when  they 
Law  it  ready  to  fall  into  the  Hands  of  the  Muscovites ,'  together  with 
Aland  and  the  other  Iflands  ;  where  they  had  burnt  Villages,  Farms, 
Churches,  and  every  thing  that  cou’d  be  deftroyed.  Loffo  had  (as  I  was 
inform'd)  before  it  was  laid  watte,  two  good  Villages,  with  a  Church, 
which  is  the  only  thing  that  they  fpared,  or  forgot  ,*  contenting 
chemfelves  with  plundering  in  them  all  that  they  thought  worth  carry¬ 
ing  away,  as  the  Glafs  Windows,  Bells,  &c.  The  Houfes,  built  on 
both  Sides  for  the  Congrefs,  were  enough  in  Number  to  make  two  lit¬ 
tle  Hamlets,  and  at  a  Musket-Shot  from  each  other ;  one  of  them  was 
call’d  the  Swedijh ,  and  the  other  the  RuJJians  Quarter.  Between  thefe 
two,  about  the  Middle,  was  the  Houfe  for  the  Conferences,  confiding 
of  a  Hall,  and  two  Chambers,  built  at  the  common  Expence  of  both 
thefe  Crowns  engaged  in  the  War.  It  being  fo  late,  we  lay  on  Board  the 
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Brigantine,  and  next  Morning  we  vifited  BarOn  Lilienfte d,  who  Wag 
fent  in  the  room  of  Baron  Goertz ,  and  had  juft  been  made  a  Senator. 
He  was  the  firft  and  only  Plenipotentiary  the  Queen  had  then  there, 
fhe  having  forbidden  Count  GyUembourg ,  who  was  then  at  Stock - 
holm  about  fome  Affairs,  to  return  juft  when  he  was  ready  to  em¬ 
bark.  His  Excellency  received  us  very  civilly,  and  invited  us  to  Din¬ 
ner  with  him,  where  (he  faid)  we  fhou’d  meet  Meffieurs  Bruce ,  OJler- 
man  and  Tagofinsky ,  the  Ruffian  Plenipotentiaries,  together  with  Mr. 
Mardefelt,  Minifter  of  the  King  of  Rruffia *  who  lodged  in  their  Quar¬ 
ter,  (the  only  Plenipotentiary  from  among  the  other  Northern  Allies,  who 
had  been  admitted  to  the  Congrefs.)  From  thence  we  waited  on  the  3 
firft,  to  whom  the  Englijh  Gentleman  declared  the  reafon  of  his  co¬ 
ming  ,*  and  they  demanded  Copies  of  the  Letters  he  had  in  Charge, 
which  he  gave  them  ;  and  as  they  were  in  Englijh ,  which  was  only  under¬ 
flood  by  Mr.  Bruce ,  a  Scotch  Gentleman  by  Extraction,  and  firft  Plenipo¬ 
tentiary,  the  two  others  defired  them  in  French  or  Latin,  and  Itranftated 
them  accordingly.  As  dining  at  Baron  Lilienfteds  took  up  all  the  reft 
of  the  Day,  it  without  doubt  hindred  their  examining  them  there  ;  but 
the  next  Morning  Mr.  Bruce  fent  to  invite  us,  together  with  M.  Lilien- 
jled,  to  Dinner  with  him  at  his  Quarters,  defiring  that  we  in  particular 
wou’d  come  half  an  Hour  before  the  Baron,  which  we  did,  and  found 
there  the  two  other  Plenipotentiaries.  M.  Ofterman  fpeaking  for  all, 
faid,  “  That  they  had  examined  the  Contents  of  the  Letters,  and  that 
“  they  had  found  them  fuch  as  they  had  judged  improper  to  be  fent  to 
c:  the  Czar ,  their  Mafter,  who  cou’d  not  (as  he  faid,  he  imagined)  fee 
<c  with  any  Satisfaction  the  King  of  Great  Britain  fet  up  for  an  Arbi- 
“  ter,  rather  than  a  Mediator  of  a  Peace,  by  fending  a  Fleet  into  th® 
u  Baltick  Sea  to  give  weight  to  his  Mediation  ;  Terms  which,  he  be- 
<c  liev’d,  cou’d  not  be  agreeable  to  his  Czarian  Majefty  :  That  as  for 
<e  the  reft,  they  wou’d  give  their  Mafter  Notice  of  their  Contents.  In 
a  word,  he  fpoke  as  if  he  had  received  the  Czars  own  Anfwer  ;  and  he 
might,  if  what  was  whifpered  was  true,  viz.  That  his  Czarian  Maje¬ 
fty  was  incognito  on  Board  one  of  his  Gallies.  After  this  the  Conver- 
fation  turned  upon  indifferent  Things  ;  and  Dinner-time  being  come, 
all  fat  down  to  Table,  eat  and  drank  pretty  well ;  neither  Hungarian 
Wine,  Champaign,  Burgundy  nor  Tontack  being  fpared ;  but  the  two 
firft  were  rather  ftrong  than  delicious.  On  the  12th,  Mr.  Lilienfted in¬ 
vited  them  all  to  hisFarewel  Entertainment,  to  which  we  were  invited 
alfo,  the  Congrefs  being  declared  diffolved  by  the  Queen  of  Sweden , 
in  Cafe  of  flopping  our  Voyage,  and  not  accepting  to  forward  my  Lord 
Carteret's  and  Sir  John  Norris s  Letters:  He  endeavoured  to  treat  them 
as  he  had  been  by  them  ;  there  was  no  want  of  any  fort  of  Wine.  On 
the  13  th,  the  Ruffian  Plenipotentiaries  and  Mr.  Mar  defelt  gave  their 
Entertainment  at  Mr.  Overmans,  or  elfe  he  gave  his  for  them  all,  and 
fent  to  invite  us  thither  j  as  the  Variety,  and  above  ail  the  Quantity 
of  Wine  is  generally  efteem’d  by  thefe  Gentlemen  the  principal  Part  of 
the  good  Cheer,  there  was  great  Quantities  drank  of  all  the  forts  that 
Mr  .Bruce  had  given  two  Days  before,  and  even  greater  Variety  and 
Profufion.  This  Entertainment  was  clofed  by  a  Drink  which  they 
call’d  Bijhop ,  compofed  of  feveral  Bottles  of  Bontack,  roafted  Seville 
Oranges,  and  a  proportionable  Quantity  of  Sugar,  Cinnamon  andNur* 
megs;  thefe  Ingredients  being  powder’d,  fqueez’d  and  ftrain’d  thro’ a 
Napkin,  and  then  put  into  a  Silver  Veflei  holding  at  leaft  Eight  Quarts, 
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which  was  Sirnam’d  the  Farewel ,  all  the  'Plenipotentiaries  being"  to  de¬ 
part  the  next  Day.  Thereupon  I  took  the  Liberty  to  fay,  that  they 
might  then  bury  the  Congrels  Epifcopally ,  and  in  Ceremony,  by  going 
to  drink  off  this  VefTel  in  the  Houle  where  the  Conferences  were  held. 
Mr.  Mardefelt  back’d  this  Thought,  as  did  all  the  reft  of  the  Com¬ 
pany  ;  and  Mr.  Tagofinsky ,  who  had  prepared  the  Btfhop>  ordered  the 
Procejfion ,  and  had  the  VefTel  carried  by  a  Butler.  We  all  followed  it 
in  pretty  good  Order  into  the  Hall  aforemention’d,  and  fat  round  the 
Table,  where  before  the  Meeting  upon  the  Fate  of  two  Kingdoms 
were  held,  upon  which  it  was  placed  with  fome  Auxiliary  Bottles  of 
Champaign .  The  reft  of  the  Ceremony  may  be  eafily  imagined,  and 
in  what  a  Condition  they  broke  up ;  thus  ended  the  famous  Congrefs, 
commonly  call'd  the  Congrefs  of  Aland ,  which  at  firft  promifed  a  l'epa- 
rate  Peace  between  the  King  of  Sweden  and  the  Czar,  fyc. 

On  the  14th,  between  Nine  and  Ten  in  the  Morning,  the  Ruffian 
Plenipotentiaries ,  and  Mr.  Mardefelt  firft  went  on  Board  fome  Gallies 
that  were  in  the  Harbour,  in  order  to  go  for  Abo  or  Petersburgh ;  and 
we  fet  fail  about  Eight  in  the  Evening  for  Stockholm ,  in  the  Brigantine 
that  brought  us,  in  Company  with  Mr.  Lilienfted ,  who  had  a  fmall 
Yatch  waiting  for  him  ;  and  there  being  but  little  or  no  Wind,  we  did 
not  get  there  till  the  17th.  I  did  not  give  myfelf  much  time  to  reft; 
there,  before  I  fet  out  for  Dallarna ,  where  the  Britijh  Fleet  then  lay. 
In  order  thereunto,  fleering  my  Courfe  by  the  Steken ,  a  Mile  and  half 
from  Stockholm ,  I  faw  the  Field  of  the  abovefaid  Battle.  Nothing 
cou’d  be  more  melancholy,  than  to  fee  on  my  way  the  Marks  of 
the  cruel  Effects  of  War.  Here  on  the  Right  Hand  was  a  Country- 
Seat  or  a  Farm  reduced  to  Afhes;  there  on  the  Left  whole  Villages  in 
the  fame  defolate  Condition,  even  the  Huts  of  poor  Fifhermen  were  noc 
fpared  ;  and  on  my  Arrival  at  Dallarna ,  I  found  that  part  of  the  Vil¬ 
lage  which  was  out  of  the  reach  of  the  Caftle-Guns  had  not  one  Houfe 
left  entire.  I  went  direcftly  on  board  the  ‘Dartmouth  Man  of  War, 
commanded  by  Captain  Eaton  ;  the  fame  whom  I  had  before  known 
in  Turky ,  when  he  commanded  the  IVinchelfea ,  as  I  hinted  in  fpeaking 
of  Troy .  By  his  means  I  paffed  my  Time  very  agreeably  amongft  his 
Friends ;  and  he  gave  me  an  Account  of  the  Satisfaction  the  Queen  was 
pleafed  to  exprefs,  and  the  good  Humour  ftie  had  fhewn  on  Board  Sir 
John  Norris ,  where  {he  dined  fome  Days  before  :  How  after  the  En¬ 
tertainment  was  over,  her  Majefty  was  gracioufly  pleafed  to  take  out 
my  Lord  Carteret ,  with  the  Admiral,  and  feveral  Officers  of  thegreateft 
Diftinction  to  dance  with  her,  and  diftributed  6 000  Crowns  amongft: 
the  Sailors. 

On  the  28th  of  September  a  Sufpenfion  of  Arms,  mediated  by  my  Lord 
Carteret  and  Mr.  Campredon ,  the  French  Minifter  at  the  Swedijh  Court,  be¬ 
tween  the  Swedes  and  the  Danes ,  was  publifhed  ;  after  that  the  former 
had  loft  Maeftrand,  either  by  the  Treachery  or  Cowardife  of  the  Gover¬ 
nor.  In  the  mean  while,  General  Poniatowsky  was  with  his  Polijh  Maje¬ 
fty  King  AugufiuSy  whofe  Pardon  and  Favour  he  had  fo  far  obtain’d,  as 
to  be  employ’d  to  carry  Propofals,  or  Anfwers  to  Propofals,  of  a  Peace 
between  that  Crown  and  Sweden  ,*  of  which  he  fent  the  Preliminary  Ar¬ 
ticles  to  her  Majefty,  viz.  That  a  Sufpenfion  of  Arms  ffiou’d  be  agreed 
on  ;  “  that  King  Stanifaus  fhou’d  renounce  the  Crown  of  Poland ,  on 
“  which  Condition  he  was  to  be  reftored  to  his  Patrimonial  Eftate  as 
“  Count  Lefinsky ,  and  to  retain  the  Regal  Title  ;  and  that  a  general 
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u  Amnefty  Ihou’d  be  granted  to  thofe  who  had  follow’d  King  Sta- 
u  nijlauss  Party,  and  their  Eftates  be  reftored  to  them,  and  the  Treaty 
“  of  Oliva  wasjto  be  confirmed/’  The  Duke  of  Holftein  took  on  him 
the  Title  of  Royal  Highnefs  (as  ’twas  fuppofed  by  the  Advice  of  the 
Czar)  as  pretending  to  the  Crown  of  Sweden ,  contrary  both  to  the 
Declaration  which  the  States  had  exadfed  from  the  Queen,  and  to 
their  Right  of  Election,  and  Refolutions  at  the  laft  Meeting,  wherein 
they  had  even  threaten’d  to  throw  an  Officer  out  of  the  Ridderhoufe 
Windows,  for  propofing  to  give  him  that  Title.  ThePublick  hearing 
of  it  generally  murmurred  againft  this  Step,*  and  Brigadier  Rantzaw 
coming  to  Stockholm ,  with  the  Character  of  his  Envoy,  and  with  In- 
Itru&ions  to  get  his  Title  confirmed  there,  and  make  Complaints  a- 
gainft  the  Treaty  with  Denmark,  wherein  Sweden  (ashefaid)  had  had 
no  regard  to  his  Interefts  ;  her  Majefty  not  only  refufed  him  Audience, 
but  had  Notice  given  him  to  retire  out  of  the  Kingdom  immediately, 
which  he  did. 

The  States  being  reaffembled  at  Stockholm  in  February  i;ao.  Count 
Meyerfeld  harangued  them  by  the  Queen’s  Order,  as  firft  Prefident  of 
the  Chancery,  in  the  room  of  Count  Cronhielm ,  who  had  been  dif- 
miffed  :  The  Subftance  of  his  Difcourfe  was,  tC  That  her  Majefty  was 
“  glad  to  fee  them  meet  again  together,  and  thanked  them  for  the 
u  Care  they  had  taken  about  the  Contributions  and  Subfidies  for  the 
<c  Year  1719.  At  the  fame  time  he  laid  before  them  the  Neceftities  of 
“  the  State,  which  required  the  like  ;  and  informed  them  of  the  Trea- 
“  ties  of  Peace,  and  the  Alliances  that  had  been  entred  into  with  the 
“  Kings  of  Great  Britain  and  Frujfia ,  whereby  her  Majefty  had  en- 
xt  creafed  the  Number  of  her  Friends,  and  leften’d  that  of  her  Enemies.” 

'  Count  Horn  anlwered  for  the  States,  “  By  thanking  her  Majefty  for 
<c  the  happy  Beginning  of  her  Reign,  the  prudent  and  tender  Difpofi- 
<c  tion  fne  had  lhewn  for  the  Maintenance  of  the  People’s  Liberty,  and 
<e  the  Defence  of  the  Kingdom  againft  the  evil  Defigns  of  their  Ene- 
“  mies  yet  remaining  ;  alluring  her,  that  the  States  wou’d  ever  have 
<c  all  the  reafonable  Inclination  that  cou’d  be,  to  approve  whatever 
“  Meafures  her  Majefty  Ihou’d  take,  by  the  Advice  and  Confent  of 
a  the  Senate  :  That  they  wou’d  enter  into,  and  contribute  towards 
“  them  with  their  Lives  and  Fortunes  ;  and  that  even  when  the  laft, 
“  which  were  extraordinarily  diminilhed,  Ihou’d  be  drain’d  and  fpent, 
te  their  Fidelity  and  Zeal  for  her  Majefty  and  their  Country  fhou’d 
<c  always  remain  as  inexhauftible  as  inviolable.” 

In  the  Middle  of  February ,  the  Queen,  being  defirous  either  to  eafe 
herfelf  of  the  Weight  of  Government,  or  to  fignalize  her  uncommon 
Love  to  the  Prince,  her  Confort,  wrote  to  the  States ,  u  That  ihe  was 
“  very  fenftble  of  all  the  Teftimonies  they  had  already  given  her  of 
“  their  Value  for  her,  which  was  not  only  in  chufing  her  for  their 
u  Queen,  and  their  Zeal  for  their  Country  ;  and  was  encouraged  to 
<l  require  a  frefliMark  of  both  from  them,  in  chufing  as  freely  and  una- 
“  nimoufly  the  Prince,  her  beloved  Confort,  for  their  King,  to  be  Af- 
“  fiftant  to  her  in  holding  the  Reins  of  Government,  as  the  late  King 
u  William  was  to  Queen  Mary  in  England 3  alluring  them,  at  the  fame 
<£  time,  of  his  Averfion  to  Arbitary  Power,  which  his  Highnefs 
u  had  been  the  firft  in  advifing  her  to  rejedt,  as  well  as  to  accept  the 
“  Form  of  Government  as  the  Rule  of  her  Adminiftration,  and  that  he 
*c  would  make  it  alfo  that  of  his  ;  That  he  wou’d  embrace  the  Luthe-

ce  ran  Religion,  and  defend  it  at  the  Hazard  of  his  Life/’  She  mem 
tion’d  the  Dangers  to  which  he  had  already  expofed  himfelf  for  the 
Defence  of  the  Kingdom  ,*  the  Advantages  that  they  might  promife 
themfelves  in  having  him  for  King  at  the  Head  of  the  Armies,  and 
fighting  no  longer  for  the  Swedes  as  Strangers,  but  as  his  Subjects  and 
Children.  She  promifed,  in  the  Name  of  her  faid  beloved  Confort,  all 
the  Affurances  defirable,  and  inviolable  Oaths ,  as  a  Guarantee  againft 
the  Re-introdu&ion  of  Defpotick  Power,  and  that  the  Form  of  Go¬ 
vernment  drawn  up  by  them  fhould  be  the  inviolable  Rule  of  his  ;  That 
they  might  infert  in  the  Ad:  whereby  he  diou’d  be  eleded,  fuch  Con¬ 
ditions  and  Claufes,  as  diou’d  prevent  the  Hereditary  Succeffion  of  his 
Heirs  by  any  other  Wife,  in  cafe  fhe  fhou’d  die  before  him  without 
an)r.  The  States  promifed  to  confider  and  examine  this  Royal  Pro- 
pofal,  and  deliver’d  it  to  a  Secret  Committee  ;  which  conceded  very 
much,  and  refolv’d  on  very  little  for  many  Days. 

On  the  iidj  her  Majefly  wrote  two  Letters,  one  to  the  Nobility ,  and 
the  other  to  the  Teafants ,  to  the  fame  purpofe.  The  Nobility  having 
promifed  to  examine  the  Affair,  were  divided  into  three  Parties  ,*  the 
one  wou’d  agree  to  it  upon  the  foot  that  her  Majefly  propofed  it  ; 
the  other  wou’d  confent,  that  his  Highnefs  fhou’d  be  eleded  King, 
on  Condition  that  her  Majefly  fhou’d  renounce  the  Crown  like  Queen 
Chriftina ;  the  third  wou’d  acquiefce  with  neither  the  one  nor  the  o- 
ther,  but  was  for  her  Majefly’s  continuing  to  reign  alone,  as  file  then 
did.  Th Qpeafants  made  not  the  lead  Objection againft  it,  but  return’d 
an  Anfwer  full  of  Refpedtoher  Majedy,  with  their  Confent  and  good 
Wifhes  for  the  Succefs. 

On  the  xy th,  the  Prince  being  informed  that  the  States  were  for 
the  mod  part  agreed,  and  difpoled  to  chufe  him,  fent  them  an  open 
' Declaration  of  his  Intentions,*  or,  as  they  call’d  it  there,  an  Aflurance, 
“  By  which  he  engaged  himfelf  to  profefs  the  Lutheran  Faith ;  to  de- 
“  fend  it  at  the  Hazard  of  his  Life,  in  cafe  it  fhou’d  be  attack’d  ; 
“  and  not  to  allow  the  Publick  Profedion  of  any  other  through- 
“  out  the  Kingdom  :  In  a  word,  to  rule  according  to  the  Ads  of 
44  Affurance ,  Election,  and  the  Form  of  Government  drawn  up  by 
11  themfelves,  at  the  Queen- his  Confort’s  Accedion  to  the  Throne, 
44  and  with  what  Alterations  and  Additions  they  fhould  think  fit  to 
“  make.” 

On  the  28th,  the  States  having  given  in  Writing  an  humble  Remon- 
drance  to  the  Queen ,  of  the  Inconveniencies  they  belie  ved  to  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  Propofal  of  reigning  jointly  with  the  Prince,  her  Confort, 
her  Majedy  anfwered  them,  “  Thar  if  they  thought  fo,  (tho’  ’twas  not 
44  heard  of  any  from  the  Example  fhe  had  alledged  them  in  England ) 
<f  die  had  fo  at  Heart  the  Publick  Good,  that  die  would  facrifice  to 
“  it  the  "Diadem  they  had  put  upon  her  Head,  if  their  Defire  was  that 
44  he  fhould  be  King  alone,  and  no  body  elfe  with  him.”  To  ufe  their 
Terms,  fhe  added,  “  That  in  her  Propofal  fhe  never  had  any  other 
44  View,  but  to  enable  him  the  better  to  bring,  by  his  known  Valour, 
44  all  the  Enterprizes  necedary  for  the  Defence  of  the  Kingdom  to 
4C  a  profperous  Ifiue ;  to  preferve  to  herfelf  her  Right,  in  cafe  of  the 
44  Deceafe  of  her  dear  Spoufe  before  her;  and  in  fuch  cafe,  to  re- 
44  fume  the  Reins  of  Government  upon  the  fame  foot  as  they  then  held 
44  them  by  Divine  Providence ,  and  their  Free  EleLiion :  ”  Whereupon 
they  agreed  to  chufe  the  Prince  alone,  with  the  aforefaid  Reftri&ion  ; 
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and  they  accordingly  drew  up,  on  the  latter  end  of  Marchy  the  Abjura- 
ration  of  ‘ Defpotick  Power,  Election ,  &c.  in  which  they  preferv’d  her 
Majefty  the  Right  lhe  had  received  from  them  of  the  Regal  Authority, 
without  a  new  or  previous  Eletfion,  in  cafe  he  fhould  die  before  her. 
This  done,  his  Royal  Highnefs  was  proclaimed  King  by  an  Herald, 
after  the  ufual  manner,  in  all  the  Publick  Plages  of  Stockholm . 

On  the  Beginning  of  April ,  Brenner  the  Priefl  was  brought  to  Stock¬ 
holm ,  bound  Hand  and  Foot.  He  had  been  feiz’d  at  Hamburgh ,  by  the 
Diligence  of  the  Svoedijh  Minifter  in  that  City,  being  accufed  and  con- 
vidbed  of  ferving  the  Czar  as  a  Spy,  and  other  Crimes  ;  and  after¬ 
wards  incurred  the  fame  Punilhment,  and  in  the  fame  Place,  as  Baron 
Goertz. 

On  the  id  of  May ,  the  States  prefented  to  his  Majefty  the  Form  of 
Government,  with  thefe  few  Changes  and  Additions,  viz.  a  That  there 
ic  fhou’d  be  but  1 6  Senators ,  after  the  prefent  14  being  reduced  to  that 
<c  Number  by  Death,  or  otherwife.— That  7  of  thefe  fhou’d  be  ob- 
<c  liged,  and  authoris’d  to  adt  with  regard  to  giving  Council  in  the  im- 
u  portant  Affairs  of  State,  as  10  of  the  24  did  a&ually. — That  theExa- 
4C  mination  of  Affairs  fhou’d  be  divided  between  14  Senators ,  viz.  That 
fic  the  Domeftick  ones  fhou’d  be  aftign’d  to  the  conftant  Application  of 
CL  7  of  them,  and  that  all  Foreign  ones  fhou’d  be  tranfadxd  by  the 
<c  7  others  j  and  that  if  any  of  them  fliou’d  fall  Sick,  another  fhou’d  be 
<£  admitted  in  his  room. — That  all  the  Senators ,  even  thofe  who  were 
<£  then  Frefidents ,  or  Members  of  Colleges ,  (excepting  thofe  of  the 
ic  Chancery ,  and  the  Chamber  of  Revifion)  fhou’d  every  Day  be  at  the 
cc  Senate ,  for  the  Examination  and  Expedition  of  whatever  Affairs  the 
“  Secretaries  of  State  fhou’d  lay  before  them  5  and  that  in  cafe  any 
<£  thing  of  the  laft  Importance  fhou’d  occur,  as  the  treating  of  Feacey 
cc  declaring  of  /Far,  equipping  and  fetting  out  a  Fleet ,  &c.  none  fhou’d 
<£  be  difpens’d  with  from  attending. — That  two  Senators  fhou’d  be 
4£  chofen  to  accompany  the  King  into  the  Fields  or  whenever  his  Ma- 
41  jefty  fhou’d  take  any  Journey. — That  no  Senators  fhou’d  be  admitted 
“  into  the  Colleges,  (after  the  Death,  or  difmifting  of  them,  who  have 
<£  been  placed  therein  by  the  preceeding  Form  of  Government)  but 
<c  only  Perfons  of  a  good  Capacity,  and  well  verfed  in  the  Affairs  be- 
t£  longing  to  the  refpe&ive  Colleges. — That  the  King  fhou’d  not  have 
<£  the  liberty,  granted  to  the  Queen  by  the  faid  Form,  of  fending  to 
£C  the  Stadt-Comptoir  even  for  50  Crowns ,  without  the  Knowlege  or 
<£  Confent  of  the  Senate. — Laftly,  That  whoever  fhou’d  attack  or  abufe, 
<£  either  by  injurious  Words  or  Actions,  any  Deputy  of  the  HietSy 
<£  fhou’d  be  declared  Vagabonds,  and  be  puniflfd  as  fuch  by  the  Laws.” 
His  Majefty  ratify ’d  and  ftgn’d  the  Form  with  all  thefe  Alterations, 
and  the  fame  Day  his  Coronation  was  publifhed  after  the  ufual  manner  ; 
for  the  3d,  it  was  perform’d  in  the  Great  Church  of  Stockholm ,  with 
the  fame  Ceremonies  as  that  of  the  Queen  had  been  at  Upfaly  except 
the  Queen,  in  the  Proceftion,  went  to  the  Church  drefs’d  in  the  Royal 
Robes,  had  on  her  Head  the  Crown  3  and  in  her  Hand  the  Sceptre  lhe 
was  going  to  refign  to  her  Confort.  The  Illuminations  were  greater 
and  more  magnificent  ;  for  befides  a  greater  Number  of  Houfes, 
Churches,  Cannons  and  Inhabitants  here  than  there,  they,  as  well  as 
the  other  forts  of  Rejoicings,  were  ftill  encreafed  by  Publick  Mini- 
fters  and  other  Strangers :  Among  the  latter,  an  Englijh  Ship  adorn’d 
with  different  Colours  or  Flags,  Pendants,  Streamers,  &c.  diftinguifh’d 
Vol.  II.  Bbb  herfelf 
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herfelf  by  firing  agreeably  for  three  or  four  Hours  ;  but  at  lafl  mofi 
unfortunately,  as  I’ll  fay  hereafter. 

Some  Merchants  had  fent  in  good  quantity  of  Powder  with  Rhenifh 
Wine,  ire.  and  leveral  Ferfons  were  invited  to  fpend  the  Remainder  of 
the  Day  on  Board  of  her.  I  was  fo  amongfi:  the  reft,  and  had  given  my 
Word  to  make  one  j  but  broke  it  by  lucky  Forgetfulncfs  in  this  manner: 
I  had  din'd  with  the  Gentlemen  who  invited  me  ;  and  between  Dinner¬ 
time  and  the  Hour  of  our  Meeting  on  Board  this  Vefiel,  I  Role  away 
with  one  of  the  Company,  in  order  to  fee  the  King  return  crown’d  from 
the  Church,  palled  by  the  Place  where  was  a  roafted  Ox,  as  at  the 
Queens  Coronation ;  and  in  the  Crowd  of  Spectators,  I  loft  my  Compa¬ 
nion,  without  being  able  to  find  him  again.  Whilft  I  was  looking  in 
vain  for  him,  two  of  my  Lord  Carteret  s  Gentlemen  flopt  me,  and  de- 
fired  me  to  go  with  them  to  his  Excellency’s  Palace  ;  where,  as  they 
faid,  we  fhoud  pafs  our  Time  more  pleafantly  over  a  Bottle  of  Bur - 
gundy ,  than  to  flay  to  be  prefs’d  to  Death  in  the  Crowd  out  of  Curio- 
fity.  I  exculed  my  felf  upon  having  given  my  Word  to  be  at  Five 
a-Clock  on  Board  the  Englijh  Ship  :  They  anfwer’d,  That  it  was  but 
Three,  and  that  I  Ihould  have  time  enough  left  to  go  there:  In  Ihort, 
they  prevailed  on  me  to  follow  them,  where,  inftead  of  one  Bottle,  I 
believe  we  drank  three  or  four  ;  and  hearing  the  Clock  of  a  neighbour¬ 
ing  Church  at  Eight  at  Night,  (it  was  (till  too  much  time  to  run  the 
fame  rifque  that  coft  above  30  Perfons  their  Lives;)  whereupon  I 
remembred  the  Appointment,  left  thefe  Gentlemen  to  go  on  Board  the 
Ship,  at  leaft  to  make  my  Appearance,  and  an  Apology  for  not  coming. 
I  had  not  gone  a  third  Part  of  the  Way,  when  I  met  an  old  Colonel 
and  his  Lady,  with  whom  I  became  acquainted  in  my  Journey  to 
. Danmora ,  and  from  whom  I  had  received  a  thoufand  Civilities.  They 
were  come  to  fee  the  Coronation,  and  wou’d  abfolutely  have  me  to 
accompany  them  to  their  Lodgings  to  drink  Coffee.  I  pleaded  for 
Excufe  my  Engagement  *  but  they  told  me  all  was  over,  and  that  no¬ 
thing  was  now  thought  on  but  the  Illuminations  in  the  City  :  In  a 
word,  they  dragg’d  me  away  with  them,  if  I  may  fo  fay.  In  the  mean 
while,  the  Company  on  Board  were  very  merry,  and  the  Cannons  had 
all  been  fired  at  different  times  without  any  Accident  happening  to  di- 
flurb  them ;  the  Sun  having  given  Place  to  the  Illuminations  all  over 
the  City  and  Suburbs,  the  Company  were  preparing  to  retire  ;  and  tlie 
lafi:  Health  going  round,  the  Guns  were  again  difeharged,  wrhen  the 
Pow:der  taking  Fire  (no  one  knowing  how)  the  Vefiel  was  blown  up 
in  an  Inftant ;  and  out  of  above  Perfons  that  were  on  Board,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Sailors,  not  above  10  or  11  efcaped;  and  perhaps  there  had 
not  been  one  faved,  if  the  Vefiel  had  had  a  greater  quantity  of  Pow¬ 
der  on  Board,  had  been  lefs  old,  and  confequently  lefs  capable  of  a 
greater  Refiftance  to  the  Force  of  Sulphur  and  Saltpetre.  Amongfi;  the 
Dead,  was  my  Lord  Carteret's  Chaplain,  a  Gentleman  of  fingular  Me¬ 
rit,  whofe  Body  was  the  firft  found,  and  carried  to  the  Grave  with  all 
the  Solemnity  pofiible  to  the  Britijh  Nation ;  but  put  into  the  Ground 
without  any  Ecclefiaflical  Ceremonies,  either  of  the  Lutherans ,  or  the 
Church  of  England ,  the  Swedijh  Clergy  not  being  willing  to  perform 
the  Funeral  Service  after  their  Manner,  nor  to  lufFer  the  others  to  do  it 
after  their  own.  I  made  thereupon  fome  Remonftrances  to  divers 
Priefts,  mentioning  my  Surprife  at  fuch  a  Refufal,  as  having  feen  at 
Conjlantinople  a  Swedijh  Prieft,  who  did  not  make  any  fuch  Scruple 
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to  bury,  after  die  Manner  of  die  Church  of  England ,  a  Merchant 
of  that  Nation,  in  the  Ablence  of  the  Chaplain  belonging  to  the  Com¬ 
pany,  calling  Earth  thrice  upon  the  Coffin,  (as  both  the  Englijh  and 
Lutherans  do)  and  reading  the  Office  for  the  Burial  of  the  Dead,  con¬ 
tain’d  in  the  Common  Prayer  Book.  Hereupon  ’twas  propofed  to  the 
Archbilhop  of  Upfal,  who  not  only  forbid  his  Clergy’s  reading  the  Pray¬ 
ers  even  after  the  Lutheran  Form,  and  in  their  own  Tongue,  but  even 
their  affifling  at  his  Funeral,  and  carrying  him  themfelves  to  theGrave, 
as  they  do  their  deceafed  Brethren,  and  as  (I  mull:  confefs)  fome  were 
willing  to  do,  there  being  but  very  little  Difference  between  the  Cere¬ 
monies  of  the  two  Churches.  But  in  all  Probability  ’twas  this  Con¬ 
formity  itfelf  that  might  caufe  the  Spleen  and  Oppodtion.  My 
Companion’s  Body  was  found  iy  Days  afterwards;  mod  of  the 
others  never  were. 

The  Medals  that  were  thrown  amongfl  the  People  had  on  one  Side 
the  King’s  Effigies  with  thefe  Words,  FREDERICUS  D.  G.  REX 
SUECLE,  and  the  Reverfe  as  (4)  in  Print  XXXVII.  and  thofe  that 
were  prefented  to  the  Perfons  of  Didindtion,  either  in  Gold  or  Silver, 
as  (9)  in  the  Print  XXXII.  And  at  the  Concludon  of  the  Diet  there 
was  one  flruck  for  Count  Horn ,  which  is  reprcfented  in  the  fame 
Print  N.  (6),  and  given  to  the  Members  of  the  States,  &c. 

Some  time  after,  his  Majefly  fent  Notice  of  his  Acceffion  to  the 
Throne  to  all  the  Foreign  ‘Princes ,  even  to  the  Czar .  My  Lord  Car¬ 
teret  left  Stockholm ,  and  went  to  Copenhagen ,  to  conclude  the  Peace 
which  was  afterwards  publifhed  with  that  of  Poland,  with  the  ufuai 
Ceremonies.  About  the  fame  time  there  appeared  at  Stockholm  a  French 
Man,  under  the  Title  of  the  Baron  St.  Hilaire ,  who  had  quitted  the 
Czars  Service,  upon  a  Projedi  fomething  like  that  of  the  Sieur  Cohue , 
which  was  hearken’d  to  pretty  favourably  by  Admiral  Wachmeifler  $ 
but  (according  to  the  Account  of  thofe  who  value  themfelves  upon 
underflanding  Naval  Affairs)  he  wou’d  have  ruin’d  the  Swedijh  Fleet 
in  Revel  Harbour,  indead  of  burning  that  of  the  Mufcovites,  as  he  pre¬ 
tended  to  do,  if  Admirals  Sparre  and  Sir  John  Norris  had  given  into 
his  Proiedt  as  well  as  the  firfh  ;  and  a  Voyage  which  thofe  Gentlemen 
made  with  their  Fleet  as  high  as  that  Port,  and  pretty  near  the  En¬ 
trance  of  it,  having  him  on  board,  difcovered  Efficiently  how  impra¬ 
cticable  the  Defign  was.  Some  Perfons  faid  thereupon,  that  the  Pro¬ 
jector  was  one  of  the  Czars  Spies.  What  gave  the  mod  ground  to  that 
Sufpicion  was,  that  after  his  Project  was  looked  upon  as  Chimerical  by 
the  Admiralty ,  he  fold  a  Cargo  of  Burgundy  and  Champagne  at  Stockholm , 
which  he  had  taken  in  at  Petersburgh .  At  lead  the  Traders  of  Stock¬ 
holm  in  that  Commodity,  being  perhaps  jealous  of  his  carrying  on  fuch 
a  Trade,  call’d  him  publickly  the  Czars  Agent ;  this  Prince  being  faid 
there  to  be  the  only  Merchant  in  his  own  Country,  engroffing  all  the 
Goods,  and  having  Commiffioners  for  the  Difpofal  of  them. 

In  the  Beginning  of  Ottober,  the  King  took  a  little  Journey,  or  rather 
went  upon  a  Hunting-Match  to  Upfal  and  IVeJleras ,  and  was  follow’d  by 
the  Foreign  Miniders ;  amongd  which  was  an  Officer  of  the  Czars,  who 
was  come  to  congratulate  his  Swedijh  Majedy  in  his  Mader’s  Name,  on 
his  Acceffion  to  the  Throne.  Sir  John  Norris,  and  Mr.  Finch ,  the  Britijh 
Envoy,  did  me  the  Honour  to  take  me  in  their  Coach,  in  order  to  join 
his  Majedy,  who  had  already  reach’d  Upfal.  We  got  thither  that  Day,  j 
and  daid  3  or  4  more;  when  his  Majedy  fetting  out  fird,  with  fome 
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Officers  of  his  Court,  and  finking  out  of  the  Road  to  Hunt,  kill’d  3 
Elks  before  he  arriv’d  at  Wefteras ,  whither  we  foon  follow’d  him.  Ad¬ 
miral  Norris  and  Mr  .Finch,  to  whom  I  had  given  a  Defcription  of  the 
Scarcity  of  Men,  in  comparifon  of  Women,  occafion’d  by  the  Wars,  (as 
I  have  faid  fomewhere  elfe)  were  furpriz’d  at  finding  it  fo  true,  we 
having  all  the  Way  only  young  Girls  for  Poftillions,  who  guided 
our  Coach,  mounted  aflride  upon  the  Horfes;  a  Novelty,  which  di¬ 
verted  thefe  Gentlemen,  efpecially  the  former,  who  had  not  yet  feen  it, 
tho’  the  latter  had.  The  good  Cheer  at  Wefteras ,  and  the  Pleafure  of 
Hunting  in  the  Neighbouring  Parts,  of  which  we  had  our  Share,  took 
up  his  Majefty’s  time  for  8  or  10  Days,  and  cofl  fome  more  Elks  and 
Bears  their  Lives:  After  which  we  fet  out  with  that  Prince  for  Stock¬ 
holm  ;  and  on  the  Way  thither,  had  a  fplendid  Entertainment  at  Elkfund, 
a  fine  Palace  newly  repair’d,  which  the  late  King  had  given  the  Princefs 
his  Sifter,  as  her  Dowry.  The  Mufcovite  Officer  went  on,  without 
taking  Part  of  this  Feaft,  feeming  in  very  great  hafte  to  return. 

This  prefent  King  has  all  the  Politenefs  and  Affability  that  can  be 
vv i fil’d  in  a  Prince,  with  a  world  of  good  Humour,  and  a  thoufand 
other  noble  Qualifications  to  be  loved  and  efteemed. 


CHAP.  XV. 

A  Voyage  to  Denmark ;  a  Jkort  Defcription  of 
Copenhagen  ;  its  Harbour,  Tublick  Edifices 
and  Curiofities :  a  Trip  to  Hamburgh,  thence  to 
the  Brill,  and  fo  to  Harwich.  Remarks  on 
Bremen  by  the  JVay. 

IN  the  Beginning  of  October,  Admiral  Norris ,  not  thinking  the  Sea- 
fon  of  the  Year  proper  for  the  Fleet  to  flay  any  longer  in  the 
Swedijh  Harbours,  took  his  Leave  of  their  Majefties,  and  offering  me 
a  Bed  in  my  Paffage,  I  accepted  of  his  Civility.  We  did  not  fet  fail 
till  the  26th  of  that  Month,  the  Wind  not  being  before  fair  for  us  5  and 
three  Days  after,  we  had  a  violent  Storm,  which  fwell’d  the  Sea  to 
that  extraordinary  degree,  that  it  overflowed  great  part  of  Holftein, 
doing  confiderable  Damage,  and  difpers’d  feveral  of  the  Ships,  fome 
whereof  were  loft  ;  fo  that  we  did  not  reach  Copenhagen  till  the  Begin¬ 
ning  of  ‘December ,  after  having  for  between  Eight  or  Nine  Days  been 
expofed  to  the  Rage  and  Inconftancy  of  the  Wind  and  Waves.  As 
fome  Affairs  requir’d  my  Prefence  at  Hamburgh ,  I  took  my  Leave  of 
the  Admiral,  and  return’d  him  Thanks  for  all  his  Favours,  having  firft 
(laid  fome  Days  to  take  a  View  of  Copenhagen. 

The  Entrance  of  the  Harbour,  (which  is  one  of  the  beft  in  Europe , 
and  will  receive  above  foo  Men  of  War  of  the  Line)  is  defended  by 
a  Citadel  and  a  Platform,  which  is  fortify ’d  with  Cannon  that  carries 
Balls  of  12  to  18  Pound.  Within  the  Harbour  is  a  fine  Wet  Dock, 

which 
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which  holds  the  whole  Danijh  Fleet,  and  is  furrounded  by  a  fort  of 
Gallery  of  Timber  Work,  fupportedby  good  Piles,  divided  into  feveral 
Parts  by  Draw-bridges,  conftantly  guarded  by  a  good  Number  of  Sai¬ 
lors,  who  are  armed  with  Muskets  in  the  Night,  and  exercifed  like 
Soldiers,  as  in  Sweden ;  and  in  the  Day-time,  with  a  fort  of  Clubs  be¬ 
tween  Seven  and  Eight  Foot  long,  having  at  one  End  a  Ball  of  Three 
or  Four  Inches  Diameter,  with  a  fquare  Iron  Spike  of  about  a  Fingers 
breadth  in  the  Middle  of  it.  The  reft  of  the  Ball  is  all  thick  fet  with 
lefier  Spikes  very  (harp,  not  unlike  thofe  Arms  of  the  ancient  Romans , 
reprefented  in  their  Fafces.  Beftdes  thefe,  that  Gallery  is  defended  by 
two  Batteries,  one  of  20,  and  the  other  of  above  30  Pieces  of  Can¬ 
non,  to  keep  off  all  Approaches  of  the  Enemy  ;  not  to  mention  a 
good  long  Stoccado  to  fecure  it  from  the  Ice,  which  might  do  confide- 
rable  Damage  to  the  Fleet,  when  the  Flakes  are  driven  impetuoufty  a- 
gainft  them  by  a  fudden  Thaw,  and  a  ftrong  Wind.  The  City  is  be¬ 
holden,  both  for  its  Name  and  Original,  to  the  Beauty  and  Good- 
nefs  of  this  Port,  Haffen  fignifying  in  the  fDanijh  Tongue  a  Haven, 
and  Kiopen  a  Merchant.  The  Real'on  of  its  firft  being  fo  call’d,  (ac* 
cording  to  the  Danijh  Hiftory)  was  thus  :  The  Bifhop  of  Rofchild  (a 
little,  but  ancient  City,  of  which  I  (hall  make  mention  hereafter)  had 
a  Caftle  built  (a tf  the  Bottom  of  the  Creek  that  forms  this  Port)  to 
fecure  his  City  and  the  Coafts  from  the  Infults  of  Pirates,  who  ufed  to 
take  Refuge  in  this  fine  Harbour,  then  only  rendered  fo  by  Nature. 
This,  with  the  Plenty  of  Fifli  thereabouts,  drew  thither  Numbers  of 
Filhermen,  who  built  feveral  Cottages  near  and  under  its  Protection, 
where  they  lalted  and  dried  their  Fifh.  Hereupon  Merchants,  who 
dealt  in  this  fort  of  Provifton,  built  afterwards  fome  pretty  good 
Houfes,  and  it  became  a  pretty  good  Town  ;  which,  by  the  means  of 
the  Churches  founded  for  the  Performance  of  Religious  Exercifes,  and 
Palaces  built  by  the  Nobility,  being  metamorphos’d  and  fwelfd  into  a 
City,  became  at  laft  the  Capital  of  ‘Denmark,  and  an  Archbifhops  See. 
’Tis  at  prefent  a  very  handfome  and  large  City,  encompafs’d  with  good 
ftrong  Walls,  well  terrafs’d  ;  the  Turf  wherewith  its  Works  are  co¬ 
vered,  being  reckon’d  preferable  to  hard  Stone  for  its  Defence  againfl 
Cannon,  which  lofe  and  fpend  their  Force  therein,  without  doing 
D  mage.  It  has  for  its  greater  Security,  beftdes  the  Caftle  and  Cita¬ 
del  that  guard  the  Entrance  into  the  Harbour,  another  Caftle  upon  a 
neighbouring  Ifland  called  Amack.  The  chief  Thing  that  I  faw  with 
Satisfaction  after  this,  was  what  they  call  the  Chamber,  or  rather 
Chambers  of  Curioftties,  there  being  many  Apartments,  with  a  fine 
long  Gallery.  In  them  are  to  be  feen  vaft  Variety  of  Rarities,  whe¬ 
ther  Antique  or  Modern,  Prophane  or  Sacred,  Foreign  or  of  the 
Growth  of  the  Country  5  beftdes  feveral  precious  Productions,  both 
of  Art  and  Nature,  as  Animals,  Minerals,  Plants,  Vegetables,  Arms, 
Veffels  of  different  Metals,  Paintings,  Idols ,  Mummy s,  Medals ,  &c. 
In  the  Principal  Chamber  are  fhewn  the  Epifcopal  Ornaments  of  Abfa - 
lom ,  firft  Bifhop  of  Rofchild ,  and  afterwards  Archbifhop  of  Lund  in 
Scania ,  and  Primate  of  Sweden ,  with  divers  pretious  ecclefiaftick  Uten- 
fils.  1.  Amongft  others  was  a  Mitre  divided  very  fingularly  into  two 
Horns,  fuch,  as  fome  pretend,  was  worn  in  the  Primitive  Church,  and 
reprefented  N.  (10)  upon  the  Print  VII.  A.  2.  A  Helmet  upon  the  fame 
Print,  N.  (13)  peaked  at  the  Top,  and  yet  more  fingular  for  its  Shape, 

which  much  refembled  that  of  a  Night- Cap ;  and  the  Antiquity  ofitsUfe, 
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which  was  (according  to  the  Romijh  Ecclefiaftical  Hiftory)  to  denote 
the  Epifcopal,  or  Archiepifcopal  Dignity  of  the  firft  Prelates  amongft: 
the  Chriftians ,  and  to  Ihew  their  Authority  and  Pre-eminency  over  the 
inferior  Clergy,  as  (us  pretended)  a  like  Head-piece  denoted  that  of 
the  Sovereign  Rontifices ,  Archi-Flamens ,  and  the  Priefts  of  Jupiter  and 
Mars,  amongft  the  Ragans,  over  the  other  Priefts.  The  Ecclefiaftical 
Hiftory  of  ^Denmark  lays,  That  the  Archbilhop  Abfalom  not  only  fig- 
naliz’d  and  diftinguilh’d  himfelf  by  this  Head-piece,  but  by  the  Sword; 
and  that  he  fuccefsfully  united  the  Art  of  War,  with  the  Knowledge 
of  Things  Sacred,  and  made  a  glorious  Confederacy  of  the  temporal 
and  fpiritual  Power  againft  the  Vandals ,  in  favour  of  Waldemar  the  Ift. 
and  Canutns  the  Vlth.  The  Helmet  is  of  Silver  gilt,  and  pretty  well 
wrought  for  the  Time  wherein  ’twas  made.  3.  His  Sword ,*N,  (II.)  Two 
of  his  Epifcopal  Crofters,  mark’d  (y  and  iz)  in  the  aforefaid  Print ; 
the  Latter  is  reckon’d  the  moft  valuable  for  what  ’tis  made  of,  Horn, 
which  they  pretend  to  have  belong’d  to  an  Unicorn  (if  there  is  fuch  a 
Creature,  but  in  Heraldry  f)  but  1  lliould  rather  believe  it  to  be  of  a 
Rhinoceros .  The  other  is  of  Brafs  gilt,  and  has  the  Advantage  of  rhe 
former  in  Workmanftiip ;  on  the  Crefcent,  at  rhe  End  of  it,  is  the 
Reprefentation  of  Jefus  Chrift ,  under  the  Figure  of  a  Lamb,  well 
wrought,  with  thefe  Words  on  one  Side,  Agnus  rDeiy  qui  tollis  peccata 
Mundi ,  miferere ,  da  nobis  pacem  4  and  on  the  other,  Non  dominant es  in 
Cleros ,  &  forma  facli  greges  ex  ammo.  y .  Two  Sorts  of  Rontifical  bans 
made  after  the  Antique  Manner;  one  whereof  is  N.  (10)  (10)  Print  IV. 
but  thefe  almoft  entirely  refemble  thofe  of  the  Greeks  and  Armenians y 
not  having  any  Feathers  like  that  of  the  Rope ,  but  only  round  Plates 
of  Brafs,  whereupon  the  Evangelifts  are  reprefented  under  the  Figures 
of  the  Animals  whereby  they  are  wont  to  be  diftinguiihed.  6.  The 
Epifcopal  Slippers  of  the  fame  Archbilhop,  N.  (4)  in  the  Print  VII. 
made  of  Silk,  with  Straps ;  in  a  Word,  entirely  antique,  and  fuch  as 
Clemens  Alexandrinus  pretends  Jefus  Chrift  himfelf  wore,  whilft  on 
Earth.  7.  A  Golden  Chalice  (amongft  feveral  others  not  fo  pretious) 
with  the  Patene  of  the  fame,  each  embellilh’d  with  Jewels,  and  curi- 
oufly  wrought ;  on  the  firfl  is  this  Infcription  in  Monkifh  Characters, 
(as  the  Danes  and  Swedes  call  them)  that  is,  modern  Gothick ,  Domina 
Chriftina  de  Avarftes  ad  honorem  Dei,  pro  refrigerio  animarum  Carorum 
fuorum  hunc  Calticem  Aureum  fieri  fecit ,  orate  Dominnm  pro  eis.  On 
the  fecond  is  this,  Margreta  Danie ,  Norvegie  Suecie  Regina ,  orate 
pro  ea;  where  one  may  fee  the  fingle  (/)  for  (V)  in  the  id,  3d 
and  4th  Words,  as  I  have  obferv’d  ;  one  may  find  in  Greek  on  fe¬ 
veral  Medals  (O)  for  (<u)  or  (») ;  tho’  I  take  the  firft  to  be  rather  the 
EfTedl  of  Ignorance  in  the  Authors  of  this  Latin  Infcription,  than 
the  Antiquity  of  the  Chara&ers.  8.  Another  Chalice  of  Wood ,  with  a 
Patene  of  Brafs,  which  is  faid  to  have  been  in  Ufe  in  the  primitive 
Church,  before  the  3d  Century.  9.  ACrofs  Silver  gilt,  enrich’d  with 
Precious  Stones.  They  Ihew  in  the  fame  Chamber  divers  antique  Rings, 
and  Seals  of  Gold  and  Silver  ;  among  which,  the  moft  remarkable  and 
lingular  one  is  pretty  like  that  which  is  call’d  at  Rome  the  Fifhers  Ringy 
only  that  the  Figures  are  different,  there  being  on  this  an  Eagle,  with 
the  Wings  expanded,  and  a  fort  of  Woolf,  three  lighted  Torches,  and 

*  Note,  There  is  to  be  feen  in  the  fame  Place  an  antique  Sword,  which  he  ufed  in  the  tVar, 
reprefented  N.  (II.)  in  the  aforefaid  Print. 
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aCrofs,  wirh  the  Greek  Words  in  the  Margent.  *  10.  Two  famous  Vef- 
fels,  fhaped  like  a  bended  Arm,  and  almoft  as  long,  at  leaft  the  2d. 
Upon  the  firft,  which  is  called  the  Danijh  Horn,  and  is  of  Gold,  there 
are  divers  Figures  chafed,  of  the  Casleftial  Signs,  and  other  Animals, 
&c.  it  weighs  above  20  Ounces,  including  its  Cover,*  they  tell  you 
that  it  was  found  near  Ofterby ,  a  DaniJJo  Village,  by  a  Country  Wo¬ 
man,  who  brought  it  to  King  Chrijlian  the  IVth.  and  was  (as  they 
fay)  handfomely  rewarded  ;  they  add,  that  his  Majefty  gave  it  his 
eldeft  Son,  who  ufed  it  as  a  VefTel  to  drink  out  of.  The  Hiftory  of 
the  2d,  which  is  of  Silver,  and  weighs  near  four  Pounds,  and  is 
call’d  Oldenburgh  Horn ,  feems  entirely  Fabulous,  and  is  this,  c  That 

*  as  Otho,  the  firft  Count  of  Oldenburgh ,  having  loft  his  Attendants  in 

*  the  Purfuit  of  a  Stag,  was  hunting  about  for  Water  to  quench  his 

*  exceftive  Thirft,  wherewith  he  was  then  troubled  ;  a  young  Maiden, 
£  of  exquifite  Beauty,  and  a  charming  Air,  her  Cloaths  all  Ihining  with 
e  Gold,  Silver  and  Jewels,  her  Hair  flowing  upon  her  Shoulders  in 
c  Trefies,  after  the  Eaftern  Fafhion,  prefented  her  felf  before  him  with 

*  this  Horn  full  of  a  Liquor,  which  flie  call’d  Nectar ,  or  fome  other 
c  Drink  of  the  Heathen  Deities;  that  the  Duke  receiv’d  it  out  of  her 
c  Hands,  but  not  carrying  it  to  his  Mouth,  on  account  of  fome  Scruple 

*  about  the  Colour,  which  was  ruddy  and  thick,  this  Maiden,  whom 
c  one  may  (I  believe)  call  a  Goddefs ,  Nymph,  or  Fairy ,  with  as  much 

*  Certainty  as  there  is  in  her  then  meeting  of  the  Duke,  invited  him 
1  moft  gracioufly  to  quench  his  Thirft  with  it,  promifing  him  all 
1  *the  Happinefs  in  the  World  if  he  did,  and  great  Misfortunes  if  he  did 
c  not;  but  the  Dukes  Scruple  about  the  Colour  encreafing,  and  turn- 
c  ing  into  Fear  or  Sufpicion,  he  chofe  rather  to  bear  this  Thirft,  than 

*  run  the  hazard  of  being  poifoned,  and  fpilt  it ;  and  that  fome  Drops 
c  falling  upon  his  Horfe’s  Legs,  fetch’d  off  the  Hair,  and  chang’d  the 

*  Skin  to  a  livid  yellowifh  Colour:  Whereupon  the  Nymph  demanding 

*  her  Horn  again,  the  Duke  that  Inftant  clap’d  Spurs  to  his  Horfe  and 
c  brought  it  away,  without  faying  a  Word,  and  rejoin’d  his  Company 

*  to  whom  he  fliew’d  his  rich  Prize,  which  fill’d  them  with  Aftonifh- 
<  ment  at  the  Adventure.  However,  it  is  a  very  fine  Piece  of  Work- 
manlhip,  with  this  Infcription  engraven  upon  it,  Drinc  all  tot ;  that  is. 
Drink  all  up  ;  which  Infcription  feems  to  infinuate,  that  itsUfe  was  to 
be  fill’d  with  Wine,  or  fome  other  ftrong  Liquor,  which  was  drank  off 
round  at  certain  Entertainments ;  like  the  IVellcomes  of  3  or  4  Pints 
(of  about  its  fize,  tho’  not  quite  fo  large)  which  they  ftill  actually  make 
Strangers  or  new-come  Guefts  drink,  both  in  ‘Denmark  and  Sweden . 
Another  in  like  Characters,  expreffing  thefe  Words  round  the  largeft 
Part,  Memento  mei  b  Mater  Dei ;  fome  will  have  it  to  have  been  a  Vo¬ 
tary  of  a  Roman  Catholick,  who  having  perhaps  found  it  among  Ruins, 
offer’d  it  to  the  Virgin  Mary ;  it  is  almoft  like  the  firft  as  to  its  Form, 
but  much  bigger ;  it  is  curioufly  adorn’d  with  Figures  of  Men  in  Relievo; 
fome  perch’d  upon  a  fort  of  Baftions  with  Pikes,  and  others  onCornifhes, 
on  the  Edge  of  the  Mouth  of  it,  which  are  like  Walls,  give  it  the  Air

f  They  who  pretend  that  thefe  two  Vejfels  are  more  ancient ,  fay  they  ferv’d  to  put  in  the  Libati¬ 
ons ,  as  Incenfe ,  Oil  for  the  Sacrifices ,  or  that  the  Priefls  made  Ufe  of  them  to  call  the  People  to 
Temple ;  or  elfe  they  were  royal  Cornets,  formerly  us'd  in  tVar.;  and  all  thefe  Diviners  will  have 
it,  that  the  Infcriptions  were  added  fince  by  the  Chriftians, 
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of  a  Caflle,  as  do  others  (landing  in  Niches  that  of  a  Gothick  Church 
Porch.  Among  a  vail  Quantity  of  other  more  antique  Rarities,  as 
Urns,  Idols,  of  Gold,  Silver,  Brafs,  Earth,  &c.  which  well  deferve 
Travellers  Curiofity,  and  Pains  to  go  and  lee  them.  1  11  only  mention 
the  following  ones,  as  well  antient  as  modern,  i.  Two  Mummies,  one 
of  which  is  call’d  Egyptian ,  and  it  may  very  rcafonably  be  believ’d 
fuch,  on  Account  of  its  Hieroglyphicks,  and  its  being  fo  well  pre- 
ferv’d.  The  other,  which  is  call’d  Danifi,  is  not  fo  well  kept,  and 
may  have  been  a  Body  dry’d  like  the  Laplanders  Fifh,  partly  by 
Smoke,  and  partly  by  the  Cold,  like  thofe  in  Greenland ,  where  (they 
fay)  whole  Bodies  may  be  feen  of  Perl'ons  who  have  been  dead  thirty 
Years  :  For  I  don’t  believe  that  the  Danes  eveChad  the  Secret  of  em¬ 
balming  their  dead  Bodies,  at  lead  have  not  the  Sycamore  Tree, 
in  the  Wood  of  which  the  Egyptians  ufed  to  preferve  all  their 
Mummies,  idly,  Amongd  feverai  little  Statues,  the  mod  beautiful 
and  bed  wrought  are  thofe  of  Apollo ,  Mars ,  Mercury ,  the  Roman  Gla¬ 
diator ,  and  the  Head  of  Seneca ,  &c.  They  are  of  Brafs  and  gilt,  tho’ 
an  Ornament  by  no  Means  proper  to  prove  their  Antiquity.  As  to 
the  Collection  of  the  antique  Medals ,  it  is  but  fmall ;  the  Greek  ones 
are  the  lefs  numerous,  and  the  mod  confiderable  are  thofe  of  Lyfander, 
with  this  Legend,  ATXANAPOT  AAKHNOX,  round  the  Head,  and 
upon  the  reverfe  the  Word  NIKH,  with  a  triumphal  Chariot,  and  thofe 
of  At h emeus*  Miltiades.  The  others  are  of  Alexander  and  Lyfimachus , 
only  valuable  for  the  Gold  whereof  they  are  made,  otherwife  very 
common  in  all  Metals.  A*mongd  the  Latin  ones,  the  mod  fcarce  are 
thofe  of  Albinus ,  Balbinus ,  C.  Julius ,  Diadumenianus ,  Gordianus  Africa - 
mis ,  Macrinus ,  Otho ,  Bapienus ,  Vents ,  Vitellus ,  all  of  *  Silver,  the  red 
arc  very  ordinary.  To  make  amends  for  the  Smallncfs  of  this  Collec¬ 
tion,  there  is  a  prodigious  Quantity  of  the  Coins  of  the  fird  Kings  of 
the  North,  down  to  the  Time  prefent ;  the  mod  ancient  and  mod 
edeem’d  of  which  are  thofe  with  Legends  in  the  Runick  Characters, 
fuch  as  thofe  of  the  Print  XXXII.  an  hidorical  Series  of  Modern  Me¬ 
dallions  and  Medals  of  the  Kings  of  Denmark,  &c.  with  their  principal 
Trnnfa&ions  and  Exploits,  make  the  fined  Show,  in  refped  of  the 
Metal  and  Bignefs  of  them.  Among  the  red,  none  better  deferves 
mentioning  than  the  vad  Medallion  druck  on  Occafion  of  the  making 
and  fortifying  the  Wet-Dock,  on  the  Side  whereof  is  the  Bud  of 
King  ChriftianV .  with  thefe  Words ;  Chriftianus ,  V.  D.  G.  Rex 
Dan.  Norv.  Vand.  Gothorum ,  &c.  On  the  other  is  the  Harbour,  with 
the  Fleet  reprefentcd  in  the  Dock,  with  this  Legend  round  it  ,*  Sic- 
ftant  confpicure  Regali  in  fede  Carirne — &  bene  munili  Caftella  Natantia 
Regni ;  and  on  the  Top  of  the  Reverfe  is  reprefented  the  Pillar  of 
Fire,  and  the  Cloud  that  directed  the  March  of  Mofes  at  the  Head  of 
the  Ifraelites ,  with  this  Infcription,  His  Ducibus ,  and  the  other  in  the 
Exergue,  Nec  irritantes ,  nee  irritandre ;  a  very  fine  one  of  Gold,  druck 
on  Account  of  the  Death  of  Queen  Amalia,  of  the  Houfe  of  Brunfwick 
Lunenburgh,  on  the  Side  whereof  is  reprefented  the  Cadle  of  Amalien- 
burgh,  and  its  Gardens  ;  in  the  middle  of  which  is  an  Urn,  and  within 
the  Exergue  xx  Feb.  i68f,  and  on  the  Pveverfe  the  Arms  of  Denmark 
and  Lunenburgh ,  with  this  Legend,  Soph.  Am,  Dan .  Norveg.  Vand. 

*  Medals  are  not  the  more  to  he  valued  for  being  of  Gold  or  Silver.  My  Macrinus  in  Brafs, 
Numb.  ii.  Print  XXXVIII.  is  worth  mere  than  the  Silver  one  at  Copenhagen. 
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Gothor .  Regina,  Cineribus  Chriflianiff.  Sacrum  s  another  Gold  one  that 
was  (truck  on  Account  of  the  fortifying  Cronenburgh ,  which  has  on  one 
Side,  and  on  the  Reverfe  the  Buft  of  King  ChriftianT with  this  Infcrip- 
tion ;  Chtiftianus ,  V.  CD.  G.  RexT)an.  Nor.  Van.  Goth,  and  on  the  Edge  of 
it,  Terraq,  Mariq ;  tuelur ,*  even  the  Battles  of  Hochftedt  and  Ramillies  are 
eterniz'd  there  on  that  Metal,  in  both  which  this  Nation  is  known  to 
have  had  a  good  Share,  together  with  the  Troops  of  Great  Britain.  In 
fhort,  this  Treafury  deierves  well  the  Name  it  bears,  for  the  numberlefs 
Curiofities  and  Rarities  it  contains. 

I  lhall  not  fay  much  of  the  Churches,  or  the  other  Parts  of  the  City, 
which  is  too  near  us  not  to  be  pretty  well  known.  The  firft  have  no¬ 
thing  more  remarkable  than  thofe  of  Stockholm,  being,  as  they  are,  large 
Gothick  Piles  of  Building,  with  this  Difference,  that  the  Steeples  are 
for  the  mod  part  higher.  As  for  the  reft,  the  interior  Ornaments  are 
much  alike,  and  Divine  Service  is  perform’d  there  after  the  fame  Man¬ 
ner;  but  the  Government  allows  Strangers  of  a  different  Opinion  the 
freeExercil'e  of  their  refpedive  Religions,  and  Places  of  VVorfhip,  which  is 
not  allowed  i n  Sweden.  I  afterwards  afcended  the  famous  Tower,  call’d  by 
fome  the  Obfervatory ,  and  by  others  Uraniburgh  { the  Name  of  that  which 
was  built  for  the  Ufe  of  TychoBrahe  upon  the  lfte  of  Hweri.)  The  firft  Stone 
of  this  was  laid  by  Chriflian  IV.  in  1637,  according  to  a  Latin  Infcription 
over  the  Gate ;  the  other  having  been  deftroy’d  in  his  Reign  by  the  Ene¬ 
mies  of  that  famous  Aftrologer,  It  is  built  winding  ;  and  yet  its  Stairs, 
which  are  50  in  Number  are  fo  broad,  of  fuch  eafy  Afcent,  and,  in  Ihort, 
fo  contriv’d,  that  its  Royal  Founder  was  the  firft  who  made  himfelf  be 
carry’d  up  in  a  Chair  by  two  Horfes,  as  feveral  others  have  fince  had 
the  Curiofity  to  do.  On  the  Top  is  a  Chamber,  and  a  fort  of  Cabinet ; 
in  the  firft  of  which  are  divers  Mathematical  Inftruments  ;  and  in  the 
fecond  feveral  little  Holes  bored,  through  which,  the  other  larger  Lights 
being  fhut,  the  Room  wholly  darkened,  and  the  Day  thus  artificially 
changed  into  Night,  one  may  obferve  and  diftinguifh  the  Stars  at 
Noon-Day  in  the  Firmament.  Over  all  thefe  reigns  a  Terrafs  fur- 
rounded  by  a  Balcony,  whence  one  may  not  only  have  an  advantage¬ 
ous  Profped  all  over  the  City,  but  all  round  it,  to  a  great  Diftance, 
even  to  Scania .  Coming  down,  about  the  middle  of  this  Tower,  is  a 
Door  that  opens  into  a  Chamber  adjoining  to  it,  wherein  is  a  Library, 
confiding  of  a  great  Variety  of  good  Books  and  Manufcripts.  I  faw 
after  the  Royal  Palace,  which  is  only  to  be  commended  for  the  Con¬ 
venience  of  its  Apartments,  its  rich  Furniture,  and  fine  Raintings ;  a 
Theatre ,  where  his  ‘Danijh  Majefty’s  French  Comedians  ad  pretty  well, 
under  the  Diredion  of  the  Sieur  cDubuijfon.  Leaving  the  City,  one 
may  find  feveral  of  his  Majefty  s  Ralaces ,  more  agreeable  for  the  Re¬ 
gularity  of  their  Strudure,  and  being  built  after  the  modern  Way. 
Amongft  thefe,  Fredericksburgh  feem’d  to  me  to  deferve  the  Prehemi- 
nence,  both  for  its  Beauty,  Situation,  charming  Profped,  and  its 
Gardens^  though  it  is  but  very  little,  and  is  rather  a  Rleafure - 
Houfe ,  where  the  Court  pafies  good  Part  of  the  Summer,  than  a 
Palace. 

Having  (laid  fix  Days  at  Copenhagen ,  I  departed  thence,  taking  the 
ordinary  Poft-Waggon,  in  Company  with  two  Ham  burghers,  in  order 
to  go  for  that  Court,  and  call  at  Gottorp.  Then  we  fet  out  after 
Dinner,  and  about  an  Hour  before  Night  we  reach’d  Rofchild ,  an  an-  RofchilL 
cient  City,  about  three  Miles  from  Copenhagen ,  the  Seat  of  the  firft 
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Bifiiops,  and  the  ufual  Buryingplace  of  the  Kings  of  Denmark.  Ac 
prefent  'cis  only  a  little  Town,  by  reafon  both  the  Number  of  its  In¬ 
habitants  and  Houfes  are  leffen’d  fince  the  Increafe  and  Enlargement  of 
Copenhagen .  Its  mod  confiderable  Remains  are  a  great  Church ,  built 
after  the  Gothick  Manner,  with  divers  Statues  of  He  and  She-Saints, 
fome  Bajfo  Relievos ,  which  Time  has  not  deftroy’d,  and  the  Tombs  of 
Princes  and  other  great  Men,  The  Monuments  are  for  the  mod  part 
of  Marble,  and  handfome  for  the  Time  wherein  they  were  erected, 
having  Infcriptions  upon  Brafs,  fetting  forth  the  good  Qualities  of  the 
Perfons  contained  in  them  ;  amongft  the  red,  there  is  that  of  Harald, \ 
believ’d  to  be  the  fird  Chriftian  King  of  'Denmark ,  which  has  nothing 
more  remarkable.  There  is  befides  in  the  Town  a  Convent  of  Nuns , 
who  live  almod  upon  the  fame  Footing  as  thofe  at  Lune ,  of  whom  I  fpoke 
under  the  Article  of  Lunebourgh ,  excepting  their  Number,  which  is  not  fo 
great  as  that  of  the  Lane-Nuns ,  no  more  than  their  Revenues.  We  only 
Raid  here  to  fup,  after  which  we  continued  our  Journey,  and  fome  Miles 
from  thence  met  a  Crofs,  on  the  Road  Side,  a  Remnant  of  Roman  Catholick. 
TVorJhip ,  that  the  Reformation  of  Luther  has  not  demolifhed,  no  more 
than  feveral  others  that  are  to  be  found  both  i nDenmark*  Holftein*  and 
elfewhere,  where  the  Lutheran  Religion  bears  the  Sway.  We  dined  next 
Day  at  Ringfledt ,  a  little  Town  that  feem’d  to  have  nothing  more  con¬ 
fiderable  than  a  pretty  fine  Church.  From  hence  we  crofs’d  a  long  and 
thick  Fored;  and  leaving  on  the  Left  a  Lake  call’d  Sora ,  we  reach’d 
Slagels  in  good  Time,  which  is  a  little  Town  as  inconfiderable  as 
Ringfledt ;  and  the  Ground  being  for  the  mod  part  cover’d  with  Snow, 
which  was  render’d  firm  by  the  Frod,  and  the  Heavens  being  very  fe- 
rene,  we  travell’d  good  Part  of  the  Night ;  and  eroding  yet  one  Wood 
more  of  about  a  Mile  over,  we  entered  into  a  Champian-Country, 
agreeably  diverfify’d  with  fertile  Fields,  and  little  Villages,  whereof 
(for  two  or  three  Miles  together)  I  cou’d  reckon  14  or  15  lying  round 
within  Sight ;  and  the  third  Day  in  the  Evening  we  arrived  at  Korfor , 
a  little  City,  formerly  confiderable  for  its  Commerce,  which  is  now 
much  fallen  away,  tho’  it  has  retain’d  all  the  Advantages  it  had  re¬ 
ceiv’d  from  Nature  to  favour  Trading,  as  a  pretty  good  Harbour,  and 
its  Situation  on  an  Arm  of  the  Baltick ,  call’d  the  Great  *  Belt .>  The 
Wind  being  but  weak,  tho’  pretty  fair,  we  were  five  Hours  and  a  half 
in  eroding  over,  and  landed  at  Nybourg,  another  ordinary  Town,  with 
a  Caftle  to  defend  it,  towards  the  Sea.  Here  we  dined,  and  continu¬ 
ing  our  Journey  over  the  Ifle  of  Funen*  came  to  Odenfee ,  (which  is  al- 
moft  in  the  middle)  two  or  three  Hours  after  Midnight,  and  relied 
there  till  about  Seven  in  the  Morning :  It  is  the  Capital,  irregularly 
built,  and  after  the  old  Falhion,  and  it  has  nothing  agreeable  but  its 
Situation.  I  obferved  here  and  there  on  our  Road  feveral  little  Hills, 
like  thofe  mentioned  in  Hertfordjhire  in  England ,  between  Taman  and 
Tamrok  in  Tart  ary ,  which  they  faid  were  the  Tombs  of  the  ancient 
Goths ,  as  in  Sweden.  This  Idand  is  very  fruitful  in  Wheat,  Rye,  Bar¬ 
ley,  and  Fruit,  efpecially  Apples,  Honey,  &c.  It  produces  alfo  great 
Numbers  of  good  Horfes,  fit  either  for  War  or  Coaches  j  befides  this, 
it  abounds  with  Game  of  all  forts,  and  we  had  at  every  Meal  of  one 
Kind  or  other,  and  that  excellent.  This  Ifland  had  formerly  its  par-

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ticular  Princes,  who  refided  at  Odenfee.  Its  Nobility  contend  for  Se¬ 
niority  with  that  of  Venice.  The  Family  of  *  Trool  had  formerly  the 
Precedency  ,•  but  ’tis  now  in  the  Poftefiion  of  the  King  of  Denmark, 
whofe  eldeft  Son  bears  the  Title  of  Pripce  of  Funen.  About  fevbn 
Miles  beyond  Odenfee ,  we  crofs’d  the  Little  f  Belt,  and  being  got  over, 
feme  Miles  farther  pafTed  by  Haderjlebcn,  a  little  open  Town,  only  Haderfle- 
remarkable  for  its  Situation,  being  encompaffed  by  a  little  clear  River  ben* 
that  winds  pleafantly  round  about  it.  Going  on  from  hence,  in  our 
Waggon,  which  was  one  of  the  ftraighteft,  our  Poftillion  happening 
to  Humber  on  the  10th  in  the  Morning,  overturn’d  us,  without  doing 
any  great  Harm  to  any  of  us,  excepting  one  of  my  Fellow-Travellers, 
who  being  very  fat  and  heavy  bruifed  one  of  his  Shoulders,  which 
made  him  utter  with  a  thundering  Voice  fome  thoufand  Sacraments 
and  Hounasfoots,  againft  the  Poftillion.  For  my  part,  I  efcaped  with 
only  breaking  the  Hilt  of  my  Sword,  which  did  not  hurt  me  fo  much 
as  to  make  me  complain.  As  for  the  reft,  I  obferv’d  this  Advantage 
in  thefe  narrow  Waggons,  that  one  does  not  run  fo  great  a  Rifque  in 
them,  as  in  thofe  that  are  larger,  and  will  admit  two  a-breaft  upon 
a  Seat ;  for,  if  one  fhou’d  have  by  ones  Side  a  Man  of  the  Size  of  him 
above-mentiond,  one  fhou’d  be  crufhed  to  pieces  in  falling  undermoft. 

This  Man  was  very  fingular,  and  lived  in  a  continual  Lethargy,  fno- 
ring  as  if  he  was  in  the  foundeft  Sleep  imaginable,  even  whilft  he  was 
eating.  I  have  feen  him  at  Table  drink  his  Bottle  of  Wine  in  that 
Condition,  without  fpeaking  a  Word,  and  almoft  without  opening  his 
Eyes.  The  14th,  about  1 1  at  Night,  having  pafted  through  **  Flenf  Flensbourg. 
bonrg,  a  large  well  peopled  Town,  and  tolerably  handfome,  where  we 
only  ftaid  to  fup  ;  and  continuing  our  Journey,  we  arrived  at  Renf-  Rensi)ourg 
bourg  the  next  Morning.  This  is  one  of  the  fineft  Towns  belonging 
to  the  King  of  'Denmark ,  and  may  be  call’d  the  Key  of  his  Country 
on  that  Side.  It  is  very  regularly  and  fecurely  fortify ’d,"  and  they 
were  actually  at  work  to  augment  its  Works.  A  Morafs  that  furrounds 
it,  and  the  River  Eyder  which  fills  its  Ditches,  contribute  not  a  little 
to  its  Strength,  and  render  all  Approaches  very  difficult  to  any  hoftile 
Army.  This  River  (as  they  fay,  is  fupply’d  with  Water  from  a  Lake 
near  Kiel ;  and,  after  wafhing  Rensbourg  in  the  manner  before-mention d, 
fo  as  to  make  it  an  Ifland,  difembogues  itfelf  near  Tonningen  into  the 
German  Ocean  call’d  the  Nord  Zee.  It  was  the  Non  plus  ultra  of  the 
Roman  Conquefts,  according  to  an  Infcription  in  the  Margent,  which 
is  over  one  of  the  Gates  of  the  City.  The  Soil  between  this  City  and 
Flensbourg  did  not  feem  fo  fertile  as  that  we  had  before  traverfed,  be¬ 
ing  cover'd  with  Heath,  which  they  burn  before  they  till  it,  to  fupply 
the  Defect  of  Nature  ;  to  which  they  pretend  the  Alhes  of  this  Heath 
contribute  very  much.  From  hence  we  went  on  to  Slefwick  and  Got -  siefwick. 
torp  :  The  firft  is  very  narrow,  but  very  long,  and  confequently  irre¬ 
gular,  confiding  almoft  but  of  one  Street,  and  fituated  on  the  River

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Slid.  The  fecond,  which  is  at  the  End,  and  almofl  contiguous  to  it> 
is  only  confiderable  for  its  Caftie,  which  is  really  worth  viewing,  and 
was  more  fo  before  it  was  ftrip’d  of  its  fine  Paintings,  and  the  principal 
Volumes  of  a  Library  fufficiently  known  in  the  learned  World.  This 
Caftie  is  fituated  upon  a  little  Ifland,  that  rifes  agreeably  out  of  the 
midft  of  a  Lake.  •  It  is  flanked  with  four  Baftions  covered  with  Turf  ; 
the  Foundations  whereof  were  of  Free  Stone,  which  appearing  feveral 
Foot  above  the  Surface  of  the  Water  yield  a  fine  Profpecft.  It  has  Com¬ 
munication  with  the  Town  by  a  long  Bridge,  at  each  Extremity  of 
which  there  are  two  Draw  ones.  The  firft  Entrance  leads  into  a  fine 
Court:  There  are  on  the  Right  noble  Stables  ;  on  the  Left  is  a  Tennis 
Court  very  well  contrived,  which  was  built  by  the  lad  Duke,  who 
was  a  great  Lover  of  that  Exercife.  The  principal  Gate  into  this 
Caftie  is  magnificently  adorned  with  Columns  of  a  hard  Stone  with 
blue  Veins,  which  they  fay  was  dug  out  of  Mount  Kinne  Kullam 
Sweden  ;  but  I  believe  it  to  be  Italian  Marble,  tho1  not  of  the  fined. 
The  Duke’s  Lodgings  are  well  built,  and  after  the  Modern  manner  ; 
and  the  others,  tho’  Antique,  are  not  difagreeable,  being  adorned  with 
all  the  Beauty  of  the  Time  wherein  the  Caftie  was  firfl  founded.  The 
Furniture,  which  has  been  carried  away,  was  (as  I  was  told)  worthy  of 
the  Apartments,  both  for  its  Richnefs  and  Workmanfhip  ;  but  I  cou’d 
not  fee  the  Library,  the  IDanijh  Governor  having  the  Key,  and  being 
abfent :  However,  they  gave  me  to  underftand  that  there  was  a  great 
Vacuum  in  it ;  the  principal  Books  and  mod  rare  Manufcripts  having 
followed  the  Fortune  of  War,  as  well  as  Ticho  Brakes  Globe,  fo  fa¬ 
mous  for  its  prodigious  Bignefs  ;  which  the  Czar  had  taken  away  for 
a  Memorandum  of  the  Part  he  had  in  the  Conqued  of  the  Country. 
The  Chappel  is  handfome,  and  the  Tombs  of  the  deceafed  Dukes 
which  lie  there  have  each  their  refpetftive  Magnificence.  From  the  Ca- 
dle  I  palled  by  another  Bridge  like  the  fird,  into  a  noble  Alley  lhaded 
with  Trees,  which  leads  into  a  delicious  Garden  for  its  Situation,  fine 
Parterres,  Water-works,  Statues,  ire.  To  this  Garden  is  adjoining  a 
very  pleafant  Park,  with  Number  of  Deer,  which  is  above  a  Mile  in 
Circumference. 

My  Fellow  Travellers  having  finilhed  their  Affairs,  and  1  far  fatif- 
fied  my  Curiofity,  we  eat  a  Mouthful  in  that  little  Town  of  Gottorp , 
which  has  nothing  remarkable,  and  continuing  our  Journey  we  went  to 
lie  at  *  Itzehoa ;  from  whence  we  fet  out  at  Five  next  Morning,  and 
the  Day  breaking  began  to  difeover  a  very  fertile  Country,  agreeably 
diverfify’d  with  Villages,  Farms,  ire.  amongd  which  the  Cadle  of 
Count  Rantzaw^  Lord  of  Elme(horn?  a  little  Town  fome  Miles  farther, 
and  yielded  a  fine  Profpetd  on  a  rifing  Ground  3  from  whence  (befides 
Itzehoa )  it  overlooks  Gluckftadt ,  and  a  Number  of  other  Villages  and 
Towns  intermingled  with  Woods.  We  palled  no  nearer  to  it  than  half 
a  quarter  of  a  Mile  ;  and  one  of  the  Merchants,  who  had  feen  it,  told 
me,  that  the  Infide  did  not  at  all  anfwer  its  fine  outward  Appearance, 
it  being  built  and  furniflied  after  the  antique  manner,  and  its  Apart¬ 
ments  (excepting  fome  Halls  that  were  too  large)  being  very  fmall 
and  ill  lighted,  having  more  the  Aire  of  Prifons  than  Chambers.  Now 
I  mention  Prifons,  the  prefent  Count  is  (whilfl  I’m  preparing  thefe

iiis  Brother  the  Count  then  living,  f  We  reached  Elmejhorn  in  pretty 
good  time,  where  we  did  not  Bop  quite  an  Hour  ;  and  before  Seven 
at  Night  vvegotto  Hamburgh ;  where,  during  Eight  or  Ten  Days  that  Hamburgh. 
1  (laid  there,  I  receiv’d  new  Proofs  of  the  Civility  of  the  Englijh  Mer¬ 
chants,  and  other  Perfons  with  whom  I  was  acquainted  ;  and  they  fub- 
fcribed  to  my  Travels,  which  I  told  them  I  was  going  to  deliver  to  the 
Prejfs  in  England. 

I  left  this  City  towards  the  Beginning  of  'December ,  in  order  to  go 
for  that  Country,  taking  the  ordinary  R.oad  of  Har  burgh,  Bremen  Bremen.' 
Ofnabrugh ,  fyc,  without  writing  any  Remarks  but  on  the  City  of 
Bremen ,  (the  Name  both  of  the  Dutchy  and  its  Capital,  which  is 
Hanfe  or  Free  City.)  The  Country  is  fertile,  and  abounds  among  o- 
ther  things  in  red  Cabbages,  which  makes  one  of  the  favourite  Dilhes 
of  the  Germans ,  and  are  mod  eileem’d  for  their  particular  Goodnefs. 

The  Sovereigns  of  that  Dutchy ,  now  inPofTelfion  of  the  King  of  En¬ 
gland,  retain  Bill  the  Title  of  Archbijhops  of  Bremen ,  as  well  as  of 
Hamburgh ,  and  have  their  Archiepifcopal  Palaces  for  their  Governors 
in  the  City,  near  the  Dome  or  Cathedral.  Divine  Service  is  perform’d 
only  in  this  Church  after  the  Lutheran  Rite.  It  is  a  bold  Structure, 
but  not  the  handfomeB  of  the  kind  in  the  City ;  the  others  that  follow 
the  Reformation  of  Calvin  deferve  better  that  Title.  There  is  a  Vault 
famous  for  preferving  dead  Bodies  incorruptible.  I  faw  one  amongil 
the  red,  which  tho’  it  had  been  dead  fome  Ages,  was  not  more  disfi¬ 
gured  than  feverai  Mummies,  and  it  was  even  lefs  black  than  they  gene¬ 
rally  are.  I  cou’d  raife  it  upright  eafily  with  one  Hand,  it  being  very 
light,  and  dry’d  like  the  Laplanders  and  Hollanders  Fith,  and  perhaps 
prefer ved  by  a  like  Art.  The  Roman  Cathoiicks,  when  MaBers  of 
this  City,  aferibed  it  (as  I  was  inform’d)  to  a  Miracle ;  the  prefent 
Inhabitants,  not  being  of  the  fame  Opinion,  think  it  rather  the  Effect 
of  the  Vault :  To  which  I  anfwered,  That  to  confirm  it,  and  confute 
all  Objections,  they  ought  to  renew  the  Experiment  on  fome  other 
Corpfe  ;  but  they  reply ’d,  that  was  true,  but  no  body  as  yet  thought 
it  worth  his  Curiofity.  They  added,  that  it  was  the  Body  of  a  Britijh 
Countefs ;  her  Cloaths,  which  were  a  laced  Holland  Shift,  a  Sattiii 
Gown,  and  antique  Head-drefs,  were  very  rotten,  and  fell  in  pieces 
on  touching.  The  Town-Cellar  is  not  lefs  famous  for  the  preferving 
of  Rhenijh  and  Mofelle  Wines.  I  tafled  fome,  which  they  told  me 
was  about  ioo  Years  old,  which  feemed  as  good  as  that  kept  at 
Hamburgh ,  and  better  to  my  Palate.  The  Town-Houfe  is  worthy 
Obfervation ;  the  Front  is  Augufi,  and  looks  upon  a  fine  Market-place  j 
in  its  lower  Hail  is  the  Picture  of  a  prodigious  large  Fifh,  which  they 
fay  was  taken  at  the  Mouth  of  the  River  that  wallies  that  City,  that 
is  not  unlike  a  Whale,  and  fome  call  it  fo.  The  Room  where  the  Se¬ 
nate  fits  (which  confiBs  of  four  Burgo-maBers  and  twelve  Senators ,  all 
Calvimfts)  is  adorned  with  the  Pictures  of  all  the  Emperors  of  Germany , 
down  to  Leopold  Ignatius .  In  another,  juB  by,  is  that  of  Wilharde , 
an  Englijh  Man  by  Birth,  faid  to  have  been  the  firB  Introducer  of  Chri - 
Jlianity ,  and  Bilhop  of  this  City.  Having  reached  Holland  on  the  7  th, 

I  crofs’d  it  in  two  Days  as  far  as  Leyden ,  where  the  ProfeBor  Heyman 

f  Count  Ranrzaw,  a  little  Sovereign  and  Prince  of  the  Empire.

detained  me  two  more  by  his  ufual  Civility ;  from  thence  I  went  to 
Rotterdam  the  nth,  and  having  waited  therefor  the  Wind  till  the  13th, 
I  embarked  at  the  Brill  in  the  Thcenix  Sloop  for  London. 


CHAP.  XVI. 

Of  the  South-Sea,  and  its  Directors.  The  Ino¬ 
culation  of  the  Small  Pox.  A  Confpiracy ;  with 
new  Remarks  on  both  the  Native  and  Foreign 
Inhabitants  of  England.  Their  Divijions ,  and 
fome  Publick  Vices,  dec. 

TPHE  Wind  blowing  ftrong  and  contrary,  it  was  with  much 
JL  Difficulty  that  we  got  the  15th  into  Harwich ,•  where  I  heard 
that  Sir  John  Norris  had  met  with  another  Storm,  by  which  one  of 
his  Ships  was  loft.  The  next  Day  I  took  Poll  for  London  ;  where  I 
was  confirm’d  by  the  publick  Complaints,  of  what  I  had  heard  of  the 
terrible  Cataftrophe  of  the  South  Sea ,  which  was  fallen  from  980  and 
higher  to  130,  Tolluntur  in  altum  ut  lapfu.  graviore  ruant  and  now 
the  Adventurers  in  its  imaginary  Regions  had  (for  the  molt  part)  fuf- 
fered  Shipwreck  in  their  Fortunes,  whilft  their  Pilots  had  enriched 
themfelves  with  their  Spoils.  Never  was  a  Scene  fo  altered  as  ftnee  my 
laft  Voyage  ;  Numbers  of  Gentlemen  and  Gentlewomen  were  reduced 
to  walk  on  Foot,  who  before  loll’d  indolently  in  their  gilded  Chariots, 
whilft  others  drove  about  in  Coaches,  who  ul'ed  to  ride  behind  them,  or 
trudge  the  Streets.  Never  had  the  Nation  feemed  to  me  io  univerfally 
Malecontent,  both  Parties,  Whigs  and  Tories ,  having  both  loft,  joined 
their  Complaints  againft  the  ‘Directors ,  as  they  did  formerly  againft 
the  late  King  James's  Encroachings  upon  their  Spiritual  and  Tempo¬ 
ral  Prerogatives.  The  moft  violent  of  the  Lofers  breathed  out  their 
Invedtives  even  againft  their  Sovereign  himfelf,  as  if  he  had  invented 
this  Bubble  and  drawn  them  in.  This  brought  to  my  Remembrance 
the  Gamefter  of  Lucca ,  mention’d  in  fpeaking  of  that  City  5  who 
threw,  they  fay,  a  Stone  at  a  Crucifix,  being  become  defperate  by  the 
Lofs  of  his  Money,  without  reflecting  that  ’twas  in  his  own  Power 
whether  he  would  play  or  not.  Others,  and  thofe  the  moft  mode¬ 
rate,  aferibed  their  Misfortunes,  partly  to  themfelves,  blinded  by  the 
Hopes  of  exceffive  Gain,  or  againft  all  the  Dangers  of  the  South  Sea , 
when  they  had  before  their  Eyes  a  world  of  freih  Shipwrecks  in  the  An¬ 
gle  River  of  MifflJJippi ,  whereby  a  Neighbouring  Nation  was  ruin’d.  In 
the  mean  while  the  Directors  were  call’d,  both  in  Writing  and  by  Word 
of  Mouth,  publick  Robbers,  and  all  the  Names  that  the  moft  juft  Re- 
fentment  could  fuggeft,  for  having  drawn  in  and  decoy’d  fo  many  Fa¬ 
milies,  who  were  well  before  in  their  Circumfbnces,  under  the  fpeei- 
ous  Bait  of  rendring  them  more  wealthy,  but  with  the  only  View  of 
aggrandifing  themfelves  ,*  and  thereby  rendred  a  Scheme  otberwife  good 
in  icfelf,  if  honeftly  managed,  the  moft  chimerical  and  inftcurej  and, 
/  .  in 
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in  a  word,  deftroy’d  the  Publick  Credit.  They  were  compared  to 
Sharpers,  who  inveigle  young  Noblemen  of  great  Eftates  that  have  an 
Itch  of  Gaming,  with  whom  they  done  part  till  they  have  ftrip’d 
them  of  every  Farthing.  There  was  a  melancholly  Lift  reckon’d  of 
Perfons  who  were  reduced  to  the  loweft  Poverty,  and  .of  the  divers 
Tricks  ufed  by  the  chief  Authors  of  it. 

In  the  Beginning  of  February ,  five  of  the  Dire&ors  being  taken  into 
Cuftody  of  the  Black  Rod,  Mr.  Robert  Knight ,  late  Calhier  to  the 
Company,  abiconded  and  ran  away  j  whereupon  was  ifiued  a  Royal 
^Proclamation^  with  aPromife  of  a  Reward  of  fomeThoufands  of  Pounds, 
for  the  apprehending  of  him ;  and  on  the  14th  came  Advice  to  the 
Courty  that  he  was  feiz’d  in  Brabant ,  and  Ihut  up  in  the  Caftle  of 
Antwerp :  Whereupon  his  Britannick  Majefty  fent  Colonel  Churchill 
to  demand  him  of  the  States  of  that  Country  ;  but  they  declin’d  to 
deliver  him,  alledging  the  Law  of  Nations.  'Twas  reported  at  the 
fame  time,  that  Mr.  Laws ,  the  chief  Director  of  MiJJifiippi ,  who  had 
been  faid  to  have  obtain’d  Leave  and  a  Paffport  from  the  Regent  to  re¬ 
tire  from  France ,  to  avoid  hearing  the  troublefome  Noife  of  the  Mur¬ 
murs  and  Complaints  of  the  unfortunate  MiJfiJfippianSy  pafted  through 
(JoleHy  and  was  a  (dually  at  Venice. 

On  the  x4th  died  his  Grace  John  Duke  of  Buckingham ,  of  the  Fa¬ 
mily  of  *  Sheffield,  after  having  ereeded  a  coftly  Tomb  at  his  own  Ex¬ 
pence  in  the  Abbey  of  IVeftminfter ,  to  the  Memory  of  the  Englijh  Poet 
John  Dryden :  His  Corpfe  lay  for  fome  Days  in  a  magnificent  State 
Bed,  and  was  interr’d  with  great  Pomp  in  the  Chapel  of  Henry  VII. 
The  following  Epitaph  compos’d  by  himlelf  was  found  feal’d  in  his 
Will :  Pro  Rege  fiepey  pro  Republic  a  fempery — Dubius  vixi, — Non  Im - 
pro  bus  y — Chriftum  veneror  > — In  Deo  confido  omnipot  enti  <&  benevolently 
Humanum  ejl  nefeire  &  enure* — Ens  Entium  miferere  met.  Many  Co¬ 
pies  of  this  were  handed  about,  as  a  worthy  Compofition  of  that 
learned  Nobleman,  whofe  Stile  in  his  own  Language  is  fuch  as  that 
which  I  have  mention’d  in  the  firft  Article  of  Englandy  in  fpeaking  of 
.the  Learning  of  the  Britijh  Nobility  ;  but  it  met  foon  with  CriticifmSy 
and  brought  in  queftion  his  Grace’s  Religion,  and  a  great  many  pro¬ 
nounced  that  he  did  not  believe  in  Chrifty  to  whom  his  veneror  feem’d 
to  them  to  be  a  fingle  Compliment,  which  diftinguilh’d  him  from  God, 
in  whom  his  confido  declar’d  that  he  folely  trufted.  Some  faid  he  had  no 
Religion  at  all }  but  this  may  be  interpreted,  as  his  Grace  does,  in  his 
Character  of  King  Charles  II.  of  England  that  of  that  Prince,  which  he 
call’d  Deifm.  However,  the  Chapter  of  IVeftminfter  wou’d  not  permit 
the  Chriftum  veneror  to  be  engrav’d  with  the  reft  of  the  Epitaph  on 
a  fumptuous  Tomb,  which  was  erected  for  his  Memory  by  the  Dutchefs 
his  Spoufe  about  a  Year  after;  fo  that  it  was  left  out,  in  Deo  (in  God) 
alone,  faid  they,  implying  the  Trinity  among  Chriftians. 

In  the  Beginning  of  May  was  fet  up,  to  the  great  Scandal  of  the 
Publick,  a  Club  call’d  Hell  Fire  Club ,  which  was  a  Meeting  of  young 
Debauchees ,  confiding  in  People  of  both  Sexes,  who  fwore  and  curs’d 
for  Swearing  and  Curfing’s  Sake,  ridiculing,  in  moft  prophane  and  difre- 
fpetdful  Manner,  all  forts  of  Religions ;  gamed  and  committed  all  forts  of 
Extravagances  on  certain  Nights  of  the  Week,  and  abufed  the  Britijh

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Liberties  in  Defiance  of  all  Laws,  wherein  the  moft  wittily  wicked 
were  the  moft  applauded,  and  call’d  King  or  Qitecn  (of  Hell)  and  others 
in  Proportion  to  their  Parts.  There  were  befides  (it  were  to  be  wiih’d 
we  could  not  fay  now  there  are)  many  Gaming- Houfes  kept  by  Tavern- 
men,  Bawds ,  and  other- diforderly  Perfons,  who  fubfift  by  harbouring 
Highwaymen ,  LI  on  ft  breakers,  Tickpockets,  mafterlefs  Servants ,  &c.  and 
thel'e  Sharpers  are  drefs’d  like  Gentlemen,  the  Strumpets  like  Ladies. 
I  never  was  in  any  of  thel'e  Gaming-Houfes,  but  a  Gentleman  who 
has,  after  having  loft  therein  a  great  deal  of  Money,  and  who  had  the 
good  Fortune  to  be  cur’d  of  Cards  and  j Dice  before  he  was  totally 
ruin’d,  gave  me  the  following  Lift  of  the  Titles,  by  which  the  Offi¬ 
cers  of  thefe  Gaming-Houfes  are  diftinguifh’d.  i. — a  ^Director  General \ 
(a  Clerk  of  a  Juftice  of  Peace)  who  fuperintends  the  Room— a  Commif- 
fioner ,  always  a  Proprietor,  who  looks  in  of  a  Night,  and  by  whom 
the  Week’s  Account  is  audited,  and  by  two  other  Proprietors— an  At¬ 
torney,  (generally  a  Newgate  Soilicitor) — an  Advocate,  or  Counfellor  (out 
of  the  Commifiion  of  the  Peace) — a  Captain ,  who  is  appointed  to  fight 
any  Man  that  complains  of  any  of  the  Sharpers  not  playing  fair;  or  of 
being  wrong’d,  that  frightening  and  threatening  to  kill  him  that  reveals 
that  My  ftery  of  Iniquity,  or  complains  abroad  of  having  loft  his  Money — 
*  A  nctori -  an  Operator,  whole  Office  is  to  deal  the  Cards  at  a  Game  call’d  *  Faroe — - 
°it<r  G-nie  Crowpees,  who  watch  the  Cards,  and  gather  the  Money  given,  to 

decoy  others  to  play — a  Clerk ,  (a  Check  upon  the  Tuff's  to  fee  if  they 
link  none  of  the  Money  given  them  to  play} — a  Flafter ,  to  fwear  how 
often  the  Bank  has  been  ftrip’d — a  Squib,  a  Tuff  Apprentice,  without 
Pay,  who  lives  upon  cafual  Prefents  for  Attendance — a  Hunner,  who 
gees  about  to  recover  Money  loft  at  Play — a  Waiter,  to  fill  out  Wine, 
fee  up  Candles,  ire. — a  Torter,  generally  a  Soldier  of  the  Foot  Guards— 
a  Runner,  whofe  Office  is  to  bring  Intelligence  of  the  Juftices  Meet¬ 
ings,  or  of  the  Conftables  being  out — an  Orderly  Man ,  who  walks  up 
and  down  the  Out  fide  of  the  Door  to  come  and  allarm  the  Houfe  at 
the  Approach  of  the  Enemies,  or  unknown  Conftables — Common  Bail, 
Affidavit  Men,  ire. — a  Secret  Committee,  confiding  of  merry  Ladies  to 
talk,  drink  ftrong  Liquors,  ire.  There  the  Shop-keepers  or  Traders, 
Workmen,  Apprentices,  Clerks,  or  young  Men  of  good  Families, 
inclin’d  to  Gaming,  do  refort  in  their  Heures  perdues,  (as  th z  French  fay) 
or  laft  Hours,  the  Time  they  can  fpare,  lofe  their  Money,  then  rob 
their  Mafters  or  Fathers,  and  being  exhaufted  and  turn’d  out  of  Doors, 
go  on  the  Highway  to  get  Money,  and  become  Sharpers  by  Trade 
themfelves,  if  Hanging  does  not  prevent  it.  I  cannot  help  here  making 
a  fhort  Digreffion,  to  give  an  Idea  of  an  Englijh  Highwaymen  to  Fo¬ 
reigners  :  He  is  not  barbarous  as  to  add  Murder  to  Robbery,  as  in 
France ,  witnefs  the  frefh  News  we  have  from  Calais  of  the  unforrunate 
Gentlemen  robb’d  and  kill'd  in  its  Neighbourhood  ;  for  in  England  no¬ 
thing  is  more  uncommon ;  and  a  Highwayman  will  frequently  flop  a 
Coach,  put  in  his  Hat,  take  what  Money  is  given  him  by  the  Paften- 
gers,  and  ride  without  molefting  them  any  farther ;  and  feme  have 
been  generous  enough  to  return  them  again  as  much  as  would  ferve 
them  to  the  End  of  their  Journey.  Befides,  ’tis  contrary  to  the  natu¬ 
ral  Bravery  of  the  Nation,  to  murder  any  one  who  does  not  refift  them  ; 
which  leads  me  to  obferve  about  their  Duelling,  that  ’tis  feldom  known, 
when  tw’o  fight  Sword  and  Piftol,  that  the  one  having  fir’d  firft,  and 
mifs’d  his  Adverfary,  the  other  ever  takes  the  Advantage  of  it,  but 
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gives  him  his  Life,  they  edeeming  it  Cowardice  to  kill  a  Man  who 
is  no  longer  able  to  defend  himlelf.  This  natural  Bravery  of  the  Eng* 
lijh  is  vifible  even  in  the  meaner  fort  of  People,  as  I  have  hinted  fome- 
where  elfe,  with  whom  nothing  is  more  common  than,  without  having 
the  lead  Qu larrel  with  each  other,  to  (trip  and  box,  only  to  fee  which 
is  the  bed  Man,  (to  ufe  their  own  Terms;)  which  having  decided,  they 
go  to  the  next  Alehoufe,  and  drown  all  Animofity  in  a  Mug  of  Beer. 
Befides  this,  there  are  fome  fo  hardy,  as  voluntarily  to  challenge  each 
other  to  fight,  after  the  Manner  of  the  ancient  Roman  Gladiators,  with 
Sword  and  Target,-  in  which  Combate  they  are  often  dangeroufly 
wounded,  and  this  only  for  the  Lucre  of  the  Money  given  by  the 
Spectators,  which  is  given  to  whoever  is  the  Conqueror.  But  I  infen- 
fibly  confound  honed  Men  with  Highwaymen;  tho’  I  may,  in  refpecd 
of  Courage  and  Contempt  of  Death,  for  there  is  no  other  Country  (I 
dare  fay)  in  the  World  where  there  are  fo  many  hanged  for  Robbe¬ 
ries  ;  they  are  not  deterr’d  by  Fear  of  it ;  they  generally  have  a  chear- 
ful  or  undejected  Countenance  to  the  very  Gallows,  where  they  kifs 
their  Friends,  as  if  taking  their  Leave  of  them,  as  for  a  Journey.  Befides, 
’tis  well  known  that  they  will  rather  make  away  with  themfelves  upon 
a  Misfortune,  or  an  extreme  Necedity,  which  they  know  not  how 
otherwife  to  remedy,  than  to  take  from  any  Perfon  both  his  Purfe  and 
Life,  for  fear  of  being  difcovered  and  differing  for  it,  as  they  do  in  France 
and  fome  other  Countries,  at  lead  there  are  very  few  Exceptions ;  alfo 
too  many  who  do  it  daily,  and  feem  to  do  it  purely  out  of  Contempt  for 
Life,  or  out  of  Melancholy,  which  no  Body  can  give  an  Account  for 
but  the  moifiy  Climate  they  live  in.  Whild  I  am  writing  this,  a  Lord 
of  the  Bed-Chamber,  generally  edeem’d,  and  of  good  Parts  and  Cir- 
cumdances,  flior  himlelf  in  the  Head,  without  any  Body’s  being 
able  to  tell  the  Reafon  of  it.  But  I  return  to  the  Gaming-Houfes, 
which  occafion  nutnberlefs  Diforders,  and  the  Ruin  of  Abundance  of 
young  Men,  the  fuppreffing  of  which  has  been  fo  often  recommended 
from  the  Throne  to  the  Judices  of  Peace;  but  there  are  fo  many  Per- 
fons,  even  of  their  Number,  who  get  by  the  protecting  of  them,  that 
the  Remedy  is  almod  impracticable  even  to  the  honeded  ones,  who  are 
willing  to  execute  Orders,  whild  the  Protectors,  and  other  fuch  merce¬ 
nary  Accedaries  and  Advocates  to  publick  Vices,  are  in  Power.  The 
fame  Gentleman  who  gave  me  the  Lid  of  the  Officers  of  thefe  Houfes 
told  me  of  one  of  the  Members  of  the  Gaming  Society,  who,  among 
others,  was  originally  a  common  Drawer,  and  grew  almod  as  rich  at 
the  Faroe  Table  as  fome  of  the  late  South  Sea  Directors;  and,  for  the 
better  carrying  on  his  Employment,  got  himfelf  put  into  a  Commiffion 
of  the  Peace.  I  happen’d  Yederday  to  read  the  Sentiments  of  a  Church 
^England  Man ,  ^Treatife  which  is  faid  to  be  written  by  Dr.  Swift , 
whereby  he  feems  to  deferve  the  Name  of  a  Chriftian ,  deny’d  to  him 
by  fome,  on  Account  of  his  Tale  of  a  Tub.  I  obferved  that  he  com¬ 
plains  much  .of  the  publick  Vices  and  Injudice  of  his  Country,  and 
teaches  a  pretty  good  Way  for  the  redreffing  of  them,  in  thefe  Terms. 

There  is  hardly  any  Nation  in  the  World  where  Fraud  is  practis’d  in 
“  fo  unmeafurable  a  Degree,  as  in  England ;  where  the  Lawyer ,  the 
cc  Trade fman ,  and  the  Mechanick,  have  found  fo  many  Arts  to  deceive  in 
“  their  feveral  Callings,  that  they  far  outgrow  the  common  Prudence  of 
<c  Mankind,  which  is  in  no  fort  able  to  fence  againd  them.  The  Lawyer , 
<c  who  perfwades  you  to  purchafe  an  Edate  which  he  knows  is  mort- 
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a  gaged  f°r  more  than  its  Worth,  to  the  Ruin  of  you  and  your  Fam£- 
“  iy  ;  and  the  Goldfmith  or  Scrivener,  who  takes  all  your  Fortune  to 
a  difpofe  of,  when  he  has  beforehand  refoivea  to  break  the  next  Day ; 

‘£  fuch  deferve  the  Gallows  much  better  than  the  Wretch  who  is  car- 
<c  ry’d  thither  for  Healing  a  Horfe.  The  many  Corruptions,  in  every 
“  Branch  of  Bufmefs,  are  fuch,  that  I  have  heard  ir  computed,  by 
££  skilful  Perfons,  that  of  fix  Millions  rais’d  every  Year  for  the  Service 
“  of  the  Publick,  one  third  at  lead  is  funk  and  intercepted,  thro’  the 
u  feveral  Ciaffes  and  Subordinations  of  artful  Men  in  Office,  before 
ts  the  Remainder  is  apply’d  to  the  proper  Ufe.  I  cou’d  name  a  Com- 
<£  miffion  where  feveral  Perfons,  out  of  a  Salary  of  500/.  without  other 
Ci  vifible  Revenues,  have  always  lived  at  the  Rate  of  2000,  and  laid 
11  up  40  or  50,000  /.  There  is  in  this  Town  one  Abufe,  which  con- 
“  tributes  to  the  Promotion  of  Vice,  viz.  That  fuch  Men  are  too  of- 
<£  ten  put  into  the  Commiffion  of  Peace,  whole  Intereft  it  is  that  Vir~ 

“  tue  ffiou’d  be  utterly  baniffi’d  from  among  us ;  who  maintain,  or  at 
a  lead  enrich  themfelves,  by  encouraging  the  groded  Immoralities, 

<£  and  to  whom  all  the  Bawds  in  the  Ward  pay  Contributions  for  Shel- 
ic  ter  and  Protection  from  the  Laws.  Thus  thefe  worthy  Magidrates, 

<c  indead  of  leffening  Enormities,  are  the  Occafion  of  jud  twice  as 
<£  much  Debauchery  as  there  wou’d  be  without  them.  For  thefe  Infa- 
<£  mous  double  their  Indudry,  to  anfwer  the  double  Charges  of  paying 
<c  the  Judice,  and  fupporting  themfelves,  like  Thieves  who  efcape  the 
“  Gallows,  and  are  let  out  to  deal,  in  order  to  difeharge  the  Jaylor’s 
<c  Fees."  Comparing  what  this  Writer  fays  with  what  I  have  obferv’d, 

I  mud  confefs,  that  I  never  faw  any  Place  where  publick  Lewdnefs  and 
Debauchery  is  fo  bare-fac’d  as  in  London.  The  Courtezans,  tis  true,  are 
fuffer’d  in  Italy ,  as  neceffary  Evils  and  Remedies  againd  a  worfe  V ice  (as 
they  give  for  Reafon.)  I  won’t  deny  that  they  are  oblig’d  to  give  their 
Names  to  theMagidrate  before  they  can  trade  in  Kindneis;  and  are  fo  far 
in  fome  Places  protected,  as  to  have  a  Price  fet  on  their  Favours,  and  Pay¬ 
ment  exacted  by  the  Secular  Power,  if  the  Gallant  refufe  it.  I  have  feen 
(amongft  others)  a  young  Knight  of  Malta  arreded  one  Morning  for  not 
having  paid  his  Bed  fellow,  tho’  her  Fees  were  regulated  by  the  Law  there 
but  a  Mattefe  Crown,  or  fixteen  Pence.  The  Government  there  exacts 
nothing  from  them  but  fome  moderate  Contribution,  and  this  to  be  ap¬ 
ply’d  to  the  publick  Ufe,  as  to  fome  Covents  and  Hofpitals.  ’Tis  un¬ 
heard  that  thefe  Courtezans  ever  pick  up  Bed-fellows  in  the  Streets,  or 
rob  them,  as  I  hear  they  do  here,  whatever  Opportunity  they  may  have  ; 
fo  that  they  at  lead  avoid  giving  Scandal,  (which  is  aCurfe  pronounced  by 
the  Author  of  Chridianity)  and  verify  both  the  Latin  and  Italian  Pro¬ 
verbs  :  Si  non  Cafte  fait em  Cante ,  £Tf  not  Chadely,  at  lead  Cautioudy 
\ Per  Strada  mode  ft  a,  in  Letto  sfaciata ,  u  Moded  (the  Italian  Curtezan) 

<£  in  the  Streets,  and  ffiamelefs  between  the  Sheets.  ’  I  mud  confefs,  I 
never  met  in  England ,  nor  any  where  elfe  but  in  Italy  and  Malta ,  any 
Clergyman,  who  adted  the  Minider  of  Venus ,  in  offering  mo  (as  too  ma¬ 
ny  do  to  Travellers)  a  young  Nymph  of  his  to  whom  I  might  offer  up 
my  Vows;  but  they  are  punilh’d  if  difeover’d.  And  when  I  was  at 
the  latter  Place  an  Abbot  was  threatned  by  the  Bifhop  for  his  Services 
to  both  Sexes,  with  having  Band  and  Cloak  taken  from  him  ,•  and  I 
was  inform’d  that  he  was  afterwards  deny’d  the  Order  of  Priedhood, 
for  having  continued  in  that  fcandalous  Employment.  Another  bar-  I 
barous  and  inhumane  Evil,  which  I  never  heard  of  but  in  Sweden  and 
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England ,  is  Women's  murthering,  or  (which  is  little  better)  dropping 
their  Infants  begotten  againd  the  Laws;  and  all  for  want  of  Hofpi- 
tals,  as  at  Tans,  Hamburgh ,  &c.  where  young  Women,  who  have 
Children  without  being  married,  wrap  them  warm,  and  put  them  in  at 
aTurning  Box  placed  generally  at  one  End  of  the  Hofpital,  where  they 
are  well  taken  Care  of,  and  that  without  being  themfelves  expofed  by 
it.  And  if  they  have  a  mind  to  reclaim  them  one  Day,  they  enclofe 
fome  Token,  whereby  they  may  be  known  with  them,  and  may  have 
them  returned  upon  paying  fomething  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Houfe : 
if  no  body  reclaims  them,  they  are  put  Apprentices  to  the  Trades  or 
Profeflions  they  are  found  fitted  for.  I  wonder,  that  in  England,  fo 
rich  a  Country,  where  they  have  the  fined  Fleet  in  the  Univerfe,  where 
the  Boys  might  be  provided  for,  be  ferviceable  to  the  Publick  when 
grown  up;  and  the  bed  Woollen  Manufactures  in  the  World,  where 
the  Girls  might  learn  to  fpin,  and  earn  their  living  without  being 
burthenfome  to  the  Nation,  they  have  no  fuch  Hofpital.  And  I 
think,  that  fome  raking  rich  old  Batchelors,  who  had  rather  live  upon 
the  Publick  than  confine  themfelves  to  a  Wife,  ought  to  found  and 
endow  fuch  a  Houfe,  to  indemnify  the  Kingdom,  in  fome  meafure,  for 
the  Detriment  it  has  differed  by  their  Intrigues. 

The  aforefaid  Doctor,  after  having  complain'd  of  the  Contempt  the 
Clergy  generally  lie  under,  he  allows,  that  there  are  fome  fcandalous 
Perfons  who  wear  thePuedly  Habit,  thus,  “  Whoever  happens  to  fee  a 
<c  Scoundrel  in  a  Gown  reeling  Home  at  Midnight  (a  Sight  neither  un- 
<c  frequent  nor  miraculous)  is  apt  to  entertain  an  ill  Idea  of  the  whole 
“  Order ;  and  at  the  fame  time  to  be  extreamly  comforted  in  his  Vices; 
He  thinks  it  a  Scandal  to  Government,  that  fuch  an  unlimited  Liberty 
fhou’d  be  allowed  of  publifhing  Books  againd  thofe  Docdrines  in  Re¬ 
ligion,  wherein  all  Chriftians  have  agreed  ;  much  more,  fays  he,  “  To 
“  connive  atfuchTracds  as  reject  all  Revelation,  the  Divinity  of  Chrijl , 
“  the  Trinity ,  the  Immortality  of  the  Soul,  &c.  and  by  their  Confe- 
“  quences  of  denying  the  very  Being  of  a  Diety,  &c.  To  remedy  thefe 
and  too  many  more  Evils,  He  wou'd  have  the  Government  appoint  a 
kind  oiCenfors,  as  the  Romans  did,  even  when  they  enjoy’d  their  great- 
ed  Liberty  :  “  He  wou’d  have,  fays  he,  the  Number  of  the  Judices  of 
“  the  Peace  enlarged,  and  that  they  fiiou'd  endeavour  to  admit  none 
<c  but  fuch  as  were  of  virtuous  and  difintereded  Principles,  and  who 
“  had  confiderable  Fortunes,  and  perhaps  receive  into  the  Num- 
“  ber  fome  of  the  mod  eminent  Clergy.  As  to  the  Vices  of  the 
Town,  u  He  wou’d  have  a  Law  made  that  all  Publick  Houfe-keepers, 
te  fhou'd  be  obliged  upon  the  fevered  Penalties,  to  draw  only  a  propor- 
<c  tion’d  Quantity  of  Drink  for  every  Company ;  and  when  they  found 
<c  their  Gued  diforder’d  with  Excels,  to  refufe  them  any  more  :  That 
iC  they  fhou’d  difmifs  their  Company  by  Twelve  at  Night,  and  fliut  up 
u  their  Doors  ;  and  that  no  Women  fhou'd  be  fufFer’d  to  enter  any  Ta- 
ei  vern  or  Ale-houfe,  under  any  Pretence  whatfoever  :  He  wou'd  have 
ci  the  faid  Cenfors  impowered  by  the  Government,  to  infpetd  every 
u  where  throughout  the  Kingdom  into  the  Condutd,  at  lead  of  Men 
4C  in  Office,  with  refpedlto  their  Morals  and  Religion,  as  well  as  their 
<£  Abilities :  To  receive  the  Complaints  and  Informations  that  fhou’d 
<c  be  offer’d  againd  them,  and  make  their  Report  upon  Oath  to  the 
u  Court  or  Minidry,  who  fiiou’d  reward  or  punifli  them  accordingly. 
cc  And  Purely  (adds  he)  6000/.  a  Year  wou’d  not  be  ill  laid  out  upon 
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u  as  many  Commidioners,  duly  qualify’d  ;  who,  in  three  Divifions, 
<c  fhou’dbe  perfonally  obliged  to  take  their  yearly  Circuits  for  that  pur- 
“  pofe.  That  the  draggling  Clergymen,  who  came  up  to  Town  to 
“  leek  their  Fortunes,  lhould  be  fairly  difmifs’d  to  the  fVeJt-Indies> 
u  where  there  is,  fays  he,  Work  enough  for  them;  and  where  lbme 
“  Provifions  fliou’d  be  made  for  them  as  they  Ihou’d  deferve  :  Or  that 
“  none  ihou’d  be  allowed  to  wear  the  Habit,  till  he  had  the  true  and 
“  worthy  Qualifications  becoming  his  Character  ;  with  fome  Prefer- 
“  ment  in  the  Church,  or  at  lead  fome  Temporal  Fortune  fufficient  to 
“  keep  him  above  Contempt.  That  a  Law  Ihou’d  be  made  for  limiting 
“  the  Prefs,  at  lead  fo  far  as  to  prevent  the  publilhing  of  luch  pernici- 
<c  ous  Books  which  he  has  complain’d  of,  as,  under  Pretence  of  Free- 
“  thinking,  endeavour  to  overthrow  thole  Tenets  of  Religion  which 
“  have  been  held  inviolable,  almod  in  all  Ages,  by  every  Sedt  that  pre- 
£C  tend  to  be  Chrijhans. 

In  the  Beginning  of  Mayy  the  King  gave  Orders  for  the  fuppreffing 
the  Blafphemous  Club  before-mention’d  to  my  Lord  Chancellor,  who 
lent  Circular  Letters  to  thejudices  of  Peace  of  London  and  Middlefex  to 
that  End  ;  thofe  of  hisMajedy  againd  diforderly  Floufes  were  renewed 
at  the  lame  time.  In  the  mean  while,  the  Inoculation  of  the  Small  Pox, 
which  I  left  triumphant  in  Turk y,  work’d  Miracles  in  England ;  and 
Mr.  JVortley  Mont ague ,  who  had  been  returned  about  Two  or  Three 
Years  from  his  Embafly  at  the  Porte ,  had  the*Operation  perform’d  on 
his  Children,  with  as  much  Succefs  as  cou’d  be  wifh’d  for.  This  Ex¬ 
ample,  together  w  ith  thofe  of  divers  Perfonsof  an  inferior  Rank,  who 
had  already  fortunately  prevented,  by  this  Operation,  the  Danger  of 
this  Didemper,  and  the  Havock  it  ufually  makes  with  the  Beauty  and 
the  Sight,  gave  almod  a  general  Credit  to  it  ;  fo  that  it  had  hardly  any 
Enemies,  except  fome  few  Ecclefiadicks,  who  declar’d  War  againd  it  in 
their  Sermons,  as  contrary  to  the  Order  of  Providence ;  and  one  of  them 
call’d  it  a  Plague  wherewith  the  Devil  afflidted  Job.  I  remember  the 
Dodfors  Timone  and  le  Duc>  both  great  Promoters  of  Inoculation  at  Con - 
flantinople ,  having  drawn  the  Greek  and  Armenian  Clergy  upon  their 
Backs,  as  well  as  the  Romifi,  on  that  Account,  anfwer’d  them  by  way  of 
Raillery,  “That  their  Invedtives  againd  the  Inoculation,  asdidurbing 
“  the  Order  of  Providence,  hinted  that  Death  was  more  agreeable  to 
“  that  Order  than  Life  ;  but  feem’d  to  proceed  only  from  a  felfifh 
“  Spleen,  becaufe  they  were,  by  this  Method  of  Pradtice,  depriv’d  of 
“  the  Profit  of  burying  fo  many  Children  as  died  before  every  Day  of 
“  the  Small  Pox.”  To  which  purpofe  it  may  be  obferved,  that  there  are 
no  Nations  where  the  Funerals  are  more  magnificent  or  more  folemn, 
than  among  the  Greeks  and  Armenians ;  they  befides  adorning  their 
Corps  with  their  bed  Cloaths  and  Jewels,  have  a  Number  of  Prieds 
accompanying  them  to  the  Grave:  And  there  is  hardly  one  among 
them  fo  poor,  but  he  will  have  the  Patriarch  in  his  Pontifical  Habits, 
and  feveral  Metropolitans,  to  afiid  at  the  Burial  of  thofe  whom  Death 
fnatches  from  him.  The  Roman  Catholicks  are  not  Iefs  pompous  in 
the  interring  their  deceafed  Friends,  if  one  excepts  the  Cudom  of 
d reding  them  magnificently,  and  with  their  Faces  bare  ;  neither  have 
they  a  Idler  Number  of  (Priefisy  and  the  Latin  Bifiiop  ufually  affids  at 
the  Funerals.  The  fame  Dodtors  had  many  more  ferious  and  violent 
Difputes  with  Father  Branconnier ,  the  Superior  of  the  Jefuits ,  and 
other  Fathers  of  this  Order  at  Galatay  on  the  fame  Head.  It  cannot  be 
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proved,  in  my  Mind,  of  the  like  felfhh  Spleen  on  the  Englijh  Priefls, 
for  there  is  generally  but  one  Prieffc  at  a  Burial,  and  I -don't  fee  that 
he  has  any  great  Profit  by  it.  It  may  be  added  on  the  contrary,  that 
the  Advantage  arifing  formerly  from  hence  to  them  has  been  almofi: 
quite  taken  away  by  the  Reformation,  and  given  to  the  Secular  Un¬ 
dertakers,  or  Performers  of  Funerals  as  they  are  call’d,  who  make 
them  very  magnificent  in  their  Way,  and  confequently  very  coftly. 

I  won’t  determine  what  is  the  Motive  they  ad:  upon,  but  will  believe 
’tis  only  from  a  Tendernefs  of  Confcience. 

Towards  the  End  of  July ,  the  principal  Members  of  the  English 
College  of  Phyficians,  who  were  Favourers  of  that  Practice,  forefee- 
ing  that  it  wou’d  be  a  great  Benefit  to  the  Publick,  for  the  Prefervation 
and  multiplying  of  the  Britijh  Subjeds,  in  the  Number  of  which  con- 
fills  the  Riches  of  a  Country,  begged  his  Majelly  to  grant  their  Lives 
to  five  condemn’d  Malefadors,  who  faid  they  never  had  this  dange¬ 
rous  Diftemper,  on  Condition  of  their  undergoing  the  Experiment  j 
thereby  to  encourage  grown  Perfons,  to  whom  this  Difeafe  is  generally 
more  fatal,  in  Proportion  as  they  advance  in  Years.  His  Majefly  wil¬ 
lingly  granted  this  Favour ;  and  the  Operation  being  over,  four  of  them 
had  the  Small  Pox  the  fifth,  fixth  and  feventh  Day,*  in  a  very  fmall 
Number,  and  almofi  without  being  in  the  leaf!  indifpofed.  The  fifth, 
who  was  a  Woman,  and  who  faid  that  file  never  had  them,  in  all  like¬ 
lihood  to  fave  her  Life,  had  not  one  Pock  ;  and  being  well  examined, 
and  allured  at  the  fame  time  that  the  King  wou’d  not  revoke  his  Par¬ 
don,  even  if  he  fhou’d  know  that  fhe  had  recourfe  to  that  Fraud  to 
efcapc  Death,  flic  confefs’d,  that  fhe  was  not  certain,  but  that  at  leaft 
hie  did  not  remember  her  having  them  3  and  that  her  Parents,  whom 
hie  loft  whilfl  very  young,  had  not  let  her  know  it,  if  hie  had.  Upon 
thefe  Examples,  and  a  great  many  others  (Numbers  having  undergone 
the  Operation  without  any  Mifchance  happening)  the  Britijh  Court 
judged  it  fit  to  have  the  young  Branches  of  the  Royal  Family  inocu¬ 
lated,  upon  whom  they  came  out  as  well  as  cou’d  be  wifh’d  for.  The 
mo  ft  famous  Englijh  Phyficians  wonder,  that  the  French ,  who  in  very 
fmall  Time  have  ifeen  two  "Dauphins ,  and  others  of  the  Blood  Royal, 
carried  off  by  this  dangerous  Diftemper,  fhou’d  negledt  a  Thing  fo 
lafe  and  fo  expedient  for  the  Welfare  of  their  young  Monarch  ;  not  fee¬ 
ing  any  one  Inflanceto  deter  them  from  it,  amongfl  fuch  Numbers  that 
have  undergone  it  in  many  Climates,  even  lefs  happy  than  theirs. 

On  the  10th  of  Augujl ,  the  King  of  Great  Britain  gave  his  Affent  to 
an  Ad:  of  Parliament  for  making  feveral  Provifions  to  reflore  the  Pub- 
lick  Credit,  which  fuffered  much  by  the  Frauds  and  Mifmanagement  of 
the  former  South  Sea  Directors,  &c.  and  at  the  fame  time  his  Majefly 
acquainted  both  Houfes,  that  he  had  renewed  all  theTreaties  of  Com¬ 
merce  with  Spain,  upon  the  fame  foot  as  they  were  before  the  late  War. 

We  heard  on  the  latter  End  of  February ,  that  the  Czar,  who  has  ijzx% 
concluded  fuch  a  Peace  with  Sweden ,  as  I  have  hinted,  was  compli¬ 
mented  thereupon  by  his  Clergy  and  Senate  3  and  firnam’d  in  all  their 
Speeches  and  Addreffes  to  his  Czarian  Majefly  on  that  Account,  as 
well  as  that  of  his  other  glorious  Exploits,  "Peter  the  Great  and  Em¬ 
peror  of  RuJJia,  &c.  and  that  he  accordingly  had  lent  Orders  to  his  Mi- 
niflers  Abroad,  to  prefent  Memorials  in  his  Name,  and  make  the  ne- 
ceffary  Inflances  at  the  refpe&ive  Courts  where  they  refided,  to  get  this 
latter  Title  recognifed  thereat  :  That  the  King  of  PruJJta  was  the  firfl 

who 
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who  acknowledged  it ;  and  ’tis  now  faid  that  many  ocher  Powers  have 
done  the  fame,  as  the  Kings  of  Spain,  Sweden ,  &c.  From  the  latter 
he  got  that  of  Royal  Highnefs  for  the  Duke  of  Holftein ,  which  was 
denied  him  hitherto  by  the  States  and  Senate ,  as  contrary  to  the  Law 
or  Norkoping ,  and  their  Right  of  Election  ;  and  Advices  from  Confian- 
tinople  tell  us,  that  his  Czarian  Majefty  is  folliciting  the  like  from  the 
Porte ,  by  his  Envoy  there  ;  but  I  dare  fay,  that  he  will  meet  with  no 
great  Difficulty,  fince  that  Court  allows  every  Sovereign  to  call  himfelf 
! Patijhaw ,  or  Emperor  of  his  own  Dominions  :  A  Title  fhe  grants 
as  freely  v.  g.  to  the  King  of  France ,  as  he  takes  it  there  by  his  Am- 
baffadors  being  call'd  Francife  ‘Patijhaw ,  E?nperor  of  France  ;  fo  we 
may  hear  foon  that  the  Czar  lhall  be  (tiled  there  Mofcow  Patijhaw , 
Nemine  Contradicente.  As  for  this  Title,  the  very  Name  of  Czar  is  a 
Corruption  of  Cafar,  Befides,  this  Prince,  according  to  the  Ruffian 
Chronology  of  the  Czars  of  Mujcovy ,  derives  his  Origin  from  Julius 
Cafar.  The  Ccefars  were  call’d  Emperors,  Imperatores  ab  Imperando , 
from  commanding  the  Roman  Armies  ;  he  may  pretend  to  be  ltil’d  fo, 
for  having  happily  commanded  his  own  Forces  both  by  Land  and  by 
Sea,  and  added  fo  many  Conqueffs  to  his  Dominions,  to  fupport  glori- 
oully  that  Name  ;  and  accordingly  ’tis  reported  he  (files  himfelf  in  Fo¬ 
reign  Letters  thus,  By  the  Grace  of  God ,  we  Peter  the  Firft,  Emperor 
and  Sovereign  of  all  Ruffia ,  Mofcow ,  Kiow ,  Woledimir ,  and  of  the 
Great  Novogrod ;  Great  Duke  of  Smolensko ,  of  the  Lower  Novogrod , 
Czenihow ,  Rezan ,  Koftow ,  Jarofow ,  Bielozcrow ,  Udir ,  Obdonia ,  Can¬ 
dy  }  King  of  Ziberia ,  Cazan>  Aftracan  ;  Lord  of  Turky ,  of  CircaJJia  ; 
Hereditary  Lord  and  Pofleffor  of  Georgia ,  Cabordia ,  Korki ,  Bulgaria , 
Pleskow }  Duke  of  Eftorita,  Livonia ,  Carelia ,  Ingria  ;  Lord  of  Wiborg, , 
of  the  Ides  of  Oefil>  Dragoe ,  Maen.  * 

The  10th  of  March  his  Britannick  Majefly  having  diffiolved  his  Par¬ 
liament,  and  call’d  a  New  one  on  the  13th,  the  Ele&ionsfor  it  were 
carried  on  with  the  ufual  Noile  and  Clamour  ;  feveral  CofFee-houfe 
Papers  were  full  of  malicious  and  bitter  Invectives  and  Reflexions  a- 
gainft  the  Old  one,  and  abufed  both  the  Government  and  Miniffry 
mod  difrefpedfully  5  as  well  as  did  fcurrilous  Ballads  fung  thereupon 
in  the  Streets,  during  this  kind  of  Interregnum :  In  fhort,  the  Licence 
was  like  that  which  is  taken  on  the  Thames  by  the  Watermen,  and  no 
more  Notice  was  taken  of  it.  Some  of  the  Pretenders  Adherents 
thought  it  a  proper  Opportunity,  when  the  King  was  defigning  for  Ha¬ 
nover,  to  raife  a  Rebellion  againfl  his  Majeffy  in  favour  of  the  Che¬ 
valier.  Their  Projed  was  firft  difcovered  by  fome  of  their  Letters ; 
firlf  by  one  intercepted  in  the  Beginning  of  April ,  in  which  were  found 
thefe  Words,  or  thereabouts,  Pray  let  M.  Chaumont  know ,  that  fince 
the  Parliament  is  dead  and  gone ,  I  think  it  is  a  good  time  to  make  an 
Effort  when  the  Elector  is  gone  to  Flanover.  It  was  confirmed  by  ano¬ 
ther,  written  even  after  a  New  Parliament  was  cholen,  where  the 
Whigs  got  the  Majority  as  in  the  former.  The  Letters  were  reckon’d 
ro  be  of  the  Bifliop  of  Rochefter  to  the  Pretender  himfelf  :  However, 
the  Wrriter  faid  therein,  Notwit hftanding  this  Opportunity  is  elapfed ,  1 
agree  with  you  another  may  offer  before  the  latter  End  of  the  Tear .  But 

j  The  Swedes  yielded  the  eight  latter  (to  his  Czarian  Majefly  by  the  Treaty  of  Nyftadr,) 
with  the  Territory  and  Dependencies  of  Wiborg  in  Finland.  In  fhort,  by  this  Treaty ,  which 
was  concluded  on  the  latter  End  of  Auguft,  1721,  this  Prince  has  on  his  Side  all  the  Articles 
he  had  infifted  upon  during  the  late  Kjng  of  Sweden’*  Life ,  except  that  of  an  Alliance  Offenfive 
and  Defenfive  between  the  two  Crowns . 
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his  Majefty  having  timely  Advices  from  Abroad  of  their  Machinations 
and  the  Meafuresthcy  were  taking  to  carry  on  their  Defign,  prevented 
the  Execution  of  it ;  and  on  the  8th  of  May  my  Lord  Town [h  end,  one 
of  his  Majefty’s  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  acquainted,  by  his  Or¬ 
der,  the  Lord-Mayor  of  London ,  lc  That  his  Majefty  had  received  re- 
“  peated  and  unqueftionabie  Advices,  that  feveral  of  his  Subjects,  for- 
ic  getting  the  Ailegeance  they  owe  to  their  Sovereign,  as  well  as  the 
<c  natural  Love  they  ought  to  bear  to  their  Country,  had  enter’d  into 
<c  a  wicked  Conlpiracy,  in  Concert  with  Traitors  abroad,  for  raiftng 
“  a  Rebellion  in  the  Kingdom,  in  Favour  of  a  Topijh  Pretender,  and 
•c  to  overthrow  thereby  the  moft  excellent  Conftitution  in  Church  and 

State,  and  to  fubjedi  a  Protcftant  free  People  to  Tyranny  and  Su- 
,c  perftitfon.”  But  he  added,  that  he  was  commanded,  at  the  fame 
time,  by  his  Majefty,  to  inform  his  Lordlhip,  “  That  the  Authors  nei- 
“  ther  -v  re  nor  cou’d  be  fupported,  nor  even  countenanced,  by  any 
<c  Foreig  *  Power }  and  did  not  queftion  but,  by  the  Blefting  of  Ai- 
“  mighty  God,  and  the  Aftiftance  of  his  faithful  Subjetfts,  the  Efforts 
ct  of  the  Malice  of  his  Enemies  would  be  turn’d  to  their  own  Confu- 
<£  fion  j  and  that  his  Lordlhip,  purfuant  to  the  Truft  repofed  in  him, 
<c  would,  in  Conjunction  with  the  other  Majeftrates  of  liis  good  City 
<c  of  London ,  exert,  with  the  utmoft  Care  and  Vigilancy,  his  Autho- 
u  rity,  in  fo  important  a  Conjuncture,  for  the  Prefervation  of  the  pub- 
<e  lick  Peace, 

On  the  9th  the  Lord-Mayor,  Aldermen,  Sheriffs,  and  Recorder  of 
Loyidon ,  prefented  an  humble  Addrefs  to  the  King,  wherein  they  ex- 
prefs’d  “  their  utmoft  Abhorrence  and  Deteftation  of  the  intended  Re- 
“  bellion ;  return’d  their  hearty  Thanks  to  his  Majefty  for  his  tender 
“  and  indulgent  Regard  for  his  faithful  Subjects;  alluring  him  of  their 
u  fteddy  and  unalterable  AffeCtion  and  Zeal  for  his  Royal  Perfon  and 
“  Government,  and  for  the  Continuance  of  the  Proteftant  Succellion  in 
“  his  Royal  Family,  and  of  their  utmoft  Care  for  the  Pefervation  of 
<c  the  publick  Peace,  and  Vigilance  of  their  Councils,  in  concurring 
“  with  his  Majefty  towards  entirely  defeating  and  fruftrating  the  Ef- 
“  forts  of  all  his  Enemies,  or  their  Aiders  and  Abetters.”  To  which 
his  Majefty  having  given  his  gracious  Anfwer,  iffued  a  proclamation 
for  putting  the  Laws  in  Execution  againft  the  Roman  Cathoiicks  and 
Nonjurors ,  commanding  the  former  to  depart  from  the  Cities  of  London 
and  l Vejlminjler ,  and  confining  them  to  their  Habitations,  &c.  The  fame 
Day  the  Right  Honourable  Sir  Robert  Sutton  was  fworn  of  his  Majefty’s 
Privy-Council.  On  the  16th  of  June  died  at  Windfor  the  Duke  of.  Marl¬ 
borough,  and  his  Body  was  brought  a  few  Days  after  to  his  Houfe  a c 
St.  James's,  there  to  lay  in  a  State-Bed,  it  having  laid  for  about  a 
Month  in  his  Houfe  at  St.  James  s,  on  a  moft  magnificent  State-Bed 
of  Black  Velvet,  with  Plumes  at  the  Corner  of  the  Teller,  was  re¬ 
moved  from  thence  the  9th  of  Augujl ,  and  carry’d  to  Wejlminfter 
Abbey  w  ith  an  extraordinary  great  Pomp  ,  the  Proceffion  march¬ 
ing  in  the  following  Order,  thus  —  a  Detachment  of  Elorfe  Gre¬ 
nadiers — another  Regiment  of  Horfe  Guards — the  Artillery ,  confift- 
ing  of  fifteen  Pieces  of  Cannon  and  two  Mortars,  with  the  great  Ket¬ 
tle-Drums  belonging  to  it,  in  Carriages,  drawn  each  by  two  Hor- 
fes,  and  accompany’d  by  Cannoniers  and  Bombadiers — the  Detachment 
of  the  third  Regiment  of  Foot  Guards— -a  Detachment  of  the  fecond 
Regiment  of  ditto — the  firft  Detachment  of  ditto — Seven  General  Offi¬ 
cers ,  a  Major  General ,  and  two  Lieutenant  Generals-* the  Earl  Cadogan , 

Chief 
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Chief  Commander  of  his  Majefty’s  Forces,  &c,  attended  by  two  Colo¬ 
nels,  one  as  Qiiarter- Aloft er  General ,  the  other  as  Adjutant  General \ 
and  his  fix  Aids  de  Camp— t\\o,  eldeft  Company  of  Grenadiers  of  the 
firfl  Regiment  of  Guards — the  Porter  of  the  Heralds  Office  in  a  Gown 
of  Cloth,  and  a  black  Staff  in  his  right  Hand-Seventy  three  Out- 
Penfioners  of  Cbelfea  (the  Number  of  the  deceafed’s  Years)  with  the 
Badge  of  his  Creft  on  one  Arm,  two  and  two — Trumpets  and  Kettle¬ 
-Drums,  the  firft  having  Bandrols  with  his  Scutcheons  upon  them,  and 
the  fecond  cover’d  wrih  black  Bay,  adorned  alfo  with  the  fame  Scutche¬ 
ons — a  Standard  on  a  Lance,  with  the  like  Scutcheons,  carry ’d  by  a 
Major,  and  fupported  by  two  Officers — a  Mourning  Led  Horfe,  on 
whole  Caparifon  were  his  Arms,  adorn’d  with  Plumages — 40  Mour¬ 
ners,  two  and  two — Trumpets,  with  Bandrols,  as  the  firft— -a  Rouge 
Croix  Pourfuant  of  Arms — a  Guidon  on  a  Lance,  carry’d  by  a  Major— 
a  fecond  Mourning  Lead  Horfe  caparifon’d,  and  adorned  with  Feathers, 
as  the  firft — 40  Mourners — Trumpets — a  Rouge  DragonPourfuant  of 
Arms — an  Enfign  carry’d  by  a  Colonel,  and  fupported  by  two  Officers 
—a  third  Mourning  Lead  Horfe,  equipp’d  as  the  foregoing  ones  — 
Divers  Trumpets  with  Bandrols,  having  the  deceafed’s  Arms  upon  them 
as  a  Prince  of  the  Empire — Blew  Mantle  Pourfuant  of  Arms — a  Stan¬ 
dard  with  the  Imperial  Eagles — a  fourth  Led  Mourning  Horfe  alfo, 
with  the  fame  Arms  on  his  Caparifon — the  deceafed’s  Secretary— 
his  two  Chaplains — Two  Trumpets  in  the  King’s  Livery — the  Banner 
of  the  Order  of  the  Garter  on  a  Lance,  carry’d  by  a  Colonel,  and  fup¬ 
ported  by  two  Officers — a  fifth  Mourning  Led  Horfe,  with  Scutcheons 
of  that  Order  in  his  Caparifon — 40  Mourners — the  deceafed’s  Cham¬ 
berlain,  Steward,  Treafurer,  and  Comptroller,  with  the  White  Staffs 
of  their  Offices — Three  Trumpetters  in  the  King’s  Livery — Chefter 
Herald  of  Arms — The  Duke’s,  as  Generaliffimo,  great  Banner  full 
of  Scutcheons,  on  a  Lance,  carry’d  by  a  Colonel,  fupported  by  two 
Officers — the  chief  Mourning  Horfe  cover’d  with  Velvet,  and  the  laid 
Arms  on  his  Caparifon,  led  by  an  Equerry,  affifted  by  two* Grooms — 
The  Duke’s  Spurs  and  Gauntlets,  carry’d  by  Lancafier  Herald  of 
Arms — his  Target  and  Sword  carry’d  by  JVindfor  Herald  of  Arms — 
his  Surcoat  of  Arms  carry’d  by  Norroy  King  of  f  Arms— the  De¬ 
ceafed’s  Body ,  with  a  Suit  of  Armour  gilt,  having  the  Truncheon 
in  the  right  Hand,  and  the  great  Collar  of  the  Garter  about  the  Neck, 
with  the  George  appendant,  and  the  Garter  on  the  left  Leg — a  rich 
Sword  in  a  Crimfon  Velvet  Scabbard,  buckled  on  the  Side  by  a  little 
Velvet  Belt,  on  one  Side  of  the  Head  the  Cap  of  a  Prince  of  the  Em - 
pire,  and  on  the  other  a  Ducal  Coronet,  the  Feet  refting  on  a  Lion 
c  ouch  ant :  The  lower  Part  of  this  Chariot  was  adorn’d  on  both  Sides 
with  Numbers  of  Shields,  reprefenting  his  great  and  glorious  Victo¬ 
ries,  under  which  was  a  Scrole,  with  this  Motto,  Bello  hac  &  plura: 
It  was  drawn  by  eight  Horfes,  all  over  cover’d  with  Velvet;  the  two 
firft  caparifon’d  with  his  Grace’s  Arms,  as  a  Prince  of  the  Empire  ;  the 
the  two  next  with  his  full  Arms,  furrounded  with  the  Garter ,  with  the 
Supporter  furmounted ;  the  two  following  with  the  Ducal  Coronet 
the  two  next  to  the  Body  with  his  like  full  Arms,  led  by  as  many 
Grooms,  befides  the  Coachman  in  deep  Mourning — a  Horfe  of  State 

*  The  foregoing  ’Mourning  Horfes  were  led  each  only  hy  a  Groom.  f  All  the  Officers 

were  in  as  clofe  Mourning  as  the  Military  Profeffion  does  allow,  the  Soldiers  holding  their  Arms 
turn'd  after  the  ufual  Manner  on  fuch  Occafions. 
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caparifon’d  with  Cloth  of  Gold,  led  with  a  filken  Rein  by  the  de- 
ceafed’s  Matter  of  Horfe,  affitted  by  two  Grooms,  that  was  laid  to 
have  been  mounted  by  the  Duke  in  his  lad  Battle — the  Duke  of  Mon¬ 
tague  in  his  chief  Mourning  Coach,  with  his  Train-Bearer  fitting  over  . 
againtt  him — The  Earls  of  Sunderland  and  Godolphin •  in  the  next 
Coach — Seven  others,  four  carrying  two  Dukes  each,  and  the  three 
two  Earis  each — a  Led  Horfe  richly  caparifon’d— the  King’s  Coach— 
the  Prince  of  Wales  s  Coach — thofe  of  the  Nobility,  &c.  according  to 
their  Ranks.  This  Proceffion  having  taken  its  Grand  Tour  thro’  Hide- 
SPark ,  Piccadilly ,  down  St.  James’s  Street ,  then  thro"  Pall-Mall ,  fo  on 
by  Charing- Crofts  to  the  Abbey,  only  the  chief  Standards,  the  Gui¬ 
don-Bearers,  the  Herald  and  Chaplains,  and  the  White  Staff  Officers 
entered  in  Church,  with  the  Nobility,  and  a  few  other  Perfons  ,*  all 
the  Detachments,  with  the  Artillery,  &c.  went  back  in  good  Order 
to  St.  James’s  Park,  there  to  day  till  a  Signal  was  given  them  to  make 
a  Triple  Difcharge  of  their  Arms,  on  the  depofiting  of  the  Body  in  the 
Vault  of  Henry  Vllth’s  Chapel. 

On  the  Arrival  of  the  Chariot  at  the  Wed  Door  of  the  Church,  the  Ar¬ 
mour  was  taken  off,  and  the  Body  carry’d  into  the  Church,  where  a  Vel¬ 
vet  Canopy  was  placed  over  it,  four  Earls  holding  the  four  Corners  of  the 
Pall,  the  Organ  playing  all  the  while ;  then  the  Prebends  in  their  Copes 
and  Surplices,  taking  their  Ranks  between  the  great  Banner  and  the  He¬ 
ralds,  began  eo  fing,  lam  the  RefurreSlion  and  the  Life ,  &c.  going  on  till 
the  Body  was  fet  on  a  Stand  in  the  middle  of  the  Chapel;  after  which, 
every  Body  being  feated  according  to  their  Ranks,  an  Anthem  was  per¬ 
form’d  with  vocal  and  indrumental  Mufick ;  which  done,  the  Body  was 
let  down  under  the  Vault,  at  which  Time  the  x^rtillery  and  Muskettery 
in  the  Park  fir’d  three  Volleys ;  then  the  Choir  fung,  Man  that  is  born  of  a 
Woman ,  &c.  continuing  to  dng  till  it  was  deposited ;  then  the  Dean 
read.  For  as  much  as  it  has  pleafted  Almighty  God ,  &c.  which  ended, 
the  Choir  fung,  I  heard  a  Voice  from  Heaven^  &c.  then  the  Garter  King 
of  Arms  proclaimed  the  Stile  of  the  deceafed  Duke ;  and  immediately 
after,  his  Grace’s  Officers  breaking  their  Staves,  deliver’d  their  Pieces 
to  the  Garter,  who  threw  them  upon  the  Coffin,  and  every  Body  with¬ 
drew.  *  This  Funeral  was  worthy  of  fo  great  a  Man,  who,  for  above 
10  Years,  never  fought  a  Battle  but  he  won  it,  nor  befieged  a  Place 
but  he  took  it;  -to  whom  one  of  the  greateft  Heroes  that  ever  fat  on 
the  Throne  of  England ,  King  William  III.  gave  this  Character,  That  he 
had  a  Cool  Head ,  and  a  Warm  Heart ;  recommending  him,  at  the  fame 
Time,  to  the  Princefs  his  Succeffor,  a  few  Moments  before  his  Death, 
as  the  fitt eft  Perfon  to  command  her  Armies  5  a  Character  fo  much  more 
generous,  that  ’tis  faid  he  had  then  fome  particular  Reafons  of  not  be¬ 
ing  well  fatisfy’d  of  his  Behaviour  in  one  Refpedr. 

In  the  mean  while,  the  Clergy,  Mayors,  Aldermen,  Sheriffs,  and  other 
Magiftrates  of  divers  Cities,  Counties,  Boroughs,  came  daily  to  prefent 
their  loyal  Addreffes  to  the  King,  to  the  fame  Purpofe  as  thofe  of  London 
had  done ;  and  ’twas  thought  proper,  for  the  Security  of  this  City,  as 
well  as  of  his  Majeftys  Perfon  and  the  Royal  Family ,  to  form  in  its 
Neighbourhood  a  fmall  Camp,  and  another  on  the  Plain  of  Salisburyy 
the  King  relying  fo  far  on  the  Loyalty  of  his  faithful  Friends  and 

*  From  the  Time  at  which  the  ProceJJion  began  to  march ,  till  thent  the  Guns  did  not  difeon - 
tinue  Firing  from  the  Tower  every  Minute. 
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Subje&s  for  it,  againft  the  Attempts  of  the  difaffe&ed  ones,  as  not  to 
(end  for  Foreign  Troops,  and  thus  fav’d  to  his  People  the  Charges  of 
it.  Thofe  moderate  Difpofitions  being  made,  his  Majefty  fee  out  on 
the  28th  from  his  Palace  at  Kenfington  for  Salisbury  j  where,  as  well 
as  in  Hampjhire  and  Wiltfioire ,  through  which  he  palled,  he  was 
met  by  their  Clergy,  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  Sheriffs,  and  other 
Magiftrates,  in  their  Formalities,  and  received  Compliments,  with  Ad- 
dreffes  full  of  Loyalty,  and  Protections  of  Affection  for  his  facred 
Perfon,  and  of  Zeal  for  the  Continuance  of  the  Proteftant  Succeffion  in 
his  Royal  Family.  His  Majefty  made  on  the  30th  a  Review  of  his 
Forces  encamped  within  two  Miles  of  the  Town  of  Salisbury ,  after 
having  heard  Divine  Service  in  the  Cathedral  Church ;  .  and  afeer  a 
Stay  of  two  Days  at  Salisbury ,  came  back  towards  the  latter  End  of 
September  to  Wmchefter  by  ‘Portsmouth ,  (where  he  view’d  his  Fleet) 
through  Stiff  ex,  Guilford,  arriving  at  Kenfington  the  ift  of  Ottober. 
That  Prince  received,  during  that  Journey,  thoufands  of  Proofs  of  the 
Loyalty  and  Affe&ion  of  his  Subjects  in  every  Place  where  he  paffed, 
and  gave  as  many  Proofs  of  his  Royal  Liberality  to  the  Poor,  efpecially 
to  Parfons  Widows,  Prifoners  for  Debt,  who  were  ordered  to  be  dii- 
charged  at  his  own  Expence,  thofe  for  Crimes  not  unworthy  of  his 
Clemency  to  be  fet  at  Liberty,  and  made  great  Conouefts  of  the  Pre¬ 
tender’s  Friends.  I  heard  fome  fay  in  the  Country,  that  if  his  Majefty 
would  be  pleafed  to  fliew  himfelf  now  and  then  thus  to  his  People, 
there  would  be  foon  no  more  Jacobites  and  Nonjurors  left  in  all  his  three 
Kingdoms,  than  there  are  now  JVoolfs  in  England ,  (to  ufe  their  own 
Exprefiion.) 

In  the  mean  while,  feveral  Perfons  had  been  and  were  daily  taken 
up  and  imprifon’d  on  Account  of  the  faid  Confpiracy ;  among  others,  the 
molt  confiderable  ones  were  Dr.  Atterbury ,  Bilhop  of  Rochefter ,  the 
Lord  North  and  Grey,  &c.  ’Twas  given  out,  that  fome  Papers  of  the 
Prifoners,  and  divers  Letters  daily  intercepted,  fhew’d  that  the  Duke  of 
O.  wou’d  have  as  great,  or  even  a  greater  Share  in  the  Revolution  (as 
they  term’d  it)  in  Favour  of  the  Pretender,  than  in  that  by  which  the 
Prince  of  Orange  afeended  the  Britijh  Throne ;  he  was  gone,  as  appear’d, 
with  fuch  a  Defign  into  Spain ,  when  King  George  and  King  Philip  had 
their  Difference  about  Sicily,  in  order  to  be  aftifted  by  his  Catholick  Ma¬ 
jefty,  but  was  difappointed  in  the  Execution  by  the  Agreement  which 
was  foon  made  by  the  two  Monarchs.  He  having  remain’d  almoft  ever 
jfince  there,  feem’d  to  be  encourag’d  to  make  an  Attempt,  or  an  Effort, 
by  fome  confiderable  Perfons  of  his  Friends  and  Council,  and  with  the 
Alfiftance  of  the  Pretender’s  Adherents  both  within  and  without  the 
Kingdom.  This  Effort  (which  no  Foreign  Power  would  fupport)  was 
faid  to  be  no  lefs  than  to  dethrone  King  George ,  and  even  make  away 
with  his  facred  Perfon,  thofe  of  the  Royal  Family,  and  the  Comman¬ 
der  in  Chief  of  his  Majefty’s  Forces,  feize  on  the  Tower  and  the  Bank, 
&c.  as  ’twas  concluded  from  many  of  the  faid  Papers,  and,  among  others, 
a  certain  Letter  of  Plunkett's,  wherein  he  fays,  “  Should  O.  come  with 
“  half  a  Dozen  of  Regiments  only,  he  would  make  him  (King  George ) 
tC  according  to  the  beft  Decypherers  Explanation, run  for  it.”  In  another, 
“  That  if  Burford  and  the  Club  have  a  mind  to  have  him  deliver’d  up, 
“  they  fhall,  there  being  thofe  that  will  undertake  it,  and  offer  to  do 
“  whatfoever  is  requir’d.”  In  another,  “  I  can  affure  you,  Defpair  has 
“  made  fome  to  take  a  Refolution  to  lay#  violent  Hands  on  him,  but

“  there  is  a  flop  pur  to  them  at  prefent.”  In  another,  “  That  the  Re- 
“  Tent  joins  with  King  George ,  &c.”  In  one,  of  a  certain  Perfon 
call’d  Wtllfon  to  a  Lawyer  call’d  Layer ,  who  was  arrefted  after¬ 
wards,  “  That  if  Cadogan  were  but  fliot,  the  Soldiers  would  declare 
<£  for  O.  &cL  To  which  I  heard  feveral  Tories  fay,  “  That  they 
<f  could  not  think  that  the  Duke  of  Ormond  a  Perfon  of  true  Va- 
“  lour,  whom  they  pitied  as  being  milled  by  the  ill  Counfels  of 
“  fome  of  his  too  much  interefted  and  ambitious  Friends,  (and  they 
“  named  one  of  the  Prifoners  for  one)  nor  any  of  thofe  Lords  who 
<c  were  feized,  knew  or  would  ever  approve  fuch  barbarous  Means; 

<c  that  indeed  the  Contrivers  of  them  feem’d  not  fo  intent  to  ferve 
“  fo  much  the  Pretender ,  as  their  private  Interefts  ;  but  rather  in  Imi- 
<c  tation  of  thofe  Soldiers  who  expofe  themfeives  to  the  greateft  Dan- 
“  gers  of  an  Aftault  on  a  befieged  Place,  with  the  only  Profpecft  of  Plun- 
“  der,  to  put  their  Country  to  Sword  and  Fire,  and  rob  it  of  its  Trea- 
<e  fure,  and  ruin  its  Credit in  fhort,  they  exprefs’d  as  much  Abhor¬ 
rence  as  the  mod  zealous  Whigs  for  the  Publick  Good  could  have  of  them. 
The  Prifoners,  as  well  as  their  Papers  and  Letters  intercepted,  being 
carefully  examined  by  the  Committees  appointed  for  that  purpofe  ; 
it  appeared  from  them,  that  the  firft  Intention  of  the  Confpiratcrs  was 
to  have  procured  a  regular  Body  of  Foreign  Troops ;  who  with  thofe 
already  lifted  in  the  Kingdom,  and  others  who  would  be  invited  to  leave 
King  George  for  their  intended  King  James ,  would  perform  the  Bufinefs 
in  hand  at  the  time  of  the  Ele&ions,  a  time  of  Riots,  wherein  the 
boundlefs  Liberty  already  mentioned  is  taken,  when  all  the  Freeholders 
of  England  are  necefiarily  aftembled  together,  and  when  the  whole  Na¬ 
tion  is  too  apt  to  be  in  a  ferment,  even  in  the  quieteft  Times.  But 
being  difappointed  in  their  Expectation  by  the  Majority  of  the  Whigs , 
they  refolved  to  make  the  Attempt  as  foon  as  the  King  ihould  be  gone 
to  Hanover ,  by  the  help  of  fuch  Officers  and  Soldiers  as  could  pals  in 
England  unobferved  from  Abroad,  and  thofe  who  were  already  there 
lifted,  or  known  to  be  well  affecfted,  or  gain’d  to  him  under  the  Com¬ 
mand  of  the  Duke  of  Ormond ,  who  was  to  have  landed  in  the  River 
Thames ,  with  a  Number  of  Arms  provided  in  Spain  for  that  purpofe; 
at  which  time  the  Tower  was  to  have  been  feized,  and  the  City  of 
London  made  a  Place  of  Arms.  ’Twas  faid,  that  according  to  Advices 
from  a  trufty  Perfon  at  Rome ,  the  Pretender  was  fpeedily  to  embark 
at  Porto  Longone  ;  but  this  Defign  being  alfo  difappointed  by  the  Dif- 
coveries  made  there,  his  Majefty  putting  off  his  Journey,  and  the  En¬ 
campment  of  his  Forces  at  Home,  as  well  as  the  fending  for  thofe 
from  Ireland ;  and  by  the  Readinefs  of  his  good  Allies  the  States  Gene¬ 
ral,  to  alfift  him  with  fome  of  theirs  in  cafe  of  Need  ;  by  the  Orders 
given  in  Spain ,  at  his  Minifter’s  Requeft  to  that  Court,  that  the  faid 
Duke  Ihould  not  be  fuller’d  to  imbark  there  on  any  Expedition,  and  the 
like  Orders  iftued  in  France ,  that  he  Ihould  not  be  permitted  to  pafs 
that  Kingdom,  &c.  the  Confpirators  found  themfeives  under  a  Ne- 
ceflity  of  deferring  their  Attempt  till  the  breaking  up  of  the  Camp. 
’Twas  concluded  from  the  faid  Papers,  &c.  that  during  this  Interval 
they  were  labouring  by  their  Agents,  Melfieurs  Layer ,  Plunket ,  George 
Kelly ,  a  Nonjuring  Clergyman,  who  was  faid  afterwards  to  have  been 
a  great  Aftiftant  and  Friend  to  the  BiQiop  of  Roche fler,  to  write  and 
convey’d  Letters  for  him,  as  well  as  another  Nonjuring  Clergyman 
call’d  Carte ,  and  other  Emiflaries,  to  feduce  the  Officers  and  Soldi- 
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ers  of  his  Majefiy’s  Army:  They  depended  fo  much  on  this  Dcfe&icn, 
and  the  general  Difcontent  of  the  Nation,  as  to  entertain  hopes  of 
Succefs,  tho’  they  fhou’d  obtain  no  Affiflance  from  Abroad  ;  which  ne- 
verthelefs  they  had  not  dropt  folliciting,  as  was  confirmed  by  unque- 
ftionable  Advices  from  aimoft  all  the  Parts  of  Europe ;  but  his-Lord- 
fhip  denied  always  he  had  had  any  particular  Acquaintance  with  the 
faid  Perfons  :  That  by  one  Neynoe's  Confeffion,  he  had  been  employed 
by  George  Kelly  and  one  Wat f on,  to  draw  up  three  fevera!  Memorials 
to  the  Regent  of  France  for  a  Succour  of  Forces  to  the  Number  of  5000 
Men.  But  by  that  of  Layer ,  a  Lord  of  very  great  Parts  who  feem'd 
not  to  entertain  a  great  Opinion  of  the  Succefs  of  this  Plot,  and 
wherein  he  was  found  to  have  no  other  Part,  than  to  know  that  there 
was  fuch  a  one  projected,  had  told  him,  that  the  Regent  was  not  to  be 
miffed  ,•  and  that  the  French  had  made  a  Tool  of  the  "Pretender,  as  long 
as  they  thought  he  could  ferve  their  Ends,  but  now  did  not  care  for  him. 
By  one  Letter  fent  from  Rome ,  to  one  of  his  Majefiy’s  Secretaries  of 
State,  it  appeared  that  the  Mifcarriage  of  the  Grand  'ProjeLt  was  attri¬ 
buted  there  to  the  want  of  the  neccflary  Subfidics  from  their  Friends  in 
England ,  and  to  the  fufpecTed  Faith  of  the  Regent ,  as  well  as  to  the  Pu- 
filanimity  of  the  Pretender  ;  who,  to  avoid  hazarding  his  own  Perfon, 
propofed  to  fend  his  Child*.  The  Committee  obferv’d  from  Layer's 
Scheme,  as  well  as  from  a  Letter  of  one  Sample ,  who  had  made  his 
Efcape  from  a  Meffenger,  that  the  City  of  London  was  to  be  involv’d 
in  Blood  and  Confufion,  the  Bank  plundered  for  Encouragement  and 
Reward  of  the  Undertakers,  and  an  InfurredHon  managed  in  the  Coun¬ 
try  :  That  there  were  already  6000  Arms  ready  ;  all  which  Circum- 
flances,  and  many  others,  were  not  only  proved  by  fome  of  the  Fri- 
foner’s  own  Confeffion,  and  the  Letters  of  the  Plot  Contrivers,  &c.  but 
even  by  Foreigners’;  as  among  others,  by  one  Captain  Bahr,  employ’d 
in  the  Swedijh  Expedition  for  bringing  the  Madagascar  Pirates  to  Got- 
tenborg ,  to  fettle  there  and  in  other  Swedijh  Ports,  form'd  under  the  late 
King’s  Reign,  and  mention’d  in  my  Account  of  that  Country;  for 
whom  the  Lords  Committee  fent,  and  from  whofe  own  Mouth  I  had  re¬ 
peated  what  he  had  faid  to  their  Lordfhips ;  but  much  more  concerning 
that  Frojedf.  I  thought  ir  dead  indeed  with  King  Charles  ;  but  I  was 
informed  by  him,  that  this  prefent  King,  with  the  Senate,  judged  it 
worth  confidering,  and  found  it  iliould  be  a  great  Relief  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  and  Benefit  to  the  Publick  as  Affairs  then  flood  ;  that  accordingly 
a  Convoy  was  form'd  and  fitted  out  at  Gottenborg ,  where  feveral  of  the 
Pretenders  Adherents  being  at  that  time,  enter'd  themfelves  in  the  Swe¬ 
dijh  Service;  fome  on  board  the  Swedifh  Commodore  JJ  brick,  fome  on 
board  the  others.  As  this  Convoy  was  to  carry  Arms  to  the  Madagas¬ 
car  tans,  for  the  Security  of  their  Paffage  from  their  Ifiand  to  Gottenborgy 
thofe  Men  had  Interefl  enough  with  the  Swedijh  Captains  and  Officers, 
and  the  Commodore  himfelf,  to  treat  with  them  for  a  great  Quantity  to  be 
deliver’d  (on  being  well  paid  for)  at  Cadiz-,  that  Place  being  in  their 
Way,  and  Sweden ,  Great  Britain  and  Spain  being  mutually  at  Peace. 
So  far  the  Commodore ,  and  the  otherCaptains  and  Officers,  who  agreed 
to  it,  (thinking  perhaps  they  were  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Spaniards )  cou’d 
jollify  their  Conduct  to  all  three  Courts  ;  but  not  in  what  follows, 

*  There  were  hut  few  or  no  Ppman  Catholickj  concerned  in  the  Plot  ;  and  fome  would  have 
that  the  fending  of  the  Pretender'*  Child  was  advijed  by  the  Bijlcop  of  Rochefter  ;  who ,  to  en¬ 
courage  the  Proteftants  in  the  Rebellion,  made  them  underjland  he  would  have  him  bred  up 
in  the  Church  of  England  Belief 
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for  being  arrived  at  Cadiz,  the  chief  Swedijh  Ship  Carolus  was  taken 
into  the  ‘Pretenders  Service  and  call’d  the  Revolution ,  the  Name  given 
to  the  then  meditated  Confpiracy  in  Great  Britain.  There  not  only  the 
Arms  put  on  Board  for  his  Service,  but  even  thofe  intended  for  the 
Pyrates,  with  mod  of  the  Powder  and  Ammunition,  were  difpofed  of 
to  his  Partizans.  The  Commodore  permitted  feveral  of  his  own  Officers, 
and  of  the  other  Ships,  to  enter  into  the  Pretenders  ;  which  Conduct, 
with  his  returning  home  Re-infeCtd ,  were  fo  far  from  being  excufed  by 
the  Swedijh  Court,  that  he  was  arreded  on  his  Arrival. 

On  the  nth  of  October ,  the  Parliament  being  met  for  the  fird  time, 
the  King  went  to  the  Houle  of  Peers  with  the  ufual  State  and  Solem¬ 
nity,  and  the  Lord  Chancellor  read  his  Majedy’s  Speech  to  both 
Houfes  ;  the  Subdance  of  which  was  a  I  mod  like  that  of  my  Lord 
To  wnjh  end's  Letters  to  the  Mayor  of  London ,  concerning  the  Confpi¬ 
racy  lately  form’d  ;  adding,  That  the  Confpirators,  notwithdanding 
the  Difcovery  of  their  wicked  Defign,  and  the  Meafures  taken  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  Execution  of  it,  and  that  feveral  of  their  Accomplices  were 
feized,  had  not  yet  defided  from  carrying  it  on  ;  but  that  his  Majedy 
did  not  quedion,  that  the  Parliament  would  on  this  Occafion  exert 
themfelves  with  a  more  than  ordinary  Zeal  and  Vigour  for  the  Frefer- 
vation  of  the  Peace  and  Tranquility  of  the  Kingdom,  recommending  to 
them  the  Union  fo  abfolutely  necedary  among  Well-wifhers  to  the 
prefent  Edablifhment  and  Constitution,  both  in  Church  and  Govern¬ 
ment,  &c.  and  promifmg  to  continue  making  the  Laws  of  the  Realm 
the  Rule  and  Meafure  of  his  Adions,  &c.  As  foon  as  his  Majedy 
was  withdrawn,  and  the  Commons  retired  to  their  Houfe,  the  Duke 
of  Grafton  took  Notice  of  that  horrid  Confpiracy  lately  formed,  and 
dill  carrying  on  againd  the  Kings  Perfon  and  Government,  fhew’d  the 
Necedity  of  drengthning  his  Majedy’s  Hands  for  a  full  Suppreffion  of 
all  thefe  traiterous  Practices  ;  and  thereupon  prefented  a  Bill  for  fu- 
fpending  an  Ad  called  Habeas  Corpus ,  empowering  the  King  to  fecure 
and  detain  fuch  Perfons  as  his  Majedy  fhould  fufped  were  engaged  in 
the  Confpiracy,  and  that  for  the  fpace  of  one  Year.  This  Ad  met  with 
a  pretty  deal  of  Oppofition  ;  fome  looking  on  it  as  an  Encroachment 
on  the  Englijh  Liberties  and  Prerogatives  of  the  Subjeds  ;  others  find¬ 
ing  the  Term  too  long,  and  infiding  to  have  it  reduced  to  that  of  Five  or 
Six  Months,  19  Peers  entred  a  Proted  againd  it;  but  on  the  Quedion 
being  put  that  the  Bill  do  pafs  with  the  faid  Term  of  a  Year,  it  was  car¬ 
ried  in  the  Affirmative  by  a  Majority  of  246  againd  193,  and  his  Majedy 
W7ent  on  the  17th  to  the  Houfe  of  Peers,  and  gave  the  Royal  AfTent  to  it. 

On  the  26th,  George  Kelly  being  taken  up  and  examined  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Lords  of  his  Majedy’s  Privy  Council,  was  committed  to  the 
To  "jeer,  fo  was  the  Duke  of  Norfolk  on  the  27th  ;  but  his  Grace  was 
afterwards  releafed,  as  well  as  all  the  other  Lords  under  Arred. 

During  thefe  Tranfadions,  the  Whig  and  Tory  Writers  laying  the  South 
Sea  afide,  as  an  old  exhauded  Subjed,  fell  on  that  of  the  Confpiracy, 
tho’  in  an  oppodte  way  ;  the  fird  reprefenting  it  with  the  blacked  Co¬ 
lours,  and  the  others  leffening  the  Malice  of  it,  and  endeavouring  to 
give  it  an  Aire  of  Fable  in  their  Writings  and  Converfations.  The  Bi- 
Ihop’s  Imprifonment  made  a  great  Noife,  and  gave  occafion  to  many 
Refledions  ;  the  Whigs  pointing  at  the  Tories  faid,  See  nowtheTen- 
“  dency  of  your  PaJJive  Obedience  Principles!  Who  a  more  drenuous 
“  Defender  of  it  than  E)r.  Atterbury  ?  Who  deeper  in  the  Confpiracy  to 
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tc  betray  a  Troteftant  King,  on  whofe  Head  he  even  aftifted  to  put  the 
“  Crown,  and  to  whom  he  took  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  ?  Who  more 
<c  ready  to  take  it  back  again  from  his  Royal  Head,  and  crown  a  Po- 
<c  pifh  Pretender  with  it  ;  fo  to  overthrow  at  once  the  beftConftitution 
“  both  in  Church  and  Government?  '  Then  repeating  almoft  King 
Georges  own  Words  in  his*  late  Speech,  “  Had  King  George ,  fince 
“  his  Acceftion  to  the  Throne,  ever  attempted  any  Innovation  in  our 
“  Eftablilh’d  Religion  ;  had  his  Majefty,  in  any  one  Inftance,  invaded 
“  the  Liberty  or  Property  of  his  People,  we  fhou'd  lefs  wonder  at  any 
li  Endeavours  to  alienate  the  AfFecftions  of  his  Britijb  Subjecfts  ;  and 
“  would  join  with  you,  as  in  the  laft  happy  Revolution,  for  the  Frc- 
“  fervation  of  thole  Sacred  Laws  and  Liberties  ;  but  on  the  contrary, 
cc  what  Law,  nay,  what  Tittle  of  Law  has  that  Prince  violated,  or  has 
“  not  maintain’d?  What  Treaty  has  he  broken  ;  or  into  whac  unjuft 
46  War  has  he  plunged  the  Nation?  Has  not  he,  by  his  Wifdom,  ccn- 
“  firmed  ;  nay,  prelerv’d  inviolably,  and  even  amended  the  Treaties 
u  concluded  before  his  coming  to  the  Crown,  in  thofe  very  Points 
“  that  feem’d  moft  advantagious  to  the  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain.” 
For  Inftance,  they  quoted  the  Harbour  of  ‘Dunkirk  entirely  filled  up, 
the  new  Works  at  Mardyke deftroy’d  and  given  over,*  the  Duties  of  10 
per  Cent,  on  the  Spanijh  Coafts  in  the  Mediterranean  reftored  to  the 
ancient  Foot  of  6  per  Cent,  in  favour  of  the  Britijh  Merchants  ,*  new 
Alliances  contracted  with  the  moft  ancient  formidable  Enemy  of  Great 
Britain ,  &c.  “  Now,  continued  they,  allarm  as  much  as  you  pleafe  the 
‘c  People  with  your  ufual Clamour  the  Church  is  incDanger ,  becaufe  the 
“  Bilhop  is  in  the  Tower ,  we  will  take  care  to  diflipate  the  Allarm,  by 
<c  (hewing  that  it  is  lefs  in  Danger  fince  he  is  there ;  and  we  have  a  wife 
“  King,  who,  aftifted  by  his  loyal  Subjects,  will  remove  all  the  reft  of 
“  the  Danger,  in  which  the  C'onfpirators  were  bringing  both  ourSpiri- 
<l  tual  and  Temporal  Liberties,  &c.”  The  Tories  efteem’d  indeed  the 
Doctor  as  a  great  Champion  in  their  Party,  for  his  true  Learning  and  his 
extraordinary  Eloquence  and  Hatred  to  th z  Whigs  and  Diftenters ;  but  did 
not  love  him  generally  for  his  proud  and  haughty  Temper.  I  heard 
fome  moderate  Tories  fay,  that  the  Whigs  wrong’d  them  very  much  in 
confounding  them  thus  with  the  Jacobites ,  as  they  feem’d  to  do  in  their 
Invectives  and  Publick  Papers;  that  they  ought  to  diftinguilh  between 
Tories  and  Jacobites ;  and  tho’,  faidthey,  “  Moft  of  us  oppofe  the  Court 
“  in  many  Refpects,  yet  we  are  fo  far  from  being  Nine  Rebels  in  Ten,  as  a 
i(  Foreign  Minifter  was  pleafed  to  fay,  for  want  of  being  well  acquainted 
“  with  our  Inclination,  ’twould  be  a  difficult  matter  to  find  One  in  Ten 
“  that  are  fo.  Befides,  continued  they,  our  Party  Divifionsor  Oppofi- 
“  tion  to  the  Whigs ,  and  that  of  them  to  us,  are  fo  far  from  being  a  de- 
“  triment  to  the  ! Publick ,  that  they  ferve  to  keep  us  vigilant  over  each 
u  others  Conducft,  and  may  prevent  thofe  at  the  Helm  from  running  fuch 
<c  lengths  towards  giving  up  the  Peoples  Liberties,  as  otherwife  they 
“  might  do,  if  there  was  none  to  be  Spies  on  their  Acftions,  and  allarni 
“  th  zBublick.  As  to  the  Paftive  Obedience  which  they  reproach  us  with 
ec  mifapplying,  as  if  we  thought  our  felves  bound  by  it  to  acknowledge 
<c  the  Tretender  as  a  lawful  Heir,  we  are  not  lefs  wrong’d  in  this  refpecft 
<£  than  that  of  oppofing  the  JVhigs.  Did  not  our  Clergy,  who  preach’d  it 
<c  up  and  we  join  unanimoufty  with  the  Proteftant  Diftenters  as  our  near 
<l  Relations  in  Chrift  ;  or  rather  were  we  not  the  firft  to  invite  them  to 
“join  with  us  againft  the  late  King  James  II.  by  making  them  fenfiblc 
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ct  of  the  Danger  in  which  the  Proteflant  Religion  in  general  was,  when 
11  he  began  to  break  through  our  happy  Conditution  ;  That  the  Liberty 
“  of  Confcience,  and  other  Privileges  that  Prince  granted  then  to  all  the 
44  Diflenters  in  general,  were  purely  to  favour  thofe  of  his  Religion,  and 
44  a  Snare  to  them  (the  Proteflant  Diflenters)  to  be  quiet  and  unaeflive, 
££  and  not  diflurbhim  more  in  the  overthrowing  the  Church  of  England , 
“  than  they  were  diflurb’d  in  the  free  Exercife  of  their  own  Worfhip,  till 
<£  he  had  re-eflablilhed  th zRomiJlo  Church  in  its  former  Power  and  Splen- 
<£  dour  here,  and  gain'd  thereby  Strength  enough  to  entirely  root  out  the 
£4  whole  Proteflant  Religion,  with  greater  Safety,  while  the  Profeflors  of 
Cc  it  were  at  Variance  among  themfelves,  and  aflifled  to  deflroy  each 
44  other/’  They  added,  that  their  Sentiments  concerning  Pajfive  Obedi¬ 
ence  were  not  all  fuch  as  they  were  reprefented  by  their  Adverfaries, 
but  mod  like  thofe  of  a  Church  of  England-man ,  written  by  Dr .Swift, 
and  already  mention’d,  which  they  advis’d  me  to  read,  and  I  have  done 
fo.  This  learned  Clergyman  writes  in  the  following  Manner  :  “  The 
“  Queflion  originally  put,  and  as  I  have  heard  it  difputed  in  the 
<c  Schools,  is  this ;  Whether,  under  any  Pretence  what  fiver,  it  may  be 
44  lawful  to  refift  the  Supreme  Magifirate  ?  Which  was  refolv’d  in  the 
tC  Negative,*  and  this  is  certainly  the  right  Opinion.  But  many  of  the 
“  Clergy,  and  other  learned  Men,  being  deceived  by  a  dubious  Ex- 
44  preflion,  have  miflaken  the  Object  to  which  Paffive  Obedience  is  due. 
<£  By  the  Supreme  Magiflrate,  is  properly  underflood  the  Legiflative 
44  Power,  which  in  all  Governments  mud  be  abfolute  and  unlimited. 
44  But  the  Word  Magifirate  feeming  to  denote  a  dngle  Perfon,  and  to 
cc  exprefs  the  Executive  Power,  it  came  to  pafs  that  the  Obedience 
44  due  to  the  Legidature,  was,  for  want  of  knowing  or  conddering 
<c  this  eafy  Didincdion,  mifapply’d  to  the  Adminidration.”  Thus,  by 
fuch  a  Didindtion,  he  judifies  the  late  Revolution,  and  the  Exclufion  of 
the  Pretender,  and  praifes  the  Zeal  of  Magdalen  College,  which  furnilh’d 
the  Prince  of  Orange  with  Arguments  for  both.  “  Granting,  fays  he, 
“  that  the  Right  of  a  lineal  Succedor  to  a  Crown  (for  the  Topick  of 
“  his  fulpedied  Birth  is  meerly  popular)  were  upon  the  fame  Foot  with 
u  the  Property  of  the  Subjedt,  dill  it  may  at  any  Time  be  transferred 
“  by  the  Legiflative  Power,  as  other  Properties  frequently  are.  The 
u  Supreme  Power  in  a  State  can  do  no  Wrong,  becaufe  whatever  that 
<c  does  is  the  Adtion  of  all;  and  when  the  Lawyers  apply  this  Maxim 
<c  to  the  King,  they  mud  underdand  it  only  in  this  Senfe,  as  he  is  Ad- 
“  minidrator  of  the  Supreme  Power ;  otherwile  it  is  not  univerfally  true, 
“  for  he  may  be  controlled  in  feveral  Indances  eafy  to  be  produced/, 
He  fuppofes  4£  a  Prince  limited  by  Law,  like  ours,  yet  running  into  a 
<c  thoufand  Caprices  of  Cruelty ,  like  Nero  an&Caligula;<l  will  fuppofe  him 
“  renouncing  God  and  Chrifl,  and  worlhipping  the  ‘Devil.  Thefe,  and 
<£  the  like  Exorbitances,  are  in  the  Power  of  a  Angle  Perfon  to  commit, 
Cc  without  the  Advice  of  a  Minidry,  or  the  Aflidance  of  an  Army;  and  if 
“  fuch  a  Prince,  as  I  have  deferibed  him  to  be,  cannot  be  depofed  but  by 
<£  his  own  Confent  in  ^Parliament ,  I  do  not  well  fee  how  he  can  be  refld- 
iC  ed  ;  and  what  can  be  meant  by  a  limited  Monarchy,  and  what  flgni- 
44  fies  the  People’s  Confent  in  making  or  repealing  Laws,  if  the  Perfon 
<£  has  no  Tie  but  Confcience,  and  he  is  anfwerable  to  none  but  God  > ” 
He  ufes  many  other  fuch  drong  Arguments  to  the  fame  Purpole. 

During  the  Examination  of  the  Prifoners,  the  Pretender,  who  was 
at  Lucca ,  heard,  with  all  the  Uneafinefs  that  can  be  well  imagined,  that 
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his  Defign  was  not  only  difcover’d,  but  prevented,  by  the  Arrefl  of  his 
principal  Agents  in  England ,  the  fitted  Perfons  to  ferve  him  in  it. 
He  lent  thereupon  a  Declaration,  printed  in  that  City,  under  the 
Name  of  James  III.  King  of  England ,  &c.  and  dated  the  20th  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  and  in  the  nfi:  of  his  Reign.  It  was  handed  about  in  London 
among  his  Friends;  but  as  foon  as  render’d  a  little  publick,  was  burnt 
by  the  Hands  of  the  common  Executioner  before  the  Royal  Exchange . 
In  this  Declaration  he  accufes  the  prefent  Government  of  44  violating 
u  the  Freedom  of  Elections-,  fubverting  the  Conftitution>  and  inventing 
<£  Confpiracies  on  purpofe  to  give  Pretence  for  new  Oppreflions,  and 
<c  (as  if  his  Word  was  to  be  taken  when  fpeaking  in  his  own  behalf) 
“  fays,  twas  at  a  Time  when  twas  well  known  that  all  Attempts 
£t  were  impracticable,”  But  one  Part  of  this  Declaration  feems  to 
contradid:  the  other  ;  for  what  Probability  is  there  that  a  Prince,  who 
(as  he  owns  himfelf  in  it)  £t  governs  a  willing  and  obedient  People, 
“  where  he  is  under  no  other  Limitations  than  the  natural  Goodnefs 
44  of  his  Temper,  fhou’d  commit  fo  many  tyrannick  ACts,  in  a  Nation 
“  where  he  is  reftrain’d  from  it  by  the  Laws  and  Conftitution  ?”  What 
he  chiefly  enlarges  upon,  is  his  own  natural  Inclination  for  Lenity  and 
Moderation,  and  his  Averfion  to  fhedding  Blood,  and  Violence  ; 
whence  he  takes  Occafion  to  exhort  King  George  £t  to  refign  the 
<l  Throne  to  him  of  his  own  Accord ;  on  which  Condition  he  per- 
C£  mits  him  to  retire  to  his  German  Dominions,  allowing  him  to  retain 
44  the  Title  of  King ,  and  would  perfwade  him  to  prefer  a  calm  and 
44  undifturb’d  Sovereignty  over  a  People,  who  obey  him  as  much  by  Incli- 
“  nation  as  Duty,  to  one,  which  he  reprefents  as  ufurp’d  over  a  Na- 
£4  tion,  which  can’t  fufFer  a  Foreign  Maher,  whilft  there  is  one  who  has 
<c  a  Native  Right  to  it.’’  The  IVhigs  faid, £C  that  this  Declaration  did 
44  talk  the  fame  Language  as  the  Tories ,  or  that  the  Tories  were  talk- 
£4  ing  like  it  in  their  Publick  Papers,  calling  the  Confpiracy  a  Mock - 
“  Riot,  which  the  Declaration  call’d,  invented  for  new  Opprejfions  % 
<£  complaining  of  Standing-Armies  without  Need,  (to  the  great  Charge 
“  of  the  Nation)  for  fo  they  call’d  the  few  Troops  quarter’d  about 
<£  the  City ;  of  the  Innocent’s  being  imprifoned  and  profecuted,  un- 
<e  der  Pretence  of  holding  a  Correfpondence  with  the  Pretender,  &c. 

of  vile  Informers  and  falfe  Witnefies  :  And,  they  added,  the  Reafons 
44  of  thefe  Complaints  were  eafy  to  be  guefs’d  at ;  that  they  proceeded 
<c  from  the  Difappointment  of  the  Confpirators  in  the  Plot ;  that  they 
44  would  have  his  Majefty  flay  quite  unguarded,  that  thefe  Wretches 
££  might  lay  violent  Hands  on  his  facred  Perfon,  &c.  as  fome  of  the 
<£  Prifoners  were  convinced,  by  unqueflionable  Proofs,  of  having  de- 
44  fign’d ;  and  thus,  by  that  barbarous  Way,  to  get  a  new  King  of 
<£  their  own  making,  the  Objedfc  of  their  Paifive  Obedience  ;  a  bigot- 
44  ted  TopiJJj  one,  who  had  not  fo  much  as  named  the  Church  of  Eng- - 
<£  land  in  this  Manifefto ,  any  more  than  in  the  others  publifh’d  before, 
r£  or  to  have  given  a  good  Word  to  the  Rroteftant  Religion,  or  pro- 
<l  mis’d  to  protedt  and  defend  it,  which  he  ought  to  have  done  in 
£C  good  Policy  ;  if  the  Nation  was  under  any  Burthen  of  Expences  for 
<4  Supporting  the  pretended  and  magnify’d  Standing- Army,  they  ought 
<£  to  be  thank’d  for  rendring  it  necefiary,  by  their  frequent  Plots  and 
C£  refllefs  Humours,  and  Inclination  for  a  Change  of  Mafter:  Which 
<£  the  Tories  deny’d,  and  faid  that  they  were  as  fincerely  refolute  againfl 
44  the  Pretender  as  the  Whigs ,  and  would  have  themfelves  believed  to 
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<c  be  fo ;  and  that  if  they  did  oppofe  the  Court  now  and  then,  ’twas 
“  purely  from  a  Principle  of  Love  to  their  Country,  which  they  were 
“  as  fit  to  ferve  as  the  beft  of  them,  and  not  at  all  out  of  any  Difaffec- 
Cc  tion  to  the  King,  whom  they  would  difTuade  from  making  too  gene- 
<£  ral  a  Ufe  of  them  ,  that  their  chief  Aim  was  to  preferve  both  the 
“  Church  and  the  State  from  the  Dangers  wherein  they  might  be 
“  brought^  by  too  great  a  Favour  to  Dijfenters ,  or  by  ill  Counlellors  j 
“  that  indeed  a  King  of  England  was  not  to  be  look’d  upon  as  infallible, 
“  but  tho’  a  Proteftajit  one,  he  might  be  milled  even  by  a  Proteftant 
“  Parliament  or  Miniftry,  preferring  their  private  Intereft  to  the  publick 
14  Good/’  That  Silence  of  the  Pretender  upon  the  Churchy  orProteftant 
Religion  in  general,  reminded  to  me  what  I  heard  from  a  Gentleman 
of  Honour,  whom  I  met  in  my  laft  Travels,  viz.  That  a  Nobleman  of 
the  lame  Nation,  who  had  been  tax’d  with  engaging  in  Meafures  con¬ 
trary  to  the  Hanoverian  Succeftion,  and  who,  after  the  Qiieer? s  Death, 
went  over  to  his  pretending  Majefly,  (to  ufe  his  own  Terms}  was 
defired  (as  being  one  of  the  belt  Orators  and  Pens  in  the  Kingdom) 
to  draw  up  a  Manifefto  to  prepare  the  Britons  for  his  intended  Expedi¬ 
tion  into  North  Britain ;  which  he  did  accordingly.  But  having  in¬ 
ferred,  among  others,  a  very  pathetick  Article  in  Favour  of  the  Efta- 
blilh’d  Church ,  and  the  Proteftant  Religion  in  general,  (in  order  to  in¬ 
gratiate  him  with  the  Body  of  the  People)  importing,  that  he  would 
confirm  and  protect  them  in  their  Civil  and  Religious  Liberties ,  without 
fuffering  them  to  be  difturb’d,  or  making  therein  any  Innovation  what- 
foever,  the  pious  Chevalier  dafh’d  it  all  out  with  his  own  Hand  ;  where¬ 
upon  the  Noble  Writer  was  fo  much  difgulled  with  him,  and  his  Canaille , 
(for  that  was  his  ExprelTion)  that  he  forfook  his  Party,  leaving  him 
(added  he)  to  the  Applaufe  of  his  bigotted  Council  of  Conlcience,  and 
to  a  Succefs  worthy  of  his  Conduct.  He  added,  That  if,  contrary  to 
ail  Appearance,  he  lliou’d  afcend  the  Throne ,  he  would  fall  from  it  ra¬ 
ther  fafter  than  his  Father.  The  Perfon  who  told  me  this,  had  it  from 
the  Nobleman’s  own  Mouth. 

All  that  can  be  faid  for  the  pious  or  fcrupulous  Hand  that  blotted 
out  this  Article,  or  for  the  Advifers  of  it,  is,  that  it  rnay  be  judged  a 
Sign  of  greater  Sincerity  than  Policy  of  the  Chevalier ,  in  not  being 
willing  to  promife  what  he  never  intended  to  perform,  viz.  to  pro- 
red:  thofe  that  he  deem’d  Hereticks ;  and  it  feems  that  his  Confejfor 
lias  never  read  the  Converfions  made  by  the  Jefuits  among  the  Chi - 
nefe>  or  did  not  know  how  to  make  Ufe  of  their  mental  Refervations 
in  refpecft  of  the  Chriftian  Worjhip. 

On  the  31ft  Chriftopher  Layer  being  brought  from  the  Tower  to  the 
Kings  Bench  Bar,  PTefiminfter ,  and  being  there  arraigned  on  an  Indict¬ 
ment  for  High  Treafony  he  pleaded  in  Abatement  a  Mifnomer ,  viz . 
Chriftopher  us  for  Chriftophornsi  and  pleaded  over  to  the  High  Treafony 
Not  guilty.  The  3d  of  November  being  again  brought  thither,  the 
Attorney  General  demurred  to  his  Plea  in  Abatement,  and  the  Court  re¬ 
quired  him  to  join  in  Demurrer.  Then  he  thought  fit  to  withdraw  his 
faid  Plea;  upon  which  the  Court  made  a  Rule  for  his  Tryal  on  the 
a  1  ft  of  the  faid  Month,  at  which  Time  he  was  try’d  before  the  Chief 
Juftice  Traty  and  the  Juftices  Powis,  Eyre ,  and  Fortefcue  Aland ;  and 
after  a  full  Hearing,  was  brought  in  Guilty.  The  2,7th  a  Sentence 
palled  upon  him  as  in  Cafes  of  High  Treafony  and  the  Court  order’d  a 
Rule  for  his  Execution  at  Tyburn  on  the  1  ith  of  December ,  when  his 
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MajeRy  was  pleafed  to  refpit  it  till  thend,  and  fo  from  Time  to  Time 
till  the  17th  of  May  of  this  Year  172.3,  when  he  was  executed,  as  Hi 
mention  in  its  proper  Place. 

The  lift  of  Jan.  Mr.  Pultney,  from  the  fame  Committee  which  had 
been  appointed  to  examine  the  faid  Mr.  Layer ,  having  acquainted  the 
Houfe  of  Commons,  that  upon  the  Perufal  of  the  Papers  relating  to  his 
Cafe,  and  in  their  Examination  of  him,  frequent  mention  was  made  of  one 
JamesPlunket ,  then  in  Cuflody  of  one  of  his  MajeRy’s  MeRengers  >  it  was 
ordered  that  the  faid  Committee  be  impowered  to  examine  him,  and  to 
addrefs  his  MajeRy  thereupon  ;  and  on  the  2  2d  a  Packet  of  Papers,  re¬ 
lating  to  the  Prifoners,  feafd  up,  were  laid  before  the  Commons,  who 
referred  them  to  the  faid  Committee.  Among  thofe  Papers  were,  as 
I  was  told,  two  Draughts  of  Letters,  fworn  to  be  his  Hand-writing, 
to  the  ‘Pretender ,  under  the  Name  of  Jackfon ,  dated  the  zzd  of  Marchy 
1721,  to  whom  he  writes  thus;  “  I  look,  Sir,  on  your  Law-Suit  to 
“  be  in  fuch  Forwardnefs,  that  a  fpeedy  and  happy  Replication  (Re- 
“  volution)  muR  inevitably  enfue.  The  Waggs  as  well  as  the  Tan- 
“  nerS)  which  he  explain’d  to  Layer  to  be  Whigs  and  Tories ,  feem  both 
“  convinced,  and  unanimoufly  agree  upon  nothing  lefs  than  to  redrefs 
“  their  Ruin  :  The  Precepts  my  Friend  and  I  gave  in  lately  have  con- 
“  tributed  much  to  this  Emulation ,  and  we  have  more  to  give  in ;  and 
“  if  they  improve  them  as  they  have  done  the  former,  you  will  have 

a  good  Game  in  ir.  The  Tanners  will  certainly  Rand  by  you  on 

Occafion,  and  do  even  offer  to  bear  my  Charges,  to  go  and  give 
“  you  a  better  Account  of  the  Matter  by  Word  of  Mouth,  fycV  The 
other  to  Digby,  dated  the  21R  of  A fay,  in  which  he  fays,  “  I  hope  in 
<c  in  a  little  Time  Mr.  Jofeph  (which  Layer  own’d  to  be  another  fidi- 
“  tious  Name  for  the  Pretender)  will  be  the  MiniRry’s  only  Refuge. 
<c  There  are  thofe  who  will  undertake  to  do  the  Job  in  lefs  than  twelve 
“  Hours,  and  K.  G.  will  be  got  ofFby  Hook  or  by  Crook.”  The  fame 
Gentleman  made  the  like  Reprefentation  about  George  and  Dennis 
Kelly ,  Prifoners  in  the  Tower. 

The  4th  of  February  being  appointed  for  Layers  Execution,  he  was 
repriev d  then  to  the  nth;  a  Day  wherein  I  found  at  my  Return  from 
a  Friend’s  Country-Houfe,  where  I  had  pafs’d  two  Days  and  two 
Nights,  that  the  Maid-Servant,  whom  I  have  mention’d  in  the  fecond 
Article  of  England,  p.147.  on  Occafion  of  the  Abufe  of  the  Britijh  Liberty, 
had  been  Reduced  away;  and  foon  after  that  I  mifled  the  Silver  Medals&z. 
alfo  mention’d  ibid,  relating  to  this  Work,  which  were  Rollen  out  from, 
among  fifty  Brafs  ones,  for  which  I  thanked  the  Ignorance  of  the  Thieves, 
in  refped  of  the  latter ;  for  one  of  them  his  Grace  the  Duke  Devon¬ 
shire  gave  me  12  Guineas,  and  18  for  twenty  more.  As  I  look  Rill  upon 
my  felf  here  as  a  Traveller,  this  way  of  wronging  any  Body  with 
fuch  a  barefaced  Impunity,  even  under  the  facred  Veils  of  Juftice  and 
Religion, ,  feems  fo  fingular  to  me,  that  I’ll  add  it  more  at  length  to 
my  Remarks  on  England ,  with  which  I  am  now  to  clofe  my  Tra¬ 
vels,  as  an  InRance  of  the  publick  Vices  fo  much  complain’d  of  by 
Dr.  Swift ;  and  returning  to  Turky  for  a  few  Minutes,  compare  the 
Ulage  I  have  met  with  there,  on  Account  of  another  Girl,  with  that 
which  I  have  met  with  here  on  Account  of  this:  Which  gives  me  an 
Occafion  to  fay  fome  thing  more  of  the  way  of  buying  of  Slaves,  &c. 
I  bought  this  Cojfack  (a  MonRer  of  Ingratitude!)  in  the  Neighbour¬ 
hood  of  Bender ,  at  my  Return  from  CtrcaJJia ,  almoR  all  naked,  being 
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a  poor  Country  Girl,  looking  after  Cattle,  as  the  Man  who  fold  her 
told  me  when  lhe  was  taken;  and  indeed,  if  Ihe  had  the  bell  Cloaths 
which  thofe  that  trade  in  Slaves  ufe  to  drefs  them  with,  to  expofe 
them  the  mod  advantageoufly  to  fell,  I  fhould  not  have  had  them  in 
the  Bargain,  it  being  not  cuftomary.  I  cloath’d  her  very  handfomely 
from  Head  to  Foot,  took  a  Bengick,  or  Bill  of  Sale,  from  the  Seller, 
mentioning  her  Age,  Complexion,  &c.  as  ufual ;  I  bought  a  Waggon 
to  carry  her  to  Conftantinople ,  in  order  to  ferve  my  Family  there,  for 
which  I  had  redeem’d  her;  for,  as  I  have  hinted  before  in  the  Article  of 
Turkyy  the  ChrijlianSy  even  thofe  of  the  County,  (tho’  a  conquer’d  Peo¬ 
ple)  can  hardly  find  Servants  themfelves  of  their  own  Nation,  and  con- 
fequently  much  lefs  we  Franks ;  the  poorefl  fort,  efpecially  Women,  be¬ 
ing  fo  proud,  and  living  at  fo  cheap  a  Rate,  that  if  any  Body  who  is 
eafy  in  his  Circumflances  wants  Servants,  and  ask  them  the  Quedion, 
they  generally  anfwer,  I  am  not  a  Slave ;  at  lead  there  are  very  few  who 
will  accept  of  any  fuch  Service,  and  none  among  the  Turks ,  either  Men 
or  Women.  A  Gentleman  of  my  particular  Acquaintance,  one  of  the 
chief  Officers  at  the  Swedijh  Court  at  Bendery  hearing  of  it,  offer’d  me 
another  free  Girl,  whom  I  might  (faid  he)  have  for  nothing  3  adding  that 
the  Charge  of  Carriage  were  almod  the  fame  to  carry  many  as  one.  He 
invited  me  to  Supper  at  a  Gentlewoman’s  who  had  her,  and  to  whom 
ihe  had  been  recommended  by  a  Moldavian  Woman,  as  a  poor  Orphan, 
whofe  Father  pretended  dead  many  Years  before,  was  a  Boky  and  her  Mo¬ 
ther  lately,  a  Moldaviany  who  had  bred  her  up  in  her  Religion,  under 
the  Name  of  Anna  fVoskj/y  faying  that  fhe  was  very  willing  to  ferve  in 
any  Frank  Family,  and  talk’d  good  Bolifiy  befides  Turkijh  and  Moldavian . 
The  Gentlewoman  told  me  after  Supper,  that  fhe  was  a  good  Servant^ 
and  better  for  Labour  than  the  Slave  I  had  bought,  being  ftronger  and  ■ 
older,  and  indeed  fhe  proved  fo  ;  but  that  having  one  already  of  her ; 
own  Nation,  fhe  wanted  no  more.  I  defired  only  that  fhe  fhould  be 
asked  whether  fhe  would  go  fo  far  for  Service  as  Conftantinople  ?  fhe  was 
fo,  and  anfwer’d  Tes.  At  the  fame  time  a  German  Houfe-keeper  to 
Mr.  Fabricey  wanting  to  go  home  by  way  of  Adrianople,  Belgradey  <&c. 
defired  a  Place  in  my  Waggon  as  far  as  Adrianopley  which  I  granted 
her ;  and  Mr.  Fabrice  s  Valet  de  Chambre  being  then  to  go  that  Way  in¬ 
to  Germany  for  his  Mafler’s  Affairs,  was  to  take  her  along  with  him  ; 
which  being  agreed  upon,  I  went  to  take  my  Leave  of  the  Bajhaw ,  of 
whom  I  ask’d  a  Pafs  for  the  two  faid  Girls,  for  one  as  a  Slave,  and  the 
other  free  Servant,  and  I  got  it ;  after  which  we  fet  out,  the  Men  on 
Horfeback,  and  the  other  Sex  in  the  Waggon.  Having  reached  Adria - 
nople  I  parted  from  my  German  Companion^  to  proceed  on  my  Journey 
to  Conftantiuopky  and  went  dire&iy  to  alight  at  my  own  Houfe  in  Bera. 
As  I  looked  upon  both  Girls  as  Greeks  by  Religion,  I  told  them  that 
I  would  put  no  Conftraint  upon  them  in  that  refped:,  but  they  might 
go  to  their  Church  with  a  Greek  Woman  in  our  Neighbourhood  ;  but 
they  both  faid  they  would  go  rather  to  ours.  The  firfl  time  they  went 
Abroad,  they  were  fi.ez  d  as  Commodities  for  which  I  had  not  paid  Cu- 
ftom  ;  thereupon  I  went  to  the  Cuftom-Houfe  Officers,  and  exculed 
myfelf  for  not  having  done  fo,  as  being  a  Stranger  who  had  never 
bought  Slaves,  and  confequently  was  ignorant  of  the  Duties  to  be  paid. 
He  anfwer’d,  he  believ’d  fo  3  but  this  would  not  exempt  me  from  pay¬ 
ing  double  Cuftom,  the  only  pain  in  Turkey ,  (as  I  have  faid  elfewhere) 
for  running  Goods.  I  reply’d,  that  l  was  content  to  do  fo  for  th sCoffack 
Vol.  II.  "  F  f  f  a,  Girl, 
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Girl,  the  other  being  free ;  which  having  made  appear  by  the  Tenguk 
and  the  Bajhaw s  Pafs,  he  was  fo  too  ;  and  having  received  my  Mony, 
and  given  me  a  Teskare,  or  Ticket,  he  added,  You  may  fell  or  di- 
fpofe  of  her  in  what  manner  you  will,  without  apprehending  any 
Trouble  ;  and  indeed  I  had  none  but  what  I  met  here  in  London.  But 
I  cannot  fay  the  fame  of  the  other,  who  was  like  to  prove  a  very 
dear  Prefent  to  me,  and  involve  my  Family  in  a  great  Trouble ;  for 
flic  was  neither  Orphan ,  nor  Folijh ,  nor  Moldavian ,  nor  Chrijlian ,  but 
had  a  Lipka  or  Lithuanian  Father,  o f  thole  Mahometans  whom  I  men¬ 
tion’d  in  the  Article  of  Bender  ;  as  another,  a  Relation  of  his,  among 
them  who  brought  from  thence  the  King  of  Sweden  Prifoner  to  Demo - 
tica  about  two  Years  afterwards,  difeover’d  it  thus  :  He  happening  to 
come  to  Conflantinople  fome  Months  fince,  for  fome  Bufinefs,  faw  her 
unveil’d,  following  my  Spoufe  to  Church,  (for  the  Frank  Women  fel- 
dom  ufe  Veils  unlcfs  they  will  go  incognito _)  he  fpoke  to  her  in  Tur- 
kijh ,  without  my  Spoufc’s  obferving  it;  but  fhe  made  as  if  fhe  had  not 
known  him  whereupon  he  told  her,  1  fee  you  are  turnd  Guiaour  ( In¬ 
fidel )  111  acquaint  your  Father  with  it ;  and  he  was  as  good  as  his  Word. 
The  Girl  at  her  coming  Home  feem’d  very  uneafy,  cryd,"and  would 
not  eat.  I  ask'd  her  the  Reafon,  which  (he  confels’d  at  lad,  with  all 
that  (lie  had  conceal’d  till  then  ;  and  added,  that  (life  had  the  word 
of  Mothers-inLaw,  who  occafion’d  her  deferring  her  Father’s  Houfe  ; 
which  reminded  me  that  I  had  not  had  a  good  one  myfelf  in  France . 
I  pardon’d  her  in  my  Heart,  tho’  I  told  her  that  fhe  Ihould  go  back  to 
her  Father,  and  beg  his  Pardon,  and  I  would  be  at  all  the  Charges  to 
fend  her  there:  But  fhe  anfwer’d,  fhe  would  rather  drown  herfelf,  (a 
defperate  A&ion,  and  unheard  of  in  Turkey ,)  and  pray’d  for  God’s 
Sake  I  would  hide  her  in  fome  Family  of  my  Friends;  but  I  was  nor 
fo  great  an  Enemy  to  any  of  them,  as  to  propofe  fuch  a  thing.  I 
wrote  all  this  to  the  Gentleman  who  had  help’d  me  to  her;  He  was 
furpris’d,  as  may  be  imagin’d,  and  defir’d  me,  that  in  Confideration  of 
the  Condition  their  Affairs  were  then  in  at  Demotica ,  I  would  endea¬ 
vour  to  fave  him  from  new  Broils.  Hereupon  I  confulted  thofe  Friends 
who  were  the  bed  acquainted  with  the  Turkijh  Laws  and  Cufloms; 
and  they  reprefented  to  me  how  nice  a  Point  it  was  for  a  Chrijlian 
to  be  ferv;ed  by  a  Mahometan  Girl,  whom  the  Turks  themfelves  not  al¬ 
low  to  have,  nor  even  to  fee  unveil’d  any  Maid  Servant,  or  any  other 
young  Woman  of  their  own  Nation,  befidcs  that  of  her  going  to  a 
Chrijlian  Church,  which  was  yet  worfe;  and  advifed  me  to  get  her  out 
of  the  Country,  that  fhe  might  not  be  forced  to  turn  Evidence  againft 
me,  and  then  have  it  publifh’d  that  a  Maid  Servant  runn’d  away  clan- 
dedinMy  from  my  Houfe  ;  I  follow’d  their  Advice,  and  did  well,  as  I’ll 
fay  hereafter. 

As  I  was  then  defigning  for  Germany  and  England ,  I  haden’d  my 
Departure  on  that  account,  had  her  drefs’d  in  Men’s  Cloaths,  took  a 
Pafs  from  the  Forte  for  myfelf  and  a  Servant,  and  fine  was  that  whom 
I  mention’d  in  my  Journey  from  thence  in  1713.  We  took  the  Pod, 
as  I  faid  then,  on  Horfeback  ;  and  fhe  being  a  Horfeman’s  Daughter, 
feem’d  to  have  learnt  riding  from  Nature,  for  fhe  rode  all  the  while  as 
hard  as  my  felf,  nay  even  as  a  German  Courier  whom  wc  met  on  the 
Road  between  Fhilippopoli  and  Demir  Capy ,  without  her  Sex  being 
even  fufpedfed  ;  and  having  got  Acquaintance  with  a  good  honed  Fa¬ 
mily  in  Hungary ,  I  recommended  her  to  them  as  a  Slave,  who  being 
iU*  '  "  :  ‘  taken 
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taken  young,  was  bred  up  in  the  Turkijh  Religion,  but  was  willing  to 
be  a  Chrijlian  again,  and  lerve  any  Family  of  that  Religion  who  would 
take  her  ;  and  lhe  was  received  there  the  more  gladly,  that  one  or  two 
of  the  fame  Family  had  been  in  the  fame  cafe,  as  they  thought  thereby  ; 
but  I  heard  loon  afcer  my  Arrival  in  England ,  that  her  Father  being  in¬ 
formed  by  his  Relation  of  what  I  laid  before,  was  come  to  Ccnftantu 
nople  ;  where  hearing  that  lhe  was  run  away,  he  made  a  great  Noife, 
threatned  and  brought  my  Spoufe  before  a  Cady,  who  did  not  judge 
for  want  of  Evidence  on  his  Side  ,*  then  to  the  ‘Divan,  where  both  the 
Englijh  and  Dutch  Ambafladors  fent  their  Interpreters  to  plead  our 
Caufe,  which  they  did  fo  ftrenuoufly,  faying,  That  the  Girl's  Flight 
was  an  Argument  of  Guilt,  and  a  Sign  of  a  Trick  put  upon  us,  he  ha¬ 
ving  no  fufficient  Evidences  to  prove  that  lhe  was  his  Daughter ;  and 
many  attefting  for  us,  that  they  heard  her  fay  that  lhe  was  a  Eolijh 
Orphan  and  Chriftian ,  my  Spoule  was  foon  cleared  from  further  Pro- 
fecution. 

I  return  to  the  CoJJack  Girl,  who  had  not  been  brought  over  here, 
if  her  humble  Requeft,  and  Promifes  of  Wonders  in  refpecft  of  Service 
and  Fidelity*  had  not  prevail’d  on  the  Counfel  of  our  Friends  in 
Turkey ,  who  told  to  my  Spoufe,  that  if  fhe  was  good  for  any  thing,  lhe 
would  foon  prove  a  true  Cojjack ,  or  be  fpoiled  by  the  Englijh  Liberty. 
She  prov  d  however  tolerably  good,  till  her  chief  Seducers  came  to 
lodge  in  the  Houfe  where  we  are  now,  and  whence  they  got  her  our. 
They  hid  her  fo  carefully,  that  all  the  Rewards,  with  a  Pardon  for 
her,  I  promifed  in  the  Advertifements,  could  not  get  her  difcover’d 
till  they  had  her  chriften’d  again,  and  thought  thereby  to  have  fuffici- 
ently  fecured  their  Prize  ;  when  lhe  made  boldly  her  Appearance  from 
her  new  Miftrefs’s,  under  the  Englijh  Name  of  Nelly,  Looking  upon 
that  Miftrefs,  to  whofe  Chara&er  I  was  a  Stranger,  as  a  Gentlewoman, 
as  perhaps  impofed  upon  by  the  Malice  and  Lies  of  the  faid  Seducers, 
I  went  to  her,  told  her  my  Cafe,  and  asked  her  who  had  recommended 
to  her  my  Servant.  She  anfwer’d,  That  (lie  knew  her  two  Years  ago, 
and  had  no  occafion  of  Recommendation,  and  lhe  thought  her  entirely 
innocent  of  what  I  laid  to  her  Charge.  I  added,  that  Innocence  did 
not  want  a  fecond  Baptijm.  To  which  (lie  reply’d,  That  fine  was  not 
certain  of  her  being  chriften’d.  I  faid,  That  indeed  ’twas  fo  long  ago, 
and  lhe  was  likely  fo  very  young  then,  that  lhe  could  not  remember 
it;  that  if  (lie  had  exprefs'd  fuch  Doubt,  for  feveral  Years  Hie  had 
lived  in  my  Family,  I  would  afcribe  it  to  her  having  heard  fome  Ro¬ 
man  Catholicks  fay,  that  thofe  who  die  unchriften’d  go  to  Limbo ,  and 
would  have '"her  cured  from  that  Fear  of  going  there,  by  convincing 
her  that  all  the  Cojjacks  are  Chrijtians  3  but  that  her  leaving  clande- 
ftinely  my^ Service,  abfconding  for  live  or  fix  Weeks,  my  miffing  fe¬ 
veral  Things  of  Vaffie,  as  two  Gold  Rings,  Linnen,  &c.  befides  my 
Medals,  at  which  no  body  could  come  at  but  herfelf,  or  thofe  die  ad¬ 
mitted  in  the  Room  where  they  were,  could  not  appear  to  any  impartial 
Eyes  as  Signs  of  Innocence  3  and  thereupon  lhe  began  to  deny  that  fhe 
abfconded,.  but  that  (he  was  as  free  as  myfelf  in  England,  and  not  ob¬ 
liged  to  give  me  an  account  of  Things  that  fhe  had  not  taken,  and  did 
not  want  neither  my  Pardon,  nor  to  ferve  my  Family.  I  told  her,  That 
die  muft  be  very  ungrateful,  fince  (lie  did  coft  me  fo  much  Money,  and 
had  been  always  very  handlbmely  cioath’d,  (and  indeed  fhe  wears  to  this 
Day  the  very  Iaft  Cloaths  which  I  gave  her,  and  it  came  to  Eighty 
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Pounds  Charges  to  me  the  buying  and  bringing  her  to  England j.  After 
fuch  other  Conteflations  to  no  other  purpole,  ihe  proferr’d  to  carry  me 
to  her  French  Uncle  Hotteville  a  Vintner,  that  I  might  talk  with  him; 
and  imagining  that  he  might  be  more  reafonable,  I  agreed  to  it ;  and 
indeed  he  appear’d  fo,  till  Patfive  Obedience,  under  which  his  Englijh 
Wife,  her  real  Aunt,  feem'd  to  keep  him,  made  him  alter  his  Language 
or  be  blent  ;  fhe  talk’d  upon  the  fame  threatning  Tone  as  the  Niece, 
and  even  in  a  more  haughty  manner.  In  the  mean  while,  Nelly  was 
diipatch’d  to  fetch  the  Seducers  to  witnefs  her  Honefly.  They  came, 
and  I  told  them  I  did  not  wonder  at  their  Proceedings,  whatfoever 
they  might  do  henceforth,  after  having  feduced  my  Servant  fo  far,  that 
one  of  them  palled  whole  Nights  with  her  in  the  Room  were  my  Me¬ 
dals,  &c.  were.  They  began  to  threaten  me  in  a  bold  manner,  wor- 
thyof  their  Character.  As  the  French  Uncle  and  the  Englijh  Aunt  offer’d 
to  appear  before  a  jujlice  of  the  Peace,  I  laid  I  had  yet  lome  Compaf- 
llior  for  the  Girl,  tho’  render’d  by  her  Seducers  unworthy  of  the  Pardon 
I  liad  offer’d  her  in  my  Advertifements,  and  would  give  them  2.4  Hours 
to  think  on  it ;  after  which  I  would  have  her  arrefled,  if  they  did  not 
prevent  it  by  fair  means,  fo  left  them  abruptly  ;  and  I  did  accordingly 
take  a  Conflable  along  with  me,  at  a  Time  which  I  had  even  notify ’d 
to  them:  For  which  reafon  the  Niece  had  prepared  a'ltrong  Black 
Guard  for  the  Defence  of  her  Prize  ;  and  no  fooner  heard  the  Name  of 
Jujlice  \ P — y  pronounced  by  the  Conflable,  but  fhe  repeated  two  or 
three  times,  as  in  an  Extafie,  Juflice  ? — /,  oh!  I  am  very  glad,  I 
know  him  well.  They  were  led  into  a  Room,  where  the  Landlord’s 
Wife  was,  and  her  Maid  came,  a  more  impudent  one  than  I  had  ever 
before  heard  talk,  and  a  kind  of  Attorney  of  thofe  whom  the  Englijh 
call  Petty foggers,  fit  for  Officers  in  the  Gaming-Houfes  before  men¬ 
tion’d,  with  the  Uncle  and  the  Landlord,  another  fort  of  Non-refifling 
Husband  :  The  two  firfl  gave  me  fuch  Language,  that  I  could  imagine 
my  felf  paffing  thro’  ‘Drury- lane  *  after  the  Setting  of  the  Sun  ,*  but 
apprehended  that  they  intended  to  provoke  me  fo  far,  as  to  call  them 
the  Names  which  their  Language  deferv’d,  in  order  to  take  Advantage 
of  it.  I  was  confirm’d  in  my  Imagination  by  the  Attorney’s  bullying  me 
in  the  fame  Strain,  threatning  me  with  a  fwinging  A&ion  (to  ufe  his 
Terms)  the  Uncle  and  the  Landlord  being  filent,  appeared  as  if  de- 
fign’d  for  Evidences,  in  cafe  I  had  done  as  they  expected  ;  but  con¬ 
tenting  my  felf  to  face  the  bullying  Pertyfogger,  and  fay.  Sir,  ’tis  e- 
ncugh  indeed  to  be  robb’d,  but  too  much  to  be  infulted  and  threaten’d 
into  the  Bargain;  which,  with  a  defpifeful  Silence,  was  my  Anfwer  to 
their  Infults.  The  Niece,  during  this  was  in  her  Room,  giving  to  her 
new7  Maid  Nelly  alias  Arjina  Inftrudtions,  as  appear’d  afterwards  ;  a 
Coach  was  call’d,  fhe  took  her  in  and  her  Landlady  ;  the  three  Cham¬ 
pions  walk’d  by  themfelves,  and  I  alone  with  the  Conflable,  fo  we 
went  before  the  Jujlice  too  ;  where  we  all  flaid  a  good  Quarter  of  an 
Hour  without  his  appearing,  or  any  body  elfe  of  his  People,  but  a 
young  Man,  who  feem’d  pretty  intimate  with  the  Girl’s  new  Miflref?, 
and  entertain’d  her  very  familiarly.  I  enquired  into  the  Reafon  of  our 
waiting  fo  long ;  but  I  was  told  that  he  would  not  appear  before  the 
Witnefies  fhould  be  prefent,  and  it  happened  that  thefe  WitnefTes  were

*  Drury-lane,  a  Place  in  London,  the  moft  famous  Evening  Walk  for  the  Votaries  of 
Venus,  where  * tis  impcjfible  to  pofs  without  hang  attacked  by  feme  of  themy  or  hearing  4 
Language  not  to  be  hear4  in  any  Pub  lick  Place  bcfjdcs,  at  leaf  where  I  had  been » 
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the  very  Seducers  of  the  Girl;  and  they  no  fooner  came  in,  but  he  did 
fo  too.  The  young  Man  prefented  them  a  Btbley  they  kifs’d  it,  and 
laying  their  Hands  upon  it,  fwore  that  fhe  was  very  honeft,  and  that 
I  had  laid  fo  my  felf.  To  which  I  anfwer’d  in  vain,  what  I  have  faid 
Tag,  147.  Then  he  ask’d  the  Girl,  whether  fhe  coAld  fwear  that  fhe 
had  not  robb’d  me?  She  anfwer’d,  Yes,  and  did  fo.  I  might  conclude 
by  what  I  had  heard  and  what  I  faw,  and  fwearing  again  and  again 
were  made  nothing  of,  and  perform’d  as  eafily  and  readily  as  requir’d 
by  fome  People  in  England ;  nay,  Ihe  moreover  fwore,  without  being 
ask’d,  but  this  with  a  trembling  Voice,  and  looking  at  her  new  Mi- 
ftrefs,  as  a  ChiLd  repeating  her  Leffon,  that  I  had  attempted  to  debauch 
her.  At  which  I  thought  my  felf  in  a  Dream,  diftrufting  my  Ears  and 
Eyes  .*  However,  I  ask’d  her  why  fhe  did  not  take  then  that  Oppor¬ 
tunity  to  leave  honourably  my  Houfe,  inftead  of  doing  it  fo  clan- 
deftinely  in  my  Abfence,  &c.  But  Hie  continuing  to  look  at  her  Mi- 
ftrefs  who  flood  juft  by  her,  leem’d  to  beg  an  Anfwer  for  which  Ihe  was 
not  prepared;  which  not  receiving,  gave  none.  Of  this  the  Juftice 
took  no  more  Notice,  than  of  what  I  had  reply’d  to  the  Witneffes ;  but 
difcharg’d  her  in  the  manner  mention’d  in  the  faid  Tag.  147.  I  retir’d, 
as  I  have  faid  there ;  and  my  Landlord  having  call’d  after  this  the  Se¬ 
ducers  and  Witneffes,  the  very  Dregs  of  the  People,  and  given  them 
other  fuch  Language  he  knew  they  defer ved,  did  me  the  Satif- 
fadtion  to  turn  them  out  of  his  Houfe,  as  unworthy  (faid  he)  to  live 
in  any  honeft  one.  The  more  I  thought  on  what  Ground  the  fwinging 
Action,  which  I  had  been  threaten’d  with,  might  be  enter’d  again!! 
me,  the  lefs  I  could  guefs  it,  till  I  was  inform’d  that  the  Girl  ought  to 
fwear  a  Rape  upon  me  ;  even  that  one  of  them  had  faid,  that  fhe  was 
mad  for  not  having  done  it ;  may  be  fhe  was  not  yet  fo  far  perverted, 
or  did  not  underftand  the  Meaning  of  that  Word,  or  had  forgotten  it. 

Happening  to  dine  fome  time  afterwards  at  a  Gentleman’s,  who  is 
in  an  eminent  Poll  at  Court,  he  asked  whether  I  had  found  out  my 
Servant  or  Medals,  which  I  had  advertifed  in  the  News  Papers  ?  To 
whom  I  gave  this  Account,  afcribing  fuch  Ufage  to  my  being  a  Stran¬ 
ger  here.  “  Don’t  think  fo,  anfwer’d  his  Lady,  I  was  robbed  by  one 
“  of  my  Maids,  nay,  even  feen  her  wearing  my  own  Linnen,  and  had 

her  brought  before  a  Juftice,  who  bail’d  her  himfelf.” 

I  was  advifed  by  feveral  Perfons  to  have  the  Girl  taken  up  again,  and 
brought  before  another  Juftice ,  faying,  That  they  are  not  all  alike ;  and 
to  enter  an  Action  againft  my  Threatners;  and  I  had  done  it  long  fmce, 
if  Juftice  was  adminifter’d  here  in  its  primitive  Simplicity  or  Purity, 
and  with  that  Speed  as  in  Turky ,  or  in  the  Manner  I  have  obferved 
in  the  Chapter  of  Egypt ;  of  which  I’ll  relate. only  one  Example,  among 
a  great  many  admirably  remarkable  ones.  Mr.  Stafford,  a  Merchant, 
who  liv’d  in  my  Time  at  Gallata ,  carry’d  before  the  Cady  ' of  the  Place 
a  Debtor  who  would  have  play’d  the  Rogue  with  him  for  1 7000  Dol¬ 
lars,  and  had  falfe  Witneffes  to  fwear  that  he  had  paid  them ;  the  Cady 
pronounced,  on  their  Depofition,  in  his  (the  Debtor’s)  Favour ;  the 
Creditor  appeal’d  to  the  T)ivan,  where  his  Caufe  being  pleaded  by 
himfelf,  and  the  Engltjh  Interpreters,  his  Chara&er,  and  that  of  the 
Debtor,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Witneffes,  being  examin’d  according  to 
Cuftom,  the  Debtor  was  fent  to  Prifon,  there  to  remain  till  he  had 
paid,  and  his  Witneffes  to  the  Gallies,  and  all  this  for  a  trifling  Ex¬ 
pence,  and  in  lefs  than  two  Weeks,  The  fame  Merchant  told  me,  that 
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he  had  a  Law-Suit  in  England  for  lefs  than  200/.  which  Jailed  near  a 
Year,  and  the  Expence  of  which  ran  higher  than  that  Sum. 

On  the  nth  of  March ,  John  Freind >  M.  D.  was  taken  into  Cuflody 
of  one  of  the  King's  Meffengers,  and  committed  on  the  iyth  to  the 
Tower  for  High  Treafon  ;  but  was  afterwards  releas'd  on  Bail,  and  is 
now  quite  diicharg’d.  The  16th  a  Captain  in  Cadogaris  Regiment  ihot 
himfelf,  and  dy’d  on  the  Spot;  and  the  16th  of  May  the  Lord  Tenham 
did  the  fame  ;  fo  has  likewife  this  Week  Capt.  Long. ,  an  extraordinary 
rich  Man.  The  17th  Layer  was  at  lail  deliver'd  by  the  Governor  of  the 
Tower  to  the  Sheriffs,  and  drawn  on  a  Sledge  to  Tyburn ,  where  he  was 
attended  by  two  Priefls  of  the  Church  of  England .  After  the  ufual  Devo¬ 
tion,  he  delivered  a  Paper  to  one  of  the  Sheriffs,  to  be  publifh'd  after  his 
Death  ;  and  having  embraced  the  two  Prieils,  he  was  hang’d  till  dead, 
then  his  Body  was  cut  down  and  quarter'd,  his  Heart  and  Bowels  ta¬ 
ken  out  and  burnt;  and  his  Head  being  cut  off,  was  the  Day  after  fee 
upon  a  Pole  on  a  Gate  call’d  Temple  *  Bar ;  his  Quarters,  which  were 
carried  off  in  a  Hearfe,  were  bury'd  decently  by  the  Care  of  his  Re¬ 
lations.  Tho’  he  was  bred  up  to  the  Law,  he  did  not  manage  Mat¬ 
ters  with  that  Art  and  Caution  as  the  Bifhop  of  Rochejler ,  and  the 
Clergyman  Kelly ;  for  tho’  they  were  accounted  guilty  by  many 
Proofs  and  Evidences,  thefe  Proofs  and  Evidences  were  not  fufficienc, 
according  to  the  Laws  of  the  Country,  to  condemn  them;  therefore 
an  Ad  of  Parliament  was  made  on  purpofe  to  infiid  certain  Penalties 
on  them-  Upon  the  reading  of  the  Bill,  there  arofe  a  Difpute  in  the 
Houfe  of  Commons,  whether  the  Bilhop  iliould  be  baniihed,  or  con¬ 
fined  in  fome  Caflle  at  home  ?  But  the  *  Oracle  of  that  Houfe  foon 
determin’d  it,  he  alledging  that  Banifhment  was  the  properefl  Way  to 
have  him  foon  forgotten,  and  inftancing  the  late  Duke  of  Ormond ,  who, 
tho’  much  more  belov’d  and  popular,  was  now  hardly  ever  heard  of  or 
remember’d.  This  extraordinary  way  of  Proceeding  feem’d  to  alarm 
the  Tory  Party,  who  pretended  it  might  one  Time  or  other  be  made  a 
Precedent  to  affed  the  Innocent,  and  deflroy  by  degrees  the  Subjed. 
Several  Lords  voted  and  protefled  againfl  it ;  whereupon  two  new  Tory 
Papers  foon  appear’d,  and  defended  very  flrenuoufly  the  banilh'd  Bilhop, 
and  that  which  continues  the  mofl  admir’d  was  under  the  Name  of  The 
True  Briton ,  and  is  generally  believ’d  to  be  written  by  no  lefs  than  a 
Duke,  call’d  by  the  IVhigs  a  Deferter,  his  Family  having  been  (they 
fay)  always  of  their  Party.  He  bellowed  the  higheft  Encomiums  upon 
the  banilh’d  Prelate,  reprefenting  his  Sentence  as  a  too  great  Hardfhip, 
which  he  did  not  deferve  :  The  other  took  the  Name  of  Loyal  Obfervator 
Reviv’d,  at  the  Head  of  which  Paper  was  reprefented  in  one  Comer  a 
Trunk  of  a  Tree  with  three  Sprigs,  and  thefe  Words  of  Job^  For  there  is 
Hope  of  a  Tree ,  if  it  be  cut  down ,  that  it  will  fprout  again ,  and  that  the  ten - 
der  Branch  thereof  will  not  ceafe ,  Job  xiv.  7.  and  on  the  other  Corner  a 
young  Woman,  with  a  Child  in  her  Arms;  whichTree  cut  down  th  $  Whigs 
interpreted  to  mean  Charles  I.  one  of  the  Branches  or  Sprigs  the  Preten- 

*  JWr.WalpoIe,  is  [aid  to  lead  the  Houfe  jufi  as  he  pleafes,  would  never  accept  of  any  Title 
not  to  part  with  his  Power  therein  ;  wherefore  his  Majejiy  has  conferred  the  Dignity  of  Baron 
upon  his  Son  j  and  ’tis  faid  that  he  (tho'  a  Commoner)  will  be  inf  ailed  a  Kyiight  of  the  Gar¬ 
ter  ,  as  only  a  Title  of  Honour ,  which  wont  take  him  from  the  Houfe,  of  which  there  has  hardly 
been  an  Infance  fince  Queen  Elizabeth.  He  is  Firjl  Ccmmiffioner  of  the  Treafury,  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer ,  and  one  of  the  Kjngs  Principal  Secretaries  here  during  his  Majejiy  $  Ab- 
fence. 
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der,  the  Woman  his  Lady,  and  the  young  Child  his  Son.  The  Whigs  an- 
fwer’d,  “  That  to  call  that  Method  illegal,  or  an  Infringement  of  the 
Laws,  were  to  argue  that  the  Government  had  not  a  Power  within  its 
felf  (tho’  not  delegated  to  any  one)  to  preferve  its  felf ,*  which  would 
be  the  greated  Abfurdity  in  Nature.  They  added,  that  what  feern’d 
fuch  a  Severity  in  England ,  (thro’  the  Tendernefs  of  the  Laws,  with 
Regard  to  the  Lives  and  Liberties  of  the  SubjeCf)  would  be  lb  far 
from  being  thought  fuch  in  any  other  Government,  that  no  Per- 
fon  whatever  would  have  taken  it  into  his  Head  to  have  queftion’d 
<c  the  Judice  of  the  Sentence,  but  wou’d  have  deem’d  it  rather  too  mild 
for  fuch  black  Treafon.  That  Mr.  Kelly  in  his  fo  much  cry’d  up 
Speech,  nor  even  the  Bijhop  in  his,  had  not  clear’d  themfelves  from 
the  Guilt ;  but  only  evaded  the  Imputation,  by  dwelling  upon  the 
want  of  lawful  Evidence,  replying  to  the  mod  insignificant  Parts  of 
their  Charge,  and  vilifying  the  Characters  of  the  Witneffes  ;  That 
as  to  Cape.  Guftavus  Bahr ,  and  feveral  others,  againft  whom  no 
Objection  could  be  made,  they  took  not  the  lead  Notice  of  their 
u  Depofitions ;  only  endeavoured  to  vindicate  rhemfelves  in  the 
Minds  of  the  People,  by  their  fubtle  Oratory,  their  eloquent  So- 
phifms,  and  cunning  Diflimulations,  according  to  this  Maxim,  Ar¬ 
tis  eft  Celare  artem ,  &c.  in  which  they  both  (Paid  they)  were  well 
“  known  to  excel,  if  their  Speeches  did  not  teftify  it,  as  well  as  their 
wanting  of  Sincerity.  They  added,  that  to  call  forae  few  Troops 
a  Standing- Army,  which  were  raifed  and  paid  by  the  Parliament, 
and  quarter’d  in  or  about  London ,  both  for  the  Security  of  the  Royal 
Family  and  that  City,  againd  the  horrid  Attempts  which  they  were 
threaten’d  with,  could  not  proceed  from  any  thing  elfe,  but  from  a 
true  Sorrow  caufed  by  the  Difcovery  of  thefe  projected  Attempts 
of  the  Confpirators,  for  their  being  difappointed  by  the  necefTary  and 
“  timely  Meafures  taken  to  prevent  them;  from  a  malicious  Defign  to 
<£  make  the  Britijh  Subjects  uneafy,  and  create  in  them  Fears  and  Didruds 
<£  of  their  Sovereign,  as  if  he  defign’d  to  invade  their  Liberties;  or  at 
“  lead  from  the  mod  vifionary  Brains.”  Some  Paid  more,  and  wou’d 
even,  have  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford  (which  they  call  the  Tory  Univer- 
fity,  as  the  Cambridge  is  call’d  the  Whig)  to  be  in  the  Plot,  2t  lead  by 
Inclination  :  ££  They  took  Notice  of  the  Almanack  for  17x3,  which  they 
“  Paid  fhe  had  confecrated  to  the  expeCted  new  Monarch ;  and  that  a 
<c  young  Man,  the  chief  Figure  in  it,  among  many  others  reprefented 
<c  in  Royal  Robes,  holding  and  bowing  a  Sceptre ,  &c.  exactly  reiem- 
<£  bled  the  Pretender’s  Face  and  Shape,  of  which  (they  added)  a  vaft 
££  many  Prints  were  aimed  publickly  fold  in  the  latter  End  of  Queen 
£C  Anne  s  Reign ;  that  his  bowing  that  Sceptre,  was  a  Sign  of  his  gra- 
<c  cious  and  grateful  Protection,  offered  to  her  in  Acknowledgment  of 
<c  her  Zeal  for  his  Service.”  They  interpreted  that  of  a  Man  in  Armour 
danding  behind  him,  and  that  of  a  Bifliop  in  his ' rontiftcialibus ,  with  a 
Mitre  on  his  Head,  to  mean  one  the  D.  of  O.  and  the  other  Dr.  Af¬ 
ter  bury  defign’d  by  his  future  Majedy  to  have  the  Archbifhoprick  of 
Canterbury ,  and  to  crown  him,  &c.  For  this,  and  other  fuch  Explana¬ 
tions,  the  Whigs  themfelves  were  dyl’d,  vice  verfay  by  the  Tories ,  a 
Pack  of  chimerical  Dreamers,  mercenary  Court-Writers,  and  many 
other  worfe  Names ;  of  which  both  Parties  are  reciprocally  very  prodi¬ 
gal,  or  liberal  to  one  another.  However,  the  Whigs  were  well  pleas’d 
to  have  out  of  the  way  the  Bifhop,  who  oppofed  them  on  any  Occa- 
Vo  l.  II,  G  g  g  -  fion 
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(ion  that  he  could  find  Ground  for;  and  the  Generality  of  the  To* 
vies  did  not  feem  much  concern’d  for  it,  for  the  Reafons  above  hint¬ 
ed.  His  Defenders  are  now  filent  on  his  Praifes;  fo  that  indeed 
Mr.  Walpole  has  faid  right,  he  is  almod  dead  in  the  Memory  of  the 
People. 

The  True  Briton  didinguifffd  his  witty  Pen  afterwards,  by  rallying 
an  Oath  exa&ed  by  an  A<d  of  Parliament  from  the  Proteftant  Subjects 
of  both  Sexes,  by  which  they  are  oblig’d  to  make  a  kind  of  negative 
Confeffion  of  Political  and  Religious  Faith.  They  fvvear,  “  that  the 
“  Pretender  has  no  Right  to  the  Crown  of  England ;  that  the  Popes 
<c  excommunicating  Princes,  and  difpenfing  Subje&s  from  their  Alle- 
<c  giance  to  their  lawful  Sovereign,  or  the  Roman  Catholicks  from 
“  keeping  Faith  to  thofe  whom  they  ftyle  Hereticks,  and  upon  any 
“  Pretence,  are  falfe  and  unjuft  Pretenfions  of  that  Pontiff’s  Authority; 
“  in  a  Word,  to  abjure  Tranfubftantiation ,  with  a  few  other  Tenets  of 
tC  the  Romijh  Religion  and  this  under  the  Penalty  of  having  their  E- 
dates  regider’d  and  tax’d  upon  the  fame  Foot  as  thofe  of  the  Roman  Ca¬ 
tholicks,  or  rather  worfe,  they  being  liable  to  Confifcation,  if  the  Pof- 
feffors,  being  Nonjurors ,  are  prov’d  to  have  had  a  Hand  in  or  knew  of 
any  Plot.  This  Paper  and  the  Loyal  Obfervator  made  now  and  then  fo 
free  with  the  Minidry,  that  the  Printers  were  often  taken  into  Cudo- 
dy ;  which  Punilhment  ordinarily  falls  the  heavied  on  their  Purfes,  for 
themfelves  are  foon  releas’d  on  Bail. 

In  the  mean  while,  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  s  podhumous  Works,1 
in  Two  Volumes,  being  fupprefs’d  upon  their  Appearance,  were  much 
exclaim’d  againd  by  the  Whigs ,  efpecially  the  Volume  in  Profe,  which 
is  the  chief  Offender  $  (for  in  the  other,  all  inVerfe,  there  is  hardly 
any  thing  that  can  be  call’d  fo,  except  a  Satyr  againd  the  Minidry 
of  1707,  of  whom  he  fays,  u  That  they  hate  Merits  and  mean  nothing 
€t  but  Pence ,  and  rule  without  Senfe ;  and  compares  them  to  Mofesy 
<c  JoJhua ,  and  "Deborah ,  who  (fays  he)  fo  once  bedrid  poor  Ifrael.ff 
They  burd  out  into  thofe  Expreflions,  or  rather  violenter  againd 
it ;  “  What  a  bare-faced  Piece  of  Jacobitifm  is  the  Duke’s  Account 
“  of  the  Revolution  ?  How  prophane  and  difrefpeedful  is  his  other, 
“  call’d  The  Feaft  of  the  Gods ,  wherein  that  Author  vilifies  and 
“  cries  down  our  happy  Revolution ,  abufes  almod  all  Chridian 
u  Kings  both  dead  and  living,  except  his  Hero  King  James  II.  the 
“  Invader  of  our  Spiritual  and  Temporal  Liberties  >”  To  this  the 
Tories  anfwer’d,  “  That,  laying  this  afide,  that  Prince’s  having  fiiew- 
“  ed  him  always  a  particular  Kindnefs,  and  even  a  Preference  in  his 
“  Edeem  and  Love  before  the  Duke  of  Monmouth ,  and  being  en- 
<c  dued  with  many  Royal  Qualities,  he  thought  himfelf  bound  by 

Gratitude  to  tranfmit  them  to  Poderity  ;  that  his  Grace  pity’d 
tc  that  Prince,  and  would  not  have  him  fuller  himfelf  to  be  miffed, 
<c  and  reduced  to  abandon  the  Throne,  but  govern  well,  having  Talents 
u  capable  of  it.”  Then  the  Whigs  went  on  with  their  Exclamations 
and  Account  of  the  chief  offenfive  Places,  thus ;  “  Becaufe  the  Dnke 
“  would  be  grateful  to  King  James ,  mud  he  be  ungrateful  to  King 
“  William  and  his  Royal  Confort,  from  whom  he  received  Penfions, 
“  and  even  to  Queen  Anne,  who  made  him  Duke,  by  reprefenting 
“  them  as  Ufurpers  ?  Mud  he  abjure  his  Allegiance  to  them  at  his 
“  Death,  as  he  does  the  Divinity  of  Chrift  by  his  Epitaph  >  Mud  he 
“  be  fo  malicioufiy  prodigal  of  his  Venom,  or  fatyric  Wit,  as  to  com- 

“  pare 
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tc  pare  that  great  Prince  to  Jupiter  turning  his  Father  Saturn  out  of 
“  Heaven ;  and  to  that  falfe  God’s  leud  Love  for  Ganimede,  his  pure 
“  and  grateful  Favour  towards  a  Nobleman,  as  well  as  the  Honours  he 
“  bellow’d  on  him,  for  one  of  the  mod  generous  Adlionsin  the  World, 

“  which  laved  that  Prince’s  Life,  viz.  laying  with  him,  and  drawing 
“  out  of  his  Bread  the  word  fort  of  Small-Pox,  which  this  generous 
“  Bedfellow  never  had,  and  contra&ed  thereby  to  the  utmod  Danger 
“  of  his  own.  Can  any  polite  or  fincere  Tongue  and  Pen  interpret 
“  thus,that  Action?  (asked  they  again)  and  to  tax befides  with apro- 
<c  digious  Heavinefs  and  Lazinefs,  a  Prince  whofe  Activity,  Wifdom  and 
“  Bravery  were  generally  confefs’d*  even  by  the  greated  Enemies  he 
“  fought  with  ;  nay,  who  catch’d  his  Death  by  falling  from  a  Horfe, 

“  his  mod  condant  Exercifein  fpight  of  his  weak  Conditution?  What 
“  difrefpe&ful  Afperfions  are  cad  upon  the  facred  Alhes  of  one  of  his 
“  Allies,  not  to  mention  feveral  other  crown’d  Heads  dill  living,  a- 
cc  bufed  and  named  in  this  Work,  than  to  dile  him  an  odd  Animal  only 
“  call’d  Emperor ,  by  wearing  an  Imperial  Crown  ;  as  a  little  Indian 
£  Bird  is  called  a  ‘Pope ,  becaufe  there  grows  a  Husk  topping  upon  his 
<c  Edead  ?  To  ridicule  his  Zeal  for  his  Religion,  in  which  he  differ’d  from 
“  us,  becaufe  he  joins  with  us  in  Politicks  againd  fome  of  that  fame 
“  Religion.”  I  heard  fome,  after  having  thus  breath’d  out  quid  quid 
jilffit  fjdendida  bilis,  add,  tc  If  we  were  as  violent  as  the  Tories,  we 
“  fhould  have  burnt  fuch  Works,  a  down-right  Satyr  againd  our  happy 
“  Revolution ,  with  much  more  reafon  than  they  have  done  the  Bifhop 
€c  of  Ely  s  Preface,  and  many  other  Pieces  of  Orthodoxy  and  Loyalty. 
u  The  Author  (added  they)  feems  not  to  have  been  contented  with 
calling  thefe  grofs  and  black  Colours  on  the  Indruments  of  the  Re- 
ci  volution ,  and  feveral  crown’d  Heads ;  but  as  if  he  was  afraid  that 
<c  any  Reader  fnould  mifs  the  Perfons  he  intended  to  vilify,  he  has 
“  taken  care  to  have  their  Names  put  in  the  Margin.”  The  Tories  an- 
fwer’d  to  all  this,  as  they  do  to  the  many  other  like  Things  laid  to  their 
Charge  by  their  Antagonids,  viz.  u  That  they  ought  not  to  be  dig- 
“  matis’d  with  the  Title  of  Jacobites ,  or  rather  that  they  ought  to  be 
tC  didinguifhed  from  them  ;  and  that  they  wilhed  well  to  their  Coun- 
<c  try,  and  did  it  out  of  pure  Generofity  of  their  Inclinations,  having 
Ci  no  Places  in  the  Government  5  and  if  any  of  thofe  who  are  call’d 
<£  Tories  write  fome  Things  againd  the  Revolution ,  or  the  prefent  Con- 
<£  ftitution  both  in  Church  and  State,  they  did  not  approve  of  it.  But 
fome  faid  in  Vindication  of  the  Author,  that  they  could  not  believe 
that  the  Names  complain’d  of  had  been  put  in  the  Margent  by  his  Or¬ 
der  :  Nay,  they  blamed  thofe  who  have  printed  them,  and  fay  that 
if  they  had  not,  the  Publick  had  not  been  depriv’d  of  that  Work, 
which  contains  many  excellent  Things  ;  and  indeed  I  believe  fo  too. 
What  he  infmuates,  e.g.  of  the  Emperor  Leopold's  Zeal  from  perfec¬ 
ting  the  Protedants,  and  being  allied  with  others  Abroad,  might  as 
well  be  apply’d  to  the  late  King  of  France ,  who  did  the  fame  in  his 
own  Country,  when  he  fent  Troops  to  the  Hungarians  againd  the  Em¬ 
peror  their  lawful  Sovereign.  The  Tale  of  a  Tub ,  and  the  Mechanick 
Operation  of  the  Spirit ,  are  each  of  them  a  bitter  ridicule  of  all  the  Did 
fenters,  (who  arc  all  Whigs ,  tho’  all  the  Whigs  are  far  from  being  Dif- 
fenters,)  were  written,  and  appeared  for  the  fird  time  during  a  Whig 
Minidry,  as  well  as  The  Rattle  of  the  Books  and  the  dedication  to  To- 
ferity  ;  there  are  abundance  of  Perfons  of  the  fird  Rank  very  ill 
Vo  l.  II.  G  g  g  i  treated 
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treated  therein,  but  only  defcrib’d  by  the  firft  and  laft  Letter  of  their 
Names  and  a  Dafh ;  which  any  Writer  may  make  ufe  of  with  Impu¬ 
nity :  There  have  been  three  or  four  Editions  of  thefe  Mifcellanies ,  the 
laft  appeared  with  Cuts.  I  don’t  hear  that  the  Author,  Printer  or  Pub- 
lifhers  have  ever  fullered  by  it.  There  are  feme  Names  indeed  printed, 
which  they  call  the  Key  of  them  }  but  it  is  a  feparated  Piece  difown’d  by 
the  Author,  3s  I  have  been  told,  and  not  generally  judged  a  juft  In¬ 
terpretation  of  them.  But  now  that  the  firft  Volume  of  Dr.  Burnet's 
Biftory  is  come  out,  the  Dukes  Apoiogifts  fay  to  the  Exclaimers, 
Your  fikttM&Whtg  Dr.  Burnet,  who  lay  under  fo  many  known  Obli¬ 
gations  to  King  William,  confirms  what  the  Duke  fays  of  him  in  re- 
fpeCfc  of  the  Lazinefs,  and  the  Vice  aferib’d  to  that  Prince  in  thefe 
Terms,  “  He  put  on  fome  Appearance  of  Application,  but  he  hated 
T  Bufinefs  of  ail  forts  ;  he  had  but  one  Vice,  in  which  he  was  very 
tC  cautious  and  fccret.”  They  anfvver’d,  that  he  did  not  name  the 
"Vice  as  the  Duke,  therefore  it  cannot  be  faid  to  be  meant  the  fame  ; 
and  that  the  Bifhop  is  all  over  in  his  Writings,  as  well  as  he  has  been 
in  his  Dealings,  a  conftant  Friend  to  the  Revolution.  ’Twould  be  end- 
lefs  to  relate  all  that  had  been  faid  and  anfwer’d  on  both  Sides:  So 
I  pafs  on  to  another  Subject. 

The  King  of  Great  Britain  went  the  3d  of  June  from  his  Palace  of 
St.  James's  to  Greenwich ,  when  his  Majefty  embarked  on  Board  the 
Carolina  Yatcht,  which  failed  between  11  and  12,  {ox.  Holland,  in  order 
to  vifit  his  German  Dominions.  Few  Days  after  I  happening  to  pafs, 
in.  the  Evening,  thro’  Hrury-lane  with  a  Friend,  he  made  me  obferve 
many  of  thefe  publick  Votaries  of  Venus ,  as  well  as  fome  young  Men 
of  their  Acquaintance,  wearing  White  Roles  j  and  upon  asking  him  the 
Occafion,  he  told  me  that  ’twas  the  Pretender  s  Birth-day,  that  mod  of 
them  are  Jacobites,  and  that  they  ufe  to  fing  in  Taverns*or  their  Apart¬ 
ments,  a  Ballad  to  his  Honour  j  and  if  I  happen’d  to  go  into  a  Tavern 
where  there  were  any  of  them,  I  might  hear  this  Verfe  of  it,  Here  is 
a  Health  to  young  Jemmy,  I’ll  drink  on  my  Knees ,  ire.  but  I  had  not 
that  Curiofity,  and  knowing  how  much  Liberty  common  People  are 
fuffer’d  to  take  here  in  finging,  talking,  ire.  as  well  as  the  other  fort 
do  in  writing,  ire.  I  anfwer’d,  that  I  believ’d  him,  having  heard  in 
the  Streets  many  Songs,  and  feen  Prints  at  the  Head  of  them,  efpe- 
cially  during  the  DifTolution  of  the  Parliament,  to  this  purpofe. 

A  little  after  was  a  Prefentment  of  the  Grand-Jury  of  Middlefex  a 
gainft  a  Book,  entitled,  The  Fable  of  the  Bees ,  or  private  Vices  publick 
Benefits.  The  Author  is  a  Docftor  of  Phyfick,  and  a  very  ingenious 
Wtiter.  He  feems  to  extol  the  Benefits  accruing  to  the  Commonwealth 
from  the  Vices  of  the  Publick,  as  Luxury,  Vanity ,  ire.  as  there  does 
often  to  thofe  of  his  Profeftion,  from  the  many  Diftempers  by  which 
human  Kind  is  afflitfted,  and  are  contracted  for  the  moft  part  by  Lewd- 
nefs  and  other  Diforders  of  Life  ;  to  Priefts  of  fome  Religions  from 
their  Sins ;  to  Lawyers  from  Law-Suits,  ire.  “  For,  fays  he,  e.g.  the 
u  Profeftion  of  the  Law  could  not  be  maintained  in  fuch  Numbers  and 
“  Splendor,  if  there  was  not  too  many  felfifii  and  litigious  People— 
^  That  what  we  call  Evil  Morals,  as  well  as  Natural,  is  the  grand 
il  Principle  that  makes  us  fociable  Creatures,  the  folid  Bafis  of  Life, 
u  and  Support  of  all  Trades  and  Employments  without  Exception — 
“  That  there  we  muft  look  for  the  Origine  of  all  Arts  and  Sciences  j 
W  and  that  the  Moment  Evil  ceafes,  the  Society  muft  be  fpoiled,  if 
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u  not  totally  diflblv’d — That  the  Excellency  of  human  Thoughts  and 
“  Contrivance  has  been,  and  is  yet  no  where  more  confpicuous,  than 
<(  in  the  Variety  of  Tools  and  Indruments  of  Workmen  and  Arci- 
ficers,  and  the  Multiplicity  of  Engines  that  were  all  invented,  either 
Ci  to  affid  the  Wcaknefs  of  Man,  to  corre<d  his  many  Imperfection^ 
Cc  (both  Corporal  and  Spiritual)  to  gratify  his  Lazinefs,  or  obviate  his 
*c  Impatience.”  He  quotes,  for  Example,  “  The  indudrious  Part  o*f 
<c  Mankind  who  get  their  Livelihood  by  its  Labour ;  to  which  the 
iC  Vain  and  Voluptuous  mud:  be  beholden  for  all  their  Tools  and  Im~ 
“  plements  of  Eafe  and  Luxury—That  indeed  the  Ihort- lighted  Vulgar, 
“  in  the  Chain  of  Caufes,  feldom  can  fee  farther  than  one  Link  ;  but 
“  thofe  that  can  enlarge  their  View,  and  will  give  themfelves  leidire 
u  of  gazing  on  the  ProfpeCt  of  concatenated  Events,  may  in  an  hun- 
<£  dred  Places  fee  Good  fpring  up  and  pullulate  from  Evil,  as  naturally 
as  Chickens  do  from  Eggs:  In  a  word,  That  the  word:  of  all  the 
u  Multitude  did  fomething  for  the  Common  Good.”  He  fays  in  his 
Defence  againd  the  Imputation  given  to  many  PaOages  in  the  Brefe?i- 
t at  ion  f  that  he  never  intended  to  commend  or  encourage  Vices  in  wri¬ 
ting  this  Book  ;  but  relates  Things  in  ftdtu  quoy  fuch  as  ancient  and 
daily  Experience  reprelent  them  to  any  Body,  who  opens  his  Eyes  upon 
the  general  and  different  Courfes  of  Life  and  Governments  in  the 
World;  <c  and  as  that,  e.g.  what  he  writes  of  th $  Mufichhoufes  at 
“  Amfterdam  is  as  proper  to  create  as  much  a  Difgud  and  Averdon 
<c  againd:  them,  as  what  the  Holy  Writers  fay  of  David,  and  his  cruel 
“  Ulage  to  Uriah,  to  enjoy  alone  Bathfheba,  Lot’s  Inced,  &c.  is  to 
“  infpire  an  Horror  for  Murther,  Adultery,  Drunkennefs,  Lewd- 
“  nefs,  &c.”  * 

About  the  fame  time  there  was  another  Prefentment  againd  a  publick 
Writer  call’d  Cato,  who  had  for  a  good  while  been  chiefly  Writing  againd 
all  the  Tyrannical  Governments  in  general,  and  the  South  Sea  Directors, 
but  now  turn’d  his  Pen  againd  the  Confpiratprs,  and  feem’d  to  take  for  his 
Text  the  old  Saying,  In  Nomine  ‘ Domini  incipit  omne  Malum ,  All  Evil 
is  begun  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord :  For  he  ran  over  Ancient  and  Modern 
Hidory,  to  prove  that  all  the  mod  execrable  Treafons,  and  mod  bar¬ 
barous  and  bloody  Conspiracies  in  all  Nations,  and  in  all  Ages,  were 
fare  to  have  one  or  more  Priefts  at  the  Head  of  them.  He  obferv’d 
fird  how  the  'Pagan  had  impofed  on  the  Credulity  of  the  People,'  by 
the  Oracles  making  them  worlhip  all  forts  of  Animals,  as  Oxen  and 
Crocodiles,  and  even  Vegetables,  as  Onions  ;  and  facrifice  Huma/i 
Victims  to  them,  as  Deities.  Then  he  fell  upon  the  Roman  Catholick 
faid  that  they  had  imitated  them,  and  made  ufe  of  Religion  to  give  ia 
Sandtion  to  the  mod  inhuman  Barbarities,  as  the  Madacres  of  Paris , 
Ireland  and  the  Spanijh  Weft  Indies ,  the  Inquifition’s  Prifon,  Fire,  &c. 
Ladly,  he  added,  that  too  many  of  the  Church  of  England  had 
preached  Sedition,  and  fet  the  People  together  by  the  Ears,  and  con¬ 
tinued  dill  fo  to  do  ;  whence  \\ e  took  Occadon  to  fall  on  the  Charity 
Schools ,  of  which  the  late  King  James  feem’d  a  very  zealous  Pro¬ 
moter.  This  Writer  diled  them  Seminaries  of  Jacobitifm ,  and  Nurfe- 
ries  of  Rebellion  and  DifafFeCtion  againd  the  Proteftant  Succedion  in 
the  Houfe  of  Hanover ,  as  it  is  now  fettled,  &c.  whereby  he  drew 
upon  himfejf  the  Odium  of  the  Clergy  fo  far,  that  they  prevail’d  tp 
have  his  Writing  prefented  to  the  Grand  Jury,  as  injurious  to  Chridia- 
nicy,  or  contrary  to  a  Chriftian  Education,  &c. 


The 
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The  1 6th  we  read  in  the  Publick  News,  that  the  Commiffioners  of 
the  Money  apply’d  to  Charitable  Ufcs  were  fetting  the  Day  before  at 
Leather f eller  s-FIall,  in  order  to  find  out  proper  Means  for  redreffing  the 
Abufes  complain'd  of,  concerning  the  Diflnbution  of  the  yearly  Sum 
of  15000  l.  per  Ann.  for  Forty  Years  paft;  as  it  was  advertis’d, 
44  That  they  had  been  inform’d  that  the  Money  call’d  the  Royal  Bounty 
44  having  been  paid  into  the  Hands  of  certain  French  Dire&ors,  for  the 
44  Support  and  Relief  of  the  poor  Refugees ,  has  in  a  great  meafure  been 
44  rendred  ineffectual  by  the  fraudulent  Management  of  the  faid  Di- 
ie  reCtors.”  Indeed,  not  only  the  Enghjh  are  divided  among  them- 
felves  about  what  I  have  mention’d  ;  but,  as  I’ve  obferv’d,  the  French 
Refugees  alfo,  both  about  the  Partition  of  that  Royal  Bounty  Money, 
and  that  which  arifes  from  the  Publick  and  Charitable  Collections  in 
their  Religious  Meetings.  The  complaining  Party  faid,  £4  That  the 
4C  Elders  of  their  Churches,  and  thole  ^Directors,  had  paid  their  Ser- 
4£  vants  out  of  that  Money,  putting  their  Names  on  the  Lift  when  they 
44  hired  them,  and  ftriking  them  out  when  they  went  away  }  that  they 
44  diftributed  it  among  their  Relations  and  Friends,  and  even  their  Mi- 
44  flrefles,*  and  not  amongft  thofe  who  were  really  Neceffitous.”  Some  of 
their  Minifters  had  a  long  while  preached  and  wrote  againft  this  ConduCt. 
Amongft  others,  the  famous,  bold  and  eloquent  Orator  Mr.  ArmandDu- 
bourdieu  had  this  Expreflion  of  one  of  them  in  his  Sermon,  naming 
him,  “  He  is  a  Boor ,  an  Afs  and  a  Robber  :  Firft,  a  Boor ,  becaufe  he 
44  is  the  Son  of  a  Ploughman  ;  Secondly,  An  Afs ,  becaufe  he  has 
44  not  the  Senfe  to  diftinguifh  himlelf  from  his  Father  by  any  Perfo- 
44  nal  Merit,  but  only  by  the  Vanity  of  affuming  T)e  to  his  Sirname, 
44  as  knowing  it  to  be  a  Token  of  Nobility  among  the  French  and 
44  Thirdly,  a  Robber ,  becaufe  he  has  found  the  Secret  to  make  Silver 
44  flow  into  his  own  Pockets,  by  leffening  the  Income  of  Honeft  Peo- 
44  pie,  who  are  Martyrs  to  his  ftrange  Met  amor phqfts ,  &cd  Another, 
who  was  formerly  a  Roman  Catholick  Prieft,  and  is  turn’d  one  of  the 
Church  of  England ,  laid  to  their  Charge,  both  in  talking  and  in  writing, 
many  fcandalous  Actions ;  at  leaft,  as  I  have  been  credibly  inform’d, 
for  this  happen’d  before  my  Jafl  coming  over  here.  He  faid  in  general, 
£{  That  they  drank  in  Wine  the  Poor’s  Blood,  robb’d  the  Neceffitous  to 
44  give  to  thofe  who  were  not  fo  ;  he  wou’d  have  that  e.g.  the  Money 
*44  of  the  Royal  Bounty  taken  out  of  their  Hands,  and  put  in  thofe  of 
44  honefl  Englijh  CommifTaries  or  Directors,  who  lhould  diflributc  it, 
44  where  is  the  true  Neceffity,  upon  difinterefled  Recommendations  : 
but  he  never  made  fo  great  an  Imprcflion  as  the  former,  by  reafon  of  his 
being  accounted  lefs  impartial,  or  more  interefted  himfelf  in  the  Matter. 
To  his  Accufations  and  Complaints  the  Perfons  taxed  with  a  Mifdemea- 
nor,  anfwer  d,  44  That  fuch  Charges  were  a  malicious  Contrivance,  or 
44  Suggeftions  worthy  of  Roman  Catholick  Triefts  or  Fryars ,  who  were 
44  come  to  profefs  here,  more  openly  than  they  could  do  in,  France,  Li- 
44  bertinifm,  under  a  Proteflant  Gown  or  Cloak,  or  who  did  remain 
44  Rill  in  their  Hearts  fuch  as  they  were  before  ;  and  that  they  would 
44  approve  of  the  Money-Diflribution,  if  it  were  applied  to  the  main- 
44  taining  of  them  in  Idlenefs  To  which  he  reply ’d,  44  This  could  not 
44  be  proved  neither  on  himfelf,  nor  on  any  others  whom  he  named ; 
44  that  twas  too  plain  by  the  many  Inftances  he  gave,  that  they  did  not 
,44  value  enough  the  Proteftant  Religion,  to  think  that  any  body  fhould 
-J4  embrace  it  fincerely  ;  or  rather,  to  wifh  that  thofe  fhould  embrace 
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u  it  who  wanted  to  be  affifted  with  a  fmall  part  of  rhe  faid  Money.” 
He  named  even  fome  of  the  French  Minifters,  who  fhould  have  laid 
publickly  and  generally,  That  there  were  no  hone  ft  Trofelytes  ;  from 
whence  he  concluded,  “  That  fuch  uncharitable  Minifters,  as  he  call’d 
<c  them,  queftion’d  the  Sincerity  and  Honefty  of  the  Apoftles ,  of  the 
<c  Fathers  themfelves,  or  all  thofe  who  embraced  Chriftianifm  above 
“17  Ages;  he  asked  them  what  Opinion  they  had  of  Sr.  j Fauj  Sr. 
“  Auftin ,  &c.  and  defcending  lower,  of  Luther ,  Calvin ,  the  Refor- 
ec  mers,  &c.  of  many  Modern  Protellants,  who  were  properly  all  Pro- 
<c  felites,  among  whom  he  named  the  Kings  Turks ,  Mehemet  and 
“  Muftapha ,  &cP  The  Perfons  who  inform’d  me  of  all  this,  added, 
that  ’twas  a  fcandalous  thing  to  hear  and  fee  how  the  French  Refugees 
were  divided  among  themfelves  ;  what  ungenerous  Afperfions  they 
call  one  upon  another,  efpecially  the  common  and  middle  fort  of 
them ;  that  they  feem’d  to  have  left  their  Country  on  Account  of  tem¬ 
poral  Intereft,  and  purely  to  live  better  here  than  they  could  do  there  ; 
“  that  there  were  more  Envy,  Noife,  and  Quarrels,  and  more  Scandal 
<c  talk’d  by  one  of  another  among  them,  in  Proportion  of  their  fmall 
u  Number,  than  among  the  reft  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  populous 
le  City;  and  that  if  they  exceeded  the  Englijh  Tradefmen,  (as  truly 
“  fome  did  in  Diligence  and  Induftry)  they  exceeded  them  even 
11  alfo  in  their  different  Ways  of  Cheating,  fo  much  complain’d  of 
<c  here.”  I  faid,  that  I  could  not  be  Judge  of  fuch  Divifions  and 
Quarrels,  fince  I  did  not  know  fix  French  Families  in  England ;  and 
indeed,  to  fay  the  Truth,  I  am  hardly  acquainted  with  three  of  them, 
to  whom  I  owe,  at  the  fame  time,  the  Juftice  to  avow,  that  they  don’t 
deferve  any  thing  like  fuch  a  Character ;  but  indeed  they  are  not  of 
the  common  ones.  As  to  thofe  that  are  fo,  and  give  Occafion  for 
thefe  difad vantageous  Obfervations,  befides  their  being  Foreigners, 
it  makes  their  Failings  appear  greater  than  they  perhaps  are  in  Effed ; 
for  being  bred  up  under  a  defpotick  Power,  they  don’t  know  how 
to  ufe  the  Liberty  they  meet  with  under  this ;  and  the  Populace,  who 
generally  want  a  good  Education,  are  rude  almoft  every  where,  re¬ 
cede  too  often  from  Honefty,  and  are  very  noifome,  when  they  are 
not  reftrain’d  enough  by  the  facred  Ties  of  Religion,  or  by  civil  Laws. 
I  cannot  but  quote  here  for  an  Inftance  of  this,  the  French  Proteftants, 
and  thofe  of  Geneva  at  Conftantinople,  where  they  are  proteded,  tho’  out 
of  pure  Favour,  by  the  French  Ambaffador,  in  refped  of  Temporals,  and 
by  th zDutch  Ambaffador,  as  to  the  Spirituals ;  I  have  heard  two  French 
Ambaffadors  fay  of  their  Quarrels,  Law-Suits  upon  wronging  one  ano¬ 
ther  in  their  Reputation  or  Intereft,  &c.  that  they  would  rather  pro¬ 
tect,  and  could  govern  more  eafily  all  the  other  European  Nations,  be¬ 
fides  their  own,  than  them.  And  I  read  an  Italian  Author,  who,  in  his 
fecond  Edition,  wrote  thus,  <c  Li  Ugonotti  Francefi  e  Genevrini  arteg- 
ic  giani ,  cioe  igioiellieri ,  orefici  ( per  la  maggior  parte  orloggieri)  emolti  am - 
<c  mogliati ,  fono  fra  fe  ftejft  in  rife  e  contefe  quafi perpetue ,  fpeft  o  ridicole 
cc  e  convengonfi  ilpiu  dtUe  volte  per  differ enza  dun  b  duoi  feudi  b  d ale une 
i(  parole  offenfive  ditna  donna  alV  altr a ,  avanf  il  Signor  Ambafciator 
<c  di  modo  che  la  cancellaria  di  Francia  in  Conftantinopoli,  abbonda  piu 
tc  del  litigi di  quella  forte  di  gente  in  duoi  mefi, \  che  del  reflo  delC ommer- 
“  zio  in  died  anni ,  a  fegno  che  un  Ambafciator  paffato ,  nel  render  conto 
u  al  Re  del  fuo  minifterio  fuggeri  con  facezia  che  per  loro  fojje  neceffario 
u  il  mandar  in  Conftantinopoli  un  Ambafciator  a  parted  In  Englijh 

“  thus: 
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“  thus;  The  French  Hugonots,  and  thofe  of  Geneva,  {viz*  Artificers, 
“  as  Jewellers,  Goldfmiths,  moil;  Watchmakers,  &c.)  many  marry’d, 
“  are  among  themfeives  almofi;  continually  in  the  moll  ridiculous 
“  Quarrels,  and  carry  one  another  as  often  before  the  Ambajjador  for 
u  the  Difference  of  one  or  two  Crowns,  or  for  the  ill  Language  of  one 
u  Woman  to  another,  fo  that  the  French  Chancery  at  Constantinople 
“  abounds  more  in  two  Months  with  their  Law-Suits,  than  of  the  reft 
tc  of  the  Commerce  in  ten  Years;  which  gave  Occafion  to  an  Ambaf- 
t;  fador  at  Ins  Return  from  his  Ambaffy  at  the  Forte,  in  his  giving  an 
c‘  Account  of  it  ro  the  King,  to  tell  him  pleafantly,  That  this  fort  of 
cc  People  wanted  an  Ambajjador  apart  for  themfeives/'  My  Lord 
‘Paget  forbid  them  his  Chapel,  where  they  ufed  to  meet  on  Sundays 
and  Holidays  before  my  Arrival,  for  having  fought  there  for  Places ; 
and  he  nam'd  to  me  two  Women,  who  box’d,  and  pull’d  off  one  ano- 
another’s  Head  drefies,  which  was  accompany’d  with  opprobrious 
Language.  The  ‘Dutch  Ambafiador  receiv’d  them  afterwardsin  his 
own  Palace,  where  they  had  the  free  Exercife  of  their  Religion,  as 
they  had  before  at  the  Englijh1  s  ;  but  they  happening  the  firlt  Holy- 
days  (of  Chrijlmas  I  think)  to  quarrel  about  the  Difference  between 
New  Stile,  which  they  kept,  and  the  Old,  which  they  had  hitherto 
follow’d  with  the  Englijh  and  the  Grecians ,  among  whom  moll  of 
their  Wives  are  born,  they  would  continue  the  fame,  (tho’  both  Arti¬ 
cles  of  Calendary ,  not  of  Faith )  fo  farCultom  prevail’d  on  Reafon  and 
good  Manners.  His  Excellency  (to  avoid  being  troubled  with  their 
Noife)  gave  them  a  Spot  of  Ground  in  his  Garden  to  build  a  Chapel 
for  themfeives,  faying,  “  That  they  might  celebrate  their  Holydays 
“  after  whatfoever  Style  they  wou’d,  and  even  (faid  he)  fight  if 
“  they  pleas’d  for  Places,  and  would  take  no  farcher  Notice  of  their 
c4  Differences  in  any  Rcfpech 

However  general  and  hard  the  Judgment  feetn’d  that  thofe  Perfons 
pafs’d  upon  the  French  Refugees ,  they  faid,  that  they  did  not  pretend 
that  it  con’d  affed:  the  honelt  Part  of  them.  When  I  reprefented  there¬ 
upon,  that  I  knew  a  great  many  of  them  at  my  firft  Arrival  in  En¬ 
gland,  who  deferv’d  all  the  Encomiums  that  can  be  bellow’d  on  Ho¬ 
ne  fly,  Virtue,  Piety,  and  all  forts  of  perfcnal  Meric  ;  I  inllanc’d,  a- 
mong  others,  the  Marqueffes  de  Rwvigni,  d’Heucourt ,  Meflieurs  De 
Lamothe ,  Satur ,  St.  Denis ,  Dubordieu ,  the  four  latter  Clergymen,  a- 
meng  the  Elders  Mr.  de  L'ljle ,  among  the  Profelyte  Priells  Mr.  Le 
Vajjor ,  the  learned  Author  of  the  Pliilory  of  the  French  King  Lewis 
XIII.  of  Mr.  Duval,  &c.  and  many  others  both  Lay  and  Clergymen, 
of  both  Sexes  ;  for  it  is  not  confid  ent,  l  think,  to  entertain  an  ill  Opi¬ 
nion  of  a  whole  Body,  becaufe  of  many  Individuals;  and  ’tis  wrong, 
for  Example,  to  think  that  all  the  Directors  of  the  South  Sea ,  and 
of  the  Royal  Bounty ,  aim  at  nothing  elfe  but  plundering  the  Nation 
and  the  Poor,  becaufe  fome  may  have  done  lb  ;  and  we  hear  that  Mr. 
K~t ,  one  of  the  former,  after  having  efcap’d  the  Punifhment  he  is 
<c  here  reckon’d  to  cleferve,  and  travell’d  through  a  good  Part  of 
<c  Europe,  is  now  in  France  loaded  with  the  Spoils  of  the  unfortunate 
<c  Adventurers  in  the  South  Sea ,  fruens  diis  iratis ,  giving  Balls  and  o- 
“  ther  publick  Entertainments that  all  thofe  who  are  trufted  with 
the  Management  and  Diftribution  of  the  King’s  Bounty,  and  the  Poor’s 
Box,  are  all  alike,  becaufe  fome  have  wrong’d  the  true  neceffitous  Re¬ 
fugees,  in  applying  that  Money  rather  to  any  other  Ufes,  than  to  their 

Relief ; 
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Relief ;  tljat  all  the  Tories  are  difaffedled  to  the  prefent  Government, 
and  Jacobites  ready  to  engage  in  Plots,  becaufe  there  are  fome  ranged 
among  the  Tories  who  are  fo,  when  we  fee  that  even  many  profeis’d 
Jacobites  and  Roman  Catholicks  in  England  do  live  quiet,  and  never 
were  concern’d  in  any  Confpiracy ;  and  if  they  refufe  to  take  the  pre¬ 
fent  Oath,  they  fay  ’tis  purely  out  of  a  Scruple  of  Confeience,  which 
does  no  Injury  to  the  Government.  I  heard  even  feveral  among  the 
latter  fay,  that  were  they  us’d  like  thofe  of  their  own  Religion  in  the 
King’s  German  Dominions,  (even  without  having  Churches  and  Convents, 
or  their  own  Priefts  and  Monks  wearing  the  Cloaths  of  their  Order,  as 
they  do  there,  a  Thing,  added  they,  too  offenftve  now  to  the  Proteftant 
Eyes  oi  England,)  they  would  take  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  to  hisMajefty. 
Should  all  the  Schools  be  look’d  upon  as  poifon’d  Fountains  of  Sedi¬ 
tion  and  Difaffedtion  to  the  prefent  Government,  becaufe  fome  School- 
mafters  may  have  inftlll’d  Principles  contrary  to  it  into  the  Youth 
committed  to  their  Care  ?  Can  fome  Priefts,  facrificing  to  their  Ambition 
and  Interefts  even  Religion  itfelf,  preaching  Sedition  andPerfecution  out 
of  the  Pulpit,  be  a  fufficient  Ground  to  reflect  on  the  whole  Body  ?  If 
one  was  fo  ignorant  in  Geography,  and  fo  negligent  of  his  D;;ty,  as  to 
proftitute,  as  I  faid  before,  a  Sacrament  on  a  Cojfack ,  fhould  I  fjppofe 
any  other  elfe  would  do  the  fame ;  when  I  know  on  tne  contrary, 
that  there  are  no  Clergy  in  the  World  fo  deeply  learn’d,  and  hardly  fo 
generally  religious  as  the  EngUJh  are  ?  Becaufe  a  French  Vintner  pro¬ 
cured  a  Pettyfogger  to  countenance  both  his  Wife  and  Niece  in  depri¬ 
ving  me  of  my  Servant  j  to  defend  Thefr,  muft  I  think  all  thofe  of  his 
Profeftion  or  Nation,  and  the  Attorneys  to  be  vile  Acceftaries  to  Vice  > 
Nay,  I  judge  more  charitably  of  that  Frenchman ,  by  what  I  obferv’d  ; 
for  whilft  the  Pettyfogger  was  bullying  me,  and  he  happen’d  to  tell 
him  with  a  fmiling  Air  (as  expedting Thanks  for  his  vile  Ufage  towards 
me)  I  am  thirjly ,  we  mujl  drink  of  the  bejl  after  this  ,*  he  remain’d  filent, 
and  put  on  a  more  ferious  and  grave  Countenance,  which  feem’d  to 
difapprove  what  he  heard,  and  ftiew’d  that  he  was  thus  put  to  it  by 
his  Wife  and  Niece,  of  whom  he  might  fay,  if  ever  call  d  to  a  confcious 
Account  for  it,  as  Adam  did  of  Eve.  As  to  the  Niece,  fhe  Teems  to 
like  Stolen  Waters ,  lor  her  Neighbours  aftur’d  me  that  no  Englifh  Maids 
had  yet  ftaid  with  her  two  Months  fince  fhe  lodg’d  there ;  and  if  her 
Inclinations  are  fuch  in  any  other  Refpe&s,  file’ll  do  well  not  to  marry. 
I  won’t  neither  fay  that  all  the  Juftices  are  alike ;  I  hear,  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  that  there  are  Abundance  of  very  honeft  and  impartially  equi¬ 
table  ones,  and  even  that  they  have  almoft:  extirpated  the  Gaming- 
Houfes  before- mention’d.  Refufing  to  receive  Profelytes  or  Converts 
in  any  Religion,  becaufe  many  prove  Impoftors,  and  are  as  ready  to 
profefs  Mahometifm  as  Chriftianity ,  would  be  another  uncharitable 
Piece  of  unjuft  Scruple ;  and  fo  of  all  the  reft. 

In  Auguft  Dr.  Fleetwood  Bilhop  of  Ely  being  dead,  the  Preface  to  his 
Sermons  burnt  by  the  Hangman  about  iz  Years  ago  for  wilhing  too 
freely  for  a  better  Peace  than  that  which  was  then  made,  was  reprinted 
in  one  of  the  Whig  Papers,  with  Verfes,  and  great  Encomiums  both 
on  his  Chara&er  and  that  Preface.  Among  other  Things,  in  Com¬ 
mendation  of  the  Queen’s  Whig  Reign,  therein  that  Prelate  goes 
on  thus  :  ie  The  wonderful  Succefs  with  which  the  Britijh  Arms 
lc  were  attended  for  feven  Years,  and  more,  which  (faid  he)  never 
u  pafs’d  fo  many  together,  and  fo  glorioufly  over  the  Head  of  an 
u  EngUJh  Monarch ;  and  the  Crown  and  Sceptre  feem’d  to  be  the 
u  Queens  leaft  Ornaments i  no  Prince  was  ever  fo  profperous,  fo 
V  o  l.  II.  H  h  h  “  lov’d, 
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“  lov’d,  efteem’d,  and  honour’d  by  their  Subje&s  and  their  Friends, 
<c  nor  near  fo  formidable  to  their  Enemies ;  we  were,  as  all  the  World 
“  then  imagin’d,  juft  entring  on  the  Ways  that  promis’d  to  lead  to 
“  Peace,  as  would  have  anfwer’d  all  the  Prayers  of  our  Religious 
“  Queen,  the  Care  and  Vigilance  of  a  moil  able  Miniftry ,  the  Pay- 
“  ments  of  a  willing  and  obedient  People,  as  well  as  the  glorious 
<c  Toils  and  Hazards  of  the  Soldiery ,  when  God  for  our  Sins  permitted 
“  the  Spirit  of  Difcord  to  go  forth,  and  by  troubling  fore  the  Camp, 
ic  the  City ,  and  the  Country ,  (Oh  that  it  had  altogether  fpared  the 
u  Places  facred  to  his  Worjhip  /}  to  fpoil  for  a  Time  this  beautiful  and 

<c  pleafing  Profped:,  and  give  us  in  its  ftead,  I  know  not  what - - 

“  Our  Enemies  will  tell  the  reft  with  Pleafure;  it  will  become  me  ber- 
“  ter  to  pray  to  God  for  the  Power  of  obtaining  fuch  a  Peace,  as  it 
“  will  be  to  his  Glory,  the  Safety,  Honour,  and  Welfare  of  the  Queen 
“  and  her  Dominions,  &c !' 

The  Whig  Writer  adds,  lc  Pofteriry  will  hardly  believe  that  it  was 
<c  the  Fate  of  this  noble  Preface  to  be  burnt  by  the  Compion  EJang- 
“  man,  and  much  lefs  by  Order  of  a  Proteftant  Houfe  of  Commons ,  that 
tc  pretended  to  be  the  greateft  Friends  to  the  Church  and  Bifloops— 
<c  But  their  Zeal  for  Religion  was  fo  flaming  that  it  burnt  it  up.  The 
tc  Whigs  thereupon  extoll’d  their  Moderation  in  refpedt  of  the  Tory 
“  Writers,  and  inftanc’d  again  the  D.  of  Buckinghams  Works,  and 
“  many  others,  againft  the  happy  Revolution ,  and  the  prefent  Govern- 
“  ment,  which  were  only  fupprefs’d. 

Whilft  I  am  Writing  this,  comes  out  a  very  ingenious  and  learned 
Book,  entitled,  A  ‘Difcourfe  of  the  Grounds  and  Reafons  of  PheGhriftian 
Religion ,  &c.  aferibed  to  the  Author  of  another  Difcourfe  up¬ 
on  Free -Thinking,  written  fome  Twelve  Years  ago,  which  I  hap¬ 
pen’d  to  get  at  the  fame  time.  He  afterts  in  this  former  Difcourfe, 
that  Free-Thinkers  were  the  moft  virtuous  Men  in  all  Ages  :  He  names 
feveral  of  them  ;  as  for  Example,  among  the  Pagans,  Socrates,  Plato 
and  Epicurus ;  among  the  Jews ,  their  Prophets,  Jofephus  their  Hiftp- 
jrian,  &c.  among  the  modern  Chriftians  of  his  Country,  my  Lord 
Bacon,  XDt.Tillotfon,  &c.  He  fays,  that  ic  is  the  only  fure  Way  to  arrive 
to  the  greateft  Perfetftion  in  all  Sciences,  and  to  ^void  being  impofed 
upon. — That  the  Reformation,  in  regard  to  Religion,  with  the  Abo- 
lifhment  of  Superftition,  is  ow7ing  to  it.  He  gives  for  one  Inftance,  a- 
mong  many  others,  “  that  thereby  th zDevil has  been  banilhed  from  the 
ic  United  Provinces ,  where  there  is  not  now  a  Provifional  Law  againft 
u  Witchcraft ;  whereas  he  is  faid  to  appear  round  about  tha t  Republic k 
lt  in  various  and  frightful  Forms,  to  poftefs  one,  and  enter  into  Confe- 
“  deracy  with  another.”  After  having  given  feveral  phufibie  Reafons  of 
the  Ufefulnefs  of  that  Liberty,  and  why  it  ought  to  be  allowed  to  evo- 
ry  Body,  as  well  in  refpedt  of  Religion,  as  of  Law,  of  Phyfick,  gnd 
other  Sciences  ,•  having  fliewed  the  Dangers  which  Mankind  may  run  in 
by  the  contrary,  as  e.g.  of  our  Lives,  by  relying  paftively  on  Phyfi- 
cians'y  of  lofing  our  Right,  by  depending  blindly  on  Lawyers  ,*  of  bq- 
ing  damn’d  eternally,  by  trufting  too  confidently  to  the  Direction  of 
Priefts ,  with  all  that  may  befal  us  thro’  their  Ignorance,  Temerity  or 
Intereft,  he  feems  to  think,  chat  in  fuch  Cafe  ’twou’d  be  better  th$c 
there  fliould  be  none  at  all;  and  thereupon  he  repeats  wfiat  Mr.  leClerc 
fays  of  a  Gentleman,  who  ask’d  a  Proprietor  of  New  Jerfey ,  (where 
there  are  few  Inhabitants  befides  th o.  Qtiakersf)  Whether  they  had  Law¬ 
yers?  whether  Phyjicians  ?  at  laft,  whether  Priefts?  To  which  all  being 
anfwer’d  in  order,  No :  He  reply’jd,  O  happy  Country !  That  muft  be  a 
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Taradife  ;  bur  to  this  I  beg  his  leave  to  anfwer,  that  every  body  is  not 
able  to  think  fufficiently  well  for  himfelf,  nor  fit  to  fludy  the  aforefaid 
Sciences,  <&c.  He  complains  much  of  theDivifions  of  the  Briefls,  in  re- 
fpedt  of  the  Senfe  or  Interpretation  of  the  Scriptures;  of  fome  efpecially 
maintaining  Opinions,  which  they  know  to  be  falfe,  purely  out  of  Self- 
Intereft.  He  proceeds  on  the  fame  Foundation  in  his  new  Difcourfe, 
which  gives  me  now  Occafion  to  mention  the  former ;  to  which  he  does 
prefix  an  Apology  for  Free  Debate,  Free  Writing  and  Free  Printing :  He 
fays,  that  theExcufes  which  fome  Triefts  give  for  their  feeble  or  unfatif- 
fadtory  Interpretations  of  the  Scriptures,  (as  e.g.  that  many  Paflages 
are  interpolated,  fupprefs’d  or  corrupted  therein  by  the  Jews,)  ferve  to 
render  the  fulfilling  of  the  Old  Teftament  Law  uncertain  ,*  and,  in  a 
word,  give  up Chriftianity  to  the  Infidels :  He  pretends  that  they  are  not 
corrupted  by  the  Jews  ;  that  the  Septuagint  Verfion  was  not  agreeable 
to  the  Hebrew  Text  in  the  Days  of  Jefius  Chrifl  and  his  Applies,  by 
whom  Chriftianity  is  founded  on  the  Old  Teftament :  He  quotes  Sc.  Taul 
as  one  of  its  Apoiogifts  againft  Novelty  in  thefe  Words  of  the  Alls  24. 
14.  “  After  the  Way  which  ye  call  Herefy  Worfhip  I  the  God  of  my  Fa - 
“  thers,  believing  all  things  which  are  written  in  the  Law  and  the  Tro- 
<£  phetsl  He  adds,  “  That  the  Chriftian  Divines,  Taylor ,  Wifton  and 
“  Stillingfleet  date  its  Antiquity  from  the  Fall  of  Adam ,  aiTerting  that 
<c  Chrifl  was  then  promifed  in  thefe  Words,  The  Seed  of  the  Woman  Jhall 
<£  break  the  Serpent's  Head ,  which  they  fay  contain  the  Gofpel  in  Mi- 
<c  mature;  and  that  from  that  Time  Men  have  been  faved  by  Faith  in 
<c  that  Tromife  of  Chrifl  to  come!  Dr.  Lightfoot  thinks  he  can  with 
great  Probability  fettle  the  precifeTime  when  the  Chriftian  Covenant  be¬ 
gan,  faying,  “  That  Adam  was  created  on  the  Sixth  Day  ac  Nine  in 
“  the  Morning ;  fell  about  Noon,  that  being  the  time  of  Eating  ;  and 
<£  that  Chrifl  was  promifed  about  Three  a-Ciock  in  the  Afternoon.”  Af¬ 
ter  having  inftanced,  that  it  is  a  common  Method  for  new  Revelations 
to  be  grounded  on  old  ones,  and  confidered  the  various  Changes  in 
Religion,  as  grafted  on  fome  old  Stock,  he  quotes  the  Jefnit  Tachardy 
ire.  who  fays,  <£  That  the  Siamefe  and  Brachmans  pretend  to  have  had 
<c  a  Succeflion  of  Incarnate  Deities  among  them,  who,  ac  a  due  difFe- 
<£  rence  of  Time,  have  brought  from  Heaven  new  Revelations :  ”  Where¬ 
from  he  feems  to  conclude,  that  they  had  an  implicit  or  corifufed  Idea 
of  the  Incarnation  of  Chrifl .  If  fo,  one  may  as  probably  conclude  the 
fame  of  the  Northern  TrinmTDeaty  mention’d  in  my  Chapter  of  Up - 
falay  ire.  in  refpedt  of  the  Trinity .  Thefe  Books  are  fold  privately, 
and  without  the  Names  of  the  Author  and  Printer,  as  being  too  freely 
written  to  meet  with  that  Toleration  and  Reception  from  the  Publick, 
which  he  wilhes  for,  and  dares  not  to  depend  upon. 

Before  I  clofe  this  Work,  I’ll  fay  a  few  Words  more  of  the  Whigs  and 
Tories ,  on  Occafion  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans's  Death.  They  are  di- 
ftinguilhed  or  fubdivided  at  prefent  into  New  and  Old  Whigsy  and  into 
Hanoverian  and  High  Church  Tories.  Thefe  Denominations  do  extend 
themfelves  from  the  Crown  and  Mitre,  or  the  Throne  and  Pulpit,  to 
the  Theatre,  and  to  the  Work-houfe  of  the  meaneft  Artifan,  and  even 
to  the  Wallet ;  fo  that  as  a  New  Whig  would  not  go  and  hear  a  Ser¬ 
mon  of  the  late  Bifhop  of  Rocheftery  nor  will  dill  hear  one  of  Dr.  Sa - 
cheverely  or  a  Piece  of  Theatre  in  Lincoln  s-Inn  Fields  ;  fo  the  new  Bi¬ 
fhop •  of  that  See,  or  Drury-lane  Comedians ,  can  hardly  expedt  any  Tories 
for  Hearers  or  Spectators  ;  no  more  than  Tradefmen  and  Servants  be 
made  ufe  of,  and  Poor  to  be  aflifted,  by  thofe  for  whofe  Party  they 
will  declare  themfelves.  Thefe  Denominations  are  not  confin’d  within 
Great  Britain ,*  all  the  Princes  beyond  Seas,  and  other  Foreigners,  are 
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reckon’d  JVhigs  or  Tories ,  according  to  the  Kindnefs  or  Unkindnefs 
they  fhew  to  one  Party  or  to  another.  The  late  King  of  France  was 
reputed  by  the  Whigs  a  great  Tory ,  or  rather  the  greateft  and  mod 
dangerous  Jacobite  ;  and  even  after  his  Misfortunes,  to  have  a  chief 
hand  in  making  a  Convert  of  the  late  Queen  of  England ,  upon  his 
treating  with  her  of  a  Peace,  in  order  to  pave  a  Way  for  the  Pretender 
towards  the  Britijh  Throne,  after  her  Death.  The  late  King  of  Sweden 
was  looked  upon  as  fuch,  efpecially  when  he  happen’d  to  be  in  War 
with  the  King  of  England  as  Elector,  and  upon  the  Correfpondence  of 
his  Minifters  with  the  Pretenders  Agents  being  difcover’d;  and  as  foon 
as  the  Czar  (an  old  Williamite  or  Whig ,)  had  forfook  his  Allies  for  a  fe- 
parate  Peace  by  Baron  Goertzs  means,  and  was  obferv’d  to  feek  an  Alli¬ 
ance  with  France  and  Spain ,  and  thefe  Powers  feem’d  to  hearken  to  his 
Propofals,  in  order  to  make  the  fame  Ufe  of  him  as  Lewis  XIV.  had 
already  done  of  the  late  King  of  Sweden ,  the  JVhigs  call’d  him  a  Tory - 
Jacobite ,  and  repented  of  having  contributed  fo  much  to  his  Greatnefs 
of  Power,  and  he  is  dill  look’d  upon  as  fuch  by  them ;  and  as  much 
now  extoll’d  by  the  High  Tories ,  as  he  was  before  by  the  old  JVhtgs. 
The  Regent  of  France  having  contributed  as  much,  as  ’tis  well  known, 
with  King  George ,  towards  obliging  King  Philip  of  Spain  to  Band  by 
the  Treaty  of  Utrecht ,  in  refpedt  of  the  Neutrality  in  Italy ,  began  to 
pafs  for  a  Whig.  The  King  of  Sweden  being  kill’d  at  Fredericks-HaUy 
and  the  Queen,  his  Sifter  and  Succeftor,  happening  to  make  an  Alliance 
with  the  King  of  England ,  a  Peace  with  his  Majefty  as  Elettor,  and 
her  Royal  Confort  confirming  both  at  his  Acceftion  to  the  Throne  of 
Sweden ,  they  were  alfo  denominated  good  JVhigs ,  pitied  for  the  Mife- 
ries  befallen  to  their  Kingdoms,  and  judged  worthy  of  the  Britijh  Af- 
fiftance  towards  redreffing  their  Affairs.  The  Regent  being  reported  to 
be  the  firft  Difcoverer  of  the  late  Confpiracy,  and  even  to  have  refufed 
the  Affiftance  he  was  ask’d  for  the  Pretender ,  had  the  Tide  of  a  true 
new  JVhig  confirm’d  to  himfelf ;  and  his  Highnels  happening  to  die 
lately,  the  JVhigs  beftowed  on  him  in  their  private  and  publick  Dif- 
courfes  and  Papers,  all  the  Praifes  which  the  Paris  Gazette  gave  him, 
if  not  more  :  Whereupon  they  were  rallied  or  bantered  by  a  Tory  Pa¬ 
per,  as  knowing  nothing  at  all  of  the  Matter,  wherein  he  compared 
them  to  the  Coxcomb  of  the  Comedy,  who  proftitutes  his  Incenfes 
or  Praifes  to  certain  Perfons  whom  he  judges  worthy  of  it ;  “  For 
€c  that  very  and  only  Reafon,  that  they  are  Civil  to  him.”  And 
boafting  of  better  Intelligences  from  Paris ,  added  to  his  Character 
the  blacked  Defigns  and  Inclinations,  and  afcrib’d  to  the  Nation 
the  utmoft  Hatred  for  him,  viz.  “  That  M.  de  Torcy  had  not 
€t  only  found  out  a  private  Plot  or  Agreement  between  that  Prince 
“  and  the  Whig  Generals,  for  dividing  between  him  (the  Duke )  and 
“  and  the  prelent  Emperor  the  Spanijh  Monarchy,  but  produced  his 
tc  own  Hand-writing  for  it ;  that  notwithftanding  fuch  unqueftionable 
ce  Proof  of  his  Guilt,  the  King  his  Uncle  was  fo  clement  and  gene- 
“  roufty  merciful,  that  he  contented  himfelf  with  making  him  a  private 
<c  Reprimand  upon  it,  without  taking  any  farther  Notice  of  it. — That 
<£  ftnce  that  Monarch’s  Death  he  was  fo  openly  fufpe&ed  of  a  Dehgn 
cc  on  the  young  King’s  Life,  that  happening  in  one  Viftt  he  made  to 
<c  him,  to  prefent  his  Majefty  his  Box  to  take  a  Pinch  of  Snuff,  a  cer- 
“  tain  Duke,  who  was  prefent,  took  the  Snuff  from  between  his  Fin- 
€C  gers,  before  he  could  get  it  to  his  Nofe,  faying,  1  told  your  Majefty 
ci  Snuff  was  not  good for  you  j  that  the  People  were  fo  enrag’d  at  his  Ad- 
“  miniftration  in  refped:  of  Money  Notes,  or  making  Paper  current, 
“  raifing  and  lowering  the  Value  of  Silver  and  Gold  ;  and  that  feveral

c<  Papers  had  been  fcatter’d  about  the  Palais  Royal,  with  thefe  Words, 
i£  Ravaiilac  dort,  il  nefi pas  mort,  Ravaiilac  does  only  Jleep ,  he  is  not  dead \ 
“  &c.”  The  Whigs  retorted  the  Companion  on  the  Tory  Writer  thus, 
u  You  refemble  more  the  Coxcomb  than  we,  dye.  for  your  pretended 
<£  Intelligences  and  malicious  Afperfions  on  that  great  Princes  Me- 
<c  mory,  will  appear  to  any  impartial  Judge  to  have  no  otherFoundation 
“  or  Reafon,  but  becaufe  you  thought  him  uncivil  to  you  in  difeo- 
“  vering  your  Friends,  and  not  countenancing  their  ill  Defigns  againfl 
“  our  Happy  Conftitution }  or  for  being,  as  you  fay,  civil  to  us  who  are 
“  better  affe&ed  to  King  George ;  for  the  ! Paris  Gazette  is  a  better 
“  Foundation  for  us  than  your  pretended  Secret  Memoirs  from  the 
“  fame  Place  ;  and  we  cannot  with  Juftice  be  tax’d  with  Partiality  and 
<c  Flattery,  or  fcanning  Characters  by  guefs  without  knowing  any 
“  thing  of  the  matter,  dye.  in  repeating  the  very  fame  Praifes  that  a 
“  Paper,  printed  there  by  Authority,  as  is  here  our  London  Gazette , 
“  bellows  on  him  j  and  contradicts  that  publick  Hatred  which  you 
u  mention  ,  fince  fuch  Praifes  Ihow  how  much  he  was  beloved ;  and 
“  befides  we  have  Inltances,  even  in  France ,  of  Minilters  of  State 
“  hated }  how  their  Memory  has  been  abufed,  as  foon  as  their  Power 
**  ceafed  by  their  Death  ;  among  others,  Cardinal  Mazarin? 

Happening  to  be  at  a  CofTee-houfe  in  London,  which  is  much  fre¬ 
quented  by  Frenchmen ,  I  heard  one  of  that  Nation,  an  old  Servant 
of  the  ‘Dauphin ,  the  prefent  King’s  Grandfather,  fay  to  fome  of  his 
Company  pretty  loud,  and  with  fome  Heat,  upon  the  black  Defigns , 
dye.  laid  to  the  Regent's  Charge,  (i  I  was  for  the  fecond  time  in  En - 
<£  gland  with  the  Duke  d'Aumont ;  and  I  obferved  then,  that  the  Englijh 
u  pretend  to  know  better  what  palfes  of  moll  Secrets  in  the  Cabinet 
€i  of  our  Princes,  of  our  Affairs,  Happinefs  or  Mifery,  than  ourfelves. 

They  are  indeed  a  llrange  Nation,  Us  voudroient  Changer  de  Dieudy 
<(  de  Roy  comme  de  Chemife,  faid  he.  They  would  change  as  often  their 
Ci  God  and  King  as  Shirts  j  to  repeat  his  very  Terms.  Not  contented 
<£  with  plaguing  and  abufing  their  Governors,  they  would  have  us  to 
“  do  the  fame  with  our  own  ;  they  extend  to,  and  call  their  abulive 
“  Language  on  them,  call  us  a  Pack  of  Afles  or  Slaves  to  fix  our 
“  Love,  RefpeCl  and  Submilfion  to  them,  talk  and  write  things  which 
we  never  thought,  dream’d,  fpoke  or  knew  of.  We  are  as  forry  for 
(e  the  Murther  of  Henry  IV.  as  any  of  them  can  appear  for  that  of 
<c  Charles  I.  and  hope  that  no  fuch  a  Monller,  as  Ravaiilac,  lhall  be 
“  born,  or  raifed  in  our  Nation,  as  long  as  itsNameswill  laft.  I  know 
u  fo  much  of  the  late  Great  King,  that  if  he  had  fuch  Proofs  in  his 
iC  Hands,  as  ’tis  written  here,  his  Jullice  had  taken  place  of  his 
“  Clemency,  fans  balancer ;  that  the  lelfer  Punifhment  for  his  High- 
<£  nefs  had  been  a  perpetual  Imprifonment  between  four  Walls.  I 
<£  remember  how  jealous  he  was  of  his  Authority  and  Glory,  and  how 
tf<  feverely  juft  in  much  lefs  Criminal  Cafes,  among  others  that  of 
u  Duelling  ;  whereupon  he  faid  he  would  not  forgive  it  to  his  own 
6C  Brother  ;  and  e.  g.  Madam  de  Maintenon  could  not  prevail  on  his 
a  Majelly  t;o  have  a  Duel,  fought  between  C.  Quelus  one  of  her  near 
eC  Relations  and  another  Gentleman,  to  let  it  pafs  for  an  Encounter  in 
<e  the  heat  of  Blood,  tho’  there  were  many  Appearances  for  it.  The 
<c  Difference  between  the  prefent  King  of  Spain  and  the  late  Duke  of 
“  Orleans,  added  he,  is  too  well  known,  to  repeat  what  Hand  that 
<c  Great  Monarch  had  in  their  Reconciliation.  As  to  his  pretended 
e<  Defign  on  the  prefent  King’s  Life,  there  has  been  nothing  more  in  it, 
than  there  was  in  the  Death  of  the  two  lall  Dauphins ,  the  Duke  of 
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<c  Berry ,  afcrib’d  to  his  Highnefs  by  fuch  Coffee-houfe  Politicians  A- 
“  broad,  who  would  have  them  to  be  poifon’d  by  him,  of  which  no- 
<£  thing  was  ever  faid  or  fufpedted  in  France  that  I  knew  of;  and  if 
“  his  Highnefs  had  there  any  Enemy  malicious  and  unjuft  enough  to 
hint  it,  the  very  Diftempers  which  they  died  of  had  been  fufficient 
“  to  deftroy  all  Sufpicions  about  it ;  unlefs  they  would  have  him  to 
“  have  found  in  his  Skill  in  Chimiftry  a  new  and  wonderful  Art,  of 
€t  communicating  them  as  they  do  here  Small-Pox  by  Inoculation,  the 
<c  better  to  cover  or  hid  fuch  black  Actions,  fo  kill  without  Sufpicion, 
££  and  confequently  with  Impunity.  As  to  his  Adminiftration,  added 
41  he,  moreover,  which  they  call  Tyrannical  here ;  there  are  few  igno- 
<£  rant,  how  much  France  was  exhaufled  and  indebted,  for  fupporting 
u  King  Philip  on  the  Spanijh  Throne  fo  far,  that  fevcral  Memorials 
££  have  been  prefentedto  his  Majefty  upon  our  lofing  confiderable  Bat- 
<£  ties,  toconfent  toaDivifion  of  that  Monarchy,  according  tothefirft 
44  Plan  ;  and  they  muft  confider  therefore,  that  his  Highnefs  has  been 
<c  obliged  to  have  recourfe  to  fome  extraordinary  Expedients  towards 
“  paying  the  Debts  of  the  Government ;  the  Money  Notes,  and  rai- 
<c  ling  or  lowering  the  real  Species,  were  not  new  ones.  Thofe  that 
<£  complain,  perhaps  the  mod,  are  Partifans ,  and  other  Bloodfuckers, 
<c  whom,  as  a  good  Cafuifi  in  Politicks ,  he  obliged  to  a  Reftitution  of 
“  what  they  have  robbed  thqKingdom  of.5’  He  quoted  for  an  Inftance, 
among  others,  one  who  demanded  Eleven  Millions  of  Livres  from  the 
Crown,  to  which  he  is  to  pay  above  Three  ;  and  to  fliew  his  Impar¬ 
tiality,  faid,  that  he  had  no  Employ  under  this  Reign,  did  not  wifh 
any,  had  no  Wife  or  Children,  and  was  contented  with  what  he  had : 
He  expatiating  himfeif  pretty  much  on  theDeceafed's  Character,  added, 
“  That  there  was  no  fitter  Perfon  for  redrelling  of  the  French  Affairs ;  to 
tc  preferve  the  prefent  King’s  Minority  from  fuch  Troubles  as  that  of  his 
“  Grandfire  was  attended  with  ;  none  of  a  better  Nature,  clearer  Head, 
££  of  readier  Wir,  greater  Application,  finer  Memory,  and  richer  Parts 
<£  both  natural  and  acquifitious  ;  that  he  knew  more  of  all  polite  Learn- 
<£  ing  than  ever  a  Prince  of  his  Nation  had  done  before  him  ;  that  he 
“  was  a  great  Protedfor,  and  as  generous  an  Encourager  of  it ;  Brave  be- 
yond  Expreffion,  and  an  incomparable  good  Friend,  &c.  for  the  reft, 
<c  that  he  loved  a  Girl,  aGlafs  of  Wine,  and  was  glad  to  fee  his  Friends 
<c  enjoy,  as  well  as  himfeif,  the  Pleafures  of  Life,  and  took  a  particu- 
<c  lar  one  to  contribute  as  much  to  it  as  they  might  wifh  ;  but  that  he 
€t  was  as  fit  for  Bufinefs  in  the  Day-time,  after  having  pafs’d  whole 
<c  Nights  with  them,  as  if  he  had  refrefhed  his  Blood  and  Spirit  with  long 
<£  Sleeps,  &cd  Tho’  I  am  not  naturally  much  fond  of  new  Acquain¬ 
tance,  I  heard,  with  a  curious  Attention,  his  handfome  manner  of  talk¬ 
ing  of  that  Prince,  and  engaged  in  their  Company  and  Converfation ; 
and  told  him  thereupon,  “  Sir,  Give  me  leave  to  tell  you  that  you  muft 
c£  not  aferibe  to  a  whole  Nation  a  few  Malecontents  ;  if  you  have 
<£  been  here  before,  as  you  fay,  you  cannot  but  have  known  fome  En- 
iC  ghfo as  fine  and  rich  Parts  as  any  elfewhere,  who  do  juflice  to 
<£  Merit,”  HefaicJ’twas  true,  and  named  me  even  feveralbut  he  would 
not  permit  thefe  few  to  be  rallying  on,  and  reflecting  thus  on  every 
body,  even  Princes  who  were  Friends  to  the  Nation,  without  Foun¬ 
dation,  and  with  Impunity.  I  reply’a,  that  the  punifhing  of  them 
wou’d  pafs  for  an  Encroachment  on  their  dear  Liberty.  I  have  feen 
him  four  or  five  times  fince,  and  I  believe  he  is  ftill  here. 

Both  th zWhyg  and  Tory  Papers  have  given  a  lefs  partial  Character  to 
the  late  Grand  Duke  of  Tujcany ,  who  died  a  Month  before  the  Regent, 
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as  being  perhaps  more  Neutral,  or  a  Stranger  to  their  Party  Divifions. 
Though  the  Whig  Papers  enlarged  the  moll  upon  it,  but  both  gene¬ 
rally  gave  him  a  good  one.  The  Tory  Paper  above  men  ion  d  was  very 
fhort,  but  extolTd  particularly  hisHighnefs’s  Admiration  of  the  EngUJh 
Flocks  of  Sheep,  in  the  Vilit  to  King  Charles  IPs  Court;  and  that 
Prince  did  certainly  defervewhat  has  been  laid  of  him.  He  was  beyond 
Contradiction  the  greated  Tertuofo  for  a  Prince,  and  had  the  richell  in 
Quality  and  Quantity  of  both  Modern  and  Antique  Rarities  that  ever 
were.  As  to  his  Civility  to  Strangers,  it  was  beyond  Exp^elfion  ;  his 
Complaifance  to  Vertuofos ,  and  Admirers  of  noble  Relicks  of  Antiquity 
was  fuch,  that  he  took  often  a  delight  to  fhew  them  himfelf  what  he 
had  mod  lingular  and  obfervable,  to  hear  their  Sentiments  upon  them  5 
and  his  Antiquaries ,  worthy  of  his  Choice  and  Civility,  were  always 
ready  to  attend  them,  and  inform  thole  that  were  Curious,  tho’  not 
always  Learned,  of  every  thing  they  fhew’d  them.  ’Tis  pity  that  this 
Family,  which  owes  not  to  Birth  its  fird  Rife,  but  to  perfonal  Merit,  and 
to  whom  the  Subjects  of  Tufcany  do  owe  the  Happinefs  they  enjoy, 
fhould  be  fo  near  to  its  Extinction  ;  and  tis  to  be  wilh’d,  for  the  Con¬ 
tinuation  of  this  Happinefs,  and  the  Tranquility  of  poor  Chriflian  Eu¬ 
rope,  who  has  lod  fo  much  of  her  Blood  by  the  Difference  of  her  Prin¬ 
ces,  that  Heaven  would  be  pleas’d  to  grant  a  Heodat  to  the  Re-uniori 
of  the  prefent  Grand  “Duke  with  the  Princefs  his  Spoufe,  whom  tis  faid 
his  Highnefs  has  written  for. 

%^The  faid  Imputation  of  Speaking  or  Writing  by  Guefs,  Hear- 
fay,  or  upon  Memoirs  extracted  from  Gazettes ,  remind  me  of  fom6 
Authors  who  write  Travels  without  ever  dirring  out  of  the  Country, 
or  Hidories  without  better  Foundations ;  as,  among  others,  Schef- 
fer us  s  Account  of  Lapland,  the  King  of  Sweden's  Hidory,  printed  in 
London ,  under  the  Name  of  a  Scotch  Officer,  pretending  to  have 
been  in  his  Service  at  Tultowa ,  Bender ,  &c.  where  Mr  .Jefferies,  who 
follow’d  that  Prince  all  the  while,  and  all  the  Swedijh  Officers  that  I 
knowr,  do  witnefs  that  there  was  no  fuch  one  of  that  Nation,  if  that 
Hidory  itfelf  did  not  contradiCt  it;  for  at  Bender ,  I  am  certain,  there 
was  none.  "" Gazettes  indeed  are  poor  and  uncertain  Sources  to  draw 
out  Memoirs  from,  tho’  we  may  well  depend  on  them  for  what  they 
fay  of  the  pubiickTranfaCtions  of  the  Country  where  they  are  writ¬ 
ten  :  But  to  frame  out  of  our  Publick  Papers  an  Hidory  of  the  Tartar 
Meriizeis ,  e.g.  and  his  Expedition  in  Terfia,  where  there  are  no  fuch 
Thing  as  even  Pods  for  Letters,  any  more  than  in  Turk )  and  other  Ea- 
dern  Parts,  it  would  be  a  drong  Chaos  of  Contradictions,  as  we  may 
judge  by  the  different  Accounts  of  it,  Which  we  have  already  re  a  ^  in 
thefe  Papers.  Befides,  a  Gentleman  of  known  Honour  and  Sincerity,  who 
is  but  lately  come  from  Terfia,  tells  us,  ‘That  Merrweis  is  dead  a  good 
“  while  ago;  that  he  was  a  kind  of  Cham  from  among  the  great  Tar* 
<£  tars ,  under  the  unfortunate  Sophi ,  who  being  difobliged  by  the  Terfian 
ei  Minidry  became  a  Malecontent,  and  furpriz’d  one  of  the  mod  impor- 
Jd  tant  Places  or  Cadies  in  a  Pafiege  between  Terfia  and  the  Grand  Mo - 
c<  gill's  Dominions  ;  that  having  drengthned  and  fecured  himfelf  there, 
€t  he  began  to  obdruCt  the  Terfian  Commerce,  by  plundering  Cara- 
<c  vans,  &c.  Whereupon  the  Sophi  s  Prime  Minider,  who  govern’d  both 
“  him  and  the  Kingdom,  (that  Prince  being  the  weaked  that  ever  fat 
<c  on  that  Throne,)  fent  at  divers  Times  ag'ainft  that  Male  content, 
<c  Grandees  of  whom  he  was  jealous,  with  a  few  Troops  at  once,  and 
u  without  Money  or  necedary  Provifions,  as  to  their  own  De'druCh'on, 
“  that  they  might  not  partake  with  him,  and  the  other  Omrus^G r  State- 
ec  Miniders,  his  Creatures,  the  Power  and  Revenues  of  the  Kingdom  ; 
“  that  they  were  accordingly  all  defeated  one  after  another ;  that  the 
-  J  0  J  «  bed 
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®£  beft  Ferfian  Troops  being  thus  deftroy’d  in  Retail  with  their  Lea- 
<£  ders,  when  he  lefs  thought  that  Meriweis  would  attempt  any  thing 
a  further,  with  a  Foignee  de  monde ,  as  fay  the  French ,  •viz.  5  or  6000 
“  Men,  which  was  the  greateft  Number  he  tiad  :  But  this  Tartar 
<£  being  encourag’d  by  his  Succefs,  and  the  Condition  wherein  he  knew 
“  the  Sophis  other  Forces  to  be,  as  well  as  the  Condud:  of  that  Mi- 
cC  niiler,  (a  Man  generally  hated  for  a  publick  Blood-fucker,  gathering 
<£  Riches  for  himfelf,  and  engrolfing  all  the  Places  of  Profit  into  his 
“  own  Family  bed des,)  the  Sophi  himfelf  being  defpifed  by  his  Sub- 
<£  jeds  for  his  Imbecility,  he  came  out  of  his  Hole  with  thefe  6000 
<£  Men,  before  Ifpahan ,  and  reduced  at  laft  the  Inhabitants  to  deliver 
u  him  the  Royal  Family  ;  that  they  were  even  willing  to  acknowledge 
“  him  for  their  Sovereign,  but  that  he  declined  it,  and  contented  him- 
Jt  felf  with  exading  great  Contributions,  plundering  the  Royal  Trea- 
tc  fure  where  he  found  almoft  nothing  5  that  leaving  them  to  a  kind  of 
“  ’Democracy ,  for  which  he  promis’d  them  his  Protedion,  he  retired 
<c  again  into  his  Hole,  where  he  carried  the  depos’d  Sophi  with  his 
“  Family,  except  one  of  his  Sons,  who  made  his  Efcape  with  a  few 
<c  Omras ;  that  he  put  to  Death  the  Prime  Minifter,  and  feveral  others 
c£  who  were  deliver’d  to  him  by  the  Inhabitants,  as  the  Authors  of  their 
<c  Misfortunes;  that  as  to  the  old  Sophi,  ’twas  not  known,- when  he 
<£  the  faid  Gentleman  left  Ferfia ,  whether  he  was  dead,  but  that  for 
“  certain  Meriweis  was  fo;  and  that  a  Son  of  his,  call’d  Miry-Mahcot , 
“  continued  to  raife  Contributions  in  the  Country,  and  to  plunder 
tC  with  rather  lefs  than  more  Troops  than  the  aforefaid  Number,  and 
\t£  had  not  as  yet  expreffed  any  Defign  on  the  vacant  Throne.”  So 
that  Ferfia ,  without  a  King,  being  reduced  now  to  one  or  two  Plun¬ 
derers,  is  like  to  be  laid  wafte  in  a  new  manner,  more  aurhentickly 
and  magnificently  rerrible,  by  the  Jealoufy  of  theCs^zr  and  Grand  Seig¬ 
nior,  who  do  efpoufe,  one  the  Caufe  of  the  young  Pretender,  fa  wor¬ 
thy  Son  and  Heir  of  his  Father  for  his  Imbecility}  fays  the  Gentle¬ 
man,  this  young  Prince  profering  him,  as  we  hear,  by  a  folemn  Trea¬ 
ty,  fome  fine  Provinces,  befides  his  yielding  of  thofe  which  he  has 
already  feized  upon,  for  helping  him  to  afeend  the  Throne  of  his  Fa¬ 
ther  as  his  Hereditary  Right ;  the  other  that  of  her  Mufifidman  Fro- 
teFtor ,  who  has  already  freed  her  from  that  fortjof  Ariftocratical  Ty¬ 
ranny  which  file  groan’d  under,  and  endeavoursTo  recover  what  !he 
has  already  loft  on  the  Cafpian  Sea,  and  preierve  her  the  Muffulman 
Provinces  which  are  proferr’d  to  a  Guiaour,  by  a  worfe  than  a  natural 
one,  fay  the  Turks ,  meaning  the  young  Sophi,  who,  again!!  the  Holy 
Alchoran ,  which  does  not  allow  MuJJulmen  to  be  Allies  or  Subjects  to 
Gniaours,  has  made  an  Alliance  with  the  Czar,  (for  Religion  and  Juftice 
are  too  often  made  ufe  of  in  fuch  Cafes,)  they  will  go  with  a  numerous 
and  invincible  Army,  in  the  Name  of  God,  to  fupport  him  ( Miry - 
Mahoot)  again!!  them  both  in  this  Undertaking,  &c.  So  that  Ferfia  (I 
fay  again)  is  like  to  have  more  and  more  numerous  or  dangerous  Plun¬ 
derers  than  hitherto,  who  may  at  laft  fight  who  {hall  eat  up  the  whole 
Oyfter.  The  difeovering  of  which  leaving  to  Time,  I  come  now  to  a 
Conclufion,  with  King  Georges  Rerurn  from  his  German  Dominions  with 
a  new  Year,  into  his  Britijh  Realms  ;  where  his  good  Subjects,  after 
having  been  plunged  for  above  Six  Months  in  a  kind  of  Night  of  Sor¬ 
row,  not  much  unlike  that  of  the  remote!!  Laplanders,  when  the  Sun 
abandons  their  Horizon  for  almoft  as  long,  are  now  as  much  recreated 
at  it,  as  we  imagine  thofe  People  to  be  at  that  Flanet's  appearing  a- 
gain  to  them  ,*  they  are  wilhing  that  they  may  enjoy  for  a  great  many 
January  Years  without  Tnrermilfion,  without  Plots,  or  any  other  fuch  Troubles, 
1  X72/5  his  Majefty’s  Prefence,  which  will  revive  their  Trade,  Welfare,  &c.

HIS  Circular  Command  of  our  Imperial  Power,'  \yn] 
is  dirc&ed  to  you  all,  and  each  in  particular,  to  pag#  V 
let  you  know,  That  having  concluded  a  Peace  in 
1 1 12,  with  the  Cz^r  of  Mufcovyy  we  have  always 
pun&ually  obferv’d  it ;  but  the  Czar ,  following  his 
perfidious  Inclinations,  has  broke  it  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  Points  and  others,  viz. 

I.  In  building  a  Fore  too  near  one  of  our  Caflles,  call’d  Hor ,  or 
P recop,  contrary  to  the  Treaty  folemnly  fwore  to. 

II.  By  ere&ing  others  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  Gameskj ,  upon  our 
Sea  of  Zalatchy  and  building  there  a  Fleet,  which  he  daily  encreafes, 
for  fome  pernicious  and  unjuft  Defign  againft  our  Empire. 

III.  By  taking  Pofleftion  of  Vkraniay  which  we  gave  up  to  the 
Poles ,  and  putting  a  Mufcovite  Garrifon  in  Rafeva ,  a  Polijh  Fortrefs, 
and  in  Camnteck . 

IV.  By  fending  (after  his  Advantage  over  the  King  of  Sweden) 
his  Troops  on  our  Territories,  who  feiz’d  700  of  his  Men  thereon. 

V.  By  having  order’d  or  permitted  them  to  enter  into  the  Diftri&s 
of  Crim ,  call'd  Game  sky  and  Zezenky ,  burnt  and  pillag’d  two  Villages, 
and  carry’d  away  their  Inhabitants  and  their  Cattle  that  could  not 
make  their  Efcape,  and  killed  twenty  Mujfalmen  who  refilled  them. 

VI.  This  perfidious  Czar ,  not  fatisfy’d  with  fo  many  unjuft  and  bar¬ 
barous  A&ions  committed  with  Impunity,  has  alfo  now  an  Army  in 
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Poland,  and  Ruffian  Garrifons  in  feveral  of  its  Towns,  under  Pretence 
of  keeping  them  for  the  Republick,  or  for  King  Augujlus  :  Hp  has 
taken  Pofieflion  of  Sit  rat  tin  and  Hot  tin  belonging  to  our  Province  of 
Moldavia ;  and  all  his  Proceedings  /hew  clearly  his  wicked  Deiigns 
again  ft  our  glorious  and  augud  Empire,  after  he  has  executed  thoie 
lie  has  form’d  upon  Poland and  th  Provinces  of  the  King  of  Sweden , 
a  Friend  to  our  fublime  Porte ,  whom  God  blefs  and  prolper. 

Thefe  wicked  Ads,  <and  otners  which  have  been  from  time  to  time 
reprefented  to  ouraugufl  Porte,  and  our  gracious  and  indulgent  Clemen¬ 
cy  has  hitherto  conniv’d  at,  on  account  of  Excufes  made  and  Pardons 
beg’d  by  the  Violator’s  Minifler,  now  in  ourCadle  of  the  Seven  Powers ; 
not  ceafing,  have  reduced  the  mod  illudrious  and  honourable  Tartar - 
Han,  Velvet  Gherai ,  (whofe  Glory  may  God  encreale  and  perpetuate, 
and  recompence  his  Fidelity  and  Vigilance,)  to  come  to  our  lubiime 
Porte ,  and  make  to  us  fuch  Remondrances  as  his  Zeal  for  the  Prefer- 
vation  of  our  augud  Empire  fuggeded  to  him,  upon  the  Dangers 
which  threaten  it,  and  the  Ncceflky  of  preventing  them,  by  making 
War  upon  the  perfidious  and  forlworn  Czar :  Upon  which  1  affembled 
my  great  and  wife  Divan ,  compofed  of  the  wifed  and  mod  verfed  in 
the  Law,  the  great  Vifier,  Muffti ,  Reis  Effiendi ,  Vifiers  of  the  Bench , 
Secretaries,  and  other  Miniders  of  our  augud  Porte ,  to  whom  the  a- 
bovefaid  mod  illudrious  Han  Ihew’dthc  jud  Caufe  and  Reafons  we  had

you  march  through,  nor  fuffer  the  Soldiers  to  take  any  Thing  with¬ 
out  paying  for  it;  and  be  fure  that  the  Number  mentioned  in  this  Hat- 
ticheriff  be  compleat  to  a  Man.  Given  in  Stamholl ,  the  City  of  our 
ufual  Refidence,  in  the  beginning  of  the  Moon  Zilkaddey  nzz.

General  Poniatowski’x  Letter  to  I\ing  StaniflauSj  about  the 

Battle  of  Pruch. 


SIRE, 

jSjj;  T  do  myfelf  by  this  the  Honour  to  acquaint  your  Majefty  with  the 

Pap.  11.  A  Grange  Conduct  of  the  Fifier  on  the  Truths  and  negled:  of  the  fair- 
eft  Opportunity  in  the  World,  to  carry  the  Czar  Prifoner  to  the  Sul¬ 
tan,  which  was  as  eafy  for  him  as  for  me  to  write  this. 

His  Swedijh  Majefty  having  ordered  me  to  make  the  Campaign 
with  that  V'tfier,  I  fpared  neither  Pains  nor  Advice  to  make  him  fen- 
fible  of  the  Advantages  his  formidable  Army  gave  him  over  the  Ene¬ 
my,  and  fuggeft  the  Meafures  to  be  taken  not  to  mifs  of  Succefs. 
Heaven  gave  us  that  mo  ft  defireable  and  favourable  Opportunity  on 
the  eightenth  of  July,  N.  S.  when,  our  Army  confifting  of  above 
100,000  Men,  befides  the  Tartars ,  we  faw  General  Janus,  (who 
with  8000  Horfe,  was  detach’d  by  the  Enemy,  encamp’d  about  three 
Leagues  oft,  to  reconnoitre  us)  come  to  the  other  fide  of  the  Truth , 
oppofite  to  us.  At  firft  he  made  as  if  he  would  take  poft  there,  and 
wait  for  the  whole  Army,  to  difpute  our  pafting  the  River ;  but  our 
Tartars  fwimming  over  it  with  their  Horfes,  according  to  their  Cu- 
(torn,  to  meet  the  new  Commees;  the  General  fearing  he  flioulcl  be 
cut  oft  from  the  Army,  caufed  great  Fires  to  be  made  in  his  new 
Camp,  and  diflodged  at  Midnight  to  rejoin  the  Czar.  As  fdon  as, we 
perceiv’d  it,  we  caufed  Bridges  to  be  laid  over  the  River,  which  being 
finilh’d  about  eight  in  the  Morning,  a  Party  of  our  Horfe,  commanded 
by  two  Balhaws,  pafted  over  to  the  other  Side,  and  being  joined  by  the 
Tartars,  endeavour’d  to  overtake  the  General  in  his  Retreat,  which 
they  could  net  do  till  he  was  in  Sight  of  the  Czars  main  Army: 
However  they  fell  upon  him  with  fuch  Fury,  that  in  this  firft  Attack 
they  cut.  oft  half  his  Men;  the  reft  fted  with  the  General,  and  had 
much  ado  to  get  to  their  main  Body.  This  fortunate  Beginning  much 
encouraging  the  Turks,  the  Vifier  palled  the  River  the  next  Day  with 
his  Army,  defigning  only  to  encamp  and  remain  all  that  Day  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  a  League  from  the  Bridges  ;  but  as  great  Part  of  the  Elorfe 
was  march’d  forwards,  and  fought  to  fight  the  Enemy  wherever  they 
could  find  them,  the  Czar  feeing  the  Intrepidity  and  Force  of  our 
Troops,  and  frighted  with  the  Danger  he  was  in,  thought  of  nothing 
but  a  Retreat,  which  could  not  now  be  made,  but  in  the  Sight  of 
our  Men,  and  with  an  unavoidable  and  confiderable  I.ofs  of  his :  For 
as  foon  as  his  Cavalry  came  never  fo  little  out  of  their  Lines,  they 

were

iVere  prcfcntly  cut  to  Pieces,  fo  that  they  were  forced  to  difmountj 
and,  with  the  Baggage  in  the  Middle,  carry  Ckevaiix  ele  Frife  upon 
their  Shoulders,  and  on  the  leaf!  Attack  of  ours,  make  a  dand>  that 
they  might  not  be  broken.  But  the  Mujcoviie  Generals  obferving  ours 
gained  continual,  arid  great  Advantage  over  them;  and  that  nocwith- 
ltanding  all  their  Precautions,  they  had  loll  great  Part  of  their  Bag¬ 
gage,  which  the  Tartars  were  carrying  away,  with  fome  of  the  Officers 
who  guarded  it,  being  encouraged  by  this  their  Succefs,  to  return  fre¬ 
quently  to  the  Attack :  Thus  I  fay,  in  fhort,  the  Enemy  for efeeing  entire 
and  inevitable  Ruin,  in  continuing  fuch  a  March,  formed  a  Square  of 
the  whole  Army,  making  a  Barrier  all  round  it  with  Chevaux  de  Frife : 
And  as  loon  as  they  perceived  ours  took  Breath  a  little,  to  return 
the  more  vigoroufly  to  the  Attack,  they  advanced  with  great  Precipi¬ 
tation  to  gain  a  Wood  half  a  League  off,  which  would  favour  their 
Retreat;  but  ours  allow’d  them  but  little  time  for  it,  falling  frequently 
upon  them,  and  incommoding  their  March.  As  I  was  then  with  the 
Cavalry,  and  found  that  without  Infantry  it  would  be  very  difficult, 
if  not  impoffiblc,  to  hinder  their  gaining  the  Wood,  I  made  hade  to 
perfuade  the  Vifier  to  change  the  Dedgn^  f  which  he  feem’d  dill  to  perfid 
in,)  of  daying  where  he  was,  and  decamp  and  march  immediately  to  the 
Enemy  with  the  red  of  the  Army,  if  he  would  not  loofe  the  fined  Op¬ 
portunity  in  the  World,  and  which  he  could  never  recover  again.  My 
drong  Remondrances  having  moved  his  Flegm,  he  began  to  march  in  the 
fame  time  our  Turkijb  Horfe,  Tartars ,  and  a  few  Foies ,  who  had  al¬ 
ready  fignalized  themfelves;  perform’d  Miracles  of  Valour,  for  they 
not  only  hindered  the  Enemy’s  gaining  the  Wood,  which  was  the  only 
Thing  to  be  fear’d,  but  fcarce  let  them  gain  the  Banks  of  the  River, 
which  was  but  a  Cannon-ffiot  from  them.  In  the  Evening  our  main 
Army  drawing  near,  it  was  refolved  not  to  attack  the  Enemy  till  next 
Day,  and  content  our  felves  with  furrounding  and  blocking  them  up ; 
but  the  Janizaries  no  fooner  faw  them  reduced  to  thefe  Streights,  than 
they  fell  on  Sword  in  Hand,  without  waiting  for  Orders  of  their  Of¬ 
ficers,  and  with  extraordinary  Vigour,  forced  the  Chevaux  de  Frife , 
and  began  to  make  great  Slaughter;  but  as  they  attack’d  without  Or¬ 
ders,  and  were  not  fudained  by  a  fufficient  Number  of  S pah  is ,  they 
were  repulfed  after  having  fpent  their  fird  Fury.  Neverthelefs  they 
made  a  fecond  Attack,  notwithdanding  the  Obfcurity  of  the  Night, 
which  was  a  great  Hindrance  to  their  Succefs:  The  Janizar-Aga 
could  hardly  make  them  defid  and  wait  till  Day ;  for  infpite  of  the 
Enemy’s  vigorous  Refidance,  they  obdinately  refolved  to  finifh  the 
Matter  without  waiting  till  Morning;  and  they  would  have  done  it 
if  they  had  had  Light.  The  Night  was  fpent  in  bringing  up  our  Ar¬ 
tillery,  and  the  Januaries  cad  up  a  fmall  Farapet  before  them.  As' 
foon  as  the  Day  appear’d,  our  Artillery  play’d:  Upon  which  the  Czar; 
feeing  no  Hopes  of  Safety  by  Reftdance,  prevented  the  Attack  of  the 
JaniffarieS)  by  permitting  General  Czeremetof  to  fend,  in  his  Name, 
an  Officer  with  a  Letter  to  the  Vifier ,  to  ask  Peace  of  him.  Ths; 
Vifier  received  him  with  fome  Haughtinefs  and  Pride:  Blit  upon  fome1 
others  coming  foon  after,  and  begging  a  Sufpendon  of  Anns  or  Hodi- 
lities,  faying  a  Plenipotentiary  was  coming  from  the  Czar  with  Carte 
Blanks  to  treat,  this  Vifier ,  who,  to  our  Misfortune,  is  unexperienc’d, 
and  of  a  poor  Genius,  laid  afide  all  his  Haughtinefs,  and  granted 
their  Requed  ;  and  the  Chancellor  Shaffiroph  arriv’d,  and  with  hi£ 
fubmiflive  Harrangue  and  Propofals,  made  him  break  the  Promifes 
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had  made  me,  to  follow  ar  lead  my  Advice  in  the  Treaty :  For, 
indead  of  impofing  on  the  Czar  fuch  Conditions  as  he  might  nave 
,  done,  and  the  Czar  offer’d  to  accept,  whatever  they  were,  he  only 
demanded  of  his  Minider  what  follows. 

I.  That  the  Czar  fhouid  deliver  up  the  City  of  Afoph ,  raze  the 
Fortifications  of  Taganrock ,  Samar ra>  and  Kamienka  ;  redore  to  the 
Zaporavian  Cofaks  their  ancient  Privileges,  with  their  Liberty,  and 
renounce  Ukrania . 

II.  That  he  fhouid  not  meddle  any  more  with  the  Affairs  of  Poland , 
but  withdraw  all  the  Troops  he  has  there. 

III.  That  he  lhould  deliver  to  the  fublime  Porte,  Cantemir ,  the  re¬ 
bellious  Hofpodar  of  Moldavia ,  and  another  Greek ,  called  Sava  Raguze . 

IV.  That  he  fhouid  pay  one  Years  Revenue  of  Moldavia ,  of 
which  his  Troops  had  hindred  the  Collection,  by  the  Damages  they 
have  done  there. 

V.  That  he  fhouid  deliver  up  to  him  all  the  great  Artillery  in  his 
Camp. 

Mod  of  the  Bajhaws  and  Officers  of  my  Acquaintance  were  ex¬ 
tremely  furprized  at  the  Conduct  of  the  Fifier ,  and  thought  he  fhouid 
have  fird  demanded  that  the  Czar  fhouid  furrender  himlelf,  with  all 
his  Officers,  Prifoners  of  War,  as  I  had  advis’d  him :  And  as  they 
knew  this  Fifier  had  always  fhewn  a  great  Regard  for  my  Counfels, 
which  he  fuccefsfully  follow’d  on  feveral  Occafions,  they  dehred  me 
to  make  fuch  Remondrances  to  him  as  the  prefent  Juncture  requir’d; 
and  efpecially  to  advife  him  not  to  fuffer  the  Czar ,  who  was  in  a 
Manner  in  his  Hands,  to  depart  till  he  had  executed  all  the  Condi¬ 
tions  that  fhouid  be  required  of  him,  for  none  of  them  durd  fpeak  his 
Mind  publickly  to  him,  all  the  Turks  looking  upon  the  Name  and 
Office  of  Fifier  as  an  Oracle.  Shaffiroph  defired  to  have  the  Fifier  s 
Demands  in  Writing,  promifing  an  immediate  Anfwer  thereto;  they 
were  given  him  accordingly,  and  he  was  conducted  to  a  private 
Tent.  I  took  this  Opportunity  to  reprefent  to  the  Fifier ,  that  he 
was  in  the  wrong  to  enter  fo  eafily  upon  a  Treaty,  and  require  lb 
little  of  People  who  were  in  his  Power ;  that  according  to  the  Rules 
of  War,  the  Mufcovites  ought  fird  to  lay  down  their  Arms,  and  fur- 
render  at  Difcretion  to  the  Conqueror,  afterwards  fuch  Terms  might 
be  made  as  fhouid  be  thought  proper  ;  that  before  he  talked  of  that 
Treaty,  an  Account  of  the  Situation  of  Affairs  fhouid  be  fent  to  the 
Grand  Seignior :  But  finding  he  was  in  hade  to  treat,  though  he  had  no 
Reafon  for  it,  fince  the  Enemy  actually  perilled  with  Hunger  and  the 
Infection  caufed  by  the  Stench  of  the  dead  Bodies  of  Men  and  Horfes, 
fo  that  not  one  of  them  could  efcape;  which  I  feeing,  reprefented  to  him 
that  he  ought  at  lead  to  remember  his  Promifes,  then  repeated  to  me, 
not  to  conclude  any  Thing  unlefs  we  were  fatisfy’d  as  well  as  th q  Porte; 
and  that  if  he  had  fo  much  Compaffion  on  the  Enemy,  as  not  to 
make  them  Prifoners,  he  dculd  at  lead  tell  the  Czars  Plenipotenti¬ 
aries,  that  the  King  of  Sweden  was  in  the  Territories  of  the  fublime 
Porte ,  without  whom  it  was  agreed  not  to  conclude  any  thing,  fo 
that  one  of  his  Miniders  being  in  the  Camp,  they  fhouid  hear  what 
Demands  he  had  to  make  on  the  Behalf  of  his  Mader.  It  is  impof. 
fible  to  write  all  I  faid  to  him  on  this  Occafion,  fo  I  fhall  only  add 
that  he  then  promis’d  me  to  do  all  that  I  defir’d.  Soon  after  Shaffi- 
roph  return’d  to  the  Fifier  s  Tent  to  anfwer  his  Demands.  He  began 
with  Afopb ,  and  faid,  though  this  Place  was  given  up  by  the  Treaty 
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of  Cdrlowitz ,  to  remain  for  ever  in  the  Hands  of  the  Mufcovites ,  the 
Czar  preferring  Friendfhip  with  the  Porte  to  the  belt  of  Towns,  would 
give  it  up  in  the  fame  Condition  he  took  it.  This  pleafed  the  Vijter 
very  much,  tho’  he  might  have  had  it,  as  well  as  ail  the  other  Places, 
in  the  Condition  they  now  are,  which  is  much  better  than  when  they 
were  taken.  That  as  for  Taganrock ,  Kamienka ,  and  Samar/ a,  that 
theCz^r  had  a  great  many  ftrong  Towns  in  his  Dominions  ,*  and,  tho’ 
thefe  coft  him  a  great  Deal,  he  would  caufe  them  to  be  razed,  to 
iliew  he  intended  to  maintain  a  fincere  and  lading  Friendfhip  with 
the  Porte ,  and  leave  no  Ground  to  fufped:  his  good  Intention.  That 
the  Coffacks  Ihould  be  reflor’d  to  their  former  Liberty,  fince  the  Porte 
defir’d  it.  As  for  the  Affairs  of  Poland ,  that  the  Czar  would  not  con¬ 
cern  himfelf  any  more  with  them,  but  would  immediately  order  his 
Troops  to  retire  from  thence,  and  that  they  fliould  never  return  thi¬ 
ther  ;  and  all  this  fliould  be  perform’d  in  Twenty  four  Days.  That 
they  could  not  give  up  the  Hofpodar  of  Moldavia^  becaule  he  was  ro 
longer  in  the  Czars  Power,  being  fled  Three  Days  ago  ;  and  as  for  the 
Greek  Sava ,  they  knew  not  where  to  find  him,  and  fcarce  k  ew  him. 
That  their  Troops  had  done  no  Damage  in  Moldavia ,  having  paid  for 
what  they  had  ;  and  therefore  it  was  not  reafonable  his  Czarijk  Ma- 
jelly  fliould  pay  the  Revenue  of  a  Country,  which  he  had  rather 
Enrich’d  than  Impoverilh’d.  Laflly,  That  they  could  not  eafily  de¬ 
liver  the  Cannon  that  were  in  their  Camp,  but  in  lieu  of  them,  they 
would  give  the  like  Number  out  of  Kamienka . 

The  Vifier  and  his  Favourites  being  bribed  at  the  Conferences  in 
the  private  Tent,  all  was  agreed  to;  and  Shaffiroph  ask’d  him, 
Jf  he  had  any  further  Demands  to  make  before  he  fent  thofe  already  con¬ 
cluded  on  to  the  Czar,  to  be  Ratify  d  ?  Then  theVifier  faid,  He  had  fiill 
one  more ,  which  was  a  free  P  affage  for  the  King  of  Sweden  into  his  own 
Dominions .  To  which  Shaffiroph ,  as  might  eaiiiy  be  imagin’d,  made  no 
Difficulty  to  confent. 

Having  feen  the  Stupidity,  Perfidy  and  Treachery  of  this  Vifier ; 
I  told  him,  in  the  Prefence  of  above  a  Hundred  Perfons,  all  that 
Reafon,  Rage,  Grief  and  my  juft  Refentments  infpir’d  me  with  ;  and 
as  he  knew  himfelf  to  be  in  the  Wrong,  and  that  he  might  have  had  the 
bell  Terms  imaginable  for  his  Mailer,  and  have  procured  us  entire  Sa¬ 
tisfaction,  he  was  at  a  lofs  what  to  reply ;  but  fent  me  to  his  Kihaia, 
to  confult  with  him,  and  propofe  fome  Remedy  for  our  Affairs.  ‘He, 
after  he  had  been  feveral  Times  with  the  Vifier ,  told  me  from  him. 
That  I  ought  not  to  be  angry,  for  as  loon  as  their  own  Affairs  were 
finifli’d,  they  would  proceed  on  thofe  of  his  Majeffy,  and  procure  him 
all  reafonable  Satisfaction  ;  but  as  I  faw  Carts  begin  to  move  from 
the  Mufcovite  Camp,  I  lot  all  Hopes  of  their  coming  to  their  Senfes ; 
yet  I  endeavour’d  to  create  in  both  the  Vifier  and  Kiaia  fome  Miftruffby 
asking,  Who  was  to  be  Guarantee  of:  the  Treaty;  and  what  Security  they 
had  for  Performance  of  the  Conditions  of  it,  fince  they  let  the  Czar  de¬ 
part  ?  And  perceiving  they  would  have  recourfe  to  England zndHolland, 

I  reprefented  to  them,  that  no  Powers  at  fuch  a  diffance  from  the  Czar 
could  force  him  to  do  any  Thing,  tho*  they  fliould  engage  for  him; 
and  as  for  theHoflages,  Shaffiroph  and  the  Son  of  Czeremetoffi  they  were 
no  Security;  for  we  had  Examples  of  this  Prince’s  having  facrific’d  his 
Miniffers,  by  not  complying  with  his  Treaties.  That  a  little  while  before 
the  War,  he  lent  an  Embafiador  to  Stockholm ,  to  the  King  of  Sweden , 
with  Affurances  and  Proceflations  of  Friendfhip,  and  immediately  af- 
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ter  went  with  80,000  Mufcovitcs  to  furprize  Narva*  Then  I  told  them,  I 
could  propole  a  Way  for  the  certain  Performance  of  the  Treaty,  waich 
Was,  to  make  the  King  of  Sweden  and  your  Majefly  the  Guarantees  of  it  • 
and  fince  they  were  determined  to  let  the  Czar  go,  they  ought  to  re¬ 
quire  this  of  him.  The  Czar  will  undoubtedly  refuse  to  have  his. Enemies 
Guarantees,  laid  the  Kiaia  ;  to  whom  I  reply’d,  That  they  might  in¬ 
fill  upon  it,  or  very  eafily  oblige  him  to  do  it,  for  they  could  not  de¬ 
pend  on  any  other  than  luch  as  would  be  always  ready  to  join  with 
them,  and  compel  him  by  Force  of  Arms  to  the  performance  of  the 
Terms  agreed  on,  if  he  did  not  duly  comply  with  them  ;  that  by  this 
Means  they  would  oblige  him  to  make  Peace  with  the  Two  Kings, 
give  them  a  reafonable  Satisfaction,  and  reCtify  what  had  been  i]l 
done  before.  They  feem’d  to  approve  of  my  Advice.,  and  promifed 
to  follow  it  ;  yet  at  Night  they  did  juft  contrary,  and  the  next  Morii- 
ing  the  Ratification  of  the  Treaty  was  brought  to  the  Vifier ,  w7ho 
would  not  afterwards  make  any  mention  of  our  Ihterefls  •  on  the 
contrary,  knowing  the  King  (to  whom  I  had  lent  an  Exprefs  to  let 
him  know  of  our  fair  Opportunity)  was  coming,  he  made  hafte  to  let 
the  Czar  s  Troops  go  away.  His  Majefly  being  arriv’d,  went  dire&ly 
to  alight  at  his  Tent,  and  reproached  him  with  his  ungenerous  Beha¬ 
viour,  having  loll  an  irrecoverable  Occafion  of  giving  what  Laws  he 
would  to  the  Enemy  ,♦  but  propofed  to  him  a  Remedy,  which  was, 
to  let  his  Majefly  have  io,ooo  Men  of  the  bed:  Troops  in  the 
Camp,  with  which  he  would  bring  back  the  Czar  Priloner,  for  Se¬ 
curity  of  his  Compliance  with  the  Treaty  :  But  ieeing  his  invincible 
Cowardice,  or  repugnancy  to  the  Offer,  his  Majefly  left  him  very 
abruptly,  and  return’d  to  Bender  ;  where  I  fhall  go  in  few  Days  myfelf, 
feeing  no  ProfpeCf  of  mending  thefe  unaccountable  Proceedings  of 
the  Vifier.  /  am,  &c.

1711.  T"  H  E  great  God ,  Creator  and  Difpenfer  of  every  Thing  that 
Pag.  I3*  JL  exills,  having  by  his  wife  Providence  permitted  the  victorious 
Army  of  the  True  Believers ,  to  enclofe  and  flreighten  the  Czar  of 
Muficcvy  with  his  Forces,  on  the  Banks  of  the  Truth ,  where  lie  was 
fo  reduced,  that  he  fought  his  Safety  in  the  Mufulman  Mercy  and 
Clemency,  by  defiring  Peace :  Which  was  gracioufly  granted  him  on 
the  following  Conditions. 

I.  That  Afioph  fhall  be  delivered  up  to  the  fublime  Porte,  in  the 
fame  Condition  it  was  when  it  was  taken,  with  the  Artillery,  and  all 
the  Country  depending  thereon. 

II.  That  the  Caflles  or  Fortrefles,  of  Taganrock ,  Kamienka,  and  that 
lately  built  near  Samarra ,  fhall  be  demoliih’d  ,*  and  the  Artillery  of 
this  laft,  with  the  Ammunition,  fhall  de  deliver’d  to  the  Porte  ;  and 
no  Fort  be  ever  re-built  thereabouts. 

III.  That  the  Czar  fhall  not  hereafter  intermeddle  with  the  Coffacks , 
SubjeCls  of  Poland,  or  of  the  mofl  ferene  Tartar  Han  ;  but  leave  them 

peaceably 
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peaceably  in  their  Habitations,  as  they  were  before,  without  molefl¬ 
ing  them  dire&ly  or  indireddy. 

IV.  That  the  Czar  iliall  not  any  more  fend  to  Conjlantinople  (or  any 
Place  where  the  fublimc  forte  commands)  any  Perfon  to  refide  there* 
in  Quality  of  Ambadador  or  Mufcovite  Minider ;  but  the  Merchants 
of  that  Nation  may  Trade  there,  and  go  and  come. 

V.  That  all  the  Mujulmen  and  Suhjeds  of  the  fublime  Porte ,  which 
have  been  taken,  (how  great  foever  the  Number  may  be)  Iliall  be 
lent  Home  free. 

VI.  That  whereas  the  King  of  Sweden  enjoys  the  favourable  Prote¬ 
ction  of  his  Imperial  Highnefs ,  the  Czar  fhall  not  flir  up  any  Obita- 
cle  or  Delay  in  his  Return  to  his  own  Dominions. 

VII.  That  the  mod  mighty  and  fublimc  Porte  promifes  on  the 
one  Side,  as  the  Czar  doth  on  his,  That  the  natural  Subjeds,  and 
tliofe  protected  by  either,  Iliall  not  be  didurb’d  nor  ilk ufed,  in  cafe 
the  mod  Potent  and  mod  Exalted  above  all  other  Emperors,  our  mod 
merciful  and  gracious  Mader,  be  fupplicated  to  forget  the  irregular 
pad  Conduct  of  the  Czar ,  and  he  be  plealed  to  ratify  this  Treaty  of 
Peace,  a  Copy  whereof  fhall  be  given  to  the  Czar.  And  forafmudi 
as  the  Engagement,  which  he  has  caufed  to  be  given  us  by  his  Pleni¬ 
potentiaries,  after  having  figned  it  with  his  own  Hand,  and  fworn  to 
it,  and  which  we  have  accepted  by  virtue  of  our  full  Power,  is  founded 
thereon  ;  and  having  left  us  for  Hodages  and  Security,  Baron  Shaffi - 
rophy  his  Chancellor  and  private  Secretary,  and  the  Sieur  Michel ,  Son 
of  Czeremetoff,  one  of  his  Veit -  Mar fhalsy  he  has  been  permitted  to 
return  to  his  own  Dominions.  And  as  foon  as  the  abovefaid  Conditions 
iliall  be  accepted  by  the  greated  of  Emperors,  Sultan  Achmety  and 
performed  by  the  Czar>y  and  the  faid  Hodages  have  complyed  with 
all  their  Engagements,  they  fhall  be  permitted  to  return  alfo  to  their  own 
Country.  And  Yis  for  this  Caufe  this  lad  Article  is  here  added.

BY  this  Imperial  Command  be  it  known  unto  you,  That  after  the  1711. 

Peace  was  concluded  in  the  Year  1112.  between  my  fuhlime  Pag.  8(5° 
Porte y  whofe  Greatnefs  might  be  perpetual,  and  the  Czar  of  Mufcovy , 
and  renewed  in  the  Year  1112.  this  Czar ,  by  his  Perfidioufnefs,  having 
dnee  violated  the  Treaties  by  Enterprizes,  which  ihewed  his  pernici¬ 
ous  Defigns  againdthe  Mujfu!man  Provinces ;  my  ever  victorious  Army, 
afTided  by  the  Grace  of  God,  from  whom  nothing  is  hid,  marclfd  lad 
Year  againd  him,  reduced  him  and  his  Army  to  great  Streights  an 
Houthegetzidiy  and  forced  him  to  implore  our  Imperial  Clemency  ,*  a 
Peace  was  concluded  with  the  Hodages  he  gave,  by  which  he  engaged 
not  only  to  withdraw  his  Troops  out  of  Poland ,  but  never  to  let  them 
return  thither,  on  any  Pretence  whatever.  Three  Months  were  allow¬ 
ed  him  for  performance  of  this  Article,  which  was  the  drd  of  the  Trea¬ 
ty  ;  and  the  Time  being  expired  without  its  being  complied  with, 

('which  is  a  Violation  of  the  Treaty  which  our  Imperial  Clemency  ra- 
tify’d)  we  have  in  a  great  Divan  or  Council,  confulted  all  the  Vifiers 
and  Men  of  the  Law  fearing  God,  and  others  who  have  place  in  rhe 

Council, 
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Council,  and  they  having  unanimoufly  anfwered,  That  it  was  ne- 
cefiary  to  make  War  on  this  Violator  of  Treaties,  to  prevent  the  Effects 
Of  his  evil  Defigns  on  the  Mujfulman  Provinces  ;  we  have  refolved  to 
march  in  Perfon  next  Spring,  with  all  the  Forces  of  Rum  ell  a  and  Natoly , 
and  of  the  other  Parts  of  our  vail:  Empire,  and  form  a  more  numerous 

Army  than  the  lad  :  You  * - -  Governor  of - —  are  commanded 

to  join  early  next  Year,  in  the  Plain  of  Ijfaktze,  my  Imperial  Army, 
with  your  Houfhold,  compofed  of  chofen  Officers  and  Soldiers,  drong 
and  furnilhed  with  Arms  fit  for  War.  And  as  foon  as  you  have  re- 
fpecdively  killed  my  noble  Command,  be  careful  to  raife  the  Troops 
therein  ipecify’d,  with  the  neceflary  Arms,  and  march  to  arrive  at  the 
Time  order’d  you,  in  my  Imperial  Camp  ;  otherwife,  your  Excufes 
or  Pretences  will  not  be  heard,  but  you  will  incur  our  Imperial  Indig¬ 
nation  ;  and  if  you  value  your  own  Safety,  you  will,  by  your  Pun¬ 
ctuality,  fhew  your  Obedience  to  my  Imperial  Order  :  Which  further 
forbids  you  to  diflurb,  in  your  March,  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Towns 
or  Villages  of  my  Empire,  by  requiring  of  them,  contrary  to  Juftice, 
Provifions,  or  any  Thing  elfe,  without  paying  for  it.  Given  in  our 
City  of  Conftantinople ,  the  Middle  of  the  Moon  Zilkade,  1114.  i,  e.

8 6,  J |  and  Protector  of  Juftice  among  the  Kingdoms  of  the  South  and 
North,  Glorious  in  Majefly,  Friend  to  Honour,  Glory,  and  to  our 
fublime  Porte ,  Charles ,  King  of  Sweden  ;  whole  Undertakings  may 
God  profper :  As  foon  as  the  mod  illudrious  Achmet ,  heretofore  Chiaux- 
Bajhaw,  has  had  the  Honour  to  deliver  you  this  Letter,  fealed  with  our 
Imperial  Signet,  be  perfwaded  and  convinced  of  the  Truth  of  our  Im¬ 
perial  Intentions  therein  contained,  viz.  That  tho’  they  were  at  fird 
to  fend  again  our  numerous,  and  always  victorious  Legions,  a- 
gaind  the  Czar  of  Mufcovy ;  neverthelefs  that  Prince,  to  avoid  our  jud 
Refentment  of  his  Delay,  in  performing  the  Treaty  concluded  on  the 
Banks  of  the  Truth ,  having  lurrendred  to  our  Empire  the  City  and 
Cadle  of  Afoph ,  entirely  demolilhed  Taganrock ,  has  obtain’d,  thro’ 
the  Mediation  of  the  Embafladors  of  England  and  Holland,  thofe  Com.

cient  and  condant  Friends  to  our  fublime  Porte ,  our  Imperial  Pardon, 
and  the  Continuation  of  that  Peace.

An  Jhfratt  of  a  Letter  from  Count  Welling,  to  Mr.  Mullern. 

!  71 2,.  T  Have  maturely  confider’d  the  laft  Letter  you  \yrote  me,  and  I 
Page  8 3.  X  obferve  almoft  a  general  Difpofition  to  maintain  King  Augujlus 
on  the  Throne  of  Poland  :  The  Queen  of  England  feems  to  be  better 
pleas’d  to  fee  her  Nephew  on  that  Throne  than  a  Polijb  Gentleman, 

*  if  the  King  of  PruJJia,  whofe  Intereft  and  Inclination  are  to  prefer  a 
King,  who  is  a  Native  of  Poland ,  to  a  neighbouring  powerful  Ele- 
tftor,  would  declare  for  King  Stamjlaus ,  he  could  not  but  expeeft  an 
entire  Defolation  of  all  his  Countries,  efpecially  his  Kingdom  of 
PruJJia ,  which  the  Czar  has  threaten’d  to  reduce  to  Allies  for  lefler  Rea- 
fon.  King  Stamjlaus  himfelf  is  very  fenfible  of  all  this,  and  of  the 
almoft  inluperable  Obftacles  to  his  Re-eftablifhment,  therefore  is  dif- 
pos’d  to  renounce  it,  rather  than  fee  both  his  own  Country  and  Swe¬ 
den  ruin’d  on  his  Account.  This  has  chiefly  given  occafion  to  his 
Prujfian  Majefty’s  Plan,  which  deferves  the  more  to  be  regarded,  as 
we  Ihould  thereby  (and  by  the  Concurrence  of  King  Augujlus )  pre- 
ferve  Ingria  and  Narva. 

I  difeover  plainly  to  you,  Sir,  all  my  Thoughts,  and  wiili  you 
could,  with  your  Prudence,  infmuate  them  to  our  Royal  Mailer,  and 
make  him  fenfible  of  the  Impolfibility  we  are  under  to  Force,  (as  his 
Majeily  feems  to  Defire)  the  Publick  and  our  Enemies,  to  obferve  the 
Laws  and  Treaties  which  we  gave  them,  during  the  Courfe  of  our 
Profperity  ;  I  am  indeed  too  faithful  a  Subject  not  to  wifh  for  a  Peace,  as 
much  confiftent  with  the  Honour  of  my  King,  and  the  Safety  of  my 
Country,  as  the  prefent  Crifis  of  our  Affairs  allows  it ;  therefore  I  am  of 
Opinion,  That  a  voluntary  Renunciation  of  King  Stanijlaus  on  reaion- 
able  Conditions,  would  fave  the  King’s  Honour  ;  and  I  Ihould  think 
the  Safety  of  my  Country  tolerably  fecured,  if  we  could  by  this 
Means  get  out  of  our  Troubles,  and  regain  leveral  Provinces,  which 
it  would  be  difficult  to  conquer  in  many  Campaigns.  If  you  want  a 
Precedent  to  infmuate  this  to  his  Majefty,  King  Philip  of  Spain  will 
furnifh  you  with  one,  by  his  Renunciation  to  the  Crown  of  France :  How 
many  Countries  doth  not  the  great  King  of  France  facrifice  ?  And  how 
many  more  wottld  he  not  have  facrificed  to  fave  the  reft,  and  pro¬ 
cure  Peace  to  his  People,  if  the  Englijh  Miniftry  had  not  fo  luckily 
been  chang’d,  and  fo  well  inclin’d  to  fpare  them,  and  help  him  to 
make  that  Peace  luch,  both  for  himfelf  and  his  Grandfon,  that  they 
could  not  expedt  to  get  by  half  fo  good,  conftdering  the  Offers  his 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty  had  made  before  to  his  Enemies.  I  Wiili,  tho’  I 
dare  not  expeeft  from  any  of  ours,  fo  generous  a  Reconciliation  with  us, 
as  is  that  of  the  Queen  of  England  with  the  King  of  France .  I  muft 
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do  Juflice  to  the  King  of  PruJJia,  that  he  cordially  takes  the  King’s 
Part,  as  much  as  this  Juncture  of  Affairs  allows  it;  and  the  more,  be- 
caufe  he  forefees  the  Rifque  he  fhould  run,  if  the  Northern  League 
be  not  diffolved,  to  reduce  the  Mufcovites  to  Reafon :  Which  is  the 
Intent  of  the  Plan.  For  God’s  Sake,  Sir,  endeavour  to  perfwade  him 
to  confent  to  it ;  and  fecond,  with  all  your  Credit,  what  Mr.  Cafan - 
a Ur  will  have  the  Honour  to  reprefent  to  his  Majefly  thereupon. 

His  Majefty’s  Abfence  and  Diftance  from  us  is  a  great  Difappoint- 
ment  in  our  Affairs,  the  Senate  daring  not  to  adt  and  take  Meafures 
pro  re  nat <3,  and  feme  Months  are  required  to  get  his  Royal  Aflent 
to  any  Tranfadtion  of  Moment  ;  ail  his  faithful  Subjects  figh  for 
his  Return  :  Can  you  not  make  him  fenfibie,  how  it  is  neceflary  for 
the  Prefervation  of  the  Remainder  of  our  Provinces,  and  the  Reco¬ 
very,  at  leafl,  of  fome  ;  and  to  facilitate  it,  to  apply  confidently  to 
the  King  of  Prujfta ,  for  a  Convoy  on  the  Frontiers  of  Pomerania  > 
Stettin ,  and  the  Baliwick  of  Goldnaw ,  with  their  Dependencies,  put 
for  Security  into  his  Hands,  will  be  fufficient  Inducements  for  this 
Prince  to  ferve  us.  The  maritime  Powers  are  unwilling  to  give  Um-  - 
brage  to  the  Czar ,  (not  to  expole  their  Commerce  at  Archangel ;) 
and  I  am  asked,  If  we  can  flatter  our  felves  with  being  able  to 
reduce  the  exorbitant  Power  of  this  Prince  ?  If  I  fay ,  Yes , 
with  the  Affiftance  of  the  Turks ;  ’tis  objedfed,  How  little  we 
may  depend  on  the  Porte’s  Conftancy,  who  perhaps  has  already  re¬ 
newed  again  a  Peace  with  him ;  and  ’tis  concluded,  that  the  King 
our  Mailer  s  Confenting  to  the  maintaining  King  Augujlus  on  the 
Throne,  is  the  only  and  fure  Way  to  get  Friends  to  ferve  us  efficaci- 
oufly.  This  being  granted  by  his  Majefty,  would  gain  this  Prince 
and  the  Republick,  who  are  as  much  tired,  as  you  may  imagine, 
with  the  Czar's  dear  and  heavy  Help,  and  engage  them  to  join  with, 
us  to  get  rid  of  it.

Another  ExtraB  of  C.  Welling’/  Letter  to  Bnr.  MullernV 

GIVE  me  leave,  Sir,  to  defire  you,  with  my  ufual  Freedom,  ij 
[  to  let  me  know,  Whether  it  is  the  King  our  Mailer’s  poft-  pag 
tive  Intention,  that  fupporting  King  Stanijlaus  fhould  be  a  Prelimi¬ 
nary.  Condition  and  Bafis  of  the  Treaty,  to  be  fee  on  foot  in  Eng¬ 
land',  and  to  tell  you  before-hand,  That  if  it  is  fo,  I  forefee 
but  very  indifferent  Succefs  in  that  Country,  where  King  Auguflus 
has  had  too  much  Time  to  get  Friends;  he  fpares  Money  no  more 
there,  then  you  write  me  that  the  Czar  does  at  Conftantinople :  'Tis 
out  of  Scafon  and  Purpofe,  to  cry  out,  Auri  facra  Fames  l  0  Bri¬ 
bery  !  0  Corruption  upon  Mitiifters  !  when  the  Interefl  of  their  Coun¬ 
try  is  not  concerned  in  the  Cafe.  Policy  allows  them  Liberty  of  Con  - 
fcience  in  indifferent  Matters  :  As  for  Example,  Whether  Augujlus  of 
Stanijlaus  (hall  be  King  of  Poland >  Whether  S.  R.  S .  had  Orders 
from  the  late  Miniflry,  to  do  all  poffible  Services  to  the  Czar  at  the 
Porte ;  and  was  encourag’d  by  this  Prince’s  Prefents,  to  continue  even  t  he 
fame,  without  Orders  of  the  new  One  ?  The  Cafuifls  can  well  accommo¬ 
date  all  thefe  Matters,  and  others  more  difficult,  and  reconcile  them  with 
their  particular  Interefl.  As  to  the  SausfadlionofthatMinifler’sRevocati- 

E  on, 
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on,  it  feems  to  me  a  very  Aeril  one,  if  we  get  it ;  I  rather  fear, 
with  all  the  fair  Promifes,  that  our  honefl  Count  fends  to  Bender  from 
the  Britifh  Court,  that  my  Lord  Lexington,  who  is  much  in  Favour 
there,  won’t  thank  us  for  our  Endeavours  to  fuppiant  his  Nephew, 
and  may  have  Credit  enough  to  difappoint  us  in  it :  Befides,  can 
we  flatter  our  felves,  that  if  another  Minifler  goes  to  the  Ottoman 
Porte  from  Queen  Anne,  he’ll  have  Orders  to  ferve  us  as  S  R.  S.  did 
the  Czar ,  and  give  to  this  Prince,  to  whom  file  bears  no  lefs  Friend- 
Ihip  than  to  the  King  our  Mailer,  the  like  Ground  of  Complaints  we 
have  now  :  Nay,  Ihe  has  done  more  for  that  Prince  than  we  can 
expeCt  from  her  ;  and  I  may  add  more,  than  what  is  confident  with 
the  Intereft  of  the  trading  Part  of  her  Subje&s.  Does  he  not  owe 
Her  Majefly,  in  great  Meafure,  his  Sea  Forces  from  the  Baltick  to  the 
Tanais ,  even  to  the  Volga  ?  Are  not  his  belt  Builders,  Commanders  of 
Ships,  Officers,  Sailors,  &c.  Englifhmen  ?  How  many  Men  of  War, 
actually  in  the  Harbours  of  Petersburgh  or  Revel ,  have  been  built  in 
the  very  Docks  of  the  Thames  ?  Even  Advices  from  Conflantinople  tell 
us,  that  there  are  actually  Two  or  Three  of  thofe  he  had  in  the  Mectis , 
commanded  by  Englifhmen ,  actually  in  the  Harbour  of  Galata ,  which 
the  Porte's  Complaifance  allows  him  to  expofe  there  to  Sale,  content¬ 
ing  herfelf  with  his  furrendring  of  Afoph  :  All  this,  w7ith  the  autbenrick 
Satisfaction  that  Princefs  gave  him,  on  account  of  his  Ambafladors  be¬ 
ing  arrefted  for  Debts  in  London ,  and  many  more  Inftances,  fbrw  too 
plainly  how  far  Ihe  is  from  difobliging  him.  Pray,  Sir,  don’t  we  loofe  our 
Time  in  playing  at  Chefs,  inftead  of  extinguilhing  the  Fire  which  has 
broke  in  our  Houfes  ?  I  forefee  (I’ll  repeat  it  again)  none  but  difinal 
Confequences  from  the  King’s  infilling  upon  the  fupporting  of  King 
Staniflau* ;  or  (let  me  add,)  from  King  Auguflus' s  Reflgnation  to  the 
Queen’s  Arbitration  :  God  infpire  his  Majefly  how7  to  prevent  it !  I 
fometimes  give  a  Loofe  to  my  Thoughts,  to  divine  what  Method  his 
Majefly  might  take  for  it,  and  for  the  mo  A  Part  they  flx  upon  the 
Maxim,  flrongly  recommended  by  a  modern  Politician,  in  thefe 
Words  :  If  you  miftrufl  a  P  erf  on  of  Confederation,  refer  jour  [elf  bold¬ 
ly  to  his  Judgment  and  Decifion  ;  this  Step  of  Confidence  and  Civility 
will  induce  him  to  have  equitable  Sentiments  for  you ,  even  tho  it  be 
with  fome  Violence  to  himfelf. 

I  draw  from  hence  a  fort  of  Application  to  our  Cafe  ;  and  reprefent 
to  myfelf  many  Advantages  we  might  obtain,  if  the  King  would  re- 
folve  to  be  before-hand  with  King  Auguflus,  in  referring  the  Differen¬ 
ces  with  that  Prince,  to  the  Arbitration  and  Decifion  of  her  Britan - 
nick  Majefly  :  I  will  mention  only  Two  or  Three  of  them.  i.  The 
King  wrould  thereby  avoid  the  Difpleafure  of  the  Queen,  to  which 
King  Auguflus  s  Reflgnation  would  expofe  him,  if  his  Majefly  refufed 
to  do  as  much.  z.  The  Queen  her  felf  having  an  AfieCtion  for  the 
Perfon  of  the  King,  w7ould  think  herfelf  engaged  to  make  fui table 
Returns  to  his  Majefly  s  Confidence  in  her ;  and  her  Council  there¬ 
by  find  itfelf  more  engaged,  not  to  depart  from  the  Sentiments  of 
their  Sovereign.  3.  Compremifes,  ’tis  true,  are  uncertain,  but  the 
Rifque  is  to  both  Parties :  That  is,  for  the  Differences  of  private 
Perfons  ;  but  between  Kings,  the  Arbitrators  have  regard  to  good  Po¬ 
licy  ;  and  whatever  happens,  the  King's  Honour  will  always  be  fafe. 
For,  if  according  to  all  Appearances,  King  Auguflus  fhould  remain  on 
the  Throne  of  Poland,  King  Staniflauss  voluntary  Renunciation,  al¬ 
ready  preferr’d,  would  get  him  honourable  Terms  $  the  Glory'  of  ha¬ 
ving 
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Ving  fet  him  on  the  Throne,  would  always  remain  to  his  Majefly ;  and 
to  King  Stanijlaus ,  the  Generofity  of  quitting  it  for  the  Safety  of 
Two  Kingdoms. 

Numb-  XII. 

An  Account  cf  the  Origin  of  the  Words  Whig  and  Tory,  given 
to  the  filing  of  Sweden  at  Bender,  on  his  defiring  it . 

AS  to  the  Origin  of  the  Words  Whig  and  Tory ,  the  firfl  is  a  iy\z. 

.  Name  given  formerly  to  the  Scots  Covenanters,  and  the  latter  pacre  8$. 
to  the  Wild  Irifh  Rollers  or  ^Highwaymen ;  and  they  are  reproachful  Ti- 
ties  wherewith  one  Party  fligmatizes  the  other;  it  being  a  known  Maxim 
among  Statefmen  to  have  Two  Parties  among  the  Subjects,*  accord¬ 
ingly  this  Maxim,  Divide  and  Impera ,  Divide  and  Govern.  Thefe 
Parties  are  each  of  them  to  be  of  a  different  Opinion  ;  and  as  Religi¬ 
on  is  the  eafieft  Thing  in  the  World  to  difpute  about ;  Qiardly  any 
Two  Men  being  in  every  Point  of  the  fame)  and  People  are  gene¬ 
rally  moll  obflinate  in  defending  their  own,  that  was  the  Topick 
pitch’d  upon  to  keep  them  at  Variance.  Now  ’twas  not  convenient 
that  there  ihoiild  be  any  eflential  or  fundamental  Difference,  as  be¬ 
tween  a  Protejlant  and  Fapijl :  No,  that  would  be  carrying  the  fell 
too  far ;  but  fuch  as  is  between  one  of  the  Church  of  England  and  a 
DiJJenter ,  which  is  no  great  Matter,  but  however  is  enough  to  difpute 
about. 

Wherefore  in  King  Charles  the  Second’s  Time,  the  moderate  Par¬ 
ty,  who  were  againlt  the  perfecting  the  D/Jfenters ,  and  were  for 
fullering  every  Man  to  believe  and  aSt,  in  Religious  Matters,  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  own  Confcience,  fligmatiz’d  the  others  who  were  violent, 
and  wou’d  force  all  the  Diflenters  to  conform  to  the  Ceremonies  of 
the  Church  of  England,  with  the  opprpbious  Name  of  Tories ,  as 
hinting  that  they  were  of  the  fame  Principles  with  thofe  cruel  Roman 
Catholicks,  who  were  fuppofed  to  have  had  a  great  Hand  in  the 
Maffacre  of  Ireland ;  which  being  then  frelh  in  every  Bodies  Memo¬ 
ry,  nothing  could  be  added  to  render  them  more  odious.  On  the 
other  Hand,  the  rigid  Church  of  England  Party,  who  fomecimes  per¬ 
fected  the  Dijfenters  as  far  as  the  Laws  •  would  permit,  branded 
them  and  their  Favourers  with  the  Name  of  Whigs;  meaning  thereby, 
a  cunning,  falfe,  hypocritical,  canting,  anti-monarchical,  presbyterian 
Scots  :  This  pleas’d  the  Government  to  lee  the  Two  Parties  fo  invete¬ 
rate.  Now  out  of  one  of  thefe  the  Miniftry  was  to  be  form’d ;  and 
King  Charles ,  who  was  a  very  politick  Prince,  found  it  necellary  to 
play  them  one  againfl  the  other;  fometimes  taking  in  one  Party, 
and  then  for  Reafons  of  State  turning  them  out ;  and  advancing  the 
other.  This  made  both  Parties  endeavour  to  ferve  him ;  and  as  he 
fet  either  Party  uppermolf,  fo  that  grew  Fafhionable,  and  prevail’d 
both  in  Court  and  Country/ 

Things  remain’d  in  this  Poflure  ’till  King  Charless  Dying.  King 
fames  came  to  the  Crown,  who  {hewing  too  much  Countenance  to 
the  Papijls ,  fo  that  they  grew  formidable  to  both  Parties,  Whig  and 
Tory  amicably  united  their  Forces,  lent  him  packing,  and  made  Way 
for  King  William . 
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This  Prince  reign’d  in  very  difficult  Times,  as  having  both  a 
heavy  French  War  upon  his  Hands,  and  a  difaffe&ed  Faction  to  drug¬ 
gie  with  at  Home.  Wherefore  being  a  Favourer  of  the  Dijfentert, 
(as  being  bred  up  amongft  the  Hollanders ,  who  are  mod  of  them 
fuch )  he  brought  the  Whigs  into  Play,  putting  them  into  the  Mini¬ 
dry,  as  Men  that  were  not  only  the  mod  firm  againd  King  fames, 
but  generally  fpeaking  the  greated  Statefmen,  the  bed  Oeconomids, 
■and  pofiefs’d  of  more  Money  than  the  others.  Thefe,  to  render  the  Tory 
Party  odious,  digmatiz’d  them  with  the  Name  of  Jacobites ,  or  Weil- 
withers  to  King  James ,  aduming  to  themfelves  that  of  Williamires, 
as  if  they  had  been  the  only  Friends  to  the  Revolution .  The  Court 
to  be  fure  was  in  the  Intered  of  this  Party,  for  which  Reafon  it  pre¬ 
vail’d  almod  all  that  King’s  Reign,  and  the  Tories  lod  Ground,  the 
Whigs  being  put  into  all  Places  $  wherefore  they  made  their  Court  to 
the  Princefs  of  Denmark ,  (who  was  the  preemptive  Heir  to  the  Crown.) 
and  oppos’d  the  Court  in  all  its  Meafures. 

King  William  dying,  the  Queen  form’d  the  Minidry  of  her  own  Par¬ 
ty  ;  and  King  James  being  dead,  the  Names  of  Jacobite  and  Willia - 
mite  grew  out  of  Date,  and  gave  place  ro  High  and  Low  Church  ;  a 

Didincdion  invented  by  my  Lord  S - rs,  a  great  Statefman.  But 

tho’  the  Queen  herfelf  and  her  Minidry  were  of  the  High  Party ,  yet 
die  being  engaged  in  a  War  with  France,  for  which  great  Sums  were 
fequifite,  was  forc’d  to  have  recourfe  to  the  Whigs,  as  being  the 
greated  money’d  Men.  1  hey  finding  their  Adidance  necedary  to¬ 
wards  carrying  on  the  War,  Would  not  grant  any  Supplies  but  on 
their  own  Terms  ;  and  being,  generally  fpeaking,  the  longed  Heads, 
quickly  fupplanted  the  others ;  from  which  Time  the  Whigs  or  Low 
Church  then  engrol's’d  all  the  Places  of  Profit  in  the  State,  which  they 
kept  ’till  lately,  when  the  People  being  weary  of  the  War,  fome  Per- 
fons,  reputed  Whigs,  but  turn’d  Tories  for  their  Intered,  who  had 
great  Influence  over  that  Princefs,  reprefented  the  Minidry  as  in¬ 
volving  the  Nation  in  eternal  Debts,  and  advifed  her  Majefly  to  make 
a  Peace  ;  which  fuiting  with  her  natural  Inclination,  they  perfwaded 
her  to  difplace  her  victorious  General,  and  enter  upon  a  Treaty  ;  and 
in  a  Word,  alter’d  the  Scene  of  Affairs  to  what  they  are  at  prefent. 
Thus  the  Tories  tript  up  the  Heels  of  the  Whigs.

As  For  the  Turks ,  I  am  afraid  they  do  not  go  fairly  and  rounds 
ly  to  work  with  the  Swedifb  Court,  fo  that  your  Politicians  will 
have  occafion  for  all  their  Art  and  Management  to  bring  them  to  their 
Purpofe  :  ’Tis  indeed  talk’d  very  loud,  that  Medengers  are  already 
difpatch’d  into  Afia  to  the  Bajhaws ,  to  get  betimes  in  the  Spring, 
their  Troops  ready  to  march  againd  the  Infidel  Mufcovites  ;  that  they 
have  here  Orders  to  fit  out  the  Fregattines ,  Cungiabajhes ,  &c.  that 
remain  in  our  Arfenal,  and  the  Horles  for  the  Field  Artillery  will 
be  fent  from  Adriano  pie  :  But  Purer  Advices  tell  us,  that  the  fublinie 
Forte ,  which  is  not  cruel,  does  in  the  mean  while  hearken  to  fome 
Propofals  from  the  Czar's  Miniders  ;  nay,  that  Hie  has  made  herfelf 
the  fird  Advances :  But  methinks,  whatever  her  Intention  is,  her  Be¬ 
haviour  towards  the  King  of  Sweden ,  and  thefe  Meafures,  are  not  ead- 
ly  to  be  reconcil’d  together  :  Time  will  difeover  all  her  arcificious  Pra¬ 
ctices  and  Intrigues  ;but  too  late,  I  fear,  for  his  Majedy’s  Intered ;  and 
it  feems  to  be  wifii’d,  that  this  Prince  had  not  depended  fo  long  upon 
her,  after  having  feen  already,  more  than  once,  how  little  Reafon 
file  gave  him  for  it. 

P.  S.  The  valiant  Captain  Baltagi  Mehemet  dy’d  very  quietly,  fome 
Days  ago,  in  his  Bed  at  Lemnos . 

The  Dutch  Conful  of  Smyrna's  eldelt  Daughter  has  been  mar¬ 
ry ’d,  fometime  ago,  to  Monfieur  Fontenu ,  the  French  Conful,  who 
carry ’d  her  Home  in  great  Pomp  and  Ceremony  ;  and  the  Sunday 
following  file  made  her  Abjuration  in  the  Capuchins  Church,  to  the 
great  Joy  and  Edification  of  all  the  Roman  Catholicks,  artd  to  the 
Scandal  and  Mortification  of  the  Protedants.  This  Match  is  laid 
to  be  the  Contrivance  and  Work  of  her  Mother;  fo  at  lead  the  Dutch 
Ambaffador  believes  it.  The  Father  and  Brother  have  by  their  Behaviour 
and  Difcourfes,  fiiew’d  their  Diflike  of  it  ;  and  they,  with  a  great 
Part  of  the  Dutch  Nation,  retir’d  into  the  Country,  that  their  Eyes 
might  be  not  offended  as  well  as  their  Underflandings.

THE  Intent  of  this  Letter  is  to  inform  you,  that  according  to  T7r 
the  King  of  Sweden  s  Requed,  and  at  your  Interceffion,  as  welDaSe 
as  that  of  the  Han  at  our  fublime  Porte ,  our  Imperial  Munificence  has 
granted  him  a  Sum  of  1000  Purfes ,  which  the  mod  faithful  and  ho¬ 
nourable  Alkmety  heretofore  Chious-Bafbaw ,  fiiall  be  intruded  with  ; 
be  will  bring  it  to  Bender ,  there  to  remain  under  your  Care  ’till  the 
faid  King’s  fettitlg  out,  and  then  to  be  deliver’d  to  him,  with  100  Purfes 
remaining  in  your  Pofledion,  fo  far  is  our  Imperial  Liberality  exceed¬ 
ing  his  Demands.  As  to  the  way  of  Poland ,  which  he  refolves  on,  you 
with  the  Han  mud  be  carefully  prudent  in  your  Paflage,  to  manage 
Matters  lo,  that  not  you,  with  the  Troops  under  your  Command, 
nor  the  King  of  Sweden ,  nor  his  People,  don’t  give  any  Offence, 
caufe  any  Damage,  or  do  any  Thing  that  can  be  reputed  contrary 
to  the  Peace  which  fubfids  dill  between  our  fublime  Porte  and  that 
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Kingdom  and  Repubiick  ;  but  recommend  earneflly  to  the  faid  King, 
to  pafs  as  a  Friend  under  our  Protection  ;  on  which  Conditions  he 
{hall  be  honourably  attended  and  treated  by  the  Poles ,  as  their 
Ambafladors  allure  our  fullime  Porte ,  and  ofler  them lelves  and  Pome 
other  noble  Poles ,  as  Hoflages  for  the  Security  of  it,  if  we  will 
have  them  :  And  the  Time  for  Marching,  agreed  on  between  the 
molt  glorious  Han  Velvet  Gherdi  and  you,  being  come,  you  {hall  put 
your  lelf  at  the  Head  of  a  proper  Number  of  our  brave  Soldiers, 
taking  the  King  of  Sweden  between  them  and  the  Tartars ,  at  the 
/  Head  of  whom  the  Han  flpall  march  ;  So  may  God  Almighty  be 
pleas’d  to  direct  all  your  Paths  ;  and  during  your  Abfenee  the  B  a  flaw 
of  Aulos  {hall  guard  Bernier ,  with  a  Body  of  Spah'is  and  anqther  of 
Janizaries ;  and  following  our  Imperial  Orders  in  all  the  afbrefaid 
Points,  you’ll  merit  the  Continuation  of  our  Imperial  Favour,  and 
gain  the  Praifes  due  to  the  Obfervatioa  of  them.

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The  Grand  Seignior V  Letter  to  the  Han,  on  the  fame  SuhjeEl. 

HE  moft  valiant  and  honourable  King  of  Sweden ,  having  al¬ 
ready  enjoy’d,  for  above  34  Moons,  the  Happinels  of  our 
Imperial  Hofpitality,  got  our  inviolable  Promife  for  a  Convoy  to  re- 
conduct  him  towards  his  Provinces  thro’  Poland \  and  begg’d  our  Libera¬ 
lity  for  1000  Purfes;  we  have  generoufly  granted  him,  befides  Waggons, 
Horfes,  Provifions,  and  ocher  NeceHari.es  for  his  Journey,  1200  Furies 
to  be  deliver’d  him  on  his  Departure.  You  have  had  already  our 
Imperial  Orders  to  yourfelf  and  the  Seraskier  of  Bender ,  to  get 
the  Convoy  ready  to  march  this  approaching  Winter ;  but  as  the  al¬ 
ways  watchful  Eyes  of  your  Vigilancy,  for  the  Honour  and  Welfare 
of  our  Auguft  Empire ,  have  directed  and  induced  you  to  fend  before¬ 
hand  the  moil  illuflrious  Cepherza  Myrfa  to  Poland ;  and  he  having 
faithfully  and  fincerely  inform’d  our  Juhlime  Porte ,  that  againfl  the 
Treaty  lately  renew’d  by  our  Imperial  Clemency  with  the  Czar  of 
Mufcovy ,  there  are  Pome  of  his  Forces  in  the  Country  ;  we  therefore, 
to  Pet  Bounds  to  the  Perfidioufnefs  and  Wickednefs  of  his  unjufi  and 
pernicious  Defigns,  will  fend  again  next  Spring  our  numerous  and 
always  vidorious  Legions,  againfl  this  Violator  or  Right,  and  Breaker 
of  Faith,  to  compel  him  once  more  to  beg  Pardon  and  Mercy  of  us  ; 
which  having,  by  his  new  Perfidies,  render’d  himfelf  unworthy  cf,  he 
{hall  be  punilh’d  mofl  feverely,  and  made  incapable  of  putting  in  Exe¬ 
cution  his  pernicious  Defigns.  And  it  having  been  reported  fatther 
at  our  Juhlime  Porte ,  that  King  Augujlus  and  the  Repubiick  of  Poland , 
encourage  or  favour  the  Stay  of  the  perfidious  Czar  s  Troops  in  that 
Kingdom,  and  that  they  might  intend  to  obflrud  or  oppofe  the  King 
of  Sweden's  PafTage  ;  we  have  indeed  caufed  their  A  mbaffadors  to  be 
arrefled,  to  be  kept  as  Hoflages  for  his  Security,  and  they  thereupon 
did  not  only  proffer  themfelves  forfuch  ones,  bur  alfo  fome  more  of 
the  Grandees  if  we  will  have  them.  They  fwear  and  protefl  in  the  Name 
of  their  Maflers,  That  provided  the  King  of  Sweden  will  pafs  as  a 
Friend,  without  raifing  diredrly  or  indirectly  any  Commotion  what- 
foever  in  Poland ,  or  committing,  or  fuffering  to  be  committed,  any 
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A(Tt  whatfoever,  conrrary  to  the  Peace  fiibfifting  Hill  between  our  fub- 
lime  Porte  and  their  Country,  he  (ball  be  treated  by  the  Poles  as  a 
Friend,  and  with  all  Honours  and  Rcfpedts  due  to  his  Royal 
Dignity  :  That  they  will  join  a  Number  of  their  Trocps  to  ours,  to 
fecure  even  him  and  his  People  from  all  .Attempts  to  hinder  or  di- 
durb  his  Padage,  and  fhew  how  much  they  honour,  refpedt  and  prize 
our  Froted'iou  and  Friendfhip;  and  they  begging  therefore  of  our  fuh - 
lime  Porte ,  that  we  may  be  pleas'd  to  give  our  Imperial  Orders  to

your  Choice ;  and  now  that  all  the  Preparations  for  your  Journey,  as

IHave  read  with  Pleafure  the  iblid  Inftrudions  you  fent  Mr.  Erie  -  1714. 

fendorf ,  and  I  think  it  will  not  be  amifs  to  give  you  my  Thoughts  paPC 
about  the  Mediation,  which  would  fuit  us  beft.  I  agree  with  you, 
that  we  fhould  avoid  difobliging  the  Emperor  and  the  Dutch  as  much 
as  may  be ;  and  that  their  Mediation  join’d  with  that  of  England \ 
would  be  naturally  more  confiderable,  if  a  proceeding  one  were  not 
neceftary,  both  to  re-unite  thele  Three  Powers,  now  very  much  divi¬ 
ded,  and  to  infpire  them  with  Sentiments  of  Equity  in  our  Favour.  The 
Queen  is  undoubtedly  favourably  inclin’d  towards  us,  having  alfo 
the  lead  Intereft  to  wifli  us  Ill.  What  Good  the  Emperor  and  the 
Dutch  wiih  us  is  evident  enough,  it  being  but  too  well  known  how 
much  they  are  in  the  Intereft  of  our  Enemies.  I  leave  you  to  con- 
fider,  whether  we  rifque  moft  in  having  fecret  Enemies  for  Media¬ 
tors,  or  in  feeing  them  openly  oppofe  our  Intereft  ;  for  my  Part  I 
can  hardly  find  a  juft  Medium  for  it  :  It  is  true,  the  Bifliop  Rohinfon 
advifes  to  admit  the  forefaid  Powers ;  I  have  nothing  to  oppofe  to  his 
good  Intentions,  and  the  AftedHon  he  expreftes  for  Sweden ;  but  when 
I  cenfider  his  too  great  natural  Timidity,  I  am  apt  to  fufpedt  his  Opi¬ 
nion  relating  to  the  Concurrence  of  the  Emperor  and  Holland,  may 
proceed  rather  from  his  Apprehenfion  for  England  than  for  us.  This 
too  great  Timidity  of  that  Prelate,  won’t  let  him  give  vigorous  Coun- 
fcls  in  our  Favour  ;  and  if  it  be  not  ftrengthen’d,  ’tis  at  leaft  main¬ 
tain’d  by  our  King’s  Delay  or  Difficulty  to  refolve  upon  the  Article  cf 
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King  Staniflaus’s  voluntary  Renunciation,  and  by  the  little  Liberty 
his  Majefty  leaves  his  Senate  and  his  Minifters  to  ad  and  agree  on 
any  found  Reiolution  in  Time,  and  take  Advantage  of  the  Opportu¬ 
nity  :  'Tis  true,  he  is  confulted  in  England  upon  the  Affairs  of  the 
Norths  and  he  is  capable  of  giving  juft  Ideas  of  them,  but  he  never 
backs  his  Opinion  with  firm  Perfuafions.  You  will  have  obferved, 
Sir,  from  Mr.  Palmquifl's  Relations,  that  they  would  draw  the  Paci¬ 
fication  of  the  North  zo  Utrecht,  and  there  make  a  general  Peace  at  once; 
as  in  that  Cafe  we  lliall  not  want  Mediators,  and  perhaps  the  greateft  Part 
difpofed  indeed  to  give  us  a  Peace,  but  refolv’d  to  make  us  confent  to 
vrey  hard  Conditions,  I  thought  I  ought  to  prevent  this  Blow,  and 
caufe  it  to  be  infinuated  by  Mr.  Palmquifl  and  others,  that  the  Allies 
Peace  with  France  fliould  preceed  that  of  the  North ,  but  firft  that  of 
Germany  could  not  be  concluded  before  our  Provinces  in  the  Empire 
are  deliver’d  from  our  Enemies,  and  fecured  from  their  Ufurpation. 
Meffieurs  Palmquifl  and  Engelbreckt  work  upon  this  Plan  ;  and  I  have 
caufed  my  Son  to  infinuate  to  the  Abbot  Polignac  to  infill  on  it,  That 
the  Peace  cannot  be  concluded  with  the  Allies,  nor  that  of  Weflpha - 
lia  re-eftablifh’  d,  'till  our  Enemies  were  retir’d  out  of  our  German  Ter¬ 
ritories.  We  expedt,  Sir,  the  King's  Refolution  upon  the  eflential 
Points  which  I  propofed  to  you  in  my  former,  that  we  may  ad:  fe- 
curely  and  according  to  his  Intentions.  The  Time  we  muft  wait  for 
it,  occafion’d  by  the  Diftance,  makes  me  redouble  my  Willies  for  his 
Majefty 's  fpeedy  Return.

pretends  to  a  much  greater  Number  of  Troops  than  they  are  willing 
to  let  him  have.  They  elude  or  explain  their  Words,  by  faying, 
That  a  numerous  Convoy  does  not  imply  a  great  Army  ;  which  to 
pafs  thro’  a  Country  in  Amity  with  them,  as  Poland  is,  would  bring 
on  almoft  an  infallible  War.  There’s  a  great  deal  of  Truth  in  this, 
and  I  dare  fay  his  Majefty  would  not  be.  forry  for  the  Confequcnces 
they  fear.  About  Three  Months  ago  that  Prince  gave  the  Porte  to 
underftand  that  he  was  refolv’d  to  go  Home  with  the  firft  Froft,  and 
demanded  a  Sum  of  500,000  Rix  Dollars,  viz.  750,000  German  Flo¬ 
rins  to  defray  the  Expences  of  his  Journey  ;  he  obtain'd  that  Sum  and 
100,000  more.  The  Money  was  brought  here  and  put  into  the  Ba- 
/haws  Hands,  to  be  deliver’d  to  his  Majefty  on  Ins  Departure ;  in 
the  mean  while  this  got  together  Eight  Thoufand  Spahis  and  Lipkas, 
(hhefe  latter  are  Lithuanian  Turks,  fo  call'd,)  providing  Waggons, 
Horfes,  and  other  NecefTaries  for  the  Journey,  and  the  Han  came  in¬ 
to  the  Neighbourhood  of  Bender  with  20,000  Tartars  for  the  fame 
Purpofe.  Every  Thing  being  near  ready,  they  defir’d  the  King  by 
Mr.  Grothnfen ,  to  be  fo  too  :  But  be  anfwer’a,  that  it  could  not  be 
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clone  without  the  Money  fent  for  his  Majefly,  by  his  Highnefs.  The 
Bajhaw  reply’d,  that  it  was  come,  accompany ’d  with  an  Order  to  deli¬ 
ver  it  only  on  his  Majeily’s  Departure.  “  Well,  faid  Mr.  Grothufin, 
“  If  you  will  have  us  depart  loon,  ’tis  the  only  Way  to  let  us  have 
<fi  it;  it  is  all  one  to  his  Highnefs,  whether  you  give  it  us  now  or  then, 
“  provided  we  depart,  and  the  iooner  the  better.'’  In  fhort,  his  Rhetorick 
prevail’d  fo  far  that  the  Bajhaw  made  no  farther  Objection,  but  that  he 
could  not  deliver  it  without  the  Han's  Confent,  which  he  accordingly > 
taking  along  with  him  the  Chancellor  Muliern ,  went  to  ask,  and  obtain’d 
it  on  a  (Turing  him,  that  they  wanted  abloiutely  that  Money  for  feveral 
Things  which  were  to  preceed  the  K  ing’s  Departure,  and  that  they  (h ou Id 
infallibly  depart  the  fooner  for  ic.  This  Money  is  almolt  all  gone, 
thro’  his  Majefly ’s  liberal  and  generous  Humour,  and  thro’  Mr .Gro- 
thufens  (whom  we  cali  here  High-Treafurer,)  Adminiflration,  and 
there  appears  no  more  the  lame  Difpolkion  in  the  King  to  fee  out. 
Excufes  are  daily  fought'  for  to  delay  the  Time  ;  and  among  others, 
his  that  his  Majefly  wants  more  Money,  (and  in  effect*  this  Prince 
lent  Orders  fome  Weeks  ago  to  Mr.  Funk,  his  Minifler  at  the  Porte , 
now  at  Adrianople,  to  demand  £00,000  Rix  Dollars  more.)  that  4000 
Lipkas  and  as  many  Spahis ,  with  2,0000  Tartars ,  are  not  a  fufEcienc 
Convoy  to  lecure  his  Majefly’s  Paflage  thro'  Poland ,  where  there  are 
Rill  Mufcovite  Troops,  beftdes  many  Poles  who  are  his  Enemies* 
They  in  vain  anfwer,  that  King  Augijlus  and  the  Republick  protefl, 
(and  offer  even  Hoilages  for  the  Performance''  that  if  the  King  of 
Sweden  pafs  like  a  Friend,  under  the  Porte's  Protection,  his  Majelly 
lliall  meet  with  all  the  Refpect  due  to  his  high  royal  Dignity,  as  fuch. 
The  Han  and  Bafhaw  being  not  a  little  perplex’d  at  the  KingsQb- 
je&dons  and  Pretences,  and  finding  that  they  have  been  too  credulous 
and  hafly  in  delivering  the  Money,  and  alluring  the  Grand  Seignior 
that  his  Majefly  was  ready  to  fet  out,  fent  Two  Couriers  to  the 
forte,  to  juflify  their  Conduct  as  much  as  they  could,  in  acting  a- 
gainll  his  Highnefs’s  Orders.  Thefe  Couriers  came  back  Nine  or 
Ten  Days  ago,  and  brought  the  following  difmal  Account,  which  I 
heard  from  their  own  Mouths,  and  from  the  Buyuk  Imraous ,  or  the 
Sultans  Mailer  of  Borfe,  and  the  Chiaous-Bajhaw ,  who  are  here, 
viz  That  upon  the  Demand  of  the  5 00, 000  Rix-Dollars  more, 
which  Mr.  Funk  made ,  he  with  Mr.  Poniatoivsky ,  and  all  the 
Swedes  that  were  at  Adrianople ,  have  been  arreted  ;  that  upon  the 
Fian  and  Bajhaw  s  Reprelentations  about  his  Majefly’s  Objections  and 
Excufes,  or  rather  Refufal  to  depart,  according  to  his  Word,  his 
Highnefs  order’d  a  Divan  or  Great  Counlel  to  be  held,  whereat 
(which  is  uncommon  and  very  extraordinary)  he  appear’d  himfelf 
in  Perfon  and  made  a  Speech  ;  the  Subhance  of  which  is  thus  or 
thereabouts.  “  I  never  had  any  Acquaintance,  nor  was  ever  united 
“  by  Interet  with  the  King  of  Sweden  before  this  Princes  Misfor- 
“  tunes,  which  reduc’d  him  to  leek  a  Refuge  in  my  Empire,  where 
“  I  have  bet  ow’d  on  him  Favours  upon  Favours,  maintain’d  him 
<;  with  all  his  People,  granted  him  lately  (befides  an  honourable 
“  Convoy  to  re-conduct  him  fafe  Home,  and  all  neceflary  Provifions, 
<c  Horles,  Waggons, Sc.  for  his  Journey)  ixoo  Purles ;  which  having  got 
c’  out  of  th  eSeraskier  of  Benders  Hands,  he  makes  all  forts  of  Excufes 
“  to  defer  his  Departure,  (demanding  1000  Purfes  more,  and  pretend- 
ing  that  the  Convoy  is  not  lufficient  enough  ;  tho’  on  the  contrary, 
u  it  is  too  numerous  to  pafs  thro’  a  friendly  Country  as  Poland ',) 

“  and 
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a  and  when  the  Scafon  is  proper,  and  all  Things  ready  for  the  Jour- 
ney,  he  refufes  to  go/'  His  Highnei's  ended  his  Speech  by  asking 
Two  Queflions  of  the  Divan.  “  i.  Whether  it  was  a  breach  of  Hofpi- 
“  tality  to  turn  that  Prince  out  of  the  Ottoman  Dominions  :  z.  Whether 
cc  the  foreign  Princes  could  take  it  Ill,  or  think  it  unjurf  or  barbarous 
“  Ufage,  to  force  him  away,  in  cafe  he  refufes  abfolucely  to  depart, 
tc  according  to  his  Promife,  and  to  make  ufe  of  the  Opportunity  pro- 
<c  ferr’d  to  him  ? 35  1  hat  the  w  hole  Divan  anfwer'd,  No  :  Unlefs  thofe 
Potentates '  were  themfelves  unjufl,  and  Enemies  to  Gratitude  and 
Equity.  The  Muphty  added,  That  the  Mufulman  Hofpitality  being  not 
commanded  by  the  Law  for  Infidels,  especially  for  ungrateful  and 
unworthy  Ones,  That  Prince  according  to  it  ought  not  to  enjoy 
longer  his  Imperial  Majefly’s  Bounty  and  Generofity,  but  be  expell  d 
as  a  Violator  of'rhis  Word,  gave  his  Fetfd ,  or  Sentence  in  Writing 
for  it,  to  accompany  the  Sultans  Orders,  which  the  Euyuk  Imraour 
and  the  Chiaous-Bajhaw  brought,  and  had  another  to  fee  thofe  put  in 
Execution  as  boon  as  they  arriv’d.  The  Bajhaw  went  to  the  King, 
askd  him,  Whether  his  Majefly  would  be  pleas'd  to  depart  as  a 
Friend,  and  according  to  his  Royal  Word  and  Promife,  deliver’d  to 
him  and  the  Bajhaiv ,  by  Mr.  Grothufen  and  the  Chancellor  Muller ?, 
or  reduce  them  to  execute  the  Grand  Seignior’s  Orders  ?  But,  tho  he 
exprefs’d  himfelf  in  very  moderate  and  refpedtful  Terms,  yet  the  King’s 
natural  Penetration  found  out  immediately  the  Menace  in  the  Que- 
ftion,  and  anfwer’d  with  a  lone  of  Defiance,  If  thou  art  a  faithful 
Servant  to  thy  Matter,  obey  his  Orders;  and  at  the  fame  Time  bid 
him  be  gone  from  his  Prefence,  which  he  did  very  haftily.  Thofe 
who  have  any  Idea  of  a  Ba/haw,  who  governs  feveral  Provinces  and 
commands  Armies,  may  eafily  imagine  what  Effedt  fuch  a  Treat¬ 
ment  had  on  the  Mind  of  this,  in  his  own  Government.  Being  ap- 
prehenfive  of  what  might  happen  by  the  Notice  I  had  of  the  Mat¬ 
ter,  I  was  got  on  Horfeback  to  meet  him,  and  I  faw  him  with  fur- 
prize  coming  full  Gallop,  contrary  to  his  ordinary  Gravity,  out  of  a 
Moldavian  Village,  call’d  Varnitzay  where  the  Swedes  are  encamp’d, 
about  a  quarter  of  a  German  Mile  from  Bender.  He  left  me  hardly 
Time  in  palling  by  me,  to  ask  him  the  reafon  of  this  quick  Return  ; 
to  which  he  anfwer’d  without  Stopping,  “  The  King  wont  hearken  to 
“  any  Reafon ;  you’ll  lee  ttrange  Things.”  I  did  not  think  proper  to 
follow  and  quettion  him  further,  but  went  to  the  Camp,  where  I  found 
every  Body  in  a  great  Perplexity  on  what  had  palled  between  the 
King  and  him.  His  Majefly  alone  was  unconcern’d,  or  at  leaf! 
affedled  to  appear  fo,  and  was  playing  at  Chefs  in  his  Room  with 
Mr.  Grothufen ,  and  look’d  at  me  with  a  finding  Air,  without  faying  a 
Word:  I  faw  him  finilh  his  Game,  and  begin  another,  and  not  judg¬ 
ing  fit  to  interrupt  him  with  Qiieflions  or  any  Difcourfe,  withdrew. 
In  the  mean  while  the  Divan  being  held  at  the  Bajhaw1 s,  when  the 
Han ,  the  Buyuk  Imracur,  and  the  Chiaous-Bajhaw  allitted  ;  it  was  re- 
folv'd  as  follows,  viz.  That  the  Sellam-Agajfy ,  or  Mailer  of  the  Ceremo¬ 
nies,  a  Company  of  Janizaries ,  given  to  the  King  for  his  Guard  ad 
Honores  on  his  Arrival  in  1  artary,  fliould  be  order’d  to  ieave  his 
Majefly,  and  retire  to  the  Town :  Which  they  did  accordingly  the  fame 
Day.  Then  the  Gunly  Thaim ,  or  daily  Allowance  for  Money  and  Pro- 
vifions,  as  Bread,  Meat,  Poultry,  Butter,  Oyl,  Honey,  Rice,  Salt, 
Coffee  and  Barley,  Hay  for  Horfes,  (Ac.  was  cut  off ;  the  Man  and 
Bajhaw  fending  Word  to  the  Poles ,  that  they  fliould  not  expedl  a 
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better  Treatment;  if  they  did  not  leave  the  King’s  Party,  and  put 
themfelves  under  their  Protection  •  which  they  chofe  to  do  rather 
than  to'loofe  their  Thaim.  Then  feveral  Thoufands  of  the  Tartars , 
in  order  to  reduce  the  King  by  Famine  to  depart,  began  to  inveft  a 
Moldavian  Village,  call’d  Warnitza ,  adjoining  to  the  Swedijh  Camp, 
where  molt  of  the  King’s  Officers  had  taken  Houfes.  All  the  Swedes 
who  were  then  found  in  the  Town,  or  on  the  Way  between  it  and 
their  Quarters,  were  cafe  into  Prifon.  I  make  here  a  fhort  Digrefli- 
on,  to  give  you  an  Idea  of  what  we  call  the  Swedijh  Camp. 

I  told  you  in  fome  of  my  former  Letters,  that  at  the  King’s  firft 
Arrival  at  Bender ,  he  pitched  his  Tent  near  the  Town,  upon  a 
Creek  formed  there  by  the.  River,  on  a  fort  of  Meadow  :  Win¬ 
ter  coming  on,  he  caufed  that  Tent  to  be  cover’d  with  a  Roof  of 
Boards,  and  infenfibly  it  became  a  Houfe  :  His  Majefly ’s  Miniflers, 
Officers,  .Secretaries,  and  other  Perfons  of  any  Confideration  did 
the  lame  ;  the  others,  as  Soldiers  and  Servants,  made  Barracks  or 
Huts  under  Ground  :  I  myfelf,  foon  after  my  Arrival,  built  a  tole¬ 
rably  good  Houfe.  So  that  an  arable  Field  or  Meadow  was  chang’d, 
in  a  fhort  Time,  into  a  kind  of  fmall  Town  or  Swedijh  Colony  : 
But  in  the  latter  End  of  July ,  1711.  the  River  overflowing,  oblig’d 
all  the  Inhabitants  of  this  new  Town,  and  even  the  King  himfelf,  to 
fly  from  Drowning  ;  tho’  his  Majefly  would  not  flir  ’till  the  Water 
had  reach’d  his  Houfe,  and  was  almofl  up  to  his  Boot’s  Top;  on  which 
Mr.  Grothufen  and  I  rode  on  each  fide  of  his  Majefly,  accompany’d 
by  feveral  other  Officers,  almofl  up  to  the  Horfes  Bellies  in  Water, 
and  went  about  a  quarter  of  a  German  League,  to  a  rifing  Ground 
near  the  aforefaid  Moldavian  Village,  where  the  King  had  his  Tent 
pitched  at  a  little  Difiance  from  the  River,  and  all  his  Officers  took 
Lodgings  in  the  Country  People’s  Houfes.  His  Majefly  in  the  Win¬ 
ter  following  began  to  build  a  Stone  Houfe,  as  if  he  had  fore feen 
what  has  now  come  to  pafs,  with  Walls  to  fuflain  a  Siege,  and  large 
enough  to  hold  1000  Men  in  Garrifon  :  ’Tis  but  one  Story  high  ;  tho’ 
befides  four  Rooms  for  Mr.  Duien ,  Marfhal  of  the  Court,  there  is  a 
very  large  Hall,  where  the  King  dines,  a  Room  of  Audience,  a  Bed¬ 
chamber,  and  other  Conveniencies  ;  and  what  is  more  extraordinary 
for  his  Swedijh  Majefly,  they  are  almofl  all  richly  furnifh’d,  fome 
alia  Franca ,  fome  after  the  Turkijh  Manner,  with  rich  Sophas  of  Gold 
Brocades  and  Turky  Carpets ,  &c.  Befides  this  Houfe,  his  Majefly 
has  caufed  Barracks  to  be  made  at  a  little  Diflance  from  it,  for  a 
Batallion  of  foo  Men,  part  of  the  Remains  of  Pultowa ,  which  have 
been  exercis’d  almofl  every  Day.  The  King’s  Miniflers  and  Favou¬ 
rite-Officers,  as  the  Chancellor  Mullern  and  Mr.  Feif ,  General  Hordh 
and  Mr.  Grothufen ,  have  alfo  built  fmall  Tenements  here,  befides  the 
new  Chancery,  which  is  another  large  Stone  Building  :  All  which 
is  called  the  Camp,  and  fituated  between  the  River  Niejler  to 
the  Souths  and  fome  Vineyards  towards  the  North .  Ever  fnce  the 
Overflowing  of  the  Rivers  I  have  had  two  Rooms  at  Warnitza ,  where 
I  fometimes  lay  when  I  flay’d  late  with  the  King  ;  befides  my  Houfe 
in  a  little  Hamlet  between  the  faid  Village  and  the  Town,  where  I 
now  conflantly  lye  fmcethe  Invefling  of  Warnitza  and  the  Camp  :  To 
which  I  return. 

The  King  no  fooner  perceiv’d  the  Motion  of  the  Tartars ,  but  he  order’d 
his  People  in  the  Village  to  retire  to  the  Camp,  and  began  to  put  himfelf 
in  a  Poflure  of  Defence,  and  make  Intrenchments :  He  himfelf  work’d  with 
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his  People  Day  and  Night ;  but  the  Ground  being  frozen,  and  confe- 
quendy  not  to  be  dug,  all  they  have  been  able  to  do,  was  to  draw 
Lines  from  one  Boufe  to  another,  and  cnclole  them  and  the  Barracks  : 
Thefe  Lines  arc  made  of  old  Carts,  Boards  taken  from  Staples,  of 
Fafcines,  of  old  Casks  fill’d  with  Dung  ;  a  particular  Care  has  been 
taken  in  fortifying  the  King’s  Palace  with  Barricados ,  &c.  His  Ma- 
jefty  has  Garrifon’d  it,  polled  and  dilpos’d  all  his  People  for  the 
Defence  of  the  laid  Entrenchment  :  For  Example,  the  old  Chancellor 
Mullern  is  to  be  at  the  Head  of  the  Secretary’s  Clerks  and  their  Ser¬ 


vants,  to  defend  the  Chancery  ;  Marfhal  Duhens ,  with  the  Gentlemen 
of  the  Court  and  the  King’s  Domeflicks,  his  Apartments  in  the  Pa¬ 
lace  ;  Baron  Fief,  with  thofe  that  belong  to  his  Office,  his  own  Houfe ; 
and  fo  on.  Thefe  Difpofitions  were  made  Eight  or  Ten  Days  ago; 
but  there  being  hardly  Provifions  in  this  Camp  for  Five  Days,  when 
others  feem’d  only  to  think  of  Fighting,  I  bethought  myfelf  to  ad:  the 
Mediator  between  the  King  and  the  lurks  ;  I  propos’d  to  Mr,  Jeffreys , 
the  Britijh  Minifter,  who  has  his  Houfe  in  the  fame  Hamlet  where 
mine  is,  to  join  with  me  in  this  good  Office,  to  which  he  readily 
agreed  :  We  defir  d  a  French  Gentleman,  call’d  Mr.  De  la  Motraye , 
who  liv’d  with  me  for  above  Two  Years,  and  is  well  acquainted  with 
the  Han  and  Bafhaiv ,  to  go  and  ask  them  a  Safeguard  for  us,  as  Fo¬ 
reign  Minifters,  neutral  in  the  prefent  Difference,  according  to  the 
Right  of  Nations.  He  had  no  fooner  waited  on  the  former,  but  he 
fent  us  a  couple  of  Tartars ,  with  whom  we  went  ourfelves  to  him,  and 
were  very  well  receiv’d,  and  allur’d  with  his  own  Mouth,  that  no 
Hurt  fhould  befal  us  ;  only  defiring,  that  we  fhould  not  fend  Provi¬ 
fions  to  the  Swedes ,  nor  favour  dhreddy  or  indireddy  the  King’s  Re¬ 
finance  to  the  Sultans  Orders,  &c.  We  thank’d  him,  promis’d  to 
comply  with  his  Defire,  and  proferr’d  our  Mediation,  which  he  ac¬ 
cepted  very  heartily.  Then  we  went  to  the  Bafiaw ,  who  receiv’d  us 
as  well,  and  gave  us  alio  a  Couple  of  Janizaries  for  Safeguard  ;  we- 
made  him  the  fame  Offer,  which  he  accepted  as  heartily ;  and  next 
Day  we  vifited  Buyiuk  Imraour  and  Chiacus-Bajhaw,  from  whom  we 
met  with  a  very  civil  Reception ;  they  having  heard  already  of  our 
Offers,  they  entreated  us  to  perfwade  the  King  how  much  it  was 
for  his  Interell  and  Honour  to  depart  as  a  Friend.  I  anfwer’d,  That 
his  Majelly  feem’d  to  look  upon  this  prefling  of  his  Departure,  as  a 
Defign  to  deliver  him  up  to  his  Enemies.  Whereupon  they  proteft- 
ed  and  fwore  by  their  Beards,  that  they  would  lecure  his  Railage  a  - 
gainll  any  Attempts  whatfoever,  and  receive  the  Hoflages  offer’d  : 
Befides,  that  they  had  already  the  Minifters  of  Boland  and  Mufcovy 
in  their  Hands  as  fuch,  &c.  I  reply’d,  we  were  fatisfied  with  their 
Protection  of  Sincerity  and  Friendfhip,  and  would  endeavour  to  make 
the  King  fo  too.  After  fome  other  Diicourfes  upon  the  Matter,  and 
having  drunk  Coffee,  we  left  them  and  went  to  the  King,  whom  we 
found  rather  angry  than  pleas’d  with  our  Mediation,  which  he  call'd 
a  Voluntary  Mediation  ;  faying,  That  we  atfted  like  the  Englijb  and 
Dutch  Ambafladors,  who  had  lbme  Time  before,  taken  upon  them- 
felves,  without  any  Order  or  full  Power  from  their  Courts,  to  me¬ 
diate  the  Peace  between  the  Porte  and  the  Czar.  I  anfwer’d,  that 
there  was  now  a  much  more  urgent  Occafion  for  ir,  fince  the  Han 
and  the  Bajhaw  feem’d  to  have  very  poficive  Orders  concerning  his 
Majefty’s  I 
were  to  fee 


)eparture,  which  the  Buyiuk  Imraour  and  Chiaous-Bafoam 
executed.  £t  What,  rcply’d  he,  to  force:  me  away  ?  Tell 
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<£  them, 1  don’t  fear  their  Menaces $  that  1  am  ready  to  repel  Force 
“  by  Force,  and  won’t  depart  before  I  have  the  .  Sum  of  Money  I 
“  want,  and  a  Convoy  to  my  Mind/’  Thereupon  I  took  the  Liberty 
to  reprefent  to  his  Majdty,  that  his  Minifler  was  arrefted  for  having 
demanded  the  Money,  fo  that  there  was  no  Profped:  of  getting  any 
of  the  Forte.  Then,  faid  he,  “  We  muff  borrow  it  of  the  Merchants 
“  in  Turky,  or  write  for  it  to  Sweden”  We  waited  the  next  Morning 
on  the  Han,  and  found  with  him  the  Bajhaw  ;  we  told  them,  that 
we  had  not  as  yet  been  able  to  move  the  King  from  his  firfl  Refolu- 
tion  ;  that  however,  we  would  not  loofe  Courage,  but  double  our  En- 
deavours  for  it.  The  Han  faid,  44  I  am  afraid  there  is  nothing  to  be 
44  done  with  that  obflinate  Prince,  but  to  force  him  away  according 
<c  to  our  Orders.”  Then  he  complain’d  much  of  his  Majefly’s  having 
deluded  them  in  refped:  of  the  Money,  and  his  Promife  of  depart¬ 
ing  as  foon  as  he  fhould  have  it.  And  the  Bajhaw  added,  that  the 
Complaifance  they  had  for  him  on  that  Occafion,  ought  not  to  be  re¬ 
paid  thus  with  Ingratitude  ;  notwithflanding  which,  he  wiihed  fo  well 
to  his  Majefly,  that  he  would  facriftce  fome  Part  of  his  Efrate  to  fee 
him  depart  as  a  Friend  :  Wo  promis’d  that  nothing  fhould  be  wanting 
•from  our  fide  for  that  End.  We  waited  then  on  the  Buyiuk  Imraour 
and  Chiaous-Bajbaw ,  who  gave  us  a  very  kind  Reception  ;  and  hear¬ 
ing  nothing  better  from  us  than  what  we  had  faid  to  the  Han  and 
Bajhaw ,  they  reply ’d,  without  any  Complaints  of  his  Majefly,  you 
muff  try  Age,  and  endeavour  to  prevail  on  him  :  Which  we  gave  our 
Words  for  ;  and  after  Coffee,  Sweet-meats  and  Perfumes,  with¬ 
drew. 

Mr.  Jeffreys  told  me,  That  after  fuch  a  Contempt  of  the  King  for 
our  Mediation,  he  did  not  think  neceffary  for  him  to  appear  again 
.before  him  as  Mediator,*  but  that  if  there  was  any  Thing  to  be  ob¬ 
tain’d,  I  might  do  it  alone  with  my  ufual  Familiarity  with  that  Prince  ; 
fo  I  went  to  the  Camp,  when  I  found  his  Majefly  very  bufy  in  vifiting 
the  Intrenchments,  and  giving  his  Orders  to  his  People  in  their  Polls. 
As  foon  as  he  faw  me,  he  left  them  to  meet  me  at  a  little  Diflancefrom 
thence,  and  ask’d  me  gracioufly,  What  News  I  had  ?  And  if  I  had 
told  the  Turks  what  he  bid  me  ?  I  faid,  that  their  Spirits  were  en- 
flamed  enough  without  blowing  the  Fire ;  but  that  I  came  to  entreat 
again  his  Majefly,  out  of  regard  to  his  Royal  Dignity,  not  to  let 
Things  be  brought  to  an  Extremity,  but  to  hearken  to  the  amicable 
Agreement  that  they  defir’d.  He  anfwer’d,  that  their  Orders  were 
forg’d,  and  that 'he  would  fend  informations  to  the  Grand  Seignior  of 
their  uncivil  Ufage.  Then,  reply’d  I,  if  your  Majefly  thinks  fo,  the 
bell  Way  would  be  to  amufe  them  with  fair  Hopes  :  But  changing 
the  Subject,  he  carry’d  me  infenftbly  to  his  intrenchments,  ask’d 
me,  How  I  lik’d  them  >  Too  well,  faid  I !  Then  he  fmiling,  bid  me 
to  give  my  Opinion  of  them  to  the  Han  and  Bajhaw.  After  fuch 
other  Bifcourfes  out  of  my  Purpofe,  I  retir’d  very  ill  fatisfy’d,  and 
went  to  expofe  my  Concern  to  Mr.  Mullern ,  who  exprefs’d  his,  and 
faid,  He  forefaw  nothing  but  difmal  Confequences  from  his  Maje- 
fly’s  invincible  Refolution  :  He  added,  that  I  fhould  go  and  endea¬ 
vour  to  bring  the  Buyiuk  Imraour  and  the  Chiaous-Bajbaw  to  a  Confe¬ 
rence  at  Mr.  Grothufen  s;  that  he  would  in  the  mean  while  tell  the 
King  that  they  defir’d  it,  to  fhew  their  Inclination  to  Perfwade  ra¬ 
ther  than  to  Force  ;  that  his  Majefly  might  perhaps  be  moved  by 
fo  refpctfful  Steps  of  theirs,  towards  an  amicable  Agreement:.  So  l 
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went- 3  and  to  give  more  Weight  to  the  Propofal,  I  call’d  oil  my  Way 
at  Mr.  Jeffrey  s,  de firing  him  to  come  along  with  me,  which  he  did. 
My  Interpreter  had  no  fooner  expos’d  to  them  the  Occafionof  our  Vifir, 
but  they  declar’d  they  would  do  any  Thing  that  tended  to  the  good 
End  which  we  were  about,  and  they  met  accordingly  the  9th  Mr.  Mul¬ 
ler  n  at  Mr.  Grothufens.  Their  chief  Arguments  were  the  Grand  Seigr 
niors  Orders,  the  King’s  Word  to  depart,  the  Seafon  fit  and  every 
Thing  ready  for  it ;  adding,  that  nothing  Ihould  be  wanting  to  defray 
his  Majefly  to  his  Frontiers  :  They  defir  d  Mr.  Mullern  to  go  and 
make  the  King  fenfible  of  all.  that,  and  induce  him  to  an  amicable 
Departure,  and  to  fix  a  Day  for  it,  and  they  flay’d  for  an  Anfwer. 
So  he  went  accordingly  to  that  Prince,  who  was  piaying  at  Chefs  with 
one  of  his  chief  Officers  :  He  look’d  Mr.  Mullern  in  the  Face, 
without  faying  a  Word,  and  hnifh’d  his  Game  ;  then  he  askd,  What  fay 
the  Turks  ?  Which  having  heard  and  more,  he  anfwer’d,  “  I  am  not 
“  ready,  when  I  have  all  I  want  for  my  Departure,  they  /hall 
“  know  it,”  Mr.  Mullern  coming  back,  gave  to  this  Anlwer  the  belt 
Turn  he  could,  but  could  not  prevent  their  perceiving  that  it  was 
contrary  to  their  Defire,  and  retir’d  much  difpleas’d.  The  next  Day 
hearing  that  a  great  Divan  was  held  on  that  Account  in  the  Town, 
where  they,  with  the  Han  and  Bajbaw ,  afiifled,  I  gallop’d  there,  and 
was  admitted  :  The  Han  faid,  That  fince  they  had  try’d  in  vain  all 
the  friendly  Means  to  make  the  King  depart,  there  remain’d  only 
Force.  Thereupon  I  took  the  Liberty  to  tell  him,  that  I  had  the  Ho¬ 
nour  to  know  perfectly  well  that  Prince,  and  that  if  any  Violence 
was  once  us’d,  he  out  of  Bravery,  and  all  his  People  in  Obedience 
to  him,  would  fooner  be  cut  in  Pieces  than  furrender  :  So  I  entreated 
them  to  confider,  whether  their  Orders  were  to  lacrifice  thus  a  Crown’d 
Head  ?  The  Han  faid,  “  Yes,  if  that  Plead  will  oppofe  the  Grand 
Seignior  in  his  own  Empire,  not  only  by  Words,  but  by  Force  of 
Arms,  as  does  the  King,  by  his  Entrenching  and  Fortifying  him- 
felf  with  his  People.  ”  “  Well,  faid  the  Baffaw  to  me,  perfwade 

“  him  then  to  depart  in  a  friendly  Manner.”  I  reply’d,  I  was  doing 
my  utmoft.  Plowever  they  confider’d  the  Matter  fo  far,  that  they 
refolv’d  to  fend  to  Adrianople  for  new  Inftru&ions  or  Orders  ;  and 
the  Han  difpatch’d  a  Courier,  and  the  Baffaw  another,  who  depart¬ 
ed  before  Night.  I  went  the  next  Morning  to  acquaint  the  King 
with  it  :  He  anfwer’d  me,  That  the  fending  to  Adrianople  for  new 
Inflrudfions,  was  a  fign  that  the  Grand  Seignior  knew  nothing  of 
their  Intrigues  •  but  that  he  had  fent  him  Word  himfelf,  and  that 
I  ihould  fee  them  punifb’d,  and  all  Things  would  go  well.  I  faid 
I  heartily  wilh’d  it,  but  I  had  too  good  Reafons  to  believe  that  his 
Highnefs  was  no'  ignorant  of  what  pafs’d  ;  witnefs  the  Arreft  of  his 
Majefly’sMinifter,  Mr .Poniatowsky,  &c.  But  ’twas  in  vain  for  me  to  argue 
with  him;  he  aimoff  commanded,  and  begged  I  would  be  of  his  Sen¬ 
timents.  Neyerthelefs  I  humbly  defir’d  his  Majefly  to  confider,  that 
there  were  not  Provifions  for  Four  Days  in  his  Camp  to  ftibfift  his 
People.  He  anfwer’d,  'Twas  too  true,  but  that  he  depended  much 
on  Mr.  Grothufen  and  myfelf,  to  get  lome  by  our  Friends  among 
the  Janizaries .  I  reply’d,  that  I  was  very  much  inclin’d  to  ferve  his 
Majefly  cn  all  Occafions  ;  but  the  undertaking  of  getting  him  Pro- 
vilions  was  a  nice  One,  fince  this  was  exprefly  forbid  to  me  by  the 
Han  and  Baffaw ,  under  Pain  of  loofmg  my  Safeguard.  Then,  added  he, 
we  mu  ft  /'ally  cut  on  the  Enemy,  and  go  Forrage  ;  and  thereupon 
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I  obferving  a  kind  of  Emotion  uncommon  in  his  Countenance,  af- 
lur'd  him,  that  I  would  run  all  that  Risk  and  more  to  ferve  his  Ma- 
jelly  :  After  which  we  parted  good  Friends,  (if  I  am  allow’d  this 
familiar  ExpreflionD  Then  I  made  a  Vifit  to  Mr.  Grothufen)  with 
whom  I  had  a  long  Conference  upon  this  Urgent  Point  ;  we  agreed 
together,  that  I  lhould  dilcoUrfe  his  Jews  in  the  ToWil  upon  the  Mat¬ 
ter,  and  fend  by  them  home  advantageous  Propolals  to  Three  or  Four 
Friends  of  ours  among  the  Janizaries ,  for  conveying  Underhand  Pro- 
Yifions  into  the  Swedijb  Camp  ,*  which  they  no  fooner  heard,  but  came  in 
muchgreater  Numbers  to  proffer  their  Service,  provided  I  would  fecure 
them  their  Payment ;  lb  far  I  engag’d  my  Word,  but  protefted  at 
the  fame  Time,  that  if  the  Matter  came  to  the  Han  or  Bajhaws 
Knowledge,  I  would  not  appear  to  have  any  Hand  in  it :  They  (wore 
by  their  Beards  I  lhould  not  by  no  Means  ;  fo  I  Willi’ d  them  good 
Succefs,  and  there  was  no  Night  fince  but  they  have  introduced  in 
the  Camp,  good  Quantity  of  Bread,  Flefli,  and  other  Neceffaries  ; 
fo  that  nothing  has  been  yet  wanting  therein.  The  King  all  this  while 
rides  as  ufual,  and  even  oftener,  going  about  the  Tartars  Pods,  as  to 
view  or  examine  them. 

This  Day  the  Janizaries  us’d  this  Stratagem  to  convey  publickly 
into  the  Camp,  Six  CartS  loaden  with  Provifions  :  This  Convoy  was 
drawn  by  Oxen,  lead  by  Moldavian  Peafants,  who  had  their  Directi¬ 
ons  to  be  early  in  the  Morning  within  the  Sight  of  the  Swedijh  Camp, 
and  drive  directly  into  it,  as  if  they  were  ignorant  of  the  Prohibiti¬ 
on,  and  anfvver  to  thole  who  lhould  tell  them  of  it,  and  hinder  them 
from  going  farther,  that  they  lived  leveral  Miles  far  off,  and  had 
brought  thefe  Provifions  to  fell  to  the  Swedes ,  upon  News  fpread  a- 
bout  by  PafTengers,  who  did  not  mention  any  Prohibition,  but  that 
they  fhouid  be  well  paid  for.  They  did  as  they  were  directed,  the 
Tartars  feiz’d  the  Convoy  ;  whereupon  the  King  feat  Fifty  Men,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Agreement  between  myfelf  and  the  Janizaries ,  order¬ 
ing  them  to  retake  it  from  the  Tartars ,  which  they  did  ,•  thefe  daring 
not  to  come  to  any  Hoflilities  with  the  Swedes  without  the  Hans 
Orders  ;  they  feem  on  the  contrary,  to  have  fome  to  avoid  any  fort 
of  Engagement.  As  the  King  rid  out,  now  with  Thirty,  then 
with  Forty  Men,  more  or  lefs,  they  withdraw  to  let  him  have 
a  large  free  Paffage  thro’  their  Flying-Camp  ;  and  as  fometimes  he 
takes  a  Fancy  to  point  Spur  dire&ly  at  them,  inflead  of  palling  by 
the  Way  open’d,  they  fly  before  him,  or  open  him  another.  This 
Method  of  conveying  Provifions  in  the  Camp,  and  of  the  King’s 
riding  out,  has  already  continued  a  pretty  good  while  ;  but  I  fear 
bad  News  from  Adrianople  by  two  Couriers  who  are  expe&ed  ,*  of 
which  I  ll  inform  you.

'’’IT"  FIE  two  Courirs  mention’d  in  my  lall  came  back  fome  Days  ago,* 
as  loon  as  I  heard  of  it  I  went  to  the  Bajbaw ,  who  told  me  that 
he  had  bad  News  to  tell  me,  viz.  That  it  had  been  refolv’d  in  a 
fecond  Divan ,  held  on  the  King’s  Account,  to  force  him  away,  even 
to  the  Peril  of  his  Life,  as  an  Enemy,  if'  he  refus’d  longer  to  de¬ 
part  as  a  Friend  :  That  a  Capigi  Bafhaw  was  difpatch’d  with  the 
Grand  Seignior  s  Orders  for  it,  and  was  getting  ready  to  fee  cut  when 
the  two  Couriers  left  Adrianople.  u  I  have  already  fent  Word  of  this 
u  to  his  Msjeffy,  (added  he>  and  you’ll  do  him  a  great  Piece  of 
“  Service,  if  you  can  difpofe  him  to  prevent  any  Violence,5'  I  told 
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him,  t  would  do  my  utmoft  ;  and  making  therefore  this  Vific  ftsort, 

I  made  another  to  the  King,  and  faw  to  my  great  Concern,  that  he 
receiv'd  with  none  the  Bafkqw’s  Meflage  ;  and  all  that  1  could  fay 
to  that  Prince,  to  bring  him  to  our  Intent,  fignify’d  nothing :  He 
laugh’d  at  my  fear  for  his  Perfon  and  his  People  ;  and  laid,  ail  that 
was  an  Intrigue  of  the  ITan  and  Bafhaw  ;  fo  that  I  retird  very  ill 
fatisfy’d  with  his  Firmnefs,  (not  to  fay  Ohllinacyj  and  pa  (led  the  reft 
of  the  Day  and  the  whole  Night  in  a  great  Anxiety.  The  Capigi. 
Bafhaw  being  arrived  early  in  the  Morning,  I  waited  again  on  the 
Bafhaw^  who  not  only  confirm'd  me  the  bad  News  I  heard  of  him 
the  Day  before,  but  tlie  Han ,  who  was  with  him,  told  me,  that  ic 
was  yet  Time  enough  for  the  King  to  prevent  the  Violence  they 
were  ordered  to  life  towards  him,  by  letting  out  willingly,  according 
to  the  Grand  Seigniors  Intent,  and  the  Word  he  had  lent  in  the  begin¬ 
ning  to  his  Imperial  Righnefs  ?*  which  if  his  Majefly  refus'd  to  do, 
they  would  put  immediately  in  Execution  their  Orders,  which  he  fhew- 
ed  me  ;  and  were,  added  he,  to  put  to  the  Sword  all  thofe  who 
durft  offer  the  leaft  Refinance.  I  defir'd  them  to  let  me  go  once 
more  to  the  Camp,  and  make  my  bell  Remonflrances  to  that  Prince  : 
Which  they  granted,  on  condition  it  fhould  be  thelafl  lime  ,*  adding, 
that  they  were  going  to  fend  thither  Tartar  Myrfa  and  a  Turkijb  Aga , 
to  fummons  the  King  to  comply  with  the  Sultan’s  Orders.  I  pre- 
fently  made  ufe  of  this  Permiflion,  becaule  I  had  but  little  Time 
left  to  talk  with  his  Majefly.  Before  my  arrival  at  his  Camp  I  met 
that  Prince  on  Horfeback,  pretty  far  from  it  ,*  as  loon  as  he  faw 
me  a  far  off,  he  came  up  full  Gallop,  and  taking  me  by  the  Hand, 
and  making  a  Sign  to  his  Officers  who  follow'd  him,  to  keep  at  a 
Diftance,  he  asked  me  haftily,  what  the  Capigi -Ba /haw  had  brought  > 
I  gave  him  an  exaCt  Account  of  what  I  had  heard.  He  ask’d,  if  I 
had  feen  the  Grand  Seignior  s  own  Order  ?  And  on  my  anfwering,  I 
had  feen  a  great  Parchment  with  Turkijb  Writing,  which  they  had 
fhewed  me  for  fuch;  he  affured  me  it  was  Fictitious.  We  had  a  great 
Difpute  thereupon,  in  which  I  alledg'd  all  that  Reafon  and  Zeal  for 
his  Prefervation  infpir'd  me  with  ;  and  after  having  ask'd  him,  if  he 
would  depart,  in  cafe  I  could  prove  to  him  that  all  I  had  Hid  was 
true,  and  that  'twas  the  authentick  Order  of  the  Grand  Sehnior  > 
He  faid  with  fome  Warmth,  that  he  would  not  go  if  there  lhould 
come  Ten  more.  I  was  fo  bold  as  to  tell  him,  “  Well,  Sir,  if  you 
“  will  no  longer  follow  what  Reafon  and  your  own  Glory  dictate  to 
“  you,  I  have  no  more  to  do  here :  I  muft  retire.  ”  When  I  re¬ 
flected  calmly  on  what  I  had  faid  to  him,  and  how  I  had  laid  aftde 
the  RefpeCt  due  to  his  Dignity,  I  was  afhamed  ;  but  his  Majefly  in- 
flead  of  being  angry,  faid  with  a  great  deal  of  good  Humour, 
“  Fahrice ,  this  is  not  the  Time  for  us  to  fall  out.”  I  humbly* 
begg'd  his  Pardon  for  my  Haflinefs,  occaflcned  only  by  my  over 
great  Zeal  for  his  Service,  and  the  Concern  I  had  for  his  Preferva¬ 
tion.  He  anfwer’d,  that  he  was  convinc’d  of  it,  and  had  been  always 
very  well  fatisfied  with  my  Behaviour  towards  him.  This  Kindnels 
recompofed  me,  and  I  replied  finding,  That  I  heartily  wifli’d  that  his 
Majefly  would  give  me  caufe  to  be  fo  with  his  too  :  And  thus  our 
Converfation,  which  began  with  fome  Warmth,  ended  with  great  Calm- 
nefs.  I  muft  here  do  the  Juftice  to  this  Prince  to  fay,  That  tho'  ho 
has  the  Character  of  being  Proud  and  Imperious,  and  really  is  fo 
with  his  Enemies  and  Equals,  efpecialjy  when  he  thinks  they 
do  threaten  him,  or  would  force  him  to  what  he  doth  not  like,  he 
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is  the  mod;  civil  in  the  World  to  his  Inferiors,  and  mod  obliging  in 
Converfation  ;  and  they  may  fay  the  bolded  Things  to  him,  when  he 
is  once  perfwaded  that  they  are  truly  adedled  to  his  Perfon.  I  may  even 
add,  that  he  is  naturally  Merry  and  Pleafant,  and  could  alledge  feveral  of 
his  witty  Sayings,  but  that  it  would  carry  me  too  far  from  my  Sub- 
jedt;  to  which  I  return.  We  alighted  at  the  Camp,  and  he  retired 
to  his  Houfe,  where  I  promifed  to  come  and  fee  his  Majefty  once 
more  before  my  going  Home  ;  and  I  went  to  Mr  Grothufens ,  where 
I  found  Baron  Muller  and  faw  a  Moment  after  the  .Aga  and  the 
Mjrfa  arrive,  and  they  having  declar’d  the  Subjedt  of  their  Vifit, 
were  ferv’d  with  Coffee  and  Sweet-Meats,  while  Baron  Muilern  went 
to  acquaint  the  King  with  their  defire  of  waiting  on  his  Majedy. 
He  no  doubt  endeavour’d,  by  the  drongefl  Arguments  he  could  think 
of,  to  difpofe  that  Prince  to  alter  the  Firmnefs  of  his  Mind  on  that 
Occafion,  but  all  in  vain  5  however,  they  were  condudled  into  his 
Profence,  and  ask’d  his  Majedy’s  lad;  Refolution  ,*  and  being  an- 
fwered,  That  it  was  the  fame  as  the  FirfF,  viz.  Not  to  depart  before 
his  being  ready,  they  retir’d  very  ill  fatisfied  with  it.  The  Swedijh 
Chaplains,  and  feveral  Officers  of  the  fird  Rank  hearing  of  it,  went 
to  that  Prince,  and  made  ufe  of  their  bed  Arguments  to  diflwade  him 
from  making  Refinance  ;  but  whether  they  did  not  take  the  right 
Method,  or  his  Majefly  w7as  charm’d  with  the  Idea  of  the  approach¬ 
ing  Occafion  of  a  Battle,  fo  extraordinary  that  Poderity  will  feared 
believe  the  Circumdances  of  it,  they  got  nothing  but  to  difpleafe  and 
be  fiienc’d,  with  a  kind  of  Warmth  and  Paffion  very  unufual  to  him. 
I  waited  on  him  myfelf,  and  finding  no  Way  to  perfwade  him,  told 
him,  that  feeing  he  was  abfolutely  determin’d  to  feek  Death,  I  was 
refoiv  d  to  flay  and  dye  in  the  Camp  with  him.  Having  given  me 
three  or  four  little  Nods,  which  with  him  was  a  very  great  Com¬ 
pliment  ,*  he  faid,  I  fhould  be  finely  caught,  if  he  took  me  at  my 
Word.  I  allured  him  fo  positively  of  the  contrary,  that  believing 
me  in  earned,  he  would  not  confent  to  it ;  probably  becaufe  he  thought 
I  might  do  good  Service  to  him,  or  Rich  of  his  People  as  fhould 
efcape.  I  won’t  play  fo  far  the  Gafcoign  with  you,  as  to  fay  that  I 
was  forry  for  his  Refufal ;  wherefore  I  went  and  took  leave  of  my 
Friends  in  the  Camp  :  They  feenfid  the  more  fenfible  of  our  Separati¬ 
on,  thinking  we  fhould  never  meet  again  ;  and  many  of  them  gave 
me  their  Money  and  Things  of  greated  Value,  to  keep  and  return 
to  them  if  they  had  the  good  Fortune  to  come  off  with  Life.  I 
comforted  them  as  well  as  I  could,  promifing  I  would  take  all  ima¬ 
ginable  Care  of  their  Releafe  if  they  were  taken  Prifoners.  As  the 
Time  was  fhort  and  prefling,  I  roue  diredtly  to  the  Town,  to  ufe  my 
lad  Endeavours  with  the  Turks ;  but  I  found  they  were  refolv’d,  and 
preparing  for  the  Attack,  and  all  the  Streets  were  full  of  Janizaries , 
Spahis ,  &c.  fo  that  I  had  much  difficulty  to  get  to  the  Bajbaiv  s,  who  was 
very  bufy  with  the  Han  in  giving  the  neceffary  Orders  ;  but  I  had 
fcarce  opened  my  Mouth  to  make  them  fome  new  Offers  of  my  Ser¬ 
vices,  when  the  Han  interrupted  me,  faying,  “  Can’t  you  fee  that 
“  there  is  no  more  to  be  done  with  that  Demirbafb  or  Iron-head  >  ’* 
Meaning  the  King  of  Sweden ;  and  therefore  he  advis’d  me  to  go 
Home,  and  keep  quiet  there  till  the  Attack  was  over.  The  Bajbaw 
faid  the  fame  ;  and  recommended  to  me,  by  no  Means,  to  dir  out  of 
my  Houfe,  for  fear  of  fome  Infult  from  the  Soldiers,  who  were  al¬ 
ready  arm’d,  I  retir’d  immediately,  palling  thro’  a  very  great  Num- 
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bcr  of  them,  who  did  not  differ  me  any  Rudenefs  or  Incivility. 
I  there  waited  with  a  great  deal  of  Uneafinefs  for  the  Event  of  this 
Day,  which  in  all  Appearance  would  decide  the  Fate  of  our  great 
Hero.  I  had  People  in  the  Town  and  Camp,  to  give  me  Advice 
continually  of  what  palled  in  cither,  but  my  Intelligence  ceafed  loon  ; 
I  Pent  one  of  my  Servants  to  know  the  realon  of  it,  and  underftood 
that  the  Town  Gates  were  fhut,  while  on  the  other  fide  the  King 
had  ordered  that  no  body  Ihould  flir  out  of  the  Camp,  nor  hear  any 
further  Propofal.  Immediately  after  I  heard  a  great  Shouting  of 
Allah ,  Allah)  which  is  the  commonly  Signal  of  the  Janizaries  going 
to  an  Onfet  ;  which  convinc’d  me  they  were  in  earned.  According¬ 
ly  fome  Thoufands  of  the  Tartars  having  more  clofely  block’d  up 
the  Camp,  the  Turks  went  out  of  the  Town  in  the  Order  following : 
About  3000  Janizaries  march’d  firfl,  12  Pieces  of  Cannon ,  z  imall 
Mortars,  with  fome  Ammunition  Carts,  and  many  Tcpigis  or  Gun¬ 
ners  follow’d  :  Next  came  the  Bajhaw ,  the  Buyiuk  Imarour ,  and  Chia- 
ous-BaJhaw ,  with  all  their  Officers  and  Servants,  in  good  Order  and  well 
mounted,  being  about  z  or  300  Perfons.  The  Han  with  feveral 
Myrfas  brought  up  the  Rear.  They  palled  thus  with  a  true  Turkijh 
Gravity  thro’  our  Hamlet,  and  I  had  the  Favour  of  a  great  Selamelikim  or 
Salutation  from  the  Bajhaw  and  thofe  to  whom  I  was  known.  Being  come 
within  a  fmall  didance  of  the  Camp,  the  Janizaries  ranged  themfelves 
jn  Order  of  Battle,  the  Topigis  or  Gunners  planted  their  Artillery  be¬ 
fore  them  ;  and  the  Han  and  Bajhaws ,  being  difmounted,  got  under 
Tents  fet  up  for  them  ;  and  every  Thing  being  ready  for  the  Onfet, 
they  fent  an  Aga  to  the  Swedijh  Camp,  to  defirc  the  King  once  more 
to  leave  the  Place  as  a  Friend.  This  Aga  advanc’d  as  far  as  the  In- 
trenchment,  and  addrefs  d  himfelf  to  Mr.  Grothufn ,  who  was  his 
Friend,  and  would  have  introduced  him  to  the  King ;  but  his  Majedy 
being  intirely  bent  on  Fighting,  would  neither  fee  him  nor  hear  of 
any  Accommodation ;  and  faid  to  Mr.  Grothujen ,  “  Send  them  Word, 
“  that  if  they  dare  to  attack  me,  I’ll  defend  myleif.  »*  However,  he 
permitted  him  to  go  with  the  Aga  to  the  Han  and  Bajhaw ,  who  were 
then  both  in  the  latter’s  Tent,  with  the  Order-bearers.  The  former 
ask’d  him  hadily,  if  the  King  would  depart  ?  He  anfwering,  that  he 
defired  nothing  more.  He  ask’d  him,  When  ?  To  which  he  reply’d. 
As  foon  as  he  was  ready,  and  he  hoped  to  be  able  to  tell  when  that 
would  be  in  Three  Day’s  Time.  The  Han  faid,  That  was  the  old 
Story  ,*  and  that  in  Obedience  to  the  Grand  Seignior’s  Orders,  he  mull 
immediately  come  to  them,  and  depart  without  further  delay.  Mr. 
Grothufen ,  out  of  Patience  at  this  Anfwer,  ask’d  him  boldly.  Whom 
he  took  the  King  of  Sweden  for,  as  if  he  thought  he  was  to  be  frigh¬ 
ten’d,  and  to  come  and  kifs  his  Slipper  ?  Upon  this  the  Han  bid  him 
to  be  gone,  with  an  angry  Look.  The  Bajhaw  being  more  cool, 
told  him  in  civil  Terms,  that  the  Grand  Seignior  s  Orders  allow’d  of 
no  delay,  and  that  he  was  forry  the  King  would  not  be  perfwaded  to 
comply  to  depart  accordingly  ;  and  thereupon  Mr.  Grothufen  with¬ 
drew.  In  the  mean  while,  the  Turkijh  Inflruments  made  a  great 
Noife  ;  and  the  King,  not  to  be  behind- hand  with  them,  caufed  Five 
or  Six  Trumpeters  to  get  upon  the  Top  of  his  Houfe ;  from  whence 
they  anfwered  the  Turks  as  in  Defiance,  and  then  the  Artillery  beginning 
immediately  to  play,  did  na  other  Hurt  but  kill  one  of  the  King’s 
People.  Mr.  Grothufen ,  who  was  very  well  known  by  the  Janizaries, 
pafs’d  thro’  their  Ranks  and  told  them,  that  he  was  very  much  a- 

mazed

mazed  to  fee  them  Sword  in  Hand  againfi:  their  befl  Friends,  u  That 
u  they  coaid  not  deny  but  the  Swedes  had  enrich'd  them  with  Prefents, 
<£  and  ask’d  them,  Whether  they  would  thus  in  cool  Blood,  and  con- 
44  trary  to  the  Hofpitality,  fo  facred  among  the  Mujfelmans ,  attack 
41  their  Benefadfors,  and  refufe  them  a  Delay  of  Three  Days,  which 
“  they  begg’d,  after  they  had  granted  to  the  Mufiovites ,  their  mor- 
46  tal  Enemies,  Peace,  and  every  Thing  they  defir’d,  and  let  them  po 
<c  away  fafely.  He  added,  That  the  Han  and  me  Bajhaw )  of  whom 

he  had  requeued  that  . in  the  King’s  Behalf,  denied  it  ;  and  that  he 
44  could  not  believe  their  Orders  to  be  fo  fevere  as  they  pretended.  * 
This  Speech  of  a  Man  whom  the  Janizaries  loved,  and  fome  Money 
he  threw  among  them  at  the  fame  Time,  had  the  following  Effed: ; 
that  being  order’d  to  attack  an  Intreachmenc,  they,  indead  of  attacking 
it,  cry’d  out,  Olmas7  It  Jhant  be  Jo  ;  and  all  their  Officers  could  not 
prevail  on  them  to  obey.  They  ran  in  a  tumultuous  Manner  to 
the  Han  and  Bajhaw  s  Tents,  threatning  to  fall  on  them  if  they  did 
not  prefetltly  raife  the  Siege,  and  grant  the  King  the  Delay  he  defir  d ; 
faying,  the  Orders  were  not  genuine,  and  they  would  not  fight  a- 
gainft  the  Swedes  their  Friends.  Thereupon  the  Han  faid  to  the  Ba- 
Jhaw ,  “  Since  you  cannot  make  yourfelf  to  be  obey’d  by  the  Janz~ 
“  zaries ,  fend  them  back  to  the  Town,  and  I  am  able  with  my  Tar - 
“  tars  alone  to  reduce  that  Prince  to  our  Point.”  The  B  a  Jhaw  de- 
fir’d  him  to  have  Patience  ’till  next  Morning,  that  he  would  by  that 
Time  find  fome  Means  to  make  them  alter  their  Minds  and  Behavi¬ 
our.  Then  coming  out  of  his  Tent,  he  told  them,  <c  To  be  Quiet, 
44  and  that  the  King  Ihould  have  Time,  and  their  Aga  and  ocher 
u  chief  Officers,  to  re-condud:  them  in  the  heft  Order  they  could 
44  into  the  Town,  ”  which  they  executed  immediately,  and  very 
well. 

I  hearing  that  they  began  to  pafs  through  our  Hamlet  in  their  Way 
back  to  Town,  I  appear’d  at  my  Door  ,*  feveral  who  knew  me  fir’d  their 
Muskets  in  the  Air  ;  fome  left  their  Ranks  to  ask  me,  Whether  I 
was  not  well  pleas’d  with  their  Behaviour  in  reipedt  of  the  King  • 
and  added,  That  they  would  take  his  Majefty  into  their  Care  and 
Pro  ted  ion  againfi:  the  Bajhaw  and  the  Han,  if  they  would  not  allow 
him  the  Time  which  Mr.  Grothujen  requir’d  of  them;  and  they  would 
condudt  him  where  he  pleas’d,  &c.  I  anfwer’d,  This  was  very  kind 
of  them  ;  foon  after  came  the  Bajhaw  himfelf,  with  a  very  grave  and 
angry  Look.  This  little  Army  was  no  fooner  lead  into  the  Town,  but 
the  Gates  were  fhut.  About  Nine  in  the  Night  arrived  Savaryy  a 
Dutchman ,  and  one  of  the  King’s  Interpreters,  whom  Mr.  Funks  the 
Envoy,  and  General  Poniatowsky ,  under  Arrefi  at  Adrianople,  had 
found  Means  to  fend  privately.  He  had  feveral  Letters  for  the  King, 
Mefiieurs  Mullern  and  Grothujen ,  which  he  put  all  into  my  Hands  ;  I 
trufied  with  them  a  Tartar  Officer,  to  whom  I  gave  10  Ducats,  with 
Promife  of  10  more,  if  he  could  render  them  to  Mr.  Grothujen , 
which  he  promis’d  to  do.  Some  Letters  I  receiv’d  from  my  Corre- 
fpondents  at  the  fame  Time,  mention’d,  that  Affairs  were  in  the 
word  Condition  that  could  be ;  and  that  the  Grand  Seignior  had  rei¬ 
terated  his  Order  to  fend  the  King  away  by  Force,  whatever  might 
be  the  Confequence,  if  he  refufed  to  depart  ;  and  in  cafe  he  were 
taken  alive,  to  put  him  into  a  Coach,  to  be  carry’d  to  Salonica. 

About  an  Hour  after  Midnight,  I  was  difguifing  myfelf  in  a  Janizary  s 
Habit,  to  90  and  fpeak  with  Savary ,  who  was  hid  at  a  Turk's  of  my 
'  "  K  Acquaint 
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Acquaintance  in  the  Suburbs,  on  the  other  fide  of  Bender,  when  I 
was  furpriz’d  to  hear  a  great  Noife  at  my  Door,  and  more  to  lee,  as 
it  was  open’d,  a  Myrfa  enter  with  an  Officer,  and  an  Interpreter  of 
the  Hans ,  who  told  me,  “  his  Mafler  was  very  angry  with  me  for 
“  correl'ponding  clandelfinely  with  the  Swedes,  againfl  his  Prohibition, 
“  and  my  Word  ,•  and  that  the  Officer  whom  I  had  brib'd  to  carry 
“  Letters  into  their  Camp,  ffiould  be  punifh’d  for  his  Undertaking  ; 
“  and  this  Myrfa  with  the  Tartars ,  were  to  carry  me  Prifoner  to  the 
“  Bajbaw  as  foon  as  the  Gates  of  Bender  ffiould  be  opened.  I  reply’d 
“  calmly,  that  I  wras  not  confcious  of  any  Fault,  and  never  fent  to  the 
“  Camp  any  Letters,  but  what  were  tending  to  bring  the  King  to  the 
“  amicable  Ends,  which  the  Han  his  M after  and  the  Bajhaw  defir’d  me 
“  often  to  ufe  my  bell  Endeavours  for.  ’’  The  Interpreter  faid,  That 
he  had  nothing  to  add,  nor  to  do  more  in  the  Matter,  and  retired, 
leaving  with  me  the  Myrfa  ;  I  ordered  him  fome  Coffee  and  llrong 
Liquors,  which  accompanying  with  a  forry  old  Watch,  I  brib’d  him 
fo  well  to  his  Fancy,  that  he  granted  me  the  Permiffion  which  I 
ask’d  him,  to  go  and  fpeak  with  the  Palatine  of  Kiow,  and  other 
Folifh  Noblemen,  who  had  left  the  King,  not  to  be  involved  in  his 
Difference  with  the  Turks ,  and  had  put  themfelves  under  the  Han  and 
Bajhaw  s  Protection  ;  inflead  of  going  to  any  of  them  (for  this  was 
only  a  Pretence  with  which  I  cover’d  my  Defign)  I  went  directly  to 
Savary ,  to  ask  him  all  the  Circumflances  of  what  had  pafs’d  at 
Adrianople  concerning  the  King,  that  in  Cafe  I  could  get  once 
more  the  Permiffion  of  waiting  on  this  Prince,  I  might  alledge  the 
mot  proper  of  them  to  convince  him.  Returning  Home  between 
Three  and  Four  o’  Clock  in  the  Morning,  I  found  the  Myrfa  fome- 
what  uneafy  that  I  had  tay’d  longer  than  I  had  promifed  ;  and  at  the 
Time  of  opening  the  Gates  I  got  on  Horfeback,  and  being  attend¬ 
ed  by  fome  of  my  Servants  and  my  Tartar Guard,  went  to  the  Ba¬ 
jbaw,  who  feem’d  much  concern’d  to  fee  me  come  fo  early,  and  in 
fuch  a  Company.  He  ask’d  me  the  Meaning  of  all  this ;  the  Myrfa 
told  him  his  Mater’s  Orders  ;  and  the  Bajhaw  faid,  Well,  well,  pre- 
fent  my  Service  to  the  Han,  and  fo  difmiffed  him.  Then  I  related 
my  Cafe  to  him  :  He  faid  the  Han  was  a  paffionate  Man,  and  that  I 
ought  not  to  expofe  mylelf  to  his  Difpleafure :  I  asked  afterwards 
leave  to  go  once  more  to  the  King  ;  he  faid  he  was  very  willing  I 
ffiould  go,  but  it  could  not  be  done  without  the  Hans  Confenc, 
which  he  was  perlwaded  he  would  not  grant,  and  therefore  was  to 
no  purpofe  to  ask  for  it  :  Then  he  permitted  me  to  return  Home, 
advifing  me  to  flay  there  quiet.  He  had  not  flept  a  whole  Night  ,•  but 
as  foon  as  he  was  got  into  the  City,  after  the  Janizaries  Refufal  to 
attack  the  King,  he  had  caufed  all  the  publick  Baths,  Coffee  and 
other  Houfes  of  Refort,  to  be  ffiut  up  ;  and  placed  a  good  Guard  in 
all  Quarters  of  the  Town,  ordering  that  no  body  ffiould  be  out  of  his 
Houle  after  the  Evening  Frayer.  Then  he  held  a  Divan  with  the 
Chiaous- Bajhaw,  Buyiuk  Imraour,  Capigi-Bafhaw  and  Janizar-Aga ; 
wherein  it  was  refolv’d  to  try  once  more  what  could  be  done  with 
the  King  by  fair  Means,  fince  the  Jmizaries  had  ffiewn  their  Adedli- 
on  for  him  fo  far  as  to  difobey  the  Grand  Seigniors  Orders  ;  “  And 
<c  that  therefore  thofe  Orders  ffiould  be  read  to  them  again,  before 
u  the  opening  of  the  Gates ;  to  convince,  that  no  Time  was  therein 
“  allowed  for  that  Prince.  That  it  ffiould  be  then  propofed  to  50 
“  or  60  of  their  moll  prudent  Officers,  to  go  and  reprefent  to  his 
“  Majefly,  that  they  could  not  avoid  executing  them,  without  becoming 

“  Re- 
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“  Rebels;  and  beg  of  him  to  put  himfelf  into  their  Hands,  as  his 
“  Friends,  who  would  conduct  him  whither  and  which  Way  he 
“  pleafed  to  go,  even  to  the  fublime  Forte  if  he  would ;  and  in  cafe  he 
“  rejected  all  their  Propofals,  Force  fhould  be  ufed  in  earned:.” 

The  Sultans  Orders  being  read  accordingly,  and  ihewed  to  every 
one,  that  they  might  have  no  doubt  of  their  being  genuine  ;  and  the 
Bajbaw  having  made  them  fenfiblehow  unjuflihable  was  already  their 
mucinous  Difobedience  to  them,  what  Pumfhment  they  fhould  de- 
ferve,  if  (the  King  refufmg  to  accept  of  the  Offers  propos’d)  they 
defer ’d  to  force  him  according  to  the  faid  Orders.  They  unanimoufly 
anfwer’d,  That  wholoever  would  not  obey,  fhould  be  treated  as  a 
Rebel.  Thereupon,  and  to  encourage  them  the  better  to  comply 
with  their  Duty,  he  reprefented  to  them,  “  The  Swedijh  Camp  en- 
“  rich’u  with  the  Sultans  Money  and  Prefents,  which  in  luch  cafe 
“  fhould  belong  to  them,  and  all  the  Swedes  be  their  Prifoners  and 
“  Slaves  by  the  Right  of  War  ;  as  for  the  King's  Perfon,  he  exhorted 
“  them  to  endeavour  to  take  him  alive,  promifing  to  every  one  who 
“  could  only  touch  his  Cloaths  in  bringing  him  Prifoner  to  him,  a 
“  Reward  of  Eight  Gold  Ducats/’  (as  he  had  promifcd  a  Day  before) 
They  thank’d  him  heartily  for  his  good  Advice,  which  they  fhew- 
ed  themfelves  ready  to  follow. 

I  had  laid  myfelf  down  on  my  Bed,  with  my  Cloaths  and 
Boots  on,  to  get  a  little  Reft,  but  in  vain  ;  my  Mind  was  too  much 
difturb  d  with  what  had  pafs’d,  with  the  Idea  of  what  was  ftill  to 
come ;  when,  about  Nine  o’clock,  fome  of  my  People  came  into 
my  Chamber  and  told  me,  a  Company  of  Janizaries  defired  to  fpeak 
with  me  :  I  went  out  immediately,  and  was  agreeably  furpriz’d  to 
fee  about  60  Officers,  greaceft  Part  my  Acquaintance,  moft  with 
long  white  Beards,  and  each  a  white  Stick  in  his  Hand  :  They  told  me 
all  that  had  palled  between  the  Bajhaw  and  them,  and  faid  they  were 
refolv’d  to  go  now  to  the  Camp,  as  MefTengers  of  Peace,  to  offer 
their  Service  to  the  King  ;  and  allure  him,  in  the  Name  of  their 
whole  Body,  they  were  ready  to  carry  and  accompany  him  whither 
he  pleas’d  to  go,  even  to  Adrianople ,  to  fpeak  to  the  Grand  Seignior 
himfelf;  and  that  they  would  be  cut  in  Pieces  a  Thoufand  Times 
before  they  would  fuffer  the  leafl  Hurt  to  be  done  to  him.  I  ex¬ 
tolled  very  much  their  Generofity,  heartily  wifh’d  them  good  Suc- 
cefs,  and  foon  after  got  on  Horfeback  to  follow  them  at  a  Diflance, 
and  met  them  at  their  Return  from  the  Camp,  as  by  accident ;  but 
I  was  extremely  furprifed  to  fee  them  come  back  fo  foon,  and  in  as 
great  hafle  as  if  they  had  been  expell’d  from  thence;  and  at  leafl  their 
meiancholly  and  angry  Countenance  attefled  too  plainly  that  they  were 
not  well  receiv’d.  I  ask’d  fome  who  were  my  Acquaintance,  what  was  the 
Matter  >  One  reply’d,  Swett  Krall  Demir  Bajb  vary  “  The  King  of  Swe'r 
“  den  has  an  Iron  Head.”  But  I  heard  foon  the  Caufe,  with  the  Cir- 
cumftances  of  all  this,  viz.  That  they  having  defir’d  an  Audience  of 
his  Majefly,  they  were  not  only  deny’d  that  Favour  ;  but  being  ask’d 
their  Meffage,  it  was  no  fooner  deliver’d  and  carry’d  to  that  Prince, 
than  General  Hordh  came  to  tell  them  in  his  Majelly’s  Name,  “  That 
“  if  they  did  not  quickly  retire,  they  fhould  have  their  Beards  cut 
<c  off  or  burnt,”  (the  greatefl  Affront  that  can  be  offered  to  the  Peo¬ 
ple  in  the  Eajl  ;  and  a  Menace,  I  confefs,  very  imprudent  at  that 
jun&ure.)  Perhaps  the  King  diflrufled  the  Janizaries ,  thinking  them 
brib’d  by  the  Bajhaw ;  or  perhaps  he  was  afraid  of  loofing  the  Op¬ 
portunity 
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portunity  of  an  extraordinary  Addon,  which  he  flattered  his  Courage 
with.  About  an  Hour  after  I  heard  from  my  Houle  the  repeated 
Ailahs  of  the  ’janizaries,  coming  out  of  the  Town,  and  going  to  attack 
him  in  earneft.  1  he  little  Army  march’d  in  the  fame  Order  and  IS  um¬ 
ber  of  Men  as  the  Day  before,  except  the  Han  with  his  Retinue, 
who  was  not  there,  having  palled  the  Night  under  his  Tent.  As  foon 
as  they  arrived  they  took  their  Polls,  ai  d  the  /millery  being  planted 
at  the  fame  Place,  it  began  foon  to  play.  The  janizaries  Went  aimofl 
without  Orders  to  the  Onfet,  with  their  ufual  Snouts  of  Allah  ;  and 
whether  the  Swedes  were  furpriz’d  or  deceiv'd  by  the  Hope  that  the 
Thing  would  pafs  as  the  Day  before ;  or  rather,  as  fome  fay,  they 
bad  agreed  among  themfelves  not  to  make  any  vain  Defence  with  their 
Inequality  of  Number,  againll  fo  great  a  Superiority,  the  Retrenchments 
were  as  foon  carry  d  off  as  attack'd.  During  this  I  was  at  Mr  Jeffreys , 
and  you  may  imagine  with  what  Uneafinefs.  Mr.  De  la  Mot r aye , 
who  was  gone  on  Horfeback  among  the  Tartars ,  drefs’d  like  one  of 
them,  to  fee  the  Addon,  came  back  to  tell  us,  in  Ids  than  Three 
quarters  of  an  Hour,  that  moll  of  the  Swedes  were  already  taken  Pri- 
loners,  and  carry ’d  away  from  the  Camp.  Thereupon  we  went  out 
of  Mr.  Jeffrey  s  Back-Door,  and  faw  fome  of  them  ty’d,  and  coupled 
together  like  a  Pack  of  Dogs,  and  fo  led  by  Tartars ,  and  feveral 
Janizaries  driving  theirs  before  themfelves,  like  Parcels  of  Cattle. 
There  were  among  thefe  Prifoners  fome  of  the  bell  Families  in  Sweden , 
who  palled  near  enough  for  us  to  lpeak  with  them  :  We  expreffed 
our  Concern  to  fee  them  in  that  Condition ;  they  begg’d,  with  Tears 
in  their  Eyes,  our  Affillance  for  their  Redemption,  which  we  allured 
them  fhould  not  be  wanting,  and  comforted  them  the  bell  we  could  ; 
and  as  I  knew  feveral  Janizaries  among  their  Mailers,  I  recommend¬ 
ed  them  to  ufe  well  their  Prifoners,  which  they  faid  they  would  do. 
Soon  after  we  faw  others  loaded  with  Plunder  or  Booty,  as  the  King’s 
Plate,  faved  from  the  Mufcovites  at  Pultowa ,  rich  Damask  Culhions  of 
his  Houfe,  Mr.  Grothujen  sfine  Furniture,  and  other  valuable  Things. 
But  in  the  middle  of  this  doleful  Scene,  we  could  hardly  bear  Laugh¬ 
ing,  to  fee  feveral  Tartars  with  laced  Coats  ty’d  to  their  Necks,  over 
their  greafy  Skin  Furs,  two  or  three  Hats  over  their  Caps,  like  triple 
Crowns,  with  Whigs  hanging  by  their  Girdles,  &c.  In  the  mean 
while  a  Lipka  came  to  tell  us  that  the  King  was  kill’d,  but  as  we 
heard  Hill  Shooting,  we  did  not  believe  him  ,*  on  the  contrary,  that 
Prince  was  on  Horfeback,  attended  by  2.0  of  his  Officers  and  Do- 
mefticks,  had  been  in  every  Place  where  the  Danger  threatned  moff, 
to  animate  his  People  by  his  Exhortation  and  Example,  to  defend 
themfelves  the  better.  Seeing  all  was  in  vain,  and  his  Camp  over¬ 
run  by  fome  Thoufands  of  Janizaries  and  Tartars ,  fixed  his  only 
Hope  in  the  Defence  of  his  Houfe  ;  fo  fetting  Spurs  to  his  Horlc,  he 
ufed  his  utmofl  to  get  into  it :  He  found  himfelf  thereupon#  in  an  in- 
llant  fo  furrounded  with  janizaries ,  who  came  from  all  Sides  endea¬ 
vouring  to  take  him,  that  he  could  fcarce  advance  a  Foot-pace  ;  ne- 
verthelefs  he  made  his  Way  through  the  Croud,  attacking  them  Sword 
in  hand,  with  thofe  that  could  follow  him,  with  pufhing,  cutting  and 
hacking  on  all  Sides,  fuch  as  were  in  his  Way  and  oppos’d  him  ;  he 
at  length  got  to  one  Door  of  his  Houfe,  when  throwing  himfelf  too 
precipitately  off  his  Elorfe,  fell  down,  and  at  the  fame  Time  a  jani¬ 
zary,  whom  General  Hordb  had  wounded,  fired  at  his  Majefly,  pur- 
pofely,  or  by  millake,  and  would  certainly  have  kill’d  him,  if  ail  the 
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Crowd  of  Janizaries  and  Swedes ,  mix’d  together,  had  not  thrown  them- 
feives  at  the  fame  Time  one  upon  another,  which  made  the  Janiza¬ 
ry  mifs  ;  16  that  the  Ball  took  only  the  Skin  off  his  Majefty’s  No fe, 
and  the  End  of  his  Ear  :  But  that  Hero  getting  up  again,  and  being 
help’d  into  one  Room  of  the  Houfe,  (with  fome  Servants  and  Dra¬ 
goons^  by  Colonel  Chambers ,  the  Drahant  Rofe ,  and  a  few  others, 
who  defended  the  Door,  they  lhut  it  again.  His  Majefty  there  review’d 
his  Garrifon,  which  confided,  w7ith  the  Remnant  he  had  brought  a- 
long  with  him,  of  about  30  or  40  Men,  moil  Parc  common  Servants, 
there  being  but  half  a  Dozen  Officers,  and  two  or  three  Gentlemen, 
who  hardly  had  ever  drawn  a  Sword  before,  if  they  did  then,  as  the 
Chamberlain  Clijfendorf. ,  the  Secretary  Ereenpreus ,  &c.  for  the  mod  Part 
of  the  Garrifon,  which  was  pretty  numerous  at  frit,  had  been  oblig’d 
ro  furrender  Frifoners  to  the  Multitude  of  Turksy  who  got  into  the 
Houfe  to  plunder;  and  the  red  got  into  that  Room,  where  they  ffiut 
themlelves  in,  abandoning  the  other  Apartments  to  the  Pillagers,  and 
very  likely  had  been  alio  reduced  to  furrender  foon,  if  the  King 
had  not  come  to  their  Relief.  However,  his  Majedy  having  anima¬ 
ted  them  with  great  Promifes  of  Preferment,  caus'd  the  Door  of  the 
next  Room  to  be  open’d,  which  he  found  full  of  Janizaries  ;  but  not- 
withdanding  the  Inequality  of  Number,  he  attack’d  them ;  and  having 
put  mod  of  them  to  the  Sword,  or  oblig’d  them  to  leap  out  at 
the  Windows,  he  then  caufed  the  Door  of  the  great  Hall  to  be 
broke  open,  wherein  they  allured  me  wrere  above  200  Janizaries 
pillaging  ;  their  Number  did  not  hinder  the  King  from  attacking 
them  immediately  with  his  little  Troop  :  The  Janizaries  did  all  they 
could  to  break  this  fort  of  a  Battalion,  and  feparate  them  from  the 
King,  and  fucceeded  fo  well,  that  they  wrould  have  feiz’d  him,  if  he 
had  not  kill’d  Two  of  them  that  were  next  to  him,  and  wounded  a 
Third,  who  provoked,  by  the  fight  of  his  Blood,  cut  thro’  the  Sable 
Cap  which  the  King  had  on,  and  would  doubdefs  have  feconded  the 
Blow,  if  his  Majelly  had  not  feiz’d  his  Sabre  with  his  Left-hand, 
not  without  wounding  it.  He  had  fcarce  efcaped  this  Danger,  but; 
another  Company  attacked  him,  and  he  was  near  being  taken,  but: 
fome  of  his  own  People  refeued  him  timely  ;  then  being  again  at  the 
Head  of  his  Battalion,  he  charg’d  the  Janizaries  with  fo  much  Bravery, 
that  in  lefs  than  an  Hour  he  became  Mailer  of  the  whole  Houle, 
having  put  to  the  Sword  all  that  oppos’d  him,  or  were  not  got  out 
at  the  Windows.  This  Royal  Hero  feeing  himfelf  thus  repolfefs’d 
of  his  whole  Houfe,  caufed  the  Doors  and  Windows  to  be  again 
well  {hut  up  and  barricaded ;  then  they  fir’d  thro’  the  Barricadoes 
at  the  Turks ,  and  kill’d  many  of  them.  The  Han  and  the  BaJJ:aw 
feeing  that  they  fhould  loofe  too  many  Men  at  this  Rate,  and  that 
their*  Cannon  made  no  other  Effied:  but  to  pierce  thro’  the  Walls  of 
the  Houfe,  without  breaking  down  any  Part  of  them,  (the  Stones  of 
which  they  were  made  being  too  tender,)  held  a  Council  of  War, 
wherein  they  rcfolved  to  fet  it  on  Fire,  by  gathering  together,  near 
the  greatefl  Doors  and  the  loweft  Windows,  fome  old  Pieces  of 
Wood,  as  Planks  and  dry  Branches  of  Trees,  &c.  and  to  drive  by  this 
Means  the  Befieg’d  out  of  their  Fortrefs  ;  which  being  order’d,  the 
Janizaries  who  undertook  it,  and  olhers  who  durlt  fhew  themfelves 
within  Musket-fhoc,  found  it  very  hot  and  dangerous,  fo  that  Num¬ 
bers  of  them  fell  down  Dead  or  Wounded  ;  but  the  Tartars  fixing 
lighted  Matches,  and  other  combuRible  Matters  to  their  Arrows,  fhoc 
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a  vaft  Number  of  them,  in  an  Tnfcant,  upon  the  Top  of  the  Houfe; 
which  being  of  fmall  thin  Boards  joined  together,  eafiiy  took  Fire, 
and  in  a  littie  while  was  all  in  a  Flame:  Whereupon,  to  prevent  the 
Fire  gaining  the  Ceiling,  which  was  alfo  of  Wood,  the  King  went 
himfeif  on  the  Top,  with  part  of  his  People,  to  extinguiih  it  ir  pofii- 
ble ;  but  there  being  no  Water,  and  no  polTibility  of  throwing  down 
the  Roof,  he  return d  to  the  Windows,  and  continued  to  fire  upon 
the  Turks  as  if  nothing  had  happen  d.  The  whole  Roof  being  already 
reduced  to  burning  Coals  and  Allies,  and  under  it  many  rich  Preients 
of  the  Grand  Seignior,  the  Tifier,  the  Han,  &c.  which  efcaped  the 
Eyes  of  the  Plunderers,  as  'fine  Tents,  Furs,  and  precious  Horfe- 
Furniture,  (one  Set  of  which,  with  the  Stirrups  of  mafiy  Gold,  and 
the  Bridle  adorn’d  with  Jewels,  was  valued  at  above  100  Rix  Dollars.) 
Elis  People  thought  he  intended  to  bury  himlelf  alive  under  the 
Ruins  of  the  Houle,  mo  ft  efpecially  when  they  perceived  that  the 
Ceiling  took  Fire,  and  great  Pieces  of  burnig  Wood  fell  in  upon 
them  ;  every  one  then  begg’d  he  would  think  of  faving  his  and  their 
Lives  ;  but  he  bid  them  to  have  yet  Patience,  faying,  there  was  no 
Danger,  and  encouraging  them  to  defend  themfelves  to  the  lad 
Man,  and  rather  perilh  like  brave  Men,  than  furrender  to  the  Enemy  ; 
promifing  at  the  lame  Time  great  Rewards  to  thofe  who  Ihould  fol¬ 
low  his  Example :  But  probably  the  Heat  of  the  Battle,  and  his  war¬ 
like  Courage,  hinder’d  him  from  confidering,  that  there  was  a  kind 
of  Contradiction  between  w7hat  he  promifed  and  what  he  requir’d. 
The  Danger  dill  encreafed  ;  and  it  was  to  be  fear’d  the  whole  Ceiling 
would  fall  at  once,  and  bury  them  alive  under  a  Heap  of  burning 
Coals,  a  large  one  having  already  fallen  upon  the  King’s  Head, 
which  he  took  no  notice  of,  and  every  Body  elfe  was  frighted  but 
himfeif.  They  had  not  prevailed  upon  him  to  quit  the  Houfe,  if  the 
Vrahant  Roje  had  not  flatter’d  his  Courage,  by  telling  him,  that  it 
was  better  to  dye  Sword-in-hand,  like  brave  Men,  in  the  midfl  of 
their  Enemies,  than  with  cold  Blood  in  the  Flames  ;  adding,  that  the 
new  Chancery ,  a  Stone  Houfe  but  50  Paces  off,  which  not  being  Roof¬ 
ed,  was  not  fo  fubjedt  to  be  burnt,  would  ferve  them  for  a  new 
Fortrefs  ;  and  they  might  make  a  Sally  upon  the  Befiegcrs  with  the 
Sword  in  one  Hand  and  the  Piflols  in  the  other,  forcing  their  Way 
thro’  them  and  get  into  it.  Whether  the  Idea  of  a  frefn  Battle  tempted 
the  King,  and  he  really  thought  the  Propofal  fcafiblc,  or  whether  he  law 
no  PolTibility  to  keep  his  Company  longer  in  that  burning  Place,  by  his 
Example  and  all  his  Promifes,  he  confented  to  it ;  and  having  given 
them  his  Orders  for  the  Sally,  he  march’d  out  at  their  Flead  Sword  in 
Hand ;  but  advancing  too  eagerly,  and  thereby  feparating  himfeif 
from  his  Company,  he  unfortunately  fell  down  ,•  then  the  Janizaries 
being  in  great  Numbers  on  the  Watch,  threw  themfelves  upon  him, 
and  difarm’d  him  :  Thus  this  fierce  Hero  fell  into  the  Hands  of  his 
Enemies.  They  condu&ed  him  to  the  B  a  flaw ,  who  received  him 
with  a  great  deal  of  Refped:,  defiring  him  to  fit  down  (The  firfl  Com¬ 
pliment  of  die  Turks')  but  his  Majefly  did  not ;  the  BaJJ?aw  faid,  “  That 
“  he  thanked  God  for  his  being  thus  faved  from  fo  great  a  Danger. 
The  King  anfwer’d,That  if  all  his  Men  had  defended  themfelves  like  him 
and  thofe  few  who  were  in  the  Eloufe  with  him,  he  could  not  have 
taken  him  a  long  Time  yet.  The  Bajhaw  faid,  He  had  defended  him¬ 
feif  but  a  great  deal  too  well,  for  above  200  Turks  and  Tartars  were 
kill’d.  To  which  the  King  reply ’d,  That  was  nothing  to  what  would 
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have  been.  This  extraordinary  Convcrfation  ended  by  the  Bajhaw  s 
defiring  his  Majefty  to  mount  a  fine  Turkijh  Horie,  richly  equipp’d, 
which  he  did,  and  went  ftreight  to  the  City,  furrounded  by  a  great 
many  lurkijh  Officers  and  Janizaries ,  and  alighted  at  one  of  the 
Apartments  which  the  Bajhaw  had  ordered  for  him.  His  Majefty 
flung  himfelf  upon  the  Sopha ,  where  he  was  attended  by  the  Bajhaw  § 
Interpreter  and  chief  Domefticks,  who  brought  before  him  a  low 
Table  with  a  Turhifh  Supper,  fome  Sherbet ;  but  his  Majefty  call’d 
for  Water,  drunk  much  of  it,  and  having  eat  but  little,  bid  them  to 
withdraw,  and  then  he  fell  afteep  upon  that  Sopha ,  with  his  Boors 
and  ail  his  Cloaths  on,  tho*  there  was  juft  by  a  Bed  prepared  for 
him  in  the  fnme  Room. 

As  to  myfelf,  upon  the  Information  I  had  of  the  Prince’s  Life  being 
fo  happily  preferv’d,  I  palled  the  Night  with  much  more  Tranqui¬ 
lity  than  I  had  done  for  a  long  Time  ;  and  I  went  the  next 
Morning  to  the  Bajhaw ,  who  immediately  order'd  me  to  be  let  in 
to 'the  King;  telling  me,  that  he  had  fent  him  a  few  Minutes  be¬ 
fore,  Meftieurs  Grothufen  and  Bibbing ,  whom  he  had  redeem’d,  to 
keep  him  Company,  knowing  them  to '  be  both  his  Favourites. 
His  Majefty  was  drefs  d  as  the  Day  before,  after  the  Action,  and 
looked  as  ftrangely,  as  you  may  guefs  ;  his  Coat  bloody  and  tom 
in  Pieces,  part  of  his  Cap  flit,  his  Eye-brows  burnt,  his  Note  and 
Ear  fcratch  d  ;  yet  thro'  all  this,  there  appear’d  fuch  a  Cheerfulnefs 
and  Air  of  Satisfaction  in  his  Face,  as  if  he  had  the  Bajhaw  and 
all  the  lurks  in  his  Power.  I  approach’d  him  with  my  Hands 
joyn’d  together,  and  faying,  I  thank’d  God  that  I  faw  him  in  lb 
good  Health,  a  Happinefs  I  lcarce  durft  flatter  myfelf  with  the  Day 
before,  when  I  conlidered  all  the  Dangers  he  ran  thro’.  He  reply’d 
imiling,  That  the  Dangers  were  not  fo  great  as  they  feem’d  at  a  di- 
ftance,  I  faid,  Appearances  muft  then  be  very  deceitful ;  for  it  feem’d 
to  me  that  30  or  40  Perfons,  befieg’d  by  feveral  Thoufands,  fight¬ 
ing  againft  300  in  a  Houfe,  upon  which  near  100  Cannon -flipf 
had  been  fir’d,  and  was  all  in  Flames  of  Fire,  ran  a  terrible  Rifque. 
He  ft  ill  maintain’d  it  was  nothing  ;  and  infallibly  the  Converfation 
turn  d  upon  the  Addon  itfelf,  of  which  he  told  me  moft  of  the  Cir- 
cumftances  with  a  great  deal  of  Vivacity,  except  what  related  to 
himfelf,  which  he  omitted  out  of  Modefty  ;  and  would  not  allow  what 
a  Report,  1  mention’d,  of  his  having  kill  d  15  Janizaries  with  his  own 
Hands,  faying,  it  was  a  Miftake,  and  one  fliouid  never  believe  more 
than  the  half  of  what  was  reported.  I  laid,  that  was  enough  ;  but 
he  ftiil  excufed  himfelf,  and  faid,  he  remembred  only  one,  who  fhov’d 
him  againft  the  Wall,  into  whofe  Body  he  pafs’d  his  Sword  up  to 
the  Hilt,  of  which  he  believ’d  he  died  ;  and  Two  others  in  his  own 
Bed  chamber.  After  fome  other  Circumftances  on  the  fame  Subjed:, 
he  began  to  ask  me  fome  Queftions  concerning  the  Prifoners  ;  whofe 
Delivery  he  recommended  to  me  very  earneftly,  and  I  promifed  to  ufe 
my  imnoft  Care  and  Diligence  for*  I  was  taking  leave  of  his  Ma¬ 
jefty  when  the  Bajhaw  came  in,  to  enquire  how  his  Majefty  had  pafs’d 
the  Night  ;  and  after  a  fhort  Compliment,  he  went  back  to  his  Apart¬ 
ment  ;  I  followed  him,  and  told  him,  That  ’twas  a  Shame  to  leave 
the  King  without  a  Sword,  and  that  he  ought  to  let  him  have  his 
own  back  again.  Whereupon,  looking  me  full  in  the  Face,  he  ask  d 
me,  Whether  I  took  him  to  be  a  Fool  for  propofing  him  fuch  a  Thing? 
And  added,  That  it  would  be  enabling  and  tempting  that  Prince  to 
a  new  Combat ;  and  that  he  might  cut  off  their  Beards,  as  he  threa- 
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tend  the  Deputies  before  the  A&ion.  Then  I  enquir’d  what  they 
would  do  with  his  Pcribn  ?  He  anlwer’d,  That  his  Orders  were  to 
fend  him  towards  Adri ample  ;  and  he  knew  not  yet  whether  he  was  to 
be  carry’d  from  thence  to  Salonica,  and  fhutup  in  a  Caftle,  as  ’twas  faid 
at  fir  ft ;  but  he  hoped  for  better  Ufage  ;  adding,  That  his  Intereft  with 
the  Forte  fliould  not  be  wanting  to  obtain  it.  Having  entreated  him 
to  continue  in  thefe  favourable  Difpofitions,  I  went  Home  to  write 
to  the  Courts  of  Sweden ,  Hanover,  and  Holjlein ,  to  give  them  the 
Account  which  I  here  fend  you  by  the  lame  Courier  who  carry’d 
my  Diipatches.

1711-13.  ¥  Hope  you  received  my  laft,  wherein  I  gave  you  an  Account  of 
j[  the  Ad  ion  of  Warnitza ,  cf  my  Difcourfe  with  the  King  the  Day 
after  ,*  and  according  to  his  Defire,  and  my  Inclination  to  ferve  him, 
I  went  about  the  Redemption  of  the  Frifoners.  Mr.  De  la  Motraye , 
already  mentioned  in  my  former  Letters,  who  has  been  very  fervice- 
able  to  his  Majefty,  and  to  me  in  particular,  in  feveral  Negotiations 
of  Importance,  and  knows  very  well  the  Turkijh  Humour,  having 
been  among  them  for  above  Fourteen  Years,  helped  me  pretty  fuc- 
cefsfully  in  this  Undertaking ;  and  I  redeemed  feveral  the  very  fame 
Day  I  difpatch’d  my  Courier  $  and  the  next  I  waited  on  the  King,  to 
give  him  an  Account  of  it.  His  Majefty  thanked  me  for  io  good  a 
Beginning  ;  and  having  taken  me  afide,  he  told  me,  that  in  ail  like¬ 
lihood  he  ihould  be  carried  to  Adrianople ;  and  that  by  the  Bajbaw’s 
Difcourfe,  he  judged  it  would  be  fcon ;  lb  that  he  could  expetT 
to  have  but  a  few  to  accompany  him,  but  he  depended  entirely  on 
my  Care  for  the  others,  and  that  I  might  give  as  much  Money  for 
their  Redemption  as  I  thought  fit.  I  anfwered,  That  I  was  very 
willing  to  do  all  that  lay  in  my  Power  to  that  EfFed:  ,•  that  I  had 
indeed  a  pretty  good  .Stock  in  Gold  by  me,  but  could  not  be 
certain  whether  that  would  be  fufheient,  I  begg’d  his  Majefty  to 
confider,  that  I  had  already  advanced  for  his  Service  14000  Rix- 
Dollars,  and  his  Bills  for  it  were  not  yet  difeharged,  (notwithftand- 
ing  his  repeated  Orders ;  that  I  fliould  perhaps  be  obliged  to  pay  a 
greater  Intereft  and  Exchange  ;  that  I  had  already  paid  to  the  £ng- 
lifh  Treafurer,  for  about  50,000  Rix-Dollars  I  had  of  him,  viz . 
Banco  for  Current,  which  amounted  to  about  25  per  Exchange,  be- 
fides  6  Intereft  per  Ann.  ’till  the  Term  of  Payment.  He  replied, 
44  That  I  ihould  not  ftand  for  Conditions,  fince  he  would  make  them 
<c  good  to  me,  whatfoever  they  might  be  ;  but  that  twas  very  juft 
<c  I  fhould  be  fccured  :  Therefore  he  was  ready  to  grant  me  what  I 
e<  might  require  to  that  Intent.  ”  I  faid,  ’twas  impoftible  to  guefs 
how  much  I  fhould  be  oblig’d  to  pay  for  the  Redemption  and  Sub- 
fiftance  of  ail  the  Prifoners.  After  fome  Confideration  upon  the  Mat¬ 
ter,  his  Majefty  refolved  to  give  me  a  mod  prefiing  Order  to  the 
Senate  in  Sweden ,  That  before  any  Thing  elfe  whatfoever,  they 
fliould  pay,  not  only  my  abovefaid  Bills  of  Exchange  for  24,000 
Dollars,  but  alfo  difeharge  pun&ually,  and  upon  my  bare  Word, 
whatever  Sum  I  fliould  fay  I  had  advanced  for  his  Service,  without 
my  being  oblig’d  to  produce  any  Receipt  or  Voucher  whatever  ;  and 
this  on  Pain  of  his  Difpleafure. 
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I  mention  this  only  to  fliewyou  how  great  Confidence  the  King  repo- 
fed  in  me  :  Then  Councilor  Feifl ,  who  had  been  fet  at  Liberty  two 
Hours  before,  being  admitted,  his  Majefly  caufed  the  Order  to  be 
drawn  out  in  Form,  and  gave  it  me.  Prefently  after  this  I  went  . to 
the  Bafhaw,  and  told  him,  that  the  King  was  very  felicitous  for  the 
Liberty  of  his  People  ,*  and  he  defired  I  would  have  Patience  for 
Two  or  Three  Days,  ’till  his  Majefly  was  gone,  and  that  it  would 
be  fufficient  to  redeem  Forty  or  Fifty  Perfons  to  accompany  that 
Prince :  To  whom  I  return’d  to  acquaint  him  with  it.  His  Maje¬ 
fly  named  fome  of  thole  he  would  have  go  along  with  him.  I  went 
upon  it  immediately,  and  defiring  Mr.  Jeffreys  and  Mr.  De  la  Mo- 
trayes  Alfiflance,  we  had  the  good  Fortune  to  ranfom  in  about  24 
Hour’s  Time,  enough  to  make  up  near  the  fame  Number.  The  next 
Day  arrived  a  Courier  from  Germany ,  who  palling  by  Taffy ,  the  Ca¬ 
pital  of  Moldavia ,  heard  that  King  Staniflaus  was  arrefled  there. 
This  Prince  who  was  in  Pomerania ,  as  you  know,  almofl  ever  fmoc 
the  Battle  of  Pultowa ,  had  for  a  great  while  done  in  vain  all  he 
could  by  Letters,  to  perfwade  the  King  of  Sweden  to  abandon  his 
Interefl,  and  let  him  make  his  own  Peace  with  King  Auguflus ;  but 
his  Swedifh  Majefly  would  never  confent  to  it ;  which  thinking  to 
obtain  by  Word  of  Mouth,  he  undertook  this  -unhappy  Journey, 
after  having,  in  concert  with  the  chief  Commanders  of  the  \SwediJb 
Army  there,  agreed  with  Count  Flemming  to  a  CefTation  of  Arms, 
and  on  the  Preliminary  Articles  of  a  Treaty  ;  fo  that  he  being  arriv’d  at 
Taffy  juft  at  the  Time  of  the  Addon  of  Warnitza ,  the  Hofpodar  of 
the  Country  caufed  him,  with  an  Officer  and  Two  Servants,  to  be 
arrefled  as  Swedes  ;  for  fuch  they  declar’d  themfelves,  not  knowing 
what  had  paffed  there  ;  and  how  he  was,  difeover’d  to  be  King 
Staniflaus  I  can’t  tell  ;  but  tis  certain,  that  the  Bajhaw  received  a 
Letter  from  the  Hofpodar  before  my  Courier  was  come,  advifmg  him 
of  another  King’s  Arrival  and  Arrefl,  whom  he  named  fo. 

As  foon  as  I  had  read  my  Letters,  I  went  to  acquaint  the  King 
with  this  extraordinary  Event,  of  which  the  Bafhaw  had  inform’d  him 
juft  before.  I  dare  fay  his  Majefly  was  more  concerned  at  it,  than 
at  any  Thing  which  had  happen’d  to  himfelf  ;  and  very  angry  efpe- 
cially  with  the  Swedijh  Treaty-makers,  to  whom  he  ordered  a  terrible 
Reprimand  to  be  written,  for  fuffering  themfelves  to  be  caught  by 
Count  Flemmings  fine  Words  ;  adding,  there  was  no  other  Way  to 
repair  this  Fault  but  by  a  Battle.  After  which  he  told  me,  that  as 
to  King  Staniflaus,  the  chief  Thing  to  be  done,  was  to  fend  him  a 
trufly  Perfon ;  and  to  advife  him,  by  a(l  Means,  to  conceal  who  he 
was  ;  fearing  the  Turks  would  take  Advantage  of  his  Arrival,  and 
even  facrifice  him  to  King  Auguflus,  if  they  found  their  Account  in 
it.  I  replied,  That  was  indeed  to  be  apprehended,  but  that  Prince, 
being  already  known,  it  was  therefore  too  late  for  him  to  pretend 
to  keep  Incognito.  We  had  a  pretty  long  Difpute  upon  this  Matter  ; 
his  Majefly  infilling,  That  he  might  deny  who  he  was,  and  abfoiuce- 
ly  refufe  to  be  King  Staniflaus.  Without  deciding  who  was  in  the 
right,  I  promifed  to  write  to  him  that  fame  Day ;  and  that  as  foon 
as  his  Majefly  was  gone,  I  would  ask  the  Bajhaw  s  Leave  to  go  my- 
felf  to  Taffy,  and  fpeak  with  him  about  it.  This  fomewhat  fatisfied 
him.;  and  he  ordered  me  to  ted  him,  above  all  Things,  to  infill  on 
his  fpeedy  Return;  and  not  to  enter  on  any  Propofals  the  Turks 
twin  make  him,  in  relation  to  a  Peace  with  King  Auguflus .  I  pro- 
b  M  mifed 
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mifed  to  do  my  beft,  and  we  parted  well  pleas’d  ;  he  with  the  frelh 
Initance  of  my  Zeal  for  his  Service,  and  1  with  a  fecret  Hope  to 
ferve  his  Swedifh  Majefty  againft  his  own  Will,  in  my  Interview 
with  King  Stamflaus ;  by  encouraging  and  promoting  that  Peace  with 
King  Augujtus ,  which  has  been  long  recommended  to  me  by  Count 
Flemming- ,  according  to  a  Plan  laid  by  him  and  Baron  Goertz,  on 
certain  Conditions  advantageous  to  all  the  Three  Kings.  I  gave  the 
reft  of  the  Day  to  the  Redemption  of  Prifoners,  and  with  Mr.  De 
la  Mot r ayes  Help,  got  free  Chancellor  Midler n,  the  Generals  Spar  re, 
Daldorff,  Horah ,  and  feveral  other  both  civil  and  military  Subalterns. 
The  next  Day  being  appointed  for  the  King’s  letting  out,  I  waited 
on  him  pretty  early  in  the  Morning,  feeing  in  the  Bajhaw  s  Yard  a 
Turkifh  Coach,  or  rather  a  Waggon,  covered  with  red  Cloth,  (a 
Conveniency  leldom  ul'ed  in  Jurky,  but  for  Women,  Pick  or  old  Men, 
and  Prifoners  of  State)  winch  was  preparing  for  his  Majefty.  He 
recommended  to  me  anew  King  Staniflaus  and  the  Prifoners,  deliring  I 
would  continue  in  Bender  as  long  as  my  good  Offices  (which  he 
would  one  Day  or  another  acknowledge)  could  be  neceftary  to  them  ; 
and  then  to  come  and  meet  him  afterwards  at  Adrianople ,  where  I 
lliould  find  Things  in  a  much  better  Pofture  than  they  appear’d  at 
prefent.  In  lhort,  he  talk’d  of  obtaining  of  the  Grand  Seignior  no 
iefs  than  1 00,000  Men,  to  recondudt  him  honourably  into  his  Ger¬ 
man  Dominions.  Tt  was  in  vain  for  me  to  make  Objections,  for  he 
feemed  more  bigotted  to  his  own  Opinion,  than  I  could  be  to  mine. 
I  was  promifing  him  to  do  according  to  his  Defire,  when  the  Bajhaw 
came  in  himfelf,  to  tell  him  that  the  Coach  was  ready  at  the  Door; 
and  thofe  of  his  People,  who  were  to  accompany  him,  on  Horfeback. 
To  which  his  Majefty  anl'wcred,  I  am  ready  too,  and  I’ll  go  im¬ 
mediately.  The  Bajhaw  thinking  we  were  upon  l'ome  particular  Af¬ 
fairs,  retired  ;  and  I  having  engaged  my  Word  to  do  according  to  his 
Order,  wc  parted,  that  Prince  to  get  into  the  Coach,  and  I  to  fet  on 
Horfeback,  and  accompany  him  to  Qauchany  a  little  Tartarian  Town, 
where  he  was  to  lay,  about  Three  German  Miles  from  Bender , 
Mr.  Grothufen  went  into  the  fame  Coach  with  his  Majefty,  who  lay 
almoft  at  Length,  pretending  to  be  indilpofed,  the  better  to  paliate  this 
Manner  of  travelling,  lo  contrary  to  his  Humour  and  Cuftom.  MefTrs. 
Mullern  and  Feif  were  together  in  another  Coach,  following  his 
.Majefty’s,  and  others  on  Horfeback,  all  without  Swords.  They  were 
furrounded  by  about  200  Spahis  ;  and  the  Bafhaw  and  his  Court, 
with  the  7'urkijh  Mufick,  preceeded  this  March,  which  was  difmal 
enough,  with  refpe<ft  to  the  Condition  this  great  Hero  had  been  in  ; 
who  a  few  Years  before,  at  the  Head  of  40000  Men,  might  have  gi¬ 
ven  Laws  to,  or  at  leaft  held  the  Ballance  of  Europe  1  rode  near 
enough  to  be  feen  by  him  ;  and  his  Majefty  no  fooner  perceiv’d  me, 
but  he  made  me  a  Sign  to  draw  nearer,  which  I  did.  That  Prince 
kept  me  by  the  Door  of  his  Coach  all  along;  we  were  all  alongtalking  of 
many  Things  paft,  prefent  and  future ;  when  an  Exprefs  from  Taffy, 
whom  King  Staniflaus  had  found  Means  to  difpatch  with  a  Letter 
to  his  Majefty,  came  up  to  us.  In  this  Letter  his  Polifh  Majefty  ex- 
prels’d  his  Concern  for  what  had  happen’d,  and  beggd  among  other 
Things  of  his  Swedifh  Majefty,  to  let  him  refign  the  Crown  of  Po¬ 
land  to  King  Auguflus ,  on  the  Conditions  agreed  upon  ;  rather  than 
prejudice  his  own  Affairs,  and  expofe  both  Poland  and  Sweden  to  far¬ 
ther  Calamities,  by  infifting  on  the  contrary.  His  Majefty  having 
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feen  the  Contents,’  told  me  of  this  Circumflance,  and  faid  with  a 
little  Emotion,  44  Tell  him  asfoon  as  you  lee  him,  that  if  he  won’t  be 
44  King,  I’ll  make  another,  rather  than  let  King  Auguflus  remain  fo  ” 
I  did  not  think  fit  to  make  any  Objection  thereto,  but  promifed  to 
do  for  the  bed ;  and  being  arrived  at  Cauchan ,  the  King  alighted  at  a 
Houle  fitted  for  him,  to  eat  and  pals  the  Night  ;  where  I  waited 
on  him,  and  having  recommanded  me  afrefh,  what  he  had  already 
told  me  concerning  that  Prince  and  the  Prifoners,  I  took  my  leave 
of  his  Majefty,  and  return’d  to  Bender.  The  next  Day  I  wrote  to 
King  Stanijlans ,  according  to  the  Orders  I  had  receiv’d,  and  fenc  my 
Letter  by  a  Janizary  Poll  to  Taffy,  who  promifed  to  deliver  it  into  his 
own  Hands  Then  I  went  to  the  Bajbiw,  and  prefenred  him  with  a  fine 
Gold  Snuff-bcx,  weighing  above  5*0  Ducats,  with  diversFigures  of  Ani¬ 
mals  curioufly  engraven  thereon  in  Relievo  ;  bought  by  Mr.  De  la  Mo- 
traye  for  the  Value  of  the  Gold,  from  a  Janizary ,  who  had  taken  k 
from  a  Swedijh  Secretary,  his  Prifoner.  The  Value  of  the  Metal  pre¬ 
vailing  over  the  Averfion  which  the  Alcoran  preferibes  againfl  the  FT 
gures  of  any  living  Creatures,  fuch  as  were  thofe,  made  him  receive 
it  very  gracioufly  and  fmiling  :  I  likewife  added  to  it  a  Silver  Watch 
and  two  German  Horfes,  which  General  Spar  re  had  faved  from  the 
Pillage,  by  fending  them  to  my  Stables.  Having  by  this  Means  fe- 
cured  him  to  my  Intereft,  I  put  him  in  Mind  of  his  Promife,  to  re- 
leafe  all  the  Swedijh  Prifoners.  He  was  lb  generous  as  to  offer  me 
his  Purfe,  if  I  had  not  Money  enough  by  me  ;  for  he  added,  That 
to  induce  the  Janizaries  to  attack  the  King,  he  had  given  them  Hopes 
the  Swedes  they  took  fliould  be  their  Slaves,  and  ft  was  dangerous 
to  break  that  Promife  all  at  once.  I  reply ’d,  I  was  content  to  pay 
them  fomething  for  their  Ranfom  ;  and  I  advifed  him  to  iflue  a 
Proclamation,  to  be  publifh’d  in  Bender,  Cauchan ,  and  their  Neighbour¬ 
hoods,  that  whoever  had  any  Swedijh  Prifoners  hid  in  their  Houfes, 
fhould,  under  great  Penalties,  produce  them  within  two  Days,  or 
let  him  know  where  to  fend  for  them  ;  which  doing,  they  fhould 
be  rewarded.  I  promifed  to  go  in  his  Name,  to  the  Houfes  and 
Places  where  they  were,  and  give  every  Turk  or  Tartar ,  who  de¬ 
liver’d  me  a  Swede ,  Money  proportionable  to  his  Dignity.  He  agreed 
fpeediiy  to  my  Propofals,  and  the  Proclamation  was  made  accord¬ 
ingly  ,*  ordering  the  Owners  of  Prifoners  to  bring  them  to  a  Piain, 
between  the  Town  and  our  Hamlet,  where  was,  by  his  Order,  a 
Tent  ered'ed.  The  Day  after  the  Publication,  I,  with  two  Turkifp 
CommifTaries,  went  there,  about  Nine  in  the  Morning;  and  faw  the 
Plain  almoft  covered  with  Turks  and  Tartars ,  conducing  their  Swedijk 
Prifoners  from  all  Quarters.  Having  placed  myfelf  at  the  Table 
with  the  faid  CommifTaries,  attended  by  an  Interpreter,  I  laid  there¬ 
on  a  large  Purfe,  with  about  2000  Ducats ;  and  Orders  was  given 
for  each  Turk  and  Tartar  to  approach  with  his  Prifoner  ;  and  to  pre¬ 
vent  a  Crowd,  two  of  the  Bajhaw  s  Officers  were  placed  at  the  Entrance 
of  the  Tent,  who  fuffer’d  them  to  enter  One  by  One  ;  and  to  each 
of  them,  who  brought  me  a  Swedijh  Prifoner,  I  gave  either  10,  20,  30, 
Ducats,  or  more,  according  to  the  Quality  of  the  laid  Prifoner  ;  and  a 
Difcharge  to  the  Owner,  in  Turkifb,  which  one  of  the  CommifTaries 
drew  up  in  Writing,  and  figned  with  my  Name  :  For  Example,  that 
fuch' a  one,  Ibrahim ,  had  deliver’d  me  Mr.  N.  Ar.  We  continued  this 
Method  for  two  Days  together,  from  Nine  in  the  Morning  ’till  Four 
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in  the  Afternoon,  and  had  releas’d  above  Three-fourths  of  the  Pri¬ 
foners. 

In  the  mean  while  Mr.  De  la  Motraye  went  to  Caucban ,  to  feek  for 
others,  whom  the  Foffedors  wouki  not  bring  up  to  us,  but  hid  them 
in  the  Country.  He  redeem  d  on  the  fpot,  Secretary  Ereenpreus , 
Barons  Killing  and  Faljtrom ,  and  lome  others,  who  were  in  very  bad 
Hands  ;  and  having  given  out,  14  That  there  was  an  Aga  coming  from 
ct  Adrianople  with  an  Order  of  the  Sultan ,  to  let  all  the  Swedijh  Pri- 
“  foners  at  Liberty  without  Ranlom,  and  that  thofe  who  had  any, 

might  receive  from  me  at  Bender  a  Reward,  if  they  would  carry  them 
u  there  before  his  Arrival,  ’  they  brought  me,  among  others,  the  Gene¬ 
rals  Hiertha >  Klingjted ,  and  Mr.  Adler jel,  whole  Cloaths  the  Tartars  had 
taken  away,  giving  them  Sheep’s  Skins  in  exchange.  Thefe  Prifoners 
complain’d  of  the  Hardlhips  they  had  been  put  to,  as  to  look  after 
Horfes,  and  being  chain’d  ;  but  I  thought  ft  to  give  the  Reward  pro- 
mifed,  for  fear  feme  others  fhould  luffer  by  the  contrary.  Mr.  Jeffreys  re¬ 
deem’d  fevcral  of  his  Friends  ;  and  in  a  few  Day’s  Time  there  were 
wanting  only  Fifteen  Perl'ons,  of  which  we  knew  Twelve  or  Thirteen 
were  kill’d  in  the  Attack  of  the  King’s  Houfe.  I  was  well  pleas’d 
with  what  w7e  had  done ;  but  my  Joy  was  not  yet  compleat,  feeing 
fuch  a  Number  of  Perfons,  many  of  them  Officers  of  Didindion, 
and  Perfons  of  the  fird  Quality,  almoft  naked,  and  without  a  Far¬ 
thing  to  fubdd.  My  Caih  was  greatly  exhauded  by  the  Payments 
for  their  Ranfom,  tho’  the  Bafbaw  lent  me  ioco  Ducats ;  therefore 
I  apply ’d  myfelf  again  to  him,  and  returning  him  many  Thanks  for 
his  Adidance,  I  made  him  fenfible-of  the  Difficulty  I  lay  under  to 
fubfift  them  ;  upon  which  he  order’d  each  Man  Three  Paras ,  or 
3  Pence,  a  Day,  for  their  Bread  and  Meat.  Some  of  the  Officers 
were  didatisned  to  be  treated  no  better  than  the  common  Soldiers ; 
but  as  Game  is  exceeding  plenty,  and  free  for  every  Body,  mod  of  them 
killed  more  than  they  could  eat,  and  bought  Bread  and  Wine  with  the 
Money  intended  for  Meat.  And  to  render  the  Condition  of  thefe  Offi¬ 
cers  and  other  Perfons  of  Didindion  more  eafy,  Mr.  Jeffreys  and  I 
kept  an  open  Table  every  Day,  with  Fifteen  or  Sixteen  Covers,  and 
they  all  came  by  Turns  to  us,  without  any  Ceremony.  All  I  had 
now  to  do  was  to  cloach  them,  for  they  were  almod  all  naked,  except 
General  Sparre  and  a  few  others,  who  had  the  Precaution  to  fend,  before 
the  Adion,  mod  of  their  Cloaths  to  our  Houfes.  To  adid  them  as  much 
as  I  could,  I  caufed  to  be  publiflT d  all  over  the  Town,  and  in  the  Neigh¬ 
bourhood,  That  whofoever  had  got  any  Cloaths  and  Linnen,  taken 
in  the  Adion  of  Warnitza ,  and  would  bring  them  to  me,  they  fhould 
be  paid  the  Value  of  them  ;  and  in  about  Two  Day’s  Time  one  of 
my  Rooms  was,  by  this  Means,  filled  with  Coats,  WTade-coats, 
Whigs,  Linnen,  Boots,  Swords,  Hats,  &c.  and  look’d  like  a  Sale- 
fhop  ;  where  the  Naked  were  cloathed  again.  In  fhort,  I  made  fo 
equal  a  Didribution  of  thefe  Cloaths,  that  every  one  feenfd  conten¬ 
ted,  and  I  had  reafon  to  be  fo  too. 

Things  being  fo  far  brought  to  a  good  End,  in  refped  of  the 
Prifoners,  I  thought  of  performing  the  King’s  Coni  midi  on  in  re¬ 
fped  of  Fling  Stanijlaus.  I  waited  on  the  Bajhaw  with  this  Intent  ; 
and  told  him,  That  having,  with  his  Adidance,  fo  well  fucceed- 
ed  in  the  Redemption  and  Relief  of  Prifoners,  I  wanted  only, 
before  my  going  away,  to  execute  a  Commiffion  the  King  of 
Sweden  had  given'  me  to  King  Stanijlaus  ;  and  being  defirous  to 
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go  to  Taffy  for  that  Purpofe,  I  hoped  he  would  grant  me  the  ner 
ceffary  Paffports.  He  laid,  I  need  not  take  that  Trouble,  fince  he 
had  already  lent  a  Guard  to  bring  him  to  Bender ,  Then  I  ask’d 
him  leave  to  go  and  meet  him  on  the  Road  ;  and  fpeak  to  him 
before  he  came  thither.  He  made  a  little  Difficulty  of  complying 
with  my  Requell  ,*  but  confented  at  laft,  on  condition  it  fhould  be 
altogether  Incognito ,  led  the  Polijb  Noblemen  fhould  ask  the  fame 
Favour  if  they  knew  of  it.  The  fecond  Day  after,  hearing  that 
Prince  was  on  the  Road,  I  difguifed  myfelf  in  a  Janizary  s  Habit, 
taking  Mr.  De  la  Motraye ,  difguifed  in  the  fame  Habit,  with  me, 
and  two  Janizaries  of  my  Acquaintance,  I  got  on  Horfeback  ;  and 
with  Greyhounds,  as  if  I  were  going  to  Hunt,  went  on  the  great 
Road  to  Taffy ,  for  Two  or  Three  German  Leagues  from  Bender ;  and 
perceiving  at  a  Diflance  a  Company  of  Lipkas,  I  galloppcdup  to  them  ; 
and  feeing  among  them  Three  or  Four  Perfons  drolled  like  Swedijb 
Officers,  I  asked  the  neared  to  me  after  the  King ;  it  happen’d  to  be 
himfeif,  but  I  did  not  know  him  in  his  Difguife,  having  always  feen 
him  before  in  the  Polijb  Habit  ;  but  he  knew  me,  tho  my  Drefs  was 
at  lead  as  extraordinary  as  his  own  ;  and  faid,  “  What,  my  dear 
“  Falrtce ,  do  not  you  know  me  L*  I  would  have  difmouuted  to 
pay  my  Refpedts  to  him,  but  he  would  not  differ  it ;  faying,  as  we 
were  both  Incognito ,  there  was  no  need  of  Ceremonies  ,•  and  going 
nt  a  litde  didance  from  the  Company,  we  had  a  long  Difcourfe  a- 
bout  his  Defign  in  coming  to  Tarky ,  and  the  King  of  Sweden's  con¬ 
tinuing  to  be  contrary  to  the  Preliminary  Treaty  agreed  upon  in 
Pomerania  ;  witnefs  what  he  had  faid  after  having  receiv’d  his  Let¬ 
ter  ;  and  notwichftanding  the  prefent  Condition  of  his  Affairs.  How¬ 
ever,  he  defired  me  to  concur  with  him  with  my  bed  Credit  towards 
endeavouring  again  to  get  his  Majedy’s  Confent  to  that  Treaty. 
Which  I  promis  d  ;  and  being  come  within  a  Quarter  of  a  German 
Mile  from  the  Town,  I  left  him  and  the  Highway  too,  that  I 
might  not  be  feen,  or  known  by  the  Polijb  Noblemen,  who 
were  coming  to  meet  him.  The  Bajbaw  fent  him  his  Kiaia,  or  Se¬ 
cretary,  with  others  of  his  Officers,  to  make  him  a  Compliment 
in  his  Name,  and  a  Turkijh  Horfe  richly  equipp’d,  to  mount  in  the 
room  of  that  which  he  had.  His  Polijb  Majedy  was  faluted  with 
a  Difcharge  of  24  Cannon  at  his  Entrance  into  Bender  ;  where  he 
alighted  at  one  of  the  bed  Houfes  prepared  for  him  ;  and  a  Guard 
like  the  King  of  Sweden's,  tho’  not  fo  numerous,  was  appointed  for 
him.  The  next  Day  the  Bajbaw  vifited  him  ;  and  as  this  Prince  is  na¬ 
turally  very  Polite,  as  is  Jikewife  the  Bajbaw  for  a  Turk ,  there  were  abun¬ 
dance  of  Compliments  and  Protedations  of  Friendfhip  paffed  between 
them.  In  the  mean  Time,  there  were  feveral  Conferences  between 
his  Majedy,  the  Polijb  Nobles,  and  the  Bajbaw  ;  at  which  I  was  al¬ 
ways  prefent  ;  and  often  became  Mediator,  when  the  Polijn  Troops 
committed  any  Diforders.  And  feeing  a  good  Harmony  between 
this  Prince  and  the  Bajbaw ,  to  which  I  did  not  a  little  contribute, 
and  having  done  the  Swedes  all  the  Services  that  lay  in  my  Power, 
I  thought  of  going  to  meet  the  King  of  Sweden  ;  and  was  much 
encourag’d  to  it  by  the  Advices  we  had,  that  the  Scene  of  his  Af¬ 
fairs  was  pretty  happily  chang’d  ;  viz-  “  That  the  Grand  Seignior  had 
u  indeed  intended  at  ilrd  to  fend  him  to  Salonica ,  but  had  alter  d 
“  his  Mind,  on  Mr.  Dejallures ,  the  French  Afnbaffador’s,  and  other 
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ftC  Friends  Remonftrances  to  the  Porte;  the  former  proffering  fome  Men 
“  of  War  from  Marfeilles ,  (in  cafe  the  Porte  was  Weary  of  him,  and 
<c  would  not  be  at  the  Trouble  and  Expence  of  lending  him  Borne)  to 
“  tranfport  that  Prince  to  his  own  Country  ;  the  latter  faying,  that  his 
<s  having  been  attack’d,  and  put  in  fuch  Danger  of  his  Life,  and  Plun- 
<£  der’d,  was  lufficient  puniihment  for  this  Prince’s  Refufal  to  depart 
“  according  to  his  Word  and  the  Sultan  s  Orders ;  that  his  Majehy 
<c  thereupon  was  civilly  treated  and  maintain’d  with  his  People  near  A- 
<£  dr  i an  op l e :  ”  Which  Ufage  having  much  raifed  again  his  Hopes,  he 
would  have  King  Stanijlaas  fend  a  Memorial  to  the  Gra  d  Seigniory 
concerning  his  Affairs,  defiring  his  Protection  a 
Alliance,  &c.  Wherein  his  Volift  Majefiy  corn 
Majefiy ’s  Vv  ill ;  but  it  prov’d  to  no  Purpofe. 

I  was  ready  to  depart,  and  had  Letters  from  Mehleurs  Mullern 
and  Grothufen ,  by  the  King’s  Orders,  to  go  and  met  his  Majefiy, 
when  an  Affair  of  Count  Sapiehad  detain’d  me  for  fome  Days.  This 
Nobleman  had  formerly  quitted  the  Swedift  Party,  bccaufe  King 
StanijlauSy  in  concert  with  his  Swedift  Majelty,  had  taken  from  him 
the  Pod  of  Great-General  of  Lithuania ,  which  he  pretended  to  be 
Hereditary  in  his  Family  ;  and  given  it  to  Prince  VVifnowiesky.  He 
came  to  Bendery  upon  the  Hopes  given  him,  of  an  Equivalent  for  his 
Generalihip  ;  but  he  began  infenfibly  to  be  fufpeCled  fo.  a  Spy  of 
King  AuguftusS,  to  obferve  the  King  of  Sweden  s  Proceedings.  How¬ 
ever  that  be,  he  decamp’d  one  Morning  privately,  out  of  a  panick 
Fear,  as  if  Prince  VVifnowiesky  had  a  Defign  againfi  his  Life  ;  and 
fome  Swedes  being  fent  after  him  by  General  Sparre,  he  was  taken 
and  brought  back.  For  his  greater  Misfortune,  there  was  found  a- 
mong  his  Papers,  the  Copy  of  a  Letter  he  had  written  to  King  Au- 
guflus,  affuring  him  of  an  inviolable  Fidelity,  and  having  cad  fome 
hard  Reflections  on  the  Bafhaw  in  that  Letter;  with  which  the  Po- 
lifb  Nobility  acquainted  him;  and  he  was  fo  much  exafperated 
by  it,  that  he  would  not  have  fpared  his  Life,  if  the  Han  had  not 
interpofed  his  Authority  to  fet  him  at  Liberty,  and  let  him  go  where 
he  pleas’d  ;  for  the  former,  to  whom  I  was  defir’d  by  the  faid  Count 
to  fpeak  in  his  Favour,  would  have  had  his  Head  cut  off;  where¬ 
upon  T  told  him,  That  fuch  Executions  could  not  be  done  among 
Chridians  without  a  formal  Procefs. 

About  the  fame  Time  came  the  News  from  Adrianople,  that  the 
Han  and  Bafhaw  lliould  be  infallibly  depos’d,  for  having  deliver’d  the 
Money  before  the  Time  order’d  by  the  Sultan ,  to  the  King  •  and 
confequently  occafion’d  his  new  Demands  and  Fighting.  I  went 
thereupon  to  the  drd,  and  happening  to  mention  fomethmg  of  it  in 
refpeCt  of  the  Han  :  He  reply’d  with  a  great  Tranquility,  that  he 
cxpeCted  nothing  better  for  himfeif ;  that  befides  their  Religion 
taught  them  to  refsgn  to  Providence,  and  fubmit  to  the  Sultans 
Will  in  all  fuch  Cafes,  he  was  not  a  Stranger  to  them,  fince  he  had 
been  already  once  difplac’d,  and  drip’d  of  all  his  Money,  Jewels, 
and  bam  fil’d  by  the  late  Sultans  Order,  and  reftor’d  again  by  this. 
As  for  the  Han ,  he  told  me,  that  he  was  already  invited  to  Adria¬ 
nopley  by  a  Letter  from  the  Porte,  the  Grand  Seignior  5  Favourite, 
under  Pretence  of  confulting  with  his  Highnefs  about  the  Mufcovites 
>  Affairs ;  and  that  he  was  lure  he  would  be  banifh’d  to  Rhodes,  be¬ 
fore  he  was  got  half  Way.  I  have  had  fome  new  Conferences  with 
King  StanifauSy  concerning  the  Peace  with  King  Auguflus ;  w  Inch  this 
»  .  Prince 
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Prince  continues  to  be  fo  inclin’d  to,  that  he  has  defir’d  me  again 
to  endeavour  to  induce  the  King  of  Sweden  to  confent  to  it. 

As  I  am  to  depart  the  Day  after  To-mcrrow,  this  will  be  the 
lad  Letter  I  fhall  write  you  from  hence.

and  London  ;  and  if  I  have  not  before  anlwer’d  them,  'us  Becaufe  pap,  iz-r. 
you  have  always  left  me  in  an  Uncertainty  where  my  Anfwers  Ihould 
meet  you,  and  the  Time  of  your  haying  in  England ,  and  your  Re¬ 
turn  hither.  However,  your  lad  of  January ,  wherein  you  inform 
me,  that  you  may  chance  to  pafs  the  Remainder,  of  the  Winter  in 
London ,  made  me  determine  to  write  this  (after  another  feiit  fome 
few  Days  before  it)  at  all  Hazards.  I  am  oblig’d  to  you  for  all 
thefe  Letters  ;  and  yet  more,  for  your  having  perform’d  what  I  gave 
you  in  Commiffion,  efpecially  to  Baron  Gosrtz I  read  to  the  King 
yours  from  Lunenburg ;  and  he  was  pretty  mach  diverted  at  the  Pains 
you  tookto bring  him  to  Life,  and  to  un-turk  Mr.  PonidtoWski  and  me, 
in  the  Opinion  of  the  Pubiick  ;  he  thought  your  D'ebauthe  de  LanguS 
with  my  Siders  in  the  Convent  frngular  enough  ,*  and  was  pleafed  to 
put  a  merry  Condrudion  upon  it.  His  Majedy,  whom  you  left  at  De~ 
wirtajb  on  Foot  or  fitting  on  a  Sopha *  contrary  to  his  natural  Temper 
and  Inclination,  which  he  has  fo  long  conquerd,  is  now  every  Day 
on  Horfeback,  and  in  good  Health,  at  Demotica ;  fo  much  Repofc 
fucceeding  immediately  a  great  and  continual  Exarcife,  (as  than  of 
Bender)  was  in  all  probability  the  Caufe  of  his  Ague.  I  made  ufe 
cf  all  the  Credit  I  had  dill  at  Constantinople,  to  remount  him  and 
his  principal  Officers,  (the  Porte,  who  furnifhes  them  all  manner  of 
Provisions  to  live  upon,  giving  no  Money  at  ail.)  The  Favourite  has 
in  vain  left  no  Stone  unturn  d,  and  offer’d*  the  Charte  Blanche  to  the 
Jews ,  Greeks,  and  other  Merchants,  for  the  Conditions  ,•  but  could 
hardly  procure  a  few  Hundred  Crowns  in  lieu  of  fo  many  Thoufands 
he  did  when  at  Bender.  Mr.  Funk  (whofe  Thaim  and  Character  of 
Envoy  were  taken  from  him;  it  being  fignify’d  to  him,  ; that  his 
Majedy  had  no  need  of  a  Minider  where  he  was  in  Perfon)  dy’d 
foon  after  of  a  malignant  Fever  at  Caragaiz ,  as  have  divers  other 
Officers  at  Demirtajh  ;  which  you  may  have  been  tflform’d  of  by 
the  pubiick  News.  The  Air  at  Demotica  feems  better,  or  at  lead 
more  favourable  to  the  Swedes,  for  they  all  enjoy  there  their  Healths. 

The  French  Ambaflador,  in  the  mean  while,  takes  care  of  the  King’s 
Affairs  at  the  Porte ,  but  very  little  is  tranfa&ed  there  on  his  Ac¬ 
count  5  not  a  Word  as  yet  mention’d  on  both  Tides  concerning  His 
Departure ;  but  contrary  to  the  Willies  and  Hopes  of  his  People, 

All  Bafhaw ,  whom  you  left  Soliclar  Aga,  being  made  Fifier,  ask’d 
the  Ambaffador,  who  complimented  him  upon  it  in  his  Majedy  s 
Naffie,  how  that  Prince  lik’d  Demotica ?  To  which  having  anfwer’d, 

“  Well  as  he  thought.  I  am  glad  of  it,  reply’d  the  Vifier  ;  pray  fend 
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u  my  Services  to  his  Majefty,  with  my  AiTurances,  That  I’ll  take  as 
ic  much  Care  as  my  PredeoelTor  did,  to  render  him  his  Stay  there  a- 
“  greeable.”  There  ah  the  Swedes  are  uneafy  at  fuch  a  Silence,  both  from 
the  King  and  the  forte ,  in  refpeeft  of  his  Majefty’s  Departure;  how¬ 
ever,  we  have  Advice  from  Sweden  and  Germany ,  that  the  Generals 
Leven  and  Rank  are  upon  the  Road,  to  invite  his  Majefty  on  behalf 
of  the  Princeis,  his  Sifter,  of  the  Senate  in  Sweden,  and  his  Peo¬ 
ple,  to  return  into  his  Dominions  ;  thereupon  the  Chancery  thinks  to 
lecond  the  Invitation  in  the  ftrongeft  Manner  ;  and  I  am  deftred  to 
life  my  bed  Arguments  to  the  fame  Purpofe  ;  and  we  flatter  our 
lelves  with  Hopes  of  Succefs  ;  the  rather,  that  his  Majefty  does  feem 
much  cur’d  of  his  Prepofteftton,  in  regard  to  the  Grand  Seigniors  In¬ 
tentions  in  his  Favour. 

The  Second  Letter  dated  July  30.  1714.  from  -f  Tartarkoi. 

I  Have  receiv’d  your  Letters  from  Conjlantinople ,  of  the  10th  and 
26th  of  the  laft  Month.  I  congratulate  you  on  your  fafe  Return, 
and  having  got  rid  of  your  bad  Companion,  the  Ague  ;  but  I  won’t 
yet  forgive  your  not  having  pafted  our  Way ;  tho  I  will,  on  Con¬ 
dition  you’ll  come  to  me  as  foon  as  your  Affairs  will  allow.  I 
live  here  in  the  moft  pieafanteft  Chifflick  *  about  Adrianople ,  where  I 
have  6  Saddle,  and  as  many  Coach-horfes  ;  with  the  latter  I  go  now  to 
Adrianople ,  then  to  Demotica  ;  and  with  the  former  I  hunt  the  Hare, 
in  Company  with  fome  Friends.  I  don’t  want  excellent  Dogs, 
with  which  I  fcower  the  Country,  for  14  Villages  or  more  round 
about,  the  moft  diftant  of  which  is  not  above  three  Leagues  from  my 
Chifflick.  You  may  imagine  from  hence,  that  I  don’t  want  for  Game 
of  all  forts,  no  more  than  for  good  Company,  who  help  me  to  eat 
as  well  as  to  catch  it. 

Having  mention’d  to  the  King  what  you  writ  to  me,  about  Baron 
Grothufens  magnificent  Entry,  Gravity,  and  fplendid  R.etinue  of 
the  Gold  and  Silver-laced  Coats-men  ;  his  Majefty  oblig’d  me  to 
read  him  your  Letter,  and  was  pleafed  with  your  Account;  pray 
go  on  with  it  for  his  Diverfion  as  long  as  you  remain  where  you 
are.  I  don’t  doubt  but  his  Excellency  will  ufe  his  beft  Rhethorick 
with  the  Jublime  Porte  and  the  Merchants  to  get  Money,  and  if  they 
have  half  lb  much  Mind  to  give  as  his  Excellency  has  to  receive, 
it  will  require  more  Camels  or  Mules  than  are  at  Conjlantinople ,  to 
tranfport  it  to  Demotica ;  but  I’m  very  much  afraid,  that  with  all  his 
Defire,  generous  Complailance,  Propofals  and  Offers  to  them,  he 
will  return  more  laden  with  Debts  than  Purfes.  As  to  the  Article 
which  regards  the  Ambaffadors  of  Great  Britain  and  Holland ;  to 
whom  you  fay  he  has  not  notify’d  his  Arrival,  as  lie  did  to 
the  other  Minifters ;  I  pafs’d  it  over  in  ftlence,  to  avoid  declaring 
my  Sentiments  thereupon  ,*  and  knowing  very  well  how  tender  his 
Majefty  is,  with  regard  to  his  Orders,  if  he  gave  any  upon  that 
Head ;  as  ’tis  probable  he  did.  For  the  reft,  this  Policy  is  fo  fine, 
that  it’s  paft  my  Compreheafton.

The  King  of  Sweden's  Letter  to  the  Han  of  Tartary,  Car  pun 
Gherai,  from  Demotica,  dated  the  z-jth  of  September. 

*7i4- 

MOST  ferene  Prince,  of  the  Akerman ,  Budgiak,  Crim ,  Noghaicm 
Tartars ,  &c. 

The  Fame  of  your  confummate  Wifdom  and  Bravery,  makes  us 
defirous  to  entertain  and  cultivate  with  you,  a  good  Undcrftanding, 
and  a  fincere  Friendlhip.  Tho’  this  Empire  which  we  are  now  oil 
leaving,  and  our  Kingdom  are  at  a  vad  Didance  one  from  an¬ 
other,  yet  their  Situation,  in  refped  of  that  of  the  tzar,  { an  am¬ 
bitious  and  redlefs  Neighbour)  ought  to  unite  always  our  Xntereft 
and  Arms  for  our  reciprocal  Safety.  After  our  arrival  on  the  Otto¬ 
man  Dominions,  your  Predecefior  joining  with  us  in  that  Confide- 
ration,  and  about  a  Year  after,  we  had  the  Advantage  to 
make  the  mod  powerful  Emperor,  Sultan  Alkmet ,  fenftble  of  the 
Neceflity  of  fetting  Bounds  to  that  troubiefome  Neighbours  ill 
Deligns ;  and  accordingly,  the  Ottoman  Army,  commanded  by  the  Vi- 
fier ,  Baltagi  Mahemet ,  march’d  againd  him,  reduced  him,  with  all  his 
People,  to  his  Difcretion  ;  but  that  Vifier  contented  himfeif  with  Afoph 
and  a  few  Places,  and  lb  difmifs’d  him,  rather  like  a  Conquerer  than  a 
conquer'd  Enemy,  whom  he  might  have  carry'd  in  Triumph  to  the  Porte , 
as  a  VafTal.  The  leveral  Breaches  of  the  Treaty,  which  this  unjud 
Prince  fo  happily  obtain’d  on  the  Pruth ,  and  which  was  confirm’d  fo 
gracioufly  to  him  at  the  Porte ,  Ihews  too  plainly,  that  lie  does 
Hill  ungratefully  perdd  in  his  illDefigns:  Therefore  we  do  defire 
you  to  remondratc  to  his  Imperial  Highnefs,  how  important  it  is  to 
prevent  the  Execution  of  them  ;  and  we  on  our  fide  lhall  be  always 
difpofed,  by  our  Gratitude,  for  the  many  Favours  his  Benihcence 
and  Generofity  have  bedowed  on  us,  during  our  day  in  this  Empire, 
as  well  as  for  our  own  Safety,  to  ad  in  conjundion  of  Inrereds 
with  his  Imperial  Highnefs,  and  fpare  no  Courage  or  Force  to  fecond 
his  againd  the  common  Enemy ;  wilhing  you  good  Succefs  and 
Profperity  in  all  your  Undertakings,  we  do  recommend  to  you 
King  Stanijlaus  our  worthy  Ally’s  Intered,  whofe  is  alfo  that  of  the 
fublime  Porte ,  by  Inclination  ;  and  will  prove  fo  adively  and  efTedu- 
ally,  as  loon  as  we  have  recovered  the  Throne,  which  the 5  ill  For¬ 
tune  of  our  Arms  at  Pultowa  made  him  leave. 

Numb.  XXIII. 

A  P lan  of  Baron  Goer  17,  for  State-Obligation r.  Monty-noted 

and  Marks  flampt  on  Paper  and  Copper^  Maid  before  the  lying 
of  Sweden  at  Yeftadc,  in  the  beginning  of  January.  1715-1 6, 

YrOur  Majedy’s  whole  Kingdom  is  already  reduced  to  fuch  an  1 
Extremity  for  want  of  Money  to  pay  your  Land  and  Sea 
Annies,  that  if  immediate  and  right  Meafures  are  not  taken,  the 
mod  important  Enterprizes  will  fall  in  the  utmod*  Confufion,  and 
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come  to  nothing  but  a  general  Deflrudh'on.  The  Caufe  of  this  fa¬ 
tal  Extremity  is,  That  the  Money  arifmg  from  the  Contributions, 
is  no  fooner  come  into  your  Exchequer ,  but  is  taken  out  again  to  pay 
thofe  who  have  advanc’d  fome  on  them ;  whereas  it  fiiould  be  apply’d  to 
the  Defence  of  your  Provinces.  Wherefore  there  remains  only  thefe 
two  Ways  for  a  Peace,  i.  Either  by  a  cowardly  and  rafh  Defpair, 
ro  facrifice  to  a  barbarous  Enemy  all  the  former  Elappinefs  of  Swe¬ 
den,  and  the  Reputation  fo  dearly  purchafed,  abandoning  it  to  his 
Difcretion  ;  2.  Or  taking  frefh  Courage,  to  ufe  our  utmoft  Endeavours, 
fome  by  a  Part  of  their  Eftatcs,  others  by  Arms  or  Money  :  For  this 
latter,  which  is  the  only  one  for  a  good  Peace,  Credit  and  other  Suc¬ 
cours,  as  well  within  as  out  of  the  Kingdom,  are  required  mod  in- 
diipenfably.  As  to  the  firft,  even  all  the  Money  in  the  Kingdom 
would  not  be  iufEcient,  if  it  were  all  at  once  in  your  Majefty’s 
Chefts ;  for  there  are  not  above  Two  Millions,  according  to  the 
beft  Computations  ;  whence  it  may  be  certainly  concluded,  that  if  your 
Majefly  ihouid  double  the  Contributions,  it  would  fignify  little  to 
the  Affair  in  Hand.  Befides  that,  fuch  Impofitions  could  never  be 
levied,  not  fo  much  for  the  Inability  of  the  People  already  exhaufled, 
as  becaufe  ’tis  impoffible  to  find  fo  much  Money  all  at  once  ;  and  if 
there  were  enough,  good  Part  of  it  mull  be  left  to  circulate  among 
the  People.  In  fhort,  fince  we  cannot  be  faved  this  Way,  there  re¬ 
mains  only  thofe  of  Credit;  which  are  Three  in  all.  The  firll  is  ac¬ 
quir’d  by  a  punctual  Performance  of  Promifes  and  Contracts  ;  for  one 
naturally  makes  no  Scruple  to  truR  thole,  whofe  Bonefty  and  Sin¬ 
cerity  have  been  try’d,  'Tis  but  too  weli  known  at  Stockholm ,  how 
little  we  can  depend  on  this  fort  of  Credit  ;  fince  many  have  buried 
their  Money,  choofing  to  let,  fome  30,  fome  40,  nay,  fome  £0,000 
Rix* Dollars,  in  good  Carolins ,  lye  dead,  rather  than  aflift  your 
Majefty  and  their  Country  with  a  Part  of  it,  for  the  publick  Good ; 
therefore  it  is  evident,  the  State  Obligations  newly  introduced,  not- 
withftanding  all  their  Advantages  and  their  Security,  will  be  of  no 
other  Service  to  the  Government,  but  to  pay  thofe  who  having  fome 
Pretentions  upon  it,  will  accept  them  rather  than  nothing.  In  the 
mean  time,  your  Majeffy  will  be  oblig’d  thereby  to  feek  for  Credit  in 
foreign  Countries,  and  give  them  that  Advantage  which  the  Diftruft 
of  your  own  Subje&s  deprives  them  of.  I  prefume  to  fay,  that  I 
could  myfelf  certainly  negotiate  as  far  as  Two  Millions  of  Rix-Ook 
lars  out  of  the  Kingdom  for  the  publick  Occafions  ;  but  this  cannot 
be  done  ’till  the  Confidence  and  Correfpondence,  in  relation  to  Trade 
with  Sweden ,  are  put  on  a  better  footing,  and  I  am  impower’d,  by 
your  Majeily’s  prudent  Orders,  to  fet  about  this  Affair.  It  may  be 
ask’d,  how  I  will  lay  a  good  Foundation  for  this  Projed:,  within  as 
well  as  out  of  the  Kingdom  ?  I  diftinguifh  between  voluntary  and 
forced  Credit ;  the  latter  cannot  properly  be  called  Credit,  fince  it  has 
not  a  regular  and  natural  Foundation ;  we  mud  however  give  it  that 
Name,  in  Imitation  of  our  Cafitijls ,  whofe  Authority  and  Example  will 
not  allow  us  to  call  Violence,  but  Perfwafion,  the  Method  they  ufe 
to  make  People*  come,  oneWay  or  other,  into  their  Notions,  or 
bring  them  to  their  Ends.  And  this  Method  feems  to  have  a  better 
Ground,  a  more  lively  Operation  in  Politicks  than  Divinity ,  as  daily 
Experience  fhews  us.  It  is  therefore  abfolutely  neceflary  to  keep  to 
that,  as  well  in  refped:  to  the  Name  as  the  Reality,  fince  no  better 
Expedient  can  be  thought  of.  The  Ufe  or  Experience  fliews  already 
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the  Advantage  of  the  abovefliid  Obligations  ;  but  fome  will  objedi, 
that  they  being  only  for  large  Sums,  will  be  very  inconvenient,  if  not 
ufelefs,  in  the  ordinary  and  daily  domeftick  Trade,  becaufe  they  can't 
be  divided  into  lelTer  Sums  for  Payment,  of  the  Soldiers  or  Sailors, 
and  will  no  way  anfwcr  the  End  propofed.  My  Anfwer  is,  that 
therefore  little  Notes  or  Pieces  of  Copper  mud  he  damp’d,  to  pafs, 
by  your  Authority,  for  Money  here  in  the  fmall  popular  Trade  ,*  inch 
as  fome  few  already  damp’d.  Everyone  knows  how ufefuf this  fort  of 
imaginary  Species  had  been  in  Places  bedeg’d,  where  there  was  no 
real  Money.  But  it  is  not  necedary  to  go  fo  far,  but  only  enquire 
what  has  been  already  pradtifed  in  your  Copper  Mines  in  want  of 
Money  ;  with  what  Succefs  and  Security  they  paid  the  Workmen  on 
certain  Occafions,  with  a  fmall  Piece  of  damp’d  Copper.  Thus  it  is 
evident,  that  the  Marks  themfelves  are  a  fort  of  State  Obligations, 
that  have  the  publick  Credit  for  their  Security,  and  may  coiiiequent- 
ly  be  ufeful ;  at  lead  they  are  not  pernicious  if  they  have  a  real  and 
certain  Foundation.  Here  may  be  objected  the  former  Example  of 
Spain ,  and  the  late  one  of  France ,  and  from  thence  formed  this  fpeci- 
ous  Argument,  That  thefe  Nations  teach  us,  that  they,  efpecially 
France ,  who  governed  by  fo  wife  a  King  as  Lewis  the  XIV.  with  fo  pru¬ 
dent  and  experienced  a  Council  and  what  is  more,  fo  great  a  plenty 
cf  Money  at  Home,  have  brought  themfelves  into  an  aimod  in¬ 
extricable  Labyrinth,  and  that  their  Example  advife  us  not  to 
have  too  great  a  Prefumption,  and  pretend  to  fucceed  better  with 
our  fmall  Abilities.  But  here  I  mud  infid,  that  the  Example  of 
France  doth  not  a  deed  the  Matter  itfelf,  but  the  Application,  with 
its  Circumdances  ;  others  Faults  may  teach  us  to  avoid  the  like  ones. 
The  Abufes  to  be  fear’d,  confid  chiefly  in  Two  Things,  r.  In  not 
well  proportioning  thefe  Marks  to  the  Fund  whence  they  are  hereaf¬ 
ter  to  be  paid,  or  to  the  Species  in  the  Kingdom  ;  a  Fault  which 
draws  after  it  the  Ruin  of  the  State,  and  conlequently  all  the  Species 
out  of  the  Kingdom,  z.  In  not  taking  all  prudent  and  neceflary  Pre¬ 
cautions  to  hinder  their  being  counterfeited  :  France  committed  the 
dr  A  Fault,  and  Spain  the  lad.  We  will  avoid  the  Error  of  the 
French ,  by  finding  out  the  Funds  to  pay  off  the  imaginary  Species ; 
and  keep  fo  juft  a  Proportion  between  them  and  the  real  ones,  that 
thefe  fhall  always  exceed  the  others,  and  be  fiifEcient  to  pay  for 
foreign  Commodities;  by  allowing  fome  Advantage  to  thole  who  will 
change  the  Myntetekens ,  and  other  fuch  Species  for  State  Obligations  ; 
and  ihewing  at  the  fame  Time  how  to  employ  them  without  Lofs, 
every  one  will  be  induced  to  look  upon  them  as  good,  and  as  fe- 
cure"  as  ready  Money.  As  to  prevent  the  counterfeiting  of  them, 
fome  Coiners  told  me,  that  we  mud:  mill  them  with  a  Machine, 
which  will  cod  above  Six  Hundred  Dollars,  and  ’tis  not  probable  any 
Counterfeiter  will  be  at  that  Charge.  Befides  a  new  Coin  may  be 
made  every  Three  or  Four  Months,  and  the  old  one  cried  down  and  ex¬ 
chang’d  for  a  new  one  with  thofe  who  have  the  old  ones  and  bring  phem 
to  the  Mint ;  which  will  prevent  alfo  their  being  counterfeited  Abroad 
and  imported  into  the  Kingdom  ;  there  being  not  Time  enough  left 
between  the  Courfe  of  one  fort  and  that  of  the  other  for  it,  befides  the 
Difficulty  and  Charge  above-mention’d,  and  the  danger  of  Conflfcation 
for  the  Ships  on  which  they  fhall  be  found.  There  remains  then  on¬ 
ly  this  third  Quedion,  How  the  Credit  procured  to  thefe  Marks,  by 
the  aforefaid  due  Precautions,  can  be  actually  made  ufe  of?  I  fay,  by 
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Two  Ways,  i.  By  taking  them  in  Payment  of  your  Revenues,  both 
ordinary  afid  extraordinary,  and  even  allow  a  Difcountof  one  per  Cent . 
on  Payment  of  the  Contributions,  z.  By  ordering  them  to  be  taken 
in  again  and  new  Stamp'd,  converting  the  large  Sums  into  Obligati¬ 
ons,  and  giving  an  Intereft  of  7  per  Cent,  to  fuch  as  are  any  l  ime 
out  of  their  Money ;  having  a  fpecial  Care  to  prefervc  the  Credit  of 
the  Bank  and  of  the  Obligations,  that  they  be  not  brought  in  there ; 
and  that  in  Payment  of  the  Capitation,  nothing  but  good  Mo¬ 
ney  be  received,  becaufe  this  Money  muff  neceflarily  be  employed 
for  the  Prefervation  of  the  Capital  of  the  Obligations,  as  ailo  for  the 
Debts.  For  this  reafon  an  Officer  fhould  be  appointed  to  receive  thefe 
Marks ,  that  the  Bank ,  where  a  very  great  Part  of  the  Contributions 
enters,  may  be  entirely  exempted  from  it.  As  for  the  7  per  Cent.  In- 
terefl,  it  may  be  thought  a  needlefs  Expence ;  but  it  fhould  be  con^ 
fider’d,  That  the  State  has  already  effedively  gGt  a  Capital  by  it,  and 
no  Body  will  any  longer  fcruple  to  take  a  Species,  with  which  he 
cannot  only  pay  for  any  Thing  he  buys,  but  get  a  foliu  Advantage 
by  keeping  it ;  which  will  contribute  very  much  to  the  Ufefuhiefs  and 
Succefs  of  this  Affair.

The  firjl  Letter ,  dated  the  %6th  of  Tanuary.  1716. 

1716.  T  Receiv’d  your  lad,  dated  from  Hamburgh  the  ioth  of  Sept,  lad,  where- 
in  you  acquaint  me  with  the  Death  of  Lewis  XIV.  and  the  mod 
remarkable  Paffages  in  Pomerania.  I  admire,  as  well  as  yourfelf,  the 
Courage  and  Intrepidity  of  the  King  of  Sweden ,  but  I  much  fear  his 
Politicks  will  be  as  fatal  to  him  at  Home  as  they  were  in  Turky.  The 
King  of  Frances  Death  is  rather  a  feeming  Lofs  to  him,  than  a  real 
one  ;  becaufe  that  his  mod  Chriflian  Majedy  being  old  and  weary 
of  the  War,  therefore  defiring  nothing  more  than  to  die  in  Peace,  and 
having  made  one  beyond  Expedition,  would  never  have  ventur’d  to 
affift  him  with  his  Troops,  but  rather  with  his  Mediation,  as  we 
hear  he  was  doing  already  when  Death  took  him  away  ;  now  the  Re¬ 
gent  finding  the  Kingdom  exhauded  of  Money,  is  too  wile  to  involve 
it  in  new  Expences,  by  quarrelling  with  other  Potentates  for  his 
fake. 

For  your  News  from  Chriflendom ,  will  return  you  lome  from 
thefe  Parts.  You  have,  without  doubt,  heard  long  fince  by  com¬ 
mon  Report,  that  the  fullime  Porte  has  found  it  juft  and  conformable 
to  the  Law,  to  declare  War  againd  the  Venetians  ;  “  For  feveral  In- 
“  juries  received,  and  thereby  to  deliver  its  antient,  ever  faithful, 
c£  and  well  affeded  Rayas ,  the  Greeks  in  Morea ,  from  the  heavy 
Cl  Yoke  they  had  groan’d  under  and  complain’d  of  a  long  while ; 
(t  and  re-edablifh  the  Mujjelman  Part  of  its  Inhabitaints  in  their  Eftates 
£{  and  Houfes  there ;  which  they  had  been  condraind  to  abandon  by 
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4C  the  lad  War,”  Our  moft  fublime  Forte  has  dew’d  as  good  Manners 
as  the  mod  civiliz’d  Chridian  Court,  in  lending  gently  Home  the 
Ambaffador  and  Corf  ids  redding  in  the  Ottoman  Empire,  with  their 
People,  indead  of  imprifoning  them  as  formerly.  The  venerable 
Muphti  having  given  his  Fetfa ;  the  Horfe-tails  were  fet  up  and  ex- 
poled  as  uluai  ;  and  the  Emperor  of  Three  Empires ,  the  greatefl  and 
mojl  powerful  of  the  Emperors  in  the  Univerfe ,  the  Diflrihutor  of  King¬ 
doms  and  Principalities ,  Sultan  Aikmet,  ever  VtSlorious,  order’d  his 
invincible,  and  as  numerous  Legions,  as  thole  you  have  keen  in  Mol¬ 
davia,  on  the  Banks  of  the  Truth ,  to  march  in  the  Spring  into  the  Mo- 
rea ,  under  the  ConduCt  of  his  mod  valiant  Generalillimo,  Gumurgi  Alt 
Bafhaw  ;  and  at  the  lame  Time  he  feet  upon  the  Goads  his  great  and  in¬ 
vincible  Armado,  of  yo  Men  of  War  of  the  Line,  36  Galleys,  and  30  Bri¬ 
gantines,  with  a  100  Tranfport- Blips,  under  the  Command  of  the 
great  and  magnanimous  Admiral  Gianum  Gogia.  Nothing  can  be  more 
rapid  than  the  Succefs  or  good  Fortune  of  Alt  Bafhaw,  and  Gianum 
Gogia  ;  and  his  Highnefs  might  fay,  “  I  fat  upon  my  Throne,  and 
“  order’d  my  Vider  and  my  Admiral  to  march  againd  the  Enemy  ; 
“  they  went,  faw,  and  vanquilh’d.  ”  The  Admiral  had  hardly 
appear’d  before  Tino,  e’er  the  City,  Cadle,  and  the  whole  Ifland  iub- 
mitted  ;  and  the  Wind  being  blowing,  Mujfulman  no  fooner  carried 
him  before  Cerigo ,  than  it  did  the  fame,  whild  Corinth  as  eafily  re¬ 
ceiv’d  Laws  from  the  Vifier ;  and  the  Fleet  having  join’d  the  Army 
before  Napoli ,  brought  it,  with  the  Cadle,  in  lei's  than  Two  Days, 
under  Subjection  to  the  Sultan.  It’s  true,  that  City  made  a  little 
more  Refinance  than  the  Places  beforemention’d,  having  in  it  a  good 
Venetian  Garrifon ;  but  the  Turkifh  Artillery,  both  from  the  Sea  and 
the  Land,  thundered  upon  the  Houfes  fo  effectually  and  dreadfully, 
that  the  Greeks ,  who  were  the  mod  numerous,  and  lefs  affected  to 
the  Venetians ,  went  to  the  Governor,  threatening  to  open  the  City 
Gates  to  the  Enemy,  if  they  did  not  capitulate  ,*  which  he  did,  as 
if  frighten’d  with  their  Menaces,  and  deliver’d  up  the  Place  with  lyz 
Cannon  and  14  Mortar- pieces*  From  fo  happy  a  Beginning,  Gianum 
Gogia  judging  that  a  Squadron  would  iudice  for  the  ReduCtionof  Suda 
and  Spina  Longa ,  he  fent  thither  iy  Veffels,  under  the  Command  of  Ju- 
fuph  Bafhaw ,  one  of  the  braved  Champions  in  the  Fleet  ,•  and  thofe 
Places  hardly  fir’d  as  many  Cannon  againd  him,  as  it  would  have 
done  to  falute  the  Venetian  Admiral,  if  he  had  come  to  anchor  un¬ 
der  them,  before  they  furrendered  to  the  Will  and  Clemency  of  the 
fuhlime  Porte ,  their  ancient  Milfrefs.  In  the  mean  while  the  Captain 
Bafhaw  and  the  Vifier  reunited  their  Forces.  1.  Under  Coron.  2.  Mo- 
don.  3.  The  Cadle  of  Tornefe ,  and  took  them  all  with  the  like  Ra.- 
pidity  ,*  and  fo  the  Iflands  of  Sapienza  and  Santa  Maura  humbly 
iubmitted  to  the  Conquerers  ;  in  a  Word,  the  whole  Morea  was  re¬ 
conquer’d  in  lefs  than  40  Days.  ’Tis  true,  that  they  who  are  jealemi 
of  the  Ottoman  Bravery  and  Glory,  malicioufly  give  out,  that  the 
Porte  is  chiefly  beholden  for  it  to  the  unquiet  Temper,  not  to  fay  the 
Rebellion,  of  the  Greeks ,  who  were  weary  of  the  Venetian  Govern¬ 
ment.  Your  Friend  and  Country-man,  Mr  Brue,  who  followed  the 
Army,  with  a  magnificent  Retinue,  furnifh’d  (as  they  fay)  AJi  Ba¬ 
fhaw  with  the  Plan  of  that  Conqued  ;  not  out  of  any  Grudge  or  Re? 
fentment  againd  the  Venetians ,  nor  fo  much  by  any  Orders  from  the 
French  Court,  as  by  the  Directions  of  Spain ,  to  cut  out  Work  for 
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the  Emperor  ;  by  engaging  him,  infenfibly,  in  the  Repullick' s  Quar¬ 
rel  ;  and  to  pick,  in  the  mean  while,  another  with  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty,  and  bring  back  Naples ,  &c.  to  the  Spanijh  Obedience  :  There¬ 
fore  King  Philip  does  actually  follicite  an  Alliance  with  the  Grand 
Seignior ;  however  the  Jullime  Porte ,  laying  afide  all  her  Pride  and 
Glory,  has  hitherto  carefted  the  Emperor,  aimoft  like  a  Coquet  when 
Hie  defigns  to  Jilt,  fending  him  Letters  full  of  the  molt  loJemn 
Proteftations  of  a  conftant  Friendfhip;  and  begging  him  the  moll  ci¬ 
villy  in  the  World,  by  an  Aga,  who  has  already  been  difpatch’d 
for  that  Purpofe,  not  to  take  any  Umbrage  at  her  Proceedings  ;  allu¬ 
ring  him  that  ihe  has  no  other  Defign,  than  to  humble  and  chaftile 
the  Priae  and  Infolence  of  the  Hepuhlick ,  which  exercifcd  and  pro¬ 
tected  (as  Ihe  fays)  abominable  and  unjuft  Piracy  upon  her  Subjeds 
at  Negropont.  The  Emperor  anfwers  all  thefe  Careftes  with  Threaten- 
ings  to  declare  War  againft  her,  if  Ihe  does  not  reftore,  generoufty 
and  amicably,  Morea  :  The  Porte  being  not  willing  (with  all  her 
Complaifances  and  CareflesJ  to  deliver  up  Morea ,  nor  to  ftop 
thither  her  Conquefts,  his  Imperial  Majefty  does  arm  powerfully, 
and  Teems  refoivd  to  add  the  Effects  to  Words.  Mr.  B rue,  on  the 
other  Hand,  is  continually  reprefenting  to  the  Vifier,  that  fucli  Me¬ 
naces  ought  not  lb  much  as  to  be  heard  with  Impunity  ;  and  ad- 
yifes  him,  to  carry  the  Ottoman  Horfe-Tails  to-  Peterwaradin, 
pointing  him  out  from  thence  a  Way,  cover  d  with  Lavvrels,  as  far 
as  Vienna ,  through  Hungary ;  which  would  open  her  Arms  to  receive 
him.  But  whether  that  Hero  has  a  better  Opinion  of  the  Ger¬ 
mans  than  of  the  Venetians ,  in  refpect  of  Bravery,  he  feems  to 
have  no  greater  Mind  to  fhew  them  thole  Tails,  than  to  fee  their 
Eagles. 

He  has  been  complimented  at  his  Triumphal  Return  here,  by 
all  the  foreign  Minifters,  except  the  Imperial  Reftdent  one,  Mr .Fleifb- 
man ,  whom  he  lent  for,  and  ask’d  him,  “  Why  the  Emperor ,  his 
“  Mailer,  did  arm,  the  fublime  Porte  being  refolved  to  live  in  Peace 
,a  with  him,  according  to  the  Treaty  of  Carlowitz  ?  ”  Mr.  Fleijhmau 
anfwer’d,  44  That  he  knew  not,  having  receiv’d  no  Letters  from 
“  Vienna  for  above  Three  Months;  but  thought  that  his  Imperial 
ts  Majefty  look’d  upon  the  War  declar’d  to  the  Venetians ,  as  a  Viola- 
c<  tion  of  the  Treaty.”  To  which  the  Vijier  reply’d,  “  That  they  were 
€C  the  firft  Breakers  of  it,  as  it  had  been  already  fully  reprefented  to 
“  .this  Court.”  Then  he  told  him,  that  he  might  write  and  have  Femansy 
or  Paftports,  for  as  many  Couriers  as  he  would  fend,  proffering  him 
at  the  fame  Time  a  Letter  to  Prince  Eugene ,  to  confirm  to  him  the 
fincere  Intentions  of  the  moft  fuhlime  Porte  towards  his  Imperial  Ma¬ 
jefty  ;  and  to  allure  his  Highnefs,  that  in  the  next  Campaign,  which 
he  was  to  make  in  Dalmatia ,  his  principal  Care  lliould  he,  to  hinder 
the  Grand  Seigniors  Subjects  from  giving  any  Ground  of  Complaint 
or  Diftatisfaction  to  thofe  of  the  Emperor.  Mr.  Fieifhman  laid,  he 
Would  write,  and  thank’d  him  for  his  Offers  ;  and  did  accordingly. 
But  all  the  Appearances  are  for  a  Rupture.  Your  former  French  Scho¬ 
lar,  Mavro  Cordato ,  whom  you  left  Hofpodar  of  Moldavia ,  is  become 
fuch  of  Walachia.  Navoni ,  heretofore  Interpreter  of  the  Venetian  Na¬ 
tion,  favv  no  fooner  the  War  determin’d  againft  Venice ,  but  he  demand¬ 
ed  the  fuhlime  Porte  s  Protection,  offering  to  pay  Tribute,  as  a  Sub¬ 
ject,  to  her,  and  got  it.  But  being  accufed  of  ferving  his  old  Mi- 
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flrefs,  the  Republick ,  as  a  Spy,  lie  was  taken  up  in  the  Streets  of 
Pero ,  fome  Time  before  the  Vifiers  Return,  and  bang’d  on  the  Spot* 
About  the  fame  Time  Mr.  Angelo,  the  Genoefe  Minifter  at  the  Porte , 
was  fcnt  for  by  the  Caimacatt.  His  Excellency  at  firfl  cxctifed  himfclf, 
as  being  indifpos’d  with  the  Gout,  either  really  or  thro’  Policy  ,  but 
promifed  to  wait  on  him,  as  foon  as  his  Diftemper  would  permit  him. 
The  Caimacatt ,  not  being  fatisfy’d  with  this,  order’d  back  the  Mcf- 
fenger,  to  tell  him,  that  if  he  did  not  come  immediately  of  his  own 
accord,  he  would  fetch  him  by  Force.  And  his  Excellency  having  an- 
fwer’d  to  the  fecond  Mellage,  that  he  would  infallibly  either  come,  or 
caufe  himfclf  to  be  carried  thither  the  next  Morning,  the  Caiamd- 
can  fcnt  30  Men  arm’d,  who  laying  hold  on  him,  as  he  fat  at  Ta¬ 
ble,  in  his  Night  Cap,  Gown  and  clippers,  carry ’d  him  in  this  Equi¬ 
page,  (Two  of  them  haling  him  under  each  Arm,  fomething  rudely) 
before  the  Governor  ;  who  told  him,  with  more  Civility  than  lie 
durfl  have  hoped  for,  That  the  fubiime  Forte  being  inform'd,  the  Re¬ 
public  k  of  Genoa  furnilh’d  the  Venetians  with  maritime  Supplies,  was 
refolv’d  to  drive  him  from  Conjlantinople  as  an  Enemy  ;  being  fo  merci¬ 
fully  difpofed,  as  not  to  detain  him  Priloner  ;  and  without  giving  him 
Time  to  anlwer.  he  was  conducted,  in  the  fame  Manner  as  he  was 
taken,  to  the  Harbour,  and  put  with  all  his  Servants  of  his  own 
Nation,  on  board  a  French  Ship  that  was  readied;  to  fail,  as  it 
did  the  next  Morning  ;  and  the  Turkifb  Guard  faw  him  beyond  the 
Dardanelles  with  a  good  Wind,  before  they  left  him.  The  Cady  of 
Smyrna  has  alfo  feat  away  the  Conful,  with  thofe  of  the  fame  Na^ 
tion. 

The  fecond  Letter >  dated  the  $th  of  St pt.  1717. 


I  Receiv’d  your  lad;  from  Gottenburg,  informing  me  that  you  had 
join’d,  in  Norway ,  your  Hero ,  on  his  Return  from  Chriftiania  to¬ 
wards  his  Frontiers  ,•  and  fome  Weeks  before  his  unfortunate  Expe¬ 
dition  at  Prederickfkall.  I  fee  that  the  Proverb,  Nulla  Calamitas  fola , 
A  Difader  never  comes  alone,  is  too  much  verify ’d  in  that  Prince ;  he 
feems  quite  dead  here  in  the  Memory  of  the  Turks ,  however  they  may 
feel  too  foon  their  Error,  in  letting  the  Czar  go  fo  cheap  out  of  their 
Hands,  againd  the  Swedijh  Couni  els.  I  hear  that  England  and  Holland 
do  now  repent  too  late,  of  having  contributed  fo  much  to  this  Prince’s 
Sea-forces,  by  training  up  Seamen  of  his  Nation,  and  furniihing  him 
with  fome  of  their  own,  With  Shipwrights  to  build  him  Vedels,  and 
even  fending  him  others  quite  fitted  out ;  by  which  Means  they  have 
fo  open’d  his  Eyes,  and  Ihown  him  the  Advantage  which  a  State  de¬ 
rives  from  Commerce,  that  he  is  now  become  not  only  their  Rival 
in  this  Rdped,*  but  being  an  abfolute  Prince,  has  made  himfelf  the 
chief  Merchant  of  his  Country.  What  do  I  fay  the  Chief,  the  only  Mer¬ 
chant,  fince  all  the  others  are  properly  but  his  Deputies  or  Agents.  He 
has  done  more,  he  has  not  only  declared  himfelf  Head  of  the  Church, 
like  the  Kings  of  England  fince  Henry  VIII,  but  has  feiz’d  the  Eccle- 
Raflical  Revenues,  and  pays  his  Clergy  like  the  Hollanders .  He  is 
certainly  a  very  great  Prince,  and  has  made  wonderful  Progrefs  ill 
his  Travels  5  moll  are  of  Opinion  neverthelefs,  that  he  wants  a  very 
commendable  Quality,  which  is  that  Lenity  of  Temper  and  Inclinati¬ 
on  t.o  Pardon,  with  which  other  Chriftian  Princes  win  their  Subje&s 
Hearts ;  that  he  by  his  Severity  in  having  given,  even  himfelf,  the 
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*  Knutt .  &c.  to  fome  of  the  mod  confiderable  Boyars ,  who  fell  under 
his  Difpleafurc  ;  and  is  feared,  and  mod  generally  hated.  But  I  know  fo 
much  of  the  Muficovites  and  Cojfacks  Nature,  that  I  can  fay  no  Prince 
had  ever  more  reafon  to  fay  the  Oderint  clum  metuant ,  than  his  (Azarian 
Majedy.  You  may  have  taken  Notice  yourfelf,  that  thofe  of  his 
Subjects,  who  are  Slaves  in  Turkey ,  won’t  ferve  you  well  without  the 
Help  of  the  F alack  ;  and  he  would  not  have  been  perhaps  Czar  of  MuC 
covy  a  great  while  ago,  if  he  had  ufed  always  Clemency  towards  them. 
Tho’  I  mud  confefs,  that  chadifing  them  with  his  own  Hands,  is  a 
Thing  beneath,  and  derogating  from  the  Majedy  of  a  Sovereign.  As 
to  his  Power  by  Land,  he  feems  to  be  obliged  to  the  King  of  Sweden 
for  it,  tho’  in  a  different  Senfe ;  his  Swedijh  Majedy  (contrary  to  the 
good  Counfel  of  a  wile  Northern  Prince,  who  faid  that  the  Mufco¬ 
vites  fhould  never  be  waged  War  with  above  Two  Years j  having 
fought  them  fuccedively  Eight  or  Nine,  ’till  he  had  taught  them  to 
beat  him,  as  they  had  been  beaten  by  him.  His  Swedijh  Majedy, 
indead  of  attempting  to  force  Fortune  to  become  again  favourable  to 
him,  and  imitating  thofe  Gameders,  who  the  more  they  loofe,  the 
more  they  are  animated  to  play  ;  ought,  in  the  midd  of  his  rapid 
Succelsj  to  have  follow’d  the  Example  of  our  good  Turks ,  who  if 
they  are  Victorious,  even  without  Fighting,  don't  fhut  their  Ears  a- 
gaind  advantageous  Propofals  of  Peace  ,•  and  if  they  are  Unfortunate, 
they  feek  it,  or  at  lead  don’t  refufe  it.  I  don’t  deny,  but  that  this  Prince 
has  been  the  drd  attack’d,  and  that  with  fome  Injudice  :  Nay,  I  will 
even  grant,  that  it  was  as  great,  as  he  himfelf  believes  it.  But  he  re- 
fufmg  the  Charte  Blanche ,  which  the  Czar  in  a  manner  offer’d  him  on 
his  entring  Mufcovy  ;  and  to  fend  Plenipotentiaries  to  Brunfwick , 
where  fo  many  Potentates,  even  his  Enemies,  have  Pent  theirs*  to 
finifh  this  ruinous  War ;  all  this  renders  his  Proceedings  unac¬ 
countable  in  my  Mind.  However,  my  politick  Reflections  upon  his 
Conduct  are  but  fuperfluous,  and  perhaps  not  agreeable  to  you,  who, 
as  you  write  me  Word,  will  avoid  making  any  in  your  Work;  where¬ 
fore  I  leave  them,  to  fall  upon  another  Topick.  I  had  reprefented 
to  you  in  my  lad,  a  Rupture  as  inevitable  between  the  Two  Empires. 
The  fublime  Porte  having  careffed  in  vain  the  Court  of  Vienna ,  re- 
folv’d  to  fend  a  powerful,  or  at  lead  a  very  numerous  Army, 
which  was  call’d  Invincible ,  upon  the  Frontiers  ;  and  the  Conque¬ 
ror  of  Morea  had  Orders  from  the  Sultan  to  command  it.  He 
march’d  and  faw  the  Enemy,  but  was  vanquifh’d  with  as  much  or  great¬ 
er  Rapidity,  and  greater  than  hefubdued  the  Morea ;  as  you  may  have 
heard  already.  He  was  hardly  arriv’d  at  NiJ/a,  when  the  Sieur  Ber- 
govir  (whom  you  knew  at  Conjlantinople)  Valet  de  Chambre  to  Sir  Ro¬ 
bert  Sutton ,  arriv’d  at  Belgrade ,  with  Letters  from  Vienna ,  for  the  Se- 
raskier  of  that  Place,  and  the  Vifier  himfelf.  I  will  make  here  a 
little  Digredion  on  this  Account,  viz.  That  when  his  Excellency  dis¬ 
patch’d  from  hence  his  faid  Servant  to  go,  ’tvvas  by  the  Way  of 
Germany  for  England ,  with  the  Vifier  s  Padport ;  who  requir'd  at 
the  fame  Time,  that  he  fhould  not  be  intruded  with  any  Let¬ 
ters,  efpecially  in  Cyphers,  for  the  Court  of  Vienna ,  and  confequent- 
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ly  that  he  fliould  bring  none  back  but  for  the  Porte,  if  offer’d.  How¬ 
ever  the  Attlkk  Councel,  who  detain’d  him  at  Vienna  Days  on 
his  Return  from  London,  not  only  prevail’d  with  him  to  take  Two 
in  Turkijh ,  one  from  Prince  Eugene  to  the  Vifier  himfeif,  and 
the  other  to  the  Seraskier  of  Belgrade ,  but  alfo  two  more  in  Cy¬ 
phers,  viz.  One  for  the  AmbalTador,  his  Mailer,  and  another  for 
the  Imperial  Refident  ;  which  Letters  he  thought  proper  to  give  in 
Charge  to  a  Janizary ,  and  difpatch  him  before  hand  to  Con/lantino - 
pie.  But  as  ill  Luck  would  have  it,  the  Janizary  was  fearchd,  and 
thefe  Letters  found  out  ;  whereupon  he  was  immediately  firangled, 
and  the  Sieur  Bergouin  thrown  into  a  Dungeon,  and  in  Danger  perhaps 
of  meeting  with  the  fame  Fate,  if  the  Seraskier  of  Belgrade,  now  Great 
Vifier ,  had  not  been  fo  much  his  Excellency’s  Friend  as  he  is.  How¬ 
ever,  the  Seraskier  lent  to  the  Vifier  Prince  Eugene's  Letter,  and  at  the 
fame  Time,  by  Millake,  that  which  was  directed  to  Sir  Robert  Sutton7 
thinking  it  to  be  for  Mr.  Fleijbman ,  without  mentioning  the  other, 
which  he  thought  to  be  for  Sir  Robert  Sutton ,  and  Pent  it  him  ac¬ 
cordingly.  That  of  Prince  Eugene  was  almoll  a  downright  Declaration 
of  War,  or  like  a  Challenge  from  his  Highnefs  to  meet  him  at  the  Head 
of  his  Forces  in  the  Field  ;  for  which  he  had  taken  the  Poll,  in  or¬ 
der  to  join  the  Imperial  Army  near  Peterwaradin .  Upon  this  he  fell 
in  fuch  a  Paffion,  that  without  flaying  for  fome  Afiatick  Troops,  which 
were  filing  off  to  make  up  our  Invincible  Army,  he  march’d  with 
a  Precipitation  contrary  to  the  turkijh  Gravity  ;  and  looking  perhaps 
in  the  mean  while  on  Mr.  Brue,  as  the  firfl  Occafion  of  the  Danger 
lie  was  running  into,  he  order’d  him  to  be  affalfinated  as  he  was:  Then 
palTing  the  Save  at  Belgrade ,  he  advanc’d  as  far  as  Peterwaradin ,  gave  or 
receiv’d  the  Battle,  loll  it,  and  was  kill’d.  Thereupon  the  Seraskier 
of  Belgrade  rallied  what  Troops  were  fav’d,  to  cover  this  City,  and 
Pent  Orders  to  the  Bafhaw  of  Temefwar  to  take  care  of  that  Place  ; 
and  the  Sultan  no  fooner  heard  of  it,  but  he  lent  him  the  Imperial 
Seal  to  lucceed  that  Vifier.  Sir  Robert  Suttons  Valet  de  Chambre  is 
releas’d,  and  his  Excellency  is  preparing  to  leave  this  Country,  where 
Mr.  Worthy  Mountague  is  every  Day  expe&ed  to  fucceed  him. 

Third  Letter ,  dated  July  30.  1718. 

Since  my  lad  abundance  of  Things  have  happened  on  this  ffde 
the  World,  which  you  may  have  heard  in  general;  as  the  taking 
of  Temefwar;  that  the  new  Vifier  has  loft  a  more  confiderable  Battle 
than  the  former,  in  that  it  was  accompanied  with  the  Surrender  of  Bel¬ 
grade  ;  and  they  began  to  be  in  fear  for  Miffa  and  Sophia  ;  what  do  T  lay, 
for  Mijfa and  Sophia,  for  Adrianople  and  Conftantinople,  DemirCapib  i  rgy 
as  you  know,  but  a  flight  Hindrance  to  the  March  of  a  victorious 
Army,  fo  that  they  look  for  their  Safety  in  a  Peace  ;  for  which  to 
obtain,  they  addrefs  their  old  Friends,  the  Redreffers  of  Wrongs  and 
Compofers  of  Differences,  the  Englijh  and  Dutch.  The  Merchants  of 
all  Nations  would  not  havefeen  this  with  Pleafure,  it  not  being  poffible 
(as  they  fay)  but  Trade  mull  have  fuffer’d  by  fuch  a  Change.  TheCu- 
floms  might  have  rifenfrom  z  and  an  half  or  3  per  Cent,  to  10,  upon  the 
fame  Foot  as  at  Vienna;  as  well  as  the  Price  of  Cotton,  Silk,  Goat’s- 
hair,  &c.  which  might  have  become  dearer  by  the  Taxes  feveral  ChrL 
flian  Princes  lay,  even  upon  Provifion,  a  Confidcration  which  affe¬ 
ct  nates 
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nates  above  all,  the  Minds  of  the  Greeks, Armenians  and  Jews ,  from  their 
Government.  Mr.  Mount  ague  entring  into  the  Sentiments  or  Intereffs  of 
the  Merchants,  or  being  fenfible  of  the  Misfortunes  or  Fears  of  the 
Turks  on  this  Account,  and  being  willing  perhaps  to  ingratiate  him-, 
felf  with  our  fuhlime  forte  as  well  as  with  the  Merchants,  endea¬ 
vour  d  to  comfort  them  ;  and  either  thought  himfelf,  or  was  made 
believe  by  iome  body,  that  it  was  for  the  Inrereft  of  the  Enffifh 
Company,  or  lerving  the  politick  Ballance  of  Europe ,  to  procure  them 
the  Reflitution  of  Belgrade ,  as  the  Key  of  their  Empire  on  that  fide, 
he  gave  fome  Hopes  of  it  to  the  Porte ,  with  Offers  of  his  good  Offices 
at  Vienna  for  that  Purpofe,  but  this  before  he  was  allur’d  whether  that 
Court  would  be  difpos’d  to  part  with  that  important  Place.  Our 
good  Friend,  Dr.  Timone ,  of  whofe  tragical  End  you  may  have  alrea¬ 
dy  heard,  and  the  Circumftances  whereof  I  fhall  acquaint  you  with 
hereafter,  was  then  aduall  y  at  Thilippoli ,  with  the*  Kerkiap  Caimacan , 
as  his  Phyfician  or  even  Favourite ;  he  delivered  him  his  Excellency’s 
MelTage  or  Offers,  which  were  heard  with  all  the  Satisfaction  that 
may  be  well  imagin’d.  The  Dr.  was  deffr'd  the  next  Day  to  return 
Thanks  to  his  Excellency  for  them,  and  to  inform  him,  that  his  Pre¬ 
fence  would  be  very  agreeable  to  the  Porte ,  who  in  the  mean  while 
difpatch’d  Orders  to  the  Caimacan  of  Conflantinople ,  to  furnilh  him 
with  all  Things  neceffary  for  his  Journey,  allowing  him  a  confide- 
rable  Thaim.  In  effed,  we  faw  all  on  a  fudden  a  number  of  Camels, 
Mules,  Horfes,  Waggons,  fome  loaden  with  Tents,  and  others  emp¬ 
ty  go  to  the  Engl  iff  Palace ;  and  his  Excellency  having  joyn  d 
his  to  it,  and  had  his  Trunks  and  Baggage  put  into  the  empty  Wag¬ 
gons  fent  him  for  that  ufe,  fet  out,  accompany ’d  by  an  extraordinary 
Number  of  Chiaouz  and  other  Officers  of  the  Porte.  Being  arriv  d  at  Phi- 
lippoli ,  where  the  Porte  was,  fhe  careffed  him,  as  fhe  ufes  to  do  thofe 
from  whom  fhe  expeds  fomething  of  Moment,  and  defir’d  him  to  pro¬ 
ceed  to  the  Camp  near  Sophia ,  that  he  might  be  nearer  at  hand  to 
perform  good  Offices  between  Her  and  the  Court  of  Vienna  ;  there 
he  met  a  very  honourable  Reception,  as  you’ll  imagine,  and  difpatch’d 
the  Secretary  Hefferman  with  the  Propofal,  as  a  Preliminary  Article 
infilled  upon  by  the  Porte.  Mr.  Thellys ,  more  Embaffador  than  his 
Mafler,  (if  one  would  believe  him)  faw,  with  a  jealous  Chagrine, 
the  Preference  in  Honours,  whereby  the  Porte  feem’d  to  diflinguilh 
Mr.  Montague  from  Mr.  Colye ,  tho’  the  latter  was  alfo  invited 
to  the  Camp,  and  conducted  with  as  numerous  a  Turkifh  Cor- 
tage,  if  not  the  like  Promifes  of  Reward,  in  cafe  of  Succefs 
and  had  a  good  Thaim  according  to  Cuffom.  Mr.  Hefferman ,  ha¬ 
ving  declared  himfelf  the  Bearer  of  a  Propofal  fo  conformable  to 
the  Defires  of  the  Porte ,  and  at  the  fame  Time  fo  contrary  to  the 
Intentions  of  the  Court  of  Vienna ,  was  ftop’d  or  detain’d,  under  di¬ 
vers  Pretences,  by  Mr.  Taiwan ,  Com  miffary  of  War  at  Belgrade ,  who 
either  fent  his  Letters,  or  gave  notice  of  the  Subjed:  of  his  Commif- 
fion  to  the  Court  of  Vienna ;  which  (as  ’tis  fuppofed)  fent  fome 
Complaints  to  that  of  Great  Britain ,  on  the  apparent  Preference 
wherewith  her  Minifler  efpoufed  the  Interefl  of  the  Turks,  and  de- 
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govern  the  City  in  the  Great  VifierV  Alfems.

manded,  as  wc  hear,  Sir  Robert  Sutton  as  Plenipotentiary  and  Media¬ 
tor,  and  the  fitted;  Perlon  to  manage  the  7 urks,  and  obtained  him- 
Mr.  Stagnan  was  thereupon  named  Ambaflador,  you  may  have  heard, 
and  lent  ailo  to  fupply  Mr.  Montague  s  Place  ,*  nay,  fome  who  pretend  to 
know  what  is  tranladted  at 'both  the  Courts  of  Vienna  and  London ,  lay, 
that  the  former  would  not  flop  her  Conqueds  at  Belgrade ,  if  the  latter 
had  not  declar’d,  that  her  Fleet  fhould  not  fail  lor  that  of  Sicily , 
but  on  that  Condition.  In  the  mean  while,  Dr.  Tirnone ,  a  better 
Phyfician  than  Politician,  who  perhaps  had  exceeded  his  Com  million, 
being  teaz’d  to  Death  with  Quedions  about  the  Court  of  Vienna  s 
Anfvvers  to  Mr.  Mount  ague  s  Letters,  and  finding  by  the  long  Silence, 
that  he  had  made  too  much  hade  in  promifing,  fell  into  fo  great 
a  Difquiet  and  Melancholly,  efpecially  on  the  Arrival  of  an  Exprefs 
from  Prince  Eugene  to  the  Vifier ,  with  a  Letter ;  which  was  lo  far 
from  giving  Hopes  of  Belgrade ,  that  the  XJti  poffidetis  feem’d  even 
more  than  they  were  refolv’d  to  grant.  Mehemet  Effendi ,  the  fecond 
Turkijb  Plenipotentiary,  faid  hereupon  to  this  Dodtor,  “  When  will 
“  your  Exprefs  come  back  ?  Where  is  Belgrade  that  you  promis’d 
“  us  ?  ”  He  was  for  a  while  druck  dumb  ;  at  lad  he  faid  fighing, 
“  That  he  hop’d  the  Embaflador’s  Intentions  had  been  equally  fincere 
“  and  well  difpos’d  for  the  Advantage  of  the  Turks,  as  well  as  were'his 
<£  own.”  He  anfwerd,  he  believ  d  it,  and  talk’d  to  him  of  other 
Things  ;  but  the  News  of  Mr.  Hejfermans  continuing  to  be  detain’d, 
fo  far  increafed  his  Difquiet,  that  the  fird  Time  he  was  call’d  for, 
he  faid  to  the  Sieur  Bergouin  (Vho  fince  the  Departure  of  Sir  Robert 
Sutton ,  ferv’d  Mr.  Montague  in  Quality  of  Steward)  “  They  fend 
<c  for  me  to  drangle  me,  for  having  given  them  Hopes  of  a  Thing 
<c  which  his  Excellency  is  not  capable  of  performing.  ’  And  at  the 
fame  Time  pulling  out  his  Purfe  and  Watch,  he  added,  “  Take  thefe 
“  Things,  and  give  them  to  my  Wife  on  your  return  to  Con/lantino- 
“  pie'*  The  Sieur  Bergouin  refufed  them,  faying,  “  That  there  was 
“  no  danger  of  his  Life  ;  but  that  if  Fear  had  fo  much  gain’d  upon 
“  his  Spirits,  to  put  them  into  the  Ambadador’s  Hands  ;  ”  to  whom 
he  offered  them  accordingly,  and  who  not  being  able  to  compofe 
his  ground lefs  Fear,  receiv’d  them.  Then  the  Do6for  went  trem¬ 
bling  to  the  Turkijb  Minider,  who  fpoke  to  him  about  Things  of 
a  quite  different  Nature  than  what  he  apprehended.  In  the  mean 
while  the  Vijier  being  withdrawn  with  the  Army  into  his  Winter  Quar¬ 
ters,  as  far  as  Rhilippoli ,  from  whence,  as  to  his  Perfon,  proceeded  to 
Adrianople ,  and  Mr.  Hefferman  arrived  there,  having  been  releafed  up¬ 
on  bis  former  Mader,  Sir  Robert  Sutton  s  Claim,  with  Advice,  that 
the  Germans  talk’d  even  at  a  higher  Rate  than  of  keeping  Belgrade  ; 
whereupon  the  Fear  and  Difquiet  of  the  Do&or  was  or  feem’d  to 
be  renew’d,  tho’  no  body  faid  any  Thing  to  him,  or  gave  him  a 
Worfe  Look  than  ufual.  In  the  mean  Time,  *  Fetiskan  was  nam’d 
for  the  Place  of  Congrefs  by  the  Germans ,  but  afterwards  Pajfiaro - 
ivitz  was  reciprocally  agreed  upon;  and  Mr.  Worthy  Montague  being 
met  by  Mr.  Stagnan  his  SuccelTor,  took  his  Leave  from  the 
Vifier ,  to  whom  he  prefented  him,  according  to  Cudom,  and  from 
other  chief  Miniders  of  the  Forte  ;  then  proceeded  to  ConJlantinople> 
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there  he  embark’d  on  board  of  a  Man  of  War.  During  thcfe 
Tranfabtions,  Sir  Robert  Sutton  came  to  Belgrade  with  the  German  Ple¬ 
nipotentiaries,  and  the  Vifier  went  back  to  the  Camp  near  Philippopoli , 
where  Mr.  Stagnan  followed  him,  attended  by  Dr.  Timone  (aj.  As 
the  Germans  talk'd  very  big,  the  Docdor  hearing  of  it,  {hewed  him- 
felf  very  uneafy,  and  gave  way  to  Melancholly  ;  fo  that  one  Day, 
which  was  the  lad  of  his  Life,  he  did  not  eat  or  drink  any  Thing, 
but  walk’d  round  his  Tent  bare-headed  in  deep  Relerve.  Some 
Turydes  (b)  and  Serdanguejlys  ( c )  happening  to  pafs  through  the 
Camp,  Curiofity  drew  mod  of  his  Neighbours  out  of  their  Tents 
to  fee  them,  and  he  retired  under  his  own,  where  he  fhot  himfelf 
with  Two  Pidols;  and  he  was  found  afterwards  dead,  and  dretch’d 
out  at  his  full  Length  on  his  Back  on  the  Ground,  with  his  Bread 
bare,  (one  Shot  in  the  midd  of  his  Forehead,  the  other  upon 
his  Heart)  and  between  his  Legs  a  Note,  with  thefe  Words  in 
Italian ,  Io  non  ho  voluto  perire  dalle  mani  dei  Turchi ,  perifeo  dalle 
vnie  ;  I  would  not  die  by  the  Hands  of  the  Turks,  but  by  my  own.  And 
in  the  fame  Language  was  added,  There  is  fo  much  Money ,  &c.  in  fuch  a 
Place,  which  I  defire  thofie  who  find  it  to  give  to  my  Family ,  which  / 
recommend  to  the  Protection  of  the  Englifh  Emhaffador. 

The  Turks  were  much  fur  priz’d,  as  you  may  imagine,  at  this  cruel 
Execution  of  the  Docdor,  on  himfelf ;  they,  among  whom  Self- 
murthers  are  as  little  heard  of  as  Duels ,  not  reckoning  them  within 
their  Prededination.  The  Retkiap  Caimacan  was  truly  more  concern’d, 
than  Mahometans  ufed  to  be  at  their  Friend’s  ordinary  Death,  think¬ 
ing  perhaps,  beddes  his  Love  for  him,  that  this  Way  of  Ihortning 
opes  Days,  is  didurbing  the  Order  of  Providence  (as  to  cry  out 
defperately,  like  the  Greeks  and  other  C hriftians  do)  on  the  na¬ 
tural  Death  of  their  Relations  and  Friends,  is  thought  by  the 
Mahometans  murmuring  againd  that  Divine  Order.  The  Vifier  fent 
Mr.  John  Mavro  Cordato ,  then  Interpreter  of  the  Porte ,  to  inquire 
into  the  Circumdances  and  Reafons  of  the  Matter,  and  having 
heard  all  from  him,  expreded  himfelf  very  forry  for  it,  and  faid, 
“  I  don’t  know  of  anybody  who  did  intend  any  Harm  to  fo  good  and 
“  ingenious  a  Man  ;  if  I  had  I  would  have  him  puniflfd.  You’ll 
remember  perhaps  the  Doctor’s  Sentiments,  and  our  Converfation  with 
him,  on  the  News  of  that  eminent  Englifh  Merchant  at  Smyrna ,  who 
fhot  himfelf  in  the  Mouth  and  in  his  left  Ear,  with  two  Pocket- 
pidols,  after  Dinner ;  and  having  drunk  Profperity  to  the  King  and 
Church,  whild  the  Company  was  gone  to  take  a  Nap,  according  to 
the  Cudomin  hot  Countries  ;  that  when  every  one  wrondred  at  fuch  an 
extraordinary  Accident,  which  is  hardly  heard  of,  but  amongd  the  Eng¬ 
lifh,  or  People  bred  up  among  them,  he  faid,  that  as  to  himfelf,  “  He 
“  rather  wondred  that  it  did  not  daily  happen.  ”  Every  where  how  he 
prais’d  the  Courage  of  that  Nation  on  that  Account :  Adding, 

Thatitlhew’d  they  had  preferv’d  in  their  Veins  the  heroick  Blood 


(a)  This  DoBor  veas  an  Italian  by  ExtraBion ,  his  Father  and  his  eldefl  Brother  were  fue- 
ccffively  the  chief  Interpreters  of  the  Englifh  Nation  ;  he  was  a  very  ingenious  and  learned 
Man,  of  an  agreeable  Converfation ,  and  well-belov'd.  He  enjoy'd  a  good  Fortune ,  and  being 
unwilling  to  be  oblig'd  to  any  Woman  for  a  greater  one ,  he  bought  a  Slave,  whom  he  marry' d, 
after  having  bred  her  up  to  his  Humour. 

(b)  Afiatick  Troops  fo  call'd , 
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Sf  of  the  ancient  Romans.  ”  That  as  to  the  Order  of  Providence  be¬ 
ing  diflurb’d  by  it  (as  ’tis  generally  objected)  he  faid,  “  That  as 
u  on  the  contrary,  (according  to  this  very  Order,  which  is  a  continu- 
“  al  Vicilfitude  and  Revolution  of  Forms  and  Modifications  of  the 
“  Matter  of  which  the  World  is  made  of,)  we  mult  die  one  Day 
“  or  another,  either  willing  or  unwilling  ,*  it  could  not  1'ufFer,  or  be 
“  dilturb’d  by  our  haltening  thus  our  End,  when  under  a  great  Mif- 
“  fortune  or  Perplexity  of  Mind,  (which  might  render  us  weary  of  Life) 
<c  or  by  our  Bodies  returning  fome  Days,  Months  or  Years,  fooner 
“  in  the  Mafs  of  the  Matter  which  they  are  made  of,  and  becom- 
<r  ing  Parts  of  Vegetables  or  of  other  Bodies/'  Whether  he  learn  d 
at  Oxford,  (where  he  took  the  Degree  of  Dodorfhip)  that  Contempt 
of  Life,  or  in  any  other  Part  of  England  where,  as  I  hear  of,  no  Week 
pafles  but  what  furnilhes  us  with  Examples  of  Seif-murtherers;  or 
he  really  was  afraid  of  being  put  to  Death  by  the  Turks ,  (which 
was  ne  moriare  mori ,  to  perilh  for  fear  of  penfhing)  or  would  leave 
this  for  a  Pretence  or  Pveafon  for  his  Cruelty  to  himfelf,  I  can’t  tell  ; 
but  you  have  not  forgotten  how  he  exclaim’d  againll  the  French 
and  other  Chriilian  Laws,  in  refpebt  of  Suicides ,  whofe  Bodies  are 
ignominuoufly  and  inhumanly  drawn  through  the  Streets,  and  deny’d 
even  Sepulture,  and  their  Eilates,  laid  he,  unjuftly  confifcated  to  the  Go¬ 
vernment,*  and  how  on  the  contrary  he  extoll  d  thofe  of  the  Englifh, 
who  bury  them  as  honourably  as  others,  and  don't  rob  their  Heirs 
of  their  Right  of  Inheritance.  As  he  was  too  pofitive  in  his  Sen¬ 
timents,  that  he  did  not  like  our  contradiding  him  ;  as  you  may 
remember,  when  we  told  him,  that  the  generous  Indulgence  of  Eng - 
lifh  Laws  was  not  an  Approbation  of  the  Adion,  but  deeming 
Lunatic k  thofe  who  had  committed  it,  if  they  had  been  com - 
potes  mentis  during  the  whole  Courfe  of  their  Life,  the  very  com¬ 
mitting  of  it  was  a  Sign  of  the  contrary  ,*  and  that  we  found  more 
Courage  in  fupporting  a  great  Misfortune,  than  finking  thus  under 
it  ;  and  that  he  reproach’d  us  thereupon  of  being  not  Fhilofophers. 
When  I  recoiled  all  this,  it  feems  to  me  a  Defign  already  form’d  in 
liss  Heart,  of  which  we  fee  the  accompiifhing,  to  immortalize 
his  Courage  in  the  Mind  of  fome  Englifh  Philofophers  of  his  Princb 
pies  ;  his  recommending  his  Family  to  the  Englifh  Embadador,  feem’d 
a  prudent  Confidence  he  preferved,  that  his  Family  Ihould  not  fuf- 
fer  by  it ;  as  to  the  Turks  having  no  Examples  of  Self-murtherers  a- 
niong  themfelves,  they  have  no  Laws  for,  and  he  was  perfwaded 
that  therefore  they  would  not  fufFer  his  Body  to  be  expofed  to  any 
Indignities  in  their  own  Country  by  thofe  of  any  other  Nation,  and 
he  was  not  deceiv’d  in  this ;  the  Latin  Bifliop  of  Philippopoli ,  had 
it  accompany’ d  decently  to  the  Grave  with  a  Couple  of  PrieRs,  but 
for  the  red  you  know  his  Anfwer,  as  that  of  *  Dr.  le  Due ,  to  th  z  Queer  is 
quo  p  oft  mortem  j  ace  as  loco  ;  but  requiefcat  in  pace .  I  return  to  our  Con- 
grefs.  R  The 


•  Dr.  le  Due  was  bom  in  Normandy,  a  Man  of  many  good  Parts ,  a  great  Admirer  and 
Follower  of  Epicurus.  He  went  firfi  to  fettle  at  Smyrna  as  a  Doftor ,  where  h  told  me ,  that  hap¬ 
pening  to  have  a  hot  Fever  with  a  Delirium ,  the  very  Night  this  City  was  almcfl  totally  de- 
jlrofd  by  a  terrible  Earthquake,  about  ^  Tears  ago ,  every  body  being  in  great  Confufion , 
and  his  Nurfe  having  left  him  for  fome  Minutes ,  he  rofe  from  his  Bed ,  Jlole  away ,  and  went 
to  threw  hhnfelf  in  a  Pan  of  Heater  which  was  in  his  Garden ,  and  had  been  drowned ,  if 
f:e  with  a  Servant  had  not  come  to  look.  for  him  and  relieve  him  but  that  he  was  cured 
thereby ,  both  of  his  Fever  and  Delirium ,  and  never  was  Sick.  Jince.  He  was  at  Conitan- 
tinople  in  my  Time ,  and  a  great  Promoter  of  Inoculation-  He  was ,  like  Dr.  T  imone,  a 
better  Phjfician  than  Roman  Catholicity  A  Jefuit  Director  of  Confidence  to  his  Wife  ( a  ve  y 
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The  Plenipotentiaries  being  all  met  at  PaJJaroivitz ,  have  concluded 
the  Peace  on  the  Foot  of  utt  pojfidetis ,  or  thereabouts,  as  you’ll  lee 
by  a  Copy  of  the  Treaty  that  1  11  fend  you  by  the  next  Opportuni¬ 
ty  ;  by  which  the  Venetians  are  the  greateft  Sufferers,  and  the  Ger~ 
mans  the  greateft  Gainers,  for  they  keep  Belgrade  and  Temefivar ,  v  ith 
their  Dependences,  &c.  Sir  Robert  Sutton  has  done  Miracics  on  t’is 
Occafion,  having  made  our  good  Mujfelmans  give  up  Belgrade ,  with 
a  good  Air,  or  as  the  French  fay,  de  bonne  grace  ;  and  to  look  on  them- 
felves  as  happy,  that  the  German  Progrelles  are  thus  dop'd.  Pray 
write  me  of  the  chief  Circumltances  which  you  hear  of  Admiral  Bings 
Expedition.  If  what  I  have  heard  be  true,  he  may  aifo  fay  with 
OjGr,  1  came ,  Jaw,  and  overcame.  ’Twere  to  be  wiih’d,  that  all  the 
European  Wars  had  been  ended  with  fo  much  Rapidity,  it  would 
have  faved  her  abundance  of  Blood  and  Trcafure.

IN  the  Year  1714.  the  fecond  of  January,  when  Counfellor  Baf- 
fewitz  was  Pent  Envoy  Extraordinary  from  Holjlein  to  the  Czar's 
Court,  Baron  Goertz  gave  him  in  his  Inftrudions,  among  other; 
Things,  to  infinuate  to  the  Czar,  that  he  might  exped:  whatfoever 
Service  that  Court  wTas  capable  of,  both  in  refped  to  the  Succellion 
to  the  Crown  of  Sweden ,  and  to  his  Defigns  in  the  prefent  War; 
and  to  make  that  Prince  fenfible,  that  it  was  offer’d  and  agreed  on  the 
Part  of  Holjlein  (when  the  Swedes  march’d  into  Toningben )  to  ma¬ 
nage  Matters  fo,  that  their  whole  Army  be  therein  imprifon'd,  and 
oblig’d  to  furrender  with  General  Ste/nhock ,  to  the  Difcrction  of  the 

Northern  Allies,  which  happen'd  accordingly - —  to  inform  him, 

that  if  he  would  make  Peace  with  Sweden  in  the  King’s  Abfence,  the 
States  of  the  Kingdom  would  authorize  the  Senate  to  treat  with

She  happening  one  Day  to  nal 4:  bit  Son  (a  pretty  ingenious  Touth ,  who  died  lately  here  in 
London)  to  repeat  bis  Latin  Prayers ,  and  among  them  the  Litany,  which  he  performed 
without  omitting  one  Word,  (he  applauded  him  for  it  •  but  the  Doctor  being  prefent ,  Jo  id 
very  gravely.  My  dear  Son,  you  have  forgotten  the  Saint  who  v/orks  more  Miracles 
than  all  the  reft.  And  the  Son  asking  who  fee  was  ?  He  anfwerd ,  Sandta  Dixra.  The 
Child  believing  it  fo,  and  repeating  one  Saturday  his  Litany,  with  other  Prayers ,  before  his 
Majler,  at  the  Jefuit’/  School  in  Galata,  put  her  at  the  Head  of  all  Saints ,  naming  her  even 
before  San&a  Mafia,  ( tbs  Virgin  Mary)  thus ,  Sandfa  Dixta  ora  pro  nobis.  Whereupon 
the  Majler  asked  him ,  Who  taught  him  jo  ?  He  atjfwer'd,  My  Father,  who  fays,  fhe  Works 
more  Miracles  than  all  the  reft.  The  Majler  looking  upon  that  as  a  prophane  Pantring , 
pardoned  it  to  the  Child's  Ignorance,  but  went  to  reprimand  the  Doctor,  who  confirm'd  what  he 
had  paid,  and  even  explain'd  it  thus ;  Father ,  daily  Experience  Jhews ,  “  That  Diet  fr.ves  a 
“  World  of  People  from  Death ,  which  cannot  be  faid  of  all  our  Saints."  The  Mafier  getting  no 
other  Satisfaction  of  him ,  forbid  the  Son  to  mention  for  the  future  fucb  a  falfe  Saint.  He  died 
about  the  J^th  Tear  of  his  Age.  Whilji  he  was  drawing  near  to  the  laft  Moment,  the  afore/aid 
Jefuk  came  to  hear  his  Covftjjicn ,  and  make  him  fcnfsblc  of  Eternity,  but  he  refus'd  to 
“  Confefs ,  Saying,  “  1  liv'd  always  an  honefi  Man,  I  have  no  other  Sin  on  my  Confcience , 
“  but  permitting  my  Wife  to  comply  with  a  Vow ,  which  fhe  did  (I  believe  by  your  Perfwafion 
“  during  one  Sickytefs)  to  Saint  Ignatius,  and  gave  ioo  Ducats  to  your  Church  thereby,  which 
was  robbing  my  Son  and  Daughter  of  fo  much  from  their  Inheritance.  "  Then  turning  his  Head 
t*  the  Injfde  of  his  Bed,  Jpoky  no  more ,  but  expir'd  a  few  Minutes  afterwards. 
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him*-  He  writes  him  oil  the  24th  of  February ,  to  let  the  Czar  know 
that  the  Swedes  were  for  dethroning  the  abfent  King,  and  offering 
the  Crown  to  the  Princefs  his  Sifter,  and  that  in  Holjtein  they  in¬ 
tended  to  feparate  their  Interefts  from  thole  of  Sweden — - -  In 

one  Letter  to  the  fame,  dated  the  10th  of  March ,  that  there  were  great 
jealouftes  and  Divifions  about  the  Succeffion  in  Sweden ,  where  the 
Affairs  of  the  Duke  did  not  go  to  their  Willi  ;  therefore  he  thought 
an  Alliance  between  his  Highnefs  and  his  Czarean  Majefty,  was  the 

fureft  Way  to  be  taken - -  That  he,  the  laid  Envoy,  would 

propofc  it  on  thefe  Conditions,  among  others,  that  the  Czar  would 
aftift  the  Duke  to  alcend  that  Throne,  and  give  him  the  Princefs  of 
Mufcovy  in  Marriage,  according  ro  the  Propofais  already  made  to  < 
his  Czarian  Majefty  thereupon  (which  were  to  the  Difadvantage 
of  Sweden )—  that  he  Baron  Goertz ,  infpired  the  King  with  a  Miftruft 
of  his  Subjects,  rendring  them  odious  to  his  Majefty,  as  appears  by  a 
Scheme  of  his  in  1716.  relating  to  the  Marks  of  Money,  call’d 
Myntetekens ,  State-Obligations ,  &c.  wherein  he  accufes  them  of  Difaf- 
fedtion,  fo  far  as  choofing  rather  to  bury  30,  40,  nay,  even  50,000 
Rix-Dollars,  and  thus  be  deprived  of  their  Intereft,  than  to  advance 

and  lend  any  Money  to  his  Majefty -  One  Letter  of  Mr.  Ha- 

venfclau  from  Vienna ,  the  fecond  of  Otlober ,  1717.  confirms  the  Opi¬ 
nion  which  foreign  Powers  had  of  him,  in  reipedt  of  a  Peace,  fo 
neceflary  and  fo  much  wifh’d  for,  viz.  That  he  diffuaded  his  Sme~ 
dijh  Majefty  from  fending  Minifters  to  the  Congrefs  of  Brunfwick ; 
Firft,  in  one  of  his  own  Letters  to  the  King  Cwhich  he  defires  that 
Prince  to  burn)  he  promifes  to  contrive  or  make  fuch  the  Treaty 
of  Aland ,  chat  his  Majefty  might,  when  he  pleas’d,  break  it  and  renew 

the  War- -  In  another  under  the  28th  February ,  1718.  to  that 

Prince,  he  accufes  the  Governors  of  Provinces  of  being  flow  and 
backwards  in  the  Execution  of  his  Orders,  fo  that  every  Thing 
goes  worfe  and  worfe  by  their  Management,  adviles  him  ther  efoe 
to  afteciate  them  Aftiftants  of  his  (Baron  Goertz)  Choice,  who' 
ihall  be  no  way  fo  fpeculative,  but  always  readily  adtive,  and 
have  a  watchful  Eye  on  them,  and  perform  Orders  as  foon  as  re¬ 
ceiv’d -  In  another  to  his  Majefty  under  the  19th  of  April , 

that  a  true  Zeal  is  not  to  be  depended  upon  from  the  S  we  dijh  Mer¬ 
chants,  but  that,  to  the  Difcouragement  of  Myntetekens ,  they  will  ra¬ 
ther  keep  their  Iron  than  fell  it  for  that  Species  ,*  therefore  he  ad- 
vifes  him  to  feize  upon  all,  both  good  Money  and  Effedls,  in  that 

Country — -  One  to  Secretary  Vankoken ,  Ihews  that  he  was 

principally  concerned  in  the  new  coining  of  Money,  and  the  chief 
Gainer  by  it—— «  In  one  of  the  4th  of  May ,  he  tells  the  King, 
that  the  Provinces  where  the  Regulation  is  on  the  worft  Footing, 
are  Calmar ,  Sudermeland,  Upland ,  with  Stockholm ,  Karalorg,  Wermeland \ 
therefore  he  defires  the  Liberty  of  choofing  Aftiftants  to  the  Go¬ 
vernors- -  Under  the  i6tb  of  June,  he  advifes  to  buy  all  the  Iron 

from  the  Forges  for  Myntetekens- -  Under  the  nth  of  July, 

to  change  Bank  Notes  for  Bank  Attions — : -  He  writes  to  C.  Van 

Vernath  in  28  Augujl ,  that  the  King  neither  defigns,  nor  is  able  ro 
pay  what  he  owes  to  the  Bank.  To  which  C.  Van  Dernath  anfwers, 
that  then  he  forefees  nothing  by  all  his  (Baron  Goertz )  Projedls  and 
Schemes  but  a  total  Paiin  of  the  publick  Credit ;  defires  him  to 
conftder  it,  and  moderate  the  Expences  and  Oppreftions  of  the  Peo¬ 
ple,  &c.*° - Fie  (Baron  Goertz)  writes  him,  on  the  23 d  of  Sep¬ 

tember, 
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tember ,  That  this  depended  on  the  King,  who  was  the  Mailer,  &c. 

• - He  ('Baron  Goertz )  in  a  Memorial  to  the  King,  dated  the 

18th  of  Oftober,  accufes  the  Magiffrates  of  Stockholm,  of  mifapplying 

the  Poors  Money' -  He  fends  to  Secretary  Lederjlrom  on  the 

a7th,  a  Scheme  of  a  new  Tax,  with  a  Letter  to  the  King,  in  which 
he  defires  his  Majefty,  inftead  of  Two  per  Gent .  which  he  had  pro¬ 
pos’d  in  that  Scheme,  may  be  pleas’d  to  impofe  one  of  his  own  foie 
Will  and  Authority,  of  Six  per  Cent.  Accordingly  a  moil  perni¬ 
cious  Edid  or  Tlacaert  was  made,  ordering  that  every  Swe - 
difh  Subjed  iliould  pay  towards  ereding  Magazines  of  Corn, 
and  all  other  Neceffaries  for  the  Army,  the  Sixth  Penny  of  his  whole 
Eftate  within  or  without  the  Kingdom,  whether  confiding  in  Land, 
Mortgages,  ready  Money,  Government-Funds,  or  Effeds ;  in  (hart, 
the  6th  Part  of  whatever  he  had  in  the  World.  And  to  the  End 
that  no  one  might  conceal  his  Effeds,  he  fhould  be  oblig  d  to  take 

an  Oath  upon  it,  &c. -  Which  Tlacaert  or  Edid  was  to  remain 

in  full  force  during  the  War  ;  but  the  Effed  of  which  was  prevent¬ 
ed  by  his  Majefty 's  Death,  as  was,  by  the  Honefty  of  our  Nation, 
that  of  another  Tlacaert  no  lefs  pernicious,  giving  in  Pawn  and  for 
Security,  the  fix  Edates,  as  Houfes  and  Lands  of  them  who  would 
not  lend  Money  to  the  King  at  6  per  Cent .  to  thofe  who  would  ; 
and  befides  that  Intered,  a  Right  to  purchafe  the  faid  Edates— 
On  the  28th,  he  (Baron  Goertz )  fends  to  the  King  an  account  of 
his  Merits,  as  being  the  only  Perfon  on  whom  his  Majedy  might 
depend,  and  giving  to  that  Prince  all  the  ill  Impredions  imaginable 
of  all  his  other  mod  faithful  Servants  ,*  adding,  That  in  refped  to 
the  Deputation  Affairs,  he  would  not  acknowledge  any  but  his  Ma¬ 
jefty  s  immediate  Orders -  He  writes  to  Count  Fan  Dernathy 

his  Colleague,  that  his  Majedy  approv’d  of  all  his  Tranfadions - - 

The  Count  anfwers,  “  That  he  fees  Things  fo  far  overturn’d,  and  near 
<c  brought  to  ruin  by  his  Projeds  ;Thatagaind  his  Scheme  and  Promife 
*6  to  the  Publick,  the  Myntetekens  are  encreas’d  fo  much,  that  they 
“  never  will  be  paid  ;  That  the  State  Obligations  are  look’d  upon  as 
<c  fo  many  Cheats  ;  That  he  complains  that  he  orders  him  Things 
<c  not  poffible  to  be  executed  ;  That  there  are  in  his  Order  to  the 
*c  Deputation  fuch  mental  Refervations,  and  fo  many  Contradidi- 
<c  ons,  that  they  knew  not  how  to  ad  ;  That  itfeems  that  he  (Baron 
u  Goertz )  will  go  on  with  his  Projeds  as  long  as  there  is  a  Piece 
“  of  good  Money  in  the  Country  ;  That  the  Funds  are  not  fuiH- 
<c  dent  to  maintain  fo  many  Troops  as  he  would  have  kept  on  Foor, 
<c  no  more  than  to.  ever  difcharge  the  State-Obligations  and  the 
“  Myntetekens ,  by  reafon  of  the  Norway  Campaign  ;  That  every  Bo- 
€t  dy  look’d  on  all  the  Troops  being  carry’d  out  of  the  Kingdom, 
“  and  kept  there  in  Winter ,  to  befiege  a  Place  hardly  worth  the 
<c  lofs  of  one  Man,  as  an  Invitation  of  the  Czar  to  enter  on  the  fide 
“  of  Helfingland ,  or  a  Defigti  to  ruin  them  there  both  by  Cold  and 
<c  Famine.  That  he  (Count  Van  Dernath)  cannot  himfelf  judge  it 
otherwile,  by  the  Meafures  he  fees  him  taking,  and  that  his  laff 
Projed  for  the  new  Impofition  fcem’d  to  be  forg’d  in  Hell. 

It  is  evident,  That  Baron  Goertz  by  all  thefe,  and  too  many  other 
fuch  Projeds  and  Counfels  to  the  King,  encouraged  and  enabled  his 
'  Majeffy  to  continue  a  War,  which  brought  the  utmoft  Mifery  on 
his  People  (with  the  Deflrudion  of  his  Forces)  and  at  laff,  our 
great  Monarch  to  his  fatal  End :  For  which  the  whole  Nation 
does  now  mourn.
